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A  Canoe  Trip  to  Hudson  Bay, 


BY  J.    M.  BENTLEY. 


IFTER  many  pleasant  experiences  in 
Canadian  woods  and  waters  I  felt 
prepared  to  make  a  long  contempla- 
ted visit  to  Hudson  Bay.  The  trip  I  knew 
was  not  to  be  lightly  undertaken,  but  hav- 
ing learnt  a  good  deal  from  personal 
travel  by  canoe 
and  the  spending 
of  several  vaca- 
tions in  the  back 
woods  inCanada, 
I  felt  prepared  to 
face  whatever 
e  me  r  g  e  n  ci  e  s 
might  be  in  front 
of  me.  I  had 
likewise  travelled 
agooddeal  under 
the  guidance  of 
Presque,  a  half 
breed,  and  seen 
his  work  under 
difficulties  and 
knew  he  was  a 
guide  uponwhom 
I  could  place  a 
good  deal  of  re- 
liance. My  own  experience  had  given  me 
some  confidence  in  my  own  powers  and 
I  felt  that  the  time  had  come  when  I 
might  with  some  amount  of  credit  under- 
take what  I  knew  to  be  a  difficult  trip, 
not  altogether  free  from  danger,  and  hope 
to  emerge  successfully  therefrom. 

For  some  time  I  had  been  gathering  in- 
formation on  the  subject  and  early  last

spring  began  my  preparations  in  earnest. 
The  question  of  route  was  one  of  much 
interest  but  the  balance  was  so  strongly 
in  favor  of  that  by  the  Temiskaming  and 
Northern  Ontario  Railway  that  I  decided 
to  go  as  far  as  I  could  to  the  End  of  Steel 
and  then  take  to 
the  canoe. 

I  had  sounded 
Presque  on  the 
subject  on  my  last 
visit  toTemagami 
and  I  had  the  in- 
estimable advant- 
age of  the  advice 
and  assistance  of 
Mr.  H.  G.Wood, 
the  Hudson  Bay 
representative  on 
BearIsland,Tema- 
gami,  who  gave 
time  and  attention 
to  making  the  out- 
fit as  thorough  as 
forethought  and 
knowledge  could 
do  so  in  order  to 
possibilities  of  any 


the 


ensure  against 
breakdown. 

As  far  as  I  could  manage  it  all  the 
arrangements  had  been  made  when  I 
left  Pittsburg  on  the  evening  of  July 
tenth  last  on  the  first  stage  of  what  prov- 
ed to  be  a  most  interesting  trip.  Before 
nine  o'clock  next  morning  I  was  in  To 
ronto  and  enjoyed  a  hearty    breakfast  a* 
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the  King-  Edward  Hotel.  The  day  was 
made  unpleasant  by  continuous  rain, 
though  despite  this  drawback  I  managed 
to  see  a  good  deal  of  the  city.  I  purchas- 
ed a  silk  tent  with  bobbinet  front  from 
Pike  &  Company,  bought  a  few  sundries 
which  might  have  been  otherwise  over- 
looked and  secured  my  sleeper  reservation. 
At  nine  o'clock  in  the  evening  I  and  all 
my  belongings  were  on  the  Cobalt  special 
and  headed  north. 

At  half  past  seven  next  morning  we 
were  only  ten  miles  beyond  North  Bay, 
and  on  account  of  a  wreck  were  obliged 
to  change  cars  and  have  the  baggage 
transferred  to  a  train  ahead.  Thus  in- 
stead of  reach- 
ing Temagami 
at  seven  forty- 
five  it  was 
eleven  o'clock 
before  our 
train  entered 
that  station. 

However,  I 
found  Presque 
awaiting  m  e 
and  he  had  the 
canoe  and  sup- 
plies all  ready 
for  shipping. 
Train  delays 
kept  us  here 
till  five  o'clock 
in  the  evening 
and  it  was  nine 
before  Engle- 
hartwas  reach- 
ed. An  all  night 

stoppage  was  made  here  and  we  put  up 
at  the  King  Edward — a  fine  hotel  consid- 
ering that  the  town  is  but  one  year  old. 
Englehart  is  a  railroad  divisional  point 
and  is  also  to  be  made  a  junction  point. 
Only  a  year  ago  the  site  was  covered 
with  dwarf  Jack  pines  and  now  the 
place  possesses  a  large  attractive  depot 
painted  white  with  green  shingles,  a  good 
hotel  of  about  forty  rooms,  and  about 
thirty  stores  of  all  kinds,  together  with 
numerous  well  built  dwellings.  The 
place  is  a  good  example  of  the  enter- 
prise and  energy  displayed  in  many  of 
the  new  frontier  towns  of  Northern  On- 
tario and  the  short  stay  here  was  made 
interesting  in  noting  the  strange  contrasts

presented  in  a  town  of  such  mushroom 
growth. 

At  that  time  the  End  of  Steel  was 
Grant,  seventy-five  miles  from  Englehart, 
and  a  construction  train  left  Englehart 
for  that  point  at  half  past  nine  in  the 
morning.  We  were  timed  to  conclude 
the  journey  by  between  four  and  six  in 
the  evening — a  rather  indefinite  form 
of  time  table,  but  we  were  warned  that 
even  this  was  not  to  be  depended  upon. 
The  dining  stopping  point  on  this  ex- 
tension is  at  a  settlement  called  Boston  ; 
from  which  place  there  is  a  Government 
waggon  road  through  to  the  Larder  Lake 
district,  where  much  gold  bearing  min- 
eral has  been 
discovered  and 
where  hun- 
dreds of  pros- 
pectors are  in 
search  of  the 
hidden  treas- 
ure. As  a  mat? 
terof  fact  it  was 
nine  o'clock 
before  the  train 
arrived  at 
Grant  and  con- 
sidering the 
condition  o  f 
the  roadbed  we 
did  well  to  ar- 
rive at  that 
time.  At  three 
different  places 
the  engine  or 
cars  left  the 
tracks  and  we 
had  good  opportunities  of  observing  the 
surrounding  country  while  waiting  for 
them  to  be  replaced. 

•This  portion  of  the  roadbed  well  illus- 
trates some  of  the  enormous  difficulties 
to  be  overcome  by  pioneers  in  a  new 
country.  In  some  places  deep  rock  cuts 
had  to  be  made,  many  large  streams  had 
to  be  crossed  and  in  other  places  the 
lines  had  to  be  laid  over  muskegs  where 
it  appears  impossible  to  procure  anything 
like  a  firm  foundatian.  In  several  places 
there  were  found  large  deposits  of  soft 
blue  clay.  On  these  deposits  the  railroad 
builders  have  been  working  for  over  a 
year,  using  pile  drivers  and  putting  in 
hundreds  of  logs  in  their  endeavors  to 
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secure  such  a  foundation  as  would  hold 
the  track.  When  the  builders  thought 
they  had  done  this  the  soft  clay  would 
slip  carrying  away  the  logs  and  shifting 
the  track  several  hundred  feet  from  its 
former  location.  Two  large  steam  shovels 
have  been  put  in  and  worked  for  months 
taking  out  the  deposit,  the  excavation 
thus  made  being  filled  up  with  heavy 
rock  ballast.  This  had  no  lasting  effect 
as  the  clay  has  again  slipped  with  the 
same  results.  The  first  contractors  who 
undertook  to  build  this  portion  of  the 
road  claimed  to  have  lost  $100,000  over 
it  and  had  to  give  it  up  uncompleted. 

When  we  finally  reached  Grant,  the 
conductor  took  us  to  a  large  railroad 
camp  for  sup- 
per for  which, 
as  it  may  be 
imagined,  we 
were  quite 
ready.  When 
we  finishedour 
meal  and  came 
out  we  found 
that  the  train 
had  been  run 
on  to  a  siding 
half  a  mile  a- 
head .  We 
walked  down 
the  track  to 
the  train  and 
there  discover- 
ed that  the 
freight  cars 
were  locked 

with  padlocks.  This  meant  that  we 
must  wait  till  morning  with  what  patience 
we  could  command  before  we  could  se- 
cure our  outfit.  We  tried  to  sleep  on 
the  hard  benches  of  the  caboose  and 
might  have  succeeded  if  it  had  not  been 
for  the  swarms  of  mosquitoes  which 
would  insist  on  occupying  that  place  with 
us.  As  it  was  we  were  in  torture  all 
the  time  and  at  halt  past  two  in  the 
morning  I  could  stand  it  no  longer.  I 
beat  a  retreat  and  from  that  time  until  I 
was  called  for  breakfast  I  spent  the  in- 
terval in  walking  up  and  down  the  track 
switching  at  my  tormentors  at  every  step 
I  took. 

It  was  with  glad  spirits  that  at  half- 
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past  eight  on  Sunday,  July  fourteenth, 
we  bade  adieu  to  the  railway  and  set  out 
on  the  canoe  portion  of  our  trip.  We 
started  with  a  half  mile  portage  to  the 
Black  River  on  which  we  were  delighted 
to  embark.  After  our  experiences  on 
the  railroad  we  felt  free  and  had  a  most 
pleasant  day,  though  we  had  to  make 
three  portages  in  the  distance  of 
three  miles  which  we  had  to  cover  before 
we  reached  McDougall's  Chutes. 

Here  we  remained  for  half  an  hour 
securing  some  bread,  etc.  and  looking 
with  interest  at  the  raw  newness  of  this 
crude  settlement.  When  we  were  there 
the  frames  of  nearly  every  building  was 
covered  with  tar  paper.      Despite  the  air 

of  newness 
ev  e  r  y  w  here 
prevalent  we 
found  several 
stores  doing  a 
rushing  busi- 
ness and  pool 
rooms  and 
boarding 
houses  were 
seen  on  every 
hand.  Many 
tents  were  pit- 
ched about  the 
place  and  it 
was  clear  to  us 
that  the  town 
was  growing 
rapidly.  Rich 
mineral  depos- 
itshad  been  and 
were  still  being  found  in  the  district  and 
accounted  for  the  energetic  manner  in 
which  everyone  round  about  was  hustling 
for  the  almighty  dollar. 

We  continued  our  paddle  down  the 
Black  River  for  a  distance  of  fifteen  miles, 
to  its  junction  with  the  Abitibi  and  down 
this  five  miles  to  Iroquois  Falls  which 
point  we  reached  at  five  o'clock  in  the 
evening.  Several  prospectors  and  a  fire 
ranger  were  in  camp  here  and  after  put- 
ting up  our  tent  and  having  supper  we 
spent  several  pleasant  hours  around  the 
camp  fire  in  their  company. 

Upon  turning  in  a  night  of  misery  was 
our  lot.  No  sooner  had  we  sought  our 
pillows  than  our  troubles  began.     I  had 
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brought  with  me  a  cot  with  a  bobbinet 
canopy  intended  forjust  such  an  occasion, 
and  thought  that  1  had  confounded  these 
insect  pests.  My  confidence  was  not 
justified  on  that  particular  evening  for  al- 
though the  bobbinet  reached  to  the 
ground  there  were  many  uneven  surfaces. 
By  these  means  they  found  entrances  be- 
low and  coming  right  up  along  the  sides 
they  reached  me  and  paid  me  their  com- 
pliments. They  were  so  very  pressing 
in  their  attentions  that  the  dawn  with  its 
moving  about  and  preparations  for  break- 
fast and  breaking  camp  proved  most 
welcome. 

By  eight  o'clock  we  were  again  on  the 
water  and  at  the  forty-two  mile  blaze 
from  McDougall's  Chute  reached  the 
Burnes  Transcontinental  Contractor's 
Camp  where  we  stopped  for  a  short  time. 
Here  there 
were  fifteen  big 
and  fierce  dogs 
running  about 
and  it  was  not 
safe  for  a 
stranger  to  try 
and  land  until 
they  had  been 
called  off.  Our 
journey  was 
continued  for 
eight  miles  fur- 
ther down  the 
river  when  we 
reached  a  Gov- 
ernment Sur- 
veyor's Camp  at 
which  we  stop- 
ped for  the 
night  The 

building  was  locked  up  but  as  it  was  be- 
ginning to  rain  we  did  not  stand  upon 
ceremony  but  pried  the  lock  off  the  door 
and  made  ourselves  at  home.  There 
was  a  good  stove  and  a  general  assort- 
ment of  eatables  inside.  Under  these 
circumstances  we  made  an  excellent  sup- 
per which  we  much  enjoyed. 

The  next  work  was  to  put  up  my  cot, 
and  I  set  my  thoughts  to  work  to  see  if 
I  couldn't  outwit  my  little,  persistent  and 
most  trying  enemies,  the  mosquitoes. 
Taking  the  bobbinet  that  hung  below  the 
cot  I  tucked  it  in  all  round  under  the 
sleeping  bags     and    after  undressing 
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crawled  under  the  canopy,  most  carefully 
tucking  in  again  those  portions  of  the 
bobbinet  that  I  had  displaced.  This  plan 
proved  most  successful  and  I  experienced 
great  pleasure  that  night  in  hearing  the 
angry  buzzings  of  many  hundreds  of 
mosquitoes  making  desperate  efforts  to 
reach  me,  and  failing.  From  this  time 
onward  my  troubles  with  mosquitoes 
were  at  an  end  and  my  nights  calm  and 
peaceful — a  wonderful  improvement  upon 
the  miserable  ones  I  had  gone  through. 

On  the  sixteenth  we  were  on  the  river 
by  ei^ht  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  kept 
right  on  until  we  arrived  at  the  Long  Sault 
when  we  stopped  at  a  prospector's  camp. 
At  this  place  I  had  a  pleasant  meeting 
and  conversation  with  an  elderly  gentle- 
man, Mr.  G.  Marskell,  who  came  from 
Muskoka  and  remembered  seeing  me  at 

Bala  Falls  three 
years  before. 
For  the  next 
seven  miles  we 
had  very 
swift  waterand 
after  making 
two  portages 
we  camped  that 
night  at  Kettle 
Falls. 

The  seventeen- 
th was  a  quiet 
and  uneventful 
daybutwemade 
good  progress. 
About  ten 
o'clock  in  the 
morning  w  e 
saw  a  cow  and 
a  calf  moose  in 
the  water  and  with  some  trouble  took 
two  pictures  of  the  cow  but  were  too 
slow  to  catch  the  calf.  Camp  that  night 
was  made  about  ten  miles  above  Sucker 
Creek. 

A  long  and  arduous  day  was  the  eight- 
eenth but  the  evening  afforded  ample 
repayment  for  the  strenuous  exertions 
indulged  in  that  day.  We  had  seven 
portages  to  make,  and.  the  last  -  one, 
three  miles  long,  was  not  completed  until 
eight  oclock  in  the  evening.  We  believed 
from  the  map,  and  the  distances  we  had 
covered,  that  New  Post  could  only  be  a 
few  miles  ahead.    We  decided  therefore 
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to  keep  on  and  at  nine  o'clock  we  arrived 
at  the  Post. 

Mr.  S.B.  Barrett,  the  factor  in  charge, 
came  down  to  the  river  to  meet  us  and 
gave  us  a  hearty  welcome.  So  pleased  in- 
deed was  he  to  see  a  white  man,  assuring 
me  that  I  was  the  first  he  had  seen  for 
eight  months,  that  he  gave  us  the  free- 
dom of  his  house,  There  was  much  of 
greatinterest  for  us  both  to  talk  about.  He 
was  anxious  to  hear  of  what  was  passing 
in  the  outside  world,  as  he  only  received 
one  mail,  via  Moose  Factory,  the  whole 
year.  On  the  other  hand  I  wanted  to 
know  something  further  of  the  back- 
woods, of  the  journey  ahead  of  me  and 
there  was  no  more  competent  man  on 
these  particular  points  than  my  host. 
Some  very  fine 
skins,  trophies 
of  Mr.  Barrett's 
hunt  ngprowess, 
were  hanging 
upon  the  walls 
and  I  made  up 
my  mind  to  pur- 
chase some  of 
them  should  my 
host  prove  a 
willing  seller. 
As  I  did  not  wish 
to  burden  myself 
with  any  more 
than  needful 
supplies  I  post- 
poned this  part 
of  our  interview 
till  my  return. 

The  Post  con- 
sists of  four  buildings  —  the  Factor's 
residence,  a  second  one  occupied  by  an 
Indian,  a  general  shop  and  the  store 
house.  When  we  were  there  we  saw 
about  a  dozen  tents  and  tepees  in  which 
the  Indians  who  trade  at  the  Post  were 
living.  All  the  supplies  for  New  Post 
are  brought  down  once  a  year  by  the 
Indians  from  Moose  Factory  after  the 
arrival  of  the  steamer  from  England 
which  is  generally  in  the  early  part  of 
August.  Early  in  September  the  Indians 
at  the  Post  leave  for  the  woods  many 
going  long  distances  and  each  having  his 
own  hunting  location.  They  remain  away 
until  June  when  they  bring  in  the  results 
of  their  winter's  work     In  the  meantime 
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Mr.  Barrett,  with  one  lame  Indian  ser- 
vant, is  left  in  charge  at  the  Post. 

Noticing  that  four  out  of  five  of  the  many 
dogs  that  were  roaming  about  had  their 
right  fore  leg  tied  to  their  neck,  I  inquir- 
ed the  reason  for  such  a  proceeding  and 
was  told  that  this  was  done  to  keep  them 
from  going  into  the  bush.  If  allowed 
their  full  liberty  they  would  roam  about 
and  eat  up  all  the  rabbits  that  had  been 
caught  in  the  snares  set  out.  It  was  at 
this  place  I  first  saw  a  rabbit  skin  blank- 
et. These  blankets  were  beauties  being 
entirely  white.  They  are  made  by  cutting 
the  skin  into  half  inch  strips,  each  one 
being  twisted  up  tight  and  then  woven 
together  in  a  like  manner  as  that  in  which 
carpets  are  woven.  The  result  is  a  blank- 
et alike  on  both 
sides.  These 
blankets  are 
very  warm  and 
every  Indian 
family  is  the 
possessorofone 
or  more  of  these 
articles.  New 
Post  would 
make  an  ideal 
place  for  a  rest 
cure  sanitor- 
ium.  There 
would  be  abso- 
lutely no  danger 
of  the  patients 
being  worried 
by  outside 
troubles. 

Our  stay  at 

the  Post  lasted  twelve  hours  and  by  nine 
in  the  morning  of  the  nineteenth  we 
were  again  on  our  way.  Before  starting 
I  procured  two  additional  Indians  to 
assist  us  over  the  four  portages  fifteen 
miles  below.  At  the  end  of  the  third 
portage  we  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting 
the  Dominion  Commissioner  and  party 
consisting  of  Dominion  Police  Officers, 
Paymaster,  Doctor  and  ten  Indians. 
They  had  been  paying  the  bounty  to  the 
Indians  in  all  the  northern  sections  of 
the  country,  and  they  were  on  their  way 
back  to  the  End  of  Steel,  having  com- 
pleted a  journey  of  over  two  thousand 
five  hundred  miles, having  started  on  May 
first  and  travelled  most  days  in  the  interval. 
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The  bounty  is  four  dollars  and  is  paid 
in  cash  to  every  Indian,  adult  and  child. 
As  one  result  of  these  payments  children 
are  very  numerous,  the  Indians  looking 
upon  them  as  good  assets.  Many  amus- 
ing stories  are  told  regarding  the  Indians 
and  their  bounty.  It  is  the  only  money 
they  ever  see  and  as  soon  as  it  is  in 
their  possession  they  go  at  once  to  the 
store  at  the  Post  and  spend  it  upon  any- 
thing they  fancy.  At  the  New  Post  they 
tell  of  an  Indian  who  on  one  of  these 
occasions  took  a  fancy  to  an  old  churn. 
As  there  was  not,  and  never  had  been  a 
cow  within  a  hundred  and  fifty  miles  of 
the  Post  it  was  difficult  to  account  for 
the  churn  being  there.  Without  doubt 
it  had  been  brought  over  from  Europe 
many  years  be- 
fore and  in  some 
manner  it  had 
been  included  in 
a  consignment 
of  goods  sent 
down  to  New 
Post.  The  In- 
dian had  prob- 
ably never  seen 
a  cow  and  cer- 
tainly no  other 
churn.  As  he 
took  a  fancy  to 
it  there  was 
nothing  else  but 
to  let  him  have 
it  and  even  the 
price  of  twenty- 
fi  v  e  dollars 
which  was 
charged  him  for 

it  did  not  deter  him  from  the  purchase. 
He  thought  it  was  something  on  which 
he  could  make  music  and  he  determined 
to  become  the  purchaser. 

The  Commissioner  after  having  paid 
out  the  bounty  due  at  a  Post  remains 
there  for  a  day  or  two.  By  that  time 
the  bounty  money  is  in  the  possession  of 
the  Hudson  Bay  Company  and  by  giving 
them  a  due  bill  for  the  amount  the  Com- 
missioner is  again  in  the  possession  of 
the  money.  The  same  procedure  is  car- 
ried on  at  each  of  the  Posts  and  the  final 
result  is  that  the  Commissioner  after  hav- 
ing paid  a  cash  bounty  of  four  dollars 
per  head  to  several  thousands  of  Indians 
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has  still  upon  his  final  return  to  the 
starting  point  possession  of  the  money 
he  had  with  him  when  he  originally  start- 
ed, there  being  left  as  the  evidences  of 
his  visits  a  trail  of  due  bills  along  his 
whole  route.  This  is  certainly  a  good 
example  of  elastic  currency.  • 

It  rained  hard  all  the  afternoon  and 
we  had  to  pitch  the  tent  on  the  wet  sand 
on  the  end  of  an  island.  We  were  wet 
to  the  skin  and  nearly  frozen  but  after 
getting  into  dry  clothes  and  having  a  few 
cups  of  hot  coffee  we  were  soon  all  right 
again.  At  the  end  of  the  last  portage  I 
lost  my  revolver  ;  it  slipped  from  my 
belt  as  I  was  getting  out  money  with 
which  to  pay  the  two  Indians. 

Saturday,  the  twentieth  was  a  quiet 
day.  We  left 
camp  at  half- 
past  seven  and 
made  such  good 
progress  that  at 
night  we  camp- 
ed about  five 
miles  above  the 
Moose  River. 
During  the  day 
we  saw  a  mink 
on  a  rock  in  the 
river.  It  allowed 
us  to  get  within 
ten  feet  of  it  be- 
fore it  took  to 
the  water  and 
made  for  the 
shore.  After 
swimming  a 
short  distance 
in  that  direction 
it  turned  about  and  came  directly  towards 
the  canoe.  When  within  a  few  feet  ot 
us  the  guide  raised  his  paddle  to  strike 
it.  He  had  hardly  made  a  move  before 
the  mink  dived  straight  down  into  the 
water  and  disappeared.  I  believe  if  the 
guide  had  only  kept  quiet  the  animal 
would  have  tried  to  have  gotten  into  the 
canoe. 

On  Sunday,  the  twenty-first,  we  reach- 
ed Moose  Factory.  Camp  was  left  shortly 
after  seven  o'clock  and  at  nine  we  came 
on  an  Indian  encampment  at  which  a 
woman  and  child  were  engaged  in  drying 
moose  meat.  The  biggest  portion  of  the 
carcass  was  lying  on  the  ground  partly 
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covered  withadirty  cloth,  and  the  balance 
hung  up  across  poles  over  the  fire.  The 
woman  was  the  dirtiest  and  most 
depraved  human  being-  I  have  ever  seen. 
She  was  covered  with  blood  which  had 
dried  on  her  face  and  hands  in  streaks 
before  the  fire.  Her  head  was  covered 
with  a  dirty  cloth  to  keep  off  the  mos- 
quitoes and  flies  that  were  swarming 
about.  The  guide  endeavoured  to  find 
out  from  her  if  the  buildings  we  could  see 
in  the  distance  were  those  of  the  Hudson 
Bay  Company  at  Moose  Factory.  She 
declined  to  talk  and  after  taking  her  pic- 
ture we  departed  without  being  enlight- 
ened in  any  way. 

Upon  reaching  the  buildings  we  found 
them  to  be  those 
of  the  French 
Post  of  Revillion 
Freres.  W  e 
stopped  off  here 
for  a  short  time 
and  Mr.  F.  X. 
Hele,the  Factor 
in  charge,  was 
surprised  and 
delighted  to  see 
us.  He  was  a 
most  interesting 
talker  and  in  ad- 
dition to  his 
stories  told  us 
that  the  Moose 
Post  was  only 
three  miles  away 
on  the  far  side 
of  the  island 

which  was  in  view  across  the  river.  In 
addition  to  his  interesting  conversation 
and  information  he  also  gave  us  some 
fine  cigars. 

As  we  were  leaving  this  point  we  saw 
a  canoe,  filled  with  Indians  and  dogs 
leave  the  Indian  Camp  near  by.  Mr. 
Hele  told  us  they  were  going  over  to  the 
Post  to  attend  church,  the  English  Bishop, 
the  Right  Rev.  George  Holmes,  being 
there  that  day  on  his  annual  visit.  As 
there  were  six  paddles  in  their  canoe  they 
soon  pulled  ahead,  though  we  managed 
to  keep  them  in  sight.  By  and  by  we 
saw  them  go  into  shore,  and  supposed 
they  had  reached  the  other  Post  although 
nothing  of  it  was  to  be  seen.  When  we 
came  to  them,  however,   we  found  them 
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very  busy  making  their  toilettes,  putting 
on  their  very  best  clothes,  fancy  colored 
handkerchiefs,  combing  out  and  fixing 
up  the  children's  hair,  and  making  them- 
selves as  spruce  as  possible  in  honor  ot 
the  Bishop's  arrival.  We  were  told  that 
on  their  return  from  church  they  again 
exchanged  their  clothes  at  this  place. 

Upon  rounding  the  end  of  the  island 
the  Post  could  be  seen  and  we  reached 
the  landing  place  about  noon.  Mr.  A.W. 
Patterson,  who  was  in  charge,  came  down 
with  his  assistant  and  gave  us  a  cordial 
invitation  to  dinner.  We  had  what  tast- 
ed to  me  the  finest  meal  I  had  ever  eaten. 
The  menu  consisted  of  moose  meat, 
mashed  potatoes,    fresh   bread,  butter, 

marmalade  , 
milk,  tea  and 
plum  pudding. 
It  is  easy  to 
understand  by 
those  who  have 
gone  through 
like  experiences 
how  luxurious 
this  meal  ap- 
peared to  be 
after  a  week  of- 
bacon,  hard 
tack,  tea  and 
coffee. 

In  the  after- 
noon the  Factor 
showed  me 
round  the  place 
and  his  residence 
was  more  like 
Muskoka  than  a 
of   Hudson  Bay. 


a  summer  home  in 
house  on  the  shores 
There  were  lace  curtains  at  the  windows, 
fur  rugs  on  the  floors,  fancy  pillows  in 
large  numbers  scattered  about  in  the  cosy 
corners  and  on  the  settees,  attractive 
covers  on  the  dressers  and  tables  and  over 
each  bed  a  snow  white  canopy.  In  the 
dining  room  is  placed  a  fine  life  size  oil 
painting  of  Lord  Simpson.  His  wife  died 
last  May  and  with  his  two  children  and 
the  servants  he  lives  at  the  Post. 

Moose  Factory  is  one  of  the  largest  of 
the  Posts  belonging  to  the  Hudson  Bay 
Company  and  is  quite  fairly  populated, 
there  being  about  fifty  whites  (mostly- 
English)  and  seven  hundred  Indians  re- 
siding in  the  neighborhood.    The  loca- 
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tion  is  an  ideal  one,  the  buildings  being 
on  an  elevation  commanding  a  view  of 
the  Bay  on  all  sides  and  as  far  as  the  eye 
can  reach.  The  salt  air  of  the  Arctic  is 
very  invigorating  and  the  position  of  the 
Post  is  a  healthy  one.  In  addition  to  the 
large  headquarters,  store  and  warehouse, 
there  are  also  the  Church,  a  planing 
mill,  a  blacksmith's  shop,  a  carpenter's 
shop,  a  paint  shop  and  a  boat  house. 
In  the  latter  boats  of  all  kinds  are  made 
from  a  birch  bark  canoe  to  the  large 
steam  and  sailing  vessels  .used  around 
Hudson  Bay.  In  addition  there  are  about 
twenty-five  or  thirty  residences.  The 
Indians  live  mostly  in  tents  and  tepees  in 
a  section  set  apart  for  them 

The  land  a- 
round  the  Post 
is  fenced  in  and 
cultivated.  The 
Factor  told  me 
they  could  raise 
almost  anything 
except  corn.  I 
saw  a  large  field 
of  fine  looking 
potatoes  and 
was  told  that 
the  crop  last 
year  amounted 
to  six  hundred 
bushels.  They 
have  six  horses 
and  about  forty 
head  of  cattle, 
the  sires  of  each 

having  been  brought  over  on  the  steamer 
trom  Europe.  Only  one  mail  is  received 
per  annum  and  this  arrives  on  the  steam- 
er. The  Factor  subscribes  to  a  London 
daily  paper  and  on  its  arrival  receives 
over  three  hundred  copies  at  once.  It  is 
necessary  to  carry  two  years'  necessities 
in  stock  as  many  vessels  have  been  lost 
on  their  trip  over  and  in  that  case  none 
came  till  the  following  year.  In  that  way 
five  vessels  have  been  lost  in  the  last  ten 
years.  Occasionally  a  vessel  is  so  late 
that  before  setting  out  on  the  return  trip 
it  gets  frozen  in  and  vessel  and  crew  are 
compelled  to  remain  there  all  winter. 

The  yearly  business  transacted  at  the 
Post  amounts  to  over  sixty  thousand 
dollars  on  which  there  is  an  enormous 
profit.      Supplies  are  furnished  to  the 
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Indians  at  a  high  price  in  exchange  for 
furs  at  a  low  figure.  They  also  take  in 
an  average  annual  weight  of  five  tons 
of  geese  and  duck  feathers.  This  must 
represent  an  enormous  number  of  fowls 
killed.  The  bodies  of  both  geese  and 
ducks  are  salted  down  and  last  as  food 
for  many  months. 

As  an  illustration  of  the  value  of  a 
railroad  to  Hudson  Bay  it  may  be  men- 
tioned that  the  wheat  received  at  the 
Post  is  grown  on  the  Company's  land- in 
the  Winnipeg  district.  From  there  it 
is  shipped  by  rail  to  Montreal  and 
steamer  to  Queenstown  from  which  place 
it  is  brought  back  via  Nova  Scotia,  New- 
foundland and  Hudson  Bay  to  the  Post. 

Upon  its  arrival 
at  Moose  Fac- 
tory, after  travel- 
ling thousands 
of  miles,  it  is 
only  about 
four  hundred 
miles  from  the 
ground  on  which 
it  was  raised. 

I  was  invited 
to  attend  the 
service  at  the 
Church  which  in 
the  afternoon  was 
for  the  Indians 
only  and  in  their 
language.  I  was 
much  impressed 
by  the  full  attend- 
their  devout  at- 
Being  unable  to 


ance  of  the  Indians  and 
tention  to  the  service, 
understand  a  word  of  what  was  said  and 
seeing  that  my  presence  distracted  the 
attention  of  the  congregation,  who  all 
looked  at  me,  probably  wondering  from 
where  I  came  and  what  I  could  be  doing 
there,  I  left  the  church.  I,  however,  re- 
mained outside  until  the  service  was 
over  and  was  interested  to  see  how  many 
of  the  women  brought  out  their  clildren, 
nursed  them  to  sleep  and  then  laying 
them  down  on  the  grass,  returned  to  the 
service. 

Both  by  personal  observation  and  from 
reports  of  those  who  have  full  knowledge 
of  the  facts,  I  learnt  that  the  work  ot 
Bishop  Holmes  amongst  the  Indians, 
although  difficult  and  discouraging  at 
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times, has  been  blessed  with  much  success. 
It   is,    however,  greatly  hampered  by 
want  of     means    and    those   who  are 
abundantly  blessed  with  this  world'sgoods 
would  find  it  difficult  to  dispose  of  their 
superfluous  abundance  in  a   better  way 
than  by  assisting  in  the  efforts  of  those 
earnest  and  devoted  men  who  spend  and 
are  spent  in  their  Master's  service.  Any 
millionaire    who  aided    this  work  in  the 
effective  manner  so  many  of  them  could 
do,  would  raise  up  for  himself  a  more 
enduring  monument  than  any  which  could 
be  chiseled  out  of  marble.      In  addition 
he  would  enjoy  the  supreme  satisfaction 
of  knowing  that  he  had  done  something 
for  the  uplifting  of  his  fellow  men.     I  am 
quite  confident  anyone  who  would  enquire 
into  this  work    would    be  deeply  moved 
with  the  earnest- 
ness and  zeal  of 
the  workers  and 
the  persevering 
efforts  they  put 
forth  to  raise  the 
Indians  and  par- 
ticularly to  teach 
the  voung  better 
things.  It  is  cer- 
tain   that  with 
extended  means 
for  carrying  on 
the  work  much 
more  might  be 
accomplished 
and  the  lot  of  the 
Indians  in  the  far 
northern  region 
greatly  relieved. 
Any  philan- 
thropic millionaire 
name  to  be 
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who  would  like  his 
commemorated  for  all  time 
has  here  a  wonderful  chance  and  he  need 
only  communicate  with  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Holmes,  Bishop  of  Moosonee,  Chapleau, 
Ont.  to  be  put  in  the  right  way.  I  know 
from  the  little  I  saw  I  realized,  in  a  way 
no  reading  could  make  me  do,  the  won- 
derful nature  of  the  work  and  the  great 
future  which  liberality  of  means  would 
give  it.  The  Indians  in  many  ways  are 
but  children  and  need  such  guidance  as 
only  those  who  have  worked  among  them, 
like  the  Bishop  and  his  coadjutors,  can 
give  them. 

I  took  about  two  dozen  pictures  at  the 


Post,  many  being  of  the  Indians,  their 
tents,  tepees,  children,  dogs  etc.  There 
are  two  mounted  cannon  in  front  of  the 
headquarters,  and  I  noticed  others  of 
larger  size  lying  about  at  various  places. 
Some  of  these  were  larger  than  the 
mounted  ones  and  there  were  cases  where 
they  were  used  as  supports  for  the 
buildings.  I  asked  why  there  were  so 
many  cannons  about  and  was  told  that 
they  had  been  brought  over  from  Europe 
in  the  early  days  of  the  Company's  troub- 
les with  the  French,  at  which  time  the 
whole  coast  was  fortified  within  forty 
miles  of  the  Post. 

After  evening  service,  which  was  for 
the  whites  only,  I  spent  a  pleasant  time 
with  Mr.  Patterson.  He  was  greatly  in- 
terested in  the  news  I  was  able  to  give 

him  as  to  Canada 
and  the  States. 
He  was  not 
aware  of  the  pro- 
gress of  the  rail- 
road towards  his 
Post  nor  of  any 
of  the  new  towns 
along  the  line. 
When  he  was 
told  that  the 
railroad  was 
within  threehun- 
dred  miles  ot  his 
retreat  and  that 
a  canoe  trip 
could  be  made 
from  it  to  Moose 
in  eight  or 
nine  days  he 
said  he  felt  he 
was  getting  very  close  to  civilization  and 
that  he  would  arrange  to  have  some 
Canadian  mail  brought  in  via  this  route. 
He  was  a  fine  talker  and  from  him  I 
learnt  much  that  was  of  extreme  interest; 
He  showed  me  the  fine  collection  of 
curios  which  had  been  gathered  together 
at  the  Post  during  the  past  two  hundred 
years.  As  souvenirs  he  presented  me 
with  three  beaver  tokens  of  one  half, 
one  quarter  and  one  eighth  in  value. 
These  were  used  by  the  Company  at  the 
time  of  their  organization  in  1670,  when 
there  was  no  currency  in  the  country. 
The  unit  of  value  was  one  beaver  skin. 
This  was  a  value  the  Indians  could  under- 
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stand  and  the  tokens  were  given  to  the 
Indians  in  payment  for  their  furs  and 
redeemed  by  merchandise  through  the 
Company's  store.  As  the  use  of  these 
tokens  had  been  discontinued  for  many 
years  and  these  were  the  last  in  the  col- 
lection I  valued  Mr.  Patterson's  present 
accordingly. 

During  the  winter  the  mail  is  brought 
in  from  some  of  the  outlying  Posts  across 
the  Bay.  Sometimes  these  are  brought 
in  by  Eskimos  who  also  bring  in  some  of 
their  furs.  They  come  in  sleds  hauled 
by  sixteen  dogs  driven  tandem,  and  make 
from  sixty  to  one  hnndred  miles  across 
the  ice  per  day.  Mr.  Patterson  gave  me 
a  photograph  of  one  of  the  women  who 
on  her  arrival  with  her  husband  at  the 
Post  was  photo- 
graphed. At  the 
time  she  was 
dressed  inacom- 
plete  sljfrtof  seal 
skin  an'd  is  carry- 
ing her  papoose 
in  a  skin  pouch. 
She  has  fine  fea- 
tures and  is  a 
type  of  perfect 
physical  condi- 
tion. Mr.  Pat- 
terson says  that 
the  true  Eskimo 
is  not  an  Indian 
but  a  Caucas- 
ian who  origin- 
ally came  from 
Europe  via  Beh- 
ring  Straits. 

From  a  man  in  the  shop  I  purchased 
a  lynx  skin  and  had  I  been  a  fortnight 
earlier  I  could  have  had  a  fine  collection 
of  various  kinds  from  which  to  make  a 
selection,  the  steamer  at  that  time  having 
taken  them  out  to  the  Island. 

It  was  with  great  regret  that  I  com- 
menced the  return  journey  on  Monday 
morning.  Anyone  making  this  trip  should 
arrange  to  spend  a  week  or  ten  days  at 
Moose  Factory.  It  is  a  most  delightful 
place  and  many  side  trips  can  be  made 
with  this  as  head  quarters,  including  a 
trip  on  the  Bay  on  one  of  the  Company's 
coast  steamers.  The  steamer  from  Europe 
does  not  come  up  to  the  Post  but  to  an 
island,  eighty  miles  distant  where  there 
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is  a  large  warehouse.  At  this  place  they 
unload  and  reload.  The  coast  vessels 
take  their  furs  etc.  to  this  point  and  bring 
back  with  them  the  cargo  brought  from 
across  the  sea. 

The  Bishop  had  intended  starting  on 
his  return  trip  the  same  time  as  we  did 
and  as  we  were  covering  the  same  route  I 
anticipated  a  good  deal  of  pleasure  from 
his  societv.  When  the  time  came  for 
starting  the  Bishop  was  delayed  and  we 
set  off  without  him.  As  he  was  to  have 
three  Indians  in  his  crew  while  I  had  but 
two  — Presque  and  Joseph  Chuchoo,  an 
Indian  I  hired  at  the  Post,  it  being  neces- 
sary to  have  an  additional  man  on  account 
of  the  swift  water — we  thought  he  would 
overtake  us.    We  had  two  long  poles 

spiked  with  iron 
points  for  poling 
and  a  long  rope 
to  be  used  for 
tracking,  where 
it  was  possible, 
along  the  shore. 
Camp  was  made 
at  half  past  six 
at  the  Rapids 
across  from 
where  we  had 
camped  on  the 
evening  of  the 
twentieth  on  our 
way  down. 

We  left  camp 
at  half  past  seven 
in  the  morning, 
made  a  portage 
around  rapids 
and  after  poling  all  day  camped  a  short 
distance  above  the  point  where  we  had 
taken  dinner  on  the  twentieth.  It  rained 
most  of  the  day  and  night  and  we  were 
thoroughly  drenched. 

Wednesday,  the  twenty-fourth  was 
largely  a  repetition  of  the  previous  day. 
We  tracked  most  of  the  day,  the  water 
being  very  swift,  and  to  complete  our 
discomfiture  it  rained  for  the  greater 
part  of  the  day.  None  of  us  were  sorry 
when  we  made  camp  at  half  past  six. 

The  rain  continued  all  night  and  it  was 
still  raining  when  we  left  camp  at  half- 
past  seven.  All  day  again  we  were  pol- 
ing in  very  swift  water  and  it  was  seven 
o'clock  in  the  evening  before    we  made 
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camp.  It  was  then  raining  very  hard 
and  we  were  on  the  middle  of  the  third 
portage  below  New  Post. 

At  the  entrance  of  this  portage  I 
found  the  revolver  that  I  had  lost  on  the 
n  ineteenth.  Al- 
though several  In- 
dians had  passed  by 
this  revolver  during 
that  time,  no  one 
had  touched  it 
though  it  was  in 
plain  sight.  You 
can  leave  anything 
about  in  the  far 
north  with  the  per- 
fect assurance  that 
it  will  never  be  tak- 
en by  a  Hudson  Bay 
Indian.  The  revol- 
ver though  it  had 
been  out  in  many 
rains,  was  but  little 
rusted  as  it  was  in 
the  holster,  and  a 
little  oil  soon  put  it 
in  good  condition 
again. 

It  was  nine  o'clock 
before  we  broke 
camp  on  Friday  the 
twenty-sixth  and  it 
was  then  raining 
hard.  During  the 
morning  we  made 
three  portages  and 
the  trails  were  very 
wet,  much  of  the 
low  ground  being 
covered  with  water 
owing  to  the  great 
amount  of  rain  dur- 
the  last  few  days. 

On  the  first  por- 
tage I  was  re-arrang- 
my  clothes  when  my 
revolver  again  slip- 
ped from  my  belt 
unnoticed  to  the 
ground.  It  was 
some  time  before  I 
missed  it  and  then  we  had  gone 
that  I  decided  not  to  go  back  for  it. 

At  half  past  five  in  the  evening  we 
reached  New  Post,  and  enjoyed  shelter 
and  hospitality.      Two  parties  of  pros- 


pectors, consisting  of  six  men  were  en- 
camped there  and  Mr.  Barret  said  he 
felt  as  though  he  were  running  a  Summer 
Resort.  A  most  pleasant  evening,  one 
of  the  finest  recollections  of  the  many 
pleasant  ones  on 
this  trip,  was  spent 
in  company  with 
these  men  who  had 
so  much  to  tell  of 
the  backwoods  and 
whom  I  was  able 
to  entertain  with 
some  news. 

In  looking  around 
the  Post  I  noticed 
that  several  of  the 
best  skins  I  had 
seen  on  my  previous 
visit  were  missing, 
amongst  them 
those  of  a  fine  tim- 
ber wolf  and  a  fine 
lynx,  both  of  which 
I  had  set  my  mind 
on  buying.  I  in- 
quired what  had  be- 
come of  them  and 
was  told  that  they 
had  also  taken  the 
fancy  of  the  Com- 
missioner while  he 
was  there  and  he 
had  purchased  them. 
I  managed,  how- 
ever, to  secure  a 
fine  black  bear  pelt 
and  the  skull  of  a 
lynx  which  could  be 
mounted  in  the  skin 
I  had  brought  down 
from  Moose.  Mr. 
Barrett  also  gave 
me  the  fore  legs  and 
feet  of  a  jumping 
caribou  as  a  sou- 
venir. 

Our  stay  at  the 
Post  was  again 
short  and  we  left  at 
half  past  eight  on 
At  Long  Portage — 
three  miles  in  length  —  we  met  Mr. 
Revillion,  one  of  the  brothers  who  own 
the  French  trading  post  situated  on  the 
mainland  three  miles  from  Moose  Fac-

so  far     Saturday  morning. 
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tory.  He  was  on  his  way  to  the  Post  at 
the  time  and  had  a  large  pile  of  dunnage 
requiring  five  trips  across  this  three  mile 
portage  for  each  of  the  six  Indians  in  his 
party. 

After  negotiating  this  portage  and 
paddling  across  a  small  bay  we  came  to 
the  portage,  leading  to  what  is  known  as 
the  "Little  Lakes  Route."  We  had  de- 
cided upon  taking  this  route  upon  our 
return  in  order  to  avoid  the  other  seven 
portages  and  the  several  miles  of  very 
swift  water  from  this  point  up  the  river. 
The  first  portage  was  fully  three  miles 
in  length  and  in  many  places  it  was  very 
steep.  This  portage  was  the  hardest  one 
we  had  to  cross  on  the  entire  trip.  The 
next  portage 
was  about  two 
miles  in  length 
but  not  so  hard 
to  travel  and  the 
other  portages 
between  the  last 
six  lakes  were 
short.  At  the 
far  side  of  the 
last  lake  camp 
was  made.  It 
had  rained  most 
of  the  day  mak- 
ing the  brush 
and  grass  very 
wet  on  all  the 
trails  and  we 
looked  like 
drowned  rats  by 
the  time  we 

made  camp.  After  supper  we  had  to 
spend  a  considerable  proportion  of  our 
time  around  the  fire  drying  our  clothes. 

We  had  a  hard  day  on  Sunday  the 
twenty-eighth.  Leaving  camp  a  few 
minutes  past  eight  we  made  a  hard  two 
mile  portage  coming  out  on  the  Abitibi 
River  above  the  seven  river  portages. 
We  went  on  up  the  stream  and  camped 
on  a  short  portage  above  the  rapids.  As 
soon  as  we  had  the  tent  up  it  began  to 
rain  very  hard  and  we  had  considerable 
trouble  in  keeping  the  fire  going  long 
enough  to  get  some  supper  which  we  ate 
inside  the  tent.  It  rained  heavily  all  night 
and  the  storm  was  accompanied  by  high 
winds.  During  the  night  several  trees 
fell  near  our  tent. 
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It  was  still  raining  in  the  morning  and 
we  were  not  sorry  to  leave  the  Camp  at 
half  past  seven  and  experience  the  relief 
or  work  on  such  a  day.  Later  on  it 
brightened  up  and  we  enjoyed  a  pleasant 
paddle  though  just  as  we  were  put- 
ting up  the  tent  it  came  on  again  and 
kept  on  the  whole  night. 

We  broke  camp  at  seven  o'clock  in 
the  morning  in  cloudy  weather.  The 
rain  kept  off  till  ten  o'clock  and  cleared  up 
again  as  we  were  about  yto  cross  the 
portage  below  Buck  Tail  Rapids.  At 
this  point  we  met  two  Canadians  who 
were  on  their  way  down  the  river.  They 
had  managed  to  come  so  far  but  they  hesi- 
tated to  venture  further  alone  on  account 

of  the  bad  rapids 
below.  We  all 
had  dinner  to- 
gether and  dis- 
cussed the  situa- 
tion. In  order 
to  help  them  out 
I  let  them  have 
the  Indian  I  had 
brought  with 
me  from  Moose. 

In  the  after- 
noon Presque 
and  I  continued 
on  our  journey 
and  at  five  in  the 
evening  reached 
the  Government 
Survey  Camp 
above  the  Long 
Sault  located 
fifty  miles  from  McDougall's  Chute. 
Here  we  found  a  party  of  eight  or  ten 
surveyors  who  had  arrived  since  our 
down  trip.  Of  course  we  camped  here 
and  had  a  most  pleasant  evening  with  our 
new  found  friends.  Swapping  experien- 
ces and  telling  stories  made  the  time  pass 
all  too  quickly  and  the  memories  of  that 
evening  will  long  remain  with  me.  I 
noticed  that  the  lock  we  removed  had 
not  been  replaced,  and  told  Mr.  Corde, 
the  engineer  in  charge,  that  we  had  taken 
it  off"  and  our  reason  for  so  doing.  He 
was  graciously  pleased  to  give  us  absolu- 
tion and  I  expressed  our  indebtedness  for 
the  accomodation  we  had  enjoyed. 

On  our  vvay  up  Buck  Tail  Rapids  we 
saw  a     notice    nailed    to  the  limb  of 
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a  tree  calling  attention  to    the  fact  that 
D.  Lacelle 
and 

A.  F.  LeFurry 
Of  Mattawa,  Ont., 
Were  drowned  at  this  Chute. 

This' was  one  of  several  signs  of  a  like 
kind  to  be  seen  along  the  river.  Eleven 
men  were  drowned  during  July  of  the 
present  year  at  different  Rapids  in  the 
river.  Two  were  brought  in  as  we  were 
about  to  start  on  our  trip  down  the 
river.  Most  of  the  men  were  prospectors 
who  were  not  familiar  with  the  river  and 
its  dangerous  rapids. 

An  early  start  was  made  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  last  day  of  the  month,  half 
past  six  finding  us  at  the  paddles.  Eight 
miles  out  we  reached  the  Burnes'  Camp 
and  made  a  short  stay.  The  people 
present  complimented  us  on  our  success- 
ful trip  and  the  short  time  in  which  we 
had  accomplished  the  difficult  journey. 
Mr.  Burnes  indeed  said  that  we  were  the 
first  of  the  several  parties  that  had  passed 
his  camp  intending  to  go  to  Moose  who 
had  gone  clear  through.  The  others  be- 
came discouraged  at  the  many  swift  rapids 
and  long  portages  and  most  of  them 
turned  back  even  before  reaching  New 
Post,  half  way  down. 

Camp  was  made  that  night  at  Iroquois 
Falls  which  we  reached  at  eight  o'clock 
having  made  thirty  miles,  for  the  greater 
portion  of  the  way  up  swift  water.  Three 
prospectors  were  camped  here  and  we  had 
pleasant  company  around  the  Camp-fire 
that  night.  They  reported  having  found 
some  good  mineral  deposits  in  the  neigh- 
borhood. 

It  was  nearly  eight  o'clock  before  we 
left  camp.  During  the  morning  we  got 
a  good  drenching  from  the  rain  after 
which  the  sun  came  out  for  a  short  time 
and  dried  us  a  little.  At  four  o'clock  we 
arrived  at  McDougall's  Chute,  twenty 
miles  from  Iroquois  Falls,  and  made  an 
hour's  stay,  talking  to  the  settlers  and 
trying  a  few  of  the  soft  drinks  sold.  At 
this  place  we  were  told  that  we  had  made 
the  quicl^st  trip  to  Moose  that  had  been 
recorded. 

At  five  o'clock  we  continued  our  journey 
and  after  three  portages  in  the  hard  rain, 
which  made  the  going  exceedingly  heavy, 
we  reached  the  railroad  at  seven  o'clock. 


As  it  was  still  raining  we  sought  shelter 
in  a  shed  across  the  track.  There  we 
found  a  number  of  men  who  had  likewise 
taken  shelter  from  the  storm.  When  the 
rain  ceased  they  made  preparations  for 
locking  up  and  going  away.  Then  I  ask- 
ed permission  to  remain  until  the  train 
arrived.  They  informed  me  that  they  had 
been  down  to  the  office  and  were  told 
that  it  would  not  get  in  till  two  o'clock. 
In  conclusion  they  invited  us  to  go  over 
to  the  Camp  with  them,  an  invitation  we 
were  very  glad  to  accept.  The  cook 
gave  us  some  supper  and  later  on  a  good 
bed  was  made  for  us.  After  our  hard 
day  we  enjoyed  a  delightful  night" s  rest. 

A  capital  breakfast  was  provided  for  11s 
next  morning  and  after  heartily  partaking 
of  the  same  we  went  over  to  the  railroad 
and  loaded  our  outfit  into  one  of  the  cars. 
At  nine  o'clock  the  train  left  for  Engle- 
hart.  Maintaining  its  reputation  for 
leaving  the  rails  it  went  off  at  three  differ- 
ent places  but  succeeded  in  reaching  its 
destination  at  half  past  nine  in  the 
evening. 

Another  night  was  spent  in  Englehart 
and  I  was  fortunate  in  getting  a  room  at 
the  King  Edward  Hotel  as  they  were 
filled  up  to  the  limit  of  their  capacity. 

This  frontier  town,  which  seems  des- 
tined to  become  an  important  place  in  the 
future,  was  left  at  half  past  eight  in  the 
morning  and  I  was  able  to  take  a  parlor 
car  through  to  Buffalo — a  great  change 
to  the  experiences  of  the  last  three  weeks. 
I  had  some  trouble  about  my  ticket  as  it 
was  not  made  out  on  the  route  from 
Toronto  to  Buffalo  taken  by  this  train, 
but  finally  purchased  another  one  between 
these  points.  The  conductor  looked  after 
my  baggage  and  got  it  passed  by  the 
Customs  authorities  and  thus  saved  me 
trouble. 

It  was  Sunday  morning  when  I  reached 
Buffalo  and  found  myself  amongst  bus^ 
scenes.  A  good  breakfast  and  a  read 
through  the  morning  papers  formed  the 
programme  until  I  took  the  Buffalo  flyer 
at  ten  o'clock  and  reached  Pittsburg  and 
home  4 'on  time" — a  schedule  not  often 
maintained  in  the  bush. 

The  trip,  aside  from  reaching  the  objective 
point,  Moose  Factory, is  not  to  be  recom- 
mended to  anyone  for  pleasure.  There 
is  no  fishing  owing  to  the  dark  muddy 
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waters  which  are  found  for  the  entire  dis- 
tance. In  these  waters  a  spoon  can  only 
be  seen  for  a  few  inches.  Several  times 
I  tried  trolling  in  the  hope  of  catching 
a  fish  for  a  meal  but  without  any  success. 
There  are  many  sturgeon  in  the  river  but 
the  only  way  to  catch  them  is  with  a  gill 
net,  the  method  employed  by  the  Indians 
and  the  contractors,  who  find  they  can 
only  supply  their  wants  in  this  manner. 

Much  swift  water  and  many  dangerous 
rapids  are  encountered  on  the  route.  Few 
good  camping  places  are  to  be  found  as 
for  the  greater  portion  of  the  way  the 
brush  grows  close  to  the  water's  edge. 
It  was  often  necessary  for  us  to  paddle 
long  after  we  desired  to  camp  to  find  a 
place  in  which  to  pitch  our  tent.  Camp 
sites  were  only  to  be  found  on  the  portag- 
es or  where  the  Indians  had  stopped  over 
night.  Both  mosquitoes  and  sand  flies 
are  very  bad  during  July  and  it  is  neces- 
sary to  wear  a  net  and  gauntlet  gloves  to 
secure  any  relief  from  them. 

The  revolver  I  lost  for  the  second 
time  above  New  Post  was  most  unex- 
pectedly returned  to  me  by  express. 
Bishop  Holmes,  who  did  not  overtake  us 
on  our  way  down,  found  it  as  he  followed 
behind  us  and  very  kindly  forwarded  it  on 
to  me  as  soon  as  he  reached  a  point  from 
which  he  could  express  it. 

In  an  accompanying  letter  his  Lordship 
expressed  his  regret  that  he  had  not  over- 
taken our  party  as  intended  when  leaving 


Moose  Factory.  In  one  place  he  came 
upon  our  camp  fire  which  was  still  burn- 
ing and  concluded  that  at  that  time  we 
could  not  be  far  ahead.  At  New  Post 
he  was  delayed  three  days  owing  to  the 
illness  of  two  of  his  crew.  In  consequence 
he  sent  back  all  the  Moose  crew  and  en- 
gaged a  fresh  lot  of  Indians  to  take  him 
to  the  Chute.  Owing  to  the  deluge  of 
rain  the  river  rose  nearly  three  feet,  mak- 
ing canoeing  very  difficult  work.  Accord- 
ingly they  did  not  arrive  vat  McDougall's 
Chute  until  the  evening  of  August  fifth. 

The  following  list  of  portages  on  the 
route  may  be  useful  to  anyone  who  pro- 
poses to  take  the  same  trip  : — 

First  Day — Three  on  Black  River. 

Second  day — One  on  the  Abitibi  River 
at  Iroquois  Falls. 

Third  day — Two  on  the  Abitibi  at  Long 
Sault. 

Fourth  day — None. 

Fifth  day — Seven  on  the  Abitibi  this 
side  of  New  Post  (one  three  miles) 

Sixth  day — Four  on  the  Abitibi,  fifteen 
miles  below. 

Seventh  day — One  on  the  Abitibi. 

Eighth  day — None. 

This  makes  a  total  of  eighteen  portages 
in  eight  days  in  addition  to  much  swift 
water. 

There  are  the  same  number  of  portages 
on  the  return  via  the  "Little  Lakes 
Route,"  but  they  are  longer  and  should 
not  be  taken  if  there  is  much  dunnage  to 
carry.

Three  Hours  in  a  Bear  Trap.

N  the  twenty-third  of  May,  eighteen 
ninety-two,  Mr.  Skene,  the  officer 
in  charge  of  the  Hudson  Bay  Com- 
pany's Post  at  Deymoutachinque  (the 
Indian  name  is  De-mo-ta-shik)  arrived 
here — Coocoocache.  He  had  received 
orders  to  proceed  to  Three  Rivers  to  en- 
gage men  to  transport  the  yearly  supplies 
from  his  Post  to  Mictrendatch  or  Tapis- 
gwan,  the  most  northerly  Post  situated 
at  the  head  of  River  St.  Maurice,  by 
canoe. 

I  was  to  be  his  companion  to  La 
Tuque,  at  which  place  he  would  take  the 
steamer  to  La  Grandes  Piles,  the  ter- 
minus of  a  branch  of  the  Canadian  Pa- 
cific Railway,  by  which  route  he  would 
proceed  to  his  destination.  I  was  to 
carry  our  mail  back  from  La  Tuque. 

Mr.  Skene  did  not  know  the  River 
Au  Lait  Road,  as  he  had  only  traveled  it 
some  twelve  years  before.  For  many 
years  there  had  been  so  little  traffic  that 
it  was  overgrown  and  in  places  the  path 
was  quite  indistinct.  As  I  had  made  the 
trip  to  La  Tuque  many  times  I  knew  the 
track  well. 

We  left  Coocoocache  on  the  morning 
of  the  twenty-fourth;  but  were  not  fa- 
vored with  ' 'Queen's  weather"  as  a  driz- 
zling rain  was  falling.  We  walked 
twenty-eight  miles  that  day,  and  as  it 
rained  incessantly,  we  were  thoroughly 
wet  and  miserable.  We  had  before  us 
the  prospect  of  a  miserable  night,  for  we 
had  no  tent,  only  a  canopy  (a  piece  of 
linen  to  break  the  wind  but  which  is  no 
shelter  from  the  rain.)  We  rigged  this 
up,  cut  sapine  for  beds  and  wood  for  a 
fire,  and  soon  had  our  tea  kettle  boiling 
and  pork  frying. 

After  supper  we  discovered  that  the 
mosquitos  were  mustering  in  battle  ar- 
ray. They  were  the  first  of  the  season, 
and  consequently  very  large  and  propor- 
tionately wicked.  As  my  companion  is 
not  a  smoker,  he  had  the  worst  of  it,  for 
they  managed  to  get  at  him  through  the 
ventilator  he  had  to  make  when  envel- 
oped in  his  blanket.  As  the  "pesky 
critters"  object  strongly  to  tobacco 
smoke,  I  enjoyed  my  pipe  and  slept  well. 


We  awoke  at  three  thirty  next  morn- 
ing, had  breakfast  and  resumed  our 
tramp.  Mr.  Skene  killed  a  partridge 
with  his  axe,  which  I  cleaned  and  hung 
on  the  bough  of  a  tree.  I  mention  this 
simple  incident  because  that  bird  was  to 
cause  me  trouble  later  on. 

We  arrived  at  La  Tuque,  thirty-two 
miles  from  our  camping  place,  at  ten- 
thirty  a.  m.  Mr.  Skene  proceeded 
south  by  steamer,  and  I  awaited  the  ar- 
rival of  the  mail  carrier  who  makes  the 
trip  from  La  Piles  to  La  Tuque,  a  dis- 
tance of  sixty-six  miles,  by  canoe. 

That  was  Wednesday.  On  Friday 
afternoon  the  mail  arrived.  As  the  rain 
was  falling  in  torrents  I  was  not  averse 
to  being  at  La  Tuque,  the  boundary  of 
civilization,  and  passed  the  time  reading, 
writing  and  talking  to  Mr.  McGregor, 
the  officer  in  charge  of  that  Post,  a 
genial,  hospitable  Scotchman  with  whom 
I  always  enjoy  a  chat. 

Saturday  was  fine,  but  I  was  delayed 
leaving  until  seven  a.  m.  I  had  a  heavy  " 
mail,  but  felt  in  good  trim  for  walking 
and  stepped  along  as  if  a  bear  were  be- 
hind me.  I  walked  steadily  on  only 
stopping  twice,  once  to  make  and  drink 
a  cup  of  tea,  and  again  when  I  saw  an 
immense  caribou  drinking  at  a  stream. 
I  was  just  going  down  a  steep  hill,  and 
he  was  at  the  bottom.  As  the  wind  was 
from  the  north  and  I  was  going  in  that 
direction,  I  had  such  a  good  view  of  him 
that  I  made  an  accurate  outline  sketch 
on  the  back  of  an  envelope  I  chanced  to 
have  in  my  pocket.  He  was  a  regular 
"Monarch  of  the  forest."  Even  had  I 
been  carrying  a  gun  I  would  not  have 
shot  him,  for  the  keenest  man  would 
hardly  portage  meat  the  distance  I  had 
still  to  travel. 

It  was  half  past  six  when  I  reached 
the  Vermilion,  a  tributary  of  the  St. 
Maurice  River.  I  jumped  into  my  canoe, 
paddled  across,  cached  my  canoe  in  the 
bush,  and  then  went  on  again.  When 
quite  dark  I  had  to  stop.  With  a  bark 
torch  I  hunted  for  wood  and  luckily 
found  a  dry  stick,  so  that  I  soon  had  a 
good  fire  and  my  kettle  over  the  cheer- 
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ing  blaze.  While  enjoying  my  after 
supper  smoke  I  rejoiced  that  I  was  only 
ten  miles  from  Coocoocache  and  congrat- 
ulated myself  that  it  was  the  best  trip  I 
had  ever  made. 

The  next  morning  I  awoke  with  a 
start:  it  was  -getting  light.  As  I  pre 
pared  breakfast  I  was  so  lost  in  thoughts 
of  "Home  and  Mother"  that  I  fancied 
myself  on  Clapham  Green  in  dear  old 
London  instead  of  the  wild  woods  of 
Canada,  and  I  actually  seemed  to  hear 
the  church  bells  ringing  in  the  distance. 
The  sputtering  of  the  pork  in  the  frying 
pan  recalled  my  wandering  senses  to 
face  the  realities  of  Hudson  Bay  life. 

At  my  first  trap  I  looked  to  see  if 
there  was  a  bear.  No  luck!  At  the 
next  it  was  the  same.  When  I  reached 
Lac  Onceur  where  I  had  another  trap  I 
looked  at  my  watch;  it  was  just  seven 
o'clock.  I  was  only  five  miles  from  the 
Post  and  thought  that  I  should  be  there 
in  time  to  dress  for  dinner.  Ah!  "Man 
proposes" — I  wanted  to  bait  this  trap 
with  the  partridge  killed  on  the  way 
down.  I  paddled  to  the  place  where  it 
was  set,  got  out  of  my  canoe,  and,  for- 
tunately, took  my  axe  with  me. 

A  bear  trap  is  the  largest  that  is  made. 
The  jaws  are  of  solid  iron,  with  three 
sharp  teeth  on  each  jaw,  which  teeth  fit 
in  side  by  side  when  the  trap  is  closed. 
The  springs,  of  the  best  steel,  are  next 
to  impossible  to  open  without  a  clamp 
(the  instrument  with  which  we  screw  the 
springs  down.)  A  bear  trap  with  a  birch 
log  attached  to  the  chain  weighs  between 
eighty  and  ninety  pounds.  The  reader 
will  have  an  idea  of  the  strength  of  a 
two  year  old  bear  when  I  assert  that  I 
have  seen  one  climb  a  tree  with  this 
weight  fastened  to  his  leg.  The  trap  is 
set  in  the  door  of  the  bear  house,  and 
covered  with  moss.  I  went  to  the  left 
side  of  the  house,  put  in  the  bait,  when 
not  being  able  to  reach  so  far,  I  thought- 
lessly moved  my  right  foot,  slipped  and 
stepped  exactly  on  the  centre  of  the  trap 
which  instantly  closed. 

"My  God,  I  am  caught!"  I  said  aloud. 
The  tales  I  had  heard  of  hunters  thus 
mprisoned,  flashed  across  my  mind,  and 
I  remembered  that  not  one  of  them  had 
escaped.  All  had  died  of  starvation,  or 
had  been  eaten  by  wild  beasts. 


The  terrible  agony  I  endured  as  the 
teeth  pressed  closer  and  closer  together  I 
shall  never  forget.  I  was  just  caught  on  the 
instep.  I  knew  my  only  chance  was  to 
keep  cool,  and  I  tried  plan  after  plan  to 
get  free,  but  all  of  no  use. 

Was  I  ever  to  get  free?  Was  I  to  die 
here  alone  and  with  no  means  of  even 
sending  a  message  to  my  mother  in  far 
away  England?  The  intolerable  agony 
of  such  thoughts  almost  unmanned  me, 
and  I  had  nearly  abandoned  myself  to 
despair,  when  another  p!an  occurred 
to  me. 

Axe  in  hand  I  dragged  myself,  trap 
and  all,  a  short  distance,  to  where  I  saw 
some  young  sapine.  The  exertion  and 
intense  pain  were  almost  too  much  for 
my  physical  powers,  but  I  gathered  my- 
self together,  cut  two  poles  and  drove 
them  into  the  ground  on  each  side  and 
over  the  springs.  I  put  my  whole 
weight  on  the  poles  which  caused  the 
springs  to  go  down,  but  then  I  had  no 
means  of  getting  the  jaws  open. 

After  a  few  moments'  thought  I  took 
off  my  sash  and  laid  it  double  under  the 
springs  and  pressed  down  with  my 
lever.  Then  1  tied  my  sash  on  the 
springs,  using  my  knee  as  a  lever,  but 
all  was  in  vain. 

I  was,  however,  working  for  dear  life 
and  so  persevered.  After  what  seemed 
hours  of  laborious  effort,  I  at  last  pried 
open  the  jaws  with  my  axe.  I  was  free! 
As  I  lifted  my  foot  with  my  hands  from 
the  cruel  teeth  I  -said  aloud,  "My  God,  I 
am  free!" 

I  crawled  to  the  shore,  got  off  my 
boot  and  sock  and  plunged  my  foot  into 
the  water.  It  swelled  rapidly  and  the 
pain  seemed  unendurahle.  While  hold- 
ing it  in  the  water  I  looked  at  the  time. 
I  had  been  three  hours  in  the  trap!  On 
examination  I  found  that  the  teeth  of  the 
trap  had  penetrated  the  flesh  to  the  bone. 

After  a  time  the  cold  water  reduced 
the  swelling,  and  I  walked  on  slowly  to 
the  Post,  stopping  many  times  almost 
overcome  with  pain  and  exhaustion. 

Although  more  than  two  years  have 
passed  since  that  dire  experience  I  still, 
after  a  day's  heavy  walking,  feel  intense 
pain  in  my  foot,  and  often  awake  from 
sleep  in  which  I  have  lived  again  those 
Three  Hours  in  a  Bear  Trap. 


Lost  in  a  Snow  Storm. 


How  My  Dogs  Saved  My  Life.

OR  our  deer  hunt  in  the  fall  of  1895 
the  district  between  the  upper  sec- 
tion of  the  Boune  Chere  and  Mad- 
awaska  Rivers  in  Western  Ontario  was 
selected.  The  party  consisted  of  six  in- 
experienced hunters,  with  myself  as 
guide.  An  arrangement  had  been  made 
for  a  cook  and  a  handy  man  to  meet  us 
on  our  arrival  at  Barry's  Bay,  but  when 
we  landed  at  the  point  we  failed  to  find 
anyone  and  learned,  subsequently,  that 
both  men  had  gone  up  in  one  of  the 
Booth  Lumber  Camps. 

One  of  the  great  difficulties  in  arrang- 
ing hunting  trips  is  the  provision  of  ade- 
quate assistance.  Men  are  found  and 
make  great  promises,  but  if  in  the  mean- 
time they  receive  another  offer  they  leave 
without  the  slightest  warning  and  are 
not  to  be  depended  upon  for  a  single 
day.  That  season  it  was  impossible  for 
us  even  to  hire  a  boy  to  watch  our  camp. 
It,  therefore,  fell  to  me  not  only  to  act 
as  guide,  but  also  to  take  the  part  of 
cook,  in  addition  to  putting  out  the  dogs, 
and  then  hasten  back  to  the  lake  to  help 
the  boys  get  their  deer.  Fortunately  I 
am  used  to  hard  and  varied  work  and 
the  failure  of  our  assistants  to  keep 
their  engagements  was  not  allowed  to 
interfere  with  the  pleasures  of  our  hunt. 

On  the  morning  of  November  eleventh 
we  rose  later  than  usual,  which  meant  a 
late  breakfast.  This  necessary  prelim- 
inary was  hurried  over,  however,  and  I 
got  away  as  speedily  as  possible  with 
my  pair  of  hounds,  "Speed"  and 
"Ranger."  My  intention  was  to  go 
about  five  miles  southwest  of  the  lake  to 
a  big  hardwood  hill  and  as  the  weather 
was  fine  I  thought  it  would  be  a  good 
day  to  explore  the  vicinity  of  that  hill. 
A  few  days  before  the  deer  had  fooled 
the  dogs  at  that  hill,  from  which  if  once 
started  a  sure  run  was  made  for  our 
lake.  All  went  well  and  I  soon  reached 
the  top  of  the  hill  when  both  hounds  be- 
came very  anxious  for  a  start. 


I  do  not,  however,  turn  a  trained 
hound  loose  in  a  deer  country  before  first 
making  sure  of  the  point  for  which  the 
deer  is  heading,  and  on  which  side  the 
wind  is  blowing.  I  also  want  to  know 
what  kind, of  deer  it  is  they  are  so  eager 
to  hunt.  Therefore  I  held  on  to  them 
until  they  led  me  to  the  place  where  the 
deer  was  resting.  As  soon  as  I  saw  the 
animal  was  a  buck  I  slipped  one  dog  and 
he  soon  had  the  deer  going  the  right 
way.  In  about  twenty  minutes  I  found 
another  suitable  start  and  slipped  the 
second  dog. 

When  both  dogs  were  off  I  went  to  a 
range  of  small  hills  where  I  supposed 
there  was  a  lake.  After  an  hour's  walk 
I  found  two  small  lakes  with  a  narrow 
between  them — just  the  kind  of  place 
deer  like  to  cross  in  order  to  baffle  the 
hounds.  It  was  exactly  ten  o'clock  when 
it  commenced  to  snow  and  rain  in  earn- 
est. Seeing  this  I  pointed  for  the  camp 
and  ten  minutes  later  my  hounds  re- 
turned to  me  one  after  the  other.  After 
coupling  them  up  I  took  a  rest  to  allow 
them  to  cool  off,  and  in  about  ten  min- 
utes a  start  was  made  for  the  camp.  A 
few  hundred  yards  on  our  way  we  came 
to  a  large  deer  track.  The  dogs  were 
very  anxious  to  go  and  so  I  followed  the 
trail  for  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile.  There, 
as  the  deer  appeared  to  be  heading  for 
our  lake,  I  allowed  both  dogs  their  lib- 
erty and  soon  after  I  saw  the  deer  with 
the  dogs  close  to  him. 

Suddenly  the  rain  turned  to  snow,  and 
it  did  snow!  In  no  time  my  tracks  were 
covered  and  the  whole  ground  looked 
alike.  I  was  then  in  a  range  of  sa£>py 
pine  hills,  the  trees  being  so  dense  that  I 
could  not  see  twenty  feet  ahead  of  me. 
Knowing,  however,  where  the  camp  was 
I  felt  quite  safe  though  I  put  on  my  high 
speed  to  get  out  of  the  pines  While  I 
was  proceeding  in  this  way  a  deer 
jumped  up  a  tew  yards  ahead  of  me.  I 
was  aware  that  it  is  easy  to    kill  deer

during  a  snow  storm  owing-  to  the  fact 
that  they  cannot  see,  smell  or  hear 
so  well  as  in  fine  weather,  and 
accordingly  I  made  for  him.  It  was  not 
long  before  I  had  him  hung  up. 

In  following  him  I  had  made  several 
turns  and  when  I  had  settled  with  him 
I  started  the  back  track.  I  did  not  go 
far  however  before  I  found  all  my  tracks 
covered  up  and  quite  indistinguishable. 
Where  I  lost  my  trail  was  in  a  swale  of 
poplars,  which  were  very  long  and  thick, 
and  as  far  as  I  could  see  there  was 
nothing  but  that  kind  of  trees. 

I  stood  still  and  searched  for  my  com- 
pass but  without  success.  Then  I  re- 
remembered  that  the  previous  evening  I 
had  allowed  it  to  be  examined  by  one  of 
our  hunters,  who  after  satisfying  himself 
had  left  it  on  the  shelf.  In  my  haste 
that  morning  I  had  neglected  to  put  it  in 
my  pocket.  I  made  another  discovery, 
which  caused  me  some  uneasiness.  The 
matches  I  had  on  me  were  all  wet  and 
the  sulphur  gone.  My  safety  match  box 
was  at  the  camp.  By  this  time  I  was 
soaking  wet  and  there  was  no  sign  of  a 
lake  anywhere  about.  The  circumstances 
in  which  I  found  myself  were  at  the  very 
least  far  from  being  cheerful. 

The  only  thing  for  me  to  do  was  to 
keep  moving  and  after  taking  a  careful 
look  at  the  branches  of  the  trees  I  pointed 
for  camp.  All  bushmen  are  aware  that 
the  branches  are  longer  on  the  south 
than  on  the  north  side;  that  the  bark  is  a 
shade  darker  on  the  north  than  on  the 
south,  and  that  the  moss  grows  on  the 
north  side.  I  soon  got  into  a  dense  ce- 
dar swamp  which  I  managed   to  cross. 

On  the  other  side  was  another  big  pine 
hill  with  trees  ten  to  fifteen  feet  high 
with  long  branches  running  from  the 
ground  up.  All  these  were  laden  with 
snow,  which  fell  thickly  on  any  unfortu- 
nate individual  having  to  plow  his  way 
through  them.  The  heat  of  the  body 
causes  this  snow  to  melt  slowly  but 
surely  and  adds  to  the  discomfort. 

After  wandering  for  an  hour  on  this 
pine  hill  I  came  upon  a  big  hollow  pine 
fallen  by  the  wind,  which  appeared  just 
the  kind  of  tree  to  form  a  bear's  den. 
In  making  an  examination  of  the  hollow 
I  found  it  to  be  occupied  as  some  black 
hair  could  be  seen  on  one  side  of  the  en- 


trance. Looking  inside  I  was  surprised 
to  meet  the  glare  of  a  pair  of  green  eyes. 
It  was  too  dark  inside  for  me  to  find  out 
what  kind  of  an  animal  it  was  and  I 
took  other  means  to  make  the  discovery. 
Standing  as  far  back  as  I  could  from  the 
mouth  of  the  den,  I  took  careful  aim  and 
fired.  After  the  shot  I  heard  nothing 
nor  could  I  see  anything  moving  though 
I  kept  quiet  and  ready  for  action. 

In  a  few  minutes  I  fired  again  and  this 
time  out  came  a  big  porcupine.  His 
case  was  soon  settled  and  as  I  then  knew 
this  to  be  the  home  of  a  Porcupine  Club 
I  laid  Porky  across  the  tree  and  pointed 
for  camp  once  more. 

Half  an  hour  later,  much  to  my  sur- 
prise, I  landed  squarely  at  the  Porcupine 
Club  again.  I  knew  then  that  I  was  all 
turned  around  but  as  I  was  not  tired  I 
still  thought  all  might  be  well.  I  there- 
fore took  a  bee  line  for  what  seemed  to 
me  to  be  either  a  small  lake  or  a  beaver 
meadow.  Once  there  1  found  it  a  small 
marsh  surrounded  on  all  sides  with  pine 
hills*  Looking  at  the  time  I  found  it 
was  exactly  a  quarter  past  three  and 
snowing  as  hard  as  ever.  I  kept  going 
through  the  marsh  and  when  I  reached 
the  end  saw  my  two  dogs  ploughing, 
with  their  noses,  the  snow  that  covered 
my  trail. 

The  sight  of  my  dogs  gave  me  new 
life  and  I  called  them  to  me  and  petted 
them.  Starting  again  Ranger  took  the 
lead  with  Speed  closely  following.  They 
seemed  to  understand  I  was  lost  and 
wished  to  guide  me  to  the  camp.  *They 
would  go  some  distance  ahead  and  look 
at  me  and  as  soon,  as  I  came  close  to 
them  they  would  repeat  the  manoeuvre. 

To  my  mind  however  they  were  lead- 
ings me  wrong.  As  I  thought  I  knew 
more  than  they  did  I  gave  no  further  at- 
tention to  them  and  went  my  own  way. 
Both  dogs  showed  that  they  did  not  rel- 
ish my  proceedings.  They  followed  be- 
hind me  with  their  heads  down.  As  soon 
as  I  looked  at  them  they  would  at  once 
put  their  heads  up,  point  always  to  my 
right  and  go  on  for  some  distance,  then 
look  at  me  as  if  to  say,  "Why  don't  you 
follow  us?" 

I  failed  to  show  the  faith  I  ought  to 
have  had  in  my  dogs  and  continued 
walking  in  my  own  way,  till  after  another 
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long  tramp,  I  landed  for  the  third  time  at 
the  same  porcupine  den.  As  every  reader 
may  well  surmise  1  felt  like  thirty  cents 
at  the  bottom  of  the  sea  when  I  was 
brought  up  against  that  Porcupine  Club 
again.  I  now  began  to  realize  that  I 
was  really  lost— lost  in  the  bush  and  for 
the  first  time  in  my  life.  My  situation 
was  most  unenviable.  My  clothes  were 
all  wet  through.  I  had  no  compass,  no 
matches  or  means  of  lighting  a  fire  and 
nothing  to  eat,  while  the  snow  continued 
to  fall  by  the  pailful ! 

Under  the  circumstances  I  decided  that 
it  was  no  tfse  for  me  to  further  tire  my- 
self and  that  it  would  be  best  for  me  to 
look  out  for  a  suitable  place  in  which  to 
pass  the  night.  On  the  very  top  of  a 
small  hill  I  found  a  big  stone,  on  one 
side  of  which  I  was  agreeably  surprised, 
on  brushing  away  the  snow  with  my 
mitt,  to  find  the  leaves  which  had  accu- 
mulated there,  were  quite  dry.  I  man- 
aged to  crawl  under  the  stone  and  sit- 
ting on  the  dry  leaves  in  the  cave  with 
my  back  to  the  stone  and  my  two  dogs 
lying  near  me  I  soon  felt  warmer.  At 
seven  o'clock  in  the  evening  the  snow 
ceased  to  fall,  but  there  was  no  moon 
and  no  stars — nothing  but  the  grey  sky. 
Having  nothing  to  guide  me  I  spent  the 
night  in  the  cave.  Every  now  and  again 
I  would  give  a  shout  thinking  that  some 
of  the  boys  in  camp  might  hear  me  and 
effect  a  rescue.  They  had  a  couple  of 
good  lanterns  and  as  it  was  no  longer 
snowing  I  hoped*  some  of  them  would  be 
brave  enough  to  hunt  me  up.  I  learned 
afterwards  that  they  did  hear  me  though 
it  was  impossible  for  me,  owing  to  the 
*  lay  of  the  hills,  to  hear  them. 

Not  one  of  them  was  brave  enough  to 
venture  three  hundred  yards  from  the 
camp,  and  the  result  was  that  I  had  to 
spend  the  whole  night  at  the  stone. 
Early  next  morning  I  started  to  ramble 
again.  Though  it  was  much  easier  for 
me  to  see  ahead  it  took  me  all  the  fore- 
noon to  discover  an  old  log  road. 

Knowing  that  all  log  roads  going 
down  hill  lead  to  lakes  I  followed  it 
hoping  that  the  particular  lake  in  ques- 
tion might  be  the  one  I  sought.  While 
thus  engaged  I  "jumped"  a  deer  and  the 
hounds  immediately  went  after  him.  I 
mad?  no  attempt  to  follow   or  to    get  a 


shot,  but  was  far  more  concerned  in 
finding  my  way.  The  road  led  to  a  tam- 
arack swamp  and  there  ended.  I  crossed 
the  swamp  and  searched  for  the  continu- 
ance of  the  road  on  the  other  side,  but 
without  success.  There  was  no  sun  that 
day  and  it  was  hard  to  travel  in  a  straight 
direction. 

Looking  at  the  time  I  found  it  was  one 
o'clock  and  still  no  sign  of  a  lake.  The 
clouds  were  sweeping  the  crests  of  the 
hills  which  were  all  covered  with  snow. 
In  such  weather  all  hills  look  alike  and 
as  one  looks  back  travelling  in  the  way 
I  was  doing  it  is  quite  impossible  to  tell, 
which  hill  one  was  on  an  hour  before. 

My  dogs  came  back  to  me  and  repeated 
the  same  tactics  they  had  followed  the 
previous  afternoon.  By  this  time  I  was 
wearied  of  my  own  endeavors  and  pre- 
pared to  change  my  methods  Accord- 
ingly I  made  up  my  mind  to  follow  them 
to  the  end.  With  this  new  resolution  I 
seemed  to  gain  fresh  hope  and  started 
off  with  a  swing.  The  dogs  were  not 
long  in  discovering  my  change  of  mind 
and  they  showed  their  approval  in  every 
possible  way.  As  soon  as  they  saw  I 
was  following  them  off  they  went  with  a 
scamper.  They  would  go  just  far 
enough  to  allow  me  to  see  them  and  then 
wait  for  me.  As  soon  as  I  came  near 
they  would  start  off  again.  Thus  we 
proceeded. 

Once  I  fell  down  and  I  had  hardly 
reached  the  ground  before  they  were  back 
to  my  side.  They  clearly  showed  disap- 
pointment at  my  mishap  and  when  they 
saw  me  get  up  they  were  demonstrative 
in  their  expressions  of  delight.  Our 
journey  was  resumed  in  the  same  way. 
Half  an  hour  afterwards  I  sat  on  a  log 
and  this  time  they  ran  back  and  licked 
my  hands  ,  giving  me  every  encourage- 
ment they  could.  Then  they  went  off 
a  piece  and  wagged  their  tails  as  if  ask- 
ing me  to  follow.  They  often  put  their 
heads  up  to  smell  the  air  and  as  soon  as 
I  got  up  a  few  joyful  barks  showed  their 
delight.  Ten  minutes  later  we  reached 
the  shores  of  the  lake  and  saw  our  camp 
across  the  bay. 

A  signal  shot  from  my  rifle  soon  had 
the  boys  on  the  move.  A  second  shot 
told  them  where  I  was  and  they  came 
across    with  two    canoes.    When  they 
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saw  me  they  scarcely  knew  me  and 
claimed  that  they  had  never  seen  a  more 
complete  looking  tramp. 

Under  the  best  circumstances  the  bush 
is  very  destructive  to  clothing  and  with 
clothes  saturated  with  wet  it  is  more  de- 
structive still.  A  tear  is  easily  made  in 
wet  clothes  and  once  a  beginning  is  made 
it  is  not  long  before  the  number  is  in- 
creased and  in  no  time  many  flags  are 
hanging  about  the  individual  unfortunate 
enough  to  undergo  this  experience. 

On  reaching  camp  I  at  once  changed 
my  clothes,  gave  myself  a  good  rub 
down  with  high  wine  and  after  a  drink  of 
hot  rum  punch  went  to  bed,  Before 
turning  in  I  told  the  Doys  sufficient  to 
insure  their  interest  in  my  faithful  hounds 
of  which  they  took  particular  good  care. 

When  I  got  up  we  talked  over  the 
incidents  of  the  day  I  am  never  likely 
to  forget.  I  was  told  that  my  dogs  had 
watered  four  deer  of  which  three  had 
been  secured.  The  day  I  reached  camp 
they  also  watered  a  deer  though  as  no 
one  was  on  the  watch  it  escaped.  I  was 
also  informed  that  the  last  deer  shot  had 
been  killed  just  as  he  came  to  the  shore. 
As  the  dogs  were  so  close  the  man  mak- 
ing the  shot  did  his  best  to  collar  the  an- 
imals but  they  kept  away  from  him  and 
were  soon  seen  to  take  to  the  back  trail. 
Fortunate  indeed  tor  me  was  it  that 
they  so  behaved! 

I  am  positive  that  had  it  not  been  for 
my  hounds  that  experience  in  the  woods 
would  have  been  my  last.  Another 
night  spent  in  the  bush,  weakened  by 
want  of  food  and  with  the  weather  be- 
coming much  colder  would  have  settled 
my  case.  My  exertions,  as  anyone  who 
has  for  hours  forced  his  way  through  the 
bush  knows  right  well,  had  proved  very 
trying  and  I  was  in  a  pitiable  condition 
when  rescued. 

My  two  faithful  hounds  have  since  gone 
to  the  Happy  Hunting  Grounds.  For 
fifteen  consecutive  seasons  I  hunted  with 
them  and  often  in  strange  countries  and 
never  for  a  single  day  were  they  lost. 
Often  they  were  caught  in  very  heavy 
rain  and  snowstorms,  but  whether  it 
rained  or  shone  they  always  turned  up  in 
camp  in  t'm^  to  be  ready  for  their  work 
next  morning.  On  many  occasions  when 
the  hunt  was  over  have  they  guided  me 


to  the  camp  and  they  seemed  to  know 
just  as  well  as  I  did  when  it  was  time  to 
go  home. 

After  the  experience  I  have  here  re- 
counted I  would  sometimes  try  to  fool 
them  but  never  succeeded.  The  moment 
I  turned  out  of  the  right  way  they  would 
take  to  my  heels  but  as  soon  as  I  pointed 
to  the  camp  again  they  would  at  once 
resume  the  lead  and  always  landed  me 
at  the  right  place. 

It  is  wonderful  the  knowledge  a  well 
bred  hound  possesses.  In  all  kinds  of 
weather  and  after  taking  part  in  several 
chases  he  can  always  find  his  way  back 
to  camp  in  a  way  that  is  truly  amazing 
to  any  observer. 

While  these  dogs  were  living  I  bred 
and  trained  the  young  ones  with  the  old 
timers  and  today  I  have  the  pleasure  of 
owning  dogs  upon  which  a  sportsman 
can  place  absolute  reliance  for  every  day 
of  his  outing.  With  this  kind  of  a 
hound  one  never  has  to  lose  time  look- 
ing for  a  lost  dog.  No  matter  where  he 
may  hunt  the  sportsman  may  depend 
upon  it  that  unless  shot  these  hounds 
will  always  turn  up.  Being  fleet  footed 
they  alway  water  their  deer  in  a  very 
short  time.  I  always  teach  them  to  be- 
ware of  traps  and  to  be  shy  of  and  shun 
strangers.  Owing  to  this  training  they 
cannot  be  caught  by  any  of  the  obliging 
"seakum"  we  always  find  in  a  deer 
country. 

The  day  following  my  fortunate  res- 
cue was  a  beautiful  one.  During  the 
night  the  wind  had  relieved  the  trees  of 
their  weight  of  snow  and  going  was 
easy.  After  the  morning  chase  I  went 
over  the  same  ground  where  I  had 
landed  so  often  at  the  Porcupine  Club 
and  found  the  deer  I  had  killed  during 
the  snowstorm.  It  seemed  very  strange 
to  m'e  that  I  should  have  wandered  so 
long  in  those  hills  hopelessly  lost.  The 
whole  trouble  was  that  in  wandering 
over  those  sapine  covered  hills  I  always 
looked  for  the  easiest  way  and  tried  to 
avoid  the  snow  laden  branches. 

I  found  that  I  was  often  within  half  a 
mile  of  the  camp  and  if  I  had  recognized 
certain  points  I  could  easily  have  gained 
safety  and  shelter.  In  a  wild  country  like 
the  upper  regions  of  the  Madawaska  and 
BonneChere  Rivers  it  is  the  easiest  thing 
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in  the  world  to  get  lost,  particularly  in  a 
snowstorm.  If  anyone  wishes  for  this 
experience  let  them  follow  the  track  of 
some  animal  under  the  conditions  men- 
tioned and  they  will  get  lost  soon  enough. 
The  snow  laden  condition  of  the  trees 
and  bushes  change  the  appearance  and 
surroundings  of  everything  and  we  may 
pass  well  known  places  without  recog- 
nizing them  in  any  way. 

The  lesson  was  a  severe  one  but  it  did 
me  good.  Since  that  time  I  have  never 
left  camp  in  a  hurry  unless  I  first  secure 
rubber  cup,  compass,  safety  matches 
and  a  few  other  articles  a  sportsman  may 


require  if  he  is  caught  in  stormy  orfoggy 
weather. 

This  was  the  first  and  only  time  I  was 
ever  lost  during  the  thirty-five  years  I 
have  travelled  in  the  woods  after  wild 
game.  At  times  I  have  been  so  far  from 
camp  that  I  have  had  to  spend  the  night 
facing  the  sky.  On  those  occasions, 
however,  I  was  always  prepared  for  such 
emergencies  and  did  not  suffer  anything 
more  than  a  temporary  inconvenience 
from  the  delay  in  returning  to  camp. 

That  year  our  party  secured  fourteen 
deer  amongst  which  lot  were  several  fine 
specimens  of  our  Canadian  forest  pride.

1.  A  twenty-armed  star;  2,  blue  star;  3,  terra 
cotta  colored  star;  4,  eighteen-armed  star;  5, 
brittle  red  star;  6,  giant  blue  crab;  7,  red  short 
crab;  8,  spider  crab. 


things  get  into  the  fisherman's  nets  and 
also  into  the  nets  of  the  great  salmon 
traps,  sturgeon,  porpoises,  sharks,  seals, 
immense  skates.  Sometimes,  in  a  lark- 
ing spirit  the  men  will  bring  in  one  of 
these  that  we  may  see  it.  Here  in  this 
quiet  little  harbor  where  the  big  fishing 
scows  were  anchored,  our  canoe  stole 
along  as  silently  as  a  drifting  leaf.  We 
could  hear  the  deep  breathing  and  short 
angry  bark  of  a  male  seal  close  at  hand. 
One  of  the  men  connected  with  the  big 
fishing  company  hailed  us,  "Come  and 
see  the  seal!"    Falling  down  on  the  deck 

he  stuck  his 
arm  into  the 
dark  forehold 
wher  e  the 
beast  was 
calling  out 
tormented  1  y. 
The  noise 
1  e  aped  to  a 
series  of  cres- 
cendo yel  p  s 
and  up  the 
man  sto  o  d 
with  the 
strug  g  1  i  n  g 
angry  bea  s  t 
firmly  held  by 
the  hind  flip- 
per. W  i  s  ri- 
ing,  in  his 
kindnes  s,  to 
give  us  a  bet- 
ter view  of 
the  hair  seal 
he  threw  it 
into  a  twenty- 
Instantly  flipper 


foot  row  boat  near  us. 
and  tail  worked  in  unison,  a  moment  it 
stood  gazing  at  us,  stood  on  the  seat 
much  as  if  it  intended  to  row  away;  then 
the  graceful  beast  plunged  into  the  sea 
and  was  away  to  tell  its  mates  of  the 
new  kind  of  Nature  Study  it  had  been 
doing. 

Can  you  tell  what  this  big  olive  green 
leaf-like  thing  is  ?  It  is  shaped  under- 
neath, both  fore  and  aft,  with  as  grace- 
ful lines  as  any  cutter  bears,  a  model 
boat  made  out  of  a  parchment-like  skin. 
This  is  the  egg  case  of  the  giant  Skate. 
After  birth  this  egg  laden  case  remains 
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half  suspended  on  the  sandy  bottom  of 
the  shallows  until  the  heat  of  the  shore 
water  hatches  out  the  young  skate.  This 
case  is  twelve  inches  long-  by  four  wide 
and  held  a  small  cupful  of  yolk  and  al- 
bumen and  the  great  flapping  mother 
that  bore  it  weighed  about  two  hundred 
pounds  and  sent  quite  a  fleet  of  these 
ship-shaped  egg  cases  to  hatch  and  shift 
for  themselves. 

As  we  landed  for  lunch,  just  as  I  was 
lifting  a  beautiful  sea  anemone  and  the 
bark  to  which  it  was  attached  out  of  the 
canoe,  a  Swede  idled  along,  and  just  as 
the  won  d  e  r  i  n  g 
Swede  said,  ' 'What 
is  dosh?"  I  heard 
the  camera  click 
aud  the  gleam  of 
mischief  in  the  lad's 
eye  told  me  he  had 
disobeyed  ord  e  r  s 
and  snapped  the 
unwary.  The  pose 
was  so — shall  I  say 
simple — that  I  pre- 
sent it  to  you. 

As  we  sat  at 
lunch,  in  the  shade 
of  an  old  fallen  fir, 
the  lad  said,  "Did 
you  see  that  two  of 
the  De  v  i  1-fi  s  h 's 
arms  were  half  bit- 
ten off?"  I  had  re- 
marked this  and  it 
gives  you  ocul  a  r 
proof  of  the  slight 
foundat  ion  the 
writers  have  for  such 
tales  as  "Midnight  Struggle  Between  a 
Mighty  Whale  and  a  Giant  Devil-fish" 
or  "Terrific  Combat  Between  a  Boat's 
Crew  and  a  Devil-fish,"  an  insistently 
serious  tale  where,  not  only  does  the 
crew  perish,  but  the  boat  is  taken  down. 
True  that  the  huge  mammals  feed  on 
these  great  soft  octopus,  cuttlefish,  and 
squid,  as  the  three  varieties  of  the  family 
are  known,  some  as  great  as  three  of 
ours  and  it  was  a  fair  specimen,  nine 
feet  across  the  extended  tentacles  and 
weighed  about  forty  pounds. 

This  beach  of  this  great  Island  of 
Vancouver  was  strewed  with  odd  things 
— sea  cucumbers,   red   jelly-like  warty

masses,  said  by  shore-folk  to  be  poison- 
ous; armoured  Chitons;  tangled  masses 
of  giant  kelp,  a  sea  weed  that  grows  to 
be  hundreds  of  feet  long,  and  floats 
itself  by  the  bulbous  air-filled  top.  The 
natives  when  out  codfishing  in  the  deep 
places  often  tie  their  big  war  canoes  to 
these  giant  kelp.  As  their  canoes  are 
often  more  than  fifty  feet  long  and  as 
the  old  native  several  times  told  me  he 
had  measured  one  by  laying  it  ten  times 
along  his  canoe,  this  ocean  rope-like 
weed  must  grow  to  an  immense  length. 
We  found  those  dainty  soft  shell  crabs 
in  quantities  and 
also  giant  Blue 
crabs.  All  of  these 
great  edible  things 
scampered  off  over 
the  sandy  floor  we 
were  floating  over, 
unless  I  made  a 
good  flying  shot 
and  scooped  them 
up  in  the  net  for 
not  scientific  speci- 
mens— no,  for  the 
pot.  Hour  after 
hour,  the  lad  added 
to  our  collection, 
twenty  arm  mot- 
tled reddish  starfish 
or  by  way  of  con- 
trast five  arm  stars 
as  blue  as  indigo  or 
of  a  royal  purple 
color,  smaller  ones 
with  the  same  num- 
ber of  rays  but 
brilliant  terra  cotta 
jelly-like  many  armed 
ones  that  clung  with  their  innumerable 
suckers  to  paddle,  cushion  and  seat, 
tiny  brittle  bright  red  stars  that  seemed 
too  stiff  and  inanimate  to  hold  life,  giant 
blue  crabs,  smaller  red  shore  crabs,  spi- 
der crabs — truly  the  deeply  interested 
boy  could  have  easily  filled  the  canoe 
from  bow  to  stern  with  the  many  things 
old  ocean  holds  for  the  willing  searcher. 

It  seems  hard  to  believe  as  we  walk  or 
paddle  along  under  these  smiling  skies, 
with  the  air  only  cold  enough  to  make 
exercise  a  pleasure,  that  our  old  hunting 
grounds  in  mid-continent  are  buried 
deeply  beneath  the  snow  or  sealed  with 
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in  color,  smaller 
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heavy  ice.  Excepting  the  so-called  rainy 
season  here,  extending"  with  many  a 
spell  of  pleasant  weather  from  December 
to  April,  all  of  the  year  is  filled  with 
glorious  days,  and  few  of  the  rainy  ones 
are  so  severe  that  one  cannot  go  around 
fairly  comfortably.  I  am  presenting  this 
Christmas  day  as  an  average  one,  based 
on  the  reports  of  many  years. 

As  we  paddled  home  under  the  fading 
skies  "the  water  was  luminous  with  the 
phosphorescent  jelly  fish.  I  held  one  up 
before  the  wondering  eyes  of  the  lad.  It 
was  as  big  as  a  saucer  and  as  transpar- 
ent as  the  water  from  which  I  had  lifted 
it.  4 4 Well,  that's  as  near  nothing  as  I 
ever  saw!"  truthfully  remarked  the  tired 


boy.  As  we  drew^our  canoe  above  high 
tide  mark  and  wended  our  way  slowly 
and  thoughtfully  towards  the  little  cot- 
tage we  call  home,  we  could  hear  the 
seals  splashing  and  leaping  and  crying, 
could  almost  distinguish  by  the  splash 
the  headlong  return  of  the  leaping  sea 
trout  from  the  side  or  tail  fall  of  the  sal- 
mon. The  disturbed  quail,  grouse  and 
pheasants  called  from  beside  our  path, 
and  far  off  in  the  fog  hidden  straits  of 
Juan  de  Fuca  passing  steamships  bel- 
lowed hoarsely — all  so  different'  from  the 
holly  and  the  mistletoe,  the  crunching 
snow  and  merry  sleighbells  of  ye  old 
time  Eastern  Canada  Christmas 
Day! 


Two  Bear  Stories  of  Old  Ontario.

0S  most  hunters  know,  bears  have 
wonderful  ways  of  doing  things. 
There  was  a  time  when  bears  were 
very  plentiful  in  America  and  it  is  with 
that  period  that  the  following  stories  have 
to  do.  But  despite  the  fact  there  are 
very  few  of  these  quadrupeds  being 
killed  in  Canada,  there  are  nevertheless  a 
considerable  number  of  them  at  large 
and  residents  living  in  Victoria  County 
have  seen  them  quite  frequently  roaming 
through  the  fields  and  bush.  I  can  re- 
member seeing  them  pass  through  the 
school  yards  during  the  broad  daylight. 
The  memory  of  one  of  these  events  comes 
back  to  me  now. 

It  was  while  attending  the  public 
school  in  Woodville,  a  prosperous  town 
in  Victoria,  Co.,  near  the  county  town 
of  Lindsay.  One  hot,  sultry  September 
day,  (the  atmosphere  indeed,  felt  more 
like  a  balmy  day  in  July)  the  pupils  were 
all  studiously  at  work  during  the  after- 
noon's session,  when  suddenly  a  huge 
black  bear  was  espied  jogging  quietly  in 
a  lazy  and  unconcerned  fashion  across 
the  campus.  It  was  near  the  hour  of 
four  o'clock  and  once  seen,  the  excite- 
ment in  the  school  was  at  fever  heat, 
and  so  the  good  master,  Mr.  Lochie  Gil- 
christ, dismissed  us  and  the  noisy  crowd 
swooped  out  and  dashed  across  the  play- 
ground in  pursuit  of  Bruin. 


An  exciting  chase  it  was!  Over  rail 
and  stump  fences,  and  under  barb  wires;' 
through  barn  yards,  furrowed  fields,  root 
crops  and  then  through  the  bush.  The 
townsmen  were  told  of  the  discovery  and 
some  set  out  with  their  guns  on  their 
shoulders.  The  exciting  chase  was  kept 
up  until  late  in  the  evening,  when  Bruin 
was  rounded  up  in  a  bush  near  the  vil- 
lage of  Lorneville.  Here  he  was  shot  by 
Mr.  Hugh  McKinnon,  of  Woodville,  and 
was  brought  back,  the  school  boys  form- 
ing a  procession  after  the  bier. 

As  1  said  in  'the  beginning,  bears  are 
very  curious  creatures  and  do  wonderful 
things.  They  creep  about  with  all  the 
caution  and  adroitness  of  Scotchmen. 
They  walk  upon  their  hind  legs  like  men 
and  women  and  as  someone  has  said,  use 
their forepaws  like  "Christians."  Some 
bears  are  very  cunning  and  old  trappers 
have  found  them  hard  to  capture. 

It  was  with  one  of  these  adventurous 
cunning  bears  that  the  following  tale  has 
to  do: 

One  summer  evening  one  of  the  old 
settlers  was  returning  home  through 
the  fields  from  work,  and  just  as  he  came 
near  the  clearing  that  .surrounded  his 
tidy  and  well  kept  homestead,  he  saw  a 
big  representative  of  the  Bruin  family 
slowly  descending  from  one  of  his  syca- 
more trees,  where  the  animal    had  evi- 
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dently  been  in  search  of  honey.  The 
tree  was  not  of  very  large  circumference 
and  in  descending  Bruin  had  put  his 
paws  almost  around  the  tree.  The  old 
settler  (we  will  call  him  Dave)  in  a  mo- 
ment of  humor  observed  this  and  before 
the  bear  saw  him  he  crept  up  close  to  the 
tree  and  grabbed  both  of  the  furry  paws 
tightly  with  his  strong,  brawny  hands.

This  wild,  stren- 
uous life  for  mine.  I  love  to  get  back 
close  to  nature." 

"There  are  some  people,"  said  the 
Philosopher,  Third  Class,  "who  confuse 
getting  close  to  quail  on  toast  and  cham- 
pagne with  getting  close  to  nature. 
Notably  poets." 

"Just  the  same,"  responded  the  Poet,

•'Well,"  said  the  captain,  "they  said 
they  had  camped  on  Lake  Wash  Your 
Socks  in  Temagarni.  Wouldn't  that  kill 
you?

Whereat  all  laughed  merrily. 

On  the  voyage  in  the  little  steamer 
down  the  lake,  Willie  Friday,  the  cap- 
tain of  the  staunch  craft, told  us  in  broken 
Ojibway  English  of  the  funny  remark 
made  by  the  merry  crowd  trom  Evans- 
ton,  and  after  we  got  into  camp  the 
photographer  man,  who  had  been  sent 
into  the  wilderness  ahead  of  time  to  boss 
the  putting  up  of  the  tents  and  see  that 
the  kitchen  fire  was  started,  told  how  the 
Evanston  party  called  the  lake  Wash 
Your  Socks  in  Temagami,  and  then 
after  the  guides  had  told  the  story  every- 
body breathed  freer.  It  was  all  over 
at  last. 

The  Great  White  Chief  who  led  the 
expedition  into  the  camp  on  fair  Lake 
Wassacsinagamani  wept  when  he  looked 
over  the  fishing  tackle  that  the  authors 
and  poets  had  brought.  "There's  only 
small-mouthed  black  bass  and  pickerel 
and  perch  and  things  like  that  in  the 
lake,"  he  said.  "Why,  joh,  why," 
spoken  to  the  Poet,  "did  you  bring 
along  those  whale  lances?  We  caught 
the  last  whale  in  Wassacinagamani  only 
two  weeks  ago  and  had  him  for  break- 
fast.   No  use  for  your  lances  now." 

"Those,"  said  the  Poet  with  great 
dignity,  "are  not  whale  lances;  those 
are  parts  of  a  patent  folding  camp  chair. 


The  Great  White  Chief  continued  his 
investigations.  He  disarmed  the  author 
of  a  tarpon  rod  and  took  away  a  dan- 
gerous looking  tin  minnow  that  the 
Philosopher  had  concealed  on  his  person. 
The  tin  minnow  which  the  Philosopher 
had  selected  as  the  only  proper  kind  of 
bait  after  a  day's  search  in  Chicago  was 
about  ten  inches  long  and  painted  six- 
teen different  colors,  no  two  alike.  It 
had  hooks  jammed  all  along  it,  and  the 
Philosopher  had  put  a  few  more -on  its 
tail  just  for  luck,  and  had  already  baited 
it  with  pork  rind,  angle  worms,  raw 
liver  and  canned  oysters. 

The  rest  of  the  party  were  greatly 
alarmed  when  they  saw  the  infernal  ma- 
chine the  Philosopher  had  brought. 
They  wanted  it  exploded  over  in  the 
woods  where  it  wouldn't  hurt  anybody. 
The  Philosopher  was  pale  but  calm. 

"That,"  he  said,  "is  the  finest  bait 
ever  used.  The  man  who  sold  it  to  me 
told  me  it  would  catch  all  the  bass  in 
Temagami.  It  cost  $2,  and  I  intend  to 
use  it." 

He  refused  to  take  any  substitute,  and 
finally  he  was  permitted  to  go  out  in  a 
canoe  and  troll  all  the  afternoon  with  the 
tin  minnow.  He  came  in  at  night  with 
a  perch  that  he  had  caught  with  the  pat- 
ent bait. 

"Hooked  right  through  the  tail,  too," 
he  explained  in  joy. 

How  that  perch  came  to  be  caught 
will  always  remain*  one  of  the  mysteries 
of  the  Temagami  region.  John  McLean, 
the  Indian  guide,  said  in  fine  scorn: 
"Fish  drunk,  no  could  get  out  of  way.'* 
The  Poet  thought  that  the  perch  had 
seen  the  tin  minnow  with  the  free  lunch 
on  its  back  coming  through  the  wate«~ 
and  had  laughed  so  hard  that  he  forgot 
to  get  out  of  the  way,  so  that  when  it 
came  by  it  had  caught  one  of  the  sixty- 
nine  hooks  through  its  tail. 

The  Author  believed  that  the  poor 
perch  that  had  been  so  ruthlessly  hooked 
had  been  an  inmate  of  some  home  for 
aged  and  infirm  perch  and  that  while 
loafing  around  in  the  waters  of  the  in- 
stitution the  deadly  tin  minnow  had 
swooped  down  upon  him.  Being  blind 
the  poor. aged  perch  wot  not  of  the  dan- 
ger  that  threatened  and  so   had  been 
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caught  on  the  hook  and  dragged  to  its 
doom. 

The  Popular  Novelist  thought  the 
perch  had  mistaken  the  tin  minnow  for  a 
rock  and  had  gone,  carelessly  over  and 
leaned  up  against  it.  In  coming  away 
the  perch  had  slipped  and  fallen  on  the 
hooks  and  been  caught.  ''Jealous," 
said  the  Philosopher.  Anyhow  he  gave 
the  tin  minnow  to  one  of  the  guides,  who 
killed  it  with  a  rock,  took  off  the  hooks 
and  sent  it  home  for  the  baby  to  play 
with. 

The  authors,  novelists  and  poets  were 
much  interested  in  the  box  of  angle 
worms  that  had  been  sent  up  from  To- 
ronto. Angle  worms  as  an  article  of 
commerce  was  a  new  thought  to  them, 
yet  there  they  were  several  hundred  of 
them  all  crated  up  in  wet  moss  and  with  a 
big  stencil  sign  on  the  boxannouncingthat 
within  were  contained  "Milk  Fed  Angle 
Worms." 

When  the  box  was  opened  the  Poet 
was  appalled  at  the  size  of  the  worms. 
He  thought  they  were  rattlesnakes  that 


bad  been  whitewasHed.  The  Philoso- 
pher wanted  to  know  if  the  angle  worms 
had  been  fed  on  milk  from  the  bottle  and 
how  soon  they  would  be  able  to  talk. 
The  Author  had  one  of  the  Indians  bait 
his  hook  and  started  out  trolling  at  once 
with  one  of  the  milk  fed  worms  as  bait. 
He  came  back  with  a  thrilling  story.  He 
said  the  milk  fed  worm  hacf  broken  wa- 
ter three  times  and  charged  the  boat 
twice.  Once  he  went  clear  under  the 
boat,  but  finally  after  a  twenty  minutes' 
fight,  he  got  the  bait  around  where  the 
Indian  guide  slipped  a  net  under  him  and 
landed  him  in  the  canoe. 

"My,"  said  the  Author,  "but  that 
milk-fed,  hand-raised  angle  worm  put  up 
an  awful  fight." 

Most  ot  the  guides  at  Camp  Charlton, 
which  was  named  in  honor  of  the  Great 
White  Chief  who  had  personally  con- 
ducted the  party  into  the  promised  land, 
were  Ojibway  Indians.  All  of  the  Ojib- 
way  Indians  are  named  either  Friday  or 
McLean.  There  was  Jim  Friday  and 
Tom    Friday  and    Sam   Friday  and  Bob 
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Friday  and  Dick  Friday  and  Willie  Fri- 
day and  Monday  Friday  and  Friday  Fri- 
day. Then  there  was  John  McLean  and 
Sam  McLean  and  Jim  McLean  and  Bob 
McLean  and  Dick  McLean  and  Bill  Mc- 
Lean, and  Mack  McLean.  There  was 
just  one  Indian  that  wasn't  named 
McLean.  That  was  Dominick.  The 
authors  and  poets  marveled  much  over 
this  and  finally  called  Dominick  to  come 
forth  and  explain  this  phenomenon. 

"What  is  your  name,  Dominick?" 
asked  the  Poet. 

"Dominick,"  replied  the  last  of  a  no- 
ble but  fast  perishing-  race. 

"Dominick  what?"  asked   the  Author. 

"Dominick  Friday  McLean,"  replied 
the  noble  red  man. 

The  Poet  and  the  Author  still  believe 
that  the  Popular  Novelist  put  Dominick 
up  to  say  this,  but  anyhow  he  did. 

The  Ojibways  were  a  never-ending 
source  of  delight  to  the  Boy  Wonder, 
who  writes  pleasing  fiction  with  either 
hand  or  with  the  pen  held  in  his  toes 
while  conversing  at  the  same  time  at  the 
rate  of  345  words  a  minute  and  with  great 
dynamic  force.  Especially  was  the  Boy 
Wonder  charmed  when,  one  night  as  the 
party  sat  around  the  roaring  fire  that  the 
guides  built  every  night,  the  Great  White 
Chief  announced  that  he  had  changed 
his  plans  and  would  not  go  out  when 
the  party  broke  camp  through  the  lakes 
and  over  the  portages  he  had  intended 
to  travel. 

Willie  Friday,  the  commodore  of  the 
Temagami  liner,  that  had  carried  the 
party  from  the  Temagami  Inn  to  the  first 
portage,  had  been  told  to  be  anchored 
off  a  certain  point  Monday  morning, 
where  the  party  were  to  appear  on  their 
homeward  journey.  When  it  was  de- 
cided to  change  the  route  word  of  course 
must  be  sent  to  Willie  Friday. 

Now  Willie  and  his  yaeht  cruised  all 
around  in  the  waters  of  Temagami,  con- 
veying people  from  the  railway  station  to 
the  hotels  and  from  the  hotels  to  camp- 
ing grounds  and  to  the  points  where 
they  took  the  portages  for  a  march  into 
the  wilderness.  Wiilie  might  be  any- 
where on  the  lake  or  its  tributaries  and 
would  be  about  as  easy  to  find  as  a  de- 
feated caudidate  for  the  vice-presidency. 
But  the  Great  White  Chief  who  knew 


the  ways  of  the  Ojibways  sat  and  pon- 
dered for  a  time  in  front  of  the  roaring 
camp  fire.  Then  he  wrote  a  note  of  in- 
structions to  Willie  Friday  as  to  where 
he  was  to  meet  the  poets  and  authors 
when  they  came  out  of  the  great  woods. 
"Call  Jim  Friday,"  he  said.  1 
Jim  Friday  loomed  up  stern  and  som- 
ber, silhouetted  against  the  shining 
waters  of  the  lake  at  his  back. 

"Jim  Friday,"  said  the  Great  White 
Chief,  "go  find  Willie.  Give  him  this 
note." 

"Yes,"  said  Jim  Friday  simply.  A 
moment  later  he  had  stepped  into  his 
canoe  and  pushed  off,  and  long  after  his 
boat  had  disappeared  from  sight  could 
be  heard  the  rhythmic  sound  of  his 
paddle. 

"My,"  said  the  Boy  Wonder,  "talk 
about  the  message  to  Garcia,  laking  a 
message  to  Willie  Friday  seems  a  much 
more  hopeless  job.  He'll  never  find 
him." 

"Jim'll  find  Willie  and  Willie  will  be 
off  the  portage  at  ten  o'clock  Monday 
morning."  Thus  spoke  the  Great  White 
Chief. 

In  closing  the  narration  of  this  inci- 
dent it  might  be  well  to  mention  that 
Willie  was  at  the  appointed  rendezvous 
Monday  morning  at  ten  o'clock  with  Jim 
Friday  squatted  comfortably  on  top  of 
the  cabin. 

"Where  did  you  T  find  Willie?"  the 
Boy  Wonder  asked,  m  <c.l~~_' 

"Up  there,"  said  Jim.  He  waved  his 
hand  and  indicated  a  region  that  included 
Labrador,  Greenland  and  the  entire 
.frozen  North  across  to  Alaska.  The 
Boy  Wonder  felt  very  proud  that  he 
knew. 

The  authors  and  poets  were  in  the 
Temagami  region  after  the  small 
mouthed»black  bass.  They  got  them, 
too.  Not  because  they  were  good  fish- 
ermen, but  because  the  waters  of  Tem- 
agami are  so  alive  with  fish  that  it 
seemed  as  though  a  good  many  of  them 
voluntarily  gave  themselves  up  to  any 
kind  of  a  fisherman  just  to  get  away 
from  such  over-crowded  conditions. 
Even  the  Poet  caught  two  or  three  four- 
pound  bass  every  time  he  went  out,  al- 
though the  Philosopher  had  been  certain 
coming,  up   that  the  Poet  would  never 
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catch  any  bass  unless  they  climbed  into 
the  canoe  and  kicked  him  in  the  face 
with  their  tails  and  used  coarse  and  in- 
sulting* language  to  him.  But  the  Poet 
always  came  smiling  into  camp  with  his 
bass  fish. 

The  Ojibways  took  a  great  interest  in 
the  fishing  performances  of  the  authors 
and  poets.  It  is  on  record  in  Temagami 
region  that  Jim  Friday  never  smiled  un- 
til the  poets  and  authors  appeared.  Jim 
Friday  was  out  one  day  with  the  Popular 
Novelist.  The  Popular  Novelist  was 
sprawled  happily  out  in  the  canoe  on  a 
divan  of  pine  boughs  reading-  from  his 
own  works  while  he  trolled  for  bass. 
There  was  a  lively  tug  at  the  line  and 
the  reel  clicked  like  mad.  The  Popular 
Novelist  came  to  life  and  began  excitedly 
to  take  in  his  line.  Twice  the  bass 
broke  water  and  the  Popular  Novelist 
turned  fairly  pale  from  excitement.  The 
battle  lasted  about  ten  minutes,  and  then 
the  bass  was  coaxed  to  the  side  of  the 
boat  and  Jim  Friday  slipped  the  net 
under  him  and  lifted  him  into  the  canoe. 


The  bass  was  a  big  one,  ten  pounds,  the 
Popular  Novelist  declared,  and  Jim  Fri- 
day said  it  was  quite  true.  But  the  bass 
didn't  like  the  canoe. 

"He  jumped  right  at  my  throat,"  said 
the  Popular  Novelist.  "I  never  saw 
such  a  vicious  fish  in  my  life.  He 
grabbed  my  spectacles  in  his  teeth  and 
fairly  crunched  them  into  bits/ 

"I  was  totally  unarmed  and  could 
make  no  defence.  As  soon  as  he  had 
my  glasses  in  his  teeth  he  sprang  back- 
ward and  out  of  the  boat." 

As  the  bass  fish  went  out  of  the  canoe 
the  Popular  Novelist  was  heard  by  those 
in  other  canoes  to  be  shouting:  "Stop 
him,  stop  him;  he's  got  my  spectacles." 
The  occupants  of  the  other  canoes  say 
that,  although  the  morning  was  dark 
and  foggy,  yet  as  they  looked  across  the 
water  they  distinctly  saw  Jim  Friday 
smile. 

The  Poet  did  not  think  that  the  giant 
bass  had  actually  grabbed  the  spectacles 
in  his  teeth.  He  said  that  when  the 
Popular  Novelist  started  mixing  it  with 
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the  bass  he  knocked  his  glasses  off  him- 
self. But  the  Popular  Novelist  knows 
better.  He  is  still  certain  that  he  had  a 
most  tremendous  struggle  with  a  man- 
eating  black  bass. 

All  of  the  authors  and  poets  wanted  to 
kill  moose,  but  the  season  for  shooting 
moose  does  not  open  until  the  fifteenth 
day  ot  October.  Otherwise  there  would 
have  probably  been  terrible  carnage 
among  the  Temagami  moose.  The 
Ojibways  took  more  interest  in  the 
moose  than  they  did  in  the  bass  fish. 
Often  John  McLean  or  Jim  Friday  or 
some  other  Indian,  when  paddling, 
would  suddenly  grow  tense  and  point  at 
something  on  the  shore  which  only  their 
eyes  could  see  and  say  softly:  "Moose 
has  been  here.  See  where  leaves  broken; 
look  at  mark  in  mud." 

Once  the  Poet  thought  that  Jim  Friday 
had  been  stricken  with  apoplexy.  It  was 
away  up  in  a  long  channel  of  the  lake 
between  two  walls  of  granite  crowned 
with  pine  trees.  Suddenly  Jim  stopped 
paddling.  He  seemed  turned  intostone. 
The  Poet  gazed  at  him  in  alarm.  He 
waited  a  few  seconds  and  then  started  to 
speak,  but  Jim  reached  over  with  a  quick 
motion  and  placed  his  finger  on  the 
Poet's  lips.  The  canoe  drifted  idly 
along  in  the  current  and  the  Poet  won- 
dered what  manifestation  the  Ojibway's 
madness  would  take. 

"Listen,"  whispered  the  Indian. 

There  was  a  sudden  cracking  of  twigs 
in  the  woods. 

Jim  leaned  forward  with  reverence  and 
awe  shining  on  his  face,  and  his  voice 
was  as  soft  as  a  mother's  whisper  to  her 
sleeping  babe. 

"List,"  he  said.  "L,ist.  The  moose 
walketh." 

On  the  way  back  from  camp  to  the  ho- 
tel the  authors,  poets  and  philosophers 
said  their  last  good-bye  to  the  portages. 
These  portages  in  the  Temagami  wilder- 
ness correspond  to  boulevards  in  Chi- 
cago. They  are  the  great  connecting 
thoroughfares. 

Before  crossing  a  portage  one  must  be 
able  to  pronounce  the  word  correctly. 
The  best  idea  of  the  pronunciation  that 
can  be  given  in  print  may  be  derived 
from  a  verse  of  a  poem  indited  by  the 
Near  Poet: 


•'Ah,  sacre,"  said  the  voyageur, 

As  he  tugged  at  his  moustache; 
"Before  1  reach  Temagami 

1  must  cross  this  bad  portage." 

It  is  not  hard,  however,  crossing  por- 
tages when  there  are  guides  to  lug  most 
ot  the  baggage  as  well  as  the  canoes.  A 
canoe  weighs  seventy-rive  pounds  but  an 
Ojibway  guide  will  pick  it  up,  put  it  on 
his  shoulders  and  pace  as  happily  and 
steadily  over  a  portage  as  an  ordinary 
man  would  carry  his  spring  overcoat. 

The  portages  are  merely  trails  through 
the  wilderness.  Sometimes  they  are 
knee  deep  in  mud  and  at  other  times 
they  run  almost  straight  up  a  rock  hill, 
ana  at  all  times  twist  and  bend  so  that 
the  tenderloot  must  watch  caretully  or 
he  will  walk  straight  into  the  wilderness 
and  be  lost  thirty  teet  away. 

The  authors,  poets  and  philosophers 
were  anxious  to  get  back  to  the  inn. 

So  they  volunteered  to  help  carry  the 
baggage  and  supplies  across  the  por- 
tages. The  Philosopher,  Third  Class, 
carried  a  fishing  rod  and  two  cans  of 
preserved  peaches.  He  also  carried  a 
mysterious  looking  box  and  toiled  pain- 
fully down  the  portages  staggering  under 
his  terrific  burden.  A  great  de^l  of 
sympathy  was  extended  to  him  by  all  and 
many  warm  enconiums  were  passed 
upon  his  pluck  and  endurance  until  it 
was  discovered  that  the  box  was  empty. 

Little  Bright  liyes,  the  journalist,  and 
Pompous,  the  fat  child,  toiled  down  the 
weary  portages  with  a  pole  on  their 
shoulders  on  which  swung  between  them, 
so  as  to  bear  equally  the  terrible  burden 
they  carried,  a  whole  overcoat. 

The  Popular  Novelist  won  the  great- 
est renown  of  all  on  the  back  trail.  The 
Poet  is  already  writing  a  poem  of  his 
thrilling  performance  which  he  is  going 
to  call  "The  Hero  ot  the  Portage."  The 
Popular  Novelist,  looking  around  for 
something  easy  to  carry,  picked  up  a 
loosely  mled  sack.  It  seemed  very  light 
and  looked  innocent,  and  the  Popular 
Novelist  started  gaily  away  with  his 
load.  Then  it  developed  that  the  flour 
sack  contained  tin  dishes  and  the  knives 
and  forks  used  in  camp.  The  knives 
and  forks  stuck  through  the  thin  sack 
and  into  the  back  of  the  popular  Novel- 
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ist.  But  grim  and  steadily  he  held  his 
way  through  the  tangled  wildwood,  over 
rocks  and  logs,  while  butcher  knives 
jabbed  him  and  forks  made  his  back  look 
like  an  outline  war  map  of  Manchuria. 
The  Poet  in  the  first  stanza  of  the  Poem, 
describing  this  heroic  deed  says: 

With  knives  and  forks  stuck  in  his  back 
He  traveled  through  the  wild, 

Until  at  last,  like  the  country  'round, 
Our  hero  too,  was  wild. 

The  authors,  poets  and  philosophers 
after  six  days  in  the  wilderness,  gazed 
with  wonder  and  rapture  on  the  guests 
of  the  hotel  seated  on  the  veranda.  As 
they  landed  on  the  pier  a  little  figure 
came  down  to  greet  them.     ' 'An  angel," 


said  the  Philosopher,  Third  Class,  and 
all  the  authors  and  poets  and  near  writ- 
ers felt  like  falling  on  their  knees  in  ad- 
oration. 

"I  am  not  an  angel,"  said  the  appari- 
tion, "I'm  just  a  little  girl  from  Phila- 
delphia, and  I'm  eight  years  old,  going 
on  nine,  and  my  name  is  Irene." 

"After  associating  with  moose  and 
Ojibways  and  authors  and  poets  and  bass 
fish  for  six  days,"  said  the  Philosopher, 
Third  Class,  as  he  took  the  little  girl  up 
in  his  arms  and  kissed  her,  "you  look 
like  an  angel,  and  besides,  I'm  kissing 
you  for  the  little  girls  we've  got  away 
down  there  in  Chicago." 

And  all  the  authors  and  poets  said 
"Amen." — Chicago  Record  Herald. 


A  Few  Happy  Days.

THERE  may  be  better  ways  of  spend- 
ing a  holiday  than  by  going  fish- 
ing. There  is  one  that  runs  it  a 
close  second  anyway,  and  that  is  going 
hunting.  Some  people  even  put  it  first, 
I  do  myself  in  October  and  November, 
but  not  in  the  spring;  Oh,  no,  May  and 
the  first  of  June  were  made  for  fishing, 
and  I  believe  in  putting  things  to  the 
use  that  nature  intended  them  for. 

It  was  at  this  time  of  the  year  that  I 
and  three  friends  started  for  a  few  days' 
outing  on  the  borders  of  Algonquin  Na- 
tional Park,  and  the  things  we  were  go- 
ing to  do  to  the  fish  could  not  be  told  in 
a  small  book.  Fred  was  an  old  hand 
and  knew  as  much,  or  more  about  the 
business  than  I  did.  Jack  was  half 
broken  and  enthusiastic,  while  Bob  was 
green,  and  so  could  talk  more  about  fish 
than  any  of  us. 

We  had  to  take  the  train  at  five  p.  m. 
and  so  had  to  bring  our  supper  to  be 
eaten  on  the  way.  We  each  had  our 
own  in  addition  to  the  store  of  grub  we 
were  taking  to  camp,  but  when  Bob  got 
his  lunch  unpacked,  Fred,  Jack  and  I, 
shoved  ours  out  of  sight  and  told  him 
we  would  leave  them  in  the  common 
supply.  We  knew  Mrs.  Bob  and  the 
things  we  said  about  that  lunch  we  fully 
intended  she  should  hear,  and  Bob  was 
so  pleased  he  almost  forgot  to  eat,  but 
we  others  didn't,  no  we  sure  did  not. 
It  was  a  grand  lunch!  Fred  and  Jack 
both  had  corkscrews. 

It  was  not  possible  to  get  to  the  camp 
that  night  as  our  train  did  not  go  so  far, 
and  we  had  several  hours  to  put  in  at 
Madawaska  before  the  Mixed  would 
leave  for  the  West  at  four  a.m.  and  as  the 
start  was  so  early  we  decided  to  sleep  in 
the  coach,  using  our  own  blankets,  and 
in  that  way  we  would  not  miss  the  train. 
I  say  we  decided  to  do  this,  but  the 
conductor  who  was  in  charge  decided  we 
wouldn't,  but  we  got  inside  and  I  told 
Bob  that  we  would  stay  if  the  gentleman 
in  uniform  was  unable  to  throw  us  out. 
He  said  in  that  case  we  would  stay  as  he 


did  not  think  from  the  official's  build 
that  he  could  throw  a  man  of  his  (Bob's) 
weight  twelve  inches.  I  guess  the  con- 
ductor thought  so  too, for  stay  we  did! 

When  the  engine  hitched  on  at  day- 
light we  folded'  our  blankets,  and  when 
we  stopped  at  the  west  end  of"  the  yard 
to  take  on  the  box  car  portion  of  our 
train  we  got  out  to  breathe  the  sweet 
morning  air;  and  it  was  sweet!  Just 
where  we  had  stopped  a  point  of  small 
second  growth  came  down  the  slope  of  a 
low  hill  close  to  the  railway  tracks,  and 
the  sight  of  it  reminded  me  of  a  curious 
thing  that  happened  there  a  few  years 
before,  and  I  told  the  boys  about  it.  It 
happened  that  I  was  living  in  a  set  of 
construction  cars  just  opposite  this  place, 
and  the  rabbits  used  to  come  out  of  this 
scrub  and  play  around  in  the  open.  I  did 
not  need  to  shout  at  them  much  but  one 
evening  there  was  a  big  fellow  hopping 
around  in  plain  sight,  and  I  took  a  shot 
at  him  with  my  rifle.  The  bullet  cut 
him  across  the  belly  and  he  jumped  into 
the  air  as  a  rabbit  will  when  hit,  but 
when  he  went  into  the  air  he  left  his  in- 
testines on  the  ground,  and  when  he  lit 
he  was  headed  for  the  bush  some  fifty 
feet  away,  and  disappeared  in  it  going 
light,  twelve  feet  to  the  jump.  Bob 
said  that  was  rather  curious,  and  wanted 
to  know  if  I  thought  the  rabbit  would 
die?  I  said  I  did  not  know,  but  some 
day  I  would  hunt  that  neck  of  bush  and 
see  if  I  could  find  a  race  of  rabbits  with- 
out any  insides.  Fred  said  it  was  very 
interesting,  and  he  believed  every  word 
of  it,  but  he  would  not  ride  on  the  same 
train  with  a  man  who  would  be  so  cruel 
to  a  rabbit,  and  they  all  three  got  on  the 
rear  platform  to  keep  me  off  when  the 
train  started.  I  don't  think  I  ran  as  fast 
as  the  rabbit  did  but  I  was  making 
pretty  good  time  when  they  relented  and 
let  me  on.  1  think  Jack  remembered 
that  I  was  the  only  one  of  the  bunch  who 
knew  just  where  the  camp  was,  and  how 
to  get  to  it ! 

What   a  morning  that  was,  or  was  it 
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because  we  had  been  shut  up  in  steam 
heated  offices  all  winter,  getting  out  of 
bed  at  8  o'clock  in  the  morning,  hurrying 
from  the  heat  of  the  house  to  the  heat  of 
the  office,  and  ready  to  fight  if  someone 
left  a  door  or  window  open  for  a  minute? 
Or  was  it  because  of  the  miracle  of  the 
sunrise?  Of  course  this  happens  every 
morning,  but  what  do  most  of  us  know 
about  that?  I  had  not  seen  the  sun 
come  up  for  six  months,  and  the  other 
fellows,  not  being  deer  hunters,  had  not 
seen  it  rise  lor  a  year,  and  as  we  stood 
on  the  rear  platform  of  that  train  as  it 
moved  toward  the  west,  we  had  the  full 
benefit  of  it  with  many  variations.  The 
railway  runs  through  the  narrow  valley 
of  the  Madawaska  river  following  the 
winding  of  the  stream,  and  the  hills  rise 
on  each  side  in  irregular  ridges  and 
peaks.  As  the  train  wound  its  way 
around  the  curves  we  were  now  in  the 
shadow  of  a  round  topped  hill,  now  in 
the  light  of  the  sun  that  flashed  on  us 
through  a  depression  in  the  range,  while 
the  river  seemed  suddenly  to  wake  and 
sparkle  and  dance  in  the  golden  light, 
then  to  go  to  sleep  again  as  another  peak 
shut  out  the  light  for  a  moment  as  we 
rounded  another  curve,  and  wake  once 
more  a  few  hundred -feet  beyond,  until 
the  hills  seemed  to  give  up  the  fight  and 
settle  down  out  of  the  way,  leaving  us 
and  the  river  bathed  in  the  bright  soft 
light,  while  we  each  one  registered  a 
vow  away  down  inside  of  him  that  we 
would  break  off  the  habit  of  laying  in 
bed  this  summer,  but  alas,  for  such  res- 
olutions, how  many  of  us  make  them, 
and  how  many  keep  them? 

At  times  the  water  of  the  river  would 
be  on  a  level  with  the  railway  track,  and 
so  close  we  could  have  thrown  a  line  into 
it  from  the  steps  of  our  car.  Then  it 
tumbledover  a  fallsand  suddenly  appeared 
fifty  feet  below  us.  At  such  places  look 
out  for  the  deer  down  on  the  bank  for 
their  morning  drink.  Now  we  catch  a 
glance  of  a  timid  doe  hiding  behind  a 
small  clump  of  bushes,  or  maybe  skip- 
ping for  a  hundred  feet  to  turn  and  look 
at  us,  and  then  right  out  in  the  open  a 
fine  buck  with  head  up  standing  his 
ground  like  a  soldier,  with  his  spring 
coat  of  red  making  the  comparison  still 
more  real.    These  we  see,  but  how  many 


do  our  poor  untrained  human  eyes  pass 
over  without  seeing? 

For  some  miles  the  river  is  a  narrow 
stream  from  two  to  four  hundred  feet 
wide,  but  now  we  cross  it  and  instead  of 
having  a  river  on  our  right  we  have  a  ten 
mile  lake  on  our  left,  and  half  way  up 
this  lake  is  our  camp. 

I  wonder  how  many  people  in  this 
wonderful  Canada  of  ours  have  noted 
the  fact  that  our  rivers  and  streams  are 
all  laid  out  on  one  general  plan,  at  least 
they  are  in  the  part  of  Canada  I  know. 
The  model,  or  father  of  them  all,  is  of 
course  the  St.  Lawrence  with  its  mighty 
streams,  its  wonderful  falls,  and  great 
lakes.  Coming  west  we  take  the  Ot- 
tawa above  Montreal,  and  while  we  find 
a  different  water,  free  from  lime  to  a 
great  extent,  we  may  follow  it  up  and 
find  repeated  the  falls  and  expansions 
worthy  of  and  bearing  the  names  ot 
lakes.  Keeping  to  the  Ontario  shore  we 
find  the  Rideau  tumbling  in  at  Ottawa, 
the  last  contribution  of  water  impreg- 
nated with  lime  the  Ottawa  receives. 
From  there  on  the  water  is  entirely  dif- 
ferent from  the  St.  Lawrence  being 
"soft"  in  all  its  reaches  and  tributaries. 
The  Rideau  is  in  its  plain  another  Ottawa 
and  another  St.  Lawrence.  At  Arnprior 
the  Madawaska  comes  in  and  still  fur- 
ther west  the  Bonne  Chere,  follow  these 
up  and  we  find  the  plan  of  falls  and 
lakes  repeated.  But  this  is  not  all,  take 
any  of  their  tributaries  no  matter  how 
small  or  insignificant  and  we  find  in 
each  a  miniature  St.  Lawrence,  and  they 
are  all  hurrying  on  to  join  the  father  of 
Canadian  waters  and  travel  with  him  to 
the  sea. 

As  we  had  only  twenty-five  miles  to 
travel  before  reaching  the  camp  even  a 
slow  mixed  train  starting  at  daylight 
landed  us  in  good  time  for  breakfast,  and 
this  we  proceeded  to  get  with  considera- 
ble enthusiasm,  and  eat  with  keen  appe- 
tite. Breakfast  out  of  the  way,  fishing 
tackle  was  gotten  out  and  overhauled. 
Fred,  as  was  to  be  expected,  brought 
out  an  old  and  tried  friend  in  the  form  of 
a  light  bass  rod,  I  had  an  old  favorite, 
while  Jack  showed  up  something  he  had 
borrowed  and  knew  nothing  about,  so 
wanted  our  opinions  on  it.  I  think  the 
three    of  us    were  a  little  curious  as  to 
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what  Bob  would  produce.  He  seemed 
to  be  in  trouble  over  it,  and  when  Fred 
had  thing's  arranged  to  his  satisfaction 
he  offered  to  give  him  a  hand.  I  heard 
Fred  say  "Bob,  where  did  you  get  this 
thing?"  and  Bob  answered,  "I  don't 
know,  my  wife  bought  it  for  me,  she  got 
it  for  seventy-five  cents,  ain't  it  alright?" 
and  Jack  and  I  jumped  to  catch  Fred  who 
seemed  to  be  falling  in  a  faint,  while 
Bob  looked  at  our  convulsed  faces  with 
a  sickly  grin  on  his  always  good-natured 
mug.  Mrs.  Bob  could  put  up  a  lunch 
for  a  fisherman  alright,  but  I  don't  think 
I  want  her  to  buy  my  rods.  It  was  a 
shame  to  dampen  Bob's  spirits,  or  it 
would  have  been  if  such  a  thing  was 
possible,  and  we  hastened  to  reassure 
him  by  praising  the  rod,  and  telling  him 
it  was  alright,  and  it  was  not  so  bad  if  it 
wasn't  for  the  fact  that  the  second  joint 
seemed  to  be  heavier  than  the  butt,  with 
a  twisting  bend  to  the  left,  while  the  tip 
had  about  an  equal  twist  to  the  right. 
It  would  have  made  a  grand  thing  to 
beat  a  carpet  with,  it  would  cover  so 
much  surface  at  each  whollop,  but  as  a 
trout  rod,— Oh,  dear! 

The  Lake  on  the  shore  of  which  our 
camp  stood  is  one  of  the  "Great  Lakes" 
of  the  Madawaska  system,  and  is  one  of 
the  chain  of  Lakes  that  extend  for  some 
sixty  odd  miles  east  and  west  through 
the  Canadian  Highlands — the  Grand 
Trunk  Railway  following  the  valley  and 
skirting  the  shore  of  each.  Some  ot 
these  are  divided  by  a  ridge  of  rock  only, 
while  between  others  there  are  streams 
of  considerable  length.  Going  west 
from  Ottawa  they  lay  in  the  following 
order:  On  the  south  of  the  railway, 
Long  Lake  eight  miles  in  length,  Rock 
Lake,  six  miles;  on  the  north,  White 
Fish,  five  miles;  Lake  of  Two  Rivers, 
four  miles;  again  on  the  south  side, 
Cache  Lake,  six  miles;  Canoe  Lake,  five 
miles;  on  the  south  Joe  Lake  six  miles; 
Potter  Lake,  four  miles:  Source  Lake, 
six  miles,  and  Brule  Lake  five  miles. 
Beyond  this  is  the  Height  of  Land  where 
the  waters  divide  and  run  east  to  the  St. 
Lawrence  through  the  Ottawa,  and  west 
to  Georgian  Bay. 

It  is  hard  to  say  which  of  these  Lakes 
is  the  most  beautiful;  I  have  fished  in 
them  all  and  I  don't  know.     Each  one 


has  some  special  beauty  of  its  own. 
while  all  are  beautiful,  and  oh,  the  sweet 
clear  water!  Of  course  there  are  many 
"other  lakes  just  out  of  sight  beyond  the 
hills,  but  I  mention  only  those  in  the  di- 
rect chain. 

The  native  fish  of  this  great  system  of 
lakes  and  stream^  are  the  grey,  speckled 
and  salmon  trout,  in  game  fish,  and  the 
perch,  catfish,  block  sucker,  mullet  and 
the  ling;  may  the  shadow  of  that  last 
grow  less,  and  may  he  pass  away  and  be 
no  more  seen!  For  feed  there  is  the 
ever  present  shiner  so  dear  to  the  heart 
of  the  bait  fisherman. 

The  man  who  wants  the  Latin  names  for 
these  may  look  them  up  for  himself. 
You  cannot  improve  the  trout  by  naming 
him  him  in  a  dead  tongue,  and  when  you 
curse  the  ling  you  have  no  time  for  any- 
thing but  just  plain  English.  But  I 
would  like  to  know  what  he  is.  The 
names  I  have  heard  him  called  by  seem 
to  fit  all  right,  and  that  he  is  a  child  of 
the  devil  goes  without  saying,  but  I 
would  be  glad  to  know  something  of 
his  maternal  ancestors.  He  looks  like  a 
cross  between  an  eel  and  a  catfish,  but  I 
doubt  if  either  of  these  would  acknow- 
ledge a  relationship. 

The  above  mentioned  fish,  are  as  I 
have  said  native  to  these  waters,  but  the 
black  bass  was  introduced  here  a  few 
years  ago  and  has  made  himself  very 
much  at  home.  This  will  give  the  fish- 
erman a  few  more  months'  sport  in  the 
season,  but  how  the  bass  and  trout  will 
manage  keeping  house  together  we  have 
yet  to  see.  Let  us  hope  it  will  not  be  a 
case  of  the  lion  and  the  lamb  inside. 
But  if  the  bass  eats  up  the  speckled 
trout,  as  he  will  do  to  an  extent,  the 
grey  trout  will  pick  up  a  few  of  the 
young  bass.  I  was  in  doubt  of  this  but 
after  using  a  small  bass  for  a  bait  and 
catching  a  four  pound  grey  trout  with 
him  I  changed  my  mind  somewhat. 

Our  camp  was  situated  about  two 
miles  from  the  place  where  Rock  Lake 
enters  Long  Lake,  and  as  this  was  one 
of  the  places  we  were  to  fish  we  got  the 
boat  ready  and  pulled  out,  using  the 
oars  as  the  wind  was  not  right  for  the  sail. 
But  who  cared  about  that,  was  it  not 
enough  that  we  were  out  in  the  sun  and 
air  on  the  grand  old  Lake?    I  don't  love 
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the  man  who  goes  fishing  just  to  kill 
fish,  or  who  goes  hunting  only  to  kill 
deer?  One  of  the  best  days  1  ever  put 
in  on  that  lake  was  a  lovely  day  in  No- 
vember when  I  took  four  men  out  of  a 
deer  hunting  party  and  spent  the  day  ex- 
ploring the  bays  and  shores.  It  is  true 
the  men  were  exceptional,  one  of  them  a 
reverend  gentleman,  who  has  since  won 
fame  as  an  author,  and  the  others  were 
just  as  good,  each  in  his  way,  and  a 
mighty  good  way  at  that.  Yes,  that 
was  a  day  to  be  remembered,  and  we 
didn't  kill  a  thing,  though  the  doctor 
said  the  reverend  gentleman's  attempts 
to  sing  came  very  near  killing  him!  If 
those  dear  chaps  ever  see  these  lines  they 
will  remember  that  day,  and  my  attempt 
to  give  a  lecture  on  the  beaver  and  his 
ways.  But  honest,  it  wasn't  my  fault,  I 
guess  it  was  the  air  or  something.  And 
then  the  things  the  other  fellows  said  to 
us  when  they  came  in  with  two  deer  that 
they  had  to  carry  out  of  the  bush  with- 
out our  help,  and  how  little  we  cared 
what  they  said  or  how  many  deer  they 
got,  or  didn't  get.  It  was  as  good  as 
the  day  the  Doctor  and  I  left  the  runway 
— but  that's  another  story,  and  this  one 
is  trying  to  run  all  over  the  country  as 
it  is,  and  that  is  a  foolish  thing  to  do,  for 
no  one  story  that  ever  was  or  will  be 
written  can  or  will  cover  all  that  coun- 
try. Love  makes  some  of  us  garrulous 
if  we  can't  be  eloquent,  and  when  I  am 
accused  of  loving  the  lakes,  streams  and 
hills  of  our  own  Canadian  Highlands,  I 
plead  guilty  to  the  soft  impeachment. 

When  we  got  to  the  4 'Rapids"  Fred 
and  Jack  each  selected  his  own  point  of 
rock  and  got  busy  with  no  help  asked  or 
given,  while  Bob  did  things  with  that 
funny  rod  of  his  that  would  have  made  a 
fisherman  with  a  fish  hooked  stop  to 
lajgh.  He  might  as  well  have  been 
casting  on  the  railway  track  as  where  he 
was,  and  as  I  knew  the  water  I  took  him 
in  hand,  and  after  making  a  trial  or  two 
I  directed  him  where  to  cast  and  I  sat  on 
a  stump  and  watched  the  three  of  them. 
How  these  things  happen  I  don't  know, 
but  in  a  few  minutes  there  was  a  howl 
from  Bob  and  a  struggle  the  awkward- 
ness of  which  could  hardly  have  been 
surpassed,  and  there  he  was  with  a  three 
pound  bass  safe  on  shore.     How  it  got 


there  I  don't  know,  and  the  seventy-five 
cent  rod  was  still  whole  but  with  a  few 
more  kinks  in  it.  The  look  of  disgust 
on  Fred's  face  was  fine,  and  when  he 
came  over  and  asked  me  most  politely  if 
I  would  please  mind  my  own  business 
and  let  Bob  work  out  his  own  salvation, 
I  knew  at  once  I  had  a  mission  and  it 
was  to  coach  Bob  and  see  that  he  got 
the  biggest  catch.  I  don't  know  how 
many  fish  we  got  that  morning,  but  I  do 
know  that  Bob's  three-pounder  was  the 
biggest  one  of  the  lot  and  he  reminded 
Fred  of  that  fact  at  least  once  every  ten 
minutes,  to  my  delight  and  Fred's  deep 
disgust. 

We  went  back  to  camp  for  dinner  and 
before  going  in  I  dropped  a  line  with  a 
float  out  in  front  of  the  lodge,  with  a 
seven  inch  shiner  for  bait,  and  as  we  sat 
on  the  veranda  after  dinner  Jack  woke 
up  with  a  yell  of  "there  she  bobs"  and 
rushed  for  the  boat.  As  he  pulled  up 
the  line  there  seemed  to  he  considerable 
strain  on  it,  and  he  finally  landed  some- 
thing in  the  boat  with  a  flop  and  sat 
looking  at  it.  »I  called  to  him  and  asked 
what  he  had  got,  and  he  said  "Damn- 
ifiknow,  it  looks  like  a  bad  dream!"  So 
I  asked  him  if  it  was  all  head  and  mouth, 
black  on  top,  and  dirty  white  underneath, 
and  looked  like  some  of  the  things  he 
had  seen  the  last  time  he  had  the  D.  T.'s 
and  he  said,  "You  are  a  liar,  I  never 
did,  but  that's  what  it  looks  like  all 
right!"  "In  that  case  my  son  you  have 
caught  a  ling,"  I  informed  him,  but  he 
only  said,  "So  glad  to  know  I  am  awake, 
now  may  I  ask  what  is  a  ling?"  And  he 
threw  the  thing  out  on  the  grass  and  got 
out  of  the  boat  and  looked  at  it,  and  it 
looked  at  him.  There  was  about  an 
inch  of  shiner's  tail  sticking  out  of  that 
horrible  mouth  and  as  it  stared  at  Jack 
with  its  goggle  eyes  the  tail  would 
twitch  and  jerk.,  and  Jack  would  back  up 
and  look  wild.  I  told  him  to  cut  it  open 
and  save  the  bait.  "Not  for  your  uncle 
John  thanks.  If  he  looks  so  bad  out- 
side what  may  his  insides  be  like.  I'll 
dream  about  it  as  it  is!"  So  I  had  to 
play  butcher  myself,  and  when  the  thing 
started  to  wriggle  around  without  his 
insides  Fred  said  "Come  inside  boys  and 
have  a  drink,  we  will  leave  Mac  and  that 
nightmare  play  bv  themselves;  they  seem 
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to  know  each  other,  he  is  used  to  things 
without  guts  in  them,  remember  that 
rabbit?"  And  they  went  in  and  locked 
the  door  and  held  a  bottle  up  to  the  win- 
dow for  me  and  the  ling  to  look  at. 

I  told  them  not  to  be  mean  and  I  would 
cook  the  creature  for  them,  but  Jack 
said  i 'not  while  we  are  sober  you  won't," 
but  I  said  I  knew  a  man  who  told  me 
they  were  good  to  eat,  and  Bob  said, 
"nice  people  you  seem  to  know,  are  they 
all  liars?  Look  at  that  horror  out  there 
pretending  it's  alive  right  now!" 

They  were  most  unreasonable  I 
thought,  but  I  did  cook  that  ling.  The 
flesh  is  white  but  differs  from  all  other 
fish  I  know,  and  I  cooked  that  one  until 
I  was  tired  but  it  would  not  brown,  and 
looked  about  the  same  when  I  got 
through  as  it  did  when  I  began.  When 
it  was  on  the  table  no  one  seemed  anx- 
ious for  a  large  share,  but  we  each  took 
a  bite  and  watched  each  other  as  we 
chewed.  I  asked  Jack  what  it  tasted 
like  and  he  said  it  didn't  taste  at  all  and 
he  was  glad  ot  it.  And  he  then  told  us 
he  had  been  over  to  see  an  old  man  who 
was  a  watchman  on  a  trestle  in  one  of 
the  bays,  and  he  found  that  the  poor  old 
fellow  had  nothing  to  eat  but  bread  and 
butter,  and,  continued  the  dear  chap, 
"look  at  us  with  all  these  good  things, 
bacon  and  trout,  bass  and  bread,  butter 
and  tea,  in  fact  everything  good  except 
that  stuff  Fred  has  in  one  of  those  bot- 
tles, and  now  we  have  ling!  This  is  too 
much  and  I  don't  care  what  you  fellows 
do  with  yours;  poor  old  Jim  gets  my 
share  of  this  nice  white  meat." 

Example  is  better  than  precept.  Fred 
said  he  guessed  Jack  needn't  think  he 
was  the  only  charitable  institution  in  the 
country,  he  had  taken  a  few  lessons  in 
first  aid  to  the  injured  and  Jimmie  could 
have  his  share;  while  Bob  told  Jack  he 
wanted  to  take  back  all  the  mean  things 
he  had  ever  sajd  about  him  for  his  heart 
was  in  the  right  place  after  all,  and  to 
remove  temptation  he  would  just  collect 
the  remains  and  put  them  out  in  the  cook 
house  until  we  were  ready  to  take  them 
over  to  poor  old  Jim.  They  all  spoke  so 
feelingly  of  the  old  man  you  would  think 
he  was  going  to  die  or  something,  until 
Bob,  who  I  sometimes  feel  lacks  that 
finer  touch  that  sustains  sentiment,  asked 


us  if  we  remembered  Jim's  feet  the  last 
time  we  were  up  a  year  ago,  and  won- 
dered if  he  had  washed  them  since  then. 
By  such  slight  things  is  the  dove  oi  peace 
driven  away.  A  few  moments  before 
Bob  was  ready  to  fall  on  Jack's  neck, 
and  now  Jack  was  chasing  him  around 
the  house  with  the  butcher  knife,  while 
Fred  was  shouting  directious  as  to  the 
best  means  of  killing  him.  But  really 
those  feet  were  not  a  fit  subject  for  sup- 
per table  conversation! 

During  the  afternoon  we  had  done  a 
little  fishing  from  the  boat  not  far  from 
the  camp  and  I  had  got  a  two  and  a  half 
pound  speckled  trout  that  was  about  as 
perfect  a  fish  as  I  had  ever  seen,  and  I 
determined  to  clean  and  cook  that  fish 
myself,  and  let  the  boys  taste  a  trout  at 
his  best.  This  was  the  only  good  fish 
we  got  at  that  time,  but  Jack  caught  an- 
other ling.  He  had  a  light  steel  rod, 
and  when  he  hooked  his  fish  he  said  at 
once  that  it  was  no  small  one,  and  likely 
a  six  or  seven  pound  grey  trout.  He 
had  a  great  fight  of  it,  and  the  steel  rod 
was  badly  strained  by  the  time  he  got  a 
good  look  at  his  "grey  trout."  The 
thing  weighed  about  four  pounds  and 
was  quite  as  ugly  as  the  last  one,  and 
the  things  Jack  said  to  it  would  have 
made  anything  but  a  ling  go  and  drown 
itself,  and  this  one  did  seem  to  want  to 
go  back  to  the  bottom  of  the  lake,  and 
Jack  would  have  let  him  go  if  he  only 
knew  how  without  losing  a  portion  of 
his  tackle.  The 'other  fellows  sympa- 
thized with  Jack  until  I  had  to  remind 
them  that  I  couldn't  swim,  and  if  they 
upset  the  boat  and  drowned  me  I  would 
turn  myself  into  a  ling  and  haunt  them 
forever.  This  scared  them  badly,  and 
they  allowed  me  to  cut  the  hook  out  of 
the  catchv  stab  him  through  the  head  a 
few  times,  cut  him  open  and  let  him  go 
in  hopes  he  might  die,  but  you  can't  tell 
what  may  happen  when  it's  a  ling. 

Before  we  went  to  bed  old  Jimmie 
came  over  and  got  his  parcel  of  cooked 
ling;  and  some  other  stuff  that  is  said  to 
be  good  for  the  stomach,  but  is  frowned 
on  by  the  infant  bands  of  hope,  and  some 
others  who  don't  go  fishing  to  any  great 
extent,  and  after  he  had  told  us  most  of 
the  old  lies  and  a  few  new  ones, we  shut  the 
doors,  opened  thewindows,and  went  to  bed. 
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How  many  different  kinds  of  pleasure 
do  you  enjoy  when    you    go  fishing-!  I 
don't  know,  but  one  of  them  is  to  lay  in 
bed    and    listen,    without    making  any 
effort,  to  the  sounds  that    came  to  you 
from  the   wilderness  that    never  sleeps. 
A  light  wind  had  come  up  and  you  hear 
the  soft  lap,  lap,  of   the  little  waves  on 
the  shore,  the  hoot  of  an  owl  across  the 
lake,  and  now  the  faint  long  mournful 
howl  of  a  grey    wolf,  the  squeak    of  a 
field    mouse    as  he  gives  up  his  life  to 
something   stronger    than  himself,  the 
thud,  thud  of  a  rabbit  past  the  window, 
and  you  snuggle  down    with  a  sense  of 
peace  and  comfort  when  there  is  a  break 
in  Fred's  snore,  a  snort    from  Bob,  and 
"say  hang  it  all,  if  you  want  to  sleep  on 
both  sides  of  this  bed  say  so,  and  I  will 
get  out;  can't  you   give  this    fellow  an- 
other bed,  Mac?"  I  tell  them    to  go  to 
the  devil  and  fight  it  out,   and  they  are 
soon  snoring  once  more.     I    think  I  had 
been  asleep    for  a  few  minutes  when  I 
feel  Jack  get  out  of  bed,  and  I  ask  him 
what    the    trouble  is    now.      He  says 
"Listen!  what  do  you  suppose  that  is  on 
the  veranda?"    It  sounds  to  me  like  the 
clouts    of  a    small    deer  and  I  say  so. 
Jack   goes    to  the  door  and  opens  it. 
There   is  a  rush  of   the   small  feet,  the 
door  slams  shut  and  Jack  is  getting  into 
bed  in  some  haste.     I  asked  him  what  it 
was  and  he  says  "Damned  if  I  know,  it 
tried  to  come   in    when   I    opened  the 
door,"  and  I  began  to  laugh  but  expect 
I  went  to  sleep  in  the  middle  of  it,  for 
the  next  thing  I  knew  it   was  daylight 
and  Jack  was  coming  in  the  front  door 
in  his  night  shirt  walking  on  his  toes  and 
proceeded  to  get  out  a  little  twenty-two 
calibre   rifle,    the  only  firearm  we  had. 
Then  he  tip-toed  out  again  and  I  lay  and 
listened  to  the  little  spit,  spit,  of  the  re- 
ports as  he  fired  shot  after  shot  and  said 
things  in  between.    The  rifle  was  badly 
rusted  and  would  send  about  one  bullet 
in  every  five  somewhere  near  straight, 
the  others  went  most  everywhere.     In  a 
few  minutes  he  came    in  looking  much 
disgusted,  and  seeing  that  I  was  awake 
he  asked  me  to  get  up  and  shoot  a  rab- 
bit   that  he  had  been  playing  tag  with. 
I  didn't  want  any  rabbit,  but  I  went  out 
to  oblige  him,   and  I  guess  must  have 
fired  four   shots   for  the  next  one  went 


straight,  and"  the  poor  rabbit  was  dead. 
Jack  went  over  and  picked  it  up,  looked 
reproachfully  at  me  and  remarked  that  it 
was  a  damn  shame  to  kill  the  poor 
thing.  Now  if  that  wasn't  the  limit  I 
don't  know  it! 

As  we  finished  breakfast  Jimmie  came 
over  to  see  how  we  had  got  on  during 
the  night  and  to  tell  us  how  he  had  en- 
joyed the  ling.  It  was  fine  but  made 
him  thirsty.  Oh  well  a  man  couldn't  be 
permitted  to  die  of  ihirst,  you  know, 
now  could  he,  and  then  Jimmie  had  a 
new  story  for  us!  For  the  past  week 
every  night,  a  wolf  had  chased  a  small 
deer  up  and  down  the  track  beiween  Num- 
ber Four  bay  and  the  Rapids.  Up  and 
down  all  night  long  the  poor  thing  ran, 
every  night.  It  was  very  sad.  1  saw 
danger  in  Bob's  eye  and  before  1  could 
stop  him  he  asked  the  dear  old  liar  how 
it  was  the  wolf  didn't  catch  the  deer  on 
the  turn,  and  how  they  got  past  each 
other.  It  was  a  shame,  and  we  were 
very  severe  with  Bob  over  it  after  Jim- 
mie left,  but  he  insists  to  this  day  that 
there  was  something  wrong  with  that 
story.  Bob  is  too  literal,  I  am  afraid, 
to   ever  make  a  really  good  fisherman. 

It  was  another  glorious  morning  but 
wedid  not  start  on  any  extended  trip  as 
we  were  to  have  dinner  at  camp  and  I 
was  to  be  cook  and  give  the  boys  the 
two  and  a  half  pound  trout.  I  have 
often  heard  people  speak  of  the  delight  of 
eating  a  trout  "fresh  from  the  water" 
and  indeed  some  have  written  ot  it,  but  I 
am  sorry  to  say  they  don't  know  any- 
thing about  it.  A  trout  may  be  cooked 
in  a  good  many  different  ways,  and  he  is 
eatable  so  long  as  he  is  cooked.  But  I 
claim  this  way  is  about  the  best;  clean 
your  fish  well,  scrape  him  and  wash 
through  five  waters;  if  you  wash  him  in 
the  lake  you  don't  have  to  change,  and 
then  put  a  good  handful  of  salt  in  two 
quarts  of  water  and  dip  him  in  that, 
hang  him  up  by  the  head  for  twelve  or 
fifteen  hours  in  a  cool  place,  then  split 
him  and  cut  each  side  in  pieces  two  and 
one-half  inches  long.  Now  put  a  half 
pound  of  good  creamery  butter  in  a  fry- 
ing pan  and  when  it  foams  up  like 
whipped  cream,  slip  these  pieces  in  one 
at  a  time.  By  the  time  the  last  oneis  in 
the  first  is  ready  to  turn,  and  you  go  on

turning  until  the  red  pink  turns  a  light 
brown  with  a  slight  crust  on  all  sides, 
lay  out  on  a  warm  platter  and  serve. 
This  I  did  and  then  fried  a  few  long  slim 
rashers  of  bacon  to  fill  up  the  other  end 
of  the  platter.  Baked  •  potatoes,  bread 
and  butter,  black  tea  with  sugar,  crack- 
ers and  marmalade,  made  up  the  balance 
of  the  meal.  Two  of  the  boys  had  gone 
over  after  Jimmie  while  the  other  set  the 
table,  and  now  we  all  sat  down  to  eat. 
That  dinner  wasn't  half  bad,  but  I 
wouldn't  board  those  fellows  on  five  dol- 
lars a  week,  Na,  Na,  Pauline,  not  me. 
You  could  see  the  wrinkles  in  old  Jim- 
mie's  face  smooth  out  until  at  last  he  sat 
back  and  could  eat  no  more.  I  said  to 
him,  "Well,  old  man  how  do  you  like  the 
trout?"  "It  was  fine,"  said  he,  "but 
not  any  better  than  the  ling. "  Now  I 
am  a  patient  man  and  long  suffering,  but 
that  was  too  much,  and  I  told  Jimmie 
that  it  would  surely  be  ling  for  him  in 
future! 

It  looked  like  rain  in  the  afternoon, 
and  Fred  and  I  put  on  rubber  coats  and 
went  out  in  the  boat,  leaving  Jack  and 
Bob  in  camp.  We  had  been  out  about 
an  hour  and  a  half  when  a  rain  and  wind 
storm  swept  down  the  lake  and  in  a  mo- 
ment the  world  was  blotted  out.  We 
could  not  see  twenty-five  feet  in  any 
direction  and  only  dimly  make  out  each 
other.  It  was  no  time  for  fooling  just 
then.  I  got  the  oars  out  trusting  to 
luck  to  keep  going  straight  and  made  a 
try  for  a  low  flooded  point  where  the 
trees  stood  right  out  in  the  water.  Fred 
was  quick  to  follow  my  lead  and  helped 
with  the  paddle,  and  in  a  few  minutes 
we  shot  in  among  those  trees,  and  we 
each  threw  an  arm  around  one  of  them 
and  held  on  while  the  lake  seemed  to  try 
to  pick  itself  up  and  go  over  the  moun- 
tains. It  was  all  over  in  fifteen  minutes, 
but  it  was  some  while  it  lasted.  I  don't 
think  I  ever  knew  of  so  much  water  fall- 
ing in  so  short  a  time  before.  I  expect 
it  was  what  is  called  a  cloud-burst.  It 
sure  was  a  "burst"  alright.  The  point 
where  we  had  found  shelter  was  out  of 
sight  of  the  camp,  and  when  I  pulled 
around  in  sight  Jack  was  standing  look- 
ing away  off  t:>  the  sky  line  for  trace  of 
us,  and  of  cou  se  he  would  die  before  he 
would  acknowledge  it,  but  I  don't  think 


I  ever  saw  such  an  anxious  face  in 
my  life.  He  was  slightly  above  us  and 
we  were  so  close  he  did  not  see  us  for  a 
moment  and  we  had  a  good  look  at  him. 
And  then  the  change  that  came  over  his 
face.  It  was  one  of  those  things  that 
make  you  laugh  with  a  "cluck"  down 
in  your  throat.  I  guess  he  distrusted 
that  face  himself  for  he  turned  and  ran  to 
the  house  and  brought  Bob  out,  and  as 
we  pulled  up  to  the  landing  with  the 
boat  half  full  of  water  they  met  us  and 
Jack  » wanted  to  know  where  we  had 
been.  Fred  told  him  we  had  been  fish- 
ing, where  did  he  suppose  we  had  been? 
and  he  said  "Oh,  I  don't  know,  the  last 
I  saw  of  you  and  the  boat  you  were  go- 
ing down  the  lake  like  an  old  hat  down 
a  gutter,  and  I  expected  you  to  come 
walking  home  and  tell  us  you  had  lost 
the  boat."  Bob  wanted  to  know  if  we 
were  wet;  Bob  is  so  original  in  his  re- 
marks. But  I  told  him  no,  we  were  not 
wet,  at  least  I  was  not  for  I  had  sat  on 
the  seat  with  a  hole  in  it  for  the  mast, 
and  the  water  ran  through  the  hole,  but 
had  I  been  on  the  other  seat  I  would 
have  been  wet  for  I  noticed  the  water 
was  three  inches  deep  on  that  board 
He  wanted  to  know  how  that  could  be, 
and  while  I  was  explaining  to  him  Fred 
said  something  about  a  few  remarks  that 
had  once  passed  between  two  United 
States  Governors  and  I  cut  it  out  and 
followed  up  to  the  house  to  get  the  an- 
swer, and  left  Bob  to  figure  out  the 
water  question  by  himself.

When 
we  got  out  of  the  bay  we  found  the  wind 
right,  so  put  up  our  little  sail  and  glided 
away  down  past  the  islands,  through  the 
narrows,  down  the  Rapids  and  down 
Long  lake  to  the  lodge  once  more,  and 
the  days  had  been  short  and  the  nights 
but  a  moment,  and  we  didn't  want  to  go

Retirement  of  Hon.  Jean  Prevost  K.  G,  M.  P.  P. 


THE  Hon.  Jean  Prevost  who  has  re-  born  at  Ste.  Scholastique,  in  the  county 

cently  resigned  his  position  as  Min-  of  Two  Mountains  on  the  I7th  of  Novem- 

ister  of  Colonization,    Mines  and  ber,  1870,  and   is   consequently   in  his 

Fisheries  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  was  thirty-seventh  year.      His  father  was  the 
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Hon.  Wilfrid  Prevost,  M.  L.  C.  a  liberal 
of  the  old  school,  and  it  was  in  that 
school  and  amid  its  surroundings  that  the 
ex-minister  received  his  political  inspira- 
tions. He  represents  in  his  person 
several  generations  of  militant  liberalism 
in  the  important  districts  of  Montreal  and 
Terrebonne.  Educated  at  St.  Mary's 
college,  Montreal, and  at  Laval  University 
in  both  Montreal  and  Quebec,  he  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  practice  of  law  on  the  8th 
of  July,  1894.  He  has  been  president  of 
the  liberal  association  of  the  county  of 
Terrebone,  and  conducts  a  very  large 
and  lucrative  law  practice  at  St.  Jerome, 
where  his  beautiful  home  is  situated.  He 
was  the  intimate  friend  and  warm  sup- 
porter of  the  late  Hon.  Raymond  Prefon- 
taine,  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries, 
in  his  electoral  contests  in  the  county  of 
Terrebone,  and  was  himself  first  return- 
to  the  Legislature  for  the  same  county  in 
1900.  In  1904,  such  was  his  measure  or 
strength  and  popularity  with  his  con- 
stituents that  he  was  re-elected  by  so  crush- 
ing a  majority  that  his  opponent  forfeited 
his  deposit. 

Sbortlyafter  the  Hon.  Mr.  Gouin  became 
the  leader  of  the  Provincial  Government, 
the  supervision  of  mines,  and  of  fish  and 
game  interests  of  the  Province  was  taken 
from  the  department  of  Lands  and  For- 
ests, and  together  with  Colonization  was 
made  to  constitute  a  new  department. 
As  minister  in  charge  of  this  department, 
the  Hon.  Jean  Prevost  was  sworn  into 
office  on  the  first  of  July,  1905. 

Upon  his  appointment  to  office,  Mr. 
Prevost  lost  no  time  in  proving  that  he 
was  the  right  man  in  the  right  place.  In 
the  interests  of  both  colonization  and 
fisheries  he  visited  different  remote  por- 
tions of  the  Province  to  acquaint  himself 
with  the  natural  wealth  of  the  country. 
Appreciating  the  fact  that  both  coloniza- 
tion and  the  fish  and  game  resources  of 
the  province  were  capable  of  enormous 
developement,  the  new  Minister  having 
already  perfectly  familiarized  himself  by 
personal  inspection  with  their  then  ex- 
isting conditions,  set  about  the  initiation 
of  needed  reforms.  Desirous  of  profitting 
by  all  the  additional  light  and  suggestions 
that  were  available  to  him,  circulars  were 
addressed  to  leading  authorities  and  others 
interested  in  both  of  these   great  move- 


ments, and  two  congresses  of  the  inter- 
ested parties  and  of  all  who  had  sugges- 
tions to  offer  were  held  by  him,  one  on 
colonization,  at  St.  Jerome,  the  other 
on  fish  and  game,  at  the  Windsor  Hotel 
in  Montreal.  Valuable  papers  were 
read  and  reports  adopted  at  these  conven- 
tions, which  not  only  served  to  direct 
public  attention  to  the  importance  of  the 
rich  assets  of  the  Province  in  cultivable 
land  and  fish  and  game,  but  also  to  fur- 
nish information  and  suggestions  which 
have  enabled  the  Government  to  give  to 
colonization  in  Quebec  such  an  impetus 
as  it  never  had  before,  and  to  permit  the 
Minister  to  evolve  a  policy  in  regard  to 
other  branches  of  his  department  which 
has  resulted  in  an  almost  phenomenal  in- 
crease in  the  provincial  revenue  from 
mines  and  from  the  fish  and  game  of  the 
Province. 

The  Hon.  Mr.  Prevost's  success  as  an 
administrator  has  not  unnaturally  indicat- 
ed him  as  the  target  for  some  of  the  most 
violent  assaults  ever  made  upon  a  public 
man  by  his  political  foes,  but  he  has  been 
brought  up  as  a  political  wrestler,  and 
never  declines  a  fair  fight,  knowing  that 
he  has  the  sympathy  of  a  large  circle  of 
tried  and  trusty  friends  and  of  all  fair- 
minded  men  who  admire  force  and  initia- 
tive, coupled  with  energy  and  probity  in 
the  administration  of  public  affairs. 

In  appreciation  of  what  he  has  done 
for  the  protection  of  fish  and  game,  Mr. 
Prevost  was  unanimously  elected  at 
Boston,  in  Februrry  1906,  and  during  his 
absence,  to  the  presidency  of  the  North 
American  Fish  and  Game  Protective 
Association. 

Mr.  Prevost's  retirement  from  the 
Government  is  due  to  his  desire  to  be  no, 
embarrasraent  to  his  former  colleagues  in 
the  trial  of  his  action  for  libel  against 
Mr.  Oliver  Asselin,  of  Montreal,  who  made 
certain  accusations  in  his  paper,  the 
Nationaliste,  against  Mr.  Prevost's  ad- 
ministration of  his  department.  The 
pluck  displayed  by  him  in  this  circum- 
stance is  characteristic  of  the  honorable 
gentleman  and  has  gained  him  many 
friends.  The  friends  of  fish  and  game 
protection  will  long  remember  him  for 
the  generous  support  received  from  him 
in  their  useful  work. 


Lost  in  the  Woods

DN  November  (1906)  a  party  of  seven 
boys,  including  myself  decided  to 
spend  our  holidays  on  a  hunting  ex- 
pedition. Not  a  single  individual  of  us  had 
passed  his  nineteenth  year,  but  every  one 
in  the  party  possessed  an  ample  supply 
of  that  supreme  gall  which  leads  a  boy  to 
think  that  because  he  has  hunted  a  cow 
in  a  five  acre  bush  he  knows  all 
about  the  woods. 

Our  personal  experiences  with  fire- 
arms were  likewise  of  a  limited  character. 
There  were  those  in  the  party  who  had 
shot  an  occasional  porcupine  or  skunk, 
and  I  find  it  impossible  to  forget  my  own 
lucky  first  shot  at  the  ducks,  which 
brought  down  nine.  This  time  our  quarry 
was  to  be  the  "bounding  deer"  and  we 
thought  we  knew  enough  to  secure  suffi- 
cient to  make  our  expedition  a  success. 
We  talked  over  all  the  arrangements  and 
in  the  height  of  our  enthusiasm  saw  our- 
selves handing  round  venison  steaks  to 
our  best  friends  while  the  lesser  ones 
would  have  to  be  thankful  for  a  piece  off 
the  neck. 

We  spent  much  time  in  polishing  our 
rifles,  in  securing  cartridge  belts  of  the 
latest  approved  fashion,  hunting  boots 
and  procuring  all  the  rest  of  the  trim- 
mings of  which  young  hunters  are  so 
proud,  but  which  only  cause  old  hunters 
to  give  a  pitying  smile. 

All  arrangements  being  completed  we 
waited  impatiently  for  the  morning  of  the 
first  having  decided  not  to  start  until 
that  date.  We  spent  a  day  and  a  half  in 
travelling  by  rail,  boat  and  canoe  to  our 
special  camping  ground,  which  we  found 
on  arrival  to  be  a  beautiful  spot  between 
two  high  rocks  in  the  vicinity  of  Lower 
Shonaga  Lake.  Unpacking  our  luggage, 
pitching  our  tent,  building  a  great  camp- 
fire,  and  preparing  supper  occupied  the 
rest  of  the  second  day  and  found  us  tired 
and  hungry  by  the  time  supper  was  ready. 

It  was  pitch  dark  by  this  time  and  1  lie 
ruddy  glow  from  the  fire  cast  weird  shad- 
ows around  and  played  fantastic  tricks 
with  our  imagination.  I  don't  know 
that  any  of  the  others  felt  homesick.  I 


would  not  plead  guilty  to  that  feeling  but 
all  the  same  I  could  not  keep  from  think- 
ing of  my  younger  brother  who  had  re- 
mained at  home.  In  imagination  I  could 
see  him  enjoying  himself  in  a  nice  bright 
room  curled  up  in  an  easy  chair  or  stret- 
ched on  a  wide  comfortable  sofa  reading 
"Rod  and  Gun."  No,  I  did  not  wish  to 
change  places  with  him  but  I  could  not  re- 
frain all  the  same  from  dwelling  upon 
this  picture  of  the  imagination. 

We  were  all  ready  forbed  soon  after  sup- 
per and  accordingly  turned  in  early  and 
slept  till  sunrise.  With  the  beauty  of  the 
morning  all  thoughts  of  home  sickness 
vanished  with  the  morning  mists. 

What  a  beautiful  spot  and  what  a 
glorious  morning  !  We  were  all  delight- 
ed with'both,  and  our  spirits  rose  to  the 
highest  pitch.  On  looking  out" we  saw 
huge  rocks  on  either  side  —  rocks  on 
which  our  vivid  imaginations  could  trace 
ancient  castles  or  ferocious  wild  beasts. 
Then  the  dark  waters  reflecting  jagged 
rocks  and  skeleton  trees  enthralled  us  ! 
There  were  no  signs  of  human  beings 
except  ourselves  anywhere  around.  Sure- 
ly we  had,  as  we  all  felt,  struck  the 
hunter's  paradise 

The  two  boys  to  whom  the  cooking 
was  alloted  for  the  day  prepared  break- 
fast, while  the  rest  of  us  unpacked  our 
guns,  ammunition,  and  other  equipment 
and  got  ready  for  the  chase.  -When  the 
meal  was  prepared  we  were  quite  ready 
for  it  and  our  hearty  appetites  made 
that  breakfast  one  which  none  of  us 
are  likely  to  forget  in  a  hurry.  We  were 
all  quite  sure  that  the  best  meal  ever  pre- 
pared in  the  King  Edward  was  never 
eaten  with  a  more  hearty  relish. 

Well,  our  first  day's  hunting  was  not 
distinguished  by  particularly  good  for- 
tune. We  caught  sight  of  one  deer,  but 
were  so  taken  up  with  its  appearance 
that  we  forgot  to  use  our  guns  until  it 
was  out  of  sight.  Then  we  remembered 
the  business  upon  which  we  had  come  and 
resolved  to  behave  differently  next  time. 
Our  first  day's  bagwasmade  up  of  acouple 
of  partridges.    We  chopped  their  heads 
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off,  skinned  them  and  put  them  in  the  pan 
to  cook.  They  smelled  good,  but  alas  ! 
for  amateurs,  we  neglected  to  clean  them 
and  our  tasty  meal  was  spoiled.  How 
many  things  there  are  we  have  to  learn 
by  experience  even  after  we  think  we 
know  it  all! 

Our  second  evening  around  the  camp 
fire  was  spent  more  pleasantly  as  we  be- 
came used  to  our  surroundings,  and  our 
second  night  was  passed  in  restful  and 
dreamless  sleep.  Consequently  our  spirits 
were  as  high  when  we  got  up  on  the 
second  morning  as  they  had  been  on  the 
first  day  and  our  enthusiasm  was  by  no 
means  dampened  by  our  experiences  and 
we  laid  our  plans  as  carefully  as  ever. 
The  arrangements  included  a  precaution  a- 
gainst  one  of  us  getting  lost.  Incase  of  any 
one  straying  away  two  quick  shots  would 
be  the  signal  to  bring  assistance. 

After  breakfast  we  all  scattered  on  the 
hunt.  After  straying  around  for  a  couple 
of  hours  I  saw  an  object  moving  silently 
among  the  trees.  I  crept  along  to  ob- 
tain a  better  view  but  just  as  I  got  near 
enough  to  ascertain  that  it  was  indeed  a 
fine  deer  the  animal  trotted  off.  I  follow- 
ed as  silently  as  I  could  and  endeavored 
to  get  near  enough  for  a  shot.  Sometimes 
it  went  ahead  by  leaps  and  bounds  and 
on  other  occasions  at  a  trot,  often  stopping 
to  look  my  way  but  always  keeping  too 
long  a  distance  between  us  to  give  me  a 
chance  at  a  good  shot. 

At  length  it  came  to  a  marshy  swamp 
where  it  turned  and  held  its  head  well  up, 
apparently  listening  for  any  suspicious 
sound.  This  seemed  to  be  my  chance 
and  creeping  closer,  I  took  careful  aim  and 
fired.  The  deer  rolled  over  shot  through 
the  neck. 

It  did  not  take  long  to  cover  the  in- 
tervening space  and  I  certainly  did  feel 
proud  as  I  gazed  on  my  prize.  It  was  a 
fine  four  year  old  buck.  I  sat  down  be- 
side it  and  waited  expectantly,  hoping  to 
hear  from  some  of  the  boys,  but  not  the 
faintest  sound  of  shout  or  gun  reached 
me.  Where  could  they  all  be  and  what 
had  happened  ?  I  gave  the  agreed  signal 
and  waited  impatiently.  There  was  no 
answer  and  as  half  an  hour  drag- 
ged on  I  gave  the  signal  again, 
but  there  was  no  answering  shot.  Well, 
I  decided  that  as  they  had  not  hunted  me 


up  I  would  see  if  I  could  not  hunt  them. 
Accordingly  I  made  my  preparations  for 
leaving,  and  for  finding  the  place  again. 
I  climbed  a  tall  tree  and  fastened  my  red 
handkerchief  to  the  highest  branch  I 
could  reach,  trusting  that  by  this  means 
I  should  have  no  trouble  in  finding  the 
place  where  my  precious  deer  lay. 

There  was  not  the  faintest  idea  in  my 
mind  that  I  was  lost — even  if  the  other 
boys  were.  I  know  I  must  be  a  long 
way  from  the  camp  and  I  did  not  feel  at 
all  uneasy  when  the  first  hour  did  not 
bring  me  in  sight  of  the  lake.  When, 
however,  at  the  end  of  the  second  hour  I 
seemed  farther  away  than  ever,  I  began 
to  feel  as  though  the  woods  were  not 
treating  me  kindly.  I  fired  my  gun 
again  and  again  and  shouted  with  all  my 
might.  The  noise  and  the  echoes  only 
seemed  to  make  the  forest  more  lonely 
and  at  length  I  desisted. 

I  made  a  scanty  meal  of  a  few  crackers  I 
found  in  my  pocket  and  journeyed  on  again. 
Over  rocks,  through  dense  underbrush, 
over  fallen  trees,  generally  following  a 
track  of  some  kind,  only  to  find  it  end 
at  some  spring  or  marsh. 

At  length  I  realized  that  I  must  be 
hopelessly  lost.  What  was  I  to  do  ?  I 
sat  down  to  think  it  out.  It  would  soon 
be  dark  and  I  decided  it  would  be  best  to 
keep  on  tramping  a  little  longer  and  then 
if  nothing  turned  up,  build  a  fire  and 
make  a  bed  for  the  night.  Fortunately 
there  were  lots  of  dry  leaves  and  wood 
about 

For  another  hour  I  continued  this 
weary  tramp  and  then  selected  a  place 
where  I  might  camp  for  the  night.  In 
my  pockets  I  could  only  find  two  matches 
and  so  I  should  need  to  be  careful. 

While  hunting  around  for  dry  wood  I 
came  across  a  path  that  looked  as  though 
it  should  lead  to  somewhere.  I  followed 
it  and  in  only  a  short  time  came  across  a 
sight  that  cheered  my  drooping  spirits. 
I  saw  not  far  in  front  of  me  a  log  cabin  ! 

Here  at  least  was  shelter  and  I  hasten- 
ed towards  it.  The  door  was  securely 
fastened  but  not  locked.  Inside  I  found 
a  bunk  filled  with  dry  leaves  and  a  couple 
of  good  heavy  blankets.  My  other  dis- 
coveries included  some  dried  bacon,  can- 
ned goods,  oatmeal,  sea  biscuits,  and 
cooking  utensils.      It  was   not  long  be- 
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fore  I  had  a  good  fire  going  in  the  stove, 
and  oh,  how  my  mouth  watered  as  I  fried 
some  of  the  bacon.  I  made  a  hearty 
supper,  then  threw  myself  in  the  bunk 
and  was  so  worn  out  that  I  slept  soundly 
till  noon  of  the  next  day. 

When  I  opened  my  eyes  I  noticed  that 
the  snow  was  beginning  to  fall  and  the 
little  cabin  was  cold,  dull  and  dreary.  I 
failed  in  the  morning  light  to  discover 
any  of  the  beauties  I  nad  seen  in  the 
place  the  night  before.  Unless  I  made 
some  move  I  could  not  hope  to  find  my 
friends  and  home.  I  had  shelter  and 
something  to  eat  and  that  was  so  far  to 
the  good.  I,  therefore,  got  up  and  saw 
about  cooking  dinner.  So  busy  was  I 
whistling  "Home,  sweet  home"  and  try- 
ing to  keep  the  bacon  from  burning  on 
both  sides,  that  I  heard  nothing  until  the 
door  opened  and  in  walked  the  owner  of 
the  house  ! 

As  may  be  imagined  I  .looked  him  over 
pretty  quickly  and  saw  before  me  a  typ- 
ical bushman.  He  was  a  stalwart  rep- 
resentative of  his  class  and  appeared 
strong  and  sturdy  with  slightly  drooping 
shoulders  as  though  used  to  carrying 
heavy  loads.  He  had  a  heavy  sack  on 
his  back  and  this  he  deposited  in  a  corner 
before  he  took  the  slightest  notice  of  me. 
When  he  turned,  it  seemed  to  me  that  a 
slight  smile  twitched  around  the  corners  of 
his  mouth  as  he  exclaimed  "Hello  young- 
ster—lost  ?" 

As  briefly  as.  possibly  I  told  him  of  my 
plight  and  asked  him  to  give  me  direc- 
tions by  means  of  which  I  could  return  to 
my  party.  While  I  was  explaining  my 
trouble  he  lit  his  pipe  and  took  a  few 
whiffs  after  I  had  finished  before  replying 
to  me.  At  length  he  said  "Well,  young- 
ster I  don't  know  where  your  camp  is, 
but  it  must  be  a  long  way  from  here.  I 
am  going  out  to  camp  again  as  soon  as  I 
build  a  stable  and  if  you  care  to  stay  and 
work  for  your  board  you  can  come  along. 
From  the  camp  you  can  ship  somewhere 
for  your  home." 

Every  persuasion  I  could  think  of  I 
tried  in  order  to  induce  the  old  chap  to 
show  me  the  way.  I  knew  my  parents 
would  be  nearly  crazy  with  anxiety  if  the 
boys  returned  without  me  or  even  sent 
word  I  was  lost.  Failing  to  move  my 
host,  however  the   only   thing  left  to  do 


was  to  build  the  stable  as  quickly  as  pos- 
sible and  then  he  would  be  willing  to 
accompany  me  to  that  camp. 

I  will  say,  however, that  my  entertainer 
was  quite  willing  to  give  me  directions. 
On  account  of  the  snow,  and  my  lack  of 
knowledge  of  the  woods  I  felt  pretty  sure 
I  should  get  lost  if  again  I  tried  to  go 
out  by  myself  and  might  easily  find  my- 
self worse  off.  There  was  nothing  to  do 
therefore  but  to  set  to  work  with  a 
will,  and  work  I  did  !  I  was  glad  after- 
wards I  made  the  best  of  the  situation 
and  did  not  endeavour  to  go  out  by  my- 
self for  I  was  convinced  that  none  but  a 
bushman  could  ever  have  found  his  way 
out. 

My  experience  in  building,  like  my  ex- 
periences in  the  backwoods  were  limited. 
However  I  did  my  very  best,  and  we  cer- 
tainly did  get  that  stable  built  in  record 
time,  considering  the  disadvantagesunder 
which  we  had  to  work.  When  it  was 
finished  I  do  not  believe  that  any  New 
York  millionaire  ever  viewed  his  Fifth 
Avenue  mansion  with  more  satisfaction 
than  I  did  that  log  stable  in  the  wilder- 
ness miles  away  from  anywhere. 

Being  so  well  employed  a  week  passed 
quickly  away.  We  worked,  ate,  drank 
and  slept.  That  included  the  whole  pro- 
gram. My  companion  talked  very  little 
and  never  used  two  words  where  one 
would  do.  However  I  learned  from  him 
that  it  was  two  months  since  he  had 
visited  the  cabin  before  and  it  was  lucky 
for  me  he  came  when  he  did,  or  I  am 
afraid  my  friends  would  be  still  looking 
for  me.  Even  if  he  did  not  answer  I  con- 
tinued to  talk.  It  was  the  only  way  I 
could  relieve  my  feelings  and  after  all  he 
semed  pleased  to  hear  something  from 
the  outside  world. 

On  one  occassion  when  I  expressed  the 
hope  that  my  Mother  would  not  hear  from 
my  companions  that  I  was  lost,  as  it 
would  nearly  kill  her,  he  answered  gruffly; 
"Never  knew  my  own  Mother — step- 
mother— glad  to  be  rid  of  me — all  alike — 
boys  a  terrible  nuisance."  When  on  an- 
other occasion  I  spoke  of  a  friend  lately 
married  he  smiled  grimly  and  said  ; 
"Maybe  he  will  be  glad  to  take  to  the 
woods  soon — to  get  peace  !"  From  such 
hints  I  surmised  that  it  was  the  old,  old 
story. 
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On  one  of  the  days  he»  went  out 
hunting-  and  returned  with  a  fine  deer.  I 
did  not  go  with  him  as  I  was  so  anxious 
to  get  the  stable  finished.  My  taste  for 
hunting-  seemed  to  be  swallowed  up  in  my 
desire  to  find  my  companions  or  reach 
home.  It  was  the  eighth  dav  of  my  ex- 
perience of  being  Lost  in  the  Woods  that 
we  started  out  for  the  Lumber  Camp  and 
glad  indeed  was  I  to  make  a  move.  After 
a  long  day's  journey  we  reached  the  camp. 
I  stayed  there  over  night  and  the  next 
morning  as  I  had  no  money  about  me 
gave  my  watch  to  one  of  the  men  to 
drive  me  to  where  I  could  take  the  boat 
to  Parry  Sound. 

Fortunately  I  reached  home  just  one 
day  ahead  of  my  companions  who  had 
not  broken  up    camp    until   all    hope  of 


finding  me  was  abandoned.  There  was 
no  place  from  which  they  could  send  a 
telegram  nearer  than  Parry  Sound. 
Under  the  circumstances  they  decided  to 
remain  in  camp  and  do  all  they  could  to 
find  me  before  reporting  me  as  lost.  As 
the  week  wore  on  and  all  search  proved 
useless  they  came  to  the  conclusion  that 
I  had  either  gone  home  another  way  or 
had  forever  reached  the  Happy  Hunting 
Ground. 

When  they  reached  Parry  Sound  they 
telegraphed  to  my  home,  but  by*  that  time 
I  had  arrived  there  and  so  the  message 
created  no  uneasiness.  My  friends 
brought  home  two  deer  but  mine  still 
lies-  (for  aught  I  know)  in  the  forest, 
with  a  red  flag  marking  its  resting 
place.

Some  of  My  Christmas  Fox  Hunts.

jfWjlHILE  there  is  keen  pleasure  for  the 
lAi  ducknunter>  t0  "Juke"  in  his  hide 
of  long  grass  and  sedge,  in  the 
marsh,  and  to  be  chewed  almost  to  death 
by  mosquitoes,  on  a  warm  September 
evening,  as  he  watches  the  dark  forms  of 
the  birds  winging  their  way  toward  him  ; 
while  the  deer  hunter  may,  if  possible, 
take  a  keener  pleasure  in  running  at  a 
break  neck  speed  for  several  hundred 
yards  up  a  steep  rock  or  hillside  to  head 
off  a  fine  buck  ;  while  the  fisherman  will 
take  inexpressible  pleasure  in  sitting  in 
his  boat  in  a  blazing  sun  trying  to  tease 
a  gamey  bass  to  make  his  line  "swish" 
in  the  water,  or  sitting  on  the  soft  end  of 
a  huge  granite  rock  on  a  cold  October 
day  with  his  teeth  chattering,  trying  to 
get  a  wary  trout  to  make  his  line  sing  ; 
or  rowing  or  paddling  until  his  hands 
are  blistered,  on  a  hot  day  trying  to  get 
the  gamey  maskinonge  to  tug  his  line — 
all  these  no  doubt  give  inexpressible 
pleasures  to  the  true  sportsman  practising 
them  ;  but  the  Christmas  fox  hunt  gives 
a  joy  that  lasts  forever. 

It  was  my  good  fortune  to  spend 
several  years  at  the  village  of  Mount 
Pleasant,  where  there  were  four  noted 
fox  hunters,  and  it  is  needless  to  tell  the 
reader  I  soon  became  ,the  fifth.  They 
kept  six  or  eight  fox  hounds  and  al- 
though we  had  many  fox  hunts  on  other 
days  of  the  year,  we  always  prepared  for 
the  grand  finale  at  Christmas. 

For  a  couple  ot  weeks  before  the  25th 
of  December  the  hounds  were  put  in  the 
very  best  of  fettle  ;  our  double  barrels  or 
fowling  pieces  were  swabbed  and  oiled  ; 
our  hunting  boots  were  greased  ;  our 
buckskin  gloves  were  put  in  the  pockets 
of  our  hunting  coats  ;  our  powder  horns 
and  shot  bags  were  filled  and  tested  ;  a 
nice  new  box  of  waterproof  gun  caps 
were  secured  (no  breach  loaders  then  ;) 
pipes  and  tobacco  were  put  in  our  pock- 
ets ;  the  fox  haunts  were  noted  and  de- 
scribed, and  everything  put  in  readiness; 
we  then  retired  on  Christmas  Eve  per- 
chance to  hunt  sly  Reynard  in  our  mid- 
night dreams.      On  Christmas  morning, 


just  as  the  first  yellow  streaks  appeared 
on  the  eastern  horizon,  we  were  astir. 

I  well  remember  my  first  Christmas  fox 
hunt  in  the  township  of  Cavan.  There 
were  about  three  inches  of  snow  and  the 
morning  was  an  ideal  one,  being  mild 
and  hazy,  so  that  our  eight  beagles  could 
be  heard  for  miles.  I  went  to  the  top  of 
the  "Hog's  Back"  which  is  the  highest 
ridge  in  the  district.  From  this  vantage 
point  I  could  see  all  points  of  the  compass 
for  miles.  Soon  I  heard  our  dogs  to 
the  south  east  and  as  I  peered  through 
the  haze  in  that  direction,  I  saw  Reynard 
gliding  gracefully  through  a  knolly  field 
till  he  came  to  the  highest  point  in  it. 
Here  he  mounted  an  old  "torn-up"  root, 
sniffed  the  breeze  and  pricked  his  ears 
out  in  the  direction  the  dogs  were.  He 
soon  discovered  that  he  was  the  object  of 
the  chase,  and  at  once  swung  himself  off 
the  root  in  the  most  easy  manner,  at  the 
same  time  raising  his  long  bushy  tail 
till  it  was  almost  parallel  with  the  horizon. 
Then  he  slipped  along  with  his  easy 
motion  ever  plain,  hill  and  dell,  through 
copse,  glade  and  glen  till  he  was  lost  to 
my  view  foi  a  time.  Only  two  of  our 
dogs  followed  him. 

In  a  few  moments  I  heard  the  other 
six  of  our  hounds  "start"  to  the  north  of 
me,  and  I  gazed  steadily  towards  that 
point  for  a  little.  I  soon  saw  two  of  our 
party  scurrying  along  to  a  ferice  at  the 
edge  of  a  thick  wood.  Here  they  stopped 
suddenly,  levelled  their  guns  hastily  and 
fired  four  shots  in  quick  succession.  Just 
then  I  saw  Reynard  swing  to  the  north 
and  go  off  at  a  limping  pace. 

At  i his  juncture  the  other  two  dogs 
came  back  with  Reynard  number  one. 
Then  there  was  hurrying  to  and  fro  in  hot 
haste  as  every  hunter  endeavored  to  get 
to  the  place  he  expected  the  object  of  the 
chase  to  pass.  The  calm,  clear,  mild  at- 
mosphere was  ringing  with  the  music 
of  our  beagles  and  this  was  intermingled 
at  intervals  with  the  heavy  booming  o 
the  old  muzzle  loading  shot  guns. 

Just  when  the  sport  and  excitement 
was  at  the    highest,    the    writer  peered 
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through  a  dilapidated  piece  of  old  worn 
fence  and  saw  Reynard  number  two,  come 
limping  along  towards  him,  with  his 
tongue  lolling  out  and  his  bushy  tail 
trailing  along  the  ground. 

Now  at  last  fortune  seemed  to  come  my 
way  and  with  exulting  spirits  and  un- 
flinching aim  I  raised  my  fowling  piece 
and  pressed  the  trigger.  To  my  chagrin 
there  was  nothing  but  a  click  instead  of  a 
sharp  report.  Click  !  Click  !  Down  went 
the  gun,  and  I  jumped  the  fence  and  gave 
Reynard  a  lively  chase  across  the  field. 

At  times  I  came  up  to  him  and  tried 
to  jump  on  him  but  somehow  or  other  I 
always  managed  to  alight  on  the  ground, 
as  Reynard  did  not  like  the  idea  of  my 
tying  to  impede  him  in  that  way. 

However,  as  things  had  become  so  in- 
tensely interesting  for  him  he  slipped  into 
a  hollow  log  near  the  fence.  Immediately 
I  ran  to  the  other  end  of  it  and  saw  the 
glow  of  his  two  eyes  which  seemed  to  be 
about  the  centre  of  it.  In  a  few  moments 
a  couple  of  my  fellow  sportsmen  were  at 
my  side  congratulating  me  for  making 
Reynard  take  the  hollow  log  as  a  place 
of  retreat.  Soon  an  axe  was  secured  and 
an  opening  made  to  Reynard  and  ere 
long  one  of  the  lustiest  of  the  group  had 
him  on  his  back,  and  we  wended  our 
way  to  our  homes  where  we  recounted 
the  events  of  the  day's  chase,  and  at  the 
same  time  narrated  Yuletide  stories. 

I  shall  now  narrate  the  occurrence  of 
another  chase,  a  couple  of  years  later,  in 
which  Reynard  got  free,  but  I  did  not 
fare  as  well  as  on  my  first  hunt.  As  on 
other  Christmas  mornings  our  party  were 
out  early.  I  brought  two  pounds  of  B.  B. 
shot  and  one  pound  of  Curtis  and  Harvey 
powder.  From  the  pound  of  powder  I 
hurriedly  filled  my  powder  flask,  and 
hastily  rolled  up  the  remainder  in  the 
paper  and  placed  it  in  my  pockets  with 
my  gloves  and  pipe.  Soon  we  were  all 
stationed  on  the  hills.  A  cold  Nor-easter 
was  blowing  and  each  had  on  his  over- 
coat. Those  who  smoked  filled  and  lit 
their  pipes  to  give  cheer  to  the  thin  cold 
atmosphere. 

I  had  just  lit  mine  and  was  making 
clouds  of  smoke  curl  towards  the  zenith, 
when  I  heard  our  beagles  make  the  swamp, 
about  half  a  mile  south  of  me,  ring  with 
their  music. 


I  turned  my  attention  to  a  place  where 
Reynard  might  appear  and  I  was  soon 
rewarded  with  a  sight  of  the  Red  Rogue, 
slipping  gently  along  to  the  north  east. 
Directly  I  saw  he  was  going  too  far  east 
for  me  to  get  a  shot,  so  I  started  to  run 
in  hopes  I  would  get  to  a  fence,  up  which 
he  was  likely  to  pass.  The  eastern  gale 
had  started  the  tobacco  all  aglow  in  my 
pipe,  so  that  the  sparks  were  flying  in 
my  eyes.  As  I  ran  I  quickly  snatched 
the  pipe  from  my  mouth  and  put  it  in  my 
overcoat  with  my  gloves  and  the -powder. 

On,  on,  I  was  going  at  a  two  forty 
pace  when  the  powder  ignited  with  such 
a  boom  that  it  caused  every  one  ot  our 
party  to  think  an  earthquake  had  occurred 
in  my  direction.  I  felt  my  coat  crack 
over  my  head  and  face  like  a  whip,  and 
I  was  instantly  enveloped  in  a  cloud  of 
smoke.  At  once  the  shreds  of  my  coat 
that  were  left  on  me  took  fire.  I  pulled 
it  off,  jumped  on  it  in  the  snow,  started 
for  Reynard  ;  saw  the  coat  still  burning  ; 
turned  and  jumped  on  it  again  and  that 
is  what  I  was  doing  when  my  comrades 
first  saw  me  through  the  disappearing 
smoke.  My  coat  was  slit  to  the  very 
collar,  my  gloves  were  found  four  or 
five  rods  apart,  and  my  pipe  was  never 
found.  With  all  this  I  was  unhurt,  which 
was  due  to  the  fact  that  my  coat  was  un- 
buttoned, and  was  of  course  carried  back 
from  me  with  the  strong  wind  and  this 
probably  saved  me  from  being  carried 
skyward.  I  need  hardly  tell  you  I  did  not 
see  that  fox  again  ! 

A  year  ago  last  Christmas  the  day  was 
ideal  for  a  chase  so  four  of  us  determined 
to  try  our  skill.  Five  hounds  were  pro- 
cured and  every  one  of  us  was  on  the 
alert  bright  and  early.  We  hied  off  to 
the  hills  in  the  township  of  Emily,  where 
we  soon  made  a  start  and  then  each  hur- 
rying here  and  there  to  get  an  elevated 
position  so  that  he  might  see  Reynard 
when  he  emerged  from  the  woods.  There 
was  not  much  to  exhaust  our  patience 
for  we  soon  saw  him  run  from  one  part 
of  the  swamp  to  another  but  he  did  not 
come  within  range.  He  kept  playing 
about  from  one  little  bush  to  another  till 
about  two  in  the  afternoon,  although  we 
saw  him  many  times  and  the  excitement 
was  keen,  yet  hunger  and  fatigue  pre- 
vailed so  we  went  to  a  farm  house  where 
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we  were  treated  very  kindly  to  a  good 
warm  dinner  which  greatly  refreshed  our- 
selves and  the  dogs 

After  a  pipe  and  a  social  chat  we  were 
off  to  the  woods  again  whare  we  left  the 
chase.  I  well  knew  Reynard  would  be 
down  in  some  nice  sunny  place  near  where 
we  ceased  running  him.  We  took  the 
dogs  to  the  place  which  we  had  left  a 
couple  of  hours  previously,  and  in  less 
time  than  I  can  tell  the  reader,  they  were 
off  again,  and  we  got  a  couple  of  shots 
at  Reynard  as  he  glided  along  a  fence. 
One  shot  took  effect  but  still  he  kept  on 
towards  the  thicket.    The  dogs  followed 


him  though  all  at  once  their  tongues 
ceased.  This  was  a  signal  that  they  had 
the  fox.  We  made  our  way  in  through 
snowy  brush  piles  which  were  almost  im- 
passable. Just  at  dusk  I  came  to  a 
tangle  of  cedar  roots,  tree  tops  and  fallen 
logs  that  lay  in  every  conceivable  way. 
I  wormed  my  way  into  the  centre  of  it 
and  there  under  a  large  cedar  root 
lay  the  object  of  our  chase  stiff  and 
cold,  holding  on  to  a  cedar  root  by  his 
teeth  with  a  death  grip.  We  had  triumph- 
ed and  Reynard  was  Ours, 

For  pure  rollicking  sport  nothing  ex- 
cels the  fox  hunt  !

De  pries 
hes  say  eet  was  Candlemas  yesterday  an 
eet  was  cloudy  an  ah  will  always  pray  for 
de  sun  to  shine  on  Candlemas  day  after 
dis  tarn,  an  de  good  Lord  be  praise  for 
save  us  from  de  beast  dat  be  so  hongry  ! 
Now  he  mus  eat  some  odder  mans  !"

say  the  least,  it  was  a  most  pro- 
voking- theft  —  the  six  brand  new 
steel  traps  besides  the  axes,  and 
even  the  ammunition.  Just  a  few  days 
previous,  Don  and  Eb  Fletcher  had  gone 
all  the  way  to  The  Forks  for  the  express 
purpose  of  procuring  these  very  articles 
which  they  had  long  needed.

The  wind  was  blowing  across 
the  expanse  at  hurricane  speed,  and  the 
"Sprite"  fled  before  it  like  some  wild 
thing  of  the  night.  She  momentarily 
threatened  to  capsize,  but  Don  held  her 
persistently  to  her  course.

Indian  Cooking  in  Northern  Canada.

nN  the  wilderness  of  Canada  the  chef 
de  cuisine-the  squaw- must  never  be 
an  extravagant  person,  for  when  an 
Indian  seeks  a  wife  he  utterly  ignores 
dimples,  pretty  smiles^  or  manicured  fin- 
gers ;  what  he  wants  is  a  wife  who  pos- 
sesses economical  principles  ;  and  if  pos- 
sible, one  who  has  bulging  muscles  under 
her  sleeves.  Of  the  latter  she  needs  every 
bit,  for  everything  pertaining  to  the  cook- 
ing such  ascutting  the  wood, building  fires, 
etc.,  is  part  of  her  daily  routine,  and 
while  on  the  trail,  her  great  strength 
only  enables  her  to  pole  the  canoe  up  the 
rapids  and  carry  a  heavy  pack  over  the 
portages. 

From  an  Indian  point  of  view,  the 
squaw  is  a  tasty  cook  also.  Those  who 
have  shared  the  Indian's  hospitality  under 
the  same  circumstances  as  I  have  cannot 
deny  it.  But  "clearliness  next  to  god- 
liness" is  of  course,  not  the  orthodox 
code. 

In  the  woods  the  squaw  is  the  Reveille 
Matin  ;  and  while  her  husband  gets  up 
she  goes  down  the  trail  to  visit  the  snares 
and  bring  home  the  strangled  hares. 
And  after  she  has  tea  on  the  fire  to  boil, 
she  skins  two  or  three  hares  and  flings 
them  into  a  kettle,  in  which  are  still  re- 
mains of  previous  spoils  of  the  hunt. 
She  then  hangs  the  kettle  over  the  fire 
at  the  end  of  a  pole.  When  breakfast  is 
over  she  gently  throws  all  the  dishes 
outside  of  the  tent.  This  saves  soap  and 
time.  And  as  dish-washers,  the  Indian 
dogs  are  hard  to  beat.  After  her  husband 
has  gone  to    visit    his    traps,  the  squaw 


bakes,  or  in  their  idiom — "fait  de  la  gal- 
lette."  And  in  the  bush  as  a  baker  she 
is  unexcelled. 

To  make  bread  "a  la  Indian"  is  very 
simple.  Take  a  bag  of  flour,  open  it  and 
make  a  hollow  in  the  centre,  pour  in  two 
cups  of  water,  add  a  little  salt  and  bak- 
ing soda,  mixing  the  whole  with  your 
fingers  until  the  dough  becomes  hard 
enough  to  hold  together,  then  squeeze 
and  stretch  the  amalgamated  product 
until — well,  until  you  think  it  is  enough. 
There  are  no  rules  about  baking  "a  la 
Indian."  Then  put  the  dough  into  a 
frying  pan  (if  you  have  no  frying  pan, 
put  it  on  top  of  the  stove)  flatten  it  and 
let  it  cook  until  it  has  swollen  twice  its 
initial  size  by  which  time  it  is  done. 

There  are  two  ways  to  cook  the  dough. 
One  is  to  cut  it  into  strips  an  inch  thick 
and  coil  them  around  sticks,  which  you 
place  before  the  fire,  turning  them  every 
little  while.  When  cooked  the  latter  is 
not  so  heavy  to  carrv  in  one's  stomach. 
And  the  other  way  is  to  make  a  hole  in 
the  sand,  build  a  huge  fire  on  top,  and 
when  the  sand  has  been  brought  to  white 
heat  introduce  the  dough,  wrapped  in  a 
cloth,  or  put  in  a  heavy  iron  kettle  and 
cover  it  up  with  hot  sand.  A  couple  of 
hours  is  all  you  wait  and  you  have  the 
bread  fresh  and  hot.  The  Indians  are 
very  fond  of  this  kind  of  hot  bread.  They 
eat  it  with  a  small  chunk  of  pork  on  top 
of  it,  and  on  such  occasions  I  have,  too, 
licked  my  fingers  galore. 

Have  you  ever  tasted  a  fat  muskrat  or 
a  piece  of  beaver  cooked  "a  la  Indian" 
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or  in  other  words,  hung  by  the  tail  above 
the  stove,  and  cooked  "a  petit  feu"  over 
night  ?  ' 'Ha  !  it  is  dee-lee  shus,"  said 
an  old  Indian  as  he  offered  me  the  roast- 
ed leg  of  a  beaver.  And  indeed  it  was 
de-lee-shus  for  when  I  left  him  that  night 
I  had  to  my  credit  two  legs,  a  few  ribs, 
and  a  part  of  the  tail,  which  tasted  very 
much  like  fish. 

In  winter  when  big  game  is  killed,  the 
meat  is  cut  into  large  chunks  and  taken 
to  the  camp,  where  it  is  kept  under  the 
snow.  The  way  the  meat  is  cooked 
later  is  very  interesting,  and  is  called  "a 
la  broche."  The  Indians  cut  a  chunk  of 
meat  into  thin  but  wide  slices.  To  keep 
the  meat  stretched,  they  insert  small 
sticks  cross-wise  through  each  piece, 
and  at  the  end  of  a  large  pole  they  place 
the  meat  before  a  roasting  fire.  Some- 
times a  fat  piece  of  pork  is  attached  to 
another  pole,  reaching  say  about  a  foot 
above  the  slice  of  meat.  The  result  is 
that  the  thawing  pork  drips  on  to  the 
meat  below.  Fish  sometimes,  too,  are 
cooked  "a  la  broche." 

In  the  spring  when  a  bear  is  killed  the 
squaw  skins  it  and  while  her  husband 
stretches  the  fur  she  cuts  up  the  meat. 
The  fat  is  very  carefully  taken  out.  It  is 
the  best  substitute  for  butter.  The  in- 
testines are  also  cleaned  and  turned  in- 
side out,  and  with  the  meat  and  fat,  are 
hung  in  the  birch-bark  smoke  house, 
where  a  smudgy  fire  is  kept  constantly 
burning. 

Every  spring  the  Indians  reserve  some 
of  the  intestines  of  the  bears  they  have 
killed,  and  when  they  are  back  on  the 
reservation,  at  a  certain  day  appointed 
all  the  intestines  are  gathered  and  for  a 
whole  day  the  Indians  dance,  sing  and 
eat  heap  much  fat  intestines.  This  feast 
is  called  "Makoosham"  which  in  their 
language  means  banquet. 

Almost  all  the  wild  animals  of  the  for- 
est including  all  the  wild  fowl,  are  eaten 
by  the  Indians.  The  loon  is  a  delicious 
bird  when  well  seasoned  and  cooked. 
They  boil  it  first,  with  its  coat  of  feathers 
on,  and  then  it  is  skinned  and  roasted, 
sometimes  in  its  own  grease  which  is  very 
plentiful. 

To  wilderness  folk  the  meat  and  brains 
from  the  head  of  a  hare,  muskrat,  or 
beaver  are  such  a  relish  that  they  go  to 


work  painstakingly  with  small  bones  pur- 
posely made  for  such  emergencies  and 
leave  not  one  atom  of  it  in  the  skull. 

The  squaw  whose  husband  had  adopted 
me  had  a  really  splendid  way  of  baking 
beans.  She  used  a  large  clay  pot,  which 
her  husband,  with  an  eye  to  the  future, 
had  given  to  her  as  a  New  Year  present. 
First  of  all  she  boiled  the  beans  in  the 
afternoon,  then  after  supper  she  spread 
small  slices  of  pork  and  a  thin  layer  of 
lard  in  the  bottom  of  the  pot,  then  on  top 
she  put  three  or  four  inches  of  boiled 
beans,  then  another  layer  of  pork  and 
lard,  and  so  on  till  the  pot  was  three- 
quarters  full,  then  she  filled  the  other 
quarter  with  water,  and  covered  it  up 
carefully  lest  some  grain  of  sand  should 
get  in.  Into  a  hot  sand  bed  it  went,  and 
was  kept  there  till  morning.  The  dish 
was  generally  crisped  on  top  and  well 
saturated  with  grease  throughout. 

Once  a  half-breed  and  myself,  on  our 
way  to  the  settlement  in  quest  of  grub, 
happened  to  come  upon  an  Indian  camp. 
We  stepped  into  the  tent,  and  after  the 
usual  greeting  of 'Koy,  Koy"  we  squatted 
down  beside  the  little  tin  stove.  The 
squaw  was  alone,  and  was  busily  engag- 
ed in  giving  a  bath  to  her  little  papoose, 
a  thing  quite  unusual  in  winter.  When 
she  had  finished,  we  told  her  how  hungry 
we  were.  This  squaw  chanced  to  be  very 
good  hearted.  After  she  had  dressed  her 
papoose,  she  emptied  the  water  out  of  the 
birch-bark  basin  in  which  the  papoose 
had  been  washed,  and  into  the  basin 
poured  some  flour.  We  had  tramped 
twenty-four  miles  on  snowshoes,  with 
half  of  a  partridge  apiece  in  our  stomachs 
and  as  the  odor  of  the  frying  pork  and 
pancakes  wafted  to  my  nostrils  I  soon 
forgot  all  about  the  basin. 

As  long  as  memory  remains  I  shall 
never  forget  the  time  when  our  provisions 
were  reduced  to  such  an  extremity  that 
we  were  compelled  to  scrape  every  bit  of 
fat  from  all  the  animals  we  killed  and 
trapped.  We  had  the  luck  of  killing  an 
otter  one  afternoon.  That  saved  us. 
For  three  evenings  we  boiled  it  ere  the 
meat  had  lost  some  of  its  toughness  and 
grease.  But,  nevertheless,  we  were  that 
much  meat  ahead,  plus  the  rich  bouillon, 
which  we  kept  to  boil  more  game  in. 


Traveling  in  the  Great  North-Land. 


Interesting  Story  < 

THE  annals  of  the  Royal  North  West 
Mounted  Police  are  mostly  buried 
in  forbidding  looking"  Blue  Books, 
and  when  one  has  the  courage  to  get 
beyond  the  covers  the  formal  and  official 
nature  of  the  reports  prevent  many  from 
digging  deeper  into  what — to  those  who 
can  read  between  the  lines — are  veritable 
treasure  houses  of  romance  and  daring. 
The  patrols  of  the  constables  in  the  far 
north  are  often  thrilling  in  the  extreme, 
though  they  are  narrated  with  a  modest 
expression  of  facts  so  that  only  those 
who  know  what  traveling  in  the  far 
north  is  like,  under  the  circumstances 
under  which  most  of  these  patrols  are 
undertaken,  can  realize,  even  in  a  small 
degree,  the  heroic  efforts  of  endurance 
and  perseverance  involved  in  the  course 
of  those  travels. 

In  the  last  Blue  Book  concerned  with 
the  work  of  this  fine  force  there  appears 
a  patrol  report  by  Constable  Seller  of  a 
journey  made  by  him  accompanied  by 
two  other  men — Interpreter  Ford  and  a 
native  named  Tupealock — from  Fuller- 
ton,  on  the  shores  of  Hudson  Bay  to 
Safety  Harbor,  Lyons  Inlet,  about  twenty 
miles  north  of  the  place  where  Parry 
wintered  in  1821.  A  Scotch  ship,  the 
Ernest  William,  was  wintering  at  the 
Islands,  Repulse  Bay,  and  it  was  to  visit 
this  ship  the  patrol  was  sent  out. 

It  was  towards  the  end  of  February 
when  the  small  party  left  Fullerton  and 
though  they  had  a  rather  large  load  for 
fast  traveling  they  made  twenty-five 
miles  the  first  day.  The  entries  in  the 
diary  only  give  indications  of  the  stren- 
uous nature  of  the  journey  and  it  is  left 
to  the  imagination  of  those  who  know 
something  of  the  hardships  of  northern 
traveling  to  complete  the  picture. 
"Very  bad  storm."  "Still  storming.".  . 
"Had  a  hard  job  to  get  out  of  our  lglo  as 
it  was  covered  by  a  large  bank  of  snow.  " 

Two  deer  were  shot  on  February  28th 
and  both  men  and  dogs  had  a  good  feed. 
One  deer  was  cached  and  the  remainder 
of  the   other  added   to  the  provisions.

The  following  day  another  deer  was 
shot  and  cached,  and  the  day  after  a 
bad  accident  was  recorded,  the  near 
runner  of  the  sleigh  being  broken  about 
four  feet  from  the  nose.  The  country 
was  very  hilly  and  full  of  deep  ruts  down 
which  they  had  to  lower  the  sleigh.  The 
dogs  were  hitched  to  the  hind  end  and 
the  journey  continued. 

In  a  very  bad  storm  on  March  third 
they  repaired  the  sleigh,  having  first 
built  a  snowsled  to  enable  them  to  do 
the  work.  The  sound  runner  was  cut 
in  two  equal  parts  and  the  hind  end 
used  for  the  nose  of  the  nigh  runner. 
The  constable  would  have  no  splicing  as 
the  wood  was  not  good  enough.  A 
short  outrigger  was  used  behind  where 
all  the  articles  were  placed.  The  alco- 
hol was  finished  here  and  the  food  had  to 
be  cooked  with  wood  when  it  was  cooked 
at  all. 

Shortening  the  sleigh  heightened  the 
load  and  caused  it  to  constantly  upset, 
even  though  a  man  was  placed  on  each 
side.  In  every  small  snowbank  the  nose 
dug  in  and  hung  on  like  grim  death. 

On  the  seventh  a  desperate  resolve 
was  made.  With  the  exception  of  the 
bedding  and  two  days'  rations  every- 
thing else  was  cached.  If  the  weather 
held  good  they  expected  to  reach  a 
cache  in  two  days.  Even  traveling 
light  they  had  to  unhitch  the  dogs  three 
times  the  first  day,  the  descents  being 
long  and  steep.  They  had  also  some 
hills  to  climb.  The  supply  of  biscuits 
was  exhausted  and  they  had  to  go  on 
short  rations. 

It  was  seven  o'clock  on  the  evening  of 
the  second  day  before  they  found  the 
cache  and  that  night  they  only  took  out 
some  biscuits.  Next  morning  they  ex- 
amined the  cache  and  took  out  twenty- 
five  pounds  of  biscuit,  thirty  pounds  of 
pemmican  and  thirty-six  pounds  of 
canned  meat.  All  the  wood  they  could 
find  was  promptly  annexed.  Their 
sleeping  bags  were  damp  and  they  were 
suffering  from  exposure. 
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On  March  10th  they  reached  a  walrus 
meat  cache,  but  found  that  most  of  the 
meat  had  been  eaten  out  by  bears.  In 
this  predicament  they  took  some  meat 
belonging"  to  a  native,  meaning  to  pay 
him  or  leave  something  for  him  at  the 
ship.  This  day  it  was  forty-seven  below 
zero  and  the  men  experienced  a  trying 
time. 

A  violent  storm  prevailed  for  three 
days  and  the  valiant  constable  merely 
makes  this  note:  "Terrible  job  trying 
to  cook  in  a  blizzard  with  wood."  After 
two  days'  traveling  another  terrible  bliz- 
zard set  in  and  although  they  had  a 
warm  breakfast  they  had  to  finish  the 
day  on  dry  biscuit  and  pemmican  as  the 
wood  was  nearly  finished. 

The  next  day  they  had  a  grand  suc- 
cess, the  native  killing  three  deer.  One 
was  fed  to  the  dogs,  a  second  cached 
and  the  third  taken  for  their  own  rations. 
The  biscuits  were  finished  and  the  last 
of  the  wood  used  and  still  they  were  two 
days  from  the  ship.  The  next  day  they 
were  detained  in  camp  all  day  by  a* 
storm,  and  the  day  after  they  felt  com- 
pelled to  set  out  even  in  a  storm.  Both 
white  men  had  their  faces  badly  frozen 
and  only  ten  miles  were  covered  in  the 
whole  day. 

On  March  19th,.  after  all  these  efforts 
and  anticipating  food,  shelter  and 
warmth  they  arrived  at  the  place  where 
the  ship  should  have  been -to  find  no 
ship!  Many  men  would  have  given  up 
entirely  at  this  point  and  made  a  speedy 
return  depending  upon  what  they  had 
cached  to  see  them  through  the  return 
journey. 

After  considerable  search  a  block  of 
snow  with  a  stick  in  it  pointing  to  Beach 
Point  was  found  and  the  native  thought 
it  meant  that  some  natives  would  be 
found  between  the  point  they  were  on 
and  Beach  Point.  An  inventory  showed 
them  only  to  possess  fifty  pounds  of 
deer  meat,  six  pounds  of  boiled  beef  and 
two  pounds  of  pemmican.  It  was  a 
cold  day  and  they  all  felt  that  natives 
must  be  found  if  they  were  to  get  out. 
Constable  Seller's  feet  were  badly  frozen 
ar.d  his  foot  gear  in  a  bad  state,  wet  and 
worn  out.  They  were  compelled  to 
break    up  some  barrels  and  cook  some 


food  as  they  had  been  existing  on  frozen 
meat  for  three  days. 

Next  day  a  terrible  storm  raged  and 
it  was  impossible  to  go  out  and  look  for 
natives.  The  dogs  were  getting  hungry 
as  they  had  had  nothing  forfour  days  and 
it  was  impossible  to  give  them  anything 
out  of  the  small  supply  the  men  had  for 
themselves.  Constable  Seller's  feet  were 
very  sore  as  the  result  of  frost  burns. 

A  "bad  storm"  raged  the  following 
day,  but  not  with  sufficient  violence  to 
prevent  the  Interpreter  and-  the  native 
going  out  to  look  for  natives.  The 
men  traveled  in  wide  circles  all  day  and 
"towards  evening,"  which  is  the  descrip- 
tion given  to  halt  past  two  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon,  the  dogs  scented  the  na- 
tive camp.  At  five  o'clock  the  men  re- 
turned to  camp  with  some  meat  for  the 
dogs  and  stated  that  the  natives  would 
visit  them  in  the  morning  with  as  much 
meat  as  could  be  spared.  The  best 
news  of  all  was  that  the  ship  was  at 
"Melackuseeteck. "  (The-place-where- 
ghosts-chase-  women.)  The  constable 
had  no  map  or  chart  of  any  description 
by  means  of  which  he  could  locate  the 
place.  Fortunately,  however,  the  native 
said  he  knew  the  route  well.  The  men, 
after  talking  over  the  whole  matter,  de- 
cided if  at  all  possible,  to  try  and  cover 
the  journey  in  two  days. 

Next  morning  they  finished  all  their 
meat  for  breakfast,  but  at  noon  the  na- 
tives came  in  bringing  about  four  hun- 
dred pounds  of  meat  with  them,  the 
whole  of  which  was  purchased.  Nearly 
all  of  it  was  seal  meat,  which  was 
"rather  high  all  by  itself,  but  hunger 
was  a  great  sauce."  Two  summer  deer 
skins  were  also  purchased  and  a  native 
woman  made  them  up  into  socks.  The 
sleeping  bags  were  now  so  wet  the  men 
had  to  sleep  in  their  clothing.  The 
storm  continued  the  following  day,  but 
cleared  up  towards  evening  and  all  prep- 
parations  were  made  for  an  early  start  in 
the  morning.  About  two  hundred 
pounds  of  the  meat  they  had  purchased 
was  cached  and  the  rest  cut  up  for  use. 

At  five  o'clock  in  the  morning  camp 
was  broken  and  the  ground  covered  that 
day  was  estimated  at  forty -five  miles. 
At  dark  camp  was  made  in  an  old  iglo 
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and  supper  was  cooked  with  wood  taken 
from  the  islands.  During  the  day  while 
navigating  a  sloping  bank  along  a  very 
narrow  river  bottom,  the  sleigh  began 
to  slide  down  upon  them  and  despite  all 
their  efforts  they  were  carried  down  over 
a  cut  bank  fully  twenty  feet  in  height. 
One  pot  was  flattened  like  a  pancake 
and  that  was  the  extent  of  the  damage. 

As  early  as  two  o'clock  in  the  morning 
a  start  was  made  and  fifteen  miles  were 
covered  before  the  sun  was  up.  At 
eight  o'clock  they  came  across  a  native 
who  was  on  his  way  to  the  ship  and  took 
him  with  them  as  he  could  show  them 
the  exact  position  of  the  ship.  By 
pressing  on  till  eight  o'clock  in  the  even- 
ing, despite  the  cold  and  drift  of  snow, 
they  reached  their  destination,  having 
made  a  forced  march  of  sixty  miles  in 
the  eighteen  hours  of  one  long  day. 
Even  the  matter  of  fact  record  describes 
this  as  "a  good  day's  work  considering 
we  had  nothing  very  luxurious  in  the 
grub  line  for  the  last  few  days  and  had 
lost  some  of  our  surplus  flesh."  They 
were  welcomed  to  the  ship,  to  reach 
which  they  had  made  such  heroic  strug- 
gles and  a  warm  supper  served,  the  ap- 
preciation of  which  is  but  poorly  con- 
veyed in  the  hackneyed  phrase  of  doing 
"ample  justice"  to  it  by  the  men  who 
had  undergone  such  considerable  hard- 
ships. Captain  Murray,  who  was  in 
charge  of  the  ship,  told  the  constable 
that  he  had  taken  the  cache  from  Re- 
pulse Bay  because  he  feared  the  natives 
would  steal  it. 

After  one  day's  rest  the  energetic 
constable  set  to  work  checking  the 
goods  in  the  ship  for  customs  purposes, 
made  a  list  of  the  furs  and  even  explored 
the  surrounding  country. 

Nine  days  were  passed  in  resting  and 
working  and  making  preparations  for 
the  return  journey.  Captain  Murray 
presented  the  little  party  with  a  new 
sleigh  with  wide  iron  shoeing  and  also 
outfitted  them  with  a  plentiful  variety  ot 
provisions.  One  dog  was  left  behind, 
but  with  the  other  animals  in  good  con- 
dition as  well  as  themselves  they  set  out 
in  good  spirits  on  the  return  journey. 
The  two  first  days  were  taken  up  with 
the  journey   they  made  in  the  long  day 


before  reaching  the  ship — a  journey  of 
eighteen  hours,  which  coming  at  the  end 
of  a  long  struggle  must  have  tried  their 
endurance  almost  to  the  breaking  point. 
On  the  third  day  out,  owing  to  an  acci- 
dent to  a  box,  they  lost  all  their  knives, 
forks,  spoons,  etc. 

At  this  camp  they  found  a  number  of 
old  barrels  which  Captain  Murray  said 
belonged  to  him  and  which  they  could 
use.  Wood  is  so  valuable  up  there  that 
these  old  barrels  were  broken  up  and 
taken  in  the  sleigh  to  assist  in  cooking 
meals. 

Despite  the  fact  that  the  leader  was 
ill,  suffering  "terribly  from  cramps"  no 
less  than  thirty  miles  were  made  the 
fifth  day  and  their  cache  of  deer  meat, 
which  proved  most  acceptable,  was 
picked  up. 

Another  meat  cache  was  reached  the 
next  day  and  after  replenishing  their 
supplies  a  good  run  was  made.  On  one 
day  the  Indian  took  sick  and  had  to 
ride  and  the  same  day  the  Constable  had 
to  wear  glasses  as  a  protection  against 
the  glare  of  the  snow. 

On  April  13th  the  native  killed  two 
deer  and  herded  a  third  down  to  the 
sleigh  and  they  took  it  along  with  them. 
On  this  day  the  cache  they  should  have 
passed  was  missed  by  a  few  miles  and 
the  Interpreter  with  the  dogs  was  sent 
to  it.  He  found  the  place,  but  the 
cache  was  so  banked  up  with  snow  he 
could  not  get  at  it.  Immediately  on  his 
return  he  was  taken  with  snow  blindness 
and  the  party  had  to  remain  over  a  day. 
The  next  morning  the  Constable  and  the 
native  went  to  the  cache  and  dug  it  out, 
finding  everything  in  good  condition. 

The  Interpreter  had  to  ride  the  next 
day  when  the  journey  was  continued  as 
he  had  a  bandage  over  his  eyes.  By 
travelling  and  resting  the  detachment 
was  reached  on  April  19th,  and  the 
journey  of  practically  a  thousand  miles 
(the  official  calculation  is  nine  hundred 
and  ninety-five)  was  completed. 

The  conclusions  ot  the  officer  upon  his 
journey  form  most  interesting  reading. 
The  party  was  supplied  with  six  weeks' 
rations  when  they  set  out  but  these  did 
not  last  them  for  more  than  one-third  of 
the   time  they  were  intended  and  they 
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were  forced  to  exist  on  the  produce  of 
the  country  with  the  help  of  what  was 
found  in  the  caches.  In  addition  a  com- 
plete outfit  had  to  be  given  them  from 
the  ship  in  order  to  enable  them  to  take 
the  return  journey. 

Included  in  the  outfit  was  one  alcohol 
lamp  with  one  gallon  of  alcohol.  The 
lamp  was  so  poor  that  it  took  three 
hours  to  boil  three  pints  of  water.  For 
twelve  days  they  used  wood  when  they 
could  get  it,  "otherwise  we  were  forced 
to  eat  our  food  frozen  and  raw."  "This 
is  a  very  poor  accommodation  for  per- 
sons working  hard,  especially  in  such 
cold  weather,  when  one  needs  the  best 
of  food  and  plenty  of  it  to  keep  out  the 
cold."  The  recommendation  that  "two 
good  lamps  would  add  to  the  comfort  of 
a  party  travelling,  and  no  patrol  should 
be  made  without  them,"  is  one  that  will 
be  generally  endorsed  by  all  who  have 
had  the  very  smallest  experience  of 
what  travelling  in  the  far  north  is 
like. 

The  natives  at  Repulse  Bay  number 
about  forty  all  told,  including  women 
and  children.  All  the  winter  through 
they  h've  on  the  ice  subsisting  on  the 
seal  which  they  harpoon  when  he  comes 
to  his  hole  to  breathe.  "They  build  a 
small  wind  break  of  snow  and  stand  in 
the  shelter  with  their  harpoon  all  ready 
to  strike  at  the  seal  when  he  pokes  his 
nose  through  the  hole.  They  frequently 
spend  a  whole  day  in  this  attitude  before 
they  are  successful.  Even  then  the  seals 
may  not  come  to  the  hole,  as  they 
generally  have  seven  or  eight  of 
these  blow  holes."  These  natives 
proved  the  largest  and  boldest  the  Con- 
stable had  seen.  They  are  called 
Ivilicks,  and  are  divided  with  two  tribes, 
which  strangely  enough  are  known  as 
"Scotch"  and  "American."  There  are 
various  off  shoots,  few  in  number,  and 
the  totals  can  only  be  estimated.  The 
Interpreter  endeavored  to  teach  such  as 
visited  the  ship  the  reason  the  police 
were  in  the  country  and  the  value  of  the 
musk  ox.  They  told  him  they  killed 
very  few  musk  ox  as  the  walrus  were 
very  plentiful.     The  only  deer  hunting 


was  done  in  order  to  obtain  a  supply  ot 
clothing. 

The  country  is  rough  consisting  o^ 
hills  with  deep  narrow  valleys  and  sma 
lakes.  One  valley,  however,  was  about 
ten  miles  wide  and  looked  like  a  bit  of 
prairie  hemmed  in  between  the  hills.  It 
was  covered  with  a  luxuriant  growth  of 
grass  and  heather.  They  followed  the 
course  of  a  small  river  after  reaching 
what  appeared  to  be  the  Height  of 
Land.  This  river  has  two  jsmall  rapids 
from  twenty  to  thirty  teet  in  height  and 
here  the  party  were  forced  to  unhitch  and 
lower  the  load  in  pieces. 

Deer  were  seen  from  every  neck  of 
land  and  once  from  the  salt  water  along 
the  coast.  Tupealock  killed  seven  and 
the  Interpreter  one.  They  saw  one  bear 
and  plenty  of  fresh  tracks.  Fox  tracks 
could  be  seen  in  almost  every  direction. 
Several  wolf  tracks  were  also  seen.  On 
the  way  back  a  few  seal  were  on  the  ice 
and  a  wolverine  was  also  seen.  The  In- 
terpreter shot  a  rabbit  near  one 
camp. 

The  Constable  pays  a  tribute  to  the 
good  work  of  his  two  assistants.  The 
native  had  never  been  over  a  consider- 
able portion  of  the  route  before,  but  he 
made  an  excellent  guide  never  taking 
them  far  out  of  their  way.  "On  our 
journey  to  the  ship  we  had  to  contend 
against  some  terrible  stormy  weather, 
but  coming  back  it  was  splendid." 

It  is  in  the  story  of  the  outward  jour- 
ne>  that  the  chief  interest  of  the  narra- 
tive centres,  and  particularly  in  the 
heroic  struggle,  in  the  face  of  the  dis- 
appointment caused  by  the  departure  of 
the  ship,  and  the  condition  in  which  the 
men  were  at  the  time.  Many  of  the 
bravest*  men  would  have  given  up  under 
such  circumstances  and  felt  themselves 
justified  in  so  doing.  Constable  Sellers 
was  made  of  different  stuff  and  well 
deserves  the  compliment  of  the  Commis- 
sioner, who  in  a  covering  report  to  the 
Premier,  draws  attention  to  this,  one  of 
two  noteworthy  patrols  made  .  during 
the  year,  and  expresses  his  pride  in  the 
comradeship  of  such  men. 


A  Moose  Story  From  Joe.

HHE  Arcadians  met  the  other  night  at 
Joe's  place  on  Sandy  Hill.  Joe  has 
a  little  den  upstairs  that  he  persists 
in  calling  his  "rathskellar".  On  the  floor 
are  dead  leaves  and  pine  needles.  This 
makes  a  woodland  effect,  and  reminds  us 
of  camping  out.  There  are  five  of  us  and 
we  meet  once  in  a  while  to  exchange 
stories  and  work  off  jokes  we  dare  not 
perpetrate  upon  any  person  except  an 
Arcadian. 

We  had  settled  ourselves  comfortably 
among  the  dead  leaves  and  the  pine 
cones  in  the  den.  On  the  table  was  a  skull 
filled  with  tobacco.  If  Joe  was  to  be 
believed  this  was  Yorick's  skull  and  had 
been  given  him  by  Lord  Hamlet  as  a 
Christmas  present. 

"Pass  the  chicken  feed, "said  somebody. 
We  filled  our  pipes,  and  looked  expect- 
tantly  at  Joe.  It  was  really  his  turn  to 
tell  something. 

"In  1890"  said  Joe,  "I  spent  a  month 
in  the  woods  in  New  Brunswick.  It  was 
up  Tobique,  among  some  of  the  lakes  up 
there.  The  season  for  calling  moose  was 
passing,  and  we  decided  to  go  out  one 
night  and  try  to  tempt  his  majesty  to  the 
shore  of  the  lake.  There  were  two  of  us, 
Pete,  the  guide,  and  myself.  The  lake 
was  quiet,  and  our  paddles  made  scarcely 
a  sound  as  we  guided  our  little  canoe 
around  the  points,  to  the  head  of  the 
water.  At  last  the  guide  motioned  with 
his  paddle,  and  we  glided  into  a  little 
bay,  which  afforded  a  good  hiding  place. 
Pete  then  took  his  long  conical  birch- 
bark  horn,  and  gave  two  or  three  short 
grunts  ;  then  with  a  slow  revolving 
motion  of  the  horn,  a  fine  imitation  of 
the  call  of  the  female  moose.  He  had 
scarcely  taken  the  horn  from  his  lips, 
when  a  canoe  stole  around  the  point  at 
our  right,  with  an  Indian  paddling  in  the 
stern.  He  was  evidently  in  bad  humor. 
"Me  no  like  you  call  moose  here.  Me 
call  moose  here  tonight,"  he  said  in  a 
very  surly  tone.  I  looked  at  Pete.  Evid- 
ently there  wa^s  no  use  in  having  an  ar- 
gument about  the  matter.  Such  a  dis- 
turbance on  that  quiet  lake  would  have 


sent  the  moose  off  to  the  mountain  tops, 
and  it  would  be  good-bye  Mr.  Moose  for 
us  that  night.  The  Indian  had  evidently 
been  around  first  and  we  gave  way.  He 
paddled  stealthily  away,  and  soon  we 
heard  him  giving  the  call,  from  the  end 
of  the  point.  He  evidently  expected  the 
moose,  if  he  came  at  all,  to  appear  on  the 
shore  of  the  little  bay  at  the  left.  A  long 
silence  followed.  No  sound  was  to  be 
heard,  excepting  perhaps  the  far  off  cry 
of  a  deer,  or  the  splashing  of  some  in- 
quisitive muskrat.  The  night  was  dark, 
though  occasionally  the  moon  looked  out 
between  the  clouds  and  made  a  long  sil- 
ver path  across  the  lake.  A  mysterious 
stillness  seemed  to — " 

"At  it  again,  Joe"  said  Binks  mourn- 
fully and  reproachfully.  "What  is  the 
penalty,  brother  Arcadians  ? 

Joe  glared  mildly  at  us.  Then,  after 
beating  a  double  tatoo  on  the  table  with 
his  pipe,  he  calmly  refilled  it,  and  gently 
placed  a  ring  of  smoke  around  Bink's 
head. 

"The  Indian,"  he  continued,  soon 
blew  another  call,  and  we  listened  atten- 
tively for  an  answer.  Still  no  reply. 
Now  you  know  a  moose  may  hear  a  call, 
and  yet  not  answer,  if  his  suspicions  have 
been  aroused  by  anything.  Sometimes 
he  steals  down  without  so  much  as  a 
twig  cracking,  and  may  be  looking  out 
from  tbe  bushes  at  the  lake,  while  you 
are  getting  ready  to  paddle  away  to 
camp.  I  noticed  that  Pete  was  getting 
interested.  From  where  we  were  we 
could  see  the  point  of  the  Indian's  canoe 
sticking  out  of  some  bushes  at  the  point. 
Another  long  quavering  roar  came  from 
his  horn.  I  supposed  he  was  getting 
tired  by  this  time.  All  of  a  sudden  we 
heard  a  tremendous  yell  come  from  the 
direction  of  the  point,  and  a  cracking  and 
smashing  of  the  bushes.  Then  an  enor- 
mous bull  moose,  bellowing  with  rage 
and  breaking  the  small  trees  apart  like 
matches,  plunged  out  and  jumped  right 
into  the  Indian's  canoe  with  all  four  feet. 
Why  that  Indian  hadn't  his  finish  right 
there  I  don't  know.     He    must  have  slid 
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out  of  that  canoe  like  an  eel  out  of  a 
boat.  By  this  time  Pete  and  I  were  mak- 
ing good  time  to  the  point,  with  our 
guns  ready.  The  moose  of  course  had 
smashed  through  the  canoe,  and  was 
churning  his  feet,  trying  to  extricate  him- 
self from  the  mess  of  birchbark  and  canoe 
ribs.  The  Indian  had  taken  to  the  tall 
timbers.  All  at  once,  just  as  Pete  was 
going  to  fire,  the  bull  gave  a  final  roar 
and  plunging  out  of  the  water,  ploughed 
off  through  the  bushes.  We  heard  him 
crashing  up  the  side  of  the  mountain  for 
quite  a  while.  When  we  got  to  the 
point  there  was  nothing  left  of  the  In- 
dian's canoe  but  some  bark  in  ribbons. 
Soon  the  noble  savage  himself  emerged 
from  behind  the  trees,  and  you  may  be 
sure  he  presented  a  woful  spectacle.  "Me 
no  hit  'im.  Me  gun  no  good  now,"  he 
explained.  When  his  excitement  cooled 
down  he  was  the  most  disheartened  Indian 
you  ever  saw.  There  were  the  pieces  of 
his  canoe,  about  all  he  owned,  floating 
around  in  the  water.  With  true  Indian 
stoicism,  however,  he  set  about  making 
a  little  raft,  and  putting  his  broken  gun 


on  it,  he  poled  his  clumsy  float  around 
the  bay,  and  into  the  stream  going  out  of 
the  lake.  It  was  now  da) light,  and  we 
saw  him  float  slowly  down  with  the  cur- 
rent, and  disappear  around  the  bend. 
"Well,"  said  Pete,  "I  thought  I  knew  it 
all,  but  I  never  saw  a  moose  do  that  be- 
fore." And  as  if  to  dismiss  the  incident 
he  expectorated  silently  into  the  lake. 

That  animal  must  have  smelt  some- 
thing wrong  in  the  Indian's  call,  and  de- 
cided to  appear  without  announcing  him- 
self. Any  woodsman  knows  how  mad  a 
bull  is,  when  after  answering  a  call,  he 
finds  it  a  fake. 

Well  anyway,  we  built  up  a  little  fire 
and  warmed  ourselves.  Then  we  got 
into  the  canoe  and  paddled  for  camp." 

There  was  a  pause,  during  which  we 
all  gazed  admiringly  at  Joe.  "That's  all," 
he  observed,  "and  the  thing  really  hap- 
pened." 

Binks  had  relapsed  into  a  comatose 
condition  in  his  reclining  chair.  He  was 
aroused,  and  silently  the  skull  was  pas- 
sed around. 


The  Wild  Pigeon.

TO  write  of  the  wild  pigeon  that  years 
ago  frequented  parts  of  Canada  and 
the  United  States  in  great  numbers, 
seems  like  writing  ancient  history.  But 
it  is  history  prompted  by  the  fact  that 
within  the  past  year  small  flocks  have 
been  seen,  here  and  there  where  for  many 
years  they  have  been  entirely  unknown, 
and  it  has  been  predicted  by  some  en- 
thusiasts that  they  would  shortly  return  ; 
a  prediction  it  is  to  be  hoped  may  not  be 
altogether  premature.  Those  who  can 
recall  the  time  when  they  were  so  numer- 
ous at  certain  seasons  that  passing  flocks 
might  be  seen  any  hour  of  the  day,  and 
when  a  good  sized  bag  might  be  secured 
by  a  single  discharge  of  the  family  shot- 
gun as  they  decended  on  the  grain  fields, 
will  hail  with  joy  any  indication  that  those 
days  will  return . 

In  some  sections  these  birds  appeared 


at  times  in  such  countless  numbers  that 
to  exaggerate  •  in  speaking  of  them  is 
scarcely  possible.  In  some  of  their  great 
migrations  they  would  congregate  in  a 
column  that  would  sometimes  be 
miles  in  length  and  so  dense  that  the  sun 
would  be  obscured  as  when  a  dark  cloud 
intervenes,  and  the  rushing  sound  of 
their  myriad  wings  was  like  an  advancing 
hurricane.  They  were  high  and  switt 
flying  birds  and  usually  kept  well  out  of 
the  way  of  the  sportsman,  and  it  was 
seldom  they  could  betaken  on  the  wing 
except  when  about  to  alight,  or  when 
rising  from  the  ground  or  from  the  trees 
where  they  had  perched. 

It  was  the  usual  custom  for  the  hunter 
to  conceal  himself  near  their  feeding 
grounds  and  wait  for  a  flock  to  alight.  If 
he  was  so  fortunate  as  to  have  them  come 
down  within  range  a  raking  shot  at  the 
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bobbing  heads,  and  if  he  had  a  double 
barrel,  another  shot  the  moment  they 
rose  would  probably  give  them  all  the 
the  game  required  for  the  day,  They 
were  not  ready  to  be  bagged,  however, 
when  the  last  shot  was  fired  there  still 
was  something  to  do.  Those  that  were 
killed  might  remain  where  they  were  for 
the  present,  but  here  and  there  over  the 
field  would  be  seen  birds  running,  and 
some  running  and  half  flying  with  broken 
leg  or  wing.  The  gun  might  now  be 
left  in  the  bushes  or  fence  corner,  for 
each  wounded  pigeon  would  give  the 
hunter  a  lively  race  as  they  scattered  in 
diverse  directions,  and  if  not  caught  be- 
fore grass  or  other  cover  was  reached 
might  never  be  found. 

The  springing  net  yielded  good  results 
sometimes,  but  the  birds  were  inclined  to 
be  suspicious  of  the  arrangement,  how- 
ever well  concealed,  and  they  had  an  ex- 
asperating way  of  lighting  just  beyond  its 
reach.  These  nets  varied  in  size  but 
were  sometimes  ten  yards  long  and  half 
as  wide  and  were  carefully  folded  on  the 
ground,  and  concealed  as  much  as  pos- 
sible by  a  light  covering  of  hay,  straw, 
leaves  or  whatever  was  most  suitable  to 
the  location  in  which  they  were  placed. 
There  was  a  strong  spring  at  each  end  to 
which  ropes  were  attached  that  extended 
perhaps  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  to 
where  the  person  on  watch  was  concealed. 
Close  to  the  net  was  the  stand  for  the 
* 'stool  pigeon"  usually  a  wild  pigeon  that 
had  been  captured,  but  the  domestic  pig- 
eon or  drove  was  frequently  used.  They 
were  tied  to  the  stool  by  their  feet  and 
another  rope  ran  from  the  stool  back  to 
the  place  of  concealment.  Wheat  or 
other  grain  would  be  scattered  in  front  of 
the  net,  and  when  a  flock  was  passing 
the  rope  attached  to  the  stool  would  be 
pulled  causing  the  pigeon  to  rise  and 
flutter  his  wings  in  his  efforts  to  escape, 
which  was  intended  to  attract  the  atten- 
»  tion  of  the  passing  flock  and  induce  them 
to  light  where  the  grain  had  been  scat- 
tered. If  they  did  come  down  a  slight 
pull  on  the  ropes  would  release  the  power- 


ful springs  and  the  net  would  be  thrown 
over  them  so  quickly  they  could  not  es- 
cape. The  mesh  of  the  net  was  just 
large  enough  for  them  to  get  their  heads 
through  and  the  little  prisoners  would 
struggle  frantically  to  get  free. 

It  was  an  interesting  sight  to  see  them 
perched  in  the  forest  trees,  especially 
when  a  large  flock  had  settled  down  for 
the  night.  They  would  sit  close  together 
in  pairs,  male  and  female,  the  different 
shades  of  coloring  on  their  breasts  alter- 
nating regularly,  for  the  birds  on  each 
particular  branch  would  face  in  the  same 
direction.  It  not  infrequently  happened 
that  a  dead  branch  snapped  with  the 
weight  of  the  closely  packed  birds,  and  as 
they  flutteringly  caught  themselves  on 
their  wings  half  a  hundred  more  would 
take  fright,  and  sometimes  the  alarm 
would  spread  until  the  whole  flock  was 
in  a  panic,  and  they  would  rise  above  the 
tree  tops,  circle  around,  and  then  if  all 
were  governed  by  the  same  instinct 
would  head  in  a  body  in  the  same 
direction  for  a  new  roosting  place.  Their 
power  of  flight  was  great  and  not  in- 
frequently their  place  of  rest  at  night 
was  hundreds  of  miles  distant  from  their 
feeding  ground. 

The  wild  pigeon  has  often  been  referred 
to  as  a  species  of  game  that  has  departed 
not  to  again  return.  This  may  be  true, 
but  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  unlike 
some  other  kinds  of  game  they  have  not 
been  exterminated.  They  have  migrated 
to  another  clime  for  reasons  we  do  not 
fully  understand.  In  some  parts  of  South 
America  they  are  still  numerous,  and 
conditions  may  so  change  that  they  will 
again  seek  a  more  northern  latitude  as 
heretofore.  Probably  never  again  in  the 
old  time  millions,  but  as  they  multiply 
rapidly  under  favorable  conditions,  it  is 
possible  the  few  scattering  flocks  that 
have  been  seen  are  the  harbingers  of 
their  return  ;  and  if  we  may  again  an- 
ticipate their  periodical  coming,  even  in 
scanty  numbers  as  compared  with  myriads 
of  former  days,  it  will  cause  every  sports- 
man to  rejoice. 


Already  reports  come  from  the  West  the  losses  from  the  inroads  of  these 
of  the  ravages  of  wolves  on  the  cattle  brutes  have  been  much  greater  than  for 
ranches.

The  Fish  and  Game  of  Nova  Scotia. 


change  has  been  recently  made  in 
the  Secretaryship  of  the  People's 
Game  and  Fish  Protective  Associa- 
tion of  Nova  Scotia,  Mr.  Roy  S.  Kelley 
succeeding  Mr.  Ruggles  in  that  impor- 
tant office.  *  Judging  from  an  interview 
with  Mr.  Kelley,  held  in  the  Editorial 
ial  Office  of  this  Magazine  last  month, 
there  is  no  fear  of  any  falling  off  of  inter- 
est in  the  work  of  the  society  while  un- 
der the  charge  of  Mr.  Kelley.  Like  most 
busy  men  Mr.  Kelley  always  finds  time  to 
"  do  a  little  more  work.  Before  he  under- 
took the  Provincial  Secretaryship  he  was 
already  Secretary  for  the  Yarmouth  branch 
of  the  organization  and  Secretary  for  the 
Guides'  Association  of  the  Province.  In 
addition  to  the  three  Secretaryships  Mr. 
Kelley  is  a  bookkeeper  and  commercial 
traveller  and  preaches  the  gospel  offish 
and  game  protection  when  he  is  abroad  as 
well  as  at  home.  He  is  now  on  the  war- 
path to  secure  protection  for  cow  moose 
similar  to  what  is  afforded  in  nearly  every 
other  province  of  Canada.  Mr.  Kelley  is 
a  great  believer  in  the  resources  of  his 
own  province  for  both  fishing  and  hunting. 
The  fishing  at  present  is  unsurpassed,  and 
the  people  of  Boston  and  other  centres  in 
the  States,  who  are  able  to  visit  the  Pro- 
vince very  easily  by  water,  are  quite  aware 
of  this  fact.  The  Province  has  had  a 
plentiful  supply  of  caribou  in  past  years 
but  the  numbers  have  so  decreased  that 
a  close  season  for  some  years  has  had  to 
be  declared  and  will  probably  be  extended 
when  this  expires.  The  deer  which 
have  been  imported,  are  doing  well  under 
protection  and  when  shooting  is  allowed 


it  is  believed  there  will  be  a  good  supply. 
Moose  have  always  been  at  home  in  the 
Province,  and  with  more  effective  protec- 
tion there  is  no  fear  of  Nova  Scotia  de- 
preciating as  a  game  country.  The  non- 
resident licence  is  $30  00  but  Mr.  Kelley 
favors  a  $50.00  license  for  moose,  and 
$10.00  for  birds,  while  he  would  put  on  a 
$5.00  non-resident  license  for  fishing,  and 
likewise  a  resident  game  license  fee.  It 
is  felt  that  the  $30.00  non-resident  license 
fee  for  birds  is  absurd,  and  at  the  same 
time  it  is  not  enough  for  moose.  Need- 
less to  say  Mr.  Kelley  is  against  the  dogs 
in  big  game  hunting.  He  describes  the 
centre  of  Nova  Scotia  as  useless  for  any 
purpose  but  hunting  and  states  that  the 
Provincial  Government  have  promised  to 
disallow  any  proposal  todhert  it  from 
this  purpose.  From  any  portion  of  this 
hunting  territory  it  is  easy  to  get  the 
moose  out  once  the  big  game  is  secured. 
Mr.  Kelley  believes  that  after  the  period  of 
close  protection  now  given  to  the  big 
game,  the  Province  will  need  only  to  be 
known  to  become  one  of  the  favourite 
hunting  grounds  of  Canada.  There  cer- 
tainly seems  good  reason  to  believe  that 
with  the  increased  interest  of  the  people 
in  these  matters,  fostered  by  the  members 
and  the  work  of  the  People's  Fish  and 
Game  Protective  Association  of  Nova 
Scotia,  the  big  game  will  not  only  in- 
crease, but  remain  in  the  Province  as  a 
result  of  efficient  protection,  and  that  in 
future  Nova  Scotia  will  take  her  proper 
place  as  one  of  the  best  shooting  and 
fishing  territorities  of  the  many  fine  ones 
in  the  Dominion.

Dr.  King 
went  forward  to  meet  him  and  managed 
to  get  in  a  shoulder  shot. ,  The  bull 
reared,  turned  round  and  made  off  but  he 
did  not  go  very  far  before  he  suddenly 
pulled  up  Dr.  King  followed,  saw  the 
bull  standing  and  put  in  a  neck  shot  ; 
still  the  bull  did  not  fall.  He  fired  four 
shots  in  succession  with  no  effect.  When 
Will  Woods  got  up  he  noticed  that  the 
bull's  hind  quarters  were  down  so  went 
in  and  found  that  the  bull  was  hanging  on 


a  small  pine  tree  by  the  horns.  In  his 
hurry  to  be  off  he  had  run  full  tilt  into 
the  tree  and  his  horns  had  locked  on  it 
and  so  held  him  up.

The  C.  P.  R.  Wolf  Hunt. 


MR  L.  O.  Armstrong  writes  from 
Montreal  ; — We  have  three  points 
in  view  for  the  Wolf  Hunt  of  1908, 
Lake  Nipigon,  Ont. ,  Lake  Kippewa,Que., 
and  the  country  north  of  Nomining,  and 
the  Gatineau,  Que.  I  will  probably  have 
trapping-Indians  as  guides,  and  have 
trapping  as  one  of  the  features.  If  in 
Quebec  we  may  add  caribou  hunting.  I 
shall  make  it  as  instructive  a  winter's 
outing  as  possible.  Everyone  present 
will  be  able  to  learn  the  Indians'  ways  of 
camping  and  trapping.  The  enjoyable 
features  of  last  winter  will  be  improved 
upon,  and  the  camp  will  probably  last 
for  a  longer  time.  The  marvelous  im- 
provement that  took  place  in  the  physique 
of  the  participants  last  year  was  a  revela- 
tion even  to  me,  and  this  hygienic  feature 


I  intend  to  dwell  upon  and  to  make  the 
outing  from  the  health-giving  point  of 
view  as  good  and  effective  as  it  is  pos- 
sible. 

I  think  that  it  has  been  proven  beyond 
doubt  that  the  intelligence  of  the  wolf  is 
increasing  more  rapidly  than  that  of  his 
would  be  slayers,  and  that  the  wolf  is  in- 
creasing because  of  the  ineffective  hunt- 
ing and  trapping  that  is  being  carried  on. 
The  remedy  is  a  higher  bounty.  The 
United  States  Government  is  employing 
men  by  the  year  to  destroy  wolves  in  the 
Western  States.  The  Governments  of 
the  Canadian  Provinces  should  spend  a 
larger  portion  of  what  they  receive  for 
licenses  in  protective  work  and  politics 
should  be  kept  out  of  it  when  it  comes  to 
punishing  offenders. 


Three  Government  surveyors  who  have 
been  engaged  for  several  weeks  in  sur- 
veying new  townships  in  New  Ontario 
returned  with  the  report  that  they  had 
seen  much  big  wild  game.  One  sur- 
veyor, Mr.  Galbraith,  completed  his 
work  in  Leitch  Township,  Algoma;  Mr. 
Wells  did  the  same  in  Kennedy  town- 
ship, Nipissing;  and  Mr.  Rorke,  who 
was  engaged  in  townships  on  the  Mon- 
treal river,  made  good  progress.  The 
first  two  reported  the  land  good  for  ag- 
riculture. 


A  lynx  hunt  in  Old  Ontario  is  coming 
to  be  a  rare  event.  Towards  the  end  of 
October  one  was  seen  about  a  mile  from 
the  town  of  Paris  and  a  day  afterwards 
a  young  man  tracked  it  to  a  tree  where 
he  made  an  easy  shot.  The  animal 
weighed  thirty-six  pounds  and  measured 
from  nose  to  tail  three  feet  one  inch, 
with  a  measurement  of  eighteen  inches 
round  the  chest.  These  animals  are 
dangerous  to  have  near  a  well  settled 
community  where  people  do  not  usually 
go  around  with  defensive  weapons  and 
as  they  are  treacherous  and  do  not  hes- 
itate to  attack    defenceless  individuals 


they  are  best  given  a  wide  berth.  Had 
this  lynx  not  been  killed  outright  with 
the  first  shot  it  would  no  doubt  have  put 
up  a  harder  fight. 


The  Ontario  Provincial  Secretary  has 
not  this  year  repeated  his  success  of  a 
year  ago  when  he  shot  a  moose.  There 
were  five  members  in  the  party  and  they 
travelled  fifty  or  sixty  miles  north  of 
Englehart  in  the  hope  of  further  success. 
In  explanation  of  this  year's  failure  Mr. 
Hanna  pointed  out  that  a  year  ago  the 
place  was  a  wilderness  and  there  were 
lots  of  game.  Now  there  is  not  a  hill 
that  has  not  been  staked  by  prospectors 
whose  blasting  and  other  noisy  work  has 
been  unbroken  all  season,  while  even  the 
settlers  are  putting  up  log  huts  and 
driving  the  game  away.  The  hardest 
part  of  it  all  was,  however,  that  on  the 
day  camp  was  broken  moose  tracks  were 
found.  Investigation  showed  that  two 
moose  had  spent  a  portion,  if  not  the 
whole,  of  the  preceding  day  within  a  few 
yards  of  the  camp.  In  the  words  of  the 
Hon.  J.  W.  Hanna,  "What  more  need 
be  said?"

Every  observer  knows  that  ladies  drive 
automobiles  to-day  and  the  reason  is  that 
automobiles  have  been  perfected  to  a 
point  where  ladies  may  drive  them  with- 
out trouble.

Occasionally  the  car  is  taken 
into  the  garage  and  the  agents  go  over  it 
but  the  lady  driver,  who  handles  her  car 
with  consummate  skill  has  never  been  halt- 
ed on  the  road  with  the  slightest  trouble. 
Ladies  elsewhere,  if  they  have  not  so  wide 
an  experience,  have  nevertheless  the  most 


pleasant  ones  of  managing  autos,  and 
their  numbers  are  likely  to  increase  as 
the  pleasures  of  this  form  of  travel  become 
wider  known  amongst  them. 

The  Ways  of  the  Law. 

Great  are  technicalities  and  wonderful 
are  their  outcome  —  sometimes.  One 
little  word  in  Wisconsin  automobile  law 
seems  likely  to  upset  all  their  careful  re- 
strictions. Section  eight  reads  as  fol- 
lows :  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall 
violate  the  provisions  ot  sections  1,  3,  5, 
and  6  of  this  act  except  as  provided  in 
section  7,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  $  10  or  more  than  $25  etc. 
An  automobilist  violated  section  3  which 
defines  a  speed  limit,  but  did  not  violate 
any  of  the  others.  It  is  therefore  argued 
that  according  to  the  words  of  the  act  he 
cannot  be  punished.  If  this  reading  of 
the  Act  proves  correct  the  substition  of 
the  word  "and"  for  "or"  means  that  any 
automobilist  can  break  all  the  restrictions 
except  one  with  impunity.  As  long  as 
he  complies  with  one  of  them  he  is  safe. 
The  point  was  referred  to  the  Attorney 
General's  department  for  consideration 
and  if  the  technical  objection  is  upheld  no 
doubt  the  section  will  be  amended  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  State  Legislature. 


Tar  for  Roads. 

Evidence  continues  to  accumulate  as  to 
the  effectiveness  of  tar  when  properly 
used  for  overcoming  the  dust  nuisance 
and  for  making  good  roads.  Mr.  Jeffer- 
son De  Moit  Thompson,  who  is  chairman 
of  the  A.  A.  A.  Racing  Board  has  recently 
returned  from  a  visit  to  Europe  and  he 
reports  that  both  in  England  and  France 
great  improvements  have  been  made  in 
tarring  the  roads.  Early  attempts  were 
largely  ineffective  owing  to  the  fact  that 
the  road  surface  needs  to  be  specially 
treated,  and  the  tar  put  on  at  exactly  the 
right  temperature  and  under  favorable 
atmospheric  conditions.  "In  short  it  is 
the  substitution  of  scientific  methods  for 
a  rule  of  thumb  procedure."  The  ,  best 
process  not  only  abolishes  the  dust  nuis- 
ance but  also  holds  the  surface  of  the 
road  together  as  nothing  else  will.

For  Sport  and  Honor. 

"I  challenge  the  Renault  and  the  Fiat 
to  a  single  car,  twenty-four  hour  race 
with  the  Thomas  Flyer  and  on  its  conclusion 
I  will  retire  permanently  from  circular 
track  racing  as  it  is  now  conducted  on 
tracks  not  suited  to  such  events.  "  Thus 
spoke  Mr.  E.  R  Thomas  recently  in  ex- 
pressing his  determination  to  quit  circular 
track  contests.  Before  retirement  he 
wishes  for  one  more  contest  "for  sport 
and  for  the  honor  ot  America."  Mr. 
Thomas  lays  down  the  conditions  of  the 
race  and  gives  his  reasons  for  the  chal- 
lenge as  follows  : 

1.    The    cars    shall  be    the  Thomas 
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Flyer  which  won  the  Brighton  Beach 
twenty-four  hour  race  and  established  the 
record  for  that  time  for  competition  on  a 
mile  track  ;  the  Renault  which  won  the 
first  Morris  Park  twenty-four  hour  race 
and  the  Fiat  that  won  the  last  one.  These 
cars  are  representative  of  their  countries  ; 
they  have  never  been  entered  against 
each  other  and  each  has  demonstrated 
that  it  is  able  to  withstand  the  terrific 
strains  of  such  a  race. 

2.  The  track  shall  be  the  one  best  suited 
for  track  racing  by  automobiles  and  its 
selection  is  to  be  in  the  hands  of  the  rep- 
resentatives of  the  three  cars. 

'  'Accidents  from  racing  on  circular 
tracks,"  Mr  Thomas  continues,  "are 
caused  by  the  entrance  of  too  many  cars, 
the  entrance  of  cars  that  cannot  stand  the 
gruelling  test  of  a  long  race  of  this  kind, 
the  recklessness  of  inexperienced  drivers 
and  the  unpreparedness  of  the  tracks. 
In  this  race  none  of  these  conditions 
would  be  present.  But  three  cars  are 
entered,  they  have  each  proven  their 
staunchness  by  winning  a  hard  contest  of 
this  kind,  the  drivers  are  old,  experienced 
men  and  the  track  will  be  the  best  that 
can  be  found." 

"We,  in  common  with  other  manufac- 
turers, found  years  ago  that  it  was  only 
by  entering  races  and  contests  of  all  kinds 
and  submitting  our  cars  to  the  terrible 
strains  of  such  events  that  we  could 
find  out  and  eliminate  weaknesses  and 
bring  about  absolute  reliability,  without 
which  no  car  can  win." 

"We  feel  as  if  our  carshave  been  tested 
to  the  extreme  and  that  there  is  no  fur- 
ther necessity  for  our  continuing  these 
contests.  It  is  a  matter  of  self  congratu- 
lation for  us  that  during  our  entire  exis- 
tence not  a  man  employed  by  or  author- 
ized to  drive  for  us  has  been  killed  or 
even  seriously  injured  and  that  not  a 
spectator  has  been  hurt  by  one  of  our 
cars."

els  are  to  be  exhibited  at  the  New  York 
shows  and  in  short  a  lively  time  is  prom- 
ised in  competition  with  the  new  comer. 
The  agency  embraces  Canada  and  no 
doubt  the  Fiat  will  be  much  in  evidence 
at  the  Montreal  Show. 


How  the  Law  Works. 

Some  prominent  men  were  recently 
fined  in  the  States  forexceeding  the  speed 
limit  and  this  fact  called  attention  to  the 
manner  in  which  these  cases  are  manag- 
ed. 4 'The  laws  are  wrong"  it  is  declared 
for  they  should  allow  a  safe  speed  at 
any  point  and  punish  only  when,  the 
drivers  operate  dangerously.  There  are 
districts  where  forty  miles  an  hour  may 
be  safe  and  others  where  eight  miles  an 
hour  is  unsafe."  The  principle  is  unden- 
iably good  but  the  difficulty  is  in  its  en- 
forcement. Someone's  discretion  would 
have  to  be  relied  upon  and  the  question 
is  whose  it  would  have  to  be.  The  driver 
is  not  an  infallible  authority  on  this  point 
and  the  policemen,  whose  work  under  the 
present  system   is  so  severely  criticised, 
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would  scarcely  secure  the  confidence  of 
the  drivers.  No  doubt  it  is  true  that 
"the  real  speed  violators  are  seldom  ap- 
prehended for  they  go  too  fast.  The 
man  going  at  an  easy  rate  is  easy  to 
catch.  The  man  at  great  speed  is  not 
easy"  The  real  truth  of  the  whole  mat- 
ter is  we  shall  have  to  become  more 
accustomed  to  autos  before  traffic  ques- 
tions settle  teemselves.  In  the  mean- 
time we  can  only  hope  that  our  legislat- 
ors may  be  endowed  with  more  wisdom 
than  they  have  hitherto  shown  themselves 
to  possess  and  will  evolve  some  method 
by  which  autoists  may  enjoy  touring 
privileges  without  unnecessarv  annoy- 
ances. Most  autoists  recognize  freely 
the  rights  of  others  and  are  careful  not 
to  give  needless  trouble  With  some 
give  and  take  on  both  sides,  an  agree- 
ment satisfactory  to  both  parties  ought 
not  to  be  impossible. 

The  New  5Tork  Shows. 
The  first  of  the  New  York  shows,  the 
one  which  is  often  denominated  "the  In- 
dependents," has  been  held  and  proved 
such  a  success  as  to  demonstrate  to  the 
full  the  great  interest  now  taken  in  autos 
by  the  general  public.  Really  it  was 
the  eighthannual  show  of  the  Automobile 
Club  of  America,  supported  by  the  Amer- 
ican Motor  Car  Manufacturing  Associa- 
tion, and  good  business  is  stated  to  have 
resulted  despite  the  financial  disturbances 
which  have  been  so  marked  a  feature  of 
the  American  business  community.  A 
wide  range  of  new  models  were  shown 
and  many  of  them  were  beauties.  There 
were  full  lines  of  accessories  and  the 
arrangements  were  almost  beyond  critic- 
ism. Most  notable  was  the  scheme  of 
decoration  although,  the  autos  themselves 
needed  nothing  added  to  their  attractive- 
ness. The  pendency  of  the  runabout  and 
touring  auto  to  approach  each  other,  and 
for  differences  to  be  so  merged  that  they 
can  no  longer  be  distinguished,  is  most 
marked,  v/hile  the  limousine,  so  far  as 
this  show  was  concerned,  may  be  said  to 
have  practically  disappeared.  The  gen- 
eral adoption  of  wide  wind  shields  and 
close  fitting  canopy  tops  make  the  tour- 
ing car  fairly  comfortable  in  all  weathers 
and  explain  the  reason  for  other  cars 
approaching  it  in  construction.  The 
accessories  were    as    numerous    as  ever 


and  attracted  much  attention.  Tire  ex- 
hibits were  the  most  important  in  this 
department  and  the  non-puncturable  and 
quickly  attached  varieties  came  in  for 
close  examination.  Speedometers,  spark 
plugs, lamps  andautomobilinggarmentsall 
received  much  attention.  A  novelty  was 
the  Phelps  vehicle  recorder  exhibited  by 
Wm.  S.  Jones  of  Philadelphia.  The 
recorder  keeps  an  accurate  record  of 
speed,  milage  and  the  duration  of  stops 
and  may  be  applied  to  almost  any  kind  of 
vehicle.  A  new  instrument  was  likewise 
shown  by  the  Jones  Speedometer  Com- 
pany, of  New  York.  This  is  an  automatic 
speed  control  governor  and  by  its  use  the 
driver  can  avoid  exceeding  any  predeter- 
mined rate  of  speed  by  setting  the  lever 
after  which  the  instrument  works  auto- 
matically. The  well  known  and  time 
tested  Springfield  motometer  shown  by 
R.  H.  Smith  Manufacturing  Company  of 
Springfield,  Mass.,  was  strongly  in  evid- 
ence and  it  was  clear  frum  the  attention 
given  to  it  and  the  many  enquiries  about 
it  that  its  name  and  reputation  had  gained 
fcr  it  wide  attention. 

An  invasion  which  was  welcomed  was 
that  of  the  Aero  Club  of  America.  Their 
exhibition  consists  of  various  models  of 
balloons,  airships,  flying  machines,  kites, 
etc.  and  the  great  interest  taken  in  every 
one  of  these  exhibits  demonstrated  the 
keen  interest  that  it  being  generally 
developed  in  the  science  of  aeronautics. 
The  International  Aeronautical  Congress 
was  in  sessionat  thesametime  and. assist- 
ed to  increase  the  interest  in  the  show. 
Major  Squiers  expressed  his  belief  that 
aerial  navigation  would  go  a  long  way  to 
make  war  humane  by  bringing  about  a 
decisive  result  with  a  minimum  destruc- 
tion of  human  life.  "If  we  could  utilize 
scientific  principles  to  bring  about  this 
result  without  killing  anyone  it  would  be 
ideal."  Admiral  Chester  stated  that 
balloons  were  used  both  on  land  and  sea 
during  the  Russo  Japanese  war.  He  be- 
lieved that  the  airship  would  become  the 
long  sought  antidote  against  attacks  from 
submarines.  "The  elevation  enables  the 
observer  to  discern  the  movement  of  sub- 
marines under  the  water  and  floating 
mines  and  stationary  mines  may  be  de- 
tected." Altogether,  as  will  be  seen,  the 
show  not  merely  created  great  interest 
but  was  amply  deserving  of  that  interest.

The  Ontario  Motor  League  and  the  Observance 
of  the  Law. 

A  circular  has  been  sent  out  by  the 
Ontario  Motor  League  to  every  known 
motorist  in  the  Province  drawing-  atten- 
tion to  the  importance,  in  the  present 
state  of  public  opinion,  of  every  motorist 
strictly  observing  the  existing  law.  While 
complaints  of  carelessness  and  reckless 
driving  are  no  doubt  exaggerated  the 
mere  fact  that  they  continue  to  be  made 
brings  home  to  the  committee  the  absol- 
ute necessity  for  every  member  observing 
fully  both  the  letter  and  the  spirit  of  the 
law.  Accordingly  motor  owners  are 
urged  to  take  particular  care  to  have 
their  licensed  members  properly  displayed, 
to  see  that  their  licenses  have  been  pro- 
perly taken  out  and  to  study  the  avoidance 
of  driving  in  any  place  in  such  a  manner 
as  will  be  dangerous  to  the  public. 
They  are  also  requested  to  show  the  drivers 
of  horse  drawn  carriages  every  considera- 
tion. The  League  asks  members  to 
drive  their  cars  not  only  in  such  a  manner 
that  their  vehicles  will  be  safe  on  the 
road,  but  also  that  they  will  appear  to 
other  users  of  the  road  safely  and  care- 
fully driven. 


Farmers  and  the  Auto. 
In  view  of  further  restrictive  proposals 
being  submitted  to  the  Ontario  House  at 
their  next  session  it  may  be  well  to  point 
out  to  the  members  that  farmers  are 
being  rapidly  educated  to  a  different 
view  of  the  auto.  In  the  Georgia  State 
Legislature  recently  some  drastic  propos- 
als were  put  forward  and  voetoed  by  the 
farmers  who  stated  that  *  'no  factor  has 
been  or  will  be  so  important  in  the 
development  of  good  roads  as  the  auto- 
mobile. "  It  is  stated  that  at  a  farmer's 
fair  at  Bowling  Green,  O.  nearly  one 
thousand'  autos  were  admitted  to  the 
grouuds  and  the  majority  were  owned  by 
the  farmers  and  trades  people  of  the 
district.  Once  the  farmer  gets  initiated 
into  the  delights  of  automobiling  there 
can  be  no  doubt  that  the  days  of  ill  ad- 
vised legislation  will  have  passed.  The 
Ontario  House  cannot  put  back  the  clock 
of  progress  and  care  should  be  taken 
that  they  make  no  foolish  efforts  in  that 
direction.  Motorists  themselves  will 
agree  with  any  reasonable  restrictions 
but  protest  in  advance  against-  any  un- 
reasonable ones.

A  Motor  Lifeboat . 

The  Toronto  authorities  have  authoriz- 
ed the  purchase  of  a  motor  life  boat.  A 
similar  boat  has  been  doing  good  service 
at  Charlotte,  the  port  of  Rochester,  for 
some  time,  and  it  is  due  to  reports  of  the 
performances  of  this  boat  that  the  order 
has  been  given  by  Toronto.  The  neces- 
sity for  more  effective  arrangements  at 
Toronto  has  been  before  the  authorities 
for  some  time  and  enquiries  led  them  to 
believe  that  for  all  purposes  nothing  can 
exceed  the  efficiency  of  the  motor  life 
boat.

chamois,  every  piece  warranted  washable 
and  guaranteed  not  to  get  hard  or  to 
crack  in  water.  These  pieces  are  sewed 
on  to  a  flexible  back  conforming  to  the 
shape  of  the  hand  and  the  article  rubbed. 
The  "Rubs"  are  equally  good  for  sports- 
men and  can  be  effectively  used  for  clean- 
ing guns.  While  they  can  be  used  as  a 
sponge  they  are  good  for  wet  and  dry 
cleaning  and  polishing.  There  is  as 
much  or  more  material  in  one  of  these 
"Rubs"  as  in  any  whole  chamois,  yet 
one  can  have  a  half  a  dozen  of  them  on 
board  the  boat,  to  the  great  advantage 
of  all  polishing  material,  for  the  price  of 
one  whole  skin.  Every  house-keeper 
knows  the  value  of  good  chamois  and 
there  are  many  uses  to  which  these  "Rubs" 
can  be  put  unknown  to  man.  Their 
use  in  garages,  stables,  by  railway  com- 
panies and  on  ocean  liners  is  certain  to  be 
considerable  once  it  is  known  that  they 
can  be  procured.  In  Canada  they  will 
retail  at  35c  each  and  at  present  it  will  be 


necessary  to  send  to  New  York  for  them. 
Later  on  arrangements  will  be  made  for 
them  to  be  procured  through  the  trade. 
They  will  be  exhibited  at  the  Motor  Boat 
Show  to  be  held  in  New  York  in  the 
course  of  the  present  month  and  will 
doubtless  lead  to  many  inquiries  and  to 
considerable  business. 


How  to  Attract  Attention. 

An  effort  was  made  recently  to  direct 
national  attention  to  an  attempt  to  secure 
direct  connection  to  the  ocean  from  Chic- 
ago by  way  of  the  Mississippi.  For  this 
purpose  a  message  was  taken  from  the 
Mayor  of  Chicago  to  President  Roosevelt 
at  St  Louis  by  motor  boat,  the  four  hun- 
dred mile  race  occuping  twenty-three 
hours  and  the  motor  boats  working  in 
relays,  five  boats  being  used  for  the  pur- 
pose. The  effect  was  entirely  successful 
with  the  exception  ot  a  delay  of  ten  hours 
and  was  acknowledged  by  the  President 
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who  expressed  his  belief  in  the  scheme  of 
so  using  the  Mississippi  that  it  shall 
give  us  a  sea  coast  right  into  the  heart  of 
our  country."  In  Canada  we  are  favor- 
ed with  waterways  which  merely  want 
improvements  and  connections  to  make 
them  capable  of  being  used  for  a  similar 
purpose  and  without  doubt  the  great  im- 
provements in  motor  boating  will  call 
attention  to  the  wonderful  facilities  pos- 
sed  by  Canada  in  this  respect.  Water 
carriage  is  with  us  a  development  that  is 
bound  to  make  progress. 

How  to  Leave  the  Boat  in  Winter. 

This  is  a  problem  for  many  owners  and 
its  solution  is  worth  a  good  deal  of 
trouble.  If  there  is  no  good  shed  in 
which  to  store  the  boat  in  company  with 
others  the  owner  should  himself  build  a 
covering,  a  by  no  means  difficult  task  to 
one  accustomed  to  the  use  of  tools  as 
the  owner  of  a  motor  boat  ought  to  be. 
No  doubt  there  are  cases  where  a  boat 
is  simply  drawn  up  beyond  high  water 
mark  and  left  to  the  mercy  of  the  ele- 
ments all  winter.  When  spring  comes 
such  an  owner  is  disposed  to  grumble  if 
his  boat  does  not  act  in  all  respects  as  it 
would  have  done  had  the  best  of  care 
been  bestowed  upon  it  during  the  winter 
interval.  There  is  no  excuse  for  such  an 
owner.  As  he  behaves  to  his  boat  so  he 
must  expect  his  boat  to  behave  to  him. 
If  he  will  give  some  care  to  the  boat  he 
will  gain  his  reward  when  spring  comes 
and  the  increased  enjoyment  of  the  sum- 
mer season  will  lead  him  to  see  to  the 
care  of  his  boat  the  following  winter. 
The  cost  need  not  be  great  and  the  time 
must  of  course  depend  upon  the  nature 
of  the  protection  the  owner  is  disposed 
to  make.  A  simple  but  effective  covering 
is  all  that  the  boat  needs  care  being  first 
taken  to  properly  raise  the  boat  on 
blocks  and  shore  her  well  up.  If  in  ad- 
dition the  owner  cares  to  prepare  her  for 
the  following  spring  by  overhauling  her 
and  making  her  ready  for  the  coat  of 
paint  which  will  make  her  look  so  trim 
and  smart  when  taken  out  again,  so 
much  the  more  advanced  will  his 
work  be  when  spring  returns. 

A  combination,  of  considerable  inter- 
esc  to  boating  men,   has  been  effected 


at  Detroit,  and  by  this  means  Pittsburg 
is  about  to  lose  one  of  its  growing  in- 
dustries. At  recent  motor  boat  contests 
at  Detroit  boats  fitted  with  the  Verona 
engine,  made  by  the  I.  Kowalsky  En- 
gine Company,  of  Verona,  gained  first 
place  and  the  engines  proved  ot  such 
superior  quality  as  to  attract  the  atten- 
tion of  the  principal  officials  of  the 
Waterman  Marine  Motor  Company  with 
the  result  that  an  amalgamation  has 
been  brought  about.  Now  that  this  con- 
solidation has  been  effected,  the  Water- 
man Marine  Motor  Co.  with  its  new 
plant  at  1506-12  Fort  Street  West,  De- 
troit, Mich.,  will  have  one  of  the  most 
complete  lines  in  the  trade.  This  line 
includes  the  well  known  Waterman  Out- 
Board  or  Porto  Motor,  a  detachable 
2  h-p  motor;  Waterman  motor  model  K. 
which  is  a  canoe  motor  of  2  h  p  weigh- 
ing but  35  pounds  and  having  an  alum- 
inum crank  case  and  a  spun  copper 
water  jacket;  and  the  Kowolsky  Com- 
pany's models  in  1,  3,  6  and  10  h  p  tor 
marine  use  and  1,  3,  6,  and  10  h  p  sta- 
tionary Engines. 


A  Big-  Perry  Steamer. 
A  big  car  ferry  is  to  operate  between 
Coburg,  Ont.,  and  Rochester  N.  Y.  all 
the  year  round.  Passengers  and  freight 
will  be  taken  and  the  most  complete  ar- 
rangements have  been  made  for  both. 
The  freight  accomodation  will  be  twenty- 
eight  loaded  cars  and  two  hundred  and 
fifty  passangers  will  be  carried  with  state- 
room accomodation  for  one  hundred. 


Motor  Canal  Boats. 
The  first  canal  boat  in  which  mo  tor 
power  has  been  used  has  been  built  and 
put  in  use  in  England  and  is  attracting 
much  attention  in  Europe.  A  Birming- 
ham boat  builder  installed  a  fifteen  horse 
power  two  cylinder  kerosene  motor  in 
the  hull  ot  an  ordinary  barge  having  a 
capacity  of  thirty-four  tons,  limited, 
however,  under  canal  conditions  to  a 
load  of  twenty-six  tons.  The  cost  of 
operation  is  low,  the  boat  making  a  trip 
of  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles  for  about 
six  dollars.  The  speed  attained 
was  four  miles  an  hour  which  is  a 
great  improvement  upon  that  which  is 
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secured  when  horses  or  mules  are  used 
as  the  propelling  power.  The  speed, 
too,  is  said  to  equal  the  average  of  a 
freight  train  and  once  the  system  is  im- 
proved and  perfected  there  would  seem 
to  be  a  great  future  in  store  for  such  a 
method  in  Canada  as  well  as  in  other 
countries.  It  would  certainly  do  some- 
thing to  relieve  freight  congestion  to  the 
advantage  of  the  railroads  as  well  as  to 
that  of  shippers. 

The  new  designs  of  the  Brantford 
Motor  Launch,  the  great  feature  of  which 
is  one  man  control,  with  no  trouble, 
noise  or  need  of  extra  help,  have  been  ob- 
tained from  one  of  the  most  eminent  de- 
signers on  the  American  continent,  and  are 
such  as  are  likely  to  meet  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  majority  of  boating  men. 
The  launches  are  light,  strong,  seaworthy, 
speedy  and  comfortable,  no  one  feature 
being  sacrificed  to  any  other  but  the  com- 
bination made  such  as  to  ensure  an  equal 
effect  for  all.  Such  a  design  was  of 
course  aiming  at  perfection  and  if  perfec- 
tion has  not  been  reached  a  very  long 
step  has  been  taken  in  that  direction.  The 
launch  is  twenty-two  and  a  half  feet  in 
length,  with  a  seven  horse  power  engine 
and  will  run  eleven  miles  an  hour.  The 
cockpit  is  entirely  clear  so  that  no  one 
using  the  boat  need  get  their  clothes  soil- 
ed by  grease,  etc.  The  engine  is  placed 
under  a  hood  in  the  prow  of  the  boat  but 
means  are  taken  to  make  it  easily  acces- 
sible. Successful  experiments  have  de- 
monstrated the  practicability  of  starting 
a  single  cylinder  engine  in  this  boat  with- 
out cranking  the  engine.      Double  ex-

Our  Medicine  Bag 


An  exciting  story  of  an  encounter 
with  a  wolf  comes  from  Lansdowne, 
Ont.  It  is  stattd  that  Mr,  William 
Blackwell,  a  well  known  Toronto  trav- 
eller made  a  hunting  trip  three  miles 
from  Lansdowne  and  on  his  return  along 
the  railway  track  was  followed  by  a 
wolf.  He  had  but  one  cartridge  left 
and  fired  at  the  big  animal,  but  missed. 
Apparently  the  wolf  was  enraged  at 
being  treated  in  this  fashion  and  charged 
on  Mr.  Blackwell  in  a  way  to  bring  ihe 
fight  to  close  quarters.  >Mr.  Blackwell 
made  a  stand  and  defended  himself  with 
the  butt  end  of  his  gun  to  such  good 
purpose  that  he  killed  the  wolf  though 
not  before  receiving  some  severe  wounds 
from  the  brute's  claws.  This  is  the  first 
wolf  seen  in  that  section  of  the  country 
for  some  years. 


A  proposed  railway  from  Edmonton  to 
Dawson  is  a  very  attractive  proposition 
inasmuch  as  it  would  bring  the  Yukon 
within  reasonable  reach  of  all  parts  of 
Canada.  The  surveys  are  said  to  have 
been  made  and  the  proposed  route  will 
cut  through  the  Stewart  River  country, 
then  through  the  mountains  and  down  to 
Edmonton.  The  last  seven  hundred 
miles — about  half  the  length  of  the  pro- 
posed line — will  be  through  a  piece  of 
country  that  is  claimed  to  be  exceed- 
ingly fertile.  With  the  present  rate  of 
immigration  and  advancement  of  agri- 
cultural interests  it  is  believed  that  such 
a  line  would  pay  from  the  first,  although 
an  effort  is  to  be  made  to  get  the  Do- 
minion Government  to  endorse  the 
bonds.  Canadian  interests  are  strongly 
concerned  in  the  proposed  line  and  it  is 
evident  that  its  establishment  and  suc- 
cess would  mean  much  for  the  future  of 
the  Yukon  and  those  portions  of  Canada 
served  by  the  proposed  line. 


coyote,  One  fine  morning  in  October 
Mr.  W.  Little,  who  is  engaged  in  the 
real  estate  business,  discovered  a  coyote 
wandering  round  the  streets  as  though  in 
a  maze.  Civilization  as  represented  by 
Winnipeg,  did  not  appeal  to  the  animal 
and  he  was  desirous  of  getting  out. 
Mr.  Little  had  with  him  a  recently  pur- 
chased shot  gun  which  he  had  bought 
for  duck  shooting  purposes  and  he  got  in 
a  good  fire  at  close  range  which  finished 
the  animal.  The  body  of  the  prairie 
wolf  which  was  found  to  measure  forty- 
two  inches  trom  the  nose  to  the  tip  of 
the  tail,  was  taken  to  the  Government 
buildings  and  the  bounty  of  two  dollars 
paid  for  the  slaughter.

The  lynx  is  one  of  the  least  desirable 
of  Canadian  animals  with  which  a 
woman  would  like  to  make  acquaintance. 
Mrs.  F.  Evans,  who  lives  in  the  town- 
ship of  Machar,  near  Wiarton,  Ont., 
while  ill  in  bed  suffering  from  a  sore  foot 
saw  a  l)nx  when  a  pane  of  glass  only 
was  between  herself  and  the  animal. 
Her  attention  was  first  called  to  the 
window  by  a  chicken  fluttering  against 
it,  and  immediately  afterwards  the  lynx 
put  his  head  and  paws  to  it  as  though  to 
break  through.  Fortunately  a  rifle  was 
at  the  woman's  side  and  with  it  she  shot 
the  beast  in  the  right  leg.  When  Mr. 
Evans  returned  he  tracked  the  l)nx  to  a 
swamp  and  shot  it  in  a  tree.  The  skin 
measured  six  feet  and  it  was  clear  that 
the  animal  was  a  nasty  one  with  which 
to  make  too  close  an  acquaintance. 

The  shooting  of  a  bear  in  Old  Ontario 
is  worthy  of  record  by  reason  of  its 
rarity.  On  the  day  October  was  ushered 
in,  Mr.  W.  J.  Walsh,  of  Windthorp, 
McKillip  township,  near  the  town  of  Sea- 
forth,  was  out  with  a  gun  near  his  own 
farm,  when  he  met  a  bear  in  a  small 
piece  of  wood.  Mr.  Walsh  was  equal 
to  the  situation  and  promptly  shot  the 
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bear  which  was  dressed  and  exhibited  by 
a  local  butcher. 


Northern  Ontario  is  exhibiting  some 
wonders  in  various  directions  and  ac- 
cording to  latest  reports  is  to  have  a 
straight  line  of  track  extendiug  for  no 
less  than  seventy  miles.  For  this 
length  there  will  be  no  curve,  rock  cut- 
ting or  any  obstruction  save  rivers. 
The  length  will  be  on  the  new  transcon- 
tinental and  will  probably  be  the  longest 
straight  line  of  track  to  be  found  on  the 
continent,  even  including  prairie  sections. 


In  thoroughness,  the  arrangements  of 
the  United  States  Government  for  the 
reception  and  upkeep  of  the  herd  of 
American  buffaloes  donated  to  them  by 
1  the  American  Bison  Society  appear  to 
leave  nothing  undone.  The  new  park  is 
in  the  Wichita  National  Game  Preserve, 
which  is  a  reserve  of  over  60,000  acres 
located  in  the  mountainous  district  of 
southwestern  Oklahoma  where  it  is  be- 
lieved conditions  as  nearly  as  possible  to 
those  under  which  the  buffaloes  thrived 
in  the  country  in  the  early  days  will  be 
established.  No  less  than  $35,000  is 
being  spent  on  a  wire  fence  and  it  is 
hoped  that  within  this  protected  area  the 
longevity  and  propagation  of  the  buffalo 
will  be  assured.  Since  these  arrange- 
ments have  been  in  progress  several  ad- 
ditional buffalo  have  been  given  to  the 
Government  and  it  is  arranged  to  send 
many  species  of  small  game  to  the 
reserve  at  the  same  time  as  the  buffalo 
are  introduced  there. 

Another  dash  for  the  North  Pole  is 
being  arranged  by  Dr.  Cook,  who  in 
this  expedition  is  to  be  accompanied 
only  by  his  faithful  Norwegian  cook, 
Rudolf  Frank,  and  a  couple  of  sturdy 
young  Eskimos  and  their  dogs.  Three 
stations  will  be  established  on  the  route 
from  the  point  from  which  the  last  dash 
will  be  made  and  in  this  way  it  will  not 
be  necessary  to  take  too  heavy  a  load  of 
provisions.  The  last  trip  will  be  over 
six  hundred  miles  but  Dr.  Cook  is  hope- 
ful of  being  able  to  accomplish  the  dis- 
ance  with  the  assistance  ot  the  natives 


and  the  dogs.  In  his  preparations  and 
expenses  he  has  been  much  assisted  by 
Mr.  Jno.  R.  Bradley,  who  is  blessed  with 
a  large  proportion  of  this  world's  goods 
and  is  a  well  known  and  experienced 
hunter.  The  quiet  manner  in  which  the 
preparations  have  been  made  have  done 
much  in  the  opinion  of  those  most  inter- 
ested, to  secure  the  success  of  the  un- 
dertaking. 


For  some  time  past  there  has  been 
trouble  between  the  whites  and  the  In- 
dians over  the  St.  Peter's  reserve  near 
Selkirk  in  Manitoba.  Arrangements 
have  now  been  made  by  which  the  In- 
dians will  move  to  a  new  reserve  on 
Lake  Winnipeg  where  21,000  acres  will 
be  patented  to  them  on  the  basis  of 
eighty  acres  to  each  family  of  five. 
Three  thousand  acres  will  be  set  aside 
for  hay  land.  The  reserve  will  be  sold 
and  half  the  proceeds  given  to  the  In- 
dians while  the  other  half  will  be  funded 
for  their  benefit. 


The  famous  Reed  collection  of  heads, 
horns  and  skins  of  Alaskan  big  game 
animals,  which  for  three  years  has  been 
on  exhibition  at  the  Union  Club  in  Vic- 
toria, B.  C,  has  been  secured  for  New 
York,  and  safely  landed  at  the  Zoological 
Park.  The  collection  was  formed  by 
Mr.  A.  S.  Reed,  an  English  sportsman, 
during  an  extensive  series  of  hunting 
adventures  in  the  wild  Northwest,  and  it 
contains  the  finest  lot  of  heads,  of  giant 
moose,  caribou,  Alaskan  brown  bear, 
white  mountain  sheep  and  walrus,  ever 
brought  together.  Owing  to  the  disap- 
pearance ot  the  big  game  of  Alaska,  it  is 
doubtful  whether  it  would  now  be  possi- 
ble for  apyone  to  bring  together  such  a 
collection  of  extra  large  specimens. 
Several  of  the  objects  are,  by  experts, 
believed  to  be  the  finest  of  their  kinds  in 
existence.  The  collection  is  widely 
known  among  the  sportsmen  of  America 
and  Europe,  and  it  will  be  a  satisfaction 
to  American  sportsmen  and  naturalists 
to  know  that  it  will  remain  in  America. 
It  arrived  at  the  Zoological  Park  packed 
in  six  huge  cases,  on  October  16th,  and 
was  temporarily  stored  in  the  horn  room 
of  the  Lion  House.    The  collection  was

secured  through  the  efforts  of  Dr.  W.  T. 
Hornaday,  who  last  winter  was  instru- 
mental in  founding  the  National  Collec- 
tion of  Heads  and  Horns,  owned  by  the 
New  York  Zoological  Society.  It  comes 
to  New  York  as  the  gift  of  Emerson 
McMillin,  Esq.,  a  prominent  member  of 
the  Campfire  Club  of  New  York,  who  is 
himself  an  ardent  sportsman.  The  col- 
lection is  valued  at  $10,000;  but  by  rea- 
son of  the  purpose  to  which  it  will  be  de- 
voted, it  was  finally  acquired  at  a  total 
cost  of  $5,500.  It  was  secured  barely 
in  time  to  forestall  its  sale  abroad.  A 
famous  German  sportsman,  of  unlimited 
wealth,  passed  through  New  York  City, 
on  his  way  to  Victoria  to  purchase  the 
collection,  when  he  learned  that  it  had 
been  secured  two  weeks  previously  by 
the  authorization  of  Mr.  McMillin.  He 
has  since  stated  that  he  would  willingly 
have  paid  $10,000  for  the  lot.

In  the  far  Northwest  Commissioner 
T.  A.  Bothwick  and  party  have  been  en- 
gaged all  summer  visiting  different  In- 
dian tribes,  paying  treaty  money,  and 
hearing  claims  for  half  breed  scrip.  In 
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the  course  of  this  trip  the  party  travelled 
over  two  thousand  miles,  the  whole 
journey  with  the  exception  of  short 
distances  at  the  beginning  and  the  end, 
being  made  by  canoe.  The  most  remote 
point  visited  was  Lac  de  Brochet,  in 
Keewatin,  just  east  of  the  northeast  cor- 
ner ot  the  Saskatchewan  boundary. 
Treaties  were  made  at  this  place  with 
two  bands  of  Indians — the  Lac  la  Hache 
and  the  Barren  Lands  Indians.  The 
journey  proved  most  interesting  to  those 
taking  part  in  it  and  did  much  to  bring 
the  Indians  within  the  reach  of  civil- 
ization. 


A  split  cane  fishing  rod  strong  enough 
to  land  the  biggest  trout  or  bass  that 
ever  tempted  angler,  and  durable  enough 
to  withstand  an  all  night's  soaking  in 
the  rain  without  loosening  a  joint,  is  the 
latest  triumph  of  Mr.  Westwood  of  the 
Allcock  Laight  and  Westwood  Company 
Toronto,  Ont.

The  J.  Stevens  Arms  and  Tool  Com- 
pany of  Chicopee  Falls,  Mass.,  has 
placed  upon  the  market  a  new  Stevens 
Telescope  which  they  describe  as  "The 
New  Stevens  Telescope  No.  462."  This 
Telescope  has  sufficient  eye  relief  to  ad- 
mit of  its  being  placed  forward  of  the 
receiver  and  on  top  of  the  rifle.  Tele- 
scopes having  short  eye  relief  can  only 
be  used  with  side  mounts  on  a  maga- 
zine that  eject  the  shells  from  the  top. 
As  top  mounts  are  generally  preferred 
the  new  glass  is  certain  to  be  a  favorite 
with  shooters  who  use  repeating  rifles. 
The  Telescope  has  a  power  of  two  and 
three-quarters  inches;  the  field  is  as  large 


as  it  is  possible  to  make  it,  and  is  re- 
markably bright  and  clear.  In  dark 
woods  or  at  dusk,  where  the  ordinary 
sight  is  useless  game  is  easily  sighted 
with  this  glass.  For  target  practice  it  is 
unexcelled  and  long  likely  to  remain  so- 


The  Toronto  Council  authorities  main- 
tain a  Zoo  at  Riverdale  Park  in  that 
city  Amongst  the  animals  in  captivity 
is  a  fine  elk  which  is  confined  within  a 
wire-fenced  paddock.  His  next- neigh- 
bor was  a  Scotch  buck,  which  had  been 
dehorned  after  killing  a  doe  a  year  ago, 
and  for  some  time  ill  feeling  had  been 
growing  between  them.  One  morning 
in  October  the  two  started  fighting  and 
though  the  fence  was  between  them  they 
engaged  in  a  death  struggle  with  the 
result  that  the  elk  gained  the  victory  and 
killed  the  buck.  The  Corporation  also 
possess  another  elk  at  High  Park  which 
is  likewise  said  to  be  very  cross  and 
fears  have  been  entertained  that  the  an- 
imal might  break  through  the  fence  and 
injure  some  of  the  visitors. 


Reports  from  Rice  Lake,  Ont.,  are  to 
the  effect  that  the  wild  rice  crops  are 
disappointingly  small  this  year  owing  to 
the  high  water  in  the  spring.  This  crop 
is  gathered  by  the  Indians,  and  it  is 
suggested  that  the  Government  of  the 
Province  should  take  some  steps  to  pro- 
tect the  famous  rice  beds  of  the  Lake  or 
they  will  soon  be  a  thing  of  the  past. 
While  the  wild  fowl  are  plentiful  on  the 
lake  they  are  stated  to  be  wilder  than 
ever  and  good  decoys  are  needed  to 
bring  them  close.

tion  always  on  hand  should  prove  most 
useful  and  valuable  to  all  who  go  to  the 
backwoods. 


A  local  pedestrian,  James  Reynolds, 
who  is  in  his  fifty-seventh  year,  has 
walked  from  Port  Hope  to  Toronto  and 
back  again  in  thirty-six  hours,  nineteen 
minutes,  lowering-  the  best  previous 
record  by  two  hours  and  fifty-four  min- 
utes. The  length  of  the  walk  was  one 
hundred  and  thirty-eight  miles. 


A  wonderful  record  in  line  construction 
troubles  is  reported  from  Northern  On- 
tario. At  the  one  hundred  and  fifty-first 
mile  of  the  Temiskamlng  and  Northern 
Ontario  Railway,  or  just  thirty-seven 
miles  above  New  Liskeard  there  have 
been  two  subsidences  that  are  serious. 
In  the  first  case  the  line  which  was  a 
fill-in  of  a  ravine  suddenly  sank  to  the 
depth  of  ten    feet.    A  big  gang  of  men 


were  put  to  work  refilling  the  vacancy 
but  when  they  had  filled  and  levelled  to 
the  rest  of  the  grade  of  the  line,  the  fill- 
ing sank  again,  this  time  fifteen  feet.  A 
third  effort  is  being  made  to  fill  the 
yawning  gap  and  this  time  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  work  will  remain  per- 
manent. 

Loud  and  bitter  were  the  complaints 
voiced  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Ni- 
agara Falls  branch  of  the  Ontario  Fish 
and  Game  Protective  Association  as  to 
the  laxity  in  the  enforcement  of  the  fish 
and  game  laws  at  that  frontier.  The 
allegation  was  publicly  made  that  every 
Deputy  Warden  who  tried  to  enforce  the 
law  was  dismissed  and  that  as  a  conse- 
quence illegal  work  was  going  on  un- 
checked. Instances  were  given  of  in- 
fractions of  the  law  and  it  was  stated 
that  thousands  of  tons  of  fish  caught  in 
the  Canadian  waters  of  Lake  Erie,  Lake 
St.  Clair  and  connecting  streams  pass 
through    the  Falls  every   year  on  their

way  to  the  markets  of  Buffalo,  Boston, 
New  York  and  Pittsburg.  When  the 
wardens  attempted  to  do  their  duty 
thousands  of  little  fish  and  fish  out  of 
season  were  found  with  the  result  that 
extensive  seizures  were  made.  While 
the  fish  export  business  was  the  princi- 
pal cause  for  discontent  it  was  declared 
that  matters  were  very  little,  if  any, 
better  with  regard  to  big  game.  A 
prominent  citizen  declared  that  a  big  coal 
wagon  filled  with  carcasses  of  deer  was 
shipped  from  Toronto  and  taken  across 
to  the  American  side  unmolested.  Sim- 
ilar cases  were  also  mentioned.  It  is 
stated  that  the  deer  are  shot  under  Can- 
adian licenses  and  sold  to  American 
dealers.  As  it  seems  no  one's  duty  to 
enforce  the  export  regulations  the  traffic 
is  said  to  be  profitable  though  it  could 
easily  be  stopped.  American  citizens  are 
said  to  be  running  fish  traps  on  the  Can- 
adian side  of  the  Niagara  River  at 
Queenston  and  to  be  hourly  sending 
fish  across  without  the  slightest  inspec- 
tion by  any  Canadian  official.  Charges 
of  dynamiting  and  shooting  birds  at  all 
seasons  in  the  Gorge  were  also  made. 
The  Provincial  Government  has  been  ap- 
pealed to  without  suceess  and  it  was  de- 
cided to  go  direct  to  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment asking  that  the  Commissioner 
of  Customs  be  instructed  to  direct  his 
officers  to  enforce  the  Dominion  exporta- 
tion law.  It  certainly  appears,  if  only  a 
tithe  of  the  complaints  made  can  be  sub- 
stantiated, as  though  there  is  plenty  of 
work  for  the  whole  organization  of  the 
Ontario  Fish  and  Game  Protective  Asso- 
ciation to  do  at  Niagara  Falls.  They 
should  support  their  branch  in  their 
efforts  to  move  the  Government  in  this 
matter.  While  the  branch  may  not  be 
powerful  enough  to  accomplish  much  the 
whole  organization  ought  to  be  able  to 
secure  an  effective  remedy  for  the  pres- 
ent condition  of  things. 


Some  most  interesting  statements 
were  made  by  Captain  Bernier  of  the 
Artie,  on  his  return  from  an  exploration 
trip  in  the  Polar  seas.  He  reports  hav- 
ing taken  possession  of  many  Northern 
islands  on  behalf  of  the  Dominion  and 
visiting  many  remote  points.    The  Es- 


quimeaux  of  the  far  north  are  said  to  be 
all  pagans  and  to  live  almost  entirely  on 
Arctic  seal,  their  diet  being  only  varied 
by  any  fish  they  may  catch.  Houses, 
kyaks  and  clothing  are  all  made  of  seal 
skin  while  the  fat  and  oil  are  used  for 
light  and  fuel.  Musk  ox,  reindeer  and 
polar  bears  were  seen.  One  of  the  lat- 
ter animals  which  was  killed  required 
nine  bullets  to  despatch,  though  he  was 
only  a  few  yards  from  the  ship,  and 
charged  valiantly  upon  the  enemy. 
There  are  still  many  whales  in  "  Baffin's 
Bay,  including  the  '  'right"  whale,  the 
carcass  of  which  is  said  to  be  worth 
$10,000.  Ten  Dundee  whalers  were 
seen  by  the  Arctic  and  in  each  case  the 
Dominion  license  fee  of  v$50  was  exacted 
without  any  demur. 


Mr.  F.  B.  Guild,  who  recounted  his 
experiences  in  moose  hunting  in  Quebec 
in  1906  in  our  July  number,  has  with 
several  companions  spent  two  weeks  in 
the  same  province  fishing  and  hunting 
this  season.  The  whole  of  the  members 
of  the  party  succeeded  in  capturing 
moose  and  that  secured  by  Mr.  Guild  had 
horns  with  a  spread  of  sixty-one  inches. 
His  companions  gained  heads  with 
horns  measuring  forty-seven  inches, 
fifty-five  inches  and  fifty-six  inches  re- 
spectively. Later  on  we  hope  to  pub- 
lish an  illustrated  account  of  Mr.  Guild's 
experiences  on  this  hunt. 


The  United  States  Forest  Service  cir- 
cular 113,  should  have  a  very  consider- 
able interest  for  Canadian  people.  A 
study  of  dead  timber  in  the  National 
Forests  has  resulted  in  the  establishment 
of  the  fact  that  sound  dead  timber  is 
valuable ^nd  the  only  cause  for  rejecting 
it  is  ignorance  of  its  true  value.  Dead 
timber  is  divided  into  three  classes: — (1) 
fire  killed  timber;  (2)  timber  killed  by 
insects,  and  (3)  timber  killed  by  other 
causes  such  as  dying  out  and  lightning. 
Fire  killed  timber  is  the  best  and  while 
about  fifty  per  cent  of  it  is  fit  for  saw 
lumber,  the  whole  of  it  can  be  used  in  the 
round  for  cord  wood,  making  charcoal 
or  similar  purposes.  The  strength  ot 
sound  dry  timber  was  found  to  be  nine- 
tenths  of  green  and  twice  the  strength 
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of  green  freshly  cut.  For  mine  timbers, 
railroad  ties  and  fence  posts  it  is  in  many 
cases,  the  very  best  material.  The  use 
of  dead  timber  is  a  double  economy — it 
prevents  waste  and  saves  more  valuable 
timber  for  better  uses.  There  must  be  a 
very  large  amount  of  fire  killed  timber 
throughout  Canada  and  if  this  inquiry  by 
the  States  should  lead  to  the  use  of  a 
proportion  of  it,  a  very  considerable  ad- 
vantage should  accrue  to  the  Dominion. 

At  Port  Arthur,  Ont.,  the  first  moose 
of  the  season  was  brought  in  from  Loon 
Lake  by  W.  H.  Flaherty  and  Louis 
Walsh.   

Mr.  L.  O.  Armstrong  is  busy  making 
arrangements  for  the  wolf  hunt  of  1908. 
He  is  looking  for  the  territory  which 
offers  the  best  chance  for  slaying  wolves, 
whether  it  be  by  shooting,  trapping  or 
poisoning.  4 'Rod  and  Gun"  will  be 
very  glad  to  receive  information  from 
any  of  its  readers  of  the  proximity  of 
bands  of  wolves.  This  information 
must  be  of  a  reliable  kind.  The  prom- 
ising districts  will  be  visited  by  an  agent 
to  see  that  they  are  about  right.  Mr. 
Armstrong  has  been  busy  studying  up 
wolf  methods.  Through  the  experience 
gained  in  the  wolf  hunt  of  1907,  even 
greater  enjoyment  will  be  provided  for 
the  parties  attending.  Everyone  who 
was  on  that  wolf  hunt  enjoyed  every 
hour  of  it.  Nipigon,  Ont  ,  and  Kip- 
pewa,  Manwaki  andNomining  Que.,  are 
suggested  for  the  wolf  hunt. 

The  Indian  population  of  Canada 
show  a  slight  increase  during  the  year  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year  but 
whether  this  is  due  to  an  actual  growth 
or  the  inclusion  of  hitherto  uncounted 
Indians  appears  to  be  still  open  to  ques- 
tion. It  is  clear  from  the  report  the 
Indians  are  not  going  back  either  in  the 
agricultural  arts  or  in  earning  powers, 
and  in  educational  and  religious  matters 
if  there  is  no  advance  there  is  at  least  no 
retrogression.  Influenza  seems  to  have 
done  more  to  thin  their  ranks  than  any 
other  illness  though  measles  made  many 
inroads  amongst  the  Indians  of  Ontario 
and  whooping  cough  attacked  the  same 
reserves  where  measles  secured  a  footing, 
assuming  a  more  virulent  character  than 
usual. 
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The  record  for  a  New  Brunswick 
moose  head  has  been  beaten  this  year 
and  the  happy  man  is  Dr.  W.  L.  Munro. 
The  Dr.  had  a  four  weeks'  hunting  trip  • 
to  the  headwaters  of  the  ^Nepisiquit 
River  and  brought  back  with  him  the 
head  of  a  moose  he  shot  upon  his  trip. 
The  antlers  have  a  spread  of  sixty- eight 
and  a  quarter  inches,  the  larg- 
est shot  in  New  Brunswick  of  which 
there  is  any  record.  The  best 
previous  record  was  sixty-seven  and  a 
half.  During  the  present  season  Mr. 
E.  C.  Russell,  an  English  sportsman, 
killed  one  at  Upsalquitch  Lake  with  an- 
tlers having  a  spread  of  sixty-one 
inches,  and  twenty-nine  points,  each 
brow  piece  having  four  points.  Both  of 
these  moose  were  shot  on  Charlie  Cre- 
min's  territory.  His  home  address  is 
Scotch  Lake,  N.  B.  It  is  further  worthy 
of  note  that  this  is  the  first  time  the 
record  has  been  held  by  anyone  outside 
of  the  Province.  Mr.  Russell's  head  is 
also  a  record  head  as  it  is  the  largest 
ever  secured  by  an  English  sportsman. 
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The   Hamilton  branch  of  the  Ontario 
Fish  and    Game    Protective  Association 
continue  their  activities  and  at  the  end  of 
October  a  deputation  of  three  members 
including  Major  Hendrie,  H.  Barnard, 
and   Thomas    Upton  waited   upon  the 
Hon.  Dr.  Reaume,  the  Minister  of  Pub- 
lic Works,  who   has  charge  of  the  fish 
and  game  interests  of  Ontario,  drawing 
his    attention    to  various    infractions  of 
the  laws  throughout  the   Province  and 
the  laxity  of  their  enforcement.  Amongst 
other  things  they  pointed  out  that  non- 
resident   hunters,      when  unsuccessful, 
purchased  deer  shot  by  unlicensed  parties 
along  the  railway.     Dr.    Reaume  prom- 
ised   that  their  representations  should 
receive  attention,  and  that  he  would  look 
into    the    particular    matter     of  their 
complaints

The  hard  wood  cut  is  declining 
without  a  doubt  and  figures  are  given  to 
show  that  this  is  so.  The  supply  in  In- 
diana and  Ohio4  the  original  centre  of 
hard  wood  production,  is  practically  ex- 
haused.  The  cut  is  now  widely  distrib- 
uted and  is  heavy  in  every  State  even 
when  the  hard  wood  is  found  in  very 
small  quantities.  A  wide  survey  of  the 
existing  supply,  and  allowing  a  generous 
estimate  of  existing  quantities  shows 
that  the  entire  quantity  at  present  avail- 
able will  be  exhausted  in  sixteen  years. 
The  Appalachian  Mountaius  must  have, 
we  are  told,  fully  halt  of  the  country's 
present  supply  of  hard  wood  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  heavy  cutting  has  been  go- 
ing on  there  for  over  a  hundred  years. 
In  the  western  States  there  is  no  hard 
wood  supply  though  there"  are  many  soft 
woods  on  tbe  Pacific  coast.  If  ener-

tries  dependent  upon  the  hard  wood  sup- 
ply will  be  crippled  and  then  destroyed. 
The  entire  country  is  concerned  in  re- 
lieving the  situation.  The  conclusion  is 
inevitable;  the  States  are  dangerously 
near  a  hardwood  famine  and  have  made 
no  provision  against  it.  In  the  Appal- 
achian Mountains  it  is  suggested  that  the 
key  to  the  situation  is  to  be  found. 
These  mountains  excel  in  the  production 
ot  timber.  They  bear  a  great  variety  of 
species  and  they  have  the  best  remaining 
hard  wrood  growth  anywhere  to  be  found. 
If  they  could  be  fr  eefrom  these  enemies 
— fire  and  unwise  cutting — their  forests 
could  easily  reproduce  the  best  kinds  of 
timber.  It  is  estimated  by  officials  of 
the  Forest  Service  that  if  the  Appalachian 
forests  are  rightly  managed,  and  taken 
soon  enough,  they  will  ensure  contin- 
uously the  hard  wood  supply  of  the 
country  and  do  it  without  exhausting  the 
forest.  So  much  damage  has  been  done 
that  years  will  be  required  before,  even 
with  the  bestofmanagement,  it  will  be  pos- 
sible to  reach  a  high  state  of  productive- 
ness.    Until  this  stage  is  reached  there 


must  be  a  shortage  in  hard  wood  timber. 
The  longer  the  delay  in  putting  the  for- 
est under  control  the  longer  continued 
andmore  extreme  will  be  the  shortage. 
In  Canada  we  should  take  warning  from 
their  experiences  and  see,  while  we  have 
yet  time,  as  we  have  at  present,  that  this 
country  is  not  allowed  to  drift  into  a  sim- 
ilar position  and  that  not  even  the 
shadow  of  a  wood  famine  is  allowed  to 
hang  over  the  Dominion.

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portunity  of  distinguishing-  himself  in  the 
position  to  which  he  has  succeeded  and 
if  he  will  take  up  these  questions  where 
his  predecessor  left  them  he  will  do  much 
to  strengthen  the  Government  of  which 
he  is  now  a  member  and  to  assist  the 
cause  for  which  so  much  is  now  being 
done  throughout  this  wide  Dominion. 

Everyone  who  has  studied  conditions 
in  the  north  has  long  been  convinced  that 
discoveries  other  than  mineral  would  re- 
ward some  of  the  pioneers.  A  story  now 
comes  from  Edmonton  to  the  effect  that 
a  prairie  country  of  much  richness  has 
been  found  in  what  is  called  the  Pine 
River  district.  Two  settlers  who  went 
in  are  authorities  for  the  statement  that 
cattle  and  crops  of  all  kinds  thrive  won- 
derfully in  a  country  where  the  sun 
shines  twenty  hours  out  of  the  twenty- 
four.  The  great  drawback  is  transport- 
ation but  if  the  reports  now  made  are 
correct  transportation  facilities  are 
bound  to  come. 


Mr.  L.  O.  Armstrong,  who  has  for 
many  years  held  the  position  of  Coloniz- 
ation and  Tourist  Agent  for  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway,  during  which  time  he 
has  done  much  exploration  and  develop- 
ment work  in  Canada,  has  had  added  to 
his  existing  duties  those  of  developing 
the  mineral  resources  and  industrial  pos- 
sibilities along  the  Company's  line.  For 
years  the  Canadian  Pacific  has  done 
much  bv  its  influence  to  forward  the  work 
of  forest  preservation  and  it  is  Stated 
that  in  this  direction  it  will  do  more  than 
ever  in  the  future.  Of  necessity  much  of 
this  work  has  come  under  the  notice  of 
Mr.  Armstrong  in  the  past  in  connection 
with  his  exploraiion  and  development 
work,  and  his  new  duties  will  not  be 
strange  to  him.  They  will  give  him  an 
extended  authority  and  greater  powers 
for  usefulness  and  in  entering  upon  those 
dutus  he  does  so  with  ripened  experience 
and  a  full  knowledge  which  will  enable 
him  to  do  good  work  for  his  Company 
and  for  the  whole  of  the  Dominion. 


The  authorities  of  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  are  making  arrangements  for  a 
wolf  hunt  this  winter  in  the  Province  of 
Quebec.  In  order  to  give  an  extra  fillip 
to  the  sport  it  will  be  combined  with  a 
caribou  hunt  and  the  double  event  will 
take  place  in  January,  it  there  is  only 
sufficient  snow  on  the  ground  to  give 
promise  of  successful  sport. 


Another  of  those  little  inventions  which 
do  not  loom  large  upon  the  attention  of 
sportsmen  but  mean  much  to  them  in 
comfort  and  success  has  been  bro  ight 
out  by  the  Marble  Safety  Axe  Company  of 
Gladstone,  Mich.  It  is  in  the  form  of  a 
new  handle  for  their  jointed  rifle  rod  and 
is  called  a  Bulb  Handle.  It  will  be  fur- 
nished in  future  instead  of  the  straight 
wooden  handle.  The  new  handle  allows 
the  thrust  and  pull  to  be  given  in  a  direct 
line  with  the  bore  of  the  gun  and  much 
more  power  can  be  exerted  with  less 
strain  on  the  hand.  Marble's  rod  is 
made  of  brass  with  steel  joint  connections 
and  steel  swivels.  It  will  not  "wobble" 
bend  or  break. 


As  a  result  of  a  conference  of  the 
American  Fisheries  Society  at  Erie,  Pa., 
when  a  paper  was  read  bv  Mr  A.  Kelly 
Evans,  of  the  Ontario  Fish  and  Game 
Protective  Society,  advocating  a  more 
effective  control  of  the  fisheries  of  the 
Great  Lakes,  the  Hon.  W.  E.  Meehan, 
Commissioner  of  Fisheries  for  Penns\l- 
vania  and  Secretary  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  American  Fisheries' 
Society,  has  forwarded  a  request  for  an 
international  convention  to  his  excellency 
Earl  Grey,  Sir  Mortimer  Clark,  Lieut. 
Governor  of  Ontario,  President  Roose- 
velt and  the  Governors  of  all  the  States 
bordering  on  the  Great  Lakes.  The  bus- 
iness oT  the  convention  will  consist  in 
devising  uniform  regulations  to  save 
what  remains  of  the  lakes  fisheries  and 
suggest  schemes  for  re  stocking  them  as 
the  basis  of  a  permanent  supply.  In  our 
next  number  we  shall  publish  in  full  the 
paper  of  Mr.  Evans  and  our  readers  may 
rely  upon  being  kept  informed  of  the 
latest  information  upon  this  most  im- 
portant matter.

Stray  Pellets. 

The  first  big  Canadian  shoot  of  the  com- 
ing year  will  be  that  at  Hamilton  at  targets 
and  live  birds.  Jan.  14-17.  We  would  like  to 
see  the  handicap  eliminated  in  the  target  events 
at  this  big  meet  and  all  shoot  from  16  yards. 
As  a  live  bird  shoot  it  is  probably  the  most 
important  affair  in  America,  e*nd  brings  to- 
gether the  best  shots  of  the  U.S.  and  Canada. 

In  a  match  at  50  targets,  each  man,  R.  E 
Day  and  B.  W.  Glover,  London,  beat  H.  W. 
Partlo  and  W,  J.  Kirbyson,  Ingersoll,  with  a 
score  of  96  to  80.  The  shoot  took  pkuue  at 
London. 

Day  and  Glover  of  London  won  their  return 
match  with  Partlo  and  Kirbyson  of  Ingersoll 
at  latter  place  with  score  of  94  to  84.  Each  shot 
at  50  targets.  Day  broke  49,  Glover  45,  Kir- 
byson 42  and  Partlo  42.  In  this  and  the  pre- 
vious match  Day  made  the  exceptionally  good 
score  of  98  out  of  100. 

Hoiod  Walters  has  left  the  service  of  the 
Dupont  Powder  Co.,  lomd  accepted  the  mana- 
gership of  the  International  Smokeless  Powder 
Co.'s  New  York  office,  retiring  from  the  shoot- 
ing field  as  a  demonstrator.  After  four 
months  rest  he  has  reappeared  as  an  amateur, 
celebrating  his  return  by  winning  the  Bergen 
Beach  amateur  championship  at  live  birds. 

The  opening  of  the  season  on  game  always 
has  a  bearish  effect  on  trap  shooting,  the 
most  enthusiastic  target  shooter  being  always 
ready  for  a  change  to  a  more  juicy  article  of 
diet.

This  here  I've  been  a  tinkerin',  which  lays  acrost  my  knee, 
Is  the  axe  that  I'll  be  usin'  fer  to  fell  the  ven'son-tree. 

I've  polished  up  the  iron,  an'  I've  covered  it  with  ile, 

It's  bit  is  only  quarter  inch,  its  helve  is  half  a  mile, 

Whew  !    What's  that  so  pesky  ?    Why  it  kind  o'  frightened  me, 

It's  the  wind  a-blowin'  thro'  the  top  o'  the  cute  old  ven'son-tree. 


Blessed  be  t  le  man  that  invented  holi- 
days. They  are  not  a  luxury,  but  a 
necessity.  We  moderns  live  in  an  elec- 
trical age.  We  are  keyed  up  to  the  con- 
cert pitch.  The  demands  upon  us  are 
urgent  and  nerve-prostrating.  There  is 
no  tyranny  like  twentieth  century  civiliza- 
tion. It  makes  little  difference  where 
we  are  or  what  position  we  occupy,  we 
are  reminded  that  we  are  slaves,  with  all 
a  slave's  restrictions  and  limitations.  To 
be  successful,  body   and   mind    must  be

kept  in  a  healthy  condition.  Railroad 
iron  will  wear  out,  and  no  man  can  stand, 
without  intermission,  the  grinding  round 
of  our  modern  life.  It  is  absolutely  neces- 
sary that  the  monotony  of  life  should 
be  broken  squarely  off,  and  for  a  month 
at  least,  and  longer  if  possible,  a  complete 
riddance  be  made  of  it,  and  we  get  close 
to  that  kind  nurse — Mother  Nature.  In 
most  men  there  is  some  wild  instinct, 
some  taint  of  wild  nature  in  the  blood, 
that  like  an  eruption,  breaks  out  oftenest 
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when  the  maple,  anticipating"  winter, 
borrows  all  the  colors  of  the  setting  sun. 
It  is  then  that  Nature  calls  with  a  voice 
that  is  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  resist, 
and  in  day-dreams  we  hear  again  the 
whir-r-r  of  the  startled  partridge,  or  the 
deep  chorus  of  the  hounds,  now  dying 
away  in  the  valleys,  now  swelling-  into 
full  song,  as  in  pursuit  of  their  quarry 
they  top  some  eminence. 

Nature  has  charms  that  nothing  artific- 
ial can  hope  to  rival.  Here  the  true  elixir 
of  life  is  breathed  and  youth  is  renewed, 
for  when  we  are  whipping  the  streams  or 
trolling  among  the  islands  of  some  North- 
ern Lake,  or  tramping  some  old,  almost 
forgotten  portage  road  in  search  of  par- 
tridge or  hiding  behind  the  decoys  that 
have  been  placed 
near  some  rice- 
bed,  we  are  boys 
again,  with  all 
a  boy's  love  and 
ardor  for  God's 
outdoors. 

But  who  can 
picture  with  pen 
the  pleasures  of 
a  deer-hunt, that 
sport  of  Kings  ? 
True  it  is  late 


in  the  year,  the 
weather  is  often 
cold.  Boreas  in 
the  early  morn- 
ing is  a  sharp  the  zephyr. 
biter     and  a 

close  shaver  ;  often  there  is  a  long  wait- 
ing time  beside  some  wind-swept  lake, 
and  hope  is  long  deferred,  but  here  hope 
deferred  does  not  make  the  heart  sick, 
ffo  one  thinks  of  cold  or  weariness,  or 
long  waiting-.  There  are  plenty  of  good 
warm  clothes  in  the  world,  and  you  are 
never  alone.  The  social  meat-bird  is 
always  there  to  share  your  biscuit,  and 
fraternize  with  you  ;  you  have  an  occas- 
ional visit  from  a  passing  weasel,  who 
looks  at  you  with  eyes  of  wonder  as 
though  he  said,  "I  never  saw  that  bump 
on  that  log  before,"  or  a  chesty  partridge, 
with  jaunty  air  walks  down  to  the  river, 
and  then  your  trusty  Savage  is  with  you, 
it  knows  all  your  hopes  and  shares  them, 
but  leaves  you  to  bear  all  the  shame  of  a 
mistake.      The  body  may  be  sometimes 


cold  but  the  heart  never  is,  for  the  exer- 
cise the  heart  has  in  travelling  from  its 
rightful  place  in  the  body,  up  to  the 
throat  and  back  again  keeps  it  warm 
enough.  What  song  of  Grand  Opera 
can  equal  the  chorus  of  hounds  on  a  frosty 
morning,  the  yelping  treble  of  the  pups 
getting  their  first  tryout,  mingling  with 
the  bass  of  the  veterans  !  And  then  in 
the  gathering  shadows  to  go  back  to  the 
warmth  and  brightness  of  a  good  housa- 
boat,  to  sit  down  to  an  appetizing  dinner 
that  would  tempt  a  dyspeptic,  and  after- 
wards over  a  pipe,  to  talk  of  the  day's  fun 
or  of  old  times,  or  retell  the  humorous 
experiences  of  other  days  and  lastly,  tull 
of  dinner  and  contentment,  to  go  to  bed 
and  be    lulled  to  sleep  by  the  lapping 

of  water  and 
the  soft  mourn- 
ful sighing  of 
the  pine,  to 
sleep  as  healthy 
children  do,  un- 
til the  Colonel, 
long  before  day- 
light, cries  in  a 
stentorian  voice 
"All  Aboard," 
— is  this  not  all 
worth  while  ? 
Why,  even  the 
wet  sponge  that 
Mr.  Sleepyhead 
gets  is  a  pleas- 
ure, for  does  he 
not  lie  waiting 
for  it  morning  after  morning  ?  And  he 
is  never  disappointed,  for  the  Colonel 
sees  that  he  gets  it. 

For  four  years  I  have  had  the  good 
fortune  to  be  one  of  a  party  of  'deer  slay- 
ers', who  are  called  The  Look-Um-Deer 
Club.  And  a  better  class  of  men  never 
went  into  the  northern  woods,  every  man 
takes  his  share  of  the  rough  and  enjoys  it 
as  well  as  he  does  the  smooth,  and 
thanks  to  a  good  captain,  the  rough  and 
the  smooth  are  pretty  evenly  distributed 
and  there  is  no  growling  or  rag-chewing. 
This  Club  has  Wisawasa,  on  Lake  Nipis- 
sing  as  its  rendezvous.  A  houseboat, 
called  the  Wasalilly,  belonging  to  a  man 
whom  we  call  the  Colonel,  provides  us 
with  excellent  accommodation.  Cheery, 
comfortable,  warm  and  splendidly  furnish- 
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ed  it  is  an  ideal  home.  At  times  the  floor 
of  the  sleeping-  apartment  resembles,  as 
the  cook  once  said,  a  *  'swinarium,"  but 
a  little  water  soon  remedies  that. 

Permit  me  to  introduce  you  to  some  of 
the  members  of  the  club. 

The  Colonel  first,  for  he  is  the  moving 
spirit  of  the  whole,  and  to  the  kindness 
of  his  heart  we  owe  these  pleasant  outings. 
He  stands  nearly  six  feet,  weighs  two 
hundred  and  forty  pounds,  something 
under  fifty  inches  chest  measure.  He  is 
'getting  on  for  sixty,  so  far  as  years  and 
business  experience  go,  but  for  jollity  and 
a  keen  interest  in  everything  that  is  of 
interest  to  other  men  he  is  about  twenty  ; 
iron  grey  hair  and  beard,  ruddy  cheeks, 
eyes  that  age  have  not  dimmed,  a  hearty 
laugh  that  is  good  to  hear,  and  an  accent 
that  savors  of  the  land  of  the  heather  ; 
this  is  a  pen  picture  of  the  man.  He  has 
only  two  vital  organs  in  his  body,  a 
stomach  and  a  heart.  We  know  that  he 
has  these,  we  have  seen  him  eat,  and  we 
have  shared  in  the  generosity  of  his  big 
heart.     If  he  has  other  organs  they  must 


necessarily  be  small,  for  the  heart  must 
fill  all  the  room.  He  works  the  sponge 
in  the  early  morning,  and  watches  the 
houseboat  all  day  to  see  that  the  deer  do 
not  stray  in  and  bite  the  cook,  and  when 
the  dogs  that  are  chained,  whine  or  howl, 
it  is  a  pleasure  to  hear  him  say,  "Lie 
down,  you  brute  !" 

The  Long  Shyster,  hails  from  Ottawa,, 
and  is  famous  in  the  annals  of  the  club 
because  one  year  he  put  on  fifteen  pounds 
of  flesh  in  fifteen  days.  It  is  suspected, 
(though  he  denies  this)  that  one  of  his 
legs  is  hollow.  A  post  mortem  alone  will 
reveal  the  truth. 

George  also  comes  from  Ottawa,  and 
the  distinguishing  feature  of  his  hunting 
career  is  that  he  has  a  weakness  for  a 
watch  called  Squaw  Creek.  In  a  vain 
hope  that  he  might  be  weaned  from  this 
weakness,  thiswatch  was  renamed  Smith's 
Brule.  The  wet  sponge  works  overtime 
every  morning  to  get  him  up  to  break- 
fast. 

A  Hamiltonian,  who  allows  us  to  call 
him  Jim,  is  a  little  absent  minded.     It  is 
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recorded  of  him  that  once  he  went  out  in 
the  morning  to  hunt,  and  not  till  he  was 
a  hundred  yards  away  did  it  dawn  on  him 
that  he  had  neither  rifle,  axe  or  club. 
And  an  infamous  libel  was  circulated 
about  him  that  once  he  went  out  with  his 
trusty  gun,  and  didn't  realize  that  he 
hadn't  any  ammunition  till  three  deer  ran 
within  fifty  yards  of  him. 

John  M.  comes  from  Toronto  and  en- 
livens the  evenings  by  yarns  of  moose 
hunts  in  the  wilds  of  Nova  Scotia,  and 
hair  raising  experiences  in  Labrador.  He 
is  a  very  methodical  man,  though  he  loses 
his  towel  now  and  again,  snores  in  a  bass 
voice,  which  is  a  base  habit,  and  hates 
the  sight  of  an  apple. 

Captain  Dave  the  Colonel's  son,  bosses 
a  mill  in  the  day  time,  at  nights  and  on 
Sundays,  but  the  less  said  about  this  the 
safer — for  me.  He  feels  sore  against  the 
deer  for  he  can't  go  to  sleep  on  a  watch 
without  a  deer  coming  along  and  disturb- 
ing  him.     This  makes  him  angry  !» 

Johnnie  Mac  superintends  the  cooking 
for  the  dogs,  shoots  the  horns  off  deer, 
and  is  famous  for  having  dogged  a  dandy 


buck  into  the  water.  He  is  said  to  give 
good  tongue  though  he  is  not  musical. 

Ihen  there  is  a  quiet,  modest,  unassum- 
ing, bald  man  whom  the  boys  call  'the 
Doctor.'  He  goes  along  principally  to 
sleep  with  the  Colonel,  make  the  beds 
every  morning,  and  to  look  after  the 
morals  of  the  club,  he  is  a  camera  fiend 
but  has  no  other  bad  habits  ;  he  is  harm- 
less. 

There  are  others  who  have  distinguish- 
ing characteristics,  but  space  forbids  me 
to  mention  them. 

These  all  met  at  the  rendezvous  on 
Oct.  30th,  and  bright  and  early  next 
morning  in  tow  of  the  staunch  little 
Zephyr,  with  the  Colonel  at  the  helm  we 
started  for  South  River,  and  at  noon  tied 
up  at  the  old  spot.  Previous  to  starting 
we  performed  the  funeral  obsequies  of 
Dull  Care.  In  the  afternoon  Jimmy,  the 
Guide  accompanied  by  three  dogs  arrived 
and  a  better  guide,  or  harder  worker,  or 
keener  sportsman,  or  truer  friend  than 
Jimmy  doesn't  live.  Next  we  portaged  a 
canoe  three  miles  to  a  little  lake  called 
Perch,  for   between   this   lake  and  the 
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river  the  dogs  were  to  be  started,  and 
there  is  no  known  law  to  compel  a  deer 
to  run  north  when  he  takes  a  notion  to 
run  south. 

At  last  all  the  preliminaries  were  attend- 
ed to,  the  cook  for  the  dogs,  in  a  "ketash 
pottle,"  as  the  Hielandman  says,  had  pre- 
pared a  suitable  dish,  which  after  samp- 
ling he  pronounced  all  right,  and  we  took 
his  word  for  it.  Supper  was  eaten,  watch- 
es arranged  for  the  morning,  the  sponge 
was  put  to  soak,  and  soon  nothing  broke 
the  stillness  of  the  night,  but  a  gurgle  of 
the  water  against  the  Wasalilly,  and  a 
musical  snore  from  John  M. 

It  may  be  said  here  that  what  follows 
is  not  a  treatise  on  "How  to  Shoot 
Deer"  neither  is  it  a  discussion  on, 
4 'What  is  Causing  Our  Deer  to  Vanish," 
though  I  believe  that  nothing  will  cause 
a  deer  to  vanish  as  quickly  as  ten  men 
with  good  appetites  and  good  digestions, 
nor  is  it  an  argument  for  or  against 
"Hounding  Deer"  but  an  extract  from  an 
account  ot  what  a  few  men  in  search  of 
rest  and  recreation  did  in  the  northern 
woods  of  Parry  Sound. 


These  men  went  out,  primarily  for  a 
holiday,  and  incidentally  to  kill  a  deer  or 
two,  if  the  fates  were  kind  ;  they  didn't 
go  out  to  see  how  much  whiskey  they 
could  punish,  there  is  no  passing  the 
bottle  on  the  Wasililly,  for  the  Colonel 
allows  no  one  to  take  along  more  whiskey 
than  what  is  sufficent  to  allay  the  bites  of 
snakes,  and  snakes  are  not  numerous  in 
the  north  country  in  November. 

The  morning  of  the  first  broke  bright 
and  clear,  and  the  majority  of  the  men 
saw  what  they  hadn't  seen  for  a  twelve 
month — the  sun  rise.  Two  pair  of  dogs 
was  sent  to  the  woods,  and  George  got  his 
favorite  watch,  Squaw  Creek,  and  Ernie, 
who  was  hunting  for  the  first  time,  mis- 
sed a  deer  but  Jimmy  got  one  in  the 
woods. 

Next  morning,  Capt.  Dave  sent  George 
to  Perch  Lake, much  against  George's  will, 
and  Mac  took  George's  place  at  Squaw 
Creek.  A  fine  doe  was  shot  at  Hay- 
stack, so  called  because  there  is  no  hay- 
stack there,  and  a  deer  was  missed  at 
Slomans.  Mac  has  to  be  killing  some- 
thing, so  he  added  to  the  larder  a  broad- 
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faced  hen,  and  George  got  a  fine  deer  at 
Perch  Lake  and  came  home  with  joy  and 
a  ravenous  appetite.  The  air  along  the 
river  smelt  of  sulphur  all  day,  an  ' 'alli- 
gator" towing  a  big  scow  of  lumber 
went  ashore  and  the  language  of  the  en- 
gineer was  such  as  no  self-respecting 
superintendent  of  a  Sunday-school  would 
think  of  using. 

Put  four  stars  opposite  November  4th. 
Early  in  October  the  Doctor  had  made  an 
appointment  to  meet  a  deer  at  Perch 
lake  on  this  date  and  had  invited  the 
buck  to  bring  all  his  family  and  be  there 
at  nine  o'clock.  Capt.  Dave  went  along 
to  see  fair  play  At  twenty  minutes  past 
eight  the  three  miles  had  been  walked, 
and  a  mile  paddled,  and  they  were  wait- 
ing for  whatever  might  turn  up.  Ten 
minutes  before  the  appointed  hour  the 
buck  came  in  opposite  Dave's  watch. 
The  little  lake  is  half  a  mile  across  here, 
and  about  a  mile  long.  When  half  way 
across  the  deer  saw  the  red  canoe,  and 
thinking  that  this  was  not  a  healthy 
locality  started  back,  but  was  soon  over- 
taken. The  first  shot  missed  and  then 
Dave  and  the  deer  see-sawed  across  the 
take  a  few  times.  At  last, after  the  Doctor 
had  swallowed  his  heart  several  times 
the  gun  went  off  and  all  was  over.  Dave 
had  got  a  .300  cartridge  in  his  .303  gun, 
and  it  was  too  long  to  allow  the  breech 
to  close,  or  the  extractor  to  get  over  the 
rim.  How  he  got  the  shell  out  no  one 
knows  to  this  day.  At  fifteen  minutes 
past  eleven  while  lunch  was  being  eaten, 
a  big  doe  jumped  in  at  the  foot  of  the 
lake  and  swam  up  the  south  side  fifty 
yards  from  the  shore  and  two  hun- 
dred from  the  Doctor's  watch.  When 
opposite  she  saw  the  red  canoe  and  start- 
ed for  shore,  but  a  .303  bullet  travels 
faster  than  a  deer  can  swim,  and  she 
reached  the  shore,  but  couldn't  get  out  of 
the  water.  She  was  brought  ashore, 
and  the  interrupted  dinner  was  resumed. 
Dave  and  the  Doctor  were  feeling  good 
some,  and  were  just  pledging  one  anoth- 
er in  a  cup  of  tea,  and  over  the  rim  of  his 
cup  the  Doctor's  eye  wandered  up  the  lake 
and  he  made  Dave  jump  by  exclaiming, 
•'As  sure  as  the  devil's  a  witch,  Dave, 
there  goes  another."  Sure  enough  half 
way  across  the  lake  six  hundred  yards 
away,   was  another  buck.      They  gave 


chase  and  the  Doctor  killed  the  third  deer. 
When  they  returned  to  finish  their  twice 
interrupted  dinner,  there  was  no  dinner 
there;  the  dogs  had  attended  to  that  in 
their  absence.  Camp  was  reached  at 
dark,  and  through  the  day  Jimmie  killed 
a  buck,  which  weighed  two  hundred  and 
fifty  pounds. 

On  the  watch  that  George  had  here  yes- 
terday apiece  of  paper  was  discovered  on 
which  was  printed  in  red  letters  the  one 
word  "Scotch."  George  couldn't  explain 
this,  and  the  mystery  to  this  day  has 
never  been  satisfactorily  solved. 

Mark  November  5th,  with  four  red 
stars.  Everybody  was  keen  after  the 
Sunday's  rest  and  cheered  by  a  short 
visit  from  the  Colonel.  George  sprained  his 
foot  yesterday,  and  couldn't  go  to  Squaw 
Creek.  In  the  morning  after  a  short  run, 
Dave  got  aspike-horn.  Michael  Sheaand  his 
chum  Jane,  called  and  were  entertained 
to  dinner,  but  dinner  was  interrupted  by 
a  report  from  the  cook  that  a  fine  buck 
was  coming  down  the  river.  Every  last 
man  reached  for  his  gun,  but  the  deer 
got  ashore:  dogs  were  hurried  over 
and  the  deer  took  the  water  again  four 
hundred  yards  up  the  river,  and  then  at 
that  long  range  a  fusilade  began  that 
churned  the  water  white,  the  buck  how- 
ever reached  the  shore,  but  his  flag  was 
down,  and  his  career  was  ended  by  a 
bullet  in  the  neck.  One  leg  was  broken, 
his  under  jaw  smashed,  and  five  bullet 
marks  were  in  the  shoulder  where  it 
showed  above  the  water,  jane  and  Mike 
continued  to  eat,  'deer  could  be  seen  any 
day  but  a  dinner  like  this  was  the  chance 
of  a  lifetime.  While  they  were  filled 
with  food  and  joy  covered  their  faces  as  a 
garment,  the  Doctor  photographed  them, 
George  of  course  sitting  beside  Jane,  and 
Jim  standing  behind.  In  the  afternoon, 
Dave  and  Mac  and  Dwyer  caught  a  deer 
in  the  lake  and  put  a  rope  round  its  neck, 
but  it  objected  so  obstreperously  to  this 
treatment,  that  it  had  to  be  killed,  and 
the  Perch  Lakers  reported,  that  John  M. 
shot  a  fine  doe  there  in  the  morning. 
And  so  it  went  on.  Deer  were  hunted, 
they  were  killed,  they  were  missed,  but 
the  spirits  of  the  club  never  flagged . 
Everybody  did  an  able  bodied  man's 
work, — at  the  table. 

During  the  forenoon  of  November  6th 
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an  event    occurred  which  must  be  told. 
Dave  came  home  and  confessed  to  hav- 
ing missed  a  deer,  but  he  acted   dog  and 
put  it  into  the    river,  and   was    there  in 
time  to  see  it  disappear  in  the  woods  on 
the  other  side.     He  seemed  to  feel  this 
keenly,  and  though  we  told  him  "to  cheer 
up"  and  "that  it  wasn't  his  fault"  and 
"that  the  best  made  misses  at  times," 
still  the  gloom  overshadowed  his  face  and 
he  didn't  seem  even  to  take  an  interest  in 
his  dinner.      We  knew   something  was 
preying  on  his  mind.  We  asked  him  if  he 
was  sick  andand  all  he  said  was, "Oh,  go 
to  blazes  !"    But  truth  is  mighty  and  at 
last  the  truth  prevailed.     It  seemed  that 
he  sat  on  his  watch  that  morning  a  long 
time,  and  though    he  was    urged  about 
eleven  to  come  to  the  houseboat  he  re- 
fused.  (He  had  George's  watch  on  Squaw 
Creek.)    A  sleepy  spell  came  on  him,  and 
this  is  something  no  one  can  account  for, 
and  is  all  the  more  remarkable,  because 
the  night  before  he  had  had  eleven  hours 
sleep,  and  it  is  reported  that  on  Sunday 
nights  when  he  and  Mac  go  to  church  that 
they  do  not  get  to  bed  till  three  o'clock 
Monday    morning.        And     while  this 
sleepiness  cannot  be  explained,   facts  are 
stubborn  things,  and  the  fact  is  still  there 
that  he  was  sleepy  and  made  himself  as 
comfortable  as  possible  and  shut  his  eyes 
—to  meditate.  What  he  meditated  upon, 
and  how  long  the    meditation  lasted  he 
doesn't  know,    but  he    was    aroused  at 
length    by    a    jarring  of    the  ground 
like  a  miniature  earthquake,  and  looking 
up,  behold  !     there   was   a  good  sized 
buck  standing  within  fifteen  feet  of  him, 
and  stamping   his    foot   in  anger.    If  he 
had  been  asleep  instead  of  meditating  im- 
agination alone  can  picture  what  the  con- 
sequences might  have  been.    Some  evilly 
disposed  person  did  circulate  the  report 
that  he  was  asleep,  and  when  this  reach- 
ed his  ears  he  said,  "Do   you  think,  if  I 
was  asleep  that  a  buck  stamping  his  foot 
would  waken  me  up  ?"      And  knowing 
what  trouble  it  is    to  get   him  up  in  the 
morning  we  feel  that  he  had  refuted  that 
slander,  and  are  certain  that  an  elephant 
stamping  his  foot  would  not  have  waken- 
ed him  !    Anyway  his  meditation  ceased 
and  there  stood  the  buck.    Cautiously  he 


raised  his  trusty  rifle,  but  the  cartridge 
was  old  and  missed  fire,  and  with  a  bound 
the  deer  disappeared.  Then  he  began  to 
give  tongue,  and  the  deer,  more  frighten- 
ed than  if  a  pack  of  wolves  was  after  it, 
started  apparently  for  Slomans.  Yelling 
to  John  M.  he  started  in  pursuit,  and 
John  rowed  as  he  never  rowed  before, 
but  the  deer  took  a  swing,  and  went  in 
at  Bald  rock  where  John  had  had  his 
watch,  and  Dave  arrived  in  time  to  see 
it  go  ashore,  but  too  winded  to  shoot. 

I  could  tell  you  how  Dwyer  fell  into  the 
river.  I  could  unfold  a  tale  of  a  towel 
that  mysteriously  disappeared,  and  as 
mysteriously  came  back  and  was  found  in 
the  owner's  bed.  I  could  tell  )  ou  how 
one  night,  near  the  end  of  the  hunt,  Jim- 
mie  was  brought  into  the  dining  room, 
and  the  doctor  speaking  on  behalf  of  the 
men,  told  Jimmie  what  they  thought  of 
him,  and  that  he  might  the  more  easily 
and  surely  put  an  end  to  his  miserable 
existence,  it  was  the  intention  of  the 
Club  to  present  him  with  a  Winchester 
Carbine,  32  Special,  with  all  the  latest 
and  most  improved  sights.  I  could  tell 
you  how  the  little  Zephyr,  when  the  Col- 
onel came  for  us,  had  to  break  her  way, 
for  four  miles,  through  ice  an  inch  and  a 
half  thick. 

I  shall  end  however,  by  saying  that 
we  reached  Wisawasa  at  five  p.  m. 
November  15th,  and  in  answer  to  the 
Zephyr's  exulting  whistle,  the  inhabi- 
tants of  that  village,  men,  women  and 
children,  and  especially  children,  turned 
out  to  give  us  a  hearty  welcome  home. 
The  colonel  divided  the  spoil,  we  took 
supper  together  for  the  last  time  and  the 
hunt  of  1906  was  only  a  pleasant  mem- 
ory. 

Good  companions,  comfortable  quar- 
ters, excellent  food  appetizingly  cooked, 
seasonable  weather,  twenty  good  deer 
(sixteen  of  them  bucks;)  these  were  a 
few  of  the  features  of  the  hunt.  The  only 
untoward  circumstance  was  that  business 
prevented  the  Colonel  from  being  with  us. 
So  we  separated  in  the  hope  that  such 
outings  may  come  every  year,  until  failing 
strength  and  eyesight  compel  us  to  sit 
at  home  and  in  memory  live  over  again 
and  again  those  happy  days  ! 


A  Veteran  Fisherman  and  His  Yarns.

E  called  him  "the  Old  Man,"  not 
because  of  his  age,  for,  although 
considerably  turned  sixty,  he  was 
as  spry  and  elastic  in  his  movements  as 
at  twenty-one,  and  he  was  straighter  and 
quicker  than  the  youngest  of  us.  He 
got  the  name  among  the  boys  because 
we  looked  up  to  him  as  an  authority,  and 
we  liked  him  because,  instead  of  putting 
on  airs  of  superiority  on  account  of  his 
great  experience  in  sport,  he  became 
younger  in  a  sense  as  he  grew  older, 
took  a  keen  interest  in  us  youngsters,  as 
he  called  us,  and  would  go  to  no  end  of 
trouble  to  see  that  we  got  the  best  sport 
that  was  going. 

Mingled  with  our  affection  and  admir- 
ation for  him  was  a  vague  feeling  of 
superstition,  for  you  might  be  fishing  in 
one  spot  all  day  without  seeing  a  solitary 
fin  or  getting  so  much  as  the  suspicion 
of  a  nibble,  when  along  would  come  the 
Old  Man,  with  his  cheery:  "Wall, 
how're  the'  comin?"  and  on  hearing 
your  grunt  of  disgust  he  would  swing 
around  and  take  up  a  post  near  >ou, 
throw  in  his  line  and  begin  to  tell  you 
some  of  his  hunting  stories,  after  Vir- 
ginia quail,  with  Governor  McGuffin.  In 
the  middle  of  the  yarn  he  would  stop, 
inform  you  that  he  had  a  bite,  and  would 
immediately  begin  to  play  his  fish.  This 
would  give  you  fresh  confidence;  you 
would  think  that  the  fish  were  at  last 
coming  around,  and  you  would  take 
heart  again,  put  on  a  fresh  bait  and  hand 
the  Old  Man  your  flask.  Not  a  bit  of 
use,  though;  it  would  soon  be  apparent 
that  it  was  the  Old  Man's  line  they  were 
attracted  most  to,  and  on  your  sugges- 
tively remarking  that  you  would  like  to 
have  that  rod  and  line  to  try  it,  he  would 
reply  cheerfully:  "Why,  certainly,  take 
it,"  and  he  would  go  on  catching  fish 
with  your  rod  while  you  sat  by  and  the 
fish  turned  up  their  noses  at  the  Old 
Man's  rod  in  your  hands.  Big,  fat, 
good  natured  Bob  Anderson  would  call 
you  aside,  confidentially  and  mysterious- 
ly, and  yanking  an  enormous  bite  off  a 
plug  of  tobacco,  he  would  carefully  and 


thoughtfully  stow  it  away  in  a  particu- 
lar location  in  his  jaw,  before  propound- 
ing such  a  knotty  question  as:  "How  in 
Halifax  is  it  the  Old  Man  caught  all 
those  fish  in  that  pool  when  I've  been 
working  away  in  the  sun  there  all  day 
for  nothing?" 

Of  course  you  would  have  to  give  it 
up;  the  Old  Man  made  no  secret  of  his 
doings,  he  would  share  our  bait,  or  swap 
flies  and  even  rods,  but  still  he  caught 
the  fish. 

But  it  was  at  night  time,  in  the  old 
shack  at  the  lake  side,  after  the  day's 
fishing  was  over,  the  hot  coffee,  eggs, 
bacon  and  thick  slices  of  bread  and 
butter  placed  snugly  away  under  our 
respective  belts,  according  to  capacity, 
and  the  pipes  going — it  was  then  that 
the  Old  Man  would  unfold  himself  in  a 
reminiscent  sense. 

Naturally  the  conversation  first  turns 
upon  the  day's  events,  and  the  fish  are 
sorted  and  salted  away — the  biggest 
ones  on  top  of  course — each  member  of 
the  party  has  some  story  of  adventure  to 
relate  of  the  day's  experience — how  this 
fish  came  up  to  the  fly,  or  that  fish  took 
the  minnow;  what  a  time  it  was  to  keep 
him  on  a  taut  line,  how  he  sulked  when 
he  found  himself  baulked  at  each  piece 
of  strategy;  how  he  played  Old  Harry 
with  the  tackle,  sprung  the  rod  and  tired 
the  arm,  and  when  at  last  the  finny 
fighter  was  landed  it  was  found  that  the 
hook,  which  stood  between  him  and 
glorious  liberty,  would  not  have  borne 
another  minute's  play.  Big  Bob  had 
just  related  such  an  experience  as  this 
one  evening.*  We  had  returned  to 
the  stove  and  one  of  the  boys  was  mak- 
ing the  grog.  As  the  first,  and  hottest 
and  best  glass  was  handed  to  the  Old 
Man,  he  remarked  as  he  gazed,  crit- 
ically but  affectionately,  into  the  limpid 
depths  of  the  steaming  nectar:  "That 
yarn  o'  Bob's  reminds  me  of  a  tussle  I 
had  with  a  big  fish  and  small  tackle 
once." 

He  took  a  sip  from  the  glass,  to  give 
us  a  chance  to    test   the  quality  of  our 
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own  and  see  that  the  pipes  were  going. 
Bob  threw  an  extra  log  in  the  stove,  and 
we  all  settled  back,  for  the  Old  Man  al- 
ways told  the  truth  and  always 
told  more    than    one  yarn    at   a  time. 

"I  wuz  up  the  Koksilah  river  here," 
he  began,  "with  some  of  the  boys  a  few 
years  back,  more  to  show  them  whar  the 
fishin'  was  than  for  fishin'  myself. 
Thar  was  a  touch  of  prospectin'  in  the 
venture  too;  so  it  was  more  force  o'  habit 
than  with  any  intention  of  downright 
serious  fishin'  that  I  took  only  a  light 
thirteen  foot  trout  rod.  While  the  boys 
wur  fleckin'  away  at  a  pool  at  long 
reach  in  the  stream,  I  went  back  here 
and  there  to  examine  the  rocks,  an'  it 
wuz  after  gettin'  back  from  one  o'  these 
rambles  that  I  came  up  with  the  boys, 
and  calculated  I'd  have  a  throw  myself. 
The  trout  war  slow;  the  day  wuz  bright 
and  fishin'  prospects  seemed  to  be  about 
as  far  off  as  the  Ballarat  mines  wuzfrom 
the  rocks  I'd  been  chippin'  back  on  the 
hills.  I  tried  one  fly  after  another,  but 
none  of  them  coaxed  the  big  fellows' 
noses  from  under  the  rocks  in  the  shady 
spots. 

"Just  about  givin' it  up  as  a  bad  job, 
before  sittin'  down  to  have  a  bite  to  eat, 
I  made  a  cast  into  a  small  eddy  not  more 
than  forty  foot  square.  From  whur  I 
wuz  standin'  I  wuz  just  able  to  reach  it 
with  the  tail  fly.  There  was  something 
the  matter  with  that  little  pool  in  a  min- 
ute that  made  me  think  one  o'  the  big 
Atlantic  steamers  had  got  her  propellers 
to  work  in  front  of  me.  My  tailer  went 
down,  and  click,  click  began  the  reel. 
I  knew  then  that  I  had  dropped  on  a 
smacker  and  no  mistake.  He  made  a 
set  o'  circles  in  that  pool  so  quick  that  I 
could  see  the  bare  bottom  of  the  stream 
between  every  line,  like  the  Jordan  wuz 
when  Moses  took  the  people  out  o' 
Egypt,  only  they  wuz  round  instead  of 
straight  across.  Round  and  round  he 
went,  pullin'  me  across  the  forty  foot 
pool  between  us  and  takin'  me  into 
water  near  to  my  armpits.  Lord,  how 
he  sizzled  and  tore  as  he  tried  to  tangle 
my  tackle  up  in  the  rocks.  The  little 
rod  acted  grand;  she  went  near  double 
and  she  came  back  again;  that  fish  would 
look  me  square  in  the  face  and  run  up 
to  me  as  if  he  wuz  goin'  to  have  it  out 


with  me  in  my  own  back  yard,  but  I 
says:  "No,  boy,  you  don't  get  any 
slack  on  me  with  a  bluff  of  that  kind," 
and  I  would  reel  him  up  prompt.  After 
tryin'  to  run  the  blockade  o'  rocks  be- 
tween the  small  pool  and  the  river 
stretch,  several  times,  he  would  stop  to 
spy  out  the  ground,  like  a  general  plan- 
nin'  a  fight,  when  he  would  run  off  on 
a  new  track.  There  I  wuz  for  close  on 
an  hour,  just  managin'  to  hold  him,  an' 
he  seemed  as  fresh  as  ever,  when  he 
went  to  the  bottom  like  a  log  and  lay 
there  sulkin'.  D'ye  think  I  could  move 
him?  Not  a  bit  of  it.  I  tickled  him 
with  the  hook  as  much  as  I  could  with- 
out tryin'  to  lift  him,  but  not  a  stir,  and 
at  last  I  had  to  hold  him  taut  with  one 
hand  and  drop  rocks  on  him  to  move  him 
with  the  other.  I  would  try  to  look 
around  to  see  if  any  of  the  boys  wuz 
near  to  come  with  a  net  or  gaff,  but  nary 
a  sign  o'  them.  At  last  Mr.  Fish  makes 
one  of  them  big  rushes  at  me,  but  this 
time  I  tried  a  new  dodge.  I  seemed  to 
know  he  wuz  thinkin'  o'  tryin'  his  old 
bluff,  and  as  soon  as  he  moved,  I  ran 
back,  made  as  big  a  pull  on  the  rod  as  I 
thought  she'd  stand,  and  helped  that  fish 
to  jump  right  out  of  the  water  and  on  to 
the  dry  rocky  clearin'  in  the  middle  of  the 
stream.  When  we  weighed  him  he  wuz 
fourteen  pound  and  three  quarters. 
There's  the  little  rod  up  on  the  rack 
there,  an'  I  tell  you  I  think  an  awful 
powerful  lot  o'  her." 

The  Old  Man  had  scarcely  finished 
talking,  when  a  pretty  fox  terrier  which 
he  owned  came  into  the  cabin  with  a 
two  pound  trout  in  his  mouth.  Bob 
jumped  up  with  an  exclamation  that  "the 
gol  durned  dog"  had  been  at  his  fish,  for 
Bob  was  the  only  one  who  could  boast  a 
two  pounder  for  that  day. 

"Let  him  alone,"  said  the  Old  Man. 
"He  caught  that  fish  himself;  he  didn't 
want  me  to  be  beaten,  so  he  went  out 
fishin'  in  the  crick  fur  me  and  gx>t  that 
fish." 

There  was  an  enquiring  look  thrown 
over  towards  the  Old  Man,  but  his  good 
natured  face  beamed  nothing  but  truth 
as  he  said:  "I  never  told  you  the  story 
of  that  dog! 

"Well,  a  man  back  in  the  city  owned 
that  dog,  and  from  a  pup  he  wuz  a  ter- 
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ror  after  cats.  I  got  him,  but  didn't 
think  much  of  him,  as  he  wuz  afraid  of 
the  water,  and  didn't  care  to  go  in  a 
boat.

Our  Northland  Trip.

OR  some  considerable  time  arrange- 
ments had  been  on  foot  for  our 
northern  trip,  the  objective  point 
being  the  gold  fields  of  Upper  Lake  Ab- 
itibi,  that  very  considerable  body  of  wa- 
ter, which  constitutes  one  of  the  largest 
lakes  between  Lake  Temiskaming  and 
Hudson  Bay.  It  is  well  on  a  trip  of  this 
kind  that  arrangements  should  be  made 
before  hand,  and  fortunate  indeed  is  the 
traveller  who  does  not  find,  when  too 
late,  that  something  he  particularly  de- 
sires to  have  with  him,  is  missing.  There 
are  at  present  means  of  supplying  all 
the  necessities  and 
many  of  the  comforts 
of  civilization,  at  the 
stores  scattered 
throughout  the  north- 
ern country,  but  there 
are  in  addition  little 
things,  which  one  can 
obtain  better  at  home 
and  the  absence  of 
which  handicaps  the 
tourist  when  he  is  in 
the  northern  wilds. 
We  were  fortunate  in 
having  an  experienced 
man  make  out  a  list  of 
our  probable  require- 
ments, and  our  exper- 
ience demonstra  ted 
the  fact  that  he  did  his 
work  well. 

Eve  rything  being 
arranged  as  far  as  ex- 
perience and  fore- 
thought could  provide, 
our  little  party  consisting  of  myself,  Mr. 
Dan  Miller  and  Mr.  F.  Muirhead,  the 
latter  a  Scotch  gentleman,  left  Wood- 
stock on  the  afternoon  of  September 
eleventh,  bound  for  the  north.  At  To- 
ronto we  took  the  Cobalt  special,  which 
we  left  the  following  day  at  Latchford, 
the  train  then  being  two  hours  late. 

F rom  Latchford  we  ascended  the  Mon- 
treal River  in  a  gasoline  launch,   as  far

as  Portage  Bay,  seven  miles  up,  and 
from  that  point  a  two  mile  walk  inland 
along  a  wagon  road  and  trail,  took  us  to 
some  of  the  mines  we  wished  to  visit. 
Here  we  met  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Frank  Som- 
ers,  and  it  may  be  mentioned  that  Mrs. 
Somers  was  the  first  white  lady  to  pen- 
etrate so  far  as  these  mining  camps. 
The  return  was  made  the  same  way  on 
the  following  day,  and  we  then  proceded 
by  train  to  Cobalt,  where  Mr.  Muirhead 
left  us,  and  from  Cobalt  to  Haileybury. 

At  Cobalt  we  had  been  joined  by  Mr. 
S.  A.  Singlehurst,  M.  E.,  who  as  our 
consulting  engin  e  e  r 
was  to  accompany  us 
on  our  trip,  and  the 
talk  was  largely  about 
minerals.  Mr.  Sin- 
glehurst was  telling 
so  much  concerning 
the  natural  resources 
of  the  country  and- 
waxed  so  warm  that 
he  proceeded  to  illus- 
trate by  informing  us 
that  the  very  dirt  in 
the  streets  of  Hailey- 
bury, contained  large 
quantities  of  aluminum 
which  some  day  will 
be  extracted  and  made 
to  pay  a  handsome 
profit.  Mr.  Miller  put 
the  damper  on  Mr. 
Singlehurst's  enthusi- 
asm by  remarking, 
with  a  swee  ping 
glance  over  Lake 
Temiskaming,  "Yes,  it  is  wonderful 
and  I  suppose  if  the  water  of  that  Lake 
were  boiled,  you  would  get  maple  sugar 
out  of  it!" 

At  Haileybury,  we  took  the  boat  to 
North  Temiskaming,  and  found  on  our 
arrival  at  the  latter  place,  that  although 
our  baggage  had  been  properly  checked 
it  had  been  put  on  the  wrong  boat,  and 
was  on  its  way  down  the  Lake,  while  we 
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were  going  up.  The  accident  happened 
by  the  two  steamers  being  tied  up  to- 
gether, at  the  same  time,  one  lying 
alongside  the  other.  In  order  to  reach 
our  steamer,  which  was  the  smaller  one, 
the  larger  had  to  be  crossed,  and  in 
loading,  our  baggage  was  dropped  on  the 
larger  steamer.  This  explanation  af- 
forded us  no  consolation,  and  the  delay 
of  thirty-six  hours  was  a  serious  matter 
and  caused  us  heavy  expenses,  as  well 
as  inconvenience,  and  much  profanity. 
We  were  told  that  the  baggage  would  be 
put  off  at  Vilie  Marie,  and  would  arrive 
by  rhe  next  boat,  and  one  piece  did  so. 
In  order  to  get  the  whole,  it  was  found 
necessary  for  us  to  return  to  Haileybury, 
and  make  forcible  representations  to  the 
officials.  Travellers  in  that  north  coun- 
try would  be  well  advised,  if  they  wish  to 
profit  by  our  experience,  to  look  after 
their  own  bag- 
gage, even  when 
it  is  check  e  d. 
That  is  the  only 
way  in  which  de- 
lays, inc  o  n  v  e- 
nience  and  even 
loss  can  be 
a  v  o  i  ded.  At 
N  o  r  th  Temis- 
kaming  we  put 
up  at  the  King 
of  the  North  Ho- 
tel, a  very  home- 
like place,  a  nd 
made  the  best  of 
our  enf  o  r  c  e  d 
delay. 

Our  gu  i  d  e  s 
were  in,  the  teams  were  ready,  and  as 
soon  as  we  obtained  the  baggage,  we 
loaded  up  and  set  off  on  that  long,  ar- 
duous, and  now  well  known  road  to 
Klock's  Farm.  By  water  the  distance 
is  sixteen  miles,  but  there  are  fifteen 
portages  and  much  swift,  dangerous 
water.  We,  therefore,  decided  upon  the 
long  eighteen  mile  portage  and  it  was  a 
piece  of  experience  one  is  not  likely  to 
forget. 

The  guides  took  it  as  all  in  the  day's 
work,  and  made  light  of  the  difficulties, 
rendering  cheerful  help  when  a  team  got 
stuck.  Here  let  me  introduce  these 
guides.    A  half-breed  named  Joe  Mc.

Kenzie,  held  the  position  of  head  guide, 
and  throughout  the  whole  journey  proved 
himself  worthy  of  his  position.  As  as- 
sistants, there  were  Jack  Simpson,  a 
white  man,  who  has  had  much  exper- 
ience in  that  north  country;  Jimmie 
King,  a  half  breed,  Bob  McBride,  half 
breed  and  Bill  Default  and  Will  Terrin, 
two  French  Canadians,  who  proved  the 
very  best  of  good  fellows. 

North  Temiskaming  was  formerly  one 
of  the  reserves  of  the  Algonquin  Indians, 
and  was  purchased  from  them,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Federal  Government,  about 
three  years  ago  by  Mr.  Murray,  for 
$25.00  per  acre.  Upon  the  site,  the 
town  of  Murray  City  was  founded,  but 
it  has  since  been  decided  to  retain  the 
old  name  of  the  district,  and  as  North 
Temiskaming  it  is  known  today. 

While  waiting  here,  Mr.  Miller  and 
myself  went  into 
a  store,  and  find- 
ing a  large  po- 
tato, which  we 
were  ass  u  r  e  d 
had  been  grown 
in  the  district, 
had  it  weighed 
and  f  ound  it 
weighed  one  and 
t  h  r  e  e-q  uarter 
p  o  unds.  Later 
on  we  guessed 
the  weight  with 
Mr.  Singlehurst 
and  Miller  and  I 
g  u  e  ssing  one 
ounce  either  way 
won.  Although 
Singlehurst  guessed  within  four  ounces, 
he  of  course  lost.  Later  on  we  told  him 
how  we  proved  such  expert  guessers. 

We  were  all  glad  to  get  off.  Our 
baggage  was  teamed  the  eighteen  miles 
for  twelve  dollars,  and  by  starting  at 
half  past  six  in  the  morning,  we  were  at 
Klock's  shortly  after  noon.  A  stay  of 
two  hours  sufficed  to  get  our  meal,  to 
load  our  canoes  and  have  everything 
ready  for  departure. 

Our  canoes  werQ  two  in  number— a 
twenty-four  foot  Peterborough  and  an 
eighteen  foot  Peterborough.  Single- 
hurst and  Miller  with  our  guides  had  the 
larger  canoe,  and  myself  with  Simpson 
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and  McBride  the  smaller  one.  The  ca- 
noes were  well  loaded  with  provisions, 
camp  outfit,  mining-  outfits,  etc.,  and  in 
addition  we  had  a  Marlin  rifle,  a  shot 
gun  and  fishing  tackle. 

Embarking  on  Quinze  Lake  we  pad- 
dled to  Barrier  portage,  and  here  we 
pitched  our  tents,  having  a  fine  supply 
of  wild  duck,  plover  and  partridge,  all 
made  into  a  bouillon,  by  Jiinmie  King, 
who  was  the  camp  cook. 

Here  we  met  Dr.  Paul  Outerbridge 
of  New  York,  who  with  his  wife  and 
family  had  been  spending  a  portion  of 
the  summer  near  the  Height  of  Land. 
Mr.  Singlehurst  was  taken  very  ill,. and 
the  Doctor  kindly  prescribed  for  him  and 
relieved  his  pain.  Owing  to  Single- 
hurst's  illness,  we  remained  in  camp  next 
day,  and  Miller  and  I  spent  some  time  in 
fishing,  obtaining  quite  a  respectable 
string  of  pike  and  pickerel. 

Onthe  follow- 
ing mo  r  n  i  n  g, 
Singlehurst  was 
only  a  little  bet- 
t  e  r,  but  we 
made  him  up  a 
comfortable  bed 
in  the  big  Peter- 
borough, where 
he  was  much 
better  off  than  in 
camp,  and  con- 
tinued our  jour- 
ney. A  quarter 
of  a  mile  over 
Barrier  portage, 
and  our  canoes 
were  launched 
on  Barrier  Lake. 
A  paddle  of  four- 
teen miles  up  this  lake  brought  us  to 
Lonely  River,  which  is  sometimes  called 
Lonesome  River.  The  water  is  almost 
dead,  the  scenery  dull  and  monotonous 
and  altogether  the  place  is  very  rightly 
named.  On  Barrier  Lake  we  used  our 
sails  in  the  canoes,  and  had  a  most  de- 
lightful run,  which  was  enjoyed  by  each 
one  of  us. 

Nine  miles  along  Lonely  River  brought 
us  to  Long  Lake,  on  entering  which  we 
saw  on  our  left  Bell  Rock,  so  called 
because  Joe  Mackenzie  found  a  cow  bell 
there.    The  finding  of  this  cow  bell  is 
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one  of  the  unsolved  mysteries  of  the  dis- 
trict, because  no  cow  is  known  to  have 
ever  been  there,  or  within  a  reasonable 
distance  of  the  place.  During  the  fine 
afternoon  we  could  distinctly  hear  the 
blasting  on  Larder  Lake,  twenty  miles 
away. 

That  evening  we  reached  the  Revillon 
Brothers'  Post,  on  the  Height  of  Land 
Portage.  This  is  in  charge  of  John 
McDonald,  a  former  factor  of  the  Hud- 
son Bay  Company,  who  received  us  very 
kindly,  and  made  us  heartily  welcome. 
We  had  had  a  run  of  forty-six  miles  for 
the  day,  and  were  tired.  Notwithstand- 
ing our  fatigue,  however,  we  could  not 
help  expressing  our  admiration  of  the 
scene  around  us.  It  appeared  to  us  as 
though  we  had  reached  the  most  beauti' 
ful  spot  on  earth,  and  certainly  this  must 
be  numbered  as  one  of  them.  We  saw 
it  just  as  the  Ruler  of  the  Universe  made 
it,  and  before  the 
hand  of  man  be- 
gan to  spoil  it. 

Right  on  the 
Height  of  Land 
we  discovered  a 
beautiful  spring 
of  fresh,  clear, 
sparkling  water. 
This  was  a  great- 
er discovery  than 
may  at  first  sight 
appear  to  read- 
ers. The  water 
all  up  in  that 
northern  cou  n- 
try',  is  bad  to 
those  who  are 
a  c  customed  to 
the  good  water 
Upon  those  living  in 
the  country,  and  who  have  become  ac- 
customed to  it,  no  ill  effects  are  apparent. 
Strangers,  however,  unless  extremely 
careful,  speedily  feel  its  ill  effects 
and  anyone  thinking  of  travelling  there, 
should  take  warning  and  indulge  as  little 
as  possible.  It  will  be  understood, 
therefore,  in  some  measure,  what  a  find 
this  was  for  us  and  how  much  we  en- 
joyed the  long  drinks  at  this  spring. 
The  find  was  one  we  all  remember. 

At  this  place,  John  McDonald  keeps  a 
kind  of  hotel,  which  he  calls  the  Opaz- 
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atika  Hotel,  and  here  we  stayed  the 
night.  Posted  in  the  dining  room  were 
the  following  rules,  which  appear  to  me 
to  be  well  worth  quoting  in  full :

hibited.

On  the  twen- 
ty-second, half 
a  mile  portage 

to  Summit  Lake  brought  us  to  the  reg- 
ular Height  of  Land  portage  and  a  fur- 
ther portage  of  one  mile  enabled  us  to 
put  our  canoes  into  Island  Lake.  This 
is  certainly  one  of  the  most  beautiful  of 
the  inland  lakes  of  Canada.  It  is  stud- 
ded with  islands,  each  one  having  a 
charm  all  its  own.  Every  island  appears 
different  in  shape,  size  and  also  in  its 
trees,  the  foliage  of  each  seeming  to 
differ  in  color,  making  the  whole  aspect 
one  of  inexpressible  charm  and  beauty. 
Again  and  again  we  were  ready  to  de- 
clare that  the  scene  surpassed  all  the 
rest  until  the  next  was  seen ,  when  we 
were  prepared  to  make  an  equally  em- 
phatic declaration  as  to  its  superiority. 
Up  to  this  point,  we  had  found  game 
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very  scarce.  We  had  had  one  meal  of 
duck  and  one  dinner  of  fish. 

Our  next  portage  was  made  pleasant 
by  the  manner  in  which  small  hewn  logs 
had  been  laid  across  a  swamp,  making  a 
fine  roadway.  It  is  said  that  for  nearly 
a  century  the  Hudson  Bay  Company  took 
in  their  supplies  by  this  route.  This,  no 
doubt,  accounted  for  the  time  and  labor 
spent  in  improving  the  portage. 

There  was  a  paddle  ot  fourteen  miles, 
before  we  made  the  next  portage  and  in 
order  to  cut  off  a  corner,  we  went  by 
way  of  Snake  Creek.  This  creek  is  so 
tortuous,  that  the  often  quoted  express- 
ion to  the  effect  that  "you  meet 
yourself  coming  back"  is  full  of  meaning 
to  those  who  have  paddled  along  its 
coarse. 

Three  Carry- 
ing Place  River, 
so  call  e  d  be- 
cause three  por- 
tag  e  s  come 
close  together 
within  a  short 
distance,  and 
though  sho  r  t 
compel  th  r  e  e 
unship  pings 
and  re-s  h  i  p- 
pings  of  goods, 
is  known  to  all 
canoeists  and 
e  x  p  1  orers  in 
that  couut  r  y. 
It  is  a  disagree- 
able necessity 
forced  upon  one  by  the  peculiar  nature 
of  the  river,  which  will  continue  famous 
as  long  as  canoeing  and  portaging  re- 
main the  way  to  travel  in  that  northern 
country.  In  this  case  I  ran  the  rapids 
with  Joe  MacKenzie  and  Bill  Default  in 
the  canoe,  which  had  been  lightened  of 
all  the  freight.  The  others  preferred  the 
portage  road.  This  was  the  wisest 
thing  to  do,  for  although  a  run  down  the 
rapids  is  a  thrilling  piece  of  experience, 
it  is  always  dangerous,  and  we  were  in- 
formed that  two  men  out  of  three  had 
been  drowned  in  such  an  attempt,  at  this 
very  place.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  my 
confidence  in  my  guides,  was  justified  on 
this  occasion. 

The  photographs  we  took  of  running 
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the  rapids  were  all  spoiled  owing  to  the 
worthless  films  sold  to  us  at  Cobalt. 
Tourists  would  be  well  advised  to  pur- 
chase their  photographic  supplies  from 
some  one  upon  whom  they  can  depend, 
or  else  like  us  they  may  live  to  repent 
not  doing  so.  In  this  way  some  photo- 
graphs of  the  scenes  we  most  wished  to 
remember  were  lost  to  us. 

On  the  morning  of  the  twenty-third,  I 
was  first  on  deck,  and  soon  afterwards 
had  the  cook  blowing  the  fire,  whose 
warmth  proved  most  acceptable  to  us, 
the  night  having  been  very  cold  indeed. 
We  made  it  a  rule  to  camp  as  near  a 
rapids  as  possible,  as  we  had  with  us  the 
champion  long  distance  snorer  of  the 
world.  Although  he  always  had  a  tent 
to  himself,  we  would  hesitate  to  camp 
on  the  same  island  with  him,  unless  we 
had  a  rapids  to  help  us  out. 

From  Island  Lake  to  Drybone  Lake 
we  had  a  paddle  of  fifteen  miles,  and 
then  up  the  Little 
Abitibi  River  for 
nine  miles. 

While  fishing 
that  morning  an 
enormous  pike 
went  off  with 
my  best  troll, 
biting  the  line 
clean  through. 

We  did  not 
leave  camp  un- 
til late,  and 
were  on  Upper 
Lake  bef  ore 
noon.  Just  be- 
fore finish  i  n  g 
our  lunch  at  ten 
o'clock   in  the 

morning,  and  prior  to  our  preparations 
for  launching  on  Upper  Lake,  we  met 
Adam  Burwash,the  Indian  Commissioner, 
and  photographed  his  canoe  outfit.  Mr. 
Burwash  has  explored  that  northern 
country  for  years  and  has  made  some  of 
the  best  mineral  discoveries  hitherto  re- 
corded. 

A  good  portage  is  that  named  Dancing 
Rapids,  which  is  on  the  Abitibi  River, 
from  Upper  Lake  to  Upper  Lake  Abitibi. 
We  arrived  at  the  Revillion  store  at  six 
o'clock,  in  a  down  pour  of  rain  and  were 
kindly  taken  in  by  Mr.  Herman  Dellaire,

the  factor  in  charge.  The  warmth  of 
the  stove  proved  very  welcome  as  we 
were  all  cold,  and  our  reception  here  is 
one  we  are  all  likely  to  remember. 
After  sleeping  on  the  ground  for  several 
nights,  a  spring  bed  was  very  pleasant. 
It  was  still  raining  when  we  left  and 
Lake  Abitibi  was  true  to  its  character 
for  roughness.  We  called  at  the  Hudson 
Bay  Post,  and  met  Mr.  Dreaver,  the 
factor;  Mr.  McAlpine,  the  bookkeeper, 
and  Mr.  McKenzie,  the  postmaster,  who 
all  gave  us  a  splendid  reception.  Here 
we  were  storm  bound  for  a  day.  Upper 
Lake  Abitibi  is  very  shallow  and  treach- 
erous. Storms  come  up  in  a  few  min- 
utes, and  are  extremely  dangerous.  At 
this  place  a  fine  rain  coat  which  had 
been  dropped  on  a  portage,  was  returned 
to  me.  Although  I  had  purchased  an- 
other one  at  the  French  store  I  was  ex- 
ceedingly glad  to  get  this  one  back 
again,  and  gladly  paid  the  finder  a  couple 

of  do  1  1  a  r  s, 
though  he  was 
very  reluctan  t 
to  take  any- 
thing at  all  for 
his  trouble.  As 
a  rule  an  Indian 
will  not  touch 
anything  th  u  s 
dropped  or  lost. 
If  how  ever, 
they  know  the 
guide  who  is 
with  the  party 
losing  the  ar- 
ticle, and  par- 
ticularly if  he  is 
a  relative,  they 
will  make  an 
endeavor  to  return  the  lost  article. 
They  are  very  superstitious  about  touch- 
ing such  articles,  and  much  prefer  to 
leave  them  alone.  It  can  only  be  hoped 
that  civilization  will  not  spoil  them  in 
this  respect. 

Although  the  lake  was  still  rough  next 
day,  and  there  had  been  a  snow  flurry 
during  the  night,  we  loaded  our  canoes 
for  a  start.  Hitherto  we  had  kept  on  the 
Quebec  side,  but  reaching  the  boundary 
line  nine  miles  from  the  Hudson  Bay 
Post,  we  crossed  into  Ontario.  The 
waves  were  rolling  so  high  on  Lake  Abi- 
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tibi,  that  we  did  not  think  it  wise  to  at- 
tempt the  dangerous  six  mile  crossing. 
To  avoid  this,  we  went  around  the  bay 
and  up  Jackson  River  which  took  us 
twelve  or  fourteen  miles  out  of  our 
course. 

The  same  day  we  reached  what  we  in- 
tend to  make  the  site  of  our  permanent 
camp  on  the  south  shore  of  Lake  Ab- 
itibi.  There  are  three  beautiful  bays 
here,  which  were  named  Somers'  Bay, 
Pyne's  Bay  and  Miller's  Bay.  For  sev- 
eral days  we  made  trips  into  the  sur- 
rounding country,  with  this  camp  as  our 
headquarters.  In  the  meantime  our 
guides,  who  showed  themselves  wonder- 
fully handy  with  tools,  particularly  with 
small  axes  and  adzes,  erected  a  log 
house,  and  fitted  up  many  handy  con- 
trivances which  proved  most  userul. 
Our  out  door 
dressing  ro  o  m 
and  our  cup- 
board, protected 
with  birch  bark 
excited  our  ad- 
miration and 
proved  most 
serviceable. 

On  our  return 
we  vent  ured 
over  the  Six 
Mile  Crossing, 
and  did  a  bit  of 
lively  paddling 
to  cover  the 
dangerous 
stretch  in  as 
short  a  time  as 
we    pos  s  i  b  1  y 

could.  While  waiting  at  the  boundary 
line,  we  saw  the  Transcontinental 
launch,  Raincloud,  under  the  command 
of  Captain  Busch  and  put  out  to  her. 
She  had  on  board  Dr.  Johnson,  who  was 
going  further  on  to  fulfill  professional 
engagements  at  the  construction  camps. 
The  steamer  was  also  taking  in  supplies 
for  the  caches  or  stores  required  by  the 
surveyors  and  builders  of  the  railway. 
I  was  kindly  taken  on  board  and  re- 
mained there  for  the  run  of  the  next  five 
miles.  After  the  experience  in  the  canoe, 
the  change  was  most  pleasant  and  I  re- 
ceived the  best  and  most  courteous  treat- 
ment on  board.     By  taking  the  mail  for 
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them  to  Fort  Abitibi,  we  saved  them  sev- 
eral miles  and  parted  the  best  of  good 
friends. 

The  survey  for  the  Grand  Truuk  Pa- 
cific locates  the  line  about  sixteen  miles 
north  of  the  Hudson  Bay  Post,  and  the 
survey  along  the  north  shore  of  Lake 
Abitibi  is  said  to  be  a  very  easy  grade. 
We  met  Mr.  Wyles,  who  is  in  charge  of 
the  Transcontinental  Railway  Camp  here 
and  who  has  forty  dogs  used  tor  running 
dog  trains  in  the  winter.  ui  m 

The  Hudson  Bay  Co.  have  had.a  Post 
on  Lake  Abitibi  for  two  hundred 
years.  Mr.  Dreaver  has  been  in  charge 
of  this  particular  Post  for  four  years, 
having  joined  the  Company's  service  in 
1870.  L.  S.  McAlpine,  the  bookkeeper, 
has  been  with  the  company  for  twelve 
years;  and  Mr.  McKenzie  the  Postmas- 
ter, has  been 
with  the  Com- 
pany for  thirty 
years.  The  In- 
dian population 
around  has 
dwindled  down 
to  three  hun- 
dred and  fifty, 
fifty-two  of  their 
members  ha  v- 
ing  died  last 
year  from 
m  e  a  sles.  All 
the  Indi  a  n  s 
leave  the  neigh- 
borhood in  the 
fall,  returning 
late  in  the 
spring  with  the 
furs  they  have  obtained  from  their 
winter's  trapping.  All  of  them  are  ad- 
herents of  the  Roman  Catholic  church 
and  a  priest  is  stationed  here,  who  like- 
wise leaves  in,  the  fall  when  his  congre- 
gation take  their  departure  to  their 
hunting  grounds.  In  the  spring  those 
who  have  returned  before  the  priest, 
welcome  his  advent  amongst  them 
again  with  the  most  extravagant  dem- 
onstrations of  joy.  Every  rifle,  shot- 
gun and  pistol  in  the  settlement  are 
brought  out  and  as  the  priest  appears  in 
his  canoe,  shots  are  fired  in  the  water 
all  around  him,  The  scene  we  are  told 
reminds  one  of  Julius  Caesar  coming  to 
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town  and  the  people  assassinating-  him 
just  to  show  their  esteem.  It  is  won- 
derful how  amid  the  many  bad  and  erratic 
shots  the  priest  manages  to  escape. 
The  scene  is  one  I  was  told  which  if  wit- 
nessed by  an  outsider  would  not  be  soon 
forgotten. 

I  was  told  also,  that  prior  to  the  build- 
ing of  the  Temiskaming  and  Northern 
Ontario  Railway  every  ton  of  goods 
taken  to  Abitibi  Post  cost  $120  for 
freight.  The  cost  is  now  much  reduced 
and  it  was  astonishing  to  note  in  the 
stores  up  there  not  only  full  lines  of 
staple  goods  but  also  many  things  re- 
garded as  luxuries.  The  Hudson  Bay 
Company  as  well  as  Messrs.  Revillion 
Freres,  are  now  paying  the  Indians  in 
cash  for  their  furs,  if  they  prefer  it,  and 
with  the  opening  up  of  the  country  by 
the  railway  and  the  numerous  tourists 
and  explore  r  s 
going  in  trade 
has  rece  i  v  e  d 
quite  an  im- 
petus through- 
out the  district. 
We  were  told 
that  after  their 
complete  isola- 
tion for  so  many 
years  they  now 
felt  themselv  e  s 
quite  within  the 
range  of  civil- 
ization. 

On  the  first 
p  o  r  t  a  ge  on 
Three  Carrying 
Place  River  we 

met  Dan  Winckes  and  party,  They  had 
with  them  a  new  eighteen  foot  canvas 
covered  canoe  made  by  Messrs.  Chest- 
nut, of  Fredericton,  N.  B.,  and  we  were 
surprised  to  note  how  staunch  this  canoe 
was  when  carrying  a  freight  of  nine 
hundred  pounds. 

The  best  day's  run  made  on  the  whole 
trip  was  one  from  the  Hudson  Bay  Post 
to  the  Height  of  Land — a  run  of  fifty- 
six  miles.  It  was  almost  a  dead  calm 
and  the  current  was  slight  or  we  could 
not  have  made  such  a  record.  We 
started  at  five  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
lunched  at  ten  and  again  at  four  and 
reached  the  Height  of  Land  at  half  past 
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nine  at  night.  It  was  a  long  trying  day 
but  we  were  fortunate  on  the  whole,  and 
the  exertions  did  not  cause  the  slightest 
indisposition  to  any  of  us. 

Next  day,  we  only  ran  thirteen  and  a 
half  miles  and  really  made  greater  exer- 
tions. It  was  an  illustration  how  with 
the  wind  against  us  we  only  made  one 
third  of  the  previous  day's  record  and 
yet  worked  harder. 

The  event  of  the  downward  trip  was 
the  sight  of  two  moose  standing  on  the 
west  shore  of  the  Lake  at  a  distance  of 
five  hundred  yards.  Our  head  guide 
tried  very  hard  to  get  the  moose  nearer, 
in  order  that  we  might  have  a  shot  but 
without  success.  After  we  had  made 
the  camp,  Miller  and  the  head  guide  went 
out  in  hope  of  effecting  a  capture  as  our 
larder  by  that  time  had  become  very 
much  depleted.  It  was  one  o'clock  in  the 

morning  before 
they  returned 
and  then  they 
did  not  bring 
with  them  the 
long  wi  s  h  e  d 
for  moose 
steak.  The  y 
did  succeed  in 
calling  out  a 
big  bull  moose 
but  owing  to 
the  darkne  s  s 
they  could  not 
get  in  a  shot. 
On  another  oc- 
casion the  other 
party  saw  a 
moose  but  the 
that  they  had 


such 


circumstances  were 
no  chance  of  a  shot. 

Another  instance  worthy  of  note  is 
that  two  of  the  guides  were  one  day 
drinking  at  a  pool,  and  on  rising  to  their 
feet  they  saw  a  wolf,  within  twenty 
yards  of  them,  staring  them  in  the  face. 
The  men  had  no  gun  with  them,  and 
they  remained  staring  at  the  wolf,  until 
he  turned  tail  and  loped  off  into  the 
woods.  Both  had  axes,  and  if  the  wolf 
had  put  up  a  fight  they  would  have 
proved  formidable  opponents.  The  ani- 
mal, however,  being  alone  made  no  at- 
tempt to  interfere  with  the  men,  and  he 
was  seen  at  much  closer   quarters  than 
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usual.  We  broke  camp  on  the  shores  of 
Long  Lake  shortly  after  six  o'clock  in  the 
morning  and  by  eight  o'clock  were  at 
the  entrance  of  Lonely  River.  It  was  a 
delightfully  warm  day.  In  the  course  of 
the  morning  we  met  the  Hudson  Bay 
freight  canoe,  carrying  freight  to  the 
Post. 

Just  where  Lonely  River  enters  Barrier 
Lake,  we  came  to  the  Black  Horse 
camping  ground,  so  called  because  some 
one,  evidently  possessing  artistic  taste, 
had  smoothed  down  the  trunk  of  a  big 
tree,  and  upon  the  levelled  surface 
painted  a  black  horse.  The  painting  is 
in  plain  sight  of  all  who  pass  by,  and 
the  name  is  thus  very  appropriate.  Every 
portage  and  camping  ground  is  known 
by  some  name,  and  the  Indians  and 
guides  are  as  familiar  with  them  and  talk 
of  them  in  ordinary  conversation,  as  we 
would  of  our  streets  and  stations.  They 
can  locate  any  place,  by  its  distance  from 
somewellknown 
portage  or 
c  a  m  p  i  n  g 
ground. 

Before  le  a  v- 
ing  this  part, 
out  guides  took 
us  for  some  dis- 
tance on  a  river 
where  the  rock 
walls  rose  sheer 
on  each  side. 
Trees  jutt  i  n  g 
out,  appear  e  d 
like  flowers  in  a 
gigantic  vase 
The  scene  was 
one  not  to  be 
described,  and 
will  livelong  in  our  memories. 

From  Barrier  Lake  we  soon  crossed 
the  short  portage  to  Quinze  Lake,  and 
after  paddling  down  this  lake  came  to 
the  long  eighteen  mile  portage  from 
Klock's  farm  to  North  Temiskaming. 
The  ground  was  even  worse  on  our  re- 
turn trip  than  when  we  went  in,  owing 
to  the  heavy  rains  which  had  visited  this 
country—in  some  places  it  had  rained  for 
a  fortnight  and  in  others,  they  told  us 
there  had  been  no  cessation  for  three 
weeks.    When  we  reached  N:rth  Tem- 
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iskaming,  we  were  mud  bespattered  from 
head  to  foot  and  our  boots  were  simply 
unrecognizable,  so  thoroughly  were  they 
covered  with  blue  clay.  From  North 
Temiskaming  we  crossed  to  Haileybury, 
and  reached  home  again  on  Tuesday, 
October  eighth,  after  an  absence  of  just 
four  weeks,  in  which  we  covered  exactly 
1170  miles,  340  miles  by  canoe  and  the 
rest  by  rail. 

Fortunately  we  had  no  mischance  or 
accident,  of  any  serious  nature.  Bumps 
of  course  we  had  in  plenty,  and  these 
we  expected  and  made  light  of,  though 
some  caused  us  inconvenience  and  de- 
lays. We  were  well  satisfied  with  our 
guides,  who  from  start  to  finish  showed 
themselves  men  of  intelligence  and  ex- 
perience, and  splendid  workers.  What- 
ever our  difficulties  were  they  were  never 
at  a  loss  to  meet  them,  and  on  all  occa- 
sions they  showed  such  resources  as  ren- 
dered their  actions  most  interesting  to 
city  men.    Throughout  the  whole  trip  I 

used  the  paddle, 
keeping  up  with 
the  guides  all 
through,  -and  I 
felt  the  better 
for  it.  Those 
who  make  a 
trip  into  the 
backwoods  with 
such  guides  as 
we  were  fortu- 
nate enough  to 
secure,  may  be 
certain  of  e  x- 
periencing  the 
time  ot  their 
lives. 

The  completion 
of  the  Grand 
Trunk  Pacific  will  lead  to  a  rapid  devel- 
opement  of  the  vast  mining  interests  of 
the  Abitibi  district.  This  line  will  do  for 
Abitibi  what  the  Temiskaming  and 
Northern  Ontario  has  done  for  Cobalt. 
That  this  section  is  as  rich  in  gold  as 
Cobalt  in  silver  has  been  demonstrated 
by  experts.  Thus  it  is  the  T.  &  N.  O. 
and  the  G.  T.  P.  will  open  up  a  greater 
mineral  area  than  Canadians  have  yet 
dreamed  about.  Some  day  the  eyes  of 
the  whole  world  will  be  turned  towards 
Canada  and  her  vast  treasure  vaults. 


Our  Fishing  and  Hunting  Expedition.

INCE  our  never-to-be-forgotten  duck 
hunt  in  October  1906  we  had  many 
many  times  discussed  a  trip  to  the 
northern  lakes,  and  made  arrangements 
for  the  same  to  come  off  in  the  fall  of 
1907.  Now,  Bruce,  although  he  had  in 
reality  never  whipped  a  point  for  the  wary 
trout,  had  in  his  imagination  been  catch- 
ing them  all  the  summer.  I  must  con- 
fess that  during  our  conversations  about 
the  trip  I  too  had  had  a  foretaste  of  the 
enchanting  sport. 

These  pleasant  anticipations  are  all 
over  now.  They  have  passed  from  antici- 
cipations  into 
realities  and  the 
realization  quite 
measured  up  to 
our  preconceiv- 
ed ideas,  which 
is  saying  a  great 
deal. 

Our  party 
should  havecon- 
sisted  of  four  in- 
dividuals but 
things  went 
wrong  and  only 
two  of  us  were 
able  to  set  out 
when  the  time 
came.  One 
gentlemen,  who 

is  a  contractor,  got  tied  up  in  his  work 
and  found  it  impossible  to  get  off.  The 
same  difficulty  prevented  his  friend  from 
joining  us.  Mr.  Bruce  Hamilton,  of  the 
Copp,  Clark  Company,  Toronto,  was 
very  anxious  to  keep  his  part  of  the 
agreement  and  I  determined  not  to  disap- 
point him  so  we  agreed  to  go  together. 
Accordingly  we  devoted  October  eighth 
to  packing  our  camping  outfit  and  be- 
lieving we  had  included  everything  we 
were  likely  to  want,  we  set  off  early  on 
the  morning  of  the  ninth. 

The  sun  was  just  sending  out  his 
meteor  rays  from  east  to  west  over  the 
cold  frost  covered  land  when  we  made  a 
start.  During  the  night  everything  had 
been  covered   with  a   mantle  of  white.

When  our  teamster  stood  with  the  lines 
in  his  hand  ready  to  start  we  took  a 
snap-shot.  Then  "snap"  went  the  whip, 
and  round  went  the  wheels  and  we  were 
off  on  a  winding  road  through  a  luxuriant 
growth  of  maple,  birch,  popular,  hem- 
lock, and  larch  till  we  came  to  a  belt  of 
evergreens  where  the  ozone  is  laden  with 
resinous  odors  from  the  waving  pines. 

We  reached  the  shores  of  Lake  Mas- 
sassaga  half  an  hour  after  noon  and  here 
we  dined.  Shortly  after  finishing  our 
meal,  we  had  our  canoe  loaded  and  were 
gliding  along  to  Lake  Ketchecomma.  It 

was  not  long, 
however  before 
wefoundthatour 
canoe  was  too 
heavily  laden. 
The  canoe  could 
not  rise  on  the 
waves  and  we 
took  in  water 
with  every 
breaker  that 
came.  There 
was  nothing  for 
it  but  to  lighten 
the  boat,  and  so 
we  ran  behind  a 
point  into  a  cove 
where  we  cach- 
ed part  of  our 
load.  Putting  out  again  we  had  no  diffi- 
culty in  paddling  to  the  river  between 
Massassaga  and  Ketchecomma,  where 
we  unloaded  and  returned  for  the  bal- 
ance. This  work  took  us  a  couple  of 
hours,  as  we  had  to  face  a  very  heavy 
head  wind  on  the  return  trip. 

At  the  mouth  of  the  river  we  again 
loaded  all  the  equipment  in  the  canoe 
and  paddled  along  its  quiet  waters  till  we 
came  to  the  rapids,  about  a  mile  from 
Ketchecomma.  When  the  water  is  kept 
well  up  in  the  dam  at  the  foot  of  Lake 
Masassaga  one  is  able  to  paddle  up  these 
rapids.  At  the  time  we  were  there  we 
found  them  impossible  for  canoes  and 
had  to  portage  round  them.  It  was  half 
past  four  in  the  afternoon  when  we  arriv- 
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ed  at  Lake  Katchecomma  and  we  were 
at  once  enchanted  with  the  beautiful 
scenes  around  us.  The  lake  is  studded 
with  islands  of  great  variety  of  shape, 
size  and  beauty.  The  shores  are  varied 
by  sandy  beaches,  large  granite  rocks, 
and  high  bluffs,  which  when  viewed  from 
the  centre  of  the  lake  form  a  majestic 
panorama.  As  we  looked  away  over 
the  hills,  slopes,  valleys,  glens  and  high 
bluffs  which  were  covered  with  oak,  maple, 
hemlock  and  pine  with  their  varied  tints 
and  hues  we  could  not  help  feeling  and 
expressing  the  same  to  each  other,  that 
this  lovely  scene  was  worth  a  hard  day's 
work. 

It  was  six  o'clock  by  th'e  time  we  got 
into  camp  an4  we  were  soon  sitting  in 
the  ruddy  glow  of  the  big  camp  fire  that 

Bruce    built  at   

the  front  of  the 
tent.  We  heart- 
ily enjoyed  our 
supper,  had  a 
pipe  and  a  chat, 
and  tuined  in 
for  the  night, 
scarcely  moving 
in  our  blankets 
till  morning. 

During  the 
night  it  rained 
heavily,  though 
we  heard  noth- 
ing ot  it,  and  we 
decided  that 
after  breakfast 
we  would  go  up 
Pencil  Creek  for 
a  partridge  hunt  as  the  leaves  were  wet 
and  we  could  travel  noiselessly.  On  the 
way  up  Bruce  was  very  impatient,  and 
plied  me  with  such  questions  as  the  fol- 
lowing :  "Do  you  think  we  will  get 
many  partridges  ?"  "Do  you  think  we 
will  get  a  whack  at  the  ducks  ?"  "May 
we  not  run  into  a  bear  ?"  Then  he 
would  pull  out  his  box  of  buckshot  and 
only  return  it  when  I  assured  him  that  on 
that  trip  he  would  need  neither  bullets 
nor  buckshot.  After  a  few  seconds  quiet 
he  broke  out  again  :  "What  about  that 
bull  moose  that  is  up  here  ?"  and  again 
he  rattled  the  buckshot  in  the  box.  I  had 
much  difficulty  in  persuading  him  to 
believe  that  the  bull  moose  would  take 
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care  of  himself  and  the  chances  were  we 
should  not  even  get  a  peep  at  him.  After 
he  had  interrogated  me  about  nearly 
every  species  of  game  in  our  large  hunt- 
ing domain  I  managed  finally  to  induce 
him  to  put  twenty-five  ot  Ely's  Grand 
Prix  No.  5  smokeless  shells  in  his  bag 
and  we  started  in  our  canoe  to  go  up  the 
lake  towards  the  mouth  of  the  Creek. 

Only  a  short  distance  had  been  cover- 
ed when  I  looked  past  Bruce,  who  was 
in  the  bow,  and  saw  two  ducks  (widgeons) 
swimming  ahead  of  us.  At  once  I  drew 
his  attention  to  them  and  as  he  hastily 
took  up  his  breech  loader,  slipped  in  two 
shells,  and  cocked  both  barrels,  I  pad- 
dled toward  them  as  noiselessly  as  a 
snake.  When  we  were  within  thirty-five 
yards  of  them  they  arose  and  Bruce  pres- 
sed both  trig- 
gers in  quick 
succession.  Not 
a  bird  quivered, 
however,  not  a 
feather  fluttered 
— as  Bruce  had 
punched  the  at- 
mosphere be- 
hind their  tail 
feathers.  H  e 
glanced  round 
at  me  reproach- 
fully and  said 
"I  wish  you  had 
been  here  with 
that  left  barrel 
of  yours."  I 
calmly  informed 
him  that  I  had 
the  tail  feathers  of 


no  desire  to  shoot  at 
widgeons. 

In  the  woods  we  were  more  fortunate. 
Each  of  us  got  a  bird  on  the  upward  trip 
and  on  the  homeward  march  I  secured 
another.  The  next  thing  was  to  get 
ready  the  "bullea"  which  is  far  and  away 
the  most  palateable  dish  we  have  in  our 
outings. 

Bruce  was  bubbling  over  with  super- 
fluous energy  and  made  an  attempt  to 
do  an  hundred  and  one  things  at  once — 
with  the  usual  result.  He  was  going  to 
make  a  bed  of  boughs  ;  to  cut  a  couple 
of  cords  of  wood  for  the  camp  fire  ;  to 
put  up  tables  ;  to  make  seats  ;  to  put  up 
a  line    for   our   bedclothing  ;    to  catch 
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minnows  for  bait  ;  to  get  our  rods'and 
lines  ready  for  the  trout ;  to  shoot  a  duck 
or  two  to  flavor  the  "bullea"— yes  he  was 
certainly  on  the  Resgestoe.  When  din- 
ner was  ready  he  was  still  "doing  some," 
till  he  stepped  backwards  into  our  dinner 
set,  spread  out  on  the  lap  of  Mother 
Earth,  and  spilled  our  tea  ;  then  he  kept 
firing  logs  on  the  fire  before  the  tent  in 
quite  a  promiscuous  fashion  till  one  rol- 
led into  the  middle  of  our  culinary  and 
made  a  tremendous  rattle.  After  these 
exertions  he  thought  we  had  better  have 
some  dinner  and  I  did  not  oppose  him  in 
this  idea.  Down  we  sat  therefore  and 
commenced  the  onslaught  on  the  good 
things  provided.  Bruce  maintained  his 
energy  till  everything  was  cleared  off  our 
sumptuous  board  and  I  came  out  a 
poor  second. 

In  the  afternoon  we  made  up  our  bed 
of  hemlock  boughs  and  then  went  off  to 
shoot  ducks  as  they  came  down  Pencil 
Creek.  They  flew  very  indifferently  and 
we  only  registered  one  hit  for  the  evening, 
having  the  uncomfortable  experience  of 
tramping  home  in  a  pelting  rain.  Bruce 
shone  when  he  got  to  camp  and  so  did  his 
big  bonfire.  The  same  may  be  said  of 
everything  around  the  camp  and  in  the 
woods  and  once  more  we  took  supper  in 
the  red  glow  of  the  huge  pine  root  he  had 
placed  on  the  fire.  We  were  early  under 
the  blankets  and  dead  to  the  world  till 
morning. 

The  next  day  we  were  off  to  the  woods 
for  partridge  but  instead  of  partridge  I 
saw  three  deer  as  they  loped  off  through 
the  woods.  It  soon  began  to  rain  heavily 
and  we  made  our  way  to  camp  without 
having  had  one  chance  at  a  shot. 

Soon  after  dinner  the  rain  ceased  and 
we  caught  some  bait  and  tried  tor  the 
land  locked  grey  and  red  salmon  trout 
for  a  short  time  in  the  evening  but  with- 
out success. 

We  had  now  reached  the  evening  of 
Saturday  and  decided  to  remain  where 
we  were  till  Monday  when  we  moved  our 
camp  to  another  island  and  tried  for  trout 
on  the  new  grounds.  Bruce  had  not  been 
more  than  two  minutes  whipping  the 
point  on  which  I  landed  him  when  I  saw 
him  struggling  with  a  beauty  which  he 
landed.  This  was  his  first  trout  and  I 
saw  him  look  towards  me  with  an  ex- 
pression on  his    face  which  seemed  to 


say  "What  on  earth  are  you  doing  ?" 
Just  then  my  own  line  was  drawn  taut 
and  after  a  struggle  I  succeeded  in  landing 
a  three  pounder.  Just  then  things  were 
exactly  as  Bruce  desired  them.  At  that 
moment  everything  in  the  world  seemed 
good  to  him  and  he  pronounced  the  island 
on  which  we  were  stationsd  as  the  nicest 
spot  in  the  universe.  It  was  not  long 
before  he  captured  another  three  pounder 
and  I  followed  suit  ;  and  then  we  landed 
two  more  that  Bruce  could  not  refrain 
from  admiring.  We  paddled  back  to 
camp  with  our  beauties  and  had  fresh 
salmon  for  supper. 

On  the  following  morning  we  undertook 
a  short  hunt  and  added  three  birds  to  our 
store  of  game.  Fishing  occupied  our  atten- 
tion during  the  afternoon  and  success 
again  attended  our  efforts,  eight  nice  fish 
being  landed.  Bruce  was  enthusiastic 
over  this  experience  as  he  landed  six  from 
one  spot.  01  jj£  ~y       \  Of 

Our  minnow  can  was  placed  on  the  top  of 
a  big  red  granite  rock  and  as  the  trout  took 
Bruce's  minnows  about  every  moment  he 
had  to  make  many  pilgrimages  to  the 
minnow  can.  As  the  trout  came  rattling 
out  on  the  rocks  he  grew  reckless  and 
ran  up  and  down  the  steep  granite  cliffs 
with  as  much  confidence  and  agility  as 
though  on  a  carpeted  floor.  Finally  he 
missed  his  footing  and  came  rolling  down 
from  the  top  to  the  brink  of  the  water, 
when  as  he  said,  he  "stuck  in  his  toes 
and  his  heels"  and  hung  on. 

I  drew  my  bait  out  of  the  water  and 
prepared  to  fish  him  out  of  the  lake  but 
my  precautions  were  unnecessary  for  the 
active  man  was  immediately  on  his  "old 
stand"  and  soon  struggling  with  another 
beauty.  While  Bruce  was  so  well  en- 
gaged I  landed  two  and  had  a  fierce  fight 
with  one  I  could  not  land. 

Now  although  I  have  caught  many 
large  trout,  large  bass  and  large  maski- 
nonge  I  never  had  hold  of  a  fish  that 
gave  me  such  trouble.  When  I  gave 
him  the  line  he  pulled  till  I  was  down  to 
the  very  water's  edge.  After  a  good  deal 
ot  frantic  struggling  I  decided  to  bring 
him  back  to  me  which  was  a  mistake  for 
although  I  turned  him  he  had  still  so  much 
vitality  and  power  that  he  kept  up  the 
fight  steadily  till  he  broke  his  hold  when 
he  darted  off  six  inches  below  the  surface 
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of  the  water  toward  Bruce.  The  latter 
declared  him  to  be  a  monster  and  said 
that  he  could  see  a  large  portion  of  the 
mouth  of  the  fish  which  nad  been  torn  off 
during  the  struggle. 

We  did  not  kill  many  birds  on  any  of 
our  trips.  All  we  saw  were  old  birds  and 
these  were  in  two  and  threes  and  very 
wild.  Accordingly  we  voted  not  to  go 
to  the  woods  on  our  last  forenoon.  No 
covies  were  seen  by  us  and  we  concluded 
that  the  cold  weather  in  May  and  June 
last  had  killed  most  of  the  chickens.  A 
few  more  seasons  like  the  last  would  go 
a  long  way  to  cause  the  partridge  to  be- 
come extinct.  In  the  evening  we  landed 
four  large  grey  salmon. 


Bruce  is  no  longer  a  1 'tenderfoot"  or 
an  amateur  sportsman  but  a  professional 
of  the  first  water  who  has  qualified  for 
the  position  by  good  sound  work. 

Next  morning  we  packed  up  and  turn- 
ed our  bronzed  faces  towards  Bobcaygeon 
where  we  landed  at  four  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon. 

Both  were  much  benefitted  by  our  trip 
and  in  addition  to  the  gain  in  health  we 
have  accumulated  a  store  of  pleasant  re- 
collections which  we  hope  to  increase  as 
the  years  roll  on,  as  each  has  made  a 
mental  vow  to  repeat  this  trip  each  year 
as  often  as  circumstances  will  permit. 


Spending  a  Vacation  in  Canadian  Wilds. 


MR.  George  H.  Fowler,  of  Bristol, 
Conn.,  writes  enthusiastically  of  a 
  fortnight  spent  by  hiir  on  the  pre- 
serve of  the  Scott  Fish  and  Game  Club 
in  the  Province  of  Quebec.  He  left  his 
home  town  by  the  early  train  on  Monday 
morning,  September  second,  and  the 
same  afternoon  reached  Sherbrooke  where 
he  met  General  Paul  Lang  and  two  other 
friends  who  were  to  accompany  him  on 
the  trip. 

The  next  morning  they  travelled  to 
Quebec  city  and  were  much  interested  in 
visiting  the  famous  and  historic  spots  in 
and  around  the  Ancient  Capital.  Later 
in  the  afternoon  they  took  the  Intercolon- 
ial for  Trois  Pistoles,  a  French  Canadian 
town  one  hundred  and  forty-seven  miles 
further  on.  As  no  one  at  the  hotel  could 
speak  English,  and  as  none  of  the  party 
knew  French,  they  were  for  a  time  in  a 
quandary  but  soon  found  means  to  make* 
their  wants  known  and  enjoyed  a  hearty 
supper  and  a  good  night's  rest  in  com- 
fortable pleasant  rooms. 

They  were  early  on  the  road  the  follow- 
ing morning  and  with  good  reason. 
Camping  outfits  with  rods  and  rifles  and 
other  paraphenalia  were  packed  on  two 
heavy  buckboards,  drawn  by  two  good 
horses  and  with  two  French  boy  drivers 
they  set  off  for  St.  Jean  de  Dieu,  a  jour- 
ney of  twelve  miles  east  4 'over  the  worst 


road  I  ever  saw."  The  road  was  full  of 
holes,  and  mud  and  rocks  were  so  plenti- 
fully intermingled  that  it  appeared  as 
though  someone,  instead  of  making  a 
road  had  attempted  to  see  if  it  were  not 
possible  to  make  the  place  impassable. 
To  make  things  worse  rain  fell  plentifully 
and  made  the  journey  a  cheerless  one. 
After  four  hours  of  heavy  work  they 
reached  the  settlement  where  they  chang- 
ed horses,  loaded  their  belongings  into 
heavy  waggons  and  started  on  another 
twelve  miles  to  the  home  camp.  The 
road  led  through  a  solid  wilderness  of 
spruce  and  cedar  and  was  so  bad  that 
Mr.  Fowler  gives  up  the  attempt  to 
make  readers  understand  how  little  like 
a  road  it  was.  Words  are  too  poor  a 
vehicle  for  such  a  description. 

The  second  twelve  miles  took  them 
five*  hours  to  accomplish  and  when  they 
reached  the  camp  after  nine  hours  of 
heart-breaking  work  they  were  about  as 
depressed  a  set  of  mortals  as  it  would  be 
possible  to  find.  Wet,  weary  and  hungry 
they  were  ready  to  give  up  all  thoughts 
of  enjoyment.  The  transformation  scene, 
however,  enchanted  them. 

At  the  Camp  they  found  fifteen  mem- 
bers of  the  Club  who  gave  them  a  hearty 
reception.  They  were  at  once  introduced 
into  a  warm  and  dry  place  and  found  a 
venison  and  fish  supper  awaiting  them. 
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Speedily  they  forgot  the  trials  and  dis- 
comforts they  had  undergone  and  cheer- 
fully acknowledged  that  they  enjoyed  the 
present  comforts  all  the  more  for  their 
experiences.  They  were  warmly  congrat- 
ulated upon  the  success  of  their  efforts 
in  reaching  the  Camp  and  assured  that 
the  reward  awaiting  them  would  amply 
compensate  them  for  what  they  had 
undergone.  Indeed  the  warmth  and 
comfort  of  the  Camp,  to  say  nothing  of 
the  supper  and  the  company,  made  all 
four  think  that  they  had  been  sufficiently 
rewarded.  A  couple  of  hours  smoke 
and  talk,  during  which  time  much  fishing 
and  hunting  experiences  were  exchanged, 
preceded  retirement  and  the  strenuous 
exertions  of  the  day  assured  quiet  re- 
pose. 

All  the  party  met  at  breakfast  next 
morning  when  venison  steak,  trout, 
baked  and  boiled  potatoes,  gems,  corn 
cake,  griddle  cakes,  etc.  were  served. 
Then  a  division  was  made,  some  going 
off  for  a  hunting  trip  and  others  content- 
ing themselves  with  fishing. 

Mr.  Fowler  describes  the  Scott  Fish 
and  Game  Preserve  as  a  tract  of  wild, 
heavily  timbered  land  comprising  an 
area  ten  miles  wide  and  thirty  miles  long 
leased  from  the  Provincial  Government 
ot  Quebec  for  a  term  of  years.  Included  in 
the  preserve  are  twenty-two  lakes  and 
ponds,  some  nearly  two  miles  long  and 
"they  are  just  alive  with  nothing  but 
square  tailed  trout." 

The  largest  of  these  lakes  is  named  St. 
John  and  here  the  party  spent  the  first 
day  fly  fishing.  At  every  cast  they  took 
from  one  to  three  trout  averaging  about 
half  a  pound  each.  This  was  grand  but 
the  size  was  not  large  enough  to  satisfy 
the  lovers  of  fly  fishing. 

Accordingly  the  next  morning  with 
rifles,  rods,  a  guide  and  two  day's  sup- 
plies the  party  crossed  Lake  St.  John  and 
took  the  trail  to  three  lakes  known  to  the 
members  of  the  Club  as  the  First,  Second 
and  Third  Lakes  of  Big  Trout.  The 
way  t-ok  them  through  a  dense  forest 
of  cedar  and  spruce  and  without  a  guide 
they  would  soon  have  been  hopelessly  lost. 
At  the  Lakes  they  found  a  fine  camp  with 
everything  comfortable. 

Mr.  Fowler  says  :  "I  never  saw  such 
fishing  in  my  life.  We  could  go  from 
one  lake  to   the    other  in    a  boat  and  it 


made  no  difference  where  we  fished,  we 
could  take  trout  from  two  to  three  and  a 
half  pounds  at  every  cast.  No  one  but 
a  lover  of  fly  fishing  can  realize  the  fun 
there  is  in  playing  these  speckled  beaut- 
ies on  a  six  ounce  fly  rod." 

Four  members  of  the  camp  with  their 
guides  started  for  the  home  camp  on  the 
following  morning  carrying  with  them 
one  hundred  pounds  of  dressed  trout, 
twenty-five  pounds  being  the  amount 
each  member  could  take  home.  The  Club 
have  forty-five  boats  on  these  lakes  and 
in  addition  to  four  fine  camps  have  sev- 
eral lean-tos  located  on  the  shores  of  the 
lakes  where  the  hunters  can  watch  for 
moose,  caribou  and  deer. 

All  the  supplies  for  the  camp  are  taken 
in  during  the  winter  with  teams  and 
sleighs  and  four  guides  are  kept  at  the 
home  Camp  all  the  time.  These  men 
make  trips  on-snowshoes  to  all  the  lakes 
once  every  two  days  in  order  to  guard 
against  the  settlers  catching  trout  through 
the  ice.  Last  winter  snow  was  seven 
feet  deep  on  the  level  and  these  men  had 
weary  work. 

In  a  vast  tract  of  wilderness  of  nearly 
two  hundred  square  miles  there  are  only 
four  fish  and  game  clubs  holding  leases 
from  the  Quebec  Government. 

These  immense  areas  give  every 
chance  of  good  fishing  and  hunting,  and 
being  situated  as  they  are  right  in  the 
wilds  it  is  only  against  wanderers  that 
precautions  are  taken.  Every  Club 
protects  its  own  area  and  both  fish  and 
game  so  speedily  respond  to  the  amount 
of  protection  given  them  that  they  are 
found  in  sufficient  plentiful  quantities  for 
members  and  their  guests.  There  never 
need  be  any  fear  on  this  head  so  long  as 
the  present  effective  guard  is  maintained. 

In  leaving  Canada,  Mr.  Fowler  ex- 
pressed the  hope  that  ere  long  he  would 
be  able  to  pay  a  further  visit  and  enjoy 
the  unsurpassed  fishing  and  shooting  in 
the  fine  Province  of  Quebec. 

At  the  time  of  Mr.  Fowler's  visit  he  had 
not  much  chance  of  seeing  big  game  but 
he  found  sufficent  evidences  of  their  pre- 
sence to  assure  him  that  later  on  there 
would  be  moose,  caribou,  deer  and  bears 
more  than  sufficient  to  afford  sport  in 
plenty  for  all  the  members  of  the  Club 
and  their  friends.

IT  a  point  forty-eight  miles  west  of 
Winnipeg,  on  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  and  a  drive  of  ten  miles 
north,  you  arrive  at  a  modest  looking 
shooting  lodge.

Yet  this 
shooting-  box 
stands  on  the 
fringe  of  civiliza- 
tion, as  no  other 
habitation  lies 
between  it  and 
the  pole.  A  re- 
ference to  the 
map  will  show 
that  it  could  not 
be  otherwise,  as 
the  country  for 
nearly  a  thou- 
sand miles  north 
breeding  territory. 

My- first  shooting  in  these  marshes 
was  in  1883,  and  I  have  shot  there  nearly 
every  fall  since  that  date.  It  certainly 
has  afforded  me  unlimited  pleasure  to  en- 
tertain many  sportsmen,  Vhom  I  number 
amongst  my  best  friends,  and,  I  think  I 
put  it  mildly  in  saying  that  our  outings 
have  always  been  a  mutual,  and  gigantic 
jag  of  joy.

I  once  heard  the  remark,  "What  a  lot 
of  discomfort  a  duck  shooter  will  en- 
dure." I  have  had  many  experiences, 
but  I  cannot  recall  one  that  does  not 
afford  me  the  greatest  pleasure  to  think 
upon. 

I  was  in  a  duck  marsh  with  awellknown 
sportsman,  who 
is  now  one  of 
Chicago's  pro- 
minent business 
men.  He  detest- 
ed office  work, 
yet  his  present 
robust  health  de- 
monstrates the 
good  he  receiv- 
ed from  his  out- 
ings. At  the  per- 
iod I  am  writing 
of,  we  stood  in 
thereedstoshoot, 
usually  just  be- 
fore dusk,  and 
when  our  present 
day  system  was 
unknown,  viz., 
of  having  boats 
with  easy  arm-chairs,  and  a  punter  to  do 
the  work,  in  fact,  the  maximum  amount 
of  sport  with  the  minimum  of  exertion. 
We  were  having  good  shooting,  but  night 
was  upon  us  before  we  knew  it.  A  big 
rain  and  wind  storm  sprang  up  very  sud- 
denly, which  created  an  inky  darkness, 
and  caused  us  to  lose  our  way  to  the 
main-land.  We  took  each  other  by  the 
collar,  and  we  tramped  knee  deep  through 
the  weeds.      In  resting  for  a  moment,  I

yelled  in  my  companion's  ear  "This  is 
Hades." 

*  'Yes,"  said  my  friend,  "but  it  is  not 
work!" 

When  you  remember  the  attendent 
discomforts  of  duck  shooting  to  say,  that 
"It  is  not  work"  will  seem  a  paradoxical 
adjective.  But  what  is  meant  is  that  it 
is  not  brain  work,  but  a  pleasurab'e  toil. 
This  is  exemplified  in  the  fact  that  a  duck 
shooter  will  paddle  up  a  creek  before  the 
break  of  day,  with  the  snow  drifting  in 
his  face,  and  the  thermometer 
near  zero,  and  say  with  a  shiver, 
"Lord,  but  it's  cold  !"  Yet  a 
smile  will  play  upon  his  counten- 
ance, as  he  thinks  of  the  coming 
flight,  and  he  will  ejaculate  with 
a  grin,  "This  is  not  work!"  If 
he  is  in  his  office,  and  feels  the 
slightest  draft,  and  the  tempera- 
ture is  not  just  to  his  liking,  he 
will  "cuss"  somebody  for  the  dis- 
comfort he  is  suffering,  but  he 
will  crouch  in  his  boat,  with  the 
thinnest  of  reeds  for  a  wind  break . 
and  gaze  by  the  hour  for  the 
ducks  that  never  come.  Yet  be 
will  tell  you  that  the  real  pleasure 
of  duck  shooting  is  in  anticipa- 
tion and  reminiscences,  and  thai 
"It  is  not  work." 


There  is  another,  and  better 
view  of  the  alleged  hardships  of 
duck  shooting.  I  have  had,  as 
guests,  scores  of  victims  of  that 
brain  racking  affection,  viz. ,  sleep- 
lessness, yet  I  never  knew  a  case, 
after  a  sufferer  of  insomnia  had 
paddled  for  a  couple  of  days 
through  the  creeks,  and  in  the 
bays,  where  he  did  not  sleep  the 
sleep  that  is  claimed  to  be  enjoy- 
ed by  the  just. 

Fra  Albertus  says  "That  the 
creed  of  the  future  must  be  more 
work,  of  the  kind  in  which  you 
forget  yourself,  and  that  the  re- 
ward is  not  idleness  nor  rest,  but 
increased  capacity,  and  more 
work  !" 

This  is  very  nice  for  a  dreamer, 
but  it  is  poor  advice  for  grain 
and  stock  gamblers,  who,  in 
their  greed  for  money,  rack  their 
brains  to  such  an  extent  that,  in 
the  hotel  bars  of  the  vicinity  of  Chicago's 
and  New  York's  gambling  dens,  which 
the  frequenters  call  Stock  and  Grain  Ex- 
changes, you  never  hear  a  call  for  a  'high 
ball,'  a  'cocktail,'  or  any  of  the  many 
drinks  that  are  dispensed  at  such  places  ; 
but  you  will  hear  a  short,  sharp,  snappy 
order  for  "A  streak  of  lightning,"  "A 
corpse  reviver,"  a  "Pick  me  up,"  and  a 
dozen  other  euphonious  decoctions  that 
are  dispensed  at  these  drug  shops,  and 
which  are  served  not,  as  the  Frenchman 
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says,  4 'To  bring  the  glad,"  but  to  quiet 
the  nerves.  If  these  men  whose  brains 
are  kept  in  a  continual  state  of  excite- 
ment, and  whose  stomachs  are  ruined  by 
artificial  tonics,  and  also  the  busy  busi- 
ness men  who  are  cooped  up  at  their 
desks  the  year  round,  would  try  a  little 
play  and  take  a  holiday  in  a  duck  marsh, 
they  will  find  fresh  cream,  eggs,  butter, 
and  best  of  all,  fresh  air,  an  antidote  that 


will  drive  the  cobwebs  and  aches  from 
their  brains,  and  their  digestions  will 
knock  dyspepsia  endways.  This  will 
naturally  add  years  to  their  lives  and 
create  a  feeling  that  I  have  many  times 
felt,  viz.,  to  stand  up  in  my  boat,  doff  my 
cap  and  fervently  thank  the  Creator  of 
all  goodness,  and  say  "This  is  glorious 
and  best  of  all  'It  is  not  work.*  '* 


The  Deer  Season  of  1907.

WHEN  the  Express  and  Railway  com- 
panies have  made  their  official  re- 
turns of  the  deer  shipped  during 
the  '07  season,  just  closed,  methinks  a 
shortage  will  be  noticed  in  the  number 
of  deer  when  the  added  hunters  for 
each  district  are  taken  into  consideration. 
In  that  great  deer  country  lying  between 
the  Northern  Muskoka  Lakes  and  the 
Magnetawan,  perhaps  as  fine  a  deer 
cover  as  exists  any  where  on  this  contin- 
ent, the  opinion  prevails  that  while  deer 
were  there  in  plentitude,  the  depleted 
forests,  railway  construction  and  a  gen- 
eral encroachment  of  the  settlements  have 
forced  the  wily  redskins  deeper  into  the 
recesses  of  the  thickets,  from  which  they 
issue  when  driven  by  the  dogs,  only  to 
trek  many  miles  across  country  and  woe 
to  the  nimrod  that  fails  to  stop  'em  when 
they  cross  his  runway.  In  our  own 
district,  situated  some  few  miles  north  of 
the  railway  in  the  Parry  Sound  District, 
we  found  a  great  many  deer.  Our  dogs 
were  set  down  on  the  tracks  only  to  run 
their  heads  off  on  bucks  of  more  or  less 
uncertain  age,  while  in  previous  years 
our  count  always  showed  a  greater  percent- 
age of  does.  This  to  be  sure  we  deplored, 
for  every  doe  killed  means  that  the  deer 
population  of  next  year  is  depleted  by 
one  and  generally  two  fawns  and  we  rath- 
er enjoyed  slaughtering  the  horned  fellows 
when  opportunity  offered.  Our  chief 
mistake  was  in  confining  our  party  to  six 
or  seven  men.  Had  we  ten  or  a  dozen, 
more  deer  would  have  fallen  to  our  lot 
and  fewer  dogs  would  have  been  lost. 
This  subject  of  dogs  is  truly  a  grievous 


one  and  around  our  camp-fire  at  night 
we  threshed  it  out  from  many  view  points. 
We  took  with  us  from  Toronto  five  finely 
and  city  bred  fox  hounds,  three  of  which 
had  previously  run  on  deer  and  two  bred 
in  the  purple,  of  which  great  things  were 
expected.  The  first  morning's  hunt  an 
experienced  dog  with  a  novice  bitch  were 
put  down  on  a  track,  the  old  fellow 
giving  tongue  at  a  great  rate,  the  leashes 
were  unslipped  and  they  went  away  at 
racing  speed.  'Twas  a  pleasure  surely  to 
watch  that  pair,  the  old  fellow  with  his 
dependable  nose  covering  ground  at  a 
great  rate,  while  the  bitch  ranged  after 
him  running  true  and  strong.  A  very 
few  minutes  elapsed  when  they  had  him 
going  and  we  sat  on  the  nearest  log  to 
follow  the  run.  Continuous  music  from 
the  pair  indicated  a  good  hot  scent. 
"Billy"  who  was  with  me  anxiously 
awaited  the  report  of  the  rifle,  "Where 
is  he  heading  for  ?"  I  asked.  "Ought 
to  hear  'The  Duke'  open  up  presently," 
said  he,  but  no  they  swung  further  up  the 
river  and  after  a  few  minutes  were  out  of 
hearing.  The  old  dog  returned  the  next 
day,  the  bitch  was  recovered  in  time  to 
crate  for  the  down  trip;  such  are  the  vicis- 
situdes of  the  hunt.  This  not  only  hap- 
pened to  us  several  times,  and  we  cover- 
ed, I  am  afraid  to  say  how  many  miles, 
to  the  adjoining  camps  in  search  of  them, 
but  we  also  learned  later  that  our  lost 
dogs  were  doing  some  famous  running 
for  our  neighbors  to  the  north. 

The  subject  of  how  to  breed  the  best 
deer-dog,  hound,  collie  or  mixture,  is  one 
of  unending  discussion.  I  have  seen  deer 
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watered,  and  watered  quickly  by  a  black 
cocker  spaniel.  In  our  district,  collies 
do  very  fine  work.  A  party  to  the  north 
of  us  worked  three  collie  and  hound  cros- 
sed pups,  but  eighteen  months  old,  every 
day  for  a  fortnight  and  many,  many  deer 
were  shot  ahead  of  them.  Instances  in- 
numerable of  all  kinds  of  breeds  and 
matings  developing  into  good  deer  dogs 
could  be  collected  in  one  trip  to  the 
woods  in  deer  season,  yet  withal,  a  good 
deep  chested,  straight  legged,  good  bon- 
ed fox  hound  which  has  been  kept  off 
rabbits  and  hare,  is  to  my  mind  the  ideal 
dog  for  running  deer.  They  possess  the 
proper  hunting  instinct,  good  staying 
qualities  and  give  excellent  tongue.  I 
prefer  a  light  set  up  dog  with  good  feet, 
just  out  of  the  hardier  class,  and  in  my 
experience  the  females  work  better  than 
the  males. 

Probably  one  of  the  greatest  mistakes 
made  with  dogs  from  the  city,  meaning 
those  whose  opportunity  is  limited  for 
running  on  fox  or  rabbit,  is  to  expect  a 
dog  soft  in  flesh  and  short  in  wind  to  do 
himself  justice  in  the  early  part  of  the 
hunt.  He  should  never  be  started  with 
a  native  dog  or  with  one  older  of  in  bet- 
ter physical  condition,  else  should  the 
run  be  long  he  will  play  out  and  become 


discouraged  and  disappoint  you  badly 
when  you  attempt  to  demonstrate  his 
qualities  to  your  friends.  A  careful 
handling  is  necessary  for  the  first  few 
days.  He  should  be  picked  up  after  his 
first  good  run,  put  on  chain  and  housed 
in  a  warm  place  and  after  a  good  meal 
his  feet  well  bathed  with  tincture  of 
arnica  or  whiskey,  which  serves  to  relieve 
the  soreness  and  toughens  the  skin,  mak- 
ing them  less  liable  to  bruises  and  cuts 
resulting  from  the  many  miles  of  burnt 
rocks  everywhere  prevalent  in  our  north 
country  and  which  furnishes  hard  footing 
for  our  faithful  canines. 

The  hounding  of  deer  has  been  decried 
at  great  length  and  by  many  men  famous 
in  hunting  lore.  In  a  number  of  respects 
I  admit  their  contentions  but  I  love  a 
good  dog  and  if  properly  trained  he  is  in- 
valuable to  the  hunting  party,  whose 
hunting  combines  the  pleasure  of  the 
hunt  with  the  securing  of  a  few  pounds 
of  venison  to  treat  their  friends  upon 
their  return  to  the  city.  Give  me  the  bon 
comaradie  of  a  few  congenial  fellows,  a 
comfortable  shack  to  live  in,  a  cook  that 
"knows  how,"  include  the  dogs  and  you 
have  an  ideal  hunting  party  out  for  the 
sport  at  its  best. 

With  its  many  discomfitures  and  the 
omnipresent  element  of  danger  the  sport 
of  deer  hunting  can  justiy  be  termed — 
decidedly  popular  and  it  has  always  been 
a  source  of  mystery  to  me  why  more  of 
our  towns  people  and  city  folk  do  not 
take  advantage  of  an  outing  which  our 
country  to  the  north  so  splendidly  affords.

An  Autumn  Tragedy.

THE  dead  leaves  rustled  in  the  path 
that  led  down  to  where  my  canoe 
lay  turned  bottom  up  under  the 
shade  of  the  willows,  with  the  maple 
paddles  under  it.  The  shore  of  the  lake 
was  clothed  with  second  growth  ash, 
soft  maples  and  black  alder.  Wild 
grape  vines  ran  everywhere  among  the 
trees  in  graceful  festoons.  After  the 
frost  has  come  these  vines  are  often  vis- 
ited by  the  ruffed  grouse.  Grapes  and 
thorn  apples  make  up  a  good  portion  of 
the  autumn  food  of  the  grouse.  The  far 
shore  of  the  lake  was  still  in  a  state  of 
nature;  the  original  forest  coming  down 
to  the  water's  edge.  The  last  Fisher 
(the  largest  known  member  of  the 
weasel  family)  that  was  seen  in  this 
whole  country  side,  was  caught  in  a  trap 
which  a  boy  set  for  a  raccoon  just  at  the 
upper  end  of  the  lake.  Once  in  a  while 
even  yet  the  cry  of  a  stray  lynx  is  heard 
on  this  lonely  shore. 

The  lake  is  but  a  small  one;  and  is 
filled  with  thin  mud,  except  a  stratum  of 
surface  water,  which  varies  in  depth 
with  the  season. 

As  I  shoved  out  the  canoe  from  the 
shore  the  water  had  become  cle^r  as 
crystal  from  the  effects  of  the  frosts 
that  had  lately  fallen.  For  frost  has  the 
effect  of  killing  the  algae  and  other 
microscopic  growth  that  swarm  in  the 
lakes  and  rivers  during  summer,  and 
precipitating  them  to  the  bottom.  One 
can  then  see  the  various  fishes  down 
deep  in  their  native  haunts. 

The  surface  of  the  mud  was  marked  in 
many  places  with  the  trail  of  water 
snails  and  clam  shells.  Once  I  came 
suddenly  on  an  immense  turtle,  whose 
back  was  overgrown  with  moss.  A 
couple  of  sluggish  creeks  ran  into  the 
lake.  Their  mouths  are  fringed  with 
wild  rice,  and  afford  famous  places  for 
the  hunter  to  watch  for  the  black  ducks 
that  come  to  feed  just  after  daylight. 
For  it  is  a  peculiar  habit  of  these  fowls 
that  they  never  spend  the  day  in  the 
same  body  of  water  where  they  pass  the 
night. 


The  outlet  is  almost  overgrown  with 
willows  and  bulrushes.  Once  a  beaver 
dam,  fully  half  a  mile  long,  extended 
round  the  lower  end  of  the  lake.  The 
remains  can  be  still  traced  for  some  dis- 
tance. 

For  real  pleasure  as  well  as  for  ob- 
servation the  canoe  is  vastly  superior  to 
the  boat.  An  old  hunter  always  kneels 
in  his  canoe,  his  knees  braced  against 
the  sides.  Partly  supported  also  by  sit- 
ting on  a  narrow  thwart,  he  can  look 
ahead  and  on  either  hand,  instead  of,  as 
in  a  boat,  moving  with  his  back  to  the 
objects  he  wishes  to  catch  sight  of. 

The  mud  under  the  shallow  water  is 
cut  into  converging  channels  by  the  in- 
creasing current  drawing  into  the  outlet; 
so  the  canoe  moves  easily  through  the 
narrow  openings  between  the  bogs.  It 
was  early  November,  a  typical  Indian 
Summer  afternoon.  A  dreamy  haze 
hung  over  the  earth.  The  air  was  full 
of  swarms  of  ephemera  sporting  in  the 
sunshine.  The  pair  of  loons  that  had 
made  the  lake  their  summer  home  had 
gone  south  with  their  young  ones,  now 
grown  as  big  as  themselves.  Overhead 
an  osprey  circled  over  the  lake.  The 
vast  forest  of  dry  weeds  stretching 
away  on  every  side  stood  motionless  in 
the  still  atmosphere.  Great  pike,  dis- 
turbed by  the  passing  canoe  darted  off, 
their  course  marked  by  the  movement  of 
the  weeds  through  whicb  they  ploughed 
their  way. 

Here  a  bog  covered  with  feathers 
showed  where  a  flock  of  wood  ducks 
had  plumed  themselves  after  their  morn- 
ing meal.  m  A  coot  scurried  away  among 
the  sedges.  Tracks  of  muskrats  are 
everywhere  on  the  soft  mud;  and  the  low 
shores  are  tunneled  with  their  burrows. 

Here  close  along  the  margin  of  the 
water,  a  track  almost  like  the  print  of  a 
baby's  foot  shows  where  a  raccoon  has 
been  frog  hunting.  The  canoe,  pushed 
beneath  a  clump  of  over-arching  willows, 
flouted  out  into  a  pond,  an  enlargement 
of  the  creek  about  twenty  yards  across. 

A     backward     turn    of    the  paddle 
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brought  the  canoe  to   an   instant  stand- 
still; for  a  most  unusual  sight  presented 
itself.    The   surface   of  the  pond  was 
dotted  with  muskrats,  lying  flat  and  per- 
fectly  still  upon  the   water,    with  their 
noses   all    pointing    in    one  direction. 
Muskrats  are  usually  timid  enough;  and 
like  most  fur  bearing   animals  are  noc- 
turnal in  their  habits.    They  are  rarely 
seen  in  the  day  time,  and   then  only  in 
dark  cloudy  weather.    Here  then  were 
two  very  singular  things;   a  lot  of  these 
little  creatures  out  in  the  sunshine,  and 
lying  on  the  water  so  near   that  I  could 
touch  some  of  them  with  the  paddle. 
Yet  they  showed  none  of  their  usual  fear 
of  man.    There  was  surely  some  cause 
for   their   leaving  their     snug  houses, 
which    dotted  the  margin  of  the  pond. 
So  we'll  wait  and  see.    The  little  fellows 
seemed   to  know  that  I  would  not  hurt 
them.     Presently,  some    way  off  at  the 
north  end  of  the  pond,  the   direction  in 
which  they  were  pointing,  the  dry  grass 
parted,  and  a  slim,  snakelike  neck  and 
pointed  nose  were   thrust  out,  the  little 
eyes  blinking  in   the  sun,  and   the  head 
swaying  from  side  to    side,  as  the  mink 
looked  out  over  the  pond,  seeking  to  lo- 
cate its  prey.     Here  was  the  explanation. 
The  mink  is  the  sworn  foe  of  the  musk- 
rat,  and  gives  him  no    end    of  trouble. 
This  one  in  circling   the  pond  had  en- 
tered One  of  the  houses.     But  in  some 
way  the   inmates   had  escaped;    and  in 
some  way  also  they  had  communicated 
the  alarming  news  of  a  hostile  presence 
to  every  house  in  the  pond.     The  beaver 
signals    danger  by  a  sharp  blow  of  his 
flat  tail  on  the  water.    This  can  be  heard 
a  long  way,  for  water  is  a  good  conduc- 
tor   of   sound.      Perhaps     the  sudden 
plunge  of  the  rats  in  the  first    house  at- 
tacked  warned   the   others.  Anyway, 
warned  they  had  been.    And  here  they 
lay,  every  little  frame  quivering  with  ex- 
citement;, every   nose  pointed  towards 
the  spot  where  the  mink  appeared;  they 
knew  right  well  he  was  there  before  he 
showed    himself.    A  light  sixteen  bore 


lay  across  the  thwart,  and  my  hand 
slipped  down  to  get  it.  But  slight  as 
was  the  motion,  the  mink  was  too  quick, 
and  the  head  was  instantly  withdrawn. 
I  waited  some  time  for  the  mink  to  again 
show  himself.  But  he  had  seen  enough 
and  did  not  re-appear.  All  the  time  the 
rats  lay  still  upon  the  water,  showing 
the  utmost  confidence  in  my  good  inten- 
tions. Or  rather  here  was  an  illustra- 
tion of  what  Dr.  Chalmers  calls  "the 
expulsive  power  of  a  new  affection." 
The  natural  fear  of  man  on  the  part  of 
the  muskrats  was  overcome  by  the  still 
stronger  fear  of  their  hereditary  foe. 
And  illustrations  of  this  same  principle 
are  not  uncommonly  met  with.  A  friend  of 
mine  was  one  day  working  in  a  field  near 
the  edge  of  a  forest  where  deer  are  still 
found.  He  heard  the  baying  of  a  hound 
and  a  fawn,  with  the  pretty  white  spots 
still  on  its  sides,  came  bounding  towards 
him,  and  stood  trembling  beside  him. 
To  his  credit  be  it  said,  the  fawn  was 
protected  and  the  dog  driven  off.  The 
fawn  remained  in  the  field  all  afternoon, 
feeling  safe  from  pursuit.  The  Lower 
Canadian  foreman  of  a  shanty  told  me 
that  one  day  a  deer  suddenly  bounded 
into  the  space  cleared  away  around  the 
great  pine  he  had  cut  down.  A  moment 
later  two  grey  timber  wolves  appeared, 
but  slunk  away  when  they  saw  the 
Frenchman.  The  deer  had  heard  the 
sound  of  the  axe,  and  sought  the  protec- 
tion of  man. 

But  the  muskrats  in  the  pond  were 
soon  to  be  freed  from  their  dreaded 
enemy.  Coming  up  the  inlet  as  the 
early  November  evening  was  closing  in, 
I  saw  the  mink  racing  along  the  strip  of 
dry  mud  that  stretched  from  the  fringe 
of  reeds  to  the  edge  of  the  water.  He 
came  on  with  a  long,  loping  gait;  his 
brush  held  well  up  out  of  danger  from 
the  mud.  A  well  directed  shot  rolled  the 
marauder  over,  and  his  prime  skin,  after 
a  trip  to  the  furrier  in  Montreal,  formed 
the  band  for  a  small  boy's  winter  cap.

nHIS  subject,  which  has  been  forced 
more  and  more  upon  the  attention 
of  those  concerned  in  the  work  of 
fish  and  game  protection,  received  a 
great  impetus  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
American  Fisheries  Society  held  at  Erie, 
Pennsylvania. 

The  American  Fisheries  Society  is  an 
organization  of  fish  culturists,  ichthyolog- 
ists and  other  persons  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada  directly  interested  in  fish 
and  the  fisheries.  Among  its  members  are 
the  United  States  Commissioner  of  Fish 
and  Fisheries  and  his  leading  subordin- 
ates and  most  of  the  state  fishery  officials 
and  some  of  their  principal  subordinates. 

The  last  meeting  of  the  Society  was 
attended  by  Mr.  A.  Kelly  Evans,  Secre- 
tary at  Headquarters  of  the  Ontario  Fish 
and  Game  Protective  Association  who 
was  on  the  order  paper  to  speak  upon 
"How  Fish  and  Game  Protective  Asso- 
ciations may  assist  the  Fish  Culturi6t 
and  the  International  Problem  of  the 
proper  Government  of  the  Fisheries  of 
the  Great  Lakes." 

We  give  his  address  in  full  as  reported 
by  the  Society's  stenographer  as  it  was 
the  means  of  carrying  the  resolution  he 
had  introduced  pledging  the  Society  to 
use  all  its  influence  in  the  direction  of 
causing  an  international  informal  confer- 
ence to  be  called  of  representatives  of 
the  different  States  bordering  on  the 
Great  Lakes,  representatives  of  the  Pro- 
vince of  Ontario  and  the  Federal  Adminis- 
trations both  at  Washington  and  at 
Ottawa.  The  matter  was  left  in  the 
hands  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Society  of  which  the  Honorable  W.  E. 
Meehan,  Commissioner  of  Fisheries  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  is 
Chairman,  and  this  official  has  issued  in- 
vitations to  the  several  Governments  con- 
cerned to  send  delegates  to  such  a  Con- 
ference. 

At  date  of  writing  several  States  and 
the  Province  of  Ontario  have  already 
accepted  the  invitation  and  it  is  expected 
that  the  Federal  Authorities  will  also  accept 
the  suggestion,  as  such  a  Conference 
it  is  hoped  when  held  will  pave  the  way  to 
a  permanent  agreement,  by  means  of 
which  a  more  uniform  system  of  regula- 


tions could  be  put  in  force  resulting  very 
beneficially  to  the  people  on  both  sides 
of  the  border. 

Mr.  Evans  said  :  It  is  with  a  great 
deal  of  trepidation  that  I  venture  to  make 
a  few  remarks  when  I  remember  that  the 
gentlemen  present  may  be  considered  sa- 
vants on  the  question  of  fish  culture,  but 
I  shall  not  be  long  and  I  trust  you  will 
bear  with  me. 

I  want  to  give  you  some  idea  of  what 
might  be  deemed  the  necessity  of  your 
taking  an  interest  in  organizations  which 
may  help  you  largely  in  the  work  you  are 
carrying  on.  I  refer  to  Fish  and  Game 
Protective  Associations,  and  in  order  to 
impress  this  upon  you  I  will  explain  cer- 
tain occurrences  in  my  own  Province  of 
Ontario. 

I  feel  sure  you  must  all  take  an  inter- 
est in  this  Province,  particularly  because 
it  controls  practically  one  half  of  the 
fisheries  of  the  Great  Lakes,  and  besides 
this  it  has  enormous  resources  in  other 
Lakes  which  do  not  touch  your  borders, 
as  well  as  many  very  large  rivers. 

Touching  the  Fisheries  of  the  Great 
Lakes  there  have  been  two  Commissions 
appointed  of  late  years  in  Canada,  one 
by  the  Provincial  Government  at  Toronto, 
— a  Liberal  administration — and  one  by 
the  Federal  Government  of  Ottawa — a 
Conservative  administration.  The  docu- 
ment I  hold  in  my  hand  is  the  report  of 
the  Commission  appointed  by  the  Federal 
authorities  and  it  is  a  very  rare  book.  It 
contains  such  an  expose  of  the  horrible  de- 
struction of  fish  life  that  had  been  going- 
on  up  to  1890,  that  it  has  been  more  or 
less  suppressed.  I  am  however,  fortunate 
enough  to  possess  a  copy,  and  I  will 
simply  read  a  little  bit  of  sworn  testimony 
from  it  to  show  you  the  conditions  exist- 
ing in  Lake  Ontario  comparatively  a 
small  number  of  years  ago.  « 

This  Commission  was  appointed  by  Sir 
Hibbert  Tupper  in  1893,  and  the  Com- 
misioners  went  all  through  the  Country 
taking  the  evidence  in  an  extensive  man- 
ner under  oath.  The  testimony  I  am 
going  to  quote  is  that  of  an  American 
citizen  who  afterwards  became  a  British 
subject  : 
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"Midland,  Ont.,  8th  December,  1892. 

The  Commission  met  at  the  Public 
School  Hall,  at  10  a.m.,  pursuant  to 
notice. 

Mr.  Albert  Hutchins  was  duly  sworn, 
— live  in  Midland — has  been  a  fisherman 
since  1850— is  a  British  subject  since  then, 
though  born  in  the  United  States.  Has 
fished  here  and  in  the  Georgian  Bay  for 
fourteen  years  —  balance  of  the  time  in 
Lake  Ontario. 

Witness  examined  by  Mr.  Wilmot. 

.    I  have  fished  in  Lake 

Ontario  for  about  thirty  years  for  white- 
fish  and  trout,  the  great  majority  were 
whitefish  and  were  caught  at  Wellington 
Beach.  They  were  caught  very  numer- 
ously with  seines,  as  many  as  from  5,000 
to  10,000  in  one  haul  during  the  night  ; 
this  was  in  the  summer  time,  in  June  and 
July.  These  were  salted  or  sold  on  the 
ground  to  dealers.  I  have  caught  as 
many  in  a  season  as  would  allow  the 
owners  of  the  seine  for  their  share  about 
$2,000,  the  other  2,000  would  go  to  the 
fishermen.  Even  more  than  this  number 
were  caught  sometimes.  Fishing  was 
carried  on  in  the  fall  of  the  year  also. 
Whitefish  were  thick  also  everywhere  in 
Lake  Ontario  at  that  time,  I  have  known 
as  many  as  90,000  to  be  taken  in  one  haul 
in  one  night;  I  was  present  and  saw  them 
counted.  I  have  often  known  of  from 
5,000  to  10,000  being  taken,  and  have 
taken  40,000  myself  in  a  seine  several 
times  ;  this  was  in  July,  at  Wellington 
Beach.  Those  that  were  saved  of  the 
90,000  hauled  were  salted,  many  of  these 
were  lost  because  they  could  not  be  taken 
care  of.  There  was  another  haul  as 
large  as  this  taken  at  West  Lake  Beach  ; 
the  net  was  a  175  rod  seine,  it  was  then 
called  the  sou'-wester'.  When  I  lett  Lake 
Ontario,  some  fourteen  years  ago,  there 
was  no  whitefish  to  be  had  by  the  fisher- 
men where  these  great  hauls  had  been 
made  before,  in  fact  the  whitefish  fishery 
had  ceased  to  exist,  there  was  no  more 
of  it.  I  left  Lake  Ontario  to  fish  here, 
and  a  number  of  other  fishermen  also  left 
there  for  the  same  cause." 

You,  no  doubt  are  awareof  the  horrible 
destruction  of  whitefish  that  took  place 
about  the  same  time  in  the  Detroit  River, 
where  on  the  Canadian  side  pens  had  to 
be  constructed    to    take  care    of  the  im- 


mense quantities  of  fish  caught  in  the 
spawning  season. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  tell  you  that 
the  recommendations  of  the  Commission- 
ers after  taking  all  the  evidence  were  very 
sweeping. 

I  have  here  also  the  report  of  the  Royal 
Commission  appointed  by  the  Ontario 
Government,  dated  1892.  This  report 
was  obtained  somewhat  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  the  Dominion,  except  that  in  refer- 
ence to  the  fisheries,  written  questions 
were  sent  out  and  were  answered  by  four 
hundred  and  ninety-seven  persons  of  all 
walks  of  life,  and  the  Commission  sat  and 
took  sworn  testimony  at  many  points 
throughout  the  Province. 

I  would  only  draw  to  your  attention, 
the  following  recommendations  of  this 
Commission  : 

Your  commissioners  are  of  the  opinion 
that  pound  nets  should  be  entirely  abol- 
ished in  the  waters  of  the  Province,  and 
that  no  gill  netting  should  be  allowed  ex- 
cept by  special  permission  from  the  Game 
and  Fish  Commissioners. 

The  extent  to  which  netting  is  carried 
on  is  also  inconceivable  and  the  spawning 
grounds  are  stripped  year  after  year,  until 
in  many  places  where  fish  abounded 
formerly  in  large  numbers,  there  is  no 
yield  now  at  all.  If  a  force  of  Game 
Wardens  are  appointed,  this  matter  could 
be  vigorously  looked  into,  and  the 
slaughter  and  destruction  could  be  very 
considerably  lessened.  The  value  of  the 
fish  yield  is  enormous  and  too  much  pains 
can  not  be  taken  to  preserve  what  should 
always  be  a  cheap  food  supply  for  the 
masses. 

Your  Commissioners  are  of  opinion  that 
a  Whitefish  Hatchery,  as  well  as  a  Trout 
Hatchery  should  be  established  in  the 
Province  by  the  Ontario  Government. 
This  would  be  both  useful  and  popular, 
and  would  pay  for  itself  over  and  over 
again. 

In  a  word,  the  Report  all  through  may 
be  called  a  damning  arraignment  of  the 
then  existing  condition  of  things. 

Now,  it  is  inconceivable  to  believe  that 
any  statesman,  or  even  any  politician, 
wishes  to  do  harm  to  his  Country,  and 
when  I  tell  you  that  these  two  documents 
I  have  quoted  from  prepared  at  great  ex- 
penditure of  time  and   money  under  the 
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direction  of  scientists  and  men  amply 
qualified  to  take  evidence,  have  been 
practically  a  dead-letter,  the  query 
"Why?"  must  arise  in  vour  minds. 

Each  one  of  the  constituences  on  Lakes 
Ontario  and  Erie  has  a  small  border  upon 
the  Lake,  and  Members  of  Parliament 
before  each  election, — candidates  seeking 
re-election,  have  when  canvassing  along 
the  Lake  shore  made  promises  to  the  net- 
fishermen.  They  have  promised  first  a 
diminution  in  the  size  of  the  meshes  of 
the  nets  ;  secondly  an  extension  into  the 
breeding  seasons  of  the  time  in  which 
nets  could  be  placed  ;  and  thirdly  an  in- 
crease of  net-licenses  beyond  the  possi- 
bility for  which  the  waters  can 
maintain  a  fish  supply.  But  these  same 
gentlemen  when  canvassing  in  the  hinter- 
lands of  their  constituencies  never  told 
the  people  there  the  promises  they  had 
been  making  along  the  water-front,  or 
that  the  result  of  these  promises  must 
eventually  destroy  a  valuable  food  supply 
for  the  masses.  In  other  words  to  obtain 
the  votes  of  a  handful  of  the  community 
this  large  and  important  industry  has 
almost  been  destroyed. 

And  here  is  where  the  assistance  of 
such  organisations  as  I  represent  may 
help  vou  in  your  work.  Most  of  you,  I 
take  it,  hold  positions  either  at  Washing- 
ton or  in  the  Bureau  of  Fisheries  of  your 
several  States,  which,  largely  debar  you 
from  taking  any  active  part  in  politics. 
You  may  place,  just  as  these  gentlemen 
have  done  in  the  reports  of  the  Commis- 
sions I  have  just  read,  wise  recommenda- 
tions before  your  Legislatures,  but  unless 
you  have  some  force  outside  of  yourselves 
to  back  up  these  resolutions  I  fear  that 
very  many  of  them  will  meet  the  same 
fate  that  has  befallen  the  recommenda- 
tions of  these  Commissions. 

The  Association,  which  I  have  been 
somewhat  instrumental  in  forming — The 
Ontario  Fish  aud  Game  Protective  Asso- 
ciation— is  one  to  which  I  would  like  to 
call  your  attention,  and  I  have  with  me 
a  number  of  copies  of  its  Constitution  and 
By-laws,  which  I  will  be  glad  to  distri- 
bute. This  Association  was  started  in 
June,  1905,  with  headquarters  at  Toronto, 
and  Branches  throughout  the  Province. 
It  was  necessary  to  find  people  who 
would  take  an  active  interest  in  the  work 


and  make  some  sacrifices.  It  so  happen- 
ed that  Mr.  Oliver  Adams  and  myself 
have  been  able  to  do  this  and  by  calling 
public  meetings  and  addressing  the  same 
we  have  succeeded  in  forming  thirty-five 
branches  of  our  Association  up  to  date. 
The  result  of  this  has  been  that  at  the 
last  session  of  our  Legislature  a  Bill 
passed  which  changes  the  whole  condi- 
tion of  things  in  regard  to  fish  and  game, 
and  I  am  perfectly  convinced  that  such  a 
Bill  could  not  have  passed  had  it  not  been 
for  the  effect  produced  by  our  Asso- 
ciation. 

I  should  like  in  concluding  this  portion 
of  my  remarks  to  point  out  a  method  by 
which  Blue-books  can  be  used  either  in- 
tentionally or  unintentionally  to  mislead 
the  people.  There  has  been  undoubtedly 
an  immense  falling  off  in  the  fisheries  of 
the  Great  Lakes — on  our  side  of  the  bor- 
der, at  any  rate.  That  is,  a  falling  off  in 
the  weight  in  pounds  of  our  total  catch, 
while  the  money  value  of  that  catch  re- 
mains almost  the  same,  and  if  you  ex- 
amine the  report  of  the  Department  of 
fisheries  of  Ontario  for  1906,  in  a  casual 
way,  your  attention  is  not  called  to  the 
falling-off  in  pounds,  but  it  is  called  to 
the  fact  that  the  values  have  not  decreas- 
ed seriously.  For  instance,  we  find  that 
in  1906,  the  total  catch  for  the  year  is 
approximately  23,000,000  odd  pounds, 
and  we  are  given  a  value  for  this  of  ap- 
proximately $1,735,000.  By  turning  to 
the  year  1890,  we  find  that  the  value  of 
the  fisheries  isxjver  $2, 000, 000, the  weight, 
however,  is  given  at  approximately  29,- 
000,000  pounds  ;  in  other  words  there  is 
a  total  decrease  of  some  6,000,000 
pounds,  and  if  you  average  the  present  sell- 
ingprice  per  pound  at  eight  cents  (for,mark 
you,  the  decrease  in  weight  is  mainly  in 
the  more  valuable  and  higher  priced 
varieties,  'such  as  Whitefish  and  Trout) 
you  will  find  an  annual  decrease  in  the 
neighborhood  of  $480,000.  This  amount 
of  course  can  be  varied  by  what  you  place 
the  average  price  of  fish  at.  I  am  putting 
it  at  eight  cents,  but  if  marked  down  to 
six  cents  the  total  amount  would  still  be 
$360,000  and  if  you  capitalize  either  of 
these  sums  at  five  per  cent  you  will  find 
that  the  capital  assets  of  the  Province  of 
Ontario,  as  far  as  its  fisheries  go,  has 
decreased  anywhere   from    six  to  eigh^ 
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millions  of  dollars,  and  yet  the  blue-books 
are  so  arranged  that  it  requires  much 
delving  to  bring  this  point  out.  Here 
again  is  where  the  Association  I  repres- 
ent is  able  to  do  good  work  in  bringing 
these  facts  to  the  attention  of  the  people, 
to  dissect  these  blue-books  and  to  expose 
what  I  take  it  are  either  intentionally  or 
unintentionally  misleading  statements  on 
the  part  of  the  authorities. 

Again  we  are  able  as  we  have  done  on 
more  that  one  occasion  by  the  formation 
of  our  branches  to  produce  a  definite 
voting  strength  without  going  actually 
into  politics. 

Where  we  have  a  large  and  successful 
branch  such  as  in  Hastings  County  we 
are  able,  for  the  first  time  in  fifty  years, 
to  make  the  fishermen  of  the  Bay  of 
Quinte,  one  of  the  most  important  breed- 
ing grounds  for  whitefish  on  Lake  Ontario, 
realize  that  there  was  a  force  outside 
of  themselves  interested  in  the  regulations 
of  the  fishing  there  which  must  and  would 
be  harkened  to  by  the  authorities. 

The  Fish  Culturist  has  for  years 
pointed  out  that  the  Bay  of  Quinte  was 
a  natural  spawning  ground,  and  made 
recommendations  which  have  not  been 
adopted,  but  when  the  authorities  realized 
and  when  the  local  Members  of  Parliam- 
ent understood  that  there  was  a  force 
other  than  the  net-fishermen  they  must 
consider,  composed  of  men  of  importance 
in  the  community,  representive  citizens, 
that  there  was  a  co-hesive  strength  de- 
veloped and  which  would  be  further  de- 
veloped before  the  next  election ;  we  were 
able  to  make  the  fishermen  realize  that 
the  fish,  swimming  in  these  waters,  belong 
to  the  mechanics  of  the  city  of  Toronto, 
as  much  as  to  the  men  happening  to  live 
along  the  water-front,  and  matters  have 
materially  improved  in  this  Bay. 

These  are  instances  of  the  grounds 
upon  which  I  ask  you,  as  far  as  lies  in 
your  power,  to  encourage  bodies  of  men 
who  may  not  have  the  same  scientific 
knowledge  as  yourselves,  but  who  are  an- 
xious and  may  be  able  to  help  you  in  the 
useful  work  you  are  carrying  on. 

I  should  like  now  to  make  a  few  re- 
marks in  relation  to  the  International 
aspect  of  this  case.  I  have  heard  since 
arriving  in  Erie,  a  great  many  remarks 
about   the   advisability    of  the  several 


States  handingover  their  rights  of  Govern- 
ment over  their  territorial  waters  to  the 
Federal  authorities  at  Washington,  and  I 
quite  realize  the  wisdom  of  such  a  step 
in  order  to  bring  about  uniform  regula- 
tions as  to  seasons,  sizes  of  mesh,  etc., 
but  with  us  on  our  side  there  is  a  differ- 
ence— there  is  a  divided  authority  over 
our  fisheries  between  the  Federal  and 
Provincial  authorities.  The  Federal 
powers  are  complete  over  the  regulations 
but  the  Provincial  Government  has  the 
sol-e  right  of  issuing  net  licenses. 

There  are  political  reasons  in  our 
country  which  make  it  very  unlikely  that 
the  Province  of  Ontario  will  give  up  to 
the  Federal  Government  the  net-licensing 
powers,  and  if  anything  is  done  at  the 
present  time  to  bring  about  some  better 
understanding  between  the  United  States 
and  Canada,  in  regard  to  these  fisheries, 
the  first  step  would  be  that  the  individual 
States  of  the  Union  should  hand  over  to 
the  Federal  Government  their  rights  over 
their  fisheries  after  which,  we  in  Ontario, 
might  be  induced  to  hand  over  to  the 
Dominion  Government,  the  net-licensing 
power,  if  necessary. 

To  make  a  start  it  seems  to  me  that 
there  wo'ild  be  a  great  possibility  of 
success  if  an  informal  Conference  could 
be  arranged  between  representatives  of 
each  of  the  sovereign  States  bordering  on 
the  Great  Lakes,  representatives  of  the 
Province  of  Ontario,  and  representatives 
of  the  Federal  Governments  both  at  Wash- 
ington and  Ottawa.  If  an  informal  con- 
ference of  representatives  of  these  powers 
could  be  called  it  would  at  any  rate  clear 
the  air  and  it  might  be  possible  thereafter 
tohave  apermanentlnternational  commis- 
sion or  some  formal  conference.  To  urge 
upon  you  the  necessity  of  something 
being  done  promptly  I  may  tell  you 
frankly  that  it  is  quite  probable  within  a 
very  few  years  there  will  be  passed  a  bill 
prohibiting  the  exportof  food-fish  from  the 
Province  of  Ontario,  and  when  you  con- 
sider that  eighty-five  per  cent  of  our  total 
catch  comes  to  this  Country,  you  can 
realize  the  importance  to  yourselves  of  such 
a  possibility.  When  you  remember  that 
citizens  of  Toronto  have  been  known  to 
buy  Ontario  caught  fish  from  Buffalo 
dealers  paying  the  Canadian  duty,  the 
American  duty,  and   the  added  freight, 
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you  will  realize  that  if  such  a  condition 
of  things  is  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  public  in  Ontario  some  change  will 
be  demanded.  The  proprietor  of  the 
Clifton  Hotel,  Niagara  Falls,  placed  in 
writing  this  summer  the  complaint  that 
he  had  to  buy  from  Buffalo  Ontario-caught 
fish  and  that  he  could  not  get  them  from 
the  local  dealers,  these  dealers  stating 
that  they  had  made  application  for  fish 
from  the  shippers  only  to  find  that  these 
men  had  contracted  with  firms  in  the 
States  for  their  output. 

There  is  an  understanding  with  us  that 
when  licenses  are  issued  by  the  Provincial 
Government  the  fishermen  obtaining  them 
must  supply  the  local  market  first, but  this 
understandinghas  been  in  a  large  measure 
ignored.  There  are  fishermen  in  this  City 
of  Erie  who  know  that  I  state  absolutely 
the  fact  when  Isaythatthe  ice  houses,  the 
tugs,  the  whole  machinery  of  carrying  on  the 
fishing  industry  of  Lakes  Superior  and 
Huron  is  entirely  in  the  hands  of 
what  might  be  concisely  termed  the 
American  Fish  Trust,  and  there  is  a 
feeling  in  our  Country  that  our  fishermen 
are  being  turned  into  mere  'hewers  of 
wood  and  drawers  of  water'  and  that  we 
are  getting  an  absurdly  small  return  for 
this  eighty-five  per  cent  of  our  fish  crossing 
your  border,  and  when  that  feeling  is  ad- 
ded to  by  other  little  frictions  coming  up 
from  time  to  time  you  will  see  the  danger 
from  your  point  of  view  of  the  possibility 
of  the  prohibition  I  have  outlined. 

If  within  a  reasonable  time  you  are 
able  to  cause  the  powers  that  be  to  call 
the  informal  conference  I  have  suggested 
and  if  that  conference  is  able  to  come  to 
some  definite  conclusion  on  important 
basic  points  ;  for  instance  that  no  fish 
under  a  size  capable  of  reproducing  its 
species  be  caught,  sold  or  offered  for  sale; 
that  nets  and  the  machinery  for  catching 
fish  be  regulated  accordingly;  and  that  no 
game  fish  be  sold  or  offered  for  sale  ;  if — 
I  say — uniform  regulations  could  be  a- 
dopted  such  as  these,  I  firmly  believe  that 
the  causes  tending  in  the  direction  of 
prohibition  of  export  would  be  eliminated, 
and  therefore  on  these  grounds  alone  I 
ask  your  earnest  co-operation  and  all 
your  efforts  in  the  direction  of  bringing 
about  an  informal  conference. 

There  are  political  reasons  why  such  a 


suggestion  can  hardly  proceed  from  the 
Province  of  Ontario,  but  if  such  a  sug- 
gestion were  received  from  one  of  the 
great  sovereign  States  bordering  upon 
the  Great  Lakes  I  believe  that  it  would 
be  heartily  received  by  those  in  authority 
at  Ottawa  and  Toronto.  In  speaking  in 
this  way,  recollect  gentlemen,  that  I  am 
simply  the  working  head  of  the  Ontario 
Protective  Association.  I  mention  this 
as  so  many  of  you  are  officials  connected 
with  Government  bureaux  that  you  might 
possibly  imagine  I  was  connected  with 
some  like  bureaux  in  my  own  country.  I 
have  no  connection  whatever  with  the 
Government,  nor  do  I  receive — nor  does 
my  Association  receive — any  support 
from  the  Government,  either  local  or 
Federal  ;  in  fact  in  many  ways  we  are 
making  it  a  little  bit  embarassing  and 
unpleasant  for  our  authorities  in  the  direc- 
tion of  trying  to  make  them  carry  out  the 
laws  on  the  Statute  Books  where  for 
political  reasons  such  may  be  inex- 
pedient. 

In  closing  I  will  simply  quote  from  the 
report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Fisheries 
and  Game  for  1906,  printed  by  the  De- 
partment of  Fisheries  of  the  Province  of 
Ontario.  I  do  this  to  prove  to  you  that 
the  remarks  which  I  have  made  as  an  in- 
dependent person,  an  absolute  free  lance, 
having  no  strings  upon  me,  are  borne 
out  by  a  responsible  official  occupying 
the  position  of  a  Deputy  Head  of  a  great 
Department.  Mr.  Tinsley  says  : 
The  Great  Lakes  Fisheries. 

*  'During  the'past  year  little  has  been 
done  in  the  matter  of  harmonizing  the 
fishery  laws  and  regulations  applicable  to 
international  waters.  Although  this  im- 
portant matter  has  to  some  extent  been  in 
abeyance  during  1906,  it  has  not  been 
lost  sight  of,  and  will  no  doubt  receive 
the  consideration  it  is  entitled  to  in  the 
near  future. " 

Mr.  Tinsley  takes  up  the  question  of 
supplying  the  home  market  as  follows  : 

"The  circular  letter  which  in  1904  was 
addressed  to  every  licensed  fishermen  in 
the  Province  notifying  him  that  he  must 
make  arrangements  for  supplying  the 
local  demand  for  fish  does-  not  appear  to 
have  received  that  attention  which  was 
hoped  and  expected.      This  is  a  question 
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of  dollars  and  cents,  und  not  of  patriotism 
or  sentiment.  It  rests  with  the  public 
and  not  with  the  fishermen  to  establish  a 
home  market,  which  can  only  be  accom- 
plished in  two  ways,  namely  by  the 
Dominion  Government  prohibiting  export, 
or  residents  of  the  Province  being  prepar- 
ed to  pay  the  price  for  Ontario  fish  they 
realize  in  the  United  States.  The  public 
fail  to  recognize  the  changed  conditions 
from  those  prevailing  fifteen  years  ago. 
At  that  time  the  fresh  water  fisheries  of 
the  United  States  had  not  been  depleted, 
neither  was  the  fishing  businesss  of  On- 
tario controlled  by  powerful  American 
combines.  Not  many  years  back  fisher- 
men on  the  shores  of  Lake  Erie  were 
satisfied  to  sell  herring  at  one  cent  per 
pound,  and  whitefish  and  salmon  trout  at 
five  cents  per  pound — the  price  now  real- 
ized in  many  markets  for  the  much  abus- 
ed carp.  However  desirable  it  may  be  to 
have  our  home  markets  abundantly  sup- 
plied with  good  wholesome  fish,  this  will 
not  occur  under  present  conditions,  but 
our  fish  will  reach  those  markets  paying 
the  most  fot  them. 

As  to  the  ownership  of  the  gear,  tugs, 
boats,  nets,  etc.,  operated  by  the  fisher- 
men. Such  enquiry  is  not  required,  if, 
as  stated  in  report  for  1905,  this  Depart- 
ment found,  upon  assuming  the  Adminis- 
tration of  the  fisheries  in  1898,  that  the 
fishing  industry  of  the  Great  Lakes  was 
largely  controlled  by  American  companies. 
If  American  ownership  and  control  pre- 
vailed in  1898,  we  may  rest  assured  that 
such  control  prevails  now  to  a  far  greater 
extent  than  in  1898.  We  have  the  most 
convincing  proof  of  American  control 
when  we  revert  to  the  well  known  fact 
that  at  least  three-fourths  of  the  fish 
caught  in  the  Great  Lakes  by  the  licensed 
fishermen  of  the  Province  reach  the  Unit- 
ed States  direct  from  the  nets,  thus  evad- 
ing with  impunity  espionage  or  inspection 
by  provincial  officials." 

I  have  shown  you  what  is  a  very  sore 
spot  with  us.  If  we  had  an  internation- 
al agreement  as  to  the  legal  limit  of  size 
of  fish  we  would  know  that  our  export 
fish  were  legally  caught  and  legally  ship- 
ped, but  when  we  know  as  a  positive  fact 
that  large  qantities  of  fish  under  our 
egal  size,  and  which  our  own  people  have 
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no  opportunity  of  purchasing  or  using  go- 
to your  markets,  a  condition  of  things 
exists  which  if  made  generally  public 
could  not  continue,  and  this  is  another 
reason  why  again  I  plead  with  you  to  try 
and  bring  about  some  interstate  and  inter- 
national  informal  conference  to  try  and 
arrange  these  matters  so  as  all  friction 
may  be  avoided. 

Mr.  Tinsley  continues  in  these  words  : 

"To  devise  means  for  effective  inspec- 
tion is  urgently  required  and  not  further 
proof  of  ownership  and  control  by  Ameri- 
can fish  companies,  a  fact  already  so  welt 
established.  The  fish  of  our  lakes,  riv- 
ers and  streams  are  a  grand  heritage  left 
us  by  Nature  to  be  used  wisely  for  the 
benefit  of  all,  and  not  for  the  purpose  of 
being  exterminated  to  satisfy  the  greed 
and  rapacity  of  a  few  powerful  and  domi- 
nating alien  fish  companies." 

Gentlemen,  this  is  language  stronger 
than  I  have  used  and  it  is  the  language  of 
the  Deputy  Head  of  the  Department  of 
Fisheries  of  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

With  these  facts  in  view  and  with  the 
knowledge  that  you  have  in  reference  to 
the  fisheries  of  the  Great  Lakes  in  which 
you  are  as  much  interested  as  ourselves, 
and  in  which  we  have  as  great  a  share  as 
you,  I  do  trust  and  hope  that  the  more 
scientific  and  interesting  portions  of  the 
work  of  this  Society  will  not  cause  you 
to  neglect  the  practical  application  of  the 
theories  and  experiments  you  are  so 
nobly  carrying  out. 

One  thing  which  I  have  learned  since  I 
arrived  in  Erie  is  the  great  good  for  the 
community  being  done  by  your  several 
State  commissions.  I  find  from  Mr.  Meehan 
that  some  600,000,000  of  fry  have  been 
put  in  the  waters  of  the  State  of  Pennsy- 
vlania  from  his  hatcheries,  and  also  that 
he  expects  to  reach  the  billion  mark  dur- 
ing the  present  fiscal  year,  and  this  re- 
minds me  that  even  if  you  are  getting 
eighty-five  per  cent  of  our  fish  you  are 
certainly  putting  into  the  common  waters 
ten  times  as  much  fry  as  we  are,  and  I 
feel  almost  forced  to  apologize  for  our 
want  of  work  in  the  direction  of  hatcher- 
ies, but  I  do  believe  one  of  the  results  of 
the  informal  conference  I  have  suggested 
will  be  that  when  we  all  get  together  our 
officials  will  be  so  impressed  by  the  work 
of  your  hatcheries  that  the  Dominion  and 
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Provincial  Governments  would  be  forced 
into  placing  more  money  in  the  estimates 
for  such  purposes,  and  that  we 
should  have— as  we  ought  to  have  in 
Ontario — just  as  fine  hatcheries  as  Mr. 
Meehan  so  splendidly  carries  on  here  in 
Pennsylvania. 

I  beg  to  thank  you  for  the  kind  atten- 
tion you  have  given  me  and  if  I  have  made 
any  remarks  that  may  at  all  offend  you  I 
am  indeed  sorry,  but  it  is  best  to  be 
candid  and  honest. 

I  am  working  as  I  believe  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  Province  in  which  I  was 


born,  a  Province,  gentlemen,  that  is 
larger  than  any  of  your  States  with  the 
exception  of  Texas,  a  Province  that  has 
immense  possibilities,  and  a  Province 
which  will  shortly  build  a  railroad  to 
Hudson  Bay  and  make  it  possible  to 
tranship  to  your  markets  some  of  the 
finest  salt  water  fish  in  the  world.  And 
again  I  work  because  I  want,  by  the 
time  that  railroad  touches  Hudson  Bay  to 
have  public  opinion  so  wrought  up  over  the 
proper  regulation  of  the  fisheries  we  pos- 
sess, that  it  will  not  allow  that  magnificent 
body  of  water  to  be  depleted  as  most  of 
our  lakes  have  been. 


Duck  Shooting  in  Saskatchewan.

irgJlOUR  of  us  stood  on  a  bridge — not 
1  WM  at  midnight — -but  as  uncomfortably 
close  to  it  as  five  a.  m.  in  late  Sep- 
tember.  It  was  pitch  dark  when  the 
Laird  of  Happyland  roused  us  out  of 
sound  sleep. 

It  is  one  of  the  stock  grievances  of 
the  Laird  that  he  can  never  dream  about 
shooting  ducks.  One  would  think  he 
didn't  want  to,  living  in  the  middle  of 
them,  so  to  speak,  shooting  thousands 
every  fall,  and  practically  living  on  them 
during  the  season.  I  can't  say  for  the 
rest,  but  can  vouch  for  the  fact  that  this 
deponent  was  dreaming  of  canvas  backs 
and  teal  when  his  slumbers  were  rudely 
disturbed. 

There  were,  four  of  us  in  the  shooting 
party  this  year — the  Laird,  a  railway 
man  of  high  degree,  a  Governor,  and  a 
newspaper  man.  The  visitors  arrived  in 
a  private  car — lucky  fellows — and  were 
met  by  the  other  two  and  driven  to 
Wetasto  behind  Bluette  and  Rosette,  the 
musical  steeds,  old  prairie  travellers,  and 
companions  in  many  years  of  prairie 
work. 

There  was  time  that  afternoon  to  take 
a  crack  at  the  ducks  in  the  slough,  within 
a  mile  of  the  house,  and  to  pick  up  a 
brace  or  two  ot  fat  mallards  in  the  creek 
as  we  passed.  The  birds  rose  in  clouds 
when  they  heard  the  noise  of  the  wagon, 
and  circling  around,  some  made  for  the 
lake,  while  others  settled  in  the  slough 
again.    The  Laird,  in  long  waders,  took 


the  middle  of  the  slough, ^accompanied 
by  his  big  Irish  water  spaniel,  Judge, 
who  was  in  his  element  picking  up  the 
ducks  as  they  fell  before  the  trusty  20- 
guage  Parker.  The  rest  of  us  scattered 
in  the  tall  grass,  and  for  an  hour  or  two 
we  had  fun  in  plenty. 

Around  the  big  fireplace,  we  foregath- 
ered in  the  evening,  and  you  may  be 
sure  that  game  of  various  kinds  fur- 
nished the  chief  topic  of  conversation. 

The  bridge,  of  which  readers  of  Rod 
and  Gun  have  heard  before,  is  situated, 
to  be  exact,  in  Township  34,  Range  16, 
W.  2,  Saskatchewan,  and  spans  a  creek 
about  one  hundred  yards  wide,  connect- 
ing Big  and  Middle  Quill  Lakes.  It  is 
really  an  ideal  place  for  sport  The 
ducks  flock  in  the  big  water  to  the  east 
and  west,  and  in  flying  between  make 
the  finest  kind  of  shooting. 

A  little  blind  channel,  north  of  the 
bridge,  and  the  main  waterway  were  lit- 
erally covered  with  ducks  as  we  drove 
up,  but  they  soon  had  most  important 
business  elsewhere,  and  in  the  gray  day- 
light rose  with  a  noise  like  thunder.  It 
should  have  been  a  great  morning,  but 
we  did  not  get  in  more  than  a  dozen 
shots  or  so  when  a  dense  fog  settled 
o  ver  the  water,  and  after  waiting  till 
nearly  nine  o'clock,  we  concluded  it  was 
time  for  breakfast  and  gave  it  up  for  a 
bad  job. 

Another  afternoon  we  were  luckier. 
The    weather  was  cold  and  raw  with  a 
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stiff  breeze  blowing  and  the  ducks  were 
pretty  well  stirred  up.  The  rails  of  the 
bridge  answered  as  a  blind,  and  crouch- 
ing behind  them  we  could  keep  a  lookout 
in  both  directions.  Away  up  in  the  west 
we  could  see  the  big  flocks,  and  every 
few  minutes  one  or  two,  or  it  might  be  a 
score  or  so  would  detach  themselves  and 
sweep  along  the  water  in  our  direction. 
"Look  out,  ducks  from  the  west!"  one 
would  shout,  and  in  a  few  more  seconds 
they  would  rise  for  the  bridge  and  offer 
a  tempting  mark.  Crack,  crack,  would 
go  the  guns,  maybe  a  duck  or  two 
would  come  down  with  a  thud  on  the 
roadway,  but  more  likely  in  the  water. 
Judge  was  all  excitement.  Big,  shaggy 
fellow,  he  would  take  a  header  from  the 
bridge,  eight  or  ten  feet,  and  it  took  a 
smart  bird  to  get  away  from  hirr. 
Swimming  to  shore,  he  would  bring  the 
duck  to  his  master,  and  squatting  on  his 
hunkers,  would  cross  his  forepaws  until 
it  was  taken  away  from  him — a  trick  he 
learned  in  British" Columbia.  Perhaps  it 
would  be  a  canvas  back,  but  there  were 
more  blue  bills  this  year.  There  was  an 
occasional  mallard,  quite  a  few  blue-wing 
teal,  and  a  good  many  widgeon,  pintails, 
gadwalls  and  shovellers.  Every  now 
and  then  could  be  heard  the  plaintive 
whistle  of  a  golden  plover,  or  the  distinc- 
tive note  of  a  Jack  or  Wilson  snipe,  and 
some  of  them  were  added  to  the  pile  on 
the  bridge.  As  the  day  waned,  the 
ducks  flew  thicker,  and  reluctantly  we 
quit  shooting  when  we  could  see  no 
longer. 

Chickens  were  scarce  this  year,  there 
was  no  doubt  of  that.  All  the  way  out 
from  Winnipeg  on  the  Canadian  North- 
ern, we  had  seen  only  a  few  stray  birds 
and  in  three  days  driving  south  of  Bat- 
tleford,  we  had  not  found  one,  nor  was 
there  any  occasion  to  take  the  gun  out  of 
the  case,  unless  to  shoot  hawks  or 
gophers. 

One  day  at  Quill  Lake,  we  drove 
southward  over  ground  where  chickens 
were  thick  last  year,  but  the  dogs  ranged 
till  they  were  disgusted,  for  there  was 
nothing  larger  than  a  meadow  lark,  bar- 
ring a  few  coyotes,  and  there  wasn't 
much  fun  chasing  them. 

Leaving  the  prairie,  we  plunged  into 
tall  marsh  grass,  and  on  to  a  long,  nar- 


row peninsula,  named  last  year  Point 
Drayton,  in  honor  of  an  English  visitor. 
This  neck  of  land  divides  Middle  and 
Little  Quill,  andvis  in  the  direct  line  of 
flight  between  those  waters.  Here  was 
where  we  made  our  big  killing  last  year, 
but  failed  to  do  so  in  1907.  While  two 
of  us  were  making  a  fire,  other  two 
strolled  alongshore,  where  there  were 
literally  clouds  of  robin-breasted  snipe. 
Four  barrels  took  toll  of  the  longbills, 
and  away  went  the  rest  of  them  over  the 
lake.  Back  they  swept,  and  again  the 
guns  spoke  till  the  sand  bar  and  water 
surrounding  were  covered  with  the  dead. 
Fifty  or  more  were  picked  up  and  some 
cripples  got  away.  A  few  golden  plover 
and  Jack  snipe  met  the  same  fate  before 
the  kettle  was  boiling. 

This  was  a  lovely  afternoon — too  fine 
for  shooting,  and  though  we  saw  thou- 
sands of  ducks  they  made  themselves 
very  scarce  indeed,  and  it  was  only  an 
occasional  shot  we  got,  and  those  mostly 
at  long  range.  Still,  with  the  snipe  and 
plover,  the  bag  was  quite  a  respectable 
one  by  the  time  we  were  ready  to  leave. 

There  were  more  young  ducks  than 
usual  this  year.  Ordinarily  in  October, 
all  the  birds  are  in  full  plumage,  but  the 
spring  was  late  and  hatching  was  de- 
layed. Along  the  railway,  there  were 
hundreds  of  ducks  in  the  sloughs  and 
creeks,  and  while  most  of  them,  frigh  t- 
ened  by  the  noise  of  the  train,  flew  off, 
a  good  many  floppers,  not  fully  feath- 
ered, could  do  nothing  but  skip  along  the 
top  of  the  water.  The  late  spring  is  also 
blamed  for  the  scarcity  of  chickens,  and 
probably  had  a  good  deal  to  do  with  it. 
Much  of  the  blame,  however,  must  be 
laid  at  the  jaws  of  the  coyotes,  which 
were  more  numerous  than  ever  this  sea- 
son. These  so-called  wolves  are  about 
the  size  of  a  collie  dog,  and  may  easily 
become  a  great  pest.  Almost  anything 
that  can  be  eaten  is  in  their  line,  from 
sheep  down  to  field  mice,  and  it  is  not 
to  be  supposed  that  so  tempting  a  morsel 
as  a  prairie  chicken  and  her  eggs  or 
callow  brood,  would  be  overlooked. 
Under  the  law  of  Saskatchewan,  the 
Provincial  Government  pays  50  cents  for 
every  dollar  expended  in  wolf  bounties, 
and  as  a  number  of  municipalities  have 
passed  wolf  by-laws  there  should  be  a 
decided  decrease  in  the  visible  supply. 


The  Fish  and  Game  of  New  Brunswick. 


M R.  T.  F.  Allen,  who  recently  return- 
ed to  his  home  in  Bangor,  Me., 
from  New  Brunswick,  where  in 
the  summer  months  for  eighteen  years 
he  has  served  the  Tobique  Salmon  Club 
as  their  Superintendent,  has  out  of  his 
stores  of  knowledge  and  experience  given 
some  interesting  notes  on  the  big  game 
and  fish  of  the  Province. 

As  a  fish  and  game  country  Mr.  Allen 
holds  that  New  Brunswick  is  not  to  be 
beaten  anywhere.  He  expresses  his 
hearty  approval  of  the  manner  in  which 
the  sportsmen  of  the  Province  are  waking 
up  to  the  necessity  of  better  protection 
for  both  fish  and  game,  if  future  supplies 
are  to  be  maintained.  While  the  hunt- 
ers constantly  increase  and  more  big 
game  is  killed  it  is  believed  that  moose 
and  red  deer  are  not  on  the  decrease, 
owing  to  the  better  protection  given  them. 

The  caribou,  however  are  disappear- 
ing in  a  like  manner  to  the  way  they  did 
in  Maine.  In  that  State  the  guides 
claim  that  the  deer  drove  the  caribou 
across  the  border,  and  Mr.  Allan  believes 
in  the  correctness  of  this  theory.  The 
deer  are  increasing  fast  in  the  lower  and 
centre  parts  of  the  Province  while  the 
caribou  are  decreasing  fast  and  it  is  gen- 
erally believed  they  are  migrating  north. 

The  Newfoundland  caribou  go  south  in 
the  winter.  These  caribou  are  known 
to  be  distinct  from  those  of  New  Bruns- 
wick— the  New  Brunswick  ones  being 
woodland  caribou  and  the  Newfoundland 
ones  barren  or  bog  caribou.  The  caribou 
do  not  "yard"  in  the  winter  like  the 
moose  and  the  deer.  In  New  Brunswick 
they  go  to  the  lumber  works  where  they 
obtain  most  of  their  feed  from  moss  on 
the  trees  felled  by  the  swampers,  and 
they  feed  when  the  woodsmen  are  asleep. 
Mr.  Allen  doubts  if  they  will  migrate  be- 
yond the  lumber  works  though  to  his 
knowledge  one  caribou  was  killed  on 
the  Tobique  previous  to  the  first  of  No- 
vember last  year. 

Mr.  Allan  states  that  the.  moose  are 
very  plentiful  but  there  are  not  so  many 
old  ones  with  big  horns  as  formerly.  He 
was  in  the  woods  a  good  deal  last  fall, 
shot  a  bull  with  a  head  having  a  spread 
of  fifty-four  inches, and  saw  a  great  many 
tracks  of  big  bulls.     Last  year  was  what 


Mr.  Allen  calls  an  '  'off*  year"  for  both 
fishing  and  hunting  in  New  Brunswick. 
The  moose  were  not  to  be  found  in  the 
lakes  and  ponds,  to  anything  like  the 
extent  they  would  be  in  a  dry  season. 
As  the  season  was  wet  they  remained 
about  the  head  waters  of  the  brooks  in 
beaver  ponds  and  among  the  alders, 
where  it  was  useless  to  hunt  for«them  as 
long  as  the  leaves  remained  on  the  bush- 
es. Those  hunters  who  went  in  the 
woods  after  the  calling  season  was  prac- 
tically over,  had  better  luck. 

Although  there  were  better  catches  on 
some  rivers  there  was  too  much  rain  for 
that  to  be  the  case  generally.  Illegal' 
netting  also  damaged  the  fisheries  which, 
in  comparison  with  other  years,  were 
poor.  When  there  is  a  big  run  of  water, 
salmon  do  not  remain  long  in  the  differ- 
ent pools.  It  is  also  a  fact  that  they 
will  not  be  found  in  the  same  pools  in 
high  water  as  those  they  frequent  when 
the  water  is  low. 

The  sportsmen  of  New  Brunswick  are 
making  considerable  progress  in  the 
matter  of  protective  work.  They  have, 
as  our  readers  are  aware,  formed  a  Fish, 
Forest  and  Game  Protective  Association 
upon  broad  lines.  Its  membership  is  not 
confined  to  the  Province  and  amongst  its 
several  hundreds  of  members  are  to  be 
found  residents  of  several  countries  as 
well  as  representatives  of  different  Pro- 
vinces of  the  Dominion.  The  organiza- 
tion is  non-political  and  if  it  succeeds  in 
its  work,  as  appears  most  likely,  Domin- 
ion and  Provincial  Commissioners  with 
full  powers  will  be  established  to  carry  on 
protective  work. 

With  good  officers  at  the  head  of  the 
organization,  and  backed  up  as  the 
Association  is  -by  the  Tourists  Associa- 
tion, Guides'  Association,  lumbermen, 
sporting  goods  dealers,  taxidermists, 
hotel  men  and  many  others,  the  success 
of  its  work  seems  assured.  This  means 
much  to  the  Province  and  all  who  are  in- 
terested in  its  future.  So  many  sports- 
men know  New  Brunswick,  and  its 
splendid  sporting  advantages,  that  the 
interest  felt  in  the  work  of  maintaining 
its  supply  of  big  game  and  fish  is  much 
wider  than  even  the  bounds  of  the 
Dominion.

MOUNTAINEERING,  although  a 
most  strenuous,  is  also  a  most  fas- 
cinating* occupation.  It  is  health 
giving,  delightful,  invigorating  and 
once  the  fever  is  caught  it  proves  last- 
ing. The  delights  of  the  prairies  are  said 
to  grow  upon  the  stranger  and  what  he 
at  first  thought  monotonous  gains  a 
beauty  all  its  own  and  becomes  to  him  a 
source  of  never  ending  pleasure.  The 
mountains  need  no  preliminary  of  this 
kind.  Their  fascinations  begin  at  once. 
No  sooner  are  their  towering  heights 
seen  at  a  distance  than  impressive  feel- 
ings of  wonder  fill  the  observer.  A 
nearer  view  deepens  these  feelings. 
The  man  must  possess  very  little  imag- 
ination, whose  brain  does  not  at  once 
begin  to  work.  How  long  have  these 
mighty  monuments  stood  there  defying 
at  once  the  worst  the  elements  can  do, 
or  puny  man's  advance  against  them? 
What  stories  of  the  past  are  hidden 
away  in  their  recesses!  What  changes 
have  they  seen  below  while  remaining 
themselves  unchanged!  How  they  seem 
to  look  down  upon  man's  struggles,  to 


be  above  his  hopes,  his  fears,  to  remain 
unmoved  while  dynasties  rise  and  fall 
and  changes  are  wrought  by  which  all 
save  they  are  deeply  concerned!  Despite 
the  strenuous  labours  involved  men  have 
long  been  striving  to  know  more  about 
them.  First  they  penetrated  the  valleys 
and  admired  the  gigantic  forms  by  which 
they  were  enclosed.  It  was  no  easy 
matter  to  find  many  of  the  passes  and  in 
this  particular  work  there  i's  yet  much  to 
be  done. 

Canada;  so  rich  in  many  other  things, 
is  likewise  wealthy  in  her  mountains. 
The  mountainous  region  is  so  vast  that 
while  none  of  us  can  properly  appreciate 
the  whole  area,  those  who  know  some- 
thing from  personal  experience  can  let 
their  imaginations  run  riot  and  yet  fall 
far  short  of  truth  and  fact.  The  ranges 
run  north  and  south  and  the  more  one 
knows  the  more  one  wonders  how  so 
much  work  has  been  done  amongst 
them.  The  pioneers  were  bold  men  who 
had  for  reward  some  of  the  grandest 
sights  human  eyes  ever  beheld.  Grad- 
ually something  like    order  is  growing 
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out  ot  confu 
sion;  pe  a  k  s 
have  not  mere- 
ly been  named, 
but  also  con- 
quer e  d  and 
fresh  ones  are 
constantly  be- 
ing attempted. 

A  wide  field 
is  being-  open- 
ed up  to  the 
amateur  moun- 
taineers by  the 
Alpine  Club  of 
Canada.

vised.  It  is  not  merely  that  people  are 
attracted  to  these  camps  who  could  not 
otherwise  hope  to  visit  and  do  some  ex- 
ploring work  in  the  mountains,  but 
enthusiasts  are  made  who  on  their 
return  spread  abroad  the  name  and 
fame  of  the  mountains  and  cause 
others  to  visit  and  seefor  themselves. 

The  first  camp  was  held  on  the 
summit  of  the  Yoho  Pass  and  the 
second  one  in  Paradise  Valley, 
while  the  camp  for  the  next  year  is 
to  be  at  Roger's  Pass.  From  these 
camps  daily  trips  are  arranged. 
Some  are  exploring  and  others  of  a 
climbing  nature.  Every  member  of 
the  Club  must  either  have  climbed 
or  climb  from  the  camp.  As  a  rule 
this  requirement  causes  no  disagree- 
ment. Most  people  go  to  the  camp 
to  climbr  The  views  from  the 
camps  themselves  and  on  the  way 
there  are  very  fine,  but  they  cannot 
be  compared  with  those  higher  up. 
Daily  under  the  superintendence  ot 
experienced  and  skilled  guides,  par- 
ties undertake  climbs  arranged 
under  the  careful  superintendence  of 
the  President  (Mr.  A.  O.  Wheeler) 
and  those  who  succeed  obtain  the 
status  Of  full  membership  of  the 
Club.

bravest  feats 
might  be

There  is  al- 
ways some 
danger  a  nd 
it  is  a  very 
easy  matter 
to    make  it 
greater  by  carelessness,    rashness  and 
want  of  judgment.    The  guides  possess 
qualifications   which    enable  them  and 
those  committed  to  their  care  to  escape 
many  of  these  troubles  and  the  resulting 
consequences.    As  a  matter  of  fact  the 
Alpine  Club  of  Canada  has  so  far  been 
free  from  any  serious  accidents,   and  its 
members  have  done  their  climbing,  arad 
enjoyed  the  finest   of  scenic  views  with- 
out injury.    This  is  no  small  testimony 
to   the  excellence    of  the  guides,  who

The  Lake  of  Bays. 


Highlands  of  Ontario.1 


HUNTSVILLE  is  the  place  to  which 
tourists    take     tickets     over  the 
Grand  Trunk  Railway  System  from 
the  north,  south,  east  and  west  to  the 
Lake  of  Bays  District. 

Huntsville  is  one  hnndred  and  forty- 
five  miles  north  of  Toronto,  a  picturesque 
little  town  built  on  the  bank  of  the 
beautiful  Fairy  River  which  flows  into 
Fairy  Lake  and  out  again. 

The  Lake  of  Bays  is  like  scores  of 
other  lakes  in  the  Highlands  of  Ontario, 
and  yet  not  quite  the  same.  For  one 
thing,  the  region  round  about  is  rougher 
the  surrounding  hills  are  higher  and  the 
lakes  deeper  than  most  lakes. 

The  mai.i  feature,  the  chief  charm  of 
the  Lake  of  Bays,  however,  are  the  gen- 
tly sloping  shores  and  sandy  beaches. 
There  is  scarcely  a  mile  in  all  the  shore 
line — and  there  is  a  mile  for  every  day 
in  the  year — without  a  sandy  pebbly 
bathing  beach,  and  some  of  them  are 
miles  in  length. 

A  sail  through  these  winding  water- 
ways and  lakes  of  the  Lake  of  Bays  Dis- 
trict on  one  of  the  new  electric  lighted 
steamers  Algonquin  or  the  Iroquois  is  a 
thing  to  be  remembered. 

Having  crossed  Fairy  Lake  and  passed 
Scotchman's  Bonnet,  the  first  of  the 
many  charming  Islands  that  bejewel  this 
delightful  lake,  the  pilot  of  the  boat 
points  the  white  prow  into  a  narrow 
crooked  stream  once  a  creek,  but  now 
dredged  out  to  make  a  way  for  these 
splendid  steamers,  and  with  their  many 
twists  and  turns,  she  finds  her  way  out 
into  the  Peninsula  Lake,  another  charm- 
ing sheet  of  water  some  three  miles  in 
width  where  the  steamers  cross. 

Beyond  Peninsular  Lake  we  come  to 
a  portage  made  over  a  little  bay-like 
railway — one  of  the  shortest  on  the 
American  continent,  being  built  one 
mile  in  length.  Here  the  traveller  bag 
and  baggage  is  entrained  and  carried  up 
over  a  hill  one  hundred  feet  above  the 
Lake  and  dropped  gently  down    to  the 


Lake  of  Bays.  Here  the  water  journey 
is  taken  up  again  on  board  the  Iroquois 
— a  sister  ship  and  an  exact  duplicate  of 
the  Algonquin.  These  are  probably  the 
neatest  and  best  appointed  of  the  scores 
of  inland  boats  that  ply  on  the  Highland 
waters.  In  fact,  it  would  be  difficult  to 
find  fault  with  them,  or  to  suggest  a 
single  comfort  or  convenience  that  has 
not  already  been  provided. 

The  Lake  of  Bays  is  far  the  largest 
lake  in  the  Huntsville  District.  From 
the  deck  of  the  Iroquois  can  be  seen 
some  inland  scenery  unsurpassed.  The 
wooded  hills,  billow  away  in  every  direc- 
tion, not  a  rough,  inhospitable  shore  al- 
ways, for  here  and  there  are  wide  open 
reaches  running  down  to  the  lake,  and 
sometimes  away  high  on  to  the  hills  and 
fine  farms,  from  which  the  Lake-side 
hotels  draw  new  garden  truck,  fresh 
butter  and  buttermilk  and  sweet  cream 
for  the  summer  tourist.  There  is  a  ten 
mile  sail  across  the  Lake  of  Bays,  but 
many  an  enthusiast  has  taken  off  his  hat 
long  before  he  has  reached,  and  named 
her  the  Queen  of  Lakesas  she  smiled  up  at 
the  blue  sky,  her  several  island  jewels 
glowing  upon  her  quiet  breast.  The 
very  trees  that  top  the  high  hills  that 
surround  her  shores  seem  to  sing  the 
praises  of  the  Lake  of  Bays. 

The  natural  charm  and  accessibility  of 
this  section  are  making  friends  year  by 
year  for  the  Huntsville  District,  of 
which  the  Lake  of  Bays  is  easily  the 
chief  charm. 

Dwight  Bay,  with  its  green  shore 
curving  caressingly  around  it,  and  slop- 
ing gently  and  gradually  back,  shelter- 
ing groves  with  open  evenness  running 
down  to  the  water  edge  through  which 
we  get  glimpses  of  open  fields  beyond, 
long  reaches  of  slanting,  sandy  beaches 
where  babies  can  bathe  in  absolute 
safety;  cunning  little  cottages,  pictur- 
esque summer  houses,  the  white  church, 
the  school  house,  the  hotel  and  the  Iro- 
quois in  the  distance,  that  is  but  a  faint 
hint  at  the  picture  of  this  beautiful  bay.

The 
fact  that  the  first  visitor  to  this  compar- 
atively new  resort  came  from  a  certain 
city  in  the  State  of  New  York,  went 
home  happy,  came  again  and  again, 
bringing  each  year  others  from  the  same 
section  of  that  interesting  State,  speaks 
well  for  the  Lake  of  Bays  generally,  and 
for  Dwight  Bay  in  particular. 

The  Bay,  walled  in  on  three  sides,  is  as 
safe  for  canoeists  as  the  shallow  beach  is 
for  bathers. 

The  opening  paragraph  in  this  de- 
scription describes  the  scene  to  the 
north  at  the  head  of  the  Bay.  On  the 
west  shore  the  dark  wooded  mainland 
rises  abruptly,  while  the  river  comes 
singing  in  from  the  East.  Sail  around 
the  entire  shore  line,  leave  and  sail  all 
the  other  lakes  in  the  Highlands  of  On- 
tario, and  there  will  remain  with  you  the 
memory  of  Norway  Beach,  Point  Ideal 
tfnd  more  distinctly  still,  Dwight  Bay, 
the  Beautiful. 


The  Huntsville  district  affords  every 
variety  of  scenery,  the  calm,  pastoral  of 
Vernan,  the  romantic  and  ragged  moun- 
tainous grandeur  of  Hollow,  the  fine 
bathing  and  quiet  scenery  of  Lake  of 
Bays  and  the  picturesque  beauty,  coupled 
with  the  unsurpassed  fishing  and  hunt- 
ing along  the  entire  chain,  lend  to  these 
waters  an  attraction  and  a  charm.  The 
ease  with  which  any  point  along  the  sys- 
tem may  be  reached,  and  the  facility 
with  which  from  the  solitude  of  primeval 
forests,  deep  glades,  mountain  dells, 
babbling  brook,  and  enchanting  lakes 
(the  haunts  of  fish  and  game)  the  tourist 
may  find  a  base  of  supplies,  together 
with  the  superiority  of  the  scenery,  are 
among  the  causes  rendering  these  lakes 
such  favorite  camping  resorts. 

Fish  abound.  Speckled,  salmon  trout 
and  bass  are  plentiful  in  these  waters; 
while  whitefish,  salmon  trout,  speckled 
trout  and  ling  are  found  in  great  quanti- 
ties   in  the    waters  of  the  surrounding 
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lakes.  As  a  field  for  the  geologist  and 
mineralogist  the  district  is  interesting. 
Beautiful  as  is  the  whole  Lake  of  Bays 
District,  there  is  no  finer  location  for 
cottagers  than  Wahawin.  This  delight- 
ful resort  consists  of  one  hundred  and 
forty  acres  fronting  on  the  Lake  of  Bays. 
Beginning  at  a  fine  shelving  beach,  it 
rises  in  natural  terraces  seventy  or  eighty 
feet  to  a  plateau  above,  and  is  wooded 
on  the  slopes  with  the  choicest  hard- 
wood trees.  The  location  commands  the 
finest  view  on  the  lake. 

On  these  terraces  have  been  built  a 
number  of  cottages  of  very  substantial 
construction,  whilst  at  the  same  time 
having  an  architectural  beauty  appropri- 
ate to  the  surroundings.  Noticeable 
features  of  these  cottages  are  their  wide 
verandas  and  their  stone  fire  places  en- 
suring the  dwellers'  comfort  on  the  cool- 
est as  well  as  the  warmest  days.  Due 
regard  has  also  been  had  for  the  needs 
of  summer  tenants,  and  arrangements 
have  been  made  for  daily  delivery  at  the 
cottages  from  farm  houses  near  by  of  all 
necessary  supplies  for  the  table.  A  sup- 
ply boat  carrying  a  full  line  of  groceries 
and  other  necessities  will  call  at  the 
wharf  regularly  during  the  season. 

Part  of  this  property  was  at  one  time 
under  cultivation,  and  as  a  result  small 
fruits  and  berries  of  every  description 
abound  in  the  greatest  profusion  and  are 
to  be  had  fo»-  the  gathering  throughout 
the  whole  summer  season.  Pure,  cold 
water  is  supplied  from  a  spring  close  to 
the  cottages.  The  bathing  at  Wahawin 
is  absolutely  safe  for  children  as  well  as 
adults.  A  cove  or  inlet  especially  well 
adapted  for  the  purpose  and  sheltered 
from  the  prevailing  winds,  furnishes  an 
ideal  bathing  place  with  a  bottom  as 
level  as  a  floor,  of  fine,  hard  sand, 
gradually  sloping  from  a  few  inches  in 
depth  to  about  three  and  a  half  to  four 
feet  at  a  distance  of  one  hundred  feet 
from  shore. 

There  is  an  excellent  Golf  links  con- 
sisting of  thirty-eight  acres  adjoining  the 
property  kept  in  perfect  condition  and 
naturally  very  suitable.  Not  the  least 
of  the  charms  of  Wahawin  lies  in  the 
many  woodland  walks  radiating  in  every 
direction  from  the  cottages.  There  is  a 
daily  mail  service  by  steamer,  also  tele- 


phone connection  with  the  Bell  long 
distance  system. 

Norway  Point  is  another  charming 
spot  with  a  wide  sandy  beach  for  bath- 
ing— an  ideal  place  for  children. 

It  is  expected  that  a  modern  hotel  will 
be  built  along  this  shore  in  the  near  fu- 
ture, as  every  hotel  and  house  where 
tourists  are  taken  is  full  during  the  sum- 
mer season. 

Fairyland  has  but  recently  been  dis- 
covered. It  consists  of  seven  miles  of 
the  beautiful  Fairy  River  with  its  wind- 
ing, wooded  shore,  also  the  Emerald 
Island  and  the  rugged  mainland  of  Fairy 
Lake.  The  land  has  been  there  for  a 
long  while,  but  the  4 'Searchlight  Excur- 
sion" is  the  invention  of  the  enterprising" 
steamboat  company  which  operates  the 
boats  in  this  dreamland,  while  the 
•'Fairies"  are  supposed  to  come  from 
the  creative  imagination  of  the  nocturnal 
tourists  who  follow  the  flashes  as  the 
great  searchlight  sweeps  the  shelving 
shores. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  conceive  of  a 
more  wierdly  beautitul  setting  for  a  show 
of  this  sort.  The  excursionists  take  the 
steamer  "Romana"  at  Huntsville,  sail 
down  the  short  but  beautiful  stretch  of 
the  Fairy,  to  FairyLake  where  the  Light 
swings  from  point  to  point,  from  island 
to  mainland,  showing  here  a  frowning 
cliff,  there  the  dark  wildwood,  and  yon- 
der, an  open  field  and  farm  house,  the 
cattle  feeding  on  a  far-off  meadow,  and 
sheep  sleeping,  sheltered  by  the  stars. 
Now,  the  man  who  manipulates  the 
light,  points  it  straight  ahead  and  lets  it 
rest  on  the  river  which  the  boat  is  about 
to  enter.  Presently  the  locks  are  reached 
by  which  the  "Romana"  reaches  the 
level  of  the  lower  lake,  and  then  begins 
the  most  entrancing  part  of  the  trip. 
The  river  is  *  all  curves  and  bends,  so 
that  without  the  slightest  move  of  the 
light,  the  scene  is  constantly  shifting, 
the  strong  light  converting  the  tinselled 
tops  of  the  taller  trees  to  real  lace,  and 
the  lower  foliage  and  ferns  that  shade 
the  shore  to  silken  fringe,  ostrich  feathers 
or  fantastic  filagree,  according  to  -the 
fall  of  the  light  and  the  imagination  of 
the  Excursionist. 

This  reach  of  river  takes  the  boat  to 
Mary's  Lake,  a  charming  sheet  of  water 
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dotted  with  islands,  whose  main  land 
holds  some  wild,  ragged  scenes,  also 
a  number  of  picturesque  towns  where 
tourists  are  taken,  and  where  sometimes 
the  "Romana"  touches  for  refreshments 
or  a  dance. 

Having  completed  the  circle  of  Mary's 
Lake  the  swan-like  steamer  treads  her 
way  back  up  the  beautiful  stream,  passes 
the  locks,  cruise  Fairy  Lake,  the  liquid 
music  of  the  Band  on  board  melting 
away  in  the  wilderness,  and  ties  up  at 
Huntsville,  the  real  gateway  to  Fairy- 
land. 

During  the  past  couple  of  years  the 
Huntsville  and  Lake  of  Bays'  Navigation 
Co.  have  greatly  improved  their  equip- 
ment on  these  lakes,  and  are  better  pre- 
pared than  ever  to  take  care  of  the  ever 
increasing  number  of  tourists  who  visit 
this  ideal  territory. 

Four  boats,  the  "Algonquin,"  the 
"Iroquois,"  the  "Romana"  and  "Mo- 
hawk" have  been  added  to  their  fleet. 
The  first  two  named  have  a  speed  of  six- 


teen miles  per  hour,  and  are  unquestion- 
able as  fine  as  any  steamers  on  inland 
waters.  They  are  equipped  for  carrying 
five  hundred  passengers  each,  lighted 
with  electricity,  and  each  carry  a  power- 
ful searchlight,  which  add  greatly  to  the 
pleasure  and  interest  of  trips  by  moon- 
light about  the  lakes.  The  "Romana" 
and  ''Mohawk"  are  of  lighter  draught 
for  the  river  and  coast  service.  An  at- 
tentive stewardess  is  employed,  and  a 
first-class  meal  or  luncheon  and  refresh- 
ment service  is  operated  on  the  larger 
boats.  Close  connection  is  made  with 
the  through  trains  of  the  Grand  Trunk 
Railway  system  at  Huntsville  by  the 
"Algonquin"  which  connects  with  the 
"Iroquois"  for  Lake  of  Bays  service. 
In  addition  to  these  two  fine  new  steam- 
ers, two  other  fast  boats  have  been 
added  to  the  fleet  for  service  on  Lake  of 
Bays,  enabling  passengers  to  reach  their 
destination  much  earlier  than  heretofore. 

The  weekly,  moonlight  excursions  on 
the  big    boats  have  proven  so  popular, 
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that  the  management  have  determined  to 
run  them  nightly  on  the  lesser  lakes  and 
weekly  through  to  the  Lake  of  Bays. 
The  excursion  boats  carry  a  band  and 
serve  lunch  and  all  light  refreshments. 

Tourists  wishing  to  make  a  trip  be- 
between  the  Lake  of  Bays  and  Algonquin 
Park  (via.  Hollow  Lake)  will  find  compe- 
tent and  reliable  guides  for  the  trip, 
available.  Hollow  Lake  is  noted  for  its 
most  excellent  trout  fishing. 

High  up  in  the  rugged  hills,  two  hun- 
dred feet  above  the  Lake  of  Bays,  lies 
Hollow  Lake,  to  which  one  man  has 
gone  for  seventeen  years,  and  from 
which  he  has  taken  some  of  the  largest 
trout  ever  taken  from  the  Northern 
lakes.  Mr.  James  Russell,  who  has 
lived  at  Hollow  Lake  for  twenty-seven 
years,  furnishes  the  following  informa- 
tion: 

Trout  only  are  caught  in  these  waters: 
Species — Grey  trout;  from  one  to  four 
bs.;  Mountain  trout  from  one  to  two 
and  one-third  lbs. ;  Salmon  trout  from 


five  to  thirty-five  lbs. ;  Brook  trout 
(square  tails)  up  to  five  lbs. 

Seasons:  May — brook  trout  in 
streams,  flies  and  minnows  best  bait, 
salmon  and  mountain  trout  in  lakes, 
minnows  used  exclusively.  Casting  in 
streams  and  toward  shore  of  lakes  is 
adapted  to  this  month.  Trolling  with 
light  sinkers  in  shallow  water  however 
gives  best  results.  Use  plain,  gimp 
hooks  with  No.  3  or  4  silk  lines.  No 
flies  or  mosquitoes. 

June— Fly,  fishing  in  rapid  running 
rivers  fair.  Creeks  and  streams  are  not 
good.  Water  too  warm  and  all  species 
have  sought  the  cold,  deep  water  of  the 
lakes.  For  this  month  use  trolling  out- 
fits only,  viz:  medium  size  Archer  spin- 
ner with  minnows,  heavy  sinkers  and 
No.  2,  or  3  National  silk,  lines  200  feet 
long — same  length  Cuttyhunk  lines  may 
also  be  used.  Strong  tip  steel  rods  pre- 
ferred. Head  nets  and  fly  oil  essential 
this  month  for  crossing  trails. 

July — same  as  for  June    except  there 
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are  no  flies  or  mosquitoes. 

August — same  as  July.  During  this 
month  fly  casting  may  be  indulged  in  for 
mountain  trout  in  the  lakes.  Silver 
Doctor  or  Gray  Hackle  are  good. 

Sept. — Same  as  August. 

Light  casting  outfits  only  good  in 
May. 

In   May  and  early  June  rubber  boots 
are  convenient. 

July,  August  and  September  canvas 
rubber  sole  shoes  are  best. 

Hollow  Lake,  because  of  its  altitude, 
is  one  of  the  very  best  speckled  trout 
lakes  in  the  Highlands.  Here  are  found 
real  mountain  trout,  and  strange  as  it 
may  seem,  in  some  of  the  small  bays, 
notably  Loon  Lake,  cat-fish  are  found. 
The  mountain  trout,  of  course,  are 
found  in  the  rock-bottomed  running 
streams,  the  catfish  in  the  mud-bottomed 
bays, — the  latter  are  so  plentiful  in  Loon 
Lake,  that  they  are  easily  taken  with  a 
bit  of  bacon  rind  without  a  hook,  and 
mauled    into    a    boat.      They     do  not 
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' 'strike"  as   other  fish,    but  merely  lay 
hold,  attach  themselves  to  a  worm,  a  bit 
of  meat,    or  a  finger  put  overside  into 
the    water,  and  hold  on  stupidly  until 
they  are  hauled  aboard.     Speckled  trout 
and  bass  are  almost  never  found  in  the 
same  water,  but  there  is  good  fishing  in 
almost    any    one    of  the   thousands  of 
Lakes    in    the  northern  wilds.  There 
seems    to  be  no  end  of  the  supply,  for 
when    one  pool    is    exhausted,    it  only 
needs  a  change    of  position  to  another 
spot,  and  up  they  rise,  with  their  painted 
sides  glistening  in  the  sunlight.     On  the 
larger  lakes,  such  as  the  Lake   of  Bays 
itself,  passengers  on  the  steamer  can  see 
the  speckled  beauties  jumping  in  all  di- 
rections, and  a  morning's  fishing  at  any 
point  on  this  lake  will  warm  the  heart  of 
the  most  ardent  follower  of  Izaak  Wal- 
ton.    Salmon  trout  in  season    are  suc- 
cessfully caught   with  the    troll,  in  the 
deep  waters  of  these  granite  basins. 

Partridge  and  ducks,  as  well  as  other 
species    of    game    birds     are  plentiful 
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throughout  the  district.  To  assure  suc- 
cess in  partridge  hunting,  dogs  are  a 
necessity;  guides,  however,  may  be  pro- 
cured who  have  hunting  dogs.  Deer, 
bear  and  other  large  game  may  also  be 
found  in  abundance,  both  in  this  and  ad- 
joining districts.  During  the  last  sea- 
son more  than  5,000  hunters  went  up 
into  this  and  contiguous  districts,  and 
the  success  that  the  different  parties  had 
was  all  that  could  be  desired,  one  of  the 
express  companies  alone  transporting 
3,100  carcasses  from  this  northern  sec- 


tion during  the  open  season.  Campers 
can  get  supplies  at  Huntsville,  and  the 
guides  will  supply  boats,  etc  ,  at  moder- 
ate rates.  If  the  ideal  of  the  pleasure 
seeker  is  a  camping  life,  fairylike  spots 
in  secluded  nooks  among  the  woodland 
shores  are  waiting  to  be  taken  posses- 
sion of;  for  others  whose  tastes  tend  to  * 
the  comforts  obtained  in  hotel  life,  there 
are  modern  and  well  appointed  hostelries 
at  several  of  the  principal  points  at 
which  the  steamers  of  the  Huntsville  and 
Lake  of  Bays    Navigation  Route  touch. 


Books  of  Interest  to  Sportsmen. 


HANADIAN  Wilds  (A.  R.  Harding 
Publishing  Company,  Columbus,  O. 
by  Martin  Hunter  is  a  collection  of 
thiry-eight  sketches  of  various  phases  of 
life  in  the  backwoods  contributed  at  dif- 
ferent times  to  the  sporting  journals  and 
collected  together  for  the  purpose  of  this 
book.  The  writer  was  for  many  years  an 
officer  in  the  employ  of  the  Hudson  Bay 
Company  and  had  personal  experience 
of  the  things  of  which  he  writes.  The 
sketches  are  briefly  and  pleasantly  writ- 
ten and  brim  full  of  interest.  They  con- 
vey much  information  of  the  state  of 
things  in  the  old  times,  when  the  Hud- 
son Bay  Company  held  undisputable 
sway  throughout  the  north  country  and 
behaved  paternally  to  the  Indians.  Those 
days  are  gone  and  even  the  interior  posts 
are  feeling  the  advances  of  what  is  some- 
times called  civilization,  but  which  car- 
ries with  it  many  drawbacks,  particularly 
to  the  Indians.  The  writer  has  the  love 
of  the  backwoods  in  very  full  measure 
and  is  loyal  to  the  Company  and  the  pat- 
ernal regulations.  He  looks  back  with 
regret  upon  the  past  and  considers  the 
present  to  show  anything  but  progress  so 
far  as  concerns  those  of  whom  the  Hud- 
son Bay  officers  took  so  much  trouble  and 
care  in  past  years.  Much  has  been 
written  on  these  matters  by  men  who 
depended  upon  hearsay  and  Mr.  Hunter's 
modest  volume  is  twice  welcome  by  reason 
of  the  fact  that  the  whole  of  it  is  the  re- 
sult of  personal  experience.  Every  one 
interested  in  the  backwoods  cannot  fail 
to  enjoy  reading  this  book.     It  is  easy 


to  see  where  Mr.  Hunter's  sympathies 
lie  and  many  will  share  with  him  the  re- 
gret at  the  passing  of  a  system  which  did 
so  much  for  the  Indians  in  early  days. 


Fishing  in  British  Columbia  (London  : 
Horace  Cox,  "Field"  office,  Breams 
Building  E.  C.)  by  T.  W.  Lambert  is  a 
most  interesting  work  to  all  interested 
in  Canada.  The  author  who  held  the 
position  of  surgeon  to  the  western  divis- 
ion of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  spent 
twelve  years  in  the  interior  of  the  country 
during  which  time  he  fished  many  of  the 
lakes  and  streams  of  the  Province.  Brit- 
ish Columbia  is  the  home  of  the  rainbow 
trout  arid  there  are  many  problems  con- 
nected with  that  beautiful  fish  which  await 
solution.  Dr.  Lambert  directs  atten- 
tion to  several  of  them  and  expresses  the 
hope  that  others  may  give  time  and  at- 
tention to  their  solution.  At  the  same 
time  the  Doctor  does  much  in  the  way  of 
guidance  to  others  while  fishermen  who 
know  nothing  of  the  marvellous  resour- 
ces of  British  Columbia  in  fish  will  read 
his  experiences  and  comments  with  the 
deepest  interest.  The  nine  chapters 
concerning  fishing  in  our  western  Pro- 
vince are  full  of  information,  all  of  a 
readable  character,  and  being  written  as  a 
result  of  personal  experience  and  know- ' 
ledge  are  well  worth  consideration.  A 
chapter  on  the  wonderful  tuna  fishing  at 
Avalin,  Santa  Catalina  Island,  gives  ad- 
ded interest  to  the  volume  which  can  be 
heartily  commended  to  all  fishermen  and 
indeed  every  lover  of  outdoor  life. 


The  Big  Game  of  Vancouver  Island  and  Their 

Enemies. 


0N  agitation  has  been  started  on  Van- 
couver Island  in  favor  of  increasing" 
the  bounties  on  the  destruction  of 
panthers  and  wolves  which  according  to 
reports  coming  from  several  points  are 
rapidly  increasing  in  the  interior. 

Mr.  Joseph  Drinkwater  who  has  been 
the  means  of  bringing  this  question  under 
public  discussion  has,  it  is  stated,  prob- 
ably travelled  more  of  the  interior  wilds 
of  this  island  than  any  other  man,  red  or 
white  and  has  seen  many  evidences  of 
the  slaughter  of  deer,  elk,  beaver  and 
grouse  by  the  ravenous  beasts  of  prey, 
which  he  would  have  exterminated.  He 
says  that  if  hunters  had  open  season 
twelve  months  in  the  year  they  could  not 
do  as  much  towards  the  destruction  of 
the  best  game  resources  of  the  island  as 
panthers  and  wolves  are  doing.  He  told 
of  having  seen  dozens  of  remnants  of 
carcases  of  deer  and  elk  in  a  day,  and 
knew  from  his  own  experience  that  pan- 
thers preyed  upon  beaver  and  grouse, 
killing  the  hens  in  the  laying  and  hatch- 
ing seasons  and  devouring  the  eggs. 

Mr.  Drinkwater  contended  that  there 
was  not  a  panther  or  a  wolf  killed  in 
these  parts  today  because  of  the  bounty 
of  $7.50  on  the  former  and  $5  00  on  the 
latter.  These  beasts  were  killed  when- 
ever a  man  with  a  gun  chanced  to  meet 
them,  and  would  be  killed  under  such 
circumstances,  every  time  if  there  was 
not  a  cent  in  it.  It  would  not  pay  a  man 
to  hunt  panthers  or  wolves  for  the  pres- 
ent bounty,  and  he  suggested  that  it  be 
raised  to  $25  in  both  cases  which  he 
believed  would  induce  hunters  to  take 
their  dogs  and  guns  and  make  a  business 
of  hunting  this  class  of  game.  There 
might  be  good  money  in  it  for  the  hunt- 
ers for  a  while,  but  in  the  long  run  it 
would  prove    profitable  to  the  country. 


The  object  of  the  bounty  was  to  encour- 
age the  extermination  of  the  beasts,  and 
if  the  bounty  were  high  enough  the 
extermination  would  soon  be  accomplish- 
ed. If  the  bounty  were  not  raised  toja 
figure  which  would  make  hunting  pro- 
fitable as  a  business,  it  was  a  waste  of 
money  to  pay  any  at  all. 

A  number  of  farmers  who  live  in  the 
neighborhood  of  the  town  of  Alberni  all 
supported  Mr.  Drinkwater.  They  have 
had  many  experiences  with  panthers  and 
wolves  venturing  on  to  their  ranches  to 
attack  the  live  stock. 

Bears  were  also  the  subject  of  a  talk 
by  Mr.  Drinkwater.  He  is  an  advocate 
of  a  close  season  for  hunting  these  wild 
animals,  for  which  he  has  developed  a 
strong  friendship.  All  alone  for  months, 
away  out  at  the  Great  Interior  mine, 
miles  away  from  habitation,  he  has  en- 
joyed their  company.  i 'Visitors  to  my 
mine"  said  he  "who  have  seen  these 
bears  have  wanted  to  kill  them  without 
regard  to  whether  their  hides  were  good 
or  not,  just  for  the  fun  of  the  thing,  and 
I  have  prevented  them.  It  is  bad  enough 
to  kill  a  bear  at  any  time,  but  to  kill  one 
wantonly  is  altogether  too  bad.  It  has 
often  been  a  great  pleasure  to  me  when 
there  was  no  other  sign  of  life  about,  to 
see  these  bears  feeding  on  the  side  hills. 
These  become  quite  tame  if  they  are 
treated  right,  and  they  are  always  harm- 
less. A  bear  cannot  catch  a  deer  if  he 
wants  to,  but  I  have  known  bears  to  drive 
off  panthers  while  the  latter  were  in  the 
act  of  trying  to  kill  a  deer.  A  bear 
might  try  to  steal  a  farmer's  pig  but 
when  he  does  the  chances  are  against  the 
bear,  that  is  if  the  farmer  has  ears  to 
hear,  and  eyes  to  see,  and  knows  how  to 
handle  a  rifle. 


A  railway  employee  in  Michigan  saw 
three  wolves  crossing  the  railroad  in 
pursuit  of  a  deer.  Fortunately  he  had  a 
repeater  with  him  and  managed  in  the 
short  space  of  three  seconds  to  kill  two 


of  them.  In  this  record  time  what  with 
State,  County  and  Township  bounties  be 
made  more  money  than  in  working  for  a 
whole  month. 


What  Our  Neighbors  Are  Doing  in  Forestry. 


HORESTRY  questions  are  of  ex- 
cre  me  importance  to  Canada  and  in 
laying  down  our  own  forestry  policy 
the  lessons  learned  through  hard  exper- 
ience by  our  neighbors  across  the 
border,  are  well  worth  careful  considera- 
tion. 

Both  the  National  Government,  the 
various  States  and  private  persons,  are 
engaged  in  forestry  work  and  a  report 
of  the  progress  made  in  1906  published 
by  the  Forestry  Branch  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  show  advances  all 
along  the  line. 

Marked  success  in  systematic  efforts  to 
prevent  damage  by  fire  is  recorded  on  the 
part  of  all  interested,  and  the  wide- 
spread nature  of  the  concern  felt  by  the 
great  body  of  the  citizens  in  forest  preser- 
vation is  noted. 

Professional  foresters  are  said  to  be 
engaged  by  a  number  of  the  larger  firms 
and  '  'firms  of  consulting  and  contracting 
foresters  supervise  cutting  operations  and 
guarantee  to  the  owners  renewal  of  the 
trees  desired  in  the  forest." 

With  the  characteristic  energy  with 
which  the  people  of  the  States  take  up 
and  carry  through  any  matter  in  which 
they  are  interested  they  have  taken  up 
forestry  and  the  progress  made  is  re- 
markable. Within  three  decades  after 
the  first  Federal  recognition  of  forestry, 
and  sixteen  years  from  the  date  when  the 
first  "timberland  reserve"  was  created, 
there  has  been  established  (May  1st,  1907) 
in  the  interests  of  the  whole  people,  one 
hundred  millions  of  acres  of  National 
Forests,  effectively  protected  against 
fire  and  trespass,  and  thrown  open  on 
advantageous  terms  to  the  use  of  the 
public. 

Forests  have  so  large  a  place  in  the 
National  life  that  in  some  measure  every 
citizen  shares  the  benefits  which  attend 
successful  efforts  to  preserve,  restore  or 
establish  them.  Although  in  the  States 
the  expenses  of  the  work  exceeds  the  in- 
come, the  latter  is  growing  rapidly  and 
promises  ere  long  to  put  the  balance  on 
the  right  side. 

"In  disposing  of  timber  in  the  National 
Forests,  every   effort  has    been  made  to 


meet  the  local  conditions  in  each  Forest, 
and  in  the  different  parts  of  each  Forest, 
where  the  character  of  the  timber  and  the 
market  require  special  consideration. 
This  has  been  done  not  only  by  varying 
the  size  of  the  trees,  which  are  cut  under 
the  sales,  in  accordance  with  the  kind  of 
timber  and  the  situation,  but  also  by 
supplying  the  needs  of  the  people  in  each 
vicinity  with  the  particular  kind  of  tim- 
ber required  by  them  in  their  industries. " 

A  charge  is  made  for  grazing  in  the 
forest  and  regulations  have  been  adopted 
to  prevent  damage  to  the  range  and  al- 
lotments of  territory  are  made  between 
cattle  owners  and  sheep  owners  and  be- 
tween individual  owners  of  the  same  kind 
of  stock. 

Planting  operations  are  at  present 
centred  in  eight  nurseries  within  or  near 
as  many  different  forests,  four  having  been 
established  long  enough  to  grow  seed- 
lings of  size  for  planting.  In  addition 
many  small  nurseries  have  been  establish- 
ed at  ranger's  head-quarters,  some  of 
which  will  be  enlarged  into  planting 
stations. 

Better  facilities  for  communication 
through  public  and  private  telephone 
lines,  and  the  improvement  of  roads  will 
be  of  the  greatest  assistance  in  the  con- 
duct of  forest  business  and  particularly 
in  the  control  of  fires.  In  the  States 
the  lumbering  industry  is  moving  west- 
ward and  southward.  The  ideal  of  the 
forest  service  in  the  States,  as  in  Canada, 
is  to  have  lumbering  so  conducted  that 
only  mature  trees,  or  an  annual  cut  equal 
to  the  aggregate  growth  of  the  forest 
tributary  to  the  mill,  be  made  so  that 
forest  products,  like  field  crops  increase 
as  operations  extend.  There  are  a  mil- 
lion acres  of  private  woodlands  in  the 
States  where  forestry  is  now  being  ap- 
plied on  plans  prepared  by  the  Forest 
service.  This  is  only  a  beginning  and  it 
is  hoped  ere  long  to  increase  the  scope  of 
this  service  many  fold.  As  an  instance 
of  how,  with  improved  methods,  more 
trees  are  cut  and  better  use  made  of  the 
material,  it  is  stated  that  the  coniferous 
cut  since  1880  has  exceeded  by  eighty  bil- 
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lion  feet  the  total  estimated  stumpage  of 
those  woods  at  that  time. 

'  'The  nation  can  and  should  maintain 
forests  in  isolated  and  mountainous  re- 
gions, where  their  principal  value  is  for 
the  protection  of  watersheds,  the  sources 
of  streams  and  the  many  industries  de- 
pendent upon  an  equable  supply  of  water 
and  a  sufficient  range."  Four  fifth  of  the 
forests  of  the  States  are  in  private  hands 
and  here  forestry  can  be  expected  only 
where  it  ensures  profit.  Forestry  is  here 
making  its  greatest  successes. 

Protection  from  fire  is  laid  down  as  the 
first  essential  to  successful  forest  manage- 
ment and  the  methods  adopted  have 
been  so  far  successful  as  to  reduce  the 
losses  year  by  year.  Railroads  and  mine 
owners  are  adopting  forestry  methods, 
and  meeting  with  much  success  in  the 
work. 

More  than  twenty  States  now  have 
forest  officers,  and  ten  have  State  forest 
reservations.  In  Wisconsin  the  State 
forests  comprise  over  a  quarter  of  a  mil- 


lion of  acres  and  in  New  York  in  two 
preserves —  one  being  the  well  known 
Adirondacks — over  one  million  and  a  half 
acres  are  preserved.  In  five  States,  Con- 
necticut, New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania, 
Michigan  and  Wisconsin — the  removal  of 
mature  timber  from  State  Forest  lands 
is  now  permitted.  The  provision  is  a 
fundamental  provision  ot  forestry. . 

The  record  of  legislation  shows  that 
new  and  .advanced  laws  were  passed  by 
the  National  Government,  and  by  the 
States  of  Iowa,  Kentucky,  Maryland, 
New  Jersey,  New  York,  Ohio  and  Rhode 
Island.  Forestry  is  also  being  taken  up 
in  the  Universities  and  schools,  and  wThere 
this  is  not  yet  done  courses  of  lectures 
are  given.  Altogether  our  energetic 
neighbors  are  doing  much  to  preserve 
what  they  still  possess  and  to  regain 
something  of  what  they  have  carelessly 
thrown  away.  If  we  take  the  lesson  to 
heart  in  Canada  we  may  still  preserve 
much  of  what  we  have,  and  replant  some- 
thing of  what  we  also  have  lost. 


The  Scarcity  of  Partridges.

OW  that  the  close  season  for  the 
preservation  of  game  has  arrived 
and  we  have  now  given  our  guns  a 
final  rubbing  up  and  a  liberal  coating  of 
oil  before  putting  them  away  in  safe 
keeping,  to  repose  until  the  delights  of 
the  open  season  again  return,  it  may  not 
be  uninteresting  to  recount  some  of  the 
experiences  of  the  past  season. 

We  have  read  from  the  numerous  and 
ardent  contributors  to  "Rod  and  Gun" 
much  about  the  merits  and  demerits  of 
still  hunting  and  the  hounding  of  deer  and 
it  may  not  be  untimely  now  to  give  a 
little  consideration  to  one  of  the  feather- 
ed members  of  our  game  list  viz  :  the 
partridge  (ruffed  grouse)whose  admirable 
qualities  for  beauty,  sport  and  the  table 
are  unsurpassed.  Those  qualities  are 
becoming  more  and  more  appreciated 
since  the  bird  has  become  a  "rare  avis" 
amongst  us. 

The  consensus  of  opinion  amongst 
sportsmen  appear  to  be  that  the  birds  are 


so  few  and  far  between  that  the  quest 
for  them  can  no  longer  be  considered 
sport  but  rather  a  weariness  and  a  disap- 
pointment. 

Many  supposed  reasons  are  given  for 
the  present  dearth  of  birds.  Everyone 
knows  the  usually  assigned  causes  and 
how  glibly  the  generalty  of  those  who 
speak  upon  the  subject  express  them- 
selves in  platidudes  that  have  done  duty 
ever  since  we  were  boys.  Partridges  have 
always  been  more  or  less  subject  to  fluc- 
tuations from  season  to  season  but  have 
never  been  at  so  low  an  ebb  as  during 
the  season  now  past. 

One  of  the  stock  reasons  which  has 
done  duty  on  many  occasions  is  that  ow- 
ing to  sudden  thawing  and  freezing  birds 
get  imprisoned  and  die  beneath  the  crust 
of  the  snow  in  which  they  dive  for 
shelter. 

A  couple  of  winters  ago  where  there 
was  too  little  snow  in  which  for  them  to 
dive  it   is  said   that  they    perished  fo 
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want  of  this  sheltering-  snow. 

In  my  humble  opinion  crust  on  the 
snow,  or  the  absence  of  snow,  have 
little  or  nothing  to  do  with  the  paucity 
or  the  plentitude  of  the  birds. 

Granted  that  a  few  may  become  en- 
trapped as  described  and  die,  this  cause 
cannot  explain  the  all  but  extermination 
which  has  taken  place  over  so  large  an 
area,  practically  throughout  the  whole 
country,  from  the  Great  Lakes  to  the 
Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence,  and  from  James 
Bay  in  the  north  to  Pennsylvania  in  the 
south. 

The  reason  which  suggests  the  want 
of  snow  as  causing  these  birds  to  die  of 
cold  is  untenable  as  the  natural  habitat 
of  these  hardy  birds  is  this  country,  where 
in  their  thick,  close  fitting  coat  of  feath- 
ers it  is  easy  for  them  to  make  them- 
selves sufficiently  comfortable  amongst 
the  sheltering  boughs  of  close  growing 
balsam  and  spruce. 

Its  diminished  numbers  cannot  be  at- 
tributed to  migration  as  the  partridge  is 
not  a  migratory  bird.  Nor  have  we 
heard  of  a  plethora  anywhere,  but  on  the 
contrary  an  universal  scarcity. 

The  want  of  food  can  scarcely  be  the 
cause  as  the  bird's  diet  is  very  varied  and 
those  that  are  left  are  in  prime  condition. 

Again  in  my  opinion  it  is  not  the  in- 
creased settlements  nor  the  decreased 
cover  owing  to  the  forest  clearings  or 
the  greater  number  of  guns — it  is  not  to 
either  one  or  all  these  causes  combined 
that  so  great  and  sudden  a  depletion  of 
this  hardy  bird  is  due. 


Wet,  cold  springs  —  another  cause 
often  given — -by  killing  considerable  num- 
bers of  chicks  has  no  doubt  an  unfavor- 
able influence  but  such  a  cause  is  likely 
to  be  of  a  local  character  only. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  agency  at 
work  was  an  epidemic  disease  which  has 
swept  through  the  country  from  the 
infection  of  which  few  have  escaped. 
Many  woodsmen  have  told  me  that  they 
have  found  partridges  dead  in  the  wilds, 
while  I  myself  have  picked  up  some. 

What  the  disease  is  it  is  difficult  at 
present  to  say — probably  some  such  germ 
as  that  of  cholera  which  is  at  times  so 
destructive  to  our  domestic  fowl ;  or  such 
a  disease  as  that  which  every  few  years 
decimates  our  wild  hares,  which  has  only 
recently  been  found  to  be  a  similar  dis- 
ease to  that  causing  the  fatal  sleeping 
sickness  in  the  human  subject  in  the 
east  known  by  the  long  name  of  "Trypan- 
osomiasas'  which  is  brought  about  by  the 
'•Tsetse  fly." 

At  the  present  time  hares  as  well  as 
partridges  in  the  Ottawa  valley  are  very 
few  only  an  occasional  odd  one  being 
seen  where  a  few  years  ago  they  were 
plentiful. 

It  may  be  hoped  that  the  epidemic  has 
now  passed  leaving  sufficient  of  the  more 
hardy  birds  to  breed  and  multiply  so  that 
we  may  hope  in  a  few  years  time  to  again 
see  our  woods  well  stocked  by  a  goodly 
number  of  these  stately  and  delicious  birds. 


Unexpected  Luck.

OST  sportsmen,  especially  if  by 
force  of  circumstances  they  are 
obliged  to  dwell  within  the  limits 
of  a  large  city,  naturally  keep  their  e)es 
open  for  any  chance  of  sport  near  town, 
during  the  period  when  they  cannot  af- 
ford the  time  to  take  a  more  prolonged 
holiday  arrcngst  the  weeds  and  streams 
of  the  more  northern  and  wildest  dis- 
tricts. 

Being  a  member  of  the  sporting  fra- 


ternity, I  have  thus  endeavored  to  dis- 
cover places  near  Toronto,  where  I  could 
go  by  bicycle,  or  Metropolitan  car,  and 
return,  if  not  with  a  very  heavy  bag  of 
fur,  fin  and  feather,  yet  with  enough  to 
satisfy  my  modest  wants  and  sufficient 
to  have  made  the  day's  sport  interesting. 

Many  such  places  I  know  of,  where  I 
can  go  with  the  shotgun,  and  return 
with  hares,  cotton-tails  and  one  or  two 
partridges,  but  when  I  cast  round  with 
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an  eye  to  a  day's  trout  fishing,  I  seemed 
to  have  run  up  against  a  pretty  tough 
proposition. 

For  two  or  three  years  I  have  made 
enquiries  as  to  trouting  within  easy 
reach  of  town  and  invariably  met  with 
no  success,  as  everyone  told  me  that 
trout  had  all,  long  ago,  been  fished  out, 
except  in  a  few  private  waters. 

Quite  by  chance,  about  a  month  ago, 
I  was  talking  to  a  man  I  met  and  he 
mentioned  having  caught  trout  when 
away  for  a  day  in  the  country.  I  prompt- 
ly pumped  him  dry  of  all  the  information 
he  could  give  me,  and  as  he  was  not  a 
very  ardent  fisherman,  he  was  not  averse 
to  giving  me  full  details  of  the  where- 
abouts of  the  said  trout  stream. 

I  was  a  little  dubious  as  to  whether  a 
trip  to  the  place  would  be  successful,  but 
I  determined  to  try  it,  so  on  May  24th  I 
took  my  steel  fly-rod  and  creel,  and 
boarded  the  six  o'clock  Metropolitan 
car,  which  ran  me  out  thirteen  miles 
north  of  the  city. 

The  place  where  I  got  off  may  be 
known  to  others,  but  I  will  not  divulge 
its  exact  locality  here,  as  the  stream  is 
but  small,  and  I  am  afraid  that  "too 
many  cookswould  spoil  the  broth"  es- 
pecially should  a  certain  class  of  holiday 
people  ''get  wise"  to  it.  Suffice  it  to 
say  that  I  walked  out  with  a  companion, 
after  we  left  the  car,  and  proceeded  in 
the  direction  which  my  informant  had 
told  me  was  the  right  one. 

We  finally  reached  a  bridge,  where  a 
creek,  an  extremely  small  one,  divided 
and  ran  on  both  sides,  parallel  to  the 
roadway.  It  looked  more  like  a  drain  to 
carry  off  the  surface  water  than  any- 
thing else,  and  we  had  no  idea  of  at- 
tempting to  fish  in  such  a  place:  so 
thinking  that  possibly  there  was  another 
bridge,  we  wandered  on  up  the  road. 
Some  distance  further  up,  the  miniature 
creek  left  us  and  turned  off  across  some 
fields,  and  as  we  did  not  care  to  follow 
it,  we  passed  straight  on  up  the  road. 

Finally  we  came  to  a  house  and  be- 
yond it  I  could  see  the  dense  growth  of 
a  large  swamp. 

I  was  beginning  to  think  that  our  trip 
was  a  "wild  goose  chase"  after  all,  but 
I  was  determined  to  make  enquiries  at 
the    house,  on    the  chance  of  getting  a 


tip  as  to  the  fishing,  if  there  was  any. 

A  bright  faced  youth  appeared  at  my 
knock,  and  informed  me,  in  answer  to 
my  inquiries  that  the  creek  ran  within 
a  hundred  yards  of  the  house,  that  there 
were  trout  in  it,  and  also  that  the  best 
fish  were  in  the  stretch  which  ran  through 
the  swamp. 

Thanking  him,  I  rejoined  my  friend 
and  we  hiked  along  until  we  found  the 
creek,  where  it  rippled  under  a  wooden 
bridge.  It  was  wider  there  than  below, 
but  the  swamp  looked  quite  impenetra- 
ble to  anyone  using  a  fly-rod,  and  so  I 
eventually  found  it,  and  was  glad  to 
partly  take  down  my  six  feet  of  steel  and 
use  the  top  joint  only. 

The  ground  alongside  the  creek  within 
the  recesses  of  the  swamp  was  very  wet 
and  boggy,  and  the  dark  pools  were 
choked  up  with  a  mass  of  logs  and  dead 
undergrowth,  making  the  job  of  drop- 
ping a  baited  hook  into  them,  a  some- 
what difficult  matter.  It  was  impossible 
to  use  a  fly,  so  we  baited  with  worm  and 
threw  in  under  the  logs  and  other  likely 
places. 

As  we  were  hopeful  that  the  stream 
would  open  out  with  clearer  country 
higher  up  we  did  not  fish  the  lower 
stretch  at  all  thoroughly,  but  wandered 
on,  only  to  find  the  waters  growing 
less  and  less  and  the  swamp  thicker  and 
more  dense.  Finally  we  gave  it  up  and 
returned  to  the  bridge,  but  with  one  fish 
in  the  creel,  and  it  was  anything  but  a 
leviathan. 

We  walked  back  to  the  lower  bridge 
and  there  I  stopped  to  put  together  my 
rod,  with  the  idea  of  trying  the  rather 
unlikely  looking  stream  by  the  road  side. 

As  I  was  attaching  a  leader,  another 
fisherman  appeared,  accompanied  by 
three  men  with  very  primitive  tackle, 
from  a  field  close  by  and  on  asking  the 
leader  about  the  fishing,  he  stated  that 
the  creek  though  small,  contained  plenty 
of  fish  and  also  that  the  swamp  was  the 
habitat  of  the  big  ones.  Had  we  fished 
the  swamp  pools  carefully  we  should 
have  got  a  decent  haul,  so  he  said,  and 
told  us  also,  that  he  was  a  frequent  vis- 
itor, and  that  he  had  got  some  eleven 
inch  trout  the  previous  Saturday. 
Things  began  to  look  better,  so  we  bade 
him  adieu  and  turned  down  the  stream 
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he  had  just  come  up,  from  which  he  had 
taken  nothing,  owing  to  the  holiday 
crowd  who  were  with  him,  and  their 
crude  attempts  to  flog  the  water. 

I  had  gone  but  fifty  yards  down  the 
water  when  I  landed  the  first  fish,  a 
small  one,  but  over  the  six  inch  limit,  so 
he  was  popped  into  the  creel.  The  little 
stream  was  very  narrow  in  places,  but 
finally  it  turned  into  the  road  we  had 
come  up  earlier  in  the  morning,  where  it 
grew  narrower  still.  I  fished  it  however, 
and  took  two  trout  out  of  it,  the  larg- 
est, a  quarter  of  a  pound. 

Further  down  the  waters  again  opened 
out  in  some  meadows  and  there  I  caught 
some  fair  fish  and  lost  another. 

The  day  was  bright  and  cloudless  and 
it  was  absolutely  necessary  to  keep  quite 


out  of  sight,  while  fishing  the  pools. 

Suffice  it  to  say  that  before  we  boarded 
the  evening  car  at  six  o'clock,  we  had 
twenty-four  trout  between  us,  and  we 
were  well  satisfied  with  our  initial  at- 
tempt on  our  new  found  stream. 

I  had  left  the  camera  at  home  as  I 
hardly  knew  how  far  or  what  kind  of 
rough  walking  we  might  run  up  against, 
so  have  no  photos  to  accompany  this  ar- 
ticle, but  I  intend  to  visit  the  same 
stream  again  in  a  short  time  and  will 
then  get  views  of  both  stream  jand  fish 
to  show  my  readers  the  kind  of  fishing 
which  can  be  had  there,  which,  though 
not  as  good  as  fly-fishing  a  large  stream 
is  yet  well  worth  visiting,  especially  when 
one  has  but  time  to  take  an  occasional 
trip  from  the  confines  of  the  smoky  city. 


How  We  Spent  Thanksgiving.

*  *IFM1I^'  ^on  t  need  to  go  unless  you 
UPJ  want  to  do  so,"  were  the  words 
  that  greeted  me  as  I  entered  the 

club  room  in  one  of  our  Western  Ontario 

cities. 

In  a  short  time  I  was  taken  into  the 
confidence  of  those  present  and  informed 
that  the  question  for  discussion  was, 
"What  are  we  going  to  do  on  Thanks- 
giving Day  ?" 

One  of  the  young  members  of  the  Club 
named  Bert  was  receiving  all  attention 
when  my  entrance  temporarily  interrupt- 
ed the  proceedings,  and  when  I  had  set- 
tled down  and  knew  what  they  were  talk- 
ing about  he  continued  his  narrative.  It 
seemed  that  on  his  summer  holidays  as 
he  was  on  his  way  to  Toronto  travelling 
by  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  System  he 
passed  through  a  town  called  Park  Hill. 
Seven  miles  east  of  this  town  the  train 
crossed  a  bridge  over  a  river  and 
soon  reached  a  pretty  place  called  Ailsa 
Craig.  The  river  looked  so  enticing  and 
altogether  charming  that  instead  of  going 
on  to  Toronto  he  at  once  decided  to  stop 
off  and  visit  that  river  On  the  station 
platform  he  asked  a  man  the  name  by 
which  the  river  was  known  and  was  in- 


formed that  it  was  called  "Aux  Sauble." 

Bert  had  his  fishing  outfit  with  him  and 
determined  to  try  the  river  straight  off. 
A  boy  who  was  playing  around  informed 
him  that  most  of  the  big  fish  were  up  the 
river  and  that  there  were  also  more  fish 
there. 

Arriving  at  what  appeared  to  be  a 
good  hole  he  cast  his  line  with  a  frog  on 
it  for  bait.  Hardly  had  he  struck  the 
water  before  -  it  was  seized  .  by  a  fish. 
After  a  good  struggle  he  succeeded  in 
landing  it  and  found  it  to  weigh  three 
and  a  half  pounds — a  pretty  good  weight 
for  a  black  bass  taken  out  of  a  river. 

Going  a  little  further  up  the  stream  he 
came  to  a  good  sized  hole  with  a  foaming 
rapid  at  the  end  where  after  fishing  for  a 
short  time  he  succeeded  in  landing  a  five 
pound  pike.  The  fish  came  out  from 
under  some  willows  and  he  had  to  play  it 
sometime  before  landing.  In  another 
hour  he  managed  to  obtain  a  fine  mess 
of  pickerel,  bass  and  pike. 

When  he  finished  his  story  there  was 
silence  for  awhile  and  as  no  one  took  up 
the  question,  Bert  resumed  by  expressing 
the  opinion  that  we  could  not  do  better 
than  endeavour  to  repeat  his  experiences 
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In  any  event  it  would  be  better  than  stop- 
ping in  town  doing  nothing  for  if  we 
were  unsuccessful  we  should  at  least  get 
fresh  air  and  exercise  and  do  ourselves 
some  good.  His  enthusiasm  was  suffi- 
cient for  us  and  no  one  mustered  up 
courage  enough  to  oppose  the  pro- 
position. 

The  world  had  not  been  aired  when  we 
took  our  seats  in  the  car  at  four  o'clock 
in  the  morning  bound  for  Ailsa  Craig. 
Cold  ?  Well  I  should  say.  We  certainly 
saw  our  breaths  on  that  Thanksgiving 
morning. 

Giving  the  porter  our  luggage  we  went 
to  the  principal  Hotel  and  at  seven 
thirty  had  such  a  breakfast  as  the  ordin- 
ary healthy  man  needs  when  he  rises  at 
the  unearthly  hour  we  did  and  covered  a 
journey  such  as  ours.  Then  we  got  our 
fishing  tackle  all  ready  and  started  out 
for  the  fishing  grounds  at  half-past 
nine. 

By  this  time  the  sun  had  warmed  the 
air,  but  though  it  was  not  so  cold  as  it 
was  when  we  arrived  there  was  still  more 
than  a  hint  of  frost  in  the  air. 

In  half  an  hour  we  reached  a  good 
sized  hole  and  to  our  amazement  found 
ice  on  the  river  for  a  good  twelve  feet 
out  from  the  bank.  After  baiting  our 
lines,  or  rather  hooks,  with  worms  we 
succeeded  in  securing  a  good  supply  of 
minnows. 

Putting  on  a  nice  sized  minnow  I  cast 
my  line  out  into  the  river  and  drew  it 
around  in  a  curve  until  it  nearly  reached 
the  bank.  I  repeated  this  operation  sev- 
eral times  and  began  to  be  afraid  there 
were  no  fish  about.  Just  as  my  bait  was 
approaching  the  bank  after  one  of  these 
throws  there  was  a  big  splash  and  a  large 
pike  grabbed  for  it.  I  was  able  to  see 
the  fish  which  to  my  idea  was  ten  feet 
in  length  (more  or  less) — at  least  so  I 
told  Billie  and  Bert  when  describing  my 
feelings  afterwards. 

What  writer  can  describe  a  man's  feel- 
ings when  he  thrills  to  the  pull  of  a  good 
sized  pike  or  bass  ?  What  fisherman 
can  describe  his  sensations  which  for  a 
few  excited  minutes  make  the  blood 
dance  through  his  veins  at  an  alarming 
rate,  as  though  he  had  hold  of  a 
strong  battery  and  waves  of  electricity 
were  passing  from  the  pole  to  his  hands, 


and  from  his  hands  to  the  pole — a  feeling 
which  only  an  angler  can  understand 
when  a  fellow  angler  relates  how  he  sue" 
cessfully  landed  a  good  sized  fish  !  Mere 
words  cannot  describe  it. 

A  series  of  sharp  tugs  on  my  line  warn- 
ed me  that  I  had  better  get  busy,  espec- 
ially as  the  fish  made  a  long  dash  up  the 
stream  making  the  line  cut  through  the 
water  like  a  knife,  and  the  sun  shining 
on  the  spray  made  the  water  look  like 
a  lot  of  little  rainbows.  My  reel  began 
to  sing  a  song  dear  to  every  fisherman's 
heart  although  a  bystander  would  have 
heard  no  more  than  a  whirring  and  buz- 
zing. Running  along  the  bank,  falling 
many  times  on  the  uneven  ground  in  my 
excitement,  I  managed  to  reel  the  line  in, 
keeping  it  taut  all  the  time.  Another 
jerk  gave  me  a  wireless  message  convey- 
ing the  information  that  the  fish  was 
still  there.  Then  I  played  him  up  and 
down  until  in  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour 
I  had  him  alongside  the  bank  and  taking 
the  line  in  my  hand  I  lifted  the  exhaust- 
ed fish  on  the  bank,  although  he  protest- 
ed all  the  time.  In  a  few  moments  my 
finny  captive  was  in  the  basket  and  my 
prize  was  safe. 

Meanwhile  my  comrades  had  not  been 
idle.  Bert  and  Billie  had  each  had  a  bite 
and  between  them  they  had  landed  a  pick- 
erel and  a  bass. 

Storing  our  fish  safely  away  we  went 
up  the  stream  about  half  a  mile  and  in 
one  hole  we  secured  nine  beauties.  After 
catching  another  fish  we  got  out  our 
lunches  and  proceeded  to  examine  them 
together  with  one  of  our  fish  which  Billy 
said  we  must  sample  and  altogether  we 
made  a  very  fair  dinner. 

On  our  way  back  in  the  afternoon  we 
caught  three  more  making  a  total  of 
seventeen.  We  were  more  than  satis- 
fied with  our  catch  and  particularly  when 
we  were  told  by  the  townspeople  it  was 
getting  late  in  the  season  to  catch  fish. 

In  the  afternoon  we  took  out  our  shot- 
guns and  succeeded  in  bagging  quite  a 
few  rabbits.  We  also  saw  a  considerable 
number  of  black  squirrels  and  had  the 
game  laws  permitted  we  should  have 
been  able  to  make  quite  a  nice  bag. 

We  arrived  home  by  the  late  evening 
train  and  received  hearty  congratulations 
from  our  friends  who  had  elected  to  re- 
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main  in  town  and  who  wished  to  sample 
our  fish  and  game.  We  were,  however, 
too  tired  for  much  talk  and  hurried  off  to 
bed  for  which  we  were  quite  ready,  and 
enjoyed  a  quiet  night's  repose.  There 
is  nothing  better  than  outdoor  exercise 
to  give  a  fellow  a  refreshing  sleep — as  I 
found  out  next  morning  when  I  couldn't 


get  up  early  enough  to  be  down  to  work 
in  time.  .

A  Few  Thoughts  of  a  Nature  Lover.

BWO  years  have  elapsed  since  I  be- 
gan reading  this  excellent  magazine 
and  the  perusal  of  its  bright  pages 
each  month  since  then,  has  been  to  me  a 
source  of  much  interest,  pleasure  and 
instruction.  Especially  so  has  the  dis- 
cussion that  has  now  been  going  on  for 
the  past  few  months  on  using  dogs  in 
hunting  red  deer.  I  cannot  hope  to 
add  anything  to  or  detract  from  this 
brilliant  symposium  of  your  eminent  con- 
tributors, but  I  feel  that  to  remain  silent 
on  a  subject  that  must  appeal  to  the  hu- 
manity of  all  who  have  given  this  matter 
any  thought,  would  lower  me  in  my  own 
respect.  Although  born  in  that  part  of 
the  rugged  State  of  Maine  drained  by 
the  Great  Penobscot  river  and  its  trib- 
utaries, which  was,  when  first  settled 
by  the  ancestors  of  both  my  parents 
little  more  than  a  century  ago,  primeval 
wilderness,  nearly  all  my  life  has  been 
passed  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts 
where  my  parents  removed  in  my  child- 
hood days.  Since  reaching  manhood  I 
have  been  engaged  in  mercantile  pur- 
suits, consequently  my  knowledge  about 
the  woods  and  its  inhabitants  would  at 
first  glance  lead  one  to  think  that  it  is  in 
this  direction  more  of  an  academical  than 
of  a  practical  nature.  I  personally  hold 
myself  not  to  be  a  "nature  fakir"  neither 
am  I  a  nature  student  only  in  a  humble 
capacity,  but  I  know  that  I  am  a  "Na- 
ture Lover."  The  red  blood  of  genera- 
tions of  woodsmen  and  hunters  flow 
through  my  heart  and  heredity  must 
count  for  something  or  the  statements 
of  Darwin  and  other  eminent  scientists 
are  valueless. 

However  that  may  be,  the  call  of  the 


wild  has  a  most  persistently  alluring 
fascination  for  me.  Nature  in  all  its 
different  aspects,  and  they  are  many 
and*diverse  in  this  section  of  New  Eng- 
land, has  a  most  irresistable  charm  tor 
me.  The  wild  things  ot  the  woods 
whether  they  are  animal  or  plant  lite, 
strongly  attracts  me,  and  however  little 
I  may  be  able  to  accomplish  in  preserv- 
ing both  in  their  present  condition  I 
shall  do  the  little  I  can  and  shall  do  it 
with  all  my  might.  At  present  I  reside 
only  a  short  distance  from  that  shrine  of 
American  pilgrims,  historic  Concord, 
but  strange  as  it  may  seem  to  those  who 
are  familiar  with  the  game  to  be  tound 
in  the  great  hunting  grounds  of  Canada, 
deer  for  the  past  tew  years  have  been 
plentiful  and  are  increasing  in  numbers 
rapidly  in  this  vicinity.  They  are  pro- 
tected here  from  both  man  and  beast  and 
are  .  very  tame  and  utterly  fearless — 
rather  good  proof  of  what  takes  place 
when  they  are  not  dogged. 

In  my  strolls  through  the  woods  I  do 
most  of  my  shooting  under  certain  con-, 
ditions.  I  will  state  here  that  1  have 
travelled  extensively  in  both  hemispheres 
but  not  in  quest  of  game.  I  also  spend 
a  few  weeks  each  autumn  in  m)  old 
home  in  Maine  where  game  is  very  plen- 
tiful but  am  not  very  keen  on  the  killing 
part,  only  shooting  enough  to  keep  our 
camp  stocked  with  meat  to  carry  us 
through  our  stay. 

I  am  in  unalterable  opposition  to  the 
dogging  of  deer.  I  firmly  believe'in  the 
"square  deal"  not  only  among  men  but 
between  all  God's  creatures  The  more 
helpless  they  may  be  to  protect  them- 
selves  the  greater  my  compassion  for 
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them.  I  cannot  see  how  a  self-styled 
"Gentleman  and  Sportsman"  can  smugly 
contemplate  his  infallibility  and  impu- 
dently insult  the  first  and  most  vital  in- 
stincts of  a  gentleman  in  advocating  the 
use  of  an  army  of  guides,  beaters  and 
"Gentlemen  Sports"  heavily  armed,  with 
their  hordes  of  dog  auxiliaries,  in  pur- 
suit of  the  graceful,  timid,  harmless 
deer!  A  "Gentleman  and  Sportsman," 
God  save  the  mark! .  ul 

I  love  the  dog.  I  have  always  thought 
him  closer  to  man  than  is  any  other 
animal.  I  hold  him  blameless,  and  I 
pity  him  for  what  he  has  to  suffer  and 
endure  on  account  of  his  master's  sins. 
One  writer  has  it — "Show  me  a  vicious 
<iog  and  I  will  show  you  a  vicious 
master!"  Another  says:  "The  more  I 
know  of  men  the  more  respect  I  have 
for  dogs!"  I  agree  heartily  with  both 
statements. 

A  few  days  ago  I  was  discussing  this 
subject  with  a  friend.  He  is  a  man  of 
honor,  decent  and  kindly,  a  nature  lover 
and  keen  sportsman.  He  has  still 
hunted  big  game  all  over  the  States. 
He  takes  a  very  decided  stand  on  hunt- 
ing deer  with  dogs  and  emphasizes  his 
position  by  personal  experience.  A  few 
years  ago  he  possessed  a  fine  water 
spaniel  which  was  trained  for  hunting 
ducks  over  the  long  wide  marshes  of  our 
coast.  His  business  made  it  necessary 
for  him  to  go  to  Colorado  where  he 
would  remain  for  over  a  year.  He  did 
not  want  to  take  the  dog  along  so  left 
him  with  some  people  with  whom  he 
had  become  acquainted  while  hunting  in 
the  White  Mountains  in  New  Hampshire. 
On  his  return  from  Colorado  he  went 
there  for  him  and  spending  a  few  days 
grouse  hunting  he  took  his  dog  with  him 
on  these  hunting  trips.  He  noticed  that 
each  day  he  had  the  dog  out  that  almost 
immediately  upon  entering  the  woods  the 
dog  would  disappear  and  not  return  to 
him  until  long  after  he  had  reached  the 
camp.  His  curiosity  over  the  dog's 
strange  behavior  prompted  him  to  ques- 
tion the  people  with  whom  he  had  left 
him.  They  told  him  the  dog  was  prob- 
ably following  deer  and  he  was  shocked 
when  they  told  him  that  he  was  a  won- 
der in  that  respect  as  he  had  been  the 
main  factor  in  their   success  during  the 


past  winter  in  securing  six  deer. 

They  went  on  to  describe  his  first  ex- 
perience with  a  deer.  It  seems  that  they 
hunted  in  deep  snow  and  the  first  deer 
the  dog  attacked  he  grabbed  the  hind  leg 
and  was  kicked  so  high  in  the  air  that 
they  thought  he  would  never  come  down. 
After  that  experience  he  would  grab 
them  by  the  throat  and  actually  killed 
two  of  the  deer  himself  before  they  ap- 
peared upon  the  scene.  Of  course  it  is  a 
well  known  fact  that  deer  are  almost 
helpless  in  deep  snow  and  their  slaugh- 
ter was  easily  accomplished. 

Now  if  a  water  spaniel  can  run  down 
deer  in  this  easy  manner,  what  earthly 
show  does  one  have  when  pursued  by  a 
pack  of  trained  hounds?  Dogs  follow- 
ing deer  in  any  part  of  New  England  are 
shot  by  any  citizen  who  gets  the  oppor- 
tunity just  as  they  would  be  if  found  rav- 
aging amidst  a  flock  t)f  sheep. 

We  have  recently  been  treated  to  the 
exposure  of  the  writings  of  some  well 
known  nature  writers  whose  fantastic 
imaginations  have  conjured  up  the  spec- 
tacle of  a  certain  well  known  game  bird 
reducing  the  fracture  of  one  of  its  legs 
and  then  placing  around  it  a  plaster 
bandage,  also  gaunt  grey  wolves  acting 
as  guides  and  protectors  for  children 
through  trackless  forests  and  other 
weird  transactions  by  denizens  of  the 
wilds,  with  affidavits  to  prove  their 
statements.  These  have  come  in  con- 
tact with  our  versatile  Roosevelt's  "Big 
Stick"  and  the  result  is  to  use  the  par- 
lance of  the  prize  ring — "they  have  gone 
to  the  mat  for  the  count." 

In  a  certain  sense  such  things  have 
only  a  tendency  to  encourage  the  art  of 
"drawing  the  long  bow"  and  tickle  our 
sense  of  the  ludicrous,  but  the  inhuman 
and  senseless  slaughter  of  the  deer 
strongly  appeals  to  our  gentler  and  more 
generous  emotions,  and  excite  righteous 
indignation  in  the  minds  of  every  manly 
man  who  really  loves  the  wild  things  of 
the  wilderness. 

Let  the  "Big  Stick"  be  vigorously 
used  on  these  advocates  of  dogging  deer 
and  perhaps  their  ideas  of  what  consti- 
tutes that  perfect  creation  of  the 
Almighty — a  real  gentleman  and  sports- 
man may  experience  a  sudden  and  .  great 
change  for  the  better. 


How  We  Cooked  Our  Partridges  in  the  Woods.

TOM  and  I  had  been  planning  a  hunt- 
trip  for  some  time.  Tom's  father 
owns  a  splendid  farm  on  the  west 
side  of  the  Gatineau  in  the  township  of 
Wright.  We  possessed  a  good  bark 
canoe  and  each  had  a  ,44  Winchester 
rifle. 

Our  preparations  being  complete  we 
started  off  one  day  in  the  open  season, 
paddling  across  the  east  side  of  the 
Gatineau,  and  landing  in  the  township  of 
Northfield,  at  a  point  sixty  miles  north 
of  Ottawa.  Pulling  up  the  canoe  high 
and  dry  we  started  off  on  our  still  hunt 
for  deer.  We  went  in  a  northerly  direc- 
tion travelling  all  the  afternoon  looking 
for  deer  but  finding*none  and  not  seeing 
any  signs  indicative  of  their  presence. 
We  did  however  manage  to  shoot  two 
partridges. 

As  we  had  now  wandered  four  or  five 
miles  and  did  not  want  to  camp  in  the 
woods  all  night  we  decided  to  try  and 
get  back  to  our  canoe  before  dark.  Dur- 
ing our  return  walk  Tom  said  he  would 
cook  both  partridges.  Hungry  as  we 
were  a  partridge  each  would  not  be  too 
much  for  us.  He  just  knew  how  to  fix 
them  up.  Tom  had  been  blowing  about 
his  cooking  before  he  started  and  he 
kept  it  up  during  the  trip. 

Now  Tom's  sister  Kate  had  not  much 
faith  in  our  hunting  or  cooking  and  un- 
known to  us  had  packed  plenty  of  sand- 
wiches and  bread  and  butter  in  our  bags. 
These  provisions  came  in  good  as  the 
reader  will  see  further  on. 

We  reached  our  canoe  before  five 
o'clock  and  Tom  said  if  I  started  the  fire 
and  kept  it  up  he  would  pluck  the  part" 
ridges  and  have  the  supper  ready  precis" 
ely  at  twenty  minutes  past  six.  I  re- 
peated the  hour  in  amazement,  and  think- 
ing of  the  long  wait  asked  Tom  if  he  had 
not  made  a  mistake  ? 

"Oh,  no  !"  said  Tom,  "it  takes  an 
hour  and  twenty  minutes  exactly  to  cook 
partridges  properly.  An  ordinary  cook 
can  cook  them  in  less  time  of  course,  but 
or  fancy  cooking  you  leave  that  to  me. 


You  cut  some  more  wood,  keep  a  good 
fire  on,  and  I'll  go  for  some  water.". 

We  had  borrowed  a  fine  large  iron 
pot  from  Tom's  mother  and  with  that  in 
his  hand  he  went  for  water.  When  he 
came  back  there  was  about  three  inches 
of  water  in  the  pot — this  to  boil  for  one 
hour  and  twenty  minutes  !  I  protested 
but  Tom  was  firm.  He  even  wanted  to 
take  one  inch  of  water  out  of  the  pot,  as- 
serting that  two  inches  was  quite  enough. 
Words  waxed  hot  on  both  sides  and 
finally  he  agreed  to  add  a  little  more 
water,  remarking  that  my  knowledge  of 
cooking  was  limited,  telling  me  that  I 
was  a  woodchopper  and  fireman  and  not 
the  chef.  He  was  responsible  for  the 
supper  and  if  I  would  leave  him  alone 
and  attend  to  my  work  we  should  have  a 
fine  supper. 

"What  about  the  gravy  ?"  I  asked 
"Rather  dry  without  it,  won't  it  ?" 

"No  insinuations,  please,"  returned 
Tom,  "Just  simply  watch  me  and  learn 
something." 

Well,  we  put  the  pot  over  the  fire  at 
five  o'clock,  and  I  kept  throwing  on 
wood  till  there  was  a  blaze  about  the  size 
of  a  small  house.  In  half  an  hour  my 
stock  of  wood  was  getting  low  and  I  had 
to  take  the  axe  and  cut  some  more.  I 
certainly  kept  the  fire  going  !  Now  and 
then  Tom  would  circle  round  it  and  look 
at  his  watch,  but  he  said  nothing. 

At  six  o'clock  I  noticed  steam  or  smoke 
issuing  from  the  wooden  cover  of  the 
pot.  I  told  Tom  "that  the  whole  bloom- 
ing thing  was  on  fire  !"  We  held  a  con- 
sultation and  decided  otherwise.  What 
we  saw  was  steam  and  not  smoke. 
Where  there  was  steam  there  was  water 
and  consequently  we  were  safe  for  the 
next  twenty  minutes. 

Accordingly  I  returned  to  my  work  of 
keeping  up  the  fire  and  made  such  a 
blaze  that  it  was  reflected  half  way  across 
the  river.  I  was  so  tired  chopping  wood 
and  with  the  comforting  warmth  of  the 
fire  I  fell  into  a  doze.  Tom  called  out 
"Six-twenty  !"  and  I  jumped  about  six 
feet.    Supper  at  last  was  ready  ! 
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The  fire  was  so  hot  that  we  had  some 
difficulty  in  getting  near  enough  to  re- 
move the  pot.  This  we  did  very  carefully 
and  then  tenderely  lifted  the  wooden 
cover.  It  was  so  badly  burnt  it  fell  to 
to  the  bottom.  When  we  managed  to 
get  it  lifted  up  we  saw  on  the  bottom  of 
our  fine  borrowed  iron  pot  two  small 
black  balls  about  the  size  of  two  plums — 
all  that  remained  of  our  two  partridges. 

The  pot  was  red  hot  to  within  an  inch 
of  the  top.  We  looked  at  each  other  for 
what  appeared  to  be  several  minutes 
without  speaking.    Our  thoughts  were 


too  much  for  words,  Then  we  thought 
how  good  Kate  had  been  to  us  and  we 
attacked  those  sandwiches  and  bread  and 
butter  and  felt  better. 

When  we  returned  to  the  farm  we  hid 
the  pot.  However,  Kate  found  it  and 
just  as  we  went  out  we  heard  her  whisper 
"Ma,  look  at  that  !  Look  at  our  fine 
iron  pot  !" 

The  partridges  got  a  good  roasting 
certainly,  but  their  roasting  was  nothing 
to  the  roasting  we  have  since  received 
from  Kate  and  her  mother. 


New  Discoveries  in  the  Canadian  Northwest. 


AS  the  range  of  exploration  and  dis- 
covery continues  to  extend  we  <>re 
continually  under  the  necessity  of 
revising  our  ideas  regarding  the  far 
north  and  northwest.  All  who  are  inter- 
ested in  Canadian  exploration  have  read 
and  heard  much  of  the  "Barren  Lands," 
and  those  who  have  thought  at  all  on 
the  subject  have  considered  that  some- 
time in  the  remote  future,  when  other 
places  are  all  filled  up,  it  might  be  time 
to  see  if  those  lands  could  not  be  made 
of  some  service  to  humanity. 

Without  waiting  for  such  a  period  Mr. 
Ernest  Thompson-Seton  has  penetrated 
these  regions  and  after  a  six  months'  ex- 
ploration trip  through  McKenzie  and 
Keewatin  has  brought  back  with  him  re- 
ports which  will  cause  a  complete  changein 
our  views  regarding  the  so-called  ''Bar- 
ren Lands."  According  to  historical 
records  Mr.  Thompson-Seton  was  the 
fifth  white  man  to  lead  an  expedition  to 
this  particular  part  of  the  northwest, 
these  records  standing:  Samuel  Hearne, 
1771;  Sir  George  Black,  1833;  Stewari 
and  Anderson,  2855;  Warburton  Pike, 
1887;  E.  Thompson-Seton,  1907. 

Instead  of  barren  ground  Mr.  Thomp- 
son-Seton found  what  he  describes  as 
prairies  of  the  north.  These  prairies  are 
covered  with  flowers  and  beautiful  vege- 
tation, though  they  are  bare  of  trees  and 
probably  for  that  reason  received  the 
name  of  the  "Barren  Lands." 

Mr.    Thompson-Seton   thus  describes 


the  longing  he  had  to  gain  the  experience 
he  has  now  realized  and  the  language  he 
uses  is  such  as  to  arouse  the  sympathies 
of  many  who  can  enter  into  his  feelings: 
"Twenty-four  years  ago  I  lay  in  a  buf- 
falo wallow  while  the  sun  was  rising. 
Sleep,  as  refreshing  as  the  early  morning 
prairie  air,  had  left  my  faculties  clear, 
but  there  was  no  occasion  for  rising. 
Lying  in  my  blanket,  my  eye  taking  in 
the  long,  grass  covered  hollow,  my  im- 
agination went  back  to  the  days  when 
myriad  monster  beasts  wore  down  the 
ancient  trail  that  now  afforded  a  shel- 
tered bed  for  myself  and  other  travelers. 
My  view  was  focussed  between  the  deli 
cately  tinted  bells  of  the  crocus  and  the 
wish  came  to  me  that  I  could  see  a  herd 
of  buffalo  running  wild  on ,  the  open 
prairie. 

"Last  June, from  a  spot  similarly  lo- 
cated, between  the  graceful  fronds  of  a 
patch  of  flowering  crocus,  my  dream  was 
realized  and  I  saw  a  herd  grazing  within 
fifty  yards  of  me.  So  similar  were  the 
environments  that  it  was  easy  for  me  to 
imagine  myself  on  the  Souris  coteau,  and 
twenty-four  years  younger. 

"Any  man  would  give  a  year  of  his 
life  to  turn  the  wheels  of  progress  back 
for  a  day,  so  that  he  could  see  the 
prairies  as  they  were  fifty  years  ago,  the 
prairies  that  we  are  too  late  to  see,  with 
the  buffalo,  the  Indians,  and  the  sturdy 
pioneers,  with  all  their  picturesqueness. 
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When  I  organized  this  expedition  it  was 
the  dream  of  twenty-four  years  ago  that 
spurred  me  on,  and  it  was  not  until  after 
I  had  been  there  that  1  appreciated  that 
I  had  realized  my  dream.  I  had  turned 
back  the  lost  years  of  time  and  it  was 
Manitoba  fifty  years  ago.  I  was  with 
Indians  that  did  not  understand  the 
English  language,  whose  only  knowledge 
of  the  white  man  had  been  gained 
through  the  casual  reports  from  mission- 
aries, who  still  carry  and  use  the  bow 
and  arrow.  I  saw  the  buffalo,  the  In- 
dians and  the  countless  numbers  of  game 
animals.  All  I  had  to  do  was  to  strike 
out  Missouri  and  Mississippi  and  insert 
in  their  place  Peace  and  Mackenzie 
rivers.    All  the  rest  was  the  same." 

As  to  the  wild  buffaloes  of  that  north- 
ern region — the  last  wild  herd  in  exist- 
ence it  is  believed— Mr.  Thompson-Seton 
states  that  although  more  numerous  than 
is  commonly  supposed  they  are  still  in 
danger  of  extermination.  Asked  as  to 
the  cause  he  replied  in  the  one  expressive 
word  "Butchers!"  and  stated  that  the 
men  to  whom  he  referred  had  well 
earned  this  name. 

He  describes  Major  Jarvis,  who  is  in 
charge  of  the  Police  arrangements  in 
that  far  northern  district,  as  a  first-class 
man  for  the  position.  He  is  alive  to  the 
importance  of  the  work  and  determined 
to  carry  it  out.  "We  were  all  over  the 
buffalo  range,"  said  Mr.  Seton  Thomp- 
son, "and  there  was  no  indication  that 
the  animals  were  being  killed  by 
wolves." 

Mr.  Thompson-Seton  was  enthusiastic 
over  the  agricultural  possibilities  of  all 
the  far  northwest  and  expressed  his  de- 
termination to  go  to  England  and  make 
the  people  acquainted  with  the  real 
condition  of  things.  He  is  a  free  lance 
and  his  reward  will  be  consciousness 
duty  well  done  in  telling  the  people  of 
the  white  man's  heritage.  He  stated 
that  he  would  be  fair  and  would  dwell 
upon  the  drawbacks  as  well  as  the  ad- 
vantages. 

In  further  description  of  his  exper- 
iences Mr.  Thompson-Seton  states: 

"We  travelled  into  the  barren  grounds, 
but  there  was  never  a  more  unhappy 
misnomer,  as  I  never  before  saw  a  more 
beautiful  spot.      There     are  flowers, 


vines,  shrubs,  birds,  grass  waist  high, 
and  game  wherever  you  look  :  there  is 
not  an  hour  of  daylight  when  caribou 
cannot  be  seen.  I  counted  twenty-three 
walking  through  the  camp  in  one  day. 
This  was  in  the  season  before  the  great 
herds,  the  animals  being  in  small  groups, 
the  greatest  of  which  numbered  approx- 
imately 1000  head.  When  the  autumn 
comes,  with  snow,  they  will  come  into 
the  woods  in  millions.  There  are  just  as 
many  as  ever,  and  it  is  the  general  opin- 
ion of  the  traders  that  the  rifle  instead 
of  tending  to  their  extinction  has  tended 
to  save  them.  A  shot  costs  an  Indian 
five  cents  and  this  is  a  consideration. 
With  the  spear  they  would  be  driven  in- 
to the  water,  and  in  canoes  one  man 
could  kill  one  hundred  head  easily 
and  this  was  done  in  the  case  of  the  buf- 
falo. On  the  whole  the  caribou  has  not 
suffered. 

"I  want  to  testify  to  the  broad  benev- 
olence of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company. 
This  company  more  than  any  other  com- 
mercial corporation  in  the  world  has 
realized  the  moral  responsibility  of  its 
great  power.  No  traveler  has  gone  into 
that  country  and  made  a  successful  ex- 
pedition, except  under  the  aegis  of  the 
company.  It  does  not  try  to  keep  peo- 
ple out.  When  I  asked  Lord  Strathcona 
regarding  my  trip  he  said  that  he  would 
help,  and  he  did  everything  in  his  power. 
Without  the  company  I  could  have  done 
nothing.  It  is  all  powerful  and  is  will- 
ing to  exercise  its  power  for  the  benefit 
of  science  and  the  traveler. 

"We  discovered  rivers  as  great  as  the 
Red,  which  have  never  been  mapped  and 
we  always  had  the  company  back  of  us 
simply  because  we  were  doing  scientific 
work.  We  found  the  flora  and  fauna  of 
the  country  so  much  farther  north  than 
was  hitherto  suspected.  The  climate, 
vegetation;  and  flowers  peculiar  to  Man- 
itoba reach  to  the  Great  Slave  Lake,  and 
this  indicates  a  continuation  and  un- 
changeable nature  in  the  soil.  The  far 
northern  latitude  is  off-set  by  the  low 
altitude.  All  who  have  seen  it  are  con- 
fident that  the  country  will  be  opened 
up,  settled,  and  support  an  agricultural 
population.  There  are  now  some  won- 
derful crops  raised  in  certain  parts  of  the 
region.     Up  at  Resolution  they  had  po- 
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JN  almost  all  ages  and  in  almost  all  countries  beef  has  been  regarded  as 
the  strength  giving  food  par  excellence.  But  it  is  not  always  possible 
to  obtain  beef  just  at  the  moment  when  nourishment  is  required  and  again 
it  is  not  always  that  the  system  is  in  a  condition  to  draw  the  full  store  of 
nutriment  from  the  meat.

1  'Canada  has  profited  by  some  of  the 
mistakes  of  the  United  States,  which 
blindly  allowed  its  big  game  to  be  exter- 
minated. There  is  not  a  true  hearted 
citizen  of  the  States  who  is  not  frothing 
at  the  mouth  because  of  the  buffalo  herd 
being  allowed  to  cross  the  boundary  line 
and  become  the  property  of  the  Domin- 
ion. And  that,  at  one -third  of  their  mar- 
ket value.  Canada  has  still  the  only 
wild  herd." 

In  conclusion  Mr.  Thompson-Seton 
stated  his  wish  to  advocate  the  estab- 
lishment of  National  Parks  in  Canada 
on  lines  similar  to  that  prevailing  in  the 
Yellowstone  Park  in  the  States.  As  our 
readers  well  know  this  policy  has  our 
full  sympathy  having  been  advocated  in 
this  Magazine  for  years  and  not  wholly 
without  fruit.  As  a  matter  of  fact  Can- 
ada has  done  a  good  deal  in  the  way  of 


establishing  national  and  provincial 
parks,  though  a  good  deal  more  might 
be  done  and  any  assistance  in  advocating 
and  carrying  forward  this  policy  is  wel- 
come from  whatever  quarter  it  may 
come.  Particularly  might  the  several 
Governments  of  Canada,  both  Federal 
and  Provincial,  do  much  work  of  this 
kind  in  the  far  north  before  private  in- 
terests grow  up  to  interfere  with  the 
work. 

Mr.  Thompson-Seton,  when  at  Ottawa 
was  the  guest  of  the  Governor  General. 
He  had  a  long  interview  with  the  Hon. 
Frank  Oliver,  Minister  of  the  Interior, 
who  takes  special  interest  in  the  work  of 
the  preservation  of  the  remaining  buffa- 
loes and  who  assured  him  that  the  Gov- 
ernment was  taking  steps  to  have  the 
whole  of  them  herded  in  a  reserve  and 
properly  protected  by  the  Mounted 
Police.

The  locality 
selected  is  the  Kippewa  country  in  the 
Province  of  Quebec  and  variety  will 
likely  be  given  by  a  hunt  after  caribou. 
In  any  event  an  enjoyable  mid- winter 
outing  is  certain  and  the  prospects  of 
substantial  success  good.  The  party 
will  meet  on  January  17th  and  they  have 
certainly  some  interesting  experiences 
ahead  of  them.

The  Canadian  Shows. 

The  events  of  the  year,  so  far  as  con- 
cerns automobiling  in  the  Dominion,  will 
be  the  forthcoming  shows  at  Toronto 
and  Montreal.  Preparations  are  well 
advanced  for  both  shows  and  displays  are 
certain  to  an  extent  which  will  convince 
all  visitors  that  nothing-  can  now  stop 
the  onward  march  of  the  autos  in  the 
Dominion.  As  one  of  the  speakers  at  a 
social  function  connected  with  one  of  the 
New  York  Shows  said  the  European 
manufacturers  made  automobiles  to  run 
on  roads,  while  the  American  makers  had 
succeeded  in  the  far  harder  task  of  man- 
ufacturing such  vehicles  as  would  run  on 
trails.  This  is  the  reason  why  the  auto 
is  coming  and  will  continue  to  come  into 
constantly  wider  use  in  both  Canada  and 
the  States.  Instead  of  waiting  for  good 
roads  the  auto  made  the  movement  in 
favor  of  such  roads  stronger  and  one  not 
to  be  stayed.  Their  growing  use  will 
cause  the  good  roads  movement  to  ad- 
vance in  much  less  time  than  all  the 
written  and  spoken  advocacy  in  the 
world. 

The  Toronto  Show  is  to  be  held  from 
March  21st  to  28th  in  the  St.  Lawrence 
Arena  at  Toronto,  under  the  manager- 
ship of  Mr.  R.  M.  JafFrey,  who  made 
such  successes  of  the  two  international 
shows  held  in  Montreal  last  year  and  the 
year  before.

I  The  New  York  Shows. 

By  general  consent  the  Show  held  in 
Madison  Square  Gardens,  New  York,  at 
the  beginning  of  November  surpassed 
anything  ot  the  kind  ever  brought  to- 
gether under  one  roof  on  the  American 
continent.  While,  however,  the  most 
expensive  cars  were  shown,  marvels  of 
luxury  and  convenience,  there  were  also 
many  others  demonstrating  the  useful 
part  the  auto  appears  destined  to  play 
in  every  day  life.  The  town  car,  as  dis- 
tinct from  the  touring  car,  was  one  of 
the  prominent  features,  these  cars  being 
made  with  more  protection  and  alto- 
gether more  suitable  for  the  purpose  for 
which  they  are  intended. 

Another  prominent  feature  which  im- 
pressed many  visitors  is  the  remarkable 
strides  forward  in  the  manufacture  of 
commercial  vehicles.  Eight  to  ten  miles 
when  loaded,  with  a  maximum  of  fifteen 
when  empty  is  stated  to    be  the  limit  of 
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heavy  trucks  of  the  very  best  construc- 
tion. Theoretically  a  higher  speed  and 
a  heavier  load  appeared  an  easy  problem 
for  the  gasoline  motor.  The  limit  of 
service,  however,  in  point  of  load  and 
speed  together  is  to  be  found  in  the  tires, 
and  ignoring  this  point  has  misled  many 
designers.  When  the  load  is  very  heavy 
and  the  grade  very  steep  the  traction  will 
fail  and  the  wheels  will  simply  grind  off* 
the  tires,  especially  if  the  surface  is  not 
reasonably  smooth  and  free  from  dust 
and  small  stones. 

The  novelty  of  the  Show  was  the  Alden 
road  train  which  is  manufactured  by  the 
Alden  Sampson  Manufacturing  Company 
of  Pittsfield,  Mass.  It  is  composed  of 
a  tractor  and  as  many  trailers  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  particular  purpose  re- 
quired for  which  the  tractor  can  supply 
power.  While  the  tractor  does  supply 
power  for.  the  whole  it  does  not  draw 
anything  except  itself  and  its  own  load. 
The  train  is  indeed  a  trail  of  wagons 
borrowing  nothing  from  the  automobile 
except  its  power. 


^Inexpensive  Running. 

A  claim  for  a  medal  for  running  a  car 
the  greatest  number  of  miles  of  any  car 
on  the  Coast  at  the  least  expense  was 
made  by  F.  C.  Long,  chauffeur  for  R.  L. 
Torbin,  of  San  Francisco,  who  says:  "I 
have  driven  a  Thomas  car  every  day  for 
seven  months,  an  average  of  thirty-five 
miles  a  day  or  a  total  of  seven  thousand 
miles.  My  total  expense  for  repairs  is  for 
a  spring  leaf  at  a  cost  of  less  than  $2.00. 
I  have  driven  the  car  over  all  sorts  and 
conditions  of  roads  in  all  kinds  of 
weather.  There  is  no  European  car  that 
would  make  that  mileage  over  the  Cal- 
ifornian  road  conditions  without  con- 
siderable expense." 


Hiring-  Cars. 

In  London  a  well  known  concern  has 
established  a  department  where  autos 
may  be  hired  for  long  or  short  terms  and 
under  all  possible  circumstances.  It  is 
believed  that  the  venture  will  be  success- 
ful by  reason  of  the  large  scale  on  which 


it  is  being  conducted.  The  cars  it  is 
proposed  to  hire  out  will  be  of  the  high- 
est class,  and  it  will  be  impossible  to  dis- 
tinguish them  from  private  ones.  If  so 
desired  the  hirer  may  go  so  far  as  to  have 
his  monogram  placed  on  the  door  panel. 
The  drivers  will  be  dressed  in  the  best 
liveries  and  everything  done  to  render 
the  whole  turnout  smart  and  attractive. 


An  Old  World  Exhibition. 

Whatever  else  may  be  said  with  refer- 
ence to  the  progress  of  American  cars 
over  those  of  France  there  is  at  least  one 
point  on  which  the  French  are  superior 
and  that  is  in  decoration.  The  Paris 
Salon  was  easily  first  of  all  shows  in  its 
marvelous  decorations  which  were  on  a 
scale  long  to  be  remembered.  The  har- 
monious effect  of  the  whole  evoked  the 
highest  testimonies  of  admiration  from 
those  who  witnessed  them  and  it  was 
admitted  that  the  French  method  of  ad- 
vertising by  means  of  lights,  decorations, 
fine  buildings  and  artistic  stands  is  a 
mighty  effective  one.  After  all  the 
autos  were  worth  seeing  and  although 
the  decorations  were  simply  overwhelm- 
ing they  did  not  allow  the  reason  for  the 
exhibition — the  display  of  the  cars — to 
be  entirely  obliterated. 


A  Profitable  Change. 

The  express  parcel  delivery  company 
of  Indianapolis  have  installed  six  gaso- 
line, one  and  a  half  ton  trucks  to  take 
the  place  of  fifteen  delivery  wagons  and 
twenty-two  horses.  The  service  con- 
sists very  largely  in  delivering  a  large 
number  of  small  packages  as  quickly  as 
possible  and  the  horse  service  was  not 
thoroughly  satisfactory,  occupying  too 
much  time.  Ihe  Company  instead  of 
training  its  old  drivers  for  truck  service 
found  it  more  practical  to  employ  exper- 
ienced chaffeurs  and  place  a  second 
man  on  the  truck  for  deliveries.  The 
trucks  are  kept  in  a  public  garage  at  $20 
each  per  month  under  a  maintenance 
contract.

The  saving  over  horse  drawn  wagons  is 
estimated  at  $300  per  month. 


A  Real  Endurance  Test. 
The  most  striking  feature  in  the  auto- 
mobile world  recently  was  the  endurance 
test  of  the  Chicago  Motor  Cluh.  The 
rules  were  drawn  with  the  greatest 
strictness  and  it  was  apparent  to  all  who 
entered  that  if  carried  out  to  the  letter 
there  could  be  few  survivals.  The  Com- 
mittee went  through  their  duties  consci- 
entiously and  although  the  things  that 
were  wrong  were  small  trifles  the  clean 
score  was  withheld.  If  this  system  is 
followed  out  in  future  greater  care  will 
be  taken  of  the  cars  and  attention  will 
be  paid  to  every  bolt  and  nut.  These 
testing  affairs  will  also  prove  of  far 
greater  service  to  the  makers  and  drivers 
and  stop  some  of  the  criticisms  which 
have  been  urged,  and  not  without  reason, 
against  some  of  these  contests.  The 
Chicago  test  was  an  earnest  one  and 
several  who  thought  they  had  gone 
through  scathless  found  when  the  Tech- 
nical Committee  had  got  through  with 
them  that  there  was  quite  enough  the 
matter  with  the  machines  to  justify  the 
withholding  of  the  clean  score. 


The  Chicago  Show. 

According  to  all  accounts  the  Show 
held  in  Chicago  at  the  beginning  of 
December  surpassed  all  others,  the  ex- 


hibition being  "national  in  scope  and 
character  and  double  discounts  anything 
of  this  kind  ever  attempted  in  New  York 
or  any  other  American  city."  Without 
going  so  far,  it  may  be  admitted  that  it 
was  a  wonderful  Show,  three  of  the 
largest  Automobile  Manufacturers'  Asso- 
ciations promoting  it  and  securing  no 
less  than  one  hundred  and  twenty  ex- 
hibitors. Even  then  three  independent 
shows  were  organised  outside,  including 
the  Ford,  Hamilton  and  Earl  interests, 
and  people  had  their  choice  in  visiting 
other  places  where  important  access- 
ories were  shown.  The  Show  was  very 
largely  attended  and  several  experts 
pronounced  honors  even  as  between 
America  and  France  in  perfection  of 
motors  and  bodies.  Every  one  agreed 
that  the  future  of  the  auto  is  of  the 
highest  possible  character.  While  the 
automobile  for  pleasure  tends  to  become 
dearer,  great  work  is  being  accomplished 
in  the  direction  of  simplifying  the  vehi- 
cles for  commercial  purposes,  and  in  ad- 
dition to  the  very  finest  tourist  and  other 
cars  were  also  shown  some  commercial 
vehicles,  which  promise  to  revolutionize 
the  carrying  trade  of  the  future. 


One  of  the  most  popular  means  of 
keeping  the  Sta-Rite  plug  in  mind 
throughout  the  year  has  been  adopted  by 
the  R.  E.  Hardy  Company  of  New  York 
and  Detroit,  whose  productions  are  so 
widely  and  favorably  known  throughout 
the  automobile  world.

International  Trophies. 

Canadian  yachtsmen  will  likely  cross 
the  border,  looking  for  international  tro- 
phies, twice  this  summer,  and  the  men 
from  over  the  way  will  be  here  looking 
for  the  Fisher  Cup  now  held  by  the  Royal 
Canadian  Yacht  Club,  of  Toronto.  The 
cups  we  are  going  after  are  the  Seawan- 
haka  gold  cup  for  half  raters,  and  the 
Dory  Championships  Cup.  % 

The  Royal  St.  Lawrence  Yacht  Club 
stood  back  a  year  to  give  other  clubs  a 
chance  to  go  after  the  Seawanhaka  Cup, 
but  no  one  made  a  move  so  the  Montreal 
Club  is  bestirring  itself  again. . 

The  Seawanhaka  Cup  is  now  held  by 
the  Manchester  Yacht  Club  whose  skim- 
ming dish  Manchester  accomplished  in 
1906,  what  Challenger,  Spruce  IV, 
White  Bear  and  several  other  American 
or  English  boats  failed  to  do. 

The  Dory  Cup  is  now  held  by  the 
Massachusetts  Dory  Association  which 
won  it  from  the  Shelburne  Yacht  Club 
down  on  the  Nova  Scotian  coast  last 
summer.  This  is  a  race  for  three  dories 
aside.  The  American  dories  outclassed 
the  Canuck  craft  last  summer,  but  the 
invasion  taught  the  Blue  Noses  things, 
and  it  is  a  safe  wager  that  the  down 
easters  will  make  them  go  some  this 
season. 

The  Motor  Outlook. 

The  Motor  Boat  industry,  in  Canada  is 
settling  down  to  a  solid  foundation. 
Since  the  game  took  hold  here  many 
mushroom  firms  of  engine  and  hull 
builders  have  come  and  gone.  Before 
they  disappeared  however  they  did  the 
game  no  small  amount  of  harm.  These 
cheap  John  firms  turned  out  engines  that 
were  mechanically  imperfect,  and  the  re- 
sult was  annoying  breakdowns  and  de^ 


lays  which  gave  Canadian  engines  as  a 
whole,  a  bit  of  a  bad  name  which  the 
manufacturers  of  good  reliable  Canadian 
engines  found  hard  to  live  down. 

Not  only  did  these  poor  engines  knock 
Canadian  engines  on  the  whole,  but  their 
idiosynacracies  disgusted  hosts  of  in- 
quiries, who  might  have  ultimately  be- 
come owners.  The  very  fact  that  certain 
firms  of  engine  builders  have  survived 
their  days  of  infancy  and  despite  the 
financial  stringency  are  still  doing  bus- 
iness, is  proof  positive  that  the  machines 
they  are  turning  out  are  doing  their  duty. 

Up  in  the  north  of  Ontario  the  Adam's 
Launch  and  Engine  Co.  of  Penetang,  are 
holding  their  own  in  the  face  of  fierce 
outside  competition,  and  along  Lake 
Ontario  the  Schofield  Holden  people,  the 
Canadian  Gas  Power  and  Launches  Ltd., 
Canadian  Fairbanks  Co.,  Toronto,  the 
Hamilton  Motor  Works,  Jutten  Co.,  and 
Robertson  Bros  ,  of  Hamilton,  are  hold- 
ing their  own  against  such  good  import- 
ed engines  as  the  Crozier  &  Brownell, 
Trevert  of  Nicholls  Bros.,  Toronto, 
Lackawanna,  Hildreth,  Little  Giant, 
Palmer  and  Buffalo.  Up  at  Gait  J.  R. 
Golden  &  Co.  are  turning  out  a  little  en- 
gine with  much  to  recommend  it. 

In  spite  of  the  tightness  of  the  money 
market  Canadian  launch  builders  are 
going  right  ahead  with  1908  Models. 
They  already  have  many  orders  on  hand 
and  are  apparently  not  worried  by  the 
outlook.  "Motor  boating  is  a  good  sport 
and  if  you  keep  out  of  racing  with  high 
powered  boats  it  is  not  at  all  expensive, 
remarked  a  motor  boat  owner  to  "Rod 
and  Gun"  the  other  day.  "I  have  had  a 
royal  good  summer's  sport  in  my  boat, 
and  1  did  not  find  it  hard  on  my  pocket 
book.  I  got  a  good  engine  and  had 
little  trouble." 
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Breaking-  Away  from  Henley. 

The  chances  are  that  next  year  will 
see  a  break  up  of  the  rowing  and  canoe- 
ing combination  at  the  Canadian  Henley. 

For  two  years  the  St.  Catharine  Hen- 
ley course  has  been  the  scene  of  the  so- 
called  Canadian  Canoe  Championships 
held  in  conjunction  with  the  big  annual 
Canadian  fixture. 

This  year  the  Canoe  Club  people  did 
not  get  the  consideration  they  claim 
their  sport  was  entitled  to  and  it  has 
just  about  been  decided  to  withdraw. 

The  Canoe  Club  people  affiliated  with 
the  oarsmen  for  their  annual  Regatta 
m  with  the  understanding  that  the  canoeing 
interests  would  be  fully  looked  after, — 
that  on  the  final  day  of  the  Henley  the 
canoe  championships  should  be  sand- 
wiched in  with  the  rowing  finals,  and 
a  bumper  day's  acquatic  sport  provided. 

It  looked  well  in  theory  but  in  practice 
the  canoe  events  though  undoubtedly 
more  spectacular  than  the  rowing  events 
were  relegated  to  the  "preliminary" 
class.  The  three  races,  war  canoes,  fours 
and  singles,  were  not  handled  with  the 
same  completeness  that  the  rowing 
i  aces  were  and  there  is  complaint  that 
the  officials  work,  especially  in  the  war 
canoe  race  where  Island  Acquatics  and 
Parkdale  I  crews  collided  at  the  finish,  in 
a  desperate  spurt,  was  a  trifle  lax  to  say 
the  least.  The  Acquatics  were  out  of 
their  course  a  couple  of  points  when 
Parkdale  1  ploughed  into  their  stern,  yet 
Parkdale  was  disqualified  without  further 
inquiry. 

Even  at  that  the  canoe  program  had 
only  three  events  and  the  canoe  paddlers 
down  this  way  are  asking  for  a  full  pro- 
gram of  tandems,  double  blades,  singles, 
fours,  &c,  at  a  meet  at  which  all  western 
clubs  will  be  represented.  The  only  way 
to  do  this  is  to  form  a  Western  Associa- 
tion. Now  an  association  of  clubs  down 
here  clearly  could  not  hold  Cana- 
dian championships,  so  it  is  thought,  by 
those  who  are  shoving  the  scheme,  that 
it  would  be  better  to  simply  have  a  west- 
ern division  of  the  Canadian  Canoe  As- 
sociation and  to  hold  western  division 
championships  prior  to  an  eastern  divi- 
sion meet  and  send  the  best  crews  in  the 
west  down  to  meet  the  eastern  cracks. 

Canoeing  is  booming  in  Toronto,  and 


in  fact  all  through  the  Ontario  west. 
For  instance,  Toronto  Canoe  Club  now 
has  six  hundred  and  seventy-two  mem- 
bers, an  increase  of  over  one  hundred  in 
a  year,  and  Parkdale  Canoe  Club,  that 
lively  little  Toronto  suburban  infant,  has 
been  making  a  great  splash  all  along  the 
line.  Last  winter  they  took  up  hockey 
and  had  a  great  season.  This  fall  it  was 
rugby  and  their  team  won  the  Canadian 
Championship  and  now  they  are  in  hockey 
with  both  junior  and  senior  teams.  _  The 
Balmy  Beach  and  Acquatic  clubs  of  To- 
ronto are  both  healthy  and  St.  Kitts  has 
taken  to  the  game  in  fair  shape.  Oril- 
lia  is  just  as  enthusiastic  as  ever,  and 
there  is  a  chance  of  a  club  in  Hamilton. 
These  with  the  Toronto  clubs  will  com- 
prise the  western  division,  if  one  is 
formed. 


Argos  for  Olympiad. 

The  Canadian  Olympiad  Committee 
has  already  tentatively  selected  the  Ar- 
gpnant  eight  and  a  pair  Champions  of 
America  to  represent  Canada  in  the  row- 
ing events  of  the  British  Olympiad  next 
summer,  and  they  have  gone  into  train- 
ing. Past  performances  have  to  govern 
in  this  instance,  and  when  it  comes  to  a 
show  down  there  isn't  anything  to  it,  but 
Toronto  Argonauts.  Of  course  in  real- 
ity the  selection  is  to  be  made  by  the 
Canadian  Association  of  Amateur  Oars- 
men, but  it  is  so  ,  ridiculously  easy  that 
these  is  nothing  to  do,  but  to  officially 
endorse  the  entry. 

The  eight  the  Argonauts  will  send 
over  will  be  the  grand  junior  eight 
stroked  by  "Longboat"  Taylor,  which 
went  from  the  junior  to  the  senior  com- 
pany at  the  Canadian  Henley  and  won 
all  championships,  and  then  drifted 
down  through  the  States  to  the  National 
Regatta  and  annexed  the  American 
Championship.  The  stern  half  of  this 
eight  — Taylor,  stroke,  Charles  Riddy, 
Alex  Davidson  and  Gordon  Balfour  also 
won  the  Junior,  Intermediate  and  Senior 
Four's  Championship  all  on  the  same 
day  at  the  Canadian  Henley,  and  then 
went  on  the  eighth  race  and  won  the 
eight's  championship. 

The  eight  may  be  strengthened  in  one 
or  two  places  by  senior  men  before  it  is

sent  across  the  pond.  'The  senior  pair 
champions  of  America  are  Fred  Town 
and  Buck  Jackes.  Both  are  in  good  con- 
dition now  and  will  continue  to  work  on 
the  machines  all  winter. 


The  Aquatic  Mix  Up. 

The  mix-up  between  the  Canadian 
Amateur  Athletic  Union  and  the  Inter- 
provincial  Rugby  Union  this  fall  made 
the  acquatic  situation  a  bit  acute  for  a 
while,  but  things  are  straightening 
themselves  out.  The  Argonaut  Rugby 
team,  in  which  were  several  rowing  men, 
went  down  to  Montreal  and  in  defiance 
of  the  C.  A.  A.  U,  played  against  Ernie 
Russell,  whose  application  for  a  certifi- 
cate of  amateurism  was  held  over  pend- 
ing inquiry.  This  precipitated  trouble, 
for  the  C.  A.  A.  U.  disqualified  the  en- 
tire team  and  added  suspension  to  all 
teams  which  played  against  either  the 
Montreal  or  Argonaut  team. 

The  other  teams  stuck,  and  the  whole 
outfit  were  black  listed  from  all  sports 
controlled  by  the  C.  A.  A.  U.  The  fact 
that  the  Argonants  were  out  did  not 
bother  rowing  much  for  those  who  did 
row  and  play  football  too,  were  second 
class  men,  but  the  C.  A.  A.  U.  notified 
the  Argonants  that  the  black  listed  men 
could  not  retain  membership  in  the  At- 
gonant  Club  while  the  Argos  were  in 
affiliation  with  the  C.  A.  A.  U.  The  re- 
sult was  the  resignation  of  the  Argo- 
nants from  the  C.  A.  A.  U. 

There  were  wheels  within  wheels, 
however,  in  the  embroglio  for  when  the 
Argonant  Rugby  team  were  faced  with 
Russell  in  Montreal  representatives  of 
of  the  Argonaut  Rowing  Club  warned 
them  against  playing  the  game  and  they 
played  as  the  Toronto  Rugby  Club. 
When  they  returned  to  Toronto  the  Ar- 
gonant Rowing  Club  disowned  them, 
but  the  matter  was  re-considered  and  the 
Club  believing  the  C.  A.  A.  U. 
hasty  in  throwing  out  the  team,  again 
assumed  the  responsibility  and  the  team 
played  its  schedule  out  as  the  Argonauts. 

Now  it  is  up  to  the  Canadian  Associa- 
tion of  Amateur  Oarsmen.  This  body 
controls  rowing  in  Canada.  Last  sum- 
mer they  were  about  to  affiliate  with  the 


C.  A.  A,  U.,  but  did  not  take  the  step. 
Now  they  must  deal  with  the  situation. 
There  is  no  chance  of  the  Argonaut  Club 
being  blacklisted  by  them  though  the 
Toronto  Rowing  Club  refused  young 
Ross,  one  of  the  Argonaut  Rugby  play- 
ers, his  membership  renewal  because  of 
the  trouble.  The  Federation — C.  A.  A.  U. 
truce  over  Olympic  matters  will  likely 
smooth  out  the  kinks,  and  Argos  are  all 
true  amateurs  though  they  did  play  a 
C.  A.  A.  U.  suspect,  and  will  continue  in 
all  games  for  sport's  sake. 


The  Alice  and  I..

The  ever  increasing  demand  for  ma- 
rine motors  in  Canada  has  led  to  wide  in- 
quiries for  one  uniting  in  itself  many  ex- 
cellencies.

They 
are  fitted  with  four  eccentric  rings,  three 
at  top  and  one  at  bottom,  having  tongued 
joints,  and  the  piston  pins  are  made  of 
Shelby  steel  tubing,  hardened  and  ground 
to  size,  while  the  cams,  rollers  and  valve 
pins  are  also  hardened.  The  crank 
shafts  are  made  from  35  carbon  steel, 
steam  hammered,  the  bearings  are  large, 
strong  and  lined  with  genuine  babbit 
metal,  ensuring  a  cool  running  motor. 
The  valve  cap  is  of  such  construction 
that  it  can  be  simply  unscrewed  and 
lifted  out  at  any  time  for  cleaning  or  re- 
grinding.  All  the  parts  are  interchange- 
able. The  motors  are  equipped  with  the 
jump  spark  ignition  using  secondary  dis- 
tributors and  the  Shebler  carburetor  is 
used,  giving  perfect  throttle  control.

Every  lady  mem- 
ber in  the  Club  was  present;  and  one 
lady  drove  eight  miles  from  her  home  in 
the  country  solely  for  the  purpose.  The 
President  had  a  long  list  of  matters  re- 
quiring attention,  and  there  was  hearty 
discussion  of  all  affairs,  notably  some 
amendments  to  the  constitution.  Reso- 
lutions were  passed  creating  the  office  of 
Executive  Secretary  and  making  a 
change  in  the  qualification  for  active 
membership.  The  Publication  Commit- 
tee considered  the  next  issue  of  the 
''Canadian  Alpine  Journal,"  for  which 
some  important  contributions  are  prom- 
ised, notably  an  article  on  the  formation 
of  mountains  by  Professor  Coleman  and 
another  of  the  same  kind  on  glaciers  by 
Mr.  W.  S.  Vaux;  also  one  by  Mr.  W. 
T.  Dalton  on  Mount  Garibaldi  and  the 
newly  discovered  Alpine  region  in  the 
Pacific  Coast  Range.  For  this  issue  the 
Scientific  Section  will  have  first  innings, 
and  rightly  so.  The  list  of  contributors 
contains  mostly  new  names,  and  all  sub- 
jects will  be  treated  in  an  informing 
fashion.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Commit- 
tee to  make  and  keep  the  Journal  a  high 
class  annual  that  can  hold  up  its  head 
unashamed  with  similar  journals  pub- 
lished by  Alpine  Clubs  in  older  lands. 

The  change  in  qualification  for  active 
membership  is  as  interesting  as  it  is  im- 
portant. The  President  brought  photo- 
graphs of  Mount  Garibaldi  -  and  vicinity 
showing  glaciers  and  neve  and  other 
Alpine  features.  This  mountain  is  con- 
siderably below  10,000  feet  above  sea, 
but  its  base  is  very  near  sea  level,  and 
its  ascent  involves  difficult  and  dangerous 
climbing.  Those  who  have  climbed  it 
have  an  interesting  story  to  tell  of  all 
that  region,  and  its  discovery  materially 
changes  the  test  of  active  membership. 
The  Club  will  be  asked  to  approve  of  a 
clause  making  2,500  feet  above  the  tim- 


ber line  on  a  glacier  hung  mountain,  the 
lowest  altitude  in  the  test  for  qualifi- 
cation. 

A  discussion  took  place  on  the  Club 
House,  all  the  members  being  in  favor  of 
going  on  with  the  work  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. Nominations  were  made  of  offi- 
cers for  the  ensuing  term.  The  Presi- 
dent reported  that  the  finances  of  the 
Camp  at  Paradise  Valley  were  on  the 
right  side. 

The  Winnipeg  members  were  glad  to 
meet  the  President  and  wish  him  bon 
voyage.  He  sailed  from  New  York  on 
December  7th  to  be  present  at  the  great 
Alpine  Jubilee  when  nearly  one  hundred 
mountaineering  clubs,  -of  the  world  will 
be  represented.  Prof.  Fay,  President  of 
the  American  Club,  who  is  an  honorary 
member  of  the  Canadian  Club  and  has 
been  a  member  of  both  Canadian  Camps, 
is  also  to  be  the  guest  of  the  English 
Club. 

The  Alpine  Herald,  edited  by  Mr. 
Frank  Yeigh,  Miss  Annie  L.  Laird  and 
Mr.  S.  H.  Mitchell,  is  on  sale  to  the 
members  of  the  Club  at  10c  a  copy. 
Orders  ought  to  be  sent  to  Mr.  Mitchell, 
567  Spence  street,  Winnipeg.  The  Her- 
ald is  made  of  good  paper,  print  and 
half-tone  plates,  and  is  in  every  way;  a 
credit  to  its  editors  and  its  man  of  bus- 
iness, Mr.  Yeigh.  Every  member  will 
want  at  least  half  a  dozeri  copies  to  send 
to  friends,  to  'show 'how  jolly  were  the 
evenings  around  the  blazing  logs  in  Par- 
adise Valley.  One  of  the  merriest  songs 
sang  around  that  fire  is  omitted  in.  the 
Herald.  It  avas  entirely  impromptu  and 
set  to  the  old  air  of  ' 'Excelsior,"  being 
composed  and  sung  by  the  Silly-1  Six." 
At  their  daily  vocations,  the  said  "Silly

and  such  sober  institutions.'  Altogether 
the  Alpine  Herald  is  a  first  class  paper.

Our  Medicine  Bag 


Lord  Hawke,  an  English  nobleman 
who  has  made  a  name  for  himself  as  a 
famous  cricketer,  captaining  the  York- 
shire Eleven,  through  many  successful 
seasons,  in  the  course  of  which  the  com- 
bination under*  him  won  the  County 
Championship  on  several  occasions,  vis- 
ited Canada  during  the  last  hunting 
season.  In  company  with  several  gen- 
tlemen a  big  game  hunt  was  organized 
in  northwestern  Ontario  and  the  party 
were  successful  in  securing  two  bull 
moose  one  falling  to  Lord  Hawke's  rifle. 
His  Lordship's  visit  to  the  Dominion  was 
cut  short  by  a  sudden  call  to  England 
owing  to  the  demands  of  business  but 
he  enjoyed  his  outing  so  much  that  he 
promised  to  return  next  season  and  en- 
gage m  another  hunt. 


The  Department  of  Colonization, 
Mines  and  Fisheries  for  the  Province  of 
Quebec  have  just  published  a  pamphlet 
containing  the  fish  and  game  laws  of  the 
Province,  together  with  the  laws,  regu- 
lation and  Orders-in  Council  referring  to 
the  establishment  and  management  of 
the  Laurentides  National  Park  and  the 
Gaspesian  Forest  Reserve.  This  little 
booklet  is  a  credit  to  the  publicist  of  the 
Department,  (Mr.  Alfred  Pelland)  and 
its  tasteful  appearance,  clear  and  well 
arranged  contents,  and  its  ease  of  refer- 
ence should  make  it  a  favorite  with 
sportsmen  whose  interests  lie  in  that 
much  favored  Province.  Between  the 
covers  of  this  booklet  the  sportsmen  can 
find  sufficient  to  keep  him  straight  on 
both  fish  and  game  laws,  and  if  he  wishes 
to  go  to  the  reserves  he  will  also  find 
the  conditions  upon  which  his  visit  may 
be  made.  Altogether  it  should  do  much 
to  make  known  the  great  advantages, 
which  the  Province  of  Quebec  is  at  all 
times  ready  to  offer  to  sportsmen  and 
tourists. 


O.  Armstrong,  whose  department  of 
work  in  connection  with  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway,  including  colonization 
and  tourist,  recently  had  industries 
added  to  it,  and  was  then  divided  into 
three  sub-departments  with  Mr.  Arm- 
strong as  chief,  viz:  Industrial,  coloniz- 
ation and  sports.  Mr.  Hope  has  been 
appointed  assistant  to  look  more  partic- 
ularly after  the  sporting  department. 
Those  who  have  read  Mr.  Hope's  articles, 
and  know  something  of  his  wide  exper- 
ience on  these  matters,  will  agree  that  a 
better  appointment  could  not  possibly 
have  been  made. 


Mr."  John  Arthur  Hope,  whose  contri- 
butions to  our  pages  has  made  his  name 
well  known  to  our  readers,  has  received 
the  appointment   of  assistant  to  Mr.  L. 


A  party  of  five  gentlemen  consisting 
of  Messrs.  Wayhart,  Toronto;  A.  F. 
Schuler,  Minneapolis;  D.  Miller,  Wood- 
stock; Neill  McDougall,  Indian  Agent, 
and  George  Hodder,  of  the  Algoma 
Hotel,  Port  Arthur,  had  a  successful 
hunt,  thirty-eight  miles  from  the  latter 
place.  They  went  from  Port  Arthur  to 
Kakaba  Falls  and  walked  in  sixteen 
miles  to  their  log  camp  which  they  have 
used  as  headquarters  on  hunting  trips 
for  several  years.  An  important  mem- 
ber of  the  party  was  a  settler  who  was 
called  by  them  Captain  Ross  and  whom 
they  described  as  the  ''greatest  cook  on 
earth."  The  party  saw  many  moose  but 
they  were  in  such  positions  that  if  they 
had  killed  the  animals  the  meat  would 
have  had  to  be  left  in  the  woods  to  rot. 
Accordingly  they  contented  themselves 
with  two,  and  Mr.  Miller  added  a  fine 
set  of  horns  to  the  numerous  and  varied 
collection  of  sporting  trophies  he  has  in 
his  den.  The  hunters  reported  that  the 
Italians  in  the  construction  camps  along 
the  line  of  railway  are  killing  everything 
in  sight,  and  the  settlere  are  doing  much 
to  drive  the  moose  further  and  further 
back.  In  one  place  Mr.  Miller  came 
across  half  an  acre  of  woodland  whfere 
the  beavers  had  been  at  work  and  secured 
a  number  of  chips  they  had  made  'in 
♦their .  tree  cutting  operations.  They 
IJmintf  partridges  and  hares    very  scafce 
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and  in  this  their  experience  agrees  with 
those  of  hunters  who  went  elsewhere. 
The  outing  was  a  most  enjoyable  one, 
and  all  joined  in  the  hope  that  they  may 
meet  in  many  others  of  the  same  kind. 


The  whole  question  of  the  arrange- 
ments of  the  fisheries  as  between  the 
Dominion  and  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ments must  some  time  or  other  come 
under  review.  In  the  meantime  the  ar- 
rangements by  meansof  which  the  Do- 
minion Government  makes  the  rules  and 
the  Ontario  Government  issues  the  li- 
censes are  being  considered  by  the  au- 
thorities. It  is  quite  natural  that  under 
duplicated  authority  there  should  be 
friction  and  complaints.  At  a  recent 
and  informal  conference  between  the 
officials  of  the  Fisheries  department  and 
the  Ontario  members  of  the  Dominion 
House  of  Commons  these  questions 
were  considered  and  it  was  decided  to 
hold  a  second  one  after  the  members  had 
consulted  their  constituents  thereon. 
The  Federal  Department  alleged  that  the 
Provincial  Government  had  shown 
apathy  in  the  protection  of  the  fisheries 
while  throwing  onus  and  opprobrium  on 
the  Dominion  Government.  There  is 
one  point  that  does  appear  clear  and 
that  is  with  divided  jurisdiction  the  best 
results  cannot  be  expected  to  follow. 
The  Dominion  control  in  the  other  Prov- 
inces is  not  altogether  satisfactory  to 
them  and  it  would  be  well  when  the 
question  is  taken  upit  should  be  considered 
as  a  whole. 


The  Canadian  Camp  Club  of  New  York 
held  their  annual  banquet  at  the  Hotel 
Astor,  New  York,  on  November  18th. 
True  to  their  policy  of  having  some  par- 
ticular dish  not  appearing  at  any  pre- 
vious dinner  the  record  was  kept  up  by 
one  made  of  tiger,  familiarly  known  as 
"Fanny  Adams."  The  story  went  the 
round  that  Prince  Louis  of  Battenburg 
and  Admiral  Evans  were  out  in  the 
Orient  and  wished  to  dine  together. 
They  had  no  other  dish  than  tiger,  of 
which  they  partook  in  company  with  a 
dusky  princess.  As  they  could  not  talk 
to  her  they  called  her  "Fanny  Adams," 
and  that  is  how  tiger  served  up, (  fpr  ban- 
queting purposes  gained  its  narhe.  liir. 


Cy  Warman  was  toastmaster  and  Dr. 
Bell,  head  of  the  Canadian  Geological 
Survey,  was  the  guest  of  honor.  Dr. 
Bell  amongst  other  things  talked  about 
Indians.  4  'Take  good  Indians  along 
with  you.  I  have  found  that  all  the  best 
Indians  drink.  I  have  taken  a  load  ot 
them  away  with  me  so  drunk  that  I  had 
to  care  for  them  and  do  everything  for 
them  at  the  start,  but  in  the  woods  they 
sober  up  and  become  the  best  of  Indians. 
Do  not  interfere  with  your  Indians." 
Commander  Peary,  who  was  also  pres- 
ent, expressed  his  determination  to  make 
efforts  to  reach  the  North  Pole  until  he 
proved  successful.  Earl  Minto,  the 
Viceroy  of  India,  and  ex-Governor  Gen- 
eral of  Canada,  sent  a  cable  stating  that 
he  would  provide  elephant  for  the  next 
banquet. 

On  November  19th  the  Canadian  pa- 
trol boat,  Vigilant,  captured  two  Ameri- 
can fishing  boats  and  a  gasolene  launch 
containing  four  men  when  fishing  in  the 
Canadian  waters  of  Lake  Erie.  When 
the  men  were  ordered  to  surrender  they 
hurried  on  board  the  launch  and  at- 
tempted to  escape.  Not  until  the  patrol 
boat  sent  a  shot  over  the  launch  did  the 
men  give  in.  The  fishing  boats  were  re- 
tained and  the  men,  after  several  hours' 
detention  were  allowed  to  go. 


Mr.  F.  W.  Miller,  of  Wilkinsburg, 
Pa.,  writes  to  the  Tourist  Agent  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  a  letter  of 
thanks  for  being  recommended  to  Mr.

wise got  three  fine  moose  and  who  were 
satisfactorily  outfitted  by  Messrs.  Shan- 
non &  Fraser,  outfitters  of  Kippewa, 
Que. 


A  bald  headed  eagle  measuring  six 
feet  eleven  inches  from  tip  to  tip  of  its 
wings  was  shot  late  in  October  opposite 
Brockville,  Ont.,  by  a  duck  hunter.  A 
good  many  reports  were  current  from 
time  to  time  of  eagles  being  seen  on  the 
river,  but  this  was  the  first  one  shot.

On  full  consideration  of  reports  re- 
ceived by  him  from  the  hunting  districts 
during  the  season  of  1907,  Mr.  Edwin 
Tinsley,  Superintendent  of  Game  and 
Fisheries  for  the  Province  of  Ontario 
does  not  think  that  at  present  further 
restrictive  legislation  is  necessary  with 
reference  to  deer.  He,  however,  agreed 
that  they  are  going  back  from  the  well 
settled  and  over-hunted  portions  of  the 
Province,  though  he  holds  that  there  is 
nothing  to  indicate  they  are  decreasing 
in  numbers.  "It  is  a  fact  that  they  are 
seen  two  to  three  hundred  miles  north  of 
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where  they  were  found  a  few  years  ago. 
Last  year  (1906)  the  number  of  deer 
killed  was  greater  than  ever  and  1907 
shows  no  falling  off.  As  soon  as  fur- 
ther restriction  is  necessary  I  will  advo- 
cate it  but  at  the  present  time  I  see  no 
need  for  it.  We  cannot  expect  to-find  as 
many  deer  in  near  districts,  such  as  Sim- 
coe  and  Muskoka  as  a  few  years  ago,  as 
settlement  is  steadily  driving  them  back." 
Mr.  Tinsley  estimates  that  from  thirty 
to  thirty-five  per  cent  of  the  deer  shot 
are  does,  attributing  this  to  the  fact  that 
the  law  prohibits  the  killing  of  more 
than  one  doe  by  each  hunter.  As  far 
back  as  1861  the  Superintendent  hunted 
in  the  southern  part  of  the  Province 
when  deer  were  so  plentiful  that  the  In- 
dians sold  the  choicest  venison  for  five 
cents  per  pound. 


An  excellent  manner  in  which  sports- 
men can  spend  their  winter  evenings  is 
by  taking  lessons  in  taxidermy,  Every 
sportsman  should  p.ossess .  some  knowl- 
edge on  this  subject,  and  once  he  learns 
the  elementary  rules  he  goes  on  to  fur- 
ther efforts,  often  succeeding  beyond  his 
expectations  in  mounting  his  own  fine 
trophies  in  birds,  animals,  fishes,  etc. 
Both  pleasure  and  satisfaction  come  to 
the  sportsman  from  being  able  to  do  his 
own  taxidermy  work.  It  is  wonderful 
how  soon  such  a  man  has  an  excellent 
collection  around  him — a  collection 
which  though  worth  a  large  amount  is 
made  by  him  at  little  or  no  expense 
since  he-  saves  his  own  taxidermy  bills 
and  procures  his  specimens  during  his 
ordinary  trips.  Considerable  success  is 
attending  the  efforts  of  the  North  West- 
ern School  of  Taxidermy,  Omaha,  Neb., 
to  teach  this  popular  art  by  mail.  It-is 
stated  that  during  the  past  seven  years 
they  have  in  this  way  taught  taxidermy 
to  more  than  ten  thousand  sportsmen, 
who  have  expressed  entire  satisfaction 
with  the  methods  pursued  and  have  been 
enabled  to  make  fine  collections  as  a  re- 
sult of  their  efforts.  A  new  catalogue 
has  been  prepared  and  issued  and  will  be 
sent  post  free  to  interested  readers  who 
make  application  for  same.  In  order  to 
induce  sportsmen  to  take  advantage  of 
the  winter  season  the  authorities  of  'the 


school  are  making  an  attractive  offer  to 
all  students  who  enroll  this  month.  ^ 

The  stories  of  those  who  were  lost  in 
the  bush  which  appeared  in  the  Christ- 
mas '  number  of  "Rod  and  Gun"  ,  re- 
ceived a  fine  illustration  in  the  adventure 
of  two  police  constables  of  Toronto  who 
accompanied  a  hunting  party  to^  the 
Magnetawan  River  district  during  the 
last  open  season  in  Ontario.  P.  C.  Mc- 
Connell  had  the  painful  experience  of  be- 
ing lost  for  seven  hours  and  had"  he  not 
then  been  found  by  rescuers,  headed  by  a 
fellow  constable  named  Ironsides,  he 
might  have  undergone  some  further  un- 
pleasant experiences.  The  ^party  got 
three  deer  and  with  the  exception  of  the 
adventure  named  much  enjoyed  them- 
selves. P~ C.  McConnell  now  believes 
that  the  bush  is  a  place  which  is  more 
difficult  to  find  one's  way  about  in  than 
the  streets  of  Toronto. 


A  long  standing  dispute  between  the 
fishermen  of  Quebec  and  those  of  Ver- 
mont— the  right  of  seining  and  net  fish- 
ing in  Mississoquoi  Bay  at  the  northern 
extremity  of  LakeChamplain— is  to  be 
considered  at  a  conference  between  ap- 
pointed representatives  from  both  sides 
of  the  border.  If  no  agreement  is  ar- 
rived at  the  Federal  Governments  will  be 
appealed  to  in  order  that  their  good 
offices  may  be  used  to  bring  about  an 
amiable  conclusion.  A  Commission  from 
New  York  State  has  held  a  consultation 
with  the  Vermont  Commissioners  and 
the  whole  subject  is  in  a  position  to  be 
submitted  to  the  joint  committee  with  a 
view  to  what  is  hoped  may  prove  a  final 
settlement. 

What  was  described  as  the  biggest

Constable  Morgan  didn't  be- 
lieve in  taking  any  chances  with  a  wild 
cat  and  selecting  the  largest  gun  in  the 
barracks  accompanied  Agee  to  the  scene 
of  the  hunt  and  put  an  end  to  the  animal 
by  shooting  him. 


Our  contributor,  Mr.  J.  W.  Misner,  of 
Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Ont. ,  who  recently 
underwent  a  serious  operation  and  de- 
spaired of  ever  being  able  to  take  part  in 
a  further  hunt,  so  far  recovered  as  to  be 
able  to  spend  a  portion  of  the  last  open 
season  in  the  woods.  He  found,  to  his 
gratification,  that  he  had  lost  little  of  his 
skill  in  handling  a  rifle  and  succeeded  in 
pulling  down  two  running  bucks,  one  at 
seventy  yards  and  the  other  at  one  hun- 


dred and  forty-nine  yards.  Mr.  Misner 
was  called  home  before  the  season 
closed,  and  when  he  left  their  party  of 
six  had  six  deer  hanging  on  the  pole. 


The  Jasper  Forest  Park  of  Canada  is 
the  latest  forest  reserve  set  aside  for 
public  purposes.  This  has  been  done  by 
Order-in-Council  and  forms  a  very  con- 
siderable addition  to  the  public  lands  of 
the  Dominion  thus  reserved.  It  is  sit- 
uated in  the  Province  of  Alberta  and  the 
official  Order  describes  it  as  under: 
"The  northern  boundary  of  the  reserve 
is  the  fifty-third  degree  of  north  latitude 
for  a  distance  of  thirty-three  miles  to 
the  base  of  the  foothills.  The  line  then 
runs  southeasterly  fifty-two  miles  to  the 
Height  of  Land  between  the  tributaries 
of  the  Athabasca.  McLeod  and  Pembina 
Rivers  and  of  the  North  Saskatchewan 
and  Buzeau  Rivers,  thence  southerly, 
following  the  Height  of  Land  to  a  point 
where  it  intersects  the  Boundaries  of 
British  Columbia  and  Alberta,  thence 
northerly  to  the  fifty-third  parallel."  It 
is  only  right  the  Dominion  Government, 
having  the  disposal  of  the  public  lands  in 
the  new  Provinces,  should  in  this  manner 
look  after  their  forest  reserves  for  them.

Two  men,  Charles  Graham  and  Bert 
Organ,  have  been  fined  $40  and  costs  or 
three  months'  imprisonment  by  Magis- 
trate Gibbon,  at  Sundridge,  Ont.,  for 
trapping  four  beaver.  In  addition  to  the 
fine  and  costs  the  skins  and  a  Winches 
ter  rifle  were  confiscated.  Deputy  Game 
Warden  Blea  made  the  arrest.  The  men 
are  said  to  be  strangers  to  the  Province 
and  were  outfitted  for  trapping  by  some- 
one as  far  off  as  Cape  Breton. 


Lieut.  Governor  Tweedie,  of  New 
Brunswick,  took  up  forestry  questions 
in  a  recent  address  before  the  Canadian 
Club  at  St.  John.  He  urged  a  complete 
survey  of  the  Crown  Lands,  and  a  class- 
ification of  them  according  to  quality  of 
lumber,  etc.  In  his  opinion  there  was 
no  need  for  reafforestation  at  present 
though  some  districts  which  had  been 
burned  over  might  well  be  set  apart  and 
lumbering  in  them  prohibited  for  a  term 
of  years.  He  expressed  himself  in  favor 
of  a  public  preserve  to  ensure  the  up- 
keep of  rivers  but  said  the  maintenance 
rested  with  the  Dominion  Government. 
He  emphatically  protested  against  the 
cutting  of  lumber  under  the  regulation 
size  and  strongly  urged  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Chair  of  Forestry  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  New  Brunswick.

Mr.  William  Deal  of  Sandusk,  Ont., 
writes  that  no  quail  were  to  be  found  in 
the  south  part  of  Walpole  Island  during 
the  open  season  and  consequently  sports- 
men obtained  no  shooting  at  this  fine 
game  bird. 


A  correspondent  who  writes  from  Con- 
necticut, and  who  has  hunted  a  good 
deal  in  New  Brunswick,  states  that  he 
has  noticed  for  several  years  considerable 
increases  in  the  number  of  cow  moose  in 
the  Province.  He  describes  them  as  be- 
coming a  nuisance  and  suggests  that  the 
Provincial  Legislature  might  relax  the 
law  and  allow  the  settlers  to  kill  cows 
for  their  meat  for  a  few  years.  In  his 
opinion  this  would  have  good  results. 
This  is  a  question  on  which  the  Guide's 
Association  and  the  newly  formed  Fish, 
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Forest  and  Game  Protective  Association 
for  the  Province  should  be  heard  before 
any  steps  are  taken  in  the  matter. 


In  the  latter  part  of  November,  Mr. 
Charles  Beam  of  Sandusk,  Ont. ,  shot  a 
white  squirrel  with  red  eyes,  and  this 
curiosity  was  viewed  with  much  interest 
by  many  friends  and  neighbors. 


The  Hon.  Dr.  Reaume,  Minister  of 
Public  Works,  who  has  charge  of  the 
fish  and  game  interests  of  Ontario,  re- 
cently underwent  a  second  operation,  but 
made  a  satisfactory  recovery  and  his 
complete  restoration  to  health  is  antici- 
pated.

His  longest  day's  walk 
was  ninety-five  and  three-tenths  of  a 
mile  while  on  a  former  journey  his  best 
record  was  eighty-two  miles.  His  re- 
ception at  Chicago  was  most  enthusias- 
tic and  in  response  he  expressed  a  strong 
wish  to  meet  and  compete  with  a  walk- 
ing athlete  from  another  country — pre- 
ferably from  England,  France  or  Ger- 
many.

Our  contributor,  Mr.  E.  R.La  Fleche, 
writes:  "The  hunting  season  this  year 
has  been  the  worst  I  have  seen  for  many 
years.  High  winds  prevailed  during  the 
whole  time  of  our  hunt,  and  the  white 
caps  were  seen  every  day  on  the  lakes. 
During  the  whole  fifteen  days  we  had  but 
one  sunny  one,  and  the  rain  and  snow 
proved  very  troublesome.  As  a  result 
not  one  in  the  party  came  out  with  more 
than  half  their  share  of  deer.  We  found 
the  deer  plentiful  but  very  few  of  them 
came  to  the  water  on  the  big  lake  on  ac- 
count of  the  high  winds.

marksmen.  He  is  one  of  the  best  shots  in  the 
Hamilton  Gun  Club,  and  the  fact  that  he  was 
president  of  the  organization  for  four  consecu- 
tive .\ie,ars  \a  a  good  criterion  of  his  -populari- 
ty among  his  fellow  gun  experts.  What  Mr. 
Upton  considers  his  most  important  gun  feat 
was  the  winning  of  the  Grand  Canadian  live 
bird  handicap  in  1906.  The  event  is  the 
feature  of  the  Hamilton  Gun  Club's  winter 
tournament,  and  is  emblematic  of  the  live  bird 
championship  of  Cifunada,  if  not  of  America.

The  Benefits  and  Pleasures  to  be  Obtained  Therefrom.

IHEN  the  winter  storms 


rage, 


Can- 


adians never  forget  that  prepara- 
tions are  being  made  in  that  way 
for  an  enjoyable  time  later  on.  They 
know  that  layer  upon  layer  of  snow  is 
being  laid  until  the  fences  disappear  and 
they  are  enabled  to  look  out  upon  a 
white  world — a  characteristic  Canadian 
scene. 

Such  a  scene  to  the  average  Canadian 
means  snowshoeing,  a  fine  exhilarating 
sport,  the  joys  and  pleasures  and  benefits 
of  which  are 
known  only  to 
those  who  in- 
d  u  1  g  e  in  it. 
When  such  a 
scene  bre  a  k  s 
upon  their  vis- 
ions, Canadians 
realize  what 
such  a  sn  o  w 
means  to  their 
c  o  u  n  try  and 
bless  Kipling  for 
giving  expres- 
sion to  their 
thoughts  and 
feelings  in  Such 
a  grand  way  as 
through  "Our 
Lady  of  the 
Snows." 

Each  month  :?f  the  twelve  in  our  year 
has  its  full  quota  of  joys  in  sports  and 
pleasures  for  Canadians  who  avail  them-

selves  of  the  opportunities  presented  to 
them.  Winter — King  Winter — although 
the  fierce  nor'  wester  or  the  cold  bleak 
nor'  easter  "that  stirs  "the  Viking's 
blood"  may  blow  with  all  their  force,  has 
yet  joys  that  are  denied  to  balmy  spring, 
scorching  summer,  or  hazy  autumn. 
Yes,  winter  has  pleasures  in  his  keeping 
that  no  other  portion  of  the  year  can 
surpass.  or 
In  the  latter  part  of  January,  and  the 
whole  of  February,  when  old  Sol  has  at- 

ained  a  fair 
height  above 
the  horizon  at 
midday,  he 
sends  out  his 
rays  in  long 
slanting  plumes 
to  triis  good  old 
world  m  a  king 
countless  gems, 
with  m  y  r  i  ad 
v  a  r  i  e  ties  of 
beauty,  shap  e 
and  appearance 
glittering  in  the 
morning  light, 
showing  the 
whole  white 
mantled  pla  i  n 
as  one  sheet  of 

burnished  diamonds. 

What  can  be  more  pleasant  on  such  a 
winter  morning  than  for  a  party  or  mem- 
bers of  a  club  to  don  their  blanket  suits, 
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tie  the  thongs  of  their  new  shoes  and 
start  across  the  country  or  through  the 
forest  for  a  snow  shoe  tramp  lasting  a 
couple  of  hours?  The  healthy  exercise 
invigorates  the  frame,  causes  the  blood 
to  flow  freely  and  warmly  and  makes  the 
whole  body  better.  Those  who 
indulge  regularly  in  this  health- 
ful winter  pleasure  aver  that  it  excels  the 
joys  to  be  obtained  from  either  rod  or 
gun.  I  shall  not  attempt  to  decide  the 
respective  amount  of  pleasure  to  bederived 
by  devotees  of  the  several  sports,  leaving 
every  lover  of  outdoor  life  to  practice 
that  which  pleases  him  the  best  and 
which  he  finds  from  experience  to  be  the 
best  suited  to  himself.  If  people  do  that 
which  pleases  them  the  best  it  is  certain 
they  will  do  it  well. 

The  practice  of  snowshoeing  is  as  old 
as  it  is  pleasant.  How  far  back  it  may 
go  into  the  mists  of  antiquity  it  is  im- 
possible to  de- 
termine. When 
Can  a  d  a  was 
first  discovered 
the  Indians  were 
using  them  and 
snowshoeing  is 
one  of  the  few 
things  the  In- 
dans  taught  the 
whi  t  e  man. 
The  early  set- 
t  1  ers  of  Can- 
ada, the  French 
Voyageurs,  the 
C  o  u  r  eurs  de 
bois,  "runners 
of  the  woods," 
soon  learnt    to  preparing  for  a 

use  them  and 

became  as  expert  as  their  teachers. 

The  Coureurs  de  bois  were  bodies  of 
young  Frenchmen  who  liked  not  the 
steady  work  of  agriculture  but  became 
fascinated  with  the  roving  backwoods 
life.  They  found  charms  in  the  wilder- 
ness such  as  have  appealed  to  many 
since  their  time.  They  roamed  through 
the  then  unbroken  forests  pushing  for- 
ward with  their  frail  birch  barks  over 
lake,  river  and  portage  in  summer 
time,  and  traversed  portions  of  Lakes 
Erie,  Ontario,  Huron  and  Superior  on 
their  snowshoes  in  winter.     In  the  wilds 


of  Nature  they  became  reckless  and 
lawless  and  easily  managed  to  set 
at  defiance  the  Royal  edicts  issued 
for  their  restraint.  Adventure  and  ro- 
mance are  inseparably  connected  with 
this  old  time  pleasure  in  Canada.  Of 
course  it  is  not  only  a  pleasure  but  also  a 
ready  means  of  travel  and  many  thous- 
ands of  miles  which  could  have  been 
covered  in  no  other  fashion  have  been 
traversed  on  snowshoes. 

Snowshoe  Clubs  are  now  quite  com- 
mon in  Canada  and  their  costumes. vary 
with  the  tastes  of  the  members.  Some 
adopt  a  picturesque  costume  of  white 
slashed  with  red,  others  wear  all  red,  the 
St.  George's  Club  of  Winnipeg  make  a 
fine  turn  out  in  a  costume  of  Hudson 
Bay  style  consisting  of  the  blanket  coat 
and  toque  of  white  slashed  with  Royal 
blue,  with  blue  epaulets  on  the  shoul- 
ders, sash  and  stockings  of  Royal  blue, 

knee  b  r  eeches 
with  heavy 
white  duffel 
trimmed  w  i  th 
blue,  and  moose 
skin  moccasins 
for  foot  wear. 
Usually  each 
member  of  the 
Club  wear  s  a 
white  sweat  e  r 
over  his  vest 
before  he  dons 
the  Club's  uni- 
form. 

All  through 
the  Kawartha 
Lakes  distr  i  c  t 
snowshoe  tramp.  it  is  usual  for 

the  people  to 
make  jaunts  on  snowshoes  on  fine  winter 
days  and  the  popularity  of  this  style  of 
walking  has  been  long  established. 
Our  illustration  shows  Mr.  W.  T.  C. 
Boyd  of  Bobcaygeon,  Ont. ,  and  family 
put  for  a  snow  shoe  tramp.  Bouncer, 
their  tame  deer,  is  enjoying  the  outing 
although  he  has  "to  hoof  it."  Many 
Clubs  arrange  these  walks  tor  an  hour 
or  two  usually  in  the  afternoon  or  even- 
ing, to  some  rendezvous  which  is  nicely 
located  in  the  forest.  At  the  point  de- 
cided upon  thev  call  a  halt,  build  a  bon- 
fire, smoke  and    have  a  chat  and  often 
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times  a  lunch,  for  snow  shoeing  is 
a  fine  appetizer.  The  homeward 
trip  has  for  its  goal  the  lodge 
or  some  hotel  for  supper.  Songs,  games, 
feats  of  skill  make  the  evening  short  un- 
til it  is  time  for  those  desiring  repose  to 
seek  their  homes. 

Often  indeed  this  program  is  varied  by 
extending  the  tramp  to  some  house, 
lodge  or  hotel  for  supper  followed  by  a 
dance.  The  sight  of  the  dancers  in  full 
costume  with  moccasins  on  their  feet  is 
one  not  soon  to  be  forgotten  by  those 
who  may  witness  it.  On  such  an  excur- 
sion as  this  as  many  ladies  as  gentlemen 
will  join  the  party  and  make  the  outward 
trip.  For  the  return  journey  a  sleigh 
will  be  provided  for  the  ladies  while  the 
gentlemen  face  another  tramp.  It  fre- 
quently happens  that  one  or  more  of  the 
male  members 
of  the  pa  r  t  y 
make  excus  e  s 
in  order  to  be 
taken  in  the 
sleigh  on  the 
homeward  ride. 
This,  howTever, 
is  not  regarded 
as  a  popul  a  r 
move  on  t  h  e 
part  of  a  gentle- 
m  a  n  a  n  d  is 
frowned  down. 
Snowshoers  are 
nothing  if  not 
earnest  and  such 
an  action  as  the 
one  describ  e  d 
is  conside  red 

effeminate  by  the  majority  of  them. 

It  is  amusing  as  well  as*  exhilarating 
when  a  party  of  gentlemen,  who  are  as 
good  as  professionals,  start  out  with  the 
understanding  that  each  of  them  shall 
clear  every  fence  in  their  path.  Young 
men,  used  to  high  jumping,  find  no  diffi- 
culty in  this  program  if  there  are  no 
barbed  wire  fences  to  be  cleared,  Older 
men  and  amateurs  had  better  excuse 
themselves  from  any  attempt  of  the  kind, 
and  be  satisfied  with  climbing  the  fences 
as  they  reach  them. 

I  remember  a  very  amusing  incident 
which  once  occurred  to  a  member  of  a 
party  adopting  this  program  of  clearing

all  fences.  They  had  not  gone  half  way 
when  they  came  to  a  barbed  wire  fence, 
and  a  couple  of  the  leaders,  who  were 
the  most  agile,  cleared  it  with  ease  and 
grace.  All,  however,  were  not  so  fortu- 
nate and  one  individual  succeeded, 
after  a  most  desperate  attempt,  in  get- 
ting his  feet,  legs  and  the  greater 
part  of  his  body  clear.  The  barbs 
caught  the  back  part  of  his  strong 
duffel  breeches  from  which  he  swung 
with  his  head  down  and  his  heels 
up,  oscillating  like  a  pendulum  till  two 
of  his  comrades  released  him  from  his 
ludicrous  predicament.  It  is  needless 
to  tell  the  reader  that  after  this  exper- 
ience he  carefully  climbed  any  barbed 
wire  fences  he  came  across  in  future 
snowshoe  tramps. 

Those  who  are  learning  this  healthy 
winter  exercise 
should  nev  e  r 
attempt  any  of 
these  dari  n  g 
feats.  They 
should  first  con- 
tent themselves 
with  walk  i  n  g 
steadily  and  as 
they  bee  o  m  e 
used  to  their 
footgear  they 
may  incre  a  s  e 
their  gait  to  a 
lively  walk. 

There  is  no 
harm,  and  com- 
p  a  ratively  no 
risk,  in  a  num- 
ber' of  novices 
trying  their  powers  in  places  where  the 
ground  is  level  and  the  snowsoft.  In  such 
cases  tumbles  do  not  mean  broken  limbs 
or  even  scratched  faces  and  it  is  from 
such  tumbles  and  premature  trials  that 
they  are  likely  to  merge  into  the  ranks 
of  experts. 

Many  of  the  older  Clubs  arrange  their 
outings  for  evenings  and  in  such  cases 
after  rest  and  amusement  the  return  is 
made  by  moonlight.  If  only  the  moon- 
light is  good  the  outing  is  simply  perfect 
and  thenyouhave  snowshoeing  at  its  best. 

The  Provinces  of  Quebec,  Ontario  and 
Manitoba  and  parts  of  the  western  Prov- 
inces   all  provide  ample  fields  for  this 
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manly  and  healthful  sport.  No  country 
in  the  western  hemisphere  can  come  up 
to  Canada  for  snowshoeing  advantages. 

Much  money  has  been  spent  in  build- 
ing gymnasiums  for  young  people  who 
live  in  our  towns  and  cities.  In  its 
place  this  is  all  right  and  I  have  not  a 
single  word  to  say  against  gymnasiums. 
I  believe,  however,  that  if  there  were  more 
well  organized  snow  shoeing  clubs  in 
order  that  youths  might  take  larger 
shares  in  this  most  healthful  of  out  of 
door  spotts  it  would  contribute  more  to 
both  their  mental  and  physicaj  develope- 
ment  than  the  gymnasium — at  least  dur- 
ing the  winter  months. 

Although  wood  rangers,  trappers,  ex- 
plorers, lumbermen,  and  Indians  have 
used  snowshoes  to  such  an  extent  as  to 


have  enabled  them  to  do  much  more 
work  than  would  have  been  possible 
under  any  other  circumstances  the  pas- 
time has  not  come  into  such  general  use 
as  it  certainly  ought  to  have  done. 
With  the  great  wave  of  public  feeling  in 
favor  of  outdoor  life  which  has  distin- 
guished the  last  few  years  it  has  become 
more  popular  and  will  no  doubt  soon 
take  a  foremost  place  amongst  our  win- 
ter sports. 

Snow  shoeing  has  great  advantages 
over  any  of  our  indoor  winter  sports. 
One  must  be  in  the  open  air  and  a  brisk 
snow  shoe  tramp  through  the  pure  air  of 
a  Canadian  winter  is  an  enjoyable  ex- 
perience in  itself  which  very  tew  things 
indeed  can  equal  and  none  surpass.

Canadian  Forests  in  Early  Winter,

DS  life  worth  living  in  zero  weather, 
and  four  feet  of  snow?  The  native 
of  the  sunny  South  might  well  an- 
swer in  the  negative,  with  a  shudder,  and 
prayer  to  be  delivered  from  all  such,  and 
small  blame  to  him,  for  it  does  sound 
terrible,  and  he  knows  no  better  than  to 
take  it  as  it  sounds.  To  us  Canadians 
however,  "Our  Lady  of  the  Snows"  is 
never  more  fair  than  when  dressed  in  her 
white  robes,  taking  her  deep  and  re- 
freshing sleep  while  she  stores  up 
strength  and  richness  for  that  ever  new 
and  wonderful  miracle,  the  Canadian 
Spring,  and  we  may  well  say  "now  is  the 
Winter  of  our  discontent  made  glorious" 
— by  our  Winter  sports! 

The  Norwegian  ski  has  to  a  great  ex- 
tent superseded  our  own  Indian  snow 
shoe  with  the  dwellers  in  towns  and 
cities  who  go  out  for  exercise,  but  they 
will  never  drive  the  snowshoe  out  of  the 
forest,  where  the  length  of  the  skiis  ren- 
ders them  useless  among  the  trees  and 
brush. 

In  November  each  year  there  is  an 
army  ot  Canadian  Sportsmen  in  our  for- 
ests and  wild  lands  hunting  the  deer,  and 
most  anything  else  that  comes  -in  their 
way.  Most  of  them  know  with  what  joy 
the  first  light  fall  of  snow  is  greeted,  and 
how  much  it  is  likely  to  add  to  their 
pleasure  and  the  success  of  their  hunt. 
But  this  first  fall  is  generally  gone  again 
in  a  few  hours,  and  the  deer  hunter  is 
back  at  his  desk  or  work  bench  before 
the  real  pleasures  of  the  "bush"  with 
snow  on  the  ground  begins.  This  time 
comes  in  as  a  general  thing  from  the 
20th  November  to  the  15th  or  20th  of 
December,  after  the  snow  has  come  to 
stay,  but  is  not  yet  too  deep  for  walking. 
Then  is  the  time  to  visit  the  woods. 
Even  the  greenhorn  may  then  read  the 
signs  spread  out  before  him  like  a  print- 
ed book! 

The  streams  and  lakes  are  not  yet 
locked  in  their  long  winter  sleep,  and  the 
deer  and  partridge  are  still  in  their  prime 
for  food  and  all  fur  is  at  its  best.  Now 
poor  stupid  man  can  begin  to  understand 


something  of  the  teeming  life  of  the  for- 
est. How  plain  now  is  the  track  of  the 
deer,  and  how  many  there  seems  to  be 
as  compared  with  the  first  of  November, 
and  here  beside  this  single  track,  and 
not  the  largest,  Oh,  no;  is  the  great 
imprint  of  the  wolf  pad,  and  you  note  the 
brute  was  walking,  just  walking,  just 
walking  at  his  ease,  he  is  so  sure  of  his 
dinner  by  the  time  he  needs  it.  As  your 
mind  flies  along  those  two  tracks  to  the 
final  tragedy,  you  grip  your  rifle  and 
pray  for  just  one  moment's  glimpse  of 
the  grey  coat  and  slinking  form.  Oh; 
how  you  wish  for  it,  what  a  day  that 
would  be  could  you  just  plant  one  bullet 
in  that  shoulder,  but  such  luck  comes  to 
few  indeed,  more  is  the  pity! 

And  here  is  the  track  of  a  walking 
partridge.  How  bravely  he  was  step- 
ping out,  for  you  are  sure  it  is  a  lordly 
cock,  and  you  follow  along,  not  that  you 
want  to  kill  him  particularly,  but  just  be- 
cause— .  He  has  his  snowshoes  on  this 
chap,  and  you  smile  at  the  conceit  that 
he  is  just  enjoying  his  walk  because  they 
are  new,  why  not?  you  have  done  the 
same  thing  yourself.  How  far  he  has 
walked,  you  didn't  think  a  partridge 
ever  walked  so  far.  But  what  is  this, 
coming  in  at  right  angles  to  the  bird 
track?  It  is  another,  but  how  different, 
not  so  big  as  the  wolf  track  but  just  as 
deadly,  for  it  is  the  Red  Fox,  and  you 
unconsciously  hasten  your  steps  as  if  you 
would  warn  and  save.  But  alas!  close 
beside  a  log  there  is  the  end  of  the  won- 
derful little  snowshoe  track,  the  mark  of 
a  little  body  in  the  snow,  a  few  feathers, 
and  the  fox  track  goes  on  alone! 

As  you  stand  and  think  it  out  you  hear 
a  soft  thud  and  here  comes  a  rabbit. 
Gee  whiz:  sonny  you  are  in  a  hurry,  he 
goes  by  like  a  shot  from  a  gun,  and  as 
you  glance  back  along  his  trail  your  gun 
comes  up  quickly,  but  not  quick  enough 
for  that  black  shadow  was  a  Fisher,  and 
he  saw  you  first,  or  as  soon  as  you  saw 
him  anyway.  Well,  bad  luck  to  him,  he 
didn't  make  his  kill  that  time! 

Now  what  is  this  track?    A    bird  of 
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some  kind,  bigger  than  a  partridge,  but 
not  a  sign  of  a  snowshoe,  you  hear  a 
croak  and  glance  up  to  see  a  large  black 
bird  skim  over  the  tree  tops.  Of  course, 
that  is  the  track  of  the  Raven,  true  son 
of  the  North  and  the  wilderness;  when 
the  last  migrating  bird  has  left  our  On- 
tario forests,  he  comes  down  from  some- 
where further  North  and  takes  posses- 
sion, only  to  follow  the  winter  back 
again  from  whence  he  came.  Now  the 
Shantyman  must  hide  his  mid-day  lunch 
well  if  he  works  not  close  to  where  it  is, 
or  he  will  go  hungry  at  noon,  and  curse 
the  black  thief  that  has  robbed  him. 

Here  down  by  the  pond  is  a  funny 
trail.  Has  some  man  been  dragging  a 
body  here?  There  is  no  sign  of  man. 
It  is  the  trail  of  the  Otter,  and  that 
strange  mark  in  the  snow  is  his  long, 
supple  body,  for  his  front  legs  are  so  far 
ahead  of  the  hind  ones,  and  they  are 
both  so  short,  that  the  body  drags  in  the 
snow.  Don't  spend  too  much  time  look- 
ing for  him,  you  may  see  him  but  not 
likely,  and  you  needn't  look  for  signs  of 
the  enemy  that  is  hunting  him,  there 
won't  be  any,  nor  will  you  find  a  track 
following  that  dainty  trail  left  by  a  Mink 
down  near  the  water.  No,  sir;  these  are 
the  hunters,  not  the  hunted. 

And  so  the  trails  go  and  the  life  of  the 
forest  is  laid  bare,  and  it  is  all  a  tragedy. 
See  this  tiny  little  track  so  very  small, 
that  was  made  by  a  mouse,  just  a  little 
mouse,  smaller  than  one  you  find  in  your 
pantry.  Follow  it  up  and  you  will  likely 
see  the  end  of  it  between  the  marks  of  a 
pair  of  wings;  an  Owl  got  him. 

Kill  and  be  killed,  the  smaller  and 
weaker  they  are  the  more  enemies  they 
have,  the  stronger  and  better  able  to 
•care  for  themselves  the  fewer  they  have  to 
fear.  Nature's  cruel,  relentless  law, 
from  which  there  is  no  escape.  Is  it 
waste  to  create  life  to  be  destroyed,  oris 
it  economy  to  destroy  life  that  life  may 
continue?  How  much  of  it  all  do  we 
understand?  little  enough  I  guess. 
Were  it  so  arranged  that  the  lower  and 
more  useless  lives  (from  our  point  of 
view)  perished  to  sustain  the  higher  and 
more  useful  life,  we  could  reason  it  out. 
But  we  cannot  understand  Why  a  beauti- 
ful and  useful  partridge  should  give  up 
ts  life  to  feed  a  useless  Owl,  or  thievish 


Fox,  nor  why  the  Deer  should  be  made 
so  grand  and  gentle  to  furnish  a  meal  for 
such  a  brute  as  the  wolf.  Man  is  called 
the  wasteful  animal,  and  he  is,  but  does 
not  all  Nature  set  him  the  example? 

Even  here  however,  comedy  and  trag- 
edy walk  hand  in  hand.  There  under 
the  fallen  spruce  your  eye  catches  sight 
of  a  movement  that  means  life  of  some 
kind,  and  you  approach  Arith  caution 
What  a  picture  presents  itself!  For  a 
space  of  six  feet  under  the  shelter  ot  the 
branches  the  ground  is  free  from  snow, 
and  quite  smooth.  Sitting  along"  the 
edge  of  this  with  tails  pointing  your  way, 
and  heads  pulled  in  close  to  the  shoul- 
ders, are  seven  plump,  matronly  hen 
partridges,  while  strutting  back  and 
forth  before  them  is  a  noble  cock.  He 
stops  for  a  moment  to  take  a  look  at  you,, 
and  some  of  the  hens  turn  their  heads, 
but  you  stand  so  perfectly  still  they  are 
reassured,  and  he  goes  on  with  his 
march.  Down  the  line  he  goes,  with  a 
soft  cluck  and  snap  of  the  wing,  full 
stop  at  the  end,  eyes  front,  left  wheel, 
and  back  he  comes.  Oh;  the  step  of 
him,  the  stiff  held  head,  the  chest  thrown 
out!  Full  stop,  eyes  front,  right  wheel, 
march,  and  back  once  more — while  there 
is  a  soft  flutter  along  the  line  where  the 
members  of  the  harem  sit! 

Did  you  ever  see  anything  so  very 
funny?  Or  anything  like  it?  Why,  of 
course,  now  you  remember,  it  was  on 
Sparks  Street,  and  the  Guards  were  out 
on  church  parade,  the  pavements  were 
filled  with  our  girls  in  their  best  clothes 
to  see  the  boys  go  by.  See  that  young 
officer,  his  tail  feathers  are  on  top  of  his 
head,  but  otherwise  he  was  the  twin 
brother  of  this  ridiculous  fellow! 

Bad  luck  to  you,  would  you  make  fun 
of  your  betters,  I  will  knock  the  swelled 
head  off  you,  and  you  raise  your  rifle 
with  murderous  intent.  But  you  don't 
fire.  At  your  first  movement  the  march 
stops,  the  fluffed  feathers  sink  close  to 
the  body,  the  neck  stretches  out,  and  the 
wild  fear  shines  out  from  the  beautiful 
eye.  No,  hang  it  all,  I  won't,  and  you 
step  back  slowly  until  far  enough  away, 
and  go  away  around  that  tree  top  so 
that  you  may  not  disturb  the  only  bit  of 
real  comedy  you  have  seen  in  a  long  day's 
march  through  the  woods.

morning  dawneth,  and  the  snow  be 
gone. " 

He  returned  exhausted.  In  two  hours 
he  had  had  much  condensed  snowshoe- 
ing; but  with  satisfaction  he  reflected 
that  the  season  could  not  now  rob  him 
of  at  least  one  strenuous  tramp. 

I  was  not  so  precipitate.  Besides  I 
had  a  pressing  engagement  that  after- 
noon with  a  snow  shovel.  And  so  we 
both  worked  in  our  different  ways,  and 
I  reflected  that  by  thus  taking  time  by 
the  forelock,  I  should  gain  much  on  the 
"morrow-morn."  But  all  night  it 
snowed,  and  in  the  morning  I  again  as- 
sumed the  shovel,  and  proceeded  to  do 
over  again  what  I  should  not  have  done 
the  day  before. 

Meanwhile,  Tubby  kindly  came  down 
to  ^jape"  at  me  a  little,  "You  should 
have  waited,"  quoth  he,  "as  a  wise  man 
doth,  until  the  storm  be  abated."  This 
was  annoying.  Then  he  related  how  he 
had  also  stolen  a  march  upon  me  in  the 
matter  of  a  tramp,  which  annoyed  me 
more.

It  af- 
fects us  differently.  Some,  I  have 
known,  desire  to  roll  large  stones  down 
steep  places,  and  with  satisfaction,  watch 
them  shattered  on  the  rocks  below. 
There  be  those  who  will  spend  whole 
afternoons  in  this  amusement,  and  when 
evening  comes,  retire  well  pleased  with 
work  well  done.  With  me,  when  the 
moment  of  complete  enjoyment  comes, 
I  yearn  to  communicate  my  feelings  to 
others,  but  cannot.  Common  prose 
would  be  no  fitting  vehicle  for  my  theme 
— and,  being  no  bard,  I  remain  tongue- 
tied. 


To  return — thus  "high  and  disposedly" 
we  crossed  a  couple  of  fields.  We  were 
in  the  teeth  of  the  wind,  but  the  clouds 
were  breaking,  and  something  told  me 
that  the  night  was  ours. 

I  was  trying  the  leather  strap  attach- 
ments which  are  now  used  universally  in 
Montreal  instead  of  thongs.

Tobogganing  mitts,  as  I  have  heard 
Tubby  remark,  are  not  the  best  things  to 
"smoke  in."  It  is  true;  one  must  take 
them  off  to  fill  and  light  up  and,  as  they 
reach  above  the  elbow,  this  is  a  nuisance. 
Then,  to  press  down  the  glowing  to- 
bacco with  a  woolly  thumb  produces  a 
most  unpleasant  taste  in  the  mouth — in- 
cidentally it  burns  the  mitt.-  Such  con- 
siderations are  of  little  moment  on  a 
night  like  this.  As  the  blue  cloud  rose 
from  the  bowl,  and  the  sweet  aromatic 
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smell  assailed  my  nostrils,  I  realized  that 
here  was  indeed  contentment.

We  became  aware  that  nature  was 
smiling  on  our  little  walk.  With  reso- 
lute hearts  we  had  sallied  forth  into  her 
presence  when  laggards  kept  the  house;

The  wind  was  steadily  decreasing,  the 
clouds  had  all  cleared  away,  and  over- 
head the  stars  winked  frostily,  while  the 
full  moon  poured  down  her  cold  white 
flood.

Over  hill  and  dale  we  tramped  in  the 
glorious  light  until  we  reached  our  turn- 
ing point — a  solitary  grave — the  stone 
wedged  into  the  trunk  of  a  giant  pine 
planted  at  the  head  just  eighty  years 
ago.  Here  we  paused,  as  is  my  wont, 
anil  ruminated.  "This,  my  boy,"  said 
I,  after  the  manner  ot  Mr.  Pecksniff, 
"is  the  sort  of  place  to  be  planted  in — 
miles  from  the  nearest  house,  se- 
cluded, quiet  in  the  woods."  "Here 
might  one  "lie  through  the  centuries," 
as  Browning  says,  undisturbed  by  the 
"madding  crowd. "  Now  when  it  comes 
to  quoting  Browning  and  Gray,  one 
must  be  in  a  very  exalted  frame  of  mind 
indeed.  But  Jess  caught  the  meaning 
at  once — "thus  facing  the  moon,"  said 
he,  neatly  capping  the  idea.  But  on 
such  a  night  strange  thoughts  are  not 
long  with  us.  The  animal  is  up  and 
must  be  doing. 

By  a  long  two  miles  across  the  open, 
taking  fences,  ditches  and  lanes  as  we 
went,  we  reached  the  foot  of  the  "moun- 
tain." Then,  turning  homeward,  we 
skirted  the  lower  slopes,  with  the  little 
wind  left  at  our  backs,  and  in  our  faces 
the  silver  disk  of  the  moon. 

Passing  a  tangle  of  raspberry  canes, 
a  confused  and  muffled  "walloping" 
sound  behind  me  caused  *ne  to  turn. 
Jess  was  down,  and  muttering — well,  not 
his  prayers.  "Want  a  hand?"  "No 
thanks,  I've  been  down  twice  before  to- 
night." Then  he  explained  the  cause  of 
his  mysterious  lagging  behind  in  the 
deep  ravine  some  miles  behind.  To 
come  a  cropper  in  a  snow  drift,  among 
the  underbrush,  with  snowshoes  on  is  no 
joke.  The  most  experienced  sometimes 
take  a  good  five  minutes  to  get  up 
again.  But  Jess  was  game,  hence  he 
had  made  no  sound. 

The  end  of  our  tramp  was  now  but  a 
mile  ahead.  Comparing  notes,  we 
agreed  that  this  was  a  fitting  windup  to 
a  "ripping"  term.  With  juvenile  optim- 
ism we  planned  a  longer  tramp  including 
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a  few  more  congenial  spirits,  and  a  sup- 
per in  the  country;  then  we  passed  out 
of  the  woods,  across  the  golf  links  to  the 
toboggan  slide. 

To  our  surprise  it  was  in  full  swing, 
though  the  snow  had  been  with  us  but 
four  days.  "I  would  give  a  good  deal 
for  my  little  "Blizzard"  here  now.  What 
a  glorious  end  to  a  glorious  tramp  it 
would  be,"  said  I,  as  a  sinuous  eight- 
footer  rushed  by,  undulating  over  the 
bumps  and  sending  the  snow  in  puffs 
like  smoke  from  her  curled  over  bow. 

"Hi,  you!  Do  you  want  a  ride?" 
came  a  hail  from  high  overhead — from 
Heaven,  it  must  be  surely. 

"Right-o!"  I  roared  back  to  this 
most  opportune  invitation,  and  we 
scrambled  and  heaved  ourselves  up  the 
steep  hillside,  until,  panting  we  reached 
the  top.  Here  an  angel  in  moccasins 
and  toque  smilingly  indicated  his  wait- 
ing toboggan.  Off  came  the  shoes  in  a 
jiffy,  and  we  threw  ourselves  on  the 
cushionless  ribs  in  glee.  I,  as  the 
heavyweight,  took  the  bow,  the  angel 
steering,  and  Jess  packed  chuckling  in 
between. 

"Ready?"     "Right-o!"— we  were  off. 


Then  came  the  first  quick  drop,  the 
glorious  sv/oop,  the  rise  and  shoot  from 
the  bumps  and  the  mad  tearing  down  the 
lower  slopes.  In  front  I  crouched  low, 
forgetting  in  my  joy,  my  pipe,  clenched 
tight  but  streaming  sparks  as  we  rushed 
like  a  comet  in  its  orbit  through  the 
frosty  air.  The  angel,  not  being  fire- 
proof, naturally  closed  his  eyes,  and 
thence  came  our  destruction.  At  the 
last  incline,  half  a  mile  from  the  steep 
take-off,  we  grazed  a  drift;  a  cloud 
of  snow  sprang  up  before  us  we  lurched, 
slewed,  the  lee  side  caught  and  scooped 
the  snow  and  in  a  moment,  amid  a  whirl 
of  arms  and  legs  and  snow  and  fire  we 
rolled  in  a  heap  to  the  bottom! 

Breathless  but  radiant  we  extricated 
ourselves,  snowy  from  top  to  toe;  the 
cause  of  the  accident  was  explained 
and  apologized  for;  but  in  my  heart  I 
was. glad  of  that  lucky  pipe,  for  to  its 
aid  we  owed  our  dramatic  finale. 

Once  more  we  donned  our  rackets, 
and  with  hearty  farewell  shouts  resumed 
our  way.  Long  after  lock-up  we  arrived 
at  the  school,  a  little  tired,  a  little  sleepy, 
but  withal  supremely  satisfied  with  our 
mid-winter  night's  reality.

A  Winter  on  the  Mississaga.

NTIL  a  comparatively  recent  period 
the  pine  timber  of  Ontario  was  not 
looked  upon  as  an  asset  of  any 
great  value,  or  as  a  source  from  which 
any  considerable  revenue  was  ever  likely 
to  be  derived.  The  quantity  was  consid- 
ered practically  inexhaustible,  and  noth- 
ing whatever  was  done  to  either  regulate 
the  cutting  or  preserve  it  from  destruction 
by  fire. 

All  a  man  who  desired  a  right  to  take 
the  timber  on  a  certain  block  of  land  had 
to  do,  was  to  notify  the  Department  of 
Crown  Lands  that  he  wished  to  acquire  a 
limit  fronting  on  a  certain  lake  or  stream 
bounded  in  a  manner  best  suited  to  his 
own  interests,  and  in  the  event  of  there 
being  no  rival  claimants  the  request  was 
granted.  A  Surveyor,  also  named  by 
him  was  given  instructions  to  lay  the 
berth  out  in  the  field  and  report  the  same 
together  with  the  plan  and  field-notes  to 
the  Department.  Generally  speaking  the 
cost  of  the  survey  /  was  about  all  it  cost 
the  lumberman,  a  rental  of  three  dollars 
per  square  male  per  annum  to  be  paid  by 
the  first  of  April  was  exacted,  and  dues 
amounting  to  one-half  penny  per  cubic 
foot  on  the  manufactured  article  and  on 
sawn  lumber  in  a  like  proportion  was  all 
the  revenue  that  the  government  derived 
from  the  vast  forests.  No  Inspectors 
were  sent  into  the  woods,  in  winter  in 
those  days  to  see  that  all  the  cut  was 
accounted  for,  and  as  no  provision  was 
made  for  the  prevention  of  fires,  millions 
of  feet  were  annually  destroyed  from  that 
source  alone. 

When,  however,  Confederation  became 
an  accomplished  fact  and  Miss  Ontario 
launched  out  into  house-keeping  for  her- 
self, a  new  sun  began  to  shoot  its  rays 
above  the  economic  horizon,  and  it  began 
to  dawn  upon  our  rulers  that  in  our  pine 
timber  alone  Ontario  possesses  a  rich  in- 
heritance. They  also  awoke  to  the  fact 
that  at  the  rate  at  which  it  was  being 
made  away  with  by  the  axe  and  fire,  if 
drastic  measures  were  not  very  soon 
adopted,  the  forests,  vast  as  they  were, 
•would  soon  become  exhausted,    and  the 


provincial  treasury  be  none  the  richer. 
It  was  therefore  determined  to  abandon 
the  old  system  of  disposing  of  the  right 
to  cut  the  timter,  call  so  many  lots  and 
concessions  of  the  surveyed  townships  in 
the  Huron  and  Ottawa  Territory  a  timber 
berth,  and  divide  the  country  lying  north 
of  the  Mattawa  and  French  Rivers,  also 
north  of  Lake  Huron,  and  extending 
some  forty  miles  north,  into  berths  each 
six  miles  square  and  numbered  consecu- 
tively; also  whenever  it  was  deemed  best 
in  the  interest  of  the  province,  to  offer 
some  of  them  for  sale  by  auction  to  be 
knocked  down  to  the  highest  bidder  for 
cash.  The.  payment  of  such  bonus  to- 
gether with  a  ground  rent  of  five  dollars 
per  square  mile  per  annum  only  gave  the 
purchaser  the  right  to  cut  the  timber  and 
before  he  could  dispose  of  it  he  had  to 
pay  a  further  sum  of  so  much  per  thou- 
sand feet  according  to  the  measurement 
of  sworn  Government  cullers,  licensed 
experts  who  had  undergone  a  rigid  ex- 
amination. Those  sales  were  extensively 
advertised  and  the  Government  sent  out 
trustworthy  and  trained  estimators  to 
ascertain  the  quantity  and  also  the  quality 
of  the  timber  to  be  offered,  also  it's  con- 
venience to  notable  streams  or  other 
means  of  transport.  By  adopting  this 
means,  the  authorities  were  enabled  to 
fix  a  reserve  bid  and  lumbermen  had 
ample  opportunity  to  also  have  out  their 
experts  to  give  them  confidential  reports. 
By  adopting  this  method,  in  many  instan- 
ces, more  money  has  been  gathered  in  to 
the  provincial  treasury  from  timber  stand- 
ing in  the  woods  than  was  realized  alto- 
gether for  the  manufactured  article  only  a 
few  decades  ago.  Many  millions  of  dol- 
lars have  as  a  matter  of  fact  been,  gath- 
ered in  from  this  source,  and  to  the  peo- 
ple of  Ontario  through  channels  so  ob- 
vious that  it  is  not  necessary  to  men- 
tion them. 

The  first  of  those  sales  were  held  in 
the  autumn  of  1872  and  the  writer  was 
engaged  by  a  firm  of  lumbermen  to  pro- 
ceed to  the  north  shore  of  Lake  Huron 
to  outline  and  estimate  the  quantity  of 
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timber  on  a  number  of  berths  which 
they  had  purchased  without  having  sent 
a  man  in  to  ascertain  their  worth. 

I  left  home  on  the  eleventh  of  Novem- 
ber of  that  year.  The  party  consisted  of 
two  timber  estimators,  two  chainmen, 
four  axemen,  and  a  cook,  ten,  all  told 
and  with  the  exception  of  the  cook,  who 
joined  at  Little  Current,  the  expedition 
was  made  up  at  Collingwood. 

My  supplies  were  procured  at  Toronto, 
and  we  took  passage  on  the  steamer 
"Waubuno,"  which  a  few  years  after- 
ward went  down  with  all  on  board.  She 
was  commanded  by  Captain  Campbell, 
then  a  weather  tanned  veteran, and  who  I 
believe  is  still  buffetting  the  storms.  The 
vessel  got  under  way  late  in  the  afternoon 
or  the  fourteenth  and  made  Owen  Sound 
after  a  rough  passage  at  10.30  the  same 
evening. 

This  being-  intended  as  the  last  trip  of 
the  season  the  vessel  was  literally  packed 
with  goods  and  passengers.  Owing  to 
stress  of  weather  the  captain  did  not 
venture  out  until  one  p.  m.  on  Saturday 
the  16th.  We  steamed  eight  miles  to 
Presquisle,  where  the  storm  having  again 
come  down,  we  lay  until  7.20  when  a 
fresh  start  was  made.  As  the  gale  ac- 
companied by  a  blinding  snow  storm, 
again  increased,  the  vessel  was  run  in 
behind  Cape  Croker  and  a  line  passed  to 
an  American  schooner  riding  out  the 
gale  at  anchor.  Here  we  lay  until  day- 
light, when  we  once  more  put  out.  After 
battling  with  the  elements  for  half  the 
day  the  attempt  to  cross  the  bay  was 
abandoned  and  a  course  laid  for  "Toverr 
mory  Harbour"  which  point  we  thankfully 
steamed  into  at  sundown. 

The  gale  continued  with  unabated  fury 
till  noon  of  the  19th  when  it  finally  set- 
tled down  and  the  engine  was  once  more 
set  agoing  at  12.30  p.  m.  At  8  p.  m.  we 
steamed  into  the  dock  at  Killarney  and 
the  middle  of  the  next  afternoon  arrived 
at  Algoma  Mills  where  both  men  and  sup- 
plies were  disembarked. 

As  my  work  lay  along  a  parallel  of 
latitude  run  by  the  late  P.  L.  S.  Salter 
and  which  line  was  the  south  boundary  of 
timber  berths,  numbers  188,  and  194, 
(194  is  now  the  township  of  Otter)  two 
of  the  berths  I  had  to  outline,  and  as  my 
plans  showed  the  Salter  line  crossing  the 


Mississaga  River  only  a  few  chains  from 
the  south-east  corner  of  194, that  is  where 
I  intended  to  begin  work.  I  had  hopes 
to  purchase  canoes  at  the  Mills  and  as- 
cend the  stream  to  that  point.  I  found 
it  already  partly  frozen  over.  So  this 
route  had  to  be  abandoned  and  I  had  to 
make  my  way  to  the  Thessalon  River  and 
pack  from  thence  to  the  field  of  my  opera- 
tions. Fortunately  there  chanced  to  be 
a  party  there  with  a  large  open  bateau, 
which  would  hold  the  whole  party  and 
supplies,  and  I  engaged  him  to  take  me 
to  the  Thessalon.  As  he  had  some  other 
work  on  hand  before  he  could  start  with 
me  it  was  not  until  noon  on  the  twenty- 
fourth  that  we  started  out. 

The  bateau  was  an  open  boat  with  only 
a  few  feet  at  the  stern,  which  was  digni- 
fied by  the  name  of  cabin,  decked  over. 
Here  the  owner  had  a  barrel  of  tangle 
leg  and  a  quantity  of  musty  pork  stowed 
away,  and  was  trading  with  the  Indians 
exchanging  the  pork  at  twenty  cents  per 
pound  for  white  fish  for  five  cents  apiece 
and  the  whiskey  at  a  still  greater  profit. 

When  we  had  all  on  board,  the  craft 
was  filled  up  to  the  gunwale.  We  start- 
ed with  a  clear  sky  and  fair  wind  and 
hoped  to  reach  our  goal  before  night. 
At  three  p.m.  another  snow  storm  set  in 
though  the  wind  continued  fair  and  even 
after  dark  the  shore  was  distinctly  vis- 
ible. But  the  captain,  without  any  ap- 
parent reason  took  in  sail  and  cast  an- 
chor at  5.30  although  we  could  have 
made  our  destination  in  another  hour. 

At  3  a.  m.  after  a  brief  calm,  another 
storm  burst  upon  us  from  the  west,  and 
we  lay  tossing  in  the  gale  until  daylight. 
The  night  became  intensely  dark.  Shortly 
after  the  gale  sprung  up  an  exclamation 
from  one  of  the  men  caused  all  eyes  to 
look  up  when  a  yellow  light  of  nigh  a 
foot  in  diameter  was  seen  enveloping  the 
block  at  the  mast  head.  This  aroused 
the  superstituous  fears  of  the  men  and 
the  certainty  of  an  impending  catastrophe 
was  freely  indulged  in.  As  I  could  at- 
tribute the  phenomonen  to  natural  caus- 
es I  succeeded  in  allaying  their  fears 
somewhat.  When  day  began  to  break 
the  light  gradually  faded. 

As  soon  as  it  became  clear  enough  to 
see  we  found  that  we  were  down  in  the 
trough,  even  the   tops  of  the  tall  pines 
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which  lined  the  shore  were  not  visible, 
and  I  was  astonished  that  our  little  ves- 
sel did  not  swamp.  Everything  was 
coated  with  ice. 

The  anchor  was  got  up  and  the  jib 
hoisted,  and  the  vessel  headed  before  the 
wind.  In  less  than  two  minutes  the  sail 
was  torn  from  the  bolt  ropes.  The  cap- 
tain managed  to  get  a  few  feet  of  the 
main  sail  freed  from  its  casing  of  ice  and 
hoisted  and  we  ran  down  before  the 
wind  ten  miles  to  a  small  sheltered  cove, 
and  I  arose  from  my  seat  for  the  first 
time  in  twenty-three  hours.  Here  the 
tent  was  pitched  and  we  remained  until 
the  following  day.  Next  morning  as  the 
gale  had  blown  itself  out  and  a  light  wind 
had  sprung  up  from  the  east  we  got  un- 
der way  once  more  at  nine  o'clock.  There 
had  been  a  hard  frost  during  the  night 
and  the  little  cove  was  coated  with  ice 
through  which  we  had  to  break  our  way. 
We  rounded  Thessalon  Point  at  sun- 
down just  in  time  to  avoid  another  gale 
from  the  west,  and  passed  the  night  in 
the  house  of  a  French  fishermen  who 
with  a  couple  of  Scotch  families  a  few 
miles  up  the  river  were  the  only  white 
settlers  between  Byng  Inlet  and  Bruce 
Mines. 

The  problem  now  to  be  solved  was  to 
find  the  easiest  route  to  berth  194.  I 
knew  there  was  a  Salter  line,  which  start- 
ed from  the  south  west  corner  of  194 
and  ran  due  south  fourteen  miles  to 
Waquekobing  Lake,  eight  miles  from 
Lake  Huron,  also  that  the  line  struck 
that  lake  near  its  west  end.  I  now  found 
that  an  old  lumber  road  started  from  the 
furthest  up  settler's  house  and  extended 
about  half  way  to  Waquekobing.  A  son 
of  the  fisherman  professed  to  know  all 
the  country  and  also  where  the  line  struck 
the  lake.  So,  engaging  the  fishing  boat, 
I  got  all  the  stuff  up  the  three  miles  of 
frozen  river  to  the  settlers,  set  the  men  to 
cleaning  out  the  road, and  with  the  young 
fisherman  as  guide  started  out  to  locate 
the  line.  It  did  not  take  long  to  find  out 
that  the  young  man  was  utterly  at  sea 
without  either  rudder  or  compass.  He 
could  not  even  find  the  lake  and  I  do  not 
believe  had  he  been  alone  that  he  could 
have  found  his  way  home. 

When  paying  him  for  his  day  I  accom- 
panied the  cash  with  a  few  well  chosen 


remarks  which  ought  to  have  deterred 
him  from  ever  undertaking  such  a  job 
again. 

Next  day  I  had  the  camp  pitched  at  the 
end  of  the  trail  and  giving  the  men  the 
course  to  steer  and  brush  out  a  jumper 
trail  I  started  out  alone  and  found  the 
lake,  a  lovely  sheet  of  water  about  eight 
miles  long,  without  difficulty.  I  observed; 
that  the  country  north  of  the  lake  where 
the  line  should  be  had  been  recently 
burned  over.  That  day's  work  developed 
the  fact  that  it  would  not  be  to  the  inter- 
est of  my  employers  to  spend  any  more 
time  in  road  making.  I  therefore  ceased 
operationsin  that  line  some  distance  south 
of  the  lake,  leaving  a  clear  distance  of 
eighteen  miles  of  tump  line  work  to  where 
the  survey  would  begin. 

I  now  engaged  the  settler's  one  horse 
team  to  forward  our  goods,  and  striking 
off  to  the  green  woods  north  of  the  lake, 
with  the  assistance  of  an  Indian  whom  I 
met,  I  soon  found  the  line  and  brushed 
a  trail  through  the  burned  woods  to  the 
lake,  also  on  to  the  end  of  the  road. 

I  was  now  confronted  with  another 
difficulty.  The  snow  of  which  there  had 
been  more  or  less  nearly  every  day,  had: 
now  become  so  deep  that  snowshoes  for 
the  whole  party  was  an  absolute  necessity. 
I  therefore  sent  one  of  the  settlers  to 
Bruce  Mines  where  I  was  assured  they 
were  always  held  in  stock.  He  returned) 
with  only  two  pairs.  Here  was  another 
sticker.  It  has  been  said  that  a  bushman 
is  never  at  a  loss  for  a  rope  so  long  as  he 
can  find  a  sapling  capable  of  being  twist- 
ed into  a  wythe.  I  had  observed  that  one 
of  the  settlers  had  a  few  calf  skins  which  I 
purchased  and  setting  the  Indian  and  his 
family  at  work  showshoe  making  I  soon 
had  my  whole  party  shod  for  the  winter. 
By  this  time  I  had  got  all  my  supplies  up 
to  the  end  of  the  trail  and  a  portion  of  it 
across  the  lake. 

This  was  before  the  long  clear  bacon 
era.  All  the  pork  was  in  barrels  or  in 
big  square  chunks  and  covered  with  brine 
so  it  was  an  absolute  impossibility  to  tran- 
sport it  in  that  state.  The  men,  there- 
fore erected  a  scaffold,  the  barrels  were 
emptied  and  the  meat  stacked  on  it  to  dry. 
The  flour  was  also  in  barrels  and  had  to- 
be  transferred  to  sacks. 

I  divided  the  distance  we  had  to  carry- 
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into  three  stages  of  six  miles  each.  The 
men  going  north  went  six  miles  with  a 
pack  and  returned  empty.  This  consti- 
tuted a  day's  work.  The  country  was 
not  only  heavily  timbered  but  very  moun- 
tainous. Not  only  was  there  a  good 
deal  of  brushing  to  do  on  the  line  to  make 
it  possible  to  walk  along  it,  but  also 
frequent  and  long  deviations  to  avoid  ab- 
rupt hills,  so  that  to  make  six  miles  on 
the  line  frequently  meant  a  good  deal 
more  by  the  trails.  Snow  storms  were  of 
frequent  occurrence  and  the  falls  heavy. 
While  the  falls  continued  the  weather 
was  invariably  mild,  and  the  snow  soft. 
Just  as  the  fall  ceased  the  weather  cleared 
and  an  intensely  cold  night  followed  so 
that  the  following  morning  the  newly 
fallen  snow  was  frozen  hard  and  the 
snowshoeing  was  superb. 

Tent  stoves  were  not  thought  of  in  those 
days.  My  party  had  two  tents  facing- 
each  other  with  a  huge  fire  between  them. 
Each  -  man  had  one  pair  of  blankets. 
There  was  little  time  spent  in  disrobing 
before  turning  in  for  the  night.  The 
nights  were  generally  intensely  cold  and 
to  find  the  beard  and  blanket  in  close 
contact  in  the  morning  was  too  common 
an  occurrence  to  call  forth  any  remark.  It 
was  a  common  occurrence  to  find  tassels 
of  hoar  frost  as  large  as  the  finger  hang- 
ing from  the  tent  in  the  morning. 

It  took  the  party  until  the  afternoon  of 
January  the  21st  to  get  everything  up  to 
the  objective  point. 

That  night  I  observed  Polaris  and  next 
day  we  began  our  work  by  running  part 
of  the  east  boundary  of  No.  194  and  I  sent 
the  estimators  out,  one  on  each  side-, 
instructing  them  to  travel  three  miles  at 
right  angles  to  my  line,  then  two  miles 
north  parallel  to  it  then  back  to  it,  and 
report  at  night  to  me  what  timber  they 
had  seen. 

From  this  until  the  Ilth  of  January  I 
walked  to  the  west  along  the  Salter  line, 
when  having  completed  the  work  in  that 
direction  I  returned  to  the  starting  point. 
It  now  became  apparent  that  owing  to 
the  length  of  time  consumed  in  getting  in, 
an  unforseen  contingency,  the  supply  of 
flour  would  be  exhausted  before  we 
could  complete  our  work.  It  was,  there- 
fore necessary  to  get  in  four  hundred 
weight  more,  which  could  only  be  done 


by  the  whole  party  going  out  to  the 
point. 

At  daylight  on  the  morning  of  the 
twelfth,  I  started  on  an  eighteen  mile 
snowshoe  tramp  to  Dyment's  lumber 
camp  near  the  mouth  of  the  Thessalon 
River  instructing  the  men  to  follow  as 
far  as  the  lumber  camp  and  there  await 
my  return  from  Bruce  Mines  with  flour. 
I  reached  the  camp  at  eight  p.  m.  Next 
morning  with  a  settler's  team  I  drove  to 
Bruce  Mines,  purchased  the  flour  and  re- 
turned to  the  lumber  camp  the  following 
day. 

The  evening  of  Wednesday  the  19th, 
the  party  were  all  back  at  the  base  line 
with  the  fresh  supplies,  and  next  day  be- 
gan moving  to  the  east. 

The  snow  now  became  so  deep  that  the 
blaze  on  the  trees  were  only  at  long  in- 
tervals seen  above  it  and  no  posts  were 
to  be  found  ;  consequently  the  line  had  to 
be  brushed  out  and  chained  in  order  to 
find  the  corners  of  the  berths.  It,  there- 
fore,took  us  two  days  to  get  six  miles  to 
the  next  line. 

From  this  date  until  the  21st  of  March 
I  was  running  the  east  and  west  outlines 
of  the  several  berths  and  having  an  es- 
timate made  of  the  timber  on  each. 
Then  having  completed  all  the  work  out- 
lined in  my  instructions  I  started  all  the 
party  to  pack  out  and  strapping  one 
blanket  and  the  light  rubber  sheet  on  my 
shoulders  an  axe  in  my  hand  and  a  revol- 
ver at  my  belt,  I  struck  off  alone  on  a 
southeast  course  to  find  out  what  pine 
was  on  the  east  and  yet  unexplored  berth 
by  the  side  of  which  I  was  then  camped. 

The  day  was  dark  and  a  soft  snow  fall- 
ing. The  country  was  mountainous, 
alternating  with  small  thick  swamp,  a 
dense  undergrowth  headed  down  with 
soft  snow  over  all,  so  that  the  travelling 
was  very  fatrguing  and  the  progress  slow. 

Towards  evening  the  weather  cleared 
and  the  usual  hard  frost  set  in.  I  select- 
ed a  camp  for  the  night  where  a  good 
supply  of  dry  wood  was  available,  built 
a  fire  on  top  of  the  snow  and  spread  down 
a  quantity  of  balsam  boughs  for  a  bed. 
I  had  shot  a  partridge  for  supper,  then 
after  an  evening  pipe,  replenished  the 
fire,  spread  down  the  rubber  sheet,  and 
rolling  myself  in  the  blanket  lay  down 
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for  the  night.  The  night  turned  out 
clear  and  calm,  but  intensely  cold. 

The  thermometer  must  have  registered 
away  down  into  the  forties  so  that  my 
sleep  was  by  no  means  an  ideal  one.  The 
fire  had  to  be  frequently  replenished  and 
as  the  snow  melted  underneath,  the  fire 
gradually  sank,  until  when  I  awoke 
at  daylight  I  found  myself  lying  by  the 
side  of  a  pit  fully  four  feet  deep  with  a 
small  mouldering  fire  at  the  bottom. 

Snatching  a  few  mouthfuls  of  frozen 
bread  and  donning  my  snow  shoes  I  was 
under  way  ere  the  rising  sun  had  begun 
to  gild  the  tops  of  the  tallest  pines. 

The  intense  frost  of  the  night  had 
hardened  the  snow  and  made  the  travell- 
ing all  that  could  be  wished.  My  course 
was  now  south  west  and  I  crossed  the 
Mississaga  at  a  rapid  where  the  ice  was 
no  more  than  safe  and  at  an  early  hour 
made  Waquekobing Lake, striking  it  some 
three  miles  east  of  the  old  trail. 

I  arrived  at  the  lumber  camp  betimes  in 
the  evening.  To  say  I  was  not  tired 
would  be  fibbing.  However  after  a  good 
wash  and  a  hearty  meal,  prepared  in  his 
best  style  by  a  first  class  cook,  I  felt 
equal  to  donning  the  snow  shoes  again, 
although  my  limbs  did  ache  somewhat 
from  "Amal  de  Baquet. " 

On  the  27th  all  hands  arrived  at  Bruce 
Mines  where  we  had  to  remain  until 
navigation  opened. 

The  only  means  ot  communication  with 
civilization  during  the  winter  in  those 
days  was  by  dog  train  from  Parry  Sound. 
The  mail  was  conveyed  from  thence  every 
two  weeks  by  dog  train  in  charge  of  two 
half  breeds,  one  jogging  along  at  a  dog 
trot  in  front  and  the  other  behind. 

The  whole  distance  was  made  on  the 
ice,  and  in  storm  or  shine  they  held  their 
way,  and  as  night  approached  headed  for 
the  nearest  point  of  woods  to  camp.  It 
was  not  until  the  twelfth  of  May  that  the 
first  vessel,  the  steamship  Chicora,  Capt. 
Orr,  arrived  from  the  east,  and  the  party 
left  for  home  by  the  first  eastbound  steam- 
er Manitoba,  on  the  15th. 

While  lying  here  I  did  some  surveying 
for  settlers  near  the  Mines,  and  also  on 
St.  Joseph's  Island,  which  enabled  me  to 
considerably  reduce  my  hotel  bill  to  my 
employers. 


That  winter  was  one  of  uncommon 
severity.  Heavy  falls  of  snow  were  of 
frequent  occurrence,  and  there  were  few 
days  when  less  or  more  did  not  come 
down  and  the  frost  was  intense.  The 
health  of  the  party  was  uniformly 
good  and  the  frost  bites  few  and  trifling. 

We  had  passed  the  winter  partly  in 
what  is  now  the  *  'Mississaga  Forest  Re- 
serve." The  country  was  all  very  moun- 
tainous and  all  heavily  timbered.  There 
were  many  deep  ravines  where  long  de- 
tours had  to  be  made  to  reach  the  op- 
posite side  and  there  were  few  which  did 
not  bear  unmistakeable  signs  of  the 
glacier  period,  cliffs  hundreds  of  feet  high, 
the  naked  oaks  fluted  and  polished  as 
smooth  as  glass. 

Some  of  the  scenery  was  simply  gor- 
geous. The  lakes  were  numerous  and 
large,  some  on  top  of  and  others  hidden 
deep  down  between  the  hills.  All  the 
water  was  as  clear  as  crystal  and 
the  signs  found  around  empty  Indian 
summer  camps  bore  ample  testimony  that 
they  were  well  stocked  with  fish. 

From  some  of  the  higher  peaks  the  eye 
could  range  over  miles  and  miles  of 
forest,  lakes  and  rivers. 

On  one  occasion  I  stood  on  a  moun- 
tain peak  twenty-four  miles  from  the 
shore  of  Lake  Huron.  The  atmospheric 
conditions  were  perfect  and  I  could  see 
Cockburn  and  Drummond  Islands  as 
plainly  as  though  they  were  only  a  few 
miles  distant,  with  a  splendid  bird's  eye 
view  of  the  whole  intervening  country. 
It  looked  like  a  gentle  undulating  plain, 
the  sombre  woods  broken  here  and  there 
by  large  and  again  small  spots  of  white 
indicating  nestling  lake  and  winding 
river. 

An  attempt  to  pen  picture  such  scen- 
ery is  impossible.  What  pen,  no  matter 
how  gifted  the  writer,  can  do  it  just- 
ice ?  There  is  a  limit  beyond  which 
neither  the  most  talented  or  powerful 
can  go,  and  sometimes  what  we  consider 
mere  trifles  show  the  strength  of  weak 
things. 

We  have  Mark  Twain  as  an  authority 
that  even  the  Tzar  of  Russia  (than  whom 
no  man  in  the  world  has  so  much  power,) 
can't  stop  a  sneeze  !

Crossing  the  Waterways. 

A  Long  Canoe  Trip.

I received  orders  from  headquarters 
to  inspect  the  posts  of  the  upper 
St.  Maurice  and  to  proceed  from 
the  most  northerly  one  to  the  post  of 
Pointe  Bleue  on  Lake  St.  John,  thence 
across  country  back  to  my  point  of  de- 
parture, Coocoocache,  on  the  Lower 
St.  Maurice. 

It  was  my  intention  to  get  away  as 
soon  as  the  breaking  up  of  the  river 
would  allow  me,  which  in  ordinary  years 
took  place  between  the  tenth  and  fif- 
teenth of  May. 

I  had  a  good  canoeman  at  the  Post  in 
the  person  of  ayoung  French  Canadian,  a 
man  born  and  brought  up  in  the  country 
and  well  used  to  canoeing  and  carrying. 
To  get  a  guide  however,  was  more  dim- 


cult  as  it  was  yet  the  hunting  season  in 
that  Northland  and  an  Indian  was  loath 
to  leave  his  trapping  to  go  on  a  trip. 

Several  promised  but  at  the  last  mo- 
ment drew  back  and  excused  themselves. 
It  was  only  on  the  eleventh  of  June  that 
I  finally  got  -  one  to  act  as  guide  and 
really  got  away.  I  was  so  anxious  to 
make  a  start  after  the  repeated  disap- 
pointments that  we  paddled  away  from 
the  Post  at  almost  sundown.  I  cared 
not.  My  principal  desire  was  to  effect  a 
start  and  make  sure  of  my  man.  In- 
dians are  so  unreliable,  that  when  you 
have  their  consent  the  thing  is  to  leave 
before  they  can  change  their  minds. 

We  got  out  of  the  lake  and  into  the 
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river,  paddled  up  stream  about  three 
miles  and  camped  on  the  opposite  bank. 

My  Canadian,  George,  being  a  single 
man  with  no  ties  to  pull  him  back,  was 
perfectly  content  to  make  a  trip  of  a  day, 
week  or  months  as  the  case  might  be. 
With  the  Indian,  however,  it  was  differ- 
ent. He  was  comparatively  a  newly 
married  man  and  had  never  been  sep- 
arated from  his  wife,  and  notwithstand- 
ing we  had  really  started  there  was 
every  probability  that  he  might  desert  in 
the  night  for  there  is  nothing  impossible 
to  an  Indian  once  he  gets  the  idea. 

In  a  chance  moment  I  had  alone  with 
George  I  told  him  to  talk  while  camping 
and  keep  the  guide  from  thinking  too 
much  of  his  own  affairs. 

George,  like  most  men  of  the  bush,  was 
.  naturally  silent  but  that  evening  he  out- 
did himself  as  an  entertainer  and  posi- 
tively once  or  twice  I  saw  the  Indian 
smile.  George  and  I  both  spoke  Algon- 
quin as  fluently  as  the  Indian  himself;  in 
fact,  right  through  this  trip  it  was  our 
vehicle  of  communication  even  between 
George  and  myself,  who  would,  under 
other  circumstances,  have  spoken  French. 

In  spite  of  all  George's  fairy  tales  and 
funny  anecdotes  the  Indian  could  not,  or 
would  not,  shake  off  his  regret  at  having 
embarked  on  the  trip,  and  around  the 
campfire  that  evening  he  told  me  the 
way  he  felt.  He  was  confident  he  would 
be  unable  to  make  the  voyage  and  it 
was  folly  for  me  to  continue  with  him; 
moreover,  now  he  had  begun  to  think 
seriously  of  what  he  had  undertaken,  he 
was  afraid  there  were  some  parts  of  the 
route  that  he  would  not  remember,  and 
so  forth.  But  his  doleful  predictions  had 
no  effect  on  me  for  I  knew  there  was 
nothing  the  matter  with  the  fellow  only 
homesickness,  and  thus  we  turned  in  for 
the  night. 

The  following  morning  he  had  either 
shaken  off  his  lonesomeness  or  decided 
to  adapt  himself  to  the  inevitable  for  he 
was  astir  bright  and  early  and  we  were 
soon  in  the  canoe  and  working  up 
stream. 

Our  canoe  (of  birch  bark)  was  eighteen 
feet  feet  long  from  tip  to  tip,  three  and 
a  half  feet  beam  and  made  rather  flat  so 
we  could  navigate  shallow  water  at  the 


heads  of  the  several  rivers  we  were  to 
pass  through. 

Back  of  the  second  bar  my  traveling 
basket  fitted  in  crossways;  leaning 
against  that  bar  and  the  basket  my  bun- 
dle of  bedding  set  on  edge  made  a  fine 
rest  for  my  back,  while  1  sat  on  a  cush- 
ion as  low  in  the  craft  as  possible.  This 
placed  me  out  of  the  way  of  the  poles 
when  the  men  were  forcing  the  canoe  up 
any  shallow  swift  water. 

In  front  of  the  middle  bar  was  stowed 
our  tents,  the  men's  duffle  and  pots  and 
pans,  while  the  bowsman  had  the  space 
ahead  of  the  second  bar  towards  the 
bow.  Back  of  my  basket,  sternwards, 
was  our  provisions,  pork,  flour  etc.,  and 
the  steersman  with  his  feet  in  the  bottom 
of  the  canoe,  sat  on  the  gunwale  and 
paddled  or  poled  from  there. 

By  carrying  a  light  load  myself  we 
managed  to  make  the  portages  in  one 
trip.  When  one  can  do  that  there  is  a 
great  saving  of  time. 

One  man  carried  the  canoe,  with  a 
bundle  on  his  back,  and  the  bag  of  ket- 
tles and  frying  pan  in  one  hand  while 
with  his  other  he  balanced  and  steered 
the  canoe  clear  of  branches  and  trees. 
The  other  man's  load  consisted  of  my 
basket,  the  provisions,  two  tents  and 
their  own  dunnage,  while  the  poles  he 
dragged  in  his  hand.  My  load  was  bed- 
ding, (made  up  in  a  waterproof  sheet  or 
oilcloth)  being  a  pair  of  blankets,  a  pil- 
low, a  canopy  of  mosquito  netting; 
added  to  this  a  grip  satchel  and  my  rifle. 

After  making  a  portage,  or  two  and 
each  man  knows  his  load  and  what  to 
get  hold  of,  it  is  astonishing  how  quickly 
one  gets  away  on  the  carry. 

The  great  secret  of  rapid  travelling  in 
the  bush  country  is  to  divide  the  load 
that  one  trip  on  the  portage  takes  all. 
The  moment  you  have  to  send  one  man 
back,  you  may  as  well  send  the  complete 
crew,  for  it  is  like  a  fleet  of  warships — 
the  progress  of  the  whole  is  regulated  by 
the  slowest  vessel,  and  the  canoe  and 
balance  of  the  crew  has  to  wait  the  re- 
turn of  the  one  man  sent  back. 

Our  first  day  over  was  at  Weymont- 
achingue  Post  on  our  second  day  after 
starting.  Here  I  remained  two  days  ex- 
amining the  books,  inspecting  the  stock, 
going  through  the  collection    of  furs  and 
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taking-  general  notes  of  requirements 
and  suggestions  from  the  officer  in 
charge. 

Making  a  very  early  start  from  this 
post  we  managed  to  reach  the  first  port- 
age north,  thirty  miles  distant.  We  had 
several  good  back  eddies  that  helped  us 
along,  but  to  offset  these  we  had  to  ne- 
gotiate a  number  of  strong  points,  some 
of  which  took  the  united  efforts  of  two 
at  the  poles  and  one  on  the  tracking 
line  to  overcome. 

The  next  day,  and  the  next,  was  one 
succession  of  rapids,  falls  and  portages 
and  we  were  all  pr.etty  tired  men  our  third 
night  from  Weymontachingue,  but  we 
had  overcome  the  river  and  our  camp 
that  night  was  pitched  at  the  upper  end 
of  the  last  portage  on  the  shores  of  the 
first  lake  of  the  St.  Maurice. 

That  evening,  near  dusk,  a  fine,  fat 
beaver,  came  swimming  down  near  our 
camp.  A  lucky  shot  fixed  him  and  that 
night  we  had  roast  beaver,  one  of  the 
tid-bits  of  the  bushmen. 

As  we  had,  the  following  morning,  an 
all  day's  lake  paddle  in  dead  water  we 
loosened  out  our  belongings  about  the 
canoe  to  give  them  a  chance  to  dry  after 
being  damp  and  tied  up  for  the  past  five 
or  six  days.  Our  beaver  skin  stretched 
on  a  hoop;  of  alder  lay  flat  on  the  top 
drying. 

What  a  rest  and  relief  it  was  after  the 
strenuous  work  of  the  past  few  days  to 
paddle  along  the  shores  of  this  beautiful 
lake  with  very  little  exertion,  the  turn- 
ing of  each  point  showing  some  new  and 
varied  scenery! 

That  evening  our  camp  was  pitched 
on  the  Loon  portage,  a  short  carry  as  the 
name  will  indicate,  to  avoid  going 
around  a  long  peninsula  that  runs  out 
into  the  lake.  It  is  called  McKay's 
Point,  and  there  or  thereabouts  a  general 
cleaning  up  takes  place,  before  present- 
ing ourselves  at  the  Post. 

Here  in  charge  of  the  Post  was  a  Mr. 
Shifter,  an  Englishman,  and  a  brother- 
in-law  of  the  associate  editor  of 
"Truth."  He  came  out  to  this  country 
some  years  ago  and  adapted  himself  very 
successfully  to  the  manners  of  the  bush 
and  its  people. 

The  old  Post  of  the  Ki-Kin-dash  was 
situated  some  miles  up  the  lake,   at  the 


inflow  of  its  principal  feeder,  but  was  re- 
moved to  the  present  situation  a  few 
years  back.  Three  reasons  caused  its 
removal — scarcity  of  firewood,  impurity 
of  the  water,  and  growing  numbers  of 
very  large  snakes.  The  latter  while  not 
venomous  were  anything  but  pleasant  to 
see  about  often  being  found  indoors  and 
coiled  up  in  the  bow  of  any  canoe  pulled 
up  on  the  beach. 

Here  again  at  Ki-Kin-dash  my  stay 
was  brief.  Mr.  Shifter's  books  were  so 
admirably  kept  that  I  had  no  trouble  in 
getting  an  intelligent  understanding  as 
to  the  business  done  at  the  Post. 

A  couple  of  days  saw  my  work  finished 
and  with  a  new  outfit  of  provisions  we 
started  on  the  next  portion  of  our  trip, 
the  lakes  of  the  water  shed  and  the  Ash- 
uapamushuan  river  to  Lake  St.  John. 
This  journey  took  us  nine  days.  My  • 
Indian  was  not  familiar  with  the  river 
and  at  each  rapid  or  falls  considerable 
time  was  lost  considering  which  was 
best  and  safest  to  do — carry  or  run  the 
canoe. 

Most  of  the  rapids  that  it  was  possible 
to  run  were  too  rough  for  more  than  one 
man  to  be  in  the  canoe  and  George  and  I 
had  to  make  our  way  as  best  we  could 
through  the  unkept  portages  or  scramble 
along  shore,  and  this  often  with  a  half 
load  on  our  back  to  lighten  the  canoe. 

Down  near  the  end  of  the  river  where 
several  miles  of  very  bad  water  occurs 
there  is  a  portage  of  seven  miles  to  avoid 
these  dangers.  It  is  called  the  "Long 
Portage"  or  "Burnt  Portage."  Either 
name,  fits  the  aspect  and  conditions,  for 
certainly  seven  miles  is  a  long  portage 
and  one  that  has  not  a  tree  from  end  to 
end  may  be  considered  pretty  well  burnt. 

The  fire  that  swept  this  part  of  the 
lower  Ashuapamushuan  was  the 
same  disastrous  fire  that  did  so  much 
damage  to  property  and  life  the  great 
fire  of  the  Saguenay,  which  passed  over 
the  then  new  settlement  some  fifty  or 
sixty  years  ago. 

In  some  places  where  the  fire  passed  a 
second  growth  of  trees  had  sprung  up 
and  flourished,  but  in  the  Long  Portage 
it  burnt  soil  and  all  and  the  only  thing  to 
be  seen  along  the  footpath-  is  blueberry 
and  cranberry  shrubs,  but  the  most  of 
the  way  is  bare  rock  or  sharp  flinty  sand* 
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It  is  fortunate  that  two  or  three  small 
creeks  trickle  through  this  bad  land, 
otherwise  we  would  have  been  pros- 
trated from  the  excessive  heat  that  beat 
down  on  us  the  day  we  passed  over. 

We  came  out  on  the  river  at  the  end 
of  the  portage  about  four  in  the  after- 
noon and  had  yet  time  before  dark  to 
cover  considerably  more  of  our  route, 
but  the  portage  had  been  very  trying  to 
all  and  I  decided  to  camp  and  make  an 
early  start  in  the  morning. 

It  turned  out  very  fortunate  that  I 
had  so  decided.  The  men  had  barely  got 
my  tent  pitched  and  were  about  to  put 
up  their  own  when  Sha-gu-nash,  the  In- 
dian, was  taken  violently  sick.  He 
squirmed  and  writhed  about  on  the 
ground  in  the  most  astonishing  way 
causing  the  Canadian  and  myself  consid- 
erable alarm. 

The  river  was  quite  a  distance  away 
as  we  were  camping  on  the  high  land  to 
be  free  of  the  mosquitoes.  However  I 
hurried  the  Cai  adian  for  water  while  I 
gathered  together  some  chips  and  twigs 
and  produced  the  ever  reliable  pain 
killer  from  my  grip. 

By  the  time  George  had  returned  with 
the  kettle  of  water  I  had  the  fire  blazing, 
In  our  anxiety  to  get  a  warm  drink  we 
had  paid  no  attention  to  the  Indian. 
Dusk  was  now  on,  settling  down  apace 
and  in  the  uncertain  light  we  knew  not 
if  he  were  alive  or  dead. 

George  got  his  head  up  on  his  knee 
while  I  spooned  some  of  the  hot  drink 
between  his  clinched  teeth.  After  a  few 
moments  we  had  the  satisfaction  of  hear- 
ing him  emit  a  sigh  which  told  us  life 
was  yet  in  him. 

We  continued  giving  him  spoonfuls 
until  he  could  drink  from  the  cup  and 
then  rolled  him  in  his  blanket  and  placed 
his  feet  to  the  fire  to  whicn  we  now 
added  more  fuel  and  continued  on  with 
our  camp  work  and  cooking  supper. 

It  was  far  into  the  night  before  George 
and  I  turned  in  and  it  appeared  to  me  to 
be  hardly  a  few  moments  before  daylight 
awoke  us.  Sha-gu-nash  having  eaten 
nothing  from  the  afternoon  before,  was 
very  weak,  but  he  managed  to  partake  of 
a  little  breakfast  and  sat  around  while 
George  and  I  broke  camp  and  carried 
the  things  down  to  the  river  bank. 


We  placed  him  in  my  seat  amidships 
wrapped  in  his  blanket  while  I  took  his 
place  in  the  bow. 

Thus  we  pushed  out  and  headed  down 
stream,  but  the  least  sign  of  white 
water  caused  us  to  put  ashore  and  ex- 
amine carefully  for  we  had  neither  of  us 
ever  been  on  that  stream  before. 

We  had  progressed  about  five  miles 
and  run  two  or  three  small  rapids  when 
we  were  gladdened  by  the  sight  of  a 
tent  on  a  point  ahead.  This  proved  to 
be  the  camp  of  two  L,ake  St.  John  In- 
dians engaged  in  bear  trapping.  Fortu- 
nately they  had  not  yet  left  camp,  being 
kept  later  than  usual  by  skinning  a  bear 
they  had  trapped  the  day  before. 

A  bargain  was  soon  struck  for  them 
to  help  us  down  the  river  and  to  the 
Post  of  Pointe  Bleue  on  the  lake  shore. 

They  gave  Sha-gu-nash  some  bear 
broth  which  revived  him  and  gave  him 
strength  almost  at  once.  My  Indian 
was  transferred  to  their  canoe,  while  one 
of  them  took  my  place  in  the  bow  of 
ours  and  this  fellow's  brother  paddled 
their  canoe  alone. 

Now  we  had  a  thorough  guide  who 
knew  the  river  well  we  pushed  away 
once  more,  but  this  time  with  a  feeling 
of  considerable  relief. 

From  the  point  upon  which  we  found 
the  Indians  camped,  the  riverfell  awayin 
a  succession  of  rapids  and  falls  to  within 
a  couple  of  miles  of  its  outlet  or  dis- 
charge and  the  day  passed  in  one  con- 
tinuous excitement.  Most  of  the  rapids 
were  run  by  the  canoes,  but  where  the 
falls  occurred  everything,  including  the 
canoes,  was  portaged. 

We  had  a  good  mid-day  meal  of  fried 
bear  steak,  which  set  our  sick  man  up 
and  by  the  aid  of  a  stick  he  managed  to 
walk  slowly  across  each  portage  as  they 
came. 

About  four  in  the  afternoon  we  swung 
out  into  the  lake  and  there  to  the  south 
of  us  on  a  long,  low,  jutting  point  stood 
the  Post  buildings  of  Pointe  Bleue,  about 
seven  miles  distant. 

Now  we  were  clear  of  the  river  and 
its  dangers  we  had  no  further  use  for 
the  extra  men  and  as  they  were  anx- 
ious to  get  back  to  their  bear  traps  I 
paid  them  off  for  their  services  and 
while  they  headed    back  up    stream  we 
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leisurely  coasted  along  to  our  destin- 
ation. 

After  the  heat,  fatigue  and  the  pests  of 
flies  for  the  better  part  of  a  week  what  a 
relief  I  felt  in  a  bath  and  change  of  rai- 
ment and  that  night,  sitting  on  the 
piazza  under  a  full  moon,  I  thought  this 
is  indeed  worth  living  for!  and  with  the 
officer  of  the  Post  sat  there  smoking 
regalias  until  long  after  midnight. 

My  work  of  inspection  at  Pointe 
Bleue  kept  me  five  days,  during  which 
time  Sha-gu-nash  thoroughly  regained 
his  strength  and  his  mysterious  attack 
left  no  bad  effects. 

I  could  with  pleasure  have  remained  a 
day  or  two  longer  after  my  work  was 
completed,  and  enjoy  a  further  stay  in 
that  delightful  climate  with  the  ever- 
changing  scenes  about  the  Post.  Bands 
of  Indians  were  arriving  there  daily  from 
their  winter  hunts  togged  out  in  all  their 
finery.  Duty  called  me  to  my  own  Post 
on  the  St.  Maurice  and  we  had  yet  one 
side  of  that  big  square  to  make,  from 
the  basin  of  Lake  St.  John  to  the  St. 
Maurice,  again  across  country  by  lakes, 
portages  and  cutting  of  rivers. 

We  started  one  fine  morning  in  July  to 
paddle  along  the  lake  shore  to  Chambord 
Junction.  The  people  of  the  Post  and 
all  the  Indians  turned  out  and  give  us 
a  parting  salute  of  guns.  At  Chambord 
Junction  we  got  our  canoe  and  baggage 
placed  on  a  flat  car  which  took  and 
dumped  us  at  Kis-ki-sink  bridge.  Here 
we  loaded  up  and  struck  into  the  wilder- 
ness once  more.  A  short  piece  of  river 
brought  us  to  the  first  lake  and  here  we 
pitched  our  camp  for  the  night.  That 
evening  our  shore  clothes  were  put  away 
and  our  bush  ones  put  on  and  we  had  a 
general  overhauling  and  doing  up  of 
things  for  the  rough  road  before  us. 

Sha-gu-nash  was  now  in  great  glee  for 
was  he  not  on  his  native  heath  and 
homeward  bound?  Every  stroke  of  the 
paddle  and  the  far  end  of  each  portage 
would  bring  him  nearer  his  hunting 
grounds  and  his  tepee. 

The  next  day  an  early  start  was  made 
and  all  day  lakes  and  portages  was  our 
portion.  That  night  brought  us  to  the 
east  bank  of  the  Croche  river;  the  last 
portage  being  a  stunner  of  four  miles 
over  an   overgrown  shanty  road.  This 


was  not  a  regular  carrying  place  but  we 
took  it  as  a  short  cut  and  to  avoid  some 
shallow  lakes  and  creeks. 

We  were  a  pretty  tired  lot  that  night. 
Tired  was  no  name  for  it;  we  were  pos- 
itively exhausted  with  the  long  and  try- 
ing day.  The  question  was  who  would 
cook  supper, — ah,  who? 

Our  camp  was  on  an  old  rollway  high 
from  the  water.  The  river  drew  down  a 
cool  air  from  the  north,  all  night,  so  we 
were  pretty  free  from  flies  and  had  a  re- 
freshing sleep  which  braced  us  up  for  the 
morrow. 

Our  route  next  day  was  only  a  mile  or 
so  down  the  Croche,  where  we  left  the 
river  on  the  west  bank  and  took  up  more 
shallow  ways,  small  lakes  and  creeks 
that  would  hardly  float  the  canoe:  in 
fact,  in  some  of  the  first,  one  man  had 
to  navigate  the  canoe  while  two  men 
made  their  way,  as  best  they  could, 
through  the  bush  along  the  shore. 

It  was  tedious  and  slow  work  and 
night  took  us  again  in  this  miserable 
country,  in  fact,  I  may  as  well  skip  a  de- 
scription of  the  next  day  and  night  for 
it  was  a  repetition  of  the  one  I  have  just 
described. 

The  morning  of  the  fourth  day  brought 
us  to  the  Big  Pierrish.  Down  this, 
stream  we  went  for  a  few  miles  portag- 
ing past  several  falls.  At  one  of  them 
the  Indian  told  me  to  get  out  my  fishing- 
tackle.  As  the  men  were  cooking  din- 
ner and  portaging  at  the  same  time,  my 
fishing  was  no  hindrance  to  our  progress. 

Luck!  Well,  yes.  I  have  often  won- 
dered how  many  I  would  have  caught 
had  I  kept  on  for  half  a  day. 

I  only  fished  for  half  an  hour  and  had 
seven  beauties.  Speckled  trout?  rather, 
the  pure  bird,  running  from  one  and  a 
half  to  four^  pounds.  The  first  three  I 
caught  were  speedily  in  the  frying  pan, 
and  such  fish!  It  is  only  when  promptly 
cooked  that  one  eats  fish  to  perfection 
and  that  cooked  by  an  Indian. 

At  the  foot  of  these  falls  which  I 
named  "Speckled  Trout  Falls"  we  left 
the  river  again  to  make  our  way  across 
country  and  had  the  same  laborious- 
work,  small  lakes,  shallow  creeks  and 
rug"ged  portages.  We  were  passings 
over  a  route  that  had  not  been,  travelled 
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for  twenty  years  and  was  rilled  up  solid 
with  the  new  growth. 

We  now  fell  into  the  Lesser  Pierrish 
and  again  travelled  southward  on  this 
river  before  leaving  its  waters  for  our 
last  cross  country  cut  to  the  St.  Maurice. 

As  we  came  to  each  of  these  rivers, 
Croche,  Big  Pierrish  and  Lesser  Pier- 
rish we  notched  south  a  few  miles  before 
taking  another  dividing  watershed. 

Bright  and  early  was  the  word  for  the 
next  morning  for  was  it  not  to  be  our 
last  day  and  one  and  all  were  anxious  to 
complete  the  trip. 

We  might  have  followed  the  course  of 
the  small  Pierrish  to  its  disharge  into  the 
St.  Maurice,  but  the  Indian  informed  me 
its  bed  was  a  succession  of  falls  and 
rugged  rapids  and  the  quickest  way  was 
by  the  dry  portages.  Our  last  pbrtage 
*nd  the  last  descent  of  that  carry 
brought  to  view  the  noble  St.  Maurice. 
We  lost  no  time  in  admiration  but  got 
down  to  its  banks  without  delay. 

Here  we  boiled  the  tea  kettle  once 
more.  How  many,  many  times  had  we 
gone  through  the  same  process  on  the 


long  journey  we  were  about  bringing  to 
a  successful  termination! 

But  now  we  were  veritably  in  the 
avenue  and  away  the  canoe  shoots  up 
stream,  the  steersman  taking  advantage 
of  every  eddy  and  backwater  that^would 
add  to  our  advance. 

Swinging  into  the  canal  that  connects 
the  great  river  with  Coo-coo-cache  Lake, 
my  Canadian  struck  up  one  of  the  old 
paddle  songs  of  the  old  time  voyageurs, 
which  brought  us  up  in  fine  style  in  front 
of  the  headquarters. 

Our  long  trip  was  done  without  a  mis- 
hap, notwithstanding  the  numerous  rap- 
ids we  had  ascended  and  run,  over  one 
hundred  portages  the  canoe  had  been 
carried,  yet  she  reached  home  without 
being  once  regummed.  A  remarkahle 
credit  to  any  bark  canoe.  Roughly  es- 
timated we  had  travelled  over  eleven 
hundred  miles  and  arrived  at  our  point 
of  departure  with  only  one  scratch  on 
our  bark. 

At  the  head  of  these  notes  I  give  a 
reproduction  of  that  staunch  little  craft, 
"The  Lena,"  in  front  of  one  of  our 
night  camps.

In  the  Nova  Scotia  "Silent  Places. " 

My  First  Moose  Hunt.

HOR  a  number  of  years  one  of  my 
pet  schemes  had  been  along  the 
'  lines  of  a  moose  hunt.  I  had  never 
seen  the  "Monarch"  of  our  forest  in  his 
native  element.  The  tales  of  different 
successful  sportsmen  had  ever  thrilled 
me  and  set  up  the  insistent  call  known 
only  to  him  who  has  revelled  in  the 
glories  of  the  wild  places  and  learned  to 
give  the  lust  to  kill  second  place.  My 
wife  and  mother,  both  lovers  of  nature 
and  keenly  interested  in  my  plans,  pre- 
sented me  with  a  fine  33-Winchester  for 
a  Christmas  gift.  . 

The  very  next  day  my  close  compan- 
ion, Charles  M.  Hoyt,  and  myself  started 
for  the  south  woods  to  the  home  of  Glen 
Gillies,  our  guide,  to  enjoy  two  or  three 


days  in  camp  before  the  season  ended. 
The  sleighing  was  superb  and  we  ar- 
rived at  our  destination  at  a  seasonable 
hour,  after  a  full  enjoyment  of  one  of  the 
finest  moonlight  drives  in  the  woods  either 
of  us  had  ever  experienced.  Our  guide's 
house  is  the  one  furthest  south  in  the 
settlement,  and  is  right  in  the  game 
zone,  it  being  no  uncommon  sight  to  see 
moose  on  the  edge  of  the  clearing,  a  few 
rods  from  the  house,  in  the  summer. 

Next  morning  bright  and  early  we  set 
out,  our  guide  carrying  on  his  back  a 
tent  seven  by  nine,  collapsible  stove, 
blanket,  axe,  rifle  etc. ,  while  Charlie  and 
I  carried  grub,  blankets,  ammunition, 
etc  ,  in  back  packs  specially  for  this  pur- 
pose.    In  this  way  each  man  can  carry  a 
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heavy  load  and  yet  not  feel  it  much. 
Our  costume  consisted  of  a  suit  of  heavy 
wool  underwear,  loose  riding-  breeches 
buttoning  almost  to  the  ankle,  two  pairs 
wool  hose,  short,  under  oil  tanned  larri- 
gans,  half  length,  heavy  wool  sweater, 
wool  cap  and  loose  woolen  jacket — the 
idea  being  that  everything  must  be 
loose,  warm  and  comfortable.  The  snow 
was  about  two  feet  deep  and  thus  our 
snowshoes  came  in  very  handy. 

Our  route  was  towards  the  Randolph 
Lake,  about  five  miles,  and  as  most  of 
this  lay  along  a  tote  road  the  way  was 
fairly  clear  of  snags.  When  we  arrived 
at  our  destination  we  soon  cleared  a 
space,  by  means  of  our  snowshoes  suffi- 
ciently large  enough  for  us  to  pitch  our 
tent.  After  our  strenuous  exercise  we 
enjoyed  our  dinner  and  then  set  out  for 
some  old  "yards 
in  the  hope  of 
discovering-  fresh 
trails.  B  e  f  o  re 
long  the  snow 
came  down  thick 
and  fast  and  ere 
we  reached  the 
camp  our  mus 
cles  were  smart- 
ing under  the 
strain.  For  the 
rest  of  the  da) 
and  evening  we 
sat  around  the 
fire,  smoked  and 
swapped  yarns 
while  the  storm 
outside  increased 
in  fury  to  a  hur- 
ricane. 

When  we  awoke  in  the  morning  we 
found  the  little  tent  almost  submerged  in 
snow  and  as  there  was  no  chance  to  hunt 
we  lay  in  camp  till  the  time  came  for  us 
to  start  out,  planning,  in  the  meantime 
while  enjoying  the  novelty  of  a  camp 
under  the  snow,  a  trip  for  the  following 
fall. 

Throughout  the  year  we  kept  hard  at 
it,  but  when  at  last  the  autumn  frosts 
turned  the  leaves  to  red  and  gold,  and 
old  Dame  Nature  donned  her  night  cap, 
that  inexpressible  longing  for  the  woods 
kept  creeping  over  us,  and  we  began 
opening   up    the    "togs"    and  getting 
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things  in  shape.  Monday,  November 
thirteenth,  was  the  day  chosen  for  our 
departure,  and  as  it  dawned  fine  and 
beautiful  we  soon  loaded  our  two  weeks' 
food,  ammunition,  rifles,  guns,  extra 
underwear  and  the  other  extras  always 
needed,  into  Charlie's  express  wagon 
and  started  out,  Will  accompanying  us 
in  order  to  bring  back  the  team. 

As  we  were  rigged  in  our  hunting  togs 
we  felt  as  comfortable  as  we  looked  and 
the  drive  out  was  all  too  short.  How- 
ever that  drive  made  us  as  hungry  as 
bears  and  we  did  full  justice  to  the  very 
appetizing  repast  Mrs.  Gillies  placed  be- 
fore us.  Willie  started  for  home  with 
the  team  shortly  afterwards,  and  as  Gil- 
lies was  still  in  the  woods  and  not  ex- 
pected out  till  dark  we  decided  to  go 
back  with  the  wagon  a  piece  and  hunt 
ruffed  gr  o  u  s  e, 
which  we  did 
with  indiffere  n  t 
success. 

A  few  days  be- 
fore Gillies  had 
taken  our  tent 
and  some  stuff 
out  and  had  them 
all  ready  so  that 
between  us  we 
were  able  to  pack 
all  theprovisions, 
blankets,  etc.,  on 
the  one  trip. 

Tuesday  morn- 
ing found  us  up 
at  an  earjy  hour 
putting  the  fin- 
ishing touches  on 
our  packs  and 
seeing  everything  in  shape  to  set  out. 
After  a  heavy  breakfast  we  shouldered 
our  loads  and  started  on  our  journey  to 
the  tent,  which  was  about  eight  miles 
south  of  us.  Part  of  this  tramp  was  on 
an  old  tote  road,  but  the  greater  part  lay 
through  ragged,  uneven,  rough  ground 
where  stepping  from  windfall  to  hollow 
soon  made  a  forty  pound  sack  weigh  a 
ton.  However  the  holiday  ahead  of  us, 
together  with  the  excitement  caused  by 
the  novelty  of  the  occasion,  made  the 
work  seem  fun  and  the  trip  was  made  in 
very  good  time. 

Our  first  move  was  to  put  up  the  tent 
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and  get  everything  trim  and  in  ship 
shape  after  which  came  the  first  dinner 
in  camp — an  experience  all  its  own. 
After  dinner  and  a  pipe  we  made  a  long 
circle  for  moose  signs,  but  without 
success. 

On  our  way  home  we  passed  the  Ran- 
dolph meadow,  where  we  found  Wil- 
liams and  Shipp  comfortably  placed  in  a 
brush  "lean  to."  They  had  not  seen  any 
fresh  signs  either.  We  drank  in  the 
beauty  of  the  forest  the  rest  of  the  way 
back  to  camp,  and  after  supper  kept  our 
pipes  hot  till  bedtime,  feeling  as  con- 
tented  and 
"c  o  mfy"  as  a 
clear  conscience, 
a  full  stomach, 
and  high  expec- 
tations wo  u  1  d 
allow. 

In  the  night  it 
froze  quite  hard, 
making  walking 
very  noisy  so  that 
had  we  found 
likely  tra  i  1  s, 
hunting,  except 
on  barrens,  was 
out  of  the  ques- 
tion. We  scout- 
ed about  and  on 
our  return  found 
that  Willia  m  s 
and  Shipp  had 
called  and  find- 
ing us  not  at 
home  had  left 
their  car  d — a 
boot  box  coyer 
on  which  was 
drawn  a  very  un- 
flattering p  i  c- 
ture  of  a  moose 
at  which  two 
men  were  shooting,  but  the  men  must 
have  had  a  drink  of  bog  water  for  they 
looked  more  likely  to  shoot  each  other 
than  the  moose. 

On  Wednesday  night  it  began  to  rain, 
continuing  to  increase  all  night  till 
on  Thursday  it  was  pouring.  We  were, 
however, too  full  of  the  hunting  instinct 
to  allow  a  downpour  to  keep  us  in,  and 
accordingly  we  took  a  long  tramp  south 
to  Medchin  Camp,   down  Randolph  to 
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Mistake  Lake,  eastward  to  Randolph 
Lake,  northward  up  Croker  Lakes, 
where  we  found  fresh  tracks,  but  joined 
by  men's  tracks  a  little  further  on.  We 
then  struck  straight  back  for  camp,  the 
entire  tramp  being  about  twenty-five 
miles,  for  twenty-four  and  seven-eighths 
of  which  we  were  drenched  to  the  skin. 
We  soon  had  a  good  fire  going  when  we 
stripped  to  our  underclothes  and  hung 
our  wet  duds  to  the  ridge  pole  to  dry. 

On  Friday  the  rain  continued  and  we 
took  a  run  northward  to  the  Shippland, 
where  we  found  fresh  signs.  While  fol- 
lowing this 
trail  we  were 
startled  by  a 
rifle  shot  a  few 
rods  to  our 
right,  and 
while  backing 
out  for  fear  of 
getting  shot 
o  u  r  selves  we 
heard  s  o  m  e- 
thing  movin  g 
t  h  r  ough  the 
bushes  not  far 
from  us.  Sub- 
sequent inves- 
t  i  g  a  t  i  o  n  s 
showed  that  a 
moose  had 
passed  within 
t  w  e  n  t  y-fi  ve 
yards  of  us. 

Gillies  start- 
ed to  the  house 
for  a  pack  of 
apples,  whi  1  e 
we  picked  our 
way  to  the 
camp,  visiting 
some  rab  b  i  t 
snares  we  had 
We  had  rabbit 
Gillies  got  into 


set  on  our  way  out. 
fried  in  butter  for  tea. 
camp  with  the  apples  about  the  time  we 
were  drying  off  well.  Did  these  apples 
taste  good?  Just  try  them  under  similar 
circumstances  and  you  will  know. 

On  Friday  we  were  almost  burned  out. 
The  heat  from  the  stove  had  so  thor- 
oughly dried  out  the  moss  and  fir  in  the 
tent  that  in  the  middle  of  the  night  the 
whole    of   it  burst  into  flames.  There 
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was  some  lively  scrambling  for  a  time, 
but  fortunately  we  succeeded  in  killing 
the  fire,  and  after  airing-  the  tent  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  some  sleep  before  it 
was  time  to  turn  out. 

Saturday  opened  clear  and  fine  and 
quite  frosty,  and  while  we  found  fresh 
bear  and  moose  tracks  we  saw  no  game. 
About  half  past  three  in  the  afternoon 
we  heard  three  shots  in  succession  and 
then  a  fourth — which  we  learned  after- 
wards were  fired  by  Williams,  who  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  a  nice  young  bull. 

By  this  time  we  found  that  parties 
were  camped  all  around  us  so  we  decided 
to  break  up  camp,  go  to  the  house  for 
Sunday,  and  on  Monday  strike  away 
southeast  beyond  all  the  other  parties. 
In  accordance  with  this  program  we 
made  our  way  to  the  house,  not  reach- 
ing it  till  after  dark  and  spent  Sunday  in 
rest  and  quiet- 
ude. 

On  Mond  a  y 
morning,  as  we 
had  planned,  we 
struck  out,  go- 
ing first  to  Bear 
Lake  near  which 
we  had  our  din- 
ner. Just  south 
of  this  we  struck 
very  fresh  signs 
and  after  a  hard 
stalk  thro  ugh 
as  rough  a  part 
of  the  country 
as  is  to  be  found 
a  n  y  where,  we 
had  the  melan- 
c  h  o  ly  satisfac- 
tion of  hearing 
thre  e  moose 

start — one  of  them  a  large  bull.  We 
had  not  made  any  noise  and  knew  that 
the  moose  had  not  winded  us.  When 
we  made  a  large  circle  and  started  them 
again  we  knew  that  they  had  caught  our 
scent  and  made  for  the  home. 

Both  on  Monday  and  Tuesday  the 
frost  made  tramping  too  noisy  for  hunt- 
ing, so  we  decided  not  to  go  after  moose, 
but  contented  ourselves  with  trying  for 
ruffed  grouse  near  the  house,  with  the 
result  that  we  had  a  nice  bunch  of  these 
choice  birds  to  show  for  our  day's  work. 

On  Tuesday  evening  Gillies'  brother, 
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who  is  also  a  guide,  came  into  camp  and 
as  our  time  was  now  limited  we  decided 
to  go  out  the  following  day  in  two  par- 
ties and  take  our  chances.  When  we 
turned  out  on  Wednesday  morning  we 
found  no  change  in  the  weather  condi- 
tions but  proceeded  to  carry  out  our 
plans  as  arranged.  The  two  Charlies 
started  outtogether  and  I  entrusted  my- 
self to  the  guidance  of  Glen  Gillies.  We 
were  fully  determined  to  make  this  our 
"red  letter  day"  as  to  sport.  We  joined 
forces  as  far  a9  the  meadow,  when  the 
two  Charlies  started  for  Lake  Alma,  and 
we  for  Mud  Lake,  but  afterwards  pro- 
ceeded to  Lake  Alma,  where  it  was  ar- 
ranged we  should  meet  for  dinner. 

We  crossed  Mud  Lake  on  the  ice,  then 
through  to  Lake  of  Five  Hardwood 
Hills  finding  plenty  of  signs,  but  none 
that  were  tresh.    About  eleven  o'clock, 

we  heard  a 
moose  running, 
and  strange  to 
say  it  was  in 
our  direction. 
A  moment  later 
Gillies  threw 
his  rifle  to  his 
shoulder  scor- 
ing a  beautiful 
miss.  I  did 
not  see  any- 
thing. 

A  few  min- 
utes later  we 
heard  shots 
and  a  '  shout. 
Knowing  i  h  e 
voices  we  hur- 
ried over  and 
found  that 
Charley  had  secured  a  beautiful  five  year 
old  bull  and  missed  another  by  striking 
too  high  on  the  shoulder.  All  hands 
joined  in  the  work  of  skinning,  cleaning 
and  trussing  up  the  meat  till  we  could 
get  back  to  tote  it  to  the  nearest  road. 
Here  we  had  dinner  and  a  smoke,  and 
all  hands  being  full  of  exhilaration  we 
much  enjoyed  our  interval. 

Again  we  divided  our  forces,  the  two 
Charlies  going  south  to  Lake  Alma  road 
and  Gillies  and  I  west  by  north  to  the 
same  road.  While  leaving  a  low  swamp 
found  some  fresh 
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signs  and  at  Once  t:ok  up  the  trail,  work- 
ing very  slowly  and  carefully  over  hem- 
lock hills,  swamps,  hardwood  ridges  &c. 
until  we  turned  up  to  cross  a  hardwood 
hill. 

About  half  way  over  this  hill,  and  at  a 
time  when  we  were  making  a  good  deal 
more  noise  in  the  dead  leaves  than  we 
wished  I  saw  a  dark  mass  to  my  left  and 
below  us.  Before  I  could  quite  make  up 
my  mind  as  to  what  this  mass  was  a 
commotion,  and  instantly  the  mass  re- 
solved itself  into  three  running  moose. 
In  less  time  than  it  takes  to  tell  I  had 
dropped  on  one  knee  and  got  three  shots 
after  the  last  animal,  the  third  striking 
the  flank  hard  enough  to  swing  the 
moose  a  little  to  the  right,  presenting  a 
quivering  shot,  while  the  fourth  hit  fair 
in  the  engine  room — ripping  lungs  and 
liver  to  shreds  and  barely  missing  the 
heart.  The 
moose  was 
down  and  out 
inside  of  two 
minutes.  The 
two  moose 
seemed  daz  e  d 
when  their  com- 
panion tell  and 
both  stopped  and 
looked  back  for 
a  few  minutes, 
p  r  esenting  ex- 
cellent sh  o  t  s. 
As  they  had  no 
antlers  worth 
p  ossessing  we 
did  not  molest 
them  and  they 
soon  amb  1  e  d 
away.      Th  e 

Charlies  heard  our  shots  and  in  answer 
to  them  were  soon  on  the  spot,  helping 
us  to  fix  our  meat.  It  is  needless  to  say 
that  congratulations  and  handshakes 
were  the  order  of  the  occasion  and  the 
health  of  our  lordly  moose  was  drank 
with  zeal.  The  shortest  trail  was  taken 
for  home,  where  we  arrived  about  dark, 
tired  but  very  exultant  men. 

All  Thursday  was  spent  in  hunting  to 
the  east  of  Bear  Lake,   but  throughout 
the  whole  day  we   did  not  get   a  shot 
On  this  occasion  we  came  upon  the  track 
of  the  largest  footed  moose    any  of  us 
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had  ever  met,  but  try  as  we  would  we 
could  not  come  up  to  the  maker  of  those 
footprints  and  had  at  length  to  relin- 
quish the  attempt. 

Friday  was  given  up  to  taking  the 
meat  out.  An  ox  team  was  sent  in  on 
the  Lake  Alma  road  and  we  went  ahead 
to  carry  it  out  to  this  road.  Gillies  got 
turned  around  and  led  us,  an  unholy 
dance,  through  a  big  dirty  alder  swamp, 
nearly  ruining  temper,  muscle,  clothes 
and  everything  else.  When  we  did  get 
to  the  meat  we  made  pretty  quick  work 
of  carrying  it  out,  and  were  ready  for 
the  team  before  it  reached  us.  The  work 
practically  occupied  us  the  whole  day, 
only  leaving  us  time  to  hunt  a  few 
grouse. 

Finally,  to  close  our  holiday,  we  de- 
cided to  walk  home,  and  though  it  was  a 
long  tramp  we  managed  it  well,  arriving 

there  some  three 
hours  before  the 
heavy  load  of 
meat,  hides  and 
camp  truck 
came  along. 
Seeing  us  ar- 
rive in  this  way, 
unencumbere  d, 
our  families  con- 
cluded that  we 
had  retur  n  e  d 
empty  handed. 
When  the  team 
reached  to  w  n 
and  they  learned 
that  as  a  result 
of  our  prowess 
t  h  e  re  was  a 
whole  m  o  o  se 
ready  for  the 
larder  of  each  family,  the  scene  changed. 
From  depression  to  exultation  appeared 
easy  and  the  scene  that  followed  can  be 
better  imagined  than  described. 

All  the  meat  we  could  use  fresh  was 
so  used  and  after  drying  some  of  the 
round  we  corned  the  rest.  This  gave  us 
all  the  meat  we  needed  for  the  winter, 
and  dried  or  corned  moose  is  simply  de- 
licious. 

The  tramping  and  outdoor  life  did 
wonders  for  us,  and  for  months  after- 
wards we  felt  the  good  of  it.  In  the 
fortnight  in  the  woods  we    walked  over 
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three  hundred  miles,  coming  home  with 
muscles  as  hard  as  iron  and  with  appe- 
tites improved  beyond  all  recognition. 

The  shanks  of  our  moose  hides  we 
converted  into  moccasins  for  our  next 
excursion  in  the  woods,  the  hides  adorn 
the  floors  of  our  homes,  and  the  antlers 
support  rods,  guns  and  other  thingsdear 
to  the  heart  of  a  sportsman. 


At  the  end  of  May  we  spent  ten  days 
fishing  in  the  same  district,  and  in  addi- 
tion to  securing  a  fine  string  of  trout  we 
visited  the  scene  of  our  last  fall  sport 
and  picked  out  the  location  of  our  camp 
for  next  autumn.  If  we  are  spared  and 
circumstances  will  allow  we  mean  to 
have  a  trip  of  the  same  kind  as  that  we 
enjoyed  so  much  last  year.

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and,  yes,  a  flock  of  sheep  away  up  on 
the  hillside.  How  plainly  everything 
shows  up  on  the  white  snow! 

As  we  trudge  along  the  hill  top  I  recall 
to  mind  the  bully  times  we  had  as  boys 
sleigh  riding  down  this  place  going  lick- 
ety  split  down  through  yonder  gateway 
into  the  field  below — sometimes  smash- 
ing into  the  fence  and  making  lots  of 
fun. 

On  the  north  end  of  this  ridge  we 
pass  an  old  burying  ground  where  some 
of  the  pioneers  of  this  section  have  slept 
for  over  half  a  century. 

Down  across  the  flats  and  over  the 
partly  frozen  creek.  •  Here  we  see  tracks 
of  a  mink  going  up  stream.  In  the  cor- 
ner of  this  field  is  an  old  spreading 
chestnut  tree,  the  first  one  to  open  its 
burrs  in  the  fall — fully  ten  days  or  a 
fortnight  before  the  other  trees  have 
ripened  their  nuts.  The  reason  may  be 
that  this  particular  tree  is  below  the 
level  of  other  trees  and  is  not  so  much 
exposed  to  the  furies  of  the  storms. 

Again  we  mount  the  fence  and  pro- 
ceed along  under  the  cedars  ready  at  a 
touch  to  scatter  the  snow  down  upon  our 
heads.  At  our  approach  a  large  hawk 
perched  high  up  in  an  elm  tree  flies 
quietly  away  to  a    neighboring  swamp. 


The  click  of  the  shutter  on  the  camera 
faintly  breaks  the  silence  as  we  expose  a 
plate  on  the  snowy  retreat  where  we 
know  that  the  rabbits  and  partridge  are 
safely  hiding. 

We  hear  the  blows  of  an  axe.  Some- 
one is  chopping  in  the  woods  behind  us 
and  as  we  turn  we  see  smoke  rising  from 
a  shanty.  Curiosity  compels  us  to  go  in 
that  direction.  Where  we  cross  the 
creek  we  see  a  box  trap  and  master 
mink  appears  to  have  walked  right  in. 

The  shanty  is  perhaps  ten  by  twelve 
feet  built  of  rough  boards  and  tar  paper 
and  lighted  only  by  one  pane  of  glass. 
On  opening  the  door  we  are  greeted  by 
all  the  smells  of  last  week  and  more — 
enough  thanks! 

We  prefer  the  outside  and  select  the 
path  atong  which  the  woodchopper  is  at 
work.  We  find  that  he  is  a  white  man, 
quite  a  decent  old  fellow,  a  sort  of  het- 
mit.  He  told  us  that  since  the  death  of 
his  wife,  which  happened  twelve  years 
before,  he  preferred  living  alone  in  the 
woods.  He  has  a  warm  snug  shack, 
cut  his  own  wood  and  supplied  his  few 
simple  wants  by  Hunting  and  trapping. 

Leaving  the  old  man  to  his  simple  life 
we  went  out  through  a  ploughed  field, 
where  the  ground  yielding  beneath  our 
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feet  made  walking-  tiresome.  From 
thence  we  returned  across  the  woods. 
This  is  my  favorite  view  point,  visited 
many  times  during  the  different  seasons 
of  the  year. 

The  vista,  as  seen  today  amid  its  set- 
ting" of  sparkling  snow,  is  as  pleasing  as 
in  springtime,  or  even  when  the  trees  are 
garbed  in  all  their  autumn  splendor. 

Only  the  blows  of  the  woodman's  axe 
heard  from  the  distant  point  where  he  is 
engaged  with  his  laborious  task  disturbs 
the  winter  solitude.  Another  picture  is 
taken  and  we  climb  over  into  the  woods 
rambling  along  the  familiar  runways  used 
for  gathering  the  sap  in  the  springtime. 
Under  the  trees  we  find  many  tracks  of 


rabbits  and  come  across  places  where 
partridges  have  been  feeding.  We  also 
discover  somewhere  in  the  winter  woods 
a  sugar  camp  awaiting  the  quickening  of 
the  sap.  Here  again  we  open  the 
door,  everything  within  and  without  re- 
calling to  our  minds  sweet  memories  of 
the  good  old  sugar  time — but  that  is  a 
story  for  another  day. 

We  surely  have  earned  an  appetite  as 
the  result  of  our  exertions  and  further 
feel  that  a  little  diversion  of  this  kind 
makes  an  agreeable  break  in  the  daily 
routine  whether  it  may  be  in  a  confined 
office  or  out  on  the  farm — a  change  such 
as  is  beneficial  to  all  and  one  that  may 
often  be  taken  in  the  course  of  a  Cana- 
dian winter. 


William  Overland,  of  Sault  Ste.  Marie, 
is  charged  with  having  shot  a  cow  moose 
in  Goulais  Bay  road  in  the  township  of 
Pennyfather.  He  boasted  of  his  prowess 
to  others  and  Game  Inspector  T.  A. 
Hand  hearing  of  this  went  to  the  place 
and  found  the  hide  and  part  of  the  car- 


cass. When  he  returned  to  the  Soo, 
Overland  was  missing  and  had  not  been 
located  at  the  time  of  writing.  It  is  fur- 
ther stated  that  Overland  shot  the  animal 
before  the  open  season  and  though  this 
aggravates  the  offence  it  is  illegal  to  kill 
a  cow  moose  in  Ontario  at  any  time. 


Hunting  on  Vancouver  Island. 


A  Dangerous  Encounter  With  a  Bear.

NE  of  my  first  experiences  while 
hunting  in  the  above  locality  came 
near  ending  fatally  for  a  companion 
who  was  with  me  on  that  occasion. 
The  incident  happened  about  seventeen 
years  ago,  and  I  think  is  of  interest  on  ac- 
count of  the  rareness  of  the  occurrence. 

We  started  equipped  for  several  weeks' 
hunting,  with  a  light  tent  and  as  few 
other  necessaries  as  we  could  do  with. 

Taking  the  Esquimalt  and  Nanaimo 
Railroad  to  Duncan's  we  hired  a  convey- 
ance to  the  lower  end  of  Cowichan  Lake, 
which  is  about  twenty-two  miles  in 
length.  This  distance  we  managed  easily 
the  next  morning  with  the  help  of  an  as- 
sistant who  possessed  an  Indian  canoe. 
On  the  journey  we  caught  some  half 
dozen  trout  averaging  about  three  pounds 
each,  and  about  midday  we  pitched  our 
tent  in  the  wilderness. 

After  a  good  square  meal,  consisting 
of  fried  trout  and  bacon,  we  were  suc- 
cessful in  bagging  several  brace  of  blue 
grouse,  which  were  very  numerous  in 
that  locality. 

Early  next  morning  our  guide  left  us, 
returning  to  the  lower  end  ot  the  lake, 
where  he  owned  a  rather  primitive  home- 
stead. 

After  breakfast  we  arranged  our  packs, 
dividing  our  provisions,  ammunition, 
blankets  and  tent  so  as  to  equalize  the 
weight  as  much  as  possible,  and  boldly 
commenced  our  first  tramp.  We  pro- 
posed making  our  way  to  the  trail  that 
ran  between  Nanaimo  and  Alberni,  of 
course  by  short  stages  and  hunting  occa- 
sionally, when  our  camp  was  in  a  likely 
locality.  As  our  packs  were  very  heavy 
we  were  well  content  to  camp  at  noon, 
more  especially  as  we  had  noticed  elk 
tracks  several  times  on  our  route,  and  as 
for  traces  of  common  deer  they  were  so 
numerous  that  we  hardly  took  any  notice 
of  them. 

I  soon  found  that  travelling  in  the 
woods    and    mountains    on  Vancouver 


Island  was  far  more  difficult  than  either 
the  wilds  of  Ontario  or  Quebec,  or  in- 
deed any  other  country  I  had  formerly 
hunted  in. 

The  windfalls  of  huge  firs,  that  one 
had  to  walk  around  or  else  climb  over, 
the  ferns  in  some  of  the  valleys  over  six 
feet  high,  and  the  thick  undergrowth  of 
salatt,  which  takes  the  place  of  ground 
hemlock  in  Ontario,  are  obstructions  to 
the  most  robust,  especially  if  he  has  a 
forty-five  or  fifty  pound  pack  to  carry  be- 
sides his  gun  and  ammunition.  These 
difficulties  are  mostly  in  the  valleys  and 
some  parts  of  the  level  country.  As  you 
ascend  the  mountains  the  timber  becomes 
more  stunted  and  scattered,  being  mostly 
spruce,  hemlock  and  small  cedars,  with 
here  and  there  patches  of  arbutus. 

The  highest  ridges  of  some  parts  of 
the  mountains  are  nearly  bare  of  trees 
and  covered  with  a  fine  short  grass,  or 
in  some  areas  a  species  of  heather  inter- 
mixed with  boulders  of  granite. 

But  to  continue.  We  did  not  hurry 
ourselves  or  make  any  very  long  tramps, 
especially  while  our  packs  were  heavy. 
We  soon  found  that  we  need  not  have 
taken  more  than  half  the  provisions  we 
had  estimated  as  necessary  for  our  expe- 
dition, as  grouse  were  very  numerous 
and  tame,  and  we  started  deer  frequently, 
nearly  every  day  during  our  trip.  It 
was  useless  shooting  one  as  we  had  all 
we  wished  to  carry,  at  least  during  the 
first  week  of  our  journey.  Our  course 
was  generally  in  a  northerly  direction, 
but  we  had'to  vary  it  frequently  to  get 
around  the  numerous  obstructions.  I 
wished,  if  possible,  to  secure  an  elk's 
head,  but  though  we  saw  their  tracks 
occasionally  we  never  got  sight  of  one 
during  our  hunt.  On  the  highest  ridges 
of  the  mountains  we  found  ptarmigan, 
some  of  which  we  easily  secured.  They 
are  handsome  little  birds  especially  in 
their  variegated  plumage,  and  fairly  good 
eating.      After   about  two   weeks  had 
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passed  our  bacon  was  nearly  finished,  so 
we  shot  a  young  buck,  and  found  it  a 
very  satisfactory  addition  to  our  larder. 
It  was  killed  close  to  our  camp  and  that 
night  we  were  serenaded  by  some  half 
dozen  timber  wolves — the  offal  of  the 
deer  evidently  attracted  them.  These 
pests  destroy  a  great  number  of  deer 
even  in  summer  time,  and  on  several  oc- 
casions we  happened  on  spots  where  it 
was  evident  that  a  deer  had  been  pulled 
down  and  devoured.  Strips  of  hide, 
freshly  picked  bones  and  bunches  of  hair 
told  the  tale. 

Bear  tracks  in  some  places  were  plenti- 
ful and  occasionally  we  noticed  panther's 
footmarks,  also  one  night  a  hind  quarter 
of  venison  was  taken  from  a  branch  of  a 
tree  close  to  our  tent,  and  from  traces 
left  evidently  by  a  large  bear.  On  the 
following  night  we  placed  some  meat  on 
the  same  branch  and  took  turns  watch- 
ing, but  bruin  evidently  had  business 
elsewhere  on  that  particular  occasion  for 
he  did  not  put  in  his  appearance. 

After  about  another  week's  hunting 
and  shifting  our  tent  every  second  day  in 
the  direction  our  course  indicated  we 
struck  the  trail,  which  was  in  those 
days  decidedly  not  such  a  good  stage 
road  as  it  is  at  the  present  day.  It  was 
nearly  dark  when  we  reached  it,  so  con- 
cluded to  camp  for  the  night. 

At  daylight  the  next  morning  a  couple 
of  Siwash  Indians  with  their  ponies, 
halted  at  our  camp  and  after  asking  for 
some  tobacco  informed  us  that  Cameron 
Lake  was  only  a  couple  of  miles  away  in 
the  direction  of  Alberni,  and  also  that 
they  and  half  a  dozen  of  their  "tillicums," 
or  friends  had  a  fishing  and  hunting 
camp  on  the  edge  of  it  not  a  great  dis- 
tance from  the  trail.  They  further  added 
that  several  bears  had  been  seen  the  day 
before  feeding  among  the  berry  patches 
near  the  water  by  one  of  their  party 
while  fishing.  They  had  four  miserable 
specimens  of  the  canine  race  with  their 
outfit,  the  particular  breed  of  either, 
neither  of  us  could,  with  any  certainty, 
vouch  for,  but  their  owners  affirmed  that 
they  were  good  for  hunting  any  species 
of  game,  especially  bears. 

This  gave  us  the  idea  that  if  we  hired 
them  and  their  dogs  for  a  day  or  so  we 
might  perhaps  be  lucky  enough  to  secure 


a  bear,  or  perhaps  a  panther,  as  these 
animals  in  most  cases  when  pursued  by  a 
dog  will  take  to  a  tree. 

So,  for  the  consideration  of  five  dollars 
per  diem,  we  engaged  the  services  of  our 
native  visitors.  Immediately  after 
breakfast,  in  which  our  new  allies  proved 
that  they  had  very  substantial  appetites 
when  invited  to  join  us  at  the  meal,  our 
tent  and  packs  were  flung  on  the  cayuses 
and  we  started  for  the  lake,  which  we 
reached  in  about  half  an  hour.  Then 
branching  off  to  the  right  on  a  very  in- 
distinct trail  for  some  three  quarters  of  a 
mile  we  reached  the  Indian  Camp,  which 
proved  nothing  more  than  a  few  poles 
with  1  couple  of  blankets  stretched  over 
the  top  with  cedar  and  hemlock  branches 
laced  together  forming  the  back  and 
sides.  In  less  than  half  an  hour  our 
tent  was  pitched  and  our  belongings 
safely  stowed  therein,  but  we  took  care 
that  it  was  at  a  safe  distance  from  the 
native  domicile,  as  we  noticed  that  clean- 
liness was  evidently  not  one  of  their  at- 
tributes. 

We  expected  to  start  at  once  on  a 
bear  hunt,  but  we  were  informed  that  a 
deer  hunt  would  be  first  on  the  program 
that  morning  as  an  Indian  lad  had  been 
dispatched  (prior  to  our  arrival)  with  sev- 
eral dogs  to  start  a  deer,  which  our 
guides  affirmed  would  be  almost  sure  to 
head  for  the  lake  when  hard  pressed. 
The  Indians  had  only  one  miserably  small 
dugout  canoe,  really  only  capable  of  car- 
rying one  person,  but  the  natives  said 
that  that  two  men  could  use  it  with 
safety. 

My  friend  was  stationed  on  a  runway 
not  far  from  the  camp.  I  was  posted 
about  a  mile  off  near  the  water's  edge, 
while  the  rest  of  the  natives  disappeared 
in  the  woods. 

In  a  very  short  time,  I  could  hear  by 
the  continuous  yelping  that  a  deer  wa.s  on 
the  move  and  gradually  approaching  the 
vicinity  of  the  lake,  but  just  when  I  felt 
certain  of  getting  a  shot  the  animal 
changed  its  course,  and  the  yelps  of  the 
native  curs  were  almost  lost  in  the  dis- 
tance. Then  the  distant  report  of  a  rifle 
echoed  along  the  lake  shore,  by  which  I 
inferred  that  the  hunt  was  over,  so  I 
started  back  for  camp  where  I  found  my 
friend  who  was  anything  but  elated  with 
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the  result  of  our  morning's  experience. 
However  he  cheered  up  considerably 
when  the  Indian  who  had  the  canoe  ap- 
peared, proudly  paddling-  towards  the 
landing  with  a  large  buck,  the  horns  of 
which  protruded  over  the  bow.  He  was 
still  more  pleased  when  after  the  animal 
was  skinned  we  were  presented  with  a 
hind  quarter,  also  with  some  half  dozen 
fine  trout. 

1  For  a  pecuniary  consideration  my 
friend  procured  the  head,  which  possessed 
as  fine  a  set  of  antlers  as  I  have  ever 
seen. 

After  a  good  dinner  it  was  arranged 
that  all  hands  in  camp  would  participate 
in  a  bear  hunt,  including  all  the  yellow, 
black,  white  and  mouse  colored  mongrels, 
who  although  generally  kicked  and 
cuffed  about  by  their  dusky  owners  al- 
ways expressed  the  most  evident  and 
lively  satisfaction  when  they  noticed 
preparations  of  a  nature  suggestive  of  a 
hunt. 

It  was  arranged  that  the  whole  party 
should  keep  together  along  the  edge  of 
the  lake  until  we  reached  the  base  of  a 
small  peninsula  running  a  short  distance 
out  in  the  water,  as  this  was  said  to  be 
the  spot  where  the  bears  were  last  ob- 
served. 

On  arriving  there  after  walking  about 
a  mile  we  separated,  keeping  about  fifty 
yards  apart,  and  then  at  a  given  signal, 
advanced  towards  the  point,  the  dogs 
following  their  individual  owners. 

In  less  than  five  minutes  several  of  the 
curs  started  their  yelps  and  immediately 
were  joined  by  all  the  rest,  making  the 
woods  ring  with  their  discordant  clamor. 
The  whole  pack  raced  away  ahead  of  us, 
followed  on  the  run  by  the  excited-Indians. 

My  friend  and  myself  scrambled  along 
as  best  we  could,  sometimes  stumbling 
over  fallen  trees  or  plunging  knee  deep 
through  swamps  and  mud  holes.  One 
of  the  natives  had  followed  along  the 
shore  with  the  canoe  in  case  any  animal 
should  take  to  the  water. 

As  we  advanced  tbe  barking  grew  more 
savage  and  continuous  and  it  was  easy 
to  guess  that  some  beast  had  turned  on 
its  pursuers  as  there  were  howls  denoting 
pain  as  well  as  savage  ferocity. 

We  hurried  forward  with  intense  ex- 
citement fearing  to  be  late  at  witnessing 


the  finale  of  the  worrying  uproar  that 
was  gradually  neanng  the  water's  edge. 
Suddenly  a  shot  rang  out  along  the  lake 
— evidently  fired  from  the  canoe.  Then  a 
couple  more  shots,  followed  by  ear  split- 
ting whoops  from  different  localities 
along  the  shore. 

We  now  reached  comparatively  open 
ground  covered  with  low  bushes  and 
could  get  a  more  extended  view,  besides 
being  able  to  cover  the  ground  on  the 
run.  In  less  than  a  minute  we  stood 
terribly  out  of  breath  at  the  water's  edge 
and  the  whole  performance  was  betore 
us. 

About  one  hundred  and  fifty  yards  out 
in  the  lake  a  large  she  bear  was  swim- 
ming, followed  by  two  well  grown  cubs, 
a  short  distance  behind  them  some  half 
dozen  dogs  were  doing  their  best  to 
catch  up  with  them,  all  the  time  giving 
tongue  in  a  variety  of  yelps,  which 
echoed  far  and  wide  along  the  lake. 
Added  to  this  was  the  .shrill  calls  and 
whoops  of  the  Indians,  who  as  fast  as 
they  could  load  their  old  muskets  and 
antiquated  muzzle  loaders,  were  letting 
fly  both  buck  shot  and  round  bullets,  all 
of  which  seemed  to  strike  the  water  at 
varying  distances  from  the  objects 
aimed  at. 

My  friend,  having  a  Winchester  rifle, 
was  in  the  act  of  taking  aim  when  the 
Indian  in  the  canoe  suddenly  rounded  a 
little  patch  of  low  bushes  that  extended 
a  short  distance  into  the  water,  paddling 
for  all  he  was  worth. 

My  companion  called  to  him  to  take 
him  on  board  to  assist  in  the  pursuit. 
The  Siwash  immediately  assented  driv- 
ing the  canoe  to  the  shore  at  a  furious 
rate.  My  friend  seized  a  paddle  and 
united  his  efforts  with  the  native  to  such 
purpose  that  I  could  see  that  they  would 
very  soon,  overtake  the  bears.  One  of 
the  cubs  was  evidently  wounded  for  it 
lagged  behind  the  others.  The  foremost 
of  the  dogs  were  soon  alongside  and  a 
desperate  battle  began,  on  hearing 
which  the  old  she  bear  at  once  turned 
and  swam  back  to  help  her  offspring. 
Before  she  could  reach  the  spot  the  canoe 
dashed  up,  my  friend  reserving  his  fire 
until  within  a  few  yards  of  the  infuriated 
animal.  Being  greatly  excited  his  aim 
was  unsteady,  the  bullet  merely  passing 
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through  the  fleshy  part  of  the  bear's  neck, 
which  only  made  the  brute  more  savage. 

The  impetus  of  the  canoe  carried  it 
almost  on  top  of  the  infuriated  beast, 
who  raising  herself  with  a  quick  plunge 
grabbed  the  side  of  the  dugout  and  in  an 
instant  my  friend  and  the  Indian  were 
dumped  into  the  lake.  The  Indian  on 
reaching  the  surface  seized  hold  of  the 
canoe  and  dodged  behind  it,  but  my 
friend  headed  for  the  shore,  as*- he  was  a 
good  swimmer. 

Unfortunately  he  attracted  bruin's  no- 
tice, who,  wild  with  rage  and  the  sting  of 
the  bullet,  immediately  gave  chase.  Al- 
though a  strong  and  rapid  swimmer  I 
could  see  that  she  would  soon  catch  up 
to  him,  so  called  to  him  to  that  effect. 
He  then  made  a  desperate  effort  to  in- 
crease his  speed  and  for  a  minute  or  so 
seemed  to  hold  his  own,  but  it  was  ap- 
parently useless.  The  huge  brute 
plunged  along,  gaining  every  instant, 
and  now  my  friend  seemed  to  realize 
his  danger  for  he  suddenly  ceased  his 
efforts  to  escape,  turned  about  and  faced 
his  enraged  pursuer,  who  the  next  min- 
ute with  a  snarling  growl  plunged  for- 
ward lifting  her  huge  body  one-third  out 
of  the  water  as  she  did  so.  The  next 
moment  they  were  in  collision.  I  saw 
my  friend's  arm  raise  as  he  gave  one 
desperate  thrust  with  his  hunting  knife, 
and  almost  at  the  same  time  the  bear's 
paw  descended  upon  his  head  and  he  dis- 
appeared from  view. 

The  enraged  animal,  after  glancing 
about  for  a  few  seconds,  headed  for  the 
opposite  shore  of  a  small  bay  to  the 
right  of  the  position  I  occupied.  I  had 
only  with  me  a  shot  gun,  and  she  was 
too  far  away  for  buckshot  to  have  any 
certain  effect.  I  emptied  both  barrels  on 
the  chance  of  a  stray  pellet  reaching  her, 
but  she  swam  on  apparently  untouched. 
I  was  greatly  excited  and  horrified  at  my 
companion's  sudden  end,  for  I  concluded 
the  bear's  blow  had  stunned  him,  and 
that  he  would  be  drowned  before  any 
help  could  reach  him.  I  called  to  the 
Indian  who  was  rapidly  making  his  way 
to  the  shore,  pushing  the  water  logged 
canoe  before  him,  to  move  it  towards  the 
spot  where  my  friend  had  sunk,  but  in  a 
few  moments,  greatly  to  my  delight 
there  was  a  great  commotion  in  the  water 


and  my  companion's  head  appeared. 
After  glancing  around  he  swam  slowly 
towards  the  approaching  canoe!  On 
reaching  it  he  grabbed  one  side  of  it, 
which  was  almost  level  with  the  water, 
and  commenced  to  assist  the  Indian  to 
propel  it  towards  shore. 

I  eagerly  inquired  if  he  was  much 
hurt,  but  he  only  replied  by  a  string  of 
cuss  words  referring  to  bruin,  who  was 
now  within  a  short  distance  from  land. 

Seeing  my  friend  was  safe  I  hurried 
around  the  edge  of  the  bay  as  fast  as 
the  nature  of  the  ground  and  rocky 
boulders  allowed  me,  followed  by  a 
couple  of  the  dogs,  which  had  not  taken 
to  the  water  when  the  rest  did  and  soon 
came  to  the  spot  where  the  bear  had  left 
the  water.  She  was  evidently  badly 
wounded  as  there  was  a  continual  stream 
of  blood  leading  towards  the  underbrush, 
which  fringed  the  shore  at  that  point. 
The  dogs  instantly  commenced  yelping 
and  dashed  away  in  pursuit,  but  on  en- 
tering the  heavier  woods  that  were  not 
fifty  yards  away,  their  tongue  changed 
to  savage  barking  which  at  once  informed 
me  that  the  bear  had  turned  on  them  and 
however  badly  wounded  was  showing 
fight. 

I  was  not  long  in  reaching  the  scene 
of  action,  guided  as  I  was  by  the  snort- 
ing growls  of  bruin  and  the  continuous 
noise  the  dogs  were  making. 

The  wounded  animal  was  making  des- 
perate attempts  to  scramble  up  a  steep 
rock,  but  had  not  strength  enough  left  to 
do  so.  I  watched  it  make  several  stag- 
gering rushes  at  the  dogs,  '  but  they 
easily  dodged  out  of  the  way.  As  I  was 
watching  for  a  chance  to  end  the  combat 
two  of  the  Indians  appeared  attracted  by 
the  clamorous  din  and  immediately  opened 
fire  at  a  close  range.  Poor  bruin  rolled 
over,  dying  almost  instantly,  as  one  of 
the  bullets  had  penetrated  her  brain. 

On  examining  the  other  wounds  we 
found  our  friend  had  given  her  a  deep 
wound  in  the  chest,  besides  which  a  ball 
through  the  fleshy  part  of  the  neck  and 
several  buckshot  had  penetrated  her 
flank  from  shots  fired  by  the  Indians 
prior  to  her  taking  to  the  water. 

It  took  all  our  combined  strength  to 
drag  the  carcass  to  the  water's  edge, 
where  the  Indians  set  about  securing  the 
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hide,  and  cutting  the  meat  into  portable 
quarters. 

I  now  hurried  back  to  the  point  on  the 
shore  where  my  friend  had  landed.  I 
found  him  seated  on  a  log  with  his  head 
bound  up  with  a  strip  of  his  shirt,  which 
was  saturated  with  blood.  He  was 
looking  very  pale  and  complained  of 
faintness.  I  luckily  had  a  flask  ot  spirits 
with  me,  and  after  he  had  taken  a  good 
pull  of  it  he  seemed  to  revive  great- 
ly, and  with  my  help  he  managed  to 
reach  camp,  where  I  examined  his 
wound,  which  though  only  a  deep 
scratch,  had  bled  considerably. 

He  mentioned  that  the  blow  the  bear 
had  given  him  stunned  him  for  a  few 
seconds,  but  that  the  cold  water  had  re- 
vived him  soon  enough  for  him  to  realize 


his  desperate  position,  so  instead  of 
rising  to  the  surface  at  once  he  had  made 
a  dive  that  would  take  him  some  little 
distance  from  where  he  had  received  the 
blow. 

The  next  morning  we  made  a  bargain 
with  the  Indians  to  pack  our  camp  outfit 
together  with  the  bear's  skin  to  Alberni, 
as  my  friend  expressed  himself  satisfied 
(for  a  while  at  least)  with  his  hunting  ex- 
periences on  Vancouver  Island,  and  he 
had  cause,  for  it  occupied  several  months 
before  the  ugly  scalp  wound  he v  had  re- 
ceived had  completely  healed. 

We  were  delayed  several  days  at  Al- 
berni waiting  for  one  of  the  coasting 
steamers,  which  calls  at  stated  periods 
at  the  numerous  Indian  settlements  and 
trading  points  along  the  West  coast. 


The  Wild  Pigeon.

fffWJlTHIN  the  past  year  small  flocks 
mkm  nave  been  seen  here  and  there 
where  for  many  years  they  have 
been  entirely  unknown,"  says  a  writer 
in  the  December  number  of  "Rod  and 
Gun"  referring  to  the  wild  pigeon. 

Where  have  they  been  seen  and  by 
whom? 

Further  on  we  are  told  by  the  same 
writer  that  "unlike  some  other  kind  of 
game  they  (the  wild  pigeon)  have  not 
been  exterminated.  They  have  migrated 
to  another  clime  for  reasons  we  do  not 
fully  understand.  In  some  parts  of 
South  America  they  are  still  numerous 
etc." 

It  would  be  very  interesting  to  natur- 
alists to  be  informed  what  authority  Mr. 
Cameron  has  for  these  statements.  It  is 
true  many  species  of  wild  pigeon  are 
found  in  South  America  but  not  the  in- 
digenous North  American  passenger 
pigeon  (Ectopistes)  about  which  Mr. 
Cameron  would  appear  to  have  been 
writing.    There  are  at  least   four  differ- 


ent species  of  wild  pigeon  found  in  North 
America  at  present  and  one  of  them 
(Columbia  fascialo)  may  be  seen  in  large 
numbers  in  British  Columbia.  But  the 
old  North*  American  passenger  pigeon 
(Ectopistes  Migratoris)  is  no  more. 

Present  conditions  are  such  they  could 
not  now  exist  in  North  America.  Just  as 
well  might  we  look  for  buffalo  in  the 
State  ot  Illinois. 

The  passenger  pigeon  was  strictly  a 
bird  of  the  beech  woods  and  with  the 
passing  of  the  beechwoods  of  Pennsyl- 
vania the  passenger  pigeon  passed  from 
the  face  of'the  earth  forever. 

I  think  the  last  record  we  have  of  the 
passenger  pigeon  (Ectopistes)  in  Canada 
was  in  1891.  At  that  time  a  specimen 
was  taken  near  Toronto  and  reported  by 
the  ornithological  sub-section  of  the  Can- 
adian Institute.  Four  years  later  the 
last  specimen  was  secured  in  the  States. 
Any  authentic  record  of  the  passenger 
pigeon  (Ectopistes)  at  a  later  date  than 
the  above  would  be  interesting. 


The  Woodcock.

THE  question  is  constantly  cropping 
up  in  the  Sporting  Journals  on  both 
sides  of  the  water  as  to  whether 
American  'cock  migrate  to  the  British 
Islands  or  where  they  really  do  go.  So 
far  as  I  know  the  question  has  not  yet 
been  satisfactorily  answered.  In  theory 
many  believe  they  do  cross  the  Atlantic. 
In  practice  it  is  doubtful  if  they  ever 
leave  the  American  continent,  but  in- 
stead migrate  to  the  Southern  latitude  in 
the  fall. 

There  are  several  reasons  why  those 
who  have  given  the  matter  close  study 
are  skeptical  as  to  woodcock  being  able 
to  make  the  North  Atlantic  passage. 

In  the  first  place  the  American  'cock  is 
a  little  smaller,  with  slightly  different 
markings  to  its  European  relation  (com- 
monly called  the  Norway)  and,  therefore, 
fairly  easy  to  distinguish  by  those  who 
have  shot  both. 

In  the  second  place,  although  a  migra- 
tory bird,  an  inspection  of  its  wings 
show  that  its  primary  feathers  are  very 
little  longer  than  its  secondary,  and, 
therefore,  not  adapted  for  very  long 
flights  over  water. 

However,  the  third  and  principal  rea- 
son is  that  the  'cock  is  a  very  delicate, 
but  voracious  feeder,  losing  condition 
very  rapidly  in  long  flights  over  water, 
where  it  is  unable  to  rest  or  feed,  or  in 
hard  frosty  weather. 

Now  we  will  suppose  that  the  Nova 
Scotian  woodcock  does  migrate  to  Brit- 
ain. Assuming  that  it  takes  the  short- 
est passage  and  rests  in  Newfoundland — 
its  line  of  flight  and  last  resting  place  on 
this  side — it  would  still  have  an  eighteen 
hundred  mile  passage  over  very  rough 
water  in  November,  drawing  a  straight 
line  to  the  nearest  land — viz  the  north- 
west coast  of  Ireland, 

As  the  Norway  'cock  has  less  than 
one-fourth  of  such  a  sea  voyage  to 
make,  to  the  eastern  coast  of  Britain, 
where  it  arrives  generally  in  an  exhaust- 
ed condition,  it  is  easy  to  understand 
why  so  many  sportsmen    and  naturalists 


are  so  sceptical  about  the  woodcock 
crossing  the  Atlantic. 

Mr.  A.  A.  Brown,  in  the  November 
issue,  states  that  he  knows  that  the 
Nova  Scotia  'cock  migrate  to  Ireland 
because  he  has  shot  them  there.  He, 
however,  does  not  give  us  any  reasons 
or  data  to  prove  the  faith  that  is  in  him. 
Because  he  shot  'cock  in  Ireland  that  is 
no  proof  that  they  came  from  Nova 
Scotia. 

Assume,  however,  that  Mr.  Brown  is 
correct.  Then  how  are  we  to  account 
for  the  fact  that  the  two  flights  of  'cock 
into  the  British  Isles  arrive  on  the  east- 
ern coast  of  England  and  Scotland,  and 
not  on  the  western  coast  of  Ireland. 

Having  seen,  shot,  and  helped  to  shoot 
many  thousands  of  these  birds  in  Ire- 
land— a  country  that  easily  holds  first 
place  in  producing  the  finest  shooting  of 
this  gamiest  of  game  birds — it  would  be 
as  well  to  explain  my  reasons  why  I,  too, 
am  skeptical. 

I  have  no  proof — because  I  have  never 
shot  a  Nova  Scotia  'cock  there — that  it 
cannot  make  the  North  Atlantic  passage 
safely,  but  I  will  tell  why  I  think  it  does 
not. 

The  principal  breeding  ground  of  the 
European  'cock  extends  from  Norway 
south  across  Switzerland,  Northern 
Italy,  and  along  the  eastern  coast  of  the 
Mediterranean  as  far  as  the  Grecian 
Isles. 

It  has  long  been  known  and  placed  be- 
yond all  doubt  that  'cock  migrate  west 
and  south  from  continental  Europe  in  the 
fall  and  north  and  east  from  Britain  in 
the  spring.  Heligoland,  a'  small  island 
on  the  north  German  coast,  lies  partly  in 
the  line  of  flight  and  some  valuable  data 
has  been  secured  from  the  light  house 
keeper  as  to  the  many  hundreds  of  'cock 
that  annually  kill  themselves  by  dashing 
into  the  light — a  very  powerful  one— at 
night. 

There  are  two  flights  into  Britain. 
The  first  arrives  with  the  October  full 
moon,  and  the  second  and  larger  with 
the  November  full  moon.    They  first  ap- 
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pear  along  the  eastern  coast  many  of 
them  in  a  very  exhausted  condition  ac- 
cording to  the  roughness  or  smoothness 
of  the  sea  passagef.  Here  the  weaker 
recruit,  the  stronger  continuing  their 
flight  west  as  long  as  the  weather  re- 
mains open  so  that  they  can  probe  for 
their  food.  They  scatter  all  over  the 
islands  right  up  into  the  north  of  Scot- 
land, but  with  the  coming  of  hard 
weather  they  depart.  No  line  of  beaters 
could  as  effectively  drive  them  as  does 
the  falling  of  the  thermometer  to  the 
milder  climate  of  the  west  coast  of  Ire- 
land, where  in  the  first  months  of  the 
New  Year  the  greatest  numbers  are  seen 
— one  hundred  brace  have  been  shot  in 
one  short  day  by  six  guns  around  the 
shores  of  Lake  Corrib,  County  Galway. 

In  the  last  few  years  many  sportsmen, 
keenly  interested  in  the  migratory  habits 
of  the  'cock,  the  game  bird  par  excel- 
lence of  Britain,  have  caught  many  young 
ones  and  placed  small  plates  of  metal  on 
the  legs  bearing  name,  place,  date  of 
month  and  year.  Then  by  advertising  in 
Home  and  Foreign  papers  they  have  as- 
certained a  great  deal  about  its  habits. 
This  is  still  being  done  and  those  who 
annually  shoot  woodcock  in  Nova  Scotia 
and  neighboring  Provinces  should  look 
out  for  these  marked  woodcock.  Fur- 
ther they  should  catch  and  mark  some 
themselves  as  they  have  the  opportunity 
of  doing,  and  advertise  in  the  British 
Sporting  Journals. 

Sportsmen  as  well  as  naturalists  have 
found  the  woodcock  a  most  interesting 
bird.  Perhaps  a  few  words  regarding 
its  habits  may  prove  interesting. 

The  woodcock  lives  by  suction,  its  bill 
being  a  bundle  of  sensitive  nerves.  It 
is  a  delicate  but  voracious  feeder,  and  it 
loses  its  condition  rapidly  in  long  flights, 
or  in  hard  weather,  for  its  principal  food 
consists  of  worms.  Only  certain  kinds, 
however,  are  eaten,  its  favorite  being  the 
small  red  worm,  found  in  a  certain  soft 
ground  and  cattle  manure,  known  as  the 
"Bramble"  from  the  alternate  rings 
around  it.  The  worm  is  well  broken  up 
in  the   bill  before  being  swallowed — an 


example  many  people  could  follow  with 
profit  to  themselves. 

Forced  in  hard  weather  to  seek  its 
food  in  springs  and  marshy  places  not 
reached  by  the  frost,  and  which  are  de- 
ficient in  nutriment  to  keep  up  its  condi- 
tion, it  becomes  very  thin,  falling  an 
easy  victim  to  evilly  disposed  people  and 
vermin. 

In  Ireland  the  hard  winter — or  spring 
of  '95  will  long  be  remembered  by  sports- 
men, as  for  several  seasons  after  that 
they  were  very  scarce.  Even  the"  coun- 
try people  refused  to  eat  them  because 
they  had  become  too  thin  and  poor  for 
human  food. 

In  the  last  two  decades  or  so  quite  a 
number  have  remained  and  bred  in  the 
British  Isles.  The  efficient  protection 
afforded  the  bird  and  the  quietness  of 
large  woods  and  wooded  mountain  sides 
make  such  places  its  favorite  haunts,  for 
being  a  nocturnal  feeder  it  loves  and 
seeks  a  quiet  place  to  sleep  by  day. 

Its  nest  is  made  in  a  space  free  of 
cover  for  a  few  feet  around  it  in  the 
wooded  side  of  a  mountain  or  peat  bog, 
always  selecting  ground  that  conforms 
as  much  as  possible  to  the  color  of  its 
feathers.  Four  eggs  are  laid  of  a  dirty 
whitish  grey  covered  with  small  choco- 
late spots.  Curious  as  it  may  seem  a 
few  chips  of  bark,  or  stiff  leaves  will  be 
found  stuck  up  on  the  windward  side  of 
the  nest.  On  going-  back  with  a  change 
of  wind  I  invariably  found  that  the  bird 
had  changed  her  small  shelter  also. 
When  hatching,  if  not  disturbed  too 
much,  she  becomes  very  tame.  Advanc- 
ing slowly  and  cautiously  up  to  the  nest 
I  have  passed  my  hand  almost  under  her 
before  she  would  move  off,  and  then  only 
to  fly  or  walk  a  short  distance  away 
where  she-  would  stand  and  watch  me 
with  a  very  indignant  expression  in  her 
large  and  very  round  black  eyes  at  being 
disturbed  from  her  maternal  duties. 

It  is  here  again  that  the  evilly  disposed 
person  can  do  great  damage  and  is  one 
of  the  principal  reasons  why  a  well  en- 
forced law  is  necessary  the  year  round  to 
protect  feathered  game. 


♦This  does  not  agree  with  Mr.  Jenner's  statement  in  the  September.' issue— that  flight  birds  are  always  in  good 
condition  when  they  arrive  in  N  >va  Scotia,  but  which  b;ars  out  what  I  have  tried  to  point  out,  viz:  that  the 
American  'cock  migrate  north  and  south  on  this  continent.    Otherwise  they  would  not  be  in  e^ood  condition. 
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To  come  suddenly  upon  a  woodcock 
and  her  young  brood,  is  to  have  the  op- 
portunity, if  you  are  an  observing  mor- 
tal, of  watching  a  very  interesting  sight. 
When  disturbed  suddenly  she  picks  up 
her  young  and  carries  them  away  one  by 
one  until  they  are  all  safely  removed. 
Even  if  one  walks  past  without  taking 
any  notice  of  her — it  makes  no  difference, 
they  are  taken  away  just  the  same.  Her 
instinct  and  motherly  care  warns  her  not 
to  trust  her  enemies,  for  the  woodcock  is 
a  good  mother. 

How  does  she  carry  her  young?  This 
is  such  an  interesting  question  that  it 
crops  up  now  and  again  in  the  sporting 
papers.  Does  she  carry  them  grasped 
between  the  legs  or  held  to  her  breast 
with  the  bill,  has  been  asked  time  and 
time  again? 

The  writer  has  many  times  sat  down 
when  he  has  come  upon  a  young  brood 
and  watched  the  mother  carry  them 
away,  one  by  one  without  detecting,  be- 
yond the  possibility  of  mistake,  which  of 
the  above  methods  she  employed.  I 
have  been  only  from  fifty  to  seventy-five 
feet  from  her  when  picking  them  up. 
No  doubt  this  will  appear  strange. 

When  it  is  remembered  that  she  keeps 
her  chicks  hidden  in  soft  but  not  too 
swampy  ground  with  a  thick  growth  of 
willow,  birch  or  elder  trees  and  that  she 
always  drops  in  silently  each  time  she 
returns  for  a  chick  from  a  different  point 
of  the  compass,  picks  it  up  under  cover 
and  then  flies  straight  for  the  nearest 
tree,  behind  which  she  manages  to  keep 


with  great  dexterity  until  hidden  from 
one's  sight  in  the  depths  of  the  woods, 
it  will  not  seem  so  strange  why  it  is 
difficult  to  detect  which  of  the  two  meth- 
ods she  employs.  From  the  glimpses 
caught  of  her  as  she  flitted  through  the 
wood  I  am  of  the  firm  opinion  that  the 
chicks  are  carried  grasped  between  the 
legs,  as  in  all  cases  when  flying  slightly 
broadside  to  me  the  chicks  appeared 
more  under  than  forward  of  the  breast. 

Another  problem  that  has  interested 
the  sporting  world  and  still  does  is  that 
the  cock  and  hen  are  so  much  alike  as 
regards  plumage  that  the  sex  of  the  birds 
are  not  easy  to  distinguish,  if  at  all. 
One  section  claims  that  distinguishing 
marks  of  the  sex  are  to  be  found  on  the 
primary,  or  first  feather  of  each  wing, 
that  is  the  feather  visible  when  the  wing 
is  folded.  Now  by  examining  these  four 
feathers  taken  from  a  pair  of  birds  shot 
in  the  vicinity  of  each  other  at  the  end 
of  the  season  when  the  birds  are  begin- 
ning to  mate,  it  will  be  found  that  the 
narrow  webs  of  two  differ  from  those  of 
the  others.  In  the  one  the  web  is  white 
and  the  other  barred  or  toothed  with  dark 
brown.  The  former  belongs  to  the  hen 
bird.  But  as  the  marks  are  more  pro- 
nounced in  the  young  birds  than  in  the 
old,  the  question  is  still  as  far  as  ever 
from  a  correct  solution*.  Dissection  is 
the  only  method  of  finding  out. 

Have  any  readers  of  "Rod  and  Gun" 
some  interesting  evidence  to  give  us  on 
this  subject? 


*It  is  true  that  the  female  is  sometimes  found  to  be  a  little  larger  than  the  male  but  among  young  birds  only 


A  Winter  Wolf  Hunt.

IN  the  long  winter  of  1903-4 — we 
called  it  the  long  winter  because 
there  were  twenty-nine  days  in  Feb- 
ruary 1904 — I  was  out  west  doing  noth- 
ing in  particular,  with  the  exception  of  a 
little  hunting  in  the  winter  and  fishing  in 
the  summer. 


As  it  happened  I  had  struck  a  nice 
quiet  hotel  at  Savanos  on  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  at  the  foot  of  Kamloops 
Lake,  which  is  really  a  swelling  in  the 
Thompson  River,  twenty-five  miles  long, 
and  from  three  to  four  miles  wide. 
When  I  say  the  hotel  was  quiet  I  should 
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remark  that  there  is  a  sleeping  annex  a 
few  feet  from  the  hotel  proper,  into 
which  a  fellow  can  retire  if  the  boys  get 
too  lively  about  the  bar. 

On  the  left  hand  side  of  the  lake  go- 
ing up  the  stream  there  are  some  cinabar 
rocks  from  which  quicksilver  has  been 
extracted,  but  the  hotel,  railway  and 
station  are  on  the  right  bank. 

In  these  places  there  is  almost  always 
a  floating  population  of  ranchmen,  trap- 
pers, hunters,  mineral  seekers,  timber 
cruisers  and  people  of  that  ilk. 

At  the  foot  of  the  lake  where  the  wa- 
ter begins  to  quicken  its  pace  as  it  ap- 
proaches its  outlet  into  the  Thompson 
River,  there  is  a  rope  ferry  boat  for 
crossing.  I  would  advise  the  unwary  to 
be  careful  not  to  leave  the  beaten  trail 
on  the  north  side  of  the  lake  as  the  soil 
there  produces  a  small  sized  cactus 
whose  spines  will  penetrate  the  soft 
leather  of  one's  boots. 

One  evening  in  February  I  fell  in  with 
a  lot  of  young  fellows  who  had  evidently 
made  camp  some  time  before  in  a  de- 
serted miner's  shack.  They  were  pros- 
pecting for  minerals — so  they  said — on 
the  north  shore  of  the  lake,  but  it  ap- 
peared to  me  they  were  principally  out  for 
a  ''good  time."  One  of  the  voung  fel- 
lows, as  I  afterwards  learned,  had  got 
into  some  scrape  with  a  bank  or  whole- 
sale house  in  Vancouver  and  was  putting 
in  his  winter  in  what  he  called  his 
"country  residence,"  so  as  to  make  an 
early  escape  across  the  border  in  the 
spring  with  a  view  of  getting  into  Mex- 
ico, out  of  the  reach  of  the  law. 

Their  stock  of  provisions  consisted 
chiefly  of  beans,  flour,  rice,  and  for  meat 
they  had  bacon,  venison,  bear,  grouse, 
rabbits,  etc.  The  shack  was  built  on  a 
good  sized  poplar  bluff  near  a  stream 
running  into  the  lake,  so  that  wood  and 
water  were  handy  and  abundant.  ■ 

There  were  three  in  the  party  and  they 
very  kindly  asked  me  to  make  a  fourth 
for  a  week  or  two,  so  that  they  might 
hear  about  the  outside  world,  make  up  a 
good  euchre  deck,  have  a  game  of  bridge, 
at  which  they  were  all   adepts — have  a 


new  hand  for  checkers  and  a  fresh  man 
to  whom  to  relate  their  old  chestnut 
stories. 

Along  the  lake  there  is  little  or  no 
rainfall  so  that  all  garden  stuff  is  raised 
by  irrigation  of  a  rather  primitive  de- 
scription consisting  of  a  four  by  four 
or  a  six  by  six  scantling  run  over  a  cir- 
cular saw  and  cut  into  a  "V."  Of  course 
there  are  boxes  or  sluices  where  more 
water  is  required  for  larger  cultivated 
fields,  gold  washing,  or  for  the  flotation 
of  shingle  bolts  or  sawn  timber  from  the 
high  land  to  the  water  edge  of  lakes  or 
rivers. 

All  through  British  Columbia,  espec- 
ially on  the  Fraser,  Thompson  and  Co- 
lumbia Rivers  there  are  Chinamen  wash- 
ing gold;  sometimes  they  are  met  with 
in  the  most  out-of-the-way  places,  and 
they  generally  have  with  them  a  good 
supply  of  dogs  in  case  other    food  fails. 

On  this  particular  day  I  was  out  on  a 
still  hunt  with  Jonas  Devilcuss.  He  had 
been  telling  me  stories  of  an  exploration 
party,  of  which  he  was  a  member  who 
visited  the  big  Nakimu  caves  situated 
near  Cougar  Creek,  six  miles  from  Gla- 
cier House  where  he  professed  he  had 
come  across  some  Indians  hidden  in  the 
dark  recesses  carrying  on  a  series  of 
most  disgusting  religious  (?)  ceremonies, 
ana  other  rites  of  a  horrible  nature  for 
the  purpose  of  initiating  the  younger 
blades  into  the  full  membership  of  their 
tribe*  Jonas  was  certainly  a  good  hand 
at  drawing  the  long  bow,  but  as  the 
evening  began  to  close  in  his  stories 
made  me  feel  rather  "creepie." 

It  was  half  way  between  daylight  and 
dark  when  a  cougar,  panther,  or  some 
animal,  came  out  of  the  dense  woods  and 
stood  on  a  log  on  the  roadside.  Devil- 
cuss who  wa^s  ever  ready  with  his  rifle,  up 
and  let  fly  at  it,  the  animal  made  a  most 
unearthly  yell,  something  between  a 
growl  and  a  scream,  bounded  into  the 
air  and  fell  a  lifeless  mass.  I  must  con- 
fess his  quick  action  and  the  uncertain 
light,  together  with  the  fierce  outcry  of 
the  brute  caused  my  hat — a  soft  felt  one 
— to  raise  about  one  inch;  my  hair' was 
close  cut  or  it  might  have  gone  higher. 


*I  afterwards  discovered  that  Devilcus  was  drawing  entirely  on  his  imagination,  as  no  trace  of  either  man  or 
animal  could  be  found  in  these  caves  although  an  exploration  has  been  made  of  5,550  feet  of  underground 
passageways. 
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Jonas  jumped  to  the  spot,  nothing  daunt- 
ed, and  shouted  4 'a  grand  specimen  of 
the  cathorincas  wolf."  I  was  not  then 
well  versed  in  the  various  species  of  the 
wolf  tribe,  but  since  coming  into  civiliza- 
tion I  have  turned  up  Buffon  and  several 
authorities  and  have  failed  to  find  the 
cathorincas  mentioned. 

"Well,"  I  said,  4 'now  you  have  got 
him  what  will  you  do  with  him?" 

He  replied,  "I  know  a  man  in  camp 
a  couple  of  miles  down  the  trail;  if  you 
will  carry  my  rifle  and  cartridge  belt,  I 
will  shoulder  the  brute,  get  him  skinned 
there,  and  tomorrow  we  will  come  back 
for  the  pelt.  It  is  too  dark  and  too  late 
for  us  to  stop  here  to  undress  it  ourselves. " 

''Right  you  are!"  said  1  and  I  took  my 
share  of  the  load.  The  road  was  rough 
and  night  coming  on  fast  so  we  pressed 
forward  at  full  speed.  By  the  time  we 
reached  the  shack  the  perspiration  was 
dripping  from  our  hats  and  our  shirts 
were  quite  damp.

A  Fall  Holiday  in  the  New  Brunswick  Forests.

HES,  winter  is  now  upon  us  and  in 
its  train  comes  long  nights  when 
one,  snugly  ensconsed  in  his  cosy 
den  turns  his  thoughts  again  to  the  days, 
not  so  many  weeks  past,  when  at  nights, 
sometimes  sleeping  under  the  stretched 
blanket  by  the  side  of  the  blazing 
log  fire  and  with  the  canopy  of  heaven 
for  a  covering,  he  laid  himself  down  to 
rest  awhile,  dreaming  of  the  hunt  and 
what  his  luck  would  be  on  the  morrow. 
Ah,  these  certainly  are  the  days  when, 
after  spending  a  year  in  the  environment 
of  a  busy  office  in  the  city  with  the  hustle 
of  a  business 
pervading  the 
daily  atmos- 
phere, one  feels 
that  he's  still 4 'a 
man  for  a'  that" 
and  life  is  worth 
the  living  ! 

Well,  it  was 
on  the  sixteenth 
o  f  September 
last  that  I  had 
my  anticipations 
realized  and  I 
arose — on  holi- 
day. I  had  sel- 
ected the  first 
open  day  of  the 
season  for  my 
departure  to  the 
woods, butafter- 

wards  I  discovered  in  this  my  mistake. 
Then  I  knew  not  so  many  of  the  natural 
instincts  and  habits  of  the  larger  deniz- 
ens of  the  forest,  for  every  sportsman 
knows  the  past  season  has  been  an  ex- 
ceptionally wet  one  and  in  consequence 
of  the  plentiful  supply  of  water  in  the 
woods  and  heaths,  big  game  have  not 
been  forced  to  frequent  their  regular  re- 
sorts of  former  drier  years  in  order  to  get 
drinking  water  and  the  plunge  they  so 
much  desire  after  being  the  daily  victims 
of  myriads  of  flies.  How  often  have 
guides  this  year  been  disappointed  when 
tracks  by  the  sides  of  the  streams, brooks 
and  pools  in  the  heaths,  have  been  few 
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and  far  between  ?  It  is  on  the  dry  and 
burnt  lands  that  most  of  the  spoil  has 
fallen  to  the  rifle  this  fall,  at  least  in  the 
early  part  of  the  shooting  season  in  New 
Brunswick. 

From  St  John  by  Intercolonial  Railway 
and  the  New  Brunswick  Coal  and  Rail- 
ways Company's  lines,  Chipman  is  reach- 
ed about  noon  one  having  been  only  a 
little  over  four  hours  on  the  road.  This 
in  itself  shows  how  near  Central  Canada's 
Winter  Port  is  to  some  *  of  the  finest 
Moose  and  Caribou  country  m  the  whole 
of  Canada.    A  team  was  in  readiness  at 

Chipman  and  in 
another  two 
hours  we  had 
arrived  at  the 
strore  where  our 
provisions  were 
in  readiness  for 
loading  on  "  a 
team.  Here  jl 
met  my  compan- 
ion from  West 
Alexandria, 
Pennsyl  va  n  i  a, 
and  soon  we 
were  under  way, 
with  our  stores 
aboard  and 
ready  for  the 
time  of  our  lives. 

For  the  five  of 
us  (we, our  guid- 
es and  the  cook  who  was  to  join  us,) 
the  following  were  taken,  exclusive  of  a 
good  stove  and  fittings  :  — seventy-five 
pounds  of  flour,  twenty  pounds  of  corn 
meal,  sugar,,  beans,  ten  pounds  pork, 
rice,  twenty-three  pounds  of  butter,  four 
bags  of  salt,  onions,  soda,  tartar,  coffee, 
five  pounds  biscuits,  five  pounds  apples, 
pickles,  salmon,  ten  cans  cream,  peaches, 
six  pound  raisins,  soap,  towels,  teapot, 
pan,  tins,  parafin  and  lantern,  roll  tar 
paper,  twelve  dozen  eggs,  three  cans  of 
lard,  fifteen  pounds  bacon  and  eighteen 
pounds  ham.  Looks  a  goodly  array  ! 
but  the  shooting  ground  was  a  long 
way  from    a     store    and  the  'bird  in 
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the     hand'    proverb    was     our  motto. 

Off  we  went  following-  the  course  of 
the  Salmon  River  for  some  miles,  then 
branched  up  the  Gaspereaux  valley. 
About  six  p.  m.  we  called  a  halt  on  the 
march  and  pitched  our  tent  near  an  old 
disused  barn,  lit  our  fire  and  had  our  first 
repast  on  the  turf.  Of  course  to  dampen 
our  buoyant  spirits  the  rain  appeared, 
at  first  slowly,  then  so  hard  that  out 
waterproof  covers  were  requisitioned  for 
the  grub,  and  we  were  forced  to  repair 
to  the  barn  in  which  we  passed  the  night 
while  a  violent  thunder  and  lightning 
storm  raged  above.  The  morning  show- 
ed no  signs  of  clearer  weather  and  the 
party  decided  to  wait  till  the  clouds  rolled 
by.  R$£*W$£ 

We  cooked  some  bacon  and  it  is  one  of 
the  privileges  only  of  hunters  to  kuow 
how  good  bacon  tastes  when  spread  on 
bread  washed  down  by  a  tin  of  tea  trom 
the  log  fire  ! 
Then  there  is  no 
thought  for  the 
morrow,  and 
how  raw  onions 
do  disappear  ! 
The  weather  by 
ten  a.m.  having 
cleared  to  a  fog 
we  decided  after 
some  target 
practice  in  which 
I  managed  to 
t  ho r  o  u  g  h  1  y 
please  theguide, 
to  continue  our 
course,  and  just 
as  we  were  set- 
ting out  on  came 
a  regular  down- 
pour. 

Still  into  the  woods  we  went  and  in 
two  minutes  must  have  looked  like 
drowned  rats.  Here  let  me  say,  we  were 
on  the  most  irregular  and  almost  unre- 
cognized road,  overhung  by  trees  and 
bushes  from  which  dripped  streams  of 
water.  How  the  horses  ever  struggled 
through  is  still  a  mystery  to  the  writer. 
Imagine  a  bad  portage  road  after  a  rain 
storm  with  the  bushes  often  meeting 
from  either  side,  pools  a  foot  deep  and 
as  thick  as  porridge  and  you  will  have 
some  idea  of  our  work.  But  yet  was  not 
such  an  experience  alone  worth  any  tem- 
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porary  discomfiture  !  Reminisences  an- 
swer, yes.  Then  only  think  of  our  feel- 
ings shortly  afterwards  when  out  came  old 
Sol. 

"  And  strongly  shone  he, 

And  the  hearts  of  the  sportsmen  rejoiced, 

When  the  face  of  the  sun  saw  they  " 

Soon  we  were  dry  again,  the  portage 
became  better  and  we  made  good  ground. 
Being  the  first  party  over  this  road  this 
season  one  can  well  imagine  that  often 
the  trees  lying  across  our  path  necessitat- 
ed the  use  of  the  axe.  Now  we  came  to 
descending  ground  and  it  is  not  long  be- 
fore one  of  the  beautiful  bends  of  the  pic- 
turesque Gaspereaux  Stream  unfolded  its 
beauty  to  our  eyes.  We  forded  it  here 
where  the  depth  at  its  greatest  was  over 
a  foot  and  the  breadth  somewhere  nearby 
fifty  yards.  The  guides  informed  us  that 
the  camp  was  a  mile  and  a  half  distant 
but  I  am  of  the  opinion  still  that  two  and 

a  half  is  decidedly 
nearer  the  mark. 
Tracks  ofMoose, 
Caribou,  Deer, 
and  one  Bear 
were  across  the 
path  now,  and 
the  countrylook- 
ed  good. 

Arrived  at  our 
destination  i  t 
was  our  first  duty 
to  make  the  camp 
of  a  year  ago  in- 
habita  b  1  e  by 
clearing  out  the 
place;  covering1 
it  anew  with  the 
tarred  paper,  er- 
ecting the  stove, 
cutting  fii  boughs 
and  twigs  and  pitching  the  tent  for  the 
provisions  etc.  It  had  been  our  original 
intention  of  making  for  a  permanent 
camp  three  miles  farther  ahead  but  owing* 
to  the  swampy  condition  of  the  interven- 
ing heath  this  was  placing  ourselves 
under  the  chance  of  being  stuck  up  there 
and  unanimously  it  was  agreed  to  forego 
such  an  expedition.  At  that  time  we 
would  be  about  twenty-five  miles  -distant 
from  Chipman.  Blueberries  were  most- 
abundant  and  of  a  very  large  size. 

In  the  -quiet  of  the  evening  I  all  but 
stumbled  upon  a  snake  when  trying  to. 
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locate  a  big  porcupine  on  a  tamarac 
close  by.  It  was  without  the  slightest 
compunction  that  the  former  was  made 
to  fall,  part  on  one  side  of  the  branch  and 
part  on  the  other, being  completely  sever- 
ved  by  the  bullet  of  my  companion's  U. 
S.  30.  The  reptile  proved  to  measure 
nearly  three  feet. 

To  a  person  with  his  eyes  wide  open 
quite  a  store  of  information  can  be  gath- 
ered of  the  happenings  in  the  forest  and 
with  a  little  reason  how  very  accurate  an 
idea  can  be  had  of  the  recent  doings 
there.  You  may  come  upon  the  scene 
of  an  encounter  between  two  bulls  and 
on  one  upright  stump  we  could  see  the 
claw  marks  of  a  bear  made  when  he  had 
been  stretching  himself  there. 

By  nine  p.  m. 
the  full  moon 
was  beginning 
to  send  forth 
her  light,  when 
the  campers, 
after  a  good  re- 
past and  in  the 
expectation  cf  a 
breakfast  before 
daylight,  courted 
the  Land  of  Ned 
perhapstodream 
of  the  chase  of 
the  Moose,  or 
the  shot  that 
missed  the 
Moose  and  kil- 
led the  Bear  ! 
Before  daylight 
my  guide  and  I 
were     on  the 

trail,  and  off  to  the  Caribou  heath  a  mile 
and  a  half  distant  where  the  year  before 
a  very  fine  head  of  forty-six  points  had 
been  secured.  After  cautiously  scanning 
the  heath  with  our  glasses  and  proceeding 
along  the  bordering  woods  its  entire 
length  we  drew  a  blank. 

The  meandering  of  Caribou  being  the 
most  uncertain,  we  squatted  down  amidst 
a  clump  of  dwarfy  bushes  covered  with 
their  favorite  eating  moss.  Though 
waiting  there  for  some  time  one  had  not 
the  luck  to  see  any  that  day.  The  air 
was  ideally  fine  and  everything  around 
seemed  to  scintillate  with  freshness  and 
purity.      The  banks  of  the  stream  gave

no  result  but  on  returning  to  camp  we 
heard  a  bull  moose  in  the  thin  woods  bor- 
dering a  clearing.  Calling  would  not 
bring  him  out,  still  his  presence  there  now 
convinced  us  that  we  were  not,  as  we  an- 
ticipated at  noon, too  early  for  calling.  On 
returning  to  camp  the  other  party  had 
met  a  similar  fate. 

Next  morning,  as  arranged,  two  other 
American  hunters  with  guides  arrived, 
supplied  with  a  duplicated  order  of  our 
list  of  provisions  and  the  party  was  com- 
plete. On  the  morrow  the  heath  was 
again  visited,  and  many  new  Caribou  tracks 
seen.  It  was  noticeable  that  the  animals 
were  not  frequenting  the  well  worn  tracks 
of  former  years  On  the  heaths  water 
was  everywhere  and  one  sank  in  the  moss. 

W  e  noticed 
and  commented 
on  the  fact  that 
Nature  provides 
the  Caribou  with 
hoofs  which  open 
to  the  shape  of  a 
saucer  thus  en- 
abling them  to 
travel  along  fast 
without  sinking. 
None  were  seen, 
however,  but  in 
the  evening  two 
Moose  answered 
our  calls.  How 
excited  one  gets 
when  he  first 
hears  the  distant 
crack,  crack, 
then  the  plainer 
snort,  and  lastly 
the  crackling  of  the  bushes  as  the  huge 
beast  plunges  through  the  trees  and 
thickets  !  I  firmly  believe  that  had  I 
obtained  the  opportunity  for  a  shot,  the 
bullet,  as  far  as  he  would  have  been 
concerned,  would  not  have  been  the  mes- 
senger of  death.  With  growing  acquaint- 
ance with  the  stillness  of  the  woods  and 
the  calmness  of  the  guide  one  soon  de- 
velops a  nature  free  from  excitement  and 
in  harmony  with  the  prevailing  quiet  and 
peacefulness. 

Having  had  no  luck  here  the  guide  de- 
cided to  visit  the  South  end  of  the  huge 
Caribou  plains  stretching  for  mile  after 
mile  through WestmorelandCounty  to  the 
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North  Shore  of  New  Brunswick.  Early 
next  morning  we  each  set  out  carrying  a 
pack  containing  a  piece  of  bacon,  tin 
plate  and  can,  tea  and  bread  and  two 
thin  blankets  for  we  intended  sleeping 
the  night  outdoors.  Six  hours  afterwards 
we  had  arrived  and  erected  our  pent  up, 
and  after  partaking  of  a  piece  of  bacon, 
bread  and  tea  proceeded  to  note  the  lie 
of  the  land.  In  every  respect  it  was  most 
promising,  in  fact  I  was  absolutely  cer- 
of  at  least  securing  the  long  wished  for 
shot.  Quite  near  our  selected  pitch  had 
been  the  sleeping  haunts  of  five  or  six 
Moose  the  night  before  so  surely  we 
would  get  a  crack  at  one.  A  quarter 
of  a  mile  distant  were  two  meadows  sep- 
arated by  a  strip  of  woods  one  hundred 
and  fifty  yards 
wide  and  inter- 
sected by  a  nar- 
row trail. 

We  proposed 
to  call  at  the 
Easterly  mea- 
dow when  com- 
ing in  but  alter- 
ed this  arrange- 
ment in  favor 
of  the  westerly 
— the  one  nearer 
the  camp.  Luck 
seemed  to  dog 
our  footsteps 
forever  for  we 
had  no  sooner 
called  in  the 
West  than 
straightway 
were  we  answer- 
ed from  the  East, 
made  for  the  lane

After  jumping  up  we 
and  imagine  our  sur- 
prise when, two  hundred  yards  off, we  saw 
coming  prancing  towards  us  a  bull.  We 
crouched  down  instanter,  and  at  the  same 
instant  he  too  disappeared  in  the  thicket. 
Believing  that  he  had  discovered  the  hoax 
we  rose  and  proceeded  along  the  clear- 
ance when  lo  a»d  behold  he  crossed  our 
path  fifty  yards  ahead  and  so  quickly  that 
ere.the  gun  was  raised  he  had  developed 
into  thin  air.  How  we, — yes,  nearly 
swore  !  True  it  was  that  we  were  hav- 
ing a  gradual  succession  of  better  luck.  I 
knew  I  would  have  my  Moose  tomorrow, 
and  I  did  !  That  night  we  slept  in  a  pent 


up  through  a  bad  rainstorm  and  not  so 
badly  either  though  one's  legs  were  in- 
clined to  get  stiffish  by  trying  to  keep 
them  under  the  poles  as  much  as  pos- 
sible. 

Walking  through  a  clearing  next  day 
all  at  once  I  heard  the  magic  words 
"Give  it  to  him  !"  and  turning,  in  front 
saw  what  at  first  glimpse  at  two  hun- 
dred yards  looked  to  me  like  a  buffalo 
fast  disappearing  behind  a  few  bushes. 
I  let  drive  at  him  running  and,  horrors, 
missed!  As  he  reappeared,  pursuing  his 
way  as  fast  as  ever,  I  again  fired  and 
still  saw  no  effect  except  for  what  I  took 
to  be  a  slight  quiver.  Raising  my  sights 
to  five  hundred  yards  range  I  ran  on  with 
the  expectation  of  getting  a  long  shot  at 

him,  for  ere  this 
he  had  reached 
the  far  side  of 
a  clump  of  bush- 
es. Imagine  my 
delight  at  dis- 
covering him  un- 
able to  rise  ow- 
ing to  a  bad 
wound  in  the 
back  legs.  That 
was  my  Moose 
and  I  felt  good. 
After  getting 
to  camp  it  was 
not  a  surprise  to 
see  a  fresh  Cari- 
bou hidehanging 
up  for  we  sur- 
miseol  as  much 
by,  on  the  prev- 
ious day, hearing 
the  other  party

shots  from  the  direction 
had  taken. 

A  continuous  rain  of  eighteen  hours 
effectually  prevented  our  getting  out,  and 
to  pass  the  time  away  a  chequer  board 
was  improvised.  With  stories  and 
chequers  a  lazy  day  was  spent.  Having 
now  decided  to  return  we  set  out  on  our 
journey  at  six  a.  m.  and  arrived  at  the 
guide's  home  at  six  p.  m.  These  twelve 
hours  proved  some  of  the  most  eventful 
times  it  has  been  my  luck  to  see  !  Im- 
mediately after  setting  out  from  camp  we 
found  every  little  brook,  so  swollen,  with 
the  recent  rains  as  to  be  almost  impass- 
able.     What  the  main  stream  would  be 
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like  we  could  only  conjecture.  I  may 
say  that  with  the  exception  of  our  two 
selves  the  others  spent  some  days  further 
in  the  camp. 

Cross  the  stream  however,  we  must 
and  we  did,  thanks  to  the  thorough 
woodsman  I  had  as  guide.  A  birch  pole 
was  cut  and  with  this  I  tried  to  stem  the 
current  but  had  only  waded  in  about  five 
yards  when  I  was  forced  to  retire  for  the 
foot  holds  were  most  uncertain  with  four 
feet  of  water  sweeping  the  stones  under- 
neath along  in  its  course.  In  face  of  this 
the  sturdy  guide  guaranteed  to  have  me 
over,  rifles,  sacks  and  all  inside  two 
hours.  Accordingly,  up  stream  we  went 
half  a  mile.  There  we  felled  six  good, 
dry,  upstanding  pines,  and  by  the  aid  of 
a  small  piece  of  rope  we  had,  these  were 
held  together,  and  with  nails  which  we 
carried  the  catamaran  was  strengthened 
by  means  of  crossbars  and  in  a  very  short 
space  of  time  our  bark  was  launched  in 
the  foaming  torrent.     The  navigating, 


by  means  of  a  birch  pole,  required  to 
shoot  past  quickly  appearing  rocks  and 
rapids, was  by  no  means  easy  work  but 
the  far  side  was  reached  in  safety  and 
the  experience  one  not  easily  erased  from 
the  memory.  After  this  we  had  on  two 
occasions  to  bridge  brooks  by  felling 
trees.  Brooks,  which  only  a  *  eek 
ago  were  only  ten  yards  wide  or  so  now 
rushed  along  in  torrents.  From  one  of 
the  accompanying  photos  one  can  easily 
see  what  this  meant  to  us.  One  Lum- 
ber Co.  were  driving  logs  on  the  Salmon 
River.  Tired  and  footsore  I  went  to  bed 
but  arose  in  the  morning  only  regretting 
that  such  a  holiday  has  an  end. 

For  any  man  who  desires  to  spend  an 
ideal  holiday  let  him  get  in  touch  with  a 
good  guide,  then  with  his  bundle  on  his 
shoulder  let  him  foot  it  into  the  wilds  on 
one  of  these  lovely  fall  days  when  the 
air  is  a  tonic,  and  the  quiet  and  serenity 
of  the  woods  a  rest  indeed  from  the  ner- 
vous strain  of  city  life. 


Our  Vanishing  Deer.

I have  read  the  discussion  that  has 
been  carried  on  for  the  past  year 
through  your  pages  with  the  utmost 
interest,  and  while  some  contributors 
have  unwisely  dropped  argument  to  des- 
cend to  personalities,  yet  on  the  whole 
the  discussion  has  been  waged  fairly  free 
from  bitterness  and  must  be  productive 
of  good.  I  was  particularly  pleased  with 
the  article  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Murdoch. 
Those  who  are  at  all  familiar  with  con- 
ditions now  prevailing  in  Muskoka  know 
that  he  is  right. 

I  have  been  am  ardent  hunter  all  my 
life  and  for  over  ten  years  I  have  gone 
regularly,  north  for  deer.  At  the  start 
I  hunted  with  dogs — but  I  gave  them  up 
after  abundant  demonstrations  of  the 
utter  cruelty,  of  the  process.  No  genuine 
sportsman  desires  to  torture  the  victim  of 
his  sport,  and  no  man  who  has  seen  a  doe 
or  a  fawn  racing  with  open  mouth  and 


steaming  coat  in  wide-eyed  terror  before 
a  hound  can  deny  the  absolute  cruelty  in- 
flicted. Moreover  a  deer  is  a  ruminant, 
and  must  have  time  to  digest  its  food. 
Think  what  it  must  mean  to  the  animal 
started  in  the  morning,  just  after  feeding, 
and  kept  on  the  move  for  several  hours, 
finally  if  not  killed  by  some  hunter  to  be 
plunged  into  icy  water.  I  am  convinced 
that  the  ravages  of  the  dog  on  the  deer 
do  not  end  with  the  hunting  season,  nor 
is  it  represented  by  the  deer  brought  out 
by  the  hunters.  I  have  repeatedly  found 
carcases  of  deer  with  no  mark  of  injury 
on  them.  Few  domesticated  animals 
would  survive  a  long  chase  by  a  dog  if 
while  heated  they  were  plunged  in.  ice 
cold  water.  I  am  satisfied  that  many 
deer  perish  from  this  cause.  Those  of 
your  readers  uho  are  familiar  with  sheep 
know  that  once  a  flock  has  been  worried 
by  dogs  it  becomes  worthless  for  breeding 
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purposes.  Did  you  ever  note  the  large 
number  of  dry  does  to  be  found  and  then 
query  whether  the  dogs  are  not  respon- 
sible for  their  loss  of  reproductiveness  ? 

For  years  I  have  been  convinced  that 
our  deer  are  steadily  losing  ground.  As 
a  sportsman  I  have  been  interested  in 
determining  the  cause  and  I  am  equally 
convinced  that  the  use  of  dogs  is  very 
largely  responsible.  It  may  be  a  sur- 
prise to  know  that  Ontario  is  the  only 
Province,  State  or  Territory  on  the  nor- 
thern continent  where  the  dogs  are  un- 
limited— Quebec  allows  them  for  a  short 
time  each  season  with  restrictions.  In 
discussing  the  question  with  the  chief 
game  warden  of  Maine  I  was  informed 
that  when  it  was  decided  to  prohibit  dogs 
the  deer  were  almost  extinct.  Since  the 
dogs  were  stopped  they  have  been  in- 
creasing at  a  wonderful  rate  and  last 
season  over  forty  thousand  were  killed 
in  that  State  alone.  Where  would  our 
deer  be  if  forty  thousand  were  killed  in 
Ontario  ?  The  State  of  Michigan  had 
the  same  experience  and  a  few  years  ago 
most  vigorous  laws  were  enacted  against 
dogs.  The  chief  game  warden  says  : 
' 'the  deer  are  now  on  the  increase." 
From  Newfoundland  to  Alaska  dogs  are 
barred  if  we  blot  out  Ontario  and  the 
partial  season  of  Quebec.  The  chief 
game  warden  of  British  Columbia  tells 
me  :  "that  they  had  to  prohibit  dogs  be- 
cause every  good-for-nothing  Indian  who 
owned  a  mongrel  would  sit  in  his  canoe 
on  some  little  lake,  and  with  a  club 
slaughter  all  the  deer  in  the  vicinity." 
Naturally  the  deer  are  increasing  since 
the  dogs  were  prohibited. 

In  the  Highlands  of  Ontario  we  have 
the  greatest  natural  feeding  ground  for 
Cervus  Virginianus  (red  deer)  that  is  to 
be  found  on  the  continent.  Roughly  the 
area  extends  from  Georgian  Bay  East- 
ward and  from  the  Canadian  Pacific.  If 
we  go  much  farther  north  the  snow  is  too 
deep  in  the  winter  and  the  food  conditions 
are  not  right.  It  is  necessary,  therefore, 
that  the  deer  be  given  sufficient  protec- 
tion within  this  area  to  enable  them  to  at 
least  hold  their  own.  I  think  every 
hunter  with  or  without  dogs  will  agree 
to  that.  Algonquin  Park  is  not  suitable 
owing  to  the    ravages   of  the  wolf  who 


has  taken  up  his  abode  there  and  is  ap- 
parently increasing.  1  look  for  no  in- 
crease within  the  Park  and  consequent 
overflow  into  adjacent  territory  until 
the  wolves  have  been  overcome. 

The  only  way  to  retain  our  deer  now 
that  new  territory  has  been  opened  by  the 
railways  is  to  stop  the  dogs.  That  has 
been  the  experience  of  other  places  and 
that  is  bound  to  be  our  experience.  I 
thoroughly  understand  and  appreciate  the 
thrill  that  comes  with  the  wild  baying  of 
the  dogs.  But  I  have  decided  that  I  can 
do  without  the  thrill  rather  than  lose  our 
finest  game  animal.  I  think  nearly  every 
sportsman  could  settle  this  question 
among  themselves.  If  they  will  generally 
agree  that  the  dog  is  a  menace,  it  will 
be  an  easy  matter  to  remove  the  menace. 
Perhaps  a  league  of  sportsmen  for  this 
purpose  might  be  formed.  Such  a  league 
was  formed  in  Michigan  when  it  was 
found  that  the  deer  were  rapidly  going 
the  way  of  the  Buffalo,  and  every  mem- 
ber of  that  league  was  pledged  to  shoot 
every  dog  he  found  running  deer.  Nat- 
urally the  dogs  were  not  taken  in  when 
the  men  who  did  not  favor  dogs  began  to 
demonstrate  their  dislike.  We  do  not 
want  to  wait  until  such  a  condition  arises 
here,  but  there  are  a  large  number  of 
sportsmen  in  this  Province  who  insist 
that  the  deer  be  given  a  fair  chance 
for  his  life. 

A  deer  chased  by  a  dog  has  no  chance. 
Every  hunter  ahead  of  him  is  warned  of 
his  doming.  If  he  escapes  one  party  it 
is  only  to  run  into  another.  If  finally  he 
is  compelled  to  take  to  the  water  as  the 
last  resort  he  is  ruthlessly  murdered  by  a 
butcher  in  a  boat.  I  believe  no  man  will 
claim  to  be  a  hunter  or  a  sports- 
man who  kills  an  exhausted  deer  in  the 
water. 

I  believe  that  something  should  be 
done  at  once  to  check  the  decrease  in  our 
deer,  and  I  also  believe  that  once  aroused 
the  initiative  will  come  from  the  hunters. 
If  each  hunter  will  drop  a  line  to  his  re- 
presentative in  the  Legislature  urging 
action,  it  will  soon  bring  results.  And 
when  protective  legislation  does  come, 
sportsmen  should  thank  "Rod  and  Gun" 
for  keeping  its  pages  open  for  discussion. 


How  to  Preserve  Our  Big  Game.

I have  been  deeply  interested  in  read- 
ing the  various  opinions  expressed 
by  contributors  of  "Rod  and  Gun 
and  Motor  Sports  in  Canada,"  anent  the 
diminution,  and  causes  thereof,  of  our 
big  game.  One  class  of  men,  the  still 
hunters,  place  the  blame  on  the  fellows 
using  hounds  and  shooting  deer  in  the 
water,  and  vice  versa.  Will  you  allow 
me  a  little  space  in  your  valuable  sport- 
ing magazine,  to  give  my  views  on  this 
subject? 

Firstly,  I  will  say  that  it  is  my  firm 
belief  a  certain  number  of  men,  of  both 
classes  I  have  mentioned,  have  been 
guilty,  and  likely  more  than  once,  of 
committing  serious  abuses  by  killing  far 
in  excess  of  their  legal  allowance,  or 
even  in  close  season.  The  still  hunters 
are  probably  more  to  blame,  for  the  rea- 
son that  they  are  more  numerous  than 
those  using  hounds.  Personally,  I  have 
never  shot  a  deer  in  the  water  and  will 
never  do  so,  simply  because  I  prefer  to 
walk  the  bush  in  quest  of  game  of  any 
sort,  excepting,  of  course,  duck  shoot- 
ing. I  am  not  against  the  use  of  hounds 
'  in  a  limited  number,  as  the  season  for 
that  mode  of  hunting  is  very  short,  and 
quite  rightly  too. 

I  think  the  diminution  of  our  big  game 
is  due  to  the  following  causes: 

(a)  Ravages  by  wolves. 

(b)  The  great  increase  in  the  number 
of  hunters  in  the  last  twenty  years. 

(c)  The  cheapness  of  firearms  as  com- 
pared, to  a  decade  ago, — all  sorts  of 
weapons  are  now  found  in  the  hands  of 
even  youngsters. 

(d)  The  wilful  ignorance  of  the  game 
laws  by  a  score  of  men  and  their  inde- 
cent thirst  for  killing  anything  alive, 
anywhere,  at  any  time  and  in  any  quan- 
tity,— to  this  class  belongs  the  pot 
hunter  and  he  should  receive  no  mercy 
when  brought  to  justice. 

(e)  Lumbermen's  camps  also  do  a  good 
deal  of  unlawful  hunting;   I  will  not  say 


all  camps  do,  but  undoubtedly  too  many 
of  them. 

One  point  which  I  wish  to  emphasize 
is  that  although  our  people  are,  in  cer- 
tain portions  of  the  country,  law-abiding 
citizens  and  respectful  of  game  laws 
there  are  others  who  are  perhaps  the 
worst  enemies  of  fish  and  game.  I  re- 
member some  years  ago  I  made  a  pres- 
ent of  a  rifle  to  an  old  man  who  had  been 
very  kind  to  me,  but  at  the  time  I  was 
careful  to  warn  him  never  to  disgrace 
himself  by  abusing  the  privileges  com- 
mon to  all.  He  faithfully  promised  to 
heed  my  warnings.  When  I  saw  him 
again,  he  innocently  admitted  that  al- 
though he  was  a  poor  shot,  still  he  had 
killed  nine  deer  during  the  summer  and 
fall,  but  a  nearby  friend  had  done  better; 
he  had  got  seventeen  deer.  Readers 
may  just  imagine  how  disgusted  I  felt 
and  how  I  regretted  having  made  such  a 
gift  to  that  two-legged  wolf. 

How  can  we  improve  matters  and  help 
to  increase  our  game?  Well,  this  is  a 
big  question,  one  the  answers  to  which 
would  materially  vary,  as  opinions  differ: 
but  that  it  is  an  important  question  re- 
quiring serious  consideration  and  action, 
all  will  admit.  My  suggestions  are  as 
follows: 

1.  Absolute  prohibition  of  the  sale  of 
game  which  should  not  now  be  consid- 
ered as  staple  food,  except  in  unsettled 
parts  of  the  Dominion.  Game  should  be 
classed  with  luxuries. 

2.  One  deer  to  each  hunter,  during 
the  open  season. 

3.  The  continuance  of  the  $15  bounty 
on  wolves. 

4.  No  game  to  be  allowed  in  cold 
storage  one  month  after  close  season. 

5.  Appointment  of  selected  officials, 
to  be  well  paid,  to  travel  the  Province, 
visit  lumber  camps  or  any  other  place 
where  it  is  suspected  the  law  is  being 
violated. 

I  have  always  been  in  favor  of  a  gun 
or  rifle  tax  of  $1,  the  revenue  to  be  ap- 
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plied  to  paying  the  officials  I  have  just 
named. 

Better  encouragement  and  help  should 
be  given  to  our  protective  associations, 
by  all  sportsmen  or  others  directly  or  in- 
directly interested  in  the  preservation  of 
fish  and  game.  These  associations  do 
an  immense  amount  of  good  and  deserve 
a  helping  hand  wherever  it  can  be 
tendered. 

Our  sporting  publications  also  help  to 
show  the  importance  of  abiding  by  the 
laws  of  true  sportsmanship.  But  more 
should  be  done  to  enlighten  our  people 
in  this  direction;  for  instance,  some  ap- 
propriate literature  might  be  published  in 
booklet  form  and  extensively  distributed. 

As    it    is,   a  great  deal  of  ignorance 


exists  as  to  the  immense  value  of  our 
fish  and  game  and  the  necessity  of  help- 
ing to  preserve  them.  A  small  publica- 
tion on  these  points,  if  nicely  got  up  and 
freely  given  away  would  certainly  open 
the  eyes  of  a  large  portion  of  our  people 
who  would  thus  receive  proper  education 
and  become  interested  in  the  work  of 
preserving  assets  which  Nature  has  so 
liberally  bestowed  upon  this  country. 

The  fish  and  game  laws  of  Ontario  I 
believe  to  be  fairly  well  observed  and 
well  framed.  It  must  not  be  forgotten 
that  the  country  is  extensive  and  abuses 
will  be  committed  in  future  as  they  have 
been  in  the  past,  but  all  possible  means 
should  be  taken  to  reduce  them  to  a 
minimum. 


Spearing  Under  Difficulties.

WHILE  gathering  his  annual  supply 
of  ice  from  the  river  last  winter  an 
ice  man  saw  several  fish  darting 
about  in  the  water  and  he  asked  a  young 
man,  who  was  loading  ice  on  the  sleighs 
to  come  over  to  him  and  see  the  fish  for 
himself. 

The  young  man  did  so  and  when  he 
saw  the  fish  picked  up  an  ice  pole,  which 
was  tipped  with  iron,  and  both  stood 
looking  down  into  the  clear  water. 

After  waiting  quite  a  while  for  the  fish 
to  reappear  the  young  man  began  to  get 
cold  and  was  just  turning  away,  when  he 
saw  a  dark  streak  shoot  out  into  the  open 
water.  There  it  stopped  for  a  few  min- 
utes slowly  moving  its  fins  backwards  and 
forwards,  and  then  with  a  twist  of  his 
tail  it  turned  itself  around  and  made  for 
deeper  water  under  where  the  young 
man  was  standing  on  the  ice. 

Quick  as  a  flash  he  drove  the  sharp  pole 
straight  down  into  the  water  and  hit  the 
fish  on  the  side  of  the  back  bone  about 
four  inches  from  its  head  and  the  sharp 


end  or  the  pole  went  right  into  its  body. 

The  young  man  could  not  lift  the  fish 
out  as  his  spear  did  not  have  any  barb  to 
catch  hold  of  the  fish,  and  so  he  just 
pressed  it  down  on  to  a  large  rock  in  the 
river  bed,  where  he  held  it  while  he  pick- 
ed up  another  ice  pole,  which  had  a  hook 
on  the  end  for  pulling  the  cakes  from  the 
open  water  towards  the  harvester,  while 
the  one  he  was  holding  the  fish  down 
with  was  to  push  them  from  the  gatherer. 

Slowly  lowering  the  pole  down  until 
he  had  the  sharp  hook  directly  under  the 
head  of  the  fish  he  gradually  took  the 
hook  under  its  gills,  then  giving  the  pole 
a  quick  jerk  upwards,  the  hook  fastened 
well  up  past  the  gills  into  the  head.  He 
then  drew  up  the  fish,  which  when  weigh- 
ed tipped  the  scales  at  three  and  a  quar- 
ter pounds — pretty  good  for  a  black  bass. 

This  incident  happened  on  the  Aux 
Sauble  River  near  Ailsa  Craig  and  was 
witnessed  by  the  writer  himself  and  I 
must  say  it  was  an  unique  way  of 
spearing. 


AN  IDEAL  CAMP  IN  TEMAGAMI,  NORTHERN  ONTARIO. 

Temagami.

"Far  away  from  peopled  cities,  far  away  from  noise  and  grime, 
Where  the  sighing  woods  make  music,  where  the  waters  run  in  r)hme> 
Lies  a  gem  of  rarest  azure  in  an  emerald  embrace, 
Lies  Temagami,  an  Eden  in  the  forests'  inner  place." 

(Malloch) 


BHE  purpose  of  this  article  is  to  tell 
shortly  and  simply  the  story  of 
Temagami — a  story  of  men,  rods 
and  fish;  of  blue  skies  and  bluer  lakes; 
of  wooded  islands  and  shores  indented 
with  a  thousand  bays;  of  bass  that  lurk 
below  lily-pads  and  strike  at  the  angler's 
casts  in  doubles  and  triples;  of  the  sum- 
mer day  siesta  of  the  lordly  moose  and 
how  it  is  sometimes  disturbed;  of  quiet 
camp  and  hotel  life  in  the  Temagami  ter- 
ritory, beautiful  Temagami! 

We  came  to  Temagami  via  North  Bay, 


where  the  Grand  Trunk  system  connects 
with  the  southern  terminus  of  the  Tem- 
iskaming  and  Northern  Ontario  road 
which  runs  tortuously  north — all  rail- 
roads are  inclined  to  indirectness  in  this 
country  by  reason  of  the  many  moun- 
tains and  lakes  that  are  here—two  hun- 
dred and  nine  miles  to  McDougall's 
Chutes,  the  present  northern  end  of  the 
line  which  will  be  extended  to  connect 
with  the  Grand  Trunk  Transcontinental 
in  the  not  too  distant  future. 

It  may  be  that   the  men  who  selected 
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the  route  over  which  the  Temiskaming 
and  North  Ontario  railroad  runs,  did  so 
with  an  eye  to  scenic  beauty,  but  it  must 
be  admitted  that  men  who  start  through 
such  a  country  as  this  is  to  lay  out  a  line 
upon  which  a  railroad  is  to  be  construct- 
ed, are  more  often  moved  to  follow  the 
course  of  least  resistance  than  to  be  car- 
ried away  by  the  charm  of  azure  lakes 
and  wooded  hills.  In  the  country  trav- 
ersed by  this  railroad,  which  penetrates 
one  of  the  most  fascinating  parts  of  the 
continent,  it  would  have  been  far  more 
difficult  to  avoid  beautiful  scenery  than 
to  find  it  and  thus  it  happened  that  the 
eye  of  the  traveler  is  delighted  by  mere 
looking  from  the  car  window  and  is  not 
fatigued  by  searching  for  new  beauties 
amid  scenes  so  prolific  of  these  that  have 
not  to  be  dragged  forth  but  spread  in 
endless  panorama  that  he  who  runs  may 
read  and  be  filled  with  the  joy  of  a  story 
so  beautiful  and  so  entrancing. 

In  the  winter  these  hills  lie,  cold  and 
white,  beneath  their  cover  of  snow,  and 
the  lakes  make  wide  stretches,  of  level 
expanse,  marked,  it  may  be,  by  the  foot- 
prints of  men  who  have  chosen  the  snow 
covered  lake  as  affording  a  short  cut  to 
some  objective  point,  or  the  trail  of  wild 
animals  similarly  economical  of  time  and 
effort.  In  the  summer  these  lakes  and 
hills  tell  quite  another  story  to  those  who 
are  fortunate  enough  to  see  them.  Clad 
in  varying  shades  of  green,  the  hillsides 
that  showed  their  nakedness  in  the  fall, 
and  which  had  so  desolate  an  appearance 
in  winter,  now  tower  cool  and  shady, 
toward  the  sky  and  carry  their  verdure 
to  the  very  edges  of  the  lakes  that  lie  at 
their  feet,  marvels  of  beauty  themselves; 
so  blue  that  none  but  a  sky  of  the  deep- 
est color  ever  seen  may  rival  these  wa- 
ters^ and  so  clear,  that  looking  down 
into  their  depths  one  may  see  the  fish  at 
twenty  feet  and  more,  below  the  surface. 

But  not  alone  for  its  beauty  or  scenery, 
or  for  its  fish  and  game  is  this  country 
famous  and  justly  so.  In  these  hills  lie 
minerals  in  quantity  beyond  the  dreams 
of  avarice  and  their  sides  are  covered 
with  a  growth  of  timber  that  is  scarcely 
less  valuable  than  the  mineral  wealth  of 
this  wonderful  country,  in  a  day  and  time 
when  lumber  prices  know  no  rest  but  go 
upward  as  the  timber  supply  of  the  world 


fades  before  insatiable  demands  made 
upon  it.  All  along  the  railroads  which 
traverses  the  New  Ontario  country  are 
logging  camps  and  one  of  the  most  in- 
teresting sights  in  this  world  of  interest- 
ing things,  is  to  see  logs  often  three  feet 
or  more  in  diameter  being  rolled  to  the 
saws  that  rip  them  up  into  boards  or 
shape  them  into  huge  sticks  of  framing 
material,  as  may  be  desired. 

Through  seventy-two  miles  of  such 
scenes  as  these  which  are  here  faintly 
hinted  at,  but  which  must  be  seen  to  be 
appraised  at  anything  approaching  their 
real  value,  the  train  ran  to  Temagami 
station  where  we  began  the  real  journey 
to  the  land  of  summer  sports.  The  first 
stage  of  the  journey  on  board  the  steamer 
"Belle  of  Temagami,"  ends  at  Tem- 
agami Island,  or,  more  strictly  speaking, 
at  Temagami  Inn,  the  most  delightfully 
picturesque  structure  that  ever  encom- 
passed within  walls  hotel  accommoda- 
tions and  home  comforts. 

Built  of  pine  logs  cut  from  the  forest 
which  held  sway  there  until  the  dwellers 
in  townsin  their  restless  search  for  Nature 
undefiled  found  their  ideal  in  -  Temagami 
and  straightway  fell  in  love  with  her 
beauties,  this  Ontario  hostelry  has,  with- 
out, a  most  unique  and  attractive  appear- 
ance with  surroundings  that  pour  the 
balm  of  rest  and  full  content  upon  the 
soul  that  has  fled  from  a  surfeit  of  city 
life,  and  into  the  heart  grown  weary  of 
the  contentions  and  cares  of  business 
under  pressure.  Within,  the  house  is 
no  less  delightful.  Accommodation  for 
seventy-five  guests  are  all  that  the  word 
implies,  and  the  administration  of  the 
affairs  of  Temagami  Inn  is  altogether 
excellent. 

From  the  veranda  of  this  picturesque 
Inn  we  look  out  on  a  broad  stretch  of 
Temagami  Lake  where  the  steamers  pass 
up  and  down  to  and  from  the  railway 
station,  an  hour's  sail  away;  where  white 
sails  flap,  motor  boats  slip  in  and  out 
between  the  green  isles  that  dot  the  deep 
water,  and  light  canoes  rock  on  the 
gentle  waves  that  wash  the  sleepy 
shore.  Fishing  parties  with  Indian 
guides  are  pushing  off,  bathers  are  going 
down  to  the  beach  to  bathe,  divers  are 
diving  from  the  long  wooden  pier,  tired 
tourists  are  resting,  reading  or  smoking; 
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in  the  great  gallery,  late  sleepers  are 
preparing  for  breakfast  while  the  sum- 
mer wind  wafts  to  their  windows  the 
perfume  of  the  pines  and  the  indescrib- 
able smell  of  the  wild. 

As  alluring  as  .  it  is,  life  within  four 
walls,  however  picturesque  and  unique, 
is  not  what  we  take  to  the  woods  tor- 
Fishing  and  camping  are  writ  large  in 
the  program  of  those  devotees  of  old 
Izaak  and  Dame  Nature  and  the  call  of 
the  wild  sounds  in  their  willing  ears  with 
insistence  that  admits  of  nothing  but 
immediate  and  complete  obedience. 

And  so  we  outfit  and  take  our  way 
across  the  clear  waters  of  Temagami 
Lake  amid  beauties  dealt  out  with  hand 
so  lavish  that  none  may  hope  to  see  more 
than  a  small  part  of  them  unless  he 
spends  a  long  life  in  doing  nothing  but 
gaze  at  them.  Three  thousand  miles  of 
shore  has  this  wonderful  lake,  and  over 
one  hundred  square  miles  of  water  sur- 
face from  out  of  which  rise  more  than 
fourteen  hundred  islands  of  all  sizes  and 


shapes,  and  so  numerous  as  to  justify 
the  remarks  of  the  Indian  guide,  who 
said  mournfully  and  as  one  who  knows 
that  the  true  function  of  a  lake  is  to 
have  as  much  water  as  possible  for  fish- 
ing and  for  the  unobstructed  passage  of 
canoes,  "there  are  so  many  of  these 
islands  that  they  cut  the  water  all  up." 
And  Jim  was  right.  Cut  up  by  the 
islands  Lake  Temagami  truly  is  but 
beautifully  cut  up  and  charmingly  at- 
tractive are  these  same  islands  rising,  as 
they  do,  out  of  the  clear  depths  of  the 
water  and  adding  diversity  of  shape  and 
coloring  to  scenes  that  would  be  beauti- 
ful without  them  but  which  are  divinely 
so  with  them.  And  these  islands  serve 
purposes  too,  for,  not  to  mention  their 
convenience  as  landing  places  for  parties 
of  campers,  they  afford  the  moose  that 
frequently  swim  across  the  lake,  a"  rest- 
ing place  for  his  tired  limbs. 

Through  channels  of  the  lake  formed 
by  the  encroaching  islands,  and  across 
the  wider  stretches  of  water  where  the 
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lake  holds  higher  sway,  the  dark  guides 
drive  their  swift  canoes.  The  Indian 
guides  make  good  fishing  and  hunting  of 
the  wary  wild  animals  that  abound  in  the 
woods  of  the  Temagami  country,  things 
of  far  greater  success  than  would  be  the 
case  without  the  presence  of  these 
trained  experts. 

The  Temagami  region  may  be  figured 
upon  with  an  absolute  certainty  not  pos- 
sible in  places  less  favored  to  furnish 
fish  of  many  kinds  and  in  great  numbers. 
Here  in  countless  numbers  are  that  de- 
light of  the  fly- casting  angler,  the  small 
mouthed  black  bass,  than  which,  pound 
for  pound,  a  gamier  fish  or  one  that  tests 
to  the  full  skill  of  him  who  seeks  to  cap- 
ture by  the  true  angler's  art  rather  than 
by  main  strength,  may  not  be  found  in 
all  the  finny  tribe.  Here,  too,  are 
pike,  greedy  and  voracious  after  the 
manner  of  their  kind  in  whatever  water 
found,  the  common  pike  being  varied  in 
these  parts  by  the  wall-eyed  pike  In 
the  brooks  are  speckled  trout  weighing 


from  a  pound  and  a  half  to  three  pounds, 
and  lake  trout  that  drag  down  the  scales 
at  as  high  a  figure  as  thirty  pounds  have 
been  caught  in  these  waters.  When,  as 
is  the  case  in  this  home  of  finny  game, 
thirty-eight  pounds  of  bass  and  pickerel 
may  be  taken  in  the  time  space  of  twenty 
minutes,  and  where  the  small-mouthed 
bass  attains  the  length  of  twenty-two 
and  a  half  inches,  a  circumference  of 
eighteen  inches  and  weight  of  eight 
pounds,  there  can  be  but  one  inference. 

The  experience  of  an  Editor  andaDoc- 
tor  who  fished  Temagami,  Wasacsina- 
gama,  Island  Lake  and  other  lakes  in  the 
Temagami  district  in  August  1907,  are 
interesting.  They  are  set  down  here, 
not  in  the  nature  of  a  testimonial,  but  as 
instructive  facts  which  can  be  verified  by 
reference  to  either  of  these  experts. 

When  of  fishing,  every  member  of  the 
party  had  his  fill,  the  Editor  and  Doctor 
vied  with  each  other  to  see  which  should 
do  the  most  extraordinary  feats  in  pisca- 
torial sport,  and  the  fish  took  hold  with 
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a  will  to  help  the  fishermen  out  in  their 
friendly  competition.  Fishing  with  a 
leader  with  three  flies,  the  Doctor  had  a 
triple  strike  and  landed  all  three  fish 
after  a  fight  which  took  an  amount  of 
skill  and  patience  that  can  best  be  gauged 
by  anglers  when  they  are  told  that  the 
three  fish  that  insisted  upon  taking  the 
Doctor's  seductive  offering  at  the  same 
time,  were  bass  that  weighed  something 
over  two  pounds  apiece,  which  made  the 
lucky  angler's  performance  in  landing  the 
whole  outfit  without  a  mishap,  a  record 
that  so  seldom  falls  to  the  lot  of  the 
fisherman,  that  the  Editor,  hardened  sin- 
ner that  he  is  in  all  matters  pertaining  to 
fish,  could  summon  to  his  recollection  no 
instance  of  such  a  catch,  and  he  looked 
longingly  at  the  lucky  Doctor's  triplet 
trophy  and  set  himself  assiduously  to 
work  to  see  if  he  might  not  mount  the 
ladder  of  fame  by  the  same  steps.  His- 
tory, and  especially  that  of  fishing  ex- 
ploits, is  notedly  reluctant  as  to  the  ex- 
act repetitions  and  this  rule  held  all  too 


good  for  the  consummation  of  the  Ed- 
itor's hopes.  He  did  indeed,  have  a 
triple  strike  but  his  leader  parted  and 
one  of  the*  three  fish  escaped. 

Let  none  infer  from  this  relation  of  the 
success  that  attended  the  rod  and  fly 
fishing  of  these  anglers  trained  to  that 
method,  and  who  hold  no  other  in  the 
same  high  esteem,  that  Temagami  fish 
cannot  be  caught  in  any  other  way  and 
with  probably  as  good  results  in  pounds 
of  fish  captured.  All  bait  looks  alike  to 
the  hasty -glance  of  the  fish  of  the  Tem- 
agami country  and  all  apparently  tastes 
equally  good  to  his  rugged  and  eager 
appetite.  If  however,  the  finny  tribes  of 
Temagami  have  a  failing  for  any  special 
sort  of  food  furnished  them  at  the  point 
of  a  hook,  that  weakness  is  for  worms. 
This  may  seem  like  slander  in  the  ears  of 
the  angler  whose  delight  lies  between  the 
covers  of  his  fly  book,  in  the  slender  rod 
and  the  trim  fittings  that  furnish  forth 
that  elegant  and  deadly  instrument  of 
his    craft.    But  the  sad  truth  remains 
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that  worms  appeal  strongly  to  appetites 
of  fish  in  this  section,  perhaps  because 
there  are  no  worms  to  be  had  from  the 
soil.  Temagami  soil  seems  to  be  as 
obnoxious  to  the  festive  worms  as  that 
of  Ireland  is  to  snakes,  and  one  of  the 
sights  of  interest  to  fishermen  who  travel 
here  is  that  of  moss  packed  bales  in 
which  worms  for  fishing  are  sent  to 
Temagami  to  be  sold  for  bait  and  there- 
after to  be  greedily  swallowed  by  the 
first  fish  that  can  get  to  them  as  they 
adorn  the  barbed  point  of  the  angler's 
invitation. 

To  the  dweller  in  walled  cities,  every- 
thing in  Temagami  is  new  and  fresh  and 
wholly  delightful  Earth  and  sky,  hills 
and  lakes,  woodland  paths  and  water- 
ways; the  four-footed  habitants  of  the 
forest  and  fish  that  fairly  crowd  the  lakes 
and  brooks;  all  of  these  and  more  that 
cannot  be  told  of  in  this  article,  go  to 
make  the  Temagami  country  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  on  earth  to  see,  and  the 
most  satisfying  to  visit  for  rest,  sport  or 
pleasure.  This,  after  fully  testing  Tem- 
agami   and  weighing  its  virtues  in  the 


balance  against  those  of  many  another  spot 
known  to  them,  was  the  unanimous  vote 
of  the  Editor,  the  Doctor,  and  the 
Writer,  who  does  not  count. 

That  many  others  shall  most  heartily 
concur  in  this  opinion  waits  only  upon 
their  going  to  Temagami.  To  know 
Temagami  is  to  love  it  with  a  love  that 
compels  other  visits  and  longing  for  the 
hour  of  their  making  to  arrive. 

On  Lake  Temagami  are  situated  two 
vacation  camps  that  appeal  to  the  young 
man,  the  college  student  and  the  younger 
lads  who  have  two  or  three  months  at 
their  disposal  for  recreation.  These 
camps  are  known  as  "The  Keewaydin 
Camp"  on  Devil's  Island  and  "Temagami 
Camp"  on  an  island  in  the  south  arm  of 
the  Lake.  In  these  camps  the  boy 
learns  things  that  he  cannot  get  out  of 
text  books — things  like  self  reliance,  de- 
cision and  steadfastness  of  purpose. 
The  camps  are  under  the  supervision  of  a 
staff  of  competent  gentlemen  who  are 
professors  in  the  large  colleges  through- 
out the  continent  and  parents  can  trust 
their  boys  without  fear  to  their  care. 


.  A  Tragedy  of  the  Wild.

THE  leaves  were  falling,  falling  with 
a  gentle  rustling  sound  as  they 
settled  lightly  into  their  place  on 
the  cool  green  grass  forming  a  warm 
covering  from  the  cold  of  the  long  weary 
winter,  the  crispness  ot  which  was  already 
felt  in  the  bright  smoky  air.

An  Attempt  on  Mount  Pinnacle.

THE  party  which  attempted  to  climb 
Mount  Pinnacle,  and  capture  this 
virgin  peak  for  the  honor  of  the 
Alpine  Club  of  Canada,  was  composed 
of  Rev.  J  C.  Herdman,  Rev.  J.  R.  Rob- 
ertson, Rev.  George  Kinney,  and  the 
writer,  with  Edward  Feuz  in  charge. 

We  left  camp  at  six  a.  m.  and  made 
the  first  2,000  feet  over  rock  and  shale 
without  difficulty  But  then  our  troubles 
commenced,  for  we  found  that  the  rock 
pinnacles  of  the  mountain  were  very 
rotten,  necessitating  the  greatest  care  in 
climbing.  * 

The  real  work 
commenced  when 
our  guide  led  us 
up  a  steep  chim- 
ney, filled  with 
loose  rock,  snow 
and  ice,  which 
made  climbi  n  g 
both  difficult  and 
dangerous.  Pro- 
ceeding cautious- 
ly however  we 
r  e  a  c  h  ed  the 
chimney  top  with- 
out mi  s  h  a  p. 
Here  we  sat 
down,  fearful  lest 
the  entire  roof 
should  crumble 
and  hurl  us  to 
the  depths  below. 

Ournext  move- 
ment was  down 

the  rock  chimney  and  a  further  descent 
of  some  seventy-five  feet  led  to  a  narrow 
ledge  around  the  mountain.  This  was 
covered  with  loose  particles  of  rock  as 
well  as  snow  and  ice. 

Below  was  a  steep  funnel-shaped  face, 
that  opened  on  a  yawning  chasm,  the 
depth  of  which  we  could  not  see.  Hav- 
ing negotiated  the  end  of  this  ledge,  we 
were  on  the  south  of  the  mountain,  be- 
tween Pinnacle  and  Eiffel  Tower.  Peer- 
ing sheer  upward,  the  entire  mountain 
seemed  to  be  a  succession  of  steep  cones 


of  honeycombed  rock,  which  the  slight- 
est pressure  would  cause  to  disintegrate. 

A  short  advance  brought  us  to  a  spot 
involving  a  descent  of  an  almost  perpen- 
dicular cliff,  twenty  feet  in  depth.  Ex- 
periences such  as  this  were  frequent  dur- 
ing the  day.  The  way  Edward  handled 
such  situations  was  a  revelation  to  all  his 
followers. 

Finally  we  reached  the  last  cliff,  tow- 
ering about  250  feet  high.  Down  its 
face  was  a  crack  from  one  to  three  feet 
wide,  narrowing  as  it  led  to  the  summit. 
This  seemed  to  be  our  only  mode  of  ap-

proach,  though  it  was  an  apparently  im- 
possible one.  Resolutely  we  went  to 
work,  wiggling,  tugging,  puffing,  we 
scrambled  up  as  far  as  possible.  For 
nearly  an  hour  Edward  assaulted  the 
mighty  citadel,  scheming,  working,  sur- 
veying the  obstacle,  but  to  no  purpose. 
A  descent  was  ordered,  as  well  as  a 
much  needed  rest. 

One  of  our  party  suggested  we  should 
have  to  give  it  up.  "I've  never  had  to 
do  that  yet,"  replied  the  plucky  Edward, 
in  the  most  hopeful  of  tones,   as    he  re- 
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newed  the  attempt  to  find  a  way  of  as- 
cent. He  went  to  left  and  right,  but  re- 
turned with  his  eyes  fixed  upon  the  orig- 
inal place  of  attack  and  we  knew  with- 
out asking  the  result  of  his  investigation. 
We  re-roped  and  started  up  again  and 
for  two  hours  tried  in  every  conceivable 
way  to  get  beyond  that  25  feet  which 
seemed  to  bar  the  way  to  the  apparently 
climbable  laces  beyond. 

One  of  the  party  got  as  high  up  as 
possible,  and  braced  himself  while  Ed- 
ward made  a  footing  of  his  shoulders, 
trying  thus  to  get  a  foot  or  hand  hold  a

little  farther  up,  as  now  every  extra  foot 
gained  meant  so  much.  But  it  was  use- 
less. There  was  not  a  crevice  where  a 
finger  could  be  inserted  and  the  only 
visible  foothold  when  poked  with  an  ice 
axe  went  crashing  to  the  valley  below. 

Edward  then  went  on  to  inspect  the 
narrower  portion  of  the  crevice  in 
which  we  were  working,  but  found  its 
walls  glistening  with  ice  and  returned, 
only  to  attack,  almost  savagely,  the 
same  old  place.  How  he  clung  to  that 
almost  perpendicular  wall  I  cannot  tell. 

He  was  again  forced  back,  this  time 
with  a  most  dejected  air,  looking  long- 
ingly at  the  unclimbable  wall  and  re- 
marking, 1  'I  don't  want  to  give  it  up. " 
Nor  did  he  until  after  two  hours  of  un- 


remitting effort.  We  followed  him  to 
the  point  where  he  clung  like  a  squirrel 
to  the  rock  wall.  A  very  few  seconds 
was  enough  for  us,  as  well  as  one  look 
above  and  below. 

Then  we  reluctantly  retraced  our  steps. 
We  were  defeated!  In  silence  we  ate 
the  last  of  the  frugal  lunch,  and  casual 
efforts  at  joke  making  wrere  dire  failures 
too. 

It  was  now  4  p.  m.,  and  the  thought 
of  the  even    harder    return  journey,  of 
skirting    those   fearsome    ledges;  and, 
even  worse,  of  lowering  one's  self  down 
the  treacherous 
c  h  i  m  neys  led 
to  the  wish  that 
we    were  safely 
back    in  camp. 
N'ght  was  fast 
approaching. 

If  loose  rocks 
were  dangerous 
going  up,  they 
were  certain  1  y 
moi  e  so  coming 
down,  so  we  had 
to  exercise  the 
greatest  care  in 
order  to  avoid 
accidents.  Slow- 
ly we  proceeded 
on  our  way, 
scaling  or  de- 
scending cliffs, 
skirting  narrow 
ledges  with  deep 
abysses  bel  o  w 
until  finally  we  reached  our  first  lunching 
place — the  rock  roof  previously  allud- 
ed to. 

We  dreaded  descent  from  this  point 
more  than  any  part  of  the  journey.  Be- 
ing anchor,  I  had  to  proceed  ahead  of 
four  men  who,  though  ever  so  careful, 
might  hurl  down  a  dangerous  missile. 

Edward  proposed  another  route  and  I 
was  soon  being  lowered  over  a  roof 
while  a  trio  held  the  rope  above.  Find- 
ing a  jutting  rock  about  a  toot  square  I 
untied  the  rope,  which  was  hauled  up. 
For  once  I  felt  alone  in  the  world.  It 
seemed  as  if  that  withdrawing  rope  cut 
one  off  from  all  retreat. 

One  of  our  companions  was  next  lcw- 
ered,  and  stood  clinging  to  the  rock,  but 
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the  depths  into 
which  he  gazed 
made  him  mo- 
mentarily dizzy 
and  I  was  or- 
dered back  to 
stand  hy  him  for 
a  few  minutes. 

Edward  d  i  d 
his  usual  "stunt" 
of  coming  down 
without  the  aid 
of  the  rope.  It 
was  now  7:30 
and  the  sun  was 
nearing  the  ar- 
ray of  titanic 
p  e  a  ks  to  the 
west;  so  hurry 
was  imperative. 

Some  difficult 
rock  work  en- 
sued, landing*  us 

on  the  snow  field  from  which  point  our 
troubles  ceased.  The  balance  of  the 
journey  was  an  easy  descent  over  loose 
rock  and  small  slopes. 

But  though  defeated  do  not  think  we 
failed  to  enjoy  the  experience,  as  stren- 
uous climbing  is  always  enjoyable.  Then

snow  and  glacier;  we  caught  numerous 
glimpses  of  the  camp— a  mere  cluster  of 
tents  far  down  the  valley;  we  saw  in- 
numerable avalanches,  and  heard  their 
thunderous  music  echo  and  reverberate 
from  hill  to  hill,  while  the  merrier  ripple 
of  Paradise  Creek,  and  the  sounds  of 
falling  waters  nearer  by  were  ever  in  our 
ears.  All  around  was  a  framework  of 
clouds  and  peaks,  and  pinnacles,  and 
snow  and  ice — a  veritable  wonderland. 
And  at  long  last  we  also  saw  "the  sun's 
slow  decline  over  hills  resolved  in  stern 
silence. ' '  A Ipine  Herald.

Protection  of  the  Deer  in  Ontario. 


The  Game  Superintendent  and  his  Comments  on  the  Last  Seasons  Results.

ONE  of  the  most  remarkable  as  well 
as  misleading  deliverances  on  the> 
subject  of  game  protection  that  I 
have  yet  seen  (and  that  is  saying  a  great 
deal)  is  to  be  found  in  Mr.  Tinsley's  com- 
ments on  the  last  hunting  season  and  its 
results  in  Ontario  as  quoted  in  the  Jan- 
uary 4 'Rod  and  Gun."  It  shows  a  pro- 
found ignorance  of  the  actual  conditions 
that  prevail  in  the  north  woods,  and  of 
the  imminent  danger  of  serious  depletion, 
if  not  extermination,  that  threatens  our 
Ontario  deer. 

Mr.  Tinsley  says  that  more  deer  were 
killed  in  1907  than  1906  ;  therefore  the 
deer  must  be  increasing  in  numbers  !  It 
does  not  seem  to  have  occurred  to  him 
that  the  supply  of  deer  coming  out  of  the 
woods  of  Ontario  has  been  kept  up  by 
the  fact  that  the  numbers  of  hunters  going 
into  the  woods  with  their  dogs  have  enor- 
mously increased  and  are  still  increasing. 
These  multitudes  of  hunters  with  their 
camp-followers  and  hounds  covering  an 
ever  widening  expanse  of  country  have 
been  able,  up  to  the  last  year,  to  keep 
up  the  total  aggregate.  Any  reasonable 
man  will  see  at  once  that  this  is  not  the 
way  to  get  at  the  facts.  Take  any  one 
well  denned  territory,  and  ask  what  is 
the  number  of  deer  supplied  there  now  as 
compared  with  even  five  years  ago  ? 
How  about  the  Moon  River  district  ?  (A 
settler  who  lives  near  there  wrote  me  that 
last  fall  one  large  party  got  three  deer. 
Another  party  got  not  one  !)  How  about 
the  territory  between  Amic  Harbor  and 
the  Whitestone  ?  How  about  the  Lake  of 
Bays  Territory  ?  How  about  the  ratio  of 
deer  killed  to  the  number  of  licenses  issued 
vear  by  year  .  ? 

Mr.  Tinsley  states  as  an  evidence  that 
the  deer  are  increasing,  that  '  'they  are 
seen  two  or  three  hundred  miles  north  of 
where  they  were  found  two  or  three  years 
ago."  Did  it  ever  dawn  upon  Mr. 
Tinsley  that  that  is  one  of  the  most  damag- 
ing facts  against  his  contentions  ? 

Let  Mr.  Tinsley  rest  assured  that  our 


red  deer  have  not  invaded  that  far  north 
land,  the  land  of  deep  snows  and  wolves, 
the  home  of  the  Moose  and  the  Caribou, 
of  their  own  free  will.  The  natural  home 
of  the  Red  Deer  does  not  go  beyond  the 
region  of  our  glorious  Sugar  Maple  ;  if 
left  alone  the  two  are  never  found  apart. 
But  our  Ontario  deer  have  been  driven 
out  of  their  accustomed  and  natural 
haunts  by  persistent  and  merciless  dog- 
ging. 

I  find  myself  backed  up  in  this  con- 
tention by  no  less  an  authority  than  the 
gifted  author  and  naturalist,  Mr.  Cy. 
Warman.  Hear  what  he  said  in  his  re- 
cent address  in  Toronto  :  "The  red  deer, 
at  his  worst,  is  semi-domestic.  The 
natural  home  of  this  interesting  animal 
is  south  of  Temagami,  (he  might  have 
even  more  correctly  said  south  of  Lake 
Nipissing)  but  if  you  do  not  call  off  the 
dog,  you'll  drive  him  far  north,  where  he 
will  perish."  (From  lack  of  suitable  food, 
wolves  and  deep  snow).  "Dogs  mean 
wild  deer,  few  and  far  between,  and  dry 
does."  "Maine  has  proved  that  dogs 
rather  than  cheap  licenses  reduce  the 
number  of  deer.  "  (Mr.  Warman  might 
have  also  said  that  the  experience  of 
Maine  is  the  experience  of  every  other 
state  in  the  Uiiion,  and  of  every  Province 
except  Ontario,  and  a  portion  of  Quebec.) 

Again  Mr.  Tinsley  says  :  "We  can- 
not expect  to  find  as  many  deer  in 
near  districts  such  as  Simcoe  and  Mus- 
koka,  as  a  few  years  ago,  as  the  settle- 
ments are  driving  them  back."  There 
never  was_  penned  a  more  misleading 
statement,  or  a  statement  that  shows  a 
greater  ignorance  of  the  nature  and  habits 
of  our  deer,  or  of  the  actual  conditions 
that  exist  in  Muskoka,  and  in  fact  over 
all  the  territory  south  of  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway.  In  the  first  place,  as 
noted  by  Mr.  Warman,  our  red  deer 
"semi-domestic  etc"  do  not.  retreat  before 
the  settler  as  does  the  Beaver,'  Wherever 
there  is  left  a  swamp  or  broken  piece  of 
land  overgrown  with  scrub,  there,  if  not 
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driven  out  by  dogs,  deer  will  live  and 
multiply.  In  the  Township  ofDrum- 
mond,  County  of  Lanark,  which  has  been 
settled  for  over  one  hundred  years,  there 
is  a  small  swamp  in  which  a  family  of 
deer  have  made  their  home  for  some 
years.  It  is  only  four  miles  from  the 
County  Town  of  Perth  ;  but  has  been 
protected  from  hounding  by  the  fact  that 
the  Perth  hunters  go  away  north,  and  no 
one  thinks  it  worth  while  to  take  out  a 
license  for  the  chance,  a  slim  one,  of  get- 
ting one  of  these  semi-domestic  deer. 
Wiiiter  before  last  three  of  these  deer  came 
i?ito  the  barn  of  a  friend  of  mine,  and  spent 
the  night  eating  from  the  hay  mow  /  They 
left  in  the  morning  unmolested.  Scat- 
tered settlements  such  as  we  alone  find 
in  Muskoka  will  not  drive  back  the 
deer. 

The  fact  is  that  except  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  the  railroad  there  are  fewer 


settlers  in  the  deer  country  of  the  north  than 
there  were  some  years  ago  when  lumbering 
was  going  on.  Boundless  square  miles 
of  the  finest  cover  for  deer  still  exist  in 
unbroken  solitude,  where  deer  abounded 
a  few  years  ago.  But  they  are  not  there 
now,  or  there  in  vastly  decreased  num- 
bers. The  cover  is  still  there  with  no 
settlements  to  interfere  ;  but  the  deer 
are  gone.  Why  you  young  men,  who 
can  look  forward  to  many  seasons  in  the 
north  woods,  do  not  rise  up  in  your 
strength  before  it  is  too  late,  and  stop 
this  cruel  depletion,  I  do  not  know. 

To  one  who  loves  the  woods  and  desir- 
es to  see  the  deer  protected  for  the  whole 
people,  there  comes  a  sickening  sense  of 
hopelessness  when  he  reads  a  report  like 
this  from  one  from  whom  we  have  a 
right  to  expect  a  more  correct  apprecia- 
tion of  the  actual  conditions  prevailing  in 
the  north  woods. 


Books  of  Interest  to  Sportsmen. 


IjSlUNSHINE  and  Sport  in  Florida  and 
■bj'  the  West  Indies  by  F.  G.  Aflalo 
(George  W.  Jacobs  &  Co.,  1216 
Walnut  St.,  Philadelphia.)  while  it  prin- 
cipally deals  with  the  delights  of  tarpon 
fishing  gives  much  information  in  a  de- 
lightfully gossipy  style  upon  the  country 
as  seen  by    the  travelled  Englishman. 

The  fishing  and  its  delights  are  describ- 
ed very  fully  and  the  pleasures  exper- 
ienced in  capturing  one  hundred  pound- 
ers dwelt  upon  it  in  a  manner  which 
shows  the  true  fisherman  and  sportsman. 
The  completeness  of  the  work  is  not  the 
least  of  its  charms.  One  is  told  how  to 
1  each  those  delightful  fishing  grounds  in 
the  south  and  interspersed  into  the  narra- 
tive are  bright  and  lively  touches  of  New 
York,  the  methods  of  American  travel,  a 
visit  to  the  President,  and  many  other  in- 
cidents which  relieve  the  general  run  of 
the  book.  Then  the  fishing  itself  is  dealt 
with  in  a  thorough  manner.      What  is 


known  of  the  tarpon  is  related  pleasantly 
and  in  such  a  way  as  to  render  the  receipt 
of  information  a  delight,  while  the  fishing 
tackle  used  and  the  methods  followed 
are  described  and  mildly  criticised  in  a 
way  that  must  go  home  to  every  fisher- 
man. One  feels  throughout  the  whole 
book  that  the  author  possesses  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  what  he  is  writing  about 
and  is  quite  competent  to  give  instruction 
as  well  as  entertainment  and  to  do  both 
in  a  fascinating  style.  From  cover  to 
cover  the  book  is  full  of  interest,  and 
sport  that  differs  so  from  our  own  is 
good  to  read  about  particularly  when 
such  a  competent  author  as  Mr.  Aflalo 
describes  it.  The  title  is  eminently  suit- 
able as  the  book  is  all  brightness,  and  sun- 
shine and  sport  are  its  main  character- 
istics and  its  best  description.  Sports- 
men may  dip  into  it  anywhere  with  inter- 
est and  enjoy  some  bright  half  hours  in 
company  with  Mr.  Aflalo.

OW  would  you  like  to  go  for  a 
fish?"  were  the  words  which 
greeted  me  as  I  pulled  off  my 
gloves  in  my  chum's  rooms.  Such  a

All  I  would  have  to  do 
would  be  to  accompany  him. 

Like  the  sceptic,  I  decided  to  go  with 
him  and  amuse  myself  at  his  expense. 
I  thought  to  myself  how  nice  it  would 
be  to  watch  him  exert  himself  chopping 
holes  in  the  ice  and  standing  half  freez- 
ing with  a  frozen  line  in  his  hands  and  a 
mournful  expression  on  his  face.  I 
could  not  help  smiling  as  this 
picture  appeared  before  my  mental  eye 
and  my  friend  wanted  to  know  what  the 
joke  was.  I  had  to  put  him  off  some 
way  as  I  did  not  want  to  miss  the  fun  so 
I  coolly  said,  "Oh  Harry,  wouldn't  you 
be  a  handsome  boy  if  it  wasn't  for  your 
face!"  I  hurriedly  left  him  medirating 
vengeance  upon  me  at  some  future  time. 

The  first  fine  afternoon  found  me 
(after  my  office  was  closed  for  the  day) 
waiting  for  my  chum  to  take  me  out  and 
make  me  acquainted  with  the  mysteries 
of  mid-winter  fishing. 

His  outfit  consisted  of  a  good  sized 
basket  with  a  sharp  hand  axe  in  it,  two 
good  silk  lines  and  plenty  of  small  min- 
now hooks. 

When  we  passed  by  a  butcher's  shop 
he  asked  me  to  wait  outside  and  hold  the 
basket  a  minute  while  he  went  in  to  see 
what  kind  of  bait  he  could  procure.  In 
a  few  minutes  he  came  out  with  a  chunk 
of  meat,  which  he  tossed  into  the  basket 
and  before  long  we  arrived  at  the  out- 
skirts of  the  town,    and    after  stepping 


out  briskly  for  a  while  came  to  the  top 
of  a  good  sized  hill. 

The  view,  which  lay  unfolded  before 
us  like  some  large  map,  was  one  which 
can  only  be  seen  on  a  winter's  day  in 
this  beautiful  Canada  of  ours.  The  sun 
shining  on  the  snow  made  it  sparkle  like 
diamonds.  Far  below  us  was  the  river, 
which  stretched  on  and  on  until  it  was 
lost  to  us  in  the  woods.

There  will  however  be 
sufficient  distinction  between  the  two  to 
make  visits  to  both  of  them  desirable, 
and  Montreal  may  be  relied  upon  to  pro- 
duce a  Show  which  shall  be  something 
more  than  a  reproduction  of  the  one 
held  in  Toronto.  In  Montreal  motoring 
has  made  hosts  of  adherents  who  are 
satisfied  with  nothing  but  the  best,  and 
it  may  be  taken  for  granted  that  the  best 
will  be  there  for  them.  Fine  as  has  been 
the  two  preceding  Shows  it  is  promised 
that  this  year  Montreal  will  surpass  it- 
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self,  and  everyone  interested  in  motoring, 
whether  on  land  or  water  will  be  able  to 
see  the  very  latest  models  and  access- 
ories in  both  autos  and  motor  boats. 


A  Fire  Chief  Uses  the  Auto. 

An  auto  fitted  with  the  regulation  fire 
bell  is  the  outfit  with  which  the  Chief  of 
the  Fire  Department  of  Buffalo  now 
hastens  to  outbreaks  of  fire.  By  means 
of  this  new  method  of  travel  he  is  able 
to  reach  fires  and  attack  them  in  their 
first  stages  with  a  force  which  is  said  to 
have  resulted  in  saving  many  thousands 
of  dollars  worth  of  property.  As  every 
one  knows  minutes  are  of  supreme  im- 
portance in  the  early  stages  of  fires, 
and  it  is  a  matter  of  the  highest-  consid- 
eration to  secure  the  prompt  arrival  of 
the  Chief  at  such  scenes.  The  opportu- 
nities for  increased  services,  when  such 
services  are  the  most  valuable,  cannot  be 
easily  exaggerated  and  practical  exper- 
iences has  demonstrated  their  value. 
The  Buffalo  Chief  goes  to  a  fire  at  the 
rate  of  a  mile  a  minute,  and  by  this  time 
the  people  of  the  city  are  perfectly  fam- 
iliar with  this  record  breaking  pace  on 
the  part  of  a  city  official.  It  is  a  fine 
testimony  to  the  efficiency  of  the  auto- 
mobile that  the  Pierce  which  is  used  in 
such  service  has  never  gone  wrong  since 
it  was  first  obtained  and  given  this  im- 
portant work  to  do. 


in  the  past  still  greater  will  be  those  ' 
made  in  the  future.  It  is  no  longer  a 
question  of  the  survival  of  the  auto,  it 
is  scarcely  a  question  of  the  supremacy 
of  the  auto,  it  is  much  more  now  a 
matter  how  far  there  will  be  a  monopoly 
by  the  auto. 


An  Interesting  Race. 

Suggestions  for  races  of  all  kinds  are 
made,  but  one  of  these,  if  carried  out, 
will  concentrate  the  attention  of  the 
automobile  world  upon  the  fight.  There 
have  been  twenty-four  hours  continuous 
running  in  contests  and  these  have  not 
proved  entirely  satisfactory.  Now  the 
suggestion  is  made  for  a  twenty-four 
hour  contest  to  be  run  off  at  four  hours 
each  day  for  one  week.  Each  night  the 
various  cars  will  be  locked  up  by  an  offi- 
cer so  that  they  may  not  be  worked  ex- 
cept during  the  time  of  actual  running. 
The  suggestion  includes  the  selection  of 
the  Fiat,  Renault,  Lozier,  Thomas,  and 
other  winning  cars,  and  for  the  race  to 
be  run  under  conditions  which  would  test 
the  make  of  cars  to  an  extent  which 
would  develope  weakness  if  weakness 
were  to  be  found.  The  location  of  the 
race  would  be  Florida  and  it  is  believed 
that  something  approaching  two  thou- 
sand miles  would  be  covered  in  the 
course  of  such  a  contest. 


Standardization  of  Autos. 

Great  strides  are  being  made  in  the 
direction  of  the  standardization  of  auto- 
mobiles, and  it  looks  as  if  the  future 
trend  will  be  in  the  way  of  making 
standard  patterns  with  interchangeable 
parts.  Everything  too  seems  to  be  pro- 
gressing in  the  directions  of  easy  and 
inexpensive  operations  making  the  driv- 
ing a  very  easy  thing  to  learn  and  re- 
ducing the  cost  of  the  up-keep  to  the 
lowest  possible  minimum.  The  more 
this  is  done  the  greater  must  be  the 
number  of  people  reached  and  the  more 
cars  will  be  required.  Strength,  sim- 
plicity and  endurance  are  the  watch- 
words and  with  such  a  policy  carried 
into  practical  working  no  one  can  doubt 
that  great  as  have  been  the  strides  made 


A  Great  Race. 

If  the  New  York  to  Paris  race  does 
not  come  off  in  the  near  future  it  is 
pretty  certain  to  take  place  ere  long. 
There  are  too  few  worlds  remaining  for 
the  automobile  to  conquer  for  this  par- 
ticular one  to  be  left  long  unattempted. 
The  idea  is  to  cross  the  American  conti- 
nent and  transhipped  across  the  Behrings 
Straits,  continue  the  road  across  Asia 
and  Europe  to  Paris.  The  endurance 
both  of  the  cars  and  the  driver  would  be 
tested  to  the  utmost  by  the  varieties  of 
climate  and  country  through  which  they 
would  have  to  pass.  While  the  journey 
has  been  made  from  Pekin  to  Paris  with 
success,  both  the  length  of  the  journey 
and  the  difficulties  too  would  be  vastly 
increased  by   the  run  being  made  from 
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New  York  to  Paris.  Frank  Nutt,  who 
made  the  only  clean  score  in  the  Chicago 
reliability  contest  wants  to  take  a  Haynes 
car  over  the  course,  and  speaking  as  a 
man  with  much  experience  behind  him, 
believes  that  both  the  car  and  himself 
would  come  out  with  credit.  A  fourteen 
thousand  mile  race,  much  of  it  through 
unknown  territory,  is  not  to  be  entered 
upon  lightly;  and  no  wonder  there  is  not 
an  overwhelming  rush  of  entrants. 

On  Land  and  Water. 

One  of  the  greatest  attractions  at  the 
Motor  Boat  Shows  at  New  York,  Chi- 
cago &c. ,  was  the  Waterland — an  auto 
on  shore  and  a  motor  boat  in  water. 
The  Waterland  is  the  invention  of  a 
Frenchman,  M.  Ravillies,  and  demon- 
stration showed  it  to  be  equally  effective 
both  on  land  and  water.  Exactly  how 
the  boat  would  behave  in  a  storm,  and 
stand  the  dangers  of  waterlogging,  were 
not  demonstrated  though  with  three 
passengers  on  board  there  was  but  a 
small  amount  of  freeboard.  Assurances 
were  given  that  the  boat  could  not  cap- 
size and  it  looked  from  the  performance 
of  the  new  invention  that  there  is  a  fu- 
ture for  it  and  for  further  ones  upon  the 
same  lines. 


Turning"  the  Tables. 

Often  indeed  have  we  all  heard  of  the 
horse  towing  the  automobile  home,  and 
this  unreliability  of  the  auto  became  so 
widespread  as  to  come  in  for  general 
comment  and  ridicule.  On  a  recent 
morning  the  tables  were  turned  in  a  most 
effective  manner  in  New  York.  Three 
big  Studebaker  electric  trucks  were 
loaded  with  a  team  of  heavy  dray  horses 
and  their  usual  burden  pulled  behind. 
This  novel  cavalcade  promenaded  the 
length  of  Broadway  and  such  an  illustra- 
tion facing  the  people  streaming  along 
that  well  known  thoroughfare  created 
considerable  sensation.  The  parade  was 
wound  up  by  the  delivery  of  the  trucks 
to  the  H.  B.  Claflin  Company,  who  have 
six  vehicles  of  this  size  engaged  in  their 
delivery  service.  It  is  pretty  certain 
that  this  ocular  demonstration  of  the 
changed  circumstances  of  the  auto  and 
the   horse    respectively  went    home  to 


thousands  of  people  who  witnessed  it  far 
more  effectively  than  any  number  of  lec- 
tures upon  the  subject. 

A  Federal  Law  in  the  States. 

The  American  Automobile  Association 
have  had  a  bill  drafted  and  it  will  be 
submitted  to  Congress  at  its  next  ses- 
sion. The  conglomeration  of  measures 
now  on  the  Statute  Books  of  the  various 
States  render  such  a  measure  more  or 
less  inevitable.  The  present  system  is 
neither  logical  or  defensible  and  no  auto- 
ist  feels  safe  anywhere.  It  is  impossible 
for  him  to  know  all  the  legal  require- 
ments of  all  the  States  when  these  differ 
in  every  requirement  and  degree,  and  in 
numerous  cases  autoists  have  erred 
through  ignorance.  A  national  law 
would  present  none  of  these  difficulties. 
Its  requirements  should  be  few,  plain  a%id 
vigorously  enforced.  Such  a  policy 
would  secure  the  good  will  of  the  auto- 
ists and  it  would  add  much  to  the  pleas- 
ures of  long  outings.  It  is  too  soon  for 
anything  of  the  kind  to  come  in  Canada, 
but  if  local  Legislatures  go  so  far  as 
that  of  Ontario  seems  disposed  to  go  the 
result  on  this  side  of  the  border  must  be 
similar — one  law  for  the  Dominion  en- 
forced if  need  be  by  local  authorities. 
The  States  are  leading  in  this  matter, 
and  the  demand  for  the  one  law  is  much 
stronger  over  there  than  here. 

No  Kick. 

One  great  feature  of  the  Chicago  Reli- 
ability Run  has  evoked  endless  com- 
ment. Drivers  were  denied  the  perfect 
score  owing  to  small  technicalities, 
which  practically  made  no  difference 
whatever  to  the  cars  or  their  running 
and  they  accepted  the  decision  without  a 
word.  The  reason  appears  to  be  that  all 
were  treated  alike,  and  no  favoritism  was 
shown.  Surely  this  is  a  great  advance 
upon  what  has  been  the  general  rule. 
When  a  contest  is  promoted  the  rules 
should  be  definite  and  once  entries  are 
accepted  upon  thern  should  be  carried 
out.  If  this  is  done  everyone  is  treated 
alike  and  no  one  has  any  real  cause  for 
complaint.  Everyone  was  sorry  for  Ar- 
thur Kumpf  whose  career  in  motoring  is 
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a  perfect  romance.  A  loose  grease  cup, 
which  took  but  five  seconds  to  turn 
right,  put  him  out  of  the  perfect  division. 
The  boy  who  had  made  a  splendid  record 
on  the  Glidden  Tour,  thus  learned  to  lose 
— a  lesson  which  will  prove  invaluable  to 
him  throughout  his  career.  This  relia- 
bility run  showed  reliability  and  while 
tests  so  severe  may  not  be  good  fun  to 
the  makers  they  form  excellent  and  re- 
liable guides  to  purchasers. 


The  Glidden  Tour. 

The  automobile  year  would  lose  one  of 
the  events  of  the  greatest  interest  if  the 
Glidden  Tour  failed  to  materialize.  The 
announcement  made  at  the  Chicago 
Show  to  the  effect  that  the  Tour  will  cer- 
tainly be  run  in  1908  and  that  the  con- 
test will  be  on  a  broader  and  stricter 
basis  than  ever  is  therefore  welcome  to 
every  autoist.  The  route  has  not  yet 
been  decided  upon,  but  the  consensus  of 
opinion  appears  to  be  in  favor  of  either 
visiting  the  eastern  seaside  resorts  or 
some  distant  western  point.  Either  of 
these  routes  would  give  different  ground 
for  each  day  of  the  tour  and  this  is  be- 
lieved to  be  necessary  in  order  to  sus- 
tain the  interest  at  a  high  pitch.  With 
the  experience  gained  in  past  tours  and 
the  elimination  of  'all  features  making  it 
anything  but  what  it  professes  to  be,  the 
Glidden  tour  of  1908  should  be  far  ahead 
of  its  predecessors  and  its  value  to  both 
manufacturers  and  private  owners  in- 
creased accordingly. 


The  First  Auto  Builder  in  America. 

Curiously  enough,  considering  its 
short  history,  there  are  already  differ- 
ences of  view  as  to  whom  the  honor  is 
due  for  making  the  first  car  constructed 
in  America  in  a  regular  factory.  Mr. 
Elwood  Haynes,  the  maker  of  the  car 
bearing  his  name,  seems  to  have  the  best 
claim  to  the 'honor.  It  was  only  so  far 
ago  as  the  early  nineties  that  he  did  his 
work.  At  that  time  he  was  engaged  in 
Portland,  Ind.,  driving  a  horse  for  fifty- 
two  miles  daily.  The  horse  gave  out 
again  and  again  and  Mr.  Haynes,  at  that 
time  amongst  the  oil  fields,  began  to 
think  out  whether  he    could  not  better 
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accomplish  his  task  with  a  motor  driven 
wagon.  Steam  and  electricity  were 
both  considered  by  him  and  abandoned 
for  gasoline.  He  long  worked  at  his 
plans  and  finally  took  them  to  Kokoma, 
where  he  found  a  machine  shop  capable 
of  doing  his  work.  Mr.  Apperson  aided 
him  so  greatly  with  his  plans  that  they 
formed  a  partnership  after  the  first  suc- 
cessful car  was  produced.  From  that 
small  beginning  has  grown  in  the  space 
of  a  few  short  years  the  tremendous 
automobile  industry  which  covers  Amer- 
ica today. 


Two  new  plugs  have  been  added  to 
the  Sta-Rite  family  of  the  R.  E.  Hardy 
Co.,  of  New  York.  The  first  is  styled 
the  Gotham  Sta-Rite,  and  its  chief  fea- 
ture of  difference  from  its  brothers  is 
that  it  has  an  extended  shell  partly  clos- 
ing the  inner  end  and  protecting  the  por- 
celain from  heat,  oil  or  soot.  The  por- 
celain has  a  single  hollow  tuhe  packed 
with  copper  asbestos  filled  gaskets 
which  cannot  become  wedged  in.  This 
plug  is  practically  recommended  for  en- 
gines using  a  great  deal  of  oil.  The 
other  new  addition  to  the  family  is  the 
No.  4  magneto  plug  in  which  the  insu- 
lated electrode  has  an  enlarged  head 
equipped  with  four  points,  any  one  or 
more  of  whfch  will  serve  as  a  jumping 
point  for  the  spark.  Much  greater  effi- 
ciency is  claimed  for  it  in  connection 
with  the  magneto  than  for  a  single  gap 
plug. 
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The  Boy  in  Blue. 
With  the  passing  of  Edward  Hanlan, 
the  oarsman  of  Toronto,  on  January  4th 
there  disappeared  from  human  ken  Cana- 
da's greatest  advertisement  and  the  most 
famous  athlete  the  land  of  tho  Maple  Leaf 
ever  turned  out.  Canada  has  produced 
many  athletes  of  world's  record  caliber 
but  none  won  for  his  country  a  tithe  of 
the  renown  that  did  Ned  Hanlan,  the 
famous  boy  in  blue. 

Ned  Hanlan  was  universally  recogniz- 
ed as  the  world's  greatest  oarsman.  He 
died  from  pneumonia.  He  was  given  a 
public  funeral  and  50,000  people  saw  the 
cortege. 

Hanlan  was  undoubtedly  the  fastest 
man  who  ever  sat  in  a  boat.  In  his 
palmy  days  he  won  almost  every  race 
with  consummate  ease,  though  Courtney 
the  American  did  give  him  a  fair  rub  at 
Lachine  in  1878.  In  many  of  his  races 
Hanlan  was  so  much  the  better  man  that 
he  would  stop  and  wave  his  hands  to 
friends  or  lave  his  brow  with  water. 

Born  at  Hanlan's  Point, Toronto  Island, 
on  July  14th,  1855,  he  was  only  fifty- two 
years  of  age  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
Standing  five  feet  ten,  and  weighing  in 
rowing  togs,  150  pounds,  he  was  a  splen- 
did type  of  physical  manhood.  Of  late 
years  he  had  gradually  grown  heavier 
from  his  normal  weight  of  165,  until  he 
reached  the  high  mark  of  217.  But  des- 
spite  his  greater  avoirdupois,  he  always 
appeared  the  ideal  stamp  of  an  athlete. 

During  his  sculling  career,  which  cov- 
ered a  period  of  thirty-two  years,  Hanlan 
participated  in  some  350  races  of  all  sorts 
besides  giving  innumerable  exhibitions 
all  over  the  world.  Of  all  these  races 
he  suffered  defeat  but  a  bare  half-dozen 
times,  most  of  these  reverses  following 
his  defeat  by  Beach  in  1884. 

He  held  the  championship  of  Canada 
from  1877,  the  championship  of  America 


from  1878,  the  championship  of  England 
from  1879,  and  that  of  the  world  from 
1880  until  1884. 

His  boyhood  days  were  spent  among 
surroundings  which  tended  to  develop  a 
great  taste  for  water  sports,  and  when 
only  eighteen  years  of  age,  he  won  the 
championship  of  Ontario  in  a  race  on 
Burlington  Bay  in  1874. 

This  performance  was  repeated  at 
Toronto  the  following  year  and  again  in 
1876  when  he  carried  off  the  belt  and 
title  which  he  held  until  the  time  of  his 
death. 

In  1876,  when  only  twenty  years  of  age, 
he  furnished  the  greatest  surprise  in  the 
history  of  rowing  by  beating  fifteen  of 
the  picked  scullers  of  the  world  at  the 
Centennial  at  Philadelphia  for  what  was 
called  the  '  'world's  championship"  and 
at  the  same  time  set  a  new  mark 
for  the  world  for  three  miles  in  21.01, 
beating  such  men  as  Higgins,  the  Eng- 
lish ex-champion,  Morris,  the  American 
title-holder,  Plaisted,  McKean  and  other 
famous  champions. 

This  was  the  starting  point  of  his  ca- 
reer, and  from  now  on  it  was  one  long 
and  continual  triumphant  march.  As  is 
usual  with  all  World's  Fair  champion- 
ships, Hanlan's  title  to  the  world's  hon- 
ors was  questioned,  particularly  as  Trick- 
et,  the  Australian,  had  cleared  up  the 
English  aspirants  for  the  title  in  England, 
and  also  claimed  the  title.  However,  the 
matter  was  settled  some  time  later,  when 
the  Toronto  boy  had  forever  settled  his 
position  as  the  conquerer  of  America. 

In  1877  he  beat  Wallace  Ross  on  the 
Kennebecasis  for  the  Canadian  chamion- 
ship  at.  five  miles.  This -was  on  June  31st, 
and  on  the  1st  of  July  he  defeated  the 
best  sculler  in  America  at  a  regatta  at 
Brockville.  Three  days  later  he  defeated 
Plaisted  and  Kennedy  at  Cape  Vincent, 
N.  Y.  and  on    October    14th  finished  up 
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the  season  by 
beating  Ross 
at  Toronto  for 
the  Canadian 
champ  ion- 
ship.  ioZT' 

The  next 
year  he  defeat- 
ed Plaisted  at 
Toronto  for 
the  American 
championship 
and  wound  up 
b  y  defeating 
Ross,  Morris, 
Berry,  M  c  - 
Cann,  Elliot 
and  others 
at  a  regatta  at 
Barrie. 

In  1879  he 
journeyed  to 
England  beat- 
ing Hawden 
ontheTyne  on 
April  3rd,  and 
on  June  I6th 
beat  Elliot  on 
the  same  wat- 
ers for  the 
championship 
o  f  England. 
On  the  return 
to  the  home- 
land he  met 
Riley  at  Barrie 
rowing  a  dead 
heat  after 
being  fouled 
by  Elliot.  On 
October  16th, 
h  e  defeated 
Courtney  a  t 
Chataqua,  the 
latter's  boat 
having  been 
sawed. 

In  1880  after  beating  Courtney  at 
Chatauqua  and  Riley  on  the  Potomac  he 
suffered  his  first  real  defeat,  taking  a 
stitch  in  his  side  in  a  regatta  on  the  Po- 
tomac on  June  17th,  Ross,  Riley,  Ten 
Eck  and  Jake  Gaudaur  finishing  in  that 
order. 

Four  months  later  he  met,  Tricket  on 
the  Thames  for  the  English  championship

times. 

In  1881  he  raced  but  the  once,  finishing 
ahead  of  Laycock  on  the  Thames. 

In  1882  after  beating  Boyd  ontheTyne 
and  Tricket  on  the  Thames  he  returned 
home  and  was  matched  to  race  Ross  at 
Winnipeg  but  was  unfortunately  stricken 
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down  with  typhoid,  his  life  being  despair- 
ed of  twice. 

The  year  1883  was  the  busiest  and 
greatest  year,  marking  the  climax  of  the 
greatest  record  in  athletics. 

In  this  year  he  rode  twenty-three  races, 
including  four  or  five  doubles  with  Lee. 
They  were  never  beaten. 

He  attended  nearly  two  dozen  regattas 
in  which'  the  best  scullers  in  America 
took  part  and  was  never  headed  at  any 
stage  of  any  race. 

Having  conquered  all  on  this  side  of 
the  world,  Hanlan  sailed  for  Australia, 
giving  an  exhibition  at  Honolulu  before 
a  vast  concourse  of  people.  At  Nepean 
he  beat  Laycock  J  and  then  won  over 
Edwards  twice.1 

Arriving  at  Sydney,  N.  S.  W.,  on  Sat- 
urday, March  15th,  he  was  given  a  grand 
reception.  Then  followed  exhibitions  at 
Melbourne  before  40,000  people,  at  Bal- 
larat,  Brisbane,  Hooperstown,  Launcelot, 
Auckland,  Sydney,  Walla,  Wago,  Cocka- 
too Island  and  Western  Australia  his 
tour  extending  from  May  22nd  to  the 
middle  of  July. 

It  was  the  beginning  of  the  end.  The 
climate  had  reached  Hanlan  and  he  was 
no  longer  himself.  He  could  not  get 
into  condition,  and  on  August  16th,  1884, 
he  was  defeated  for  the  first  time  since 
the  beginning  of  his  career  by  William 
Beach  on  the  Parammatta  River  for  the 
world's  championship.  Beach  refused  to 
row  him  a  week  later.  Eventually  the 
Australian  beat  him  again,  but  it  was  not 
the  old  Hanlan.  . 

Mr.  Hanlan's  career  may  be  said  to 
have  closed  on  that  August  16th  on  the 
Paramatta,  though  he  rowed  several 
races  afterwards,  continuing  as  late  as 
1896,  when  he  beat  Hacket  and  incidently 
won  seven  races  of  all  kinds  that  year. 

The  money  earned  in  the  three  races 
was  tremendous.  In  one  race  alone  there 
was  $12,000  added  money. 

Hanlan's  stroke  and  style  has  been 
adopted  by  all  the  leading  rowing  clubs 
and  colleges  on  the  continent. 

A  Long  Launch  Trip. 

Messrs.  H.  H.  Hastings  and  W.  P. 
MacHenry,  of  Toronto,  are  making  arran- 


gements for  a  three  thousand  mile  trip  by 
gasoline  launch.  They  propose  to  start 
next  June  in  a  35  foot  30  horse  power 
four  cylinder  eighteen  mile  an  hour  boat 
built  by  the  Schofield-Holden  people  of 
Toronto  from  Pittsburg  and  proceed  by 
river  down  to  New  Orleans  and  return  to 
Toronto  via  the  Mississippi,  the  Drainage 
Canal  and  the  Great  Lakes.  This  round 
trip  together  with  a  few  side  explora- 
tions up  the  Mississipi  tributaries  will 
make  a  trip  of  some  3,500  miles.  Mrs. 
Hastings  will  go  along.  The  launch 
will  be  an  open  one  with  an  automobile 
top.  "We  have  got  to  have  a  little  speed" 
remarked  Mr.  MacHenry  the  other  day. 
"It  won't  do  to  take  the  back  wash  of 
everything  we  meet  on  the  trip.  They've 
got  some  speedy  ones  down  that  way 
but  I'll  bet  this  Canuck  boat  isn't  always 
last  in  a  spurt." 


Some  R.  C.  Y.  C.  Changes. 

The  chances  are  that  several  of  the  lar- 
ger boatsofthe  RoyalCanadian  Yacht  Club 
fleet,  Toronto  will  not  be  in  commission 
this  summer,  and  the  other  large  yacht 
clubs  of  the  country  are  in  the  same  con- 
dition. The  financial  stringency  is  res- 
ponsible for  the  situation.  However  if 
some  of  the  Toronto  boats  will  not  be  in 
commission  others  which  laid  up  last 
year  or  were  exclusively  racing  craft  will 
be  ploughing  the  waves  as  cruising 
yachts. 

Both  Adele  and  Aileen  II, the  Canada's 
Cup  boats,  have  been  fitted  up  inside  and 
had  cabin  tops  built  on.  Both  as  they 
stand  now  are  grand  little  cruisers. 
Sitarrah,the  big  auxiliary  yawl  owned  by 
Amelius  Jarvis  which  blew  up  and  was 
partly  burned  last  year  has  been  sold  to 
J.  P.  Northeyand  he  is  having  her  rebuilt. 
He  too  like  Armelius  Jarvis  has  an  anti- 
pathy to  gasoline  and  will  instal  a  steam 
engine  in  her.  Mr.  Jarvis  will  this  sea- 
son sail  his  new  schooner,  now  the  larg- 
est craft  in  the  R.  C.  Y.  C.  sailing  fleet. 
Canada,  first  winner  of  the  famous  inter- 
national cup  which  now  bears  her  name  has 
been  sold  to  William  Whitney  formerly 
of  the  National  Yacht  Club  but  now  of 
theR.C.Y.C,  last  year's  skipper  of  the 
Vesta,  the  grand  little  racing  twenty- 
two  footer.    She  will    still    sail  under

It  is  said  that 
Strathcona,  the  stately  white  cutter  of  the 
R.C.Y.C.  fleet  will  not  be  in  commission 
this  >ear.  Vice  Commodore  Nicholls 
has  his  weather  eye  lifting  for  a  big- 
schooner  yacht.  He  is  tiring  of  his  steam 
yacht  Tranquillo  but  he  may  let  the  mat- 
ter rest  another  year  and  content  himself 
with  his  big  gasoline  yacht  Dauntless, 
now  in  service  at  his  summer  home  near 
Barrie  on  Lake  Simcoe. 


James  Gorden  Bennett  has  recently 
purchased  a  Fiat  motor  boat  as  a  tender  to 
his  yacht,  the  Lysistrata.  The  boat  is 
constructed  on  the  lines  of  the  racing 
boats,  with  the  engine  forward  and  the 
seats  for  passengers  in  the  rear.  The 
speed  is  about  fifteen  miles  per  hour.  The 
boat  is  covered  with  an  awning  for  bad 
weather  and  the  hull  is  of  double  planked 
cedar,  with  silk  between  the  decks.  The 
boat  is  35,107  feet  long  with  a  beam  of 
7.26  feet  and  a  craft  of  19  inches. 


The  Gyroscope.  , 
Editor,  Rod  and  Gun  and  Motor  Sports 
in  Canada  : — 

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  justobserved  a  very 
recent  despatch  from  Hamburg  announ- 
cing that  the  Hamburg-American  Line 
have  bought  the  German  rights  of  the 
Schlick  Gyroscope  and  propose  to  equip 
their  smaller  ships  with  the  device.  This 
is  with  a  view  to  obviating  the  rolling 
in  a  seaway.  This  idea  may  or  may  not 
have  been  gathered  and  adopted  from  the 
results  of  somewhat  recent  experiments 
of  one  Mr.  Brennan  somewhere  in  Eng>- 
land,  (I  am  not  certain  of  the  name  or 
place  havingabad  memory  for  such  things.) 
His  experiments  were  in  the  application 
of  the  principle  of  the  gyroscope  to  cars 
on  the  single  rail  and  he  is  reported  to  be 
now  preparing  to  demonstrate  in  a  more 
practical  way  the  feasibility  of  mono  rail 
transportation  under  the  auspices  and 
with  the  assistance  of  the  British  War 
Department. 

The  gyroscope  in  action  preserves  the 
equilibrium  of  the  car  whether  standing 
or  running  around  the  sharpest  curves  on 
a  single  rail.  It  is  a  scheme  that  is  likely 
to  revolutionize  railway  transportation 
in  the  near  future.     But  as  the  authors 


say  "that  is  another  story."  What  I  am 
aiming  at  in  this  reference  is  to  call  the 
attention  of  your  sporting  readers  to  the 
possibilities  that  the  use  of  the  gyroscope 
opens  up.  If  applied  to  motor  or  racing 
boats  it  means  that  in  construction  the 
beam  may  be  much  decreased  while  the 
keel  may  be  much  lengthened  to  provide 
for  the  necessary  buoyancy  and  that  a 
speed  anywhere  from  thirty  to  forty-five 
miles  per  hour  may  be  possible.  The 
gyroscope  as  employed  by  our  railroad 
inventor  has  two  discs  or  balance  wheels 
revolving  horizontally  at  high  speed  in 
opposite  directions.

Producer  Gas  Instead  of  Gasolene. 

The  first  cost  of  a  power  boat  is  not 
always  the  prime  consideration  with  those 
who  desire  to  become  owners — there  is 
always  that  question  of  upkeep  in  the 
background.  If  experiments,  which  have 
been  tried  so  far  with  success,  prove  per- 
manently equal  in  results,  then  a  new  pro- 
pelling power  in  producer  gas  has  been 
made  subservient  to  man.  The  experi- 
ments were  made  by  Mr.  Stephen  A. 
Hasbrouck  M.  E.,  the  designer  of  the 
Hasbrouck  motor,  who  installed  a  Has- 
brouck engine  in  a  launch  named  Gloria. 
The  launch  is  a  heavily  built  converted 
steam  yacht,  fifty-four  feet  long,  eleven 
feet  beam,  five  feet  deep  and  draws  three 
and  a  half  feet  of  water.  The  motor  is  a 
four  cylinder  four  cycle  twenty-five  horse 
power  Hasbrouck  giving  its  power  at 
five  hundred  revolutions.  The  plant 
takes  up  less  space  than  steam,  and 
weighs  much  less.  It  needs  little  atten- 
tion and  eliminates  all  dangers  of  explos- 
ion. The  complete  plant  in  the  Gloria, 
including  engine  and  producer,  weighs 
about  one  hundred  and  twenty  pounds 
per  horse  power'and  occupies  a  space  of 
nine  by  two  feet.  At  a  demonstration 
which  was  attended  by  several  experts 
a  run  of  ninety  miles  was  made  at  a  cost 
of  about  sixty  cents.  This  experiment 
was  made  at  New  London,  Conn,  and 
was  declared  in  all  respects  to  be  satis- 
factory.

Alpine  Club  Notes. 


A  sad  accident  occurred  on  New  Year's  Day  in  the  Swiss  Alps,  the  tragic  inci- 
dent having  a  direct  interest  to  members  of  the  Alpine  Club  of  Canada  owing  to  the 
fact  that  their  President  (Mr.  A.  O.  Wheeler)  was  a  member  of  the  party  climbing 
a  peak  when  the  fatal  slip  took  place.  As  the  members  know  Mr.  Wheeler  went  to 
England  to  represent  the  Alpine  Club  of  Canada  at  the  Jubilee  dinner  of  the  Eng- 
lish Alpine  Club  in  London.  After  the  celebration  Mr.  Wheeler  went  to  Switzer- 
land and  was  one  of  a  party  attempting  a  difficult  climb  on  New  Year's  Day.  From 
the  brief  account  received  up  to  the  present  it  appears  that  Mr.  Francis  a  Court 
Bergne,  eldest  son  of  Sir  Henry  Bergne,  K.  C.  B.,  K.  C.  M.  G.,  of  Pembroke  Road, 
Kensington,  London,  slipped  on  a  steep  ascent  and  going  over  a  precipice  was  in- 
stantly killed.  The  further  ascent  was  of  course  abandoned  and  the  remainder  of 
the  party  returned  in  safety.  It  is  a  remarkable  fact  that  only  three  or  four  years 
ago  Mr.  Bergne  nearly  met  his  death  under  similar  circumstances,  he  and  a  guide 
both  falling  over  a  precipice.  Both  the  deceased  gentleman  and  his  father  are  mem- 
bers of  the  English  Alpine  Club  and  the  deceased  was  an  enthusiastic  climber. 


A  report  from  Saddle  Lake,  Saskatch- 
ewan, states  that  a  man  was  killed  and 
eaten  by  wolves  forty  miles  south  of 
Lake  St.  Vincent  in  the  same  Province. 
Only  the  man's  gun  and  a  few  hairs  were 
found  while  nearby  were  the  remains  of 
seven  timber  wolves  which  the  man  had 
evidently  shot  before  being  overcome  by 
the  rest  of  the  pack. 


In  these  days  of  parlor  cars  and  trav- 
elling with  every  convenience  it  is  curious 
to  read  of  a  woman  and  three  children 
making  an  overland  trip  of  six  hundred 
miles  by  means  of  a  dog  train.  This 
long  trip  was  made  by  Mrs.  G.  R.  Ray, 
who  with  her  children  and  half  breed  ser- 
vants journeyed  from  York  Factory  on 
the  western  shores  of  Hudson  Bay  to 
Winnipeg.  There  are  sharp  contrasts 
between  the  means  of  travelling  at  York 
Factory  and  Winnipeg  and  it  seems 
wonderful  in  these  days  that  they  should 
be  brought  together  in  the  way  Mrs. 
Ray's  arrival  at  Winnipeg  appears  to 
have  done.  It  is  a  reminder  of  how 
much  there  is  yet  ahead  of  us  in  Canada. 


How  much  there  is  yet  to  learn  about 
Canada  is  made   evident  every  day  but 


perhaps  no  more  striking  confirmation  of 
this  fact  has  ever  been  given  than  in  a 
recent  announcement  made  on  behalf  of 
the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific.  Surveyors 
had  been  at  work  for  years  and  as  a  re- 
sult of  their  labors  it  was  proposed  that 
the  line  should  strike  the  headwaters  of 
the  Fraser  River  at  Yellowhead  Pass  and 
follow  the  course  of  that  river  in  a  line 
veering  sharply  to  the  north  to  Fort 
George.  At  that  point  the  Fraser  River 
makes  a  quick  bend  which  erratic  turn 
puzzled  the  engineers  and  compelled 
them  to  continue  in  a  northerly  direction 
to  Hazelton,  which  is  north  of  Prince 
Rupert.  At  Hazelton  they  struck  the 
Skeena  River,  and  naturally  mapped  out 
their  route  through  the  valley  of  that 
river.  There  appeared  no  alternative  to 
that  roundabout  route  and  perforce  the 
Company's  scheme  of  construction  was 
drawn  up  on  that  basis.  Now  a  party 
of  surveyors  have  discovered  a  shorter 
and  easier  route  between  Fort  George 
and  Prince  Rupert,  and  Hazleton  and  the 
long  divergence  north  will  be  avoided 
altogether.  The  new  route  is  along  the 
Copper  river.  It  has  met  with  much  fa- 
vorable comment  and  Mr.  Van  Airsdel, 
assistant  chief  engineer,  has  been  sent  to 
examine  the  grade  and  report  upon  the 
new  route  which  it  seems  certain  will  be 
accepted  in  lieu  of  the  former  one. 


Our  Medicine  Bag 


One  of  the  most  interesting  talks  to 
which  the  members  of  the  Canadian  Club 
of  Toronto,  have  listened  for  a  long  time 
was  an  address  recently  given  at  a 
crowded  luncheon  by  Mr.  Cy  Warman  on 
"The  Protection  of  the  Wild."  Mr. 
Warman  is  both  a  traveller  and  a  writer 
and^his  knowledge  of  the  wild  things  of 
the  forest,  as  well  as  of  the  conditions  of 
the  forests  themselves,  has  been  ob- 
tained by  many  years  of  careful  observa- 
tion. The  whole  of  his  remarks  are 
well  worthy  of  consideration  by  Cana- 
dians and  our  readers  will  be  interested 
to  learn  that  the  address  will  appear  in 
full  in  our  March  number. 


Mr.  E.  J.  McVeigh  writes  from  Ot- 
tawa : 

'•I  have  read  Alfred  J.  Horsey's  short 
article  on  the  scarcity  of  partridges  in 
the  January  number,  and  am  inclined  to 
agree  with  him  in  believing  that  these 
birds  are  the  victim  of  an  epidemic  dis- 
ease. His  remarks  on  the  "stock  rea- 
sons" are  timely  and  very  much  to  the 
point.  For  the  past  two  or  three  years 
I  have  not  bothered  the  partridge  to  any 
extent,  but  last  fall  while  wandering 
alone  through  the  woods,  (where  the 
birds  used  to  be  fairly  plentiful  but  are 
now  about  as  scarce  as  hens'  teeth)  I 
came  across  a  bird,  and  the  first  glimpse 
I  got  of  it  showed  me  that  it  was  a  sick 
partridge.  I  shot  it  with  the  rifle  and 
found  that  it  was  an  old  hen,  but  so 
small  and  poor  that  I  am  of  the  opinion 
it  would  not  have  lived  much  longer 
anyway.  Unfortunately  I  have  no 
knowledge  that  would  enable  me  to  pro- 
nounce on  its  ailments,  but  I  found  that 
the  feathers  were  gone  from  the  center 
of  the  lower  part  of  the  body,  and  the 
skin  stuck  fast  to  the  bone,  both  skin 
and  bone  being  hard  and  dry.  Will  Mr. 
Horsey  say  if  he  noticed  anything  pecu- 
liar about  the  birds  he  found?  Close  to 
where  I  found  this  sick  hen  I  saw  a  fine 
large  cock,  and  he  was  seemingly  in  fine 
condition.  I  did  not  shoot  him,  so  we 
may  hope  that  some  at  least  have  so  far 


escaped  the  blight.  I  have  been  told  by 
a  gentleman  who  hunted  deer  there  last 
fall  that  partridges  were  very  plentiful  in 
the  Adirondacks,  and  this  is  the  only 
place  I  have  heard  of  them  as  being 
plentiful.  But  this  in  my  opinion  would 
have  no  bearing  on  their  scarcity  in 
Eastern  Canada." 


A  Christmas  gift  of  no  common  kind 
has  been  made  to  the  people  of  the  Lab- 
rador coast.  Through  the  writings  and 
addresses  of  Dr.  W.  T.  Grenfell  C.  M. 
G.  the  American  friends  of  the  mission 
which  has  been  so  successfully  carried  on 
for  years  in  that  bleak  country,  three 
hundred  reindeer  have  been  collected  in 
Lapland  and  shipped  by  way  of  New- 
foundland to  Labrador.  The  work  has 
proved  a  larger  undertaking  than  these 
bare  facts  give  any  idea  of.  In  the  first 
place  the  collecting  of  the  reindeer 
proved  no  easy  task  and  when  this  was 
done  the  arrangements  for  transporta- 
tion proved  so  difficult  as  to  threaten  the 
whole  scheme.  No  English  shipowner 
could  be  found  who  would  charter  a  ship 
for  such  a  purpose  but  at  length  a  Nor- 
wegian barque  was  obtained  and  ar- 
rangements made  for  the  work  to  be 
done  for  $2,500.  Then  seven  hundred 
tons  of  moss  had  to  be  hauled  from  dis- 
tant mountain  forests  in  order  to  provide 
sustenance  for  the  reindeer  till  they 
reached  and  settled  down  in  their  new 
homes.  In  addition  to  the  reindeer  and 
their  fodder  were  four  families  of  Lap- 
landers to  teach  the  care  and  use  of  the 
deer  and  a  number  of  reindeer  dogs,  the 
latter  being  as  necessary  in  herding  the 
deer  as  the  collie  in  herding  sheep.  In 
the  whole  consignment  were  two  hundred 
and  fifty  does,  twenty-five  bucks  and 
twenty-five  deer  trained  to  harness.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  introduction  of  these 
reindeer  will  naturally  raise  the  standard 
of  living  in  Labrador.  Up  to  the  pres- 
ent the  fishermen  have  had  neither 
meat  nor  milk  and  their  domes- 
tic animals  have  been  confined  to  dogs 
which  are  often  vicious  and  dangerous. 
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Once  the  reindeer  are  thoroughly  domes- 
ticated it  is  hoped  that  the  dogs  may  be 
killed  off  and  as  a  further  result  smaller 
domestic  animals  may  be  obtained  and 
some    rude    agriculture  attempted.  At 
the  present  everything  that  may  be  grown 
is  devoured  by  the  dogs  before  it  has  a 
chance  of  reaching  maturity.     By  giv- 
ing the  fishermen  meat,  milk  and  hides 
and  an  incomparably  superior  transport- 
ation the  reindeer  should  go  far  to  im- 
prove the  lives  of  the  fishermen.  The 
cost  of  the  enterprise  is  $30,000  and  if  it 
proves    successful   it  will  amply  repay 
those  who   have  foand  the  money,  for 
improvements  in   the  hitherto  wretched 
lives  of  the  people  will  be  carried  to  an 
extent   that   will     make  them  wonder 
themselves  how  they  survived  under  past 
circumstances.     The    missionary  effort 
that   raises   the  daily  lives  of  the  whole 
people  is  the  sort  of  effort   with  which 
we  can   all  sympathize,  and  sportsmen 
will  unite  in  wishing  all   success  to  this 
most   interesting  and  promising  work. 
A  dispatch  from  St.  John,  N.  B.  states 
that  the  reindeer  were  landed  under  great 
difficulties  at  Greenville  harbor.    At  St. 
John   they  were   placed  on    board  the 
steamer  Anita  but  the  boat  was  not  able 
to  get  near  the  shore  on  account  of  the 
numerous  ice  floes.     The  only  method, 
therefore    to   land  the  deer  was  to  get 
them    on   the  ice.    This  was  done  but 
when    they  were  being  driven  to  land 
some  went  through  and    despite  all  the 
men  could  do  several  of  the    deer  were 
drowned. 


Fifty  miles  of  picturesque  islets  and 
scraggy  precipitous  rocks  on  the  west 
coast  of  the  State  of  Washington  to  be 
known  as  the  Quillayute  Needles  and 
Flattery  Rock  preservations  have  been 
set  aside  as  preserves  and  breeding 
grounds  for  native  birds  and  animals. 
This  is  a  fine  addition  to  the  increasing 
number  of  such  preserves  now  possessed 
by  the  States. 

The  staff  of  the  Forestry  Branch  of  the 
Interior  Department  has  been  greatly 
strengthened  by  the  appointment  to  the 
position  of  Inspector  of  Forest  Reserves 
of  Mr.  A.  Knechtel,  lately  the  Forester 


employed  by  the  New  York  State  Forest, 
Fish  and  Game    Commission.    This  is 
but  one  step  in  the  direction  of  enlarging 
and  strengthening  the  staff  of  the  For- 
estry   Branch,  which  is   being  done  as 
rapidly  as  trained  men  become  available. 
It  is  also  a  good  example  of  the  fact  that 
the   tide  is  turning  in  the  direction  of 
Canada,  and  that   Canadians  who  have 
gone  over  to  the  United  States    are  find- 
ing that  Canada  is  now  offering  greater 
opportunities.    Mr.  Knechtel  is  a  native 
of   Huron  County,   Ontario,    where  he 
helped    to    clear  his  father's  fairm  He 
taught  school  for  a   number    of  years  in 
Canada   and  afterwards  in  the  United 
States.     He  completed  the  three  years* 
agricultural  course  in  the    Michigan  Ag- 
ricultural College  and  graduated  with  the 
degree   of  Bachelor   of    Science.  His 
forestry   course   was   taken  at  Cornell 
University,  where  he  received  the  degree 
of  Forest  Engineer  from  the  New  York 
State  College  of  Forestry.    While  teach- 
ing school  and  attending  college  he  spent 
his  vacations  looking  after  the  work  in  a 
sawmill   owned   by   him  in  Muskoka. 
After  completing  his  course  he  was  first 
employed  by  the  United  States  Bureau 
of  Forestry  in  making   a  study   of  the 
natural   regeneration  of  the  commercial 
trees   of  the  Adirondacks.      Since  that 
time   he  has  been  the  Forester  for  the 
Forest,  Fish  and  Game  Commission  for 
New  York    State,    under   direction  ot 
which    he     made     a   classification  of 
the  forest  lands  of  the  State,  established 
forest  nurseries,  superintended  the  plant- 
ing of  500,000  trees  in  the  Adirondacks,  or- 
ganized the  work  of  collecting  forest  tree 
seeds  and  took  charge  of  the  fire  protec- 
tive service.     In  1904  he  made   a  four 
months'  tour  of  Europe,  visiting  France, 
Germany,  Austria,  Switzerland  and  Italy, 
studying  and  photographing  the  forests 
Mr.  Knechtel  has  published  a  number  of 
bulletins  and  articles  on  forestry  subjects. 
Some  of  the  more  important  are:  The 
Cultivated  Forests  of  Europe;  Methods 
of  Estimating  and  Measuring  Standing 
Timber,    and  Making  a  Woodlot  from 
Seed.  - 


There  were  stirring  times  at  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Hamilton  branch  of 
the  Ontario  Fish  and    Game  Protective 
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Association  held  at  Hamilton  last  month. 
Much  was  said  of  the  good  work  done 
and  much  more  of  that  still  remaining 
to  be  accomplished.  Both  Mr.  A.  Kelly 
Evans  and  Mr.  Oliver  Adams,  from  the 
headquarters  hranch,  Toronto,  were 
present  and  both  gentlemen  dealt  with 
unusual  vigor  upon  the  problems  in- 
volved in  efficient  fish  and  game  protec- 
tion. Mr.  Evans  dealt  in  particular  up- 
on the  manner  in  which  the  residents  in 
places  like  Hamilton  are  concerned  in 
these  matters.  He  looked  forward  with 
hope  to  the  possibilities  of  an  agreement 
for  the  international  control  of  the  Great 
Lakes  fisheries.  Mr.  Oliver  Adams  de- 
clared his  regret  for  having  arrived  at 
the  conclusion  "that  the  whole  system  of 
protection  in  this  Province  is  a  farce. 
The  question  of  protection  is  in  the  hands 
of  a  few  politicians  and  every  politician 
thinks  more  of  a  vote  than  he  does  of  a 
ton  of  fish  or  a  dozen  head  of  game." 
Dr.  Welford,  the  President  and  Mr.  W. 
J.  Taylor,  a  member  of  the  Committee, 
of  the  Woodstock  branch,  who  were  also 
in  attendance,  gave  short  addresses  on 
the  work  in  hand.  It  was  decided  to 
ask  the  Ontario  Government  to  double 
the  salary  of  Mr.  Charles  J.  Kerr,  the 
local  inspector,  in  order  that  he  might 
devote  the  whole  of  his  time  to  fish  and 
game  protection;  to  request  the  restock- 
ing of  local  waters  with  black  bass,  and 
to  ask  the  Provincial  Conference  to  con- 
sider the  question  of  legalizing  the  kill- 
ing of  young  deer.  Mr.  Thomas  Upton 
was  re-elected  President  and  the  follow- 
ing officers  and  committee  were  appoint- 
ed: First  Vice,  Thomas  W.  Watkins; 
Second  Vice,  James  Crooks;  Third  Vice, 
Major  Labatt;  Committee:  Dr.  Rennie, 
Adam  Ballantine,  Dr.  Overholt,  H.  Bar- 
nard, Capt.  Spencer,  ex-Aid.  Hancock, 
Aid.  Farrar  and  John  Hunter.  Inspector 
Kerr,  who  was  present,  gave  particulars 
of  his  work  and  the  Association  voted 
him  a  grant  of  $25  for  his  excellent 
services. 


Dr.  W.  H.  Fitzmaurice,  an  Irish  gen- 
tleman who  has  spent  some  time  in 
eastern  Canada,  writes:  "I  was  much 
interested  in  Mr.  E.  F.  Jenner's  article 
in  the    September   number  on  "Nova 


Scotian  Woodcock."  Mr.  Jenner  stated 
that  where  these  birds  go  on  their  migra- 
tion is  an  enigma  to  him.  Mr.  A.  A. 
Brown  asserted  in  a  later  number  that 
they  migrated  to  Ireland.  Now  I  have 
had  thirty  years'  experience  of  woodcock 
shooting  in  Ireland  and  have  never  seen 
a  Canadian  woodcock  there.  The  plum- 
age of  the  breast  of  the  woodcock  we 
have  in  Ireland  is  a  different  color  to 
that  of  the  Canadian  woodcock.  The 
Irish  woodcock  is  a  little  larger  weighing 
eleven  or  twelve  ounces  I  once  shot 
one  weighing  fourteen  ounces  and  a 
friend  shot  one  which  weighed  fifteen 
ounces. 


A  correspondent  writes  from  Wetas- 
kiwin,  Alta. :  "I  have  read  your  recent 
number  with  great  interest,  especially  the 
articles  on  still  hunting  and  the  preser- 
vation of  game.  Over  twenty  years' 
experience  in  the  woods,  chiefly  still 
hunting  caribou  and  deer,  has  shown  me 
that  the  true  charm  of  the  sport  in  hunt- 
ing big  game  lies  in  the  hunter  matching 
his  own  powers  against  the  keen  senses 
of  the  quarry.  Hounding  has  no  place 
in  the  woods  of  Ontario,  Quebec  and 
similar  country." 


Among  the  most  interesting  of  the 
several  cuts  which  brightened  up  the 
story  of  the  trip  to  Hudson  Bay  by  Mr. 
J.  M.  Bentley,  appearing  in  our  Decem- 
ber number,  was  one  of  an  Eskimo 
woman  which  appeared  with  the  follow- 
ing description  beneath  it:  "A  visitor 
from  the  Far  North.  This  picture  of  an 
Eskimo  woman  was  taken  at  Moose 
Factory  in  the  spring  of  1907,  and  pre- 
sented to  the  writer  by  Mr.  A.  W  Pat- 
terson on  July  21st  of  the  same  year 
while  up  there  on  a  canoe  trip."  Upon 
the  publication  of  the  December  number 
the  picture  was  recognized  by  Mr.  Ste- 
phen P.  M.  Tasker,  of  Philadelphia,  as 
one  taken  by  him  at  Fort  Chimo,  Labra- 
dor, in  October  1906,  when  in  company 
with  his  wife  and  guides  he  made  the 
crossing  of  that  little  known  country 
from  Lake  Superior.  Mr.  Tasker  gave 
the  photo  to  Mr.  Patterson,  who  is  the 
factor  in  charge  at  Moose  Factory,  who

before  distributing  copies,  as  without 
such  a  precaution  mistakes  are  inevitable.

The  latter  gentleman  under- 
stood that  the  photo  was  taken  at  Moose 
during  the  winter  time  when  it  is  cus- 
tomary for  the  Eskimo  to  bring  in  the 
mail  by  dog  train  from  posts  still  further 
north.  There  was  nothing  in  the  photo 
to  lead  either  Mr.  Bentley  or  ourselves 
to  doubt  the  correctness  of  the  account 
given  and  it  was  loaned  to  us  and  pub- 
lished in  all  good  faith.  Mr.  Tasker 
now  informs  us  that  the  publication  was 
premature  and  has  caused  him  incon- 
venience. Mr.  Bentley  joins  us  in  ex- 
pressing regret  for  this,  while  at  the 
same  time  explaining  that  had  Mr.  Tas- 
ker placed  his  name  and  place  and  date 
where  and  when  the  photo  was  taken  on 
the  back  of  the  photo  there  would  have 
been  no  publication.  Wc  trust  this  ex- 
planation will  be  accepted  by  Mr.  Tas- 
ker who  will  see  that  the  use  of  his 
photo  was  in  full  belief  that  the  right  to 
do  so  had  been  transferred  to  the  recip- 
ient. The  incident  may  act  as  a  warning 
to  travellers  taking  photos  to  label  them 


In  his  characteristic  straightforward 
fashion  President  Roosevelt  sent  the  fol- 
lowing message,  which  is  well  worth 
noting,  to  a  great  angler's  conference 
recently  held  in  New  York:  4 'You  stand 
for  the  prevention*  and  suppression 
of  wasteful  destruction.  You  stand  for 
the  promotion  and  support  of  laws  to 
protect  the  food  and  game  fishes  so  that 
they  shall  not  be  exterminated,  but  may 
continue  in  increased  abundance  to  sup- 
ply food  to  the  multitude  and  good  sport 
to  those  who  keep  the  law.  You  en- 
courage the  spirit  of  fair  play.  You  in- 
sist on  doing  your  fishing  in  straightfor- 
ward, sportsmanlike  fashion,  and  you  in 
every  way  discourage  the  obnoxious 
craze  for  record  breaking  as  regards  the 
amount  of  the  catches.  The  latter  I 
consider  especially  important.  There 
are  few  things  which  a  naturalist  and 
sportsman  should  more  heartily  condemn 
than  reckless  and  wasteful  slaughter. 
To  make  a  very  large  bag,  whether  of 
deer  or  prairie-chicken,  or  duck  or  quail, 
or  woodcock  or  trout  is  something  of 
which  to  be  ashamed  and  not  to  boast.'* 


The  British  Columbia  Government 
have  taken  an  important  step  in  the 
protection  of  tfyeir  big  game  by  raising 
the  bounty  on  panthers  and  wolves  from 
$7.50  to  $15.00.  This  is  in  accord  with 
representations  made  to  the  Government 
by  sporting  interests  throughout  the 
Province  and  after  the  Government 
themselves  have  held  an  inquiry  into  the 
whole  matter.  It  was  found  that

interesting  to  know  how  widely  our 
Canadian  trout  are  being-  disseminated. 
On  Tuesday  17th  December  last  Mr.  C. 
Cadman  of  the  North  of  England  Fish 
Hatchery,  Barrasford,  Northumberland, 
England,  on  behalf  of  the  British  Gov- 
ernment sent  to  Sir  Alfred  Sharp  at 
Zomba  in  British  Central  Africa,  a  con- 
signment of  three  thousand  Canadian 
brook  trout  ova  (S.  fontinales.)  A  year 
previously  Mr.  Cadman  sent  out  10,000 
rainbow  trout  ova,  which  proved  a  great 
success,  they  having  developed  into  one 
and  a  half  pounds  in  fifteen  months. 
The  present  shipment  is  being  made  in 
patent  boxes  fitted  with  ice  chests,  in 
such  a  way  that  the  ice  may  be  renewed 
as  circumstances  require.  This  ova  will 
have  quite  a  trip  before  it  reaches  its 
destination.  It  will  be  shipped  at  Dover 
on  the  German  South  African  line  The 
voyage  to  Chinde  will  take  four  weeks, 
arriving  there  the  journey  by  rail  to 
Zambesi  will  take  four  days,  from  that 
point  to  Zomba  it  is  one  hundred  miles 
over  which  the  ova  will  have  to  be  car- 
ried by  natives  through  the  bush, 
the  temperature  ranging  between  100 
and  115  degrees.  It  is  learned  that  the 
shipment  of  rainbow  trout  ova  to  New 
Zealand  a  couple  of  years  ago  has  been 


quite  a  successful  venture."  All  good 
fishermen  will  trust  that  equal  success 
will  attend  the  shipment  to  Central 
Africa  as  was  the  lot  of  the  one  sent  to 
New  Zealand. 


It  is  estimated  that  fully  25,000  deer 
were  killed  in  Maine  in  1907.  The  offi- 
cial figures  show  that  5,536  were  re- 
ceived on  all  the  railroads  in  the  State 
as  compared  with  5,494  in  1906. 


Good  sights  are  of  great  value  to  the 
sportsman  and  may,  and  often  do,  mean 
all  the  difference  between  success  and 
failure.

Another  difficulty  in  the  absence  of 
international  rules  over  the  international 
waters  of  the  Great  Lakes  was  recently 
brought  before  the  attention  of  Dr. 
Reaume,  the  Minister  of  Public  Works 
for  Ontario,  who  has  charge  of  the  fish 
and  game  interests  of  the  Province.  A 
deputation  representing  tug  fishermen  on 
Lake  Superior,  Lake  Huron  and  Geor- 
gian Bay  requested  official  sanction  to 
the  lengthening  of  their  gill  nets  from 
24,000  yards  to  75,000  yards.  They  rep- 
resented that  after  paying  $100  for  their 
licenses  they  were  unable  to  make  their 
occupation  profitable  with  the  present 
limitation.  American  fishermen  netting 
the  same  waters  were  under  no  such  re- 
strictions. The  Canadian  fishermen  fish 
under  modern  conditions  and  use  steam 
lifters.  As  a  matter  of  actual  fact  they 
have  exceeded  the  legal  limits  and  now 
ask  for  these  limits  to  be  extended.  Dr. 
Reaume  stated  that  he  was  unable  to 
make  any  promises  but  he  gave  assur- 
ances that  the  representations  of  the  dep- 
utation should  receive  careful  consider- 
ation. It  certainly  does  appear  that  un- 
til international  regulations  are  agreed 
upon  and  go  into  force  the  fisheries  of  the 
Great  Lakes  must  suffer  from  a  want  of 
uniformity. 


We  have  received  from  Dr.  Cameron, 
of  Pickford,  Michigan,  a  copy  of  a  very 
handsome  booklet  gotten  up  by  him  for 
the  members  of  the  Munoskong  Hunting 
and  Fishing  Club.  The  booklet  is  beau- 
tifully, illustrated  with  scenes  surround- 
ing the  Club's  grounds  and  portraits  of 
the  members  of  the  Club.

so  much  in  sympathy  with  similar  work 
in  Canada  that  we  quote  from  its  intro- 
duction: "A  number  of  years  ago  Dr. 
J.  A.  Cameron  who  is  well  known  to 
every  sportsman  and  naturalist  in  the 
country,  visited  this  region  and  was  so 
struck  with  its  advantages  as  a  great 
game  preserve  that  he  resolved  to  secure 
it  before  it  was  too  late  and  at  once  pur- 
chased a  portion  of  land  surrounding  the 
bay.  It  was  his  ambition  to  see  this  ter- 
ritory controlled  by  a  few  gentlemen 
sportsmen  who  would  value  the  outing 
as  much  as  the  chase  and  who  would  not 
wish  to  kill  everything  in  sight.  A  close 
student  of  nature  and  of  the  outdoor 
life,  he  clearly  saw  that  if  a  region  so 
well  supplied  by  Nature  could  be  placed 
in  proper  hands  and  receive  proper  pro- 
tection that  the  hunting  and  fishing 
would  furnish  sport  for  generations  to 
come.  It  so  happened  that  a  party  of 
gentlemen  in  Detroit  were  looking  for 
just  such  a  place,  and  through  inquiries 
made  by  them  to  Mr.  Chapman,  the 
State  Game  Warden,  they  were  brought 
in  communication  with  Dr.  Cameron  and 
as  a  result  the  '  'Munoskong  Hunting 
and  Fishing  Club"  became  a  reality,  and 
the  good  work  has  progressed  so  rapidly 
that  at  present  practically  the  whole 
great  territory  has  been  purchased  out- 
right and  everything  possible  is  being 
done  to  make  it  the  greatest  game  pre- 
serve on  the  continent.  Munoskong 
Bay  proper  is  about  four  miles  long  by 
two  in  width  and  its  depth  is  from  one  to 
four  feet.  It  is  a  labyrinth  of  reeds, 
wild  rice  and  rushes  with  innumerable 
channels    winding    in  all  directions  and 
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with  pools  interspersed  here  and  there. 
A  boat  can  be  punted  for  miles  along 
these  channels.  These  rushes  and  rice 
form  an  ideal  hiding  ground  for  all  kinds 
of  feathered  game.  The  tributaries  of 
the  bay  are  two  rivers,  the  "Big"  and 
"Little"  Munoskong,  and  a  number  of 
spring  creeks.  Lying  south  of  the  bay 
and  separated  from  it  by  a  marsh  is  a 
small  lake  known  as  the  "Lagoon."  It 
is  quite  deep  and  has  a  small  spring  creek 
emptying  into  it.  In  addition  to  Mun- 
oskong Bay  there  are  many  others  as  the 
whole  shore  from  Goose  Point  to  the 
Goglemain  River  is  a  succession  of  long 
points  and  deep  bays.  These  bays  are 
similar  to  Munoskong  in  being  shallow 
and  containing  much  reeds  and  rushes. 
The  shore  line  between  these  points  will 
exceed  thirty  miles  so  one  can  see  what 
an  enormous  feeding  ground  it  contains. 
There  are  three  islands  in  the  bay  all  of 
which  make  ideal  blinds  as  they  are 
thickly  wooded.  The  shores  of  the  bay 
are  generally  elevated  with  valleys  be- 
tween the  ridges.  The  ridges  are  cov- 
ered with  much  valuable  timber  being 
principally  birch  and  maple  while  on  the 
lower  lands  there  is  an  abundance  of 
hemlock,  cedar  and  spruce.  The  timber 
is  increasing  in  value  every  year  and  in 
time  to  come  will  prove  a  valuable  asset 
to  the  club."  Hunting,  fishing,  duck 
shooting,  the  making  of  maple  sugar 
etc.,  are  amongst  the  delights  enjoyed 
by  the  Club  and  these  are  described  by 
enthusiastic  members  in  both  prose  and 
verse  in  this  booklet.  It  is  pretty  clear 
that  if  all  things  in  connection  with  the 
Club  are  managed  in  the  same  efficient 
manner  as  the  production  of  this  Club 
booklet  the  members  are  fortunate  in- 
deed in  having  Dr.  Cameron  as  their 
manager.  Clearly  his  heart  is  in  his 
work  and  that  fact  goes  for  much  in 
making  that  work  efficient  and  successful. 


Early  in  January  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Hastings  County  Branch  of  the 
Ontario  Fish  and  Game  Protective  Asso- 
ciation was  held  at  Belleville.

The  prosecution 
which  was  conducted  by  Mr.  Dan  Blea, 
was  ordered  by  Game  Superintendent 
Tinsley.  The  Bell  Brothers  are  in  no 
way  connected  with  Dr.  Bell  who  was 
recently  a  ranger  in  the  Algonquin  Park.

A  buck  deer  belonging  to  Louis  An- 
derson, of  Portland,  Ore.,  which  had 
been  made  a  pet  in  the  family  turned 
vicious  and  attacked  Roscoe  Frost,  a 
storekeeper,     The  man  paid  no  attention 


to  the  animal  till  it  knocked  him  down 
but  speedily  regaining  his  feet  he  grasped 
the  animal's  horns  and  engaged  in  a 
tussle  which  lasted  for  half  an  hour. 
Frost  was  rolled  and  tossed  about  and 
his  clothing  torn  though  finally  he  man- 
aged to  get  the  animal  into  a  nearby 
chicken  yard,  when  the  now  enraged  an- 
imal was  within  a  few  inches  of  jumping 
over  the  high  wire  fencing.  After  this 
escapade  the  owner  decided  to  kill  the 
animal. 

From  time  to  time  we  have  reminders 
that  the  period" when  wild  animals  roamed 
in  our  woods  in  such  numbers  as  to  be 
dangerous  is  not  far  removed  from  the 
present.  Such  an  incident  is  reported 
from  McAdam,  a  little  town  in  New 
Brunswick.  The  C.  P.  R.  ticket  agent 
at  that  point,  Mr.  Edward  Irvine,  has 
his  house  quite  close  to  the  woods  and 
one  evening  in  late  December  on  his  re- 
turn from  duty  found  the  house  uncom- 
fortably warm.    Opening    the  door  for 
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the  purpose  of  cooling  off  he  was  amazed 
to  see  a  large  panther  spring  into  the 
room  and  make  for  the  baby,  peacefully 
reposing  in  a  cradle.  Mr.  Irvine  did  not 
lose  his  presence  of  mind  though  his 
wife,  on  entering  the  room  and  seeing 
the  child's  danger,  swooned  away.  He 
first  picked  up  the  stove  shaker,  threw 
it  at  the  animal  striking  it  on  the  head 
and  merely  enraging  the  beast.  An  at- 
tack with  a  chair  had  more  effect  and 
frightened  the  panther  so  much  that  the 
snarling  animal  beat  a  hasty  retreat 
through  the  open  door.  Not  much  time 
was  lost  in  getting  a  few  neighbors  to- 
gether and  scouring  the  woods  in  search 
of  the  animal  though  without  success. 
Considerable  excitement  prevailed  in  the 
settlement  and  it  was  reported  chat  the 
whole  neighborhood  would  be  under 
arms  until  the  vicinity  was  released  from 
such  a  ferocious  beast. 


The  negotiations  over  fishing  matters 
in  Lake  Champlain  are  still  in  progress 
and  recently  Senator  Proctor,  of  Ver- 
mont explained  at  Washington  that  the 
difference  between  the  two  countries 
were  all  owing  to  the  fish.  It  appears 
that  the  fish  will  follow  the  shore  line  of 
the  Lake  on  the  New  York  side  up  into 
Canadian  territory  and  here  they  are 
caught  in  seines.  The  Americans  wish 
this  fishing  to  be  better  regulated  and  no 
doubt  as  a  part  of  the  settlement  of  sev- 
eral international  fishery  questions  the 
one  connected  with  Lake  Champlain 
which  intersects  Quebec,  New  York  and 
Vermont,  will  have  to  be  considered  and 
some  satisfactory  solution  found.  It  has 
troubled  several  Governments  and  noth- 
ing seems  likely  to  successfully  cope  with 
the  situation  but  an  agreement  which 
shall  take  in  the  fishing  and  make  regu- 
lations for  them  in  all  international 
waters. 


Various  organizations  in  Canada  are 
becoming  alive  to  the  necessity  of  safe- 
guarding our  assets  in  forest,  fish  and 
game  and  the  Canadian  Manufacturers' 
Association  of  Montreal,  have  pressed 
upon  the  Premier  of  the  Dominion  their 
strong  views  with  regard  to  the  conser- 
vation of  forests,  the  preservation  of  the 


water  supply  and  the  protection  of  the 
pulp  and  paper  interests.  It  is  reported 
from  Ottawa  that  the  Government  are  so 
impressed  with  the  importance  of  these 
subjects  as  to  have  decided  on  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  Royal  Commission  for 
their  consideration  before  recommending 
any  legislation  on  the  subject. 


A  correspondent  has  drawn  our  atten- 
tion to  the  statement  in  the  December 
number  that  Bishop  Holmes,  following 
upon  the  route  of  Mr.  J.  M.  Bentley,  on 
his  return  from  Hudson  Bay,  came  upon 
one  of  his  campfires  which  was  still 
burning.  It  is  a  serious  matter  to  leave 
campfires  burning  in  the  woods  and  Mr. 
Bentley's  attention  was  drawn  to  what 
was  apparently  an  oversight  on  his  part. 
Mr.  Bentley  explains  that  the  mistake 
was  not  his  as  he  invariably  extinguishes 
his  campfires  with  water  and  leaves 
nothing  but  black  ashes  before  the  camp 
is  vacated.  This  he  considers  one  of  the 
first  requirements  of  camp  lite  and  if 
only  others  were  as  careful  in  this  matter 
as  he  is  himself  our  forests  would  be 
safe  guarded  from  one  great  danger. 
He  can  only  suppose  that  the  Bishop 
came  upon  a  campfire  which  was  still 
burning  and  supposed,  as  he  knew  the 
party  ahead  of  him,  that  it  had  been  the 
site  of  Mr.  Bentley's  camp.  Mr.  Bent- 
ley further  states  that  in  the  course  of  his 
trip  he  came  upon  several  campfires 
which  were  burning  and  in  each  instance 
he  extinguished  them.  The  Indians  are 
not  so  careful  -  in  this  matter  as  they 
should  he,  and  Mr.  Bentley  believes  that 
it  was  an  Indian  camp  that  the  Bishop 
mistook  for  his.  He  would  not  be  so 
positive  on  the  matter  but  for  the  fact 
that  from  his  first  introduction  to  the 
woods  he  has  made  it  a  matter  of  per- 
sonal concern  to  see  to  the  thorough  ex- 
tinguishing of  the  fires  before  the  camp 
is'  left.  We  are  sure  our  readers  will 
accept  this  explanation,  as  Mr.  JBentley 
has  shown  himself,  in  his  accounts  of  his 
travels  in  Canadian  forests,  to  be  a  true 
sportsman  and  one  of  the  kind  of  whom 
we  cannot  have  too  many  in  Canada.

H.  Bourdon,  103  Rue  St.  Denis,  Mon- 
treal, propounds  a  query  that  some  of 
the  dog  lovers  amongst  our  readers  may- 
be able  to  answer.

In 
Canada  no  shooter  of  standing  is  allowed  t 
shoot  at  200  targets  much  less  2000  from  tlu 
16   yard  mark. 


Hamilton  Mid-Winter  Tournament 

Easily  first  in  importance  and  popularity 
as  an  international  live  bird  shoot,  the  Hamil- 
ton Mid-Winter  tournament,  Jan.  14-17,  was, 
as  usual,  a  huge  success.  The  weather  during 
the  whole  four  days  was  remarkably  fine  for 
January,  a  rather  stiff  breeze  which  made 
both  targets  and  pigeons  harder  to  connect 
with  and  added  an  uncomfortable  chilliness  to 
the  air,  being  about  the  only  unfavorable  con- 
dition. Harbors  of  refuge,  provided  by  the 
management,  however,  with  a  roaring  fire  in 
them,  reduced  the  discomfort  from  the  cold  to 
a  minimum. 

The  programme   was  somewhat  varied  this 


year,  and  instead  of  running  target  and  live- 
bird  events  concurrently  each  day,  alternate 
days  were  devoted  to  each,  the  tfirst  and  third 
days  being  at  birds  exclusively  and  the  second 
and  fourth  days  to  targets. 

The  target  shooting  was  very  hard.  This 
is  amply  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  the 
high  amateur  average  for  both  days  was  won 
from  a  field  of  the  best  shots  on  either  side 
of  the  line  with  but  82$  per  cent.  Even  John 
R.  Taylor,  the  great  Winchester  expert,  could 
not  reach  90  per  cent,  and  such  a  star  per- 
former as  "TJ.M.C,  Stevens  touched  bottom, 
with  but  63  per  cent,  the  second  day.  The 
reasons  were  variously  given.  The  shooting 
was  over  Bowron  traps,  throwing  unknown  an- 
gles. The  work  of  the  traps  was  perfect.-  The 
wind  blowing  stiffly  across  the  traps  undoubt- 
edly had  a  tendency  to  deflect  the  shot,  especi- 
ally of  a  deliberate  shooter.  It,  also,  caused 
the  left  quartering  target  to  tower  and  the 
right  quarterer  to  dip  sharply.  Again  for 
some  reason,  either  from  not  rotating  proper- 
ly as  some  thought,  or  their  extreme  hard- 
ness, the  targets  were  hard  to  break,  some 
"lost"  ones  being  retrieved  with  as  many  as 
six  perforations. 

The  live  birds  were  some  of  Watson's  best, 
and,  as  a  rule,  give  the  shot  gun  artist,  a 
good  run  for  his  money.  These  were  shot 
from  a  set  of  Fulford  traps  and  a  set  of  King 
traps.  The  handicap  was  from  26  to  32  yds. 
but  the  skidoo  mark  was  there  for  moral  ef- 
fect only,  as  it  was  not  used  during  the  tour- 
nament. 

The  importance  of  the  shoot  was  amply 
attested  bv  the  distance  some  of  the  shooters 
travelled  to  get  there.  Such  distant  spots 
as  Alberta,  Iowa,  and  all  the  States  on  the 
Ontario  border  bad  many  representatives  pres- 
ent. 

High  amateur  average  on  targets,  first  day, 
was  won  by  Harry  D.  Kirkover.  the  Buffalo 
expert,  with  176.  Second  average  was  a  tie  be- 
tween Hopper  of  Westfield,  N.Y.,  and  Burns  of 
Cleveland,  with  172  each.  J.  A.  Ft.  Elliott. 
Winchester  expert,  was  high  professional  with 
177. 

High  amateur  average,  second  day  at  tar- 
gets, was  won  by  L.  Fisher,  -  Buckeye,  Ohio, 
with  163,  or  Si.<s  per  cent,  Burns  of  Cleveland 
getting  second  place  with  155  or  79  °  per  cent. 
J.  R.  Taylor,  Winchester  expert,  was  high  pro- 
fessional, second  day.  with  177. 

For  both  target  days,  Burns  was  -high  ama- 
teur with  a  total  of  330  out  of  400  or  82£  per 
cent,  wdith  Hopper  second  with  81  per  cent. 
Taylor  was  high  professional  for  both  days 
with  85  per  cent. 

The  big  event  and  great  drawing  card  of 
the  tournament  was  the  Grand  Canadian  Han- 
dicap, probably  now  the  most  important  live 
bird  event  on  the  continent.  Two  perfect  scores 
in  this  event  were  made  by  old  time  cracks  and 
expert  pigeon  shooters,  Harry  D.  Kirkover  of 
Buffalo  and  Mr.  May  hew  of  Marcy  N.Y.  Three 
Canadians,  "Rod  *and  Gun",  "Farmer"  and 
Bennett,  got  into  the  19  hole.  Bennett  being 
unfortunate  enough  to  lose  his  last  bird. 

The  shoot  off  by  "^'-V over  and  Mayhew 
(*99)  creotted  great  interest  and  was  won  by 
the  latter  on  the  sixth  round,  Kirkover's  sixth 
bird  dropping  dead  just  over  the  boundary.  The 
winner  was  warmly  congratulated  on  his  win 
of  the  handsome  trophy  emblematic  of  the 
Canadian  live  bird  championship.  In  this 
event  the  20's  got  $76.20  each,  19's  $21.25, 
18's  $16. Op  and  17's  $10.65. 

Mr.  Ralph  C.  Ripley,  President  of  the 
Hamilton  Gun  Club,  deserves  great  credit  for 
the  smoothness  with  which  all  the  events  were 
run  off.  The  management  of  the  shoot  falling 
largely  on  his  shoulders.  He  was  ably  assisted 
by  Geo.  W.  Burkholder,  the  cashier,  who  con- 
ducted this  important  end  of  the  business  to 
the  satisfaction  of  all.  The  Carlisle  systetrn  of 
handling  the  scores  and  cash,  introduced  by 
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H.  H.  Stevens,  was  used  here  for  the  first 
time  and  proved  to  be  a  very  complete  and 
effective  method. 

Wm,.    Wark    superintended    the  traps  which 


ran  without  a  hitch  the  whole  four  days. 

Dr.  Hunt,  John  Morris  and  Capt.  Spencer 
performed  the  arduous  duties  of  live  bird  ref- 
erees satisfactorily  and  well.

Grand  American  Handicap  1908 

The  -  powers  that  be,  otherwise,  the  Inter- 
state Association,  have  had  their  annual  meet- 
ing and  have  decided  the  momentous  question 
to  many  trap  shooters,  of  the  location  of  the 
next  big  meet.  Columbus,  Ohio,  has  been  se- 
lected and  it  is  probably  a.s  convenient  as  any 
for  the  Canadian  shooters  who  may  attend. 
Some  important  changes  have  been  in  the  rules 
and  conditions.  On  and  after  Feb.  1st,  1908. 
clubs  may  hold  what  will  be  known  as  "regis- 
tered tournaments."  A  club  wishing  to  hold  a 
registered  tournament  must  make  application 
to  the  secretary-treasurer  of  the  Association 
45  days  in  advance  of  the  tournament  on 
blanks  furnished,  stating  the  name  of  the  club, 
the  name  of  its  manager  and  the  object  of  the 
tournament,  the  amount  of  added  money  (if 
any)  and  the  system  of  division  of  the  money; 
what  hotel  accommodation  for  the  shooters 
and  rates,  and  agree  to  mail  promptly  after 
the  shoot  the  names,  addresses  and  scores  - 
the  shooters,  both  professional  and  amateur. 
If  the  application  is  granted  the  club  gets  fav. 
orable  discrimination  in  the  matter  of  ad\ei 
tising  as  against  unregistered  clubs. 

The  season's  average  for  buth  aanateurs  and 
professional  shall  be  computed  on  not  less 
than  2000  targets  for  amateurs  and  5000  for 
professionals  shot  during  the  year  from  the 
standard  distance  (now  16  yards)  ,and  only  i 
Interstate  or  registered  tournaments,  and  this 
shall  be  considered  the  official  average  guide 
for  the  year. 

A  professional  must  be  out  of  ranks  one 
year  instead  of  three  months,  as  formerly,  be- 
fore he  can  read  his  title  clear  'as  jan  amateur. 
Where  a  shooter's  standing  is  officially  ques- 
tioned) it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary- 
manager  to  investigate  by"  taking  up  the  mat- 
ter with  the  manufacturer  whose  goods  are  be- 
ing used. 

Live  Birds  at  Laramie's 

WiMiam  Laramie  is  the  good  natured  land- 
lord of  the  Lakeview  Hotel,  one  of  those  num- 
erous places  of  liquid  and  solid  refreshment  ov- 
erlooking Lake  St.  Clair,  in  view  of  Peche  Is- 
land, one  of  the  Canadian  beauty  spots  near 
the  head  of  Detroit  River.  Here  William  an- 
nually puts  on  the  boards  a  live  bird  shoot, 
which  is  generally  well  attended  by  the  nim- 
rods  ol  Essex  County. 

The  grounds  are  somewhat  a  la  Monte  Car- 
lo, the  boundary  not  being  over  thirty  yards. 
Behind  the  shooters  were  the  waters  of  Lake 
Erie.  In  front  the  boundary  was  the  farther 
side  of  a  deep  and  wide  drainage  canal;  on  the 
right  a  barn  and  on  the  left  a  summer  cot- 
tage. Any  birds  falling  on  the  uncertain  sur- 
face of  the  frozen  oan'al  were,  for  obvious  rea- 
sons, counted  "dead"  without  any  argument. 

This  year  the  event  took  place  on  January 
2nd.  Inside  the  enclosure  were  ■  fifteen  or  six- 
teen shooters  and  a  crowd  of  spectators.  Out- 
side the  boundary  the  ice  Covered  fields  of  the 
flooded  landscape  were  dotted  with  about 
twice  that  number  of  pot-hunters.  Any  bird 
escaping  the  trap  shooter  had  to  run  the 
gauntlet  of  the  outside  shooters  and  was  in- 
variably greeted  with  a  regular  fusilade.  Very

few  birds  sooner  or  later,  failed  to  fly  into  one 
of  the  numerous  charges  of  shot  set  after  them 
As  shooting  progressed  the  line  of  outsiders 
became  narrower  until  many  of  them  were  on 
the  canal,  inside  the  boundary.  Although 
driven  off  and  warned  to  remain  outside  the 
boundary  some  persisted  in  maintaining  this 
coign  of  vantage  and,  as  a  consequence,  the 
shoot  ended  almost  in  a  tragedy.  One  of 
the  most  persistent  of  these  shooters,  a  lad  of 
seventeen,  in  his  efforts  to  get  a  fallen  bird 
went  through  the  thin  ice.  His  cries  for  help 
brought  the  crowd  running,  but  he  had  gone 
under  several  times  and  was  almost  exhausted 
with  his  struggles  before  he  could  be  rescued.

At  the  shoot  of  the  Palefaces  Association 
held  at  Wellington  in  the  early  part  of  Janu- 
ary, Mayer  E.  E.  Reed  won  the  title  to  the 
State  championship  of  Massachusetts.  Mr. 
Reed  used  a  Lefever  gun  and  attributed  his 
success  largely  to  his  famous  weapon.  The 
amateur  championship  of  the  New  York  A.C.  at 
Travers  Island  on  December  18th  was  won  by 
Dr.  Gleason,  who  broke  95  out  of  a  possible 
100,  and  established  a  new  record  for  this 
event.  The  win  is  a  fine  testimony  to  the  ef- 
fiency  ofi  the  Lefever  guns,  which  with  their 
evenness  of  pattern,  maximum  of  penetrq^on 
and  advantages  gained  in  the  special  taper 
bore  system  secure  some  wonderful  results. 

Not  since  trap  shooting  was  inaugurated 
have  any  shells  in  one  year  made  such  a  great 
showing  as  was  made  by  Winchester  factory 
loaded  shells  in  1907.  The  shooting  annals  of 
the  year  are  simply  saturated  with  Winchester 
winnings  and  records — a  glorious  legion  of  wit- 
nesses of  the  reliable,  uniform  and  strong 
shooting  qualities  of  the  red  W.  brand.

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Caribou  Hunting  in  Newfoundland.

DHE  millionaire  hunter — he  who  has 
money  to  burn  and  nothing  else  to 
worry  about  but  to  find  a  suitable 
region  to  which  he  may  travel  in  quest 
of  game  and  not  feel  concerned  over  his 
bank  account — may  rave  about  the  tiger 
shooting  in  the  jungles  of  India  or  ex- 
patiate on  the  chase  of  the  fleet  footed 
chamois  from  crag  to  crag  in  the  moun- 
tains of  Switzerland,  far  above  the  sky 
line;  no  doubt  he  has  enjoyed  rare  good 
sport  and  his  reminiscences  of  game, 
sighted,  stalked  and  killed  in  those  far 
countries  furnish  splendid  material  for 
the  after  dinner  story  at  the  club  on  his 
return  home;  but  to  the  man  of  modest 
means  who  through  the  tightest  kind  of 
engineering  can  manage  to  steal  away 
for  a  few  short  weeks  from  his  business 
for  a  turn  along  some  favorite  marshes 
and  moors,  the  trip  across  the  pond  to 
those  Oriental  shooting  grounds  is  out  of 
the  question;,  yet  it  is  a  safe  conclusion 
the  latter  enjoys  his  sojourn  in  the  near 
home  wilds  with  a  similar  enthusiasm  to 
that  of  his  more  fortunate  friend. 

Our  hunting  vacation  this  fall  was 
spent  on  the  wild  barrens  and  hills  of  the 
interior  of  Newfoundland,  and  such 
grand  and  glorious  sport  was  occasioned 
during  our  stay  in  the  4 'ancient  colony" 
that  when  the  time  came  for  us  to  leave 
we  were  loth  to  take  our  departure. 

During  the  three  weeks  spent  on  the 
grounds  myself  and  companion,  Plus 
Parsons,  bagged  three  caribou  stags 
each,  the  limit  allowed  to  visitors,  and 


had  it  been  allowable  we  could  have  shot 
fifty  of  those  pretty  creatures. 

One  of  the  heads  totalled  up  the  mag- 
nificent number  of  42  points,  and  none 
of  the  other  five  were  under  34. 

Arriving  at  Port  Aux  Basques,  after  a 
seven  hour's  run  across  the  Gulf  of  St. 
Lawrence  in  the  steamer  Bruce,  we 
landed  and  proceeded  to  the  customs 
office  on  the  wharf,  where,  with  an 
obliging  official  we  deposited  $20  each 
as  a  guarantee  that  on  our  return  we 
would  bring  our  shooting  gear  with  us. 

Several  suspicious  looking  receptacles 
which  Plus  carried  for  the  guide's  (?)  use 
were  also  taxed  thirty  cents  on  the  dol- 
lar duty,  as  it  was  morally  certain  that 
none  of  the  liquid  which  they  contained 
would  be  returned. 

Jim  Tompkins,  our  old  guide  of  early 
salmon  fishing  memories  on  the  Little 
Codroy,  was  on  hand  to  look  after  our 
traps  and  bags,  and  after  little  prelim- 
inary we  were  soon  aboard  the  cross- 
country express  bound  for  St.  Johns, 
seated  in  a  cozy  smoking  carriage  and 
whirling  along  through  such  a  wild  bar- 
ren and  unbroken  country  of  mountain, 
dale,  hill,  river,  dell  and  stream,  the 
latter  for  the  most  part  nestling  in  deep 
fissures  between  towering  hills,  the 
whole  presentingakaleidoscope  of  rugged 
scenery  such  as  could  not  be  excelled  in 
any  other  part  of  the  world. 

Early  in  the  afternoon  the  train  pulled 
up  at  the  "The  Howley's,"  our  baggage 
was  dumped  off,    the  engine  too-tooted

a  farewell  whistle,  started  off  on  her 
journey  and  we  were  left  alone  in  a  per- 
fect wilderness,  if  the  reader  excepts  a 
few  houses  scattered  here  and  there  over 
a  radius  of  about  a  mile  square. 

Following  a  good  night's  rest  at  the 
hotel,  we  were  up  long  before  daylight 
and  off  to  the  "Goose  Brook"  caribou 
barrens,  our  guide  and  his  assistants 
packing  the  camp  and  cooking  utensils, 
as  we  had  decided  to  spend  all  our  time 
in  the  woods  under  canvas  as  far  from 
touch  of  the  world  as  possible. 

After  everything  had  been  made  snug 
and  tight  in.  camp,  the  guides  got  busy 
right  away  and  erected  a  "gaze,"  near 
the  junction  of  two  roads  leading  down 
to  the  lake,  behind  which  we  were  to  lay 
concealed  until  the  deer  should  pass  on 
their  way  to  drink. 

The  first  day,  from  our  places  of  van- 
tage, we  counled  a  herd  of  forty -five 
caribou  that  passed  by  us,  any  of  which 


the  veriest  amateur  with  the  gun  could 
have  easily  brought  down;  however,  we 
allowed  them  all  to  go  by  without  moles- 
tation, there  being  no  particularly  fine 
heads  in  the  bunch. 

Towards  the  close  of  the  second  day 
out,  just  as  the  twilight  was  falling 
around,  a  stately  stag  showed  up  the 
avenue  in  the  woods,  walking  with, 
mincing  steps  and  lordly  gait  directly 
down  the  paths  which  we  overlooked. 

It  was  decided  that  Plus  should  have 
the  shot,  and  he  with  the  true  sports- 
man's instinct  concluded  to  give  the 
deer  one  chance  in  a  thousand  to  get 
away  with  his  life. 

Allowing  the  stag  to  get  about  one 
hundred  yards  away,  Plus  stepped  out 
from  his  place  of  concealment,  threw  his 
gun  to  his  shoulder,  pulled  the  trigger, 
and  snap!  went  the  cartridge. 

With  the  first  movement  of  the  hunter 
the  deer  was  away  like  a  flash  down  the 
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path.  It  was  three  hundred  and  seventy 
five  yards  to  the  clearing-,  and  just  as  the 
stag-  turned  the  edge  of  the  woods  Plus 
let  go  the  second  barrel.  The  monarch 
of  the  forest  jumped  high  in  the  air  and 
dropped  in  his  tracks  with  a  bullet  in  his 
heart. 

We  had  fresh  venison  for  supper  that 
evening,  and  for  every  other  meal  we 
felt  like  it  during  the  remainder  of  our 
stay  in  the  woods. 

During*  the  following  nine  days  we 
brought  down  the  residue  of  our  quota 
of  stags  allowed  by  law,  and  the  final 
head  taken  by  Plus  was  possibly  the  best 
shot  of  the  trip. 

4 'Goose  Brook"  is  about  four  hundred 
yards  across,  and  returning  to  our  camp 
from  a  trip  across  the  barrens  we  were 
compelled  to  make  a  circuit  of  the  south- 
ern end  of  the  pond. 

It  was  about  dusk  when  we  reached 
around  the  home  side,  and  to  our  sur- 
prise, could  hear  distinctly  the  call  of  a 
stag  for  his  mate  on  the  other  shore, 
and  the  crashing  of  the  thick  brush  as  he 
made  his  way  through  the  woods  for  his 
evening  drink.  Crouching  down  in  the 
bushes  we  waited  until  he  showed 
through  the  trees,  and  with  but  a  shift- 
ing shadow  for  his  target,  Plus  brought 
his  gun  to  his  shoulder  and  let  drive; 
there  was  a  crash,  followed  by  a  pro- 
found silence  and  we '  knew  that  the 
deadly  lead  had  found  a  vital  spot. 

We  kept  on  to  camp,  and  the  guide 
returning  an  hour  later  brought  in  one 
of  the  very  finest  heads  we  had  in  our 
collection. 

Stalking  caribou  in  and  about  "The 
Howley's"  is  a  feat  that  is  certain  to 
dismay  the  amateur  at  this  sport,  and  on 
occasion  taxes  the  patience  of  even  the 
most  hardened  sportsman. 

To  find  yourself  a  thousand  yards  or 
so  to  leeward  of  a  fine  set-up  stag,  say 
at  seven-thirty  a.  m.,  with  not  a  stump 
of  a  tree  or  a  mound  of  grass  between 
you  and  your  target  big  enough  to  hide, 
and  the  deer  with  a  good  feeding  ground 
of  young  grass  at  his  nose,  around 
which  he  marches  with  great  gusto, 
while  you  lay  on  your  stomach,  scarcely 
daring  to  move  a  limb  for  fear  of  at- 
tracting his  attention,  is  a  strain  on  the 


nerves  that  can  only  be  withstood  by 
the   hunter   with  a  powerful  physique. 

Many  a  time  during  our  three  weeks' 
stay,  we  found  ourselves  in  a  predica- 
ment such  as  described  above,  and  to 
get  a  shot  was  compelled  to  wait  for  the 
greater  part  of  the  forenoon,  and  some- 
times till  late  in  the  evening  before  the 
deer  would  move  close  enough  to  give 
any  hope  of  a  certainty  in  bringing  him 
down. 

Such  sport  as  this,  makes  the  blood 
tingle  in  the  finger  tips  and  run  riot  in 
the  veins,  and  is  only  known  to  the  elect 
who  have  waited  and  waited,  then  at  the 
appointed  time  stole  the  good  gun  from 
its  resting  place  at  his  side,  still  more 
carefully  pushed  the  barrel  to  the  front, 
pressed  the  stock  against  the  shoulder, 
lined  the  sights  on  a  fatal  spot;  a  flash, 
and  the  death  dealing  lead  speeds  in  the 
direction  of  the  quarry.  You  rush  up, 
count  the  points  on  his  antlers  and  com- 
ment on  the  size  of  the  noble  brute; 
the  guides  do  the  rest. 

We  had  struck  into  the  country  a  few 
days  before  the  end  of  the  mid  season 
close  which  is  from  the  first  to  the  20th 
of  October  and  during  the  second  even- 
ing of  our  visit  witnessed  an  experience 
such  as  I  am  sure  was  never  beheld  by 
any  body  of  hunters  before. 

We  were  directly  in  the  path  the  Car- 
ibou trod  in  their  annual  migrations 
from  north  to  south,  and  each  night 
dozens  of  the  animals,  and  sometimes  a 
herd  of  a  hundred  or  more  would  enter 
the  narrow  strip  of  water  at  the  head  of 
the  lake  and  swim  across  to  the  other 
shore. 

An  excellent  view  of  those  denizens  of 
the  woods  was  to  be  had  by  myself  and 
guide,  the  deer  passing  within  a  hun- 
dred yards  of  our  carnp,  and  often  as  I 
squinted  through  the  barrels  of  my 
trusty  "Parker"  seeking  out  the  last 
stray  atom  of  rust  or  dirt,  my  finger 
itched  to  pull  the  trigger  that  would 
send  a  ball  in  the  direction  of  the  unsus- 
pecting quarry. 

But,  law  is  law,  and  anyhow,  there 
were  too  many  game  wardens  about  to 
risk  a  shot  and  a  chance  of  losing  my 
license.  So  quiet  and  methodical  were 
the  deer  in  their  wanderings,  that  the 
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watcher  could  almost  imagine  himself 
in  some  huge  park,  so  little  did  the  an- 
imals fear  molestation. 

On  the  night  of  the  eighteenth  of  Oc- 
tober, and  all  through  the  preceding  day, 
a  terrific  storm  of  thunder  and  lightning 
accompanied  by  wind  of  hurricane  force 
broke  over  that  section  of  the  country 
where  we  were  encamped,  uprooting  the 
largest  trees,  and  throwing  them  about 
as  if  engaged  in  some  wild  and  wanton 
sport.  The  guide  and  myself  sat  in  the 
lee  of  our  temporary  home  on  the  out- 
side, watching  the  surface  of  the  lake, 
which  presented  the  appearance  of  a 
huge  snow  drift,  the  waves  being  churned 
and  lashed  into  a  white  spume,  and  roll- 
ing in  on  long  creamy  billows  high  up 
the  shore. 

Suddenly   there    was  a  crash  in  the 


woods  to  the4eft  of  us  and  a  magnifi- 
cent stag  Caribou  bounded  into  the 
clearing,  not  more  than  fifty  feet  from 
where  we  sat.  With  head  high  up  in 
the  air,,  nostrils  dilated  and  body  as 
rigid  as  if  carved  in  marble,  the  mon- 
arch of  the  forest  stood  apparently 
rooted  to  the  spot  with  scented  fear  and 
impending  danger. 

Peal  upon  peal  of  thunder  rent  the 
air,  and  jagged  streaks  of  lightning 
chased  each  other  across  the  sky  in  con- 
tinuous procession,  so  completely  filling 
the  near  perspective  that  one  might  al- 
most grasp  it.  One  more  vivid  flash  of 
lighting  showed  the  Caribou  in  silhou- 
ette as  petrified  by  his  surroundings. 

That  terrific  effort  was  the  death  ot 
the  storm,   as  in  a  short  time  it  slowly 
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died  away  and  all  was  again  peace  and 
quiet. 

The  next  morning-  we  found  the  Car- 
ibou dead  in  the  spot  where  we  had  last 
seen  him  on  the  previous  evening. 
Wrapped  tightly  around  the  upper  prongs 
of  the  stag's  antlers  was  a  piece  of  tele- 
graph wire  about  ten  feet  long  which  the 
deer  had  picked  up  during  his  ramblings 
through  the  country.  The  wire  had 
acted  as  a  conducter  and  the  caribou 
struck  by  a  bolt  of  lightning  had  been 
electrocuted. 

The  following  exciting  incident  is 
taken  from  the  journal  of  Admiral  Sir 
W.  R.  Kennedy,  K.  C.  B.,  R.  N.,  one  of 
the  most  noted  hunters  that  have  ever 
shot  over  the  moors  of  the  4 'Ancient 
Colony." 

"In  the  afternoon  we  went  off  to  try 
some  new  and  likely  looking  barrens. 
A  heavy   northwest  gale  was  blowing 


with  squalls  of  snow,  and  it  was  hard 
work  to  keep  ourselves  warm.  After 
walking  some  miles  we  ascended  a  peak 
called  the  "Indians'  Lookout,"  *  from  the 
top  of  which  we  had  a  splendid  view  of 
the  country.  The  bitter  cold  wind  pre- 
vented us  enjoying  the  beautiful  scene 
spread  before  us,  and  we  gladly  de- 
scended and  took  shelter  in  some  woods. 

Refreshed  by  a  soothing  pipe,  we  pro- 
ceeded cautiously  along,  looking  for 
deer,  when  Reuben  exclaimed,  "Look, 
Captain-big-stag"  as  a  gleam  of  sun- 
shine lit  upon  the  neck  of  a  noble  beast. 
The  stag  was  trotting  along  evidently  on 
the  track  of  others;  we  ran  to  cut  him 
off,  but  he  disappeared  into  the  ^  ood. 

Reuben  led  the  way,  eyes  on  the 
ground,  going  at  a  run  all  the  time. 
The  trail  would  have  been  easy  to  fol- 
low but  for  the  numerous  tracks  leading 
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down  to  the  valley,  showing  that  a  large 
number  of  deer  had  gone  that  way. 

We  now  struck  down  through  a  thick 
wood,  when  through  a  space  in  the 
trees  I  happened  to  catch  sight  of  some 
objects  in  the  valley  below.  A  glance 
through  the  glasses  made  them  out  to  be 
deer,  and  the  big  stag's  hurry  to  join 
them  became  apparent.  Picking  our 
way  cautiously,  we  presently  reached  the 
valley,  and  found  ourselves  within  a  few 
hundred  yards  of  the  deer.  They  were 
scattered  about  feeding  amongst  some 
immense  boulders  and  small  firs,  and  we 
had  no  difficulty  in  getting  within  150 
yards  of  the  nearest    hind,   but  no  stag 


could  we  see.  A  heavy  squall  now  came 
on  with  blinding  snow,  and  we  waited 
for  it  to  clear. 

Suddenly  we  saw  a  splendid  stag  come 
out  of  the^wood  behind  us,  accompanied 
by  a  hind — evidently  the  same  one  we 
had  seen  before,  but  we  had  reached  the 
valley  by  a  short  cut,  whilst  he  had  fol- 
lowed the  track  of  the  others,  and  had 
picked  up  a  mistress  by  the  way.  The 
two  beasts  looked  like  ghosts,  coming 
out  of  the  blinding  snow. 

Reuben  now  climbed  a  rock,  and  said 
he  saw  two  fine  stags.  A  great  commo- 
tion now  became  apparent  among  the 
hinds,  md  we  saw  their  lord  and  master

galloping-  about  in  a  great  state  of  ex- 
citement, calling  in  stragglers,  prodding 
them  with  his  horns,  and  preparing  for 
battle — the  same  tactics  as  would  be 
performed  by  a  man  bf-war  convoying  a 
lot  of  merchantmen  when  an  enemy 
appeared.  During  this  time  we  crept  up 
to  get  a  shot,  but  the  stag  was  not  still 
a  moment.  Once  I  had  him  covered 
with  my  rifle  when  a  hind  stepped  in  be- 
tween us,  so  I  stayed  my  hand  and  was 
glad  I  did.  Reuben  now  tried  to  "tole" 
the  stag,  but  he  took  no  notice  of  the 
ruse,  for  immediately  we  heard  the  chal- 
lenge of  his  antagonist  to  windward  and 
the  master  stag  started  off  at  a  gallop 
and  disappeared  from  view.  A  moment 
later  we  heard  a  crash  as  of  a  tree  falling 
as  the  two  stags'  heads  met  in  the 
arena. 

Now  was  our  time,  and  we  ran  to  the 
spot;  the  hinds  ran  also  taking  no  notice 
of  us,  and  the  extraordinary  sight  was 
to  be  seen  of  three  men  and  some  sev- 
enteen hinds    all  mixed  up  together — 


to  witness  as  pretty  a  sight  as  ever  man 
beheld. 

There  midst  the  blinding  snow  were 
the  two  monarchs  of  the  glen,  heads 
down,  backs  arched,  horns  crashing, 
turf  flying,  struggling,  writhing  and 
pushing  for  the  mastery.  The  hinds,  for 
whom  the  battle  was  raging,  assembled 
round  to  see  fair  play,  while  we  watched 
the  combat  from  ten  yards'  distance. 
The  stags  were  well  matched  as  regards 
size  and  weight,  but  the  new  arrival  was 
the  fresher  of  the  two,  and  had  the  long- 
est horns. 

After  watching  the  fight  for  some  min- 
utes, I  decided  to  put  an  end  to  the  con- 
test, and  fired  right  and  left  into  the  two 
squirming  bodies.  The  stags  now  sep- 
arated— one  reeled  and  made  an  effort 
to  charge,  but  rolled  over  as  another  ball 
pierced  his  side;  the  other  made  off,  but 
fell  to  a  second  shot,  and  the  two  glad- 
iators lay  dead  within  a  hundred  yards 
of  each  other." 


Some  Rough  Backwoods'  Experiences.

DN  exploring  and  prospecting  work 
in  Northern  Ontario  I  have  recently 
had  some  rough  experiences,  a  few 
notes  on  which  may  be  interesting  to  your 
many  readers.  Will  you  allow  me  by 
way  of  introduction,  to  tell  you  of  the 
great  pleasure  with  which  each  number 
of  your  Magazine  is  perused  by  those 
pioneers  who  are  ever  carrying  the  bounds 
of  civilization  further  and  further  north. 
As  may  well  be  imagined  our  mail  is  re- 
ceived somewhat  irregularly,  and  it  is 
sufficient  for  us  to  know  that  some  run- 
ner has  arrived  for  us  to  be  on  the  look- 
out for  news  from  home.  When  such 
mail  includes  a  copy  of  "Rod  and  Gun" 
the  excitement  is  intense  and  many  en- 
vious looks  are  cast  upon  the  fortunate 
possessor.  General  impatience  is  mani- 
fested while  he  takes  the  first  share  of 
the  feast,  and  when  all  have  looked  it 
through  and  through  the  number  goes 
from  camp  to  camp  and  is  cared  for  even 
better  than  some  of  the  treasures  discov- 
ered. No  one  but  those  who  have  exper- 
ienced similar  lonely  lives  on  the  frontiers 
of  civilization  can  appreciate  the  full 
feelings  with  which  we  look  forward  to 
each  month's  number  and  the  pleasures 
experienced  in  the  possession  and  per- 
usal. 

I  had  a  pretty  hard  breaking  in  and 
went  through  an  experience  such  as  is 
amply  sufficient  for  a  lifetime.  Arriving 
in  Latchford  early  in  March  last  year  I 
was  directed  by  some  mistake,  to  set  off 
for  the  camp  situated  on  the  shores  of  a 
bay  on  the  lake  called  Anima — Nipissing. 
The  distance  was  sixteen  miles,  the  snow 
was  deep,  I  had  no  snow-shoes,  and  my 
pack  including  clothes  and  outfit,  weigh- 
ed ninety  pounds.  I  did  not  realize  whac 
was  in  front  of  me  or  should  scarcely 
have  ventured  upon  that  journey.  It  was 
seven  o'clock  in  the  morning  when  I 
left  Latchford  and  I  reckoned  upon  mak- 
ing the  camp  by  noon.  Breaking  the 
road  proved  weary  work  and  when  noon 
arrived  I  was  on  the  open  lake.  My  pro- 
gress was  slow  and  most    of  the  time  I 


was  up  to  my  hips  in  snow.  Several  tim- 
es I  was  so  exhausted  that  I  sank  down 
helpless  and  hopeless  without  a  thought 
of  going  further  or  dreaming  of  the  pos- 
sibility of  reaching  my  destination.  On 
one  of  these  occasions  a  wolf  passed  me 
within  twenty  yards.  As  he  caught  my 
scent  he  emitted  a  howl,  which  restored 
me  to  consciousness  and  made  me  struggle 
again  to  my  feet — for  after  all  I  had  no 
great  desire  to  furnish  a  meal  for  the 
wolves.  I  had  had  a  poor  breakfast,  as 
the  Hotel  at  Latchford  was  not  then 
serving  good  meals,  and  had  taken  no 
provisions  with  me.  Painfully  I  strug- 
gled on  for  although  I  felt  that  the  end 
was  inevitable  I  determined  to  keep  my 
feet  as  long  as  possible. 

Once  I  made  an  attempt  to  leave  the 
lake.  I  knew  that  by  cutting  across  a 
point  of  land  I  could  save  two  and  a  half 
miles  and  that  distance  in  my  then  state 
meant  hours  of  weary  struggling.  As 
soon  as  I  reached  the  shore  and  made  one 
step  forward  I  was  up  to  my  neck  in 
snow  and  realized  at  once  the  sheer  im- 
possibility of  the  step  I  had  contemplated, 
Accordingly  I  returned  to  the  lake  and 
renewed  my  weary  and  heart-breaking 
tramp.  I  need  not  dwell  further  upon 
that  experience.  Suffice  to  say  that  I 
did  reach  the  camp  at  eight  o'clock  in  the 
evening  so  exhausted  that  I  seemed  to 
he  numb  to  all  feeling  and  had  stumbled 
along  the  last  mile  or  two  almost  uncon- 
scious. Fortunately  I  fell  into  the  hands 
of  those  who  know  what  to  do  in  such  a 
case.  I  was  rubbed  hard,  given  a  strong 
dose  of  spirits,  and  tumbled  into  bed, 
where  I  lay  warm  among  the  heavy 
blankets  dead  to  all  the  world  till  the 
the  following  afternoon.  Then  I  awoke 
with  a  sore  feeling  all  over  me  and  for 
days  I  felt  as  though  I  had  been  on  the 
rack.  With  moderate  exercise  this  feel- 
ing passed  away  though  as  long  as  life 
may  last  I  am  likely  to  remember  that 
thrilling  experience. 

After  that  I  was  made  free  of  the  bush, 
and  when  we  moved  our  camp  up  the 
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Montreal  River  to  a  point  north-west  on 
Large  Spring  Lake  I  kept  up  with  the 
best  of  them.  Our  next  move  was  to 
Trout  Lake,  a  very  beautiful  lake  studded 
with  islands  and  abounding  with  trout. 
Two  miles  further  on  we  came  to 
Greenwater  Lake  and  went  through  sev- 
eral smaller  lakes  toNicolite  Lake  and  on 
to  Lake  Bergeron  where  we  had  our  head- 
quarters for  a  time.  In  the  course  of 
this  exploration  trip  we  discovered  a  new 
lake,  which  we  named  Kerry  Lake.  This 
is  a  fine  large  lake  which  had  not  hitherto 
appeared  on  any  map,  but  has  since  been 
placed  on  the  recorder's  maps.  A  smaller 
lake,  which  we  also  discovered,  was  nam- 
ed Crusoe  Lake. 

When  we  had  to  renew  our  supplies 
we  returned  to  Latchford  by  the  same 
route  as  that  by  which  we  had  gone  in. 

On  our  second  trip  out  we  went  back 
over  what  is  known  as  the  Mocassin 
Creek  trail.  On  that  occasion  we  had 
with  us  a  French  Canadian  named  Bert 
Preseaux,  a  man  who  was  born  in  the 
bush,  had  lived  there  all  his  life  and  knew 
no  other.  I  was  much  interested  in 
the  manner  in  which  he  found  his  way 
when  to  my  eyes  all  guidance  had  failed. 
I  was  next  to  him  in  position  as  we 
trailed  out  along  the  trail  and  had  oppor- 
tunities of  talking  with  him  and  observing 
his  methods.  For  sometime  after  we 
turned  on  this  particular  trail  there  was 
a  blaze,  which  all  acquainted  with  the  bush 
could  easily  see.  Then  the  blaze  gave 
out  and  the  trail,  which  was  rarely  used, 
seemed  quite  indistinguishable.  Yet 
Bert  never  paused  once.  He  continued 
on  the  path  as  though  the  signs  were 
visible  to  all  men.  More  than  once  we 
expressed  doubts,  but  the  bold  confidence 
of  our  leader  quieted  our  misgivings  and 
sure  enough  our  objective  point  was 
reached  as  if  we  had  gone  in  a  »traight 
line  to  the  place  previously  decided  upon. 
On  this  journey  the  compass  was  not  used 
although  we  carried  one.  We  left  the 
camp  at  four  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
and  using  snow-shoes,  made  the  journey 
with  ease,  reaching  Latchford  on  Sunday 
morning.  We  spent  the  night  at  Pork 
Rapids  where  there  is  a  little  settlement. 

By  this  time  the  ice  on  the  river  was 
breaking  up  and  our  next  journey  was  by 


canoe.  We  went  up  the  river  against 
the  current,  but  were  able  to  paddle  the 
canoes  the  whole  distance  except  at  the 
rapids.  Canoeing  is  a  fine  healthy  exer- 
cise and  were  it  not  for  the  flies,  which 
make  life  a  burden  in  most  of  the  sum- 
mer months  in  the  woods,  life  would 
under  such  circumstances,  be  ideal.  Up 
the  Montreal,  through  that  expansion  of 
the  river  called  Mattawabika  Lake  to  the 
north  end  of  Lady  Evelyn  Lake,  up  Suck- 
er Gut  Creek  and  by  means  of  lakes  and 
portages  to  Anvil  Lake  and  Kerry  Lake 
we  paddled  and  portaged  to  our  camp. 
For  two  months,  despite  the  flies,  we  re- 
mained at  our  camp  here  doing  prospec- 
ing  work  and  going  out  once  a  fortnight 
for  supplies  which  were  brought  up  to 
Sucker  Gut  Creek. 

When  we  had  completed  our  work  in 
this  section  we  returned  to  Latchford 
once  more  and  having  refitted  went 
again  up  the  Montreal  as  far  as  James 
Township.  We  portaged  around  Pork 
Rapids,  Flat  Rapids  and  Indian  Chute 
leading  into  Mountain  Lake.  On  the 
return  journey  Pork  Rapids  can  be  run, 
but  the  water  is  too  rapid  to  permit  of 
paddling  against  its  force.  Indian  Chute 
is  a  dangerous  place  and  several  drown- 
ing accidents  have  occurred  here. 

At  the  junction  of  the  Montreal  with 
Bear  Creek  is  a  settlement  called  Bear 
City.  The  origin  of  the  name  I  could 
not  discover,  but  when  I  was  there  seven 
hundred  tents  were  erected  round  the 
place.  The  Hudson  Bay  Company  have 
a  post  there,  two  hotels  built  of  logs  are 
doing  business,  and  there  are  many  other 
signs  that  this  settlement  is  going  ahead 
rapidly.  There  is  a  portable  saw  mill  on 
Bear  Creek.  It  is  being  used  to  shape 
railway  ties  and  at  present  lumber  is 
scarce. 

The  fishing  all  through  that  northern 
country  is  great.  We  could  catch  trout, 
bass,  pike  and  pickerel  just  when  we 
wanted  them.  We  found,  however,  by 
catching  a  pickerel,  killing  it  and 
using  one  of  its  eyes  for  bait  we  would 
catch  them  just  as  fast  as  we  could  throw. 
We  also  had  great  success  in  trolling. 

As  to  big  game  I  should  think  we 
saw  a  couple  of  hundred  moose  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Sucker  Gut  Creek,  which 
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is  within  the  Temagami  Forest  Reserve. 
Owing  to  protection  they  are  becoming 
so  tame  that  when  we  saw  them 
lying  down  on  the  portages  they 
would  scarcely  move  out  of  our 
way. 

1  made  a  successful  moose  hunt  from 
Latchford.  In  company  with  Lawrence 
Jefferson  I  crossed  the  Montreal  River  in 
a  row  boat,  went  up  the  creek  leading  to 
Big  Lake  on  the  Gillies  Lumber  Reserve 
and  landed.  We  wandered  about  for  an 
hour  and  were  sitting  resting  on  a  log 
when  Jefferson  sighted  the  moose.  The 
animal  was  lying  down  and  it  was  only 
the  twitching  of  his  ears  that  betrayed 
him.  Jefferson  made  signs  to  me  and  I 
managed  to  slide  along  the  log  to  him 
and  also  catch  sight  of  the  moose.  For 
sometime  I  could  see  nothing  but  ears, 
though  at  length  I  managed  to  locate 
part  of  his  neck.  Then  I  sent  a  bullet 
from  my  303  which  caught  him  right 
behind  the  ear.  He  jumped  up  in  a 
mighty  hurry,  but  was  down  again  im- 
mediately and  I  fired  a  second  time,  hit- 
ting him  in  the  neck.  Once  more  he 
struggled  to  his  feet  but  fell  again  and 
this  time  went  on  his  side.  A  third  time 
he  struggled  up,  but  this  time  his  fore- 
legs were  wide  apart  and  his  head  hang- 
ing down.  He  started  bawling  and  I 
knew  the  end  was  near.  I  was  now  so 
close  that  I  was  able  to  put  a  bullet  right 
through  his  heart  and  he  went  down  not 
to  rise  again.  We  dressed  and  skinned 
the  animal  and  by  means  of  a  tump  line 
I  took  out  the  head.  That  two  miles 
through  the  woods  is  a  journey  I  shall 
ever  remember.  The  spread  of  horns 
were  forty-two  inches  and  every  step  I 
took  they  caught  on  some  bush  or  tree 
twisting  my  neck  first  this  way  and  then 
that  to  the  extreme  danger  of  making  it 
crooked.  With  every  jerk  I  thought  my 
head  was  gone,  but  with  perseverance  I 
managed  to  reach  Latchford  The  head 
weighed  one  hundred  and  seventeen 
pounds,  and  the  men  who  saw  it  up  there 
and  know  much  of  such  things  consider- 
ed it  a  beauty.  Next  day  we  returned  to 
the  place  and  brought  out  the  meat.  I 
gave  one  quarter  to  the  Alexandria  Hotel 
at  Latchford  at  which  house  I  was  then 
stopping,  expressed  a  quarter  to  my 
home  in  Woodstock,  Ont. ,   and  disposed 


of  the  rest  around  Latchford.  Jefferson, 
who  has  a  shack  on  Lake  Anima-Nipissing 
took  the  skin  in  order  to  use  as  a  rug  in 
his  backwoods  home.  He  figured  out 
from  the  weights  we  had  given  us  for 
portions  of  the  animal  that  the  moose 
must  have  weighed  between  sixteen  and 
seventeen  hundred  pounds.  I  am  having 
the  head  mounted  and  mean  to  keep  it  in 
rememberance  of  a  successful  and  enjoy- 
able hunt.  I  may  mention  further  that 
every  one  who  had  a  portion  enjoyed  the 
meat  of  that  moose.  It  was  tender  and 
juicy  and  far  better  than  venison.  On  the 
other  hand  I  may  also  say  that  during 
my  stay  at  Latchford  the  hotel  received 
a  quarter  of  a  moose  from  another  hunter 
and  in  this  case  I  was  quite  unable  to  eat 
the  meat,  it  was  so  tough  and  coarse  in 
grain. 

With  respect  to  wolves  and  deer  I  may 
mention  that  while  in  the  north  country 
I  made  many  inquiries  from  men  whose 
whole  lives  are  passed  in  the  woods. 
One  and  all  agree  that  wolves  do  pull 
down  full  grown  deer  in  the  deep  snow 
and  that  the  deer  stand  no  chance  against 
those  brutes  in  such  a  case.  On  one  oc- 
casion on  Lake  Amima-Nipissing  I  saw 
a  grand  buck  dash  from  the  woods  out 
on  to  the  ice.  As  long  as  he  remained 
on  the  lake  he  just  sailed  away  from  his 
foes.  But  these  tireless  brutes  kept 
on  the  trail  and  I  felt  certain  that  the  deer 
when  he  arrived  at  the  end  of  the  lake 
would  again  take  to  the  woods,  and  the 
result  was  inevitable.  Others  tell  me  of 
like  incidents.  They  also  agree  that 
wolves  are  on  the  increase  in  that  quarter 
and  that  they  are  working  great  havoc 
among  the  deer: 

The  healthy  outdoor  life  and  the  many 
attractions  make  the  backwoods  very 
fascinating.  The  wonderful  development 
of  the  northern  portion  of  Ontario  is 
causing  those  woods  to  be  alive  with 
prospectors  and  explorers,  and  settle- 
ments and  even  towns  are  growing  up 
with  a  rapidity  rivalling  the  west.  The 
men  who  get  their  living  in  such  places 
earn  all  they  get  but  they  also  gain 
much  from  a  vigorous  and  healthy  life. 
After  joining  in  that  struggle  I  shall 
not  be  satisfied  till  I  find  myself  again  in 
that  comradeship  of  strong  men. 


THE   GATINEAU   FISHING  CLUB'S   HOME  IN   THE  BUSH,   GATINEAU  VALLEY. 

Deer  Stalking  in  the  Gatineau  Valley. 


BY   ONE  OF  THE  PARTY. 


EUR  party  of  eight  left  the  Union 
Station,  Ottawa, on  Friday  evening- 
November  8th,  bound  for  Grace- 
field,  a  station  seventy  miles  almost  due 
north  of  the  Capital  City.  This  part  of 
the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  is  known 
as  the  Manawaki  branch,  and  follows  the 
Gatineau  River  on  its  west  bank,  and  as 
there  are  many  rapids  and  sharp  bends, 
the  scenery  along  the  line  in  Summer 
time  is  most  picturesque  ;  but  on  a  No- 
vember night  no  great  opportunity  is 
offered  to  admire  scenery  from  a  railway, 
so  a  game  of  bridge  helped  to  pass  the 
time. 

Arriving  at  eight  p.  m.  at  Gracefield, 
one  of  the  important  places  in  this  dis- 
trict, having  fifty  or  sixty  houses,  a 
church  and  a  grave  yard,  teams  were  in 


waiting  and  we  had  a  choice  between  a 
fourteen  mile  drive  in  the  cold  but  bright 
moonlight  night  and  the  comfortable  ac- 
commodation of  the  Club-house,  or  spend- 
ing the  night  at  the  village  hotel  where 
we  called,  and  found  the  usual  collection 
of  chair  boarders  sitting  around  a  large 
box  stove,  charging,  the  already  thick  at- 
mosphere with  native  tobacco  smoke, 
which  appeared  to  be  seasoned  with  an 
aroma  of  stale  beer,  gin  and  heavy  wool- 
lens worn  by  men  who  do  not  kick  if  the 
hotel  cannot  give  them  a  room  with  "a 
bath. 

There  being  only  two  rigs  with  accommo- 
dation for  six  Our  party  divided,  the 
Fauquier  brothers  stopping  for  the  night 
at  Gracefield:  while  Billey  Fraser,  Jack 
McLaren  and  Albert  Mathews  took  one 
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rig  and  Toney  White  with  the  Black- 
burn brothers  took  the  other.  We  crossed 
the  River  Gatineau  at  Gracefield,  the 
ferry  being  a  large  scow  operated  by  a 
wire  cable  stretched  across  and  anchor- 
ed to  each  shore,  to  this  cable  a  pulley  is 
attached  holding  the  scow  in  position  as 
the  ferry  man  pulls  it  across. 

We  drove  north  on  the  east  bank  of 
the  river  and  as  the  clay  road  had  been 
very  wet  when  the  cold  snap  struck  it,  it 
was  full  of  deep  ruts  and  hard  frozen. 
After  following  the  river  for  eight  miles 
we  turned  off  to  the  east  and  went  six 
miles  further  which  brought  us  to  the 
Gatineau  Fishing  Club.  The  member- 
ship of  the  Club  is  limited  to  sixty  and  is 
composed  largely  of  gentlemen,  resident 
in  the  city  of 
Ottawa,  a  1  - 
though  several 
citizens  of  the 
United  States 
enjoy  its  privil- 
eges. The  Club- 
house is  situat- 
ed on  a  neck  of 
land  formerly  the 
portage  route 
between  Thirty- 
One  Mile  Lake 
and  Lake  Pam- 
ashingin,  the 
latterbeingforty 
feet  above  the 
big  lake,  there 
being  about  one 
hundred  yards 
of  land  from 
Lake  to  Lake. 

These  lakes  are  well  stocked  with  grey 
trout  and  black  bass.  Every  spring  and 
fall  sees  many  parties  of  trout  fishermen 
and  during  the  summer  months  the  cot- 
tages and  club  house  are  filled  with  mem- 
bers and  guests  who  are  fortunate  enough 
to  have  the  time  to  spend  in  that  pleasant 
manner — passing  a  delightful  summer 
day  reeling  in  that  gamiest  of  all  game 
fish,  the  black  bass. 

Looking  north  from  the  Club-House  is 
Thirty-One  Mile  Lake,  a  beautiful  stretch 
of  water  which  as  its  name  implies  is 
thirty-one  miles  long,  with  a  number  of 
deep  bays  and  in  many  of  them  are  lovely 
islands.    The  shore  line  is  a  continuous

range  of  bold  hills  making  the  scenic 
effect  very  fine.  Looking  south  is  Lake 
Pamashangin  about  six  miles  in  length, 
but  with  several  very  deep  bays 
which  give  an  extended  shore  line  ; 
this  lake  is  also  well  supplied  with  islands 
and  high  coast  line.  These  two  lakes 
comprise  the  fishing  reserve  of  the  club 
and  their  shore  line  the  hunting  territory 
which  may  be  roughly  estimated  at  one 
hundred  miles. 

The  Club  House  stands  on  high  ground 
giving  an  extended  view  in  almost  every 
direction  and  is  a  two  story  wooden 
building  seventy  by  ninety  in  size,  with  a 
veranda  on  each  floor  running  around 
three  sides  of  the  house.  The  ground 
floor  of  the  interior  is  divided,  having  a 

living  room 
twenty  by  sixty 
with  a  large 
open  fire  place, 
a  dining  room 
twenty  by  sixty, 
also  equipped 
with  an  open 
fireplace,  and  off 
this  room  are 
four  bedrooms. 
In  the  upper 
part  of  the  build- 
ing, there  are 
ten  bed-rooms 
with  a  large  hall 
in  the  centre, 
and  each  bed- 
room has  a  door 
opening  on  to 
the  veranda. 
In  summer  the 
house  is  lit  with  acetyline  gas  and  gener- 
ously equipped  with  kitchen  pantry,  ice 
house  and  boat  houses  surrounding  the 
main  building.  A  bungalow  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  members,  wives  and  their 
lady  friends  is  situated  near  the  Club- 
House  and  several  members  have  built 
cottages. 

Our  party  being  a  large  one  and  soc- 
iable, the  following  description  of  a  day's 
hunt  may  appear  in  the  method,  crude  to 
old  campaigners  as  all  recognize  that  the 
proper  way  to  still  hunt  is  for  one  man 
only  to  go  with  the  guide  as  a  large  party 
is  noisy,  but  as  many  readers  of  "Rod 
and  Gun"  may  not  have  had  experience

in  this  sport  a  short  description  of  how 
we  spend  a  day  may  prove  interesting. 

Being  November  we  found  it  hard 
enough,  although  accused  by  some  of  the 
more  enthusiastic,  of  being  "cheap  sports" 
to  answer  the  summons  for  breakfast  at 
eight  a.  m.  Justice  being  done  to  this 
meal  the  customary  morning  smoke  fol- 
lowed during  whi~h  the  plan  for  the  day's 
campaign  was  laid  out.  Nine-fifteen 
found  us  mustered  ready  for  a  start, 
standing  in  front  of  the  Club-house,  arm- 
ed with  the  largest  types  of  Winchester, 
Savage,  Marlin  and  Mauser  rifles,  and 
protected  from  a  strong  cold 
west  wind  by  heavy  coats.  Tak- 
ing three  boats  our  company  of 
eight  with  two  guides  headed 
for  "Bangall  Bay"  about  four 
miles  down  Lake  Pamas- 
hangin.  The  air  was  so  cold  that 
some  of  the  narrower  channels 
between  the  shore  and  the  islands 
where  we  had  to  pass  were 
frozen  over,  making  it  necessary 
to  break  a  passage  through  the 
ice. 

Arriving  at  the  point  selected 
for  the  hunt  it  was  arranged  that 
three  of  the  party  go  with  one 
guide  in  one  direction  and  circle 
a  hill  which  from  the  point  of 
view  of  some  members  of  the 
party  was  a  very  generous  moun- 


tain and  looked  miles  around 
while  Bill  Thompson  would  take 
charge  of  the  balance  of  the  party 
and  place  them  at  convenient 
points.  The  walking  was  bad, 
there  being  just  enough  snow  to 
make  it  so,  and  not  quite  enough 
for  good  tracking. 

After  a  short  two  hours  of  cir- 
cling and  watching  according  as 
their  lots  were  drawn,  the  whole 
party  although  separated  by  some 
miles  during  their  morning  walk, 
by  common  consent  or  natural 
instinct,  met  where  the  lunch 
basket  was  located  about  one 
o'clock  all  arriving  from  different 
directions,  but  making  the  same 
point  within  an  extraordinary 
short  time  of  each  other. 

Several  fresh  tracks  were  re- 
ported but  no  one  had  seen  anything 
nor  had  a  shot.  If  anything  can  make 
still  hunting  attractive  it  is  the  mid-day 
meal  in  the  open,  alongside  of  a  good 
fire  after  a  good  climb  over  the  hills  in 
the  morning. 

After  lunch  the  afternoon  being  short, 
there  was  some  debating  as  to  where  we 
should  go  next.  Some  were  in  favor  of 
trying  an  adjoining  point  to  the  one  we 
were  camped  on  for  lunch,  there  being  a 
deep  narrow  bay  between  them.  As  the 
point  was  fairly  large  it  was  considered 
that  four  would  have  to  travel  through

the  woods  and  the  others  could  watch  the 
points. 

Ned  Fauquier  with  a  wisdom  of  an  ex- 
perienced campaigner  thought  the  scheme 
a  good  one,  and  as  it  required  an  old 
hand  to  watch  the  adjoining  bay  he  would 
remain  where  he  was,  guard  the  lunch 
basket  and  incidentally  keep  a  good  fire 
going,  which  he  did  not  consider  would 
hurt  the  hunters'  chances  and  would  cer- 
tainly add  to  his  own  corporal  comforts. 

After  some  discussion  the  scheme  was 
abandoned  and 
a  point  selected 
which  wasabout 
three  quarters  of 
a  mile  in  length 
and  shaped  like 
a  bottle.  Three 
hunters  were 
located  on  the 
neck  while  some 
of  the  hunters 
went  in  at  the 
far  end.  Before 
many  minutes  a 
large  buck  and 
doe  were  seen 
by  the  three 
watchers  com- 
ing at  a  lively 
rate,  and  the  re- 
ception they  re- 
ceived made  the 
rest  of  the  party 
think  there  was 
a  war  or  a  Do- 
minion Day  cele- 
bration in  prog- 
ress. However, 
if  the  shooting 
was  a  little  fast 
and  wild,  eight 
shots  were 
counted  and 
both  deer  were 

loaded  into  the  boats  for  the  return  trip 
and  the  Club-house  was  reached  shortly 
after  dark. 

How  much  the  open  fire  at  the  Club  is 
appreciated  on  such  a  night,  only  those 
who  have  experienced  it  can  know  !  This 
is  also  the  time  of  day  when  the  hunters 
who  have  been  separated  most  of  the  day 
or  all  day,  have  a  heart  to  heart  talk  and 
exchange  their  experiences.      The  golf

enthusiast  is  a  back  number  when  the 
hunter  gets  his  innings  on  a  long  fall 
evening  and  the  wonderful  stories  that 
are  told  would  furnish  copy  for  "Rod  and 
Gun"  for  many  issues. 

After  a  good  dinner  and  a  smoke  or 
two  however,  the  hunter  is  ready  for  his 
bed. 

Next  day  we  decided  to  go  down 
Thirty-One  Mile  Lake  and  as  the  propos- 
ed point  for  the  hunt  was  Matt's  Bay, 
seven  miles  away  a  gasoline  launch  was 

called  into  com- 
mission. With 
the  temperature 
below  freezing 
this  type  of 
launch  does  not 
as  a  rule  run 
satisfactory,  but 
we  evidently  had 
a  good  man  at 
the  engine  as  he 
managed  to  get 
there    all  right. 

As  we  were 
late  in  starting 
there  was  noth- 
ing doing  till 
after  lunch  when 
our  party  started 
off  in  several 
directions  for  a 
short  tramp,  and 
although  noth- 
ing was  killed 
several  deer 
were  ,seen  and 
many  fresh 
tracks. 

While  one 
large  party  was 
hunting  one  end 
of  the  lake  a 
smaller  party 
consisting  o  f 
Senator  Franchot  of  Buffalo, *W.T.  Gibbs 
and  W.  A.  Williams  of  Buckingham  were 
giving  a  good  account  of  themselves  by 
bringing  home  trophies  in  the  form  of 
deer  to  hang  up  in  the  boat  house.  Some 
good  shooting  was  done  by  members  of 
the  party. 

One  morning  rowing  down  Lake  Pam- 
ashangin,  Williams  made  out,  aided  by 
field  glasses  a  deer  moving  slowly  on  an

adjoining  hill  about  one  thousand 
yards  away.  Rowing  towards  the 
shore  he  managed  to  get  within 
about  four  hundred  yards  when 
one  shot  did  the  trick  and  added 
another  fine  deer  to  the  total.  Jack 
McLaren  got  one  shot  at  a  large 
doe  at  a  range  of  three  hundred 
yards  and  put  a  ball  in  behind  the 
ear  and  out  the  top  of  her  head. 
Billey  Fraser  also  brought  down 
two  fine  bucks  with  one  shot  each, 
but  was  not  so  successful  while 
hunting  with  his  camera,  as  on  our 
return  to  Ottawa,  he  failed  to 
make  good  his  promise  to  send 
each  member  of  the  party  a  set  of 
views,  worthy  to  be  reproduced  on 
private  postal  cards,  as  he  over- 
looked the  necessity  of  changing 
the  plates  and  several  exposures 
on  the  same  plate  did  not  prove  a 
success. 

It  is  important  that  those  wish- 
ing to  enjoy  deer  hunting  shoot 
well  and  true  as  a  deer  may  be 
badly  wounded  and  still  travel  a 
long  distance  in  the  bush  to  ul- 
timately die  from  the  wounds.

An  outing  of  this  character  is 
productive  of  good  to  those  taking 
part  in  it  in  more  ways  than  one — 
in  the  wonderful  experiences  of 
the  present  and  in  the  glorious 
remembrances  wh\ch  remain 
when  a  return  has  to  be  made  to 
ordinary  mundane  occupations. 
While  the  former  are  fleeting  they 
are  also  health  giving,  though  it 
may  be  said  of  the  latter  that  they 
are  not  without  their  effect  upon 
health  and  the  maintenance  of 
cheerfulness. 
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An  Unsuccessful  Big  Game  Hunt  in  New  Brunswick. 


Experiences  of  Four  Jolly  Hunters.

BHERE  were  four  of  us,  as  genial 
and  jolly  a  set  of  hunters — although 
I  am  one  of  them  and  writing  this 
down — as  you  would  wish  to  see  in  all  a 
season's  hunting.  We  were  bound  for 
the  north,  the  grand  hunting  grounds 
of  New  Brunswick  and  come  success  or 
come  failure  we  knew  we  were  in  for  an 
enjoyable  time. 

Everything  doesn't  go  right  even  with 
a  Jolly  Four  and  I  believe  some  fellow 
hunters  will  read  this  story  with  a  good 
deal  of  added  interest  just  because  I  am 
going  to  tell  the  story  of  an  unsuccesful 
hunt  instead  of,  as  is  usually  the  case, 
boasting  of  our  successes. 

Again  I  say  there  were  Four  of  us,  and 
here  let  me  introduce  the  Jolly  Four  to 
the  readers.  There  were  John  C.Bush  and 
William  Kingseed,  of  Sidney,  O. ,  kindred 
spirits  from  the  same  town  and  both  good 
hunters  ;  Edward  Koontz,  of  Union  City, 
Ind.,  and  the  writer  hailing  from  Piqua, 
O.  We  had  agreed  to  unite  our  forces 
and  go  to  Doaktown,  New  Brunswick, 
for  a  moose  and  caribou  hunt  in  the  wilds 
of  that  Province.  From  previous  ex- 
periences we  knew  something  of  the 
charm  of  that  favorite  Province  of  the 
Dominion  and  we  anticipated  a  right 
royal  time  in  the  woods. 

In  accordance  with  arrangements  pre- 
viously agreed  upon,  the  writer  boarded 
the  12.17  a.m.  train  on  October  24th  and 
was  met  at  Sidney  by  the  rest  of  the 
party.  Handshakings  and  greetings 
were  in  order,  and  after  much  entertain- 
ing talk  we  sought  the  shelter  of  the 
sleeper  until  Detroit  was  reached  at  half 
past  seven  the  following  morning. 

After  breakfast  we  boarded  the  street 
cars  and  via  these  cars  and  antomobile  we 
reached  Belle  Isle  Park  where  we  spent 
several  pleasant  hours  in  admiring  the 
different  species  of  the  deer  family,  buf- 
falo and  other  animals  confined  in  the 
Park.  WTe  did  not  fail  to  spend  some 
time  in  the  aquarium,  one  of  the  best  of 
its  kind  probably  in  the  United  States. 
The  Park  with  the  animals  and  fishes  are 


well  worth  seeing  and  the  time  and  trouble 
taken  in  making  the  trip  are  amply  re- 
paid. 

On  returning  to  the  city  we  dined  and 
in  the  afternoon  the  writer  purchased 
a  30-30  take  down  Winchester,  the  rest 
of  the  party  already  possessing  their  own 
favorite  weapons.  This  business  being 
settled  to  our  satisfaction  we  assembled 
at  the  Brush  Street  Station  of  the  Grand 
Trunk  and  resigned  ourselves  into  the 
hands  of  that  genial  being  known  to  all 
railway  travellers  as  the  Bane  and  offic- 
ially as  a  Canadian  Customs  Official. 
These  gentlemen  seem  to  consider  it 
their  business  to  make  life  as  miserable 
as  possible  to  their  victims,  while  display- 
ing their  own  importance.  Fortunately 
for  us  we  were  rescued  from  the  clutches 
of  our  tyrant  by  Mr.  Robinson,  the  genial 
and  accommodating  Grand  Trunk  travel- 
ling agent,  who  met  us  at  the  depot  and 
saw  us  safely  across  the  line.  We  were 
glad  to  emerge  with  whole  skins  though 
we  left  behind  us  some  of  the  contents 
of  our  pockets.  We  were  charged  thirty 
per  cent  on  our  ammunition  and  we  were 
graciously  accorded  the  further  privilege 
of  exploding  the  same  for  a  further  fee 
of  fifty  dollars.  We  had  also  to  deposit 
three  dollars  on  our  rifles  which  we  were 
informed  would  be  refunded  to  us  on  our 
return  to  the  States  upon  proper  identi- 
cation  of  the  same. 

Rejoicing  at  our  escape,  even  after 
what  we  had  left  behind  us,  we  continued 
our  journey  to  Montreal,  arriving  at 
Canada's  commercial  capital  at  half  past 
seven  the  following  morning.  We  had 
some  more  sight  seeing  here  and  left  by 
the  Intercolonial,  passing  through  Levis, 
the  town  opposite  Quebec,  to  Newcastle* 
where  we  made  our  last  change,  arriving 
at  Doaktown  on  the  morning  of  Saturday 
the  twenty-sixth.  Our  two  day's  railway 
journey  made  us  enjoy  the  feeling  of  free- 
dom all  the  more  and  we  were  prepared 
to  make  our  time  in  the  woods  the  time 
of  our  lives. 

On  Sunday  the  writer  had  the  pleasure 
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of  enjoying  a  New  Brunswick  country 
dinner  with  his  guide  and  friend  of  other 
hunts  in  the  wilds  of  New  Brunswick,  Mr. 
Daniel  A.  Doak.  All  the  family  took  an 
interest  in  the  hunt  and  made  many  good 
suggestions.  While  we  were  talking  the 
other  members  of  the  party  arrived.  They 
had  walked  out  to  spend  the  afternoon 
and  consult  over  matters  connected  with 
the  hunt.  They  were  accompanied  by 
that  good  priest  and  gentleman,  H. 
McRoy,  who  did  much  to  enhance  the 
pleasures  of  our  holiday.  It  appeared 
that  our  guide,  by  what  he  considered  a 
piece  of  not  altogether  fair  work  on  the 
part  of  an  opponent,  had  been  deprived 
of  his  right  to  hunt  on  Muzzerall  Lake, 
our  old  hunting  territory,  where  we  had 
never  failed  to  secure  game.  None  of  us, 
even  our  guide,  cared  for  a  change  but 
in  this  case  it  was  inevitable.  However, 
our  guides  promised  to  do  their  best  and 
they  knew  we  would  second  them  in  all 
their  efforts. 

In  the  evening  we  all  returned  to  the 
Hotel  and  had  a  most  pleasant  time,  Miss 
Price,  the  sister  of  the  proprietress  of  the 
hotel,  giving  us  a  selection  of  church 
music  and  songs  being  assisted  by  Mr. 
H.  McRoy  who  possesses  a  pleasant 
tenor  voice.  We  shall  all  remember 
that  Sunday  evening.  The  hours  passed 
swiftly  and  bedtime  came  all  too  soon. 

Bright  and  early  on  Monday  morning 
we  were  afoot.  Our  final  arrangements 
were  soon  completed  and  with  spirits  and 
expectations  at  the  highest  notch  we 
started  for  Camp  Weaver,  eighteen  miles 
northwest  of  Doaktown,  across  some 
very  rough  and  muddy  roads  ending  in 
a  watery  bog  half  a  mile  long.  After 
some  hard  work  and  interesting  ex- 
periences we  reached  camp,  and  made 
ourselves  as  comfortable  as  possible. 

Here  we  spent  six  days,  five  of  them 
wet  and  one  made  pleasant  with  brilliant 
sunshine.  On  the  one  fine  day  the  writer 
shot  a  large  fat  doe  weighing  between  two 
two  hundred  and  fifty  and  three  hundred 
pounds.  On  the  way  out  I  also  shot 
two  partridges  and  Edward  Koontz  two. 
These  constituted  our  successes  and  gave 
us  fresh  meat  for  our  camp  meals.  The 
deer  was  shot  on  the  Saturday  and  gave 
us  a  good  Sunday  dinner.  This  dinner 
was  the  more  enjoyable  as  it  rained  all 


day  and  we  could  enjoy  very  little  else. 

Notwithstanding  the  rain,  the  Four 
Jolly  Hunters  started  on  a  beach  nut  hunt 
over  on  Beach  Ridge  where  the  writer 
killed  his  big  doe  the  previous  day.  We 
had  not  much  success  nutting  but  we  did 
find  the  doe  and  carried  out  the  rest  of 
ihe  meat,  hide  and  head  to  the  wagon 
road  in  order  to  save  the  time  of  our 
team  when  they  went  in  on  Monday  in 
order  to  take  the  load  out. 

The  rain  which  had  given  us  a  short 
interval  for  our  walk,  began  again,  and 
Kingseed  and  myself  returned  to  camp 
in  a  hurry.  That  shelter  was  reached 
before  the  worst  of  the  storm  broke  over 
us  but  Bush  and  Koontz  experienced  its 
full  fury.  Had  it  not  been  for  Koontz 
we  believe  the  water  in  the  bog  would 
have  got  the  best  of  our  old  and  respect- 
ed hunter,  J.  E.  Bush  who  is  now  in 
his  seventy-ninth  year.  We  pictured  him 
being  carried  away  in  the  raging  torrents 
to  the  wild  waters  of  the  Dungawen,  but 
faithful  Koontz  towed  him  in. 

As  we  were  thoroughly  discouraged  at 
that  camp  we  held  another  council  of  war 
and  decided  to  remove  on  the  following 
day.  Our  guide,  D.  A.  Doak,  had  gone 
to  town  early  the  day  before  to  see  what 
could  be  drne  in  this  matter  and  we  now 
completed  our  arrangements  for  removal. 

In  accordance  with  our  agreement  we 
returned  to  Doaktown  on  the  following 
day  and  received  the  news  that  our  guide 
had  failed  to  secure  our  old  camp  on 
Muzzerall  Lake  but  had  managed  to  en- 
gage Camp  Russell.  The  latter  is  situa- 
ted on  the  main  branch  of  the  Muzzerall 
Brook  and  though  we  would  much  have 
preferred  the  former  the  latter  sounded 
promising  and  we  decided,  in  the  absence 
of  better,  to  give  it  a  good  trial. 

By  the  way  that  journey  from  our  first 
camp  to  Doaktown  was  one  long  to  be 
remembered.  We  had  not  gone  above 
three  hundred  yards  of  our  journey  when 
both  horses  mired  down.  It  took  all  our 
efforts  and  the  united  strength  of  our- 
selves and  the  horses  to  pry  animals  and 
wagon  out  of  that  mud  hole.  Fifty  yards 
further  on  we  had  a  similar  experience 
and  again  had  to  use  most  desperate  en- 
deavors to  get  the  horses  clear  of  the  bog 
and  mire  and  overcoming  a  few  more 
difficulties,   which  in  the    light  of  other 
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experiences,  we  looked  down  upon  as 
minor  evils  we  reached  Bartholemew 
River. 

At  this    point    we  were   placed   in  as 
ridiculous  a  position  as  Four  Jolly  Hun- 
ters ever  rilled.    We  were  going-  down  a 
short  but  steep  embankment  to  the  river 
with  all  the  hunters    and   cook    and  one 
guide  on  the  top  of  the  load  when  the 
neck  yoke    broke.        Before  the  driver 
could  halt  the  team  we  found  ourselves  in 
mid   stream   with   the   waters  dashing 
round  us  and  the  prospect  of  remaining 
where  we  were  or  swimming  for  it.  Our 
men  never  lost  their  presence  of  mind  but 
took  it  coolly  and    it   was  just  such  an 
adventure  as  called  forth  their  resource- 
fulness.   The  cook,  Samuel  Betts,  crawl- 
ed out  on  the  tongue  and  with  the  aid  of 
a  piece  of  rope  tied  the  off  horse  to  the 
tongue.      By  this  means  the  broken  end 
of  the  neck  rope  was  kept  from  dropping 
off   the   end   of  the  tongue.     Had  that 
happened  swimming  would  have  been  our 
only  means  of  getting  out. 

Just  as  we  were  all  fixed  up  again  and 
ready  to  start  we  found  a  trace  chain 
missing.  Here  was  a  predicament  and 
again  it  looked  as  though  swimming 
would  be  the  only  means  of  getting  out. 
Once  more  the  cook — that  man  of  re- 
source— came  to  the  rescue  and  suggest- 
ed that  if  we  could  find  a  piece  of  wire  we 
might  wire  it  up  till  we  got  out  of  the 
river.  A  lively  skirmish  round  that 
waggon  ensued  and  after  much  difficulty 
we  found  some  wire  on  the  back  axle. 

While  we  were  thus  engaged  Guide 
Tom  Weaver  cut  a  long  forked  stick  from 
a  nearby  bush  and  was  fishing  for  the 
lost  chain.  Just  as  Betts  had  got  the 
trace  well  wired  up  the  missing  chain 
caught  on  the  end  of  the  forked  stick. 
There  was  a  shout  of  joy  which  startled 
the  horses  as  the  missing  chain  was 
drawn  from  the  bottom  of  the  raging 
waters.  The  prisoners  found  their  spirits 
rise  again  as  the  hope  of  release  grew 
stronger.  Gladly  was  the  wire  unhooked 
and  the  chain  attached.  Gallantly  the 
horses  pulled  us  out  and  we  reached  dry 
land  none  the  worse  for  our  experience 
with  the  exception  of  wet  feet. 

Here  we  had  a  good  rest  and  a  meal 
after  which  the  guides  made  a  '  'forest 
yoke"  with  the  aid  of  some  wire.  Accord- 


ingly we  resumed  our  journey  with  high 
hopes  of  reaching  our  destination  without 
further  mishap. 

At  a  corduroy  road  across  a  large 
swamp  we  mired  down  again  and  with 
all  our  exertions  could  get  neither  horses 
or  wagon  out.  Just  as  we  were  discus- 
sing unloading,  a  logging  team  came 
along  and  helped  us  out  of  this  which 
proved  our  last  predicament.* 

Our  next  stop  was  at  our  cook's  country 
house  were  we  had  dinner  and  fed  and 
rested  the  team.  Instead  of  reaching 
Doaktown  at  noon  as  we  expected  it  was 
nearly  four  o'clock  before  we  arrived 
there,  all  tired  and  worn  out  and  so  much 
mud  bespattered  thatwe  were  not  present- 
able at  the  hotel.  Through  the  courtsey 
of  Guide  Tom  Weaver  we  stayed  with 
him  and  made  ourselves  very  comfortable. 

The  next  morning  we  pulled  out  for 
Camp  Russell  which  we  reached  without 
any  mishap  and  at  once  settled  down 
with  our  belongings  around  us  and  made 
ourselves  comfortable. 

On  Wednesday,  Kingseed  shot  a  large 
fawn,  as  large  a  one,  the  guides  said,  as 
they  had  ever  seen  at  that  season  of  the 
year. 

On  Thursday  it  rained  and  continued 
raining  on  and  off  till  we  broke  camp  on 
the  following  Monday.  Only  two  days  of 
sunshine  favored  us  in  the  whole  fort- 
night we  spent  in  the  woods  giving  us  as 
unsuccessful  and  disagreeable  a  hunt  as 
Four  Jolly  Hunters  ever  experienced. 

Notwithstanding  our  disappointments 
and  unpleasantness  we  had  some  fine 
compensations  in  the  free  open  air  life  and 
hard  work  of  our  hunts.  At  different 
times  we  saw  seven  cow  moose  and 
eleven  deer,  but  not  one  bull  moose  or 
bull  caribou.  No  doubt  this  was  largely 
due  to  the  calling  season  not  being  on 
and  the  heavy  rains  and  complete  absence 
of  snow  sadly  interfered  with  our  hunt. 

It  is  always  well  to  tell  the  story  of  an 
unsuccessful  hunt.  There  are  unsuccess- 
ful hunts  every  season  but  we  know 
enough  of  New  Brunswick  to  state  that 
this  experience  is  exceptional  and  the 
Four  Jolly  hunters  hope  to  again  visit 
that  fine  game  Province  of  the  Dominion 
and  to  do  so  under  circumstances  that 
will  give  them  every  chance  of  bringing 
home  some  Trophies  of  the  Hunt. 


My  First  Deer  Hunt.

MY  Uncle  Tom  had  promised  to  take 
me  for  a  deer  hunt  on  the  first 
day  of  the  open  season.  I  was 
wild  with  delight  at  the  thought  of  go- 
ing with  him  and  you  may  be  sure  I 
imagined  all  kinds  of  pleasant  things 
upon  the  hunt  and  as  a  result  of  all  we 
should  do. 

At  last  came  the  eve  of  the  long 
looked  for  day.  It  was  October  thirty- 
first  and  all  preparations  had  been  gone 
over  again  and  again  and  everything 
seemed  to  be  ready.  An  arrangement 
had  been  made  by  which  I  should  sleep 
with  my  uncle  and  thus  be  assured  of  an 
early  start.  Although  I  had  been  so 
much  concerned  about  the  hunt  I  man- 
aged to  sleep  and  might  have  slept 
longer  had  I  not  been  awakened  at  half 
pest  three  in  the  morning.  As  soon  as  I 
was  awake,  however,  I  knew  it  was  No- 
vember first  and  ot  once  rose  and  dressed 
myself.  Our  breakfast  was  not  lingered 
over  and  we  made  an  early  start.  The 
party  consisted  of  my  Uncle  Tom, 
Cousin  Fred  and  myself. 

We  all  had  good  rifles  and  a  good 
hound.  Uncle  Tom  had  a  303  British, 
Cousin  Fred  a  44  Winchester  and  myself 
a  38-55  Marlin.  After  a  walk  of  four 
miles  east  of  Clyde  Forks,  Ontario,  our 
selected  hunting  ground,  we  came  to  a 
runway  on  which  it  was  decided  to  post 
Cousin  Fred. 

Some  distance  on  we  came  to  the 
place  where  I  was  to  be  stationed.  My 
position  was  at  a  large  rock  on  a  ridge 
and  three  runways  passed  near  it.  As 
he  left  me  there  Uncle  Tom  said  he  was 
suie  I  would  get  a  shot. 

In  the  early  morning  with  the  sun  not 
being  up  it  was  quite  chilly  but  I  re- 
mained at  my  post  and  was  rewarded 
with  the  sight  of  a  sunrise.  It  was  in- 
deed a  glorious  vision  when  the  sun 
came  up  glittering  on  the  frosted  trees 
and  making  such  play  of  lights  and 
shadows  as  were  full  of  wonders. 

Then  suddenly  I  heard  the  baying  of  a 
hound  but  I  knew  the  bark  of  ours  too 


well  to  be  led  off  by  another  dog.  Some 
shots  were  fired  and  the  barking  ceased. 
Afterwards  I  heard  several  hunts  but 
none  came  my  way.  At  length  I  heard 
our  dog  start  and  it  appeared  to  be  com- 
ing in  my  direction.  Nearer  and  nearer 
came  the  dog,  a  rustle  amongst  the 
branches  followed  and  a  fawn  jumped 
into  sight. 

Now,  although  I  am  only  fourteen 
years  old,  I  had  not  a  little  bit  of  "buck 
fever"  I  hear  the  hunters  talk  so  much 
about.  I  raised  my  rifle  and  as  the  deer 
came  opposite  to  me  I  fired.  The  deer 
stopped  and  looked  at  me.  Now  it 
seemed  to  me  that  my  chance  had  come 
and  taking  a  better  aim  I  fired  again. 
This  time  the  deer  gave  a  bound  and 
stopped,  curved  his  back  and  started  off 
again.  It  got  out  of  sight  so  quickly 
that  I  had  no  time  for  a  third  shot.  I 
went  over  and  examined  the  trail  but 
found  only  a  few  drops  of  blood. 

After  a  further  wait  I  heard  the  dogs 
again  but  this  time  they  seemed  to  be 
coming  from  the  wrong  direction.  Al- 
most before  I  knew  it  a  large  doe 
bounded  towards  me  like  lightning. 
This  time  I  had  to  shoot  quickly  and 
when  my  rifle  cracked  the  deer  dropped. 
The  bullet  had  broken  her  back  but  she 
tried  to  get  up  and  I  fired  four  more 
shots  before  finishing  her.  Each  shot 
hit — one  through  the  ear,  the  next 
through  the  neck,  the  third  through 
the  jaw  and  last  struck   her  on  the  head. 

Now  that  I  had  killed  my  first  deer  I 
could  hardly  believe  it.  The  walk  home 
was  a  long  one  but  I  never  had  one  that 
was  more  pleasant  in  the  whole  of  my 
life.  My  deer  was  the  only  one  killed 
that  day  but  we  considered  we  had  had 
good  luck. 

Another  hunt  was  planned  for  the  fol- 
lowing day  but  Uncle  Tom  had  a  bad 
attack  of  rheumatism  and  the  doctor 
said  he  must  not  leave  the  house  for 
some  time. 


The  New  Hotel  for  the  Lake  of  Bays. — Highlands 


of  Ontario. 


In  the  past  there  has  been  some  lack 
of  hotel  accommodation  in  that  beautiful 
district  reached  through  Huntsville,  145 
miles  north  of  Toronto  and  known  as 
the  Lake  of  Bays  region.  This  will  be 
rectified  in  the  future  by  the  erection  of 
hotels  that  will  offer  the  best  accommo- 
dation at  the  most  reasonable  rates. 
The  first  of  these  hotels  will  open  for 
next  season,  and  the  contracts  are  now 
being  placed  for  the  erection  of  the 
structure.  This  new  hotel  will  be  known 
as  the  "Wawa,"  the  name  taken  from 
the  Ojibway  language  and  meaning  '  'The 
Wild  Goose."  The  situation  chosen  for 
the  hotel  is  Norway  Point,  in  the  past  a 
popular  haven  for  a  colony  of  summer 
residents  who  have  erected  a  number  of 
picturesque  cottages.  The  hotel  will 
contain  100  rooms  arranged  so  that  they 
may  be  occupied  single  or  en  suite. 
The  structure  will  be  built  after  the  cot- 
tage style  of  architecture  and  raises  to  a 
height  of  two  stories  only.  Besides 
public  baths  on  each  floor,  there  will  be 
provided  22  private  baths  in  connection 
with  bedrooms  en  suite,  and  hot  and 
cold  running  water  will  be  placed  in  each 
bedroom.  The  size  of  the  bedrooms  are 
14x16.  Directly  in  front  of  the  building 
on  the  ground  floor  and  second  floor, 
will  be  spacious  verandas,  from  which 
the  most  picturesque  views  of  lake  and 
island  scenery  from  all  directions  can  be 


enjoyed.  The  beach  at  Norway  Point 
within  200  yards  of  the  hotel,  is  about 
2,000  feet  in  length  and  a  perfect  one  for 
bathing  and  safe  tor  children.  A  spe- 
cial feature  in  connection  with  the  hotel 
is  a  pure  spring  of  clear  water  that  is  on 
the  hotel  property  and  from  which  the 
hotel  supply  will  be  drawn  Long  dis- 
tance telephone  and  telegraphic  commu- 
nication will  be  installed,  and  a  double 
daily  mail  service  assured  by  the  Navi- 
gation Co.  The  hotel  will  be  electric 
lighted.

Wild  Fowl  Shooting  on  a  Prairie  Lake.

EVERY  kind  of  sport  has  its  enthu- 
siasts.   To  them  there  is  no  other 
quite  so  good  and  they  cackle  and 
talk    of    its  particular  merits  with  an 
eagerness  and  earnestness  that  is  from 
the  heart. 

For  the  writer  no  sport  comes  up  to 
wild  fowl  shooting.  The  flight  of  the 
goose  with  its  honk!  honk!  is  music  to 
the  ear.  The  swift  moving  duck  as  he 
cleaves  the  thin  autumn  air  is  particu- 
larly fascinating.  The  irregular  flight 
of  the  jack  snipe  with  its  scrape!  scrape! 
wakens  the  sportsmen's  enthusiasm. 
The  prairie  chicken  located  by  the  keen 
nosed  and  steady,  cunning  setter  or 
pointer  has  its  fascination.  Talk  not  to 
me  of  the  pursuit  of  the  wily  deer,  the 
lordly  elk  or  the  keen  scented  moose! 
True  their  pursuit  means  hard  labor, 
subtle  cunning,  and  good  judgment. 
But  what  are  they  beside  the  bringing 
down  of  the  swift  flying  teal,  or  the 
keen  sighted  goose? 

Oak  Lake,  Manitoba,  is  a  wild  fowl 
resort.  It  is  the  breeding  place  of  many 
ducks,  and  the  mallards,  canvas  backs 
and  geese  bred  on  the  border  of  the 
Arctic  circle  make  it  their  stopping  place 
when  on  their  return  from  the  frozen 
north.  Here  are  found  all  varieties  of 
duck  which  frequent  the  prairie,  and  in 
thousands.  The  lake  which  is  about  ten 
mi  eslong  by  six  wide,  affords  excellent 
sport  to  those  properly  equipped. 

The  writer  with  four  companions  spent 
two  days  there  in  September,  days  that 
will  long  be  remembered.  The  wind 
was  cold,  the  ducks  were  constantly  on 
the  move  and  excellent  sport  was  fur- 
nished. The  doctor,  who  was  my  shoot- 
ing companion  and  myself  made  our  hide 
in  a  bunch  of  reeds  that  jutted  out  into 
the  lake  and  awaited  the  game.  The 
bang!  bang!  of  guns  in  the  distance 
warned  us  that  other  sportsmen  were  on 
the  alert  and  keenly  we  watched  in  the 
distance  for  birds  a-wing.     Soon  round- 


ng  a  curve,  a  splendid  flock  of  canvas 
backs  were  seen,  coming  along  with 
their  steady  but  swift  flight,  that  means 
a  quick  hand  and  a  sure  eye,  lest  a  miss 
is  made.  Stooping  low  in  our  boats  we 
watched  them  and  almost  before  we 
were  ready  they  were  opposite  our  hid- 
ing place,  but  the  four  "shots  served 
only  to  accelerate  their  speed.  "Poor 
judges  of  distance  on  water"  I  growled, 
while  my  companion  only  said  "We'll  do 
something  to  this  bunch  coming  now!" 
On  came  another  bunch,  and  as  they 
passed  four  were  left  fanning  the  air 
with  their  heels. 

Time  passed  quickly  and  before  we 
had  a  dozen  birds  apiece  it  was  time  to 
make  for  the  camp.  We  had  left  for  the 
lake  after  three  o'clock  and  had  a  row  of 
two  miles  before  we  reached  our  hide. 
Reluctantly  we  pulled  out,  and  as  we 
made  our  way  to  camp  the  birds  passed 
in  flocks  with  great  regularity,  while  the 
geese  that  had  been  out  to  the  fields 
started  to  come  in.  On  our  way  up  the 
creek  we  dropped  two  geese,  but  it  was 
too  dark  to  find  them. 

Supper  over,  pipes  smoked,  we  turned 
in  and  hardly  had  we  fallen  asleep — so  it 
seemed — before  we  were  awakened  by 
the  cook.  How  one  does  sleep  in  a 
tent!  How  refreshed  one  feels  in  the 
morning! 

Breakfast  over  we  went  outside,  found 
the  wind  from  the  north  and  blowing 
quite  hard.  There  had  been  a  keen  frost, 
and  this  added  to  the  fact  that  we  were 
not  clothed  for  such  weather  did  not 
make  the  prospects  any  too  bright.  But 
as  this  was  to  be  our  last  shoot,  we  faced 
the  music.  We  knew  the  birds  would 
be  moving,  and  we  started  down  the 
creek.  The  work  of  propelling  the  boat 
soon  warmed  us  up  and  in  a  short  time 
we  were  in  our  hide.  It  was  not  yet 
good  light  and  we  could  hear  the  regular 
swish!  swish!  of  the  ducksas  they  passed 
in  rapid  flight,  while  it  was  almost  im- 
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possible  to  see  them.  Gradually  the 
twilight  gave  place  to  the  morning  light 
and  with  guns  in  hands  we  waited  the 
first  flock  of  ducks. 

Soon  in  the  distance  two  birds  are 
made  out  and  as  they  pass  on  two  shots 
ring  out  and  we  gather  the  birds,  two 
grand  canvas  back  drakes.  We  admire 
their  beauty  but  this  is  cut  short  by  an- 
other flock  that  came  up  without  warn- 
ing and  they  passed  unhurt,  leaving  only 
four  punctured  holes  in  the  air.  "Well 
you're  a  daisy!"  said  my  companion, 
"Came  from  your  end!"  I  reply. 

While  we  are  grumbling,  another  flock 
is  seen  approaching  with  the  speed  of 
cannon  balls,  fire  all,  and  as  they  sweep 
past  they  all  conclude  to  remain  with  us. 
Thus  for  two  hours  we  enjoy  royal  sport 
and  are  just  thinking  of  moving  for  camp 


when  the  honk!  honk!  of  geese  is  heard. 
Louder  and  nearer  comes  the  welcome 
note,  and  peeping  through  the  reeds  we 
see  three  Hutchings  geese  flying  low, 
making  direct  for  over  our  hide.  "Keep 
down,"  said  my  friend  at  the  rear  "Dont 
let  them  see  you  wink!  Keep  low  until 
they  are  right  over  us,  then  take  the 
head  one  and  I  will  take  the  next  and  if 
possible  we  will  both  kill  the  third  one!" 
"Now!" 

Up  we  jump  and  as  the  nitro  loads 
crack  two  geese  tumble,  and  at  the  next 
shot  the  other  follows,  the  doctor  killing 
two. 

We  gather  our  game,  twenty-six  birds 
in  all,  and  make  for  camp  vowing  that 
if  we  are  alive  we  will  make  a  return 
visit  to  this  haunt  of  the  wild  fowl  an- 
other year. 


Our  Successful  Canadian  Bear  Hunt.

[E  were  spending  the  month  of 
August  on  an  island  of  the  Lake  of 
J  Bays,  which  is  situated  in  one  of 
the  most  beautiful  parts  of  the  Province 
of  Ontario.  Beside  the  family  'there 
were  a  few  guests,  as  well  as  our  faith- 
ful coachman,  Richard,  whose  early  ap- 
prenticeship as  a  butcher  made  him  an 
extremely  handy  man  about  camp. 

One  evening  while  seated  at  the  sup- 
per table  my  sister  remarked  that  Rich- 
ard had  seen  a  bear.  At  first  I  was 
skeptical  and  supposed  that  Richard  had 
had  a  pipe  dream,  but  a  trip  to  our  gar- 
bage crematory  soon  proved  that  Rich- 
ard was  not  dreaming,  and  that  a  bear 
had  just  had  his  supper  there.  That 
evening  two  of  us  paddled  over  to  the 
postoffice  to  get  some  guns.  The  post- 
mistress, with  her  characteristic  kind- 
ness, rummaged  the  house  till  she  found 


a  muzzle  loading  shotgun  and  a  single 
shot  .32.  In  the  expert  hands  of  their 
owner  these  guns  would  doubtless  kill 
any  bear,  but  I  had  heard  so  many  blood 
curdling  bear  stories  that  I  was  not 
eager  to  risk  my  life  behind  one  or  even 
both  of  them,  so  we  put  our  weapons 
into  the  bottom  of  the  canoe,  and  start- 
ed down  the  lake  towards  the  cottage  of 
a  clergyman  _in  search  of  a  repeater. 
The  clergyman  and  his  family  had  evi- 
dently retired,  for  there  were  no  lights 
in  the  windows,  so  we  turned  around 
and  came  back  to  try  our  luck  with  what 
we  had.  1  pulled  Richard  out  of  bed, 
showed  him  the  guns,  and  told  him  to 
wake  me  before  daybreak.  He  swore 
he  would,  so  I  returned  to  our  tent  and 
went  to  bed. 

Shortly  after  daybreak  I  woke  but  no 
Richard  was  there.     I  dressed  hastily, 
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picked  up  the  guns,  and  started  out  to 
see  if  I  couldn't  have  some  fun  with 
Richard.  His  tent  was  closely  tied.  I 
crept  up  to  it,  and  began  clawing  the 
flap.  From  within  came  the  most  ter- 
ror stricken  cries  of  "What's  that-who- 
who's  there — who's  there?"  Then  I 
looked  in.  Richard  was  sitting  up  in 
bed,  much  relieved  to  learn  that  the 
bear  was  not  doing  the  hunting.  In  a 
moment  we  were  ready  to  start  for  the 
garbage  crematory.  Richard  chose  the 
shotgun,  and  I  won  the  toss  for  first 
shot.  We  crept,  slowly  down  the  path. 
Not  seventy-five  feet  away  stood  Mr. 
Bear  broadside  to  us,  eating  his  break- 
fast. I  had  just  levelled  my  bead  on 
him  when,  bang!  bang!  went  the  shot- 
gun, and  my  ear  began  to  burn  with  the 
powder  which  had  singed  it.  We 
searched  the  bush,  but  found  no  trace  of 
blood.  Richard  was  forced  to  concede 
that  he  must  have  missed  him. 

That  very  day  Mr.  Bear's  curiosity  got 
the  better  of  his  discretion  and  he  again 
poked  his  nose  into  the  precincts  of  the 
camp.  The  camp  was  more  terrified 
than  the  bear.  The  shotgun  had  not 
been  reloaded  so  I  started  forth  with  the 
single  shot  32,  backed  up  by  the  entire 
family,  each  bearing  a  weapon  of  some 
sort  in  case  of  need.  I  went  first  with 
the  gun;  behind  me  in  a  long  line  came 
father  with  the  axe,  mother  with  the 
carving  knife,  some  with  clubs,  and 
lastly  our  loyal  little  maid  with  the  fry- 
ing pan.  If  Mr.  Bear  had  any  idea  he 
could  clean  out  our  camp,  the  size  of  our 
army  and  the  noise  of  our  approach 
soon  changed  his  mind,  for  he  beat  a 
hasty  retreat  and  didn't  turn  up  again 
for  some  time. 

The  following  day  I  noticed  some 
tracks  on  the  sand  which  seemed  to 
prove  that  he  had  decided  to  evacuate 
our  island  and  take  up  his  quarters  in  a 
less  hostile  country  across  the  channel. 
I  was  so  convinced  of  this,  that  I  had 
returned  the  guns  and  settled  down  to 
enjoy  life  with  a  feeling  of  security. 
But  it  wasn't  long  before  his  appetite 
brought  him  back  to  enjoy  the  dainties 
of  our  garbage,  and  Richard  again  an- 
nounced that  he  had  seen  the  bear.  It 


was   the  early  afternoon  and  a  strong 
wind  was  blowing  on  the  lake,  but  for- 
tunately I  was  able  to  induce  one  of  the 
young  ladies  of  the  party  to   take  the 
bow  paddle,  and  we    pounded  our  way 
through    the   waves  and  spray  till  we 
reached    the    cottage  of  the  clergyman 
who  owned  the  repeater.    The  clergy- 
man was  not  at  home,  but  his  wife  very 
kindly  loaned  me  his  gun.    We  reached 
home  before  sunset,  and  I  went    out  to 
find  a  hiding  place.     In  a  few  moments 
the    huge    black  bulk  of  the  bear  ap- 
peared, moving  rapidly  but  noiselessly 
through  the  bush.     My  heart  thumped 
harder   and  harder.      He  stopped  and 
stooped  down  to  eat  his  evening  meal. 
The    woods  were    so  quiet  that  I  could 
hear  the  crunch  of  his   jaws.     I  raised 
the  rifle  slowly.    The    woods  rang  with 
the  report,  and  the  bear    crashed  blun- 
deringly   through  the    bush.     In  a  mo- 
ment two  groans  of  despair  told  me  that 
the  poor   creature    was  dying.  They 
were  human  in  their  agony.    That  feel- 
ing of  exultation  which  overcomes  every 
hunter   in    the    moment     of  success, 
changed  to  pity  for  the  harmless  unof- 
fending  bear.     I  wondered  at  my  own 
hardness  of  heart.     I  tried  to  find  him 
to  put  him   out  of   misery,  but  I  could 
not,  tor  he  had  run  a   considerable  dis- 
tance, and  darkness  had   fallen  on  the 
thick  woods. 

The  next  morning  Richard  found  him 
lying  in  a  swamp.  We  tied  his  Jegs  to- 
gether, strung  him  on  a  pole,  and  car- 
ried him  to  camp,  where  he  lay  in  state 
to  be  viewed  by  our  friends  and  neigh- 
bors. They  came  from  far  and  near,  for 
it  was  some  time  since  a  bear  had  been 
shot  in  that  neighborhood.  Large  as  he 
had  appeared  in  the  woods,  we  found 
he  was  only  a  little  fellow.  I  doubt  if 
he  weighed  more  than  a  hundred  pounds, 
but  for  this  reason  he  made  much  better 
meat.  Richard  was  now  able  to  prove 
the  value  of  his  early  experience  as  a 
butcher.  With  the  skill  of  an  expert  he 
removed  the  skin  and  divided  up  the 
carcas,  enabling  us  to  repay  in  small 
measure  the  kindnesses  which  had  been 
extended  to  us  by  our  Canadian  friends 
and  neighbors. 
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A  Successful  Muskoka  Hunt.

IT  is  a  long  run  from  Wheeling,  W. 
Va.  to  Muskoka,  Ontario,  but  it  is 
well  worth  it  whether  one  wants 
hunting,  scenery  or  just  a  holiday.  I 
write  from  experience  and  I  know.  Ac- 
cordingly when  the  hunting  season  for 
1907  drew  near  I  began  to  plan  for  an- 
other outing  and  hunt  in  Muskoka. 

Early  in  October  I  wrote  to  my  friends, 
the  Monteith  Brothers  of  the  Monteith 
House,  Muskoka,  asking  them  if  they 
could  take  care  of  myself  and  my  friends 
at  their  Hunting  Cabin,  as  we  were 
anxious  to  join  in  another  deer  hunt. 
The  reply  was  a  favorable  one,  but  they 
added  that  the  numbers  must  be  limited 
as  they  were  already  •  pledged  to  others 
and  did  not  wish  to  disappoint  anyone. 

Shortly  after  this  reply  was  received 
the  representative  of  the  Grand  Trunk 


Railway  in  Pittsburg  dropped  into  my 
store  at  Wheeling  asking  if  I  and  my 
friends  intended  to  have  another  hunt  in 
the  wilds  of  Muskoka.  We  told  him 
how  far  the  arrangements  had  advanced 
and  he  at  once  relieved  us  of  all  difficul- 
ties as  to  our  tickets  and  route,  sending 
us  over  the  most  direct  and  pleasant 
route,  where  we  found  good  connec- 
tions, with  the  result  that  we  ar- 
rived at  Monteith  House  in  time  for 
supper  in  the  evening  of  the  day  before 
the  open  season.  We  found  a  good 
supper  ready  for  us  and  when  we  had 
partaken  of  the  same  we  felt  ready  to 
face  the  further  journey  out  to  the 
Camp. 

By  the  time  we  had  finished  the  rigs 
were  ready  and  though  it  was  eight 
o'clock   before   we  made   the  start  we 
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were  out  at  the  Camp  by  half  past  ten. 
Here  again  our  reception  was  of  the 
best,  the  chef  and  his  assistant  having 
hot  coffee  and  club  sandwiches  awaiting 
us.  These  were  very  grateful  after  our 
long  drive  in  the  cold  bracing  air  and  in- 
deed touched  us  in  the  right  spot. 

It  may  be  well  for  me  to  state  right 
here  that  the  camp  is  nine  miles  from 
Rosseau,  on  the  outskirts  of  the  settle- 
ments, and  is  a  very  comfortable  place. 
It  is  built  of  logs,  size  about  eighteen  by 
thirty-six,  with  two  large  rooms  down- 
stairs, one  a  dining  room  and  the  other 
a  sitting  room  and  eight  bedrooms  up- 
stairs, all  furnished  with  spring  beds  and 
all  conveniences.  There  is  also  a  lean-to 
kitchen  with  bedrooms  off  it  for  the  chef 
and  his  assistant. 

No  more  ideal  spot  for  a  camp  could 
be  imagined.  It  is  situated  on  an  eleva- 
tion facing  Draycott's  Lake  and  in  this 
lake  beaver  and  otter  can  be  seen  sport- 


ing themselves.  From  the  Camp,  trails 
have  been  cleared  out  and  blazed  in  dif- 
ferent directions  to  many  good  hunting 
points.  This  has  been  carried  out  to 
such  an  extent  that  I  believe  about 
twenty-five  miles  of  trails  have  been 
made.  All  that  is  now  necessary  for 
town  visitors  who  do  not  wish  to  go 
deep  into  the  bush,  is  to  walk  along 
these  trails  to  the  different  runways  as- 
signed to  each  one.  There  is  thus  not 
the  slightest  hardship  either  in  going 
out  to  the  runways  or  returning  with  the 
deer  when  shot.  Those  who  can  only 
spend  a  short  time  in  the  woods  are  thus 
placed  nearly  on  an  equality  with  those 
whose  lives  are  so  largely  passed  be- 
neath its  shadows. 

Having  been  at  this  camp  for  two 
years  I  am  able  to  speak  with  some 
knowledge  of  the  board  supplied.  I 
have  travelled  a  good  deal,  having  been 
practically  around  the  world,  and  I  have 
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never  in  all  that  experience  had  more 
inviting  or  tasty  things  to  eat  than  at 
that  Camp.  Everything  one  could  im- 
agine was  on  the  bill  of  fare  and  we  were 
liberally  supplied  with  fresh  milk,  cream, 
butter,  eggs,  vegetables,  etc.  from  a 
nearby  farm  house,  giving  us  the  assur- 
ance that  everything  was  fresh  and 
sweet. 

When  the  hunting  party  had  all  as- 
sembled we  numbered  ten  and  it  was 
found  we  had  ten  first-class  dogs,  the 
latter  enabling  us  to  have  the  very  best 
kind  of  sport.  It  was  with  great  regret 
that  myself  and  friends  found  the  claims 
of  business  too  much  for  us,  compelling 
us  to  leave  the  Camp  three  days  before 
the  hunting  season  expired.  Up  to  that 
time  the  whole  party  had  succeeded  in 
shooting  fourteen  deer  and  after  we  left 


three  more  fine  bucks  were  added  to  that 
number. 

A  buck  which  weighed  two  hundred 
and  forty  pounds  was  shot  by  one  of  my 
friends.  The  buck  was  a  beauty  and 
my  friend  was  naturally  very  proud  of 
him,  as  it  was  the  first  one  he  had  ever 
shot,  and  indeed  it  was  the  first  time  he 
had  hunted.  Such  good  fortune  you 
may  be  sure,  has  convinced  him  that  for 
big  game  the  Muskoka  region  cannot 
be  beaten. 

Everyone  wishing  for  convenience, 
first-class  sport,  an  absence  of  all  hard- 
ships with  the  maximum  of  pleasure, 
cannot  do  better  than  follow  in  our  foot- 
steps and  visit  the  Muskoka  country. 
There  they  will  find  everything  of  the 
best  and  everyone  glad  to  see  them  and 
give  you  a  good  time.

A  Successful  Big  Game  Hunt  on  a  Quebec  Preserve.

IT  was  a  matter  of  long  and  careful 
consideration  to  decide  upon  the 
locality  for  our  big  game  hunt  of 
1907.  We  had  many  meetings  and  much 
discussion  thereupon,  and  finally  some 
half  score  of  us  decided  to  throw  in  our 
luck  with  the  Aberford  Sporting  Club. 

This  Club  is  one  of  long  standing 
whose  active  membership  was  now  re- 
duced to  three  or  four  though  at  one 
time  it  had  been  large  and  in  every  res- 
pect flourishing.

bracing  October 
air,  everything 
seeming  to  call 
them  to  the 
woods  at  the 
time  when  the 
instinct  to  "hunt 
and  kill"  is  so 
strong  as  to 
prove  irresis- 
table.    Some  of 

them  were  too  far  off  and  others  too 
busy.  Various  were  the  reasons  which 
compelled  many,  with  extreme  reluctance, 
to  give  up  their  time  honored  place  and 
forego  pleasures  which  they  had  hitherto 
enjoyed  so  much  that  it  had  become  a 
part  of  their  lives. 

While  we  were  sorry  for  everyone  so 
disappointed  we  were  eager  ourselves  to 
take  their  place.  We  were  well  acquaint- 
ed with  the  advantages  offered  on  the 
Club's  preserve.    We  knew  its  ease  of 
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access  from  Ottawa  and  we  knew  that 
coupled  with  it  was  an  almost  certainty 
of  procuring  big  game.  Availing  our- 
selves of  the  opportunities  thus  opened 
to  us  we  were  elected  members  of  the 
Club  and  straightway  become  entitled  to- 
share  in  all  its  rights  and  privileges. 

The  Aberford  Club  preserve  is  reach- 
ed by  a  railway  journey  from  Ottawa  to 
Rockcliffe,  a  flag  station  on  the  main 
line  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  and 
a  two  mile  paddle  up  the  Ottawa  River. 

It  thus  came 
about  that  on 
Saturday,  Oc- 
tober 19th,  a 
dozen  of  us 
started  out  for 
our  new  hunt- 
i  n  g  grounds 
with  high  ho- 
pes of  a  good 
time  and  some 
brilliant  suc- 
cesses. In  ad- 
dition to  the 
hunters  we  took 
a  cook  and  a 
handy  man. 
Our  mascotte, 
"Billie,"  t  h  e 
young  hopeful 
of  Mr.  Robert 
Stewart  M.P., 
formed  a  pleas- 
ant addition  ta 
our  party. 

Included  in 
our  camp  ar- 
rangements were  nine  dogs,  who  on  our 
outward  journey  were  tugging  on  their 
leashes  and  showing  in  every  way  (mostly 
by  howling)  their  anxiety  to  be  off  on  the 
hunt. 

When  we  all  dropped  off  the  train  we 
created  quite  a  stir  in  the  quiet  little  vil- 
lage of  Rockcliffe.  With  very  little  de- 
lay we  were  off  and  after  some  hard  work 
we  arrived  at  the  Club  house  without 
mishap.  We  found  the  Club  house  to 
be  a   large  two    storied   frame  building 
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with  a  brick  fireplace  at  one  end.  Speed- 
ily a  wood  fire  was  going-  and  under  its 
cheerful  influence  all  was  soon  bustle  and 
good  humor.  We  all  started  in  and 
worked  with  a  will  to  get  things  ship 
shape  and  have  everything  prepared  for 
an  early  start  on  Monday  morning. 

There  was  a  great  deal  to  be  done — 
the  roof  of  the  dog  house  had  been  brok- 
en in  by  the  snow  of  the  previous  winter 
and  had  to  be  reconstructed.  In  all  our 
hunts  we  always  had  dogs  worth  good 
grub  and  good  beds  and  always  try  to 
treat  them  with  that  consideration  with 
which  any  animal,  whose  speed  and 
endurance  is  to  be  tested  to  the  utmost, 
should  be  treat- 
ed. Our  first 
attention  was 
therefore  given 
to  the  dog  house. 
We  fixed  the 
roof  well  and 
scattered  about 
a  foot  of  straw 
on  the  floor  for 
bedding. 

This  being  ac- 
complished in 
good  style  we 
turned  to  the 
Club  house. 
Some  put  up  a 
number  of  shel- 
ves in  convenient 
places,  others 
filled  ticks  with 
straw  and  still 
others  unpacked 
the  blankets  and  made  the  beds.  In  a 
short  time  with  everyone  doing  his  part, 
the  place  began  to  assume  a  homelike 
aspect  and  an  air  of  comfort  pervaded  the 
place.  Further  we  had  to  build  a  wharf, 
as  the  ice  sweeps  the  wharf  away  every 
year.  In  this  manner  all  hands  were  kept 
busy  the  whole  day. 

In  the  evening,  guns,  boots,  and  all 
kinds  of  oil  were  in  evidence.  Some 
good  guns  were  condemned  and  some 
worse  ones  inflated.  All  went  merrily 
however,  and  with  songs  and  shouts  the 
evening's  work  was  as  great  a  success  as 
that  engaged  in  during  the  day. 

Camp  life  is  the  one  to  create  good 
leelings.     Differences  are  freely  express- 
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ed  and  we  are  all  better  for  this  clearing 
of  the  air.  Nowhere  are  more  lifelong 
friendships  sealed  than  in  camp.  How 
often  do  we  find  men  whom  we  are  apt  in 
ordinary  life  to  consider  '  'snobs"  real 
good  fellows,  after  a  day  or  two  in  camp 
has  rubbed  off  angularities  ! 
For  coming  close  in  touch  with  Nature's 
ways, 

We  our  true  selves  reveal. 

Atter  electing  a  Captain,  drawing  for 
places  on  the  river  front,  and  deciding 
which  dogs  should  be  run  first  we  turned 
in  for  our  well  earned  rest.  It  seemed  to 
most  of  us  that  only  a  few  short  moments 
elapsed  before    we  were  awakened  by  a 

hoarse  bass 
voice  singing 
"Wake  me  at 
the  first  break 
of  day  !"  A  few 
rude  remarks 
were  hurled  with 
violence  at  the 
"goat"  who  had 
left  the  window 
open  all  night 
and  then  all 
hands  were  or- 
dered to  the 
river  for  an  ice 
cold  wash. 

By  some  clev- 
er manoeuvring 
our  mascotte 
managed  to  es- 
cape this  latter 
ordeal  and 
reached  the 
breakfast  table  unwashed.  He  could 
not  however,  escape  the  scrutiny  of  the 
parental  eye  and  when  asked  point  plank 
if  he  had  washed  that  morning  had 
truthfully  to  reply  in  the  negative.  A 
peremptory  order  to  do  so  followed  and 
the  order  was  given  in  a  tone  that  could 
not  be  disobeyed.  Later  on  he  joined  us 
at  breakfast  and  learned  a  lesson  which 
stood  him  in  good  stead  for  the  remainder 
of  the  trip. 

After  breakfast  we  set  off  for  our  res- 
pective watches  and  before  many  of  us 
had  reached  our  positions  we  heard  the 
hounds  in  full  cry.  All  the  hunter's 
nerves  were  severly  strained  as  nearer 
and  nearer  came  the  wolf  like  cry  of  our 
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oldest  dog.  That  same  cry  ringing  in 
our  ears  brought  up  many  remincences 
of  past  days.  We  thought  of  many  a 
fine  buck  that  had  been  shot  as  we  heard 
the  cry  go  up  the  river,  then  down,  over 
creeks  and  through  swamps,  the  buck 
making  a  vain  endeavour  to  shake  off  his 
pursuer.  Each  of  us  strained  our  eyes 
again  and  again  on  the  oppos- 
ite bank,  quite  confident  that  the  deer 
was  going  to  take  to  the  water  just  there 
by  that  big  birch  tree. 

In  the  keenest  expectation  my 
heart  beat  a  tatoo.  My  chance 
came  and  was  gone,  and  my  eyes 
were  so  keyed  up  for  the  sound 
of  a  rifle  that  I  heard  a  whole 
volley — eighteen  I  counted. 

Surely  I  must  have  been  dream- 
ing !  I  sit  down  again,  light 
my  pipe  and  ponder  over  the 
phenomena.  Yes,  I  remember 
once  before  years  ago,  one  of  our 
party  fired  quite  a  number  of 
shots  and  by  way  of  compensa- 
tion for  his  hard  luck  promised 
himself  that  he  would  bring  a 
halter  or  a  bayonet  with  him  next 
time. 

My  reverie  was  broken  by  the 
sharp  crack  of  a  rifle  in  the  op- 
posite direction — just  one  shot  ! 
That  sounded  good.  I  knew  the 
man  at  the  station  to  be  a  crack 


shot  but  his.  rifle  missed  fire  so 
often  that  I  doubted  its  ability  to 
serve  him  at  the  critical  moment. 

At  the  hour  of  noon  all  hands 
made  for  the  Camp,  everyone 
anxious  to  hear  the  experiences 
of  the  successful  heroes.  On  our 
arrival  we  perceived  a  fine  big 
buck  and  a  good  sized  doe  hang- 
ing conspicuously  along  side  our 
shanty  and  two  smiling  faces  not 
far  distant — their  owners  engaged 
in  a  heated  argument  as  to  which 
was  the  best  shot. 

The  big  buck  was  shot  by  one 
well  directed  bullet  ;  just  in  what 
way    the    doe    was    finally  dis- 
patched, after     eighteen  shots 
being  fired  and  no  more  ammuni- 
tion left,  remains  a  dead  secret. 
It  is  one  of  the    mysteries  of  the 
Camp  over  which  reigns  a  dis- 
creet silence. 
It  was  in  thus  wise  that  the  happy  days 
of  our  hunt  went  merrily  on,  each  day 
bringing    its    store    of  incidents,  some 
laughable  at  the  time  and  others  only  to 
be  laughed  at  when  they  were  over.  They 
are  all  now    pleasant    recollections  and 
some  which  seemed  the  most  awkward 
at  the  time  are  now  the  most  pleasant  °f 
all.    That  is  the  way  with  experiences  in 
the  woods — time  mellows  them  and  makes 
those  which  were  most  unpleasant  when 
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they  happened  softened  in  memory  and 
pleasant  to  dwell  upon. 

Our  mascotte  behaved  with  such  pluck 
and  steady  nerves  as  to  win  our  admira- 
tion. He  certainly  showed  himself  a 
chip  of  the  old  block  and  a  true  Son  of 
the  Woods,  His  success  in  shooting  a 
buck  weighing  two  hundred  and  fifty 
pounds  was  remarkable  for  a  boy  of 
twelve  years  but  more  remarkable  still 
was  the  manner  in  which  it  was  gained. 
This  was  his  first  victory  and  naturally  he 
was  very  proud  of  his  success,  ashe  might 
well  be  for  many  older  sportsmen  would 
have  been  delighted  to  secure  such  a 
prize. 

There  are  views  on  Big  Bear  Creek, 
near  where  our  camp  was  situated  which 
are  exceedingly  fine.  In  many  places 
the  banks  are  from  one  hundred  to  one 
hundred  and  fifty  feet  high  and  the  wild 
rushing  torrents  of  water  tumbling  down 
the  mountain  side  can  be  heard  tor  miles. 


In  addition  to  the  wild  and  beautiful 
scenery  there  are  many  strange  freaks  of 
nature  to  be  seen  here  which  are  simply 
indescribable. 

All  clubs  have  their  '  'lucky  men"  and 
ours  is  Dr.  Whitton  though  we  all  agree 
(and  we  have  seen  his  prowess  and  lived 
with  him)  that  his  success  is  due  more  to 
good  judgment  than  to  luck. 

Our  holiday  of  only  ten  days'  duration 
was  over  all  too  soon.  On  this  last  day 
we  were  photographed,  and  though  an 
outsider  might  declare  that  we  looked 
rather  seedy  we  were  all  fit  to  again  take 
up  our  various  avocations  with  renewed 
vigor  and  additional  spirit  for  the  holiday 
we  had  enjoyed. 

It  is  only  fair  to  mention  in  conclusion 
our  indebtedness  to  Mr.  W.  Bromley, 
manager  of  the  Pembroke  Lumber  Com- 
pany, one  of  the  oldest  of  our  Club  mem- 
bers. To  him  is  due  much  of  the  success 
and  enjoyment  of  our  fine  hunt  of  1907. 


Observations  While  on  the  Way.

THE  schooling  of  wild  creatures 
in  the  art .  of  self-preservation  be- 
gins with  their  birth.  Their  wis- 
dom is  not  all  inherited.  When  we 
call  it  instinct,  we  speak  but  half  the 
truth.  He  who  observes  as  he  travels 
along  knows  that  much  is  learned  by 
them  from  varied  and  oft-times  disas- 
trous experiences,  and  he  may  also  be  so 
fortunate  as  to  see  how  useful  and  prac- 
tical lessons  are  given  to  the  young  by 
parent  beast  and  bird.  They  are  taught 
to  provide  for  their  daily  needs,  to  avoid 
the  lurking  dangers  that  constantly  be- 
set them,  and  also  how  best  to  out-wit 
antagonistic  beasts  and  birds  as  well  as 
men.  The  weeding  out  process  of  in- 
ferior creatures  through  countless  genera- 
tions has  left  us  specimens  well  equipped 
to  care  for  themselves,  and  to  rear  their 
young  in  the  ways  of  craft  and  cunning 


that  they  themselves  have  inherited  and 
acquired. 

The  little  brown  partridge  the  day  it  is 
hatched,  at  the  warning  of  danger  given 
by  the  mother  bird,  will  run  quickly  and 
hide  under  a  dry  leaf  of  a  color  nearly 
like  its  own.  It  begins  thus  early  to 
learn  the  signs  and  signals  of  nearby 
dangers,  and  to-  acquire  skill  in  making 
itself  unseen  when  enemies  are  near,  and 
how  well  it  succeeds  is  known  to  every 
sportsman.  They  are  apt  students  quick 
to  learn  and  prompt  to  act.  Usually 
they  keep  a  watchful  eye  on  their  enemy 
when  concealed,  but  in  an  emergency 
as  for  instance  when  they  must  burrow 
in  the  snow  to  hide  themselves,  they 
will  go  entirely  out  of  sight,  for  they 
know  full  well  that  the  contrast  in  color 
would  be  their  undoing  if  they  were  to 
leave  so  much  as  a  feather  exposed. 
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The  great  horned  owl  solemnly  perched 
-on  a  high  stump  in  an  open  field, totally  in- 
different to  a  passing  train  fifty  yards  away, 
causes  us  to  wonder  at  his  temerity. 
It  is  true  that  he  so  well  adjusts  himself 
to  the  broken  trunk  that  to  a  careless  ob- 
server he  might  be  thought  to  be  a  part 
of  the  tree  itself,  which  he  makes  himself 
so  much  resemble  ;  still  it  is  not  because 
he  thinks  himself  unnoticed  that  he  is 
unconcerned.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
when  first  he  heard  or  saw  a  passing 
train  he  did  not  tarry  to  investigate,  but 
sought  the  forest  depths  far  away  from 
the  strange  visitors  so  fearful  both  to  see 
and  hear.  Then  when  and  how  did  it 
first  dawn  upon  his  owlish  brain  that  he 
might  regard  these  queer  vehicles  with 
indifference  and  without  fear?  We  cannot 
tell.  We  do  not  know  by  what  degrees 
he  learned,  nor.  the  length  of  time  required 
to  teach  him  no  harm  would  come  from 
these  swift  moving  noisy  things.  We 
simply  know  that  he  has  learned  in  ways 
that  are  his  own,  and  now  he  dares  to 
come  so  near  and  face  the  passing  show  ; 
that  he  is  unconcerned,  looks  wise, 
blinks  in  the  sun,  and  drowsily  waits  for 
the  hours  to  pass  till  darkness  comes, 
when  he  will  leave  his  perch  and  soar 
away  to  spend  the  long  dark  night  in 
doing  evil  deeds. 

A  mother  muskrat  on  the  river  bank 
has  arrested  my  attention.  So  intent 
upon  searching  for  her  favorite  roots 
that  contrivances  of  mankind  like  cars 
and  locomotives  do  not  interest  her  to  the 
extent  of  giving  them  even  a  passing  look 
as  they  speed  by.  In  June  she  has  family 
affairs  that  claim  her  attention,  and  when 
of  necessity  she  sallies  forth  on  a  foraging 
expedition  for  food  that  is  none  too 
plentiful,  .such  an  every  day  common 
place  thing  as  a  passing  train  does  not 
interest  her  at  all.  There  are  kittens  at 
home  that  await  her  return,  and  she  must 
not  fritter  away  her  time.  Her  home  by 
the  way  is  in  the  river  bank  at  the  water's 
edge,  but  well  above  high  water  mark 
and  skilfully  concealed  from  view  ;  and 
in  time  of  danger  her  escape  will  be  from 
the  water  entrance  which  cannot  be  seen 
by  man  nor  easily  found  by  her  enemies. 
There  are  probably  few  animals  of  the 
muskrat's  size  that  give  evidence    of  as 


much  physical  strength.  The  muscular 
developement  of  the  legs,  particularly  the 
hind  legs  which  are  mostly  used  in  swim- 
ming is  very  noticeable  ;  and  if  we  ob- 
serve closely  we  will  see  that  the  web 
between  the  toes  of  the  hind  feet  extends 
so  far  down  that  it  might  almost  be  called 
a  web-footed  animal.  This  of  course 
gives  them  greater  power  in  forcing 
themselves  through  the  water,  and  as 
water  is  their  natural  element  and  where 
they  seek  safety  in  time  of  danger,  it  will 
be  readily  seen  that  Nature  has  done  what 
she  could  to  equip  them  with  the  means 
of  escape  from  their  enemies  and  of  self- 
preservation. 

The  mischievous  crow  of  evil  repute  is 
a  wary  bird  and  hard  to  approach  by  the 
most  skilful  hunter;  and  when  he  is 
taken  it  is  usually  by  a  good  shot  at  a 
long  range.  What  shall  we  say  then 
when  we  see  them  perched  on  the  fence 
within  pistol  shot  of  the  car  in  which  we 
ride,  and  not  only  indifferent  to  our  pres- 
ence but  so  engrossed  in  their  scolding — 
about  family  affairs  presumably  —  that 
they  will  not  even  deign  to  notice  what 
is  passing,  and  could  not  be  more  uncon- 
cerned it  there  was  not  a  human  being 
v/ithin  a  mile.  Not  one  of  all  the  pas- 
sengers who  are  riding  by  could  get  half 
as  near  this  knowing  bird  if  he  were  to 
approach  alone,  however  stealthily  he 
came.  It  seems  .  strange  indeed  that  a 
wild  and  wary  thing  will  allow  us  to  come 
so  close  on  a  thundering  train,  that  we 
can  get  an  insight  into  its  habits  and 
ways  of  life  that  we  never  could  obtain 
by  any  device  or  skill  if  we  sought  it 
alone  by  ourselves.  In  their  own  way 
they  reach  conclusions  as  to  the  inven- 
tions of  men,  and  having  once  decided 
they  have  the  courage  of  their  convictions. 
A  device, however  strange, that  they  have 
investigated  and  found  harmless  causes 
them  no  further  misgivings  or  unrest. 
The  intelligent  consistency  and  settled 
purpose  of  their  ways  and  doings,  their 
method,  industry  and  courage  all  appeal 
to  us,  and  the  thought  forces  itself  home 
to  us  that  there  are  legions  of  human 
kind  who  should  learn  of  them,  and  who 
would  do  well  to  emulate  and  practice 
many  of  their  ways  and  character- 
istics.

TheC  P.  R.  Wolf  Hunt  of  1908.

DHE  wolf  hunters  were,  of  course 
very  sorry  to  learn  that  Mr.  Col- 
gate Hoyt,  Dr.  Fahnestock, 
Dr.  L.  E.  McGinnis,  Jim  Cruikshank, 
Major  Morrison  and  many  other  good 
sportsmen  could  not  come,  and  that  Mr. 
G.  M.  Bosworth  and  his  friends  were 
kept  away  through  Mr.  Bosworth's  un- 
fortunate accident  in  breaking  his  arm. 
We  had,  however  Mr.  James  K.  Hackett 
with  us  together  with  Mr.  Byron  Brooks, 
Mr.  Fred  Scully,  Mr.  Edward  Hurler, 
Mr.  Ernest  Tremblay,  and  Mr.  J.  A. 
Hope,  and  five  good  guides,  one  of  whom 
was  at  least  a  fair  cook.  Iherefore  it  was 
a  happy  party  that  left  Montreal  on  the 
C.  P.  R.  Minneapolis  Express.  The  New 
York  papers  had  a  great  many  names 
mentioned  as  participating  in  this  hunt 
which  I  did  not  furnish.  If  this  men- 
tion caused  any  offence  I  would  like  to 
be  held  innocent. 

We  arrived  on  time,  at  12.30  p.  m.  at 
Kippewa,  Quebec,  near  the  boundary  be- 
tween Ontario  and  Quebec,  on  the  shores 
of  great  Kippewa  Lake. 

It  was  blowing  great  guns,  and  snow- 
ing, and  we  were  not  surprised  to  find 
that  the  teamsters  objected  to  starting  out 
with  us  at  3.30  p.  m.  to  find  a  solitary 
camp  on  that  unpeopled  stretch  of  lake 
shore.  It  took  us  until  3.30  to  dine  at 
the  Kippewa  Hotel  and  to  get  our  sup- 
plies at  the  two  very  good  outfitting 
places  of  which  Kippewa  is  justly  proud. 
At  A.  M.  Cameron's  and  Shannon  & 
Fraser's  we  found,  stores  that  had  every- 
thing that  we  wanted  and  something  that 
our  imaginations  had  not  suggested  to 
us. 

Kippewa  is  a  great  moose  and  canoe 
trip  country  and  is  patronized  by  some  of 
the  best  American,  British  French  and 
German  sportsmen.  There  is  only  one 
qualifycation  which  I  must  make  about 
Kippewa  outfitting,  and  that  is  in  connec- 
tion with  toboggans.  We  had  ordered 
and  expected  to  find  the  real,  old  Indian, 
narrow  toboggan  to  pull  through  the  woods 
you  can  imagine  our  surprise  and  disgust  to 
fmd  a  couple  of  Montreal  toboggan  slide 


productions.  However  one  of  them  in- 
verted made  a  very  good  dining  table 
later. 

At  3.45  p.  m.  our  rebellious  sleigh 
drivers  had  been  converted  into  aimable 
fellows  and  we  set  out  with  everybody 
wearing  the  entire  wolf-hunting  outfit, 
which  is  warm  and  sufficient^  for  any 
weather  when  a  pair  of  ten  pounds 
Thessalon,  Ont.  blankets  envelopes  them 
when  facing  a  gale  of  wind  with  the  ther- 
mometer several  degrees  below  zero. 
We  were  very  comfortable,  but  our 
teamsters  felt  the  contrary.  It  was  all 
right  for  us  they  said  with  our  patent 
tents  and  stoves  inside,  and  abundance 
of  dry  fuel  everywhere  ;  but  what  will 
our  horses  do,  with  the  snow  falling 
fast  and  the  wind  ?  We  could  not  trot 
an  inch  on  the  lake  as  there  was  a  recent 
heavy  fall  of  snow  and  some  slush  here 
and  there.  At  5.45  we  were  near  a  lum- 
berman's stopping  place.  The  snow  was 
falling  fast;  the  wind  was  high;  and  the 
moon  was  of  no  particular  use  hidden  by 
snow  and  leaden  skies. 

We  told  the  teamsters  we  would  go 
and  have  tea  and  feed  the  horses.  Alac- 
rity was  abundant  and  at  6  p.  m.  we  had 
all  shaken  hands  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jones 
and  the  three  children  in  their  clean  home. 
There  were  eleven  of  us,  and  no  servant, 
and  to  see  Mrs.  Jones  with  a  baby  in  one 
arm  cooking  that  very  excellent  meal  was 
a  sight  to  be  remembered.  Our  eleven 
adjourned  to  the  guides'  sleeping  house 
while  the  meal  was  preparing.  It  was  a 
good  move,  because  the  roomy  sleep- 
house  notwithstanding  its  rough  floor, 
was  the  cause  of  our  witnessing  what  no 
New  York  audience  has  ever  been  privi- 
ledged  to  see.  Mr.  Hackett  gave 
us  a  combination  of  fandango  and  taran- 
tella to  the  accompaniment  of  the  sing- 
ing of  the  worst  singer  in  the  party  with 
a  Greek  chorus  of  clapping  hands  and 
stamping  feet,  which  will  justify  all  those 
who  were  not  there  and  might  have  been 
in  weeping  out  their  sense  of  loss  in 
barrels  of  tears.  It  was  a  night  to  be 
remembered.    This  high  class  vaudeville 
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of  the  newest  kind  gave  us  a  good  ap- 
petite and  Mrs.  P.  E.  Jones  gave  us 
plenty  of  good  food  and  a  good  variety 


thereof  as  well.  Our 
surprises  were  not  end- 
ed ;  we  had  an  orches- 
tra consisting  of  a  very 
good  cinematograph 
with  quite  the  latest 
music  hall  novelties.  So 
delighted  were  we  that 
we  decided  to  take  the 
one  bed  in  the  guest 
chamber  and  as  much 
floor  as  was  necessary 
for  the  remainder,  upon 
which  we  used  our  own 
blankets  and  were  com- 
fortable. Our  teamsters 
were  delighted  with  our 
change  of  programme — 
to  celebrate  the  decis- 
ion] Mr.  Hackett,  to  an 
accompaniment  of  four 
table  knives,  danced  an- 
other combination  of 
fandango  and  tarantella 
which  would  have  made 
the  gods  envious.  And 
yet  Mr.  Hackett  was  a 
sick  man  when  he  start- 
ed. 

It  was  thirty  below 
that  night,  but  bur  one 
day  in  the  open  had  al- 
ready hardened  "us. 
After  a  good  breakfast 
we  left  the  house  at 
seven  a.m.,  temperature 
38  degrees  below  zero. 
It  seemed  incredible  to 
us  that  it  could  be  so 
cold,  but  when  we  reach- 
ed alarge  stretch  of  open 
lake  we  were  ready  to 
believe  in  that  or  any 
other  reading  of  the 
thermometer. 

We  had  no  difficulty  in 
finding  Hope's  camp, 
though  when  we  arrived 
it  was  empty  as  he  and 
the  guides  with  him  had 
gone  on  ahead  to  pre- 
pare our  camp  two  and 
a  half  miles  further  north 
on  McKenzie  Island. 

A  sudden  change  to  wild  weather  made 
snow  shoeing  difficult    as  the  snow  was 
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wet.  However  these  and  other 
little  difficulties  were  met 
with  all  the  cheerfulness  char- 
acteristic of  the  backwoods 
and  when  we  arrived  at  the 
camp  not  even  the  fact  that 
half  our  blankets  had  been  left 
behind  at  Jones'  could  dampen 
our  spirits.  At  first  the  dis- 
covery spread  consternation 
amongst  us  as  we  had  already 
cut  down  our  blanket  supply 
within  narrow  limits,  but  the 
milder  weather  enabled  us  to 
make  use  of  our  half  supply 
without  discomforts.  Our 
good  tent  and  patent  stove, 
together  with  the  mild  weath- 
er enabled  us  to  keep  warm 
day  and  night  and  we  did  not 
miss  the  blankets  as  we  all 
fully  expected.  We  found 
however,  that  we  were  some- 
what bothered  with  smoke 
every  time  we  filled  our  stove. 
The  tradesmen  who  had  made 
the  stove  had  reduced  our  two 
and  a  half  inch  stove  pipe  to 
two  inches  or  less  at  the  junc- 
tion with  the  stove,  which 
gave  it  a  slightly  insufficient 
draught  for  mild  weather.  On 
the  other  hand  the  idea  of  a 
round  stove  in  the  middle  of 
a  round  tent,  the  hot  water 
tank  and  oven  were  great 
successes.  We  had  hot  water 
every  hour  of  the  day  and 
night,  and  the  pineapple  tod- 
dies, when  administered  to 
the  members  and  guides  in  that 
sociable  round  tent  once  only 
per  dram  at  night  with  our 
feet  toward  the  round  stove, 
loosed  their  otherwise  very 
tight  tongues  and  from  them 
we  heard  some  good  stories 
oftheir  experiences.  They  were 
not  men  of  a  lively  imagina- 
tion and  none  of  their  stories 
are  as  wonderful  as  some  of 
the  nature-fakers' productions, 
but  they  were  instructive  and 
very  interesting. 

Frank  Jamboneand  Frank  McCracken, 
our  Kippewa  guides,   both  expressed  a 


horror  of  eating  a  deer  that  had  been 
killed  by  wolves.  McCracken  thought 
that  the  wolves  poisoned  the  deer  with 
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their  teeth,  causing  a  hydrophobic  con- 
dition. I  thought  of  poor  Hubbard  with 
Dillon  and  Elson  on  that  pathetic  Lab- 
rador trip  meeting  a  freshly  killed  carcass 
of  a  deer  and  refusing  to  eat  it.  I  feel, 
however,  that  the  possibility  of  hydro- 
phobia is  real.  Jambone  put  up  a  strong- 
er argument  when  he  said  that  every 
green  trapper  who  met  such  a  carcass 
would  poision  it  with  strychnine,  or  worse 
still,  with  cyanide  of  potassium.  It  was 
a  mistake  to  do  so,  he  believed  because 
the  wolves  had  got  on  to  that  simple 
expedient  and  were  wise  about  it.  His 
plan  is  to  throw  his  bait  all  round  the 
carcass.  The  wolves  come  and  walk  around 
the  carcass  and  will  pick  up  loose  bits  if 
carefully  prepared  without  leaving  the 
human  smell  upon  it.  The  Indian  is  not 
a  wolf  hunter.  There  are  three  chief  rea- 
sons for  this. 

1  His  Indian  religion  has  left  within 

him  a  superstitious  fear  of  killing  a  wolf. 

2 — He  has  a  horror  of  handling  poison, 
which  might  be  explained  by  the  possibly 
infrequent  washing  of  the  hands.  There 
are  clean  Indians  who  wash  frequently, 
however. 

3  Wolf  hunting  does  not  pay  as  well 

as  hunting  the  fox,  mink,  otter,  marten, 
fisher  etc.,  etc.,  with  trap  and  poison, 
and  therefore  the  trap  hunter  will  not 
bother  with  wolf  hunting. 

The  Kippewa  wolf  proved  to  be  wily 


indeed.  He  killed  four  deer  within  three 
miles  of  our  camp  but  we  never  saw  him. 
We  heard  him  in  the  night  at  a  distance 
but  we  could  not  hunt  him  in  the  night, 
as  the  weather  was  stormy.  He  did,  how- 
ever, take  poison,  and  thereby  hangs  a 
tale.  One  of  our  guides  awakened  all 
the  curiosity  within  us  by  telling  of  a 
wonderful  poison  which  would  kill  wol- 
ves within  six  feet  of  where  they  took  it, 
which  has  no  taste  and  no  smell,  etc.  A 
bottle  of  this  was  prepared  and  we  pro- 
ceeded at  once  to  bait  a  large  area  of 
country  with  great  care.  Those  baits 
were  left  undisturbed  for  two  days. 
When  visited  the  third  day  we  found 
that  the  baits  had  been  taken  by  both 
wolves  and  foxes,  whose  tracks  from  the 
bait  were  followed  by  various  members 
of  the  hunt.  I  followed  two  of  these 
tracks  myself  and  had  unmistakeable 
evidence  in  the  shape  of  staggering  steps 
and  dragging  paws  that  the  food  had 
not  agreed  with  them,  -but  this  illness 
was  short  lived  ;  in  a  very  few  minutes 
the  animals  trotted  on,  feeling  apparent- 
ly as  well  as  ever.  The  poison,  was 
cyanide  of  potassium  and  the  dose  given 
what  would  stay  on  a  five  cent  piece.  I 
would  like  to  hear  from  those  who  have 
used  this  poision.  Our  strychnine  was 
successful.  So  far  we  had  not  a  shot  at 
anything  and  we  have  been  four  days  in 
camp.

Mr.  S.  T.  Bastedo,  who  was  formerly 
Deputy  Commissioner  of  Fisheries  for 
Ontario,  has  been  appointed  by  the  Do- 
minion Government  to  open  up  negotia- 
tions with  the  Provinces  with  a  view  of 
securing  a  working  agreement  between 
the  Dominion  and  the  federal  authorities 
over  fishery  matters.  At  present  there 
is  a  conflict  of  jurisdiction  particularly 
as  regards  the  inshore  fisheries  of  the 
sea  coast  and  the  international  waters  of 
Ontario  and  Quebec.  Mr.  Bastedo  has 
has  therefore  been  charged  to  negotiate 


with  the  Governments  of  Nova  Scotia, 
New  Brunswick, 'Prince  Edward  Island 
Quebec,  Ontario  and  British  Columbia 
in  an  effort  to  secure  a  working  agree- 
ment by  which  the  rights  of  both  the 
Dominion  and  the  Provinces  may  be  con- 
served. His  task  is  not  an  easy  one  by 
any  means  and  if  he  succeeds  in  recon- 
ciling conflicting  interests  he  will  have 
deserved  well  of  both  sides.  Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan  and  Alberta  are  in  a  dif- 
ferent position,  not  possessing  the  sov- 
ereign rights  of  the  other  Provinces. 


The  Bloodhound.

H HE  Bloodhound  derives  its  origin 
from  the  St.  Hubert  hound  from 
St.  Hubert's  Abbey  in  the  Ar- 
dennes. This  breed  dates  from  the  ear- 
liest ages  and  certainly  existed  in  the 
time  of  the  Gauls.  The  Abbots  of  St. 
Hubert's  Abbey  maintained  the  breed 
very  carefully  in  memory  of  their 
founder.  They  presented  three  couples 
of  hounds  yearly  to  the  King  of  France 
as  a  token  of  allegiance.  These  hounds 
possessed  great  hunting  qualities  partic- 
ularly that  of  keeping  true  to  the  scent 
and  they  were  used  for  hunting  the  wolf 
and  the  boar. 

St.  Hubert  hounds  were  first  taken 
into  England  at  the  time  of  the  Conquest 
and  later  when  Henry  IV  of  France  sent 
some  over  as  a  present  to  James  I.  The 
old  writers  seem  all  agreed  that  the  spe- 
cialty of  the  Bloodhound  is  that  he  has 
a  more  delicate  nose  and  can  hunt  a 
lighter  scent  than  any  other  hound,  and 
that  he  is  especially  "free  from  change—" 
i.  e.  that  he  will  never  change  from  the 
hunted  animal  to  a  fresh  one. 

In  border  warfare  the  bloodhound 
played  a  most  important  part.  When 
the  beacon  fires  blazed,  the  country  rose; 
all  men  on  horse  or  foot  were  bound  to 
follow  the  fray  with  "Hue  and  Cry,"  up- 
on pain  of  death.  The  laws  of  Eliza- 
beth in  1563  still  permitted  the  custom  of 
the  marches  of  pursuit  by  the  aggrieved 
parties  by  "Lawful  Troddwith  Hound  and 
Horn."  The  Bloodhound  of  that  time 
was  so  heavy  and  slow  that  he  was  often 
taken  up  and  carried  on  the  saddle  bow 


for  a  time  when  the  pursuers  came  to 
soft  ground,  where  the  trail  was  visible. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  last  cen- 
tury the  Bloodhound  seems  to  have 
fallen  out  of  use  either  for  man-hunting 
or  the  pursuit  of  animals.  He  became 
very  scarce  but  the  institution  of  Dog 
Shows  fortunately  saved  him  from  total 
extinction.  His  majestic  appearance 
and  docile  expression  gained  him  many 
friends,  though  amongst  the  uninformed 
he  is  still  sometimes  regarded  as  a  fero- 
cious monster  endowed  with  miraculous 
attributes.  This  may  probably  be  ac- 
counted for  partly  by  his  name  which  is 
calculated  to  inspire  awe,  and  partly  by 
slave  hunting  tales  from  "Uncle  Tom's 
Cabin"  and  similar  books.  As  a  matter 
of  fact  the  slave  hunting  hounds  of  the 
Southern  States  although  called  Blood- 
hounds, were  not  Bloodhounds  at  all,  but 
merely  the  Foxhound  of  the  country 
crossed  with  the  Cuban  Mastiff  or  as  it 
was  sometimes  called  the  Cuban  Blood- 
hound. The  latter  animal  had  no  pre- 
tension to  be  called  a  Bloodhound  and 
was  more  like  an  inferior  Great  Dane 
than  anything  else. 

As  regards  the  name  Bloodhound,  the 
Count  Le  Contenly,  the  greatest  author- 
ity on  the  Bloodhound,  believes  that 
when  fox  hunting  in  something  like  its 
present  form  was  instituted,  it  was  found 
that  the  Bloodhound  was  not  fast  enough 
for  the  purpose,  and  the  Foxhound  was 
evolved  from  various  material.  About 
this  time  it  became  usual  in  speaking  of 
the  old  hound  of  the  country  to  call  him 
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DARTMOOR  VENUS,  C.  K.   C.  8081.  E. 

the  Bloodhound,  meaning  the  hound  of 
pure  blood  (as  we  should  speak  of  a  blood 
horse)  to  distinguish  him  from  the  new 
Foxhound. 

The  Bloodhound  was  originally  used 
as  a  man  hunter,  and  for  this  purpose  he 
is  far  superior  to  any  of  the  breed.  ,He 
is  able  to  hunt  a  far  colder  scent  than 
any  other  hound  and  is  of  all  breeds  the 
least  liable  to  change.  The  Bloodhound 
may  be  used  to  hunt  anything  and  has 
even  been  used  in  Egypt  by  the  Govern- 
ment to  discover  hidden  stores  of  smug- 
gled hasheesh.  He  has  also  been  used 
successfully  in  the  ambulance  service  to 
help  discover  the  wounded.  Naturally 
his  most  interesting  and  legitimate  ob- 
ject of  pursuit  is  man.  To  anyone  fond 
of  hound  work,  man  hunting  has  an  es- 
pecial charm,  and  lends  itself  to  the  so- 
lution of  many  interesting  problems 
bearing  on  the  mysteries  of  scent. 

Bloodhounds  until  quite  recently  have 
been    practically    unknown  in  Canada.

About  fifteen  years  ago 
Mr.  Geo.  C.  Sweet- 
man,  of  Toronto,  the 
best  authority  on  the 
breed  in  this  country, 
imported  several  fine 
hounds,  but  they  did 
not  become  as  popular 
as  they  deserved  till 
within  the  last  few 
years.  Five  years  ago 
Messrs.  C.  H.  Hall  & 
Son  formed  the  Dart- 
moor kennels  at  King 
City,  Ont. ,  and  im- 
ported several  hounds 
both  from  England 
and  the  United  States. 
The  accompanying  il- 
lustration of  Dartmoor 
Venus  represents  one 
of  their  best  English 
importations.  She  has 
won  first  every  time 
shown  and  has  twice 
won  the  medal  at  To- 
ronto for  the  best 
Bloodhound  in  the 
show.  These  gentle- 
men have  been  very 
successful  in  breeding, 
and  have  sold  many

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dogs  both  in  Canada  and  the  United 
States.  Several  other  gentlemen  in 
Canada  have  taken  up  the  Bloodhound 
and  all  express  themselves  as  delighted 
with  the  breed. 

The  following  is  a  brief  description  of 
the  points  and  characteristics  of  the 
Bloodhound: 

Genecal  characteristics:  The  Blood- 
hound is  more  powerful  and  stands  over 
more  ground  than  is  usual  with  hounds 
of  other  breeds.  The  skin  is  thin  and 
extremely  loose,  this  being  more  notice- 
able about  the  head  and  neck  where  it 
hangs  in  deep  folds. 

Height:  Adult  dogs  average  26 
inches,  bitches  24. 

Weight:  Adult  dogs  average  90 
pounds,  bitches  80  pounds.  Dogs  some- 
times attain  the  weight  of  110  pounds  or 
more. 

Expression:  The  expression  is  noble 
and  dignified,  and  is  characterized  by 
solemnity,  wisdom  and  power. 

Temperament:  He  is  very  affection- 
ate, neither  quarrelsome  with  compan- 
ions nor  other  dogs. 

Head:  The  head  is  narrow  in  propor- 
tion to  its  length  and  long  in  proportion 
to  the  body,   tapering  but  slightly  from 


the  temples  to  the  end  of  the  muzzle^ 
The  entire  length  of  the  head  lrom  the 
peak  or  dome  to  the  end  of  the  rnuzzje 
should  be  12  inches  or  more  in  dogs  ancj 
11  or  more  in  bitches. 

Eyes:  The  eyes  are  deeply  sunk  in 
the  orbits,  and  correspond  with  the  gen- 
eral tone  of  color  of  the  animal,  from 
deep  hazel  to  yellow. 

Ears:  The  ears  are  thin  and  soft  to 
the  touch,  extremely  long,  set  very  low, 
falling  in  graceful  folds  curling  inwards. 

Wrinkle:  The  head  is  furnished  with 
an  amount  of  loose  skin  which  in  nearly 
every  position   appears  superabundant 

Nostrils:  The  nostrils  are  large  and 1 
open. 

Neck,  shoulders  and  chest:  The  neck 
is  long,  shoulders  muscular,  the  ribs  well 
sprung  and  the  chest  well  let  down  be- 
tween the  forelegs. 

Legs  and  feet:  The  forelegs  are 
straight  and  large  in  bone,  the  feet  well 
knuckled  up. 

Gait:  The  gait  is  elastic,  swinging 
and  free,  the  stern  being  long  and  taper- 
ing is  carried  fairly  high. 

Color:  The  colors  are  black  and  tan, 
red  and  tan,  and  tawny.

The  Protection  of  the  Wild,  and  the  Things 

of  the  Wild.*

THE  saddest  story  in  the  history  of 
the  United  States,  save  that  of  the 
Civil  War,  is  the  story  of  the  West; 
and  the  saddest  chapter  is  the  one  that 
tells  of  the  wanton  waste  and  utter  de- 
struction of  the  wild  life  of  that  delight- 
ful land.  Trees  and  animals  always 
fascinated  me,  and  yet,  when  I  look 
back  upon  my  barefoot  days,  it  seems  to 
me  that  they  were  regarded  generally  as 
things  to  be  cut  down  and  killed.  No 
one,  not  even  George  Washington, 
seems  to  have  spared  the  tree.  The  first 
animal  story  to  stick  and  stay  in  my 
memory,  was  of  a  red  deer,  surprised 
one  sunrise  in  our  little  stump  fenced 
garden,  clearing  the  stumps  and  racing 
away  to  the  woods.  As  often  as  I  re- 
call my  boyhood  I  seem  to  see  myself 
limping  up  through  life  with  one  suspen- 
der and  a  stone  bruise  looking  for  a  wild 
deer.  In  all  probability,  if  I  had  found 
it,  I  would  have  killed  it,  though  the 
last  of  its  race. 

The  fact  that  my  father  was  able  to 
locate  his  Mexican  War  land  grant  in 
Illinois  in  1850  would  seem  to  indicate 
that  the  frontier  was  not  far  away,  but 
the  deer  were  gone  when  I  arrived. 
And  yet,  the  quick  passing  of  the  deer 
was  like  a  lingering  illness  compared 
with  the  cruel  swiftness  with  which  the 
big  game  perished  on  the  plains. 

To  me,  the  conquest  of  the  West  was 
a  tragedy.  The  Civil  War  postponed 
it  for  half  a  decade,  but  it  had  to  come. 
At  the  close  of  that  carnage  we  came 
red  handed  from  the  slaughter  at  the 
South  and  went  at  tne  West.  There 
were  few  preliminaries,  and  no  parley. 
We  simply  swam  the  Big  Water  and 
possessed  the  plains.  The  Red  Man, 
the  hereditary  Lord  of  the  Land,  stood 
up  and  demanded  recognition.  We 
smashed  him  and  moved  on.  The  wild 
things  that  peopled  the  prairie  smelled 
blood  and  bolted,  north  and  south. 


In  the  wake  of  the  trail-blazers  and 
road- builders,  came  the  adventurers,  and 
alleged  sportsmen,  galloping  beside  the 
clumsy  cattle  of  the  plain,  carbining 
them  and  killing  them  for  their  tongues 
and  sometimes  merely  for  pastime. 

And  by  the  time  the  pathfinders  had 
dragged  their  chain  to  the  sundown  sea> 
the  builders  had  bridged  the  continent, 
and  the  first  flag  stations  began  to  dot 
the  desert  of  the  Far  West;  in  short* 
when  the  white  man  had  opened  the  first 
trail  to  the  Pacific,  there  was  not  a  living 
thing  worth  mentioning  in  rifle  range  of 
the  right  of  way. 

And  this  all  happened  but  yesterday; 
General  Granville  M.  Dodge,  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  first  Pacific  Railway, 
may  be  seen  at  his  office,  No.  1  Broad- 
way, most  any  day. 

The  last  spike,  connecting  the  Union 
and  Central  Pacific  was  driven  in  May, 
1868.  Then  came  other  builders  setting 
stakes  along  the  old  Santa  Fe  trail,  and 
yet  other  builders  building  the  Northern 
Pacific,  and  by  the  time  these  lines  were 
completed  it  was  all  over  with  Lo  and 
the  buffalo.  Somewhere  I  have  seen 
two  paintings,  one  showing ,  a  buffalo 
bull  smelling  a  grade  stake,  the  second 
the  finished  line,  and  by  the  roadside 
great  heaps  of  bleaching  buffalo  bones 
waiting  to  be  freighted  to  the  refineries, 
back  in  "God's  Country,"  as  they  called 
the  place  from  which  the  killer  came. 

I  would  not  belittle  the  builder,  or  rob 
him  of  the  fame  he  has  won.  He  is,  in 
fact,  my  special  hero,  as  all  who  have 
read  my  books  will  attest,  but  it  is  an 
everlasting  shame  that  the  west  could 
not  have  been  won  without  losing  the 
best  of  it  all. 

I  have  always  believed  that  the  war 
had  a  lot  to  do  with  the  slaughter  of  the 
wild.  A  large  majority  of  the  men  en- 
gaged in  the  construction  of  the  first 
railway  to  bridge  what  was  then  called 
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the  Great  American  Desert,  were  ex- 
soldiers  who  seemed  to  take  a  savage 
delight  in  slaying  every  living  thing  that 
crossed  their  trail.  The  "dead-shot" 
City  Marshal,  the  border  ruffian  and  the 
professional  bad  man  were  the  natural 
product  of  the  bitter  seed  sown  in  that 
seething  hell  called  the  "Civil  War." 

Out  of  this  carnage  came  the  senti- 
ment which  found  expression  in  that 
remotely  humorous  saying,  "All  good 
Indians  are  dead,"  to  which  the  Red 
Man,  through  one  of  his  interpreters, 
replies: 

The  whiteman's  blood  is  pale  and  cold, 
(The  Red  Man's  blood  is  red.) 

And  like  the  Red  Man,  I've  been  told 
He's  good  man — when  he's  dead. 

The  Red  Man  opens  up  a  game 

That  no  man  knew  aboat, 
The  white  man  jumps   the  Red  Man's 
claim 

And  rules  the  Red  Man  out, 
No  doubt — 
He  rules  the  Red  Man  out. 

The  Red  Man,  like  the  red  deer,  had 
no  rights  that  the  average  white  man  of 
that  tempestuous  period  felt  called  upon 
to  respect. 

A  parson  came  upon  a  cowboy  cursing 
an  Indian,  and  remonstrated,  saying, 
"You  should  not  curse  a  fellow  creature 
as  you  have  cursed  this  man."  The 
cowboy  looked  at  the  parson,  squinting 
in  the  summer  sun,  and  said,  "Say,  now, 
Parson,  you  all  don't  reckon  Injuns  is 
folks." 

This  was  not  an  uncommon  sentiment. 
It  seemed  to  be  in  the  air. 

Now  I  am  not  casting  these  stones 
because  I  am  myself  without  sin;  I've 
killed  Indians.  A  Boston  critic,  putting 
down  my  third  literary  offence,  wrote, 
that  in  his  opinion,  I  had  killed  more  In- 
dians in  three  books  than  Custer  killed 
in  three  years. 

In  proof  of  my  contention  that  all  this 
was  the  fault  of  the  age  and  tbe  result 
of  early  environment,  I  find  that  since 
coming  to  Canada,  without  giving  the 
matter  a  single  moment's  thought,  I 
have  stopped  killing  Indians.  This  is 
partly  due  to  the  fact  that  killing  Indians 
was  never  a  popular  pastime  in  Canada. 


There's  no  open  season  for  Injuns 
up  here.  Also  the  northern  Indian  is,  by 
my  measurement,  a  better  Indian  than 
his  red  brother  of  the  south.  At  the 
risk  of  shocking  some  of  you,  I  am 
ready  to  say,  that  he  is  a  better  man  in 
more  ways  than  one,  than  his  white 
brother — north  or  south.  However, 
that's  a  different  story. 

Let  us  return  to  the  other  animals. 
The  point  I  am  aiming  at  is  that  what  is 
known  as  the  middle  west,  was  the  nat- 
ural home  of  the  deer,  the  elk,  the  ante- 
lope and  all  that  interesting  hoofed  and 
horned  family,  and  that  all  this  beautiful, 
not  to  say  valuable  wild  life  was  wasted. 
The  American  west  is  almost  empty  of 
wild  life  today.  I  have  ridden  for  days 
in  Southern  Colorado  hearing  only  the 
hoof  beats  of  my  horse,  and  seeing 
nothing  more  attractive  in  the  way  of 
animal  life  than  a  horned  toad. 

Fortunately,  for  the  people  of  the  Re- 
public, Eastern  States  are  beginning  to 
protect  game .  They  find  it  pays.  The 
Forest,  Fish  and  Game  of  Maine  yield  a 
rich  revenue  to  the  State.  Half  a  mil- 
lion men,  women  and  children  visit 
Maine  annually,  leaving  fifteen  million 
dollars  each  year.  They  go  to  Maine 
because  the  forests  are  full  of  wild  life 
and  because  one  may  fish  and  shoot  from 
early  autumn  to  the  end  of  the  year  for 
$15.  I  am  told  that  ten  years  ago  no 
deer  were  seen  in  western  Connecticut. 
Today,  as  a  result  of  a  few  years'  pro- 
ection,  you  can  pick  up  the  fresh  trail  of 
the  deer,  four-legged  and  properly 
spelled,  forty-five  minutes  from  Broad- 
way. 

For  you,  of  Canada,  this  wind  that  put 
out  the  wild  life  of  the  American  West, 
is  not  an  ill  wind,  for  it  has  enhanced 
the  value  of  your  wilderness.  At  the 
same  time  it  has  taught  you,  if  you  care 
to  have  it  so,  a  valuable  lesson — to  hold 
what  you  have. 

But  first  of  all  you  must  save  the 
shelter.  The  forest  is  the  natural  home 
of  big  game.  Destroy  your  forests  and 
your  game  will  go,  your  rivers  will-  dry 
up,  your  fish  will  die,  and  desolation 
will  brood,  over  this  land  that  God  made 
most  fair. 

The  preservation  of  the  forest  need 
entail  no  expense  to    the  State.  There 
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are  forests  in  Switzerland  that  have  been 
•cut  over  four  hundred  years,  and  the  an- 
nual revenue  increases  as  the  years  go 
by.  The  old  saying  that  you  cannot 
have  your  cake  and  eat  it  too  does  not 
hold  good  here.  By  scientific  lumbering 
you  cut  out  the  old  trees  and  encourage 
the  young  ones.  It  would  be  almost  as 
foolish  to  let  your  forests  go  to  waste 
uncut,  as  to  allow  them  to  be  lumbered 
wastefully.  Work  them  and  reap  the 
rich  reward,  but  work  them  up  in  Canada. 

If  I  want  to  steal  your  stories  and 
sing  your  songs,  it  is  only  fair  and  de- 
cent for  me  to  come  over  and  burn  a 
Canadian  candle  while  the  wheels  go 
round.  If  an  American  manufacturer 
wants  to  work  up  your  raw  material, 
compel  him  to  come  across.  The  idea 
used  to  prevail  that  the  big  plant  came  to 
Canada  for  cheap  labor.  That  is  not  so 
today.  The  International  Harvester 
Company  pays  precisely  the  same  scale 
of  wages  in  Hamilton  and  Chicago,  and 
still  saves  thirty  cents  on  the  first  cost 
of  producing  a  certain  machine  in  Can- 
ada. Whatever  the  answer  to  this,  it  is 
certainly  no  reflection  upon  Canadian 
workmen.  Speaking  now  as  a  Canadian 
to  Canadians,  (I'm  at  least  a  half-breed), 
I  say  let  Americans  and  American  cap- 
ital come  and  assist  in  turning  to  ac- 
count the  rich  resources  of  the  Domin- 
ion, and  in  developing  your  country,  but 
let  them  do  their  developing  above  the 
boundary;  there  should  be  no  striking 
below  the  belt. 

The  story  of  the  swimming  saw  log  is 
interesting  and  instructive.  To  offset  a 
dollar  tax,  on  Canadian  pine,  the  Do- 
minion imposed  a  two  dollar  export  duty 
on  logs.  To  remove  the  latter,  Ameri- 
can lumbermen  had  the  duty  on  lumber 
repealed,  when  the  Dominion  recipro- 
cated by  removing  the  duty  on  logs. 

Later  the  southern  lumberman  had  the 
duty  on  lumber  restored,  but  with  a  club 
in  hand.  They  said  in  substance,  "The 
duty  on  lumber  is  two  dollars,  but  it 
Canada  puts  the  duty  back  on  logs  it 
will  be  four  dollars." 

In  order  to  prevent  the  exportation  of 
logs  to  be  worked  up  on  the  other  side, 
and  at  the  same  time  side-step  the  big 
stick — that  is  the  threat  of  another  two 
dollars  on  lumber — the  Ontario  Govern- 


ment made  a  new  regulation.  They 
said,  you  can  have  all  the  logs  you  can 
pay  for,  but  you  must  manufacture  in 
Canada.  That,  in  substance,  is  On- 
tario's answer,  and  it  seems  to  one  who 
is  not  an  expert  in  such  matters,  that 
Quebec  would  do  well  to  follow  On- 
tario's example. 

Having  solved  the  saw  log  problem, 
you  will  have  to  do  something  soon  to 
protect  your  pulp  and  tie  timber.  You 
own  railways — national  and  provincial; 
you  are  paying  forty  cents  for  ties  that 
could  be  had  three  years  ago  for  twenty 
cents,  because  of  the  American  demand, 
and  instead  of  diminishing,  the  demand 
is  increasing,  for  there  is  no  panic  on  this 
continent — -only  a  slight  attack  of  Com- 
mercial Hysteria,  aggravated  by  the  ap- 
proach of  a  Presidential  election.  Up 
here  it's  a  sort  of  "sympathy  strike." 

Certainly  it  is  good  business  to  cut 
and  market  your  merchantable  timber, 
but  the  cutting  should  be  done  intelli- 
gently, and  all  brush  and  debris  burned 
as  the  cutting  proceeds,  which  reduces 
the  danger  from  forest  fires,  and  leaves 
the  soil  fit  to  receive  new  seed.  No 
acre  of  forest  should  be  mown  like  a 
meadow,  leaving  only  a  hateful  stubble 
of  stumps.  Uncle  Sam  is  cutting  one 
hundred  billion  feet  annually  and  growing 
thirty-five  billion  feet  to  fill  the  gap. 
Thirty-five  years  at  this  pace  will  clear 
his  land. 

Many  of  the  once  wooded  mountains 
of  Italy,  are  barren  desolate  hills  today, 
because  when  the  forest  was  all  removed 
the  rains  washed  the  soil  away,  making 
reforesting  impossible.  From  the  car 
windows,  as  the  train  toils  up  to  Jaffa 
and  Jerusalem,  the  traveler  looks  out  on 
a  sear  and  silent  land. 

"By  cool  Siloam's  shady  rills, 
How  fair  the  lillies  grow." 

What  a  pretty  picture! 

Alas!  the  shape  has  been  removed,  the 
rill  has  ceased  its  singing— the  lillies 
have  dropped  and  died,  and  that  is  what 
will  happen  to  the  highlands  of  Ontario 
and  your  beautiful  Laurentian  hills  if 
you  do  not  protect  them. 

It  is  not  my  job  to  regulate  the  speed 
of  motor  cars,  but  I  can't  help  yelling 
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"Look  out"  to  the  man  in  the  street. 
And  that's  the  man  I'm  aiming  at  now — 
the  man  in  the  street.  Your  property  is 
being  destroyed,  not  maliciously,  but 
carelessly,  and  the  result  is  the  same. 
Protect  your  forest  while  you  have  it  for 
when  it  is  gone  you  will  be  utterly  help- 
less. You  will  not  be  as  fortunate  as 
your  neighbors.  There  will  be  no  "Last 
Wilderness,"  just  over  the  line  for  you  to 
visit  and  enjoy,  even  by  paying  high 
license.  Yours  is  the  last  wild,  and  if 
you  squander  it  your  children's  children 
will  sit  in  the  sun  beside  silent  streams 
that  are  murmuring  musically  today. 

Senator  Beveridge,  of  Indiana,  has  the 
innocence  to  suggest  that  if  you  will  let 
American  machines  in  free  Uncle  Sam 
will  do  as  much  for  your  pulp.  The  Sen- 
ator neglects,  however,  to  state  that 
your  Uncle  must  have  the  pulp  but  you 
can  get  along  without  American  machin- 
ery, simply  by  compelling  the  factory  to 
come  across. 

President  Roosevelt  suggests  a  reduc- 
tion in  the  tariff  on  pulp  and  that  Canada 
refrain  from  imposing  an  export  duty. 
Congressman  Littlefield,  of  Maine,  makes 
a  good  guess  when  he  predicts  that  Can- 
ada will  not  follow  the  President's  sug- 
gestion. 

Whatever  his  sins  of  omission  and 
commission — including  his  commerce 
commission — President  Roosevelt  will 
win  the  deathless  gratitude  of  the  nation 
because  of  his  enthusiastic  support  of 
that  branch  of  his  Government  which  has 
to  do  with  the  protection  of  the  little- 
forest  left  in  the  United  States.  Over 
there  they  are  setting  aside  from  five  to 
ten  millions  annually  in  an  effort  to  as- 
sist nature  to  cover  the  scars  they  have 
given  her.  But  how  much  easier  it  is  to 
save  what  we  have  than  to  win  back 
what  one  has  lost! 

In  New  Hampshire  there  is  a  forest 
that  was  lumbered  sixty  years  ago. 
The  usual  fire  that  followed  killed  every- 
thing save  a  few  defective  pines  left  by 
the  lumberman.  These  remaining  pines 
seeded  the  soil  and  at  the  end  of  sixty 
years  the  owners  were  able  to  harvest 
thirty  thousand  feet  board  measure  to  the 
acre.  That  is  an  average  of  five  hun- 
dred feet  per  acre  per  annum,  but  if  they 
had  taken  only  the  larger   trees,  burned 


the  debris  at  a  cost  of  twenty  cents  per 
thousand  feet  of  lumbor,  this  forest 
might  just  as  well  have  been  harvested 
every  five  years.  In  Michigan  a  forest 
destroyed  in  the  same  way,  leaving  only 
a  few  seed  trees,  grew  a  second  growth 
of  pine  which  was  cut  in  thirty  years. 

Limits  that  are  sold  are  sold.  What 
has  been  done  is  done — but  from  this  day 
forward  there  will  be  no  excuse  for  any 
Government  that  sells  timber  without 
reserving  the  right  to  boss  the  job  of 
cutting. 

Hear  this  from  an  American  publica- 
tion, "Forestry  and  Irrigation,"  Wash- 
ington, D.  C. : 

"It  is  very  much  to  be  hoped  that  the 
Canadians  will  not  allow  us  to  cut  their 
timber  without  regulation,  however 
eager  we  may  be  to  buy  it.  This  would 
be  for  their  benefit  and  likewise  for  ours. 
For  the  sake  of  a  permanent  supply,  we 
should  wish  that  Canada  or  any  other 
country  from  which  we  may  have  to  im- 
port lumber  should  put  its  forests  under 
the  same  careful  administration  that  now 
is  given  to  the  national  forests  in  the 
United  States." 

The  United  States  Government  has 
demonstrated  beyond  dispute  that  brush 
and  debris  can  be  burned  as  the  logging 
proceeds  and  that  the  cost  of  this  work 
add  only  fifteen  to  twenty  cents  per 
thousand  to  the  cost  of  the  lumber  to  the 
consumer. 

Now  is  it  not  ridiculous  to  leave  this 
litter  and  invite  disaster  for  so  trifling  a 
sum? 

It  would  be  useless  for  me  to  tell  you 
in  detail  how  to  handle  your  forests,  even 
if  I  were  competent  to  do  so,  for  it's  not 
your  job.  It  would  be  ridiculous  for  me 
to  tell  the  men  on  the  job,  because  there 
are  men  connected'with  the  present  On- 
tario Government  who  forget  more  every 
day  than  I  know  about  scientific  forestry; 
but  I  can,  and  you  can  give  them  enthu- 
siastic support  if  they  try. 

Broadly,  there  are  two  kinds  of  land  in 
Ontario — land  fit  for  settlement  and  land 
fit  for  forests.  All  you  have,  to  do  is  to 
spy  out,  survey  and  separate  these  lands 
and  they  will  all  yield  rich  returns.  The 
Crown  Forests  of  Saxony  yield  $4.50  per 
acre  per  annum  despite  extravagant, 
semi-military     management.  Ontario 
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should  have  at  least  50,000,000  acres  of 
forest  and  game  reserves  instead  of  the 
7,500,000  which  you  have.  Some  of 
these  should  be  game  havens,  like  Algon- 
quin, some  open  to  the  sportsman  as 
Temagami.  Mr.  Southworth  estimates 
that  40,000,000  acres  of  forest  would 
produce  $30,000,000  net  annually. 

Up  in  the  northwest  corner  of  Thunder 
Bay,  north  of  Lake  Nipigon,  south  of 
Lake  Joseph,  and  east  of  the  Rainy  River 
district,  lies  a  great  stretch  of  wilderness 
which  should  be  set  aside  immediately  as 
a  forest  and  game  preserve. 

And  when  you  have  established  these 
forest  reserves  try  to  attract  some  of  the 
millions  that  are  spent  in  Maine. 

In  1906  you  sold  411  shooting  licenses, 
at  the  old,  and  by  no  means  low  price  of 
$25,  yielding  a  revenue  to  the  Province 
of  $10,275.  Last  year  about  half  that 
number  at  $50  realizing  from  this  source 
the  same  amount,  $10,275. 

As  near  as  I  can  come  at  the  facts, 
just  about  the  same  number  of  deer  were 
killed;  you  got  no  more  revenue  and  lost 
205^  sportsmen  who  would  have  spent 
riding  on  the  railways — including  the  T. 
&  N.  O. — in  your  shops  and  hotels,  and 
frolicing  through  your  fairs,  at  the  lowest 
calculation,  $50,000.  Now  there  must 
be,  somewhere,  a  real  reason  for  depriv- 
ing the  Province  of  this  rich  revenue; 
but  I'll  have  to  be  shown. 

Lord  Hawke,  who  has  returned  to 
London  after  shooting  in  Canada,  says 
his  two  moose  heads — one  secured  in 
New  Brunswick  and  the  other  in  Ontario 
—cost  him  $1,000.00.  He  does  not 
complain.  He  is  coming  back  this  year, 
but  he  considers  the  charge  of  $50  out  of 
all  reason,  considering  the  short  season 
and  other  limitations 

A  large  majority  of  men  to  whom 
hunting  is  a  joy  and  vacation,  have 
worked  for  the  money  and  saved  it — 
they  cannot  throw  it  away.  The  State 
of  Maine  charges  only  $15,  and  they  hes- 
itated for  a  long  time  whether  they 
should  make  it  $5  or  $15.  Leave  the 
license  of  $50  for  moose,  if  you  must, 
but  by  all  means  reduce  it  for  deer.  I 
would  say  it  would  be  a  very  wise  thing 
for  Canada  to  put  its  license  no  higher 
than  Maine.  If  you  have  a  $15  license 
in    Maine,    and  a   $10  in   Canada,  the 


money  saved  will  help  to  pay  the  railroad 
fare.  If  you  have  the  license  at  $50  the 
the  man  will  say,  "Not  for  me,"  unless 
he  is  a  millionaire. 

The  red  deer,  at  his  worst,  is  semi- 
domestic.  The  natural  home  of  this  in- 
teresting animal  is  south  of  Temagami, 
but  if  you  do  not  call  off  the  dog  you'll 
drive  him  far  north,  where  he  will  perish. 
Dogs  mean  wild  deer  few  and  far  between 
and  dry  does.  Maine  has  proven  that 
dogs  rather  than  cheap  licenses  reduce 
the  number  of  deer.  There  are  more 
deer  in  Maine  today  than  the  woods  can 
winter  and  they  are  coming  across  to 
Canada. 

I  believe  the  greatest  measures  of  hap- 
piness come  to  the  people  of  compara- 
tively cold  countries.  Four  seasons  are 
essential  to  the  proper  rounding  of  the 
year.  Here  in  Canada,  the  zest  and 
novelty  of  winter  is  not  worn  when  you 
begin  preparing  for  the  holidays,  and  by 
the  time  you  have  digested  your  plum 
pudding  you  begin  the  joyful  anticipation 
of  spring.  Then  the  "Indian"  in  us 
calls  loud: 

When  the  first  black  crow  is  calling  in 
the  dawning  down  the  dell, 

I  am  dreaming  of  the  summer,  in  my 
dream 

I  can    hear   the  mudjekeewis  sighing 

softly,  I  can  smell 
A  wild    rose  blooming  near  a  northern 

stream. 

I  am  waiting  in  my  wigwam  for  the  com- 
ing of  the  spring, 

For  the  forest  flowers  to  blossom  in  the 
vale, 

I  am  watching  from  my  wigwam  for  the 

wild  goose  on  the  wing, 
When    I'll  gather  up  my  traps  and  hit 

the  trail. 

To    the  Highlands     of  Ontario  in  the 

merry  berry-moon, 
To  the  haunts  ot  Hiawatha  that  are  nigh; 
By  the  banks  of  Athabaska,   where  its 

always  afternoon — 
I  am  waiting  for  the  Wawa  to  go  by. 

I  do  not  agree  with  the  late  Russell 
Sage,  who  would  have  no  holiday.  The 
fact  is  his  whole  life  was  one  long  hol- 
iday, for  he  found  his  highest  enjoyment 
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in  hearing  his  bonds  multiply.  Perhaps 
he  was  better  off  financially  without  a 
holiday.  If  he  had  seen  the  fish  frolick- 
ing in  Temagami  he  could  not  have 
skinned  ''suckers"  so  cheerfully.  If  he 
had  heard  the  "Call  of  the  wild,"  gone 
into  the  wilderness,  and  looked  a  fawn  in 
the  face,  the  bleat  of  a  shorn  lamb  would 
have  distressed  him,  so  he  denied  him- 
self, and  neverknewhow  muchhe  missed. 
A  man  is  always  better  coming  in  con- 
contact  with  nature.  To  be  utterly  alone 
in  a  desert  when  the  dark  comes  down  is 
awful  but  inspiring.  To  stand  alone  in 
a  deep  forest  is  to  "feel  things."  It  has 
made  a  man,  not  deeply  religious,  or 
over  sentimental,  exclaim  in  a  breath:  ■ 

By  day  I  walk  the  woodland  green, 
And  come  so  close  to  God, 

His  answering  signals  may  be  seen 
In  each  wild  rose's  nod. 

One  of  the  best  signs  of  the  times  is 
the  awakening  of  all  America  to  the  fact 
that  this  continent  must  not  be  shorn, 
that  the  rivers  must  be  allowed  to  con- 
tinue to  sing  their  songs,  and  that  the 
furred,  feathered,  hoofed  and  horned 
things  shall  not  perish  and  fade  from  the 
face  of  the  earth. 


The  voice  of  Nature  is  your  mother 
tongue,  and  you  wont  forget. 

A  touch  of  Nature  makes  a  man  of  a 
boy  and  a  boy  of  a  man.  It  puts  a  new 
song  in  your  mouth. 

Only  last  summer  your  north  woods 
caught  and  held  for  ten  glad  days  a 
dozen  Chicago  newspaper  men,  authors 
and  poets,  charmed  and  delighted  them 
and  seat  them  out  singing: 

Crystal  Temagami,  Wasacsinagama, 
Low  waves  that  wash    up  the  shadowy 
shore, 

North  of  the  Nipissing,  up  the  Temis- 
kaming, 

We  will  come  back  and  sing  to  you  en- 
core; 

Back   to   the  wilds  again  show  me  the 
way, 

Make  me  a  child  again,  just  for  a  day. 

Wondrous  Temagami,  Wasacsinagama, 
Swift  running  rivers  and  skies  that  are 
blue, 

Out  on  the  deep  again,  rock  me  to  sleep 
again, 

Rock  me  to  sleep  in  my  little  canoe; 
Back    to    the    wild  again,    show  me  the 
way, 

Make  me  a  child  again,  I  want  to  play. 


A  Few  Thoughts  on  Deer  Hunting.

nN  the  June  number  of  "Rod  and 
Gun"  I  expressed  the  opinion  that 
the  sooner  the  Government  stopped 
the  use  of  dogs  in  deer  hunting  by  law 
the  better  for  our  big  game.  My  ex- 
perience in  my  last  hunt  has  deepened  and 
strengthened  this  conviction.  It  appears 
to  me  that  hunting  with  dogs  has  increas- 
ed and  the  work  of  the  still  hunter  is  cer- 
tainly made  harder  thereby. 

When  I  reached  my  hunting  ground 
last  November  there  was  a  steady  roar 
from  sunrise  to  sunset.  All  day  long 
dogs  were  running  deer  in  every  direction. 


The  deer  did  not  take  to  the  water  readily 
but  ran  through  the  thickets  and  swamps 
and  crossed  the  ridges — going  anywhere 
and  everywhere  to  escape  from  the  dogs, 
and  appeared  to  be"  scared  to  death. 

For  three  successive  days  I  tried  care- 
ful still  hunting.  Every  deer  track  I 
came  across  I  followed  only  to  find  that 
after  going  a  short  distance  it  had  been 
scared  off  by  dogs. 

I  had  noticed  that  in  one  direction 
there  seemed  a  little  less  hounding  done 
than  in  others  and  accordingly  on  the 
fourth  day  I  shouldered  my  rifle  and  went 
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off  in  that  direction.  When  I  thought  I 
had  managed  to  get  pretty  clear  of  the 
ridges  and  went  still  hunting  in  about 
three  hours  I  had  my  count,  and  no 
thanks  to  the  dogs. 

My  experience  satisfied  me  that  had  it 
not  been  for  the  dogs  I  would  have  got 
my  count  with  one  quarter  of  the  hunting 
I  had,  and  I  believe  the  rest  of  the  hunt- 
ers could  have  done  equally  well,  the  re- 
mainder of  the  deer  being  left  undisturb- 
ed and  thus  providing  for  the  future. 

I  noticed  in  the  November  number  Mr. 
Almas  calls  my  assertions  in  favor  of  still 
hunting  hot  air.  Well,  no  description 
of  that  kind  can  alter  facts  and  Mr.  Almas 
will  find  that  facts  cannot  be  disposed  of 
in  that  way.  They  have  a  habit  of  re- 
maining and  will  remain  despite  Mr. 
Almas  or  anyone  else. 

Mr.  Almas  asks  me  a  question  which  I 
would  like  to  be  allowed  to  answer.  He 
wants  to  know  what  I  would  do,  as  a 
still  hunter,  if  I  saw  a  deer  in  the  water 
or  in  front  of  dogs  ? 

Well,  my  reply  to  that  is  a  very  straight- 
forward one.  When  I  go  to  the  woods 
to  hunt  deer  I  depend  entirely  on  what 
little  skill  I  possess  to  circumvent  the 
deer.  It  is  a  difficult  matter  to  get  the 
best  of  some  of  the  old  bucks  and  so  I 
shoot  them  lying  down,  standingup,  or  on 
the  run — I  don't  miss  a  good  chance  if  I 
can  help  it.  Deer  I  go  to  the  woods  to 
shoot  and  I  get  deer  if  I  can. 

As  to  shooting  deer  in  the  water  I 
would  adopt  the  Yankee  style  and  an- 
swer the  question  asked  by  Mr.  Almas 
by  another  one  put  to  him.  What  does 
Mr.  Almas  think  are  the  chances  of  a 
still  hunter  shooting  deer  in  the  water  in 
a  life  time  ?  I  have  been  a  deer  hunter 
for  fifty  years  and  have  killed  over  two 
hundred  deer.  With  all  that  number  I 
have  only  shot  one  deer  in  the  water  and 
that  was  in  a  lake  near  Haliburton. 
While  on  a  still  hunt  I  was  passing  a  lake 
and  saw  a  deer  in  the  water.  As  he  was 
coming  my  way  I  remained  quiet  till  he 
swam  close  into  shore,  when,  as  I  saw  he 
was  a  stranger,  I  took  him  in.  it  seem- 
ed to  me  that  that  deer  was  having  a 
swim  on  his  own  account  for  I  neither 
saw  nor  heard  any  dogs.     I  can  further 


say  that* the  venison  tasted  all  right  and 
was  as  good  as  any  I  have  ever  had. 

Now  if  there  is  a  man  in  this  whole 
Dominion  who  likes  a  piece  of  good 
venison  it  is  the  writer  of  these  words. 
He,  however,  likes  his  venison  killed 
in  cold  blood.  If,  however,  Mr.  Almas 
and  others  prefer  their  venison  run  with  a 
pack  of  hounds  before  it  is  killed  I  should 
not  interfere  with  them,  although  I  still 
think,  in  the  interests  of  the  big 
game  of  the  Province,  that  the  Govern- 
ment should  do  so. 

We  all  know  that  no  one  in  his  senses 
would  run  beef  cattle  about  before  killing 
and  if  such  a  thing  was  done  there  is  no 
doubt  at  all  as  to  which  carcass  Mr.  Al- 
mas and  his  friends  would  prefer.  The 
principle  is  the  same  with  venison.  I 
don't  mean  to  say  that  to  run  a  deer  for 
a  mile  or  two  would  do  much  harm,  for  a 
deer  can  soon  run  a  mile.  But  to^run 
them  for  hours  must  make  a  great  differ- 
ence and  dog  hunters  must  be  well  aware 
of  the  fact. 

Mr.  Almas  tells  us  he  has  been  hunting 
for  fifteen  years  and  he  ought  to  have 
learnt  something  in  that  time.  I  have 
been  hunting  for  fifty  years  and  while*  I 
too  have  learnt  a  good  deal  I  know  also 
that  there  is  a  good  deal  for  me  to  learn 
yet. 

Although  the  still  hunter  has  to  be  the 
better  sportsman,  any  man  of  observation 
who  can  adapt  himself  to  the  ways  of  the 
woods  can  soon  become  a  moderately 
successful  deer  hunter.  What  is  wanted  is 
that  he  shall  cultivate  his  powers  of  ob- 
servation and  learn  from  all  he  sees 
going  on  around  him. 

One  great  trouble  is  that  so  many  peo- 
ple are  afraid  of  getting  lost.  If  you  see 
a  man  in  the  bush  constantly  looking  at 
his  compass  you  can  make  a  pretty  good 
guess  that  he  will  never  become  a  first 
class  deer  hunter. 

While  I  wish  my  brother  hunters  with 
their  dogs  every  success  in  their  hunts  I, 
in  common  with  other  still  hunters,  would 
be  glad  if  they  would  build  their  wigwams 
several  miles  from  where  I  locate.  The 
grandest  hunting  I  find  is  where  there 
are  no  dogs.

Edward's  Island's  Difficulties. 


VERY  winter  we  hear  much  of 
Prince  Edward's  Island's  difficul- 
ties, and  when  in  other  parts  of 
Canada  we  experience  what  is  known  as 
an  old  fashioned  winter  it  is  safe  to  say 
that  Canadians  throughout  the  Dominion 
feel  much  greater  sympathy  with  the 
Islanders  than  they  are  wont  to  do. 

It  would  not  be  right  or  fair  to  say 
that  the  Islanders  have  cried  "wolf"  so 
long  that  the  people  generally  are  in- 
different to  the  voice  of  their  complaints. 
It  is  indeed  believed  that  their  cause  is 
a  good  one  requiring  only  the  right 
method  and  the  proper  season  to  be  se- 
lected to  end  the  winter  isolation  of  these 
people  once  and  for  all.  Hitherto  the 
efforts  made  to  break  down  that  winter 
isolation  have  had  but  partial  successes. 

Prince  Edward  Island  came  into  con- 
federation on  the  distinct  understanding 
that  her  winter  disabilities  were  to  be  re- 
lieved and  that  work,  which  was  over- 
whelming   for  the  maratime  Provinces 


should  be  undertakenand  carried  through 
with  all  the  strength  and  power  of  the 
Dominion.  Stronger  and  finer  boats 
have  been  put  on  the  service  but  neither 
the  Stanley  or  the  Minto  have  succeeded 
in  more  than  partially  breaking  down  the 
long  intervals  when  the  island  is  cut  off 
from  all  communication  with  the  outside 
world.  It  may  well  be  imagined  that 
after  all  other  efforts  have  failed  the 
people  pin  their  faith  to  a  tunnel.  Less 
than  seven  marine  miles  separate  Cape 
Traverse  on  the  Jsland  from  Cape  Tor- 
mentine,  New  Brunswick  and  with  all  the 
feats  of  modern  engineering  in  one's 
memory  it  would  appear  that  the  work 
is  not  only  feasible  but  comparatively 
easy. 

Finance  is  the  difficulty  and  apparently 
the  only  one.  The  cost  has  hitherto 
proved  a  deterrant.  With  all  the 
developments  going  on  in  various  parts 
of  the  country  the  claims  of  Prince  Ed- 
ward Island  have  been  passed  over.  It

has  not  been  for  want  of  persistence  on 
the  part  of  the  Islanders.  They  have 
maintained  a  constant  fire  of  protests, 
entreaties  and  even  threats.  The  dis- 
content of  the  Islanders  is  declared  to 
have  reached  a  breaking  strain. 

The  Governmentis  urged  to  make  amove 
for  many  reasons.  The  Nation  own  the 
Intercolonial  Railway  and  also  the  Prince 
Edward  Island  Railway.  A  tunnel 
would  link  up  the  two  systems  and  add 
very  materially  to  the  value  of  both. 
The  Island  would  undoubtedly  receive  a 
large  accession  of  visitors  were  it  possi- 
ble to  go  right  through  to  Charlottetown 
without  change  and  without  the  unpleas- 
antness ot  a  sea  voyage.  The  develop- 
ment of  traffic  would  be  large,  possibly 
much  in  excess  of  what  any  of  us  be- 
lieve. 

The  gain  to  the  Islanders  would  be 
enormous.  Not  merely  would  their  iso- 
lation be  removed  but  development  work, 
impossible  under  present  conditions, 
would  receive  a  new  lease  of  life  and  go 
forward  to  the  great  gain  of  the  whole 
of  the  people  of  Eastern  Canada.  The 


progress  of  the  Island  has  been  arrested 
for  want  of  certain  means  of  communi- 
cation all  the  year  round.  Once  that  is 
gained  nothing  can  stand  in  the  way  of 
material  progress  which  which  will  give 
a  new  meaning  to  the  Garden  Island, 
and  cause  its  agriculture,  and  fishing  in- 
dustries alike  to  flourish  in  larger  meas- 
ure than  they  have  ever  flourished  be- 
fore. Under  present  circumstances 
everything  is  more  or  less  speculative 
and  uncertain  and  many  things  are  held 
back  by  reason  of  uncertainty. 

Were  the  tunnel  once  decided  upon 
and  work  commenced  it  is  pretty  certain 
private  enterprises  would  go  forward  at 
the  same  time  and  ere  it  was  finished 
there  would  be  many  new  enterprises 
requiring  freight  facilities  ready  to  take 
advantage  of  the  new  opening. 

The  rock  conditions  under  the  Straits 
of  Northumberland  are  reported  to  be 
most  favorable  and  the  gradients  easy. 
These  are  great  advantages  and  the 
Islanders  do  well  to  make  the  most  ot 
them.  Naturally  they  look  with  longing 
eyes  to  a  period  when  instead  of  isolation 
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forfivemonths 
broken  by  un- 
certain and 
i  r  r  e  g  u  1  ar 
com  munica- 
ti  o  n  they 
would  have  a 
daily  tr  a  i  n 
w  i  thout  fail 
from  the  Is- 
land to  the 
m  a  i  n  1  and.

this  question  must  be  convinced  that  the 
Islanders  have  a  good  case.  It  would 
be  much  stronger  and  probably  prove 
irresistable,  if,  as  some  have  argued,  the 
three    maritime    provinces  would  unite

These  Provinces  are  not  so  large  as  their 
sisters  and  it  is  but  right  in  the  new  de- 
mands made  on  every  side  their  interests 
should  have   fair    consideration.

The  Wild  Pigeon.

Irj^lEFERRING  to  Mr.  Hobson's  article 
Elm  in  the  February  number  of  "Rod 
=^31  anci  Gun"  in  reference  to  wild 
pigeons,  it  must  be  said  there  are  many 
who  are  greatly  in  error  if  Mr.  Hobson's 
views  are  correct.  Within  two  months 
a  correspondent  of  the  "New  York  Her- 
ald" has  written  of  seeing  passenger 
pigeons  in  Virginia,  and  more, recently  a 
write/  for  the  "New  York  Press"  has 
told  of  seeing  a  flock  in  New  Jersey.  In 
former  years  they  frequented  western 
New  York  at  certain  seasons  in  countless 
numbers,  and  I  have  recently  been  told 
by  a  resident  of  that  section  who  knew 
these  birds  of  old,  that  within  a  year  he 
has  seen  a  small  flock  of  passenger  pig- 
eons. I  have  reason  to  believe  the  tes- 
timony of  this  witness. 

It  can  of  course  be  said  by  those  who 
are  skeptical,  that  there  is  nothing  au- 
thentic about  all  this — no  positive  proof 
that  these  birds  now  exist. 

I  may  say  however  that  there  is  better 
authority  on  the  subjeet.  In  the  "Con- 
necticut Courrant"  of  November  27, 
1907,  there  is  an  article  on  the  wild 
pigeon,  and  I  quote  a  single  paragraph: 
"This  spring  President  Roosevelt  and 
John  Burroughs  each  announced  that  he 
had  seen  or  could  authoritatively  prove 
the  reappearance  of  the  birds.  A  few 
stragglers  went  north  and  were  observed 
by  those  close  students  of  nature.  There 
has  been  no  report  of  where  the  pigeons 
nested,  but,  if  this  West  Virginia  stcry 
is  correct,    they    evidently  raised  their 


abundant  broods  successfully  and  the 
flight  is  on. " 

I  believe  it  will  be  generally  conceded 
that  the  students  of  out-door  life  here 
named  are  competent  authorities  on 
matters  of  this  kind,  and  I  believe  fur- 
thermore there  are  but  few,  who  will 
lightly  cast  aside  the  opinion  of  those 
who  are  as  well  informed  as  these  close 
observers  of  both  feathered  and  four 
footed  creatures. 

One  of  the  paragraphs  in  Mr.  Hob- 
son's article  reads  as  follows:  "The 
passenger  pigeon  was  strictly  a  bird  of 
the  beech  woods  and  with  the  passing. of 
the  beechwoods  of  Pennsylvania  the 
passenger  pigeon  passed  from  the  face  of 
the  earth  forever." 

It  is  easy  to  be  positive  and  over  con 
fident;  but  he  who  is  positive  ,  should  be 
sure  of  his  ground,  The  reasons  given 
above  for  the  passing  of  the  American 
pigeon  seem  insufficient  and  not  alto- 
gether consistent. 

I  shall  not  question  his  statement  as 
to  the  passing  of  the  beechwoods  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  his  inference  that  the 
beechwoods  are  essential  to  the  exist- 
ence of  pigeons  is  a  question  that  need 
not  now  be  discussed;  but  when  we  take 
into  consideration  that  the  passenger 
pigeons  were  formerly  to  be  found 
throughout  Canada  and  the  United 
States,  and  in  fact  in  almost  all  parts  of 
North  America,  it  is  not  clear  how  the 
passing  of  the  beechwoods  of  Pennsyl- 
vania can  account  for  the  disappearance 
of  these  birds  from  the  whole  continent.

IBERDEEN  is  no  mean  mountain. 
It  may  be  overtopped  by  some  of 
its  neighbors,  but  the  way  to  its 
summit  is  no  promenade.  We  had  spent 
six  hours  of  leg-  straining,  lung  taxing, 
heart-compelling  effort  over  steep  slopes 
of  shaly  scree,  and  had  reached  a  ledge 
from  which  rose  a  steep  couloir  of  snow 
to  aseries  of  crumbling 
cliffs.  For  this  couloir 
we  roped.  Peter  was 
in  the  lead;  behind 
him  came  Ben,  then 
Frank,  then  Stanley. 
Peter  had  to  cut  steps 
as  the  snow  was  too 
hard  to  kick.  The  up- 
per part  of  the  couloir 
was  very  narrow.  At 
the  top  we  had  to 
reach  sidewise  on  to  a 
rounding  cliff  with  very 
small  holds.  Peter  had 
passed  to  good  foot- 
ing. Ben  was  sprawl- 
ing over  a  safe  ledge, 
Frank  was  holding  his 
first  grip  on  the  cliff, 


with  one  toe  and  small  finger  holds. 
Stanley  was  trying  to  mount  the  last 
steps  in  the  snow.  But  the  steps  were 
nearly  worn  out,  and  the  remnants  of 
them  continually  gave  way  under  his 
feet.  Though  he  had  his  axe  there  was 
not  enough  ice  left  to  hold  ,the  steps. 
He  was  holding  a  feeble   foothold.  Just

then  the  rope  about  his  chest 
untied  and  matters  looked 
very  serious.

The  New  C.  P.  R.  Empress  Hotel,  Victoria,  B.  C. 


THE  city  of  Victoria,  on  Vancouver 
Island,  may  now  claim  the  finest 
equipped  hotel  on  the  continent  'of 
America.  It  isnamed  the  "The  Empress," 
and  commands  a  position  in  which  scenic 
effect  with  commercial  convenience  is 
combined.  No  more  beautiful  site  or 
surroundings  could  be  selected  than  the 
ample  acreage  upon  which  this  million 
dollar  structure  stands.  \  background 
of  forest  greens,  the  distant  Olympia 
range  of  mountains  outlined  against  the 
sky,  the  grand  Cascades  towering  to 
Mount  Baker,  and  the  shadowy  Rainier, 
snow  capped,  with  a  sweep  of  waterway 
leading  to  the  grand  old  Pacific  beyond 
whose  beating  surface,  like  heat  throbs, 
come  back  on  the  night  winds. 

To  the  traveller  looking  for  rest,  or 
the  tourist  desiring  recreation,  Victoria 
offers  a  most  salubrious  climate.  The 
temperature  is  of  slight  variation,  forty  to 


eighty, while  all  the  warmth  and  color  of 
summer  may  be  found  in  December,  the 
bright  holly  berry  being  the  only  remin- 
der of  winter  in  the  bright  little  island. 
It  is  a  sentinelled  sea  coast,  with  coaxing 
curves  leading  to  Esquimalt  harbor  ; 
while  "the  Gorge"  lends  something  un- 
canny to  the  suirounding  scenery,  and 
suggests  the  haunts  of  the  Olympia  gods 
of  their  revels  when  the  western  world 
was  new. 

Standing  upon  the  threshold  of  "The 
Empress"  you  find  a  modern  palace  de- 
signed without  regard  to  cost  and  fur- 
nished with  regard  to  comfort  and  con- 
venience. The  building  faces  James 
Bay,  where  Venetian  effects  are  found  in 
the  reflected  lights  of  a  double  water 
front  at  night. 

The  one  hundred  and  forty  bedrooms 
are  arranged  en  suite  from  two  to  five 
rooms  in  number,  carpeted  throughout 
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in  expensive  Axminster  in  a  crown  design. 
Dull  brass  bedsteads,  bedded  with  springs 
and  hair  mattresses  and  pillowed  to  in- 
vite sleep.  There  are  separate  bath- 
rooms most  elaborately  appointed  with 
electric  lights,  bells  and  telephone. 
Throughout  is  to  be  found  mahogany 
furniture  with  bevelled  mirrors  and  taste- 
ful curtains  in  tones  of  green  and  gold. 
The  halls  are  wide  and  well  lighted  with 
miniature  drinking  fountains  set  in  the 
walls.  Six  stories  are  replete  in  sleep- 
ing accommodation,  and  fine  wide  and 
softly  carpeted  stairways  connect  each 
floor.  A  triple  elevator  service  is  also 
installed.  Fire  escapes  of  the  most  or- 
namental design  offer  ease  of  mind  to  the 
nervous  inclined,  while  the  building, 
though  fire  proof,  is  patrolled  by  a  relay 
guard  night  and  day. 

There  are  two  chief  entrances  to  the 
hotel,  one  from  a  sweeping  carriage 
drive,  another  private  door  opening  to 
the  office  and  leading  to  a  ladies'  drawing 
room.  Here  the  furnishings  are  delicate 
grey  merging  to  rose  pink.  Cosy  seats 
and  pretty  tables  placed  tete-a-tete,  with 
alcoved  cozy  corners,  lighted  by  tinted 
electric  globes  and  a  rich  carpet  of  pre- 
vailing shade  dulls  sound.  Simple  eleg- 
ance is  here  found.  The  lounging  room 
opens  on  three  sides  and  is  lighted  by 
small  scroll  paned  glass  above  large  win- 
dows with  a  front  outlook.  Ornamental 
pillars  radiate  lights  from  hundreds  of 
electric  globes  set  in  dull  brass  fixtures, 
and  a  large  open  fireplace  at  each  end 
throws  out  a  bright  glow  from  embers  of 
beach  driftwood.  The  yielding  arm 
chair  and  comfortable  Davenport  lounges 
bear  the  holly  design  surrounding  a 
crown  ;  the  great  beams  supporting  the 
ceilings  are  carved  ingeniously,  the  en- 
tire picturing  solidity  and  strength  tem- 
pered by  beauty  as  the  elemental  force. 

The  banquet  hall  finished  in  highly 
polished  Australian  rosewood  in  support- 
ing columns  and  daffodils  surpasses  any- 
thing seen  elsewhere.  Added  to  the 
highly  polished  supporting  beams  is  a 
heavy  enrichment  in  carvings  ;  it  sug- 
gests that  of  the  Italian  renaissance  and  is 
reproduced  from  that  patterned  on  the 
walls   of   the  Chateau  Fontainbleu.  A 


wide  old  fashionable  fireplace  supports  a 
solid  brass  figure  of  a  peacock  with  tail 
outspread,  and  various  screens  carrying 
out  the  same  design  as  the  window  cur- 
tains bear,  the  blue  and  green  in  prints. 
Brass  urns  with  native  ferns  distribute 
themselves  about  this  vast  apartment 
which  seats  two  hundred  and  fifty  guests 
at  tables  under  candelabra  of  some  two 
hundred  brilliant  lights.  A  resident  or- 
chestra adds  harmony  to  the  charming 
effects  here  found.  Just  off  this  opens 
the  Palm  Garden,  an  interior  grotto  of 
green.  Here  the  enchantment  of  eye  and 
brain  discovers  itself  in  the  dolice  farn- 
iente  provided.  Nothing  more  lovely  is 
found  outside  the  Italian  villas  of  the 
Alps.  Above  the  tessalated  floor  rises 
a  central  dome  of  colored  glass,  illumin- 
ated by  clustering  lights  which  throw  out 
the  shadowy  branches  of  palms  below  ;  a 
central  palm  weighing  a  ton  and  a  half, 
has  been  imported  from  California.  Seats 
are  placed  at  intervals  for  those  desiring 
to  sit  and  hear  the  dreamy  strains  of  "II 
Travotore".  One  can  scarcely  imagine 
anything  more  refined  and  restful  than 
this  mimic  elysium  in  the  midst  of  busy 
life  and  bustling  trade. 

The  Business  Office  like  the  building  in 
general,  is  finished  in  weathered  oak. 
Safes,  cash  registers,  a  news  and  cigar 
stand,  a  public  telephone  and  a  stenog- 
rapher are  provided  for  guests. 

Thought  and  invention  is  not,  however 
exhausted  here,  for  a  glance  in'the  finely 
fitted  up  basement  with  its  stone  floors 
and  granite  walls  shows  the  perfection  of 
practical  equipment.  Here  the  hotel 
liquor  stores  are  found  in  a  grape-arbor- 
ed  enclosure  Bacchus  himself  might 
reign  here  in  supreme  delight.  Glittering 
glass  is  reflected  in  handsome  mirrors 
set  at  angles  in  the  shelved  walls,  and  a 
grouping  of  brilliant  lights  fall  athwart 
every  conveniently  arranged  set  of  chairs 
and  tables.  The  various  wines  are  here 
dispensed  guests  and  patrons.

Explorations  in  Northwestern  Canada . 


AN  article  appeared  in  our  January 
number  descriptive  of  a  tour  made 
by  Mr.  Thompson-Seton  through 
what  are  known  as  the  '  'Barren  Lands" 
of  Northwestern  Canada.  In  the  course 
of  this  article  a  statement  was  made 
to  the  effect  that  Mr.  Thompson-Seton 
was  the  fifth  white  man  to  lead  an  expe- 
dition into  this  particular  part  of  the 
country  and  a  list  of  such  expeditions 
was  given.  'in  b^'"' ' 

Our  attention  has  since  been  called  to 
Part  F.  Vol.  Nine,  of  the  annual  report 
of  the  Geological  Survey  of  Canada, 
1896,  containing  an  account  by  Mr.  J. 
Burr  Tyrrell,  M.  A.,  F.  G.  S.,  etc.,  of 
two  overland  journeys  from  Hudson  Bay 
to  Lake  Winnipeg.  These  exploring 
journeys  were  made  in  the  yeats  of  1893 
and  1894,  the  former  occupying  eight  and 
the  latter  seven  months,  most  of  the 
lines  of  exploration  passing  for  the 
most  part  north  of  latitude  59,  and  ex- 
tending from  Hudson  Bay,  westward  to 
Lake  Athabasca  comprising  an  area  of 
not  less  than  two  hundred  thousand 
square  miles. 

''The  work  of  the  party  embraced  a 
survey  of  the  north  shore  of  Lake  Atha- 
basca, the  Chipman,  Cochrane,  Telizoa 
or  Doobaunt,  Thlewaza,  Kazan  and 
Ferguson  Rivers  in  whole  or  in  part, 
Chesterfield  Inlet,  and  the  shore  of  Hud- 
son Bay  from  Chesterfield  Inlet  to 
Churchill,  as  well  as  a  line  overland  in 
winter,  from  Churchill  to  York  Factory, 
and  another  from  Churchill  to  Split  Lake. 
Since  a  large  portion  of  this  country 
lies  north  of  the  country  where  fur  bear- 
ing animals  are  abundant,  it  had  not 
been  traveled  over  by  fur  traders,  or 
even  by  voyageurs  or  Indians  in  search  of 
furs,  and  the  character  of  the  lakes  and 
streams  were  therefore  unknown  to  any 
but  the  few  Indians  and  Eskimo  deer 
hunters  who  live  on  their  banks,  and  who 
come  south  once  or  twice  a  year  to 
trade  wolf  or  fox  skins  for  ammunition 
and  tobacco." 

Both  geographical  and  geological 
work  were  undertaken,  surveys  made  of 
the  routes  followed,  observations  on  the 
range  and  character  of  the    native  pop- 


ulation, fauna,  flora,  climate  and  other 
features. 

In  1893  Mr.  Tyrrell  had  the  assistance 
of  his  brother  James  W.  Tyrrell,  C.  E. , 
D.  L.  S.,  who  had  previously  spent  a 
winter  on  the  north  shore  of  Hudson 
Bay  and  served  for  two  seasons  as  as- 
sistant to  Commander  Gordon  in  the 
survey  of  Hudson  Bay.  It  was  as  top- 
ographer and  Eskimo  interpreter  that 
Mr.  Tyrrell  joined  the  expedition  and  he 
also  made  a  large  collection  of  plants. 
In  1894  both  the  geographical  and  topo- 
graphical portions  of  the  work  devolved 
upon  Mr.  J.  B.  Tyrrell. 

The  total  length  of  the  survey  made 
amounted  to  more  than  two  thousand 
nine  hundred  miles.  Of  these  one  thou- 
sand and  seventy- three  on  lakes  and  quiet 
water  were  measured  with  a  Massey's 
floating  boat  log;  thirteen  hundred  and 
twelve  were  estimated  by  the  rate  of 
travel  in  the  canoe  and  five  hundred  and 
twelve  were  travelled  on  foot,  the  dis- 
tance being  in  part  estimated  and  in  part 
determined  by  pacing.  In  order  to  ac- 
complish these  surveys  it  was  necessary 
to  travel  six  thousand  one  hundred  miles* 
beyond  the  line  of  railway.  Of  this  dis- 
tance three  thousand,  eight  hundred  and 
fifty  miles  were  travelled  in  canoes  and; 
twelve  hundred  miles  on  snowshoes  while 
the  remainder  was  performed  in  convey- 
ances drawn  by  dogs,  horses,  etc. 

In  giving  details  of  the  expedition  of* 
1893  mention  is  made  ot  the  fact  that  it 
was  July  27th  while  crossing  Boyd  Lake 
when  they  passed  from  the  wooded 
country  into  the  Barren  Lands,  meeting 
a  vast  herd  of  Barren  ground  caribou 
collected  on  a  good  feeding  ground  on 
the  eastern  side  of  Cary  Lake,  two  days 
later.  A  number  of  these  deer  were  shot 
and  a  few  days  were  spent  in  partially 
drying  as  much  of  the  meat  as  they  were 
able  to  carry  with  them. 

On  August  6th  they  left  what  proved 
to  be  the  last  grove  of  timber  on  the 
river  and  the  following  day  entered  Doo- 
baunt Lake.  At  that  period  of  the  year 
the  lake,  was  almost  entirely  covered 
with  ice,  although  in  most  places  there 
was  a  lane  of  water  between  the  ice  and: 
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the  shore.  Eleven 
days  were  spent  on 
this  lake,  though  only 
six  of  them  were 
working  ones,  storms 
compelling  the  party 
to  remain  camp  bound 
during  the  rest  of  the 
time.  They  measured 
one  hundred  and  sev- 
enteen miles  of  shore 
line  before  they  dis- 
covered the  outlet,  al- 
though the  point  was 
only  fifty-seven  miles  , 
in  a  direct  journey. 
It  was  August  18th 
before  they  entered 
this  outlet.  After 
travelling  swiftly  down 
the  stream  for  a  few 
miles  they  came  to 
the  wildest  and  most  picturesque  rapid 
on  the  river,  the  water  rushing  for  two 
miles  through  a  deep  and  crooked  gorge 
with  a  width  of  not  more  than  twenty- 
five  or  thirty  yards. 

The  following  day  half  way  between 
Grant  and  Wharton  Lakes,  they  saw  an 
Eskimo  tent  occupied  by  a  man,  his  two 
wives  and  five  children.  •  These  people 
while  very  fearful  at  first  were  soon  con- 
ciliated by  a  few  presents.  The  infor- 
mation given  as  to  the  difficulties  to  be 
met  further  on  proved  misleading  al- 
though this  was  believed  to  be  due  to 
misunderstanding,  the  Eskimo  dialect 
spoken  by  these  people  being  particularly 
hard  to  interpret. 

At  the  mouth  of  the  Thelaw  River  they 
found  some  drifted  tree  trunks  which 
enabled  them  not  only  to  enjoy  the  lux- 
ury of  a  fire  but  also  bake  some  bread 
and  well  boil  a  large  pot  of  meat.  Deer 
were  fairly  plentiful  and  while  hunting 
was  not  allowed  to  interfere  with  travel 
they  had  plenty  of  fresh  meat. 

Early  in  September  they  reached 
Baker  Lake  and  finding  places  which  had 
been  previously  visited  by  white  men 
they  knew  where  they  were.  At  this 
time  they  wished  to  obtain  a  supply  of 
caribou  meat  but  the  caribou  had  become 
scarce  having  withdrawn  from  the  shore 
into  the  interior.  Five  days  later  they 
reached  the  head  of  Chesterfield  Inlet,  a

long  narrow  fiord  stretching  into  the 
very  heart  of  the  barren  lands  from  the 
west  coast  of  Hudson  Bay 

From  here  the  travelers,  once  they 
reached  the  mouth  of  the  Inlet,  contin- 
ued south,  passing  Marble  Island 
"which  rose  as  a  vast  white  dome  out  of 
the  smooth  blue  green  water."  With 
alternate  storms  and  fine  weather  the 
journev  was  continued  and  the  canoes, 
sometimes  close  to  the  rocky  shore  and 
at  other  times  miles  from  land  out  in  the 
middle  of  the  bays  or  inlets,  escaped 
many  dangers,  owing  to  the  coolness  and 
dexterity  of  the  canoemen. 

By  the  evening  of  September  21st  they 
reached  Neville's  Bay  and  winter  set  in. 
The  provisions  they  had  brought  with 
them  were  now  exhausted  and  they  had 
to  depend  upon  their  guns  for  further 
supplies.  Five  days  later,  although  the 
weather  was  still  rough  and  cold,  the 
thermometer  constantly  falling  below 
freezing  point,  the  canoes  were  again 
launched  and  they  paddled  across  the 
mouth  of  Neville's  Bay,  around  the  rocky 
point  to  the  south  and  across  Dawson 
Inlet  to  the  mouth  of  Wallace  River 
where  they  were  detained  a  further  day 
by  heavy  seas. 

On  September  28th  a  fresh  start  was 
made  and  during  the  day  a  polar  bear 
was  shot,  thus  furnishing  the  party  with 
a  considerable  supply  of  fresh  food.  A 
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further  storm  delayed  them  for  five  days 
and  the  snow  covered  the  dwarf  birch 
upon  which  they  had  hitherto  depended 
for  fuel. 

It  was  October  4th  before  the  canoes 
were  again  launched  and  ten  miles  were 
made  against  a  southwest  wind.  The 
following  day  after  two  miles'  paddle  the 
whole  party  were  driven 
ashore  by  rough 
weather.  As  Fo  r  t 
Churchill  was  still  two 
hundred  and  sixty  miles 
away  it  became  evident 
that  some  strong  meas- 
ures must  be  taken  and 
finally  everything  not 
necessary  for  the  safety 
of  the  party  was  left 
behind,  and  travelling 
light  every  efForst  at 
speed  was  made.  For 
ten  days  they  struggled 
on  in  the  canoes  living 
on  what  sea  ducks 
could  be  shot  over  the 
water.  From  the  near- 
est point  two  men  were 
sent  on  to  Fort  Church- 
ill on  foot.  There  they 
obtained  sledges  and 
dog  teams  and  with 
these  the  canoes  were 
hauled  over  the  snow 
to  Churchill  where  they 
arrived  on  October 
nineteenth. 

Here  they  remained 
till  November  •  sixth 
when  having  recruited 
and  reprovisioned  they 
set  01T  on  the  overland 
journey  to  Winnipeg 
a  distance  of  nine  hundred  miles  by  the 
line  of  travel  selected.  » 

When  they  arrived  at  Nelson  River 
the  stream  was  full  of  running  ice  and 
they  remained  ten  days  on  its  banks  be- 
fore they  could  cross.  On  November 
twenty-fourth  they  reached  York  Factory 
and  four  days  later  left  the  inhospitable 
shores  of  Hudson  Bay  travelling  by  way 
of  Oxford  House  and  Norway  House  to 
West  Selkirk,  Man.,  where  they  arrived 
on  the  first  day  of  the  year  in  1894.

It  was  the  end  of  May  in  the  same 
year  when  the  second  expedition  was 
commenced,  Mr.  Tyrrell  being  accom- 
panied by  Mr.  R.  Munro-Ferguson, 
A.  D.  C.  to  his  Excellency,  the  Gover- 
nor General  of  Canada,  who  provided 
his  canoe  and  men  entirely  at  his  own 
expense.  Mr.  Munro-Ferguson  like- 
wise supplied  instru- 
ments and  by  his  enthu- 
siasm, energy  and  ever 
ready  assistance  did 
much  for  the  success  of 
the  expedition. 

When  all  arrange- 
ments were  complete  a 
start  was  made  from 
Selkirk  on  June  six- 
teenth, though  it  was 
not  till  the  twenty-sec- 
ond of  the  month  that 
Grand  Rapids  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Saskatch- 
ewan River  was  reached. 
The  party  were  two 
days  storm  bound  and 
delays  ensued  owing  to 
the  rapid  current  of  the 
river,  so  that  it  was  not 
till  J  uly  second  that  they 
arrived  at  Cumberland 
House.  Some  of  the 
provisions  were  lost  in 
an  upset  on  the  way  up 
but  most  of  them  were 
replaced  at  the  Post. 

Two  days  later  the 
Saskatchewan  River  was 
left  and  the  journey  con- 
tinued northward,  up 
bturgeon-weir  River  to 
Churchill  River  at  Frog 
Portage,  thence  down 
the  Churchill  Riv^  a  tew  miles  to  where 
it  is  joined  by  the  Reindeer  River,  up  this 
stream  to  Reindeer  Lake  andr  alon§-  the 
eastern  shore  of  Reindeer  Lake  to  its 
northern  end,  where  the  Hudson  Bay 
Company  have  the*  most  northerly 
trading  Post  in  that  district  and  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church  has  a  mission. 
The  Chippewayan  Indians  and  a  few 
Eskimos  trade  at  the  P°st  and  except  tor 
the  occasional  visits  of  these  traders  the 
factor  and  missionary  remain  almostaione.

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Up  to  this  time  the  party  had  been 
travelling  in  districts  tolerably  well 
known  and  had  hurried  along  without 
making  any  regular  geographical  survey. 
From  here,  however,  survey  work  com- 
menced. Cochrane  River  was  ascended 
for  one  hundred  and  twenty- one  miles  in 
which  distance  there  were  nine  portages. 
On  July  twenty-seventh  they  left  the 
river  and  by  means  of  a  long  line  of  por- 
tages, no  less  than  forty-four  in  number, 
with  an  aggregate  line  of  thirteen  miles, 
through  many  lakelets  and  up  and  down 
small  streams  they  reached  Kasba  Lake 
on  the  evening  of  August  fifth. 

The  lake  was  surveyed  and  the  journey 
continued  down  Kazan  River  for  thirty 
miles  to  the  south  end  of  Ennadai  Lake. 
It  was  on  the  west  side  of  this  lake  on 
August  fourteenth  that  they  first  fell  in 
with  Barren  ground  caribou  travelling 
southward  in  large  numbers.  The  coun- 
try was  open  and  treeless  and  the  deer 
difficult  of  approach.  Twelve,  however, 
were  shot,  and  cut  up  and  their  meat 
spread  out  to  dry  in  the  sun  and  wind. 

On  August  sixteenth  they  reached  a 
camp  of  Eskimos  but  had  great  difficul- 
ties in  communicating  with  them  though 
they  managed  to  induce  one  of  them  to 
draw  a  rough  map  of  the  river  which 
showed  them  a  good  outlet  to  the  Bay. 
At  length  an  Eskimo  guide  was  secured 
and  the  journey  continued  with  confi- 
dence. Several  Eskimo  camps  were 
passed  and  by  means  of  needles,  thim- 
bles, etc.,  they  were  able  to  purchase 
deer  skin  clothing  to  protect  themselves 
against  the  severity  of  the  autumn 
weather  which  was  now  upon  them. 

It  was  August  twenty-sixth"  that  they 
learnt  for  the  first  time  that  the  river 
they  were  then  descending  emptied  into 
Chesterfield  Inlet.  Diligent  inquiries 
showed  them  that  it  was  possible  to 
leave  Kazan  River  some  distance  below 
and  by  a  chain  of  long  portages  to  reach 
the  head  of  another  stream  which  emp- 
ties into  Hudson  Bay  opposite  Walrus 
Island. 

With  the  assistance  of  Eskimo  guides 
this  route  was  followed  and  when  the 
Bay  was  reached  they  recognized  the  point 
from  which  it  had  taken  them  twenty- 
eight  days  to  reach  Churchill  the  year 
before.     Some  time    was  spent  unsuc- 


cessfully in  looking  for  the  cache  which 
had  been  left  the  previous  year  and  it 
was  finally  decided  to  leave  it  as  if 
found  but  little  could  have  been  taken 
out  of  it.  Then  followed  a  repetition  of 
the  experiences  of  the  previous  year. 
Short  distances  were  made  on  days  when 
it  was  possible  to  float  the  canoes.  One 
day  they  found  some  drifted  tree  trunks 
and  enjoyed  the  luxury  of  a  good  fire.  In 
the  morning  they  carried  some  wood 
with  them  and  had  a  hot  lunch.  The 
same  evening  they  found  more  driftwood 
and  had  a  "splendid  fire."  On  the  last 
day  of  September  they  arrived  at  Church- 
ill where  they  were  detained  nearly  two 
months.  The  neighborhood  was  thor- 
oughly examined  during  that  time  and 
much  information  collected,  including 
the  dates  of  the  opening  and  closing  of 
Churchill  harbor  for  the  previous  seventy 
years. 

Most  of  the  collections  were  left  to  be 
brought  by  ship  and  with  sleds  packed 
with  provisions,  bedding,  guns  and  am- 
munition they  set  off  on  a  new  route 
from  Churchill  to  Split  Lake  on  the  Nel- 
son River  and  thence  by  Cross  Lake  to 
Norway  House,  a  route  particularly  in- 
teresting as  being  near  the  proposed  line 
of  the  Hudson  Bay  Railway.  This 
route  had  never  been  travelled  but  the 
explorers  were  in  good  heart,  well  pro- 
vided and  full  of  determination. 

It  was  the  fifth  day  before  they  reached 
the  edge  of  the  -woods.  On  December 
ninth  they  reached  White  Spruce  Lake 
and  the  same  evening  Namaco  Lake,  at 
the  head  of  the  Limestone  River  where  a 
small  band  of  Indians  were  encamped. 
One  of  these  Indians  who  trade  at  Split 
Lake  was  hired  as  guide  and  with  his 
fresh  team  of  dogs  and  a  well  cleared 
trail  the  journey  wa's  comparatively  easy, 
the  Hudson  Bay's  Post  at  Split  Lake 
being  reached  on  the  morning  of  Decem- 
ber fifteenth,  the  eighteenth  day  out  from 
Churchill. 

With  a  fresh  guide  they  made  their 
way  to  Norway  House  which  was  reached 
on  Christmas  Eve  after  an  eight  days' 
walk.  After  four  days'  rest  they  again 
started  southward  with  a  fresh  dog  team 
and  arrived  without  further  adventure  at 
Selkirk  on  the  evening  of  January  sev- 
enth after  an  absence  of  six  'months  and

twenty-two  days,  during  which  time  they 
travelled  2,900  miles,  1,750  of  which  was 
in  canoes  and  725  on  snowshoes. 

We  have  given  the  details  of  these 
two  journeys  to  show  our  readers  the  at- 
tention given  by  the  Government andtheir 
officials  to  the  Barren  Lands.  In  the 
annals  of  Canadian  exploration  Mr. 
Tyrrell's  work  deserves  a  foremost  place. 
Both  journeys  added  very  materially  to 
our  knowledge  of  that  particular  part  of 
Canada  and  Mr.  Tyrrell  deserves  every 
credit  for  his  labors.  Much  of  the  re- 
sults are  buried  in  the  Geological  Survey 
Reports,  but    public    attention  has  also 


been  called  to  them  in  the  course  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  British  Association  at 
their  Toronto  gathering;  and  those  of 
the  Royal  Geographical  Society  in  Lon- 
don. This  reminder  in  our  pages  of  the 
good  work  done  in  Canadian  exploration 
by  Canadian  officials  will,  we  trust, 
enable  us  to  keep  in  remembrance  two 
journeys  of  the  highest  importance  to 
the  future  of  our  country.  Skill,  know- 
ledge, a  fine  perseverance  and  much  en- 
durance all  united  to  ensure  the  success 
of  the  journeys  which  must  reflect  credit 
upon  Mr.  Tyrrell  in  all  the  annals  of 
Canadian  exploration. 


A  very  interesting  little  booklet,  com- 
piled by  Mr.  George  A.  Beattie,  Nan- 
aimo,  B.  C,  and  printed  by  the  Colonist 
Press  at  Victoria,  B.  C,  entitled,  "Van- 
couver Island,  the  Gem  of  the  Pacific," 
has  been  issued.  The  wonderful  attrac- 
tions of  the  island  are  well  set  out  and 


the  advantages  of  climate,  fertility,  etc., 
amply  described.  The  booklet  is  pro- 
fusely illustrated  and  these  illustrations 
convey  perhaps  even  more  than  the  letter 
press  a  sense  of  the  beauties  and  advan- 
tages of  the  island,  which  has  been  so 
abundantly  blessed  by  Nature.

Nova  Scotian  Guides  and  the  GamejJLaws. 


THE  annual  Meeting  of  the  Nova 
Scotia  Guide's  Association  was  held 
in  Yarmouth,  N.  S.  in  the  closing 
days  of  the  old  year.  There  were  over 
fifty  hunters  and  guides  present,  coming 
from  different  parts  of  the  Province 
The  President,  Dr.  E.  S.  Allen,  occupied 
the  chair.  A  few  of  the  important  mat- 
ters discussed  were  as  follows  :  — 

1st — The  advisability  of  a  close  season 
for  cow  moose.  . 

2nd — The  urgent  need  of  all  municipal- 
ities paying  a  uniform  bounty  on  bears, 
wildcats,  racoons  skunks. 

3rd — Introducing  in  Nova  Scotia  the 
tag  system  for  big  game  hunters,  as 
used  in  New  Brunswick,  Ontario  and 
other  Provinces. 

In  reference  to  these  questions  it  was 
stated  that  over  five  hundred  moose  were 
killed  in  Nova  Scotia  during  the  past 
season.  With  the  increased  number  of 
hunters,  and  the  small  area  in  the  Pro- 
vince for  a  hunting  ground,  the  moose 
cannot  hold  their  own  unless  they  have 
more  protection.  One  guide  stated  that 
last  winter  he  killed  sixty-five  wildcats 
and  other  guides  from  different  parts  of 
the  Province  reported  that  wildcats,  ra- 
coons and  skunks  are  increasing  very 
fast.  • 

The  difficulty  of  the  present  law  in 
reference  to  paying  bounties  is,  that  the 
price, K  and  whether  they  wUl  pay  any 
bounties  at  all  is  left  to  the  option  of  the 
Municipalities,  consequently  some  will 
not  pay  anything,  and  those  that  do, 
have  a  great  difference  in  their  prices.  If 
all  counties  paid  alike,  there  would  be 
no  advantage  in  taking  the  animals  kill- 
ed from  one  county  to  another,  where 
the  bounty  paid  is  higher. 

After  lengthy  discussions  had  taken 
place,  these  questions  were  put  to  vote 
with  the  following  result  :  — 

Question  1  —  Carried  by  a  two-third 
vote  in  favor  of  a  close  season  on  cow 
moose  for  three  years. 

Question  2  —  That  all  municipalities 
should  pay  a  uniform  bounty  on  wild 
animals,  was  carried  unanimously. 

Question  3 — That  the  Provincial  Gov- 


ernment should  be  asked  to  have  put  in 
force  the  tag  system  in  reference  to  big 
game  was  carried  unanimously.

provided,  the  usual  toasts  were  proposed 
and  enthusiastically  resonded  to. 

Mr.  E.  W.  Jarvis  spoke  to  the  toast 
"Our  Game  Country,  the  Province  of 
Nova  Scotia."  He  had  hunted  in  the 
neighboring  Provinces,  but  he  considered 
Nova  Scotia,  and  particularly  Yarmouth 
County,  as  far  surpassing  them  in  many 
respects.  He  strongly  urged  the  pro- 
tection of  the  cow  moose,  as  thereby  the 
supply  of  game  would  be  kept  up  and  in- 
creased. This  w  as  a  matter  that  not 
only  interested  the  farmers  and  guides, 
but  the  town  sportsmen  and  the  country 
at  large,  as  the  more  numerous  the  game, 
the  greater  the  number  of  foreign  sports- 
men coming  into  the  country.  These 
by  the  large  amounts  spent  for  licenses, 
guide  hire,  and  camp  supplies,  were  a 
source  of  considerable  revenue  to  the 
Province.  The  men  who  had  money  to 
spend  would  always  go  where  the  game 
was  the  most  numerous  and  the  easiest 
to  get  at. 

Mr.  R.  S.  McKay,  L.  L.  B.  responded 


to  '  'Our  Guests,  the  members  of  the  Nova 
Scotia  Guides'  Association."  He  drew 
attention  to  the  great  good  the  Guides' 
and  Game  Associations  have  done  in  pro- 
tecting the  game,  and  in  drawing  the  at- 
tention of  the  American  sportsmen  to  the 
attractions  of  Nova  Scotia  as  a  "Sports- 
man's Paradise." 

Mr.  E.  H.  Armstrong  M.  P.  P.  gave  a 
most  important  address,  touching  upon 
the  game  laws,  their  enforcement,  and 
how  they  could  be  amended  to  meet  the 
present  requirements.

While  the  general  features  must  neces- 
sarily be  similar,  there  will  be  enough 
distinction  between  the  two  to  ensure 
the  interest  of  those  who  see  both  being 
maintained  at  a  high  pressure  in  both 
places,  and  further  leading  them  to  the 
conviction  that  the  motor  power  is  the 
future  means  of  locomotion,  while  it  is 
also  a  very  important  one  in  the  present. 


The  Vanderhilt  Race  for  1908. 

The  executive  committee  of  the  Racing 
Board  of  the  American  Automobile  Asso- 
ciation has  been  constituted  as  the  Van- 
derbilt  Cup  Commission  and  have  decid- 
ed in  favor  of  a  race  being  held  during

and  each  must  carry  two  persons  seated 
side  by  side  whose  weight  must  not  be  less 
than  132  pounds  each.  Each  car  must  be 
manufactured  in  its  entirety  in  the  country 
which  it  represents.  The  entrance  fee 
is  $1,000  for  each  car  and  the  winner- 
must  deposit  a  bond  of  not  less  than 
$3,000  for  the  safety  of  the  cup  and  the 
name  of  the  winners  each  year  is  to  be 
inscribed  on  the  same,  together  with  the 
location  of  the  race,  date,  distance, 
etc.  The  date  of  the  competition 
and  rules  governing  the  same  will  be 
made  known  on  July  first  next. 


A  Great  Improvement. 

Returning  from  a  recent  extensive  tour, 
Mr.  J.  D.  Maxwell,  of  the  Maxwell- 
Briscoe  Company  bore  testimony  to  the 
improvement  in  what  he  called  the  auto- 
mobilist's  "road  manners."  He  took 
particular  notice  on  this  trip  and  in  al- 
most every  case  the  motorist  would  stop 


upon  seeing  the  raised  hand  of  a  driver 
of  a  horse  drawn  vehicle.  On  several 
occasions  he  saw  automobiles  pull  farm 
waggons  over  steep  inclines.  He  was 
convinced  that  in  the  west  horse  and 
automobile  are  becoming  intimately  ac- 
quainted and  good  fellowship  exists  be- 
tween the  farmer  and  the  motorist.  The 
same  report  will  be  made  with  respect  to 
Canada  ere  long.  A  little  forbearance  on 
both  sides  will  bring  about  a  vastly  im- 
proved state  of  things. 


The  New  York  to  Paris  Tour. 

An  actual  start  was  made  on  this  trip 
from  New  York  on  February  eleventh  the 
accounts  stating  that  "three  automo- 
bolists  in  a  big  foreign  car"  set  out  on  the 
first  stage  of  this  twenty-two  thousand 
miles  of  overland  journey.  From  New 
York  the  party  proceeded  to  Philadelphia, 
from  whence  they  struck  out  across  the 
continent.    The  occupants  of  the  car  are 
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Eugene  L.  Laurier,  Maurice  Dowhe  and 
Max  Hoffmann.  After  crossing  the  con- 
tinent the  party  will  proceed  through 
British  Columbia  to  Alaska,  across  Behring 
Strait  and  through  Asia  and  Europe  to 
the  French  capital. 

On  the  day  following  February  12th, 
six  cars  left  New  York  for  Paris.  From 
Albany  the  rout  will  be  followed  to  San 
Francisco,  which  is  the  objective  point  of 
the  first  stage  of  the  trip,  by  way  of  New 
York  State  to  Buffalo,  thence  through 
Cleveland,  Toledo,  Chicago,  Omaha, 
Cheyenne  and  San  Francisco. 

The  contesting  cars  are  the  queerest 
looking  machines  ever  devised  for  motor- 
ing purposes,  with  their  heavy  equip- 
ment of  stores  and  camp  utensils  ;  several 
were  a  modern  representation  of  the  old 
prairie  schooner.  One  resembled  a 
hook  and  ladder  truck  with  long-running 
boards  on  either  side,  equipped  with  ax- 
es, shovels,  ropes  and  a  dozen  other 
articles.  The  clothing  of  the  drivers 
varied  from  black  bearskin  to  the  pure 
white  fur  outfit  and  headdress  of  a  French 
team.  Three  French  cars,  one  German, 
one  Italian  and  one  American  started  in 
the  race.  Three  men  constitued  the  crews 
of  the  foreign  machines,  but  there  were 
only  two  in  the  American  car.  The  three 
French  cars  were  steered  by  G.  Bourcier 
St.  Chaffray,  M.  Godard  and  M.  Pons  ; 
the  German  car  by  Lieut.  Keoppen  of  the 
German  army;  the  Italian  car  by  Antonia 
Searfogilo,  and  the  American  car  by 
Montague  Roberts. 

All  the  machines  carried  the  flag  of, 
their  own  nation  and  that  of  the  United 
States.  Estimates  vary  far  as  to  the 
length  of  time  the  race  will  require.  From 
six  to  nine  months,  it  is  believed  will  be 
consumed.  All  the  drivers  are  confident 
of  reaching  their  destination  through  the 
frozen  fields  of  Alaskaand  Siberia.  Steam- 
ers will  transport  the  machines  from  San 
Francisco  to  Valdez,  Alaska,  and  from 
Nome  to  East  Cape,  Siberia,  across 
Behring  Strait.  The  route  across  Asia 
and  Europe  will  be  cared  for  by  Le  Matin, 
which  brought  about  the  now-famous 
Paris-Peking  race.  Barring  some  short 
stretches  by  water  the  automobiles  are 
expected  to  cover  the  whole  distance, 
about  20,000  miles, under  theirown power. 


A  Winter  Oar, 

At  various  times  demands  have  arisen 
for  a  car  that  will  not  have  to  go  into 
retirement  for  the  winter.  The  snow 
storms  of  the  present  winter  have  tried 
severely  any  effort  made  to  keep  the 
car  running  but  the  Garford  is  said  to 
have  been  retained  in  commission  around 
New  York  the  whole  winter.  Many  hun- 
dreds of  miles  of  roads  heavy  with  snow 
were  driven  over  and  the  car  behaved 
splendidly  the  whole  time. 


The  First  Oar. 
Further  particulars  are  given  as  to  the 
first  machine  made  car  in  America,  the 
product  of  Mr.  Elwood  Haynes.  In 
comparison  with  those  of  today  it  was  a 
very  primitive  machine  and  when  it  ran 
four  or  five  miles  without  stopping  at 
seven  miles  per  hour  on  the  level  it  was 
considered  that  a  veritable  triumph  had 
been  achieved.  The  machine  was  after- 
wards equipped  with  a  more  powerful 
motor  pneumatic  tires  and  ran,  all  told, 
about  one  thousand  miles.  The  best  re- 
cord was  five  miles  in  twenty-six  minu- 
tes. Now  Mr.  Haynes  is  building  a 
motor  weighing  350  pounds  which  read- 
ily gives  forty  horse  power. 

Working-  Under  Pressure. 
Despite  depression  in  other  trades  auto- 
mobile manufacturers  have  not  suffered 
and  the  E.  R.  Thomas  Motor  Company, 
although  working  night  as  well  as  day 
have  been  unable  to  keep  up  with  their 
new  orders.  The  greatest  demand  is  for 
their  highest  priced  car,  the  six  cylinder 
Flyer. 


Pathfinder  for  Florida  Road-Race. 
Plans  are  now  complete  for  the  Jack- 
sonville to  Miami,  Florida  Road  Race 
which  takes  place  the  second  week  in 
March.  James  Laughlin,  3rd,  the 
young  Pittsburg  millionaire,  accompan- 
ied by  Vice  President  George  E.  Sebring 
of  the  Florida  East  Coast  Auto  Associa- 
tion and  Sales  Manager  Charles  G.  Per- 
cival  of  the  Cleveland  Motor  Car  Co.  were 
appointed  through  the  efforts  of  Senator 
W.  J.  Morgan  as  Pioneer  pathfinders. 
They   surveyed   the  lay   out  of  the  360 
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miles  of  swamp  and  everglade  la>ing  be- 
tween the  untravelled  depths  between 
Jacksonville  and  Miami.  This  road  has 
never  been  completely  covered  by  an 
automobile  before.  Ralph  Owen  made 
the  trip  from  Jacksonville  to  Ormond  ; 
a  steamer  has  been  as  far  as  Rock 
Ledge.  Beyond  that  a  wilderness  of 
cane-brake,  swamp,  sand  and  tangible 
vegetation  exists  which  has  never  been 
traversed  except  by  an  occasional  ox- 
team  or  pack-mule.  From  Palm  Beach 
to  Miami  there  is  a  60  mile  road  built 
by  H.  N.  Flagner  which  required  clever 
and  hard  driving  to  bring  an  automo- 
bile through  successfully.  The  course 
of  the  race  for  many  miles  follows  the 
bank  of  the  Indian  River  and  the  course 
is  one  of  the  prettiest  in  the  country 
for  a  test  of  this  character  ;  at  places 
the  road  runs  under  over-hanging  moss 
and  miles  of  orange  groves  are  passed 
on  both  sides.  En  route  are  dozens  of 
the  so-called  Peonage  Camps  where  it 
is  claimed  thousands  of  white  men  are 
held  in  actual  slavery.  Streams  had 
to  be  forded  in  many  places  and  the 
road  for  many  miles  was  found  deep  in 
sand  making  the  use  of  the  skids,  reels 
of  canvas  and  block  and  tackle  an  ab- 
solute necessity.  The  difficulties  over 
come  made  this  Pathfinder  Test  most 
interesting  and  will  go  far  to  prove  that 
the  auto  of  today  is  so  near  perfect 
that  there  is  no  reason  to  believe  but 
the  automobile  of  today  can  traverse 
any  part  of  the  world  where  gasoline 
can  be  procured.

pine  skids,  rolls  of  canvas  and  neces- 
sary camping  equipage  to  enable  them 
to  cross  and  live  in  the  hazardous  and 
impassable  territory  of  this  part  of  the 
State  of  Florida.  For  360  miles  they 
travelled  through  the  most  historical 
part  of  any  section  of  the  United  States. 
The  first  day  but  forty  miles  was  made  to 
St.  Agustine,  the  oldest,  most  historical 
and  interesting  City  in  the  New  world 
where  a  stop  tor  the  night  was  made  at 
the  Alcazar,  the  home  of  John  Anderson 
who  entertained  the  Pathfinders.  Leaving 
the  Gates    of     St.    Agustine    on  the 


second  day  they  travelled  to  Ormond  64 
miles  away  over  the  King's  Highway 
which  was  built  during  the  Revolutionary 
War  by  the  troops  of  King  George  on 
their  famous  march  to  Georgia.  Six 
miles  beyond  the  palatial  Club-House  of 
the  Florida  East  Coast  Auto.  Association 
was  inspected,  lunch  enjoyed  and  the 
members  escorted  the  Pathfinders  over 
the  famous  Shell  Road  to  Titusville  forty 
miles  away  where  the  night  was  spent.

The  Six  Cylinder  Car. 

The  increase  to  six  cylinders  as  the 
popular  form  of  engine  for  the  present 
year  has  brought  numerous  enquiries  re- 
garding the  future  and  pessimists  clam 
that  there  will  be  still  another  increase 
and  that  the  next  step  will  lead  to  an 
eight  cylinder  car.  In  this  connection 
Mr.  David  Ferguson,  the  clever  designer 
of  the  Pierce  six  cylinder  car,  recently 
said  :  "Eight  cylinder  cars  have  been 
made  and  are  still  being  made  and  have 
their  good  qualities,  the  chief  one  of 
which  is,  that  they  do  not  occupy  much 
space  longitudinally,  but  the  ereat  ob- 
ection  to  them  is  their  increased  weight, 
cost  and  lack  of  balance  because  their 
crank  shaft  construction  still  follows  out 
the  old  multiple  square  of  two,  four, 
eight,  sixteen  and  thirty-two. 

"I  should  regard"  continues  Mr.  Fer- 
guson, "the  gas  turbine  as  the  final  and 
last  word  in  the  gas  engine  practice,  be- 
cause all  the  cycle  phases  are  reached  in, 
that  practice.  In  the  present  state  of  the 
art  the  six  cylinder  motor  is  better  than 
anv  other  multiple  type  excepting  some 
other  multiple  having  six  as  its  factors, 
such  as  twelve,  eighteen,  twenty-four, 
thirty  and  thirty-six,  the  full  degree  of 
the  circle.  Anything  above  six  cylind- 
ers is  too  long  for  an  automobile  chassis; 
so  for  that  reason  the  six  would  seem  to 
be  the  available  limit  of  cylinder  as  the 
cars  are  now  constructed."  The  tendency 
toward  six  cylinder  construction  is  shown 
abroad  at  the  Paris  Saloon,  which  closed 
recently.  In  Paris  over  seventv-seven 
different  models  of  six  cylinder  cars 
were  on  exhibition,  and  the  biggest  sales 
noted  by  the  daily  and  trade  press  were 


those    of  this    model  of  cars.    The  six 
cylinder  car  at  all    European    shows  has 
proved  the  most  popular  model  in  every 
way. 

Mr.  Glidden's  World  Tour. 

CbarlesJ.  Glidden  sailed  from  New  York 
on  Jan.  I6th  for  Egypt  and  Syria,  where 
he  will  continue  his  world's  tour.  He 
will  visit  Paris  and  will  qualify  as  a  bal- 
loon pilot  by  making  eight  more  ascen- 
sions. Mr.  Glidden  will  return  to  America 
in  time  for  the  tour  to  be  promoted 
for  the  fifth  time  by  the  A.  A.  A.,  and 
will  then  attempt  to  navigate  an  air  ship 
against  record  from  Fort  Ormaha  to 
Boston.  On  last  year's  tour  Mr.  Glidden 
rode  with  Chairman  Frank  B.  Hower  in 
his  Pierce  Small  Six  and  throughout  the 
tour  protested  against  the  speed  of  the 
Small  Six.  His  nerve  was  apparently 
not  broken  for  he  intends  to  again  accom- 
pany the  Chairman  on  the  coming  tour, 
the  Chairman  having  purchased  another 
Pierce  for  his  private  use. 


How  Endurance  Trials  are  Lost 

When  a  car  loses  out  in  one  of  the 
latter  day  endurance  runs  few  ever  stop  to 
figure  upon  the  reason  for  it  all.  The 
clubs  have  come  to  that  point  where  they 
organize  to  bring  through  an  endurance 
run  to  a  single  winner  if  possible.  Men 
enter  for  contests  of  this  character  with 
cars  not  altogether  right  and  trust  large- 
ly to  luck.  The  returns  of  the  Garford 
car  entered  in  the  Philadelphia  endurance 
run  would  serve  to  indicate  the  truth  of 
the  assertion  that  no  car  should  be  en- 
tered and  driven  in  such  a  contest  with- 
out a  thorough  overhauling  and  that  every 
item  should  be  taken  care  of  with  the 
utmost  care.  The  Garford  in  its  initial 
trip  early  in  December  was  in  a  collision 
and  apparently  suffered  no  wrong.  It 
had  been  driven  regularly  without  show- 
ing signs  of  trouble.  In  the  stress  of  the 
endurance  run  a  bolt  broke  as  a  result 
of  the  previous  accident  and  a  mud  guard 
came  off  and  the  experts  found  that  the 
wheels  in  front  were  slightly  spread. 
The  loss  *vas  sixty-five  points.  In  the

Prance  and  the  Auto. 

At  the  annual  dinner  of  the  A.  C.  A.  in 
New  York  the  French  Ambassador  re- 
sponded to  the  toast  of  ' 'France,  the 
Mother  of  the  Automobile."  In  the 
course  of  his  address  he  said  : 

' 'When  I  think  of  the  change  this  in- 
vention, while  it  is  yet  in  its  infancy,  has 
worked  in  the  world,  I  am  proud  to  think 
that  it  is  a  French  one.  France  is  the 
mother  of  many  men  and  many  things. 
The  genius  of  the  race  shows,  luckily  ,  no 
trace  of  age  or  of  fatigue .  It  has  never 
been  more  fruitful,  having  of  late 
years  given  to  the  world  the  first  dirig- 
ible balloons,  the  first  submarine  boats, 
that  extraordinary  metal,  radium,  and  all 
that  the  discoveries  of  Pasteur  mean  for 
the  alleviation  of  the  suffering  of  men. 
It  has  cut  the  Suez  Canal  ;  it  began  the 
Panama  one. 

"Machines  which  were  recently  the 
pride  of  the  trade,  and  which  still  look 
quite  new,  are  now  relegated  to  the  old 
curiosity  shop.  When  a  speed  of  21 
kilometers  per  hour  was  reached  people 
stood  aghast  with  amazement,  and  when 
were  such  people  living,  will  you  enquire? 
Were  they  cave  dwellers  and  troglodytes? 
No,  they  were  not  ;  they  were  ourselves 
twelve  years  ago. 

"The  re-invented  automobile  has  in- 
vaded the  world.  For  sometime  the 
French  were  alone  inproducing  machines. 
Competition    has    arisen    since  ;  great 


progress  has  been  accomplished  every- 
where, and  especially  in  America.  It  is 
as  it  should  be  ;  there  should  be  competi- 
tion— the  best  spur  to  progress.  You 
benefit  by  it,  and  so  do  we.  We  cannot 
go  to  sleep,  and  we  do  not,  and  we  flatter 
ourselves  that  the  product  of  our  shops 
continues  to  deserve  your  appreciation. 

"And  what  is  the  secret  of  this  suc- 
cess ?  Among  competitors  secrets  should 
not  be  told,  but  we  are  among  friends, 
and  I  shall  tell  you.  Our  secret  is  that 
we  work  slowly,  with  patient  care.  It 
is  with  us  a  natural  disposition,  fortified 
by  custom. 

"One  of  the  most  important  problems 
nowadays,  and  one  on  which  greatly 
depends  the  future  popularity  of  the  art, 
is  the  problem  of  the  dust.  The  art  has 
no  greater  enemy  than  dust.  Dust  spoils 
the  pleasure  of  all  who  use  the  roads, 
spoils  the  machine,  spoils  the  crops,  and 
the  growing  animosity  existing  in  certain 
provinces  against  automobilists  has  no 
greater  cause.  Certain  is  it  that  gard- 
ens and  orchards  bordering  much- 
frequented  roads  have  lost  all  value, 
owing  to  the  dust,  which  prevents  the 
plants  from  breathing  and  kills  them.  I 
know  of  handsome  villas  now  for  sale 
because  uninhabitable  from  the  dust 
raised  by  the  autos — for  sale,  but  un- 
saleable. The  problem  must  be  solved, 
dust  must  be  done  away  with."

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A  Canadian  Success 


It  is  always  good  to  hear  of  a  Canad- 
ian success  and  to  be  able  to  congratulate 
those  whose  enterprise  and  skill  render 
such  a  success  possible.  While  Canad- 
ians manage  to  keep  ahead  in  most  things 
they  take  a  distinctive  position  in  several 
and  in  none  more  than  motor  boating 
which  has  made  such  gigantic  strides  in 
the  Dominion  as  to  surprise  its  own 
advocates  and  supporters.  Considerable 
attention  has  naturally  been  drawn  to  the 
subject  and  marine  engines  and  motor 
boats  have  received  careful  consideration 
with  the  result  that  most  excellent  ones 
have  been  turned  out.  Amongst  the  firms 
who  have  achieved  success  in  this  line 
are  the  Scofield-Holden  MachineCompany 
of  Toronto,  and  their  greatest  success  has 
been  obtained  with  Miss  Fidgety,  last 
year's  Champion  of  Canada.  Boating 
men  will  read  with  interest  a  description 
of  this  boat  and  some  account  of  her 
performances.  The  hull  was  designed 
and  built  throughout  in  Messrs  Schofield- 
Holden's  own  boat-house  and  their  success 
is  remarkable  when  it  is  noted  that  this 
was  the  first  boat  built  by  them.  Miss 
Fidgety  is  thirty  feet  long  by  five  feet 
beam  and  is  a  double  skinned  boat  being 
made  of  two  sheetings  of  three-sixteenths 
cedar  between  which  is  a  layer  of  ten 
ounce  duck  laid  in  marine  glue.  The 
important  matter  of  a  good  engine  receiv- 
ed careful  attention  with  the  result  that 
the  firm  installed  one  of  their  own  engines 
— a  Schofield-Holden  four  cylinder,  thirty 
horse  power,  two  cycle,  three  port.  The 
engine  which  is  installed  well  forward 
being  directly  under  the  sprayhood,  has 
a  normal  speed  of  eight  hundred  revolu- 
tions per  minute  or  slowed  down  to  one 
hundred  and  fifty  revolutions.  These  wide 
differences  in  speed  are  made  possible  by 


the  use  of  the  La  Belle  Automatic  Ad- 
justing Carbureter.  This  is  likewise 
one  of  the  firm's  own  designs  and  pro- 
ductions and  they  are  placing  it  on  the 
market  in  conjunction  with  a  timer,  pump 
and  switch  all  of  the  LaBelle  design.  The 
boat  is  fitted  with  automobile  control, 
and  the  engine  starting  off  the  switch 
compares  very  favorably  with  the  latest 
design  of  automobile. 

Last  summer  Miss  Fidgety  was  used 
for  demonstrating  purposes,  and  the 
distances  travelled  by  her  are  put  at  a 
conservative  estimate,  at  five  thousand 
miles.  Towards  the  end  of  the  season  a 
trip  was  taken  down  Lake  Ontario  to  the 
Thousand  Islands,  and  all  the  speed 
boats  she  encountered  were  easily  left  be- 
hind. It  is  further  notable  that  this  trip 
of  over  sixteen  hundred  miles  was 
made  without  the  expenditure  of  one 
cent  for  repairs  and  without  encountering 
the  slightest  trouble  with  the  engine.  On 
the  return  journey  Port  Hope  was  left  at 
noon  and  the  boat  tied  up  at  the  dock  at 
Toronto  at  half  past  three  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  the  run  of  about  seventy  miles 
having  been  made  in  the  face  of  a  stiff 
breeze  and  a  heavy  sea  which  broke 
over  her  port  bow.  The  high  rate  of 
speed  at  which  the  boat  was  travelling  did 
not  give  her  time  to  ride  the  waves  but 
she  pushed  her  way  through  them,  throw- 
ing up  a  wall  of*  water  on  each  side  and 
totally  cutting  off  the  view.  The  engin- 
eer said  that  he  opened  the  throttle  full 
on  leaving  Port  Hope,  and  did  not 
touch  it  again  or  make  any  adjustment 
whatever  to  the  engine  until  reaching 
Toronto.  Miss  Fidgety  holds  the  champ- 
ionship of  Canada  for  fast  boats,  having 
never  been  beaten  and  having  made  a 
record  of  twenty  two  miles  per  hour. 


A  rather  extraordinary  celebration  for 
Indians  occurred  at  the  village  of  Caugh- 
nawaga  near  Montreal  in  the  early  part 
of  February.

For  the  Olympic  Regatta. 

Canada  will  be  represented  at  the 
Olympic  Regatta  by  the  Argonauts  great 
senior  four  and  eight  which  cleaned  up 
everything  at  the  Canadian  Henley  and 
National  Regattas,  and  with  a  single. 

Who  will  be  the  single  sculler  is 
problematical.  James  Bowler,  the  Don's 
single  sculler  who  was  at  the  St.  Kitts 
regatta  and  Lou  Scholes,  the  winner  of 
the  Diamond  Sulls  at  Henely  three  years 
ago,  are  both  in  active  training  and  will 
meet  in  a  try  out  this  Spring. 

Bowler,  who  is  a  young  sculler  just 
coming  into  his  prime,  is  rounding  into 
shape  in  handy  fashion  with  road  and 
machine  work.  Scholes  too  is  toiling 
hard  upon  the  roads  but  he  has  a  hard 
task  before  him.  Scholes  rows  at  about 
180,  and  when  he  commenced  the  grind 
he  had  almost  forty  pounds  too  much 
weight  on  him  but  by  steady  work  he  has 
pulled  himself  down  to  200  pounds.  He 
does  twelve  to  fourteen  miles  road  work 
every  day. 

"If  I  cannot  get  back  to  my  real  form 
I  will  not  even  enter  the  trial  races," 
said  Scholes  the  other  day,  "I  will  give 
it  a  real  trial  and  if  I  can  get  down  to 
weight  I'll  take  to  the  water  as  soon  as 
the  bay  breaks  up  and  give  the  boat  a 
fair  trial.  I  would  like  to  go  across  to 
England  again  but  I  wouldn't  go  unless 
I  had  a  fair  chance  sf  winning  out." 

Scholes  is  toiling  hard  on  the  rowing 
machines  at  the  Argonaut  Rowing  Club 
and  has  been  ever  since  the  middle  of 
January. 

The  Argonaut  four  and  eight  crews 
will  be  practically  the  same  as  those 
which  won  the  junior,  intermediate  or 
senior  championships. 

The  four  will  be  Longboat,  Taylor  and 
three  from  the  stern  of  the  eight. 


A  Long-  Cruise 

This  year  Lake  Ontario  will  have  a 
Canadian  replica  of  the  Chicago  to  Macki- 
naw long  distance  handicap  yacht  race. 
The  Lake  Ontario  affair  will  be  a  jaunt 
from  Hamilton  to  Chaumont  Bay,  N.  Y., 
the  headquarters  of  the  Crescent  Yacht 
Club  of  Watertown,  N.  Y..  The  race 
will  be  for  the  Rudder  Cup  and  the  ar- 
rangements will  be  in  charge  of  the  Cres- 
cent Yacht  Club  and  the  Royal  Hamilton 
Yacht  Club.  The  distance  is  about  two 
hundred  miles.  Such  a  race  if  run  in 
conjunction  with  the  annual  racing  circuit 
of  the  Lake  Yacht  Racing  would  be  a 
feature  of  the  yachting  year.  The  circuit 
could  be  started  at  Toronto  with  a  race  to 
Hamilton  where  all  the  Lake  Yacht  Rac- 
ing Association  boats  could  join.  Then 
the  race  to  Chaumont  Bay  could  be  held 
and  from  Chaumout  Bay  the  fleet  could 
race  to  Kingston  and  back  to  Coburg 
where  $250  in  prize  money  has  been 
offered. 


Will  Not  go  West. 

The  Royal  Canadian  Yacht  Club  and 
the  Royal  St.  Lawrence  Clubs  have  both 
turned  a  deaf  ear  to  the  invitation  of 
the  Chicago  Yacht  Club  to  build  a  can- 
didate for  the  Sir  John  Nutting  Cup  Race 
to  be  held  at  Chicago,  September  11th — 
I5th.  The  Nutting  Cup  is  for  an  eighteen 
foot  restricted  class  boat  which  would  be 
a  mongrel  on  Lake  Ontario  waters;  there- 
fore the  Qlubs  up  this  way  could  not  see 
their  way  clear  to  build  a  boat  that  could 
not  make  any  of  the  existing  L.  Y.  R.  A. 

The  R.  C.  Y.  C.  too,  was  in- 
vited to  send  a  fleet  to  Detroit  to  a  big 
regatta  there  but  the  members  did  not 
take  to  the  idea  with  any  great  degree  of 
enthusiasm.

A  satisfactory  condition  of  affairs  in 
connection  with  the  club  was  shown  by  a 
report  of  the  secretary.  Twenty-six 
members  and  non-resident  members  who 
were  in  arrears  with  their  subscriptions 
had  been  stricken  off  the  list  of  member- 
ship on  the  suggestions  made  at  the  last 
general  meeting,  with  the  result  that  the 
arrears  this  year  were  only  $512  instead 
of  $1033  in  the  previous  year. 

Extensive  alterations  to  the  property 
of  the  club  house  had  made  the  expendi- 
ture for  the  year  heavier  than  usual,  with 
the  result  that  surplus  of  revenue  over 
expenditure  was  $12.42  only. 

Improvements  had  also  been  made  in 
the  harbor  which  had  been  deepened  with 
the  assistance  of  the  government  dredge 
and  a  better  anchorage  secured  for  yachts. 
Improvements  had  also  been  made  to  the 
club  pier. 

A  small  profit  was  reported  on  the 
gasoline  tank  which  had  been  installed 
early  in  the  season.  A  considerable  profit 
was  expected  from  the  same  source  dur- 
ing the  coming  season. 

The  large  shed  had  been  again  leased 
to  the  St.  Lawrence  Yacht  Company 
and  the  club  steam  yacht  "St.  Louis" 
had  been  leased  to  the  same  concern  for 
three  years. 

It  has  been  officially  decided  that  there 


shall  be  no  Seawanaka  Cup  challenge 
this  year. 


What  Would  Happen  ? 

Just  what  effect  the  presence  of  the 
big  fleet  of  Canadian  boats  from  Lake 
Ontario  would  have  on  the  next  regatta 
of  the  Interlake  Yachting  association,  if 
they  accept  the  invitation  is  a  matter 
of  conjecture  along  Lake  Erie  just  now. 
Will  it  increase  the  attendance  of  Lake 
Erie  yachts,  or  will  it  diminish  it  ?  is  a 
question  that  is  often  asked,  and  if  the 
attendance  is  increased  this  year,  will  the 
dissatisfaction  which  may  arise  tend  to 
disrupt  the  association  forseveral  years  to 
come?  is  another  question.  Noone  yet  has 
openly  attacked  Commodore  Worthing- 
ton's  motive  in  inviting  the  Canadians 
to  be  present  and  participate  in  the  races, 
and  acting  on  the  supposition  that  they 
will  come  in  great  force,  some  first  class 
sport  should  result  and  the  attendance 
ought  to  be  the  largest  in  years. 

Last  year  the  same  Canadian  clubs  were 
invited,  and  we  sent  one  boat,  the  Invad- 
er, which  at  one  time  successfully  defend- 
ed the  Canada's  cup  from  the  Cadilac, 
which  up  to  that  time  had  been  practically 
invincible.  At  Put-in-Bay  last  year  the 
Invader  easily  took  everything  in  her 
class  and  no  time  did  it  appear  that 
Skipper  Fearnside,  Hamilton  was  pushing 
his  boat  to  the  limit. 

At  the  end  of  the  week  when  the  prizes 
were  distributed  and  the  Invader  got 
everything  in  the  universal  class,  there 
was  a  large  amount  of  dissatisfaction  ex- 
pressed both  by  the  public  and  press,  and 
an  attempt  was  made  to  protest  the 
Ontario  craft.  But  while  the  protest  was 
not  filed,  the  feelings  of  some  of  the 
yachtsmen  remained  and  the  wound  made 
then  has  not  quite  healed,  and  a  repetition 
of  last  season  may  possibly  be  looked  for 
this  summer. 

Yachtsmen  to  a  certain  degree  are 
somewhat  clannish,  and  in  the  past  have 
insisted  that  the  Interlake  meeting  and 
prizes  were  for  the  interlake  boats,  and 
it  is  doubtful  if  these  same  sailors  have 
changed  their  minds  any  in  a  few  short 
months.

Alpine  Club  Notes. 


The  President  has  returned  from  his 
visit  to  London  to  attend  the  Jubilee 
Celebration  of  the  English  Alpine  Club. 
An  account  of  his  trip  will  appear  in  our 
next  issue. 


On  the  11th  inst.  the  Calgary  members 
of  the  Alpine  Club  held  their  annnal 
dinner.  Sixty-five  persons  were  present 
and  the  greatest  enthusiasm  prevailed. 
The  function  was  made  the  occasion  of 
a  welcome  to  the  President  on  his  return. 
An  original  poem  after  the  style  of 
Drummond's  "Habitant"  describing  the 
terrors  of  climbing  Mt.  Aberdeen  was 
read  by  W.  S.  Hunt.  An  address  by  the 
President  described  his  visit  to  London 
and  attendance  at  the  Alpine  dinner;  also 
his  trip  to  Switzerland  and  the  sad  fatal 
accident  that  occurred  to  one  of  his  party 
while  crossing  the  Michatel  range  by  the 
Wind  Joch. 

It  has  been  decided  to  hold  the  Annual 
Camp  in  July  next  at  Rogers'  Pass  on 
the  summit  of  the  Selkirk  range.  Given 
suitable  weather,  this  camp  will  surpass 
all  that  have  yet  been  held.  It  will  em- 
brace the  climax  of  mountain  scenery 
and  embody  the  charm  of  surroundings 


entirely  new.  The  rich  color  contrasts, 
luxuriant  tropical  foliage  and  the  won- 
derful cloud  effects  of  the  Selkirks  will 
long  remain  in  the  memories  of  those 
who  are  fortunate  enough  to  be  present. 
In  this  connection,  no  member  should 
attend  the  Camp  without  first  having 
read  "The  Selkirk  Range. " 

' 'The  Selkirk  Range"  is  a  Government 
publication,  and  can  be  had  by  address- 
ing the  Secretary  of  the  Department  of 
the  Interior,  Ottawa,  Ontario,  and  for- 
warding the  sum  of  one  dollar.  The 
work  comprises  two  handsomely  bound 
volumes  which  should  be  in  every  Cana- 
dian's library. 

Vol.  I.  deals  with  the  subject  matter 
and  contains  450  pages,  with  over  one 
hundred  illustrations.  Vol.  II.  contains 
a  magnificent  topographical  map  of  the 
range,  with  numerous  smaller  maps, 
panoramas  and  sketches.  No  Club 
Member,  and  especially  those  who  intend 
being  present  at  the  next  Camp,  should 
be  without  these  maps. 

The  insignificant  cost  is  merely  nom- 
inal and  is  for  the  purpose  of  covering 
the  cost  of  distribution;  the  actual  value 
of  the  two  volumes  is  at  least  five 
dollars. 


A  trapper  of  Warwick  township  was 
out  oh  his  bargain  with  respect  to  musk- 
rat  skins  recently.  He  trapped  fifty- 
three  during  November  and  sold  them 
across  the  border  for  twenty-eight  cents 
each,  thus  realizing  $14.84.  His  pro- 
ceedings however  had  been  under  ob- 
servation and  Game  Warden  John  M. 
Gibson  had  him  before  Police  Magistrate 
Noble,  of  Strathroy,  who  fined  him  $20 
and  $5.60  costs,  thus  leaving  him  out  by 
$10.76  in  addition  to  all  his  labors*  If 
trappers  are  taught  in  this  way  that  se- 
curing pelts  out  of  season  is  a  dead  loss 
to  them  they  will  soon  desist,  and  if  they 
find  the  odds  against  them  they  will 
cease  following  an  unprofitable  occupa- 
tion. If  game  wardens  and  magistrates 
will  see  to  it  that  this  condition  of  things 
is  brought  about  they    will    protect  our 


fur  bearing  animals  in  the  most  efficient' 
way. 


Inspector  Kerr,  of  Hamilton,  Ont. , 
effected  a  capture  last  month  of  a  man 
whom  he  has  suspected  of  illegal  fishing 
for  twelve  months.  When  he  caught 
him  the  man  had  eight  black  bass  in  a 
bag.  The  captured  one  turned  nasty  and 
threatened  to  shoot  the  Inspector.  When 
before  the  magistrate  the  man  denied 
this  -a-nd  alleged  that  he  had  bought  the 
fish  from  "a  man  on  the  ice."  This  de- 
fence did  not  save  him  from  a  $10  fine, 
which  might  easily  have  been  made 
larger  as  the  law  allows  penalties  rang- 
ing from  $5  to  $50  for  each  fish  and  In- 
spector Kerr  pressed  for  a  severe  penalty 
as  the  man  well  knew  he  was  breaking 
the  law. 


Our  Medicine  Bag 


Mr.  A.  C.  Ross  writes  from  Morin 
township,  Algoma:  "This  is  the  sea- 
son of  the  year  when  lovers  of  the  wild 
would  like  to  see  the  hardy  red  deer  and 
their  well  laid  out  runways.  These  run 
mostly  from  swamps  and  often  go  over 
steep  hills  always  leading  to  patches  of 
ground  hemlock.  If  not  molested  the 
deer  do  not  travel  far  from  the  yarding 
ground  in  this  wintry  weather.  This 
year  the  deer  have  shed  their  horns 
early.  I  saw  one  minus  his  head  gear  as 
early  as  January  sixth  and  the  same 
week  a  friend  picked  up  a  cast  horn  on 
the  snow.  Wolves  have  not  reached 
this  township  in  any  great  numbers  and  up 
to  the  time  of  writing  the  deer  have  been 
perfectly  safe  as  the  snow  was  not  deep 
and  without  crust.  We  have  both 
moose  and  red  deer  here  and  it  the 
weather  continues  favorable  Mr.  Wolf's 
meat  ration  will  be  pretty  slim,  as  rab- 
bits are  scarce  and  partridge  more  so. 
The  partridge  require  a  few  years'  pro- 
tection as  the  snow  storm  last  May 
killed  off  most  of  last  year's  hatch. 
Lynx  are  becoming  more  numerous  and 
I  fully  believe  they  destroy  more  game 
large  and  small  than  the  wolves,  as  they 
are  more  daring,  particularly  on  the 
verge  of  the  settlement  where  game  is 
plentiful.  With  regard  to  the  dog  con- 
troversy I  should  like  to  say  that  all  the 
dogs  coming  in .  here  are  owned  by  the 
city  people.  I  know  that  some  men  in 
this  vicinity  who  know  the  runways 
snipe  the  deer,  chase  the  dogs  and  kill 
more  deer  than  the  hunters  convey  to 
their  homes.  If  there  is  one  thing  in 
particular  I  do  not  like  it  is  the  dogs  com- 
ing on  to  my  place  for  I  encourage  the 
deer  to  come  as  my  guests  feeding  them 
with  salt  and  mixed  food.  We  are  all 
fond  of  seeing  them  come  and  go.  It 
seems  certain  that  the  ground  hemlock 
will  not  last  for  many  seasons  round  here. 
When  it  is  done  the  herd  will  vanish  and 
seek  new  feeding  grounds.  In  the 
meantime,  in  spite  of  dogs,  the  deer  can 
take  care  of  themselves.    The  unbroken 


forest  is  their  best  defence.  Few  men 
will  follow  them  further  than  five  miles 
in  the  bush  for  they  know  the  added  ex- 
pense of  getting  them  out  and  a  poorly 
paid  guide  is  not  going  to  kill  himself  as 
a  pack  horse.  The  few  that  are  killed 
and  wounded  within  the  hearing  of  the 
cow  bells  are  not  going  to  diminish  the 
numbers  around  here. 


A  considerable  amount  of  misappre- 
hension has  arisen  in  the  unorganized 
districts  of  the  Province  owing  to  the 
fact  that  in  the  Ontario  Game  Act  passed 
last  year  the  clause  exempting  settlers 
in  unorganized  districts  from  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Act  so  far  as  regarded  game 
killed  for  their  own  meat,  was  dropped, 
and  consequently  is  no  longer  the  law. 
The  clause  in  question  was  so  greatly 
abused  that  the  Government  was  advised 
not  to  re-enact  it  and  under  the  present 
Act  the  only  provision  made  is  in  Clause 
9,  sub-section  f,  which  provides  for  ex- 
emptions only  in  such  sparsely  settled 
portions  of  the  Province  as  may  be  spe- 
cified by  Orders  in  Council  whether  the 
same  be  organized  or  unorganized.  A 
sharp  reminder  of  the  change  in  the  law 
was  recently  given  to  a  settler  in  the  un- 
organised township  of  Spence  in  the 
Parry  Sound  district.  Game  Warden 
Willmott,  of  Bracebridge,  found  that 
the  settler  had  killed  deer  out  of  season 
and  accordingly  brought  the  case  before 
Police  Magistrate  McArthur,  of 
Buck's  Falls.  The  offence  was  admitted, 
the  settler  pleading  that  he  did  not  know 
of  the  change  in  the  law.  A  fine  of  $20 
and  costs  was  inflicted  and  the  warning 
thus  given  is  likely  to  prove  effective  in 
that  district.  The  changes  cannot  be 
made  too  widely  known  throughout  the 
Province. 


Hunting-  With  Dogs. 

Parry  Sound  North  Star:  It  is  said 
that  about  seven  hundred    hunters  and 
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about  twice  that  number,  at  least,  of 
dogs,  went  up  the  line  of  the  C.  N.  O. 
R.  north  of  Parry  Sound,  in  the  last 
hunting-  season,  and  that  each  hunting 
party  returned  with  its  full  quota  of  deer 
killed.  If  this  be  so,  and  the  figures  are 
accurate,  it  would  mean  that  fourteen 
hundred  deer  were  killed  in  the  new 
hunting  districts  opened  up  by  the  con- 
struction of  the  G.  N.  O.  R.  While 
this  speaks  well  for  the  new  hunting 
districts,  and  is  a  splendid  advertisement 
for  the  C.  N.  O.  R.,  we  would  like  to 
ask  the  question  as  to  how  long  the  deer 
will  last  in  this  district  if  fourteen  hun- 
dred are  killed  in  a  small  part  of  it  each 
year.  The  fact  is  that  altogether  too 
many  deer  are  killed.  And  it  is  not 
alone  the  number  taken  out  that  are  to 
be  counted,  but  also  those  that  were 
wounded  and  subsequently  died  of  their 
wounds  or  fell  victims  to  the  dogs  and 
wolves  which  roam  the  bush.  After  the 
hunting  season  a  certain  number  of  dogs 
are  lost  in  the  woods,  and  for  a  time 
these  dogs  exist  on  the  deer  they  are 
able  to  kill,  or  which  have  been  wounded 
and  crawl  away  to  die  from  wounds  re- 
ceived in  the  hunting  season. 

During  the  past  week  a  number  of 
gentlemen  who  are  old  hunters  and 
know  of  the  condition  of  affairs,  have 
called  at  this  office,  and  in  the  course  of 
their  conversation  have  given  us  valua- 
ble pointers  as  to  hunting  and  the  grad- 
ual disappearance  of  deer  in  the  past 
years.  These  gentlemen  all  enthusias- 
tically praise  our  stand  against  hunting 
deer  with  dogs,  and  join  with  us  in  say- 
ing that  if  dogs  were  prohibited  in  the 
hunting  districts  there  would  be  less  deer 
killed,  and  the  deer  that  are  not  killed, 
but  manage  to  escape  the  dogs,  would 
not  be  driven  out  of  the  district.  They 
also  strongly  approve  of  our  suggestion 
as  to  the  necessity  for  the  organization 
of  a  district  fish  and  game  protective  as- 
sociation, and  the  sending  to  Toronto  of 
a  strong  deputation  to  press  their  views 
upon  the  Government  and  fish  and  game 
department,  and  to  protest  in  the  strong- 
est possible  terms  against  the  hunting  of 
deer  with  dogs. 

We  invite  the  co-operation  of  all  resi- 
dents of  the  district  in  this  matter,  so 
that  the  views  of  the  people  of  the  hunt- 


ing districts  will  be  heard  as  well  as  of 
the  outside  hunters,  in  whose  interests  the 
laws  are  made. 


A  correspondent  writes  from  Mel- 
bourne, Quebec:  4<I  was  much  interest- 
ed in  the  article  on  "The  Scarcity  of 
Partridges"  by  Alfred  J.  Horsey  in  the 
January  number  and  also  the  note  by 
Mr.  E.  J.  McVeigh  in  the  February 
issue  on  the  same  subject.  The  almost 
complete  disappearance  of  partridges 
during  the  last  two  seasons  has  been  a 
complete  mystery  to  me  and  I  am  sure 
many  of  your  readers  would  be  glad, 
with  myself,  if  other  sportsmen  would 
contribute  from  their  experience  and 
knowledge  towards  some  solution  of  the 
causes  which  have  brought  such  a  condi- 
tion of  things  about.  I  have  been  un- 
able to  formulate  any  theory  though  I 
observed  myself  that  two  seasons  ago 
there  were  very  few  young  birds  and  last 
season  the  young  birds  were  more 
numerous." 


At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Iowa  State  College  Mr. 
C.  A.  Scott  of  the  United  States  Forest 
Service  was  elected  to  the  Chair  of  For- 
estry to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
resignation    of  Professor    H.  P.  Baker 
who  accepted  a  more  lucrative  position 
at  the  Pennsylvania  State  College.  Mr. 
Scott  is  a  graduate  of  the  Kansas  State 
Agricultural  College  and  a  student  of  the 
Yale   College  of  Forestry.     Mr.  Scott 
has  been  continuously  in  the  employment 
of  the  Forest  Service  since  graduation 
and  during  this  period  of  seven  years  has 
gradually  advanced  through  all  stages  of 
the  work  from  that  of  Student  Assistant 
to  Forest  Supervisor,   which  position  he 
resigned  to    accept  the    Chair  of  For- 
estry   at    the   Iowa     State  College. 
His   work   has  been  largely  confined  to 
the  Middle  West  and  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tain States;  hence  he  has  the  advantage 
of  being  familiar  with  the  forestry  condi- 
tions  of  the  Upper  Mississippi  Valley. 
Since  its  origin  he  has  had  charge  of  the 
extensive  forest  nurseries  and  plantings 
of  the  Dismal  River    National  Forest.

der  lease,  from  the  Quebec  Government, 
a  large  tract  of  virgin  forest,  most  of 
which  has  not  been  surveyed  and  which 
contains  about  two  hundred  and  fifty 
square  miles  of  territory.  There  are 
fully  one  hundred  lakes,  many  of  which 
are  not  even  named.  As  many  as  thirty- 
two  deer  have  been  taken  by  club  mem- 
bers at  one  hunt.  Fish,  mostly  trout, 
abound,  and  are  of  three  varieties,  Grey, 
Red  and  Brook.  The  Grey  trout  often 
weigh  thirty  pounds  and  a  Red  trout 
weighing  six  pounds  and  even  larger  is 
not  uncommon  and  the  average  of  this 
beautiful  species  is  about  three  to  three 
and  a  half  lbs.  Brook  trout  are  very 
plentiful  and  afford  excellent  sport. 

One  result  of  the  cold  winter  is  said  to 
have  led  to  one  of  the  largest  caribou 
migrations  ever  known.  The  animals 
came  from  the  wilds  of  Alaska  and  work- 
ing their  way  southward  reached  the 
fastnesses  of  the  mountains  of  the  lower 
Yukon  territory. 


Splendid  work  has  been  accomplished 
by  the  Perth  Branch  of  the  Ontario  Fish 
and  Game  Protective  Association.  Since 


the  establishment  of  the  branch  in  the 
spring  of  last  year  no  less  than  eight 
convictions  have  been  secured  for 
breaches  of  the  fish  and  game  laws;  five 
other  cases  have  been  met  by  payments 
of  costs  and  warnings  given  in  several 
other  instances.  An  excellent  overseer 
has  been  appointed  for  the  district  and  it 
is  believed  that  the  fear  of  the  law  now 
prevails  in  the  land.  In  one  of  the  cases 
referred  to  above  two  residents  of  Drum- 
mond  were  fined  $46.20  for  killing  a  deer 
out  of  season.  The  offence  occurred  in 
a  large  swamp  near  the  farm  of  the 
offenders.  Convictions  could  h* ve  been 
registered  against  four  men  and  fines  of 
$400  inflicted.  It  was  thought,  however, 
that  convictions  in  two  cases  with  the 
fine  recorded  above  would  suffice  as  a 
warning,  though  a  heavier  result  may 
follow  next  time.  As  an  illustration  of 
the  manner  in  which  the  work  of  the  as- 
sociation is  often  misunderstood  it  may 
be  mentioned  that  when  the  friends  at 
Perth  endeavored  last  spring  to  protect 
the  pickerel  the  rumor  got  out  that  the 
wish  of  the  association  was  to  prevent 
the  people  from  taking  suckers.  As  a 
matter  of  fact  the  members  of  the  asso- 
ciation just  wish  the  people  to  take  the 
suckers  as  it  is  believed  they  destroy  the

The  following  resolution  was  passed  at 
the  semi-annual  meeting  of  the  People's 
Game  and  Fish  Protective  Association  of 
Nova  Scotia  held  at  Yarmouth  in  the 
early  part  of  February:  "Whereas  it 
has  been  established  beyond  question 
that  there  is  a  divided  jurisdiction  over 
the  inland  fisheries  of  the  provinces  of 
Canada,  the  federal  government  controll- 
ing the  seasons  for  fishing  and  some 
other  matters,  but  the  ownership  and 
rights  to  issue  fishing  permits  being 
solely  in  the  government  of  the  several 
provinces.  And  whereas  other  provinces 
of  the  Dominion  have  assumed  control  of 
their  fisheries  and  enacted  legislation 
with  reference  thereto,  in  so  far  as  their 
powers  extend,  but  no  action  to  that  end 
has  yet  been  taken  in  the  province  of 
Nova  Scotia  with  the  result  that  many 
thousands  of  dollars  are  being  annually 
lost  to  this  province,  and  the  inland  fish- 
eries of  the  province  are  being  depleted, 
owing  largely  to  the  influx  of  foreign 
fishermen  who  have  been  allowed  free 
fishing  privileges  in  our  lakes  and 
streams.  And  whereas  the  order-in- 
coUncil  of  the  Dominion  government 
passed  September  12th,  1907,  diverts  the 
revenues  from  fishing  permits  to  the  Do- 
minion instead  of  the  provincial  treasury. 
Therefore  resolved  that  this  association 
request  the  government  of  Nova  Scotia 
to  enact  legislation  relative  to  our  inland 
fisheries  making*  it  illegal  for  non-res- 
idents of  the  province  to  fish  in  our  in- 
land waters  without  having  previously 
taken  out  permits  therefor  and  over  ' such 
other  matters  as  the  provincial  authority 
extends.  Said  permits  to  be  as  follows: 
License  for  trout  to  be  five  dollars  for 
one  month,  or  ten  dollars  for  the  season; 
for  salmon,  ten  dollars  for  one  month 
and  twenty  dollars  for  the  season.  And 
further  resolved  that  in  the  interests  of 
the  province  and  of  the  inland  fisheries

The  North  American  Fish  and  Game 
Protective  Association  held  its  annual 
meetings  at  Albany,  N.  Y. ,  on  February- 
twelfth  and  thirteenth,  about  three  hun- 
dred members  attending  from  the  differ- 
ent States  and  Provinces.  The  Associa-' 
tion  favored  international  control  of  the 
fisheries  of  the  Great  Lakes  and  the  St. 
Lawrence.  A  resolution  was  adopted 
urging-  the  Canadian  Government  to  set 
aside  a  tract  of  400  square  miles  of  for- 
est land  in  British  Columbia  as  a  national 
game  preserve.  Another  resolution 
adopted  urged  both  the  Canadian  and 
the  United  States  Governments  to  set 
aside  all  available  forest  tracts  and  waste 
lands  for  fish  and  game  propagation. 
In  accordance  with  the  constitution  the 
meetings  next  year  will  be  held  in  Can- 
ada and  Toronto  was  agreed  upon,  the 
Hon.  J.  O.  Reaume  being  tendered  the 
Presidency.

Association,  is  interesting  not  only  as  settling 
satisfactorily  a  moot  question  regarding  the 
conduct  of  registered  tournaments  in  Canada, 
but,  also,  for  the  terse  statement  of  fact  in 
Mr.  Duff's  letter  regarding  trap  shooting  con- 
ditions in  Canada:

Dear  Mr.  Shaner. — There  are  one  or  two 
matters  in  connection  with  the  new  arrange- 
ment regarding  registration  of  tournaments, 
that,  in  the  interests  of  Canadian  Trapshoot- 
ing,  I  respectfully  desire  to  bring  to  your  at- 
tention. 

1.  The  Interstate  Association  is  composed 
of,  and  supported  by,  American  manufacturers, 
and  was  brought  into  being  by  them. 

2.  The  Dominion  of  Canada  Trap  Shooting 
Association  is  composed  of,  and  supported  by, 
the  trapshooters  of  Canada,  and  was  brought 
into  being  by  them. 

3.  The   Interstate   Association   was  formed 


"for  the  encouragement  of  trap  shooting"  and 
the  Dominion  of  Canada  Trap  Shooting  Asso- 
ciation was  formed  for  a  similar  purpose. 

4.  The  Interstate  Association's  Rules  abso- 
lutely debar  all  manufacturers  outside  of  the 
United  States  from  becoming  members. 

5.  The  Interstate  Association,  I  under- 
stand, grants  large  sums  of  money  each  year 
to  various  tournaments,  held  under  its  auspi- 
ces and  rules,  in  different  sections  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  but  has  never,  as  an  Association, 
contributed  one  dollar  to  a  tournament  in  Ca- 
nada. 

o.  The  Dominion  of  uanada  Trap  tonoot- 
mg  Association,  una  tne  ^un  duos  afiiu«a,ted 
tiitsrew'itn,  aua  about  $ouuo  eacn  year  to  vari- 
ous louiuauteuto,  •  nexu  under  its  u-uspices  etna 
ruies,  in  aiuerent  sections  oi  Canaua,  every 
uoiiar  oi  wmcn  is  contributed  by  tne  xrap- 
snooters.

wnen  it  has  never,  as  an  Association,  sup- 
ported tr&Pshooting  in  Canada  hy  contributing 
one  dollar  thereto,  aind  besides  debarring  Ca- 
nadians from  membership  v  in  justice  and  fair 
play,  can  an  Association  control  where  they 
neither  give  aid  or  grant  representation  ? 

To  take  the  other  side  oi  the  case.  The 
Dominion  of  Canada  Trapshooting  Association 
and  the  various  gun  clubs  affiliated  therewith 
are  thankful  to  American  miiinufacturers  for 
support  by  giving  advertisements  for  their 
programmes  and  sending  experts  to  demon- 
strate their  goods  and  assist  at  times,  in  the 
office,  and,  of  course,  a  continuance  of  this 
support  is  desired  at  the  same  rates  as  are 
given  to  others. 

Speaking  for  myself  only,  I  am  in  favor  of 
the  registered  tournaments,  because  it  will  a- 
void  conflict  of  dates,  furnish  accurate  records 
and  abolish  "graft"  and  "padding"  of  scores, 
and  I  believe  the  Dominion  of  Canada  Trap- 
shooting  Association,  and  its  affiliated  Gun 
Clubs,  will  offer  no  objection  to  the  registra- 
tion, but  on  the  contrary  will  cheerfully  regis- 
ter and  conform  to  the  Rules  in  every  partic- 
ular, provided  the  Dominion  of  Canada  Trap- 
shooting  Association  and  affiliated  clubs  hold 
their  tournaments  under  the  constitution,  by- 
laws and  rules  of  the  Dominion  Association, 
which  rules  differ  only  very  slightly  from  those

IN  ONTARIO:  There  are  (1)  the  re- 
gion round  about  Muskoka  Lakes; 
(2)  the  rivers,  lakes  and  inlets  of 
Georgian  Bay,  between  Parry 
Sound  and  the  French  River;  (3) 
the  country  surrounding  the  Moose 
Mountain  Iron  Mines,  north  of 
Sudbury;  and  (4)  the  unequalled 
lakes,  rivers  and  woods,  along  the 
old  Dawson  Water  Route  to  the 
West,  from  Port  Arthur  to  the 
Lake  of  the  Woods. 

IN  QUEBP:C:  Five  hundred  miles  of 
line  from  Hawkesbury,  on  the  Ot- 
tawa River,  to  Chicoutimi  on  the 
Saguenay;  traversing  the  Valleys  of 
the  Ottawa,  the  St.  Maurice,  and 
the  Patiscan;  the  Laurentian 
Mountains,  and  the  remarkable 
Lake  St.  John  region.  The  new 
line  to  La  Tuque  reaches  a  pre- 
serve belonging  to  the  Quebec  & 
Lake  St.  John  Railway. 

IN  NOVA  SCOTIA:  The  incompar- 
able Ocean  Shore,  with  salt  and 
fresh  water  fishing;  the  lakes  and 


woods  of  the  watershed  that 
abound  with  fish,  moose  and  all 
kinds  of  game.  Tjje  West  Coast  of 
Cape  Breton  Island,  and  the  sal- 
mon and  trout  streams  >  that  flow 
into  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence. 

LM  MANITOBA:  The  Riding  and 
Duck  Mountains;  the  Porcupine 
Forest  Reserves;  and  the  resorts  of 
game  around  Lakes  Winnipeg, 
Manitoba,  and  Dauphin. 

IN  SASKATCHEWAN:  The  wood- 
lands, rivers  and  lakes,  north  of 
the  towns  in  the  Saskatchewan 
Valley,  such  as  Prince  Albert  and 
the  Battlefords;  and  the  district 
through  which  the  railways  to 
Hudson  Bav  as  far  as  the  Pas,  is 
built. 

IN  ALBERTA:  The  whole  country 
which  makes  Edmonton  the  largest 
fur  trade  centre  in  Canada;  in- 
cluding the  Valley  of  the  Athabas- 
ca; and  the  streams  that  come 
down  from  the  Rocky  Mountains.

|T  requires  more  than  ordinary  cour- 
age in  these  days  to  set  out  to  tell 
a  fish  story.  It  has  been  said  that 
the  only  really  reliable  fish  story  that  was 
ever  told  was  when  the  Disciples  con- 
fessed, "Master,  we  have  toiled  all  night 
and  have  taken  nothing!"  Well,  after 
all,  the  success  of  the  true  fisherman  is 
not  always  to  be  measured  by  the  con- 
tents of  his  creel, 
as  he  runs  his 
canoe  ashore  in 
the  purple  twi- 
light. "What 
have  you  caught? ' ' 
said  a  friend  to  a 
celebratedFrench 
dramatist,  as  he 
met  him  coming 
from  the  river, 
where  he  had 
spent  the  day. 
"Caught!"  sai  d 
he,  "I  have 
caught  a  drama 
in  three  acts, 
with  a  denoument 
that  will  be  the 
talk  of  all  Paris!" 

So  we  shall  not 
worry  even  if  we 
cannot  tempt  a  fish  from  the 
Lake  Joseph;  we  shall  have

depths  of 
a  pleasant 
run  among  beautiful  islands,  and  behold 
Nature  at  her  best  this  June  day. 

The  steam  guage  on  the  Midget  points 
to  ninety  pounds  and  the  safety  valve  is 


beginning  to  sing;  so  let  us  be  off.  The 
little  launch  will  seat  comfortably  only 
about  a  dozen;  but  it  is  one  of  the  pleas- 
ures of  the  imagination  that  all  the 
readers  of  "Rod  and  Gun"  can  accom- 
pany us  as  we  run  out  from  the  landing. 
The  crew  consists  of  four:  the  Captain- 
Engineer-Stoker;  the  First  Mate;  a 
Young    Lady    Pilot  at  the  wheel,  who, 

before  the  sum- 
mer ended, knew 
every  buoy  and 
rockand  channel 
in  the  lake,  andi 
who  steered  the 
Midget  home  in 
safety  throu  gh 
two  bad  storms,, 
and  some  very 
dark  nights;  and 
a  Young  Man, 
the  most  invet- 
erate fishermanl 
know  of,  and 
who  for  two  sea- 
sons holds  the 
record  for  the 
biggest  pickerel 
caught. 

We  run  out 
from  under  the 
shadows  of  the  hemlocks,  passing  a  point 
where  the  rocks  rise  abruptly  from  the 
water's  edge,  the  pines  towering  high 
above.  Just  at  the  point  among  some 
loose  stones  you  see  the  blackened  em 
bers  of  a  fire.    This    had    been  built  a 
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night  to  attract  the  fishes,  probably 
pickerel,  while  the  fisherman  sat  on  the 
shore  with  his  rod  and  line. 

It  is  strange  that  fire  has  such  a  fas- 
cination for  most  living  creatures.  A 
deer  will  invariably  approach  a  lantern 
placed  on  a  stump  in  some  old  clearing 
if  he  once  catches  sight  of  it.  Birds  of 
passage  dash  themselves  against  the 
beacon  lights  along  theseashore.  Fishes, 
too,  will  approach  these  fires  built  on  the 
shore,  and  many  are  caught  that  way. 

As  we  pass  the  point  the  course  is  laid 
south,  down  what  is  called  the  Long 
C  h  annel,  be-_ 
tween  the  main 
land  and  Clark- 
son's  Isl  and. 
To  the  right  is 
a  beau  t  i  f  u  1 
shoal  of  white 
sand,  and  here 
in  the  Autumn 
the  he  r  r  i  n  g 
come  to  spawn. 
When  the  shoal 
is  passed  we 
can  run  in  close 
to  the  shore. 
The  woods 
have  still  all  the 
f  r  e  shness  of 
early  summer, 
and  the  choke- 
cherry  trees  and 
wildgrape  vines 
are  in  bloom, add  fill  the  air  with  their 
fragrance.  Half  a  mile  and  we  run  out 
into  a  wide  expanse.  The  shore  line  re- 
cedes to  the  West  forming  Foote's  Bay. 
A  mile  and  a  half  away  you  can  see  the 
wharf  at  Gostick's,  and  half  a  mile  in- 
land is  the  Medora  church,  and  also  the 
new  station  of  the  C.  N.  O.  Railway. 
But  we  are  not  going  there  this  time; 
though  that  is  where  the  boats  and 
launches  converge  to  on  Sunday  morn- 
ings. We  keep  on  to  the  south  to 
Staney  Brae  where  we  get  our  mail,  and 
then  run  to  Hamil's,  passing  many  pretty 
points  and  islands. 

Backing  out  from  Hamil's  Point  dock 
we  turn  again  north,  laying  our  course 
so  as  to  cross  this  wide  stretch  of  open 
water.  We  must  run  well  out  before 
letting  down  the  line.     We  run   at  half

speed  while  getting  the  tackle  ready. 
And  while  doing  so  let  me  describe  it, 
and  thereby  answer  innumerable  ques- 
tions put  to  us  during  the  summer,  as  to 
how  we  managed  to  catch  salmon  trout 
when  others  could  not.  (One  young 
chap  at  my  elbow  irreverently  remarks, 
"It's  all  in  the  way  you  hold  your 
mouth!") 

To  begin  with  the  rod  is  a  first-class 
bamboo,  bought  on  Holborn  Viaduct  in 
what  was  the  only  apology  for  a  Depart- 
mental store  I  saw  in  London.  But  the 
rod  is  all  right,  and  has  stood  the  strain 

 of  b  ig  fish 

where  more  ex- 
pensive ro  d  s 
failed.  Then 
there  is  the 
Line.  This  is 
three  hundred 
feet  long,  and 
made  of  the 
finest  annealed 
copper  wi  r  e, 
almost  as  fine 
as  a  hair.  This 
is  wound  on  a 
s  p  e  c  ial  reel 
made  of  nickle, 
and  suppli  e  d 
with  a  brake 
that  will  check 
the  running  out 
instantly  when 
so    des  i  r  e  d. 


The  bait  is  a  chub  or  shiner  about  four 
inches  long  attached  to  an  Archer  spin- 
ner. (A  young  herring  would  be  the 
real  thing,  but  it  cannot  be  obtained.)  , 

Now  we  are  in  deep  water.  The  bait  is 
dropped  over  the  stern  and  the  brake 
released.  The  rapid  motion  of  the 
launch  through  tne  water  causes  the  line 
to  run  out  swiftly.  (Be  careful  not  to 
let  the  line  kink.)  A  small  bit  of  red 
ribbon  indicates  when  two  hundred  feet 
have  run  out.  Then  the  brake  is  ap- 
plied. At  once  the  engine  is  checked 
down  until  the  wheel  is  barely  revolving. 
This  allows  the  line  to  sink  toward  the 
bottom  until  it  forms  with  the  surface  of 
the  water  an  angle  of  forty-five  degrees. 
This  brings  the  bait  down  to  a  depth  of 
one  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet,  which, 
experience  teaches  us,  is  about  right  for 
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this  part  of  the  lake.    Then  we  wait. 

Was  there  ever  a  more  perfect  day? 

"Sweet  bridal  of  the  Earth  and  Sky!" 

A  gentle  breeze  is  blowing  from  the 
southwest,  and  the  waves  are  imparting 
a  soothing  motion  to  the  launch.  Sev- 
eral white-sailed  yachts  are  flitting  about 
and  the  gay  laughter  of  their  happy  oc- 
cupants comes  floating  across  the  waves. 
Here  comes  a  large  steam  launch  carry- 
ing a  crowd  of  young  people  towards  the 
head  of  the  lake,  and  they  go  by  waving 
flags  and  handkerchiefs,  while  the  whis- 
tles exchange  the  customary  salutations. 
And  then  a  strange  stillness  seems  to 
settle  down  upon  the  scene.  The  intox- 
icating, perfume-laden  breeze,  the  gen- 
tle rise  and  fall  of  the  launch,  the 
rhythmic  pulsa- 
tions of  the  en- 
g  i  n  e — well,  I 
think  we  were 
all  pretty  much 
asleep  when  a 
shout  from  the 
aft  deck,  where 
the  voungman, 
sitting  tai  1  o  r 
fash  ion  was 
hold  ing  the 
rod,  broug  h  t 
us  all  to  atten- 
tio  n,  "D  a  d, 
I've  got  him! 
Get  hold  quick, 
he's  a  buster!" 
And  sure 
enough  the 

trood  English  rod  is  bending  in  a  grace- 
ful curve  and  jerking  and  dancing  in  fine 
style.  The  engineer  is  in  such  a  hurry 
to  come  to  the  rescue  that  he  forgets  to 
shut  off  the  steam;  but  the  First  Mate 
does  this,  and  the  Pilot  ports  the  helm, 
thus  bringing  the  Midget  round  sideways 
to  the  direction  in  which  the  fish  is  com- 
ing in.  No  danger  now  of  the  line  get- 
ting foul  of  the  propeller.  "Don't  you 
lose  him!"  "Don't  you  lose  him!" 
"My  he'll  break  that  rod  sure!"  But 
the  rod  holds  though  the  point  dips 
sometimes  below  the  surface.  But  two 
hundred  feet  is  a  good  way  down,  and  it 
takes  some  careful  handling  before  the 
trout  is  seen  coming  up  through  the 
clear  water.

Notice  how  he  comes  in  on  his  back. 
That  is  because  the  center  of  gravity  has 
been  upset  by  his  sudden  transit  from 
the  great  pressure  of  two  hundred  feet 
up  to  the  surface.  Every  fish  is  supplied 
with  an  air  bladder  along  its  back  bone. 
The  fish  has  the  power  of  increasing  or 
diminishing  the  supply  of  air  in  this 
receptacle  at  will,  to  correspond  with 
the  varying  depths  at  which  it  wishes  to 
move.  But  the  present  trip  to  the  sur- 
face is  too  rapid  for  the  fish  to  conform 
to  its  changed  environment;  the  air  in 
the  chamber  expands;  the  center  of 
gravity  is  upset;  and  the  fish  comes  tcr 
the  surface  with  its  white  belly  upwards. 
A  skllfuli  sweep  of  the  landing  net  by 
the  young  man,  and  the  fine  fish  is  safe 

 in  the  boat. 

\nd  a  beauty 
he  is  as  he 
lies  in  the  box 
among  the 
fresh  gre  e  n 
cedar  boughs, 
just  twen  t  y- 
four  inches  by 
the  tape 
measure. 

"Isn't  it  my 
turn  n  o  w?" 
r  e  marks  the 
First  Mat  e, 
and  it  is  car- 
ried un  a  n  i- 
mously  that  it 
is.  So  t  h  e 
Midget  is  put 
on  her  course  again,  and  the  line  run  out 
to  the  red  ribbon.  Then  the  engine  is 
again  slowed  down.  This  time  there  is 
no  day  dreaming.  Every  eye  is  fixed  on 
the  rod,  for  evidently  the  fish  are  on  the 
feed.  On  the  aft  deck  the  young  man 
is  doing  considerable  crowing. 

"No  use  Mother,  you  won't  beat  mine. 
Just  look  at  him!  Twenty-four  inchest 
And  then  look  at  the  thickness  of  him!" 

"Never  mind,  you  just  wait  till  I  get 
my  fellow  in!"  And  we  did  not  have 
long  to  wait.  We  had  gone  about  two 
hundred  yards  when  the  bait  is  again 
taken  with  a  rush,  and  the  rod  begins  to 
dance.  "I've  got  him!  I've  got  him? 
Here,  quick,  take  the  rod  or  he  will  jerk 
it  away  from  me!"    Again  the  steam  is 
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shut  off  and  the  boat  turned. 
"I'm  going  to  weigh  him! 
I  know  by  the  way  he 
pulled  he  is  a  six  pounder!" 

"How  are  you  going  to 
weigh  him  without  scales, 
I'd  like  to  know?" 

"O,  that's  easy!  Doesn't 
every  fish  bring  his  scales 
aboard  with  him?" 

"There,  look  out,"  as 
the  fish  makes  a  plunge 
taking  the  tip  of  the  rod 
under  water.  "Don't  you 
dare  to  lose  him!  He  is  a 
big  fellow. " 

"I  don't  catch  anything 
but  big  fellows!"  Didn't  I 
catch  a  big  fellow  when  I 
caught  you,  I'd  like  to 
know?" 

"I  don't  believe  I  was  as  hard  to  land 
as  this  fellow,"  as  the  fish  comes  in 
sight  and  makes  a  dash  under  the 
launch!  And  then  another  swoop  of  the 
net,  and  amid  banter  and  cheers  and 
laughter  and  boundless  enthusiasm,  the 
fish  joins  the  other  among  the  cedar 
branches.  And  sure  enough  he  casts  the 
other  in  the    shade, — twenty-six  inches! 

Amid  the  excitement  the  Pilot  forsakes 
the  wheel  and  comes  aft  to  admire  the 
salmon  trout.  "Say,  isn't  this  fun!" 
"O,  no  fish  in  Lake  Joseph,  eh?*"  And 
then  I  heard  some  one  say  something 
like  this: 

"Kings  may  be  great,  but  Tarn  was 
glorious, 

O'er  a'  the  ills  o'  life  victorious!"

And  surely  it  was  a  self-satisfied  and 
happy  little  company  out  there  on  Lake 
Joseph  that  June  day.  From  father  and 
mother  the  years  seemed  to  roll  back  and 
they  are  young  again,  entering  into  the 
joy  and  enthusiasm  of  their  children. 
The  burdens  of  life  had  lifted: 

"And  the  cares  that  infest  the  day, 
Folded  their  tents  like  the  Arabs 
And  silently  stole  away." 

"Shall  we  catch  another?"  "No,  not 
to-day."  "Enough  is  as  good  as  a 
feast." 

So  "full  steam  ahead"  is  the  word, 
and  the  spray  is  soon  flying  from  the 
bo  ws  of  the  trim  little  craft  as  she  cuts 
her  way  through  the  waves  kicked  up 
by  the  freshening  breeze,  and  we  are 
soon  back  at  the  cottage  well  pleased 
with  our  afternoon's  run. 


*Bef ore  I  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  Muskoka  I  was  assured  by  friends  that  there  was  really  no  fishing  of 
any  account  in  I^ake  Joseph. And  for  nine  out  of  ten  who  anuually  visit  that  charming  locality  this  is  true.  But 
if  one  is  willing  to  spend  a  little  time  in  studying  the  nature  and  habits  of  the  fishes  of  this  region  he  can  find  sat- 
isfactory fishing  there.  It  is  true  it  is  not  enough  to  satisfy  the  "game  hog;"  but  enough  to  keep  the  table 
well  supplied  from  day  to  day.

The  Moredolpthons,

IHE  Moredolphtons  are  a  crowd  of 
men  and  women  from  the  city  of 
Pittsburg,  formerly  Alleghany, 
lately  consolidated  by  legislation,  who 
spend  their  summer  vacations  on  a  beauti- 
ful clearing  in  the  Highlands  of  Ontario. 
Pittsburg  is  far-famed  for  its  great  steel 
industries,  but  these  same  industries 
make  a  continual  envelope  of  smoke,  or- 
dinances and  smoke  consumers  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding.  Then,  too,  in 
the  city  of  Pittsburg  every  male  citizen 
over  two  years  of  age  smokes  a  combina- 
tion of  cabbage  and  bad  tobacco  called 
stogies.  These  two  sources  of  smoke 
are  so  prolific  that  by  the  time  the  sum- 
mer rolls  around,  Pittsburghers  in  gen- 
eral and  the  Moredolphtons  in  particular, 
long  for  the  breath  of  pure  air,  a  taste  of 
atmosphere  that  has  never  known  ore- 
dust  or  stogie-smoke. 

i  Many  flock  to  Atlantic  City  and  other 
seaside  resorts,  others  turn  to  the  moun- 
tains, but  the  Moredolphtons  impatiently 


await  the  day  that  will  take  them  to  that 
picturesque  country  surrounding  Glouces- 
ter Pool  in  the  Severn  River. 

There  they  have  a  largey  cabin  with 
accomodations  for  sixty  and  a  log  hut 
which  serves  as  a  store-house  and  ice 
depository.  If  the  crowd  is  too  large  for 
these  quarters,  tents  are  added  and  the 
white  canvas  lends  a  pretty  contrast  to 
the  back  ground  of  green.  The  big  cabin 
is  divided  into  three  apartments,  a  large 
one  for  the  men  and  two  smaller  ones  for 
the  ladies.  The  bunks  consist  of  tightly 
stretched  canvas,  built  in  pairs,  with  an 
upper  and  lower  section.  Over  the  canvas 
is  laid  a  bag  of  new  mown  hay  to  serve 
as  mattresses  and  under  enough  blankets 
to  keep  out  the  cold  night  air,  the  More- 
dolphtons enjoy  the  4 'sleep  of  the  just," 
disturbed  only  by  the  coming  and  going 
of  those  who  linger  late  on  the  moon-lit 
lake  and  those  who  think  that  big  fish 
never  bite  after  half  past  four  in  the 
morning. 
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The  meals  are  served  on  a  long  piazza 
on  the  lake  side  of  the  cabin,  and  whether 
the  chef  does  better  than  the  amateurs 
at  home,  or  over  jealous  appetites  make 
no  distinctions,  no  one  seems  to  shrink 
from  the  duty  of  gorging  himself  three 
times  a  day. 

The  camping  period  is  divided  into 
spaces  of  two  weeks'  duration  and  the 
majority  stay  only  for  that  time  but  the 
dyed-in-the-wool  campers  find  four  weeks 
all  too  short  and  are 
planning  to  stay  six 
weeks  in  1908. 

The  time  seems 
to  fly,  whether  the 
campers  engage  in 
active  recreation  or 
merely  seek  repose 
in  the  vicinity  of 
camp.  The  men 
naturally  devote  the 
greater  part  of  their 
time  to  fishing  and 
manage  to  supply 
enough  of  the  finny 
tribe  to  furnish  the 
meat  course  for  one 
or  two  meals  each 
day.  Some  of  the 
women  have  become 
expert  anglers  and, 
at  present,  one  of 
them  holds  the  re- 
cord for  the  biggest 
fish  —  a  handsome 
muscalong-e  caught 
down  at  Waubaus- 
hene. 

Rowing,  canoeing, 
swimming,  quoits, 
baseball,  and  other 
sports  receive  due 
attention  from  their 
respective  devotees, 
element  imitate  the

In  the  evening  many  of  the  games  ot 
childhood  are  recalled  into  service  and 
each  season  a  special  feature  is  under- 
taken to  which  the  neighbors,  both  nat- 
ive and  other  campers,  are  invited;  mock 
trials,  minstrel  shows  and  acquatic  con- 
tests being  the  more-  popular. 

Each  night  brings  a  big  camp-fire  and

seldom  does  it  burn  out  before  improvis- 
ed choruses  have  rendered  "Old  Black 
Joe,"  "Way  down  upon  the  Swanee 
River"  and  "The  Girl  I  Left  Behind." 

Religious  services  and  sacred  concerts 
are  the  features  of  the  Sundays  in  camp 
and  are  enjoyed  by  those  of  various  creeds 
and  divers  denominations. 

But  what  lends  zest  to  all  of  the  fes- 
tives  is  the  invigorating  climate  and 
glorious  scenery.  The  air  is  cool  and 
crisp  ;  it  exhilarates 
and  satisfies.  The 
scenery  beggars  de- 
scription. The  camp 
is  on  a  neck  ot  the 
mainland  but  is  in 
full  view  of  dozens 
of  islands  and  of  the 
sparkling  water  of 
various  lakes  and 
pools. 

The  Big  Chutes 
and  Little  Chutes  of 
the  Severn  River  are 
within  rifle  shot, 
while  Honey  Har- 
bor, Ragged  Rap- 
ids, Buckskin  Lake, 
Twin  Falls,  The 
Narrows  and  a  host 
of  other  beautiful 
scenic  gems  are  to 
be  reached  in  a 
day's  canoe  trip. 

To  minds  weary 
with   the  cares  of 
business,  there  is  a 
repose  ;     to  eyes 
strained  over  books 
and  accustomed  to 
a  vista  of  smoke, 
there  is  a  panorama 
of  beauty;  to  hearts 
sick  of  routine,  there  is  the  rare  excite- 
ment of  the   gamey    bass,    while  to  the 
tired  toilers  there  is  perfect  rest.  What 
more  could  one  ask  for  a  perfect  outing? 

The  Moredolphtons  have  under  way 
many  improvements  for  their  future  out- 
ings and  are  apparently  going  to  become 
a  fixture  on  Gloucester  Pool.  If  King 
Edward  finds  the  same  enthusiasm  for 
Canada  and  things  Canadian  among  the 
natives  that  exists  among  the  Moredolph- 
tons, the  crown  should  rest  lightly  on 
his  Royal  Head.

I see  that  my  old  and  respected 
friend,  Mr.  Tinsley,  Chief  Game 
Warden  for  the  Ontario  Govern- 
ment, says  that  wolves  are  not  causing 
our  deer  to  decrease.  I  take  issue  with 
him,  and  will,  I  suppose,  thereby  start  a 
controversy;  but  it  will  be  a  good  na- 
tured  controversy  and  one  that  ought  to 
do  good.  I  maintain  that  deer  are  de- 
creasing, owing  to  the  ravages  of  wolves, 
to  a  very  considerable  extent.  This 
cause  of  decrease  is  somewhat  offset  by 
the  better  observance  of  the  game  laws. 
The  increase  of  the  deer  in  certain  parts 
is  balanced  by  a  decrease  in  others,  the 
occasional  local  increase  or  decrease 
being  due  to  the  fact  that  deer  migrate 
and  are  driven  about  by  wolves,  who 
follow  them  into  their  new  quarters. 

Mr.  Tinsley  says  that  deer  are  now  to 
be  found  where  they  were  not  seen  a  few 
years  ago.  I  admit  this,  but  I  also 
make  the  assertion  that  wolves  are  to  be 
found  in  these  same  parts  where  they 
were  not  found  a  few  years  ago. 

I  also  maintain  that  the  destruction  of 
the  deer  from  all  causes  is  infinitely 
greater  than  the  destruction  of  wolves. 
Just  as  in  fishing  all  the  game    fish  are 


caught  and  pike  and  suckers  are  left 
alone,  so  in  the  matter  of  wild  animals 
there  is  no  systematic  wolf  hunting, 
poisoning  or  trapping.  It  does  not  pay 
professional  trappers  to  hunt  wolves. 
If  it  does  not  pay  on  the  prairies  much 
less  does  it  pay  in  the  woods,  where  they 
are  much  more  difficult  to  kill.  That  it 
does  not  pay  on  the  prairies  is  proved 
by  the  fact  that  the  ranchers  of  Alberta 
have  themselves  been  obliged  to  offer  a 
bounty  of  $50  per  head,  owing  to  the 
terrible  destruction  that  the  wolves  are 
causing  to  their  stock.  Another  proof 
that  wolves  are  increasing  is  that  the 
British  Columbia  Government  have  just 
doubled  the  bounty  on^wolves. 

I  maintain,  first,  that  the  bounty 
should  be  increased  until  wolves  decrease, 
and,  secondly,  that  professional  wolt 
hunters  should  be  paid  a  salary,  which 
salary  should  cease  when  they  failed  to 
destroy  a  sufficient  number  of  wolves. 
These  are  some  of  the  arguments  which 
I  would  like  Mr.  Tinsley  and  his  friends 
to  refute,  for  the  general  good  of  the 
country. 

I  think  that  the  wolf  hunts  that  have 
been  started  have  drawn  public^attention

to  the  wolf  in  a  very  wholesome  way, 
wholesome,  that  is  to  everyone  but  the 
wolf.  I  think  that  a  larger  number  of 
people  have  been  doing  a  little  wolf 
hunting  than  heretofore,  with  good  re- 
sults, as  shown  by  the  amount   in  boun-

ties  paid  by  the  Government.  I  believe, 
however,  that  the  Government  is  a  little 
too  zealous  in  getting  revenue  from  the 
sportsmen  and  a  little  too  careful  about 
paying  out  a  sufficient  amount  of  that 
revenue  to  protect  the  game  from  poach- 
ers, biped  and 
q  u  a  d  r  u  p  ed. 
When  I  say  this 
I  am  not  giving 
any  unfriend  1  a 
c  riticism  to 
Gove  r  n  m  e  n  t 
which,  on  the 
whole,  is  doing 
well.  If  I  point 
out  its  faults  it 
is  in  a  friendly 
way.  And  here 
I  would  digress 
and  again  re- 
mind the  Gov- 
ernment that  one 
fault  which  stays 
alive  in  my 
memory  is  that 
of  allowing  the 
1  u  m  berman  to 
feed  his  men  up- 
on deer  and  fish, 
both  killed  out 
of  season,  when 
a    stricter  sur-

veillance  might  have  stopped  it  to  a  large 
extent.  Its  predecessors  did  the  same, 
but  that  is  no  excuse.  While  criticizing 
the  Government  I  would  digress  still 
further  and  ask  them  to  penalize  the 
lumbermen  who  compel  their*men  to  eat 
their  meals  with- 
out one  word  of 
conversation  tak- 
ing place.  I  have 
known  a  full  din- 
ner to  be  eaten  in 
five  minutes.  By 
allowing  these 
rules  to  obtain  in 
lumber  camps 
they  are  helping 
to  destroy  the  di- 
g  e  s  tion  of  the 
backbone  of  the 
country,  viz.,  the 
backwoods  farmer 
and  lumberman. 

The  lynx  hunt 
was  a  most  excit- 
ing affair  during 
our  wolf  hunt  of 
1908.  The  fresh 
trail  of  the  lynx 
was  followed  for 
several  miles  be- 
fore   his  trackers 


came  up  to  him.  The  lynx  is  always  a 
poor  climber  of  precipices,  though  a 
great  tree  climber,  and  when  a  steep 
mountain  range  was  met  he  doubled 
back  into  the  valley  or  followed  it. 
Hope  and  his  guide,  who   were  leading

in  the  hunt,  knew  of  this  peculiarity  of 
the  animal  and  made  several  cuts,  short- 
ening the  road  followed  by  the  lynx. 
Twice  the  lynx  climbed  a  tree,  either  for 
security  or  with  the  hope  of  being  able 
to  pounce  upon  his  followers.     He  evi-

dently  was  not  satisfied  with  his  location, 
however,  and  descended  again  each  time. 
When  at  last  overtaken  he  was  blown 
and  standing  at  bay.  The  guide,  who 
was  leading,  came  upon  him  suddenly 
and  the  animal  sprang  at  his  head.  The 
guide  very  quickly  and 
cleverly  pulled  out  his 
knife,  which  all  the 
wolf  hunters  carry  in  a 
sheath,  and  cut  the 
lynx  on  the  side  of  the 
head.  The  lynx  did 
not  like  his  reception, 
and,  swerving  aside, 
sprang  at  Hope,  who 
had  stood  to  one  side 
and  was  holding  his 
25x36  rifle  ready  to  use 
and  with  unerring  aim 
(Hope  was  the  best  shot 
in  his  regiment  of 
Mounted  Infantry  spe- 
cially raised  for  the  war 
in  South  Africa)  gave 
the  animal  that  deadly 
little  bullet  tairly  be- 
tween his  two  fiercely- 
glaring  green  eyes.  The 
lynx  fell  in  a  heap. 
Hope  gave  him  another 
as  a  precaution,  for  he 
knew  well  the  power  of 
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the  lynx'  paws 
in  letting  day- 
light into  the 
hollow  parts 
of  a  man. 

How  dearly 
we  wi  s  h  e  d 
thatthewolves 
would  try 
s  o  mething  of 
the  same 
game,  but 
they  were  too 
well  fed  and 
chose  stormy 
nights  to  sur- 
prise the  deer. 
We  heard 
them  after  the 
deer  when 
they  were  kill- 
ing them,  but 
we  never 
could   see  one

and  we  did  not  shoot  a 


wolf.  The  chance,  however,  is  well 
worth  going  to  try  for.  They  killed  sev- 
eral deer  within  three  miles  of  us — four 
in  all  I  believe. 

We  had  only  fairly  started  our  hunt 
when  we  realized  that  time  was  up  and 
we  must  leave  again  for  the  front.  We 
were  reluctant  to  go,  because  we  felt 
that  we  were  only  just  getting  into  the 
game. 

We  added  to  the  Wolf  Hunters'  Club 
the  names  of  J.  K.  Hackett,  Ed.  Huffer,

F.  Scully,  Byron  Brooks,  and  J.  A.. 
Hope,  fine,  good  fellows,  good  shots  and 
keen  sportsmen.  We  commissioned  our 
guides  to  come  back  and  look  over  the  line 
of  traps  and  baits  we  had  out,  and  finally 
wound  up  our  ten  days'  hunt  with  a  hard 
tramp  of  twelve  miles  to  Jones'  stopping 
place.  This  was  a  hard  tramp  because 
we  had  a  thirty  mile  head  wind  to  tramp 
gainst. 

Before  closing  my  simple  narrative  I 
would  say  that  here  is  one  feeling  ever 
present  with  us  up  there,  and  that  is  a 
desire  to  come  back  in  summer  to  those 
wonderful  island-dotted  arms  of  Great 
Kippewa  Lake,  each  ten,  fifteen,  twenty 
and  more  miles  long  and  running  in 
every  direction  and  any  one  of  which 
will  take  us  into  the  best  of  all  regions, 
namely,  the  one  where  we  have  never 
been. 

We  have  heard  here  from  forest  rangers 
of  the  UpperCoulonge  river,  with  its  mil- 
lions of  speckled  trout,  but  we  have 
never  been  there.  We  want  to  go  very 
much.  We  also  want  to  follow  those 
waters  to  their  junction  with  the  head 
waters  of  the  St.  Maurice  River,  which 
would  bring  us  down  to  Three  Rivers, 
or  to  the  head  waters  of  the  Saguenay 
and  down  to  the  mouth  of  the  Saguenay 
River  itself.  We  would  like  to  do  all 
this  but  life,  is  short,  and  our  occupa- 
tions many.      Some  fortunate  beings 
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however,  have  the  time,  money  and 
physique,  with  the  taste  added,  for  such 
a  trip,  than  which  we  know  of  nothing 
better  in  the  way  of  recreation. 

Here  on  Mackenzie  Island,  where  we 
are  camped,  is  a  string  ,  of  four  or  five 
small  lakes — lakes  within  a  lake — and 
within  easy  reach  are  bass  lakes.  These 
could  easily  be  stocked  with  trout  and 
preserved.  The  speckled  trout  fishing 
is  now  a  little  farther  away,  but  it  is 
here  in  close  enough  vicinity. 

This  is  the  country  for  fall  hunting. 
The  summer  trippers  can  take  in  this 
island  on  the  way,  but  only  a  few  miles 
away.is  a  better  summer  region,  owing 
to  the  absence  of  trout  and  bass  around 
this  island  at  present. 

How  marvellous  are  the  waterways  of 
this  Northern  country.  We  have  been 
coming  here  for  many  years,  and  yet  we 
have  not  seen  the  hundredth  part  of  it,  not 
the  thousandth  part  of  it  we  might  say 
without  exaggeration.  Long  live  the 
North  for  ten  months  of  every  year! 
The  only  months  we  could  cut  out  are 
he  freezing  up  month  in  the  fall  and  the 
thawing  out  month  in  the  spring. 


Without  a  frost-bite  at  any  time  we 
concluded  the  Hunt,  and  finally  reached 
the  end  of  that  twelve  mile  tramp  at  the 
stopping  place,  with  its  suspicion  of  civ- 
ilization. Here  we  met  sleighs  in  which 
we  drove  back  to  Kippewa  and  the  rail- 
road. On  the  return  we  had  a  good 
lumberman's  dinner  at  Lumsden's 
Mills.  Mr.  Lumsden  drove  us  behind 
some  very  fine  horse  flesh  to  the  Belle- 
vue  Hotel  at  Temiskaming,  which  is  a 
well  built  summer  resort  that  a  big  fur- 
nace keeps  warm  all  the  year  round. 
All  our  connections  we  made  success- 
fully. Our  invalids  of  the  Wolf  Hunters' 
Club  will  be  known  at  the  Mattawa  Hotel 
as  the  men  who  ate  four  beefsteaks  each 
at  their  fourth  meal  that  day.  Next  day 
their  performance  at  the  Windsor  Hotel 
in  Montreal  was  quite  as  remarkable. 
Three  of  our  party  go  home  with  a  pelt 
apiece.  Not  wonderful,  you  say;  per- 
haps not,  but  try  next  year  yourself  to 
shoot  a  wolf  in  a  heavily  timbered  coun- 
try; if  you  succeed  (otherwise  than  by 
pure  accident)  you  will  find  that  you 
have  a  story  that  every  true  sportsman 
will  be  glad  to  hear. 


Fishing  in  Alberta

HAVING  always  been  an  enthusiastic 
follower  of  Isaac  Walton,  and  a 
wielder  of  the  green  heart,  I  now 
pluck  up  courage  to  write  a  few  of  my 
experiences  since  being  in  Alberta.  I 
have  been  fairly  fortunate  in  both  pike 
and  trout  fishing.  My  best  day  of  pike 
fishing  was  thirteen  fish  from  the  Bow 
River,  the  two  largest  being  ten  and 
twelve  pounds  respectively,  the  average 
about  seven  pounds.  Some  of  my  trips 
have  been  successful,  and  some  other- 
wise, but  the  ones  I  look  back  upon 
with  the  greatest  pleasure  were  in  Octo- 
ber 1907. 

I  have  noticed  that  during  the  fall  the 
fish  congregate  in  the  holes  of  the  small- 
est rivers,  before  migrating  into  the 
larger  ones,  and  after  carefully  watching 
for  several  weeks,  the  fish  began  to 
bunch  up — now  was  my  opportunity. 

I  kept  the  secret  to  myself  for  a  day  or 
two,  to  make  sure  that  I  was  on  the 
right  track,  then  after  carefully  overhaul- 
ing rod.  hooks  and  lines,  I  went  to  bed, 
but  not  to  sleep,  for  I  was  catching  fish 
all  night.  So  I  got  up  about  four  a.  m., 
had  breakfast,  hitched  up  and  started, 
arriving  at  the  pool  about  six  o'clack.  I 
looked  carefully  through  the  bushes  into 
the  pool,  and  there  they  they  were,  wait- 
ing for  their  breakfast.  I  went  back  a 
few  yards  to  fix  up  the  tackle,  then  went 
back  very  quietly  for  the  first  cast.  The 
bait  had  scarcely  touched  the  water  when 
there  was  a  great  commotion,  they  all 
wanted  the  one  grasshopper,  but  a  two 
pounder  got  it — and  I  got  him.  He  was 
a  beauty.  The  others  had  to  wait  with 
patience  while  I  got  their  breakfast 
ready,  which  was  not  long,  as  I  was  as 
anxious  to  feed  them  as  they  were  to 
feed.  I  soon  had  a  few  more  averaging 
one  and  a  half  pounds  each.  Then  with 
the  usual  fisherman's  luck  I  hooked  a 
beauty,  but  after  placing  it  for  a  few 
minutes  the  leader  broke.  Of  course 
there  was  nothing  said,  but  a  lot  thought. 
However,  it  did  not  take  long  to  fix  an- 
other leader  and  commence  again,  and 


the  total  for  the  morning  was  sixty  fine 
trout.  Then  hurry  back  to  town  in  time 
for  work. 

The  news  soon  got  around  the  shop 
where  I  am  employed  that  Fred  had 
been  fishing,  and  the  fish  did  not  last 
long.  When  the  boys  had  done  admir- 
ing them  I  had  about  a  dozen  left.  Then 
I  had  to  promise  some  of  the  boys  to 
take  them  out  one  at  a  time.  When  I 
took  the  first  one  we  got  54  fish,  47  the 
second  time  and  the  next  time  64.  It 
was  during  the  next  trip  that  the  great- 
est excitement  occurred.  We  had  been 
having  some  excellent  sport  when  I 
hooked  a  trout  about  six  inches  long, 
when  a  large  trout  took  it  as  I  was 
landing  it.  I  let  him  take  it,  thinking 
he  might  swallow  it,  hook  and  all. 
After  giving  him  about  two  minutes,  I 
struck  him,  but  it  came  out  of  his  mouth. 
I  tried  him  again,  and  he  took  it  a  sec- 
ond time,  but  after  playing  him  for  some 
minutes  the  hook  broke.  I  thought  I 
would  give  him  one  more  chance,  so  I 
fixed  up  a  ten  inch  trout  on  a  Jardine 
snap  pike  tackle.  As  soon  as  I  made 
the  cast  he  took  it  again.  I  felt  sure  he 
was  mine  this  time,  but  no — the  trace 
broke,  and  this  was  the  last  we  saw  of 
him.  Moral — soak  your  traces  before 
using.  But  the  total  for  that  morning 
was  88  fish. 

Then  came  Thanksgiving  Day,  the 
last  day  ot  the  season.  I  took  two 
friends  with  me,  to  fulfill  the  remainder 
of  the  promises,  but  the  trouble  was  to 
get  the  right  bait  (grasshoppers),  but 
we  managed  to  get 'about  a  dozen.  We 
left  Calgary  about  8  a.  m. ,  arriving  at 
the  selected  spot  about  8:55.  I  might 
say  that  my  two  friends  were  novices  at 
wielding  the  rod,  so  I  made  the  first  cast 
to  instruct  them  in  the  art  of  angling. 
The  bait  had  scarcely  touched  the  water 
/when  twang  went  the  line,  a  sound 
which  is  music  to  the  ear  of  an  angler. 
A  short  struggle,  and  a  fine  trout  lay  on 
the  bank,  weighing  one  and  a  half 
pounds.     I  thought  it   was  a  very  good 
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start.  As  the  grasshoppers  were  scarce 
we  decided  to  cut  each  one  into  three 
pieces,  to  give  each  one  of  us  a  chance, 
taking  it  in  turn  to  have  head,  tail  or 
middle.  They  did  not  last  long,  as  the 
trout  were  ravenous  on  the  feed,  and 
each  piece  of  bait  meant  one  or  more 
fish  until  our  stock  was  completely  ex- 
hausted. Then  we  had  to  stop  fishing 
and  go  hunting  grasshoppers.  There 
had  been  a  sharp  frost  the  previous 
night  which  made  them  scarce,  but  we 
were  fortunate  enough  to  find  a  few. 
When  we  got  back  to  the  river  the  fish 
were  still  there,  and  still  feeding,  and  for 


about  an  hour  the  sport  was  fast  and 
furious.  In  the  meantime,  our  wives  had 
driven  out  with  our  lunch,  and  they  soon 
had  a  fire  going  and  the  kettle  boiling,  and 
the  reader  can  guess  how  much  we  enjoyed 
the  lunch  after  such  a  morning's  sport. 
Afterwards  we  fished  again,  but  the  fish 
were  not  feeding  so  fast.  However,  we 
got  a  few  more,  and  our  total  catch 
amounted  to  150  fish  from  one  to  three 
pounds,  which  is  not  a  bad  day's  catch 
so  near  a  city  of  20,000  inhabitants,  and 
a  large  number  of  them  anglers. 

A  considerable  number  of  the  fish  were 
greatly  enjoyed  at  the  Calgary  Hospital.. 


Our  Vanishing  Deer.

BHE  small  minority  of  the  people  of 
Ontario  who  have  the  preservation 
of  the  deer  at  heart,  owe  a  debt  of 
gratitude  to  Rod  and  Gun  for  the  open 
pages  afforded  them  for  the  discussion 
of  their  views. 

On  the  strength  ot  a  forty-seven  years' 
residence  in  the  woods  I  have  no  hesita- 
tion in  endorsing  the  views  of  your  cor- 
respondents in  February's  number  as  to 
the  undoubted  decrease  in  the  number  of 
deer  in  the  country  north  of  the  Severn 
River  and  south  to  Lake  Nipissing  ;  and 
would  say  that  if  the  hounding  continues 
it  is  a  question  of  a  very  few  years  until 
the  Red  Deer  will  have  followed  the 
Buffalo. 

It  is  gratifying  to  read  the  able  articles 
in  a  recent  issue  from  the  pens  of  the 
Rev  Dr.  Murdoch  ;  Mr.  A.  C.  Pratt, 
M.  P.  P  ;  and  Mr.  E.  E.  Lemieux 
showing  as  they  do  that  at  least  a  small 
proportion  of  the  population  are  interest- 
ed in  thepreservation  of  the  most  beauti- 
ful and  graceful  of  the  natives  of  the 
Canadian  woods,  even  though  only  as  a 


means  for  the  gratification  of  the  desire^ 
for  sport. 

If  the  deer  are  to  be  saved  from  exter- 
mation,  at  least  for  a  few  years  longer,  it 
is  absolutely  necessary  that  hunting  with, 
dogs  should  be  prohibited  at  once,  andi 
that  more  precautions  should  be  taken, 
against  hunting  out  of  season.  It  is. 
well  known  that  many  deer  are  killed 
before  the  opening  of  the  season  and  also- 
after  its  close;  and  reports  are  frequently 
heard  of  deer  being  killed  through  the 
whole  winter  in  the  lumber  camps  and 
by  remote  settlers  through  the  summer 
also. 

I  may  say  in  conclusion  that  in  trying 
to  strengthen  the  hands  of  those  who  are 
making  a  fight  for  the  deer,  I  am  not 
doing  so  from  a  selfish  motive  as  I  have 
never  killed  a  deer  and  take  much  more 
pleasure  in  seeing  the  graceful  animals 
in  the  woods  or  as  sometimes  happens  in 
my  fields  than  a  thousand  times  the  value 
of  the  flesh  of  the  animal  dead,  and  I 
think  that  killing  of  a  defenceless  deer 
but  poor  sport  at  best. 


Kaliki,  The  New  Rod  Wood.

WHEN  enjoying  a  summer  outing  in 
Vancouver  in  1904  I  had  the  mis- 
fortune to  break  the  tip  of  my 
Chubb  combination  green  heart  fly  rod, 
which  I  had  been  using  for  several  years. 
The  rod  was  a  favorite  and  had  done 
much  execution  amongst  the  finny  tribe. 

Being  a  long  way  from  home  and  in 
a  country  where  scarcely  any  hard  wood 
is  to  be  found  I  felt  very  down-hearted 
over  my  bad  luck.^  Making  great  com- 
plaints to  a  friend  over  my  misfortune  he 
advised  me  to  apply  to  a  Mr.  Cooper  in 
my  trouble,  informing  me  that  he  was 
not  only  a  worker  in  wood,  having  a  fac- 
tory for  making  cabinet  ware  and  other 
furnishings,  but  that  he  was  a  fisherman 
of  no  mean  sort.  Mr.  Cooper  was  immed- 
iately interviewed  and  at  once,  to  my 
surprise  and  great  satisfaction,  produced 
a  partly  finished  rod  made  of  wood  called 
Kaliki,  but  which  he  said  the  Siwash 
Indians  called  "Scucum"  which  word  I 
afterwards  found  out  was  a  generic  name 
for  strength  or  toughness  as  a  strong 
man  etc.  Mr.  Cooper  told  me  some  speci- 
mens were  growing  in  Stanley  Park. 

I  immediately  became  interested,  but 
1  could  find  nothing  about  Vancouver 
long  enough  or  straight  enough  for  my 
purpose.  Mr.  Cooper  was  unable  to 
supply  my  requirements,  but  I  fortunately 
came  across  another  individual 
from  whom  I  obtained  sufficient  to  repair 
my  disabled  rod.  From  that  time  forth 
wherever  I  went  my  eye  was  constantly 
scanning  all  likely  places  for  this  valu- 
able plant. 

After  a  time  I  took  a  run  down  the 
coast  to  Seattle,  Washington,  U.  S. 
making  a  stay  there  for  a  few  weeks.  I 
found  this  shrub  growing  there  in  abun- 
ance,  on  vacant  lots  all  over  the  town,  in 
he  ravines  and  woods  around,  on  the 
islands  of  Lake  Washington,  which  lies 
back  of  the  city,  and  was  specially  cul- 
tivated in  the  parks  for  its  beautiful 
plume-like  blooms. 

In  its  wild  state  it  was  of  small  size, 
cultivated  in  the  parks  it  made  a  heavier 
growth,  but  of  course  the  stems  could 


not  be  had  for  love  or  money.  In  one  of 
the  parks,  which  I  frequently  visited  I 
became  acquainted  with  the  Superintend- 
ent and  the  head  gardener.  I  found  they 
secured  the  assistance  of  an  American 
botanist  to  classify  and  name  the  various 
plants  and  trees.  The  tag  on  this  speci- 
men was  Schizonothus  dis  color. 

On  my  return  to  Ottawa  I  asked  my 
friend  the  Dominion  botanist,  Professor, 
John  Macoun,  what  name  it  went  by  in 
Canada.  He  said  Spirea  Discolor,  so 
that  Kaliki,  Indian  arrow  wood,  scu-cum 
and  other  names  are  merely  local  terms. 

On  one  of  my  many  excursions  from 
Vancouver  I  came  across  a  Siwash 
Indian  sitting  on  a  log  near  his  house 
very  busily  arranging  his  spear  f&r  his 
autumn  hunt.  In  Ontario  a  spear  is 
supposed  to  be  a  pole  or  handle  of  eight 
or  ten  feet  long  with  two  or  more  prongs 
attached  to  the  end  of  it.  A  salmon  would 
laugh  in  your  face  if  you  attempted  to 
land  him  with  such  a  rigging.  With  one 
twist  of  his  tail  he  would  smash  your  pole 
and  clear  out. 

The  Siwash  spear  is  quite  another  breed 
of  cats  so  to  speak.  It  consists  of  a  large 
sized  fish  hook  about  two  and  a  half 
inches  from  point  to  shank.  The  hook 
is  securely  whipped  to  a  piece  of  Kaliki 
eighteen  inches  long  nicely  fined  down 
for  that  purpose.  In  the  other  end  a 
taper  hole  is  drilled  with  a  jack-knife  or 
other  implement.  The  pith  which  is 
about  an  eighth  of  an  inch  in  diameter 
is  first  taken  out  to  the  required 
depth,  the  hole  is  enlarged  to  one  and  a 
half  inches  tapering  down  to  nothing, 
say  three  inches  deep.  Another  piece 
of  Kaliki  two  feet  long  is  pared  down 
so  that  it  will  fit  tight  in  the  hole.  This 
last  piece  is  spliced  to  cedar  or  fir  pole 
sixteen  or  eighteen  feet  long,  a  piece  of 
small  sash  cord,  or  large  sized  cod  twine 
is  securely  whipped  to  the  short  piece  to 
which  the  hook  is  attached,  and  again  at 
or  near  the  splice  to  the  spear  handle, 
leaving  the  cord  quite  slack.  When  all 
is  ready  the  pole  is  shoved  home  in  the 
socket,  the  Indian    takes  his  stand    at  a 
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suitable  place,  Mr.  Salmon  comes  along, 
Siwash  passes  his  hook  under  him, 
gives  a  jerk  that  drives  the  hook  firmly 
home,  the  short  end  with  the  impact 
comes  off  the  handle  and  the  salmon 
hangs  as  if  it  were  on  the  end  of  the  short 
piece  of  rope.  Here  he  has  full  play  till 
the  Indian  pulls  him  ashore  or  into  his 
boat. 

I  sat  on  the  log  and  had  quite  a  chat 
with  the  Siwash. 

"Where  you  go  fish  ?" 

"Up  at  Squamish." 

"What  you  catch  ?" 

"Hump-back  and  dog  salmon" 

'•How  many  you  take  a  day  ?" 

"Suppose  ninety,  sometime  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty." 

"How  much  you  get  ?" 

"Twenty  cents  for  one  fish. 

"What  do  they  do  with  fish  ?" 

*  'Can  and  send  to  Japan,  Japs  love  dog 
salmon." 

Whilst  on  Vancouver  Island  I  found  a 
good  deal  of  Kaliki  in  various  places.  I 
procured  a  few  sticks  of  it  and  brought 
it  east  with  me.  I  gave  enough  to  your 
esteemed  contributor,  Mr.  Walter  Greaves, 
to  make  a  couple  of  rods,  and  certainly 
he  has  made  up  one,  a  three  jointed 
eleven  foot  fly  rod,  with  nickel  trimmings, 


which  is  a  real  beauty.  It  is  the  most 
resilient   and   best   balanced  rod  I  ever 

saw. 

This  wood  is  so  elastic  that  if  you  could 
tie  it  in  a  knot  it  would  on  being  released 
fly  back  as  straight  as  ever.  At  the  same 
time  when  thoroughly  seasoned  it  is  hard 
as  a  piece  of  bone.  Lance  wood  and 
green  heart  are  not  in  it  with  Kaliki  for 
strength,  elasticity,  or  durability. 

It  would  well  repay  anyone  to  make  a 
specialty  of  growing  this  wood  by  the 
acre  and  selling  it  to  the  Rod-makers  of 
the  world. 

On  my  next  trip  to  British  Columbia  I 
hope  to  get  some  one  interested  in  its 
cultivation  there.  In  the  meantime  I 
am  much  pleased  at  the  growth  the  plant 
is  making  which  I  presented  to  the 
Niagara  Park  Commission  last  Spring, 
and  am  in  hopes  when  it  is  sufficiently 
far  advanced  Mr.  Roderik  Cameron, 
Chief  Park  Ranger  at  Niagara  will  be 
able  to  propagate  it  for  useful  and  or- 
namental purposes.  I  feel  sure  it  would 
stand  the  mild  climate  of  Essex  and 
Kent. 

The  plants  brought  to  Ottawa  soon 
succumbed  to  the  crispness  of  the  climate 
at  the  Experimental  Farm. 


A  Nova  Scotian  Fishing  Lake.

COMING  home  from  my  work  on  the 
fifteenth  of  February  some  years 
— —  ago,  I  met  that  pesky  Indian,  John 
Paul,  and  from  him  caught  my  first  dose 
of  the  fever  for  that  season.  He  told  me 
about  a  small  lake  which  he  had  stumbled 
on  when  trapping  in  the  Fall.  As  near  as 
he  could' tell  the  lake  was  about  west  of 
the  Head^of  Debert  River. 

While  he  described  the  place  (and  John 
can  describe)  I  felt  a  queer  feeling  about 
my  heart.  But  when  he  began  to  talk 
about  the  fish  that  he  had  caught  there  I 
knew  that  it  was  all  over  with  me,  I  sure 
had  the  fever  ;  otherwise  I  never  would 
have  given  John  two  cigars  at  parting. 


After  supper  that  evening  I  made 
straight  for  my  little  room.  Rod,  net, 
reel,  fly-hook,  basket,  all  were  examined 
and  found  to  be  in  good  condition.  Then 
I  started  out  to  find  Jim.  I  found  him 
reading  the  evening  paper.  After  a  few 
remarks  on  the  weather  and  politics  I 
started  to  talk  fish.  Jim  slowly  put  the 
paper  down  and  looked  at  me  with  a  grin 
"Holy  Moses  !"  said  he,  "you've  got  it 
already  and  this  is  only  February  !"  Then 
we  started  for  Jim's  little  room  and  re- 
peated the  examining  performance.  The 
"Call  of  the  Wild"  is  certainly  very  catch- 
ing. 

It  was  two  o'clock  that  night  when 
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Jim  and  I  stopped  talking.  All  our  old 
trips  had  been  gone  over  and  this  new 
one  to  the  little  lake  had  all  arrangements 
cut  and  dried.  That  night  I  dreamt  of 
trout  and  all  the  next  day  as  I  went  about 
my  work  I  heard  the  wind  in  the  trees, 
the  dip  of  the  paddle,  the  ring  of  the  axe 
cutting  firewood,  or  the  lap  of  the  waves 
against  the  raft. 

From  that  time  on  till  the  fishing  sea- 
son opened  I  visited  my  little  room  on  an 
average  twice  a  week  and  went  through 
the  untying  and  tying-up-again  process 
with  all  my  fishing  gear.  Once  the  fever 
starts  it's  never  cured  until  you  strike  the 
woods. 

Mav  twenty-fourth  found  Jim  and  I  at 
an  old  lumber  camp  on  Debert  Mountain. 
A  boy  had  brought  us  in  and  was  coming 
for  us  in  three  days.  If  Heaven  on  earth 
is  anywhere,  it  is  in  the  woods.  Fire- 
wood piled  under  the  stove,  supper 
dishes  washed  and  put  away,  fir  beds 
made  in  the  bunks  and  your  pipes  well 
going.    What  more  can  men  want  ? 

Early  the  next  morning  we  were  off  for 
the  little  lake.  Half  an  hour  on  a  west 
course  brought  us  to  Debert  River.  An- 
other half  hour  north-west  up  the  river 
'and  we  were  at  the  head  of  it.  A  good 
sized  lake  was  found  but  it  was  one  in 
which  John  Paul  had  said  there  were  no 
trout. 

"Over  there,"  said  Jim  pointing  to  the 
westward,  is  the  lake  we  want." 

Yes,  over  there. .  John  Paul  had  said 
about  a  mile  west.  The  Government 
Geological  Map  said  the  same,  and  away 
we  went  to  the  westward  It's  a  marvel- 
lous thing  how  much  land  there  is  around 
a  small  lake.  But  if  you  have  tried  to 
find  one  from  a  friend's  direction  or  a 
Government  map  you  know  exactly  what 
I  mean  We  went  what  we  supposed 
was  a  mile  west,  then  north,  then  south, 
then  some  more  west,  north,  and  south 
again,  then  back  east  and  north  and  south 
again,  our  feeliegs  towards  John  Paul 
and  the  Government  undergoing  a  grad- 
ual but  complete  change. 

At  eleven  a.  m.  we  decided  to  return 
to  the  river  and  try  again.  Just  as  we 
got  started  back  we  found  the  lake.  Jim 
said  he  knew  all  the  time  we  were  too  far 
west.  Jim  can  always  tell  you  what 
was  wrong  when  it  is  over. 


A  raft  was  soon  made  and  we  fished 
that  lake,  most  eagerly  from  end  to  end, 
and  from  side  to  side.  I  used  all  the  flies 
I  had,  Jim  tried  them  with  minnows  and 
finally  we  came  down  to  the  lowly  worm 
but  never  a  fin  did  we  see.  Going  out 
that  evening  we  blazed  a  trail  to  the 
river  and  our  chief  subject  of  conversation 
was  John  Paul. 

Next  day  I  could  get  Jim  no  further 
than  the  river.  I  therefore  left  him  fish- 
ing there  and  went  on  to  the  lake  alone. 
I  worked  hard  fishing  all  over  the  lake 
but  without  result.  At  twelve  o'clock  I 
went  on  shore  to  eat  my  lunch.  After 
dinner  I  lay  under  a  large  tree  lazily 
watching  the  lake  and  thinking  many 
things.  Perhaps  John  Paul  had  the 
fever  and  was  not  responsible  for  what  he 
said.  Perhaps  this  was  not  the  right 
lake  at  all.  Perhaps  Jim  was  catching 
big  ones  in  the  lake  below. 

As  I  lay  there  thinking  my  gaze  rested 
on  a  point  running  out  into  the  lake  a 
short  piece  down  the  shore.  The  wind 
had  died  away  and  the  lake  lay  like  a 
mirror.  Suddenly  about  two  casts  off 
from  the  point  there  was  a  flash  of  silver 
and  as  the  ripples  drifted  shoreward  the 
splash  came  echoing  down  the  lake.  In 
two  jumps  I  was  on  the  raft  and  bending 
the  raft  pole  as  I  drove  her  down  along 
the  shore.  At  the  point  I  turned  her  out 
into  the  deep  water,  gave  her  a  slight 
push  and  picked  up  my  rod.  As  the  raft 
drifted  slowly  out  I  pulled  out  my  line, 
cast  after  cast. 

A  slight  breeze  came  up  ahead.  The 
raft  lost  her  headway.  Still  I  was  not 
getting  out  far  enough.  Standing  on 
tip  toes  I  pulled  out  two  or  three  feet 
more  of  line  and  cast.  Arms  and  rod 
seemed  to  work  as  one.  The  line  straight- 
ened and  fell  just  where  I  wanted  it. 
Holding  my  breath  I  slowly  drew  the 
flies  toward  me.  Splash  !  Wollup  !  tick- 
a-tick-a-tick-a-tick  !    I  had  him  ! 

Then  the  fun  commenced.  Down  he 
went  to  the  bottom.  Then  r^e  came  to 
the  top  and  I  saw  him.  He  looked  a 
yard  long.  Then  he  tried  to  trip  around 
the  raft  and  finally  came  straight  for  me. 
My  rod  bent  double  and  as  he  turned 
away  from  the  raft  I  gave  a  sigh  of  relief. 
At  last  I  landed  him  and  as  I  looked  at 
him  curled  up  in  my  basket  I  felt  good, 
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real  good.  I  calculated  he  would  go  four 
pounds  at  least.  The  rest  of  the  after- 
noon I  spent  right  there  but  without  any 
luck. 

Going  out  I  met  Joe  at  the  lower  lake 
with  his  basket  full  of  what  he  called 
trout.  I  looked  them  over  ;  the  best 
would  not  go  three-quarters  of  a  pound. 
I  said  nothing. 

As  we  went  back  to  camp  Jim  told  me 
why  he  did  notgo  to  the  little  lake.  He  said 
he  knew  there  was  no  fish  in  it  by  the 
look  of  the  bottom  and  by  the  look  of  the 
water  and  for  many  other  reasons.  I 
said  nothing  but  felt  much. 

After  supper  Jim  started  to  divide  his 
trout.  I  was  sitting  back  in  the  bunk 
trying  hard  not  to  grin.  He  divided  them 


on  the  table  into  two  piles  and  then 
reached  down  for  my  basket  to  put  in  my 
share.  He  picked  it  up  then  dropped  it 
back  and  opened  it. 

I  can  see  him  standing  there  now,  pipe 
in  one  hand,  mouth  open,  eyes  staring.

Fishing  Experiences  in  New  Brunswick.

THE  northern  part  of  New  Brunswick 
is  rather  sparsely  settled,  and  about 
five  miles  inland  a  dense  forest  ex- 
tends south  from  the  Restigouche  River 
for  many  miles.  Here  and  there  streams 
may  be  seen  flowing  now  smoothly,  and 
again  rushing  swiftly  towards  the  sea. 
Speckled  trout  and  salmon  are  very 
abundant  in  these  streams  which  are  not 
fished  to  any  great  extent,  though  re- 
cently wealthy  Americans  have  secured 
exclusive  fishing  privileges  over  some  of 
them.  The  water  is  clear  and  the  fish  are 
very  lively — just  the  place  for  the  sports- 
man to  spend  a  profitable  holiday  in  the 
month  of  August. 

In  the  year  a  party  of  us  decided 

to  take  a  trip  from  Toronto  to  this  sports- 
man's paradise  to  see  what  New  Bruns- 
wick had  to  offer  to  enthusiastic  anglers. 
We  completed  our  plans  and  after  a  jour- 
ney of  two  or  three  days  arrived  at  a 
place  called  jacquet  River  ;  where  we 
had  secured  accommodation.  The  trip 
down  was  uneventful  though  by  no  means 
devoid  of  interest.  From  Toronto  we 
took  one  of  the  boats  of  the  Richelieu 
and  Ontario  Navigation  Company  as  far 
as  Montreal,  passing  through  the  Thou- 
sand Islands  in  St.  Lawrence  River  and 
later  on  shooting  the  series  of  rapids. 
We  had  beautiful  weather  and  there  was 
just  enough  of  the  spice  of  danger  in 
shooting  the  ' 'Rapids"  to  make  one  feel 
keenly  excited.  In  going  down  the 
Lachine  Rapids,  which  are  the  most  dan- 
gerous, the  boat  rushed  madly  through 
#the  waves  toward  a  huge  black  rock, 
whose  flat  surface  is  plainly  visible  above 
the  waters  surging  around  it.  Suddenly 
the  boat  takes  a  sharp  turn  and  all  danger 
is  over — though  more  than  once  it  has 
been  the  scene  of  a  wreck.  When  we 
arrived  at  Montreal  we  discovered  that 
the  engine  room  was  filled  with  water, 
and  on  enquiry  learned  that  the  boat  had 
struck  a  rock  and  sprung  a  leak. 

From  Montreal  to  Quebec  the  journey 
was  made  at  night  on  board  a  beautiful 
steamer  called  the  "Montreal."  Of 
course  most  of  us  sat  out  on  deck  with 


the  star- lit  sky  for  a  covering.  Every 
here  and  there  a  camp  fire  brightened  the 
dark  shore  line,  and  the  soft  strains  of  a 
string  band,  which  was  playing  some- 
where on  board,  were  wafted  down  the 
breeze.  The  next  morning  we  arrived  at 
Quebec  and  Point  Levis,  and  from  the 
latter  place  took  the  train  for  the  rest  of 
the  journey.  Late  the  same  night  we 
arrived  at  our  destination  after  a  most 
delightful  trip. 

At  Jacquet  River  we  found  fair  accom- 
modation, and  several  weeks  passed  very 
pleasantly  during  which  we  waded  the 
river  and  whipped  the  stream  for  hours, 
always  making  good  catches  of  trout, 
and  occasionally  hooking  a  big  salmon. 

Suddenly  a  spell  of  dirty  weather  over- 
took us,  and  we  were  forced  to  keep  to 
our  hotel  where  we  talked  over  plans  for 
the  future.  I  think  we  all  had  a  great 
desire  to  go  to  a  lake  situated  ten  miles 
inland  in  the  midst  of  a  very  thick  forest, 
for  it  had  a  certain  air  of  mystery  about 
it  ;  besides  it  was  said  to  be  full  of  trout. 
Finally  we  decided  to  investigate  on  our 
own  account,  and  a  few  days  later,  fine 
weather  having  set  in,  we  made  our  ar- 
rangements with  that  end  in  view. 

About  three  o'clock  one  bright  after- 
noon eight  of  us,  including  two  .guides, 
started  out  in  two  lumber  waggons.  We 
had  an  ample  supply  of  provisions  with 
us,  as  well  as  fishing  rods,  two  guns  and 
a  rifle.  The  first  half  of  the  trip  was 
over  very  good  roads,  and  we  thought 
we  were  getting  on  famously,  when  a 
black  looking  forest  loomed  up  in  front 
of  us,  and  as  we  approached  it  looked 
more  and  more  gloomy.  The  guides 
then  informed  us  that  the  next  five  miles 
of  our  journey  had  to  be  made  through 
these  dense  woods  along  a  path  used 
only  in  winter  by  lumbermen  in  getting 
out  logs.  We  had  not  been  told  this  be- 
fore, but  of  course  would  not  turn  back. 

It  was  necessary  to  leave  two  of  our 
horses  and  both  waggons  at  a  farm  house 
while  we  proceeded  on  foot  the  rest  of 
the  way.  A  sled,  called  a  "jumper,"  was 
procured  on  which  the  guides  packed  our 
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provisions,  blankets  and  rods,  and  to 
this  the  third  horse  was  hitched.  Our 
overcoats  were  thrown  over  the  back  of 
the  fourth  horse  and  the  guides  then 
called  for  a  volunteer  to  sit  on  the  coats. 
Nobody  seemed  anxious  to  offer  his  ser- 
vices, and  not  wishing  to  be  disagreeable 
I  came  forward.  Soon  everything  was 
ready  and  off  we  started  again,  one  of  the 
guides  leading  the  way  with  an  axe  over 
his  shoulder. 

The  forest  was  exceedingly  thick  and  it 
was  almost  impossible  to  penetrate  more 
than  a  few  feet  on  either  side  of  the 
path.  The  rain  of  the  last  few  days  had 
left  the  ground  very  soggy  and  in  some 
places  the  water  lay  a  foot  deep,  while 
the  mud  was  quite  two  or  three  feet 
thick.  No  doubt  the  others  thought  I 
had  an  easy  time  of  it, — perhaps  I  had — 
but  I  was  seated  on  some  coats  loosely 
thrown  over  the  horse's  back  and  these 
would  slip  first  on  one  side  and  then  on 
the  other.  Frequently  my  horse's  legs 
disappeared  in  the  mud,  and  there  was  an 
awful  struggle  when  the  poor  brute  en- 
deavored to  release  himself.  I  was  fear- 
ful least  I  might  slip  off  into  one  of  those 
black  mud  holes.  Sometimes  my  horse 
stuck  so  long  and  struggled  so  hard  I 
felt  sure  he  must  have  in  some  way  got 
one  of  the  counties  of  New  Brunswick 
attached  to  his  hoofs  and  was  trying  to 
pull  it  out  of  the  mire.  However  I  com- 
forted myself  watching  the  others  as  they 
tramped  along,  covered  with  mud  and 
not  in  the  best  of  humors,  though  they 
all  tried  to  look  cheerful.  Several  times 
we  had  to  wait  while  fallen  trees  were 
cut  away  from  the  path,  and  during 
these  delays  I  tried  to  get  someone  to 
take  my  place,  but  they  were  all  very 
unselfish  and  were  not  willing  to  deprive 
me  of  it.  Perhaps  they  thought  my  long 
legs  were  better  fitted  for  tying  myself 
on. 

Jt  soon  became  so  dark  that  we  could 
scarcely  see  ahead  of  us,  and  the  black 
flies  were  very  busy  seeking  their  evening 
meal.  I  had  a  knitted  woollen  cap  which 
I  pulled  as  far  as  possible  over  my  face, 
and  smeared  the  visible  portions  of  my 
skin  with  some  disagreeable  preparation 
which  was  warranted  to  kill  anything. 
It  was  no  use,  the  little  brutes  got 
through  everything.      One  could  hardly 


blame  them  for  they  seldom  had  such 
an  opportunity  to  get  human  blood  in 
that  isolated  region. 

At  last  we  reached  a  small  clearing  in 
the  middle  of  which  was  a  lumberman's 
shanty.  It  might  have  been  a  palace, 
we  were  so  glad  to  see  it,  and  at  once 
prepared  to  spend  the  night  there.  One 
of  the  guides  got  a  fire  lighted  while  the 
other  looked  after  the  horses.  I  ap- 
preciated that  supper  in  the  forest  as 
much  as  any  meal  I  had  ever  eaten. 
The  green  tea  was  nectar,  while  the  ham 
and  eggs  had  a  particularly  fine  flavor. 
The  older  men  then  told  stories,  some  of 
which  I  daresay  may  have  been  true, 
after  which  we  crawled  through  the  nar- 
row doorway  into  the  shanty,  leaving 
the  guides  outside  as  they  preferred 
staying  up  all  night. 

A  broad  bench-like  arrangement  about 
three  feet  above  the  floor  ran  along  one 
side  of  the  shanty,  and  on  these  small 
cedar  boughs  were  strewn,  over  which 
we  spread  our  blankets  and  rolled  our- 
selves up  in  them.  I  was  soon  asleep 
but  was  shortly  after  awakened  by  loud 
noises  on  both  sides  of  me.  Unfortunat- 
ely I  had  taken  my  position  between  two 
of  the  older  men  who  were  incurable 
snorers.  They  would  not  stop,  though 
I  tried  hard  to  get  relief.  Each  seemed 
determined  to  outdo  the  other,  and  I 
think  they  both  succeeded.  Every  now 
and  then  I  could  hear  a  murmur  which  I 
easily  interpreted  into  a  protest  from 
some  other  member  of  the  party.  At 
last  I  got  to  sleep  again,  but  not  for 
long.  A  slight  noise  awakened  me  and 
with  the  aid  of  the  light  from  the  fire  out- 
side I  could  see  two  figures  moving 
about  the  shanty.  The  guides  were 
looking  for  the  rifle  to  have  a  shot  at  a 
moose  which  they  had  seen  at  the  edge 
of  the  clearing  as  it  was  staring  at  our 
fire.  Of  course  the  moose  had  gone  by 
the  time  the  rifle  was  found,  so  I  return- 
ed to  my  blankets  again  but  it  was  no 
use,  I  could  not  sleep.  The  excitement 
had  been  too  much  for  me,  so  I  got  up 
again  and  went  out  to  the  fire  where  I 
spent  the  rest  of  the  night  talking  to  the 
guides.  As  soon  as  it  was  daylight  I 
went  over  to  the  place  where  the  guides 
had  seen  the  moose,  for  I  thought  they 
might  have  tried  to  work  a  bluff  on  us, 
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but  the  fresh  marks  of  a  moose's  hoofs 
were  there  all  right. 

After  breakfast  we  started  for  the  lake, 
which  was  about  a  mile  away,  and  it  took 
just  one  hour  to  cover  the  distance.  There 
was  no  attempt  at  a  path,  and  we  had  to 
break  our  way  through  the  dense  under- 
brush. On  arriving  at  the  lake  we  put 
our  rods  together  and  commenced  fishing 
at  one  end,  some  of  us  using  bait  and 
some  fly.  The  lake  was  certainly  all 
that  was  said  about  it,  for  we  caught 
trout  as  fast  as  we  could  get  our  lines 
in  the  water.  At  the  end  of  an  hour  or 
more  some  of  us  got  rather  tired  of  such 
fast  work  and  finding  a  raft  we  poled 
down  the  lake  to  see  if  the  fish  were  as 
plentiful  elsewhere. 

The  lake  was  about   two  miles  long, 
and  in*    some  places    about   half  a  mile 
broad.    We  went  some  little  distance 
but  caught  nothing,  and  one  enthusiastic 
fisherman  in  his  eagerness  to  fathom  the 
depths  fell  off  the  ratt.    We  got  him  on 
board  again  without  much  difficulty,  and 
started  back  to   where   we  had   left  the 
others.     A  little  wind  had  come  up  and 
we  found  it  hard   work   poling   the  raft 
against  it.     However,  we  got  back  safely 
and  found  that  the  trout  were  rising  al- 
most as  fast  as  they   had   done  at  first. 
About  noon  we  had  lunch  and  decided  to 
fish  just  one  hour  more,  and  then  start 
for  our  hotel  again.    The  fish  were  now 
becoming    a   little  shy,   and   instead  of 
using  our   rods  we    watched  our  expert 
fisherman  land  his   trout.     He  had  on 
high  wading  boots  and  was  standing  in 
water  above  his   knees,  while   one  of  the 
guides  stood  diiectly  behind  him  holding 
a  creel.     It   was  a   beautiful   sight  to 
watch  the  delicate  casting  line  fall  gently 
on  the  water  and  curl  up  like  a  gossamer 
thread  in  a   light   breeze.    Then   a  big 
trout  would  rise  to  it   as  it  was  drawn 
slowly   back    again.      Sometimes  one 
would  flap  it  with  his  tail,  trying  to  drown 
the  sham  fly.    They  fought  well,  as  trout 
usually  do,  but  what   chance  has  a  fish 
when  well  hooked  ?    The  guide  had  to 
go  ashore  twice  to  empty  the  creel,  and 
at  the  end  of  the  hour  our  sportsman  had 
landed   fifty-eight   trout.       Our  whole 
catch  half  filled  a  good  sized  potato  sack, 
which  was  an  extraordinary  showing  for 
a  few  hours  fishing. 


We  took  our  rods  apart  and 
started  back  toward  the  shanty,  passing 
a  few  moose  tracks  on  our  way.  Our 
stuff  was  soon  packed  and  we  were  off 
once  more  on  our  homeward  way. 

It  was  again  decided  that  I  was  to 
ride  one  of  the  horses,  but  this  time  only 
part  of  the  way,  as  one  of  the  others 
wished  to  ride  the  rest  of  the  distance. 
Most  of  the  big  mud  holes  were  on  the 
other  half  of  the  forest  track,  but  I  did 
not  feel  called  upon  to  draw  anyone's 
attention  to  the  fact.  The  travelling  was 
much  easier  going  back,  as  no  obstruc- 
tions impeded  our  progress,  though  pools 
of  water  and  mud  holes  made  the  pro- 
cession go  a  little  more  slowly  at  times. 
The  black  flies  were  not  so  savage  as 
they  had  been  the  evening  before,  but 
they  again  showed  their  resentment  at 
our  presence  in  their  lonely  region.  It 
may  sound  impossible  but  it  is  a  fact 
that  I  bore  the  marks  of  their  stings  over 
my  temples  for  nine  or  ten  months  after- 
wards. 

When  we  had  accomplished  about  half 
of  the  distance  through  the  forest  I  gave 
up  the  horse  I  was  riding  to  one  of  the 
others.  Now  I  would  again  remind  my 
readers  that  our  overcoats  served  for  a 
saddle,  and  a  very  uncertain  one  it  was. 
I  gave  my  successor  a  few  words 
of  friendly  advice  as  to  how  he 
should  stick  on,  and  I  tried  to  explain 
the  horse's  action, when  struggling  to  get 
out  of  a  mud  hole. 

We  were  soon  on  our  way  again,  and 
before  long  came  to  the  worst  mud  hole 
on  the  path.  I  lingered  behind  to  see 
how  my  friend  would  manage  his  horse, 
and  was  very  glad  I  did  so. 

The  poor  beast  sank  almost  up  to  his 
belly  in  the  soft,  sticky  mud,  and  the 
rider  began  to  swa,y  from  side  to  side  in 
his  frantic  efforts  to  keep  his  seat.  It 
was  ludicrous  to  see  how  frightened  he 
was  of  that  mud  hole  ;  but  his  struggles 
were  of  no  avail.  The  coats  began  to 
slide,  and  with  them  my  friend,  with  the 
result  that  before  he  knew  it,  he  was  on 
his  back  in  two  feet  of  mud.  Truly  the 
position  was  not  a  very  comfortable  one, 
but  it  afforded  a  great  deal  of  amuse- 
ment to  the  rest  of  the  party  to  see  him 
crawl  on  to  firmer  ground.  I  will  confess 
that  I  felt  more  sorry  on  account  of  our 
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coats  than  I  did  for  the  luckless  rider.  I 
thought  perhaps  he  might  like  to  walk 
the  rest  of  the  way,  and  suggested  it  to 
him,  but  he  mounted  again,  determined 
not  to  lose  his  seat. 

We  reached  the  edge  of  the  forest, 
where  we  we  had  left  the  waggons  and 
the  other  horses,  without  any  further 
mishap,  and  after  a  short  delay  were  on 
the  last  stage  of  the  homeward  journey. 

About  six  o'clock  we  sighted  the  village 


and  on  our  arrival  at  the  hotel  were  im- 
mediately surrouned  by  the  other  guests, 
eager  to  learn  what  sort  of  luck  we  had 
had.  One  of  the  guides  emptied  the 
trout  out  on  the  grass,  and  a  pretty 
sight  it  was  to  see  the  fine  big  speckled 
fellows  with  their  deep  crimson  bellies. 
The  crowd  looked  incredulous  but  they 
knew  we  could  not  have  bought  them,  so 
they  were  forced  to  accept  our  statements 
along  with  the  fish. 


Dogs  in  Deer  Hunting  :  A  Suggestion.

AS  an  old  hunter,  one  who  has  hunt- 
ed both  with  and  without  dogs,  I 
have  been  greatly  interested  in  the 
controversy  that  has  been  so  well  and 
ably  carried  on  in  the  pages  of  this 
magazine  regarding  the  use  of  dogs  in 
deer  hunting.  I  was  born  and  brought 
up  in  Ontario,  in  which  Province  1  have 
hunted  both  ways,  and  know  something, 
therefore,  of  both  sides  of  the  con- 
troversy. 

Now  as  a  distant  spectator,  who  knows 
something  of  the  actual  conditions  of 
things  from  personal  experience,  and  who 
can  act  impartially  because  no  longer 
personally  interested,  I  should  like  to  be 
allowed  to  make  a  suggestion  to  my 
Ontario  friends.  Would  it  not  be  pos- 
sible to  appoint  a  committee  of  three — 
say  the  Chief  Game  Warden  and  a  rep- 
resentative of  the  dog  hunters  and  the 
still  hunters  to  divide  portions  of  the 
hunting  territory  into  zones  and 
permit  only  dog  hunting  in  one 
portion  and  still  hunting  in  the  other. 
Then  let  the  Government  legalize  this 
division  and  enforce  it  for  a  period  of 
say  five  years  At  the  end  of  that  time 
many  lessons  would  have  been  learnt,  and 
probably  some  quite  unexpected  develope- 
ments  have  resulted.  We  should  know 
with  some  certainty  in  which  zone  the 
deer  flourished  best  and  the  endless  dif- 
ferences as  to  whether  dogs  drive  the 
deer  from  one  part  of  the  country  to 


another  could  then  be  settled.  If  still 
hunting  is  more  destructive  of  deer  life 
than  dog  hunting  the  conditions  of  the 
zones  would  supply  positive  proof  of  the 
fact  and  the  matter  could  no  longer  be 
left  to  open  controversy. 

The  fine  Province  of  Ontario  is  large 
enough  to  accommodate  both  parties. 
While  I  like  still  hunting  I  like  the  dogs 
as  well  and  would  be  sorry  to  see  them 
entirely  prohibited.  I  know  that  many 
men  have  neither  time  nor  opportunity  to 
become  still  hunters  and  unless  allowed 
the  use  of  dogs  could  not  hunt  at 'all. 

It  does  seem  to  me  that  some  agree- 
ment could  be  made  on  this  basis.  The 
Government  by  obtaining  revenue  from 
both  classes  of  hunters  would  gain,  and 
true  sport  would  profit  from  the  lessons 
of  experience  it  would  be  possible  for  us 
to  learn.  I  hope  to  see  the  sportsmen 
of  Ontario  come  together  and  settle  their 
differences  on  some  such  a  plan  as  I  have 
outlined  and  I  hope  to  see  it  done  soon. 
This  would  be  far  better  than  going  at 
each  other  hammer  and  tongs  and  such 
an  experiment  might  do  a  good  deal  to 
teach  the  sportsmen  of  other  Provinces. 
Although  we  have  no  such  controversy 
outside  Ontario  and  Quebec  it  may  be 
that  the  sportsmen  of  other  Provinces 
would  learn  much  from  an  experiment 
tried  in  Ontario  under  conditions  which 
should  prove  ideal  for  such  a  purpose.

Sailing  on  the  "Lake  of  Bays." 

How  Sam  Johnson  Sailed  Into  Health  in  a  Canadian  Catboat.

ften  have  I  heard  the  remark: 
4 'Hard  work  never  killed  anyone," 
i*but  I  have  my  own  ideas  in  regard 
to  that  old  fraud.  At  any  rate  my 
friend,  Sam  Johnson,  came  down  with  a 
serious  nervous  trouble  that  the  doctor 
said  was  caused  by  overwork  and  lack  of 
proper  rest  and  I  am  inclined  to-  give 
him  credit  for  knowing  his  business. 

The  prescription  he  gave  Sam  was  to 
take  a  two  months'  vacation  in  Muskoka 
and  to  spend  twenty-four  hours  every 
day  out  of  doors  and  more  if  he  could. 

>Now  Sam  had  never  taken  a  vacation 
since  the  summer  school  recess  and  then 
he  was  required  to  make  himself  gener- 
ally useful  about  the  store,  to  do  the 
running  here  and  there,  and  in  the  gar- 
den where  he  wrestled  with  the  weeds, 
picked  fruit  and  cut  grass  with  an  old 
scythe  for  the  horse  and  cow. 
"  I  was  brought  up  in  the  same  little  in- 
land town,  a  village  where  the  word 
vacation  was  unknown,  where  work  was 
considered  absolutely  necessary  every 
day  in  the  year- except  Sundays,   the  first 


of  July,  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas. 

A  creek  ran  through  the  village  where 
Sam  and  I  learned  to  swim  in  the  old 
"swimmin'  hole"  along  with  the  other 
kids  very  much  against  the  wishes  of  our 
parents.  When  our  own  boys  and,  girls 
Wanted  to  swim  we  went  with  them  and 
taught  them  how.  They  learned  at  an 
earlier  age  than  we  did,  but  they  never 
got  so  much  fun  out  of  it  because  they 
hadn't  the  privilege  of  stealing  away  and; 
doing  it  1  'unbeknownst"  to  their  parents 
and  teachers.  They  never  experienced 
the  difficulty  of'  trying  to  explain  why 
their  hair  looked  wet  and  uncombed,  or 
how  a  shirt  happened  to  get  on  wrong 
side  out. 

But  here  was  a  turn  in  the  road  for 
Sam.  He  was  unable  to  attend  to  bus- 
iness and  something  must  be  done,  so  he 
packed  up  the  things  that  seemed  necess- 
ary and  took  his  whole  family  to  the 
"Lake  of  Bays"  where  I  agreed  to  join 
him  later.  For  several  days  Sam's 
whole  family  fished  in  the  troubled  waters 
of  the  Ox  Tongue  River  where  the  dark 
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colored  water  from  the  upper  reaches 
turns  to  beautiful  white  foam  as  it  rolls 
and  tumbles  down  over  and  between  the 
rocks  as  it  starts  on  its  agitated  journey 
to  the  Lake  of  Bays.  They  caught  black 
bass  in  the  rapids  and  in  the  quiet  pools 
of  the  river  further  down  stream,  where 
it  rests  for  a  few  moments  before  making 
another  plunge.  It  was  all  so  interest- 
ing to  be  free  from  care,  the  long  walks 
through  the  forest  along  the  streams 
were  so  fascinating  that  the  invalid  im- 
proved from  the  first  day. 

But  the  older  boys  wanted  to  sail  on 
the  lake  so  a  catboat  was  rented  with  a 
man  hired  to  run  it  and  to  instruct  them 
in  sailing.     For  two  whole  weeks  every

day  they  were  out  sailing  on  the  water, 
sailing  back  and  forth  through  the  chan- 
nels and  among  the  islands.  Some  days 
the  boat  would  merely  drift  in  the  laziest 
kind  of  way,  although  generally  there 
was  a  breeze  of  some  kind  and  it  often 
kept  two  of  them  busy. 

The  first  day  Sam  learned  that  a  sheet 
is  a  rope  and  that  a  cleat  is  a  little 
wooden  or  iron  affair  witn  two  h:rns 
pointing  in  opposite  directions,  but  that 
the  sheet  must  never  be  made  fast  to 
either  one  no  matter  how  his  arms  ached 
and  fingers  stiffened  with  cramps.  There 
were  two  of  these  cleats,  one  to  port  and 
the    other  to  starboard,  but  Sam  says 


they  were  just  there  for  ornament.  There 
was  another  cleat,  however,  that  was 
meant  for  business.  It  was  bolted  fast 
to  the  port  side  of  the  center  board  well 
and  its  mission  was  to  hold  the  sail  hal- 
liard. He  also  learned  what  a  painter  is 
and  how  to  make  it  quickly  fast  to  a 
snubbing  post  or  wharf  hook  with  two 
half  hitches  properly  reversed  upon  each 
other. 

Along  towards  the  end  of  the  second 
week,  the  day  after  myself  and  family 
joined  his  party,  a  stiff  breeze  sprang  up 
early  in  the  day  and  increased  about 
noon  to  what  the  skipper  called  half  a 
gale.  He  took  in  a  reef  before  starting, 
then  as  the  breeze  freshened  he  ran  in 

the  lee  of  an 
i  s  1  a  nd  and 
took  in  an- 
other whi  c  h 
used  up  the 
canvass  all  but 
the  peak  and 
this  projected 
above  the  deck 
not  more  than 
about  ei  g  h  t 
feet,  but  the 
boat  made 
goo  d  time 
even  with  this 
little  pock  e  t 
handkerchi  e  f 
sail. 

In  saili  n  g 
close  we 
c  a  u  ght  the 
spray  from  the 
crest  of  the 
white  caps  as  it  was  picked  off  the  comb 
by  the  strong  wind  and  sprinkled  over 
us  until  we  were  drenched  to  the  skin 
and  our  little  point  of  sail  was  wet  clear 
to  the  peak.  Then  if  we  eased  her  away 
a  little  the  big  waves  rolled  after  us  un- 
der the  stern  as  though  intending  to 
climb  into  the  boat  but  were  always  just 
a  little  too  late.  The  motion  of  the  boat 
as  it  struggled  with  wind  and  wave, 
answering  now  to  sail  and  now  to  rudder 
conveyed  the  impression  that  the  craft 
possessed  something  akin  to  life.  It 
was  human  intelligence  conveyed  through 
the  rigging  and  accurately  interpreted  by 
a  carefully  designed,  well  built  boat. 
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The  skipper 
had  the  tiller 
and  I  held  the 
sheet  while  the 
boys  and  Sam 
acted  as  bal- 
last; the  girls 
and  their 
mothers  p  re- 
f  e  r  r  e  d  the 
shore  that  day. 
There  was 
plenty  of  ex- 
citement and 
action  enough 
to  keep  us  all  awake  and  busy.  We 
were  so  interested  we  forgot  the  flight 
of  time  but  the  skipper  got  hungry  and 
his  remarks  reminded  the  rest  of  us  that 
we  had  our  Lake  of  Bays'  appetites 
along  with  us.

This  out  door  life  was  better  than 
medicine  for  Sam  because  he  slept  sound- 
ly every  night  and  enjoyed  three  good 
meals  every  day  for  two  full  months. 
At  the  end  of  that  time  he  bought  the 
boat  and  put  it  in  storage  for  another 
year,  and  he  declares  that  every  August 
from  this  time  on  will  find  him  sailing  in 
the  Lake  of  Bays.

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How  One  Settle

0INCE  my  article  entitled  "How  One 
Settler  Treats  the  Deer"  appeared 

  in  the  November  number  of  "Rod 

and  Gun,"  I  have  received  a  number  of 
letters  from  gentlemen  asking  me  if  I 
could  write  something  further  upon  the 
same  lines. 

Several  of  my  .correspondents  seem  to

appear  to  doubt  very  much  whether  any- 
one could  see  so  many  deer  as  the  num- 
bers I  mentioned.  To  these  doubting 
ones  I  can  only  repeat  that  my  article 
was  true  in  every  respect.  Some  few 
years  ago  a  gentleman  went  to  one  of 
the  crossings  on  one  of  the  lakes  a  few 
miles    from    here,    taking   with  him  a 
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camera  with  a  view  of  getting"  some 
photos  of  deer  crossing  at  that  place. 
That  gentleman  has  today  a  photo  show- 
ing ninety-six  deer  and  doubting  ones 
may  see  from  that  incident  that  I  was 
not  far  wrong.  If  anything  I  underes- 
timated as  I  wished  to  be  on  the  safe 
side. 

In  my  former  article  I  tried  to  show 
how  some  deer  lose  their  lives  by  break- 
ing through  the  ice;  I  will  now  endeavor 
to  tell  how  some  come  to  their  end  out 
on  the  ice. 

It  frequently  happens  during  their  mi- 
grations, both  in  the  early  winter  and 
late  spring,  that  heavy  rains  followed  by 
sharp  frosts,  come  on  rendering  the  ice 
smooth  and  slippery.  Now  while  deer 
are  very  sure  footed  on  land  they  are 
almost  helpless  on  smooth  ice  and  have 
great  difficulty  in  crossing.  In  one 
sense  they  afford  one  of  the  most  amus- 
ing sights  I  have  ever  seen,  their  frantic 
endeavors  to  maintain  their  feet  causing 
such  struggling  as  must  be  seen  to  be 
realized. 

Imagine,  if  you  can,  twenty  or  thirty 
deer  all  scrambling  and  falling,  some  of 
them  on  their  backs  on  the  ice  and  oth- 
ers falling  over  them,  while  all  are  strug- 
gling to  retain  or  regain  their  feet. 
After  a  good  deal  of  this  struggling 
some  will  give  it  up  and  lay  quiet 
until  they  die,  a  day  or  two  being  passed 
in  some  cases  before  death  ensues. 
When  I  see  a  deer  give  up  in  this  way  I 
get  out  to  him  if  at  all  possible,  throw 
a  rope  over  his  head  and  pull  him  across 
to  a  place  where  he  is  all  right. 

Last  spring  I  was  watching  some  deer 
crossing  when  the  ice  was  very  slippery 
and  saw  one  give  up.  I  went  out  to  him 
and  getting  a  rope  over  his  head  pulled 
him  back  to  the  shore  he  had  left  a  short 
time  before.  As  soon  as  he  got  on  his 
feet  again  he  started  for  me  striking  at 
me  with  his  front  feet.  He  was  evi- 
dently of  the  opinion  that  I  should  have 
taken  him  in  the  opposite  direction  and 
gave  me  a  pretty  strong  hint  to  that 
effect. 

Another  way  in  which  a  good  many 
deer  come  to  their  end  is  by  their  hind 
feet   slipping  out    sideways.    Both  feet 


will  slip  out  at  the  same  time  and  the  deer 
falls  on  the  ice  as  though  in  an  upright 
position.  A  deer  falling  in  this  way  can 
never  get  up  and  cannot  stand  if  lifted 
up.  I  usually  find  one  or  both  of  the 
hip  joints  dislocated  and  in  some  casee 
the  bones  of  the  legs  are  broken.  Of 
course  in  such  cases  nothing  can  be  done 
for  them,  the  only  merciful  course  being 
to  kill  them  as  soon  as  possible.  Some 
years  quite  a  number  lose  their  lives  in 
this  way. 

A  further  cause  of  fatal  accidents  to 
deer  is  the  high  water  in  the  lakes  which 
prevail  some  years.  There  are  occasions 
when  this  water  is  extremely  high,  over- 
flowing the  banks  to  a  considerable  ex- 
tent back  from  the  shore.  There  is  al- 
ways a  large  amount  of  driftwood,  brush 
and  all  kinds  of  rubbish  around  the  lake 
shores  and  at  high  water  this,  although 
stationary,  is  all  afloat.  The  deer  try- 
ing to  swim  through  it  frequently  get 
their  legs  fast  and  die  there. 

About  four  years  ago  on  the  evening 
of  the  day  that  the  ice  went  out  I  took 
my  canoe  and  went  across  the  lake  about 
five  hundred  yards  to  one  of  the  cross- 
ways  and  counted  thirty-four  deer  that 
had  met  their  death  in  this  way. 

Wolves,  too,  are  responsible  for  the 
deaths  of  a  nnmber  of  deer  but  not  to 
the  extent  some  people  seem  to  believe. 
In  my  experience  extending  over  a  good 
many  years  I  have  not  found  to  the  best 
of  my  recollection  over  a  dozen  deer 
killed  by  wolves;  while  1  have  killed 
double  that  number  of  wolves. 

While  I  agree  with  a  good  deal  of 
what  Mr.  Hope  has  written  with  regard 
to  wolves  killing  deer  I  think  at  the 
same  time  that  a  wolf  can  catch  a  deer  at 
any  time  except  when  the  snow  is  deep 
and  loose. 

I  once  saw  a  single  wolf  run  down  a 
large  buck  in  a  straight  race  on  the  ice; 
and  as  there  were  about  two  inches  of 
hard  snow  on  the  ice  there  was  no  dan- 
ger of  the  deer  slipping.  On  another 
occasion  I  saw  two  wolves  do  the  same 
thing  under  similar  conditions,  and  al- 
most in  the  same  place. 


Guides  and  Their  Patrons: 


From  a  Guide's  Point  of  View.

FTEN  has  it  occurred  to  me  that  a 
discussion  on  the  duties  of  guides 
— what  they  ought  to  do  for  the 
sportsmen  whom  they  take  in  the  woods, 
and  what  sportsmen  ought  to  expect 
from  them — would  add  greatly  to  the 
value  of  "Rod  and  Gun,"  and  with  your 
permission  I  am  going  to  give  my  views 
on  the  subject  from  the  point  of  the 
guide.  I  am  certain  a  discussion  would 
prove  of  benefit  both  to  sportsmen  and 
guides  and  I  trust  this  paper  will  be 
followed  by  one  from  a  sportsman  who 
will  give  us  the  benefit  of  his  side  of  the 
case. 

For  the  last  ten  years  guiding  has  been 
the  principal  source  of  my  income  and  I 
have  been  fairly  successful  at  the  work. 
I  think  I  have  a  fair  idea  of  what  is  due 
to  both  sides  and  wish  to  do  what  is 
right  by  both. 

Now  my  remarks  will  apply  wholly  to 
New  Brunswick  and  I  will  describe  the 
methods  followed  by  the  most  successful 
guides  of  the  Province.  When  a  man, 
who  has  knowledge  of  the  woods  and 
some  experience  with  the  work,  decides 
to  take  up  the  business  for  himself  he 
begins  by  looking  up  the  the  best  piece 
of  game  country  he  can  find — a  piece  in 
which  no  other  regular  guide  makes  a 
practice  of  hunting.  Having  found  such 
a  suitable  place  he  next  makes  inquiries 
as  to  the  ownership  of  the  land — that  is 
if  it  is  Crown  land,  Railway  land  or  pri- 
vate property.  In  any  case  he  submits  a 
request  to  the  owners  or  agents  for  per- 
mission to  build  camps  and  use  it  as  his 
hunting  territory.  If  he  is  a  reliable 
man  his  request  is  generally  granted,  for 
all  wild  land  owners  are  fully  aware  of 
the  fact  that  in  such  a  case  the  guide 
takes  a  keen  interest  in  keeping  down 
fires.  Good  camps  with  stores  in  them 
are  far  more  safe  than  having  all  kinds 
of  people  running  over  the  place  making 
fires  just  where  they  please  and  leaving 
them    without    properly  extinguishing 


them.  It  thus  comes  about  that  a  good 
guide  should  find  no  great  difficulty  in 
securing  his  hunting  territory. 

Having  managed  so  far  his  next 
thought  should  be  to  fix  his  home  camp. 
This  camp,  while  fairly  easy  of  access, 
should  be  well  situated  for  the  game. 
Here  will  be  fixed  the  main  supply  depot 
and  general  stores,  and  here  the  guide 
well  kept  most  of  the  tools  he  uses  in 
his  business. 

A  thorough  survey  of  his  hunting 
ground,  with  particular  reference  to 
game  possibilities,  will  follow.  Moose 
is  the  game  most  desired  by  sportsmen, 
and  in  September  and  October  they  are 
generally  to  be  found  around  the  ponds 
and  dead  waters.  Trails  should  be  cut 
from  the  home  camp  by  the  easiest  routes 
to  these  haunts  of  the  moose.  In  cases 
where  the  distances  from  the  home  camp 
are  to  be  counted  in  miles  it  is  best  to 
fix  small  out  camps  suitable  for  a  few 
nights'  stay  should  circumstances  render 
such  desirable.  Early  mornings  and 
late  evenings  are  the  best  of  times  to 
find  moose  in  these  places.  It  thus  hap- 
pens that  when  a  party  have  remained 
out  till  it  is  too  dark  to  see  to  shoot  they 
can  make  their  way  to  one  of  these  out 
camps  and  find  everything  prepared  for 
their  accommodation.  A  supply  of  dry 
wood  will  have  been  cut  and  stored  up 
and  no  noise  is  necessary  to  make  a  fire. 
By  forethought  and  preparation  the 
sportsman  and  his  guide  are  able  to  pass 
a  pleasant  evening,  to  have  a  comforta- 
ble night's  rest  and  to  be  on  the  ground 
by  daylight  prepared  to  meet  Mr.  Moose. 

Once  the  territory  is  filled  up  in  this 
fashion  no  other  guide  of  any  repute 
will  go  there  to  hunt  and  the  guide  who 
has  gone  to  the  trouble  and  expense  of 
preparing  his  ground  well  may  be  as- 
sured, if  he  is  a  good  man  at  his  work, 
of  a  return  for  the  same.  gThat  is  our 
New  Brunswick  method  of  hunting  an 
experience  has  shown  that  it  is  a  good  one 
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One  of  the  first  and  most  important 
requisites  of  a  good  guide,  is  a  know- 
ledge of  the  game  he  hunts,  their  habits, 
and  the  places  they  frequent. 

In  the  next  place  he  should  possess  a 
thorough  acquaintance  with  his  hunting 
territory  and  know  just  where  to  work 
for  his  game  at  different  seasons  and 
under  different  weather  conditions. 
When  the  head  guide  has  this  knowledge 
any  man  can  do  the  rest  fairly  well  by 
following  the  leader's  advice. 

For  most  of  the  moose  hunting  in  New 
Brunswick  it  is  necessary  for  the  guide 
to  be  a  good  canoe  man.  He  should  be 
able  to  handle  his  canoe  quietly  and 
steadily  with  either  pole  or  paddle.  If 
he  sees  his  game  a  long  way  ahead  on 
the  shores  of  lake  or  stream  he  ought  to 
be  able  to  manage  his  canoe  in  such  a 
way  as  to  get  his  sportsman  within  easy 
range  of  the  game,  to  steady  it  for  the 
shot,  and  to  be  able  by  his  ready  watch- 
fulness to  tell  the  sportsman  just  where 
his  bullet  struck. 

It  is  true  there  are  many  sportsmen 
who  are  able  to  give  good  accounts  of 
themselves  under  any  conditions.  This 
however,  is  not  the  case  with  the  major- 
ity of  them.  Many  are  on  their  first  big 
game  hunt  and  have  no  experience  of  the 
woods.  If  they  are  good  target  shots 
that  does  not  necessarily  mean  they  are 
good  game  shots.  It  is  the  duty  of  the 
guide  to  see  that  the  sportsman  of  little 
or  no  experience  has  a  fair  chance  at  the 
game  he  is  after — a  fair  chance  accord- 
ing to  his  ability.  It  must  be  remem- 
bered that  what  is  a  good  chance  for  an 
expert  is  not  a  fair  chance  at  all  for  a 
man  new  to  the  business.  Even  when 
the  game  is  moving  slowly  through  the 
trees  it  is  difficult  far  a  man  unaccus- 
tomed to  firing  in  that  way  to  make  a 
successful  shot.  Ihe  guide  should  know 
this  and  not  insist  upon  the  sportsman 
shooting  unless  he  is  a  quick  shot  and 
has  a  fair  chance.  The  guide  must  not 
think  that  what  is  an  easy  shot  for  him 
with  his  experience,  is  anything  like  an 
easy  shot  for  the  sportsman  he  may  be 
guiding. 

I  well  remember  several  years  ago 
guiding  a  sportsman  who  was  a  good 
target  shot,  though  he  was  slow,  as  tar- 
get shots    usually  are.    One  afternoon 


we  came  on  a  big  bull  moose  in  a  nice 
open  growth  of  fir  trees  and  the  animal 
was  only  sixty  yards  away.  The  bull 
was  walking  slowly  and  every  few  steps 
he  made  a  slight  pause.  The  chance 
seemed  to  me  a  most  excellent  one  and 
I  urged  him  to  lake  a  shot.  The  trees 
however  bothered  him  so  much  that  he 
allowed  the  bull  to  walk  away  without 
firing.  I  admit  that  I  was  provoked  and 
told  him  sharply  that  he  should  have 
taken  the  chance  as  it  was  not  likely  he 
would  have  a  better  one.  Very  quietly 
he  replied  to  me  that  for  a  man  of  his 
ability  at  shooting  the  chance  was  not  a 
good  one.  I  was  struck  at  the  time 
with  the  justice  of  this  answer  and  have 
never  forgotten  it.  Indeed  the  more  I 
have  thought  it  over  the  more  I  have 
agreed  with  it  and  tried  to  act  up  to  its 
spirit. 

One  of  the  best  pieces  of  advice  I  can 
give  to  a  guide  is  to  do  his  best  to  give 
the  sportsman  he  may  be  guiding  the 
best  chance  of  a  shot  according  to  his 
ability.  Allow  him  also  to  shoot  his 
game  for  himself.  Don't  carry  a  rifle 
unless  requested  and  then  use  it  only  on 
wounded  game  that  might  otherwise  get 
away  and  die  in  lingering  agony.  It  is 
not  satisfactory  to  either  party  to  have 
the  guide  shoot  the  game  and  give  the 
sportsman  the  credit  of  the  performance. 
The  sportsman  will  appreciate  the  efforts 
of  the  guide  to  give  him  a  good  shot  far 
more  highly,  and  if  successful  he  will 
think  far  better  of  that  guide  than  if  the 
latter  took  advantage  of  a  more  difficult 
situation  and  shot  the  game  for  him. 

I  have  heard  the  assertion  made  on 
several  occasions  that  the  sportsman 
should  do  his  share  of  the  work  with  the 
guide.  Now  I  think  it  is  wrong  to  ex- 
pect anything  of  the  kind.  I  have  seen 
a  few  who  were  willing  to  do  this  and 
who  really  seemed  to  enjoy  it.  They 
were  however  very  few  indeed.  Of 
course  their  object  in  visiting  the  woods 
is  sport  and  not  work.  The  sportsman 
is  there  for  sport  and  the  guide  is  there 
to  do  the  work. 

The  sportsman  should  not  be  required 
to  carry  a  pack.  A  man  with  a  pack  on 
has  a  poor  chance  of  a  shot,  and  when 
in  a  game  country,  where  an  animal  may 
be    met    any    minute,    the  sportsman 
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should  be  in  a  position  to  fire  a  shot  at 
any  time.  Carrying  a  pack  is  also  too 
much  like  work  and  the  guide  is  paid  to 
do  the  work.  If  there  is  more  than  one 
load  to  carry  take  another  man  along  to 
help,  or  go  over  the  portages  twice, 
either  way  way  is  better  than  giving  a 
pack  to  the  sportsman.  It  is  necessary 
for  a  guide  to  be  able  to  cook  fairly  well 
even  if  there  is  a  regular  cook  for  the 
party.  Both  the  sportsman  and  the 
guide  are  likely  to  be  away  from  the 
main  camp  on  occasion  and  perhaps  for 
several  days  together.  At  such  times 
the  guide  should  prepare  some  tasty 
meals.  He  should  know  how  to  take 
care  of  the  game  when  it  is  killed  and 
be  able  to  prepare  the  head  for  mount- 
ing. He  ought  further  to  be  able  to  do 
three  days'  work  in  one  if  the  occasion 
calls  for  it.  Above  all  he  should  go 
about  his  duties  cheerfully  and  then  they 
will  be  performed  well. 

The  guide,  if  he  knows  his  business, 
should  anticipate  most  of  the  wants  of 
the  sportsman  and  not  wait  for  them  to 
be  made  known  before  giving  his  atten- 
tion to  them.  I  will  not  go  so  far  as  to 
say  that  for  a  man  to  be  a  good  guide  it 
is  necessary  for  him  to  have  had  an  ed- 
ucation; but  I  will  say  he  can  make  a 
much  better  guide  if  he  has  had  one.  A 
good  guide  should  be  able  to  answer 
questions  about  game,  fish,  woods  and 
waters  with  intelligence. 

A  man  to  be  a  good  guide  must  be 
sober  and  industrious  and  if  he  doesn't 
use  tobacco  so  much  the  better.  I  know 
that  many  will  not  agree  with  me  on  this 
point  but  readers  would  be  surprised  to 
know  how  many  of  the  best  guides  in 
New  Brunswick  use  neither  tobacco  nor 
alcoholic  liquors. 

The  guide  should  be  on  deck  bright 
and  early  in  the  morning  prepared  to  call 
the  sportsman  and  not  waiting  to  be 
himself  called.  He  should  likewise  be 
prepared  topropose  hunts  and  not  wait 
for  the  sportsman  to  invite  him  out.  He 
should  always  speak  the  truth  and  never 
exaggerate,  particularly  with  regard  to 
game.  There  is  no  way  by  which  a 
guide  can  lose  a  man's  confidence  quicker 
than  by  exaggerating  over  game  matters, 
and  once  that  confidence  is  lost  it  is  by 
no  means  easy  to  regain.     Whenever  an 


appointment  is  made  be  prompt  to  the 
minute,  indeed  be  on  hand  a  few  min- 
utes before  if  at  all  possible.  Be  friendly 
but  not  offensively  so:  talk  when  you  are 
invited  but  not  too  much;  be  courteous 
and  always  willing  and  you  will  get  along. 
Last  but  by  no  means  least  learn  to  keep 
your  eyes  open  and  your  mouth  shut — 
which  means  see  all  there  is  to  see  and 
make  no  noise — if  you  would  be  a  suc- 
cessful hunter. 

Guides  who  follow  these  rules  can 
command  good  wages  and  will  get  work 
when  they  are  known.  Sportsmen  are 
good  fellows,  with  very  few  exceptions, 
and  I  have  found  little  trouble  with  the 
worst  I  have  had.  When  out  on  the 
hunt  if  the  sportsman  wishes  you  to 
carry  three  or  four  coats  or  sweaters — 
carry  them.  That  is  what  he  wishes  you 
to  do  and  as  he  is  paying  you  for  carry- 
ing out  his  wishes  there  is  no  reason  to 
kick. 

„  There  are  however  very  great  differ- 
ences in  the  sportsmen  one  has  to  guide. 
Some  go  purely  for  sport  and  enjoyment 
and  have  a  real  good  time,  none  the  less 
good  if  they  fail  to  get  game,  for  game 
with  them  is  not  the  sole  object  of  the 
outing.  These  men  are  of  the  right  sort 
and  it  is  an  unalloyed  pleasure  to  be  with 
them.  That  however  is  no  reason  why 
they  should  be  taken  to  a  place  where 
there  is  no  game.  They  can  be  happy 
without  killing  a  whole  lot  but  they  like 
at  least  to  see  the  game. 

Then  there  is  the  other  kind  of  sports- 
man whom  no  guide  wishes  to  see. 
Fortunately  there  are  not  many  of  his 
class  but  there  are  a  few,  and  we  have 
all  seen  him  at  least  once.  He  is  the 
man  who  doesn't  care  to  hunt,  it  is  no 
pleasure  to  him;  but  it  is  a  fad  to  kill  a 
moose  and  he  wantisto  do  it.  His  moose 
must  be  a  record  breaker  or  he's  not 
satisfied.  He  is  in  a  desperate  hurry 
and  whatever  he  does  must  be  done 
quickly.  He  is  the  man  who  gets  lost 
in  the  woods  with  his  guide  and  the  lat- 
ter might  have  starved  there  but  for  his 
cleverness  in  getting  both  out.  By  the 
time  he  has  been  in  the  woods  a  week  he 
knows  more  about  the  game  and  the 
country  than  any  guide  can  tell  him. 
They  have  not  the  intelligence  to  com- 
pare their  long  years  ©f  woodcraft  with 
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his  week's  experience.  He  tells  the 
guides  what  a  good  time  he  will  have 
when  he  gets  back  to  the  city;  he  gener- 
ally has  a  bottle  with  which  to*  console 
himself  and  keeps  it  to  himself.  He  is 
glad  when  the  hunt  is  over  and  so  is  the 
guide. 


I  never  take  such  a  man  if  I  recognize 
him,  but  I  have  got  fooled  once  or  twice. 
There  is  only  one  good  thing  about  him 
— he  is  in  a  minority  and  when  he  disap- 
pears he  will  be  /'unwept,  unhonored 
and  unsung." 


A  Deer  Hunter  Kills  A  Wolf 


0O  much  has  been  written  of  wolves, 
and  their  depredations  on  the  deer 
that  the  success  of  Mr.  John  Ander- 
son, of  Messrs.  Chase  &  Sanborn,  Mon- 
treal, in  his  last  deer  hunt  in  the  Kippe- 
wa  district  is  most  in- 
teresting. The  wolves, 
although  usually  plen- 
tiful in  that  neighbor- 
hood, appeared  to  be 
in  greater  numbers 
than  ever  last  Novem- 
ber, and  while  the 
hunters  were  in  camp 
they  found  the  deer 
being  chased  every 
day.  This  camp  was 
situated  half  way  be- 
tween Mattawa  and 
Lake  Temiskami  n  g 
and  near  the  line  of 
the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway. 

On  November  fifteenth  Mr.  Anderson 
was  out  on  a  still  hunt  tor  deer,  and 
while  picking  his  way  with  care  observed 
a  wolf  coming  along  an  old  timber  road 
on  a  fresh  deer  track.  No  doubt  visions 
of  a  venison  meal  so  absorbed  his  atten- 
tion that  he  did  not  see  the  hunter  who 
continued  to  give  him  pretty  close  no- 
tice. When  within  one  hundred  yards 
the  wolf  caught  the  hunter's  scent  and

immediately  took  to  the  woods.  He  had 
delayed  too  long  and  just  as  he  was  pass- 
ing an  open  space  a  well  directed  bullet 
caught  him  behind  the  shoulder  and 
brought  him  down.  When  the  hunter 
reached  his  side  the 
brute  was  dead  and  it 
was  subsequently  as- 
certained that  the  bul- 
let had  penetrated  just 
below  the  heart. 

At  the  time  when 
Mr.  Anderson  achieved 
his  success  he  was  very 
intent  upon  getting 
either  a  deer  or  a  moose 
and  was  not  even 
dreaming    of  a  wolf. 

As  will  be  seen  from 
our  i  llustration  the 
head  is  a  very  fine  one, 
and  Mr.  Anderson  is, 
naturally,  quite  proud 
of  his  trophy.  In  his  past  hunting  ex- 
periences he  has  secured  several  very 
good  deer  heads,  but  this  is  his  first 
wolf. 

Traces  of  the  killing  of  one  deer  were 
discovered  a  few  yards  from  the  place 
where  this  wolf  was  shot,  and  it  seems 
pretty  clear  that  Mr.  Anderson  did  well 
in  ridding  the  woods  of  one  very  de- 
structive marauder. 


The  question  of  protecting  the  game  is 
one  of  great  importance  and  from  the 
interest  shown,  by  the  large  number  of 
guides  present  at  their  meeting,  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  guides  in  Nova  Scotia  are 
alive  to  their  responsibility  in  this  matter.

Moose  Hunting   in  the  Calling  Season  in  Beautiful 

Nova  Scotia.

THERE  were  three  of  us — Andy,  Tom 
and  myself.  We  had  arranged  to 
start  on  our  outing  at  the  opening 
of  the  season,  October  first  ;  but  were  de- 
tained by  the  machinations  of  men  who 
should  have  no  place  in  any  business  or 
Christian  community.  So  it  was  not  un- 
til Saturday,  the  fifth,  that  Andy  and  I 
hooked  up  old  Jack  in  the  light  express, 
in  which  we  had  stowed  our  provisions, 
blankets,  guns  and  ammunition,  not  for- 
getting my  favorite  birch  bark  call. 

And  away  we  went  over  the  Harmony 
hills,  up  the  Stewiacke  valley,  across  the 


talcose  mountain  range  and  the  Musquo- 
doboit  Valley,  and  on  a  couple  of  miles 
toward  the  coast.  Then  we  turned  Jack's 
nose  to  the  east  on  the  Pleasant  Valley 
road.  Four  miles  farther,  and  we 
are  at  the  last  house  on  this  road,— 
Tom's  house.  Tom  is  to  be  our  compan- 
ion-guide for  the  next  eight  days.  He 
is  a  lumberman,  farmer  and  guide.  He 
has  a  nice  little  nest-egg  in  the  bank,  and 
also  has  a  wife  and  family  to  be  proud 
of. 

We  spent  the  Sabbath  day  with  Tom 
and  his    family,    only  transgressing  its 
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sacredness  by  digging  a  few  of  his  sweet 
new-land  tubers  to  complete  our  supplies. 
By  six  the  next  morning,  as  the  first  glim- 
mer of  day  appeared  in  the  east  dis- 
persing the  shades  of  darkness,  we  were 
on  the  portage-road  with  all  our  outfit 
snugly  strapped  on  Tom's  wooden-shod 
sled.  The  big  bay  with  a  nonchalant 
air  strode  cheerfully  along  over  the  bare 
ground  with  its  projecting  roots  and 
rocks,  and  splashed  through  the  gurgling 
stream. 

The  morning  was  a  glorious  one.  A 
little  frost  could  be  seen  glimmering  on 
the  trees  with  the  first  rays  of  the  rising 
sun.  There  was  not  a  breath  of  air 
stirring.  "What  a  morning  for  calling!  " 
was  several  times  remarked,  as  with 
elastic  step  we  bounded  along,  already 
feeling  the  joys  of  freedom  and  the  ex- 
hilarating effects  of  our  pure  and  uiicon- 
taminated  surroundings.  "Freedom," 
did  I  say  ?  Why  use  the  word  ?  Do  we 
not  live  in  a  free  country  ?  Yes,  we  are 
in  a  free  country,  as  far  as  its  constitution 
enjoins  us.  But  have  we  not,  the  great 
majority  of  us,  brought  a  bondage  upon 
ourselves,  an  involuntary  enslavement, 
by  our  habits  and  business,  our  habits  of 
living,  our  desire  for  wealth,  our  desire 
to  outshine  and  eclipse  our  neighbors  ? 
And  thus  we  are  getting  away,  ever 
getting  farther  away  from  Nature  and  the 
joys  of  true  and  untrammeled  freedom. 

Twenty  years  ago  I  was  a  very  ill  man. 
Business  trouble  and  excessive  mental 
strain  had  brought  on  a  serious  brain 
trouble.  My  home  physicians  despaired 
of  my  life  ;  I  looked  for  the  best  to  be 
found  in  the  medical  world.  After  three 
months'  treatment  by  one  of  the  world's 
greatest  specialists,  this  wonderful  man 
i  old  me  I  could  return  to  my  home,  with 
this  solemn  warning  and  injunction, — 
"Thousands  of  men  die  yearly  with  the 
same  trouble  from  which  you  have  been 
suffering — Basalor  cerebrial  hyperaemia — 
and  from  the  same  causes — the  strenuos- 
ity  of  business.  Let  me  now  warn  you 
that  on  the  slightest  symptoms  of  its  re- 
turn, you  must  let  go  of  everything.  You 
may  think  the  success  of  your  financial 
future  depends  upon  your  staying  with 
the  work  in  hand.  I  say,  let  go  !  And 
take  your  rod  or  your  gun  and  get  to  the 
bush,  the  woods,  the  streams  and  the 


fields.  Get  away  from  the  turmoil  of 
business.  Get  close  to  Nature  and  you 
may  and  probably  will,  live  to  a  good  old 
age."  This  was  the  advice  and  remedy 
prescribed  for  me  by  my  distinguished 
benefactor  ;  and  I  have  found  it  to  be 
founded  absolutely  upon  wisdom. 

But  I  did  not  intend  this  disgression 
when  I  began  this  little  narrative.  We 
are  still  on  the  portage  road,  and  have 
sat  down  for  a  few  minutes  by  the  side  of 
a  sparkling  spring  of  crystal  water.  We 
are  well  back  into  the  forest  now. 

"Give  us  a  call,  Governor,"  said  Tom. 
And  I  put  the  birch  to  my  lips,  more  for 
a  little  practice  than  anything  else.  Hark! 
Yes,  tis  an  answer,  a  mile  or  more  away  to 
the  south, —  the  answer  of  a  young  bull. 
And  a  minute  later  the  long  plaintive  wail 
of  the  cow  is  heard.  She  says  "No,  no, 
you  must  not  go." 

"Come,  boys,"  I  said,  "Come.  We 
do  not  want  a  moose  today.  We  must 
not  spoil  our  trip  ;  and  that's  but  a 
youngster,  anyway."  And  we  skipped 
merrily  along. 

We  arrived  in  good  time  at  Tom's 
cabin.  Clean  and  comfortable  it  is,  on 
the  bank  of  the  "Ten  mile"  stream. 
While  Andy  and  I  unpack  the  outfit  and 
store  everything  conveniently  away  in 
the  cabin,  Tom  tied  a  line  to  a  "Wattle" 
and  went  down  stream.  In  less  than 
half  an  hour  he  returned  with  nine  beauti- 
ful trout.  They  were  soon  ready  for  the 
pan,  and  cooked  with  corn-cob  smoked 
bacon, — a  la  Learment  style.  How  de- 
licious !  What  a  dinner, — this  our  first 
on  this  glorious  outing  !  After  our  re- 
past and  a  good  rest,  Tom's  good  boy, 
John,  with  the  bay  returned  to  their 
home.  We  spent  the  afternoon  putting 
everything  in  good  order,  fresh  boughing 
the  beds  and  doing  other  needful  things. 
My  !  the  smell  of  those  newly  gathered 
boughs.  How  life-giving  the  aromatic 
ozone  we  inhale  as  we  clip  them 
from  the  low  fir  trees,  and  carefully 
weave  and  lap  them  at  an  angle  of  forty- 
five  degrees,  top  toward  the  head  of  the 
bunks. 

How  I  love  to  work  on  these  outings. 
And  how  it  imbues  your  guide  with  con- 
fidence, regard  and  admiration,  as  he 
sees  you  work.  I  have  no  place  for  a 
lazy  man  or  a  selfish  man  in  camp.  Let 
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each  one  vie  with  the  other  in  pleasan- 
tries, work  and  unselfishness.  I  know 
of  no  place  where  one  can  learn  so  much 
of  the  general  character  of  another  in  a 
short  time,  as  in  camp  life. 

The  following  day  we  explored  the 
surrounding  country  to  determine  what 
the  prospects  were  for  game.  We  shot 
a  few  partridges  and  saw  numerous 
signs  of  moose.  A  trip  to  Governor's 
I^ake  was  planned  for  the  next  day,  and 
we  were  off  early  in  the  morning.  Two 
miles  from  camp  we  noticed  the  fresh 
tracks  of  three  moose,  crossing  the  por- 
tage road.  One  of  them  must  be  a  good 
sized  fellow.  We  concluded  to  follow 
them  a  short  distance,  and  had  not  gone 
far  when  we  heard  the  alarm  note  of  a 
cow.  They  had  swung  around,  as  they 
always  do  when  going  to  lie  down,  and 
had  winded  us.  We  ran  for  the  sound, 
spreading  out  as  we  went,  for  we  wanted 
a  sight  of  them  at  least,  if  not  a  shot. 
They  were  fairly  safe  from  us  unless  a 
good  set  of  antlers  showed  up. 

In  a  minute  I  caught  sight  of  a  three 
year  old  bull  with  a  fairly  good  head. 
He  was  moving  pretty  fast  from  me,  at 
an  angle  of  twenty-five  degrees.  It  was 
too  tempting.  I  threw  up  the  little  rifle, 
fired,  and  he  came  to  his  knees.  But  he 
was  no  sooner  down  than  he  was  up 
again.  My  rifle  cracked  again,  and  a 
tuft  of  hair  flew  from  his  side;  and 
again  he  came  to  his  knees,  and  was 
again  up  and  off  like  the  wind.  As  I 
caught  the  last  glimpse  of  him  I  fired 
again,  and  ran  over  to  where  he  had 
disappeared,  fully  expecting  to  find  him 
down.  But  he  was  not  there.  As  I  hes- 
itatingly stood  for  a  moment  trying  to 
determine  which  way  to  go,  the  cow, 
with  the  speed  of  a  grey  heund,  glided 
by  me  so  close  that  I  could  have  touched 
her  with  my  rifle.  My  cheek  was  fanned 
with  the  waves  of  the  ruffled  air,  as  she 
swiftly  passed  me  by. 

The  sound  of  my  rifle  brought  my 
companions  to  my  side.  We  took  up 
the  tracks  of  the  bull  and  for  a  mile  fol- 
lowed them  until  they  were  lost  in  a  dry 
barren.  We  all  felt  badly,  not  so  much 
for  the  loss  of  the  buck,  as  to  know  that 
an  animal,  wounded  and  suffering,  must 
be  left  to  languish  and  probably  die.  I 
felt  too,  not  a  little  chagrin  and  mentally 


vowed  that  my  comrades'  larger  bored 
gun  would  be  used  at  the  next  oppor- 
tunity. 

Tom  had  a  boat  at  the  lake,  and  after 
a  half  hour's  row  we  landed  on  Fulsom's 
Island,  a  beautiful  spot,  where  was  a 
nice  three  compartment  log  cabin  where 
we  spent  a  comfortable  night.  How  the 
great  rock-maple  logs  burned  in  the  big 
open  fire  place!  In  the  morning  the  re- 
maining glowing  embers  could  not  be 
excelled  for-broiling  the  plump  and  suc- 
culent partridges,  captured  the  previous 
day. 

Before  the  dawn  appeared,  while  the 
canopy  was  still  glittering  in  a  galaxy  of 
celestial  bodies,  we  silently  slipped 
away,  in  the  little  skiff,  over  the  glassy 
water.  After  a  half  hour's  row  we 
landed  on  the  Bear  Lake  trail,  and 
twenty  minutes  later  were  on  proverbial 
calling  ground.  It  was  still  early  morn- 
ing. While  listening  intently  for  a  few 
minutes  before  calling,  as  is  my  wont, 
we  filled  our  lungs  to  their  fullest  capac- 
ity with  the  electrifying  ozone  of  the  clear 
morning  air. 

As  the  echo  of  my  first  call  died,  from 
faraway  to  the  east  an  answer  came  back. 
W-a-u-g-h,  W-a-u-g-h.  (I  have  yet  to 
see  the  combination  of  letters  that  will 
adequately  convey  to  the  mind  the  true 
sound  of  the  call  of  the  female,  or  the 
answer  of  the  male  moose.  ) 

Again  and  algain  he  answered.  Yes, 
he's  coming,  he's  coming  !  And  Andy 
and  Tom  were  placed  to  meet  him. 

Ah  !  but  what  is  that, — that  low,  long, 
wild,  yet  soft  seductive  sound  ?  It  is  re- 
peated again  and  again.  Yes,  she  is  with 
him.  They  draw  nearer  and  nearer, 
however,  until  we  can  hear  his  antlers 
among  the  limbs  of  the  trees  and  their 
feet  breaking  the  dry  twigs  beneath  them 
Now  they  halt.  And  now  ensues  a 
struggle  between  the  deceiver  and  the 
true  love.  With  all  the  knowledge  I  pos- 
sess of  the  4 'Wild",  with  all  the  alluring 
bewitchment  and  honeyed  sounds  of  the 
bark,  I  ply  my  deception.  Bnt  I  have 
met  with  her  that  is  more  than  my  match. 
True  love  prevails,  and  between  her  soft 
impeachment  of  his  seeming  inconstancy 
and  her  billing  and  cooing,  she  has  led 
him  captive,  but  silently  away.  Oh, 
fickle  man,  here  is  a  lesson  for  you  !  And 
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here  it  comes,  too,  from  the  lordliest 
brute  of  the  wilderness. 

We  now  return  to  Mr.  Fulsom's  camp, 
commenting  freely,  $et  not  regretfully  on 
the  morning's  experience.  Governor's 
Lake  is  a  beautiful  piece  of  water,  with 
many  islands  and  varied  and  delightful 
scenery.  In  May  and  June  it  affords 
splendid  trout  fishing. 

In  the  afternoon  we  returned  to  our 
headquarters,  Tom's  cabin.  The  weather 
seemed  threateningthe  followingmorning. 
It  was  windy  too,  so  there  was  no  calling. 
We  took  a  turn  down  the  stream  a  few 
miles.  By  noon  the  wind  had  increased 
to  a  gale, — a  ''living gale."  Trees  were 
uprooted  and  laid  flat,  while  others  were 
broken  off  at  all  lengths  and  hurled  far 
from  their  trunks.  At  least  twenty  trees 
had  blown  across  one  half  mile  of  the 
portage  road  during  our  absence  of  five 
hours.  The  roar  of  the  gale  and  the 
swishing,  crashing  and  creaking  of  the 
trees  caused  us  to  keep  a  sharp  look  out 
that  we  were  not  caught.  And  yet,  gentle 
reader,  you  may  think  it  strange,  but 
such  are  the  extraordinary  effects  of  this 
kind  of  outdoor  life,  that  one  finds  him- 
self possessed  of  courage  that  is  surpris- 
ing. You  find  that  your  nerves  and  your 
mentality,  as  well  as  your  muscles,  grow 
stronger  every  day.  Wild  as  was  this 
d  ay  we  enjoyed  every,  minute  of  it.  I 
like  an  element  of  danger  in  the  game 
provided  my  own  hand  is  at  the  helm. 

We  were  back  at  camp  just  as  the  rain 
began  to  fall  in  torrents  but  we  were  dry, 
warm  and  comfortable,  contented  and 
happy.  A  good  dinner,  refreshed  beyond 
anything  that  ever  Delmonico  served, 
and  a  good  Havana  after  it,  and  we  dis- 
cussed the  morrow's  movements,  but 
decided  to  await  the  morning  weather  for 
definite  plans. 

At  five  o'clock  we  were  up.  The  great 
storm  was  followed  by  a  deep  calm.  The 
day  was  Saturday,  and  on  Monday  we 
will  move  out.  To-day  we  must  capture 
a  moose,  if  possible.  We  determined  to 
go  up  stream  a  mile,  to  the  foot  of  the 
little  ten  mile  lake,  and  left  camp  while, 
clear  and  bright,  the  stars  were  yet 
sparkling.  The  trail  was  not  bad  and 
we  slipped  along  comfortably.  We  ar- 
rived at  the  lake  as  the  first  flush  of  the 
early   dawn   appeared,      The  morning 


star  begins  to  grow  dim  in  its  scintillation 
in  the  heavens,  as  golden  rays  was  flush- 
ing the  horizon  in  the  east.  What  a 
morning  !  The  stillness  is  profound. 
Do  you  love  the  outdoor  nature  beauties 
of  this  earth,  reader  ?  Then  you  must 
see  them  in  the  early  autumn  morning. 

Everything  seemed  propitious  for  the 
game  we  were  intent  upon.  We  moved 
with  cautious  step,  our  voice  low  and 
soft.  -There  seemed  to  be  a  premonition 
that  there  would  be  "Something  doing" 
this  morning 

We  decided  that  Andy  should  take  up 
a  position  by  an  old  road  at  the  foot  of 
the  lake,  as  the  most  likely  place  his 
"lordship"  would  cross  incoming  to  the 
call.  And  I  took  up  my  position,  to  call, 
two  hundred  yards  to  the  southwest  of 
this  point,  on  a  beautiful  hard-wood  hill. 
Tom  was  with  me.  I  was  loath  to  break 
the  impressive  stillness,  where  there  was 
seemingly  not  a  living  creature.  And, 
eager  as  I  was  to  try  my  skill,  yet  reluct- 
antly I  put  the  magic  bark  to  my  lips. 
As  the  long  seductive  wail — "The  call  of 
the  wild" — echoed,  and  echoed,  and  re- 
peated, and  the  last  lingering  sounds  died 
away  in  the  far  distant  hills,  in  a  minute 
we  seemed  to  be  in  another  world.  There 
was  life  everywhere.  From  away  over 
to  the  east,  toward  the  lake  of  Otter, 
came  the  wild  piercing  cry  of  the  loon. 
Ten  feet  away  from  me  a  squirrel  sprang 
out  on  a  projecting  dead  limb,  and  began 
to  chatter  and  scold.  Twenty  feet  away 
a  porcupine,  out  for  his  early  morning 
meal  offallen  beech-nuts,  began  to  hump 
himself  up  a  tall  spruce  that  stood  kith- 
less  like  and  alone,  among  the  more 
beautiful  trees  of  ever  changing  foliage. 
At  my  feet  a  little  brown  mouse  poked 
his  head  from  under  a  root,  and  with  his 
black  beady  eyes  looked  up  into  my  face 
wonderingly.  And  within  earshot,  a 
"whiskey-jack,"  the  gossip- monger  of 
life  in  the  woods,  started  his  tattle  cry  of 
alarm.  And  now  the  first  rays  of  the  sun 
begin  to  pierce  through  the  spreading 
branches  of  the  trees,  transforming  into 
diamonds  the  still  clinging  drops  of  rain, 
bringing  out  too,  the  glorious  autumn 
tints,  and  mirrowing  them  in  the  placid 
waters  of  the  lake.  As  my  eyes,  my  very 
soul,  feasted  upon  this  beautiful  spectacle, 
far  beyond  the  power  of  my  weak  pen  to 
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describe,  I  became  lost  in  wonder,  ad- 
miration and  praise  of  a  scene  so  chaste, 
so  beautifully  enchanting-. 

"Hark,  sir,"  said  Tom.  "Did  you  hear 
that  away  up  north  in  the  direction  of 
the  "Grassey  ?" 

One  moment,  and  the  transformation 
was  complete  from  the  sentimentalist  to 
the  nimrod. 

Yes,  there  it  comes  again,  a  little 
louder,  it  is  heavy  and  hoarse.  W-a-u- 
g-h.  W-a-u-g-h;  and  then  it  dies  away, 
and  is  not  heard  again  for  some  minutes. 
He  is  crossing  some  low  ground  now. 
Again  we  near  him,  louder  and  louder,  as 
he  rises  upon  some  prominence;  he  is  still 
a  mile  or  so  away,  yet  his  defiant  roar 
echoes  loudly.  It  is  clearly  a  challenge 
and  a  warning  as  well,  to  all  of  his  kind 
to  make  away,  for  the  conqueror  comes. 

He  is  coming  on  the  eastern  side  of  the 
lake,  where  some  years  since  a  fire  had 
swept  and  killed  the  timber.  Much  of  it 
had  since  fallen  among  the  now  young 
and  succulent  growth.  We  are  on  the 
western  side  of  the  stream  that  runs  out 
of  the  lake  at  the  south  end.  As  he  came 
along,  making  rapid  headway,  when  with- 
in a  half  mile  of  us  his  roars  were  grand, 
calculated  to  make  the  heart  of  the  hunt- 
er bound  and  rebound.  We  could  hear 
him  now  smashing  the  fallen  and  decay- 
ing timber. 

"Aha,  Tom,"  I  said,  "I  have  caught 
the  ear  of  a  "William"  or  a  "Roosevelt" 
this  morning"! 

"Well  sir,"  said  Tom,  "If 'tis  the 
latter,  he  has  the  "Big  stick"  with  him 
for  sure." 

The  sounds  have  now  ceased.  He  is 
silent  for  a  few  minutes,  evidently  listen- 
ing for  the  lure.  Once  more  I  raised  the 
cruel  bark  and  the  loud  W-a-u-g-h  came 
quickly  in  response.  On,  on  he  came. 
He  must  be  near  the  old  logging  road 
now,  and  he  is  sure  to  take  to  it  and 
come  directly  toward  Andy,  we  reasoned. 
His  roars  now  and  the  smashing  of  tim- 
ber might  have  had  the  same  effect  to 
some  as  the  Red- skins  war-cry  to  the 
defenceless  settler.  But  I  feared  not  for 
Andy's  nerve  ;  I  had  seen  it  tested 
before. 

But  contrary  to  our  expectations,  he 
crossed  the  road  beyond  sight  and  reach, 
and  went  smashing  down  on  the  opposite 


side  of  the  stream  about  four  hundred 
yards  distant  from  Tom  and  I  ;  he  went 
some  distance  past  us,  when  he  paused 
again  and  was  silent.  Again  he  is  listen- 
ing, and  again  I  try  my  skill  with  the 
birch.  And  the  response  came  quickly, 
with  a  roar  and  a  crash.  I  saw  new  that 
he  would  cross  the  stream  below  us. 

"Run,  Tom,"  I  said,  "Down  to  the 
river  with  that  big  double  gun  of  yours  ; 
and  when  he  mounts  the  bank  on  this 
side  you  will  have  a  broad  side  of  him. 
You  are  a  good  shot,  make  sure  of  him." 

Mv  suggestion  was  at  once  acted  upon. 
A  minute  later  and  I  saw  the  great,  noble, 
crowned  head  ascend  the  bank,  in  the 
clear  open  hardwood.  Momentarily  I 
expected  to  hear  the  big  gun  roar  out  its 
death  knell.  But  something  had  gone 
wrong,  and  on  came  the  monarch  with 
his  long  elastic  stride  and  those  towering 
antlers.  I  could  see  him  now  plainly, — 
his  every  movement.  What  a  magnifi- 
cent sight  as  he  came  straight  toward  me, 
with  glistening  eyes,  expanded  nostrils 
and  steaming  breath.  Once  more  he 
stopped,  tossed  his  proud  head  and  listen- 
ed. But  for  a  moment  only,  then  he 
pressed  forward  again. 

He  was  now  within  fifty  yards  of  me, 
and  I  realized  that  after  all  my  efforts  to 
the  contrary,  it  had  fallen  to  me  to  try 
conclusions  with  this  monster,  and  with 
a  little  carbine  in  which  I  had  lost  faith. 

"But,  my  noblie  friend,"  I  soliloquised, 
"If  it  must  be  so,  it  will  be  a  duel  to  the 
finish,  as  you  are  clearly  no  coward.  And 
let  it  be  at  a  close  quarters.  True  we  are 
not  very  evenly  matched,  much  like  the 
David  and  Goliath  of  old.  It  is  my  skill 
now  against  your  herculean  power  and 
valour  !" 

He  was  within  thirty  short  steps  of  me, 
when  his  keen  olfactory  organ  caught  the 
—  to  him  —  maladorous  odour  of  our 
tracks,  made  more  than  an  hour  before. 
His  nose  went  quickly  to  the  ground. 
With  head  and  neck  turned  at  a  slight 
angle  trom  me,  I  saw  my  chance,  and 
quickly  raised  the  little  rifle*  took  deliber- 
ate aim  at  the  neck  close  to  the  head  and 
pressed  the  trigger.  His  great  body 
went  down  with  a  thud,  and  the  proud 
head  was  never  lifted  again. 

I  was  beside  him  in  a  trice.  He  was 
dead.    There  was  only  a  slight  muscular 
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tremor  left ;  death  had  been  instantaneous. 
The  little  bullet  had  penetrated  the  occi- 
pito  atloid. 

As  I  stood  for  a  moment,  before  my 
companions  appeared  on  the  scene,  view- 
ing" the  magnificent  animal  that  had  but  a 
moment  before,  in  all  his  Samsonian 
strength,  magnificent  grandeur,  and 
noble  name,  might  well  have  been  called 
the  king  of  his  kind,  the  noblest  monarch 
of  the  wilds,  now  an  inamimate  mass,  I 
must  confess  remorse  for  a  moment 
overcame  me.  I  felt  that  I  had  done  an 
ignoble  deed.  But  alas,  fiickle  man,  thy 
repentance  is  short  !  The  exultant 
shouts  of  my  comrades  soon  brought 
back  all  the  savage  in  my  nature,  and 
the  rememberance  of  the  order  of  Isaac 
to  Esau,  and  that  mighty  begat  of  Cush, 
quickly  dispelled  the  pangs  of  self  con- 
demnation. 


"Andy,"  I  remarked,  "I  need  not  tell 
you  how  much  I  regret  that  you  did  not 
have  a  part,  at  least  in  this  grand  sight 
and  capture." 

"My  good  fellow"  said  he.  "To  hear 
him  answering,  and  coming  to  your  call 
was  grand  enough  for  me.  You  ought 
to  be  the  proudest  man  in  Nova  Scotia." 

We  estimated  his  weight  at  twelve 
hundred  pounds.  We  measured  his 
length  from  nose  to  hind  foot,  thirteen 
feet  four  inches.  The  antlers  were  sing- 
ularly handsome.  They  do  not  stand  out 
in  laterral  prominence  like  the  wings  of  a 
spread  eagle,  but  curve  gracefully  up- 
ward. Yet  there  is  a  spread  of  fifty  two 
inches,  and  they  have  twenty-seven 
points.  We  dressed  him  as  carefully  as 
a  butcher  would  a  fat  beef,  and  hung  the 
quarters  in  the  shade  of  the  trees  to 
cool. 


Trout  Fishing  through  British  Columbia.

44  U  JROUT  fishing  is  a  thing  of  the 
■  past"  the    Easterner    will  say, 

H—  when  the  glorious  sportis brought 
into  discussion.  That  this  is  true  to 
some  extent  in  the  East  cannot  be  doubt- 
ed. The  disciple  of  good  old  Isaac 
Walton,  who  in  days  not  long  gone  by, 
could  fill  his  basket  from  almost  any 
brook,  must  now  go  further  afield. 
While  there  are  still  many  good  trout 
waters  in  the  Eastern  Provinces  of  the 
Dominion,  around  the  north  shore  of 
Lake  Superior,  and  in  the  Adirondacks, 
nowhere  on  the  American  continent  is 
such  sport  to  be  found  as  in  the  Cana- 
dian Rockies. 

There  is  the  natural  home  of  the  trout, 
and  the  thanks  of  every  sportsman  are 
due  to  the  Government  for  affording  pro- 
tection in  a  very  high  degree,  insuring 
trout  for  our  sons,  their  sons,  and  grand 
sons  and  I  must  not  forget  to  say, 
daughters  too.  In  these  times  of  out 
door  life,  wives,  sweethearts  and  sisters 
have  taken  very  kindly  to  the  delights  of 
the  rod  and  reel  and  many  fine  fish  have 
succumbed  to  their  skill  in  casting. 


I  had  the  good  fortune  to  spend  the 
summer  of  1907  in  the  Rocky  Mountains, 
visiting  every  town  on  the  line  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway.  Equipped  as 
I  was  for  fishing,  few  streams  of  any 
note  were  overlooked  and  it  is  a  pleasure 
to  relate  my  experience,  hoping  that  my 
fellow  sportsmen  will  profit  thereby. 

I  will  premise  my  story  by  saying  that 
all  the  mountain  streams  and  lakes  do 
not  contain  trout  but  the  large  majority 
most  certainly  do,  and  for  this  reason  I 
will  endeavor  to  direct  the  prospective 
fishermen.  It  is  also  well  to  consider 
the  fact  that  the  time  for  fishing  varies, 
very  considerably,  according  to  the  sea- 
son; so  that  it  is  difficult  to  say  with  ac- 
curacy when  one  should  go,  but,  gen- 
erally speaking,  the  early  spring  before 
the  snow  melts  in  the  mountains,  and 
from  August  till  the  end  of  the  season 
will  be  found  most  favorable  times.  It 
had  been  my  impression  and  perhaps 
yours,  that  fishing  in  the  mountains  was 
a  pretty  difficult,  if  not  hazardous,  prop- 
osition, owing  to  the  abrupt  fall  of  the 
waters   from    the    higher  altitudes,  but 
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such  is  not  the  case.  The  streams  are 
rapid  and  by  reason  of  this  compara- 
tively free  from  brush  and  driftwood. 
While  many'of  them  can  be  safely  waded 
the  larger  waters  are  too  fast,  but  are 
easily  fished  from  the  shores,  there  being 
plenty  of  room  for  casting. 

It  may  be  thought  that  it  is  a  long 
journey  to  British  Columbia  to  go  fish- 
ing. It  is,  but  to  the  sportsman  who 
has  the  leisure,  no  more  enjoyable  out- 
ing- can  be  conceived  on  this  Continent. 
Aside  from  the  sportsman's  view  point, 
the  Canadian  Rockies  vie  with  anything 
on  the  globe  for  grandeur  of  scenery, 
and  no  one,  no  matter  how  blase  a  trav- 
eller, can  say  that  he  has  seen  the  world 
until  this  trip  is  an  accomplished  fact. 

A  feature  of  the  country  too  is  the  ex- 
cellent accommodation  everywhere  at 
moderate  rates.  When  desired  guides 
can  be  secured  at  nearly  every  town,  but 
in  most  cases  they  are  not  required.  One 
can  always  get  information  from  the 
hotel  proprietors  or  can  rely  on  the  good 
fellowship  that  exists  among  local  sports- 
men to  join  them. 

A  good  point  to  make  for  is  Lundbrek, 
one  hundred  and  eighty-two  miles  west 
of  Medicine  Hat,  where  team  is  taken 
for  a  drive  of  about  twenty  miles  to  the 
Old  Man  River  (camping  outfit  will  be 
supplied  by  the  liveryman  if  required.) 
Though  the  mountains  have  not  yet  been 
reached,  this  stream  flowing  east  from 
the  divide,  must  not  be  overlooked.  It 
can  be  truly  said  that  this  is  one  of  the 
verv  best  trout  waters  in  all  the  West. 
Both  the  North  and  South  Forks  are  first 
class,  though  I  would  give  the  preference 
to  the  North  Fork.  Both  can  be  waded, 
and  the  veriest  tyro  cannot  fail  of  suc- 
cess. It  seems  to  matter  little  what  fly 
is  used,  but,  of  course,  the  book  should 
contain  a  good  assortment  of  all  the 
standards,  viz:  Coachman,  Royal 
Coachman.  Queen  of  Waters,  Professor, 
Grizzly  King,  Black  Gnat,  Brown 
Palmer,  Brown  Hackle,  March  Brown, 
Cowdung  and  Montreal.  Thus  equipped 
every  trout  stream  in  British  Columbia 
can  be  laid  under  tribute. 

The  kind  of  rod  to  use  is  a  matter  of 
individual  choice.  Most  fishermen  have 
their  favorite.  I  used  a  Bristol  to  my  entire 
satisfaction,  with  a  good  multiplving  reel. 

There  are  plenty  of  trout  in  the  Crows 


Nest  Lake  at  the  summit  near  the  divid- 
ing line  between  Alberta  and  British  Co- 
lumbia where  the  waters  flow  east  into 
the  Saskatchewan  River  and  Hudson 
Bay,  and  west  to  the  Pacific  Ocean. 

Preferring  to  fish  running  waters,  I 
went  on  to  the  Elk  River,  which  is  a  sur- 
passingly fine  stream.  The  best  fishing 
is  around  Sparwood,  twenty  miles  west 
of  the  summit,  working  up  the  river  fif- 
teen miles  to  Fording  River.  From 
the  mouth  of  the  Fording  to  Josephine 
Falls,  another  fifteen  miles,  the  fishing  is 
exceedingly  good.  There  is  a  good 
wagon  road  from  Michel  to  the  best 
fishing  grounds  and  fine  camping 
grounds — camping  outfit  and  supplies 
can  be  procured  at  Michel.  Continuing 
east,  Elko  is  the  next  point  where  both 
the  main  river  and  the  South  Fork  afford 
fine  sport.  It  may  be  mentioned  that 
there  are  several  varieties  of  trout  in  the 
Elk,  the  cut  throat  or  spotted  trout  sim- 
ilar to  the  eastern  brook  trout,  rainbow 
or  mountain  trout  and  the  char,  or  bull 
trout.  The  first  mentioned  run  from  one 
half  pound  to  five  pounds,  the  bull  trout 
going  up  to  twenty  pounds. 

Four  miles  from  Elko,  over  a  fine 
wagon  road  leading  through  a  magnifi- 
cent natural  park  of  giant  pines,  is  Rock 
Creek,  which  is  a  capital  stream.  It  is 
somewhat  rough  though  by  no  means 
difficult  fishing.  I  fished  this  stream 
about  July  5th,  with  my  old  friend  Jack 
Gates  of  Fernie.  An  afternoon  and 
morning  yielded  eight  dozen  spotted 
trout  from  half  to  one  pound,  which  was 
a  very  satisfactory  catch. 

There  is  good  fishing  on  the  South 
Fork  of  the  Elk,  four  miles  from  Elko 
and  on  the  Kootenav  River.  In  fact, 
any  tributary  of  the  Elk  and  Kootenay 
Rivers  is  abundantly  supplied  with  cut- 
throat and  rainbow  trout.  This  is  also 
true  of  all  the  small  creeks  in  the  Crows 
Nest  Pass,  but  it  is  hardly  worth  while 
fishing  them,  when  there  is  such  grand 
sport  to  be  had  on  the  Elk.  The  upper 
waters  of  the  Elk  especially  are  perhaps 
the  best  on  the  continent.  Anyway  it  is 
safe  to  say  there  are  none  superior. 

After  whipping  these  waters  for  a 
week-or  two  it  will  be  in  order  now  to 
get  some  big  fish.  The  next  stop  then 
will  be  at  Nelson,  in  any  of  the  two  or 
three  first-class    hotels    whence  the  fish- 
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ing"  grouuds  of  the  Kootenay  Lake  and 
River  are  easily  reached.  There  is  an 
active  Fish  and  Game  Association  at 
Nelson,  the  permanent  secretary  of 
which  will  be  always  glad  to  render  as- 
sistance and  information  to  tourists. 
His  services  will  be  of  great  value  in  the 
matter  of  directing  the  visitor  as  to  the 
running  of  the  salmon. 

Usually  the  best  time  is  in  June  and 
September,  depending-  on  the  state  of 
the  water.  There  are  launches,  row- 
boats  and  steamers  always  available. 
The  salmon  taken  here  are  very  similar 
to  the  coast  fish,  and  have  recently  been 
identified  by  the  Government  Commis- 
sioner ot  Fisheries  as  only  differing  very 
slightly  in  the  bone  structure  of  the  dor- 
sal fin.  To  distinguish  them,  they  are 
now  called  the  Kootenay  Great  Lake 
Trout.  The  best  fishing  is  at  Proctor 
and  Kaslo  in  the  main  lake  where  they 
are  taken  on  the  troll.  They  are  truly 
magnificent  fish,  having  all  the  fighting 
attributes  of  the  eastern  salmon  and  the 
flesh  is  not  excelled  by  any  of  the  tribe 
of  salmonidae.  They  run  from  twenty 
to  thirty  pounds  in  weight  and  in  sea- 
son one  can  scarcely  fail  to  land  some. 
At  Bonnington  Falls,  a  short  distance 
from  Nelson  by  rail,  perhaps  the  best 
rainbow  trout  fishing  in  the  province  is 
to  be  had.  Guides  and  boats  can  be  se- 
cured at  Slocan  Junction,  and  here 
sportsmen  are  cautioned  not  to  attempt 
to  fish  without  a  reliable  guide  as  the 
water  is  very  dangerous. 

If  now  the  fisherman  is  not  satisfied, 
we  will  keep  moving  and  I  will  tell  him 
of  other  good  places.  At  West  Rbbson 
take  the  magnificent  Canadian  Pacific 
steamer  up  to  Arrow  Lake,  and  at 
Nakusp  there  is  a  stop  of  an  hour  or 
two,  which  will  be  time  enough  to  get 
half  a  dozen  rainbow  trout  from  four  to 
eight  pounds;  then  on  the  Revelstoke, 
where  the  main  line  of  the  railway  is 
joined.  It  is  worth  while  spending  a 
day  or  two  here  though  I  am  not  in  favor 
of  fishing  the  Columbia  River,  as  it  is  a 
dangerous  and  treacherous  stream  at 
best  and  drowning  accidents  have  been 
all  too  frequent.  The  same  may  be 
said  of  the  Fraser,  and  unless  a  stranger 
is  in  charge  of  an  absolutely  reliable 
boatman  it  is  better  to  try  other  streams 
equally  good.    There  are  several  small 


streams  in  the  neighborhood  of  Revel- 
stoke where  there  is  fairly  good  fishing. 
Shuswap  Lake  at  Sicamous  Junction  af- 
fords tairly  good  sport  at  certain  sea- 
sons, but  boats  are  scarce  and  it  is  cer- 
tainly the  most  villainous  place  for  mos- 
quitoes and  black  flies  on  the  map. 

Continuing  on  to  Kamloops  a  halt 
should  be  made,  and  a  drive  out  to  Fish 
Lakes,  where  there  is  excellent  hotel  ac- 
commodation, will  be  well  rewarded.  A 
stop  at  Ashcroft  should  be  made  to  wit- 
ness the  arrival  and  departure  of  pack 
trains  to  and  from  the  far  north. 

What  I  have  outlined  would  seem  a 
big  trip  for  a  fisherman  to  undertake  and 
yet  I  have  only  skimmed  over  the  dis- 
trict, leaving  more  untold  than  recorded. 

There  is  still  the  beauty  spot  of  Amer- 
ica to  be  visited.  I  speak  of  Vancouver 
Island,  to  which  my  poor  words  of  praise 
can  do  but  scant  justice.  It  is  simply 
an  Island  of  Enchantment.  The  Island 
is  reached  from  Vancouver  by  either  of 
the  two  Canadian  Pacific  steamers  which 
provide  a  double  daily  service  to  Vic- 
toria. The  magnificent  new  hotel  erect- 
ed by  the  Company  will  be  open  for  the 
reception  of  guests  this  season,  and  will 
be  made  the  headquarters  for  many  fish- 
ing trips. 

The  Esquimalt  &  Nanaimo  Railway 
runs  from  Victoria  to  Nanaimo,  along 
which  line  fishing  can  be  enjoyed  at 
Shawnigan  Lake,  Cowichan  Lake  and 
up  to  Nanaimo.  From  this  point  there 
is  an  excellent  road  to  Englishmen's 
River,  twenty-five  miles,  where  there  is 
fine  trout  fishing — cut  throat  and  rain- 
bow. Little  and  Big  Qualliciem  are 
both  good.  For  salmon  fishing  the 
Campbell  River,  about  ninety  miles  from 
Nanaimo,  is  unsurpassed  on  the  coast. 
The  road  is  good  all  the  way  up  but 
perhaps  a  better  route  is  by  steamer 
from  Victoria  to  Comox. 

I  fear  my  space  will  be  exhausted  and 
in  conclusion  it  is  enough  to  say  that  all 
in  all  there  is  nothing  like  the  fishing 
anywhere  else  on  this  continent,  as  in 
the  country"  I  have  described.  An  im- 
portant feature  too  is  the  climate,  ma- 
laria being  unknown.  There  are  no 
venomous  reptiles  of  any  description 
while  the  scenery  in  its  stupendous 
grandeur  is  quite  beyond  my  powers  of 
description.

International  Control  of  International  Waters. 


The  Future  of  the  Lakes  and  Rivers  Joining  the  United  States  and  the  Dominion 

of  Canada. 

BY  C.    H.  WILSON. 


ACCEPTING  with  as  good  grace  as 
possible  the  dictum  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Resolutions  which  at  Que- 
bec in  1907,  withheld  my  resolution  re- 
garding international  control  of  bound- 
ary lakes  and  rivers,  which  resolution 
was  practically  the  same  as  that  indorsed 
by  the  American  Fishery  Society  in  1906, 
and  having  the  same  intent  of  certain 
bills  in  Congress  presented  at  an  earlier 
date  by  the  Hon.  George  Shiras  3rd,  of 
Pennsylvania,  I,  at  that  time,  stated  to 
this  organization  that  at  a  later  date  I 
would  appear  and  endeavor  to  so  pre- 
sent this  question  that  members  of  this 
organization  on  both  sides  of  the  line 
might  have  no  further  excuse  for  delay 
in  giving  it  their  indorsement. 

This  question  is  not  one  of  partisan 
politics  but  a  judicial  question  and  com- 
mends itself  to  the  statesman  and  the 
diplomat.  Concerning  this  question  of 
federal  control  on  the  American  side  I 
may  say  that  while  I  am  somewhat  pre- 
pared to  discuss  it  strictly  from  the 
American  standpoint,  unless  driven  so 
to  do  to  protect  my  position,  I  much 
prefer  to  make  a  few  statements  and  try 
at  least  to  show  that  the  master  minds 
of  America  either  believe  in  the  absolute 
sovereignty  of  the  national  government 
in  its  exercise  of  police  control  in  the  di- 
rection indicated,  many  of  whom  are 
laboring  to  bring  about  federal  control 
of  migratory  fish  and  game  birds,  or 
conceding  this  authority,  register  a  pro- 
test but  offer  no  remedy. 

^President  Roosevelt  has  made  the  fol- 
lowing statement: 

ycOur  federal  system  of  government 
is  based  upon  the  theory  of  leaving  co 
each  community,  to  each  state,  the  con- 
trol over  those  things  which  affect  only 
its  members,  and  which  the  people  of  the 


locality  themselves  can  best  grapple 
with,  while  providing  for  national  regu- 
lation in  those  matters  which  necessarily 
affect  the  nation  as  a  whole.  National 
sovereignty  is  to  be  upheld  in  so  far  as 
it  means  the  sovereignty  of  the  people 
used  for  the  real  and  ultimate  good  of 
the  people;  and  States'  rights  are  to  be 
upheld  in  so  far  as  they  mean  the  peo- 
ples' rights." 

Mr.  Roosevelt  has  generally  been  con- 
sidered as  particularly  interested  in  the 
preservation  of  big  game;  he  has,  how- 
ever, done  more  for  the  practical  protec- 
tion of  bird  life  than  any  other  executive. 
He  has  set  aside  government  land  in  the 
Gulf,  Great  Lakes,  and  elsewhere,  as 
breeding  places  for  water  and  sea  fowl, 
and  has  secured  legislation  protecting 
these  refuges  from  trespass  with  penal- 
ties attached. 

Secretary  of  State  Root,  at  a  recent 
dinner  of  the  Pennsylvania  Society,  said: 

"It  is  plainly  to  be  seen  that  the  people 
of  the  country  are  coming  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  in  certain  important  respects 
the  local  laws  of  the  separate  states  are 
inadequate  for  the  due  and  just  control 
of  the  business  and  activities  which  ex- 
tend throughout  all  the  states,  and  that 
power  of  regulation  and  control  is  grad- 
ually passing  into  the  hands  of  the  na- 
tional government." 

Again  he  says  that,  "every  state  is 
bound  to  frame  its  legislation  and  its  ad- 
ministration with  reference  to  its  effect 
upon  all  its  sister  states." 

This  is  true  of  measures  respecting 
uniform  game  and  fish  laws.  But  there 
is  a  limit  beyond  which  no  state  will  go. 
States  in  the  north  can  strive  for  uniform 
laws  in  a  way  and  those  in  the  south  can 
do  the  same  thing,  each  group ,  working 
toward   a  common     end,  nevertheless,

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local  conditions  and  geographical  situa- 
tion tend  to  prevent  co-operation  between 
the  states  of  the  north  and  the  south  and 
only  by  federal  legislation  can  our  mi- 
gratory birds  and  fishes  be  adequately 
protected.'' 

Senator  Knox,  who  has  played  a  nota- 
ble part  in  the  direction  of  federal  con- 
trol, in  his  speech  to  the  graduating 
classes  of  the  Yale  law  school,  on  the 
Development  of  the  Federal  Power  to 
Regulate  Commerce,  says: 

"Over  this  subject  of  commerce 
among  the  states  and  foreign  nations 
and  its  instrumentalities,  the  power  of 
Congress  is  plenary" — (a  complete 
power)  "it  may  be  exercised  in  the  most 
general  or  minute  way.  For  this  pur- 
pose Congress  possesses  all  powers 
which  existed  in  the  staces  before  the 
adoption  of  the  national  constitution  and 
its  power  when  the  subject  is  national  is 
or  may  be  made  exclusive.  The  consti- 
tution, laws,  corporations  and  citizens  of 
the  states  are  subject  to  this  paramount 
authority.  Congress  can  regulate  any- 
thing, everything,  any  and  every  person, 
natural  or  artificial  in  the  sense  that  it 
can  prohibit  or  prevent  any  use  or  act 
that  will  interfere  with  congressional 
control  over  interstate  commerce.  Con- 
gress has  prohibited  combinations  in  re- 
straint of  interstate  or  foreign  trade  and 
has  prohibited  the  carriage  of  diseased 
cattle,  explosives  and  lottery  tickets." 

Concluding  Senator  Knox  states: 

"The  power  is  a  fixed  and  definite 
fact;  no  one  has  pretended  to  define  the 
boundaries  of  the  subject  upon  which  it 
operates." 

Justice  Harlan  in  his  recent  address 
on  the  Constitution,  took  the  historic 
ground  of  the  supreme  court,  the  posi- 
tion occupied  by  the  first  great  interpre- 
ter, John  Marshall,  and  by  a  long  line 
of  distinguished  successors.  It  is  that 
the  framers  of  the  constitution  sought  to 
provide  for  a  growing  nation  and  there- 
fore not  to  keep  the  government  forever 
stationary,  but  rather  forever  true  to  its 
development  to  the  general  principles 
laid  down  by  them.  That  is  the  theory 
on  which  the  supreme  court  has  inter- 
preted the  constitution,  and  it  is  the 
only  one  consistent  with  the  growth  and 
progress  of  the  country  and   in  harmony 


with  the  principles  of  government  as  un- 
derstood by  the  framers  of  the  funda- 
mental law.  It  is  with  this  view  of  the 
constitution  that  Justice  Harlan  says: 

"Let  us  hold  fast  to  the  broad  and 
liberal  and  yet  safe  rules  of  constitutional 
construction  approved  by  the  fathers  and 
established  by  judicial  decisions." 

Prominent  among  these  decisions  is 
that  of  the  Debs  case,  growing  out  of 
the  Pullman  strike  in  1894.  In  the  sum- 
ming up  the  court  says: 

"We  hold  that  the  government  of  the 
.United  States  is  one  having  jurisdiction 
over  every  foot  of  soil  within  its  terri- 
tory, and  acting  directly  upon  each  cit- 
izen, that  while  it  is  a  government  of 
enumerated  powers,  it  has  within  the 
limits  of  those  powers  all  the  attributes 
of  sovereignty." 

Dr.  Eliot,  of  Harvard,  in  his  speech  at 
the  dinnerofthe  National  Civic  Federation 
at  the  Waldorf,  advocated  government 
control  of  commercial  associations  in- 
cluding alike  labor  union  and  capital^ 
Government  incorporation  of  corpora- 
tions and  a  governmental  divorce  law. 
The  central  power,  he  contended,  was 
the  only  one  which  could  settle  the  vexed 
questions  of  the  day. 

"I  look  forward"  he  says,  "to  an  in- 
crease of  the  national  power.  It  goes 
against  our  most  cherished  fetich  of  lo- 
cal government,  local  interests,  local 
representation.  But  we  are  desperately 
in  need  of  a  revision  of  the  term  "local 
interests."  Local  interests  have  become 
continental  interests." 

Senator  Newlands,  vice  chairman  of 
the  inland  waterways  commission,  makes 
the  following  statement  regarding  fed- 
eral control: 

"The  question  is  not  one  of  partisan 
politics.  As  a  Democrat,  I  believe  in 
local  self  government,  and  in  the  full  and 
beneficial  exercise  of  all  state  powers; 
but  it  is  equally  good  Democratic  doc- 
trine that  the  powers  granted  to  the  na- 
tion should  be  fully  exercised  in  the  in- 
terests of  all  the  people.  The  primary 
purpose  of  the  formation  of  the  union 
was  to  promote  interstate  and  foreign 
commerce  and  to  give  the  regulation  of 
both  to  the  nation.  It  should  assume 
the  powers  which  states  like  New  Jersey 
has  usurped  and  misused.     It  is  curious 
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how  divided  public  sentiment  seems  to  be 
as  to  the  control  of  railways,  and  how 
united  it  seems  to  be  as  to  control  of  the 
waterways;  both  are  useful  in  interstate 
and  foreign  commerce,  and  yet  the  most 
ardent  advocate  of  state  sovereignty  as 
to  the  railways  admits  the  sovereignty  of 
the  nation  as  to  waterways  and  insists 
upon  the  exercise  of  its  sovereign 
powers." 

Justice  John  Woodward,  in  the  Colum- 
bia Law  Record,  shows  how  the  courts 
are  progressive  and  stand  for  the  peo- 
ple's rights,  stating  that  they  have  con- 
firmed the  rights  of  the  states  and  deter- 
mined the  jurisdiction  of  the  federal  gov- 
ernment. Tne  supreme  court  upheld  the 
Sherman  anti-trust  law;  it  has  sustained 
the  attempts  to  curb  the  Fertilizer  trust, 
the  Beef  trust,  the  Federal  Salt  Com- 
pany, and  the  Elevator  trust,  and  the 
Northern  Securities  decision  shows  that 
the  courts  are  one  with  the  people  to 
control  those  giant  combinations  of  cap- 
ital which  threaten  the  perpetuity  of  the 
Republic. 

Governor  Hughes  in  his  speech  on 
February  12,  1907,  at  the  birthday  anni- 
versary celebration  of  Lincoln  at  the 
Middlesex  Club  in  Boston,  stated  as 
follows: 

"The  relation  of  the  states  to  the' Na- 
tional government  so  far  as  the  issue  of 
states'  rights  is  concerned,  has  been  set- 
tled. If  it  should  appear  that  the  power 
of  the  states  is  inadequate  to  deal  with 
a  subject  hitherto  retained  in  their  keep- 
ing, and  that  the  interests  of  the  people 
as  a  whole  imperatively  demand  the  as- 
sumption of  power  by  the  federal  gov- 
ernment, the  whole  people  will  provide 
for  the  assumption  of  that  power." 

It  is  interesting  to  note  how  these  ex- 
pressions from  public  and  thoughtful 
men  multiply.  . 

On  January  29,  1908,  at  the  Kansas 
dinner  in  New  York,  Dr.  Lyman  Abbott 
said: 

"I  believe  that  the  rights  of  states 
and  of  individuals  must  be  protected, 
but  how  can  we  determine  those  rights? 
I  believe,  and  the  new  federalism  holds, 
that  what  concerns  the  individual  the  in- 
dividual must  determine;  that  the  muni- 
cipalities should  decide  matters  which 
concern   themselves;    that     the  states 


should  manage  all  concerns  which  are 
purely  state  functions.  The  same  prin- 
ciple applies  equally  strongly  to  the  na- 
tional government.  All  things  which 
concern  the  nation  as  a  whole,  the  nation 
should  control.  The  new  federalism 
holds  that  the  government  may  do  for 
the  people  whatever  it  can  do  better  than 
the  people  themselves  in  affairs  which 
concern  the  whole  country." 

At  this  point  we  should  not  overlook 
Hon.  George  Shiras,  3d.,  former  con- 
gressman from  Pennsylvania,  to  whom  I 
am  indebted  for  much  information  re- 
specting the  subject  of  Federal  control, 
gathered  from  his  brief  furnished  the 
Forest  and  Stream  on  this  subject,  and 
who  presented  bills  in  congress  regard- 
ing federal  supervision  over  migratory 
wild  fowl  with  other  measures  designed 
to  give  the  general  government  effective 
jurisdiction  over  coastal  and  interior 
waters  of  the  country,  so  as  to  not  only 
safeguard  our  great  fishery  interests  but 
likewise  protect  the  public  health  of  the 
entire  country  from  the  indiscriminate 
and  unnecessary  pollution  of  interior 
interstate  waters.  He  is  the  champion 
in  this  matter,  and  in  his  arguments  have 
met  all  opponents,  having  proven  con- 
clusively the  right  of  the  government  to 
assume  police  control  of  at  least  the 
migratory  wild  fowl  and  fish  of  coastal 
and  interior  waters. 

A  prominent  newspaper  in  the  east, 
commenting  on  the  criticisms  of  Judge 
Parker  regarding  these  matters,  has  this 
to  say: 

"Judge  Parker  says  that  the  attempt 
of  the  federal  government  to  despoil  the 
states  of  the  powers  and  functions  be- 
longing to  them  will  not  tend  to  smooth- 
ness in  the  working  of  our  scheme  of 
government.  The  warning  would  have 
been  more  impressive  if  the  Judge  had 
furnished  a  bill  of  particulars.  What 
powers  and  functions  of  the  states  has 
the  national  administration  sought  to 
despoil  them  of?  The  rate  bill  does  not 
prevent  the  states  from  fixing  and  reg- 
ulating railroad  charges  within  their 
borders,  providing  these  methods  do  not 
violate  the  supreme  law  of  the  land  in 
being  confiscatory,  and  the  determina- 
tion of  this  important  question  under  in- 
junction  granted   by   federal  judges  is 
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sustained  by  Judge  Parker  who  says: 
4 'We  know  that  by  the  fourteenth 
amendment  the  power  has  been  conferred 
upon  the  courts  of  the  United  States  to 
set  aside  statutes  and  state  constitutions 
as  well,  if  they  deprive  any  person  of 
life,  liberty  or  property  without  the  pro- 
cess of  law." 

Neither  is  there  any  despoiling  of  the 
state  powers  and  functions  in  the  pure 
food  law.  Massachusetts  inspection  is 
more  rigid  than  it  was  before  this  bill 
was  passed.  It  is  to  be  remembered 
that  none  of  these  extensions  of  the 
federal  authority  has  been  made  without 
the  vote  of  the  representatives  of  the 
people,  and  of  the  states  in  congress  as- 
sembled. There  has  been  no  "  usurp- 
ation." Furthermore,  the  principles  and 
in  most  cases,  the  provisions  of  these 
laws,  have  been  sustained  by  the  supreme 
court,  the  final  arbiter,  as  Judge  Parker 
assures  us  of  all  these  questions.  The 
whole  matter  comes  to  this,  you  cannot 
confine  the  growth  of  an  acorn  forever 
in  an  earthen  pot,  nor  can  you  bind  a 
great  nation  for  a  century  within  the 
iron  bands  of  a  rigid  constitution." 

The  United  States  government  has 
police  power  over  moral  pestilence  as 
indicated  by  the  lottery  act,  held  by  the 
supreme  court  to  be  constitutional. 
Over  the  health  of  its  citizens  in  United 
States  inspection  of  dressed  meats. 
Over  riotous  demonstration  where  state 
authorities  failed  to  assist  the  criminal 
laws  of  state,  as  in  the  Debs  case.  Over 
things  migratory,  such  as  infectious  and 
contagious  disease,  such  as  yellow  fever, 
small  pox.  Over  migratory  insects; 
millions  have  been  appropriated  to  ex- 
terminate these  pests.  Massachusetts 
and  New  Hampshire  are  now  asking  of 
Congress  an  appropriation  of  $250,000 
with  which  to  fight  the  gypsy  and  brown 
tail  moth  in  New  England.  Take  Mr. 
Shiras'  illustration  of  the  mongoose  as 
an  example  of  animal  pests;  it  ravaged 
Australia,  also  Jamaica  and  in  Hawaii  it 
became  a  pest  beyond  all  control.  Two 
dozen  pair  started  for  California  from 
Honolulu  to  exterminate  the  gopher. 
No  federal  law  existed  to  stop  this 
known  pest.  Orders  were  sent  to  cus- 
toms' officers  to  hold  the  shipment  until 
California   might  interfere.  California 


had  no  law  upon  the  subject,  and  it  was 
only  by  moral  suasion  that  they  were 
destroyed.  The  Lacey  act  had  attached 
to  it  a  section  giving  authority  to  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  to  exclude  all 
harmful  animals  specifically  mentioning 
the  mongoose.  Would  congress  have 
no  power,  no  sovereign  right  to  pass  an 
act  prohibiting  the  breeding  and  the  lib- 
eration of  those  animals  within  the  state? 
If  not,  then  what  would  be  the  result? 
The  mongoose  would  spread  rapidly 
trom  county  to  county,  from  state  to 
state,  throughout  the  entire  country,  re- 
sulting in  the  eventual  destruction  of 
much  of  bird  and  animal  life,  and  to  a 
large  extent  of  the  domestic  poultry  in 
rural  districts,  entailing  the  loss  of  mil- 
lions of  dollars,  the  destruction  of  our 
wild  game,  and  an  outlay  on  the  part  of 
the  government  hard  to  approximate. 
Upon  what  rational  theory  can  it  be 
contended  that  the  harboring  within  a 
state  of  such  an  animal  plague  is  purely 
a  matter  of  domestic  concern,  and  in 
which  the  national  government  has  no 
right  to  interfere?  Can  it  be  possible 
that  a  state  given  over  to  the  ravages  of 
smallpox,  yellow  fever,  boll  weevil  or  the 
gypsy  moth  can  be  permitted  to  incubate 
and  spread  such  plagues  because  there 
is  no  primary  right  in  the  federal  govern- 
ment under  the  police  power  to  enter 
such  a  state  and  there  through  its  strong 
arm  stay  the  spread  of  such  diseases 
and  noxious  life  from  state  to  state? 
Under  existing  laws  the  United  States 
government  is  exercising  such  power. 

Let  us  now  for  a  moment  consider 
federal  game  laws.  The  United  States 
has  complete  power  in  Yellowstone 
Park,  within  the  State  of  Wyoming,  as 
far  as  fish  and  game  are  concerned.  In 
the  Wichita  game  refuge  in  Oklahoma 
the  federal  game  laws  have  entirely  sup- 
planted the  game  laws  of  Oklahoma  by 
making  a  close  season  throughout  the 
year,  so  at  that  time  congress  directly 
legislated  upon  game  heretofore  under 
the  legislative  jurisdiction  of  Oklahoma. 
Notice  a  recent  act  of  1906,  entitled  an 
Act  to  Protect  Birds  and  their  Eggs  in 
Game  and  Bird  Preserves,  where  the 
general  government  assumed  custodian- 
ship of  birds  on  land  within  a  state 
wholly  under  the  criminal  jurisdiction  of 
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the  local  game  laws.  The  bird  Act  sug- 
gested by  the  President  in  1905,  which 
was  passed,  will,  if  sustained  by  the 
courts,  transfer  the  jurisdiction  of  game 
birds  from,  the  state  to  the  federal  gov- 
ernment. Your  attention  is  called  to 
the  Lacey  Bill,  which  prohibits  the  trans- 
portation by  interstate  commerce  of 
game  killed  in  violation  of  local  law;  a 
federal  game  law,  punishing  violators  of 
vital  provisions  of  state  laws  within  and 
without  the  jurisdiction  where  the  orig- 
inal offense  occurred.  On  February  28, 
1887,  there  was  approved  a  bill  passed 
by  Congress  entitled  An  Act  relating  to 
the  Importation  and  Landing  of  Mackerel 
caught  during  the  Spawning  Season, 
and  which  was  in  effect  for  five  years. 
The  sole  purpose  of  this  bill  was  the 
preservation  of  these  fish  on  the  spawn- 
ing ground  during  the  close  season. 
Observe  the  extensive  powers  given  by 
Congress  to  the  Bureau  of  Fisheries 
^under  the  act  creating  it,  wherein  it  is 
prescribed  that  this  Bureau: 

"Is  authorized  to  promote  and  protect 
the  fishery  interests  of  the  country  and 
to  ascertain  what  diminution,  if  any,  in 
the  number  of  food  fishes  of  the  coast 
and  the  lakes  of  the  United  States  has 
taken  place,  and  from  what  cause  the 
same  is  due,  and  whether  any  protective 
prohibitory  or  precautionary  measures 
should  be  adopted." 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  direct 
purpose  of  this  act  was  to  give  the 
Bureau  of  Fisheries  supervisory  power 
over  the  salt  water  coast  of  the  United 
States  and  upon  the  Great  Lakes,  all  of 
which  waters  were  heretofore  supposedly 
under  exclusive  state  jurisdiction.  This 
particular  feature  of  the  act  has  been 
sustained  by  the  federal  court. 

Now  to  come  to  Canada:  , 

Away  back  in  March  1867,  the  Prov- 
inces of  Canada,  Nova  Scotia  and  New 
Brunswick  expressed  a  desire  to  be  fed- 
erally united  into  one  Dominion  under 
the  Crown  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britian  and  Ireland  with  a  consti- 
tution similar  in  principle  to  that  of  the 
United  Kingdom.  It  was  declared  on 
the  establishment  of  the  Union  by  au- 
thority of  Parliament  that  it  is  expedient 
not   only  that  the   constitution    of  the 


legislative  authority  in  the  Dominion  be 
provided  for,  but  also  that  the  nature  of 
the  executive  government  therein 
be  declared.  This  executive  power 
was  declared  to  continue  and  be 
vested  in  the  Queen.  A  Governor  Gen- 
eral was  to  be  the  direct  representative 
of  the  Crown,  and  in  all  matters  in 
which  he  was  required  to  act  it  was  to 
be  by  the  Queen's  privy  council  for  Can- 
ada. The  Commander  in  Chief  of  Land 
and  Naval  Militia  and  all  naval  and  mil- 
itary forces  of  and  in  Canada  was  de- 
clared to  continue  and  be  vested  in  the 
Crown.  The  Governor  General  in  coun- 
cil appoints  the  lieutenant  governors  of 
each  province.  The  lieutenant  governor 
appoints  executive  officers  of  Ontario 
and  Quebec.  This  act  provided  for  a 
legislature  consisting  of  the  lieutenant 
governor  and  of  one  house,  the  legisla- 
tive assembly  of  Ontario.  In  Quebec 
the  legislature  consists  of  two  nouses, 
with  the  lieutenant  governor,  styled  the 
legislative  council  and  the  legislative 
assembly  of  Quebec.  These  were  to  be 
called  together  from  time  to  time  by  the 
lieutenant  governor  in  the  Queen's  name. 
The  legislative  power  of  the  Dominion 
as  given  by  this  instrument  called  "The 
British  North  American  Act"  rests  with 
the  Queen,  an  upper  house,  styled  the 
Senate,  and  the  House  of  Commons,  the 
seat  of  Government  being  Ottawa.  In 
the  distribution  of  legislative  power  the 
Queen  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  have  the 
lawful  power  to  make  laws  in  relation  to 
all  matters  not  coming  within  the  class 
of  subjects  assigned  exclusively  to  the 
Legislature  of  the  Provinces.  And  it  is 
declared  that  the  exclusive  legislative 
authority  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada 
extends  to  all  matters  coming  within  the 
classes  of  subjects  enumerated,  some  of 
which  are  as  follows: 

Public  Debt  and  Property. 

Regulation  of  Trade  and  Commerce. 

The  Postal  Service. 

Navigation  and  Shipping. 

Beacons,  Buoys  and  Lighthouses. 

Ferries.  . 

Currency  and  Coinage. 
Banking. 
Naturalization. 
Marriage  and  Divorce. 
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Penitentiaries  and 

Sea  Coast  and  Inland  Fisheries. 

The  Parliament  and  Government  of 
Canada  shall  have  all  powers  necessary 
or  proper  for  performing  the  obligations 
of  Canada  or  of  any  Province  thereof  as 
part  of  the  British  Empire  toward  for- 
eign countries  arising  under  treaty  be- 
tween the  Empire  and  such  foreign 
country.  The  various  provinces  are 
permitted  to  make  laws  concerning  in- 
terests that  are  particularly  in  the  inter- 
est or  for  the  benefit  of  each  individual 
province  as  far  as  they  are  not  repug- 
nant to  any  act  of  the  Parliament  of 
Canada. 

Quite  enough  has  been  said  regarding 
the  articles  of  confederation  of  the  prov- 
inces into  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 
We  are  just  at  present  interested  in  the 
question  of  control  of  the  fisheries  and 
the  right  to  make  treaties  or  agreements 
regarding  the  same  as  between  foreign 
countries  and  this  consolidation  of  prov- 
inces called  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 
It  is  evident  by  careful  study  that  the 
control  of  the  fisheries  rests  with  the 
Dominion,  with  possible  exceptions. 
Not  anlike  other  individual  parts  of  na- 
tions the  provinces  have  chafed  under 
federal  control  of  certain  matters,  in  this 
case  as  applying  to  inland  fisheries,  and 
this  matter  was  finally  settled  by  the 
Court  of  Last  Resort,  the  final  and 
highest  tribunal  stating,  that: 

*  'Waters  whether  vested  in  the  Crown 
as  represented  by  the  Dominion  or  as 
represented  by  the  province  in  which 
they  are  situated  are  equally  Crown 
property  and  the  rights  of  the  public  in 
respect  of  them  are  precisely  the  same." 

Professor  E.  E.  Prince  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Fisheries  of  the  Dominion,  says: 

"For  this  reason"  (supposedly  because 
of  the  ruling  of  the  highest  trubunal) 
"there  has  arisen  some  confusion  and  not 
a  little  over-lapping  in  the  management 
of  the  fisheries,  but  the  decision  by  the 
highest  tribunal  in  the  Empire  that  the 
enactment  of  fishery  regulation  and  re- 
striction is  within  the  exclusive  compe- 
tence of  the  Dominion  legislature  and  is 
not  within  the  legislative  powers  of  the 
Provincial  legislature  set  finally  at  rest 
all  questions  as  to  the  authority  of  the 
federal   government  in  enacting  fishery 


laws. " 

Colonel  Gourdeau,  Deputy  Minister  of 
Fisheries  of  the  Dominion,  has  stated 
that 

"Certain  agreements  and  handing 
over  of  property  rights  involved  in  the 
issue  of  licenses  have  occurred,  how- 
ever in  no  way  affecting  the  federal 
jurisdiction  as  to  legislative  and  fishery 
regulation  which  is  exclusively  vested  in 
the  Dominion  government  as  distinct 
from  any  property  interest  held  by  the 
Province." 

Mr.  A.  Kelly  Evans  at  a  meeting  in 
Torouto  in  1906,  made  this  statement: 

"We  have  absolute  control  of  our 
fisheries  in  the  direction  of  preventing 
people  from  fishing.  The  Ontario  gov- 
ernment has  the  absolute  right  of  issu- 
ing licenses;  therefore  the  Ontario  gov- 
ernment can  prevent  all  fishing.  At 
the  same  time  the  Dominion  gov- 
ernment passes  the  laws  as  to,  for  in- 
stance, the  number  of  fish  you  can 
catch,  the  close  season,  and  everything 
pertaining  to  such;  but  we  have  the 
right  of  enforcing  these  laws." 

Now,  what  are  the  facts?  Ontario 
can  do  no  more  than  recommend  the 
passage  of  regulations  along  these 
lines.  Neither  has  she  been  able  to  en- 
force the  same  when  favorably  passed 
upon  by  the  Dominion  government. 
This  condition  of  affairs  is  not  new  for  it 
will  be  noticed  in  the  Fourth  Annual 
Report  of  Department  of  Fisheries  of 
the  Province  of  Ontorio  at'  Page  38, 
that: 

"The  department  has  experienced 
some  considerable  difficulty  in  enforcing 
these  provisions  of  its  fishery  laws  upon 
the  Great  Lakes,  chiefly  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  United  States  fishermen  are 
granted  almost  unlimited  privileges  as  to 
time  and  manner  of  fishing.  It  is, 
therefore,  suggested  that  it  would  be 
manifestly  in  the  interests  of  both  coun- 
tries if  regulation  could  be  agreed  upon 
which  would  be  just  and  equitable  to  the 
fisheries,  fishermen  and  fishing  industry 
alike — regulations  establishing  close 
seasons  covering  the  spawning  periods 
of  fish,  as  to  the  kind  and  number  of 
implements  to  be  used  in  the  capture  of 
fish  and  as  to  the  kinds  of  fish  to  be 
taken,  and  that  the  most  convenient  and

satisfactory  means  to  this  end  would  be 
a  conference  between  representatives  of 
the  several  jurisdictions  surroundiug  the 
Great  Lakes." 

This  is  part  of  a  letter  sent  by  Mr.  S. 
T.  Bastedo,  then  Deputy  Commissioner 
of  Fisheries  of  the  Province  to  the  con- 
tiguous states  and  provinces.  To  this 
letter  many  favorable  replies  were  re- 
ceived from  the  states,  and  as  far  as  my 
information  goes  that  was  all  that  came 
from  it. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the 
power  of  treaty   rests   with  the  Crown 
and  the    United  States  by  and  through 
the  proper  representatives  of  both  gov- 
ernments.   It  may  ba.  said  that  individ- 
ual states  and  provinces  may  agree  to  do 
certain  things,  such,  for  instance  as  the 
passage  of  harmonious  laws.    We  con- 
cede that.   New  York  and  Ontario  en- 
tered upon  an  agreement  of  that  sort 
on  the  St.   Lawrence   River  respecting 
bass,  but  they  actually  never  agreed  by 
six  days.    The  Dominion  itself  on  Feb- 
ruary 16,  1902,  passed  an  order  in  coun- 
cil at  the  request   of  direct  representa- 
tives of  New   York,  Vermont   and  the 
North  American  Association,  stopping 
netting  in  all  contiguous  waters  as  be- 
tween the  Dominion   and   those  states. 
On   April    12,    1902,     under  pressure 
brought  to  bear  by  interests  in  the  Prov- 
ince of  Quebec,  that  order  as  far  as  ap- 
plying  to    Mississquoi  bay,   an  arm  of 
Lake    Champlain   in  Canada,  was  re- 
scinded. 

Here  then  is  the  sequel  of  the  oft-told 
tale  that  while  states  and  provinces  may 
agree,  special  interests  and  politics  step 
in  and  undo  the  work  that  is  conceded 
to  be  of  the  most  wholesome  and  neces- 
sary character.  This  could  not  occur 
under  the  conditions  proposed,  namely, 
international  control. 

We  are  not  stating  these  facts  with  any 
unfriendliness  toward  Canada,  Dominion 
or  Provincial.  We  of  the  states  have  our 
troubles  and  perhaps  as  big  failures  as 
can  possibly  be  recorded  respecting 
agreements.  New  York  fluked  on  the 
bass  question  on  the  St.  Lawrence, 
Pennsylvania  has  had  her  troubles  trying 
to  secure  harmonious  legislation  as  be- 
tween herself,  New  York  and  Canada  on 
Lake  Erie.    She  has  also  had  her  diffi- 


culties on  the  Delaware  river  as  between 
herself,  Maryland.  New  Jersey  and  New 
York.     In  1794  an  agreement  was  made 
between  Pennsylvania  and  New  Jersey 
regarding  uniform  laws  on  the  Delaware, 
but  for  several   years  this  uniformity  has 
not  existed.    There   is  a   semblance  of 
uniformity    but  nothing    is  said  of  the 
long  swede  nets  in  the  lower  part  of  the 
Delaware  bay.    Wisconsin  and  Minne- 
sota have  also  had    concurrent  legisla- 
tion ot  a  minor  sort  on  the  Mississippi. 
I  am  not  opposed  to  the  holding  of  con- 
ferences by  state   and  provincial  repre- 
sentatives for  the  purpose  of  harmoniz- 
ing law  respecting  these  questions.  I 
am   not  opposed  to  this  organization, 
whose    members  in   season  and   out  of 
season    seek   to   bring  about  a  mutual 
agreement  that  will  protect  the  food  fish 
in  contiguous  waters.    We  have  had  a 
joint  commission  appointed  by  the  Crown 
and  the  United  States  under  Mr.  Cleve- 
land's administration,    created  in  1892, 
reporting  in  1896,  relative  to  the  preser- 
vation of  the  fisheries  in  waters  contig- 
uous to  Canada  and  the  United  States. 
The  report  of  this  commission  showed  a 
great  decrease  in  the  food  fishes  inhabit- 
ing these  waters.    We  have  had  confer- 
ences in  the  South,  conferences  in  Mon- 
treal, Ottawa  and  Quebec;  we  have  held 
annual  meetings  of  societies  composed 
of  representative    men:   we  have  seen 
wholesome  legislation    and  agreements 
made  only  to  be  later  set  aside  by  state 
or  province  to  satisfy  some  demand  per- 
sonal   or  political,    and  during  all  this 
time  (about  20  years  of  conference)  there 
have   been  no  tangible  results.    And  I 
say   to   you  now,   affer  participation  in 
this  work  with  you  and  others,  that  while 
tt  has  been  of  benefit  in  many  ways,  it 
has  not,  and   in  mjr  judgment,  cannot 
bring  about  a  maximum  measure  of  re- 
sults.   But  rather  during  this  time  de- 
vastation has  continued  uuhindered  and 
conditions  have  been  so  abhorrent  that, 
according  to  Mr.   Evans,   the  Dominion 
and  Ontario  government  practically  sup- 
pressed the  sworn  reports  of  its  officials 
regarding  the  improvidence  and  crime  of 
the  fishermen.    While  during  this  period 
the  states  have  suffered  almost  irrepara- 
ble  injury  to  the  fishery  interests.  In 
spite  of  the  enormous  planting  qf  fry  on 
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the  part  of  both  governments,  supple- 
mented by  splendidly  equipped  state  de- 
partments, the  commercial  fisheries  have 
become  unprofitable  in  many  places,  ex- 
tinct in  others.  Mr.  Shiras,  speaking 
of  federal  control,  savs: 

"It  is,  therefore,  not  a  problem  of 
taking  away  from  the  states  prerogatives 
capable  of  efficient  exercise,  but  rather 
first  supplementing  the  same  by  national 
co-operation,  or,  second,  by  entirely 
supplanting  state  regulations  where  in- 
capable of  enforcement.  Neither  case 
entails  a  loss  of  powers  reserved  to  the 
states,  for  a  power  incapable  of  exercise 
is  a  legal  fiction,  and  a  power  that  can 
only  be  partially  exercised  is  not  in- 
fringed upon  when  the  same  is  made 
wholly  effective  by  the  assistance  of  the 
central  government." 

Upon  this  basis  of  reasoning  I  do  not 
see  how  we  are  asking  the  state  or 
province  to  give  up  anything;  we  are  not 
asking  New  York  to  give  up  her  gov- 
ernment of  the  great  lakes  on  her  bor- 
ders, as  far  as  white  fish  are  concerned, 
for  she  has  no  law  in  their  interest,  hav- 
ing refused  to  pass  protective  legisla- 
tion. We  are  not  asking  the  Province 
of  Quebec  to  give  up  anything  on  Miss- 
isquoi  bay,  for  having  the  power  to  stop 
spring  seining  of  wall  eyed  pike  while 
on  the  spawning  bed,  she  allows  it  to 
continue,  even  winking  at  violations, 
after  having  entered  into  an  agreement 
with  an  adjoining  state  not  to  permit 
spring  seining  in  Missisquoi  bay. 

How,  may  I  ask,  is  the  Province  of 
Quebec  giving  up  any  rights  in  the  St. 
Lawrence  river,  where  at  Montreal  I 
have  seen  hundreds  of  fish  for  sale  on 
the  wharves  and  docks  that  had  never 
lived  long  enough  to  lay  an  egg?  Many 
of  these  fish  being  sturgeon  of  a  length 
from  six  to  eight  inches.  It  is  not  ask- 
ing the  Province  of  Ontario  to  give  up 
anything.  What,  think  you,  would  be 
the  result  of  international  control  over 
such  a  condition  as  this?  The  Governor 
General  in  Council  has  been  pleased  at 
the  request  of  the  Province  of  Ontario 
to  abolish  the  close  season  for  white  fish 
in  waters  of  Lake  St.  Clair  and  Lake 
Erie  in  the  counties  of  Essex  and  Kent 
(opposite  Detroit)  and  counties  of  Haldi- 
mand  and  Monck  (opposite  Dunkirk  and 


Erie).  The  report  of  Guardian  of  Fish- 
eries in  Kent  county  is  enough  to  show 
that  you  of  Ontario  are  to  be  the  gainers 
under  international  control.  This  re- 
port shows  an  alarming  decrease  in  sup- 
ply of  fish,  the  cause  being  gill  nets  on 
the  spawning  beds  of  the  white  fish.  In 
waters  off  these  counties  named,  the  de- 
crease in  some  years  was  about  60  per 
cent  as  compared  with  previous  years. 
Since  the  High  Court  ruled  that  the 
Province  was  the  owner  of  the  fish  in  its 
waters  there  has  not  emanated  from  the 
Department  at  Toronto  a  single  report 
that  does  not  decry  the  fact  that  a  large 
portion  of  the  commercial  fisheries  are 
owned  and  conducted  by  American  cor- 
porations, a  condition  disastrous  to  the 
interests  of  the  Province. 

What  think  you  would  be  the  result 
under  international  control?  In  1903 
Mr.  Bastedo,  the  acting  Deputy,  in  his 
report  speaking  of  the  annual  decrease 
of  fisheries  in  the  Great  Lakes,  says: 

"We  cannot  shut  our  eyes  to  the  fact 
that  this  is  the  consequent  result  of  the 
excessive  fishing  that  has  been  carried 
on  for  the  last  half  century,  and  if  con- 
tinued must  result  in  their  complete  anni- 
hilation, and  that  the  time  has  come 
when  the  question  cannot  longer  be 
flirted  with.  There  must  be  intervention 
on  the  part  of  the  two  great  countries 
which  these  waters  unite,  whose  sacred 
duty  it  is  to  devise  means  and  to  take 
steps  which  will  preventsuch a  calamity. " 

The  last  word  to  me  from  the  present 
head  of  the  Department  of  Fisheries  is: 

"I  am  glad  to  know  that  you  are  still 
in  the  fight  to  obtain  concerted  and  com- 
mon sense  measures  for  the  protection, 
propagation  and  perpetuation  of  the  val- 
uable fishery  resources  of  our  respective 
countries." 

My  Canadian  friends,  you  believe  in 
federal  control  of  migratory  wild  fowl, 
do  you  not?  You  do  not  thirfk  it  right 
that  you  should  have  a  few  days'  shoot- 
ing with  those  south  of  you  bang-bang- 
ing at  these  fowl  both  going  to  and  com- 
ing from  their  breeding  ground;  you  do 
not  believe  it  is  in  the  interests  of  these 
migratory  fowl,  or  fair  to  you,  to  have 
such  an  uneven  distribution  of  this  kind 
of  sport?  Well,  where  is  the  difference 
as  between  migratory  wild  fowl  and  mi- 
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gratory  fish?  Careful  and  painstaking 
investigation  has  satisfied  me  that  the 
wall-eyed  pike  of  Lake  Champlain  jour- 
ney through  about  sixty  miles  of  water 
in  the  territory  of  the  United  States  to 
spawn  in  about  seven  miles  of  water  in 
Canadian  territory,  and  it  is  a  well 
known  fact  that  the  white  fish  go  long 
distances  from  the  deep  water  to  shoals 
and  rivers,  there  to  reproduce  their  kind. 

My  resolution  of  last  year  respecting 
international  control,  met  with  opposi- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Ontario  Protective  Association  and  the 
President  of  our  organization,  the  then 
Minister  of  Mines  and  Fisheries  of  the 
Province  of  Quebec.  I  fear  the  worthy 
secretary  did  not  know  how  earnestly 
every  head  of  the  fisheries  department  of 
Ontario  since  1898,  had  urged  the  nec- 
essity of  practically  this  same  idea  re- 
garding the  protection  and  propagation 
of  fish  in  the  Great  Lakes.  And  it  may 
be  he  had  quite  forgotten  his  own  posi- 
tion at  the  first  annual  meeting  of  the 
Ontario  Fish  &  Game  Protective  Associ- 
ation held  in  the  University  of  Toronto, 
August  31,  1906,  the  Honorable  Chief 
Justice  Falconbridge,  in  the  chair,  and 
Mr.  A.  Kelley  Evans,  acting  secretary, 
at  which  time  the  following  resolution 
was  unanimously  passed. 

This  resolution  is  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Reciprocal  Arrangements 
with  the  United  States: 

"First.  That  in  their  opinion  steps 
should  be  taken  at  once  with  a  view  to 
making  reciprocal  arrangements  ,  with 
the  United  States  to  restrict  the  ship- 
ping of  fish  and  game  illegally  captured 
in  the  Province  into  the  United  States 
and  vice  versa. 

Second.  That  it  would  further  recom- 
mend that  in  the  protection  and  propaga- 
tion of  fish  in  the  great  international 
waters,  uniform  laws  should  be  adopted 
in  Canada  and  the  United  States,  and 
arrangements  made  by  which  the  offi- 
cials of  both  countries  could  work  to- 
gether and  assist  each  other  in  the  com- 
mon object  of  protecting  the  fisheries." 

I  am  not  unmindful  ot  the  splendid 
work  of  this  organization,  or  the  great 
personal  sacrifice  of  time  and  ability  on 
the  part  of  its  distinguished  Secretary, 
and  I  desire  to  thank  him  for  his  valua- 


ble additition  to  the  literature  of  the  day 
respecting  these  questions,  but  I  wish  to 
say  in  all  kindness  and  sincerity  that  his 
present  idea  of  informal  conference, 
coupled  with  the  suggestion  that  the 
States  may  cede  their  fishery  rights  in 
the  Great  Lakes  to  the  United  States 
government,  with  the  hope  that  his 
Province  will  then  come  over  to  this 
idea,  spells  a  word  that  generally  means 
failure,  and  that  word  is  delay. 

Gentlemen,  we  stand  in  the  shadows; 
shadows  that  are  giant  spectres  point- 
ing to  the  land  ot  the  almost  extinct 
buffalo;  to  the  isles  of  the  sea,  where 
now  rests  but  a  remnant  of  once  great 
seal  herds;  shadows  that  point  to  the  va- 
cant roosting  places  of  the  extinct  wild 
pigeon;  to  the  marshes  from  which  came 
the  peep-peep  of  certain  snipe,  now  ex- 
tinct; to  the  empty  rivers  that  once 
teemed  withfish  that  furnished  food  and 
recreation  to  the  people;  to  the  great  in- 
land seas  whose  commercial  fisheries  in 
the  sixties  had  their  headquarters  in  the 
east,  now  in  the  west;  shadows  that  ex- 
tend down  into  the  homes  of  the  poor, 
making  of  their  lives  a  greater  struggle 
for  food  for  their  little  ones.  Some  day 
the  question  will  be  asked  of  these  two 
great  countries  respecting  these  matters 
"What  have  you  done  with  your  inher- 
itance?" I,  for  one,  believe  there  are 
rays  of  light  that  cast  their  beams  of 
promise  upon  this  discouraging  outlook, 
not  the  least  of  which  is  this  splendid 
proposition  of  international  control 
launched  and  so  successfully  advocated 
by  Mr.  Shiras  of  Pennsylvania,  support- 
ed by  the  American  Fisheries  Society; 
the  Department  at  Washington  and  a 
multitude  of  men  of  both  countries  who 
wish  to  save  something  from  this  wreck 
of  improvidence  ,and  greed.  It  is  grat- 
ifying to  report  that  the  State  of  Min- 
nesota with  its  almost  unparalleled  fish- 
ery interests,  has  by  resolution  ceded  to 
the  United  States  Government  not 
only  all  fishery  rights  on  international 
waters,  but  all  waters  of  a  public  nature 
between  the  different  states.  Further, 
every  congressman  arid  the  two  senators 
of  that  state,  are  pledged  to  vote  for  any 
measure  that  comes  up  along  the  line  of 
international  control.  Wisconsin  has 
also  ceded  its  fishing  rights,  in  interna- 
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tionai  waters  to  the  United  States.  In- 
ternational control  also  has  the  indorse- 
ment of  the  present  governor  of  Ver- 
mont and  two  of  its  ex-governors.  This 
action  on  the  part  of  the  states  was  no 
doubt  taken  to  hasten  action  and  must 
prove  an  incentive  to  other  border  states 
to  bring  this  matter  before  their  several 
legislatures  that  the  United  States  and 
the  Dominion  government  may  con- 
trol, conserve  and  protect  every  vital  in- 
terest concerned. 

I  verily  Relieve  under  international 
control,  with  the  present  output  of 
hatcheries  that  in  five  years  the  markets 
will  be  filled  with  fish  that  can  be  se- 
cured at  a  reasonable  price. 

I  ask  you  men  of  the  states  to  pass 
this  resolution,  indorsing  international 
control,  and  to  assist  in  the  fulfillment  of 
its  spirit,  that  the  United  States  at  an 
early  date  may  enter  upon  the  perform- 
ance of  this  most  necessary  obligation 
to  the  people,  and  I  ask  the  same  of  you 
of  the  provinces,  that  this  question  may 
be  thoroughly  discussed  in  your  own 
country,  and  that  your  various  provinces 
may  be  prepared  with  your  Dominion 
government  to  enter  with  us  upon  the 
work  of  restoring  to  this  vast  territory 
its  depleted  fisheries. 

Why,  may  I  ask,  are  you  of  the  prov- 
inces opposed  to  international  control  by 
a  treaty  with  the  United  States?  Surely 
you  do  not  fear  that  the  Crown  in  its 
designation  of  its  instruments  will  select 
those  inimical  to  the  welfare  of  the 
provinces,  for  as  you  well  know  since 
the  appointment  of  Sir  Alexander  Gait 
in  1877,  to  be  the  representative  of  the 
Empire  in  connection  with  the  fishery 
award,  continuous  progress  has  been 
made  in  this  direction,  so  that  recently 
two  Canadian  ministers  negotiated  en- 
tirely by  themselves  a  commercial  treaty 
with  France,  which  was  most  satisfac- 
tory and  advantageous.  And  the  Hon. 
Rodolphe  Lemieux,  your  Postmaster 
General,  has  just  returned  from  Japan 
bringing  with  him  an  arrangement  which 
was  honorable  to  Canada,  and  which  at 
the  same  time  preserved  the  dignity  of 
the  great  nation  with  which  Canada  was 
dealing,  and  you  have  the  word  of  Sir 
Wilfred  Laurier  himself,  who  replying  to 
the  question  of  the  status  of  Canadian 


negotiations    of  imperial    treaties  with 
foreign  nations,  stated: 

"That  the  rule  followed  of  late  years 
was  that  in  all  matters  regarding  trea- 
ties with  foreign  countries  concerning 
subjects  not  purely  Canadian  but  direct- 
ly or  indirectly  affecting  Canada,  the 
Imperial  Government  caused  a  provision 
to  be  inserted  that  this  treaty  should  not 
apply  to  Canada  except  and  until  ratified 
by  the  Canadian  Parliament." 

Surely  you  are  safe  in  your  own  hands 
regarding  a  treaty  with  the  United 
States  along  the  lines  indicated.  You 
would  not  fear  for  the  outcome  with  your 
own  representative  assisted  by  Mr. 
Bryce,  the  Ambassador  of  the  Crown  to 
the  United  States,  any  more  than  you 
feared  the  outcome  in  Japan  with  the 
Postmaster  General  assisted  by  Sir 
Claude  MacDonnell,  the  British  Ambas- 
sador at  Tokio. 

How  closely  have  we  of  Canada  and 
the  United  States  been  drawn  together 
in  trade  and  commerce  and  friendly  re- 
lationship. In  all  these  years  our  differ- 
ences have  been  few  and  our  relations 
have  been  those  of  mutual  kindness  and 
esteem.  In  the  prosecution  of  business 
your  people  of  the  north  have  exhibited 
those  traits  that  make  for  honesty  and 
fair  dealing,  while  we  of  the  south  have 
met  you  fairly  and  on  a  common  ground, 
you  having  what  we  desire  and  we  pos- 
sessing plenty  from  which  to  supply  your 
needs.  We  have  together  enjoyed  the 
pleasures  and  recreations  of  life,  each 
has  mourned  with  the  other  in  sorrow  or 
calamity,  rejoicing  with  one  another  in 
prosperity;  you  intensely  Canadian  with 
loyalty  to  your  King,  we  intensely  Amer- 
ican, each  with  giant  strides  moving  on 
to  our  destinies.  Along  the  imaginary 
line  that  divides  us  no  sentinel  guards 
his  country's  safety;  your  flag  waves 
gracefully  over  every  parapet,  while  we 
dip  the  Stars  and  Stripes  in  honor  to  you, 
a  great  nation  within  a  nation,  a  neighbor 
and  a  friend. 

In  conclusion,  the  following  sentiment 
is  better  expressed  by  another  who  has 
said:  ' 'We  hear  so  much  that  desirable 
legislation  or  administration  action  is 
impossible.  Opposition  to  reform  move- 
ments find  it  less  easy  to  combat  argu- 
ments in  favor  of  a  new  order  of  things 
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than  to  admit  the  desirability  of  the  re- 
form and  then  convince  the  public  that  it 
is  impossible." 

We  suffer  from  patch-work  and  crazy- 
quilt  legislation  because  of  the  cry  that 
positive  restrictive  and  beneficial  legisla- 
tion is  impossible.  How  absurd,  yet 
how  effective  has  this  cry  proven  on  both 
sides  of  the  line.  What  a  great  deal 
notwithstanding  this  cry,  has  both  coun- 
tries accomplished.  It  has  been  necess- 
ary at  times  that  this  cry  of  impossi- 
bility should  be  turned  into  the  wail  of 


the  departed  whose  places  are  filled  by 
their  betters. 

•'If  a  measure  is  right  why  impossible? 
If  right,  let  us  not  listen  to  the  voices  ot 
the  fearful,  who  continuously  declare 
that  serious  affairs  cannot  be  handled 
with  wisdom  because  politics  cannot  be 
kept  out  of  their  business,  or  because 
they  translate  all  business  into  terms  of 
politics.  Progress  is  only  made  by  the 
men  and  nations  that  achieve  the  im- 
possible!" 


The  Wild  Pigeon.

MR.  Cameron,  I  notice,  continues  to 
argue  in  the  March  ,lRod  and  Gun" 
in  favor  of  the  present  existence  of 
the  wild  pigeon  and  quotes  statements  as 
to  such  pigeons  having  been  seen  by 
President  Roosevelt  and  John  Burroughs. 
If  Mr.  Cameron  had  tried  he  could  not 
have  found  better  authorities  in  all  Amer- 
ica— the  only  weak  point  being  that 
neither  of  these  gentlemen  has  testified 
to  seeing  passenger  pigeons  in  any  part 
of  America  within  the  past  year. 

The  case  is  one  of  seeing  a  man  who 
said  that  he .  saw  pigeons.  We  have 
been  treated  to  similar  stories  every  sum- 
mer for  the  last  fifteen  years.  They  al- 
ways turn  out  to  be  stories  in  the  same 
class  as  the  sea  serpent  and  the  ghosts. 

Mr.  Cameron  considers  that  I  am  over 
confident  in  my  assertions.  I  am  quite 
willing  to  give  reasons  for  my  strong 
assurance  that  there  are  no  passenger 
pigeons  in  America.  For  the  past  fif- 
teen years  we  have  had  numberless  re- 
ports of  passenger  pigeons  having  been 
seen  in  different  parts  of  Canada  and  the 
United  States.  The  whole  of  them,  up- 
on inquiry,  would  appear  to  have  been 
without  foundation. 

Can  any  person  imagine  passenger 
pigeons  having  existed  in  North  America 
for  the  past  fifteen  years  without  anyone 
having  been  able  to  produce  a  single 
specimen?     The   mere  statement  itself 


that  this  is  so  forms  a  strong  ground  of 
proof  that  there  are  none. 

I  can,  however,  give  a  still  stronger 
one.  Present  conditions  are  such  that 
the  wild  pigeon  could  no  longer  exist  in 
North  America.  No  man  knows  this 
better  than  John  Burroughs.  For  the 
most  part  the  home  of  the  passenger 
pigeon  was  Pennsylvania  though  they 
nested  in  different  parts  of  North  Amer- 
ica. Their  strongest  colonies  consisted 
of  millions  multiplied  by  millions. 

Like  everything  else  the  wild  pigeons 
had  their  natural  enemies  but  the  birds 
of  prey  were  little,  it  any,  more  plentiful 
than  at  present  and  consequently  did  the 
pigeons  little  harm.  When  the  ranks  of 
the  pigeons  became  thinned  out  however, 
the  birds  of  prey  soon  exterminated  the 
balance. 

If  it  were  possible  to  turn  out  one 
hundred  pairs  of  pigeons  this  spring 
the  end  would  soon  come.  Pigeons  are 
naturally  gregarious  and  these  would  all 
build  open  exposed  nests  in  one  place. 
One  pair  of  goshawks  would  extermin- 
ate the  whole  colony  in  one  summer. 
The  passenger  pigeons  could  not  survive. 

The  mourning  dove  is  responsible  for 
most  of  the  pigeon  stories.  In  all  but 
size  they  resemble  the  pigeon  so  closely 
that  they  are  easily  mistaken  for  the 
pigeon,  and  confusion  between  the  two 
is  natural  to  any  but  the  keenest  ob- 
servers 


Deer  Preservation.

nhad  not  intended  writing-  further  on 
this  subject,  but  the  short  and  vig- 
orous article  in  the  February  num- 
ber from  the  pen  of  the  Rev.  A.  Mur- 
doch moves  me  to  again  join  with  him 
in  the  good  work.

These  States 
t  had  almost  exterminated  their  deer  be- 
fore the  more  enlightened  sportsmen 
'  succeeded  in  having  proper  laws  passed, 
and  I  fear  Ontario  may  have  to  learn  her 
lesson  in  the  same  way.    The  pity  of  it! 


Why  must  it  be  so?  I  expect  Mr. 
Murdoch  has  given  us  the  answer  to  that 
question  when  he  quotes  from  Mr.  Tins- 
ley's  comments  on  the  last  hunting  sea- 
son. This  gentleman  is  in  the  position 
of  an  expert — save  the  mark — adviser  of 
the  Ontario  Government  on  questions  of 
game  protection;  and  so  long  as  this  is 
the  case  I  see  no  hope  for  improvement, 
as  his  latest  utterances  prove  not  only 
that  he  does  not  understand,  but  that  he 
cannot  learn.  In  fact  he  seems  to  know 
less  each  year.  His  latest  remarks  re- 
mind me  of  the  Irishman  and  the  bridge. 
This  Son  of  Erin  was  asked  what  he 
thought  of  the  new  bridge  now  that  it 
was  completed,  and  his  answer  was, 
"Well,  you  know  I  never  did  expect 
much  from  that  class  of  a  bridge,  and  it 
is  a  good  sight  worse  than  I  expected." 

We  have  the  facts  and  figures  of  prac- 
tically the  whole  continent  to  help  and 
guide  us  in  this  matter,  and  yet  it  would 
seem  that  we  must  go  ahead  and  learn 
our  little  lesson  by  the  same  bitter  meth- 
od that  others  have  followed;  for  not 
only  will  we  not  learn  and  take  advan- 
tage of  others'  experience,  but  even  our 
own  will  not  teach  us.  What  are  the 
facts!  The  Province  of  Ontario  had  the 
grandest  inheritance  of  natural  wealth 
in  her  pine  forests  that  the  world  has 
ever  seen,  and  we  have  wasted  it.  It  is 
true  that  of  late  years  the  Province  has 
received  a  penny  while  the  curse  of  Can- 
ada, the  lumber  king,  has  made  a  pound, 
but  for  everv  penny  received  we  have 
lost  many  pounds;  and  for  every  pound 
held  by  the  lumberman  the  Province  has 
lost  many  hundreds,  and  the  leak  is  not 
stopped  yet.  Must  we  lose  all  our  nat- 
ural wealth  in  the  same  way?  The  great 
pine  forests  gone  to  pile  up  fortunes  for 
a  few  lumbermen  wlio  have  wasted  a 
hundred  times  what  they  have  saved,  and 
our  deer  exterminated  for  the  passing 
pleasure  of  a  few  men  who  like  to  hunt 
with  dogs! 

What  is  there  about  a  question  of  this 
kind  that  seems  to  blind  us  to  the  truth? 
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As  a  matter  of  fact  there  is  no  room  for 
argument  here  at  all,  and  yet  we  argue. 
The  man  who  wants  to  hound  deer  has  a 
reason,  and  it  is  a  perfectly  simple  one; 
he  likes  the  sport,  he  loves  to  hear  the 
dogs  bring  the  deer  out  to  him,  and  he 
can  kill  the  maximum  number  of  deer 
with  the  minimum  of  labor  in  that  way. 
That  it  may  be  bad  for  the  future  of  the 
deer  does  not  enter  into  the  question  at 
all.  This  is  the  one  and  only  reason  on 
his  side,  but  is  it  a  good  one,  and  one 
others  have  a  right  to  respect? 

It  seems  impossible  to  get  the  dog 
man  to  understand  that  anyone  could 
once  use  the  hounds  and  then  give  them 
up  because  he  thought  it  in  the  best  in- 
terest of  the  country  at  large,  and  a  long 
step  in  the  direction  of  deer  preserva- 
tion. I  was  much  amused  by  one  article 
wherein  the  writer  tries  to  tell  us  all 
about  dogs,  with  special  reference  to  me, 
but  finally  abandons  the  idea  of  enlight- 
ening my  ignorance  and  says  i  'but  Mr. 
McVeigh,  being  a  still  hunter,  and 
knowing  nothing  about  dogs,  cannot  un- 
derstand these  things!"  Now  that,  in 
my  opinion,  is  real  good,  for  the  reason 
that  I  have  used  hounds  for  fifteen  years, 
and  would  not  consider  myself  entitled 
to  a  hearing  on  this  subject  if  I  had  not 
a  fair  knowledge  of  the  question  from 
both  sides.  As  this  discussion  proceeded 
one  was  forced  to  the  opinion  that  the 
advocate  of  the  dog  is  much  the  less  in- 
telligent sportsman;  his  views  so  far  ex- 
pressed have  been  narrow,  and  .while 
"dogmatical"  in  the  extreme,  are  in  no 
case  backed  up  by  reasonable  argument, 
and  he  always  tells  us  just  how  many 
deer  his  party  killed  when  they  have 
what  he  calls  "a  good  hunt"  and  when 
he  fails  to  kill  so  many  he  writes  to  re- 
port a  failure  of  the  hunt.  This  stamp 
of  man  might  make  a  good  clerk  in  an 
abbatoir,  but  a  sportsman  never!  He 
seems  to  think  that  we  who  are  anxious 
to  see  the  hound  prohibited  are  not  capa- 
ble of  feeling  the  thrill  that  he  enjoys 
when  the  hounds  are  coming  his  way, 
and  he  is  waiting  on  the  runway,  or  be- 
side the  water,  for  the  deer  to  dash  into 
view.  He  cannot  imagine  our  hearts 
knocking  against  our  back  teeth,  and 
our  poor  watery  pulse  going  dot  and 
carry  one.     Don't  make  any  mistake  my 


friend;  most  of  us  know  just  what  we 
are  willing  to  give  up,  and  we  think  we 
deserve  some  credit  for  being  willing. 
How  is  it  with  you?  I  have  failed  to 
note  that  you  are  willing  to  do  anything 
but  hang  on  to  yourown  selfish  pleasure, 
and  howl  when  we  try  to  reason  with 
you. 

Mr.  Murdoch  makes  frequent  refer- 
ence to  the  Muskoka  district,  but  he 
does  not  cover  all  the  ground.  I  also 
have  some  slight  knowledge  of  that 
country,  and  I  am  prepared  to  say  that 
take,  and  keep,  the  dogs,  both  hound 
and  cur,  out  of  that  country  for  a  few 
years,  and  even  Mr.  Tinsley  would  have 
trouble  to  explain  the  wonderful  increase 
in  the  number  of  deer. 

This  district,  or  a  great  part  of  it, 
cannot  be  called  an  agricultural  country. 
It  never  could  and  never  can  be  so 
called.  Some  years  ago,  however,  a 
wise,  and  paternal  government  induced 
a  large  number  of  credulous  people  to 
go  in  and  take  up  farms?  These  people, 
or  most  of  them,  got  out  again  just  be- 
fore they  starved  to  death,  and  their  de- 
serted buildings  and  little  clearances  dot 
the  country  for  many  miles.  A  more 
ideal  home  for  deer  cannot  be  imagined, 
and  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  it  is  overrun 
with  dogs  of  all  kinds,  you  can  still  find 
a  buck  with  one  or  two  does  here  and 
there.  These  hang  on  as  best  they  can, 
but  take  away  the  dog  and  how  many 
years  would  it  take  to  re  stock  the  whole 
country?  Man  alone  will  never  drive 
deer  out  of  a  country  so  long  as  he 
leaves  them  a  fair  amount  of  cover  in 
the  shape  of  woods  and  swamp,  and  the 
forest,  a  second  growth,  is  gaining  in 
Muskoka,  giving  the  deer  a  chance  to 
gain  also. 

Some  few  years  ago  I  accepted  an  in- 
vitation to  join  a  small  party  for  a  deer 
hunt  in  this  district,  and  we  made  our 
choice  of  one  of  the  many  deserted  farm 
houses  for  our  camp.  On  any  one  of 
these  so-called  farms  there  is  good  cover 
for  deer,  and  there  will  be  more  instead 
ot  less,  and  we  found  a  bunch  of  four 
deer  quite  close  to  the  house  we  were  in. 
We  killed  one,  and  the  dogs  chased  the 
others  away  north  in  the  direction  of  the 
big  woods.  That  wound  up  our  hunt  at 
that  camp,  and  we  moved    to  another  a 
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few  miles  away  to  have  our  first  experi- 
ence repeated.  I  expect  we  could  have 
continued  this  performance  all  fall,  but  it 
did  not  look  good  to  me  and  we  quit. 

It  may  be  these  are  the  deer  Mr.  Tins- 
ley  has  heard  of  so  far  north,  and  can- 
not find  in  Muskoka.  The  Lord  forgive 
me  if  I  had  any  hand  in  driving  them 
there,  but  I  am  afraid  that  I  helped,  be  it 
ever  so  little!  Of  one  thing  I  am  sure, 
had  it  not  been  for  our  and  other  hunt- 
ers' dogs  they  would  still  be  in  Muskoka. 

There  is  certainly  fearful  and  wonder- 
ful things  said  in  connection  with  our  red 
deer.  I  know  one  farmer  in  the  north, 
who  always  referred  to  one  winter  of 
deep  snow  and  hard  weather,  as  the  win- 
ter when  the  deer  were  so  plentiful  that 
he  saw  them  in  his  barnyard  nearly  every 
morning.  The  wolves  were  also  plenti- 
ful that  winter,  so  he  argued  that  if  we 
had  plenty  of  deep  snow,  cold  weather, 
and  wolves,  the  deer  would  be  so  numer- 
ous that  they  would  overflow  the  forest 
into  his  barnyard.  There  were  very  few 
deer  indeed  in  his  country  the  following 
year,  but  you  could  not  convince  him 
that  what  he  had  seen  so  often  were  the 
remnant  of  the  poor  worried,  and  starv- 
ing creatures  seeking  safety  and  food  in 
the  yard  of  one  of  their  enemies,  in  a  last 
effort  to  save  themselves  from  the  snow 
and  wolves;  and  he  will  likely  go  to  the 
grave  with  the  firm  belief  that  in  some 
way  wolves,  deep  snow  and  cold  weather 
will  breed  more  red  deer  than  all  other 
elements  combined. 

However,  I  fear  that  until  there  is  a 
change  in  the  Department  at  Toronto 
we  cannot  hope  to  successfully  combat 
such  arguments  as  the  foregoing,  so  that 
the  discussion  is  without  profit  and  a 
"vexation  of  spirit."  Have  we  increased 
our  knowledge  of  this  subject  during  the 
past  year?  I  am  afraid  not  to  any  great 
extent.  Let  us  look  for  a  moment  at 
what  we  knew  when  we  began,  dealing 
only  with  proven  facts. 

1st:  The  Province  of  Ontario,  and  a 
portion  of  Quebec  alone  today  permit  the 
hounding  of  deer,  and  year  by  year  we 
find  the  deer  decreasing  in  number,  in 
their  best  and  most  southern  feeding 
grounds. 

2nd:    In  all   the  States  of  the  Union* 


and  in  all  of  Canada  outside  of  Ontario 
and  part  of  Quebec,  where  hounding  has 
been  prohibited,  the  deer  are  increasing 
in  number  and  quality,  and  are  again  oc- 
cupying ground  from  which  they  had 
been  driven  years  ago. 

3rd:  The  great  majority  of  the  non- 
hunting  people  of  Ontario  are  in  favor  of 
prohibiting  the  use  of  hounds  or  dogs  of 
any  kind,  in  hunting  deer. 

4th:  Fifty  per  cent  of  the  sportsmen 
of  Ontario,  (and  the  more  intelligent 
half)  are  willing,  and  anxious,  to  cut  out 
the  dog,  for  the  sake  of  the  deer,  and 
future  generations  who  will  likely  desire 
to  engage  in  the  "Sport  of  Kings,"  the 
hunting  of  red  deer. 

Against  this  we  have  the  other  fifty 
per  cent  of  the  actual  hunters  who  have 
always  used  dogs,  and  who  want  to  con- 
tinue using  them  for  the  simple  reason, 
and  to  them  all  sufficient  reason,  that 
they  like  it,  and  can  kill  more  deer  in 
that  way  than  in  any  other.  Do  we 
know  any  more  than  this  today? 

We  often  hear  peoplespeak  of  the  time 
when  there  will  be  no  more  red  deer  in 
Ontario,  and  all  are  agreed  that  this 
would  be  a  most  undesirable  condition, 
but  if  we  are  willing  to  be  reasonable 
and  firm  enough  to  do  what  is  necessary 
that  time  will  never  come  so  long  as 
there  is  waste  land  in  the  Province,  and 
that  will  be  as  long  as  the  world  lasts. 
This  is  not  advanced  as  an  opinion,  but 
as  a  fact  easily  proven.  In  one  or  two 
New  England  States  they  passed  very 
strict  deer  preservation  laws  after  their 
deer  had  been  practically  exterminated, 
and  yet  today  although  they  have  really 
no  waste  land  to  speak  of,  and  little  for- 
est the  deer  are  becoming  so  plentiful 
that  the  farmers  are  asking  permission 
to  kill  a  few  for  their  own  use,  and  claim 
the  right  on  the  ground  that  the  deer 
feed  on  their  crops  and  they,  the  farmers, 
have  a  right  to  some  return,  but  they 
don't  dream  of  asking  permission  to  dog 
them! 

Gentlemen:  We  rest  our  case  here, 
so  far  as  I  am  concerned,  for  the  present 
anyway,  but  without  prejudice,  in  case 
we  get  a  n~w  Judge  on  the  bench;  in 
which  case  we  reserve  the  right  to  go  to 
appeal. 


The  North  American  Fish    and  Game  Protective 

Association. 


THE  members  of  this  Association, 
which  covers  several  of  the  Prov- 
inces of  Canada  and  the  bordering* 
States  of  the  Union,  met  on  February 
twelfth  and  thirteenth  at  Albany,  N.  Y. 
The  constitution  provides  for  meetings 
in  Canada  and  the  States  in  alternate 
years,  and  as  the  meeting  was  in  Que- 
bec City  last  year,  New  York  had  its 
turn  this  year,  and  Ontario  will  have  the 
place  of  honor  next  year.  Senator 
Jotham  P.  Allds,  the  President,  was  in 
the  chair  throughout  the  proceedings, 
which  were,  generally  speaking,  of  an 
enthusiastic  and  encouraging  character. 

On  the  first  day  the  members  had  a 
pleasant  interview  with  Governor  Hughes 
at  the  Executive  Chamber,  being  intro- 
duced by  Senator  Allds. 

The  Governor  expressed  his  apprecia- 
tion of  the  call  made  by  the  visitors  and 
apologized  for  the  fact  that  engagements 
out  of  the  city  prevented  him  from  at- 
tending the  session  of  the  association. 

4 'I  am  glad  to  welcome  the  delegates 
from  the  various  States  and  the  people 
from  the  north,  who  have  strongly  evi- 
denced their  desire  for  justice  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  law. 

"I  am  sure  all  appreciate  the  efforts 
made  by  this  body  and  I  congratulate 
you  on  the  prospective  success  of  your 
efforts.  I  hope  you  will  have  an  enjoy- 
able meeting  in  Albany." 

The  Governor  referred  to  the  treaty 
which  is  expected  to  settle  several  im- 
portant boundary  matters  now  in  dis- 
pute. It  is  believed  that  this  treaty  will 
shortly  be  put  into  effect. 

The  Mayor  of  Albany  spoke  at  the 
opening  of  the  convention.  He  gave 
some  of  his  experiences  while  on  fishing 
expeditions  on  Lake  Champlain  and 
strongly  urged  his  hearers  to  do  all  in 
their  power  to  secure  uniform  fish  and 
game  laws  between  the  States  and 
Canada.  He  pointed  out  the  abuses  of 
different  laws  in  the  adjoining  States, 
with  special  reference  to  Lake  Cham- 
plain. 


Mr.  A.  Kelly  Evans,  Secretary  of  the 
Ontario  Fish  and  Game  Protective  Asso- 
ciation, gave  an  interesting  address, 
containing  information  regarding  On- 
tario, New  Brunswick  Nova  Scotia,  Al- 
berta and  Saskatchewan. 

Dr.  Finnie  of  Montreal  submitted  the 
report  for  Quebec;  Mr.  George  H. 
Richards  for  Massachusetts,  and  Mr.  R. 
E.  Plumb  for  Michigan.  In  these  re- 
ports progress  was  shown  in  several 
directions.  The  report  from  Ontario  in- 
cluded a  lengthy  reference  to  the  Act 
passed  last  Session  and  placed  on  record 
the  amalgamation  of  the  Fish  and  Game 
Departments  as  a  distinctstep  in  advance. 

In  the  evening  the  members  attended 
an  illustrated  lecture  given  in  the  As- 
sembly Chamber  at  the  Capitol  by  Pro-, 
fessor  W.  T.  Hornaday,  who  is  in  charge 
of  the  New  York  Zoological  Gardens, 
on  "Game  Hunting  in  British  Columbia." 

Mr.  Barton  Everman,  United  States 
Fish  Commissioner,  also  lectured  on  "A 
Trip  to  the  Top  of  the  Mountains  for 
Golden  Trout. " 

On  the  morning  of  the  second  day  a 
proposal  to  ask  the  Governments  of  the 
several  Provinces  and  States  to  set  aside 
all  available  forests  and  waste  lands  as 
public  preserves  for  the  propagation  of 
fish  and  game  was  withdrawn  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  Quebec  representatives,  it 
being  held  that  the  time  has  not  yet  ar- 
rived for  such  a  policy  to  be  carried  out 
in  that  Province. 

The  members  unanimously  agreed  to 
the  following: 

Whereas,  the  North  American  Fish 
and  Game  Protective  Association  has  ob- 
tained reliable  information  that  in  a  cer- 
tain portion  of  the  southeastern  British 
Columbia,  situated  between  the  Elk  and 
Bull  Rivers  there  exists  about  450  square 
miles  of  waste  lands  which  is  today 
richly  stocked  with  mountain  goat, 
mountain  sheep,  grizzly  bear,  deer  and 
other  species  of  valuabie  wild  animals, 
all  of  which  are  positively  known  to 
breed    in   and    inhabit  that    region  all 
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the  year  round;  and 

Whereas,  this  Association  is  credibly 
informed  that  the  region  in  question  con- 
tains neither  valuable  timber,  coal,  nor 
agricultural  lands,  and  that  no  claims  of 
any  kind  have  been  entered  therein;  now 
therefore,  be  it

Resolved  by  the  North  American  Fish 
and  Game  Protective  Association,  in  an- 
nual convention  assembled,  that  it  is  to 
the  best  interest  of  the  sportsmen  of  all 
Canada,  and  of  the  world  at  large,  that 
the  whole  of  the  region    referred  to  be 


permanently  set  aside  as  a  game 
and  forest  preserve,  and  that  action 
tending  thereto  be  recommended  to  the 
Government  and  people  of  British  Co- 
lumbia.   And  be  it  further 

Resolved,  that  it  is  the  view  of  this 
Association  that  the  permanent  preserv- 
ation of  the  wild 
animal  life  and 
scenery  of  the 
region,  now  ten- 
tatively known 
as  Goat  Moun- 
tain Park,  would 
redoud  to  the 
credit  and  also 
the  practical  ben- 
efit of  the  peo- 
ple of  Brit  i  s  h 
C  o  1  u  mbia  for 
c  e  n  t  u  r  ies  to 
come." 

A  description 
of  the  Park  was 
given  in  Profes- 
sor Hornaday's 
lecture  and  has 
also  been  out- 
lined in  our 
pages. 

On  the  pro- 
posal of  Mr.  C. 
H.  Wilson,  of 
Glen  Falls,  N. 
Y. ,  the  members 
agreed  to  the  fol- 
lowing resolution 
regarding  inter- 
national control 
of  waters  adjoin- 
ing the  United 
States  and 
Canada:

Dogs  and  their  Ailments. 

BY  E.  R.  LA  FLECHE. 


THE  query  raised  by  Dr.  J.  H.  Bour- 
don, of  Montreal,  in  the  February 
number,  respecting  the  lumps 
troubling  his  dog  is  one  of  much  interest 
to  dog  owners  and  dog  lovers.  As  I 
have  had  experiences  with  hounds  for 
over  thirty-five  years,  and  have  had  dogs 
tryubled  with  such  tumors,  my  methods 
of  dealing  with  them  may  prove  inter- 
esting both  to  Dr.  Bourdon  and  many 
others  of  your  readers. 

According  to  my  experience  the  cause 
of  these  lumps  is  due  as  follows: 

A.  To  the  constant  wearing  of  collar, 
and  especially  if  it  is  a  large  one. 

B.  To  hard  running  accompanied 
with  sudden  change  of  temperature. 

C.  To  bites  of  other  dogs  while  fight- 
ing, especially  if  held  by  the  throat,  the 
result  is,  that  often  these  lumps  will  ap- 
pear perhaps  in  three  or  four  months  and 
sometimes  sooner. 

D.  To  bad  blood. 

E.  To  blows  or  kicks  received  under 
the  throat. 

These  tumors  are  of  various  sizes  and 
occur  just  beneath  the  skin  and  contain 
a  thick,  glary  and  transparent  fluid  re- 
sembling white  of  egg.  They  are  read- 
ily known  by  their  soft  yielding  feel  and 
by  their  evident  want  of  connection  with 
surrounding  parts. 

The  application  of  iodine  is  of  no  use; 
nothing  but  the  knife  is  of  the  slightest 
use,  and  by  cutting  through  them,  the 
sac  may  readily  be  torn  out.  Care  must 
be  taken  not  to  leave  a  particle,  as  it  is 
sure  to  grow  again  into  another  sac  of 
the  same  size  as  before. 


Sometimes  these  sacs  act  the  same  as 
a  water  pillow,  when  pressure  is  made 
upon  them.         ^    -i  u» 

I  had  a  hound,  that  after  having  made 
both  the  Quebec  and  Ontario  seasons, 
had  nine  lumps  at  the  same  time — one 
on  each  side  of  the  throat,  another  on 
the  neck  behind,  the  ear,  and  the  bal- 
ance on  the  shoulders  and  side. 

The  dog  was  seven  years  old,  and  a 
very  hard  worker.  I  opened  all  these 
lumps  with  a  sharp  knife,  and  I  had  to 
open  some  twice  and  three  times;  in 
about  seven  weeks  they  were  all  gone. 
In  the  meantime  I  gave  a  good  purge 
and  I  followed  it  up  with  "arsenicolis 
liquor,"  one  drop  to  each  four  pounds  in 
weight  of  the  dog,  daily  during  two 
months. 

This  hound  was  never  again  troubled 
with  them. 

The  hound  standing  in  the  stream  at 
the  right  of  the  gentleman  near  the  canoe 
shown  on  the  cover  of  the  January  issue 
of  "Rod  and  Gun"  was  fifteen  years  old 
when  that  picture  was  taken. 

At  the  age  of  ten,  a  few  months  be- 
fore the  hunt,  I  discovered  he  had  a 
lump  the  size  of  a  large  egg  on  each 
side  in  the  front  of  the  throat  which 
affected  his  breathing.  They  were  soft 
swelling  such  as  I  have  above  described. 

I  took  a  door  and  with  a  bit  1  made  a 
number  of  holes,  and  tied  the  dog  in 
such  a  way  that  it  was  impossible  for 
him  to  move.  I  then  placed  the  door 
with  the  dog  on  a  table,  and  operated 
one  side  and  a  week  later  the  other. 
The    dog  was    "O.    K."  during  three 
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years,  but  towards  the  spring  of  the 
fourth  year  after  the  operation  a  tumor 
started  to  grow.  When  it  had  reached 
the  size  of  the  fist,  I  decided  to  make 
another  operation.  When  I  opened  the 
skin,  I  found  the  tumor  had  many  roots 
and  seemed  connected  with  the  jugular 
vein.  Seeing  this  and  knowing  that  the 
dog  would  be  useless  should  I  let  the 
tumor  alone,  I  lanced  it,  instead  of  cut- 
ting it  off,  and  a  stream  of  dark  blood 
ran  out.  After  I  had  about  two  teacups 
full  of  blood,  I  closed  the  cut  and 
wrapped  the  neck  well.  Two  days  after 
I  examined  the  tumor,  and  found  it  had 


greatly  diminished  in  size  and  a  month 
later  there  was  only  the  size  of  a  small 
butternut  left,  and  that  fall  the  old  hound 
made  several  long  chases.  The  follow- 
ing year  the  tumor  was  again  as  big  as 
the  first  time,  and  three  months  before 
the  hunt  I  again  lanced  it  with  the  same 
result  as  before.  After  the  hunt  was 
over  and  as  the  dog  was  now  too  slow, 
a  bullet  an  inch  above  the  eyes  dispatched 
him  at  once  to  the  happy  hunting 
grounds.  I  examined  the  throat  and 
found  that  the  tumor  was  what  is  called 
''goitre"  which  also  trouble  some  human 
beings.

AUTOMOBILES  AND  AUTOMOBILING 

The  Toronto  Show.  • 

Just  as  we  are  going  to  press  the  first 
National  Automobile,  Motor  Boat  and 
Sportsman's  Exhibition  is  being  held  at 
the  St.  Lawrence  Arena,  Toronto,  and 
everything  points  to  a  successful  inaug- 
uration of  what  will  likely  prove  a  long 
series  of  exhibitions  of  a  similar  charac- 
ter. The  Show  having  become  an  an- 
nual engagement  at  Montreal  will  do  no 
less  at  Toronto,  and  as  motoring  on  both 
land  and  water  spreads  ever  wider  these 
exhibitions  will  be  strengthened,  and 
may  be  expected  to  become  as  popular  as 
any  exhibitions  in  the  country.  The 
decorations  and  arrangements  of  the 
hall  were  carefully  considered  and  made 
such  as  experience  suggested  and  such 
as  interfered  least  with  the  exhibitors 
while  showing  up  the  exhibits  to  the 
greatest  advantage.  The  sportsmen's 
portion  of  the  Show  was  taken  in  hand 
by  the  great  railway  companies  of  Can- 
ada and  right  well  did  they  discharge 
this  duty.  The  autos  made  a  wonderful 
display  and  the  country  people  who  were 
tempted  inside  must  have  been  convinced 
from  what  they  saw  that  the  auto  is  no 
passing  craze  and  not  to  be  disposed  of 
by  any  of  the  methods  they  have  hitherto 
suggested.  The  motor  boats  brought  up 
memories  of  many  delightful  outings, 
and  with  their  new  arrangements  prom- 
ised even  greater  pleasures  to  those  us- 
ing them  in  the  future.  Accessories,  by 
their  ingenuity,  effectiveness  and  variety 
provided  charms  which  no  motorist  could 
resist.  The  examination  and  testing  of 
many  of  these  devices  provided  almost 
an  education  to  the  motorist  who  had 
not  kept  himself  abreast  of  all  that  is 
being  done  in  this  field.  All  this  means 
that  the  Exhibition  as  a  whole  was  com- 
plete and  in  each  department  there  was 
much  to  be  seen  and  learnt.  The  Show 
well   illustrated  the  progress  made  in 


Canada  in  motoring,  and  the  representa- 
tive exhibit  of  American  autos  enabled 
the  visitor  to  see  at  the  same  time  what 
is  being  done  in  both  countries. 

The  Montreal  Show. 

A  week  after  the  Toronto  Show  closes 
the  Montreal  Exhibition  will  open. 
While  a  good  deal  that  is  seen  at  Toron- 
to will  be  shown  at  Montreal  there  will 
be  sufficient  differences  to  give  the  Show 
at  Canada's  commercial  capital  distinct 
characteristics  of  its  own.  At  Montreal 
the  Show  has  taken  on  a  permanent 
character  and  is  one  amongst  the  sea- 
son's engagements  that  would  be  much 
missed.  There  is  not  the  same  spirit  in 
Quebec  as  is  shown  in  Ontario  for  re- 
stricting the  use  of  the  auto,  and  though 
in  the  latter  Province  it  is  but  a  passing 
phase  of  public  opinion,  it  is  none  the 
less  inconvenient.  In  Quebec  the  ad- 
vent of  the  auto  is  welcomed  and  its  de- 
velopements  watched  with  sympathy. 
As  a  consequence  there  is  a  reflection  of 
this  feeling  in  the  Show  and  manufac- 
turers naturally  do  their  best  to  give  an 
extra  touch  to  an  Exhibition  in  a  centre 
where  they  feel  they  carry  with  them  the 
sympathy  of  the  whole  people.  In  addi- 
tion the  Montreal  Show,  having  achieved 
successes  in  the  past,  may  be  expected 
to  live  up  to  its  traditions,  and  even  to 
make  an  effort  to  improve  upon  them. 
Experience  has  shown  what  is  required 
for  an  Exhibition  of  this  kind,  and  noth- 
ing will  be  wanting  that  either  exper- 
ience can  suggest  or  enterprise  warrant 
to  make  this  year's  Show  surpass  its 
predecessors,  high  as  was  the  standard 
each  one  reached.

ported  in  the  American  Journal  of  Sur- 
gery. A  city  physician  was  called  to  a 
farm  house  fifteen  miles  away  for  a  case 
of  suspected  appendicitis  and  was  asked 
to  be  prepared  to  operate  if  thought  ad- 
visable. After  hearing  the  history  of  the 
case  and  making  an  examination,  this 
course  was  decided  upon  and  it  was  fur- 
ther thought  best  to  operate  at  once. 
The  doctor  had  ridden  over  in  an  auto 
and  while  the  kitchen  was  made  into  an 
operating  room  with  the  family  '  'ironing 
board"  as  an  operating  table,  provision 
for  light  was  made  as  follows:  The 
automobile  was  driven  as  close  as  prac- 
tical to  the  kitchen  window,  the  large 
searchlight  lamp  detached  irom  the  ma- 
chine and  passed  into  the  kitchen.  Rub- 
ber tubing  ordinarily  used  for  drainage 
was  spliced  by  a  glass  drainage  tube  and 
used  to  connect  the  gas  tank  on  the  side 
of  the  auto  with  the  lamp  in  the  kitchen 
surgery.  The  gas  was  then  turned  on, 
lighted  and  the  illumination  found  to  be 
ideal.  In  fact,  the  light  was  just  as 
good  as  in  any  well-appointed  operating 
room.  The  operation  was  successful  but 
in  view  of  the  conditions  found  the  doc- 
tor believed  that  the  loss  of  time  caused 


by  removal  and  the  mechanical  disturb- 
ance of  the  parts  in  moving  a  patient  in 
such  a  condition  over  rough  country 
roads  would  have  been  fatal.  The  doc- 
tor adds:  Next  to  the  early  diagnosis  of 
the  family  physician  and  his  prompt  ac- 
tion, I  feel  that  the  auto,  with  its  gas 
tank  and  lamp,  was  a  strong  factor  in 
the  means  of  saving  the  man's  life.

The  Ontario  Agitation. 

The  Province  of  Ontario  is  distinguish- 
ing itself  for  the  marked  hostility  the 
people  continue  to  display  towards  autos 
and  auto  owners.  Not  content  with  en- 
acting a  law  described  by  experts  as  un- 
equalled in  any  country  in  the  world  for 
the  number  and  variety  of  offences  to 
which  the  auto  owners  are  subject,  quite 
a  crop  of  bills  were  proposed  this  ses- 
sion containing  all  kinds  of  extraordi- 
nary restrictions.  Amongst  others  were 
provisions  prohibiting  the  use  of  the 
highways  to  autos  on  three  days  of  the 
week,  including  Sundays.  It  would  ap- 
pear as  if  some  people  failed  altogether 
to  realize  that  a  new  era  in  locomotion 
has  dawned,  and  they  imagine  they  can 
stop  an  industry  which  has  shown  greater 
progress  in  a  short  time  than  any  sim- 
ilar movement  in  the  world's  history. 
The  Toronto  Show  ought  to  do  much  to 
educate  these  people  to  the  realities  of 
the  situation,  and  the  Ontario  Motor 
League  should  do  much  to  second  such 
efforts.  The  members  of  the  League 
are  willing  to  have  the  present  law  car- 
ried out,  strict  as  it  is,  and  they  believe 
that  where  complaints  have  any  real  jus- 
tification they  are  due  to  failures  to  en- 
force the  law.  The  League  have  lately 
been  strengthened  by  the  affiliation  of 
the  Hamilton  Automobile  Club  with  fifty- 
five  members,  and  this  Club  was  pre- 
ceded in  affiliation  by  the  Oshawa  Auto- 
mobile Club.  The  organization  promises 
to  extend  throughout  the  Province  and 
as  autos  become  more  numerous,  as  they 
are  bound  to  do,  we  shall  hear  less  and 
less  of  this  agitation  which  has  found 
such  foolish  expressions  that  many  of 
those  who  are  associated  with  it  must  be 
ashamed  of  these  excesses.  One  thing 
is  quite  certain — the  extended  use  of  the 
automobile  will  not  be  stayed  by  any 
proposals  on  the  part  of  the  people  and 
Legislature  of  Ontario 


A  Speed  Limit. 

Most  motorists  will  agree  to  the  prin- 
ciple of  a  speed  limit,  and  all  would  be 
glad  to  see  this  principle  carried  out  with 
discretion  rather  than  upon  hard  and 
fast  rules.  The  only  difficulty  is  in 
trusting  the  discretion  of  officers  who 
are  more  or  less  prejudiced  against  autos 
and  auto  owners  and  regard  them  as  a 
nuisance  to  be  suppressed  with  all  the 
rigors  of  the  law.  When  the  speed 
limit  is  made  ridiculous  by  such  propo- 
sals as  hove  been  serionsly  submitted  to 
the  Ontario  Legislature  it  is  time  to 
make  a  protest.  One  of  these  proposals 
is  to  fix  the  speed  limit  at  ten  miles  an 
hour  in  the  day  time  and  seven  miles  an 
hour  at  night.  There  are  hours  in  the 
night  when  no  horse  drawn  vevicles  are 
likely  to  be  on  the  road  and  yet  the  seven 
miles  an  hour  limit  would  have  to  be 
maintained.  If  the  better  class  of  mo- 
torists were  trusted  with  greater  free- 
dom, and  the  small  minority  who  abuse 
their  privileges  were  treated  with  the 
severity  they  deserve,  there  would  soon 
be  such  a  healthy  state  of  public  opin- 
ion as  would  result  in  sweeping  away  all 
such  specimens  of  ante-deluvian  legisla- 
tion as  have  been  submitted  in  all  ser- 
iousness to  the  Ontario  House  during 
the  present  Session. 


The  New  York  to  Paris  Race 

The  journey  across  the  American  con- 
tinent proved  a  hard  test  for  several  of 
the  autos  taking  part  in  the  New  York 
to  Paris  race.  The  weather  was  bad 
and  the  roads  in  several  instances  were 
not  worthy  of  the  name.  Notwithstand- 
ing all  difficulties  however  only  one 
breakdown  was  recorded  and  most  of 
the  autos  went  through  on  their  own 
power,  and  without  anything  more  than 
the  usual  difficulties  for  which  ample 
preparations  had  been  made.  There 
was  no  direct  attempt  to  make  records 
but  some  excellent  performances  resulted. 
Snow  drifts  which  appeaed  to  be  impossi- 
ble of  negotiation  were  got  through 
somehow,  and  frozen  roads  were  passed 
over  with    the  minimum    of  discomfort.

race  in  every  town  and  village  through 
which  the  competitors  passed  and  decor- 
ations and  enthusiastic  receptions  were 
the  order  of  the  day.  The  Thomas 
Flyer  performed  wonders  and  at  the  time 
of  writing  was  five  hundred  miles  ahead 
of  its  nearest  competitor.  Of  course 
the  greater  difficulties  have  yet  to  come 
and  the  question  of  whether  the  reserve 
powers  will  be  sufficient  after  this  severe 
testing  has  yet  to  be  seen.  So  far  the 
demonstration  has  shown  conclusively 
the  almost  marvellous  powers  possessed 
by  the  automobiles  which  must  be  used 
in  many  directions  for  the  benefit  to 
mankind.

Engines  run  by  ker- 
osene oil  instead  of 
gasolene  or  steam 
power  have  undoubt- 
edly a  great  future  be- 
fore them.  One  of  the 
most  successful  of 
these  engines  is  the 
Remington  Kerosene 
oil  engine  which  is 
being  placed  on  the 
market  by  Messrs.  Dinning  and  Ecken- 
stein,  503-4  Merchants  Bank  Building, 
Montreal.  Many  claims  of  superiority 
are  made  for  this  engine  and  while  spec- 
ial stress  is  laid  upon  economy  ©f  work- 
ing and  simplicity  of  action,  realibility  is 
not  forgotten.  In  the  latter  point  it  is 
compared  to  the  steam  engine,  inasmuch 
as  it  can  run  ten  hours  a  day  month  in  and 
month  out  without  repairs  or  delays. 
The  consumption  of  oil  is  only  two-thirds 
of  an  Imperial  pint  per  horse  power  per 
hour,  and  therefore  a  ten  horse  power 
engine  will  consume  a  total  of  eight  and 
one-third  imperial  gallons  per  day  at  a 
maximum  of  fourteen  centsper  gallon  or  a 
total  cost  of  $1.17,  figuring  a  straight 
run  of  ten  hours.  This  cost  is  about 
two-thirds  less  than  gasolene  and 
about  one  half  less  than  steam,  while 
as  compared  with  the  latter  there  are 
also  considerable  savings  in  space,  labour

and  wages.  Further,  as  compared  with 
gasolene  there  are  no  ignition  troubles. 
The  engine  starts  easily,  the  ignition 
being  by  hot  surface,  and  once  started  it 
requires  no  further  attention  until  it  is 
shut  down.  The  principle  upon  which  the 
engine  works  produces  a  long  continued 
low  pressure  on  the  piston  as  in  a  steam 
engine  instead  of  a  sharp  high  explosive 
pressure  common  to  the  gasolene  engine. 
The  oil  is  atomized  into  the  compressed 
air,  when  the  piston  has  nearly  reached 
its  highest  point,  is  gassified,  and  instant- 
ly ignited  by  coming  in  contact  with  the 
hot  plug  or  firing  pin.  The  oil  continues 
to  flow  into  the  cylinder  after  the  first 
particles  become  ignited,  causing  a  long 
slow  combustion  of  the  fuel,  producing  a 
long  continued  pressure  on  the  piston. 
The  oil  is  atomized  into  the  combustion 
chamber  by  a  pump  which  is  under  con- 
trol of  the  governor  and  at  the  same 
time  under  complete  control  of  the  opera- 
tor and  can  be  slowed  down  wherever 
required.  All  adjustments  are  made  at 
the  factory  and  what  the  operator  has  to 
do  is  to  start  the  engine  according  to 
directions,  leaving  it  alone  until  it  is 
desired  to  slow  down  or  stop.  This 
system  produces  a  smooth  running  en- 
gine and  does  away  with  carbonizing  of 
the  cylinder.  One  of  the  strong  features 
of  the  engine  is  the  perfect  accessibility 
of  all  parts,  which  means  a  great  deal  in 
case  of  trouble.  A  power-feed  oiler  in 
which  there  is  a  separate  pump  for  each 
bearing  is  furnished  with  all  engines. 
The  lubricator  is  automatic  and  positive 
while  at  the  same  time  it  is  economical 
and  easily  looked  after.  With  the  merits 
possessed  by  the  engine  its  cost  by  the 
end  of  the  year  is  brought  far  below  the 
total  cost  of  the  average  steam,  gas  or 
gasolene  engine.  The  Standard  Oil  Com- 
pany have  purchased  two  of  these  engines 
for  service  in  one  of  their  seventy  foot 
tank  boats,  preference  being  given  to  the 
Remington  over  all  other  makes  due  to 
its  superiority. 


The  Outlook. 


Now  is  the  time  of  unrest  around  the 
yacht,  canoe  and  rowing  club  and  the 
boat  builders,  especially  the  motor  boat 
firms,  are  not  sleeping  the  sleep  of  the 
just.    The  sharp  reaction  in  the  stock 
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market,  the  stringency  in  money  and  the 
dullness  in  all  kinds  of  manufacturing  and 
business  is  always  first  felt  by  the  man 
whose  business  is  founded  on  the  avenues 
of  pleasure.    Curtail  a  man's  revenue  and 
he    immediately  lops  off  his  pleasure  to 
meet  the  contingency.   So  the  man  whose 
trade  and  business  depends  upon  acquatic 
sport  is  the  first  to  feel  it.  Acquatic  sport 
demands  more  outlay  and  yields  less  re- 
compense in  money  and  other  return — if 
you  except  health — than  any  sport,  there- 
fore, it  is  the  first  to  suffer  from  a  reverse. 
However,  the  men  interested  have  been 
studying  the  situation  closely  and  while 
there  will  be  fewer  sales  of  the  more  ex- 
pensive class  of  boats  they  say  that  trade 
in  the  smaller  motor   boats   and  sailing 
crafts  will  not  be  much   affected.  The 
situation  applies   all  over    Canada.  In 
Toronto  there  will  be  a  number  of  yachts 
of  the  larger  class  out  of  commission  this 
season  because  of  this  financial  stringency 
but  the  motor  boat  builders  are  turning 
out  just  as  many  launches  of  the  smaller 
size  and  the  same  is  true   all  over  the 
country.  Canoeing  and  rowing  are  sports 
that  will  boom  this  summer.    Both  are 
comparatively  cheap  sports,  and  there- 
fore, will  not  feel  the  effect  of  the  close- 
ness in  the  money  market.      Rowing  is 
taking  a  tremendous  boom,  owing  chiefly 
to  the  grand  showing  of  the  Canadian 
Clubs   last   season   and  there  is  more 
rivalry  than  ever  between  the  paddling 
men.

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Invader  May  be  Sold. 
There  is  still  a  possibility  that  the  old 
Invader,  the  1901  winner  of  Canada's 
Cup  may  go  to  Chicago  as  negotiations 
are  still  going  on  with  the  Chicago  Yacht 
Club  people. 

Troubles  with  engines  are  not  unknown 
to  the  owners  of  powerboats  and  when 
one  promises  them  relief  from  such 
troubles  in  addition  to  efficiency  in  other 
directions  they  would  indeed  be  foolish 
not  to  investigate.

Our  Medicine  Bag 


It  is  reported  from  Ottawa  that  an 
agreement  has  been  arrived  at  between 
Canada  and  the  United  States  respect- 
tng  the  international  waters  between  the 
two  countries.  This  agreement  is  stated 
to  incude  the  whole  of  such  waterways 
from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific.  If  there 
is  any  truth  in  this  matter  some  very 
vexed  questions  will  have  received  solu- 
tion and  the  exact  wording  of  the  agree- 
ment will  be  awaited  with  much  inter- 
est. It  has  at  last  come  to  be  recog- 
nized that  international  agreement  is  in 
the  interests  of  both  countries  and  with- 
out such  agreement  any  efforts  in  favor 
of  more  efficient  fish  protection  by  either 
country  are  largely  thrown  away.  The 
agreement  is  stated  to  be  the  work  of 
Ambassador  Bryce  who  has  had  the  ad- 
vantage of  consultations  throughout 
with  the  members  of  the  Canadian  gov- 
ernment. The  news  will  be  received 
with  pleasure  on  both  sides  of  the  line 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  no  trifling  ob- 
jections may  interfere  with  its  ratifica- 
tions. 


The  sportsmen  of  Hastings  county  are 
organizing  a  wolf  hunt  and  hope  to  be 
able  to  obtain  some  trophies.  They 
think  they  have  located  some  places 
where  the  wolves  are  plentiful  and  will 
do  with  thinning  and  mean  to  make  a 
strong  effort  to  achieve  success.  They 
are  hopeful  likewise  of  making  this  hunt 
an  annual  affair  and  would  like  to  hear 
from  surrounding  sportsmen,  particu- 
larly good  shots,  who  would  like  to  join 
them.  The  Secretary-Treasurer  is  B.  J. 
McKerracher,  Madoc,  Ont. 


A  case,  which  has  caused  widespread 
interest,  has  been  tried  before  Judge 
St.  Julian  at  Hull,  Que.  The  firm  of 
Messrs.  Revillon  Freres,  who  have  now 
many  Posts  in  the  north  country,  were 
charged  with  the   illegal    possession  of 


four  hundred  and  four  beaver  skins. 
The  furs  were  seized  by  Game  Warden 
Page  at  Maniwaki.  For  the  defence  it 
was  argued  that  under  treaties  made 
with  the  Indians  by  the  Dominion  gov- 
ernment they  can  trap  animals  and  sell 
skins  throughout  the  year  and  the  whole 
of  the  beaver  skins  were  purchased  from 
Indians.  The  Judge  took  time  to  con- 
sider his  decision  and  ultimately  confis- 
cated the  skins,  valued  at  $1,800,  and 
mulcted  the  defendants  in  costs  amount- 
ing to  $172.  The  Company  have  given 
notice  of  appeal  aad  if  successful  it 
would  appear  as  if  all  Provincial  protec- 
tive legislatioa  would  be  over-ridden. 
The  importance  of  such  a  defence  is  not 
easily  exaggerated  and  if  successful  it 
must  reopen  the  whole  Indian  question 
which  has  lately  caused  considerable  dis- 
cussion throughout  Canada. 


In  our  February  number  appeared  a 
paragraph  relating  to  the  case  of  Wil- 
liam Overland,  of  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  who 
was  charged  with  killing  a  cow  moose 
in  the  township  of  Pennyfather.  Game 
Inspector  T.  A.  ,  Hand  busied  himself 
with  bringing  the  offence  home  to  Over- 
land and  met  with  such  success  that  he 
finally  secured  him  and  fined  him  thirty 
dollars  and  eight  dollars  costs — a  pretty 
dear  cow  moose  for  the  offender.  At 
the  time  we  wrote  the  paragraph  Over- 
land had  not  been  captured  and  the  se- 
quel to  the  story  now  -appears.  It  is  a 
sequel  which  shows  that  the  Game  In- 
spector at  Sault  Ste.  Marie  is  active  in 
the  cause  in  which  he  is  engaged. 


A  correspondent,  who  says  he  has 
hunted  in  all  parts  of  the  Province  for 
the  last  fifty-five  years  and  never  used  a 
dog,  writes  strongly  in  favor  of  the  abo- 
lition of  dogs  in  deer  hunting.  Such  a 
long  experience  surely  entitles  him  to  an 
opinion  on  the  subject  though  he  admits 
he  knows  only  one  side.    He  is  probably 
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such  an  expert  hunter  that  he  never  finds 
the  slightest  difficulty  in  getting  his 
quota  and  it  is  easy  to  understand  his 
impatience  with  those  less  skillful  than 
himself. 


It  is  reported  that  President  Roosevelt 
is  seriously  considering  an  invitation  to. 
take  a  hunting  trip  in  the  Canadian 
woods  north  of  Sault  Ste.  Marie  at  the 
expiration  of  his  term  of  office.  The  ar- 
rangements for  the  trip  are  in  a  fair  way 
for  completion  and  include  a  long  tramp 
after  moose  and  bear.  At  vari@us  times 
other  parts  of  Canada  have  been  re- 
ported as  favored  by  the  President  and 
the  reports  he  has  received  from  British 
Columbia  have  led  him  to  look  forward 
with  high  anticipations  to  a  hunt  in  that 
much  favored  Province. 


Experienced  anglers,  while  immune  to 
vexations  of  spirit  in  case  of  minor  mis- 
haps of  daily  occurrence,  never  fail  to 
express  strong  feelings  when  the  reel 
drops  off  the  rod  after  a  fish  is  hooked. 
Such  an  accident  means  so  much  to  the 
angler's  success  and  even  his  comfort 
that  the  invention  of  a  hook  holder  and 


reel  guard  which  positively  preventsthem, 
while  locking  the  reel  band  beyond  all 
possibility  of  slipping,  should  cause  them 
to  bless  the  name  of  the  inventor.  Like 
all  effective  inventions  it  is  a  simple  little 
device  and  does  its  work  thoroughly, 
whether  charged  with  the  safe-keeping 
of  a  single  hook  of  a  number  and  will 
notinjurethemostdelicate  or  artificial  flies. 
It  consists  of  a  nickle  plated  spring  band 


with  stamped  bosses  one  of  which  car- 
ries the  pivoted  hook  cover,  and  can  be 
applied  to  the  rod  either  above  or  below 
the  reel  as  need  demands.  The  ingen- 
ious inventor  is  Mr.  Charles  L.  Sullivan, 
617  Railway  Exchange,  Chicago,  from 
whom  the  hook  and  reel  guard  can  be  ob- 
tained at  the  cost  of  thirty-five  cents. 
The  angler  will  see  the  position  of  the 
guard  from  the  cut '  illustrating  the  in- 
vention and  another  will  be  found  in  the 
advertisement,  giving  prospective  pur- 
chasers good  views  of  its  position  and 
possibilities  while  experience  will  demon- 
strate its  effectiveness  and  reliability. 


A  correspondent  writing  from  Van- 
couver Island,  informs  i  s  that  th«  in- 
creased bounty  on  wolves  and  panthers 
recently  made  by  the  government  of 
British  Columbia  is  having  an  excellent 
effect  throughout  the  island.  One  man 
in  the  Alberni  district  is  reported  to  have 
killed  ninety  wolves  and  another  well 
known  hunter  in  the  Comox  Valley  has 
done  almost  as  well  with  panthers. 

The  members  of  the  Game  Protective 
Association  of  Saskatchewan  are  tak- 
ing steps  not  only  to  protect  the  existing 
big  game  of  the  Province  but  to  add  to 
their  number  and  interest.  They  have 
suggested  to  the  Minister  of  the  Interior 
that  some  of  the  buffalo  recently  pur- 
chased by  the  Canadian  Government 
from  the  United  States  and  placed  in  the 
Elk  Island  Park,  near  Edmonton,  should 
be  transferred  to  Moose  Mountain  tim- 
ber reserve  in  their  own  Province.  This 
reserve  they  contend,  would,  if  fenced 
in,  make  almost  an  ideal  reserve  for  a 
small  herd  of  buffalo,  and  other  big 
game  animals  might  also  with  advantage 
be  preserved  there.  The  Association  is 
likewise  urging  upon  the  Dominion  and 
Provincial  Governments  the  advisability 
of  prohibiting  the  killing  of  game  or  the 
carrying  of  firearms  within  the  forest 
reserves,  thus  making  these  reserves  a 
sanctuary  and  breeding  ground  for  game. 
Altogether  game  preservation  is  a  live 
issue  in  Saskatchewan  and  we  are  glad 
to  recognize  that  fact.  The  memorial 
addressed  to  the  Hon.  Frank  Oliver, 
Minister  of  the  Interior,  is  as  follows:

When  frogs  are  used  for  bait  the  best 
method  for  hooking  gives  rise  to  endless 
controversy.  Like  every  other  work 
there  is  a  right  and  a  wrong  way  about 
performing  a  comparatively  simple  oper- 


ation, although  success  often  depends 
upon  the  course  followed.  The  1  'White 
City"  hook  leads  one  to  do  the  work 
right  and  so  many  anglers  have  discov- 
ered the  efficiency  of  the  new  hook  that 
they  have  adopted  it.  By  its  means  the 
frog  is  hooked  through  the  lips  by  the 
small  hook,  the  larger  one  being  in  po- 
sition, point  uppermost  between  the 
frog's  hind  legs.  The  small  hook  has  a 
weed  guard  but  there  is  no  need  of  one 
for  the  other,  as  its  point  may  be  buried 
under  the  skin  sufficient  to  shield  it. 
The  bait  is  wholly  forward  of  the  rear 
hook,  so  that  a  short  striking  fish  such 
as  pickerel  are  seldom  missed — a  strike 
at  the  frog  meaning  a  strike  at  the  hook. 
A  glance  at  the  illustration  in  our  adver- 
tising pages  will  make  the  whole  easily 
clear.  As  might  have  been  expected  the 
inventor  is  a  practical  angler  of  twenty 
years'  experience,  and  knows  well  the 
value  of  such  assistance  .v  in  fishing.

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The  London  branch  of  the  Ontario 
Fish  and  Game  Protective  Association 
held  a  most  successful  annual  meeting  at 
the  end  of  February  under  the  presi- 
dency of  Squire  Chittick.  The  speakers 
included  Mr.  G.  B.  Harris,  Mr.  Montagu 
Smith,  an  ex-President  of  the  Game 
Commission;  Captain  Tom  Robinson, 
Mr.  Marshal  Graydon,  Mr.  T.  G.  Mur- 
phy, (who  stated  that  on  a  visit  with  the 
Bisley  team  to  the  old  country  he  shot  a 
bird,  was  brought  before  a  court  martial 
and  only  escaped  on  account  of  ignorance 
of  English  Game  Laws);  Mr.  B.  C.  Mc- 
Cann,  Mr.  J.  W.  Jones,  Mr.  Oliver 
Adams  and  Mr.  A.  Kelly  Evans.  The 
various  addresses  dealt  very  largely  with 
fishery  matters,  and  everyone  agreed 
that  there  might  be  good  fishing  on  the 
River  Thames  if  nets  were  kept  off.  The 
excellent  fishing  that  could  be  had  a  few 
years  ago  was  referred  to  with  regret 
and  the  belief  that  with  care  the  old 
time  plenty  might  be  restored  was  urged 
with  confidence.  The  excellent  effects 
of  the  work  of  the  branch  and  the  untir- 
ing services  of  Mr.  J.  O.  Weldon,  the 
energetic  honorary  secretary,  were  dwelt 
upon  and  these  testimonies  received  the 
hearty  approval  of  the  large  gathering. 
The  workingmen  of  London  have  joined 
the  branch  and  their  rights  in  the  fish- 
eries were  strongly  urged.  Altogether 
the  meeting  was  most  successful  and 
showed  that  the  good  cause  is  a  live 
issue  in  the  city  of  London. 


An  extraordinary  story  of  a  bell  boy  at

;  Willie  Colman  is  his  name,  a  name  that 
resounded  from  the  stands  following  the 
finish  of  many  a  close  race  in  the  days 
when  he  had  more  offers  as  a  jockey 
than  he  could  take  care  of,  and  now  he  is 
barred  from  occupying  a  place  among  the 
ranks  of  the  jockeys  because  of  a  woman. 
It  was  while  riding  at  New  Orleans  that 
the  temptress  came  to  him  and  he  pulled 
a  horse  for  the  sake  of  that  woman.  He 
was  fined  and    suspended  for    15  years. 


This  meant  that  he  could  never  ride 
again,  so  he  proceeded  to  make  the  best 
of  life,  and  after  drifting  about  for  some 
time  was  taken  on  by  Manager  Shaw  of 
the  Tuller  hotel,  Detroit,  who  saw  in 
him  the  making  of  an  expert  bellboy. 
He  has  the  blood  of  two  nations  in  his 
veins,  the  French  and  the  Japanese. 
When  one  meets  him  it  is  seen  at  once 
that  he  is  a  man  of  the  world;  his  French 
blood  shows  itself  in  his  manners  while 
the  Jap  blood  gives  him  alertness  and 
energy.  He  has  ridden  for  some  famous 
racing  men,  among  them  Lord  Breres- 
ford  and  Baron  Mezituny,  the  Japanese 
nobleman,  and  has  been  mounted  in 
France  and  Japan  as  well  as  America. 
He  has  a  mania  for  crap  shooting  and 
was  ruled  out  at  Monte  Carlo  where  he 
made  an  attempt  to  break  the  bank.  He 
is  36  years  old,  weighs  but  86  pounds 
and  to  look  at  him  no  one  would  think 
him  more  than  a  boy.  Willie  boasts  of 
a  wife  who  weighs  in  the  neighborhood 
of  300  pounds  and  who  lives  in  the  aris- 
tocratic section  of  Beaubien  street. 
"He  is  a  good  bell  hop  and  always  tries 
to  please,"  says  the  manager.  "He  is 
certainly  a  strange  type  and  the  good 
and  the  bad  qualities  of  two  remarkable 
races  are  in  him."

line  by  the  spring.  For  a  light  tension 
the  spring  must  be  nearly  down;  for  a 
stiff  heavy  tension  keep  the  reel  wound 
up  tight  or  nearly  so.

of  boots,  but  honestly  i  had  no  anticipa- 
tion the  goods  were  of  such  quality  and 
workmanship.  They  are  the  *  'best  ever" 
all  right  They  sent  the  natural  finish, 
almost  a  cream  drab,  and  I  like  the 
shade  well.

The  members  of  the  Engineering  Club, 
of  Toronto,  have  discussed  re-forestra- 
tion  with  special  reference  to  its  effect  on 
rivers.  Mr.  Breithaupt,  of  Berlin,  Ont. , 
drew  special  attention  to  the  case  of  the 
Grand  River  where  much  valuable  water 
power  has  been  lost  owing  to  the  cutting 
down  of  the  forests  at  the  headwaters. 
He  advocated  a  re-forestration  at  the 
headwaters  of  all  rivers  in  Old  Ontario 
stating  that  such  a  courie  would  ensure 
an  even  flow  of  v/ater  throughout  the 
year  and  make  the  rivers  of  a  far  greater 
commercial  value  Several  speakers 
advocated  a  policy  of  government  en- 
couragement of  forestration.  Mr.  S. 
Dillon  Mills  urged  upon  the  Government 
the  sending  out  of  topographical  sur- 
veyors to  trace  the  basins  of  rivers  and 
value  the  lands  most  important  in  rela- 
tion to  the  streams.  The  required  sec- 
tions could  thus  be  made  public  domains 


and  reforested. 


After  spending  forty-one  years  in  the

At  any  rate  they  pre- 
sented sufficient  evidence  of  the  slaugh- 
ter to  enable  them  to  collect  the  bounties. 


Duck  decoys  give  the  duck  hunter  a 
good  deal  of  thought  before  he  is  satis- 
fied with  his  selection.  He  wishes  his 
decoys  to  be  as  natural  as  they  can  be 
made,  knowing   full  well  that  the  more 

tractive   they   are     the     greater  his 


chances  of  success.  The  hunter  who 
sees  Perdew's  hollow  white  pine  decoys 
will  find  that  these  meet  all  his  require- 
ments. They  are  all  hand  made,  well 
balanced  and  very  light.  The  heads  can- 
not be  broken  off  and  the  beaks,  made 
from  straight  grained  wood,  do  not  split 
off  as  is  often  the  case  with  machine 
made  decoys.

The  cord  is  fas- 
tened to  the  under  side  of  the  breast  and 
the  decoys  float  in  the  natural  position 
breast  to  the  wind,  The  glass  eyes  are 
chosen  for  their  natural  colors  and  sizes. 
The  decoys  are  made  in  mallard,  canvas- 
back,  redhead,  teal,  bluebill  and  pintail 
and  weigh  only  fourteen  pounds  to  the 
dozen.  The  price  per  dozen  is  $12  and 
the  maker  is  Mr.  C.  H.  Perdew  Sr., 
Henry,  111

ROD  AND  GUN  AND  MOl 

A  peculiar  grievance  of  the  fishermen 
was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Hon. 
Dr.  Reaume  recently  when  a  deputation 
from  Tobermory  waited  upon  him.  This 
place  is  situated  on  the  boundary  be- 
tween Lake  Huron  proper  and  the  Geor- 
gian Bay  and  the  fishermen  alleged  that 
they  have  to  pay  two  licenses  in  order  to 
fish.  It  was  promised  that  this  grievance 
should  be  looked  into  and,  if  possible,  a 
remedy  found. 


Steam  tugs  on  Canadian  lakes  are 
coming  into  general  Use  as  every  boating 
man  knows.  For  this  demand  the  Cana- 
dian Fairbanks  Company  are  fully  pre- 
pared.

The  decisions  of  the  Nova  Scotian 
guides  at  their  Yarmouth  meeting  (given 
at  length  in  our  last  number)  in  favor  of 
the  protection  of  cow  moose  has  given 
rise  to  some  discussion  in  the  provincial 
press.  "Guide"  advocated  a  protection 
for  bulls  on  the  ground  that  there  are  in 
the  Province  more  cows  than  bulls,  and 
argued  that  if  this  were  done  for  a  few 
years  future  profits  would  more  than 
recoup  present  losses.  Then  "Game 
Warden"  broke  in  claiming  that  nothing 
is  needed  but  for  the  sporting  public  to 
fall  in  line  with  the  guides  who  now 
realize  the  value  of  fish  and  game  pro- 
tective legislation.  "If  the  public  will 
only  help  to  carry  out  the  existing  laws 
and  not  only  obey  them  themselves  but 
see  that  the  small  (though  very  active) 
minority  who  naturally  disregard  them 
are  brought  to  book  our  game  will  in- 
not  only  hold  its  own  but  even 
crease."  Finally  "Zoologist"  wishes 
to  see  the  cows  protected  for  ten  years 
just  to  see  what  will  happen,  he  holding 
that  this  would  only  apply  to  the  natives 
who  kill  for  meat,  the  genuine  sportsman 
"never  killing  a  cow  or  a  small  bull." 
What  about  the  other  Provinces  one  may 
well  ask?    There  is  not  much  guidance 
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in  these  letters,  and  the  decision  of  the 
guides  in  favor  of  protection  for  the 
cows  at  present  holds  the  field.

Vancouver  Island,  perhaps  one  of  the 
most  picturesque  spots  on  the  face  of  the 
globe,  has  been  brought  into  further 
prominence  by  a  decision  arrived  at  late- 
ly, to  extend  the  Esquimault  and  Nan- 
aimo  Railway  as  far  as  Alberni,  and  as 
this  Railway  is  controlled  by  the  Cana- 
dian Pacific  Railway  Co.,  it  is  certain 
that  the  matter  will  be  pushed  on  ener- 
getically. By  this  move  a  new  district 
will  be  made  accessable  to  the  tourist 
and  sportsman.  Alberni  lies  at  the  head 
of  a  fiord  extending  from  the  west  coast 
of  the  island  to  within  fourteen  miles  of 
the  east  coast,  and  making  this  a  head- 
quarters, numerous  streams  and  lakes 
can  be  reached  where  the  scenery  is  su- 
perb, where  wild  geese  and  ducks  abound, 
and  where  blue  and  willow  grouse  are 
plentiful.  There  are  great  numbers  of 
black  tailed  deer,  whilst  the  wapiti,  black 
bear,  and  giant  timber  wolf  still  roam  in 
the  vast  forest  recesses  to  the  northwest. 
In  the  rivers  speckled  trout,  running  up 
to  four  and  five  pounds  tempt  theangler's 
fly,  There  is  good  fishing  in  both  Sproat 
and  Great  Central  Lakes,  in  which  there 
are  some  exceedingly  large  trout.  Noth- 
ing more  than  "drawing  samples"  has 
been  done  in  the  way  of  fishing.  At  the 
mouth  of  the  river  in  the  fall,  splendid 
salmon  fishing  can  be  had,  of  course  us- 
ing the  spoon. 


The  opening  of  the  new  line  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  from  Toronto 
to  Sudbury  will  change  the  condition  of 
things  in  reaching  Western  Georgian 
Bay  very  materially.  To  say  nothing  of 
the  splendid  Parry  Sound  connections, 
the  Magnetawan  River  is  navigable  for 
the  largest  steamers  from  where  the  Can- 
adian Pacific  crosses  that  river  to  Geor- 
gian Bay.  Gasolene  launches  can  get 
quite  close  to  where  the  line  crosses  Key 
Inlet  and  Hervey  Inlet.  There  are  sta- 
tions on  the  east  side  of  the  Pickerel  and 
the  west  side  of  the  French  River.  This 
will  enable  lunge  or  maskinonge,  and 
bass  fishermen  to  get  into  the  heart  of 
the  very  best  fishing.  Wanup  is  a  sta- 
tion a  half  mile  north  of  the  Wanapitei 
River.  A  canoe  trip  down  the  Wana- 
pitei River,  will  bring  fishermen  to  where 
it  falls  into  the  French  river.  There  is 
some  splendid  fishing   there.    There  is 


very  good  bass  fishing  at  Sudbury,  and 
inland  from  every  station  on  the  Soo 
Branch  there  is  good  fishing,  and  big 
game  hunting  all  the  way  to  and  includ- 
ing Sault  Ste.  Marie.  There  is  a  very 
comfortable  summer  hotel  near  the 
mouth  of  the  Desbarats  River,  reached 
from  the  station  of  the  same  name. 
This  hotel  is  good  enough  for  anybody. 
At  the  other  stations  there  are  good 
commercial  hotels  in  some  cases  and 
good  country  hotels  in  the  others.  When 
patrons  judge  of  them  they  must  not  for- 
get to  consider  the  price  that  they  are 
paying.

One  morning  Mr.  Syverson 
found  that  his  trap  had  been  dragged 
into  a  hole  and  on  digging  it  out  discov- 
ered the  two  silver  gray  foxes  at  the 
bottom  of  the  hole — an  exceptionally 
lucky  capture.

Exhibition  at  Toronto. 


THE  remarkable  success  of  the  Na- 
tional Automobile,  Motor  Boat  and 
Sportsmen's  Exhibition  held  at  the 
St.  Lawrence  Arena,  Toronto,  from 
March  21st  to  28th  is  indisputable  evid- 
ence that  motoring-,  both  by  land  and 
water,  a  pastime  as  yet  only  in  its  in- 
fancy in  Canada,  has  grown  in  popularity 
more  rapidly  than  any  other  form  of  out- 
door recreation. 

The  costly  and  prettily  arranged  dis- 
play of  handsome  and  luxuriously  equip- 
ped automobiles,  the  products  of  the  best 
manufacturers  of  Canada,  the  United 
States  and  Europe,  brought  together  on 
this  occasion  in  friendly  competition,  has 
never  before  been  equalled  in  this  country 
and  the  grand  spectacle  was  one  which 
could  not  but  enthuse  even  the  most  in- 
different to  this  fascinating  form  of  loco- 
motion. To  Canadians  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  their  country,  as  all  true  Cana- 
dians are,  the  Exhibition  will  have  a  much 
more  important  influence  than  merely  in- 
creasing the  interest  in  the  sport  itself. 
The  Exhibition  served  as  an  object  lesson 
of  the  valuable  industry  which  has  now 
been  firmly  established  at  various  points 
in  Canada  supplying  the  growing  demand 
for  products  calling  for  such  a  large 
amount  of  skilled  labor.  The  display  of 
automobiles  made  in  Canada  compared 
most  favorably  with  those  shown  by 
American,  French  or  English  makers  and 
the  result  of  the  show  will  no  doubt  be 
increased  demands  for  both  home  and 
foreign  cars. 

The  showing  of  motor  boats  was  made 
entirely  by  Canadian  firms. 

In  marine  engines  the  exhibitors  were 
about  equally  divided  and  the  friendly 
rivalry  was  productive  of  such  a  fine  dis- 
play that  one  found  it  impossible  to  award 
the  palm  to  any  particular  engine.  Every 
one  possessed  strong  merits  entitling  it 
to  public  favour  and  the  more  one  ex- 
amined them,  the  greater  grew  the  won- 
der that  so  many  fine  productions  were 
upon  the  market  for  an  industry  not  yet 
old.  The  great  possibilities  of  the  future 
could     never  be    better  brought  home 


to  anyone  than  the  sight  of  such  a  col- 
lection, the  effectiveness  of  which  was 
apparent  even  to  the  most  casual  ob- 
server. 

Accessories  formed  an  important  depart- 
ment of  the  Show.  These  are  now  so 
numerous,  so  important,  and  so  necessary 
for  both  automobiles  and  motor  boats 
that  they  have  become  almost  as  grave 
a  consideration  in  selection  as  the  par- 
ticular make  of  car  or  boat  when  a  choice 
has  to  be  made.  The  accessories  have 
done  much  to  make  motoring  the  pleas- 
ure it  now  is  ;  they  have  added  to  the 
realiability  which  now  distinguishes  autos 
and  made  pleasant  many  tours  which 
could  not  formerly  be  undertaken  without 
some  qualms.  The  accessories  are  ever 
adding  to  the  effectiveness  of  both  autos 
and  motor  boats  and  it  is  small  wonder 
that  this  department  of  the  show  came 
in  not  only  for  much  careful  considera- 
tion by  outsiders  but  also  keen  and 
critical  inquiry  from  those  who  know 
from  experience  what  motoring  means 
and  were  able  to  judge  as  to  the  value 
for  improvements  of  the  various  devices 
placed  on  exhibition. 

All  the  arrangements  were  planned  and 
carried  out  in  such  a  way  as  to  allow  spec- 
tators the  greatest  freedom  and  conven- 
ience in  examining  the  merits  of  the  dif- 
ferent makes  of  autos,  motor  boats,  en- 
gines and  accessories. 

Entering  the  Arena  from  King  Street 
the  visitor  was,  through  the  influence  of 
the  surroundings,  immediately  transferred 
from  the  street  of  a  busy,  blustering  city 
to  the  solitude  and  delights  of  the  back- 
woods. On  either  side  of  the  passage 
leading  to  the  spacious  Arena  containing 
the  luxurious  cars  and  gracefully  modelled 
motor  boats  were  the  exhibits  of  two  of 
Canada's  greatest  transportation  com- 
panies —  the  Canadian  Pacific  and  the 
Grand  Trunk.  It  was  a  fitting  tribute  to 
the  railway  progress  of  Canada  that  these 
two  systems  should  find  themselves  as- 
sociated in  filling  a  place  of  honor  and 
precedence  at  the  Show. 
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Canadian  Pacific 

The  arrangements  made  by  those  in 
charge  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  fitted  har- 
moniously  with   the  general   scheme  of 
decoration  inaugurated  by  the  manage- 
ment of  the   exhibition.    Besides  their 
customary   series   of  beautiful  British 
Columbia  pictures  the  C.  P.  R.  had  on 
view  a  considerable  amount  of  very  skil- 
fully executed  rustic  cedar  work.  Some 
of  the  pictures  were  very  artistically  fram- 
ed in  cedar,  which  helped  materially  to 
enhance  the  beauty  of  the  pictures  them- 
selves.   There  was  also  shown,  extending 
along  the  whole  of  the  front  of  the  ex- 
hibit  a   collection    of  smaller  pictures 
beautifully  colored  and  framed  in  bark, 
of  various  river  and  lake  scenes  on  the 
line  of  the  system.      Besides  this  purely 
artistic  and  rustic  display  there  were  skins 
of  caribou  and  moose,  bear,  and  other 
small  animals.     There  were  also  some 
very  fine  trout  skins  from  the  Nipigon 
District,  as  well  as  a  very  fine  moose 
head  with  a  record  spread.    The  promin- 
ent feature,  however,  of  this  exhibit,  from 
the  popular  point  of  view,  appeared  to  be 
four  groups  of  cedar  work  of  a  very  fan- 
tastic and  weird  description.     They  are 
the  work  of  Victor  Le  Cland  of  St.Agathe 
des    Monts,    Province  of   Quebec.  He 
himself  was  a  great  attraction  to  this  ex- 
hibit as  he  was  seen   pursuing  his  daily 
avocations  and  possesses  a  somewhat 
striking,  if  not  picturesque  appearance. 
Monsieur  Le  Cland  has  devoted  a  lifetime 
to  the  collection  of  the  curious  twists  and 
turns   which    Nature  has,  in  a  freakish 
mood,  adopted  in  the  growth  of  hill  cedar 
at  St.  Agathe  des  Monts.     He  has  con- 
trived to  piece  together  and  finish  off  with 
bark  some   of  these   collections   and  the 
results  are,  if  not  beautiful,  at  least  at- 
tractive and  interesting.     There  is  some- 
thing very  distinctive  about  this  exhibit. 
There  is  a  breath  ot  the  woods,  and  lakes 
and  the  rivers,  which  cannot  be  obtained 
from  a  more  conventional  construction. 
The  prevailing  impression  which  one  has, 
is  that  the  Canadian  Pacific  is  desirous  of 
presenting  nature  as  truly  as  it  is  possible 
to  portray  it  and  as  truthfully  as  it  is  to 
be   seen   and    reached  by  means  of  the 
Road,  which  the  Company  control.  This 
exhibit  was  arranged  and  erected  by  Mr. 
F.  H.    Colam    with   the   assistance  of 
Monsieur  Le  Cland. 


Grand  Trunk. 
At  the  right  of  the  passage,  which  was 
softly  illuminated  by  clusters  of  frosted 
lamps  at  the  top  of  white  columns  placed 
at  equal  distances  apart  on  both  sides, 
was  the  exhibit  of  the  Grand  Trunk 
Railway,  the  famous  double  track  sys- 
tem of  Canada.  The  collection  of  hand- 
some pictures,  tastefully  arranged  and 
classified,  carried  one,  in  imagination,  to 
the  many  delightful  resorts  reached  by 
that  System,  to  the  numerous  lakes, 
bays  and  rivers  where  the  gamiest  of  the 
finny  tribe  abound  and  to  the  wooded 
districts  where  the  hunter  ot  both  small 
and  large  game  can  thoroughly  satisfy 
his  longings  in  these  respects.  The 
amount  of  time  spent  by  the  visitors  in 
an  examination  of  these  pictures  was 
evidence  of  the  desire  in  the  hearts  of 
the  residents  of  the  crowded  cities  to 
get  back  to  nature  and  enjoy  the  seclu- 
sion and  peace  of  the  backwoods.  Neat- 
ly and  artistically  arranged  among  the 
pictures  were  some  fine  mounted  speci- 
mens of  fish  and  game;  abounding  in 
many  of  the  districts  traversed  by  the 
System.  Some  of  the  pictures  gave 
fine  representations  of  the  delightful 
summer  resorts  of  the  Rideau  Lakes, 
the  Kawartha  Lakes  region,  the  far- 
famed  Georgian  Bay,  Lake  of  Bays, 
Muskoka,  Maganetawan  River  and  the 
beautiful  "Highlands  of  Ontario." 
Canoeing  trips  in  the  delightful  Tem- 
agami  district  were  illustrated  in  very 
interesting  scenes.  The  splendid  bass 
fishing  of  the  French  River  district  was 
alluringly  represented  and  anglers  who 
delight  in  taking  that  gamey  fish  could 
not  tail  to  be  interested.  The  speckled 
trout  fishing  of  the  Algonquin  National 
Park  was  shown  in  many  beautiful  pic- 
tures. The  seaside  resorts  of  Maine, 
and  the  excellent  trout  fishing  to  be 
found  there,  were  not  overlooked. 
Everyone  who  examined  the  magnificent 
collection  was  satisfied  that  the  Grand 
Trunk  has  done  good  work  in  bringing 
many  districts  abounding  in  fish  and 
game  within  easy  reach  of  all  who  enjoy 
a  vacation  during  the  trying  summer 
months.  Mr.  R.  McC.  Smith,  special 
passenger  agent  of  Detroit,  was  in 
charge  and  his  courteous  treatment  of 
visitors  was  typical  of  the  conduct  of 
officials  of  the  Grand  Trunk  System. 
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Canadian  Northern. 

The  exhibit  of  the  Canadian  Northern 
at  the  left  as  one  entered  the  Arena  was 
one  of  the  most  creditable  ever  made  by 
a  Canadian  railway.  Over  one  hundred 
specimens  of  game  of  various  kinds, 
mostly  from  Ontario  and  the  West, 
were  shown,  each  being-  numbered,  and 
through  the  courtesy  of  the  advertising 
department  of  the  Company,  all  visitors 
were  supplied  with  a  directory  giving  a 
minute  description  of  each.  It  was 
little  wonder  that  this  exhibit  was  the 
centre  of  so  much  attention.  In  the 
collection  were  included  several  magnifi- 
cent moose  heads,  one  of  which  had  a 
spread  of  61  inches  with  25  points. 
This  was  obtained  near  Port  Arthur,  On- 
tario. There  was  also  an  elk  head, 
49-inch  beam,  39 -inch  spread  with 
twelve  points,  taken  in  Riding  Moun- 
tains, Western  Manitoba.  A  timber 
wolf  killed  in  the  Province  of  Saskatch- 
ewan was  a  very  interesting  specimen. 
Another  from  the  same  Province  that  at- 
tracted much  attention  was  a  weasel 
which  turns  white  in  winter.  The  ex- 
hibit was  so  varied  and  extensive  that 
one  could  spend  hours  in  making  only  a 
superficial  examination. 

To  the  student  of  the  animal  kingdom 
it  was  a  collection  of  rare  interest  and 
to  the  sportsman  it  was  a  revelation  as 
to  the  pleasures  in  store  for  him  and 
brought  within  easy  reach  by  this  rapidly 
expanding  railway.  A  feature  of  the  ex- 
hibit worthy  of  special  mention  was  the 
canoe  in  which  Mr.  J.  B.  Tyrrell  travelled 
from  Winnipeg  to  Fort  Churchill  by  a 
1700  mile  route,  via  Lake  Winnipeg,  the 
Saskatchewan  River  and  Reindeer  Lake 
and  explored  the  Kazaan  River  up  to  lat- 
itude 62;  descended  the  Ferguson  to 
Hudson  Bay  and  followed  the  shore  to 
Fort  Churchill,  arriving  there  on  Oct. 
16th,  1894.  Besides  the  specimens  of 
game  shown  there  was  also  a  collection 
of  beautiful  pictures  illustrating  the 
pleasures"  in  store  for  the  sportsman  in 
the  many  districts  reached  by  the  line. 
The  arrangement  and  setting  of  the  ex- 
hibit was  planned  by  Mr.  C.  Price  Green, 
the  genial  passenger  agent  of  the  Cana- 
dian Northern.  An  appropriate  back- 
ground of  brown  and  white  and  a  sym- 
metrical and  well  balanced  distribution 
of  the  specimens  produced    an  exhibit 


that  came  in  tor  much  praise.  In  large, 
illuminated  letters  were  the  words, 
* 'Canadian  Northern"  which  were  plainly 
visible  from  all  parts  of  the  spacious 
Arena.  The  collection  was  ample  evi- 
dence that  this  great  railway  system  has 
opened  up  many  districts  which  will  at- 
tract thousands  of  sportsmen  for  many 
years  to  come. 


Intercolonial. 

On  the  right  as  one  entered  the  Arena, 
which  was  artistically  decorated  in  white 
and  green  with  numerous  arches  of  in- 
candescent lights,  the  attention  of  the 
visitor  was  next  drawn  to  another  of 
Canada's  great  railway  systems, 
the  Intercolonial,  a  System  certain  of 
mention  wherever  big  game  hunting,  or 
salmon  or  trout  fishing  are  discussed  by 
sportsmen.  It  is  along  the  line  of  the 
4 'People's  Railway"  that  sport  fit  for 
Kings  may  be  obtained.  It  was  not 
surprising  therefore,  to  find  the  Inter- 
colonial exhibit  in  a  conspicuous  posi- 
tion. Nor  was  it  a  matter  of  wonder  to 
find  that  the  display  attracted  more  than 
a  passing  notice  from  the  thousands  of 
visitors  who  daily  made  the  rounds  of 
the  building.  The  collection  of  antlered 
heads,  and  mounted  specimens  of  the 
finny  tribe,  as  well  as  the  large  photo- 
graphic view  of  scenes  along  the  line  in 
Quebec,  New  Brunswick  and  Nova  Sco- 
tia, were  artistically  arranged  in  a  man- 
ner that  excited  much  favorable  com- 
ment. The  display  recalled  to  many  the 
rivers  where  lordly  salmon '  await  the 
angler,  the  lakes  and  streams  where 
gamey  trout  abound,  and  the  forests 
and  barrens  where  roam  the  moose,  car- 
ibou, deer  and  bear. 

Many  sportsmen  gathered  around  and 
recalled  past  experiences  and  told  of 
days  gone  by  spent  around  the  campfire. 
The  display  spoke  most  eloquently  of 
Eastern  Canada  and  its  sporting  attrac- 
tions. It  demonstrated  the  splendid 
opportunities  that  exist  in  the  I.  C.  R. 
territory  for  the  hunter  arid  angler  and 
for  those  who  love  summer  enjoyment 
and  a  close  communion  with  nature. 
The  exhibit  was  artistically  arranged 
under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  W.  L. 
Creighton,  advertising  agent  of  the  I. 
C.  R.  and  was  in  charge  of  Mr.  A.  H. 
Lindsay  of  the  advertising  department 
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who  is  in  very  close  touch  with  the  ad- 
vantages which  the  line  has  to  offer  and 
who  supplied  much  valuable  information 
to  interested  sportsmen. 


Automobiles. 
A  Parisian  car  manufactured  by  Ren- 
ault Freres  attracted  a  great  deal  of  at- 
tention and  there  were  many  features  in 
connection  with  it  that  were  much  ap- 
preciated by  those  who  have  had  exper- 
ience with  cars.  The  particular  one 
shown  was  a  14-20  h.  p.  open  touring 
car  with  English  built  side  entrance  and 
Cape-cart  hood.  One  of  the  striking 
features  of  this  car  is  the  position  of  the 
radiator  which  is  placed  behind  the  bon- 
net forming  part  and  parcel  of  the  dash- 
board. The  water  cooling  apparatus 
is  on  the  thermo-syphon  principle,  thus 
dispensing  with  a  pump  and  its  attend- 
ant worries.  The  water  pipes  being  of 
larger  bore  than  usual  afford  a  free  flow 
to  circulation.  The  engine  has  a  bore 
and  stroke  3.54  in.x4.72  in.  The  valves 
are  mechanically  operated  and  are  all 
placed  on  one  side  of  the  engine.  Igni- 
tion is  by  the  Simms-Bosch  high  tension 
magneto.  The  automatic  carburetor  is 
of  the  constant  level  type.  The  control 
is  operated  entirely  by  one  lever  under 
the  steering  wheel,  forming  the  hand 
throttle.  The  clutch  is  of  leather  to 
metal  type.  The  foot  brake  acts  on  the 
counter  shaft  behind  the  gear  box.  The 
side  brakes  are  applied  by  hand  lever 
and  all  are  of  the  internal  expanding 
type.  The  gear  box  gives  four  speeds 
forward  and  reverse.  A  feature  of  this 
machine  that  is  especially  appreciated  is 
the  easy  accessibility  of  all  parts  of  the 
engine.  Over  one  thousand  cabs  made 
by  Renault  Freres  are  in  use  on  the 
streets  of  London,  Eng.  This  car  won 
the  Grand  Prix  in  1906.  The  Canadian 
representative  of  the  firm  is  Mr.  Jas. 
Pyman  from  whom  further  particulars 
may  be  obtained.  Communications  to 
him  should  be  addressed  in  care  of  Bank 
of  Toronto,  Toronto.  Mr.  Pyman  is 
also  handling  the  Hutchinson  tires  and 
a  complete  line  of  rubber  goods  manu- 
factured by  this  firm,  as  well  as  Lucas 
lamps  with  generators  separate  or  at- 
tached. These  lamps  are  the  acme  of 
skill  in  workmanship  and  quality  of 
material. 


A  highly  finished  chassis  with  a  four 
cylinder  10-14  horse  power  motor  was 
also  exhibited.  It  was  beautifully  bur- 
nished and  polished  throughout  being 
constructed  specially  for  exhibition  pur- 
poses. 


The  premier  motor  car  manufacturers 
of  Canada,  to  wit.  The  Canada  Cycle 
and  Motor  Co.  Limited,  Toronto  Junction, 
makers  of  the  celebrated  Russell, had  the 
largest  exhibit  at  the  Show  and  were  the 
recipients  of  many  flattering  compliments. 
Their  display  occupied  a  space  of  eight 
hundred  square  feet  and  featured  eight 
complete  cars  and  two  chasses,  the  latter 
being  exposed  to  show  the  design  and 
construction  more  readily.  The  value 
of  the  Russell  display  was  between  $25,- 
000.00  and  $30,000.00  and  was  highly 
creditable  to  this  enterprising  Canadian 
firm  and  thoroughly  demonstrates  the 
fact  that  the  home  product  is  on  a  par 
with  the  important  article.  "The  Russel 
Fifty,"  the  high  powered  car  of  this  firm 
was  the  magnet  of  the  Exhibition  and 
attracted  the  general  public  not  to  men- 
tion the  enthusiasts.  A  twenty-four  horse 
power  Cab  and  a  thirty  horse-power 
Landaulet  finished  in  Russell  blue  and 
brewster  green  respectively,  were  per- 
haps the  two  first  cars  of  this  type  ever 
before  shown  in  Canada.  A  thirty  horse- 
power Gentlemen's  Roadster  of  strictly 
originial  design  was  also  an  exceedingy 
popular  model. '. 

The  Oldsmobile  Company  of  Canada, 
Ltd.  Toronto,  Ont. ,  manufacturers  of 
the  Canadian  Oldsmobile,  showed  a  com- 
plete new  line  for  the  season  of  1908,  in- 
cluding touring  cars  and  runabouts, 
limousines,  landaulets  and  town  cars  at 
prices  ranging  from  $625  for  their  twelve 
horse-power  runabout  to  their  Model  "Z" 
Six  Cylinder  Touring  Car  selling  for 
$4750. 

While  these  cars  embody  many  new 
features,  yet  they  show  the  same  general 
lines  of  their  previous  models  and  this 
company  is  to  be  congratulated  on  having 
manufactured  a  car  fully  three  years  ago 
which  has  set  the  pace  both  in  artistic 
and  mechanical  design  ;  thus  allowing 
them  to  extend  their  efforts  towards  the 
refinement  of  old  ideas  and  the  weeding 
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out  of  objectionable  features,  instead  of 
having  to  work  up  an  entirel  y  new  car 
from  year  to  year. 

This  work  of  refinement  and  elimina- 
tion has  brought  the  Canadian  Oldsmo- 
bile  up  to  a  high  standard  both  in  appear- 
ance, comfort  and  durability  and  they 
well  deserve  the  success  which  has  crown- 
their  efforts. 

The  exhibit  of  Cadillac  and  Darracq 
cars  made  by  Hyslop  Bros. ,  was  one  that 
was  worthy  of  the  attention  it  received. 
In  the  manufacture  of  the  Cadillac  accur- 
acy is  the  watchword  throughout.  These 
cars  have  had  a  record  of  which  any 
manufacturer  might  well  feel  proud.  The 
exhibit  consisted  of  their  model  T.  car 
and  Model  S.  runabout  and  Model  G. 
touring  car  and  Model  G.  runabout. 
Two  handsome  Darracq  cars  were  shown, 
one  tour  cylinder  and  one  six. 


It  was  generally  conceded  that  the 
McLaughlin  Motor  Car  Company's  ex- 
hibit at  the  Auto  Show  was  not  excelled 
by  that  of  any  other  firm  in  so  far  as 
range  of  models  was  concerned.  Their 
adaptability  to  Canadian  roads  and  con- 
ditions form  one  of  their  strong  points. 
This  company  claim  to  be  offering  spec- 
ially attractive  machines  at  a  reasonable 
range  of  prices  and  an  examination  of 
their  models  fully  substantiated  their 
contention.  The  exhibit  consisted  of 
six  models  and  judging  by  the  many 
favorable  comments  of  the  critics  the 
Companyat  least  succeeded  in  placing  be- 
fore the  Canadian  public  a  serviceable 
and  extremely  practical  line  at  prices 
within  the  range  of  purchasers.  Having 
associated  with  them  in  their  enterprise 
the  Buick  Motor  Company  of  Flint, 
Michigan,  (one  of  the  leading  American 
Motor  Cor  Companies  whose  output  for 
1908  will  exceed  seven  thousand  ma- 
chines) they  are  not  offering  an  experi- 
mental car  but  one  that  has  been  thorough- 
ly tried  and  tested  in  all  points.  Their 
exhibit  consisted  of  one  large  touring  car 
forty  horse  power,  handsomely  painted 
and  upholstered  in  royal  blue  $2750; 
one  touring  car  twenty-four  horse  power 
in  dark  green,  $2150.  One  touring  car, 
five  passengers,  at  $1400  which  by  the 
way  is  considered  by  experts  to  be  the 
greatest  value  for  the  money,  all  things 


considered,  at  the  show  or  in  Canada. 
This  car  has  a  ninety-two  inch  wheel 
base,  twenty-two  horse  power,  four  inch 
tires,  and  also  has  the  distinction  of 
having  an  adjustable  steering  column, 
the  only  one  of  the  Show.  In  runabouts 
the  sensation  of  the  show  was  the  little 
eighteen  horse  power,  four  cycle,  French 
gray  car.  This  car  has  undoubtedly  a 
great  future,  price  $1050.  Another  road- 
ster with  a  full  leather  Victoria  top,  with 
rumble  seat  painted  in  a  very  attractive 
dark  green  with  black  mouldings,  twenty- 
four  horse  power,  one  hundred  and  two 
inch  wheel  base,  came  in  for  much  favor- 
able comment.  The  sixth  machine  was 
a  strong  serviceable  runabout  with  box 
behind,  $1350.  The  McLaughlin  Motor 
Car  Company  have  branches  and  carry 
stocks  at  St.  John,  Montreal,  Toronto  and 
Winnipeg  and  appear  to  be  going  into 
the  auto  business  in  a  business  way,  and 
with  very  attractive  and  serviceable 
cars  suited  to  the  Canadian  roads. 


The  six-cylinder  model  of  the  famous 
Iris  car,  exhibited  by  the  Canadian 
agent,  Mr.  W.  H.  Gooderham,  49  Well- 
ington St.  E.,  Toronto,  created  a  great 
deal  of  favorable  comment,  especially 
among  those  who  appreciate  sound  me- 
chanical construction  and  engineering 
principles.  The  car  on  exhibition  was 
selected  by  Mr.  Gooderham's  represent- 
ative for  his  personal  use  after  a  three 
months'  inspection  and  trial  of  all  the 
cars  on  the  British  market.  A  test  of 
some  five  thousand  miles  during  the  past 
season  over  all  kinds  and  conditions  of 
roads  has  fully  justified  the  wisdom  of 
the  choice  and  it  was  next  to  im- 
possible for  those  who  examined 
the  car  to  believe  that  it  had  been  used 
to  such  an  extent.  Not  a  dollar  has 
been  expended  on  the  car  for  repairs. 
During  the  month  of  November  last  a 
trip  of  725  miles  was  made  over  rough 
and  muddy  roads  in  four  days.  Relia- 
bility is  the  leading  attribute  of  Iris 
cars  as  evidenced  by  the  result  of  official 
trials  in  which  they  have  taken  part. 
Every  item  in  the  construction  is  British, 
and  made  by  British  labor.  These  cars 
are  made  in  the  four  cylinder  type,  both 
25  and  35  hp  and  six  cylinder  40  hp. 
They  are  equipped  with  both  types  of 
ignition,    magneto     and  accumulator. 
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The  throttle  valve  is  combined  with  the 
carburetor  and  is  operated  by  the  control 
handle  placed  over  the  steering  wheel, 
which  gives  complete  control  of  the  car. 
The  four  cylinder  cars  are  sold  in  Can- 
ada for  $4,400  and  $5,000  and  the  six 
cylinder  at  $6,200.  The  complete  acces- 
sibility of  all  parts  is  a  feature  much  ap- 
preciated. The  gasoline  tank  is  in  the 
rear,  and  fed  by  pressure  from  the  ex- 
haust. The  brakes  are  fully  compens- 
ated so  that  the  braking  effort  on  each 
wheel  is  always  equal.  While  nothing 
necessary  to  the  strength  and  durability 
of  the  car  has  been  sacrificed  for  the  sake 
of  lightness  these  cars  are  much  lighter 
than  one  would  expect  considering  their 
horse  power.  The  chassis  has  been  de- 
signed so  that  it  may  be  fitted  with  any 
type  of  carriage  body.  Iris  cars  are 
noted  for  quality  of  material  and  excel- 
lence of  workmanship.  Mr.  Gooderham 
is  also  agent  for  the  Lacre  vans  one  of 
which  was  on  exhibition. 


One  of  the  finest  exhibits  of  American 
cars  made  by  one  firm  was  that  of  the 
Studebaker  Automobile  Co.  of  South 
Bend,  Ind.  The  striking  feature  of  this 
exhibit  was  the  varied  styles  shown,  each 
being  specially  and  most  suitably  design- 
ed for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  built. 
In  all  of  these  cars  the  Garford  chassis, 
which  has  won  a  favorable  reputation,  is 
used.  The  excellent  finish  of  all  the 
Studebaker  cars  and  their  luxurious 
equipment  is  the  result  of  years  of  exper- 
ience in  the  building  of  high  grade  car- 
riages before  the  auto  came  into  vogue. 


A  single  car  represented  the  Chatham 
Motor  Car  Company  and  represented  it 
well.  The  car  was  not  merely  strongly 
built  of  the  best  materials,  but  its  finish 
was  likewise  equal  to  the  finest  shown 
and  caused  many  people  to  look  with 
interest  upon  the  beginning  of  what  pro- 
mises to  prove  a  great  Canadian  industry. 
The  people  of  Chatham  have  taken  hold 
of  this  business  in  the  right  way  and 
they  mean  to  carry  it  to  a  successful 
issue.  The  car  was  named  the  "Chatham" 
and  their  claim  that  it  was  the  most  hand- 
some and  up  to  date  car  ever  built  in 
Canada,  was  one  which  appeared  to  have 
substantial  grounds.    The  car  certainly 


excited  great  interest  and  was  worth  the 
whole  of  it. 


As  agents  for  some  of  the  best  Amer- 
ican cars  the  Automobile  and  Supply  Co. 
of  Toronto  made  a  splendid  showing. 
Included  in  the  exhibit  were  the  Stod- 
dard-Dayton,  Pierce-Arrow,  Kessel  Kar, 
Mitchell,  Reo  and  Royal  Tourist.  The 
Pierce-Arrow  was  a  much  admired  car 
and  was  most  luxurious  in  all  its  equip- 
ment. The  Baby  Reo,  the  smallest 
complete  automobile  ever  built,  was  in- 
cluded in  this  exhibit. 

More  than  passing  interest  was  shown 
in  the  exhibit  of  the  Ford  Motor  Com- 
pany of  Canada,  Limited  The  Canadian 
Factory  of  this  company  is  located  at 
Walkerville,  Ontario,  and  the  Toronto 
Branch  at  53-59  Adelaide  Street,  west, 
the  Head  Office  and  Factory  being  in 
Detroit,  Michigan.  The  Ford  Company 
of  Detroit  are  now  the  largest  producers 
in  the  world  turning  out  over  10,000 
machines  in  1907. 

Their  exhibit  included  a  Model  "S" 
Roadster  with  rumble  seat,  thirty-inch 
wheels  and  finished  red.  This  is  a  very 
natty  little  job  and  sells  at  eight  hundred 
and  seventy-five  dollars.  Also  the  Doctor's 
Favorite  Model  "S"  complete  with 
storage  battery,  lamp  equipment,  running 
boards,  twenty-eight  inch  wheels  and 
finished  in  a  dark  green  eight  hundred 
dollars.  Model  "N"  finished  in  dark 
green,  also  fitted  with  twenty-eight  inch 
wheels,  same  style  as  last  year  seven 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  Leather  tops 
are  also  shown  with  full  enclosed  sides  at 
fifty  dollars.  The  chassis  for  any  of  the 
above  jobs  is  the  same  and  includes  a 
number  of  improvements  on  last  year's 
car  including  a  mechanical  oiler  and  a 
number  of  minor  changes  in  mechanism. 
The  radiator  is  also  increased  in  capacity 
over  the  1907  Model.  This  firm  also 
exhibited  one  of  their  famous  six  cylinder 
forty  horse  power  touring  cars  which  is 
sold  at  three  thousand,  five  hundred 
dollars. 

The  great  claim  upon  all  would  be  pur- 
chasers of  the  Comet  Car  manufactured 
by  the  Comet  Motor  Company,  Limited, 
of  Montreal,  is  that  it  has  been  specially 
designed  for  the  Canadian  climate  and 
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for  use  on  Canadian  roads.  The  car  is 
built  of  the  same  material  as  the  best 
European  cars  and  the  same  care  and 
precision  is  used  in  its  manufacture.  In 
addition,  great  attention  has  been  paid 
to  Canadian  requirements  and  while  no 
effortshave  been  made  todevelope  1 'freak" 
ideas  or  originate  new  principles,  the 
experiences  gained  from  upwards  of  one 
hundred  thousand  miles  of  motoring  over 
Canadian  roads  has  been  made  full  use 
of  to  the  great  advantage  of  users  of  the 
Comet.  The  manufacturers  claim  this 
car  to  be  more  suitable  for  rough  and  un- 
even roads  than  any  other  car.  Owing  to 
freedom  from  the  burden  of  import  duty 
the  car  can  be  sold  to  the  user  at  twenty 
per  cent  less  than  a  similar  imported 
machine.  The  company  issue  a  finely 
illustrated  booklet  containing  a  full 
description  of  the  car  which  they  will  be 
pleased  to  send  to  all  interested  motorists. 

The  Dominion  Automobile  Company, 
of  Toronto,  had  a  fine  exhibit  consisting 
of  a  number  of  representative  cars,  con- 
spicuous amongst  which  appeared  a 
Maxwell.  This  car  is  manufactured  in 
Glasgow,  Scotland,  and  has  proved 
quite  a  favorite  in  Canada,  several  hav- 
ing been  purchased  for  use  here  and 
proving  most  suitable  for  Canadian  con- 
ditions. The  variety  afforded  in  this 
exhibit  proved  particularly  attractive  and 
in  consequence  gained  much  attention 
from  the  crowds  of  motorists  who  were 
intent  upon  seeing  and  learning  all  they 

could.   

Tires, 

There  is  probably  no  better  known  tire 
in  Canada  than  the  Dunlop  which  estab- 
lished a  reputation  during  the  early  stages 
of  the  bicycle  craze  and  which  has  through 
constant  improvements  maintained  an 
enviable  position  ever  since.  The  per- 
fected Dunlop  Quick  Detachable  does  not 
require  any  lugs  or  bolts  to  hold  it  in 
place  on  the  rim  and  will  not  come  off 
even  if  ridden  deflated.  The  extra  large 
air  chamber  makes  it  most  resilient.  The 
Dunlop  exhibit  included  protectors,  re- 
pair kits  and  many  other  useful  accessor- 
es  for  the  motorist. 


Tires  have  always  been  a  matter  of  the 
utmost  importance  to  motorists.  "Tire 
troubles"  are  older  than  the  auto  itself. 


Consequently  the  man  who  purchases  a 
car  is  particular  about  his  tires.  The 
Canadian  Rubber  Company  of  Montreal, 
the  makers  of  the  well  known  Canadian 
Clincher  Tire,  assert  that  there  is  no 
other  way  to  know  a  good  tire  than  by 
testing  it  and  in  this  they  are  right. 
They  go  further  and  ask  for  a  test  of 
their  tires.  It  is  a  modest  request  but 
all  the  more  effective  for  that  reason. 
Great  advances  have  been  made  in 
tires  and  the  Company  claim  to  have 
kept  abreast  with  the  best  of  them. 
The  booklet  issued  by  the  Company  gives 
many  hints  as  to  the  proper  use  of  the 
tire.  The  careful  motorist  can  do  much 
to  extend  the  life  of  his  tire  by  proper  use, 
and  he  may  also  with  a  little  trouble  make 
temporary  repairs  and  thus  add  to  his 
confidence  in  himself  and  enjoyment  of 
his  tour  by  feeling  the  impossibility  of 
getting  "stalled." 

The  same  Company  issue  a  second 
booklet  giving  particulars  of  the  "Key 
stone"  side  wire  carriage  tire,  of  both  solid 
and  cushion  tires,  the  "Canadian"  auto- 
mobile tire,  cycling  tires  and  many  other 
things  in  rubber.  The  Company's  offi- 
cers are  experts  in  rubber  goods  and  in 
addition  to  large  stocks  kept  at  their 
various  -  branches,  by  means  of  which 
prompt  delivery  is  assured,  they  have 
also  experts  competent  to  give  advice 
and  assistance  to  those  who  experience 
any  difficulty  in  connection  either  with 
tires  or  any  rubber  goods.  The  advan- 
tages offered  by  the  Company  are  there- 
fore considerable  and  as  they'  cover  the 
whole  of  Canada  they  mark  the  pro- 
gress of  the  Dominion  in  the  increased 
sale  of  their  goods. 


A  solid  tire  for  which  the  manufactur- 
ers claim  as  great  resiliency  as  any  pneu- 
matic tire  was  exhibited  by  the  Internat- 
ional Carriage  Co.  of  Brighton,  Ont. 
who  are  the  Canadian  selling  agents  for 
the  Motz  Clincher  Tire  and  Rubber  Co. 
of  Akron,  Ohio.  Punctures,  blow-outs, 
leaky  valves  and  many  other  troubles  of 
pneumatic  tires  are  an  absolute  impos- 
sibility with  the  Motz  Clincher.  Tire  skid- 
ding and  rocking  difficulties  are  also 
eliminated.  It  is  claimed  that  these  tires 
outwear  from  four  to  five  sets  of  pneu- 
matic. 
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Owners  of  automobiles  were  intensely 
interested   in   the  display    made  by  the 
Rubber  Tire  Wheel  Company  of  Toronto 
and  Montreal  who  are  the  Canadian  sell- 
ing agents  for  the  famous  Fisk  tires  made 
in  Canada   by  the    Gutta    Percha  and 
Rubber  Mfg.  Co  of  Toronto.  The  essen- 
tial   qualifications    of  these   tires    are  a 
positive  looking  device,  the  air  all  above 
the  rim  and  excellence  of  quality  and 
construction.    Safety,  riding  comfort  and 
economy  are  the  results  from  the  use  of 
these  tires.    Simplicity  is  also  a  promin- 
ent feature,  a  wrench  being  the  only  tool 
necessary  to  attach  or  remove  a  tire.  As 
all  parts  are  interchangeable  it  is  impos- 
sible to  wrongly  assemble  a  tire.  .  The 
construction  of  the  rim  case  and  tube  is 
such  that  it  is  absolutely  impossible  to 
strain,  pinch  or  wrinkle  the  inner  tube 
when  applying.  These  tires  cannot  roll  or 
creep  on  the  rim,  whether  inflated  or  not, 
the  liability  of  ruining  cover  when  run 
flat  is  reduced  to  a  minimum  and  they 
can  be  permanently  repaired  in  case  of 
puncture  by  the  owner  on  the  road.  The 
Rubber  Tire  Wheel  Co.  are  also  agents 
for  the  well-known  Kelly-Springfield  tires 
for  vehicles  of  all  kinds  and  Weed's  patent 
chain  tire  grips  for  snow,  ice,  mud  or 
sand.

Of  the  many  devices  adopted  by  tire 
manufacturers  to  alleviate  the  troubles  of 
automobile  drivers  none  come  in  for  more 
favorable  consideration  than  those  whiqh 
are  being  carried  out  by  the  Canadian 
Puncture  Proof  Tire  Company  of  Toronto 
in  the  construction  of  their  popular  pro- 
tector. Three  layers  of  copper  plated 
crucible  steel  disks  are  vulcanized  in 
cushions  of  pure  rubber  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  present  an  invulnerable  armor  to 
all  penetrating  objects.  The  materials  of 
construction  are  of  such  unique  composi- 
tion that  not  only  is  there  no  additional 
heat  generated  but  the  heat  due  to  road 
friction  is  prevented  from  reaching  and 
causing  damages  to  the  inner  tube.  It 
does  not  impair  the  resiliency  or  other 
qualities  of  the  tire.  It  is  easily  placed 
in  position,  being  simply  inserted  between 
the  inner  tube  and  outer  case,  and  can 
be  removed  with  equal  facility  and  used 
in  any  other  tire  of  the  same  size  without 


cementing  or  vulcanizing.  The  experience 
of  those  who  have  used  these  protectors 
fully  justifies  the  claims  made  by  the 
manufacturers. 


The  Diamond  Rubber  Company  of 
Akron,  Ohio, made  a  creditable  showing  of 
Quick  Detachable  Wrapped  Tread  Tires, 
resiliency  and  wearing  qualities  being  the 
chief  claims  made  by  the  manufacturers. 
In  the  Glidden  tour  forty-six  per  cent  of 
the  cars  participating  were  equipped 
with  this  tire. 


Motor  Boats 
Automobiles,  although  occupying  pro- 
bably three-fourths  of  the  floor  space  of 
the  Arena,  were  not  by  any  means  the 
sole  attraction  for  the  thousands  of  visi- 
tors to  the  Exhibition.  The  splendid 
display  of  gracefully  designed  and  well 
equipped  motor  boats,  which  come  within 
the  reach  of  many  who  cannot  afford  the 
luxury  of  an  auto,  was  very  much  admir- 
ed and  the  exhibitors  report  numerous 
sales  and  many  promising  prospects. 
One  of  the  largest  exhibits  was  that  of 
H.  E.  Gidley  &  Co.  of  Penetanguishene, 
who  have  won  an  enviable  reputation  as 
builders  of  launches,  row  boats  and 
canoes.  A  twenty-five  foot  launch  with 
standing  top,  fitted  with  an  8  h.p.  Ferro 
marine  engine  was  much  admired. 
They  also  had  on  exhibition  a  twenty- 
one  foot  boat  fitted  with  a  five  and  a  half 
horse  power  engine  of  the  same  make 
and  a  sixteen  foot  power  fishing  boat 
with  a  two  horse  power  engine.  The 
material  and  workmanship  of  these  boats 
are  of  the  very  best  and  their  reputation 
for  perfect  satisfaction  has  been  the 
means  of  building  up  for  the  firm  a  very 
extensive  business.  They  also  had  on 
exhibition  several  well  finished  row  boats 
and  canoes. 


Prospective  purchasers  of  motor  boats 
were  very  much  interested  in  the  exhibit 
made  by  McKeough  &  Trotter  of  Chat- 
ham. The  eighteen  foot  motor  shown 
was  greatly  admired  for  its  graceful  de- 
sign. This  boat  had  a  beam  of  five  feet 
two  inches,  was  equipped  with  a  3  hp 
motor  and  is  guaranteed  to  run  at  a 
speed  ot  seven  and  a  half  miles  per 
hour.  All  the  boats  of  this  firm  are 
built  of  the  best  material,  the  ribs  being 
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continuous  and  the  frame  of  solid  white 
oak.  They  are  made  frcm  15  to  50  feet 
in  length  either  open  or  with  cabin  and 
in  various  styles.  This  firm  also  had  an 
exhibit  of  engines  which  they  make  from 
1  1-2  to  22  hp  of  the  three  port,  two 
cycle  type.  A  special  feature  of  these 
engines  is  the  ease  with  which  they  are 
started,  no  handle  or  cranking  being  re- 
quired. One  of  those  exhibited  had  a 
quarter  section  cut  out  so  as  to  show 
the  complete  construction.  The  crank 
shaft  is  of  one  piece  steel  forging,  the 
connecting  rods  ai'e  of  bronze  and  all 
bearings  are  of  liberal  dimensioas  giv- 
ing the  engine  extra  long  life.  The 
bearings  are  interchangeable  and  can  be 
replaced  at  very  small  cost.  The  crank- 
shaft on  all  of  these  engines  is  counter- 
balanced and  the  engine  runs  free  from 
vibration.  A  complete  set  of  accessories 
is  included  with  every  engine.  Reliance 
spark  plugs  only  are  used  by  this  firm. 
This  plug  sparks  under  water  and  will 
therefore  spark  under  any  conditions 
found  in  a  gasoline  engine. 


Aside  from  any  difference  in  price 
mans  motor  enthusiasts  prefer  small 
craftyto  large  and  for  such  the  power 
cano  e  shown  by  the  Waterman  Marine 
Motor  Co.  of  Detroit  was  the  center  of 
much  attraction.  The  canoe  itself  while 
of  graceful  design  was  strongly  and  sub- 
stantially built  and  had  every  appearance 
of  being  suited  for  the  very  neat  five- 
horse  power,  two  cylinder,  two  cycle  en- 
gine that  was  installed  therein.  This 
engine  weighed  only  sixty  pounds  but 
was  capable  of  driving  the  canoe  at  a 
speed  of  fourteen  miles.  The  same  mo- 
tor was  shown  in  one,  two,  three  and 
four  cylinder  types  of  2,  5,  7  and  10  h  p 
respectively.  The  lightness  of  the  Wa- 
terman engines  is  one  of  their  special 
features,  those  mentioned  above  weigh- 
ing from  36  to  90  pounds.  This  firm  had 
on  exhibition  one  of  their  outboard  mo- 
tors which  can  be  attached  to  any  square 
sterned  boat  in  five  minutes.  Owners  of 
rowboats  will  undoubtedly  find  this  a 
great  boon.  Heavy  duty  motors  from 
four  to  twelve  horse  power  were  also 
shown  in  this  exhibit. 


To  the  motor  boat  enthusiast  the  ex- 
hibit of  the    Schofield-Holden  Machine 


Company  of  Toronto  was  one  of  intense 
interest.    A  twenty-five  foot  semi-speed 
launch   with    a   beam    of  four  feet  six 
inches  was   much     admired.      It  was 
equipped  with  one  of  their  15  hp  engines 
and  guaranteed  tohave  a  speed  of  four- 
teen miles  per  hour.    The  splendid  run- 
ning qualities  of  4 'Miss  Fidgety,"  a  well 
known  boat  made  by  this  firm    has  es- 
tablished for  them  a  very  favorable  repu- 
tation.   The  most  striking  feature  of  all 
Schofield-Holden   engines   is   the  fine 
quality    of    workmanship  throughout. 
The  muffler  or  exhaust  chamber  of  most 
gasoline  engines  is  replaced  by  a  special 
form    of  condenser,  made  in  two  sizes, 
through  which  all   the  circulating  and 
bilge  water   passes,  effectually  condens- 
ing the  exhaust  gases  so  that   not  the 
slightest   vibration  from  the  engine  is 
felt     As  a  result  of  this    condenser  the 
power  of  the  engine  is  increased    by  at 
least  ten  per  cent.    The  carburetor  has 
an  adjustable  throttle  and  air  valve  so 
arranged  that  adjustments  may  be  made 
for  slow  speed  and  for  high  speed  with- 
out one  in  any  way  interfering  with  the 
other,  making  the  control    of  these  mo- 
tors equal  to  that  of  the  steam  engine. 
All  their  engines  are  of  the  two-cycle 
three-port  type  one,   two,  three  or  four 
cylinder  ranging  from  seven  and  a  half 
to  thirty  horse  power.     By  placing  their 
engines  near  the  front  of  the  boat  the 
man  in  charge  has  control  of  the  steer- 
ing wheel,  throttle  valve,  timer   and  re- 
verse gear  without  change,  of  position, 
thus  making  it  one  man  control.     In  the 
installation  of  their  engines  every  possi- 
ble precaution  is  taken  to  prevent  disas- 
ter in  case  of  accident. 


Mr.  M.L.  Butler,  of  Brighton,  Ontario, 
who  has  had  an  extensive  experience  in 
launch  building  with  some  of  the  largest 
American  firms,  had  on  exhibition  a 
gracefully  designed  twenty-seven  foot 
runabout,  five  foot  beam  fitted  with  a 
twelve  horse  power  Fairbanks  motor. 
This  boat  has  a  speed  of  twelve  miles 
per  hour  and  sells  for  $1050.  He  also 
showed  a  twenty-two  foot  runabout,  four 
foot  ten  inches  beam,  equipped  with  a 
five  horse  power  Fairbanks  motor  which 
has  a  speed  of  nine  miles  per  hour  and 
sells  at  $525  Launches  ranging  in  size 
up  to  45  feet  may  be  secured  from  Mr.

The  Brantford  launches,  which  have 
made  such  a  good  name  for  themselves, 
were  not  represented  at  the  Show,  owing 
to  the  fact  that  they  have  been  so  largely 
in  demand,  the  whole  stock  was  cleaned 
out,  leaving  not  a  solitary  exception  for 
show  purposes.  While  this  speaks  well 
for  the  Brantford  launch  it  may  be  stated 
that  many  visitors  would  have  liked  to 
have  seen  one  and  inquiries  were  made 
as  to  this  omission.  The  Brantford  launch, 
automobile  controlled,  with  its  high  grade 
finish,  is  so  much  desired  by  the  power 
boat  man  that  it  is  no  wonder  such  a 
clearance  should  have  been  effected. 
Satisfied  customers  tell  others  and  those 
who  have  had  experience  with  this  launch 
do  not  rest  satisfied  until  they  have  one 
of  their  own.  The  builder  is  Mr.  N.  R. 
Thompson,  Brantford,  Ont.  whose  cata- 
logue should  be  seen  by  every  one  who 
contemplates  the  purchase  of  a  power 
boat — boats  which  are  coming  daily  into 
more  general  use  in  Canada. 


There  is  probably  no  place  in  Canada 
where  so  many  high-speed  motor  boats 
can  be  seen  as  on  the  St.  Lawrence 
River  and  it  was  therefore  not  surprising 
to  find  that  the  St.  Lawrence  Engine 
Co.,  of  Brockville,  was  on  hand  with  a 
beautifully  designed  speed  hull.  This 
hull,  which  was  twenty- five  feet  long 
with  a  four-foot  beam,  was  equipped 
with  a  3-cylinder  9  h  p  Brockville  engine 
and  a  speed  of  fifteen  miles  per  hour 
was  guaranteed.  A  fine  display  of  en- 
gines ranging  in  horse  power  from  2  to 
25  was  also  made  by  this  firm. 


A  fine  22  foot  boat,  equipped  with  one 
of  the  firm's  double  cylinder  five  horse- 
power engines  was  exhibited  by  the 
Canadian  Fairbanks  Company  and  at- 
tracted much-  attention. 


Marine  Engines 

The  Beaudry  Gasoline  Engine  Co.  of 
Montreal,  had  on  exhibition  one  of  their 
24  hp  four   cylinder  motors  which  was 


conspicuous  for  its  lightness  and  the  ac- 
cessibility of  its  parts.  Special  attention 
was  directed  to  the  mechanical  oiler  in 
connection  with  this  engine — an  oiler 
which  will  force  oil  against  a  pressure  of 
2,500  lbs.  to  the  square  inch.  The  meth- 
od of  oiling  the  crank  pins  economizes 
largely  in  the  amount  of  oil  and  yet  en- 
sures positively  that  they  will  run  per- 
fectly cool.  It  consists  of  a  ring  oiler 
attached  to  the  side  of  the  cheek  of  the 
crank  shaft.  The  reverse  gear  used  is 
of  their  own  design  specially  gotten  up 
to  obviate  some  of  the  difficulties  en- 
countered with  other  gears,  the  main 
feature  being  the  absence  of  tightening 
bands  of  any  description,  these  being  re- 
placed by  cones  which  will  keep  all  parts 
of  the  gear  perfectly  concentric.  The 
gear  is  kept  in  position  by  the  thrust  of 
the  propeller  both  forward  and  reverse. 
The  range  of  engines  made  by  this  well 
known  firm  consists  of  4  and  6  hp  single 
cylinder,  8  and  12  hp  double  cylinder  and 
16,  24  and  32  hp  four  cylinder. 


Those  who  know  anything  about  ma- 
rine engines  must  be  aware  of  the  posi- 
tion taken  by  the  Ferro,  an  engine  man- 
factured  by  the  Ferro  Machine  &  Foun- 
dry Company,  Cleveland,  O.  The  ex- 
hibit made  by  the  Company  secured  in- 
terest from  the  known  efficiency  of  these 
engines  and  the  examinations  made  by 
visitors  only  confirmed  the  previous  good 
impressions  created  by  the  records  made. 
The  engines  are  made  in  various  sizes 
from  the  single  cylinder  1  1-2  h  p  which 
will  give  a  speed  of  eleven  mites  per 
hour  in  a  canoe,  or  six  to  seven  and  a 
half  miles  per  hour  in  a  sixteen  ft.  power 
boat  to  the  three  cylinder  25  h  p,  a  very 
powerful  and  efficient  engine.  The 
many  satisfied  customers  who  have  ex- 
pressed the  greatest  satisfaction  with 
their  bargains  prove  how  well  every 
claim  of  the  Company  has  been  made 
good.  Simplicity  and  efficiency  are  two 
of  the  strongest  claims  made  on  its  be- 
half and  both  have  been  proved  to  dem- 
onstration. The  Ferro  motor  is  more 
easily  managed  than  the  general  run  of 
motors  and  at  the  same  time  in  efficiency 
is  equal  to  the  best.  The  power  boat 
owner  can  speedily  become  an  expert  if 
he  possesses  a  Ferro  and  such  posses- 
sion will  inspire  him  with   a  confidence 
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which  will  more  than  double  his  pleasure 
in  his  beat.  The  moral  is  a  very  easy 
one. 

The  3  h  p  Refined  Motor  manufactured 
by  the  Thrall-Fishback  Motor  Co.  of 
Detroit,  was  especially  admired  for  its 
lightness  and  simplicity.  The  total 
weight  does  not  exceed  50  lbs.  Each 
of  these  motors  is  provided  with  a  Float 
Feed  Carburetor  designed  and  manufac- 
tured expressly  for  this  motor.  Owing 
to  the  absence  of  angles  or  turns  there 
is  an  unobstructed  passage  of  air  direct- 
ly over  the  gasoline  and  into  the  motor, 
giving  the  motor  much  more  power  and 
at  the  same  time  reducing  the  consump- 
tion of  gasoline.  This  motor  is  splen- 
didly adapted  for  canoes  and  small  boats. 

Notwithstanding  the  excellence  and 
variety  of  the  marine  engines  made  in 
Canada,  American  engines  are  very  popu- 
lar among  Canadian  motorists.  This  was 
quite  evident  from  the  close  examination 
of  the  different  exhibits  made  by  Ameri- 
can firms,  not  the  least  interesting  of 
which  was  that  of  the  Sterling  Engine 
Co.  of  Buffalo.  For  substantial  con- 
struction and  beauty  of  design,  combined 
with  reliability  and  ease  of  operation 
these  engines  occupy  a  position  of  which 
any  maker  might  well  feel  proud.  The 
Normal  Speed  Engine  made  by  this  firm 
in  forty  horse  power  four-cylinder  or  a 
sixty  horse  power  six-cylinder  meets  all 
requirements  for  fast  cruisers  or  working 
boats.  Its  many  excellent  qualities  were 
much  appreciated  by  those  capable  of 
judging  the  merits  of  engines. 

Another  exhibit  of  American  engines 
popular  in  Canada  was  that  made  by  the 
Roberts  Motor  Co.  of  Clyde,  Ohio. 
These  motors  are  designed  with  special 
reference  to  accessibility  and  ease  of  ad- 
justment. The  numerous  nuts,  bolts, 
and  studs  seen  on  many  marine  engines, 
are  absent  in  the  Roberts  design.  The 
carburetor  is  of  the  float-feed  type  and  is 
well  adapted  to  the  two-cycle  motor. 
Once  adjusted,  it  will  compensate  per- 
fectly, giving  an  even  mixture  at  all 
speeds  and  at  all  loads.  The  lubricating 
system  isnotonlysimple  but  effective.  One 
oiler  feeds  to  the  inlet  manifold  and  car- 
ries oil  to  every  part  of  the  interior  of 


the  motor.  The  crank-pin  is  oiled  by 
means  of  a  wick  which  wipes  oil  from  the 
side  of  the  case  and  carries  it  to  the  pin 
acting  as  a  filter  at  the  same  time.  All 
the  different  models  made  by  this  firm 
ranging  in  horse- power  from  one  and  a 
half  to  sixty  have  many  points  that  com- 
mend them  not  only  to  users  but  to  oth- 
ers engagd  in  the  manufacture  of  high 
grade  engines. 


No  exhibit  of  marine  engines  in  Can- 
ada could  possibly  partake  of  a  repre- 
sentative character  unless  some  of  the 
manufactures  of  the  Canadian  Fair- 
banks Company  were  shown.  Visitors 
were  much  interested  in  the  display  made 
by  this  firm.  The  "Fairbanks  Morse" 
1908  model  two  cycle  marine  engines  in 
sizes  from  2  1-2  hp  to  12  hp  were  worth 
all  the  attention  they  received  and  the 
firm  reported,  as  a  result  of  the  wide 
field  of  inquiries  opened  up  by  this  ex- 
hibit, considerable  shipments  of  engines 
to  the  maritime  provinces  and  west  to 
Vancouver.  The  * 'Fairbanks-Morse'* 
standard  is  a  high  one  and  every  engine 
turned  out  by  this  firm  is  of  recent  design 
made  of  the  best  materials  and  with 
workmanship  guaranteed.  Every  engine 
is  equipped  with  elevated  timers,  and  the 
1908  type  of  universal  carburetor,  pro- 
viding for  a  remarkably  wide  range  of 
speed  in  the  engine.  All  the  electric 
accessories  furnished  are  of  the  highest 
class  available'.  The  engines  shown 
were  built  complete  in  the  Campany's 
new  factory  at  Toronto.  A  "Fairbanks- 
Morse"  15  hp  three  cylinder  heavy  duty 
marine  engine  was  conspicuous  in  this 
display. 


Among  the  exhibits  of  American  ma- 
rine engines  which  are  rapidly  growing 
in  popularity  throughout  Canada  was 
that  of  the  Buffalo  Gasoline  Motor  Co. 
Included  in  this  exhibit  was  the  first  en- 
gine made  by  this  firm  ten  years  ago,  the 
comparison  bringing  out  in  a  forcible 
manner  the  improvements  made  in  gaso- 
line engine  construction  during  that 
time.  Two  classes  of  engines  are  being 
made  by  this  firm,  the  high  speed  motors 
from  two  to  one  hundred  horse  power 
and  the  slow  speed  heavy  duty  engines 
for  deep  sea  cruisers,  fishing  boats,  small 
tugs    and   working  boats    of  all  kinds 
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where  ability  to  stand  up  under  the  most 
severe  conditions  is  the  prime  requisite. 
The  latter  class  is  made  from  six  to 
thirty-six  horse  power.  It  is  claimed 
that  the  Buffalo  engine  will  run  on  one- 
third  less  gasoline  than  any  other  en- 
gine. The  10  hp  four  cylinder  engine 
included  in  this  exhibit  was  much  ad- 
mired. This  engine  was  sold  for  a  22- 
foot  launch  with  a  guarantee  of  fourteen 
miles  an  hour.  The  slow  speed  Buffalo 
motors  have  been  adopted  by  the  Cana- 
dian Government  for  service  on  the  Pa- 
cific coast. 

Accessories. 
A  most  interesting  display  of  motor 
accessories  was  made  by  the  Dominion 
Automobile  Company.  The  beautifully 
polished  searchlights  and  headlights  of 
several  makes  were  conspicuous  in  this 
display,  which  also  included  horns  of 
various  designs,  spark  coils  and  plugs 
and  the  hundred  and  one  other  necess- 
ities for  the  motor  enthusiasts.  Many 
of  these  accessories  excited  considerable 
interest  amongst  the  crowds  thronging 
round  the  exhibit  and  it  was  evident  from 
the  comments  made  that  many  of  them 
were  enthusiastic  motorists.  Gas  gen- 
erators, tire  tanks,  jacks  and  rests,  with 
motometers  and  speedometers  gave 
abundance  of  reasons  for  examinations 
and  remarks,  while  shock  absorbers  re- 
tained the  interest  thus  aroused. 

The  Compahy  has  a  fine  automobile 
repair  kit  entitled  the  Champion,  and  ex- 
perience has  enabled  them  to  make  this 
collection  so  complete  that  while  it  con- 
tains every  tool  needed  on  the  road  it 
does  not  include  one  uselese  article.  As 
an  illustration  of  the  wonderful  range  of 
accessories  shown  by  the  Company 
the  electric  cigar  lighter  may  be  men- 
tioned. Auto  clocks,  auto  goggles  and 
numerous  other  articles,  all  calculated  to 
add  to  the  convenience  and  comfort,  and 
consequently  to  the  pleasure,  of  the 
automobilist  were  to  be  seen  in  the  ex- 
hibit which  was  certainly  one  of  the 
most  complete  that  could  possibly  be 
made,  and  enabled  every  visitor  to  form 
an  idea  of  the  many  requirements  devel- 
oped by  the  use  of  the  automobile.  The 
accessories  have  become  most  important 
in  the  motorists'  outfit  and  the  fine  ex- 
hibit of  the  Dominion  Automobile  Com- 


pany showed  them  in  their  true  position. 


The  beneficial  influence  of  the  grow- 
ing demand  for  both  autos  and  motor 
boats  upon  many  industries  firmly  estab- 
lished before  this  fascinating  means  of 
locomotion  came  in  vogue  was  well  illus- 
trated in  the  exhibit  of  automobile  tops, 
launch  tops  and  wind  shields  made  by 
the  Conboy  Carriage  Company,  of  To- 
ronto. Forty-eight  years'  experience  in 
the  manufacture  of  carriage  tops  and 
seat  trimmings  has  qualified  this  firm  for 
the  high  grade  work  now  required  for 
the  automobile  trade.  Owing  to  the 
enormous  strain  upon  auto  tops  every 
item  in  their  construction  has  to  be  se- 
lected with  the  greatest  care  and  the  ex- 
hibit made  by  this  firm  proved  them  to 
be  competent  judges  of  the  quality  of 
materials.  Proper  proportion,  style  and 
finish,  which  contribute  much  to  the 
general  appearance  of  an  automobile, 
were  prominent  features  of  this  exhibit. 
This  firm  also  manufactures  complete 
automobile  bodies  in  wood  or  aluminum 
in  the  white  or  painted  and  trimmed 
ready  to  fit  on  the  chassis. 


Practically  all  owners  of  automobiles 
and  motor  boats  were  interested  in  the 
Bowser  System  for  storing  and  handling 
gasoline.  Owing  to  the  many  disastrous 
accidents  which  have  occurred  through 
the  careless  handling  of  the  liquid  any 
device  which  tends  to  make  a  repetition 
of  such  accidents  impossible  is  well  worthy 
of  consideration.  Safety,  economy  and 
convenience  were  the  prominent  features 
of  the  different  outfits  exhibited.  The 
pumps  are  equipped  with  a  self-locking 
device  locking  them  when  not  in  use,  a 
discharge  register  which  tells  the  gallons 
pumped  at  each  operation  and  an  anti- 
drip  nozele  cutting  off  the  flow  the 
moment  pumping  ceases.  Outfits  con- 
structed on  similar  principles  for  the 
storage  of  lubricating  oils  were  also 
shown.  These  devices  are  made  in  Canada 
by  S.  F.  Bowser  &  Co.  of  Toronto  and 
there  will  no  doubt  be  a  growing  demand 
for  them  among  owners  of  autos  and 
motor  boats. 

Owing  to  the  extreme  importance  of 
lubrication  in  the  operation  of  automo- 
biles and  motor  boats  there  was  little 
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wonder  that  the  exhibit  of  Panhard  oils 
attracted  so  much  attention.  These  oils 
are  made  in  four  grades  and  are  highly 
recommended.  The  exhibit  also  includ- 
ed a  Transmission  Gear  Case  Compound 
Anti  Fluid  Grease,  Cup  Grease  and 
Graphite  Grease,  all  of  which  are  made 
by  George  A.  Haws,  New  York. 

The  display  of  the  Canadian  Fair- 
banks Company  was  of  an  inclusive  and 
representative  character.  Amongst  the 
many  excellent  accessories  were  the  Uni- 
versal Carburetor,  the  Goodwin  sub- 
merged exhaust,  the  Orswell  system  of 
ignition,  the  J.  A.  G.  steering  device, 
and  the  Hercules  Magneto,  every  one  of 
which  engaged  the  attention  of  inter- 
ested people  and  were  fully  explained. 

A  notable  exhibit — the  only  one  of  its 
kind  in  the  Show — was  the  "Fairbanks- 
Morse"  Railroad  Motor  Car  which  as 
one  of  the  pioneers  of  a  movement  likely 
to  have  wide  ramifications  in  the  future 
proved  of  the  greatest  interest  and  at- 
tracted the  attention  of  every  visitor. 

An  interesting  display  of  English 
windshields  was  made  by  the  Canadian 
Show  Case  Co.  These  were  made  up  in 
walnut,  mahogany,  bird's-eye  maple  and 
in  brass.  Only  the  best  British  plate 
glass  is  used  and  the  finished  product 
was  of  such  a  character  as  to  be  suitable 
for  the  most  luxurious  cars. 


Although  from  a  theoretical  standpoint 
the  mechanical  oiling  devices  in  automo- 
biles take  care  of  lubrication  an  emergency 
oil  gun  is  absolutely  indispensable.  The 
Randall-Faichney  Company  of  Boston 
made  an  interesting  display  of  "B"line 
oil  and  grease  guns  which  are  so  con- 
structed that  they  handle  equally  well 
the  lightest  oils  and  the  heaviest  greases. 
The  convenience  of  these  oilers  in  the 
reaching  of  the  various  oil  cups,  in  the 
packing  of  gear  boxes  and  the  periodic 
overhaulings  and  cleanings  of  the  motor 
will  be  much  appreciated  by  those  who 
take  care  of  their  own  machines. 


Any  device  which  decreases  the  opera- 
ting expenses  of  an  automobile  or  motor 
boat  or  which  makes  the  working  of  the 
engine  simpler  is  always  of  interest.  The 
Gillett-Lehmann  Economizer  shown  at  the 


Exhibition  possesses  both  qualities.  Im- 
perfect earburation  is  rendered  impossible 
by  the  invention  which  varies  the  pres- 
sure in  the  float  chamber  of  the  carbure- 
tor in  proportion  to  the  speed  or  load  of 
the  engine  and  thus  produces  a  constant 
mixture  of  air  and  gasoline  in  the  cylin- 
ders. Itis  claimed  that  a  saving  of  fifty 
per  cent  in  gasoline  has  been  obtained 
by  the  use  of  the  G.  L.  Economizer  and 
at  the  same  time  a  more  flexible  engine 
is  the  result. 


Motor  enthusiasts  in  Canada  will 
unite  in  endorsing  the  use  of  dry  bat- 
teries made  in  Canada  provided  such  can 
be  found  to  give  as  good  satisfaction  as 
the  imported  ones.  The  X  Cell  Dry 
Batteries  made  in  Toronto  by  Electrical 
Specialties  Limited  promise  to  fill  a  long 
felt  want.  The  simple  test  to  which 
one  of  these  cells  was  subjected  at  the 
Show  was  ample  evidence  of  their  long 
life.  A  single  cell  was  connected  with  a 
bell  at  2:15  p.  m.  on  March  23rd  and 
when  the  Show  closed  at  10.30  p.  m.  on 
March  28th,  the  bell  was  still  ringing. 
The  strength  of  these  cells  is  greatly 
increased  by  the  amalgamation  of  tHe 
zinc.  One  of  the  secrets  of  their  success 
is  the  absorbent  paper  which  re- 
tains the  necessary  moisture  and 
keeps  them  alive.

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Our  Moose  Hunt  on  the  Upper  Keswick,  N.B.

|UR  trip  for  1907  had  taken  a  little 
arranging  and  it  was  early  in  Octo- 
ber when  the  writer,  with  J.  E. 
Burtt  as  guide,  found  himself  on  the  fast- 
est train  of  the  Gibson  branch  and  met 
by  appointment 
W.E.  Dennison, 
of  Moncton  and 
W.  G.  Bennett, 
of  Mille  Roches, 
Ont.  en  route 
for  the  Keswick 
woods  for  a 
moose  hunt. 

A  rapid  run 
brought  us  to 
Upper  Kes- 
wick, seven  mil- 
es in  the  woods, 
and  there  we 
found  Enoch 
Wallis  waiting 
for  us  with  as 
good  a  team  as 
ever  hauled  a 
load.  Right  here 
I  would  like  to 
say  that  Enoch  is  the  best  man  in  the 
whole  country  with  a  team  on  a  rough 
road,  and  after  all  we  are  bound  to  admit 
that  some  of  our  roads  are  rough,  partic- 
ularly those  that  lead  into  the  woods. 
The  guide  and  teamster  speedily  trans- 
ferred our  baggage  from  the  train  to  the 
waggon  and  we  started  off  on  a  six  mile 
voyage  in  the  course  of  which  we  had 
many  demonstrations  of  our  teamster's

skill.  At  one  o'clock  we  arrived  at  a 
point  where  it  was  necessary  to  again 
transfer  the  load  from  a  wagon  to  a  sled 
or  "jumper"  and  here  a  halt  was  called 
for  dinner.    While  the  others  toiled  at 

the  transfer  I 
boiled  the  "wan- 
gon." 

A  good  lunch- 
eon and  a  smoke 
enabled  us  to 
face  the  rough 
portage  to  our 
camping  ground 
which  Ed  had 
located  in  the 
course'  of  the 
previous  sum- 
mer. The  dis- 
tance was  only 
two  and  a  half 
miles  and  we 
accomplished  it 
safely  though  it 
meant  work. 

For  three 
months  it  had 
been  wet  and  as  the  sky  was  still  over- 
cast we  were  in  good  spirits  over  the 
weather  outlook.  Accordingly  we  wast- 
ed no  time  in  getting  our  tents  pitched 
and  making  up  a  roaring  fire.  Bennett  and 
Dennison  proved  fire  fiends,  making  the 
fire  so  hot  that  we  could  scarcely  remain 
in  the  tents.  I  told  them  they  were  pre- 
paring to  qualify  for  a  future  state,  or  at 
least  getting  themselves  hardened  to  it. 
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Plenty  of  boughs  were  collected  for  our 
beds,  wood  procured  for  the  night,  and 
after  a  hearty  supper  and  a  good  smoke 
we  turned  in  and  had  a  fine  night's  rest 
as  one  result  of  our  exertions  during  the 
day. 

The  morning  proved  fine,  the  sun  ris- 
ing in  a  clear  sky,  and  as  this  was  some 
thing  we  had  not  seen  for  many  days  we 
looked  upon  it  as  a  good  omen.  After 
breakfast  our  teamster  left  us  with  in- 
structions to  return  on  a  day  fixed  upon. 
The  day  was  devoted  to  locating  oursel- 
ves and  in  preparing  for  the  hunt.  In 
the  evening  Ed  did  a  little  calling  but 
without  result. 

Next  day  it  was  still  fine  and  we  had  a 
hunt  with  many  calls  but  again  without 
result  following. 

On  the  third  morning  when  Bennet  and 
I  awoke  we  found  ourselves  alone  in  the 
tent.  Ed  and  Billy  were  missing  and 
we  now  saw  the  meaning  of  a  mysterious 
conversation  between  them  which  we 
had  disturbed  on  the  previous  evening. 

We  accepted  the  situation,  made  up 
the  fire  and  prepared  our  own  breakfast. 
After  breakfast  we  indulged  in  a  smoke 
and  were  thus  pleasantly  engaged  when  we 
were  startled  by  a  tremendous  yell,  fol- 
lowed by  others  of  a  blood  curdling 
nature.  Proceeding  to  investigate  as  to 
the  course  of  these  noises  we  soon  saw 
Ed  and  Billy  coming  towards  us  on  the 
run  and  shouting  at  the  top  of  their 
voices  "We've  got  him  !"  They  kept 
this  up  until  it  was  necessary  to  knock 
Billy  down  with  a  club,  and  throw  Ed 
behind  the  back  log  and  sit  on  him  for 
ten  minutes  before  we  could  ascertain 
that  the  cause  of  all  this  commotion  was 
that  Billy  had  shot  a  moose. 

Ed  had  called  him  up  and  Billy  had 
brought  him  low  with  one  shot,  at  a  dis- 
tance of  about  four  hundred  yards.  The 
incident  happened  three  miles  from  camp. 
We  saw  rain  was  threatening  and  hasten- 
ed back  in  order  to  get  a  snapshot  or 
two  before  it  came  down  and  stopped  us. 
We  succeeded  in  getting  some  good 
photos  of  a  very  fine  animal  but  we  had 
to  take  turns  sitting  on  Billy  in  order 
to  accomplish  this  work.  It  was  Billy's 
first  moose  and  we  could  not  blame  him 
for  his  excitement.  He  had  shot  a  moose 


of  which  any  hunter  might  well  have 
been  proud. 

With  our  eager  work  the  animal  was 
soon  skinned  and  we  loaded  ourselves 
with  all  the  meat  we  could  carry.  Our 
progress,  handicapped  with  our  loads, 
was  slow,  and  before  we  reached  the 
camp  the  rain  came  down  in  torients. 
Though  we  got  a  good  soaking  we  were 
a  happy  crowd  all  the  same  and  it  was 
late  that  night  ere  we  retired. 

Next  day  we  worked  hard  in  getting 
out  more  of  the  meat.  At  sunset  Enoch 
appeared  and  was  soon  in  possession  of 
the  good  news.  He  was  surprised  at 
what  we  had  done  and  told  us  to  leave 
the  rest  to  him  ;  he  would  haul  the 
whole  of  the  meat  out  in  the  morning. 
This  meant  hard  work  for  the  morrow 
and  we  retired  early  in  order  to  be  ready 
for  the  same. 

In  accordance  with  the  agreement  Ed 
and  Enoch  started  for  the  remainder  of 
the  meat  as  soon  as  breakfast  was  over 
while  I  accompanied  them  for  two  miles 
in  order  to  reach  a  place  which  Ed  des- 
cribed as  a  good  one  for  calling.  Bennett 
and  Billy  remained  in  the  tent  though 
the  latter  gave  directions  about  the  head 
which  had  a  fine  set  of  antlers  very  well 
formed  and  having  a  spread  of  fifty-six 
inches  ;  in  fact  a  first  class  head. 

When  we  arrived  at  the  place  agreed 
upon  Ed  gave  the  call  and  after  remark- 
ing that  he  thought  I  would  soon  get  a 
moose  they  left  me  promising  to  call 
for  me  upon  their  return.  As  my  success 
in  moose  hunting  in  the  past  had  been 
below  zero  1  took  Ed's  remarks  as  good 
natured  sarcasm  and  proceeded  to  make 
myself  as  comfortable  as  possible  on  the 
top  of  a  stump.  In  half  an  hour  away 
to  the  left  I  heard  a  twig  snap  and  a  call, 
or  rather  I  should  say  an  answer  to  Ed's 
call.  At  once  I  knew  that  I  was  not 
alone  in  the  woods.  To  the  best  of  my 
ability  I  gave  a  call  and  received  an 
answer  and  later  on  heard  him  coming, 
slowly  at  first,  but  later  on  at  a  more 
accelerated  speed.  Then  when  "crash," 
"snap"  and  "smash,"  accompanied  by 
numerous  grunts  and  snorts  followed,  I 
knew  that  something  was  going  to 
happen. 

From  where  I  stood  I  could  not  see 
more  than  sixty  feet  and  I  was  terribly 
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afraid  he  would  scent  me  and  turn  back. 
I  sprang  to  the  top  of  a  large  rock  which 
was  nearby  and  prepared  myself  as  well 
as  1  could  for  the  fray.

were  hot  on  the  back 
at  the  place  where  my 
lyingf  just-  a  few  minutes 
and  Enoch.  Didn't  we  have 
Don't  ask  me  ;  if  you  have 
had  similar  experiences  you  will  know  all 
about  it  . 

The  two  moose  presented  a  problem 
which  Enoch  alone  was  able  to  solve. 
Billy  wanted  his  moose  at  the  station  in 
order  to  catch  the  up  train  and  connect 
with  the  Quebec  express  at  River  du 
Loup  ;  while  I  also  wanted  to  get  mine 
out  in  time  to  catch  the  down  train  for 
home  the  same  night.  Enoch  rose  to 
the  occasion  as  he  always  does  and  by 


nine  o  clock  that  night  had  both  moose 
yarded  out  to  the  waggon  and  was  back 
at  the  tent. 

We  all  turned  in  early  but  not  one  of 
us  slept  much  and  at  three  o'clock  in  the 
morning  Ed  roared  out  the  query  "Are 
you  going  to  sleep  all  day  ?"  We  turned 
out  with  some  grumbling  at  the  unearthy 
hour  but  hot  coffee  soon  restored  our 
equanimity.

On  the  way  out 
they  saw  two 
fine  bull  moose 
cross  the  road 
just  a  few  rods 
in  front  of  their 
horses. 

It  was  two  p. 
m.  before  Enoch 
returned  and 
on  his  arrival 
we  soon  had  my 
moose  loaded. 
We  got  it  out 
in  good  time  to 
catch  the  down 
express  and  I 
reached  home 
two  hours  after 
dark.  My  friends 
received  a  most 
pleasant  surprise  as  it  is  unusual  for  me 
to  return  from  a  hunting  trip  with  big 
game. 

As  readers  may  well  believe  we  were  a 
well  satisfied  party — only  four  days  in 
the  woods  and  two  moose.  Both  animals 
were  prizes,  though  the  one  shot  by  Billy 
had  the  better  set  of  antlers.  He  had  the 
head  mounted  and  made  a  Christmas 
present  of  it  to  a  friend  Mine  is  not  yet 
mounted  though  I  hope  to  have  it  done 
some  day. 

Mr.  Bennett  had  never  been  in  the 
woods  before,  had  never  camped  out  or 
seen  a  moose  and  only  went  for  the  out- 
ing.   Although  he    did  not    fire  a  gun 
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while  in  camp  he  certainly  had 
a  good  time  and  enjoyed  himself 
to  that  extent  that  he  has  promi- 
sed to  return  next  season  armed 
with  a  $50  license  and  a  Savage 
rifle. 

Billy,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  has 
suffered  with  a  swelled  head  ever 
since  this  expedition  and  it  has 
been  necessary  to  enlarge  his 
hatbands.  , 

As  for  myself— I  did  not  care 
how  things  went.  I  was  hard- 
ened by  experience  and  it  was 
all  the  same  to  me.  I  was  not 
pleased  ;  no  one  could  expect 
such  a  sensation  from  me  !  No 
matter,  we  have  all  determined 
if  we  live  to  repeat  the  dose  next 
year  and  with  that  end  in 
have  engaged  the  same  guide  and 
ster.

A  Duck  Shooting  I

DT  was  getting  late  in  the  fall,  and 
the  birds  were  congregating  on  the 
larger  lakes  preparatory  to  under- 
taking their  long  journey  south;  so 
George  and  I  agreed  that  if  we  intended 
to  have  any  duck  hunting  this  season  it 
was  about  time  we  made  a  move.  The 
teal,  spoonbill,  and  other  smaller  species 
of  the  duck  family  had  already  heeded 
the  call  of  the  south  and  taken  their  de- 
parture; while  the  mallards,  canvass- 
backs  and  pintails  were  assembling  in 
large  numbers  and  would  soon  be  off. 

Accordingly  we  made  hasty  prepara- 
tions for  our  trip.  We  knew  some  lakes 
forty  miles  out  from  our  Albertan  city 
home,  where  in  previous  years  good  bags 
had  been  made  and  where  we  determined 
to  try  our  luck  once  more. 

For  our  trip  we  requisitioned  an  old 
police  buckboard  which,  to  judge  by  its 
appearance,  had  a  history  of  the  days  be- 
fore the  Rebellion.  It  was  however, 
light  and  seemed  suitable  for  our  pur- 
pose. All  our  outfit,  including  grub 
box,  camping  outfit,  warm  clothing,  am-

munition  etc.,  were  carefully  packed  on 
the  buckboard  and  stoutly  and  strongly 
roped.  With  light  hearts  and  high  hopes 
we  started  out,  our  objective  point  being 
a  pass  between  a  chain  of  lakes.  Here 
we  believed  we  should  have  good  sport 
during  that  evening's  and  next  morn- 
ing's flights.  Everything  went  lovely 
for  the  first  fourteen  miles,  when  as  we 
suddenly  rounded  a  sharp  curve  on  a 
down  grade,  going  at  a  good  pace  in  or- 
der to  make  our  time,  one  of  the  rear 
wheels  caved  in.  This  had  the  immedi- 
ate effect  of  awakening  us  from  our 
reveries  bringing  as  it  did  the  whole  load 
upon  us  and  nearly  throwing  us  out. 
This  was  disconcerting  for  we  had  not  a 
moment  to  lose  if  our  plans  were  carried 
out  in  their  entirety,  and  we  seemed  to 
have  come  to  a  sudden  stop. 

George,  however,  had.  evidently  grad- 
uated somewhere  as  a  master  mechanic 
and  he  rose  to  the  occasion  grandly. 
Securing  some  stout  pieces  of  wood 
which  were  found  by  the  road  side  we 
forced  the  wheel  back  to  its  former  posi- 
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tion.  Then,  using  the  same  pieces  of 
wood  as  stays,  with  some  stout  lashing 
and  wiring,  we  managed,  by  means  of 
pulling  and  hauling,  accompanied  by  a 
few  adjectives,  to  get  again  on  the  road 
as  enthusiastic  as  ever. 

Our  road  wound  over  hills,  around 
lakes,  through  timber  and  impossible 
mud  holes  such  as  would  surpass  in  bad- 
ness anything  in  the  way  of  roads  in  the 
Province.  Without  further  mishap  we 
reached  our  goal  at  dusk.  The  mallards 
were  whistling  over  our  heads,  crossing 
our  trail,  and  going  into  the  lakes  near 
by.  The  last  mile  of  our  journey,  accom- 
panied by  this  music  overhead,  was  done 
in  fast  time.  When  we  reached  the  pass 
each  tried  to  see  who  could  dig  up  his 
gun  and  cartridges  from  the  baggage 
first.  Then,  tying  up  the  horse,  it  was 
a  race  for  the  little  ridge— about  three 
hundred  yards  distant — between  the 
lakes.  At  that  time  the  ducks  were  go- 
ing over  our  heads  in  thousands,  but  as 
it    was    too  dark  to    see. well  and  take 


careful  aim  we  only  bagged  eight  that 
night.  Camp  was  made,  supper  cooked, 
and  eaten,  and  a  smoke  round  the  camp- 
fire — which  burnt  our  faces  while  our 
backs  were  freezing — preceded  an  early 
retirement. 

Daybreak  found  us  at  our,  positions  on 
the  ridge  and  as  soon  as  we  could  see 
the  fun  began.  The  birds  were  coming 
from  the  south  directly  over  us  and  there 
being  a  strong  head  wind  blowing  they 
were  flying  low.  We  cut  loose  on  them 
and  rolled  up  twenty  victims  before 
breakfast.  Then  we  decided  that  we 
were  doing  so  well  it  would  be  a  great 
waste  of  time  for  us  to  go  to  camp  and 
prepare  an  elaborate  meal.  I  was  there- 
fore elected  to  go  and  fetch  some  lunch 
which  I  proceeded  to  do.  On  my  return 
we  ate  our  meal  with  a  relish.  A  cold 
north  wind  had  set  in  and  rendered  our 
position  very  disagreeable.  I  determined 
to  try  and  effect  some  improvements  and 
securing  one  of  our  wolf  robes  attached 
it  to  a  small  clump  of  willows  as  a  wind- 
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break.  This  improved  matters  consider- 
ably and  enabled  us  to  spend  a  very 
pleasant  morning. 

Again  when  dinner  time  came  we  de- 
cided that  the  place  was  good  enough 
for  us  and  we  had  dinner  on  the  pass. 
We  made  a  campfire  from  the  red  wil- 
lows and  cooked  a  substantial  meal. 
Apparently  the  ducks  paid  no  attention 
to  our  campfire  and  between  the  courses 
we  brought  down  a  number  of  birds. 

The  afternoon  wore  on  and  still  they 
came.  By  this  time  the  weather  had 
turned  bitterly  cold  and  we  decided  that 
a  windbreak  and  a  fire  were  both  a  ne- 
cessity and  also  a  luxury  to  be  enjoyed. 
The  dry  red  willow  laying  about  abund- 
antly made  little  smoke  and  contributed 
greatly  to  our  comfort. 

That  evening  we  totalled  up  our 
bag  and  found  we  had  seventy-three  of 
the  different  species,  including  some  of 
the  finest  birds  we  had  ever  shot. 

Once  more  by  daylight  next  morning 
we  were  in  position  on  the  ridge  and  this 
time  our  ranks  were  strengthened  by  the 
addition  of  a  couple  of  boys  from  a 
rancher's  shack  near  by.  These  lads 
were  very  anxious  to  assist  us  and  our 


dog  in  retrieving  the  birds,  being  allowed 
in  return  the  privilege  of  annexing  a 
portion  of  our  grub  pile  and  tobacco. 
They  informed  us  that  their  bill  of  fare 
usually  consisted  of  black  bread,  sow 
belly  and  coffee;  consequently  a  few  of 
our  little  luxuries  such  as  apples,  cakes 
and  cigarettes  were  very  highly  appreci- 
ated by  them. 

Throughout  the  day  our  12  guages 
spoke  pretty  regularly.  The  birds  con- 
tinued winging  their  way  over  our  posi- 
tions, and  while  we  only  succeeded  in 
badly  scaring  many  of  them,  others  fell 
almost  within  our  reach. 

By  night  our  total   had  reached  one 
hundred  and  seventy-one  which  we  con- 
sidered pretty  fair  sport  for  our  two  guns 
•for  two  days. 

Having  repaired  our  rig  and  made  it 
stronger  than  ever  we  set  out  for  home 
next  morning,  travelling  the  whole  dis- 
tance in  a  snow  storm.  We  arrived 
home  without  mishap  or  adventure  hav- 
ing thoroughly  enjoyed  our  outing,  and 
gave  a  number  of  our  friends  the  oppor- 
tunity of  enjoying  duck  dinners  on  the 
following  day. 


Salmo  Salar  in  Ontario  Rivers.

recent  discussion  on  "Salmo  Salar 
in  Ontario"  is  of  interest  to  every 
fisherman.  In  this  connection  Dr. 
Richardson  put  forward  four  propositions 
three  of  which  are  undoubtedly  true  and 
the  fourth,  in  my  opinion,  incorrect. 
These  propositions  are  as  follows  : — in 
early  times  salmon  abounded  in  many 
Ontario  rivers  ;  they  were  ruthlessly 
slaughtered  until  extinct  ;  they  were  the 
genuine  salmo  salar  ;  and  these  salmon 
never  migrated  to  the  sea. 

The  difficulty  in  Dr.  Richardson's  mind 
in  supposing  that  these  salmon  visited 
the  sea,  is  the  lack  of  time  between  the 
seasons  of  the  round  trip.  The  salmon 
spawn  in  the  late  autumn,  some  of  them 
lingering  in  deep  pools  till  late  winter  or 
even  early  spring.  Dr.  Richardson  does 
not  think  these  salmon  had  time  to  de- 
scend to  salt  water  and  get  back  to  Lake 


Ontario  in  April  or  May.  In  this  Dr. 
Richardson  is  correct.  His  error  consists 
in  supposing  that  the  same  salmon  ascend 
the  streams  and  spawn  each  successive 
season.  This  is  nowhere  the  case.  When 
the  salmon  have  deposited  their  spawn, 
they  become  very  much  spent,  and  make 
their  way  slowly  to  the  sea,  from  which 
they  do  not  return  till  after  the  lapse  of 
one  or  more  years. 

This  is  so,  even  in  such  rivers  as  the 
Restigouche  and  Metapedia  where  the 
spawning  beds  are  nowhere  more  than 
one  hundred  miles  from  salt  water.  After 
spawning  many  of  the  parent  fish  remain 
at  the  head  waters  of  these  streams  all 
winter  lying  dormant  in  what  are  known 
as  "alder  beds" — deep,  sluggish  pools 
overshadowed  by  black  alder-thickets. 
These  spent  fish  came  down  with  the 
spring  freshets  in  April  and  May  and  they 
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are  met  on  their  way  down  by  the  ad- 
vanced guards  of  the  new  run  of  the  com- 
ing season,  the  fresh-run  salmon  just  in 
from  the  sea.  In  the  Suction  Water  Pool 
near  Campbellton,  N.  B. ,  these  spenc  sal- 
mon frequently  take  the  fly  that  is  intend- 
ed for  a  fresh  run-salmon.  This  occurs 
even  so  late  as  the  end  of  May. 

We  know  that,  on  the  Pacific  coast, 
when  a  salmon  once  leaves  the  ocean  to 
ascend  a  river,  it  never  returns.  Every 
last  salmon,  after  spawning  dies.  Each 
year  a  new  school  of  salmon  returns  from 
their  mysterious  wanderings  in  the  ocean, 
and  this  new  army  year  by  year  takes  the 
place  of  those  that  have  perished,  only  to 
share  a  like  fate.  And  this  goes  on  in 
endless  succession. 

In  the  Atlantic  rivers  the  spent  fish  do 
not  perish  ;  but  they  go  back  into  the 
ocean  in  a  condition  so  impoverished 
that  some  years  may  elapse  before  they 
are  in  a  condition  to  ascend  once  more 
their  native  river  and  spawn.  The  salmon 
that  crowded  the  Credit  and  the  Hum- 
ber  each  season  were,  in  the  main,  fish 
that  were  visiting  the  river  for  the  first 
time  since  they  left  it  as  salmon  fry. 
With  them,  of  course,  came  fish  that  had 
ascended  the  river  in  former  years,  but 
not  in  the  year  immediately  preceding. 

Not  all  Lake  Ontario  rivers  contained 
salmon — the  Trent  for  example,  did  not. 
The  salmon  ascend  only  spring-fed  rivers. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  the  Credit,  rising 


as  it  does  among  the  mountains  south  of 
Orangeville,  fed  by  abundant  springs, 
was  the  queen  of  all  our  Ontario  salmon- 
streams.  But  salmon  also  ascended  rivers 
running  into  Ontario  from  the  south, 
such  as  the  Genese  and  the  Seneca. 
Forty  years  ago  I  conversed  with  a  gentle- 
man who  had  seen  salmon  thrown  out 
with  a  hayfork  from  the  pools  of  the 
meadow  stream  that  enters  Seneca  near 
Baldwinsville,  N.  Y. 

The  late  Seth  Green,  the  father  of 
American  fish-culture,  received  his  in- 
spiration for  his  life-work  when  watching 
a  pair  of  salmon  spawning  in  the  mouth 
of  the  Genese  near  the  present  city  of 
Rochester,  N.  V.  He  never  had  any 
doubt  as  to  these  salmon  being  the  true 
salmo  salar,  or  that  they,  like  the  salmo 
salar  everywhere,  revisited  the  ocean. 

In  the  year  1883  two  fresh-run  salmon 
were  seen  by  John  Hume,  Esq.,  of  Port 
Hope,  lying  in  the  shallow  water  at  the 
mouth  of  the  stream  that  enters  the  lake 
at  that  point.  If  such  a  river  as  the 
Credit  were  properly  protected  and  the 
dams  taken  away  or  furnished  with  fish- 
ladders,  there  is  no  reason  why  the 
stream  could  not  be  restocked  with  the 
fry  of  the  salmo  salar,  whose  instinct 
would  unfailingly  lead  them  to  descend 
the  St.  Lawrence  to  the  ocean,  and  would 
just  as  unfailingly  prompt  them  to  return 
in  due  time  to  their  native  river.

A  FAMOUS  MUSK-OX  HEAD. 

A  Famous  Musk  Ox  Head. 


THE  National  Collection  of  Heads  and 
Horns,  at  the  Zoological  Park,  New 
York,  has  just  received  a  notable 
and  valuable  Musk-ox  head  as  a  gift 
from  Warburton  Pike,  of  Victoria,  Brit- 
ish Columbia.  All  readers  of  Arctic 
travels,  and  all  hunters  of  big  game, 
know  Mr.  Pike  as  the  author  of  that 
finest  of  all  works  on  Northern  Canada, 
entitled  "The  Barren  Grounds  of  North- 
ern Canada,"  published  by  the  Macmil- 
lan  Company  in  1892.  Among  books  of 
its  kind,  it  is  a  classic.  It  describes  Mr. 
Pike's  daring  and  even    terrible  trip  in 


mid-winter  into  the  country  of  the  Musk- 
ox  and  Barren  Ground  Caribou,  from 
which  he  brought  out  the  first  detailed 
and  authentic  information  ever  given  to 
the  world  regarding  the  Barren  Ground 
Musk-ox  on  its  native  heath.  His  book 
was  the  motif  of  all  subsequent  hunting 
expeditions  into  that  desolate,  and  in 
winter,  terrible  country. 

Mr.  Pike  is  a  resident  of  Victoria, 
British  Columbia,  and  owns  a  gold  mine 
in  the  Dease  Lake  region.  A  year  ago 
he  passed  through  New  York,  and  was 
made  much  of  by  the  big  game  hunters 
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of  New  York,  at  the  Boone  and  Crockett 
Club,  and  in  the  Zoological  Park.  From 
the  first  he  has  been  keenly  interested  in 
the  movement  for  a  National  Collection 
of  Heads  and  Horns. 

The  Musk-ox  head  recently  received 
from  Mr.  Pike  is  the  largest  and 
finest  trophy  of  his  famous  expedition. 
It  appears  in  Mr.  Rowland  Ward's  "Rec- 
ords of  Big  Game,"  well  up  near  the  top 
of  the  list  of  "record"  heads  of  musk- 
ox.    Its  measurements  are   as  follows: 

Length  of  horn  on  outside  curve 

 .26  7-8  inches. 

Distance  between  tips  of  horns,  .27  " 


Width  of  horn  at  base   11  " 

The  hair  under  the  chin  is  about  a  foot 
in  length. 

The  head  was  mounted  by  John  Fan- 
nin, late  curator  of  the  Provincial  Mu- 
seum at  Victoria,  and  is  in  a  fine  state 
of  preservation.  Its  colors  are  appar- 
ently as  fresh  as  when,  in  a  temperature 
of  30  degrees  below  zero,  in  a  howling 
gale  of  snow,  the  owner  was  shot,  de- 
capitated, and  devoured—  all  save  this 
head — by  five  desperate  men  and  a  dozen 
hungry  sled  dogs. 

A  representation  of  this  famous  head 
appears  as  our  cover  cut  this  month. 


A  Champion  Lady  Hunter. 


champion   lady   hunter  of  British 
Columbia  is  Mrs.  W.  B.  Knox,  the 
wife  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Rail- 
way agent  at  Bear  Creek,  B.  C. 

Mrs.  Knox  always  carries  a  30-30 
Winchester  and  has  had  reason  on  more 
than  one  occasion  to  congratulate  her- 
selt  upon  this  habit.  In  October  last 
while  hunting  grouse  not  far  from  the 
station  she  ran  across  a  small  drove  of 
caribou,  five  in  number.  One  shot  was 
all  she  was  able  to  get  at  them,  but  be- 
ing an  expert  markswoman  she  was  able 
to  bring  down  the  largest  one. 

Later  on  while  taking  her  usual  walk 
she  came  suddenly  upon  an  immense 
lynx.  The  animal  disputed  her  right  of 
way,  snarling  and  growling  and  appar- 
ently making  ready  to  spring.  One 
shot  from  the  gun  of  the  champion  lady 
hunter  stretched  out  the  animal  dead. 
When  skinned  the  lynx  measured  four 
feet  two  inches  from  the  top  of  the  nose 
to  the  tail  and  weighed  seventy-six 
pounds,  being  indeed  one  of  the  finest 
specimens  ever  killed  in  the  mountains. 

A  noted  writer  stated  recently  that 
these  animals  will  not  attack  human  be- 


ings though  this  one  apparently  in- 
tended to  do  so  as  his  tracks  conclusively 
showed  that  he  had  been  following  Mrs. 
Knox  for  half  a  mile  and  then  headed 
her  off. 

In  our  illustration  the  tall  lady  is  Mrs. 
Knox  and  she  may  well  be  proud  of  the 
fine  lynx  skin  her  prowess  with  the  gun 
secured  for  her  home.

A  Moose  Hunt  in  the  Temagami  Forest  Reserve.

HAVING  been  advised  by  a  relative 
of  mine,  who  lives  in  the  town  of 
Latchford,  to  dispense  with  my 
usual  deer  hunt  in  the  fall  of  1907  and 
try  for  a  moose  in  the  Temagami  Forest 
Reserve,  I  decided  to  follow  his  advice 
and  after  hurried  preparations  stepped 
on  the  Toronto,  Hamilton  &  Buffalo 
train  at  Welland  on  the  14th  ot  October 
and  arrived  at  Latchford  about  three 
o'clock  p.  m.  the  next  day. 

To  my  chagrin  my  friend  was  out  of 
town  doing  the  towns  of  Cobalt  and 
Haileybury  with  a  couple  of  lady 
friends.  I  occupied  my  time  until  his 
return  in  the  evening  by  looking  up  a 
guide  but  found  it  was  quite  a  proposi- 
tion as  the  best  of  them  were  already 
engaged.  However,  in  the  evening  I 
got  into  conversation  with  a  prospector 
who  had  a  camp  in  a  good  moose  sec- 
tion and  who  kindly  invited  me  to  go 
back  with  him  next  morning.  After  due 
enquiry  as  to  his  reliability  and  finding  it 
satisfactory  I  agreed. 

We  set  to  work  at  once  getting  our 
outfit  ready  to  make  a  start  at  seven 
o'clock  in  the  morning.  After  a  good 
night's  rest  I  was  on  hand  to  help  get 
our  packs  ready.  . 

I  may  here  say  that  I  named  my  com- 
panion Samson  owing  to  his  size  as  he 
stood  six  feet  five  inches  in  height  and 
not  being  familiar  with  his  real  name  I 
considered  the  one  I  adopted  appropri- 
ate. After  my  share  of  the  pack  had 
been  allotted  to  me,  Samson  tossed  his 
on  his  shoulders  and  we  accordingly 
plodded  on  what  afterwards  became  part 
of  our  weary  way  down  to  the  banks  of 
the  Montreal  River  where  we  were  to 
take  a  canoe  three  miles  up  the  river  to 
a  portage  two  miles  across  to  Anima- 
Nipissing  Lake.  The  river  at  Latchford 
is  very  wide  for  several  miles  up  and  is 
called  at  this  point  Lake  Bay. 

On  our  arrival  at  the  river  we  found  a 
very  strong  wind  and  rough  water.  We 
had  almost  decided  to  return  and  wait 
for  better  weather  but  Samson,  becoming 


partly  assured  that  I  might  not  lose  my 
head  and  go  overboard,  we  loaded  up, 
went  aboard  our  birch  bark  canoe  and 
had  a  delightful  passage  up  the  river, 
though  a  little  exciting  at  times. 

On  arriving  at  the  portage  I  began  to 
perceive  the  real  thing  in  moose  hunt- 
ing. There  was  the  canoe,  two  large 
packs  and  two  rifles  to  carry  across  the 
portage — two  miles.  Samson  loaded 
me  with  the  heaviest  pack  and  the  guns 
while  he  carried  the  canoe  and  a  pack 
and  started  off  and  it  was  not  long  be- 
fore I  knew  there  was  something  doing. 
The  portage  was  beastly,  up  hill  and 
down  hill  but  mostly  up,  through  logs 
and  stone  piles,  but  we  had  to  stay  on 
our  pins  for  if  we  got  down  there  was 
no  hope  of  rising  again.  After  repeated 
rests  by  leaning  against  a  large  rock  or 
stump  we  managed  to  get  through  to 
Anima-Nipissing  Lake  about  ten  o'clock. 

When  we  arrived  we  were  very  much 
disappointed.  White  caps  and  large 
rolling  waves  made  the  lake  rough  and 
difficult.  Thinking  it  was  a  trifle  dan- 
gerous we  covered  our  packs  with  the 
canoe  and  started  back  for  Latchford  to 
wait  for  better  weather.  Not  being  sat- 
isfied with  our  decision  we  argued  the 
matter  over  every  inch  of  the  way  until 
we  met  some  packers  who  said  they 
were  going  up  the  lake  a  short  distance 
to  their  camp.  That  put  Samson  in  the 
notion  of  trying  it  again  and  he  being  so 
large  I  was  willing  to  follow  him  to  the 
North  Pole. 

We  therefore  retraced  our  steps  and 
got  back  to  the  canoe  once  more.  After 
some  dickering  we  traded  our  birch  bark 
for  a  larger  canoe  which  we  thought 
might  ride  the  angry  billows  better. 
Samson  gave  me  the  bow  while  he  took 
the  stern,  both  of  us  on  our  bended 
knees,  and  I  had  some  inward  feeling 
that  by  assuming  that  position  we  were 
piloted  through  some  very  rough  water 
such  I  would  not  take  chances  on  again 
— on  bended  knees  or  any  other  position. 

We  were  now  pulling  away   from  all 
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civilization  and  help,  facing  a  very  strong 
wind  and  very  rough  water.  No  inex- 
perienced person  can  imagine  how  rough 
those  small  northern  lakes  can  become. 
However,  we  found  the  canoe  to  be  a 
dandy.  She  would  ride  a  four  foot  wave 
like  a  cork  and  always  keep  right  side  up, 
although  I  thought  she  might  break  in 
two  by  the  way  she  would  crack  on  the 
water  when  landing.  Of  course,  Sam- 
son was  an  expert  canoeman.  He  sim- 
ply made  her  stay  right. 

We  paddled  along  for  about  four  miles 
when  we  felt  that  it  was  nearing  lunch 
time.  We  pulled  into  a  point  of  land, 
went  on  shore  and  proceeded  to  lighten 
our  pack  a  trifle.  After  lunch  we  exam- 
ined the  lake  beyond  the  point  and  found 
very  rough  water.  Samson  thought  if 
we  could  steal  around  the  point  and  work 
our  way  through  the  bays  we  might  get 
through  with  some  degree  of  safety 
though  making  our  trip  a  little  longer. 

Therefore,  we  started  once  more  and 
when  fairly  under  way  we  rode  over 
some  of  the  largest  waves  in  my  exper- 
perience  or  in  that  of  Samson's  either. 
It  appeared  that  we  were  sometimes  five 
or  six  feet  in  the  air  and  then  the  canoe 
would  land  with  a  whack.  The  sensa- 
tion was  supreme,  if  it  had  not  been  for 
that  dread  of  meeting  something  worse. 

My  business  was  to  act  as  pilot  and 
when  passing  round  those  points  we  had 
many  dangerous  escapes  from  running 
into  hidden  rocks.  We  would  then 
reach  the  calm  water  of  a  bay  and  have 
relief  for  a  time  but  it  was  this  way  off 
and  on  for  the  remaining  seven  miles 
until  we  reached  our  destination.  The 
scenery  of  the  high  wooded  slopes  of  the 
shore  and  the  innumerable  small  islands 
that  we  passed  were  grand — that  is  as 
much  of  them  as  I  would  dare  observe 
when  passing  through  calm  water. 

We  pulled  into  our  landing  place  about 
six  o'clock  in  the  evening.  It  was  after 
dark  and  both  of  us  were  much  fatigued. 
We  shouldered  part  of  our  packs  and 
took  the  trail  leading  to  the  camp  about 
half  a  mile  in  from  the  shore.  When  we 
arrived  there  was  no  loving  hand  to  greet 
us  but  there  was  the  warm  anticipation 
of  a  moose  hunt. 

The  camp  was  in  darkness  and  Sam- 
son just  then  realized  that  he  had  for- 


gotten something — the  candles — but  by 
rummaging  around  he  found  a  short 
piece,  which  enabled  us  to  have  a  light 
long  enough  to  make  a  fire  in  the  old 
rusty  stove,  to  have  a  hot  cup  of  tea  and 
arrange  our  beds. 

Being  tired  we  retired  early,  not  to  a 
flowery  bed  of  ease,  but  to  a  bed  of  logs 
covered  with  a  thin  layer  of  bull  rushes 
and  each  of  us  rolled  up  in  a  wet 
blanket. 

I  did  not  sleep  very  much  the  first 
night  but  had  a  rest  and  by  the  morning 
was  in  good  condition  and  anxious  to 
have  my  first  day  of  moose  hunting. 

The  first  thing  we  did  after  breakfast 
was  to  put  the  camp  in  better  order  and 
lay  in  a  supply  of  wood.  You  might 
think  it  funny  living  in  a  forest  and  hav- 
ing difficulty  in  getting  wood  that  would 
burn,  but  such  is  the  case.  The  first 
forenoon's  hunt  was  to  be  a  walk  of 
about  six  miles  starting  from  the  camp 
in  a  northerly  direction,  then  west  and 
south  to  the  lake  and  back  to  the  camp. 
This  trip  would  also  take  in  two  silver 
mines  of  which  Samson  and  his  part- 
ner were  prospectors  and  which  Samson 
was  anxious  to  see.  We  proceeded 
cautiously  observing  all  signs  but  found 
nothing  except  < 'has  beens"  from  which 
we  concluded  that  moose  were  not  in 
that  locality. 

In  the  afternoon  we  took  our  canoe 
and  skirted  the  end  of  the  lake  thinking 
we  might  chance  to  see  one  at  the  water's 
edge.  All  our  work  and  care  was  of  no 
avail. 

On  our  way  into  camp  we  came  across 
Samson's  partner  Jim,  who  was  leisurely 
trolling  for  trout  and  he  showed  us  a 
fine  string  which  he  caught  on  his  way 
over  from  some  other  camp  where  he 
had  been  staying  during  Samson's  ab- 
sence. After  receiving  a  hearty  introduc- 
tion to  Jim  we  returned  to  camp  and  fin- 
ished our  first  day's  hunt. 

Next  morning  Samson  wanted  Jim  to 
do  my  guiding  and  I  speedily  discovered 
that  he  was  quite  capable  and  willing  to 
do  this.  I  never  saw  a  better  bushman 
and  hunter  than  Jim.  The  three  of  us 
took  the  canoe  and  crossed  the  lake  to 
the  south  side  where  Jim  and  I  landed, 
and  Samson  returned  to  camp.  We 
made  another  circle  of  about  seven  miles 
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and  on  our  way  saw  some  fresh  signs  of 
moose  but  did  not  see  the  moose,  al- 
though I  heard  his  horns  hitting  the 
trees  We  did  not  follow  him  as  the 
wind  was  with  him  and  we  finished  our 
second  day  without  bagging  any  game. 

The  third  morning  the  three  of  us  took 
the  canoe,  crossed  the  lake  and  Jim  and 
I  landed  several  miles  further  east  than 
the  day  before.  This  was  to  be  an  all 
day  hunt.  We  intended  to  go  south- 
ward from  the  lake  two  or  three  miles 
and  then  westward.  It  was  not  long 
before  we  saw  fresh  tracks  of  a  cow  and 
a  calf  bordering  on  a  pit  hole  where  they 
are  in  the  habit  of  feeding.  Jim  circled 
the  pit  hole  one  way  and  I  the  other  but 
we  saw  no  moose. 

We  then  marched  on  for  new  pastures 
and  were  soon  stumbling  over  old  moose 
horns  that  had  been  dropped.  This 
sight  revived  my  spirits  considerably  for 
it  looked  to  me  as  though  we  were  get- 
ting into  the  right  place.  I  strained  my 
eyes  until  I  was  dizzy  but  the  real  thing 
would  not  appear. 

Noon  hour  having  arrived  we  sat 
down  by  a  nice  little  lake  and  devoured 
our  lunch  and  after  a  pleasant  smoke 
and  chat  pushed  on.  We  were  now  be- 
coming a  trifle  careless  and  to  break  the 
monotony  took  a  crack  at  a  partridge 
and  knocked  off  his  head.  After  climb- 
ing another  hill,  and  descending  the 
other  side  we  were  on  the  border  of  an- 
other pit  hole.  Jim  proceeded  north 
around  it  while  I  stayed  where  I  was. 
Jim  had  not  been  gone  very  long  before 
he  routed  out  a  monster  bull,  a  little 
north  of  west  from  where  I  was  stand- 
ing— probably  a  hundred  yards  distant, 
when  I  first  saw  him  coming  straight 
south.  His  big  black  side  was  towards 
me  and  I  believe  Providence  must  have 
stepped  in  again  here  making  such  an 
easy  target  out  of  a  large  black  side  bor- 
dered on  the  top  and  bottom  with  gray 
and  the  swaying  antlers  as  an  indicator 
as  he  rode  along. 

I  knew  enough  about  moose  hunting 
to  know  that  you  must  get  into  the  game 
early  as  they  may  take  some  killing. 
After  I  gave  him  two  or  three  shots  he 
showed  signs  of  weakening  and  then  he 
stood  and  turned  his  head  towards  me 
though  I  suppose  he  could  not  locate  me 


on  account  of  so  many  trees  being  be- 
tween us.  I  then  fired  at  his  forehead 
but  I  afterwards  found  that  he  got  that 
shot  in  his  neck.  He  staggered  on  a 
little  further  and  quietly  lay  down  and 
died  without  a  struggle. 

On  examination  I  found  that  I  had  not 
missed  a  shot.  He  received  them  as 
follows:  One  in  the  neck,  two  in  the 
shoulder,  one  through  the  lungs,  and 
one  through  the  back.  I  also  found 
that  I  had  killed  one  of  the  finest  moose 
that  ever  tramped  the  northern  forests. 
Jim  came  along  and  congratulated  me 
saying  that  such  good  fortune  might  not 
occur  again  in  a  life  time.  Jim  estimated 
his  weight  at  about  thirteen  hundred 
pounds  and  the  spread  of  his  antlers 
when  measured  we  found  to  be  sixty-two 
and  a  half  inches. 

Jim  and  I  performed  the  usual  opera- 
tions and  as  it  wasgettinglateinthe  after- 
noon and  far  from  camp  we  left  him  in 
that  condition  until  next  day  when  we 
returned  and  brought  out  his  head  and 
hide.  The  carcass  was  out  of  the  ques- 
tion for  me  to  deal  with.  It  was  so  far 
back  and  as  my  two  prospecting  friends 
could  make  very  good  use  of  it  I  willing- 
ly let  them  have  it.  I  did  not  lose  any 
more  time  in  the  Temagami  Forest  Re- 
serve after  bagging  my  moose,  as  the  re- 
turn canoe  trip  was  staring  me  in  the 
face  and  the  later  the  season  the  more 
dangerous  is  the  water  in  those  northern 
lakes.  However,  we  had  it  better  re- 
turning, until  towards  the  end  and  as  I 
stepped  from  the  canoe  with  a  sigh  of 
relief  I  thanked  God  that  we  had  re- 
turned safely  and  bade  Amma-Nipissing 
farewell  forever  more. 

After  one  more  farewell  look  back  over 
that  wonderful  little  lake,  the  picture- 
esqueness  of  which  true  lovers  of  nature 
can  enjoy,  and  inflating  my  lungs  for  one 
more  deep  breath  of  that  bracing  north- 
ern air,  we  turned  our  backs  on  the 
scenes  of  our  romantic  experiences  and 
wended  our  way  back  over  the  portage 
to  the  Montreal  River  with  light  hearts 
but  heavy  burdens.  After  landing,  Sam- 
son collared  the  head  and  after  three  or 
four  of  his  long  steps  was  parading  it 
before  the  bewildered  residents  of  Latch- 
ford  and  had  his  picture  sketched  before- 
I  arrived. 


English  Pheasants  for  Canada. 


F  late  years  much  attention  has  been 
directed  in  Canada  to  the  possibility 
of  propagating"  pheasants  and  in- 
creasing the  charms  of  our  country  by 
the  presence  of  numbers  of  these  game 
birds.  Experiments  on  a  small  scale  have 
been  made  in  different  parts  of  Canada 
but  they  have  scarcely  been  extensive 
enough  to  carry  entire  conviction  with 
them. 

In  Denver  City,  Colo.,  Mr.  W.  F. 
Kendrick  has  established  what  he  claims 
to  be  the  most  extensive  pheasantries 
on  the  continent  and  it  is  to  his  courtesy 
we  owe  the  illustrations  accompaning  this 
article.  The  hardy  nature  of  these  birds 
would  appear  to  render  them  most  suit- 
able for  such  a  climate  as  we  have  in 
Canada.  No  better  illustration  of  this 
can  be  given  than  the  flashlight  photo- 
graph of  a  group  of  pheasants  sleeping  on 
ice.  The  pheasants  are  a  group  of 
Chinese  and  English  Ringnecks,  Silver, 
Reeves,  Goldens,  and 
others  and  the  flash- 
light was  taken  on  a 
night  in  the  month  of 
January.  They  were  a 
little  disturbed  by  the 
preparations  made  for 
the  flashlight  and  some 
few  slipped  off.  They 
do  however,  sleep 
night  after  night  on 
the  ice  or  snow  or  on 
heaps  of  brush  in  prefer- 
ence to  what  ordinary  people  would  con- 
sider more  comfortable  quarters  on  per- 
ches under  shed  enclosures.  The  birds 
apparently  enjoy  life  in  the  midst  of  snow 
and  cold  as  readily  as  in  warmer  climates. 

Mr.  Kendrick  is  a  pheasant  enthusiast 
and  he  tells  how  this  fine  bird  was  recog- 
nized by  the  early  Romans,  long  prior  to 
the  Christian  era,  as  facile  princeps,  the 
most  generously  adorned  and  most  tooth- 
some game  bird  the  then  known  world 
over.  It  was  carried  by  the  numerous 
cohorts  of  the  most  famous  Caesar  over 
the  Alps  and  through  Gaul  to  the  Nor- 
mandy coast,  and  across  that  arm  of  the 
sea  known  as  the  present  day  Straits 
of  Dover,  past  the   great  chalk  cliffs  of 
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the  south  of  Eng-land,  and  then  freed 
many  of  the  multi-colored  branches  of 
loveliness  among  the  Drudidical  follow- 
ers of  the  Iceni — the  first  historically 
known  residents  of  what  has  long  been 
known  as  Great  Britian.  Since  that  long 
distant  day  the  fortunes  of  the  Angles, 
Norwegians,  the  Saxons  and  the  Norman 
conquerors  and  their  successors  have  met 
with  varying  success  and  vicissitudes. 
But  throughout  all  of  the  following  nearly 
two  thousand  years  the  incalculable  value 
of  the  Imperial  importation  of  long  tailed 
and  brilliantly  hued  game  birds  was  re- 
cognized by  Norman  and  Celt,  Angles 
and  Saxons,  and  the  always  increasing 
coveys  were  jealously  guarded  both  against 
the  poacher  and  for  the  protection  of  the 
tree  and  crop  growth  of  the  British  Isles, 
heavy  fines  being  imposed  throughout 
the  kingdom,  in  some  instances  as  high 
as  "an  hundreth  punds"  for  injury  done 
"fesawnts  of  grate  pryse." 

With  the  advance  of 
civilization,  the  discov- 
eries of  countries  here- 
tofore unknown,  and 
the  increase  in  the 
human  race,  rapid  ad- 
ditions to  the.  products 
of  the  farm  became  a 
necessity,  and  protec- 
tion for  the  insectivor- 
ous friends  of  the  soil 
tiller  became  more  and 
more  insistent  and  in- 
dispensibly  requisite  to  life,  until  today 
we  have  the  modern  state  game  commis- 
sioner, armed  with  almost  plenary  author- 
ity to  meet  almost  any  emergency  and 
extend  the  required  protection  to  the 
killers  of  insects,  4 'that  we,  too,  might 
live." 

The  pheasant  is  described  by  Mr.  Kend- 
rick as  the  greatest  insect  exterminator 
known,  and  is  more  particularly  the 
friend  of  the  fruit  grower,  although  the 
bird  renders  indispensable  service  to  every 
agriculturalist.  The  bird  is  beautiful, 
tireless  in  hunting  and  destroying  insects 
and  one  of  the  richest  table  delicacies — a 
rare  combination  any  one  of  which  should 
be  sufficient  to  lead  to  an  united  effort 
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to  acclimatise  it  in  Canada  and  all  three 
of  which  should  be  ample  to  suggest 
official  recognition  and  assistance  in  such 
effort. 

Mr.  Kendrick,  who  has  had  very  large 
experience  in  this  matter  believes  there 
are  no  insuperable  difficulties  to  the  ac- 
climatisation of  pheasants  in  Canada,  and 
with  pheasants  and  quail  throughout  the 
country  agriculture  would  gain  immeasur- 
ably while  sportsmen  would  find  unequall- 
ed pleasures  awaiting  them  in  shooting 
excursions  after  these  fine  game  birds. 
Of  course  ef- 
ficient protec- 
tion would  be 
needed  and 
with  anything 
like  such  pro- 
t  e  c  t  i  o  n  we 
ought  to  have 
both  pheas- 
ants and  quail 
in  abundance. 

Mr. '  Kend- 
rick's  dog 
"Queenie"  is 
famous  over  a 
wider  field 
than  Colorado 
for  the  care 
she  takes  of 
the  pheas- 
ants. Queenie 
is  a  cocker 
spaniel  and  al- 
though train- 
ed to  hunt 
birds  has  be- 
come so  a  t- 
trached  to  the 
young  pheasants  that  she 
affectionately 


have  been  considerable  the  great  pleasure 
afforded  him  in  seeing  the  mountains  and 
valleys  alive  "with  the  loviest,  gamiest, 
and  most  toothsome  bira  that  takes  wing" 
is  far  in  excess  of  the  cost  incurred  in 
rearing  and  feeding  great  numbers  of  so 
beautiful  and  decidedly  useful  a  bird. 

Added  to  the  uncountable  value  of  the 
pheasant  as  the  friend  of  the  tiller  of  the 
soil  and  the  grower  of  fruit  is  to  be  consid- 
ered the  further  highly  important  item 
that  pheasants  of  all  kinds  are  among  the 
richest  table  delicacies  that  the  most  epi-

mothers  them 
The  dog  also  gives  notice 
of  anything  unusual  in  the  pheasantry 
and  night  and  day  remains  on  guard. 
The  accompanying  illustration  shows  to 
what  an  extent  an  intelligent  dog  may 
take  part  in  this  work. 

Hln  America,  as  in  Canada,  the  acclima- 
tisation of  the  pheasant  has  been  left 
largely  to  individual  enterprise  and  Mr. 
Kendrick,  in  addition  to  having  several 
thousand  in  Ftock,  has  liberated  thousands 
of  young  birds  for  the  benefit  of  sports- 
men and  agriculturists  in  his  state. 
While  fche  expenses  attending  his  efforts 


curean  taste  could  desire,  and  that  the 
plumage  from  any  of  the  males  is  an 
elegant  adornment  for  bonnet  or  hat,  and 
is  extensely  used  by  milliners. 

An  excellent  lesson  in  natural  history 
is  afforded  lovers  of  bird  life  by  a  visit  to 
the  Kendrick  Pheasantries  in  Denver's 
City  Park,  where,  in  addition  to  the  breed- 
ing fields  in  the  country— where  the  main 
portion  of  the  pheasant  stock  is  raised — 
Mr.  Kendrick  keeps  in  scores  of  breeding 
pens  the  largest  collection  of  Chinese  and 
English  Ring-neCks,  Silver,  Golden,  Lady 
Amherest  and  other  varieties  of  these 
lovely  Asiatics  to  be  found  in  any  public 
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park  in  the  world,  and  several  times  as 
many  as  there  are  in  all  the  other  public 
parks  of  the  United  States  and  Canada 
combined  ;  an  examination  and  study  of 
which  will  gladden  the  heart  of  any  lover 
of  ornithology. 

During  the  breeding  season,  a  number 
of  hatcheries  of  pheasants,  partridges, 
quails  and  a  few  other  game  birds  are 
produced  and  reared  where  they  can  be 
seen  by  the  public,  as  a  matter  of  educa- 
tion for  those  interested  in  the  rearing  of 


thesebirds,  and  for  thepleasure  andamuse- 
ment  of  other  visitors.  The  interest 
taken  by  the  public  in  these — the  most  valu- 
able as  well  as  beautiful  of  all  game  birds 
— is  evinced  by  the  thousands  of  people  who 
visit  the  pheasantries  daily  in  good 
weather  These  pheasantries  have  be- 
come the  direct  means  of  giving  wide- 
spread advertising  to  Denver's  City  Park 
and  are  recognized  by  across-the- contin- 
ent tourists  as  of  absorbing  interest  and 
entertainment. 


Early  Postal  Difficulties  in  Eastern  Canada. 


WHILE  we  have  often  given  in  these 
pages  accounts  of  exploring  trips 
in  the  present  and  indicated  many 
that  may  be  taken  in  the  future,  it  is  in- 
teresting to  note  some  that  have  been 
made  in  the  past.  There  must  be  a 
wealth  of  reminiscences  amongst  private 
letters  and  papers  as  to  the  pioneer  work 
done  in  past  years  in  bringing  Canada  to 
such  a  stage  of  development  as  it  has  at 
present  reached.  In  nowhere  else  per- 
haps is  that  wealth  greater  than  in  the 
postal  service  where  the  difficulties  of 
covering  the  country  with  regular  means 
of  communication  are  by  no  means  yet 
overcome. 

These  considerations  have  been 
brought  vividly  before  the  attention  of 
the  writer  through  the  courtesy  of  being 
allowed  the  perusal  of  certain  letters 
written  by  the  late  Mr.  William  Henry 
Griffin  who  entered  the  postal  service  in 
Canada  as  far  back  as  1831,  being  at 
that  time  nineteen  years  of  age.  At  that 
period  the  Post  Office  in  Canada  was 
managed  by  the  Imperial  Government  as 
a  branch  of  the  British  Postoffice.  The 
city  of  Quebec  was  then  the  most  im- 
portant distributing  centre  for  the  Do- 
minion and  it  was  to  Quebec  that  Mr. 
Griffin  went.  He  threw  himself  so  ar- 
dently into  his  duties,  and  his  services 
were  so  speedily  recognized  that  in  1833 
he  became  Postmaster  of  Quebec  and 
was  able  in  that  position  to  carry  out 
several  schemes  of  his  own  devising  for 
the  extension  of  the  postal  service. 
These  in  turn  received  the  commenda- 
tion of  his  official  superiors  and  in  1835 
he  was  appointed  to  the  position  of  Sur- 
veyor of  Lower  Canada.  In  this  office 
he  had  the  supervision  of  all  postal  mat- 
ters east  of  Kingston  and  the  records  of 
his  travels,  recommendations,  etc.,  would 
make  a  work  well  worth  reading.  Trav- 
elling in  those  days  was  very  different 
from  what  it  is  today  and  it  was  no  un- 
usual thing  for  Mr.  Griffin  to  make  thirty 
or  forty  miles  either  by  birch  bark  canoe 
or  on  foot  in  a  single  day.  The  necess- 
ities of  the  postal .  service  were  always 
his  first  consideration.     In  1839  he  sent 


a  long  report  to  the  Imperial  Govern- 
ment urging  the  building  of  a  carriage 
road  between  Quebec  and  Halifax  by 
both  the  Temiscoutaroute  and  the  Kempt- 
ville  Road  to  Campbellton.  This  report 
was  recommended  to  the  Home  office  by 
the  Governor-General  and  the  Colonial 
Secretary.  In  later  years  the  Intercolonial 
Railway  was  constructed  over  practically 
the  same  route  and  showed  how  Mr. 
Griffin's  excellent  judgment  had  foreseen 
the  necessity  for  improved  communica- 
tions before  the  railway  era. 

After  constantly  travelling  for  sixteen 
years  in  the  interests  of  the  Post  Office 
department,  in  the  course  of  which  he 
was  forever  extending  and  improving  the 
service,  his  experience  and  knowledge  of 
the  work  was  made  use  of  at  headquar- 
ters Accordingly  he  was  transferred  to 
Ottawa  and  having  much  to  do  with  the 
establishing  of  a  separate  Cananian  Post 
Office,  independent  of  but  working  in 
close  unity  with  the  British  Post  Office, 
and  entering  the  Postal  Union,  he  was 
made  Deputy  Postmaster  General,  a  po- 
sition which  he  held  until  his  retirement 
in  June  1888.  He  returned  to  England 
where  he  lived  for  twelve  years  and  died 
in  November  1900. 

Of  late  years  many  of  the  difficulties 
of  Post  Office  extension  have  been  trans- 
ferred from  the  east  to  the  west,  and 
wherever  settlers  have  gone  the  postal 
service  has  followed  them.  Only  a  few 
months  ago  a  Post  Office  was  opened  at 
Fraser's  Lake  in  the  north  of  British  Co- 
lumbia and  it  is  likely  what  is  now  a  re- 
mote outpost  may  in  a-yearor  two  be  on 
the  main  line  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Pa- 
cific. Moose  Factory,  York  Factory 
and  Churchill  are  likely  to  be  ere  long 
the  terminals  tor  railway  lines  and  Hud- 
son Bay  will  become  a  Canadian  inland 
sea  in  fact  as  it  has  long  been  in  name. 

It  is,  however,  with  eastern  Canada 
that  this  article  has  to  do  and  with  the 
late  Mr.  Griffin's  travels  along  the  rivers 
and  lakes  and  trails  between  Fort  Wil- 
liam on  the  Ottawa  River  and  Wood- 
stock on  the  St.  John  River.  In  his  re- 
tirement   Mr.   Griffin  was  in  constant 
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communication  with  his  son,  who  at 
present  is  employed  in  the  Post  Office  De- 
partment at  Ottawa,  and  the  following 
extracts  are  from  letters  received  from 
his  father  during  the  latter's  retirement. 
There  are  a  number  of  incidents  recount- 
ed in  these  letters  which  add  to  their  in- 
terest and  make  them  a  contribution  to 
the  history  of  the  past  in  Canada: 

Letter  dated  June  6th,  1890: 

"I  enjoyed  thoroughly  your  account  of 
your  walk  Brittania  way,  but  my  mouth 
did  not  water  for  a  share  of  your  iron 
pipe  drink  for  I  doubt  whether  it  poured 
out  anything  but  surface  drainage.  Not 
that  that  may  not  be  pretty  good  drink- 
ing anywhere  just  now  with  the  melting 
snow  still  in  the  ground.  However,  I 
should  prefer  the  abundant  waters  of  the 
Ottawa. 

The  Chaudiereis  a  handsome  lake,  but 
I  rather  prefer  the  Lac  du  Chats  and  I 
am  not  sure  that  I  do  not  like  the  Lac 
du  Allumette  better  than  either.  I  have 
had  some  good  bark  canoe  paddles  on  all 
three,  both  with  companions  and  alone. 
For  the  most  part  my  travels  over  them 
were  on  the  ice. " 

Letter  dated  September  9th,  1890: 

'  'Your  letters  from  St.  Andrew,  Fred- 
ericton  and  St.  John  telling  me  of  your 
enjoyment  of  the  scenery  of  these  sec- 
tions of  New  Brunswick  recalled  to  my 
memory  some  of  my  own  peregrinations 
One  of  my  earliest  expeditions  when 
Postoffice  Inspector  was  passing  down 
the  Madawaska  and  the  St.  John  River 
in  a  bark  canoe  from  Lake  Temiscouta 
to  Woodstock.  There  I  hired  a  light 
wagon  from  a  farmer  and  drove  myself 
by  the  river  road  to  Fredericton,  putting 
my  horse  up  for  the  night  at  a  half  way 
house.  That  was  just  fifty-four  years 
ago  (1836).  Both  Woodstock  and  Fred- 
ericton have  grown  considerably  since 
then,  especially  the  former  though  I  don't 
suppose  that  the  intermediate  country  on 
the  banks  of  the  river  has  altered  mater- 
ially in  the  looks.  I  was  several  times 
over  the  road  in  the  valley  of  the  Nash- 
wak,  and  through  Sussex  and  the  valley 
of  the  Kenebececis,  and  I  remember 
them  as  amongst  the  prettiest  bits  of 
country  in  America." 
Letter  dated  June  13th,  1891: 


"You  have  had  some  famous  walks. 
I  was  taken  over  the  road  from  Cumber- 
land to  Bytown  when  it  was  first  cut  out 
some  time  in  the  eighteen  forties.  Pre- 
viously the  winter  road  was  on  the  ice, 
for  the  only  alternative  was  the  hilly 
track  on  the  north  bank  of  the  Ottawa 
River. 

It  was  a  gallant  tramp  you  had.  I  am 
afraid  that  I  could  no  longer  prudently 
attempt  such  a  long  stretch.  In  the 
long  time  ago  I  was  always  good  for 
thirty  miles  and  have  indeed  not  infre- 
quently in  my  official  peregrinations  gone 
up  to  forty  miles,  but  a  time  is  sure  to 
come  sooner  or  later  when  stiffened 
joints  and  aged  muscles  make  half  a 
dozen  miles  as  much  as  one  can  safely 
venture  upon. 

In  my  travelling  days  I    had  many  an 
upset  and  some  pretty  awkward  ones  but 
always  escaped  surprisingly  well." 
Letter  dated  April  15th,  1893: 

"I  enjoyed  accompanying  you  in  im- 
agination on  some  of  your  walks  but  I 
should  hardly  care  to  share  in  the  condi- 
tions of  slush  and  mud,  snow  and  water, 
so  graphically  described  in  your  last  let- 
ter, though  once  upon  a  time  I  cared 
little  for  such  disagreements  when  at 
home  or  travelling. 

My  sixteen  years  as  inspector  were 
spent  in  the  pro-railway  days.  In  the 
winter  seasom  all  our  mail  arrangements 
pivoted  on  the  mail  stages  upon  the  lines 
from  Quebec  to  Hamilton  and  up  to  Ot- 
tawa; in  summer  upon  the  mail  steamers, 
so  as  spring  came  on  the  alterations  re- 
quired were  important  and  comprehen- 
sive and  I  was  annually  in  the  habit  of 
going  up  to  Montreal  early  in  March  to 
see  that  everything  was  ready  for  the  ap- 
proaching change  of  service,  and  return- 
ing in  the  last  days  of  the  month  when 
the  thaw  was  well  established  to  my 
Quebec  headquarters.  Always  from 
Montreal  down  to  Three  Rivers  I  had  to 
make  my  way  as  best  I  could  in  the 
small  chasettes  with  the  ordinary  post 
roads  under  water,  bridges  carried  away 
by  the  floods  and  other  little  impedi- 
ments to  pleasant  travelling  and  I  have 
vivid  recollections  of  what  it  was  to  get 
through  the  back  concessions  in  many 
parts  of  the  route  between  Montreal  and 
Quebec.    Up  the  Ottawa  had  its  dangers 
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besides  the  rough  experiences.  I  have 
often  walked  across  the  River  Rouge  and 
other  streams,  when  impassible  for  the 
horse,  a  califorchon*  upon  a  fence  rail  to 
guard  against  breaking  through  the  ice. 
Letter  dated  Nov.  4th,  1803: 

"Just  received  your  account  of  your 
walk  from  Wakefield  which  had  a  good 
deal  of  interest  for  me.  More  than  fifty 
years  ago  I  made  my  first  visit  to  Wake- 
field to  enqure  into  the  feasibility  of  ex- 
tending the  Postoffice  service  up  the 
Gatineau  to  that  point  and  little  thought 
that  the  time  would  come  when  the  rail- 
way whistle  would  be  heard  in  that  re- 
gion. 

Things  were  very  much  in  the  rough 
in  those  days  and  it  seems  to  me  that 
my  feeding  wouldn't  stand  comparison 
with  your  bill  of  fare.  Roast  beef  would 
have  certainly  been  scarce  unless  a  trav- 
eller brought  it  with  him.  There  was  a 
prospect  of  good  settlement  about  Wake- 
field, but  the  country  was  terribly  rough 
and  broken." 

Letter  dated  August  10th.  1894: 

"Your  Metis  letter  was  very  interest- 
ing to  me  in  the  description  of  things  as 
they  look  now  as  compared  with  my  old 
memories.  When  in  the  second  year  of 
my  services  as  Postoffice  Inspector  I  first 
saw  Metis  I  had  walked  the  twenty-five 
miles  from  the  upper  end  of  Lake  Met- 
apedia and  was  on  my  way  home  from 
the  Gaspe  Coast  having  ascended  the 
sixty  miles  of  the  Metapedia  River  in  a 
bark  canoe  with  a  Mic-Mac  Indian  and 
squaw.  It  blew  hard  on  the  lake  and 
we  made  the  ten  or  twelve  miles  from 
the  foot  of  the  lake  at  a  great  pace  with 
a  blanket  rigged  up  for  a  sa.il.  The 
track  from  the  lake  to  the  St.  Lawrence 
was  a  mere  footpath  through  the  woods, 
without  a  house  until  you  came  upon  the 
River  St.  Lawrence  where  there  was  a 
sawmill  managed  for  Mr.  Wm.  Price  by 
John  McKinnon,  a  young  Scotchman, 
who  some  twenty-five  years  later  married 
a  daughter  of  Mr.  MacKay  of  Rideau 
Hall,  Ottawa.  Besides  the  sawmill  and 
a  few  men  employed  in  it  there  v/ere  two 
or  three    Scotch  settlers  and  I  found  a 


ship  at  anchor  opposite  the  mill  loading 
deals  sawn  in  the  mill.  There  was  no 
road  on  the  front  then,  I  had  to  wait 
for  low  water  to  ford  the  river  and  then 
follow  the  beach  for  some  miles  until  I 
reached  the  first  Canadian  settlement, 
seventeen  miles  below  Rimouski  and 
came  upon  an  established  road  passable 
for  vehicles  and  was  able  to  hire  a  chas- 
sette  or  cabourette  as  it  was  called  in  the 
lower  parish.  I  walked  across  from 
Lake  Metis  to  Lake  Metapedia  several 
times  subsequently.  The  lake  is  a  fine 
sheet  of  water,  very  good  fishing  in 
those  days,  and  probably  plenty  of  trout 
still  to  be  found.  The  Metis  woods 
swarmed  with  partridges  at  that  time 
and  I  remember  I  went  out  with  Mr.  Mc- 
Kinnon and  the  Captain  of  the  ship  and 
we  might  have  shot  more  than  we  could 
have  carried  had  we  been  so  minded." 

(Query,  "Were  there  any  game  hogs 
in  those  days?") 

Letter  dated  August  14th,  1896: 

"I  was  very  desirous  of  knowing  what 
line  of  country  you  would  decide  upon 
for  your  summer  vacation,  so  your  letter 
telling  me  of  your  having  been  to  the 
Upper  Ottawa  and  Fort  William  was 
particularly  welcome.  Somewhere  about 
sixty  years  ago  I  was  up  to  those  parts 
in  a  bark  canoe,  the  ordinary  mode  of 
travelling  to  that  region  in  those  days, 
and  I  remember  stopping  at  Fort  Wil- 
liam which  consisted  then  of  a  very  prim- 
itive log  shanty  and  Hudson's  Bay  Com- 
pany post,  The  man  in  charge  was  very 
hospitably  inclined  but  could  only  offer 
some  venison  steaks  and  some  bread, 
washed  down  with  tea.  I  passed  up  the 
Culbute  Channel  and  north  side  of  the 
Lac  des  Allumettes  and  -from  Fort  Wil- 
liam crossed  over  to  the  south  side — 
mouth  of  Petawawa  River.  There  was 
no  village  of  Pembroke  then,  only  six  or 
seven  houses  scattered  along  the  shore 
of  the  lake,  put  up  mostly  by  settlers 
from  New  Brunswick  who  moved  after 
escaping  from  the  great  fire  which  swept 
over  the  Miramichi  section  and  destroyed 
the  lumbering  establishments  driving 
them  to  seek  a  new  field  for  their  oper- 
ations."

The  True  Forestry  Methods.

REFORESTRY  having  become  one 
of  the  prominent  public  questions 
of  the  day,  and  one  on  which  the 
future  prosperity  of  the  Dominion  de- 
pends, it  may  not  be  amiss  to  refer  to 
reforestry  in  England,  as  I  remember  it 
sixty-five  years  ago.  This  was  in  the  early 
days  of  railroad  construction,  when  to 
meet  the  requirements  for  ties, then  known 
as  sleepers,  and  for  post  and  rail  fences, 
many  woods  were  cut  down.  The  fences 
being  double,  with  a  space  of  four  or 
five  feet  between  them,  in  which  the 
young  white  thorns  were  planted,  it  re- 
quired a  large  amount  of  timber  for  such 
fences.  The  wood  in  greatest  demand 
for  the  above  mentioned  purposes  was 
mostly  larch.  The  trees  were  cut  close 
to  the  ground,  the  wood  being  too  valu- 
able to  leave  three  or  four  feet  of  the  best 
part  of  the  trees  on  the  stump,  as  is  the 
practice  here.  After  the  trees  had  been 
taken  to  the  saw-mills,  large  gangs  of 
men  were  employed  to  trench  and  pre- 
pare the  land  for  replanting.  Although 
the  wages  of  woodmen  and  laborers  at 
that  time  were  only  two  shillings,  or  two 
shillings  and  sixpence  (sterling)  per  day, 
it  was  expensive  forestry  to  dig  lands 
with  spades  two  feet  deep,  and  placing 
all  the  rubbish  on  the  bottom  of  the 
trench,  and  then  make  the  land  into 
straight  and  regular  beds  on  which  to 
plant  the  young  trees  or  nuts.  Most  of 
the  land  I  refer  to  was  replanted  with 
Spanish  chestnuts,  which  under  the 
favorable  conditions  in  which  they  were 
planted,  and  care  afterwards  bestowed 
on  them,  made  such  rapid  growth  that 
in  a  few  years,  when  necessary  to  thin 
them  out,  those  cut  down  were  utilized 
for  stakes  and  bindings,  when  bringing 
the  overgrown  thorn  hedges  within 
reasonable  limits.  Of  course  the  largest 
and  best  trees  were  left  after  each  thin- 
ning out  or  culling,  to  be  the  timber  of 
the  future.  Ten  years  after  the  replant- 
ing,the  culls  taken  out  were  large  enough 
for  use  in  the  construction  of  farm  gates 
and  hurdles.  On  many  of  the  best  managed 


estates  it  was  the  practice,  for  every  large 
tree  that  was  cut  down  to  plant  another 
in  its  place,  in  fact  those  inheriting  estat- 
es considered  their  predecessors  had 
acted  unfairly  if  the  same  number  of 
trees  were  not  on  estates  as  when  taken 
possession  of  by  their  immediate  pre- 
decessors. 

Oak  trees  were  only  cut  when  the  sap 
commenced  to  run.  This  enabled  the 
woodsmen  to  remove  the  bark  with  com- 
parative ease,  the  bark  being  valuable 
for  tanning  purposes.  The  bark  was 
even  taken  from  small  branches  and 
those  limbs  or  branches  not  large  enough 
for  timber  were  all  converted  into  char-  * 
coal.  Waste  was  not  tolerated  there  ; 
even  the  smallest  branches  were  made 
into  faggots  and  used  by  bakers  for  heat- 
ing their  ovens.  The  time  is  not  far 
distant  when  some  restraint  must 
be  placed  on  lumbermen  operating  in 
Ontario,  or  in  fact  in  the  Dominion,  re- 
quiring them  to  use  the  same  judgment 
as  in  other  countries,  in  cutting  and  fell- 
ing the  trees, .  so  as  to  do  the  least  pos- 
sible damage  to  smaller  trees  from  which 
the  future  supply  of  lumber  should  come. 
The  reckless  cutting  and  slashing  and 
senseless  destruction  must  no  longer  pre- 
vail. The  time  will  come  when  each  and 
every  tree  from  the  public  domain,  used 
for  making  lumber,  will  be  marked  by, 
and  cut  down  under,  the  direct  supervis- 
ion of  Government  officials. 

There  are  but  few  farms  in  the  Prov- 
ince that  do  not  contain  small  portions 
that  cannot  be  utilized  for  producing 
agricultural  products.  These  unproduc- 
tive grounds  should  be  planted  with  suit- 
able trees  that  will  produce  the  most 
valuable  timber  or  lumber  in  the  shortest 
time,  and  such  plantings  should  be 
securely  fenced  from  the  depredation  of 
cattle,  etc.  As  a  rule,  portions  of  farms 
that  have  been  left  in  the  woods  for 
future  requirements  have  not  been  wisely 
managed,  in  fact  the  practical  utility  of 
these  plots  of  woodland  have  been  in  a 
large  measure  destroyed,  in  consequence 
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of  being  used  as  pasture  for  cattle.  The 
amount  of  young  trees  destroyed  year 
after  year  from  this  unwise  practice 
would,  if  properly  protected,  have  been 
worth  far  more  than  the  unsatisfactory 
pasturage.  The  desire  to  plant  trees 
and  perpetuate  woodlands  cannot  be  too 
strongly  instilled  into  the  minds  of  the 
rising  generation,  nor  too  much  intelli- 
gent  assistance  rendered    them  in  such 


laudable  work.  The  well  known  bene- 
ficial  effects  and  necessity  for  wood  lands 
to  protect  and  perpetuate  our  water 
supply  need  no  comments  from  me. 

In  closing  this  somewhat  crude  article 
on  reforestry,  I  take  the  liberty  of  in- 
serting the  following  lines,  ably  written 
on  this  subject  by  a  talented  lady  resid- 
ing at  the  Pacific  Coast. 


The  Death  of  the  Forest. 

The  fiat  went  forth  from  the  spoilers — 
The  myrmidon  sons  of  men, 
That  the  forest,  the  warder  of  rivers 
Should  pass  from  the  valley  and  glen. 
The  forest,  embracing  and  passes, 
Where  the  drifting  sea-clouds  bide, 
Should  lie  as  low  as  the  heather, 
Should  die  on  the  mountain  side. 

And  the  murmuring  groves  on  the  ridges, 

Heard  in  the  morning  still. 

The  axe  blows  resounding,  repeating, 

The  rumble  and  roar  of  the  mill. 

The  vast  forest  mourned  to  the  brooklets, 

'  'Behold  the  hour  has  come, 

The  day  god  will  drink  at  thy  spring-pools,

No  more  wilt  thou  well  to  the  valleys, 

Where  children  are  glad  and  sweet  ;

Farewell,  lovely  streams,  overflowing, 

The  grasses  thou  lovest  will  fail  ; 

No  more  will  thou  gleam  for  the  homestead, 

The  orange  and  peach  in  the  vale." 

The  birds  flew  far,  and  were  silent, 
The  west  wind  sobbed  in  pain, 
And  bore  in  the  eve  her  teardrops. 
To  the  barley  blooms  on  the  plain. 
The  forest  stood  lofty,  majestic, 
The  redwoods,  and  cedars  and  pine, 
The  forest  preservers  of  nations, 
The  crown  of  God's  great  design. 

But  the  deed  was  done  in  its  madness, 
And  the  wind  swept  mountains  bare 
Grieve  for  the  cool,  sweet  bowers 
And  the  kiss  of  raindrops  there. 
Men  in  the  parching  plainlands, 
Their  long  rain  prayers  avow, 
But  the  bread  and  the  wine  are  taken. 
And  God  doth  not  answer  now. 


The  Wild  Pigeon.

N  your  pages  I  observe  that  some 
one,  quite  pertinently,  enquires 
where  and  when  the  reported  return- 
ing flocks  of  wild  pigeons  have  been  seen. 
Certainly  we  would  welcome  their  re- 
turn and  if  they  could  explain  the  mystery 
of  their  absence  many  old  timers  would 
give  attentive  audience. 

It  must  now  be  fully  seventy  years 
since  they  swarmed  in  Central  Ontario. 
The  writer  has  often  been  told  of  how,  in 
those  days,  the  immense  low  flying  flocks 
were  like  clouds  between  earth  and  sun 
and  that  their  flights  were  so  daringly 
low  that  people  armed  with  long  sticks 
very  frequently  knocked  down  large  num- 
bers of  them.  The  writer  in  bygone  years 
has  seen  what  we  called  pigeon  nets, 
which  had  survived  those  days,  and  was 
told  that  they  were,  in  the  days  alluded  to, 
kept  at  most  homes.  The  net  was  set 
in  the  open  field,  somewhat  like  a  trap  at 
a  short  distance  from  cover  from  which 
by  means  of  attached  ropes  the  operator 
was  able  to  spring  the  net  on  the  unsus- 
pecting flock  as  it  settled  about  the  stool 
pigeons  attached  to  the  traps  as  a  lure  to 
their  fellows.  In  this  way  the  pot  that 
hung  from  the  crane  in  the  early  homes 
was  abundantly  filled  through  a  consider- 
able part  of  the  year.  At  the  period  to 
which  the  writer's  memory  reaches  back 
the  flocks  were  much  smaller  and  less 
frequent  but  even  then  it  required  but  a 
few  hours  to  secure  a  bushel  or  so  of  them 
with  the  gun. 

The  dry  limbs  of  the  dead  trees  in  the 
near  vicinity  of  springs  or  creeks  were 
rarely  empty  as  flock  after  flock  came  to 
the  water.  Under  a  nearby  cover  the 
hunter  could  shoot  with  great  effect  into 
the  arriving  flocks.  As  far  back  as  forty 
years  ago  only  a  few  pairs  could  be  found 
in  any  locality  of  the  country  east  of 
Toronto. 

The  latest  flock  seen  by  the  writer  was 
at  Port  Dalhousie  in  1870.  On  board  a 
steamer  lying  in  that  port  the  writer  was 


one  morning  in  June  awakened  at  the 
early  light  by  the  report  of  guns.  On  a 
tree  covered  bluff  at  either  side  of  the 
canal  a  number  of  hunters  were  stationed 
and  as  a  flock  approached  met  by  a  fusi- 
lade,  and  as  they  wheeled  to  the  opposite 
side  they  met  death  from  that  quarter. 
The  flocks  arrived  fairly  large  in  numbers 
but  were  soon  decimated.  I  was  told 
that  a  pigeon  roost  existed  at  that  time 
somewhere  inWelland  County  from  which 
immense  flocks  came  forth  in  the  early 
morning  to  return  at  nightfall  in  clouds 
and  with  the  roar  of  beating  wings  as 
they  clove  the  air  in  their  swift  flight. 

Anent  the  days  of  the  great  bird  har- 
vest I  was  often  told  of  the  slaughter  of 
pigeons  by  a  single  shot  made  by  Col. 
Solmes,  of  Prince  Edward  County, 
who  died  many  years  ago.  I  had  the 
story  verified  by  his  own  lips  years  after 
the  occurrence.  He  explained  to  me  the 
means  by  which  he  accomplished  the  won- 
derful feat.  On  a  smooth  space  of 
ground  he  scattered  a  plentiful  supply  of 
grain  in  the  form  of  an  acute  angled  tri- 
angle and  having  the  apex  of  the  triangle 
pointing  toward  his  place  of  concealment, 
and  at  a  favorable  distance  for  getting  a 
good  spread  of  shot.  He  loaded  a  flint 
lock  Army  musket  of  large  bore  heavily 
with  No.  8  bird  shot.  Waitingtill  theground 
was  covered  with  birds  he  fired  his  gun.  He 
recovered  the  almost  incredible  number 
of  seventy  five  pigeons.  He  always  be- 
lieved that  several  more  wounded  ones 
escaped  into  the  long  grass  to  die.  Any  one 
knowing  the  old  gentlemen  as  did  the  writer 
required  no  verification  of  the  story.  (Mrs. 
Moodie  in  one  of  her  books  speaks  of 
him  as  ' 'Nature's  Nobleman.")  Several 
of  his  neighbors  could  confirm  the  correct- 
ness of  his  statement  and  shared  in  the 
many  pigeon  pot  pies  that  one  single 
shot  supplied.  In  those  days  the  ripen- 
ing field  crops  required  to  be  guarded 
from  destruction  by  the  wild  pigeons, 
now  so  much  desired.

A  Prince  Edward  Island  Fox  Hunt.

nrflOW  for  a  fox  hunt  tomorrow  ?  The 
III  q^s^00  is  usually  asked  in  an  off- 

1  1  hand  manner,  but  often  it  makes 

the  foundation  of  a  successful  hunt.  By 
"hunt"  I  don't  mean  an  elaborate  dis- 
play of  riders  and  hounds  bent  only  on 
getting  a  "brush,"  but  a  fox  hunt  of  the 
olden  time,  with  a  sturdy  band  of  fifteen 
boys,  full  of  energy  and  possessing  grit 
enough  to  stand  a  run  of  from  eight  to 
ten  hours. 

When  such  a  hunt  has  been  arranged  the 
boys  turn  out  long  before  daybreak  full 
of  enthusiasm  and  anticipation.  Accord- 
ing to  their  arrangements  the  way 
the  foxes  are  to  meet  destruction 
that  day  will  prove  a  caution  ! 

On  one  of  these  hunts  the  meeting 
place  was  at  a  large  wood  tract  skirting 
the  shore  of  Leob  River,  the  wood  being 
intersected  by  roads  and  narrow  fields 
where  the  "gunners"  were  to  bestationed. 

By  eight  o  clock  all  arrangements  were 
completed.  A  Captain  had  been  selected 
and  his  duty  is  to  station  the  men.  These 
duties  .  included  telling  the  beaters  in 
which  direction  they  should  go,  and  to 
see  that  all  possible  crossing  places  on 
the  river  of  which  a  fox  might  take  ad- 
vantage when  forced  to  face  the  gunners 
or  dodge  the  beaters,  are  well  guarded. 
He  has  also  to  see  that  the  two  outside 
beaters  keep  strictly  in  advance  of  the 
rest  so  as  to  lessen  the  chances  of  a  fox 
breaking  cover. 

The  "gunners"  are  chosen  by  seniority 
and  past  records  as  crackshots.  Young 
hunters  are  ambitious  of  attaining  these 
positions,  and  the  thought  of  proving 
worthy  of  them  act  as  an  incentive  to  the 
members  of  the  rank  and  file  to  attempt 
some  heroic  feats. 

At  the  given  signal  from  the  Captain 
(generally  a  blast  from  a  dinner  horn) 
the  beaters  who  are  ahead  and  fifty  yards 
apart,  make  a  start.  A  further  signal 
causes  the  gunners  to  take  post,  or  go 
to  the  bush  as  in  this  case. 

Each  beater  has  his  own  idea  of  the 
instrument  with  which  he  can  make  the 
most  noise  at  the  shortest  intervals  pos- 


sible. In  the  majority  of  cases  horns  are 
the  favourites,  and  horns  of  all  descrip- 
tions are  to  be  seen  at  a  fox  hunt — cow 
horns,  dinner  horns,  conks,  while  tin 
pans,  cow  bells,  and  toy  pistols  add 
variety  to  the  entertainment  thus  pro- 
vided. 

No  guns  are  allowed  to  the  beaters  be- 
cause if  they  are  armed  the  first  partridge 
that  may  be  flushed  comes  in  tor  more 
consideration  than  is  good  tor  its  health. 

The  firing  of  agun  would  also  stampede 
the  boys  for  it  is  an  unwritten  law  in  a 
Prince  Edward  Island  fox  hunt  that  every 
time  a  shot  rings  out  it  is  a  race  to  see  the 
trophy,  and  to  take  part  in  the  congratu- 
lations of  chidings,  as  the  case  may  be, 
addressed  to  the  one  who  has  done  the 
shooting. 

For  myself  I  never  envied  a  gunner's 
position.  The  honor  of  the  office  faded 
away  like  mist  when  one  was  asked  by 
the  first  beater  to  arrive  "Where's  the 
fox  ?"  and  had,  most  reluctantly,  to  ad- 
mit that  the  powers  of  locomotion  pos- 
sessed by  the  fox  were  still  intact.  Before 
one  has  finished  this  halting  explanation 
a  second  runner  crashes  through  the 
bushes,  and  though  gasping  for  breath, 
shouts,  "Did  you  hit  him  ?"  Sheepishly 
you  have  to  admit  that  you  did  not  see 
any  fur  fly.  Amid  these  queries  and  ex- 
planations you  vow  to  yourself  that  the 
next  chance  shall  mean  a  dead  fox. 

The  fox  evidently  shares  the  opinion, 
for  he  sits  tight  in  a  thick  grove,  planning 
some  scheme  by  which  to  evade  the  hate- 
ful noises  on  all  sides  of  him.  While 
still  studying  the  situation  he  hears  the 
steady  tread  of  the  gunners  who  go  past 
the  grove  to  take  up  their  positions  in 
advance.  As  soon  as  all  are  ready  the 
captain  gives  the  signal  and  the  music 
recommenses  in  such  terrible  earnestness 
that  Reynard  prefers  to  break  out  and 
chance  his  luck  again. 

Picking  out  the  particular  location 
guarded  by  the  sportsman  who  missed 
him  before,  the  fox  breaks  cover  with 
lightning  speed.  This  time  however  there 
is  a  flash,  a  sting,  and  all  is  blank  !  A 
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shout  that  puts  to  shame  all  the  horns  in 
the  country  goes  up  from  the  successful 
gunner  as  he  sees  the  fox  drop.  In  a  few 
minutes  the  beaters  are  all  around  and 
this  time  the  explanations  are  easily  and 
confidently  given.  It  is  pleasant  to  ad- 
mit that  you  nearly  missed,  as  the  fox 
caught  sight  of  the  gun  and  made  off  in 
another  direction.  It  proved,  however, 
that  you  were  too  quick  for  him  and  you 
modestly  admit  the  fact.  With  the  ad- 
miring crowd  around  you,  the  lost  confid- 
ence is  not  merely  regained  but  added  to  a 
hundred  fold. 

The  success  of  the  last  run  has  brought 
the  party  to  dinner  time,  and  an  adjourn- 
ment is  made  to  a  neighbour's  house 
where  previous  arrangements  ensured  a 
good  meal.  After  a  long  and  tiring  chase 
the  enjoyment  of  that  meal  is  perfect  and 
we  agree  that  it  is  such  as  only  the  good 


women     of    our     country    can  serve. 

In  the  afternoon  the  chase  is  pursued 
with  undiminished  ardour.  Another  co- 
vert is  beaten  with  the  result  that  a 
second  fox  meets  his  doom.  He  makes 
a  gallant  run  for  his  life  and  though 
mortally  wounded  he  manages  to  evade 
the  fusilade  of  shots  sent  after  him  until 
a  mongrel  dog  is  put  on  the  trail  when 
the  curtain  is  soon  drawn  over  the  scene! 

By  mutual  consent  it  was  agreed  to 
sell  the  pelts  and  divide  the  proceeds 
amongst  the  beaters,  the  honor  of  the 
position  of  gunner  being  considered  an 
ample  return  to  those  who  held  those  im- 
portant posts. 

When  night  came  on  it  wTas  a  tired  but 
happy  crowd  that  came  in  and  dispersed 
to  meet  again  at  the  call  of  the  Captain. 
That  is  how  we  conduct  an  old  time  fox 
hunt  in  Prince  Edward  Island.

A  Moose  Hunt  in  North  Western  Ontario.

All  had  been  silence  for  weeks  when  at 
length  I  received  a  letter  from  him  stat- 
ing that  if  I  would  like  a  few  days  in  the 
woods    1  must 
meet     him  at 
Nipigon  House 

0  n  November 
third.  On  receiv- 
ing this  invita- 
tion I  did  not 
stand  upon  the 
order  of  my  go- 
ing but  complet- 
ed my  arrange- 
ments and  set 
off  at  once. 

At  the  station 

1  wasvery  heart- 
ily received  by 
an  enthusiastic 
band  of  hunters. 
The  Indians  had 
reported  moose 

tracks  and  every  one  was  anxious  for  the 
hunt.  * 

Next  morning  I  saw  the  toboggans 
being  loaded,  the  men  putting  in  bacon, 
ham,  tea,  coffee,  flour  etc.  with  portable 
oven,  oil  stove,  sleeping  bags  and  other 
portions  of  a  complete  outfit.  One  of  the 
toboggans,  padded  on  the  sides  with  ex- 
celsior and  covered  with  cheese  cloth, 
was  specially  prepared  for  my  use.  Over 
the  top  of  the  toboggan  was  a  covering 
like  a  gipsy  tent  which  when  turned  up 
completely  covered  the  occupants.  There 
was  a  good  deal  of  leaping,  snarling  and 
barking  before  the  dogs  were  harnessed

and  we  were  off.  A  heated  stone  was 
placed  at  my  feet  and  I  travelled  many 
miles  in  comfort,  the  men  on  snowshoes 
keeping  the  dogs  at  that  even  trot  which 
enabled  the  faithful  huskies  to  get  over 
a  good  deal  of  ground 

When  the  sun  was  high  in  the  heavens 
we  stopped  for  luncheon.  Mailhou,  the 
guide,  cut  down  two  trees  in  such  a  way 
as  to  make  them  cross  each  other  and 
then  collecting  some  birch  bark  we  soon 
had  a  wonderful  blaze,  enabling  us  to  en- 
joy our  mid-day  meal  in  comfort. 

Soon  after  we 
r  ecommenced 
our  journey  we 
met  an  English 
missionary  who 
had  just  come 
into  the  country. 
He  wasengaged 
in  getting  out 
timber  for  his 
house  and  was 
hurrying  to  get 
his  task  complet- 
ed before  the 
heavy  snow  came 
on.  Once  he  had 
the  house  ready 
he  meant  to 
bring  out  his 
family.  We  gave 
him  our  best  wishes  for  his  success  and 
pushed  on  until  the  shades  of  evening 
caused  our  leader  to  call  a  halt. 

I  was  much  interested  in  seeing  how 
expeditiously  and  quietly  each  man  set 
about  his  work,  and  how  speedily  the 
preparations  for  the  night  were  completed. 
Some  dry  logs  were  found  and  a  fire 
was  soon  sending  its  blazes  skyward. 
Branches  of  fir  trees  were  strewn  on  the 
snow  and  upon  these  were  placed  our 
sleeping  bags.  In  the  meantime  the 
cook  had  taken  from  his  well  packed 
stores  some  flour  and  baking  powder 
and  kneading   the   flour    upon    a  small 
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wooden  board  soon  had  a  number  of 
small  loaves  made.  When  these  were 
put  into  pans  and  covered  the  cook  made 
a  bed  of  coals,  made  a  circle  round  the 
fire,  turned  the  oven  facing  the  fire,  and 
to  hurry  the  baking  took  the  loaves  from 
the  pan  putting  them  in  tne  circle  turning 
each  loaf  until  it  had  a  rich  brown  crust 
on  the  outside. 

Next,  the  cook  took  a  large  iron  pan ,  which 
my  motherusedtocall  a  spider, and  putting 
alternate  layers  of  thin  slices  of  bacon  and 
white  beans  with  a  little  water,  filled  the 
spider  to  the  top,  an  iron  lid  was  placed 
on  top  and  dig- 
ging down  deep 
in  the  hot  ashes 
he  placed  the 
pan  in  the  cavity 
thus  made  and 
covered  it  up. 

When  we  were 
ready  for  bed 
the  logs  were 
pushed  tightly 
across  each 
other  and  we 
crept  into  our 
sleeping  bags. 
The  fire  sent  its 
heat  all  around 
inthemostgrate- 
ful  fashion  and 
I  lay  enjoying 
for  a  short  time 
the  novelty  of 
my  position.  The 
warmth  soon 
made  me  drowsy 
and  pulling  the 
cover  over  my  head  I  was  soon  sound 
asleep.  I  did  not  wake  up  all  night  and 
when  I  opened  my  eyes  the  light  was 
growing  strong. 

As  I  removed  my  head  covering  the 
most  delicious  smell  of  coffee  came  to  my 
nostrils  and  I  saw  the  cook  busy  around 
the  fire.  For  a  time  I  lay  there  quietly 
watching  his  movements  and  noticed  him 
steep  some  black  tea  in  a  small  iron  tea- 
pot. 

I  was  given  a  tin  basin  full  of  snow 
water  and  with  the  help  of  a  clean  towel 
and  a  small  hand  mirror  I  made  my  toilet. 
As  we  were  gathering  for  breakfast  one 
of  the  hunters  came  out  of  the  woods. 


''Hurrah  !"  he  cries,  "I  have  seen  the 
footprints  of  a  moose.  Hurry  up  with 
breakfast  and  let  us  all  follow."  The 
cook  draws  out  the  iron  pan  from  its 
bed  of  hot  ashes  and  as  the  the  lid  comes 
off  there  is  not  a  sign  of  bacon  though 
the  beans  smell  delicious.  The  cook  cuts 
off  a  thick  slice  from  one  of  the  loaves 
made  the  night  before,  showing  a  lovely 
brown  crust  outside  and  an  inside  as 
white  as  any  baker's  bread.  I  am  hand- 
ed a  slice  of  this  bread,  the  cook  covers 
it  with  a  layer  of  beans  and  covers  it  with 
another  slice  of  bread.  With  this  sand- 
wich in  one  hand 
and  a  porcelain 
cup  filled  with 
delightful  coffee 
in  the  other  I 
thoroughly  en- 
joyed my  break- 
fast. No  meal 
ever  had  to  me 
the  same  flavor 
as  that  first 
breakfast  in  the 
woods.  The  cook 
who  has  been 
with  many  tour- 
ing parties, 
knows  just  what 
to  take  and  how 
best  to  prepare 
it. 

The  dogs  were 
fedandharnessed 
to  the  to  boggans 
I  was  tucked  in 
and  off  we  went. 
Every  few  minu- 
tes a  rabbit  scurried  across  our  path  and 
the  woods  were  filled  with  delightful 
odors  of  barks  and  pungent  swells  of 
the  pines. 

On  the  banks  of  a  small  river  we  met 
two  Indians.  They  treated  us  very  kindly 
indeed  but  their  dogs  made  as  if  they 
would  devour  us.  One  of  the  men  showed 
us  the  whole  carcass  of  a  moose  and 
offered  us  some  which  we  took,  a  member 
of  the  party  saying  he  knew  it  was  a 
young  moose  by  its  antlers.  We  wrapped 
the  piece  we  took  in  birch  bark  and  when 
cooked  it  tasted  like  sirloin  steak. 

That  night  we  reached  "Moose  Lodge" 
where  we  met  the  rest  of  the  hunting 
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party  and  next  morning  we  were  called 
at  early  dawn  while  the  stars  showed 
as  though  it  were  early  evening  starlight. 
After  breakfast  orders  were  given  that 
quietness  must  reign. 

When  everything  was  ready  we  made 
for  the  woods  and  my  companions  left  me. 
I  thought  I  was  alone  but  the  Indian 
guide  Mailhou  was  near  and  said  some- 
thing which  I  knew  meant  that  I  was  to 
listen  carefully.  When  standing  at  strict 
attention  a  strange  clear  sound 
like  a  call  came  upon  the  air.  Mailhou 
gave  forth  some  sounds  that  to  me  ap- 
peared like  a  return  call. 

A  few  moments  later  there  was  a  crash- 
ing through  the  woods,  a  dark  shadow 
loomed  up,  and  then  was  away  like  a 
flash.  A  short  time  afterwards  I  heard 
the  report  of  a  gun  and  Mailhou  spoke 
to  me  in  an  excited  manner.  I  made  out 
that  I  must  hurry  if  I  meant  to  be  in  at 
the  end  and  I  did  my  best  to  get  through 
that  wood  as  fast  as  I  could. 

When  I  came  up  the  moose  was  down 


and  the  air  of  triumph  assumed  by  one  of 
the  party  made  me  know  who  was  the 
successful  hunter.  At  first  I  rejoiced  to 
see  that  massive  body  and  great  antlered 
head  laid  low  but  the  triumph  of  the 
moose  hunt  was  gone  when  I  saw  the 
big  tears  trickle  down  that  furry  nose. 

I  felt  faint  as  I  stood  and  examined  the 
beautifully  polished  hoofs  and  the  great 
head.  When  I  thought  how  Mailhou 
had  decoyed  him  within  rifle  range  all 
desire  for  possession  left  me  At  that  mo- 
ment a  ringing  laugh  of  triumph  came 
from  the  proud  hunter  and  he  remarked 
commiseratingly  "I  am  afraid  you  women 
are  not  built  for  the  hunt  !" 

The  weight  of  the  moose  was  nine 
hundred  and  sixty-two  pounds.  The 
great  palmated  head  now  adorns  the 
reading  room  of  a  northern  hotel,  at 
which  rendezvous  the  hunters  assemble 
on  their  way  to  Moose  Lodge  and  where 
they  often  fight  over  again  the  triumphs 
of  their  hunts. 


Our  First  Goat.

THE  summer  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
seven  probably  witnessed  the  great- 
est activity  in  timber  circles  in  the 
history  of  British  Columbia.  Timber 
cruisers,  good,  bad  and  indifferent  were 
everywhere;  though  if  you  hunted  from 
one  end  of  the  country  to  the  other  you 
couldn^t  find  one.  That's  what  we  really 
were,  though  wild  horses  couldn't  draw 
it  from  us.  We  were  always  hunting, 
fishing  or  prospecting  or  out  for  the  good 
of  our  healths  (that  is  when  the  other 
fellow  was  round.) 

Like  all  the  other  innocents  we  first 
hit  for  Powell  Lake  which  lies  about 
eighty  miles  north  of  Vancouver  along 
the  coast  and  runs  about  twenty-five 
miles  inland  (though  the  map  makes  it 
forty)  right  into  the  heart  of  the  Cascade 
Range.  We  had  been  told  that  goat 
and  bear  were  very  plentiful  at  the  upper 
end  so  when  we  started  round  the  east 
side  of  Big  or  Goat  island,  the  four  of  us 
in  old  August's  big  twenty- five  foot  dug- 
out, we  kept  a  sharp  look  out.  Mac  was 
in  the  bow  with  Craig's  25-36  Marlin  and 
about  half  a  dozen  shells,  Craig  was  in 
the  stern  with  the  rest  of  the  cartridges 
while  Ed.  and  I  were  seated  on  the  duffle 
in  the  middle. 

Just  as  we  rounded  the  south  east 
corner  of  the  island  we  spied  a  goat  down 
close  to  the  water's  edge  and  only  about 
150  yards  away.  Mac  of  course 
began  to  spit  lead  but  though  there  was 
hardly  a  ripple  to  disturb  his  aim  he  could 
not  locate  that  goat.  Naturally  the  goat 
started  to  seek  cooler  regions  higher  up 
but,  much  to  our  surprise,  seemed  not  to 
hurry  in  the  least.  He  calmly  went  up 
and  up,  often  getting  behind  stumps  and 
rocks,  with  Mac's  bullets  striking  just 
above  him  every  time,  until  the  last  shot 
in  the  gun  found  his  right  hind  leg.  It 
did  not  disable  him  much  however  so 
Mac  passed  the  gun  back  to  Craig. 

By  this  time  the  goat  had  about  doubled 
the  space  between  us  so  we  hastily  pad- 
dled closer.  Then  Craig  unlimbered  but 
with  no  better  success  though  we  did 
think  that  he    touched  htm  once.  The 


goat  had  now  gained  a  small  cave  which 
placed  him  temporarily  beyond  our  reach 
but  Mac  was  determined  to  have  him. 
Craig  said  he  would  go  up  the  cliff  with 
Mac  if  I  lent  him  my  32  Colt,  while  Ed. 
and  I  stayed  below  with  the  rifle  to.  watch 
the  cave.  Just  as  the  other  two  had 
started  the  goat  tried  to  get  out  but  soon 
got  tired  of  forming  a  target  for  Ed 
and  ,vent  back  again. 

I  now  claimed  the  rifle  and  as  the  goat 
obligingly  stood  with  his  head  out  I  fired 
a  couple  of  shots  which  only  caused  him 
to  wag  his  head  as  though  saying  "Oh 
dear  !  what  rotten  shooting.  Those 
fellows  make  me  tired  !"  As  all  the 
shots  had  been  going  high  I  decided  to 
investigate  and  promptly  discovered 
that  the  Lyman  peep  was  elevated  to  the 
top  notch  instead  of  being  down  at  the 
bottom!  I  was  pretty  disgusted  but  by  the 
time  I  had  rectified  the  error  the  goat  had 
backed  out  of  sight. 

But  if  we  in  the  boat  were  having  our 
troubles  so  were  the  fellows  on  shore. 
What  looked  like  an  easy  ascent  from 
the  water  was  proving  well  nigh  impos- 
sible on  shore.  Craig,  never  a  good 
climber  had  cold  feet  and  would  go  no 
farther  while  Mac,  some  distance  higher, 
had  only  his  Marble  Sheath  knife.  Fin- 
ally I  said  I  would  take  the  revolver  to 
him.  I  got  it  there  but  I  would  not  have 
repeated  that  climb  then  for  a  thousand 
dollars.  What  little  nerve  I  possessed 
had  slowly  oozed  away  until  now  I  dared 
not  go  on.  Mac,  then,  had  to  go  up 
alone  while  I  got  behind  a  projecting 
corner  which  shielded  me  from  the  minia- 
ture avalanches  which  he  started  every 
little  while.  Next  I  began  to  consider 
my  own  position.  Get  down  the  way  I 
got  up  I  knew  I  could  not,  for,  as  every 
one  knows,  it  is  easier  to  go  up  a  cliff 
than  go  down  and  I  could  see  no  other 
way.  I  was  standing  on  a  narrow  ledge 
about  forty  feet  above  the  lake  and  by 
poking  over  the  edge  I  could  see  the 
cliff  going  straight  down  to  the  water  and 
hrough  it  until   lost  in   obscurity.  To 
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jump  off  seemed  the  only  way  without 
risking  a  broken  limb  or  worse. 

In  the  meantime  by  making  a  short 
circuit,  Mac  had  gained  the  ledge  which 
led  to  the  cave,  without  disturbing  the 
goat.  But  now  it  seemed  to  feel  some- 
thing was  wrong  and  decided  to  investi- 
gate. The  others  below  dared  not  fire 
for  fear  of  a  glancing  bullet  strikingMac 
and  so  could  render  no  assistance.  Mac 
himself  was  in  a  rather  unpleasant  posi- 
tion. On  a  ledge  so  narrow  that  he  had 
to  crawl  on  hands  and  knees,  a 
sheer  wall  above  and  a  straight 
drop  below,  and  unable  to  turn 
round  and  retreat,  with  a  very  slightly 
wounded  goat  in  front  decidely  anxious 
to  depart  via  this  same  path,  was  a  com- 
bination I  was  perfectly  willing  to  allow 
him  to  tackle  alone.  On  came  the  goat 
in  genuine  goat  style.  Talk  of  the  Charge 
of  the  Light  Brigade  !  It  wasn't  in  it. 
Mac  opened  up  at  a  range  of  fifteen  feet 
but  the  first  three  shots,  though  all  going 
home,  produced  no  effects  At  the  fourth 
when  he  was  almost  touching  the  gun 
the  goat  seemed  to  stumble,  struggled  to 
regain  his  balance  but  toppled  over  the 
precipice,  came  crashing  down  the  decliv- 
ity only  to  be  brought  up  with  a  thud 
against  a  dead  stump.  Down  come  Mac 
and  with  one  roll  sent  him  flying  until 
with  a  last  bound,  amid  a  perfect  torrent 
of  rocks,  he  leapt  into  the  lake. 

Mac  could  hardly  wait  to  get  down 


and  was  almost  ready  to  adopt  my  sug- 
gestion and  jump  for  it.  However  with 
him  in  the  lead  we  finally  managed  to 
get  down  by  grasping  and  clinging  to 
bunches  of  devil's  club  and  salmon  berry, 
which  are  just  a  little  more  prickly  than 
the  worst  raspberry,  and  by  crawling 
over  several  patches  of  wet  slimy  rock 
where  the  winking  of  an  eye  would  al- 
most have  sent  us  after  the  goat.  When 
we  did  reach  the  bottom  we  found  the 
other  two  busy  skinning  our  prize  and 
soon  with  hide  and  horns  and  a  good 
supply  of  meat  we  paddled  on. 

What  visions  of  juicy  steaks  we  had  as 
we  hastened  to  find  a  suitable  camping 
ground  !  We  were  out  of  meat  and  had 
tasted  none  for  two  days,  and  working 
hard  as  we  were  our  lucky  find  was 
doubly  welcome.  What  a  disappoint- 
ment !  Did  you  ever  try  to  eat  goat, 
especially  an  old  he  one  ?  I  have,  and  I 
honestly  believe  you  could  get  more 
nourishment  out  of  a  bunch  of  elastic 
bands.  I  do  know  that  we  each  took 
just  one  bite  and  none  of  us,  after  minutes 
of  effort,  were  able  to  swallow  that. 
Sole  leather  would  be  tender  in  com- 
parison. 

However  Mac  has  a  splendid  pair  of 
horns  and  a  magnificent  hide  which 
August  tanned  for  him  to  remind  him  of 
the  adventure.  Nor  do  I  think  that  any 
of  as  will  soon  forget  "Our  First  Goat." 


The  Big  Game  of  Southern  British  Columbia.

ISOLATED  and  remote  from  the 
whirl  and  noise  of  civilization  is  the 
Elk  River  valley  in  the  southeastern 
part  of  the  Kootenay  district  of  British 
Columbia,  which  today  is  declared  by 
seasoned  sportsmen  to  be  one  of  the 
most  prolific  and  varied  big  game  ranges 
on  the  American  continent.  Elk  roam 
the  valley  in  bands  of  hundreds  and 
beaver  have  colonized  by  thousands.  This 
is  due  in  a  large  measure  to  the  restric- 
tions adopted  by  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment and  the  excellent  grazing  range 
afforded.  Elk  and  beaver  have  been  pro- 
tected since  1905  and  the   close  season 


will  continue  until  1911. 

R.  L.  Laird  of  Spokane,  who  has  ex- 
plored parts  of  the  valley,  declares  that 
the  measure  of  protection  afforded  the 
big  game  in  the  preserve  has  not  been 
half-hearted;  in  fact,  he  adds,  it  is  the 
belief  of  Government  officials,  guides 
and  others  familiar  with  the  district,  that 
the  law  has  been  strictly  observed  with 
the  result  that  elk  and  beaver,  bear,  deer, 
goats,  mountain  sheep  and  other  fur- 
bearing  animals  have  increased  and  are 
today  probably  more  abundant  than  at 
any  other  period  within  the  last  halt 
century. 


Our  Camp  on  the  Severn.

AFTER  considerable  discussion,  we 
decided  to  spend  a  week  of  our 
holidays  under  canvas.  Our  party 
was  very  small  being  composed  of 
Charlie,  who  was  spending  his  holidays 
at  a  summer  cottage  on  Lake  Couchich- 
ing,  and  the  writer,  whose  school  days 
were  not  left  so  far  behind  but  that  he 
could  remember  them  very  distinctly.  As 
it  was  the  first  time  that  either  of  us  had 
camped  without  some  older  heads  in  the 
party,  there  was  much  more  responsibility 
resting  on  our  shoulders  than  there  other- 
wise would  have  been  :  and  many  were 
the  conferences  held  before  we  had  our 
outfit  selected  and  our  route  decided  on. 

We  left  Orillia,  a  pretty  town  on  the 
south-east  shore  of  Lake  Couchiching, 
Ontario,  about  seven  o'clock  in  the  even- 
ing, towing  our  canoe  behind  a  small 
gasoline  yacht  across  the  lake  to  the 
cottage  where  we  were  to  spend  the 
night.  There  was  a  fairly  big  sea  running 
on  the  lake,  and  considerable  excitement 
was  caused  on  the  trip  over  by  the  part- 
ial swamping  of  the  canoe  two  or  three 
times,  necessitating  very  careful  handling 
if  we  wished  to  avoid  upsetting  it. 

Next  morning  we  started  off  bright  and 
early;  the  yacht  towed  us  some  miles  on 
her  way  to  the  camping  grouud  ;  then  we 
cast  off  and  paddled  to  the  mouth  of  the 
the  river.    The  scenery  along  the  north 
end  of  Lake  Couchiching  is  very  pretty, 
composed  as  it  is  of  numerous  islands 
and  large  rocks  lining  the  shores.  Near 
the  mouth  the  Severn    River   is  thickly 
fringed  with  reeds,  and  its  bed  has  many 
reefs  add  ridges  of  rock,  enough  of  them 
coming  near  the  surface  of  the  water  to 
render  navigation  somewhat  dangerous 
even  for  a  canoe.    An  interesting  feature 
of  the  paddle  down    the   river  was  the 
portages,  which  fortunately  were  short. 
We  tried  fishing  at  the  foot  of  the  falls, 
but  with  no  luck,  indeed  the  fishing  all 
through  the  trip  was  txceedingly  poor, 
since  we  only  managed  to  hook  one  small 
bass,     though   perhaps    the  fishermen 
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should  come  in  for  his  share  of  the 
blame,  neither  of  us  being  experts  in 
this  line,   although  fond  of  the  sport. 

We  found  the  nights  very  cold  for 
August,  but  the  days  were  warm  and  by 
the  time  we  got  to  where  we  wished  to 
pitch  our  tent  we  were  pretty  well  tanned 
by  the  sun,  and  very  uncomfortable.  The 
soreness  caused  by  getting  tanned  took 
several  days  to  wear  off,  but  did  little  to 
mar  the  enjoyment  of  the  trip. 

Having  set  up  the  tent  and  made  all 
snug  for  the  night  we  prepared  tea,  and 
no  doubt  the  cooking  would  have  been  a 
revelation  to  our  friends,  could  they  have 
tasted  it,  but  we  soon  learned  to  serve  up 
what  were  to  our  outdoor  appetites,  very 
nice  meals.  A  raspberry  patch  close  to 
the  tent  furnished  us  with  a  welcome 
addition  to  the  bill  of  fare.  From  the 
camp  we  branched  off  in  different  direc- 
tions, going  down  the  river  to  try  our 
luck  with  the  rod  or  through  the  bush 
with  our  .22  rifles  in  search  of  game,  but 
with  small  success,  except  in  so  far  as 
bullfrogs,  black  snakes  etc.,  go. 

After  a  couple  of  nights  spent  *t  this 
place,  we  paddled  bank  to  the  mouth  of 
the  river,  spent*  one  night  there  and  came 
back  up  the  lake  a  couple  of  miles  to  a 
nice  point  where  we  concluded  to  remain  , 
for  the  balance  of  the  week.  Our  stock 
of  provisions  was  getting  rather  low,  but 
a  nearby  farm  house  supplied  us  with 
butter  and  eggs.  We  had  a  lot  of  rifle 
practice  here,  using  first  an  old  log  some 
hundred  yards  out  in  the  lake,  and  later 
small  blocks  of  stone,  for  targets.  Need 
we  say  that  no  new  records  in  shooting 
were  established  ?  An  unpleasant  feature 
of  the  trip  was  a  paddle  of  some  four 
miles  on  the  way  home,  by  the  writer, 
alone  against  a  stiff  wind  and  sea,  and 
with  a  load  in  the  canoe. 

While  a  comfortable  bed  and  properly- 
served  food  were  much  appreciated  after 
roughing  it,  still  we  agreed  that  the  trip 
was  a  great  success,  and  will  certainly 
be  repeated  next  summer. 


A  Successful  Hunt  in  Northern  Ontario.

IHE  Brantford  (Ont.)  Hunt  Club  have 
had  some  notable  hunts  in  past 
years  but  none  better  or  more  en- 
joyable than  the  one  held  last  fall.  There 
were  six  of  us  who  went  from  Brantford — 
Col.  Page,  Messrs  Chas.  Page,  Capt. 
Kerr  A.  McAdams,  M.  Brown  and  myself 
and  it  was  with  high  spirits  we  boarded 
the  train  at 
Brantford  which 
left  on  the  even- 
ing of  October 
29th  in  order 
that  we  might 
be on  the  ground 
and  have  our 
camp  ready  for 
the  opening  day 
of  the  hunting 
season. 

It  was  at 
Sundridge  that 
we  left  the  train 
tor  the  glorious 
country  going 
in  a  north  east- 
erly direction 
and  camping 
right  on  our 
hunting  ground. 
Our  guide,  a 
most  excellent 
and  competent 
man,  met  us  at 
the  station  and 
our  baggage 
was  transferred 
to  a  waggon, 
most  of  us 
trampingon  foot  frank  n.  clarke  of  the 
and   finding  it 

a  pretty  severe  effort  to  get  to  our  camp. 
As  we  were  old  hands  at  the  game  —  at 
least  some  of  us  were — our  baggage  and 
provisions  were  complete  and  we  had  a 
ten  by  fourteen  tent  which  accomodated 
us  very  nicely. 

The  members  of  the  Brantford  Hunt 
Club  hunt  with  dogs  and  we  took  with  us 
three  fox  hounds  and  two  beagles.  Dur- 


ing the  course  of  the  hunt  we  lost  one 
of  the  fox  '  hounds.  Porcupines  were 
very  numerous  in  the  locality  and  the 
dogs  suffered  from  getting  their  mouths 
filled  with  the  quills  on  several  occasions. 

Although  we  use  dogs  in  our  hunting 
we  should  all  be  satisfied  to  cut  them  out 
if  other  hunters  did  the  same.     Most  of 

us  have  done 
consider  a  b  1  e 
still  hunting  and 
proved  quite 
successful  i  n 
securing  deer  by 
that  method. 
While  we  have 
no  wish  to  enter 
into  the  contro- 
versy of  dogs  or 
no  dogs  we  are 
quite  prepared 
to  abide  by  the 
decision  of  the 
Legislature  on 
the  matter,  and 
if  the  verdict  is 
against  the  dogs 
to  give  them  up 
cheerfully.  We 
are  more  inter- 
estedinthedeer, 
and  if  the  future 
of  the  deer  in 
Ontario  de- 
mand that  the 
dogs  be  given 
up  the  members 
of  the  Brantford 
Hunt  Club  will 
willingly  a  c  - 
quiesce. 

During  the  time  we  were  in  camp  we 
saw  three  extra  large  flocks  of  geese  fly- 
ing south  but  failed  to  secure  any  of  them 
— they  were  too  high  up. 

The  first  time  he  was  out  Col.  Page 
saw  a  large  buck  standing  on  a  precipice 
five  hundred  yards  below.  He  fired  and 
the  deer  went  away  at  a  trot.  However, 
the  party  did  not  all  behave  in  this  fash- 
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ion  and  before  the  hunt  was 
concluded  no  less  than  eleven 
deer  had  fallen  to  the  guns  of 
the  hunters — seven  bucks  and 
four  does,  of  which  one  was 
used  for  meat  in  camp.  The 
Colonel  after  waiting*  six  hours 
on  a  runway  had  his  chance  and 
secured  a  fine  buck.  In  my  own 
case  a  splendid  buck  was  shot, 
the  animal  weighing  two  hun- 
dred and  forty  pounds  He  had 
likewise  a  magnificent  head  and 
a  beautiful  set  of  antlers  on 
him. 

Charlie  Page  had  quite  an  ex- 
citing time  with  a  wounded 
buck  which  tore  one  of  the  dogs 
badly  before  he  was  killed.  We 
performed  some  very  rough 
surgery  on  the  dog  and  the  animal  ap- 
parently recovered  though  we  did  not 
allow  her  to  hunt  again. 

Each  day  had  its  pleasures  and  adven- 
tures and  we  were  all  sorry  when  the 
time  for  departure  arrived.  Bringing  out 
ten  deer  made  our  load  a  very  heavy  one 
and  we  had  a  hard  time  in  getting  through 
on  account  of  the  snow.  The  Fish 
Guardian  held  us  up  for  a  time  but  as  we 
had  nothing  of  the  nature  of  a  net  in  our 
Da£Tgage  we  were  allowed  to  go  without 
even  receiving  a  warning. 

I  might  just  note  the  fact  that  we  hung 
our  deer  so  their  hair  would  shed  the 
rain.  They  don't  look  so  nice  when 
hung  up  in  that  way  but  I  think  that 
method  is  the  proper  one  when  the  sea- 
son is  wet  and  snowy. 

Hare  and  partridge  were  scarce  and  in 
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this  particular  our  experience  corrobor- 
ated that  of  other  parties  who  appear  to 
have  found  them  scarce  all  through 
Northern  Ontario.  We  saw  a  bear's 
track  but  did  not  catch  sight  of  the  bear 
or  some  of  our  valiant  hunters  would 
have  had  his  pelt. 

We  likewise  saw  the  tracks  of  numer- 
ous lynx  and  should  have  liked  to  have 
rid  the  woods  ofsomeof  these  marauders. 

On  the  whole  we  had  a  pleasant  time 
and  were  so  satisfied  with  our  experience 
and  successes  that  we  intend  to  be  back 
in  the  woods  next  fall.  Very  few  of  the 
hunting  parties  from  Brantford  and  its 
vicinity  did  as  well  as  we  did,  and  it  is 
therefore  not  to  be  wondered  at  that  we 
have  made  up  our  minds  to  allow  nothing 
unimportant  to  stop  us  from  getting  to- 
gether and  once  more  enjoying  a  holiday 
and  hunt  in  the  backwoods. 


Serious  reports  come  from  the  Algon- 
quin National  Park  as  to  the  havOc 
wrought  by  the  wolves  upon  the  deer. 
Dr.  Long,  who  spent  a  fortnight  in  the 
Park,  said  that  there  were  more  than  a 
thousand  carcasses  of  deer  lying  in  the 
Park  as  a  result  of  the  work  of  the 
wolves.  While  the  deer  are  increasing 
largely  in  numbers-,  owing  to  the  protec- 
tion   afforded   them,  the   work    of  the 


wolves  (unless  exagerated)  will  make 
serious  inroads  on  their  numbers.  After 
the  above  had  been  written  Park  Super- 
intendent Bartlett  issued  a  denial  of  the 
story  and  added  that  deer  were  never  so 
plentiful  in  the  Park  as  at  present.  Dr. 
LyOng  is  the  same  gentleman  who 
brought  himself  under  the  "big  stick" 
of  President  Roosevelt  for  his  nature 
stories. 


Canoe  "DontV  for  Uninitiated  Canoeists. 


BY 

1.  Don't  step  on  the  deck  of  a  canoe. 

2.  Don't  sit  on  the  deck  when  paddling 
alone. 

3.  Don't  sit  in  the  middle  when  paddling 
alone,  unless  an  expert. 

4.  Don't  put  your  togs  in  the  stern,  the 
canoe  may  leak. 

5.  Don't  let  the  upper  hand  grasp  any- 
thing but  the  top  of  the  paddle. 

6.  Don't  walk  into  a  canoe  upright  but 
"sneak"  in,  bent  forward,  grasping 
the  gunwhales  as  you  move  forward. 

7.  Don't  run  your  canoe  high  and  dry 
on  a  stony  rocky  shore  and  then 
walk  out  of  it. 

8.  Don't  kneel  and  attempt  to  paddle 
without  partly  sitting  on  a  thwart. 

9.  Don't,  when  alone,  use  the  back 
thwart  without  a  weight  in  the  bow 

10.  Don't  turn  your  whole  body  to  look 
behind,  simply  "rubberneck." 

11.  Learn  to  paddle  with  one  knee,  the 
one  opposite  the  side  you  are  pad- 
dling on — up  off  the  bottom  and  the 
foot  forward. 

12.  Don't  let  a  lady  step  into  a  canoe 
without  steadying  it  at  stern  or  gun- 
whale. 

13.  Don't  forget  to  turn  the  canoe  bottom 
side  up  for  the  night. 

14.  Don't  let  a  canoe  rest  upside  down 
on  its  ends. 

15.  Don't  leave  it  upside  down  where  a 
gust  of  wind  would  turn  it  over  and 
possibly  damage  it. 

16.  Don't  leave  it  upside  down  in  the  sun 
without  covering  it. 

17.  Don't  sit  on  it  when  it  is  turned 
over  and  on  shore. 
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18.  Don't  fidget  if  you  run  on  a  sub- 
merged rock  or  log. 

19  Don't  drag  it  on  shore,  lift  it  till  the 
stern  touches  the  shallow  bottom. 

20.  Don't  stand  up  in  it  where  the  water 
is  deep. 

21.  Don't  push  off  with  your  body  lean- 
ing forward  on  the  paddle. 

22.  Don't  buy  your  first  canoe  less  than 
thirty-eight  inches  wide  and  sixteen 
feet  long. 

23.  Don't  paddle  in  white  caps  or  a 
choppy  sea. 

24.  Don't  try  to  land  in  a  river  with  the 
bow  pointing  down  stream. 

25.  Don't  load  your  canoe  so  that  the 
gunwhale  is  less  than  five  or  six 
inches  from  the  water. 

26.  Don't  get  your  hands  less  than  thirty 
inches  apart  on  the  paddle,  otherwise 
you  will  soon  tire. 

27.  Don't  paddle  and  then  back  water  ; 
learn  to  "feather". 

28.  Don't  get  excited  if  you  upset,  stick 
to  your  paddle  and  canoe. 

29.  Don't  run  rapids  except  with  an  ex- 
pert in  the  stern. 

30.  Don't  try  to  sleep  under  a  canoe 
turned  over  on  level  ground  ;  prop 
it  up  in  some  way. 

31r  Always  step  in  the  centre  and  get 
out  over  the  side  of  the  end  ;  in 
getting  out  over  the  end  you  may 
bark  your  shin  on  the  deck; 

32.  Don't  portage  till  the  canoe  is  well 
balanced  over  your  head. 

33.  Keep  your  canoe  under  cover  in  a 
safe,  high  and  dry  spot  over  winter. 

34.  Don't  change  places  on  the  water. 


An  Alpine  Jubilee. 


Fiftieth   Anniversary  of  the    English   Alpine  Club.

IT  will  be  remembered  by  those  who 
attended  the  Paradise  Valley  Camp, 
last  July,  that  while  the  Camp  was 
in  session  an  invitation  was  received  by 
the  President  of  the  Alpine  Club  of  Can- 
ada to  attend  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of 
the  organization  of  the  Alpine  Club  of 
England  on  the 
17th  of  December 
following. 

Coming  from  the 
oldest  to  the 
youngest  of  Alpine 
clubs  this  invita- 
tion was  most 
gratifying. 

At  that  moment 
the  mou  n  t  a  i  n 
weather  was  at  its 
best,  the  peaks 
were  in  first  class 
order  and  "things" 
were  strenuous; 
therefore,  reply  to 
this  most  appro- 
priate recognition 
of  Canada's  great 
Alpine  tracts  was 
relegated  to  the 
future.  However, 
a  day  came  when 
a  second  pressing 
note  made  a  definite 
decision  necessary. 

Looking  men- 
tally    across  the 

dim  and  distant  vistas  of  land  and  sea 
lying  between — to  and  fro,  12,000  miles 
— and  the  financial  requirements  of  such 
a  journey,  the  President  did  not  feel  equal 
to  the  undertaking  and  no  substitute 
could  be  found.  Sorrowful  regrets  were 
about  to  be  sent,  when  the  Executive  of 
the- Club  stepped  forward,  an  individual 
member  of  the  Club  stepped  forward, 
the  Dominion  Government  stepped  for- 
ward, and  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
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Company  stepped  forward.  The  gist  of 
their  remarks  was:  That  Canada  was  a 
big  country,  that  its  Alpine  regions  com- 
pared with  any  in  the  world  and  that  the 
Alpine  Club  was  here  to  stay';  so  the 
President  went. 

We  left  New  York  on  the  7th  Decem- 
ber by  the  Cunar- 
der  "S.  S.  Car- 
mania."  Three 
hours  out  we  came 
to  a  standstill. 
The  huge  leviathan 
with  3,000  souls 
on  board,  beside 
whom  the  old 
4 'Great  Eastern" 
was  a  baby,  had 
quietly  and  se- 
dately, at  full 
tide,  run  aground; 
and  this  in  the 
regular  shipping 
channel,  wit  h  i  n 
sight  of  the  Me- 
tropolis of  the 
United  .States  of 
America.  It  hap- 
pened while  we 
were  at  breakfast 
and  the  faint  heave 
caused  not  the 
slightest  comment. 
In  fact,  it  hap- 
pened so  quietly 
that  few  knew  we 
were  on  ground  until  hours  afterwards. 
That  afternoon  when  the  New  York  pa- 
pers came  on  board,  we  found  a  lurid 
description  of  the  "catastrophe":  How 
those  seated  at  the  breakfast  tables  were 
flung  prostrate,  and  women  and  children 
shrieked  with  terror.  So  far,  however, 
were  we  from  catastrophe  that  for  the 
two  days  of  delay  the  passengers  on  the 
main  deck  below  cleared  a  ring  and 
danced  from  morning  until  night  to  the 
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tuneful  accompaniment  of  an  accordion. 
To  make  a  long  story  short,  8,000  tons 
of  water  were  pumped  out  of  the  hold; 
then,  when  the  tide  was  again  full,  a 
fleet  of  powerful  tugs  with  much  blast- 
ing of  whistles  and  straining  of  cables 
hauled  her  back  into  the  main  channel. 
We  returned  to  quarantine  and  spent  the 
next  day  pumping  water  back  again. 
In  the  meantime,  divers  went  down  and 
carefully  examined  her  bottom  to  see 
that  no  damage  had  been  done.  We 
had  lost  two  clear  days,  or  as  the  Cap- 
tain pathetically  put  it:    18,000  meals. 


It  was  now  with  me  a  question  whether 
I  should  reach  London  in  time  for  the 
great  dinner. 

The  most  impressive  ceremony  taking 
place  on  board  was  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land service  on  Sunday  morning,  which 
the  Captain  read  at  a  desk  covered  by 
the  Union  Jack.  Headed  by  the  "Bo'- 
sun,"  a  file  of  Jack-tars  marched  in,  two 
and  two,  and  took  their  places  with 
machine-like  order.  For  these  grey- 
hounds of  the  ocean  of  which  we  so 
often  hear,  the  Mauretania,  the  Lusi- 
tania,  the  Carmania  and  others  of  that 
ilk,  are  reserve  British  warships  and 
carry  a  full  complement  of  naval  reserve 
officers  and  men;  ready  at  a  moment's 
notice  to  speed  to  any  part  of  the  water- 
surface  of  the  globe  on  their  country's 
service. 

As  the  deep,  well  modulated  voice  of 
the  Captain  sounded  through  the  saloon 


in  joint  prayer  for  His  Majesty,  King 
Edward  and  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  and  no  other  sound  was  heard 
except  the  distant  thump  of  the  screws 
and  the  lap  of  the  water  against  the 
side,  the  minds  of  the  assembled  con- 
gregation sp~d  like  a  flash  to  their  re- 
spective homes  over  long  distances  of 
sea  and  land,  and  all  realized  the  solem- 
nity of  the  occasion  and  what  units  we 
were  in  the  hands  of  a  merciful  Creator, 
a  feeling  intensified  by  the  gentle  pitch 
of  the  deck  as  the  ship  rose  and  fell  to 
succeeding  swells. 

We  wokeone 
fine  morning  to 
find  the  Car- 
mania  stopped, 
and  bobbing  at 
her  side  a  dim- 
inutive tender, 
while  in  the 
distance  show- 
ed dimly  the 
shores  of  Ire- 
land and  the 
e  n  t  r  ance  to 
Quee  nstown 
harbor. 

I  was  not 
t  a  k  i  ng  any 
chances  of  fog 
and  mudbanks 
in  the  Mersey 
so  left  the  ship*  and  proceeded  by  rail  to 
London,  crossing  the  Irish  channel,  via 
Kingstown,  by  the  first  mail  boat.  The 
"Connaught"  is  one  of  a  fine  fleet  that 
never  fails  to  make  its  connections,  and 
if  the  waves  are  too  big  to  get  over,  as 
they  often  are,  simplifies  matters  by  go- 
ing through  them. 

It's  a  funny  feeling,  that  of  setting 
your  foot  upon  your  native  soil  for  the 
first  time  in  thirty  odd  years.  It  is  a 
mixture  of  many  feelings  which  may  all 
be  summed  up  by  a  catch  in  the  throat. 
As  the  tender  moved  rapidly  down  the 
narrow  harbor-way,  the  glacis  of  each 
fort  at  the  entrance,  the  shore  holdings 
of  the  farmers  and  Spike  Island,  directly 
in  front  of  the  town,  showed  brilliant 
green,  as  green  is  seen  nowhere  else  in 
the  world,  setting  at  rest  any  doubts 
whatever  as  to  the  appropriateness  of 
the  cognomen,  * 'Emerald  Isle." 
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The  town  is  quaint  and  old-fashioned; 
the  buildings  of  grey  stone,  square  and 
ugly,  but  looking  picturesque  and  me- 
dieval, rising  in  tiers  above  one  another 
against  a  setting  of  foliage-clad  banks 
that  form  the  coast  line. 

In  due  course  I  took  one  of  the  dimin- 
utive toy  trains  that  were  running  about 
the  yard.  Toy 
t  r  a  ins  they 
look  ed;  so 
much  so  that 
the  impulse  is 
to  take  one  ot 
the  little  en- 
gines and  turn 
it  up  side  down 
to  see  where 
the  works  are. 
But  don't 
make  any  mis- 
take about 
their  being 
able  to  go. 
They  go  to 
such  an  extent 
that  there  is  no 
s  c  enery.  It 
flies  by  you 
like  a  streak, 
and,  best  of 
all,  you  can 
always  count 
on  their  start- 
ing and  arriv- 
ing on  sched- 
uled time. 

A  1  o  ne  in 
London!  The 
great  metrop- 
o  1  i  s  of  the 
w  o  r  Id  that 
makes  all 
other   ci  t  i  e  s 

look  like  villages!  I  have  no  doubt  you 
would  feel  lonesome  if  you  were  given 
time,  but  things  happen  quickly  in  an 
English  railway  station  and  you  scarcely 
realize  that  you  are  there  before  you  are 
on  the  way  to  your  hotel. 

I  arrived  shortly  after  six  on  the 
morning  of  the  I7th  of  December,  the 
day  of  the  Jubilee  dinner — a  rather  close 
shave.  The  night  before  I  should  have 
been  the  guest  of  the  Alpine  Dining 
Club  at  a   dinner  held  in  Oddennino's 
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Imperial  Restaurant,  after  which  an  ad- 
journment was  made  to  attend  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Alpine  Club  at  their 
rooms,  23  Savile  Row.  These  functions, 
owing  to  the  delay  in  New  York  harbor, 
were  lost. 

The  principal  attraction  at  the  Club 
rooms  was  an  exceptionally  fine  exhibi- 
tion of  Alpine 
paintings,  all 
exhibits  own- 
ed by  mem- 
bers. H  ere 
were  rep  r  e- 
sentations  of 
many  high 
mountains  of 
the  wo  rid: 
Mt.  Everest, 
Mt.  St.  Elias, 
R  u  wenzori, 
from  the  Him- 
alayas, from 
the  Caucasus, 
and  from  the 
E  u  r  o  p  ean 
Alps.  Ofthe 
last,  M  t. 
Blanc,  Monte 
Rosa  and  the 
Mat  terhorn 
a  p  p  e  a  r  ed 
from  numer- 
ous points  of 
view.  There 
was  even  a 
p  ainting  of 
Mt.  Ararat. 
The  Canadian 
R  o  c  k  i  es, 
h  o  w  e  v  er, 
were  remark- 
able by  their 
a  b  s  ence  of 

representation.  There  is  certainly  room, 
for  enterprise  in  this  direction  by  the  Al- 
pine Club  of  England. 

The  dinner  was  held  in  Lincoln's  Inn 
Hall,  a  room  of  vast  proportions  and 
noble  architecture.  Having  reached  the 
ante-chamber,  your  name  was  announced 
by  the  Master  ot  the  Ceremonies  who, 
clad  in  a  Bencher's  gown,  with  a  long 
beard  flowing  to  his  waist,  looked  very 
imposing  and  ceremonious.  After  shak- 
ing hands  with  the  President  of  the  Club, 


crows'  nest  mountain. 


His  Lordship,  the  Bishop  of  Bristol,  you 
mingled  with  the  crowd;  and  here  I  con- 
fess to  my  first  feeling  of  loneliness:  on 
all  sides  were  men  gripping  hands  and 
firing  cordial  greetings  at  one  another; 
men  who  had  not  met,  perhaps  for  years, 
and  some  of  whom  had  travelled  over 
half  the  globe  in  many  outlandish  parts 
since  their  last  greeting,  A  fellowship, 
a  free  masonry  seemed  to  exist  among 
them  which  was  readily  understood  by 
one  who  had  also  sat  by  the  campfire 
and  watched  the  sparks  vanish  in  the 
leafy  canopy  overhead,  who  had  been 
face  to  face  with  death  in  the  snow  and 
ice  desolation  of  a  mountain  summit. 
The  feeling  was  of  short  duration.  A 
voice  at  my  elbow:  "Mr.  President,  Sir 
Henry  Bergne  wishes  to  meet  you."  I 
then  found  myself  in  good  hands.  Sir 
Henry  was  of  the  Foreign  Office,  knew 
Canada  and  uas  a  most  enthusiastic 
member  of  the  Alpine  Club.  He  prompt- 
ly introduced  me  to  Sir  Alfred  Wills 
(Justice  Wills)  who  was  also  acquainted 
with  Canada,  having  been  a  member  of 
the  Behring  Sea  Commission.  They 
said  they  were  going  to  look  after  me 
that  evening,  to  see  that  Canada  had  a 
good  time,  and  they  did. 


We  then  moved  for  the  tables.  When 
all  were  placed  and  the  rustle  of  many 
people  finding  seats  had  subsided  to  the 
murmur  of  general  talk,  there  was  time 
to  look  around  and  see  what  had  hap- 
pened. I  discovered  that  Canada  was 
in  a  place  of  high  honor,  a  tribute  no 
doubt  to  the  12,000  miles  of  land  and  sea 
travelled  by  her  representative  to  attend 
the  function.  On  one  side  sat  the  Rt. 
Hon.  Sir  Alfred  Wills,  one  of  the  two 
surviving  members  of  the  original  or- 
ganization of  1857,  on  the  other  side  sat 
Mr.  Douglas  Freshfield,  a  well  known 
mountaineer  of  Caucasian  fame  and  an 
ex-President  of  the  Alpine  Clnb.  Be- 
tween Sir  Alfred  Wills  and  the  President 
of  the  Club  sat  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  of 
England.  On  the  other  side  of  the 
President  sat  the  representative  of  the 
Russian  Alpine  Club;  next.  Prof.  T.  G. 
Bonney  of  Oxford  and  then  Prof.  Chas. 
E.  Fay,  representing  the  American  Al- 
pine Club  and  the  Appalachian  Moun- 
tain Club  of  Boston. 

The  High  table  ran  the  full  length  of 
the  room  and  from  it,  at  right  angles, 
ten  other  tables  branched  across.  The 
only  lights  were  hundreds  of  candles 
with  yellow  shades.     While  these  ilium- 
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inated  the  tables  brilliantly,  above  and 
beyond  was  in  semi-obscurity  giving  a 
most  artistic  and  pleasing,  though  some- 
what weird  effect.  All  around  the  walls, 
the  sphynx-like  faces  of  Chief  Justices 
who  had  been,  gloomed  from  flowing 
wigs  and  sables  upon  the  festive  crowd. 
Directly  opposite  was  the  i 'Hanging 
Judge,"  Chief  Justice  Jefferies,  and  in 
the  deceptive  half  light,  I  could  almost 
swear  I  saw  his  eye  twinkle  as  though  at 
heart  in  sympathy  with  a  gathering  of 
such  good  cheer. 


As  I  gazed  at  the  men  who  sat  around 
the  respective  tables,  I  could  not  but 
feel  strongly  impressed.  Here  and  there 
stars  and  distinguished  orders  glittered 
on  breasts  decorated  by  blue  ribbons. 
Names  that  are  household  words  in  the 
worlds  of  the  Church,  of  Science,  Law 
and  Medicine  leaped  to  mind  as  the  eye 
scanned  the  originals:  Sir  Archibald 
Geikie,  the  Rev.  T.  G.  Bonney,  the 
Rev.  Colin  Campbell,  C.  T.  Dent,  F.  R. 
C.  S.,  Dr.  Norman  Collie,  Stutfield 
Baker,  Spottswood  Green  and  many 
others. 


Three  feelings  were  uppermost: 
Wonder,  pride  and  ambition;  wonder! 
because  the  faces  full  of  character  and 
the  bold  fearless  eyes  bespoke  moral  and 
intellectual  forces  behind  this  noble  sport 
of  mountaineering  that  were  only  now 
brought  fully  home  to  me;  pride!  that 
the  representative  of  our  youthful  organ- 
ization should  be  an  honored  guest  upon 
so  great  an  occasion;  ambition!  for,  in  a 
moment  of  mental  foresight,  I  could  see 
in  the  dim  future  such  a  hall  in  far-off 
Canada  with  a  similar  crowd  seated 
around  many  ta- 
bles; a  crowd, 
perhaps  not  so 
wealthy  of  titles, 
perhaps  not  so 
prolific  of  great 
clerical  and  sci- 
entific men  or 
legal  and  medi- 
cal luminari  e  s, 
but  with  the 
same  bold  char- 
acter written  on 
their  faces  and 
the  same  tearless 
bright  eyes;  men 
who  had  fought 
fights,  who  had 
sustained  victory 
or  defeat  with 
stoical  calm, 
where  victory  or 
defeat  often 
meant  death. 

I  turned  to  the 
courtly  old  gen- 
1 1  eman  on  my 
right  and  beheld 
him  beaming  on 
the  assembly,  satisfaction  visible  in  every 
fibre  of  his  being;  and  well  it  might  be, 
for  had  he  not  been  present  at  similar 
annual  functions  for  the  past  fifty  years, 
and  were  not  he  and  one  other  the  sole 
survivors  of  an  organization  which,  fifty 
years  before,  had  given  expression  to  the 
British  desire  for  achievement  that  has 
spread  England's  colonies  over  the  en- 
tire habitable  portion  of  the  globe.  I 
then  and  there  prayed  that  it  might  be 
granted  me,  some  day,  to  feel  as  he  did 
at  that  moment. 

It  is  needless  to  say   that  the  dinner 
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was  the  best  London  could  furnish,  as 
also  the  Toastmaster.  The  toasts  were 
responded  to  by  speeches  both  witty  and 
incisive.  The  banquet  concluded  by  an 
ancient  and  pleasing  ceremony:  that  of 
drinking  the  Loving  Cup.  As  this  stage 
of  the  proceedings  was  reached,  the 
Toastmaster,  striking  the  table  sharply 
with  his  gavel,  announced  in  a  fine  mel- 
low voice:  "My  Lords  and  Gentlemen! 
His  Lordship,  the  President,  will  now 
drink  with  you  the  Loving  Cup;  to  the 
right  at  the  grand  high  table,  to  the  left 
at  the  grand  high  table,  and  at  the  other 
tables,  across  and 
across,  and  be- 
tween and  be- 
tween." The  cups 
then  passed  from 
hand  to  hand,  as 
indicated,  among 
the  three  hundred 
and  fifty- five  per- 
sons pre  sent. 
Among  other  clubs 
represented  were: 
the  Ru  s  s  i  a  n, 
Swiss,  Austria  n, 
French,  German, 
Italian,  Neth  e  r- 
lands,  Canadian, 
American,  Appal- 
achian and  Scotch 
mountainee  ring 
clubs. 

The  following 
evening,  a  conver- 
sazonie  was  held 
by  the   Bishop  of 

Bristol,  representing  the  Alpine  Club,  in 
the  magnificent  hall  of  Temple  Inn.  At 
this  function  ladies  were  present  and  the 
scene  was  brilliant  with  diamonds  and 
rich  fabrics.  The  writer  here  had  the 
honor  of  being  introduced  to  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Bullock  Workman,  the  latter  the 
lady  who  has  climbed  to  the  greatest  al- 
titude attained  by  lady  climbers  among 
the  mountains  of  the  world,  a  height  of 
four  miles  above  the  level  of  the  sea. 
Another  pleasing  incident  of  that  even- 
ing was  the  grouping  at  one  time  of  six 
men,  all  of  whom  had  explored  and 
climbed  in  the  Canadian  Rockies  and  had 
published  writings  on  the  subject,  viz: 
Hermann  Woolley,  President-elect  of  the 


English  Alpine  Club;  Prof.  Fay,  Presi- 
dent of  the  American  Alpine  Club;  the 
President  of  the  Canadian  Alpine  Club, 
Hugh  E.  M.  Stutfield,  vice-President  of 
the  English  Aipine  Club,  Dr.  J.  Norman 
Collie  and  G.  P,  Baker. 

A  delightful  little  dinner  was  given 
the  following  evening  at  St.  James  Club 
by  Sir  Heniy  Bergne  to  a  number  of  Al- 
pine enthusiasts,  his  son,  Francis  a 
Court  Bergne  being  one  of  the  guests. 
This  dinner  is  mentioned  because  it  led 
to  my  being  one  of  a  climbing  party  in 
Switzerland  when  a  very  sad  accident  oc-

curred,  resulting  in  the  loss  of  life  to  the 
leader  of  the  party.  In  the  course  of 
conversation  the  writer  stated  that  it  was 
his  intention  to  make  a  flying  trip  to  the 
Alps  to  see  their  construction  and  gen- 
eral scenic  effects.  The  statement  was 
followed  by  an  invitation  from  Mr.  Fran- 
cis Bergne  to  join  him  in  Switzerland 
immediately  after  Christmas.  It  was 
promptly  accepted  and,  on  the  morning 
of  December  26th,  Sunday,  I  found  my- 
self at  Sierre  in  the  Rhone  valley.  The 
clouds  were  down  low  and  snow  lay  on 
the  ground.  Mr.  Bergne,  they  told  me, 
was  at  the  Forest  Hotel,  Vermala,  sit- 
uated high  up  on  the  mountain  side  but 
now  hidden  by  the  clouds.     I  got  in  tel- 
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ephone  communication  with  him  and  he 
said  he  would  be  down  at  noon  the  next 
day. 

The  Chateau  Bellevue,  where  I  put  up, 
is  a  fine  old  building,  modernized  as  a 
hotel,  but  with  much  of  its  ancient  state

left,  noticeable  in  the  thickness  ot  the 
walls,  the  frescoes  on  the  ceilings  and 
the  massive  oak  doors  and  shutters.  In 
the  dining  room,  the  waitresses  were 
Swiss  peasant  girls,  clad  in  national  cos- 
tume, good  tempered  and  buxom;  and, 


by  the  time  I  had  learned  the  difference 
between  "premier  dejuner,"  "dejuner" 
and  "diner,"  it  was  possible,  with  the 
help  of  a  smattering  of  French,  to  get  a 
good  meal. 

I  spent  the  day  exploring  the  highways 
and  byways  of 
Sierre,  a  collec- 
tion of  quaint 
dwelling  houses 
and  na  r  r  o  w 
streets,  flagged 
or  paved  with 
cobble.  The 
valley  of  the 
Rhone,  I  found 
more  intere  s  t- 
ing.  It  is  about 
two  to  three 
miles  wide.  At 
intervals,  in  its 
m  i  d  d  le,  are 
knolls,  sever  a  1 
hundred  feet  in 
height,  formed 
in  by-gone  days 
by  landsl  i  p  s . 
from  the  moun- 
tain sides.  Now, 
each  is  grown 
densely  '  with 
scrubby  pine 
and  oak,  a  n  d 
surmounted  by 
a  castle,  church 
or  chateau,  that 
carries  you  back 
to  med  i  e  v  a  1 
a  ges.  For  a 
c  o  n  s  i  derable 
distance  up  ths 
valley  s  i  d  e  e 
countless  culti- 
vated plots  rise 
in  tiers,  their 
outsides  retained 
by  stone  walls. 
Here  grapes  are 
matured  in  sum- 
mer time,  and 
every  available 
inch  of  ground  is  utilized.  The  Rhone, 
a  rapid,  sad-colored  stream  winds  in  ser- 
pentine loops  along  the  floor  of  the 
valley. 

Monday  morning  broke  clear  and 
bright.    On  both   sides  of  the  valley, 
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above  the  steep  timbered  slopes,  rose 
white-clad  peaks,  showing  so  sharp-cut 
and  clear  against  a  blue  sky  that  they 
seemed  close  at  hand,  although  miles 
distant.  To  the  north,  high  up  in  the 
air,  almost  at  timber  line,  one  could  see 
the  Forest  Hotel,  where  Mr.  Bergne  had 
been  spending  his  time  since  his  arrival. 
Lit  up  by  a  bright  mid-winter  sun,  bring- 
ing out  strongly  the  color  contrasts 
glinting  on  castle  and  chateau,  tower 
and  steeple,  the 
valley  presented 
a  marked  differ- 
ence to  the  dis- 
ma  cloud- 
shrouded  trough 
of  the  previous 
day. 

Sharp  at  noon 
Mr.  Bergne  ap- 
peared accom- 
panied by  Mr. 
S  tewart,  a 
member  of  the 
Executive  of  the 
Alpine  Club  and 
an  old  disciple 
of  the  ice-axe 
and  rope.  Our 
ourney  now  lay 
up  the  Rhone 
valley,  eighteen 
miles  by  rail  to 
the  village  of 
Visp,  or  Viege 
as  it  is  called 
in  French.  On 
the  train,  the 
party  was  joined 
Mr.  Simon,  a 
member  of  par- 
liament for  one 
of  Engl  a  n  d's 

largest  constituencies.  The  run  was  full 
of  light  and  color;  now  flashing  through 
tunnels,  now  crossing  and  re-crossing 
the  sparkling  Rhone.  On  either  hand 
stood  noble  peaks,  white  with  winter's 
snows,  cultivated  patches  of  vineyard 
reaching  far  up  their  lower  slopes. 
Everywhere  were  peasant's  chalets,  and 
never  a  projecting  crag,  knoll  or  emi- 
nence without  its  castle,  church  or 
chateau;  vivid,  striking  scenes,  rich  in 
life,  rich  in  contrast  and  permeated  by  a 
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picturesque  antiquity  that,  to  one  from 
the  modernized  present  of  the  newer 
world,  created  a  land  of  enchantment, 
where  fair  maidens  dwelt  in  castles, 
dragons  were  still  to  be  conquered  and 
Knights  yet  sought  adventure. 

We  spent  the  night  at  the  Hotel  de  la 
Poste,  a  quaint  old  place  with  rooms 
heated  by  stone  stoves  built  of  great 
slabs,  carved  with  the  insignia  of  a  fam- 
ily who  had  been  in  possession  for  gen- 
erations. Visp 
is  a  decayed 
old  village  with 
m  a  ny  pictur- 
esque features. 
They  show  e  d 
us  a  quaint 
bronze  lo  c  k, 
goodn  ess 
knows  how  an- 
cient! on  a 
carved  oak  e  n 
door,  for  which 
a  thousand  dol- 
lars had  been 
offered  by  a 
curio  collector, 
and  refused  by 
the  owner. 
And  yet,  it 
might  readily 
have  been  stol- 
en every  day  of 
the  week  for  it 
never  was 
locked.  Under 
an  arch  of  the 
foundations  of 
the  pnnci  pal 
church  reposed 
a  stack  of  hu- 
man bones, 
h  u  n  d  reds  of 
skulls,  all  arranged  with  neat  pre- 
cision. It  was  explained  that  the  bury- 
ing ground  was  of  restricted  area  and 
after  a  certain  number  of  years'  inter- 
ment the  remains  were  dug  up  and  the 
space  again  made  available. 

In  the  morning,  having  slept  in  beds 
requiring  a  chair  or  step-ladder  to 
get  into,  we  set  out  up  the  valley  of  the 
Visp  river  along  a  narrow  mountain 
road.  Below,  at  various  depths,  as  the 
road  rose  and  fell,  ran    the   railway  to 
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Zermatt,  now  out  of  use  for  the  winter. 
Five  miles  brought  us  to  the  village  of 
Stalden,  where  the  stream  divides.  Up 
the  western  branch,  the  Matter- Visp,  the 
railway — here  a  rack-and-pinion — leads 
to  Zermatt;  while  the  other  branch,  the 
Saaser  Visp,  leads  upward  to  the  Monte 
Moro  Pass.  It  is  said  that  over  this 
Pass  remains  of  the  old  road  used  by  the 
Romans  are  still  to  be  seen.  Between 
the  two  branches  rears  a  noble  peak,  the 
Balfrinhorn,  12,475  feet,  the  first  of  a 
series  of  ice-bound  pinacles  rising  from 
the  Saasgrat,  at  the  northern  extremity 
of  the  Mischabel  range.  It  was  up  this 
latter  valley  we  continued  our  way  by  a 
very  narrow  mountain  road  perched  high

on  the  side  of  the  valley.  The  only 
method  of  transport  is  by  mules,  with 
jingling  bells  and  pack  saddles,  or  at 
best  drawing  a  miniature  sled,  a  species 
of  conveyance  of  which  I  had  an  exper- 
ience later  on.  Below  raged  the  Saaser- 
Visp,  leaping  falls  and  careering  madly 
down  its  precipice  enclosed  bed.  At 
every  turn  were  wayside  shrines,  and 
crucifixes  were  frequently  seen  in  the 
notches  of  the  rock-bound  roadway. 
Once,  the  river  was  spanned  by  a  narrow 
stone  bridge  with  just  room  for  three  to 
walk  comfortably  abreast.  It  rose  to  an 
apex  in    the   center,  and   on  the  stone 


coping  at  the  apex  was  set  a  small 
shrine,  where  none  might  pass  without 
seeing.  High  up  the  valley  walls  every 
available  crag  and  ledge  had  its  cabin, 
with  steep  zig-zag  paths  leading  to  and 
from  them. 

We  reached  the  village  of  Saas-Grund 
at  two  o'clock  and  had  lunch.  Now, 
finally  crossing  the  Visp,  we  swung  up 
the  precipitous  side  by  a  mule  path  and, 
in  an  hour's  time,  arrived  at  our  destina- 
tion, the  village  of  Saas-Fee,  situated  on 
an  Alpine  flat  in  the  center  of  a  magnifi- 
cent cirque  of  peaks.  Directly  in  front 
two  fine  icefalls  from  the  Fee  glacier 
broke  over  the  edge  in  a  wild  confusion 
of  tumbling  seracs.  All  around  splen- 
did cones  towered 
heavenward,  not 
only  romantic  and 
picturesque  in  ap- 
pearance, but  also 
in  name;  the  Mit- 
taghorn,  Egginer- 
horn,  Allalinhorn, 
Alphubelhorn,  the 
Taschhorn,  Dom. 
Nadelhorn,  Sud- 
Lenspitze,  Ulrichs- 
horn,  Balfrinhorn, 
the  Portjengr  a  t, 
Weissmies,  La- 
q  u  i  n  h  orn  and 
Fletschhorn,  rang- 
ing from  10,330 
feet  above  sea 
level  in  the  Mittag- 
horn  to  14,942  in 
the  Dom,  the 
highest  mountain 
in    Switzerl  a  n  d. 


At  this  point  the  reader  will  probably  ex- 
claim: "What  about  Mt.  Blanc  and 
Monte  Rosa?"  and  receive  the  same  re- 
ply that  I  did:  4 'The  summit  of  Mt. 
Blanc  is  in  France  and  the  summit  of 
Monte  Rosa  in  Italy." 

The  village  comprised,  besides  the 
dwellings  of  the  peasants,  a  church,  a 
post  and  telegraph  office  and  a  number 
of  large  hotels,  the  last,  square  block 
buildings  with  numerous  windows,  and 
some  with  as  many  as  a  hundred  and 
twenty  beds.  They  have  in  connection 
with  them  dwelling  houses  called  "pen- 
sions" where  visitors  can  room  by  the 
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week  at  special  rates.  These  large, 
square  buildings  presented  chiefly  an 
impression  of  white  walls  and  green 
Venetian-blinded  windows,  for  all  were 
closed  for  the  winter.  Our  quarters 
were  with  Peter  Supersaxo,  an  old  Swiss 
guide.  We  were  taken  good  care  of  by 
his  family  and  ' 'Madam  Clara,"  a  lady 
who  had  had  a  little  hotel  of  her  own, 
much  favored  by  English  and  Americans, 
and  who  show- 
ed us,  with 
tears  in  her 
eyes,  her  vis- 
itor's book 
where  were 
many  tributes 
both  in  poetry 
and  prose  to 
Madam  Clara's 
ability  to  make 
tea. 

We  spent 
the  evening  in 
preparat  ions 
for  the  climb  on 
the  mor  row. 
Three  guid  e  s 
and  two  porters 
were  engaged, 
with  the  old 
veteran,  Daniel 
Zurbriggan,  in 
c  h  arge.  Un- 
fortunately, the 
next  day  was 
Ne  w  Yea  r's 
and  it  was  nec- 
essary that  the 
guides  should 
attend  Mass 
before  a  start 
could  be  made, 
for  the  Swiss 
peasant  is  faith- 
ful in  all  mat- 
ters of  religion. 

The  day  broke  clear  and  bright,  and  at 
half  past  twelve  the  party  of  nine  started. 
We  were  undertaking  a  feat  that  would 
be  a  record  one:  the  crossingin mid-winter 
of  the  Mischabel  range  by  the  Windjoch, 
a  pass  lying  between  the  Nadelhorn  and 
the  Ulrichshorn,  and  a  descent  on  the 
opposite  side  by  the  Reid  glacier  to  St. 
Nikolaus,  a  village  in'  the  valley  of  the 
Matter-Visp  between  Stalden  and  Zer- 


matt.  Perched  in  air,  on  a  crag  near  the 
crest  of  the  range,  we  could  just  make 
out  the  Mischabel  hut,  where  we  were  to 
spend  the  night  at  an  elevation  of  11,000 
feet.  In  crossing,  it  was  intended  to 
ascend  the  Ulrichshorn  (12,890  ft.)  and 
have  a  good  look  over  the  towering 
world  of  snow-clad  pinnacles,  snow  fields 
and  glaciers  of  the  Alps  of  three  coun- 
tries— Switzerland,  France  and  Italy. 

The  two  por- 
t  e  rs  and  a 
guide  went 
ahead  to  break 
a  track  through 
the  snow, 
which  reached 
to  the  knee  in 
our  footsteps. 
Timber  line  was 
quickly  passed, 
for  the  village 
lies  at  6,000 
feet;  then  an 
hour  or  so  of 
grassy  hillsides 
where  snow 
now  lay  thickly. 
Next  a  rock 
buttress  was 
s  k  i  r  ted  and 
eventually  the 
crest  of  a  mas- 
sive rock  rib 
reached,  rising 
directly  to  the 
hut.  In  sum- 
mer a  mule 
path  leads  by  a 
series  of  zig- 
zags to  the  hut, 
but  now  the 
mountain  face 
up  which  it 
c  1  i  m  bs  was 
banked  wi  t  h 
snow  and  the  guides  feared  to  traverse  it 
on  account  of  danger  from  avalanching. 

At  the  rocky  ridge  the  real  work  of  the 
ascent  began.  Here  Mr.  Simon,  the 
least  experienced  of  the  party,  was  roped 
to  a  guide,  but  the  other  members  did 
not  consider  it  a  necessary  precaution. 
With  the  sun's  disappearance  it  be- 
came bitterly  cold  and  a  sharp  wind  from 
the  surrounding  ice-fields  made  itself 
very  apparent.    All  went  well  until  about

half  past  five  when  we  encountered  our 
first  real  difficulty.  The  arete,  which 
had  been  quickly  rising  and  getting  nar- 
rower, was  now  an  edge  of  a  few  feet 
in  width  with  sharply  descending  preci- 
pices to  the  snowfields  below.  In  front 
was  a  perpendicular  cliff,  only  fifteen 
feet  in  height  but  still  an  awkward  bit. 
To  surmount  it  one  had  the  choice  of  a 
rather  difficult  acrobatic  feat  over  a  pro- 
jecting arm  of  rock  or  a  climb  up  a  nar- 
row crevice  requiring  a  left  hand  hold, 
which  swung  you  out  over  the  precipice, 
and  a  reach  for  the  projecting  arm  re- 
ferred to — quite  a  bad  place,  but  not  ab- 
solutely dangerous  to  a  good  climber. 
Two  guides  and  the  porters  were  up. 
Stewart  selected  the  projecting  arm  and, 
with  the  help  of  an  ice-axe  from  below, 
made  it  all  right.  He  now  took  my  ice- 
axe  and  I  ascended  the  crevice  but, 
while  doing  so,  felt  that  it  was  not  a 
pleasant  place  in  the  growing  dark.  At 
the  top  I  turned  and  saw  Simon's  guide 
come  up  the  same  way,  and  then  as  Si- 
mon was  roped  and  I  knew  the  guide 
would  check  a  slip,  I  followed  on.  Si- 
mon, aided  by  the  rope,  reached  the 
crest  with  little  difficulty.  He  then 
leaned  down  and  took  Bergne's  ice-axe, 
tat  he  same  time  asking  if  he  should  give 


him  a  hand.  Bergne,  who  was  consid- 
ered as  good  as  a  guide,  replied  "No 
thanks."  As  Simon  turned  away  he 
heard  a  smothered  exclamation  and 
stopped  abrnbtly.  The  guides  now  be- 
gan calling  excitedly  to  one  another  in 
German  and  Stewart  cried  out,  "Bergne 
has  fallen!"  "Bergne  has  fallen!"  You 
can  imagine  the  scene:  on  a  narrow 
edge  in  mid-air,  the  rapidly  coming  dark 
making  it  difficult  to  see  one  another  at  fif- 
teen yards;  on  either  side  almost  perpen- 
dicular precipices,  whose  depths  were 
swallowed  up  in  the  night;  our  comrade, 
a  moment  before  the  leader  and  life  of 
the  party,  gone!  fallen!  who  knew 
where!  We  returned  to  the  crest  and 
shouted  frantically;  there  was  no  reply. 
Again  we  called  to  absolute  silence;  but, 
at  that  moment,  the  bells  in  the  village 
below  began  to  toll  solemnly — a  requiem 
to  our  fallen  comrade.  What  should  we 
do?  To  descend  the  cliff  in  the  gather- 
i»g  gloom  was  impossible.  The  guides 
declared:  "We  must  push  on  to  the 
hut.  If  we  are  benighted  on  the  ridge, 
we  shall  all  die."  It  seemed  brutal  to 
leave  the  spot  but  what  else  was  there 
to  be  done?  So,  silently  roping,  in  a 
dazed  condition,  we  slowly  pushed  for- 
ward in  the  dark.     Up!    Up!    Up!  it 
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seemed  forever,  and  yet  it  was  only  two 
hours,  when  the  hut  suddenly  stood  in 
front,  and  a  few  minutes  before  eight  we 
stepped  on  the  platform  by  the  door;  the 
night  now  so  dark  you  could  not  see 
where  to  place  your  feet. 

We  found  the  hut  a  good  sized  build- 
ing of  three  rooms;  a  general  room,  a 
ladies'  room  and  an  upstairs  for  the 
guides.  There  was  a  good  store,  plenty 
of  cooking  utensils  and  other  necess- 
aries, with  no  end  of  blankets  and  com- 
fortable shoes,  to  put  on  when  the  snow 
had  been  brushed  off  and  wet  boots  re- 
moved. We 
were  numb, 
cold  and  thor- 

0  u  g  hly  ex- 
hausted, per- 
haps more 
mentally  than 
bodily,  so  we 
eat — one  must 
eat.  What  a 
night  it  was! 

1  doubt  if 
there  was  one 
among  us  who 
c  1  o  sed  his 
eyes.  We  lit 
matches  and 
looked  at  our 
w  atches  fre- 
quently. The 
long  ho  u  r  s 
dragged  b  y, 
but  at  length 
the  fi  r  s  t 
s  t  r  e  aks  of 
dawn  lighted 
up  the  win- 
dow; slowly! 
oh,  so  slowly!

We  ar  o  s  e, 

lighted  the  fire,  had  breakfast,  cleaned 
up  the  hut,  but  still  it  was  too  dim  to 
commence  the  descent  to  the  village. 
The  light  grew  stronger.  I  stepped  on 
the  platform  outside  and  saw  a  sight, 
the  like  of  which  I  had  never  seen  be- 
fore; all  around  were  ghost-like  pinna- 
cles, their  extreme  crests  tipped  with 
faint  rose.  A  thousand  feet  below  lay 
an  ocean  of  clouds  reaching  in  every 
direction;  bays,  straits,  arms,  channels 
everywhere.     From  out  this  soundless 


ocean  huge  snow  pyramids  stood  like 
island  cones,  and  round  their  bases  the 
clouds  leaped  and  rolled  like  billows  on 
a  rock-bound  coast;  but  silence,  absolute 
silence  prevailed.  Down  below,  at  the 
bottom  of  this  ghost-like  sea  lay  the 
broken  and  mutilated  body  of  our  dear 
comrade,  who,  like  his  father,  was  cour- 
teous, gentle  and  pleasant  to  all,  with 
great  charm  of  manner  and  lovable  per- 
sonality; and  now,  even  as  I  gazed,  the 
rosy  glow  at  the  summit  of  each  peak 
blazed  up  a  brilliant  torchlight  as  the 
sun  rose  and  tipped  its  crest  with  a  flood 

of  light. 
Lookingagain 
below,  I  saw 
our  ridge 
stretch  out 
and  down  un- 
til it  suddenly 
broke  off  ab- 
ruptly in  the 
weird  oce  a  n 
of  clouds. 

And  now 
began  the  de- 
scent, a  much 
more  difficult 
opera  tion, 
even  in  broad 
daylight.  We 
roped  ca  r  e- 
fully,  Daniel 
Zurbri  g  g  a  n 
leading  the 
way.  We 
quickly  came 
to  where  poor 
Bergne's  ice- 
axe  had  been 
stuck  in  the 
snow  to  mark 
the  place  of 
his  fall.  All 
were  nervous  and  it  took  some  time  to 
descend  the  cliff.  We  then  saw  what 
had  happened.  Evidently  he  had  tried 
the  crevice  but  had  not  obtained  the 
proper  foothold.  As  he  reached  for  the 
projecting  rock,  the  foothold  had  prob- 
ably broken  away  and  the  weight  of  his 
falling  body  had  dragged  him  from  his 
handholds,  for  we  found  his  mitt  still  in 
a  crack  of  the  rock,  where  the  hand  had 
been  pulled  from  it.*  He  had  then  fallen 
over  on  his   back,  slid  down  ten  feet  of

sloping  snow  and  gone  over  the  preci- 
pice. As  the  guides- had  said,  the  night 
before,  there  was  never  a  chance  or  a 
hope,  and  death  must  have  been  almost 
instantaneous. 

We  descended  to  the  village  to  find 
the  peasants  crowded  round  their  doors, 
anxious  inquiry  in  every  face.  They  had 
seen  the  party  returning  and  could  count 
but  eight,  so  knew  an  accident  had  hap- 
pened. It  was  only  a  question  of  who? 
When  they  knew  it  was  Bergne,  their 
grief  was  terrible  to  see;  the  women 
wept  and  rocked  themselves  to  and  fro 
and  old  men  cried  like  children,  for  the 
boy  was  dearly  loved  among  these  sim- 
ple folk  for  his  kindly  and  winning  ways. 
Saddest  of  all  was  the  return  of  the  old 
veteran,  Zurbriggan,  the  guide,  who 
had  lost  a  member  of  his  party.  The 
next  morning,  a  rescue  party  recovered 
the  body  from  the  snowfield,  two  thous- 
and feet  below. 

I  returned  to  London  that  night  hav- 
ing secured  a  man  with  a  mule  and  sled 
who  agreed,  for  a  consideration,  to  take 
me  back  to  Visp  to  catch  the  Simplon 
express,  although  the  time  was  all  too 
short  to  do  it  in.  Then  began  a  wild 
race  against  difficulties  and  I  fully  real- 
ized what  it  meant  to  descend  a  moun- 
tain trail  in  a  tiny  sled  behind  a  long  leg- 
ged mule  through  gathering  darkness. 
The  road  was  rocky  and  neither  driver 
nor  mule  over  particular.  Twice  they 
threw  me  out,  and  both    times  my  only 


sensation  was  one  of  wonder  as  to  how 
much  nearer  it  would  be  possible  to  go 
to  the  edge  of  a  precipice  wiihout  going 
over.  When  we  met  or  passed  other 
mules,  it  was  up  the  mountain  or  down 
the  precipice  as  fancy  and  the  mule  dic- 
tated; but  we  got  there  eventually  and 
in  time.  The  Simplon  express  left^Visp 
at  eight  p.  m.  and  next  day  at  5:30  p. 
m.  I  was  in  London. 

It  will  naturally  be  asked,  "How  do 
the  Alps  compare  with  the  Canadian 
Rockies?"  I  had  but  a  glance  over  a 
small  portion,  but  from  what  I  saw  ©f 
them  and  their  attributes,  I  am  under 
the  impression  that  they  are.  of  a  more 
massive  structure;  are  on  a  grander 
scale,  more  difficult  and  more  dangerous 
from  a  mountaineering  point  of  view; 
and  yet,  from  a  scenic  point  of  view, 
the  Rockies  appear  to  me  far  more  beau- 
tiful. The  grand  forests,  the  milky 
green  rushing  waters,  leaping  in  falls 
and  cascades,  between  walls  of  piae  and 
spruce,  the  vividly  colored  lakelets  of 
many  shades  of  blue,  green  and  yellow 
do  not  seem  present  in  the  Alps;  and  the 
fine  contrasts  created  by  the  lower  alti- 
tude of  the  ice  and  snow  reaching  almost 
amidst  the  trees  are  missing.  While 
not  so  high,  difficult  or  dangerous  for 
aspiring  climbers,  I  do  not  know  that 
this  is  a  disadvantage,  for  there  is  less 
likely  to  be  the  number  of  horrible  year- 
ly accidents  that  have  converted  the  Eu- 
ropean Alps  into  a   gigantic  graveyard. 


Reminiscences  of  Maskinonge  Fishing.

IS  I  allow  my  memory  to  run  back 
over  the  past  thirty-one  seasons 
of  my  maskinonge  fishing,  many 
scenes  flit  across  my  mental  vision  and 
form  an  almost  endless  variety  of  views. 
These  come  and  go  like  a  grand  panorama 
of  moving  pictures.  Some  of  them  ap- 
pear in  all  their  original  brightness,  while 
others  seem  to  be  faded  and  almost  gone, 
and  only  appear  as  seen  through  a  haze 
or  mist.  I  shall  therefore  only  relate  a 
few  of  those  that  press  in  upon  me  in  the 
splendor  of  the  days  in  which  they 
occurred. 

Like  other 
spoatsmen  who 
fish  and  hunt 
with  more  or  less 
success,  I  have 
always  had  fellow 
sportsmen  who 
wished  to  accom- 
pany me  in  out- 
ings and  the  first 
I  shall  mention 
was  a  true  son  of 
Erin.  In  the  early 
part  of  his  life, 
by  energy  and 
diligence,  he  had 
amassed  a  com- 
petence, and  so 
he  retired  to  this 
burgh  where  he 

might  take  recreation,  with  the  rod  and 
gun,  in  his  latter  years.  He  was  as  en- 
thusiastic in  his  sport  as  he  had  been 
in  gaining  wealth. 

Many,  many,  were  the  days  we  spent 
together  angling  and  hunting.  Often  did 
I  find  him  at  my  door  at  the  close  of  the 
previous  day,  to  one  of  our  trips,  to  help 
me  to  perfect  our  plans  for  the  coming 
day  ;  we  rowed  our  boat  by  turns;  held 
the  rod  and  line  by  turns  ;  took  opposite 
sides  of  the  thickets  to  hunt  up  partridge 
or  quail  by  turns  ;  sat  with  our  backs  to 
some  giant  tree  of  the  forest  in  the  hazy 
days  of  autumn,  as  we  took  our  mid-day 
meal  with  a  relish  peculiar  to  hunters, 
and  told  fishing  and  hunting  stories  by 
turns.

Although  he  fished  for  the  different 
species  of  the  finny  tribe,  his  favorite  was 
the  ' 'lunge,"  and  for  lunge  he  fished  with 
all  the  ardour  of  a  devoted  son  of  the 
Emerald  Isle.  He  was  overjoyed  when  he 
vanquished  me  in  one  of  these  days' 
sport,  but  was  always  crestfallen,  when 
I  counted  the  greatest  number  and  larg- 
est trophies  for  a  day. 

Occasionally  I  went  out  alone  for  a  troll 
and  on  my  return  I  usually  found  my  old 
friend  at  my  home,  to  learn  of  my  success 
or  failure.  When  I  caught  a  large  fish, 
as  soon  as  he  saw  me,  he  plied  me  large- 
ly with  such 
questions  a  s 
the  following :-- 
"How  much 
doeshe  weigh?" 
"Where  did 
you  catch  him?"

camp,  at  a  most 
beautiful  spot, 
named  Birch 
Point,  which  is 
three  miles  west 
of  Bobcaygeon. 

In  our  party 
there  was  one 
young  fellow, 
whom  we  nam- 
ed D.  W.  who 
was  noted  for 
his  wit,  drollery 
and  buffoonery. 
He,  however, 
knew  nothing 
about  taking 
mas  k  i  n  o  n  g  e 
though  he 
t  h  o  ug  h  t  he 
"knew  it  all." 
Being  buoyed 
up  with  his  own 
ability  to  ac- 
complish a  1  - 
most  anything 
he  undertook, 
he  got  ready  his 
canoe  and  fish- 
ing tackle  and 
invited  one  of 
the  young  ladies  to  our  party  to  accom- 
pany him  on  a  few  hour's  trolling.  As 
soon  as  they  were  ready  I  directed  them 
to  a  spot  called  "Shallow  Point"  which 
was  in  view  of  the  camp  so  that  we 
could  watch  developements.  We  well 
knew  that  there  were  some  large  fish  at 
this  spot  and  all  were  eager  to  see  how 
our  humorist  would  handle  a  twenty 
pound  "lunge"  without  either  a  gaff  or 
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a  knapping  stick.    When  they  stepped 
into  the  canoe  they  had  just  the  trolling 
line  and  their  paddles.    D.W.  struck  off 
with  his  paddle  and  the  fair  one  held  the 
line.    We  all  watched  intently  and  our 
desires  were  soon  gratified  for  just  as  D. 
W.  made  his  first  turn  on  the  weed  bed, 
a  few  rods  from  the  point,  we  heard  a 
scream  from  his  lady  companion  and  saw 
a  large  fish  rise  in  the  air  almost  at  the 
same  instant  ;  then  we  saw  our  gallant 
take  the  line,  we  noticed  his  canoe  moving 
out  into  tht  lake,  the  fish  rose  out  of  the 
water  to  the  height  of  three  or  four  feet 
again  ;  still  the  gallant  fishermen  seem- 
ed to  be  tugging  on  the  line  ;  at  last  we 
saw  him  draw  his  prize  partly  into  the 
canoe.    His   lady  companion  protested 
vigorously  against  the  entrance  of  the 
third  occupant  and  D.  W.  let  his  elastic 
charge  slide  back  into  his  native  element 
again.    Again  he  drew  his  troublesome 
trophy  partly  into  the  canoe  ;  again  his 
lady  objected,  but  D.  W.   held  on  "like 
grim  death"  while  the  large  tail  fin  was 
pounding  the  side  of  the  canoe  and  at 
the  same  time  covering  both    with  a 
shower  bath.    He  assured  his  companion 
he  could  manage  his  charge  ;  she  had 
not  unbounded  confidence  in  his  ability  ; 
he  entreated  her  to  alow  the  fish  a  place 
in  the   canoe  ;  no  she  was  obdurate  : 
finally   his     entreaties,     courtesy  and 
patience  came  to  their  limit  and  he  yank- 
ed the  fish  right  into   the  centre    of  the 
canoe. 

The  scene  that  followed  baffles  pen 
description,  as  he  lay  his  full  length  dn 
his  hard  earned  prize,  and  his  fair  one 
endeavored  to  get  as  far  away  as  pos- 
sible from  both. 

True,  when  he  proved  beyond  a  doubt 
that  he  could  manage  his  game,  she  pad- 
dled the  canoe  to  shore,  and  then  there 
were  some  acrobatic  movements  on  the 
part  of  each,  till  our  hero  clubbed  his 
fish,  which  tipped  the  scales  at  twenty- 
two  pounds. 

t  Both  were  as  wet  as  if  they  had  been  in 
he  lake,  but  D.  W.  did  not  mind  that. 
During  our  camp  at  this  point,  some 
fine  catches  were  made,  and  a  sample 
is   shown   on  the  previous  page. 

Two  years  ago,  last  season  two  young 
ladies  arrived  here  from  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
and  were  very  anxious  to  capture  a  mask- 


inonge  or  two.  They  requested  me  to 
take  them  out  for  a  day.  I  tried  to 
convince  them  it  would  only  take  a  couple 
of  hours  if  the  day  were  suitable  to  take 
the  number  they  desired,  but  I  found  it 
impossible  to  dissuade  them  from,  at 
least  half  a  day.  One  ideal  afternoon  we 
started  for  "the  beds."  I  discovered  on 
our  way  that  they  were  greatly  interested 
in  birds  and  their  habits,  and  as  I  knew 
where  there  were  some  nests  in  abeautiful 
copse,  on  the  lake  shore,  I  took  them  to 
this  place.  Here  they  saw  the  nests  of 
thrushes  and  willow  wrens  and  in  their 
ardent  zeal  to  find  out  as  much  as  possible 
about  these  feathered  friends,  they  forgot 
about  the  fishing,  till  I  reminded  them  it 
was  drawing  near  four  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon.  This  surprised  them  so  we 
went  off  with  all  haste  to  the  "grounds" 
to  try  our  skill,  at  the  maskinonge. 

The  first  round  we  took  on  the  "beds" 
I  saw  Miss  Allie  straighten  herselt  up, 
set  her  teeth  and  then  call  out  "I  have 
one!  "  ilOhf  I  have  one. "  I  at  once 
directed  her  how  to  play  him.  This  she 
did  nobly,  but  when  the  fish  which  was 
about  ten  or  eleven  pounds  rose  to  the 
surface,  she  called  to  me  "here  take  this! 
I'm  not  going  to  land  that  thing  !"  I 
obeyed  the  behest,  took  her  line,  prepar- 
ed to  kill  her  prize,  but  just  as  I  was 
raising  the  knapping  stick,  her  compan- 
ion, Miss  Gertrude,  shouted  "Oh  !  Oh  ! 
don't  do  that  V\  I  told  her  to  turn  her 
head  the  other  way,  and  shut  her  eyes 
for  a  few  seconds.  This  she  did  and  I 
soon  had  the  line  ready  for  another. 

Another  circle  was  made  and  Miss 
Allie  had  another  beauty,  which  she 
played  till  he  rose  and  then  I  landed  him. 
At  this  juncture  their  enthusiasm  was  un- 
limited and  Miss  Gertcude  became  san- 
guine. 

She  really  wished  one  would  bite  her 
hooks  and  she  was  not  disappointed  for 
after  a  couple  of  circles  on  the  "beds"she 
had  one  tugging  on  her  line.  She  played 
it  very  nicely,  but  I  had  to  do  the  killing 
while  she  looked  on  this  time. 

We  had  arranged  to  meet  another 
party  at  a  breezy  point,  where  we  were 
to  have  our  tea,  on  our  homeward  trip, 
and  now  we  started  for  the  appointed 
place,  the  time  seemed  all  too  long  to 
both  of  them.  We  landed  about  six  p.  m. 
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The  three  ''lunge"  were  weighed  and 
displayed,  and  a  Rev.  gentlemen  who 
was  present  had  to  write  them  out  a  dec- 
laration, as  to  the  size  and  weight  of 
their  trophies,  as  they  wished  to  write 
home  the  next  day,  and  they  thought 
their  good  [friends  there  might  think 
their  letter  "fishy"  unless  the  Rev. 
gentleman's  declaration  accompanied  it* 

As  the  early  part  of  the  season,  last 
year  was  cool,  the  maskinnoge  fishing 
in  the  Kawaritha  lakes,  was  not  good. 
They  remained  in  the  shallow  water  in 
the  marshes  and  creeks  till  July  as  food 


in  these  places  was  plentiful  and  the 
water  the  right  temperature  for  them.  In 
July,  August  and  September  the  fishing 
was  excellent,  and  I  made  some  nice 
catches  as  the  illustration  shows. 

When  the  temperature  of  the  water 
and  other  conditions  are  right,  the  min- 
nows come  to  the  rocky  points,  in  the 
latter  part  of  August  or  the  first  of  Sep- 
tember, and  of  course  the  maskinnonge 
always  follow  them  as  they  relish  them 
for  food.  At  this  season  of  the  year  the 
finest  catches  of  these  gamey  fish  may  be 
made  at  these  points. 


Ontario  Guides  am 

AT  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Ontario 
Guides  Association  held  at  Dorset, 
Ont.    Mr.  Alvin  Philips  was  elected 
President  for  the  year  1908-9;  Mr.  James 
Avery,    vice-President,  and  Mr.   E.  W. 
Lockman,  Secretary-Treasurer. 

When  the  ordinary  business  had  been 
concluded  the  assembled  guides,  as 
practical  woodsmen  and  hunters,  pro- 
ceeded to  discuss  several  points  in  which 
they  believe  the  game  laws  can  be  im- 
proved and  rendered  more  effective. 
Several  speakers  pointed  out  that  for 
thirty  years  they  had  watched  the  grad- 
ual decrease  of  the  deer  and  the  corres- 
ponding increase  of  the  wolves.  The 
guides  depend  for  their  livelihood  upon 
a  continuation  of  the  game  and  fish  and 
realize  how  closely  their  interests  are 
bound  up  with  the  policy  of  efficient  pro- 
tection. If  fish  and  game  are  allowed 
to  disappear  sportsmen  will  have  no  fur- 
ther use  for  guides.  After  very  full  con- 
sideration, in  which  every  guide  was 
given  a  chance  to  express  his  personal 
opinion,  the  following  recommendations 
were  unanimously  adopted  and  forwarded 
to  the  Headquarters'  branch  of  the  On- 
tario Fish  and  Game  Protective  Associa- 
tion for  presentation  to    the  Legislature: 

1.  That  the  limit  for  speckled  trout 
be  placed  at  five  pounds  per  day  instead 
of  ten  pounds  as  at  present.  . 

2.  That  the  limit  for  salmon  trout  be 
placed  at  ten  pounds  in  weight  instead  of 
four  in  number  as  at  present. 

3.  That  the  close  season  for  salmon 
trout,  on  the  smaller  inland  lakes  be  from 


I  the  Game  Laws. 

Oct.  1st  to  31st  instead  of  from  Nov. 
1st  to  30th  as  at  present. 

4.  That  the  bounty  on  wolves  be 
raised  to  $25  instead  of  $15  as  at 
present. 

5.  That  the  use  of  dogs  be  prohibited 
in  any  manner  in  the  hunting  of  deer. 

6.  That  the  number  of  deer  that  may 
be  taken  by  any  one  sportsman  or  settler 
during  the  open  season  be  limited  to  one 
for  a  period  of  at  least  three  years. 

7.  That  the  license  for  residents  of 
the  Province  be  raised  to  $5  for  deer  and 
$10  for  moose  instead  of  $2  and  $5  re- 
spectively as  at  present. 

8.  That  settlers  be  charged  $2  for  a 
license  to  kill  the  legal  number  of  deer 
in  open  season  instead  of  $25  tor  a  per- 
mit as  at  present. 

9.  That  the  extra  money  thus  collect- 
ed be  appropriated  to  pay  salaries  of 
special  game  wardens  to  devote  their  en- 
tire time  to  the  enforcement  of  the  game 
laws  both  among  the  settlers  and  hunting 
and  fishing  parties  visiting  their  locality. 

10.  That  each  and  every  party  of 
campers  making  extended  canoe  trips  be 
compelled  to  engage  at  least  one  reliable 
guide  in  the  interest  of  both  the  Forest's 
and  Fish  and  Game  Acts. 

All  of  which  we  respectfully  submit 
believing  that  the  protection  of  Fish 
Game  and  Forest  will  be  greatly  pro- 
moted thereby. 


The  Man  Behind  the  Gun.

fWjIITH  the  rifle,  as  with  the  shotgun, 
1 VI  so  mucn  depends  upon  the  man  be- 
t*"'  hind  the  gun — and  experience  only 
emphasises  this,  that  it  is  somewhat 
didactic  to  attempt  to  lay  down  any  laws 
regarding  one's  choice  of  a  weapon.  How- 
ever at  the  risk  of  being  tedious,  I  will 
discuss  this  question  broadly  and  give  a 
few  important  rules,  in  the  hope  that  they 
may  be  of  some  use  to  brother  sports- 
men who  have  not  been  able  to  experi- 
ment with  fire-arms  to  any  great  extent. 

For  the  man  ''who  knows  it  all"  this 
article  is  not  written,  but  for  you  who 
can  afford  to  spend  a  fewminutes  in  search 
of  right  on  the  subject,  I  say  "read  on!" 

One  of  the  first  errors  into  which  the 
beginner  naturally  falls  is  the  selection  of 
a  weapon  unfit  for  the  particular  sport 
in  view.  One  does  not  need  a  cannon  to 
shoot  snipe,  nor  should  a  22  be  taken  on 
a  bear  hunt,  yet  there  are  those  who  are 
almost  as  unwise  in  their  choice. 

The  man  behind  the  gun  is  so  frequent- 
ly the  chief  factor  in  successful  shooting 
that  many  are  disposed  to  under  rate  the 
importance  of  a  suitable  arm. 

A  good  shot  .  kills  large  and  small 
game  with  a  32. 20,  and  continued  suc- 
cess supports  his  argument  that  it  is  a 
good  all  round  gun  ;  but  when  the  be- 
ginner tries  it  on  deer — being  only  a 
passable  shot — his  bullet  fails  to  find  a 
vital  spot  and  he  only  wounds  the  animal. 

One  or  two  incidents  of  this  nature 
generally  lead  him  to  the  other  extreme 
and  he  adopts  a  weapon  more  suitable 
for  elephants  than  deer. 

He  lugs  it  about  and  eventually  makes 
another  hit,  but  to  his  great  surprise  the 
deer  escapes  or  is  secured  only  after  a 
long  and  arduous  chase. 

More  food  for  reflection — and  finally  it 
dawns  upon  him  that  the  ' 'man  behind 
the  gun"  rather  than  the  weapon  itself 
is  responsible  for  success  or  failure. 

The  same  day  his  friend  with  the  32.20 
returns  to  camp  with  a  tale  full  of  woe, 
— a  big  buck  slightly  wounded  and  lost. 

Our  beginner    is  still  perplexed  but 


hugs  the  big  gun  as  better  than  the  little 
one. 

The  next  day  he  sees  that  "almighty 
big  buck"  whose  antlers  have  so  long 
been  coveted,  dropped  almost  in  its 
tracks  by  the  same  32.20,  and  he  himself 
makes  mincemeat  of  a  small  doe  with  his 
young  cannon, 

He  is  fast  becoming  a  better  shot  and 
a  better  hunter,  and  being  a  sportsman 
at  heart,  is  thoroughly  dissatisfied  with 
the  disgusting  mess  he  has  made  of  the 
little  doe,  so  he  resolves  to  try  another 
rifle. 

This  time  he  knows  more  about  it  and 
selects  a  light,  handy  gun,  much  less 
powerful  than  the  .405  which  he  has  been 
using,  but  far  superior,  both  as  regards 
trajectory  and  killing  power  to  his  friend's 
.32.20. 

Today  there  are  so  many  good  rifles  on 
the  market  and  science  has  brought  am- 
munition to  such  a  state  of  perfection, 
that  it  is  easy  to  get  a  good  all-round 
rifle. 

Two  dangers  must  be  guarded  against, 
viz,  the  use  of  hard  jacketed  bullets  and 
of  those  soft  pointed  ones  which  fly  to 
pieces  heavy  bones. 

The  shape  of  the  bullet  has  much  to  do 
with  the  last. 

Xfter  exhaustive  tests  both  on  game 
and  at  the  target  I  have  adopted  the 
32.40  Marlin  high  power  rifle  Model  93 
as  having  in  my  opinion  most  advantag- 
es and  fewest  faults. 

Others  may  swear  by  this  or  that  gun 
and  cartridge,  and  everyone  is  entitled 
to  his  opinion. 

I  don't  intend  to  attempt  the  conver- 
sion of  others  to  my  way  of  thinking 
but  simply  recommend  a  type  of  gun  which 
has  given  me  every  satisfaction. 

The  main  object  lesson  is  that  a  good 
hardy  and  powerful  gun,  with  a  flat  tra- 
jectory, is  best  for  most  big  game  shoot- 
ing — beyond  all  success  depends  upon 
the  "man  behind  the  gun." 


The  Majesty  of  the  Mails.

DHE  broad  blush  of  dawn  had  rolled 
up  out  of  the  east  and  shot  wide 
streamers  of  light  across  the  great 
flat  barrens.

To  relieve  the  monotony  and  the  mind 
from  a  too  heavy  incumbrance  of  thought 
Antoine  broke  out  into  song,  those  rare 
old  chansons  that  have  broken  the  hush 
of  many  a  cool  grey  morning  and  purple 
evening  on  many  a  Canadian  lake  and 
river.

The  leader 
tried  in  vain  to  keep  his  companion  in 
even  line,  for  the  side  stepping  invaria- 
bly tangled  the  harness  and  hindered  the 
going.  Several  times  Antoine  had  to 
stop  the  sledge,  build  a  fire  and  melt 
snow  for  the  parched  tongues  of  the 
brutes.  Together  with  the  thirst  there 
came  a  gnawing   uneasy   hunger  upon 
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them.  They  bit  at  their  traces,  chewed 
and  tore  at  each  other  when  occasion 
offered,  and  behaved  in  a  most  unac- 
countable manner.

Again  the  night  settled  into  its  impla- 
cable silence,  but  somehow  the  frozen 
world  shorn  of  the  broad  light  of  day 
seemed  less  sinister  and  foreboding  in 
the  pall  of  the  moonless  sky.  The  stars 
glittered  in  the  dark,  blue  heavens  like 
sparks  struck  from  hardest  steel. 


The  dogs  moved  again  in  that  odd 
strange  manner.  This  time  they  woke 
completely,  tossing  about  amongst  each 
other,  at  first  playfully  then  recklessly  as 
if  inviting  a  quarrel.  The  collie  jumped 
up  and  attempted  by  biting  their  ears  to 
reduce  them  to  order  and  quietness.

At  last  by  dint  of  much 
whipping  and  lashing  and  some  assist- 
ance from  the  collie  order  was  restored 
in  the  line,  and  they  loped  along  more 
consistently. 

The  sun  rose  again  cold  and  clear  and 
not  a  shred  of  any  kind  of  cloud  flitted 
across  the  widebluedome  of  heaven.

Yet  every  minute  brought  him 
nearer  the  peril  of  mortification  and 
other  complications  beyond  the  skill  of 
the  factor. 

They  debated  the  matter  awhile  then 
all  three  decided  upon  the  amputation 
right  away.  With  careful,  yet  deft 
fingers,  Mn  Sandbury  performed  the 
necessary  task  with  the  ready  assistance 
of  the  clerk  and  Indian  who  looked  on; 
Mr.  Macdougall  with  anxious  sympa- 
thetic eyes  and  Sasatawa  with  the  stolid, 
unemotional  stare  peculiar  to  his  race. 

A  warm  bed  in  a  quiet  apartment  in 
the  factor's  own  home  was  prepared  and 
when  all  was  over  the  brave  mail  carrier 
was  taken  out  and  gently  carried  over  to 
the  room,  there  to  await  in  peace  and 
quietness  the  result.  A  crowd  of  the 
habitue's  of  the  post  hearing  of  the  un- 
fortunate circumstances  had  gathered 
about  the  scene,  and  Indians,  squaws 
and  children  were  grouped  about  in 
wide-eyed,  open-mouthed  wonder.  The 
arrival  of  the  mail  was  generally  fol- 
lowed with  the  wildest  merriment:  firing 
of  guns,  blowing  of  horns,  and  a  gen- 
eral feasting  as  a  wind-up,  but  this  time 
all  was  quiet.  With  a  child  like  respect 
and  deference  they  followed  the  will  of 
the  factor. 

For  days  Antoine  lay  in  a  sort  of  leth- 
argic sleep,  coming  to  consciousness 
slowly  and  falling  easily  back  to  his  old 
state.  But  tended  indefatigabjy  by  Mr. 
Sandbury  and  his  wife,  the  sick  man 
gradually  overcame  his  weakness,  his 
heroic,  hardy  spirit  asserted  itself,  and 
helped  by  his  naturally  vigorous  frame 
he  rallied,  but  very  slowiy.  His  first  ap- 
pearance at  the  door  of  his  apartment 
was  grested  by  a  loud  cheer,  and  then 
arose  the  merriment  and  the  feasting 
habitual  with  the  yearly  coming  of  the 
mail.    It  had  only  been  postponed. 

The  Frenchman's  work  as  a  mail  car- 
rier was  ended.  Bitterly  he  regretted 
the  loss  of  his  foot  as  it,  of  course,  ne- 
cessitated his  going  about  with  a  crutch. 
But  the  Great  Company  always  looks 
after  its  employees.  Antoine  was  given 
light  wcrk  about  the  post  for  the  winter 
and  in  the  summer  he   was   allowed,  at 
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his  own  request  to  take  a  paddle  in  one 
of  the  canoes  that  transported  the  furs 
to  headquarters.  He  was  active  and 
agile  and  became  quite  dexterous  with 
his  crutch.  Willing  and  able,  also,  he 
was  ever  a  welcome  addition  to  a  canoe. 


Then  there  were  his  songs.  Many  a 
long  mile  he  enlivened,  many  an  hour  of 
toil  he  shortened  singing  his  rare  old 
chansons  to  the  ever-going  dip,  dip,  dip 
of  the  flashing  paddles. 


A  One  Legged  Trapper. 


IRAPPING  is  hard  work  even 
when  a  man  possesses  his 
full  complement  of  limbs, 
and  it  is  more  difficult  when  he 
has  had  the  misfortune  to  lose 
one  of  his  legs.  Most  men  labor- 
ing under  such  a  disadvantage 
would  avoid  such  an  occupation 
and  attempt  something  more 
easy.  There  are  exceptions  to  every 
rule  and  one  of  these  exceptions 
is  found  in  Mr.  Fred.  Hechel,  the 
one  legged  trapper  of  Desbarats, 
on  the  north  shore  of  Lake  Huron. 
Mr.  Hechel  is  thirty  nine  years 
of  age,  a  bachelor,  and  by  his 
skill  as  a  trapper  earns  as  good  a 
living  as  many  men  who  have  the 
full  use  of  all  their  limbs. 

It  was  in  an  accident  on  a  hunt- 
ing expedition  when  he  was  about 
nineteen  years  of  age  that  Mr. 
Hechel  lost  his  leg.  For  four 
years  he  went  about  on  crutches 
when  he  conceived  the  idea  of 
manufacturing  an  artificial  limb  for  him- 
self. He  succeeded  so  well  that  he  has 
been  making  his  own  wooden  le£s  ever 
since.  We  giveapicture  of  Mr.  Hechel  as  he 
appears  on  snow  shoes  It  will  be  noticed 
that  he  fastens  the  wooden  leg  in  a  swivel 
joint  made  on  the  snowshoe  to  suit  the  ac- 
tion of  his  self-made  limb.  When  fitted  out 
in  this  manner  he  will  set  a  line  of  traps 
and  cover  from  eight  to  t-velve  miles  per 
day  on  his  snow  shoes  in  order  to  attend 
to  his  traps. 

Mr.  Hechel  is  a  man  of  untiring  energy 
and  few  men  in  perfect  health  can  keep 
up  with  him  as  he  travels  through  the 
forest  attending  to  his  traps.  He  is 
likewise  a  good  boat  builder  and  makes 
his  own  boats  and  canoes.  During  the 
summer  he  devotes,  much  of  his  time  to 
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fishing.  He  is  known  as  a  genial 
character  and  can  tell  many  original  and 
funny  stories  of  his  life  and  experience 
as  a  trapper.  All  his  acquaintances  give 
him  the  character  of  a  first  rate  fellow, 
sober  and  industrous,  and  the  fact  that 
he  makes  his  living  the  way  he  does 
proves  the  latter.  A  good  education  was 
given  Mr.  Hechel  in  his  youth  and  sincehis 
accident  several  clericalpositions  have  been 
offered  him.  He,  himself,  says  he  has 
no  love  for  money  and  being  able  to  sup- 
ply his  frugal  wants  he  prefers  his  free- 
dom and  open  air  life  to.  any  position 
which  could  possibly  be  given  him.  His 
love  for  Mother  Nature  is  so  great  that 
he  feels  compelled  to  live  in  the  woods 
and  he  enjoys  to  the  full  the  untramwelU 
ed  freedom  of  a  frontier  life. 


A  Bear  Hunt  in  the  Olden  Time-

BACK  in  the  last  century,  among  the 
early  sixties,  when  this  part  of  the 
country  was  being-  settled,  and 
when,  as  yet,  the  settlers  were  few  and 
far  between,  when  the  clearings  in  the 
backwoods  forest  were  small;  when  wild 
beasts  were  abundant,  and  domestic  ani- 
mals but  few,  then,  it  was  not  an  uncom- 
mon thing  to  hear  that  the  wolves  had 
killed  some  of  the  young  animals  be- 
longing to  the  settlers,  and  on  one  occa- 
sion, in  the  fall  season,  these  savage  an- 
imals, attacked,  killed  and  devoured,  a 
spring  calf,  within  a  hundred  yards  of 
the  writer's  shanty.  The  next  morning 
when  we  examined  the  place,  there  was 
scarcely  a  vestige  of  the  calf  to  be  found. 
About  this  period,  but  later  in  the  sea- 
son, and  after  a  heavy  snow  had  fallen, 
one  of  our  neighbors  who  had  only  one 
pig,  that  was  being  fed  for  the  next  sum- 
mer's use;  was  awakened  by  the  squeels 
of  the  animal,  which  seemed  as  if  it  was 
being  carried  away.  The  man  ran  out 
in  his  night  garb,  amid  the  falling  snow, 
and  called  on  his  dog,  a  specimen  of  the 
bull-terrier  breed,  which  up  to  that  time 
he  believed  feared  neither  man  nor  beast, 
but  to  his  surprise  and  discomfort,  this 
animal  positively  refused  to  approach  the 
place  where  the  pig  was  making  such  a 
terrible  outcry,  but  on  the  contrary  pre- 
ferred to  remain  behind  his  master,  so  he 
was  under  the  necessity  to  return  out  of 
the  snow  and  darkness,  into  his  shanty, 
a  colder,  if  not  a  wiser  man;  and  as  he 
was  but  a  recent  immigrant  from  Scot- 
land, and  but  little  acquainted  with  the 
wild  animals  of  Canada,  he  was  for  the 
time  at  a  loss  to  conjecture  what  had  so 
unceremoniously  travelled  off  with  his 
pig.  The  next  morning,  before  day- 
light, the  writer  was  aroused  by  a  loud 
knocking  at  the  door,  and  going  to  see 
who  was  there  so  early,  found  it  was  my 
Scotch  friend,  who  came  to  tell  me  of  his 
loss,  and  wanted  information  as  to  what 
had  carried  off  his  pig  alive.  I  soon 
settled  that  point  by  telling   him  that  it 


was  a  certain  Mr.  Bruin,  who  no  doubt 
resided  in  the  neighboring  swamps.  Af- 
ter daylight,  we  started  off  to  find  the 
place  where  the  pig  had  been  killed,  but 
as  a  heavy  snow  had  fallen,  no  tracks 
were  visible.  We  therefore  took  the 
direction  which  my  friend  supposed  the 
animal  had  taken,  and  after  a  considera- 
ble hunt,  we  found  what  remained  of  the 
porker  after  the  bear  had  evidently  taken 
a  hearty  feed.  Then  my  old  reliable 
bear  trap  was  brought  to  the  place,  and 
set,  with  a  part  of  the  pig  for  a  bait,  sus- 
pended to  a  branch  overhead.  The  fol- 
lowing night  the  bear  visited  the  place, 
and  in  attempting  to  pull  down  the 
piece,  broke  it  apart,  and  one  of  these 
portions  fell  on  the  trap,  snapped  it  off, 
and  when  I  visited  it  next  morning,  that 
was  what  I  found.  Then  I  fixed  up  the 
trap  again,  and  hung  another  piece  of  the 
pig  over  it.  Next  morning  when  I  revis- 
ited the  place,  it  was  evident  that  the 
bear  had  been  there  again,  but  there  was 
also  evidence  that  he  had  not  fared  so 
well  as  on  former  occasions,  for  in  his 
attempt  to  pull  down  the  bait,  he  had 
got  one  of  his  hind  feet  in  the  trap,  and 
though  he  had  moved  away  some  dis- 
tance, he  was  a  prisoner.  By  following 
his  track  in  the  snow  and  noting  where 
he  had  attempted  to  climb  a  tree,  but 
failed,  I  soon  got  sight  of  him.  He  was 
standing  and  watching  my  approach.  I 
soon  put  a  bulletin  his  head,  and  he  lay 
down  quiet  as  a  lamb,  and  gave  me  no 
more  trouble.  He  had  killed  his  last 
Pig- 

(It  may  interest  our  readers  to  learn 
that  Mr.  Hammond  is  now  in  his  eighty- 
second  year  and  after  a  long  experience 
in  both  hunting  and  trapping  has  had  to 
give  up  going  to  the  woods.  He  still 
however  enjoys  his  recollections  of  past 
successes  and  even  goes  so  far  as  now 
and  again  to  take  a  shot  with  a  .22 
Stevens,  the  game  being  scarce  in  the 
neighborhood  of  his  residence  in  North 
Perth.) 


Mr.  J.  B.  Tyrrell  and  His  Famous  Canoe 


Mr.  J.  B.  Tyrrell,  standing 
by  one  of  the  canoes  in  which, 
in  1894,  accompanied  by  Mr. 
R.  H.  Munro- Ferguson,  he 
travelled  1900  miles  in  his 
second  trip  through  the  Bar- 
ren Lands  of  Northern  Can- 
ada, i  ~m 

Starting  from  the  north  end 
of  Lake  Winnipeg,  he  as- 
cended the  Saskatche  wan 
river  to  Cumberland  House; 
whence  he  turned  northward 
and  paddled  up  the  Sturgeon 
river  to  Frog  Portage,  across 
which  the  canoes  were  car- 
ried to  the  bank  of  the 
Churchill  River.  A  paddle  of 
a  tew  miles  down  the  great 
Churchill  River  brought  him 
to  the  mouth  of  Reindeer 
River.  Thence  his  course 
was  up  Reindeer  River,  across 
Reindeer  Lake,  up  Cochrane 
River,  and  down  and  up  small 
tributaries  of  Thlewiaza  River 
to  Kasba  Lake,  at  the  head 
of  Kazan  River,  in  descend- 
ing .which  Kasba,  Ennadai, 
Angikuni  and  Yathkyed  Lakes 
were  crossed.  A  short  dis- 
tance below  the  latter,  a  long 
portage  was  made  into  the 
Ferguson  River,  which  was 
descended  to  its  mouth  on 
the  west  coast  of  Hudson 
Bay.  Thence  the  shore  of 
the  Bay  was  followed  north- 
ward for  three  hundred  miles 
and  Fort  Churchill  was 
reached  on  the  first  of  Octo- 
ber. Here  the  canoe  was 
abandoned  as  the  rest  of  the 
iourney  to  Winnipeg  had  to 
be  accomplished  on  snow- 
shoes.  It  was  afterwards 
brought  down  t©  Nipigon, 
and  after  being  used  for  several  years,  was  brought  to  Toronto  and  was  included 
in  the  Canadian  Northern  Railway's  exhibit  at  the  Sportsmen's  Show. 


Every  member  of  the  Alpine  Club  of 
Canada  will  be  delighted  to  learn  that 
the  President  (Mr.  A.  O.  Wheeler  F.  R. 
G.  S.)  has  been  elected  an  Honorary 
Member  of  the  English  Alpine  Club. 
The  full  membership  of  this  Club — the 
oldest  and  most  famous  Alpine  Club 
in  the  world — is  about  seven  hundred 
and  includes  the  names  of  all  the  famous 
mountaineers  of  the  world.  The  num- 
ber of  honorary  members  is  only  sixteen, 
and  each  of  the  sixteen  possesses  special 
distinctions.  To  be  included  in  such  an 
honor's  list  is  a  high  honor  indeed  and 
the  President  feels  that  by  the  inclusion 
of  his  name,  Canada,  the  Rockies  and 
the  Alpine  Club  of  Canada  are  all  alike 
honored.  This  news  should  give  an 
added  interest  to  the  article  by  Mr. 
Wheeler,  descriptive  of  his  experiences 
in  England  and  Switzerland,  which  ap- 
pears in  other  pages  of  this  issue.  We 
are  sure  every  member  of  the  Club  will 
join  us  in  congratulating  the  President 
upon  the  high  honor  accorded  him  and 
feel  that  the  right  thing  has  been  done  in 
giving  Mr.  Wheeler  this  added  distinc- 
tion. The  foundation  members  in  par- 
ticular know  well  how  much  the  Club 
owes  to  Mr.  Wheeler.  The  burden  of 
the  initiatory  work  fell  largely  upon 
his  shoulders.  The  Club's  very  exist- 
ence is  owing  to  him,  and  its  success 
from  the  beginning  is  largely  due  to  his 
untiring  efforts.  His  knowledge  of  the 
mountains,  his  organizing  ability  and 
his  unlimited  capacity  for  work  have  all 
been   placed  at  the  Club's  service  and 


used  in  the  interests  of  the  members. 
Not  merely  the  arrangements  but  also 
the  carrying  out  of  those  arrangements 
for  the  two  successful  Camps  held  by 
this  young  organization  received  his  per- 
sonal attention  and  it  was  due  to  him  in  a 
very  large  measure  that  both  Camps 
were  so  successful  that  the  fortunate  par- 
ticipants will  retain  life-long  remem- 
brances of  their  experiences.  He  is  now 
busy  over  the  plans  for  the  third  camp 
and  if  hard  work  and  careful  attention 
to  details  can  ensure  success  that  of  the 
camp  on  Rogers'  Pass  is  already  as- 
sured. To  give  members  of  the  Club  an 
idea  of  the  distinguished  company  in 
which  Mr.  Wheeler  now  finds  himself 
we  append  a  list  of  the  Honorary  Mem- 
bers of  the  English  Alpine  Club,  the 
Father  of  all  such  organizations,  whose 
recognition  of  the  youngest  is  particu- 
larly appropriate  in  the  form  it  has  taken:

Snow-line  is  at  a 
lower  altitude,  and  the  luxuriant  growth 
of  timber,  owing  to  the  heavy  precipita- 
tion during  the  winter  months  reaches 
nearly  to  its  borders.  The  striking  con- 
trasts of  the  rich  green  forests,  the  pure 
white  snows,  the  dark  grey  peaks  and 
the  wonderful  billows  of  cloud  that  are 
seen  here  in  July,  render  the  scenery  a 
joy  forever.  .  x

members  taking  such  a  practical  interest 
in  the  club.  If  straws  show  which  way 
the  wind  blows,  ice-axes  are  a  good  in- 


dication of  a  strenuous  and  successful 
camp. 


Our  working  members  will  be  pleased 
to  learn  that  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
the  Camp  there  are  dozens  of  peaks, 
numerous  glaciers  and  icefalls  and  sev- 
eral of  the  very  finest  Alpine  valleys  in 
the  entire  system  that  may  be  visited. 
It  will  be  a  matter  of  careful  choice  of 
program,  for  no  single  member  can  pos- 
sibly do  in  a  week  all  that  is  worth  doing 
in  this  particular  district. 


The  official  climb,  Rogers  Peak  of  Mt. 
Rogers,  will  involve  the  stopping  one 
night  at  an  Alpine  hut,  at  timber  line; 
from  whence  one  of  the  grandest  of  the 
Selkirk  views  is  disclosed. 


Snow  glasses  and  drinking  cups  will 
be  on  hand  at  the  Camp  and  may  be  pur- 
chased at  cost  price.  The  Camp  author- 
ities, however,  cannot  provide  blankets, 
sweaters  or  other  articles  of  camp  cloth- 
ing. Members  are  supposed  to  bring 
their  own  ice-axes. 


The  Librarian  has  recently  secured  a 
copy  of  Paul  Kane's  "Wanderings  of  an 
Artist  among  the  Indians  of  North 
America" — a  very  valuable  and  rare  book. 
A  contribution  of  three  other  mountain 
books  has  been  made  to  the  Library  by 
Mr.  Tom  Wilson,  of  Banff,  but  have  not 
yet  been  received.

Ontario  Fish  and  Game  Convention. 


THE  second  conference  of  the  del- 
egates from  branches  now  estab- 
lished all  over  the  Province  in  con- 
nection with  the  Ontario  Fish  and  Game 
Protective  Association  was  held  on  Eas- 
ter Monday  and  Tuesday  at  the  Physics' 
Building  in  connection  with  Toronto 
University.  In  many  respects  this  Con- 
ference was  more  important  than  the 
first,  which,  held  eighteen  months  ago, 
has  had  an  important  influence  upon  the 
work  not  only  in  this  Province  but 
throughout  Canada,  similar  societies  in 
New  Brunswick,  Alberta  and  Saskatch- 
ewan having  adopted  the  same  constitu- 
tion and  by-laws,  only  making  such 
changes  as  were  absolutely  necessary  in 
names  etc.  When  the  convention  was 
called  to  order  on  Easter  Monday  morn- 
ing, by  Chief  Justice  Falconbridge,  the 
honored  head  of  the  organization,  there 
was  a  good  attendance,  though  the  num- 
bers were  greatly  increased  later  on. 
After  a  brief  welcome  to  the  delegates 
committees  were  selected  and  work  at 
once  began.  A  division  was  made  into 
six  committees  and  at  these  different 
committees  the  recommendations  sent  in 
by  the  various  branches  were  threshed 
out,  and  put  into  shape  for  the  conven- 
tion. These  Committees  were  six  in 
number,  namely  Big  Game,  Feathered 
Game,  Fishing,  Legislation  and  Game 
Wardens,  Fur  Bearing  Animals  and 
Wolves,  and  Miscellaneous  including  the 
license  fees.  In  a  very  short  time  all 
these  Committees  were  at  work  and  at 
the  reassembling  of  the  Convention  in 
the  afternoon  there  was  plenty  of  ma- 
terial with  which  to  deal. 

Chief  Justice  Falconbridge  first  wel- 
comed the  delegates,  congratulating 
them  on  the  results  of  their  work  since 
the  last  convention  and  urging  them  to 
continuous  efforts  in  well  doing.  There 
were  some  few  places  where  their  branch- 
es had  died  out  but  these  were  cases 
where  some  particular  grievance  did  not 
find  immediate  remedy  and  the  members 
were  not  sufficiently  public  spirited  to  as- 
sist the  work  as  a  whole,  which  if  done 
must,  in  course  of  time,  have  remedied 
their  particular  grievances  also.  Abuses 
which    have    existed   for   a  long  time 


were  not  going  to  be  destroyed  in  one 
breath.  He  asked  them  all  to  take  a 
lesson  from  the  arduous,  continuous  and 
gratuitous  labors  undertaken  and  carried 
through  at  the  Headquarters'  branch. 
He  believed,  from  the  tone  of  the  press 
throughout  the  Province,  that  public 
sympathy  was  being  aroused  in  their 
support  and  so  far  from  being  discour- 
aged they  should  be  heartened  to  con- 
tinue their  efforts  in  a  good  cause. 

President  Falconer  welcomed  the  del- 
egates to  the  University.  He  thought 
any  movement  which  in  any  way  served 
the  Province  should  receive  the  fullest 
support  and  encouragement  from  the 
University.  He  noted  that  they  pro- 
posed to  add  the  word  "  Forest"  to  their 
title,  and  as  the  University  had  recently 
added  a  Faculty  for  the  study  of  Forestry 
they  would  be  in  some  sense  allied  in 
their  work,  and  the  labors  of  the 
Association  might  be  regarded  as  of  ad- 
vantage to  the  University.  The  efforts 
of  the  members  of  the  Association  to 
stop  the  plundering  of  the  streams,  the 
destruction  of  the  forests  and  the  deple- 
tion of  thegame  must  command  the  sym- 
pathies of  the  members  of  the  University. 
The  successful  work  of  the  Association 
would  enrich  the  environment  of  every 
one  of  us  and  create  a  higher  regard  for 
the  brute  creation  around  us. 

Dr.  Fernow,  dean  of  the  Faculty  of 
Forestry  at  Toronto  University,  gave  an 
address  on  '  'Forest  and  Game  Preserva- 
tion." He  pointed  out  that  as  a  forester 
it  was  the  economic  aspect  ot  forests,  as 
well  as  both  game  and  fisheries,  and 
their  maintenance  as  continuous  re- 
sources of  a  country  that  must  engage 
his  attention,  more  than  their  value  for 
sport.  Proceeding  to  describe  the  Ger- 
man methods  he  pointed  out  that  a  tim- 
ber famine  occurred  in  that  country  years 
ago  when  there  was  no  coal  for  fuel. 
This  compelled  the  Government  to  make 
strict  regulations  as  to  their  forests  and 
to  enforce  them.  The  whole  country 
was  divided,  for  forest  purposes,  into 
districts,  each  under  the  charge  of  a  dis- 
trict manager  who  had  under  him  under 
foresters.  It  was  from  the  reports  of 
these;  under  foresters  that  not  only  was 
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the  cutting  regulated  but  also  the  shoot- 
ing. The  idea  was  to  so  regulate  both 
that  the  capital  would  not  be  trespassed 
upon.  As  a  result  of  this  policy  there 
was  now  no  fear  of  a  timber  famine  and 
neither  fish  nor  game  were  in  danger  of 
depletion.  Game  somewhat  interfered 
with  forestry  and  considerations  had  to 
be  carefully  bal- 
anced in  order  that 
neither  might  suf- 
fer. By  th  e  s  e 
methods  for  est, 
fish  and  game  pro- 
tection paid  i  n 
Germany  and  that 
with  a  population 
t  w  enty  times  as 
large  as  that  of 
Ontario.  He 
pointed  out  that 
with  rational  man- 
agement the  forest 
reserves  i  n  On- 
tario might  be 
made  to  pay  the 
costof  theirupkeep. 
He  was  told  for 
instance  when  in 
Algonquin  Park 
that  the  beavers 
were  becoming  so 
numerous  that 
thinning  would  do 
good.  If  th  e  y 
took  one  thousand 
beavers  that  would 
mean  fifteen  thou- 
sand dollars,  about 
the  amount  spent 
a  n  nually  on  the 
Park,  which  could 
thus  be  made  to  support  itself.  He  cal- 
culated that  two-thirds  of  the  Province 
were  destined  by  Nature  to  be  either 
waste  or  timber  land  and  it  was  for  the 
people  to  say  which  of  the  two  it  must 
be.  The  people  must  be  brought  to 
realize  the  importance  of  a  timely  begin- 
ning of  such  management.  Everyone  was 
injured  by  the  unconservative  use  of  the 
axe.  When  a  densely  populated  coun- 
try like  Germany  can  maintain  game 
resources  which  capitalized  at  only  three 
per  cent  represents  $170,000,000  what 
could  be  made    of  it  in  a   country  like

Ontario  which  to  a  large  extent  must  re- 
main forest  country? 

The  addition  of  the  word  '  'Forest"  to 
the  title  of  the  Association  was  the  first 
matter  taken  up.  This  was  recom- 
mended by  Headquarters  and  the  Wood- 
stock branch.  The  only  note  of  objec- 
tion came  from  delegates  who  thought 
that  the  Forestry 
Association  might 
f  e  el  hurt.  Dr. 
Fernow,  on  the 
contrary  believe  d 
any  assistance  in 
such  a  work  as 
forestry  would  be 
heartily  welcomed 
by  the  Forestry 
Association  and  on 
a  call  for  a  vote 
the  new  nam  e 
b  r  o  adening  the 
foundation  of  the 
Society  and  plac- 
ing it  upon  a  prop- 
er footing-,  was  un- 
animously carried. 

The  Committee 
on  Feathered  Game 
r  e  c  ommended  a 
close  season  on 
partridge  for  two 
years  and  the  con- 
vention agreed. 

The  open  season 
for  quail  was  rec- 
ommended to  be 
from  Novem  b  e  r 
fifteenth  to  No- 
vember thinie  t  h 
inclusive,  instead 
of  the  whole  month 
of  November  as  at  present;  and  to  en- 
force a  bag  limit  of  ten  birds  per  gun 
per  day  and  thirty  birds  for  the  season. 

A  recommendation  to  make  it  an  of- 
fence to  carry  a  gun  in  the  close  season 
gave  rise  to  some  vigorous  comments. 
The  delegates  agreed  with  the  reasons 
for  the  proposal  but  considered  the  pro- 
posal itself  as  impracticable.  One  del- 
egate said  it  would  prevent  him  from 
shooting  a  skunk  and  another  pointed  out 
the  seriousness  of  the  matter  in  the 
northern  districts  where  a  man  might  be 
prevented  from  shooting  wolves. 
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All  agreed  that  the  eggs  of  song  and 
insectiverous  birds  should  be  better  pro- 
tected. 

The  proposal  that  the  Government  be 
requested  to  appoint  all  members  of  the 
Association  as  deputy  game  wardens 
was  not  pressed.  The  Government  have 
authority  to  do  this  at  present  and  it  was 
felt  that  the  time  was  not  ripe  for  such  a 
request'to  be  put  forward. 

The  sugges- 
tion to  open  the 
season  for  ducks 
■on  September 
"fifteenth  instead 
o  f  September 
first  as  at  pres- 
ent was  favored 
at  first  although 
when  some  of 
the  eastern  men 
objected  the  pro- 
posal was  lost. 
It  was  also  pro- 
posed to  limit 
the  bag  to  twenty 
ducks  per  day 
and  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  for 
the  season. 

A  recom- 
mendation that 
the  Government 
provide  power 
boats  for  the 
.guardians  on  in- 
ternational wa- 
ters was  carried. 

It  was  report- 
ed thatquail  had 
very  much  in- 
creased in  Kent 
and  Essex  and 
it  wa?  believed 

the  protection  given  them  had  proved 
•quite  sufficient.  Quail  increased  very 
rapidly.  The  delegate  from  the  quail 
•country  added  4 'We  want  our  way  about 
the  quail — pretty  nearly"  he  added,  by 
way  of  after  thought.  The  convention 
wished  him  to  have  his  way,  but  shied  at 
the  means  taken — the  prohibition  of  the 
»right  of  carrying  firearms  in  the  close 
season.  This  would  also  prevent  the 
hunting  of  foxes  and  the  fox  hunters  were 
heard  from.    The  delegates  responsible

for  the  suggestion  repudiated  the  idea 
that  they  wished  to  interfere  with  any 
one  else  but  they  wanted  the  quail  pro- 
tected. Anyone  who  would  go  wander- 
ing around  with  a  gun  in  the  close  sea- 
son was  described  as  an  '  'abominable 
nuisance"  and  it  was  said  that  no  sports- 
man would  do  this.  The  quail  have  a 
habit  of  bunching  up  together  and  it  was 
stated  that  a   mischievous  man  or  boy 

with  agun  would 
destroy  a  whole 
bunch  at  one 
shot.  On  the 
other  hand  it 
was  held  that 
the  people  would 
nottolerate  such 
a  restriction  and 
theproposalwas 
voted  down. 

A  proposal 
from  the  Rice 
Lake  delegate 
to  entirely  pro- 
hibit the  sale  of 
ducks  drewfrom 
M  r  .  Thomas 
Ritchie,  of  Belle- 
ville, a  protest. 
What  was  want- 
ed in  his  opinion 
was  not  so  much 
the  making  of 
new  laws  as  the 
vigorous  e  n  - 
forcement  o  f 
these  already  on 
thestatutebook. 

They  merely  re- 
tarded their 
work  and  lost 
influence  with 
the  Government 
by  pressing  forward  impracticable  pro- 
posals whereas  if  they  insistedupon  ade- 
quate enforcement  they  might  gain  much. 
The  delegates  agreed  generally  with  this 
contention  and  it  was  decided  to  go  to 
the  next  business.  The  report  of  the 
committee  on  Fishing  was  submitted  by 
Mr.  W.J.Taylor,  who  acted  as  Secretary, 
and  the  various  matters  after  a  very 
brief  discussion,  were  referred  to  the 
following  day. 

In  the  evening  Convocation    Hall  was 
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filled  by  an  interested  audience,  those 
present  listening  with  the  deepest  atten- 
tion to  Dr.  Hornaday,  the  well  known 
director  of  the  famous  Bronx  Zoological 
Gardens,  New  York.  Dr.  Hornaday, 
who  has  travelled  round  the  world  in  the 
interests  of  wild  animals  and  addressed  a 
great  many  audiences,  himself  described 
the  Toronto  assembly  as  the  finest  audience 
ever  gathered  together  at  one  time  in  the 
interests  of  forest,  fish  and  game  protec- 
tion. Thelecture  was  upon  The  Big  Game 
of  British  Columbia  and  was  finely 
illustrated  by  a  series  of  slides  taken  from 
a  remarkable  selection  of  photographs 
secured  by  Mr.  J.  M.  Phillips,  the  State 
Game  Commissioner  for  Pennyslvania.  Dr. 
Hornday  described  the  measures  taken 
for  protection  by  the  British  Government 
in  Africa,  told  how  the  work  was  proceed- 
ing in  the  States  and  dwelt  upon  the 
efforts  made  by  himself  and  others  to 
secure  a  Game  Reserve  for  British  Colum- 
bia. The  photographs  were  largely  those 
of  mountain  sheeep  to  be  found  in  our 
fine  western  province  and  the  manner  in 
which  these  were  taken  opened  up  new 
possibilities  in  photography.  They  deep- 
ened the  interest  of  those  who  saw  them 
in  our  mountain  sheep  and  stirred  the 
feelings  of  those  who  have  done  anything 
to  further  the  cause  of  game  protection 
in  British  Columbia.  The  whole  lecture 
was  full  of  word  touches  going  straight 
home  to  the  workers  in  the  cause  and 
made  the  evening  one  to  be  long  remem- 
bered by  them.  On  the  motion  of  the 
Lieutenant  Governor  of  Ontario,  second- 
ed by  Mr.  A.Kelly  Evans,  Dr.  Hornaday, 
was  cordially  thanked  for  his  services. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Fur  Bearing  Animals  it  was 
decided  by  the  Convention  during  the 
proceedings  of  the  second  day  to  recom- 
mend the  increase  of  the  wolf  bounty 
from  fifteen  dollars  at  which  amount  it 
stands  at  present  to  twenty-five  dollars. 

The  Committee  expressed  a  strong 
opinion  to  the  effect  that  to  protect  the 
beaver  every  third  year  was  far  preferable 
to  a  long  close  season  without  enforce- 
ment. They  also  thought  that  when  the 
season  is  opened  the  dates  should  be  from 
November  first  to  February  first.  The 
same  statements  applied  to  otter. 

Marten,  mink  and  fisher  needed  protec- 


tion and  should  be  allowed  to  be  taken 
only  in  an  open  season  to  be  fixed  from 
November  first  to  February  first. 

A  proposal  to  limit  the  open  season  for 
bullfrogs  to  the  months  of  May,  June 
and  July  was  ultimately  changed  to  one 
to  have  a  close  season  for  three  years. 

It  was  decided  to  recommend  that  all 
non-resident  hunters  and  fishermen  be 
compelled  to  take  out  their  licenses  at 
the  port  of  entry,  such  port  of  entry 
being  the  place  where  their  baggage  is 
examined.  Such  a  provision  it  was 
stated  would  stop  many  frauds  which 
were  constantly  being  practised. 

Considerable  discussion  arose  as  to  the 
open  season  to  be  recommended  for 
musk  rats  and  it  was  ultimately  decided 
that  such  dates  should  be  from  October 
fifteenth  to  May  first  for  Northern 
Ontario,  and  from  December  first  to  April 
fifteenth  for  Southern  Ontario,  south  and 
west  of  the  County  of  York. 

The  Convention  agreed  to  ask  the  Do- 
minion and  Provincial  Governments  to 
place  an  export  duty  on  fur  bearing  an- 
imals and  their  pelts  in  the  interests 
alike  of  home  industries,  revenue  and 
animal  protection. 

The  Convention  agreed  to  recommend 
the  restriction  of  dogs  in  deer  hunting 
to  one  dog  per  man  for  parties  of  six 
and  under  and  two  dogs  per  man  for 
larger  parties. 

It  was  decided  to  recommend  an  open 
season  of  one  month  from  October  fif- 
teenth to  November  fifteenth  throughout 
the  Province  but  to  allow  no  hunter  more 
than  fifteen  days'  hunting  from  the  date 
of  his  license. 

One  deer  per  man  was  recommended 
as  the  future  restrictipn,  the  total  for  a 
party  aggregating  not  more  than  one 
per  member  of  those  holding  licenses. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Woodstock 
branch  it  was  agreed  to  urge  the  Gov- 
ernment to  place  the  forests,  fish  and 
game  in  one  Department  under  the  su- 
perintendance  of  a  Cabinet  Minister. 
The  Headquarters'  Branch  were  instruct- 
ed to  incorporate  this  proposal  in  the  ob- 
jects of  the  Association  and  the  dele- 
gates pledged  themselves  to  be  content 
with  no  less  than  the  carrying  out  of  this 
proposal.  Details  were  given  of  the 
manner   in    which  this  subject  is  dealt

with  by  the  different  Provinces  of  Can- 
ada, and  Ontario  it  was  urged  should  set 
the  example  by  putting  the  management 
of  these  great  assets  on  a  business 
footing. 

On  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Fish  it  was  contended  that  June  fifteenth 
is  too  early  to  allow  bass  fishing.  The 
parent  bass  are  amongst  the  few  fishes 
that  give  any  care  to  their  young.  Bass 
have  been  seen  in  charge  of  broods  as 
late  as  July  and  even  in  August.  If  the 
parent  bass  are  taken  in  such  cases  it 
means  that  the  brood  will  die.  Where 
the  bass  takes  the  hook  in  such  cases  it 
is  not  because  the  fish  is  hungry  but  be- 
cause the  hook  is  looked  upon  as  an  en- 
emy and  likely  to  be  injurious  to  the 
young.  On  the  other  hand  it  was  point- 
ed out  that  all  the  rod  and  line  fishing  in 
the  world  would  not  injure  such  waters 
as  the  Georgian  Bay  though  it  might 
deplete  the  fishing  in  the  inland  lakes. 
The  season  is  very  short  as  it  is  and  it 
was  agreed  to  leave  it  alone  for  the 
present. 


It  was  urged  that  winter  fishing 
should  be  stopped  aud  it  was  stated  that 
often  people  pretending  to  fish  for  perch 
caught  bass  every  time. 

On  the  subject  of  carp  it  was  stated 
that  the  American  Fisheries''  Societies 
had  agreed  to  taboo  the  whole  subject. 
It  was  urged  that  if  the  greatest  scien- 
tists and  fish  culturists  were  unable  to 
come  to  definite  conclusions  the  Ontario 
Association  had  better  not  meddle  with 
the  matter.  The  majority  of  scientists 
seemed  to  think  that  carp  did  not  harm 
the  spawn,  the  greatest  objection  to  it 
appearing  to  be  that  it  disgusted  other 
fish  by  stirring  up  the  mud  and  thus 
driving  them  away  to  other  waters.  As 
a  food  fish  the  carp  was  looked  upon  as 
valuable  by  many  people.  Both  in  To- 
ronto and  Hamilton  Bays  the  fishing  for 
pike  had  improved  since  the  advent  of 
the  carp. 

The  Committee's  recommendation  for 
the  prohibition  of  the  export  of  all  food 
fish  for  a  term  of  years  was  carried,  as 
well  as    a  more    rigid  inspection  of  ex-

ports  until  such  prohibition  is  carried. 

It  was  decided  to  communicate  with  the 
Department  of  Railways  and  Canals  at 
Ottawa  asking-  for  an  instruction  to  be 
sent  to  the  engineers  in  charge  of  the 
various  works  requesting  them  to  do 
their  best  to  maintain  the  water  at  con- 
stant levels  so  as  not  to  interfere  with 
the  spawning. 

The  abolition  of  net  fishing  on  inland 
waters  was  recommended. 

It  was  asked  that  net  fishing  be  pro- 
hibited on  Lake  St.  Clair  and  that  an 
expert  be  engaged  to  report  on  the  whole 
subject,  his  findings  to  be  accepted  as 
final. 

The  Convention  agreed  to  ask  that 
the  close  season  for  white  fish  in  I^ake 
Superior  be  made  to  accord  with  the 
laws  on  the  American  side.  It  was  stated 
that  a  close  season  from  October  first  to> 
December  first  would  meet  the  case  and 
that  salmon  trout  should  be  included. 

A  proposal  to  ask  the  Dominion  Gov- 
ernment to  create  a  fishing  preserve  for 
the  supply  of  fish  to  the  town  of  Sault 
Ste.  Marie  was  concurred  in  by  the  Con- 
vention. 

The  Convention  agreed  to  recommend 
a  proposal  for  non-residents,  fishing  in. 
Canadian  waters,  to  be  compelled  to 
employ  a  Canadian  guide  to  the  end  that 
his  presence  might  be  the  means  of  pre- 
venting illegal  slaughter  and  waste  of 
game  fishes. 

A  proposal  to  license  guides  and  give 
them  authority  as  wardens  was  not 
pressed  upon  the  statement  that  the- 
Government  have  power  already  under 
the  Act  to  take  this  step  whenever  it 
may  appear  to  them  to  be  advisable. 

The  Convention  endorsed  the  princi- 
ple of  a  petition  to  the.  Canadian  Govern- 
ment forwarded  by  Mr.  Thompson-Seton 
requesting  the  formation  of  bird  pre- 
serves and  game  refuges  on  the  lines  of 
the  Algonquin  National  Park,  and  the 
Canadian  National  Park.  As  originally 
proposed  the  petition  asked  the  Govern- 
ment to  set  aside  all  islands  under 
one  hundred  acres  in  extent  in  Canada 
as  such  preserves.  The  delegates  opined 
that  Mr.  Thompson-Seton  must  have  a 
very  vague  idea  of  the  number  of  such, 
islands  in  Canada  and  altered  it  to  read, 
"a  sufficient  number  of  islands." 

A  proposition  to  add  to  the  Algonquin* 
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National  Park  a  portion  of  the  district 
of  Haliburton  met  with  much  favor  and 
was  agreed  to. 

Instructions  were  given  to  send  greet- 
ings to  similar  organizations  in  the 
northern  States  and  to  express  hearty 
hopes  of  success  to  their  propaganda  for 
the  prevention  of  spring  shooting. 

Mr.  Thomas  Ritchie,  of  Belleville,  was 
associated  by  vote  with  the  Headquar- 
ters Branch  in  the  preparation  of  a  cir- 
cular similar  to  one  outlined  by  Mr. 
Ritchie  and  adding  to  it  the  statistics 
supplied  by  Dr.  Hornaday  and  Dr.  Fer- 
now  which  it  is  proposed  to  send  to  all 
Municipalities,  Boards  of  Trade,  Trans- 
portation Companies  and  other  public 
and  semi-public  bodies  in  the  Province 
urging  them  to  petition  the  Government 
for  the  better  enforcement  of  the  fish  and 
game  laws  and  particularly  urging  effi- 
cient inspection  at  all  points  of  export. 

The  policy  of  the  Association  regard- 
ing public  domains  and  preserves  was 
reaffirmed. 

It  was  decided  to  ask  the  Government 
to  grant  the  Association  one-half  the 
fines  imposed  for  breaking  the  fish  and 
game  laws  when  convictions  are  brought 
about  through  the  agency  of  detectives 
appointed  by  the  Association,  such  de- 
tectives to  act  in  conjunction  with  men 
versed  in  the  law,  all  moneys  collected 
in  this  way  to  be  expended  in  enforcing 
the  laws. 

Many  branches  had  sent  in  complaints 
as  to  the  manner  in  which  Game  War- 
dens discharge  their  duties  or  fail  to  dis- 
charge them.  The  Committee  on  Legis- 
lation and  the  Convention  considered  it 
unwise  at  the  present  time  to  make  any 
recommendations  on  the  subject.  The 
two  departments  of  fish  and  game  were 
only  amalgamated  last  year  and  new  ap- 
pointments for  the  combined  service  are 
now  being  made.  It  was  thought  only 
reasonable  and  fair  to  await  the  new  ap- 
appointments  and  their  results  before 
pronouncing  a  hasty  judgment  upon 
them. 

The  delegates  unanimously  adopted 
"Rod  and  Gun  and  Motor  Sports  in 
Canada,"  as  the  official  organ  of  the  As- 
sociation, Mr.  Kelly  Evans,  who  pro- 
posed the  motion,  pointing  out  that  from 
the  first  the  Magazine  had  rendered  them 
valuable  service,  and  by  this  means  the 
Headquarters  would  be  able  to  commu- 
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There  is  a  reason  for  it.

In  the  closing  minutes  of  the  Conven- 
tion, Mr.  A.  J.  Henderson,  of  Toronto, 
sprang  a  subject  of  great  importance  upon 
the  delegates.  This  was  either  to  change 
the  municipal  elections  in  the  north  from 
midwinter  to  midsummer,  or  allow  a  non 
resident  poll  in  distant  town  or  city  on 
requisition  of  ten  or  more  voters.  He 
argued  that  such  a  change  would  make 
for  improved  municipal  government  and 
the  better  enforcement  of  the  laws  of 
health  and  fish  and  game  protection. 
Under  the  circumstances  the  whole  matter 
was  left  over  for  consideration  by  the 
Headquarters  branch. 

The  Headquarters  committee  were 
authorized  by  special  resolution  to  divide 
the  decisions  of  the  convention  into  two 
portions,  the  most  important  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Premier  and  the  Cabinet 
and  the  rest  passed  on  to  the  Department. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Oliver  Adams 
the  members  of  the  Convention  expressed 
their  emphatic  approval  of  the  prayer  of 
the  petition  circulated  throughout  the 
Province  through  the  branches  in  tavor 
of  efficient  fish  and  game  protection,  rigid

International  Automobile,  Motor  Boat  and  Sportsmen's 

Show  at  Montreal. 


That  the  "motoring  craze,"  as  some 
have  called  it,  has  taken  deep  root  in 
Montreal  and  the  surrounding  country, 
is  evidenced  by  the  successes  which  have 
attended  the  three  annual  Shows  held 
in  the  commercial  capital  of  the  Do- 
minion. It  would  be  wonderful  indeed 
if  such  were  not  the  case.  With  the 
great  advantage  of  the  St.  Lawrence  at 
their  door  and  the  beautiful  lake  expan- 
sions of  that  father  of  waters  not  too 
far  off,  boating  has  long  flourished  at 
Montreal,  and  motoring  has  given  it  an 
impetus  which  promises  the  widest  pos- 
sible extensions  in  the  future.  Motoring 
on  land  has  encouraged  the  good  roads 
movement  and  caused  many  people  to  do 
all  they  can  to  hasten  the  day  when  ex- 
cellent roads  shall  make  automobiling  a 
pleasure  in  every  part  of  the  Island  of 
Montreal.  Motorists  by  land  and  water, 
and  some  who  use  both  means  of  enjoy- 
ment, were  amongst  the  ardent  support- 
ers of  the  Show  which  this  year  regis- 
tered a  good  advance  upon  its  two  pre- 
decessors. The  Show  was  held  at  the 
Arena,  Montreal,  from  April  fourth  to 
eleventh,  and  by  means  of  the  fine  ex- 
hibits and  the  careful  attention  of  the  vis- 
itors, convinced  all  who  would  allow 
themselves  to  be  convinced  that  motor- 
ing is  no  craze  but  is  inaugurating  a 
change  of  locomotion  on  land  and  an 
equally  important  and  beneficial  one  on 
water. 

Every  evening  the  spacious  building, 
which  was  artistically  decorated  in  white 
and  old  rose,  with  numerous  arches  of 
incandescent  lamps,  was  thronged  with 
crowds  of  much  interested  spectators 
and  throughout  each  day  those  in  charge 
of  the  exhibits  were  kept  busily  engaged 
in  pointing  out  to  prospective  buyers  the 
merits  and  advantages  of  the  particular 
car,  boat,  engine  or  accessories  which 
they  were  interested  in  selling.  Occupy- 
ing a  central  position  on  the  floor  of  the 
Arena  was  the  magnificent  display  of  au- 
tomobiles, all  of  which  were  exhibited 
by  local  agents  or  local  manufacturers, 
and    around  the  four  sides  were  taste- 


fully arranged  the  exhibits  ot  motor 
boats,  marine  engines,  tires,  accessories 
and  sporting  goods.  In  the  Annex  at 
the  rear  four  of  Canada's  greatest  rail- 
way systems  made  displays  which  did 
not  fail  to  hold  the  attention  of  sports- 
men and  all  lovers  of  outdoor  life  and 
which  proved  beyond  dispute  that  no 
country  in  the  world  has  greater  attrac- 
tions to  offer  to  devotees  of  the  rod  or 
gun  or  to  tourists  seeking  varied  and 
magnificent  scenery. 

Music  by  an  excellent  orchestra  each 
afternoon  and  evening  added  much  to 
the  enjoyment  of  the  visitors  as  did  also 
a  half  hour's  program  each  evening  of 
moving  pictures  appropriately  selected 
for  the  occasion. 


Automobiles. 

One  of  the  largest  and  best  displays  of 
automobiles  was  that  made  by  the  Wil- 
son Automobile  Co.  of  Montreal,  who 
are  agents  for  the  Franklin,  Pierce  Great- 
Arrow,  McLaughlin-Buick  and  Humber 
cars.  The  exhibit  consisted  of  three 
Franklins,  a  16-20  h  p  Type  G,  a  28-32 
h  P  Type  D,  and  a  42  h  p  6-cylinder,  a  6- 
cylinder  Pierce  Great  Arrow,  a  15-20  h  p 
Humber  Touring  Car,  and  six  McLaugh- 
lin-Buick  cars.  The  latter  were  of  spe- 
cial interest  to  the  majority  of  visitors 
and  undoubtedly  will  be  popular  in  Can- 
ada this  year.  The  range  consisted  of 
their  handsome  4-cylinder  runabout  at 
$1050,  a  22  h  p  runabout  with  top  at 
$1350,  a  22  h  p  Model  F  at  $1400  which 
is  an  excellent  car  for  the  money,  a  24-28 
h  p  roadster  at  $2100,  a  24-28  h  p  Model 
D  at  $2150,  and  a  40-45  h  p  Model  5  at 
$2750.  A  special  feature  of  the  Frank- 
lin cars  is  the  air-cooled  cylinder  and 
those  who  have  had  experience  with 
them  find  this  feature  extremely  satisfac- 
tory. In  the  Pierce  Great-Arrow  the 
oiling  system  of  the  motor  stands  out 
pre  eminent.  It  is  by  what  is  known  as 
the  "mist"  system.  The  oil  lubricating 
the  cylinder  walls,  piston  rings  and 
wristpins  is  first  vaporized  or  broken  up 
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into  a  mist  in  the  crank  case  and  then 
sucked  in  mist  form  into  the  cylinder  on 
the  up  stroke  of  the  piston.  The  com- 
pleteness and  simplicity  of  this  system 
of  oiling  are  worthy  of  attention. 


Alongside  of  this  exhibit  was  that  of 
the  Comet,  a  Montreal  made  car,  which, 
naturally,  is  a  popular  one  in  that  city, 
and  which  has  been  designed  especially 
to  suit  Canadian  conditions.  Confining 
their  attention  to  practically  one  car, 
which  is  turned  out  in  two  styles,  the 
"Twenty-four"  Touring  Car  and  the 
"Twenty-four"  Gentleman's  Speedster, 
the  manufacturers  have  succeeded  in 
producing  cars  more  suitable  for  rough 
and  uneven  roads  and  hard  service  than 
any  other  car  made.  The  twelve  months' 
guarantee  that  goes  with  these  cars  is 
much  appreciated,  especially  as  the  guar- 
tee  is  backed  by  a  home  factory.  By 
using  a  Canadian  made  car  the  vexatious 
delays  in  replacing  broken  or  worn  out 
parts  are  avoided.  Comet  cars  are  com- 
posed of  the  same  material  as  the  best 
European  cars  and  are  made  with  the 
same  care  and  precision.  The  Touring 
Car  with  standard  equipment  sells  at 
$4000  and  the  Gentleman's  Speedster  at 
$3800. 


The  exhibit  of  French,  American  and 
Canadian  cars  by  the  Canadian  Automo- 
bile Co.  of  Montreal  came  in  for  much 
favorable  comment,  the  types  shown  be- 
ing the  Darracq,  Cadillac  and  Oldsmo- 
bile.  The  famous  6-cylinder  Darracq, 
also  the  4-cylinder  in  two  styles,  were 
shown.  The  former,  owing  to  its  re- 
markable smooth  running  qualities,  flex- 
ibility, etc.,  is  one  of  the  most  popular 
high  powered  cars  used  in  Canada.  For 
those  desiring  a  light  4-cylinder  car  the 
18-22  h  p  Darracq  is  eminently  suitable. 
Although  light  it  is  strongly  built  and  is 
unequalled  for  speed  and  hill  climbing  in 
proportion  to  its  rated  engine  power. 
The  four-cylinder  Cadillac  was  shown  in 
the  touring  car  and  runabout  style.  The 
Model  G.  Touring  Car  has  demonstrated 
its  speed  capabilities  at  a  rate  of  from 
42  to  50  miles  per  hour  and  is  a  remark- 
able hill  climber.  .The  motor  is  25  h  p 
with    4-inch    bore    by  Ax/2  inch  piston 


stroke.  The  lubrication  is  by  the  auto- 
matic splash  system  and  the  carburetor 
of  the  standard  float  feed  type.  The 
Canadian  Oldsmobiles  included  in  this 
exhibit  came  in  for  a  good  share  of  at- 
tention. 


The  Dominion  Motor  Car  Co.,  of 
Montreal,  made  an  interesting  exhibit  of 
Argylls  and  White  Steam  cars.  In 
Argylls,  a  handsome  30  h  p  Limousine  at 
$5500  and  a  30  h  p  chassis  with  touringf 
body  at  $3750  were  shown  and  were 
much  admired.  The  simplicity  and  re- 
liability of  the  ignition  are  prominent 
features  of  the  Argyll.  The  lubricator  is 
of  the  pressure  feed  type  and  is  placed 
on  the  dashboard  in  plain  sight  of  the 
driver.  The  engine  is  so  arranged  as  to 
perform  all  its  functions  automatically. 
A  20  h  p  White  Steam  Touring  car  was 
included  in  this  exhibit. 


Of  the  foreign  cars  shown  one  of  the 
most  admired  was  the  French  car  manu- 
factured by  Renault  Freres  and  exhib- 
ited by  Mr.  Jas.  Pyman  who  has  the 
Canadian  agency.  This  car  has  many 
features  which  commend  it  to  autoists,  a 
few  of  which  are  the  position  of  the  radi- 
ator, the  cylinder  cooling  apparatus,  the 
automatic  carburetor,  the  simplicity  of 
control  and  the  easy  accessibility  of  all 
parts  of  the  engine.  The  very  large 
number  of  these  cars  in  use  in  England 
and  on  the  continent  is  one  of  their  best 
recommendations. 


Tir«s. 

As  the  tire  question  is  such  an  import- 
ant one  to  the  autoist,  from  the  stand- 
point not  only  of  expense  but  of  satisfac- 
tion, it  would  not  be  contrary  to  expec- 
tations to  find  a  large  portion  of  the 
space  at  an  automobile  Show  devoted  to 
this  one  feature.  The  exhibit  along  this 
line  at  Montreal  was  certainly  no  disap- 
pointment, and  it  occupied  a  prominent 
position  both  on  one's  right  and  left  as 
the  visitor  entered  the  Arena. 

The  Rubber  Tire  Wheel  Co.  made  an 
interesting  showing  of  the  famous  Fisk 
tires  made  in  Canada  by  the  Gufeta  Per- 
cha   &  Rubber  Mfg.   Co.    Those  who 
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An  Overloaded  Ship

The  exhibit  made  by  the  Canadian 
Puncture  Proof  Tire  Co.,  of  Toronto, 
attracted  much  attention  owing  to  the 
fact  that  their  tire  protector  fills  such  a 
long  felt  want  and  accomplishes  so  much 
in  the  way  of  avoiding  tire  troubles.  In 
the  construction  of  this  protector  three 
layers  of  copper  plated  crucible  steel 
disks  are  vulcanized  in  cushions  of  pure 
rubber  in  such  a  manner  that  it  is  abso- 
lutely impossible  to  puncture  it.  As 
proof  of  this  a  tire  fitted  with  this  pro- 
tector was  shown  standing  on  the  points 
of  some  half  dozen  ordinary  wire  nails 
(about  four  or  five  inches  in  length)  the 
tire  bearing  its  share  of  the  weight  of  a 
heavy  automobile.  This  protector  is 
easily  placed  in  position,  being  simply 
inserted  between  the  inner  tube  and 
outer  case.  It  can  be  removed  and  used 
in  any  other  tire  of  the  same  size  with- 
out cementing  or  vulcanizing.  It  is 
claimed  that  from  one-third  to  one-half 
more  mileage  can  be  obtained  from  cases 
ordinarily  unfit  for  service,  by  the  rein- 
forcement afforded  by  the  protector. 


No  exhibit  of  tires  would  be  complete 
without  an  exhibit  of  the  Dunlop,  the 
popularity  and  success  of  which  was  at 
first  due  to  the  extreme  simplicity  of  at- 
tachment which  at  once  appealed  to  the 
driver  of  a  motor  car.  A  feature  equally 
as  important  and  which  has  kept  the 
Dunlop  in  good  repute  is  its  remarkable 
wearing  qualities,  due  to  the  method  of 
vulcanization.  The  Perfected  Dunlop 
and  the  Dunlop  Clincher  are  vulcanized 
wholly  in  live  steam  and  are  subject  to 
one  vulcanizing  cure  only.  This  adds 
toughness  to  the  rubber  and  does  not  in- 
juriously affect  the  natural  strength  of 
the  fabric.  The  Perfected  Dunlop  when 
inflated  is  immovable,  being  held  in  place 


by  the  internal  air  pressure  and  cannot 
come  off  even  if  ridden  deflated.

During  the  past  two 
seasons  it  has  had  a  most  successful 
record   

The  Canadian  Clincher  Tires  made  by 
the  Canadian  Rubber  Co.  of  Montreal, 
bear  an  excellent  reputation  among  those 
who  have  tried  them  and  after  all  there  is 
no  better  test  to  which  a  tire  can  be  sub- 
jected than  actual  use.  In  making  a 
selection  of  tires  one  cannot  be  guided 
better  than  by  the  average  records  of  the 
various  makers.  It  is  indeed  a  difficult 
question  and  the  Canadian  Rubber  Com- 
pany has  issued  a  neat  little  booklet  giv- 
ing many  valuable  hints.  This  booklet 
also  contains  much  information  as  to  the 
use  and  care  of  tires  and  useful  sugges- 
tions as  to  their  removal  and  repair. 

Motor  Boats. 
Much  difference  of  opinion  prevails 
among  motorists  as  to  the  pleasures  and 
advantages  to  be  derived  from  this  fas- 
cinating forms  of  Mocomotion  in  its  two 
forms,  on  land  and  on  water,  and  it  is 
quite  probable  that  this  question  will 
never  be  definitely  settled.  One  thing  is 
certain  that  for  many  years  to  come  mo- 
tor boating  will  be  a  pastime  that  will 
continue  to  increase  in  popularity  and 
there  seems  to  be  no  limit  to  its  possibil- 
ities. It  was  only  natural  therefore,  that 
the  various  exhibits  of  motor  boats 
should  receive  such  a  large  share  of  at- 
tention. 

A  gracefully  designed  speed  boat, 
twenty-seven  feet  long  with  44-inch 
beam,  shown  by  the  Canadian  Fairbanks 
Co.,  was  very  much  admired.  It  was 
equipped  with  a  12  h  p  3-cylinder  Fair- 
banks-Morse engine  and  was  guaranteed 
a  speed  of  from  16  to  19  miles  per  hour. 
A  twenty-two  foot  motor  boat  equipped 
with  a  5  h  p  2-cylinder  Fairbanks-Morse 
engine,  having  a  speed  of  12  miles  per 
hour  was  also  shown.  Both  of  these 
were  so  arranged  as  to  be  of  the  one- 
man  control  type. 

The  showing  ot  motor  boats  by  the 
Merchants'    Awning   Co.,   of  Montreal, 
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was  closely  inspected  by  the  hundreds  of 
visitors  who  were  specially  interested  in 
this  line.  The  twenty-five  foot  semi- 
speed  auto  boat  with  hand  polished  ma- 
hogany decks  was  well  worthy  of  atten- 
tion. It  was  equipped  with  a  10  h  p 
Buffalo  engine,  with  automobile  control 
and  steering  wheel.  The  price  of  this 
boat  complete  was  $1200.  A  twenty-one 
foot  boat  with  a  5  h  p  Buffalo  engine 
and  reverse  gear  was  offered  at  $668  and 
an  eighteen  foot  runabout  with  a  3  h  p 
Buffalo  motor  giving  a  speed  of  seven  to 
eight  miles  per  hour  was  offered  at  $440. 
Nearly  everyone  stopped  to  admire  the 
very  comfortable  looking*  'Chestnut"  canoe 
equipped  with  a  2  h  p  Buffalo  motor. 
This  boat,  which  was  20  feet  long,  has  a 
carrying  capacity  of  about  five  persons. 
It  is  guaranteed  unsinkable  and  uncap- 
sizeable.  With  four  chairs  and  rugs  it 
sells  for  $400. 

Marine  Engines. 

Probably  the  largest  and  most  varied 
display  of  marine  engines  was  that  made 
by  the  Canadian  Fairbanks  Company. 
The  exhibit  ranged  from  a  2  1-2  h  p  sin- 
gle cylinder  Fairbanks-Morse  at  $115  to 
a  12  hp  3-cylinder  at  $555.  In  all  of 
these  engines  the  *  'Speed"  or  '  'Univer- 
sal" carburetor  is  employed  owing  to  its 
simplicity,  reliability  and  ease  of  adjust- 
ment. Reversible  propellers  of  their 
own  make  are  also  used.  The  two-cycle 
engines  are  valveless  which  means  much 
to  the  average  man,  as  there  is  not  a 
single  valve  to  adjust  or  to  get  out  of 
order.  In  all  of  these  engines  only  the 
best  of  material  and  workmanship  are 
employed  and  they  are  fully  guaranteed 
for  one  year.   

An  eighteen  foot  Mullins  Pressed 
Steel  Boat  with  a  3^  hp  Ferro  motor 
giving  a  speed  of  eight  miles  per  hour 
was  exhibited.  The  price  of  this  with 
cushions  and  brass  railing  was  $475. 
These  boats  are  absolutely  guaranteed 
against  puncture,  sinking  and  leaking. 
Air  chambers  are  placed  in  bow  and 
stern  insuring  absolute  safety.  See 
their  advertisement. 

The  Beaudry  engine  made  in  Montreal 
attracted  a  good  share  of  attention,  com- 
pactness and  accessibility  of  parts  being 
particularly    prominent.      The  ignition 


system  used  is  the  well  known  and  relia- 
ble Jump  Spark  system  using  timer  with 
a  coil  for  each  cylinder.  Change  of 
speed  is  accomplished  by  throttle  and 
spark  shifter  giving  a  wide  range  speed. 
A  mechanical  oiler  is  used  which  will 
force  oil  against  a  pressure  of  2500  lbs. 
to  the  square  inch.  The  method  of  oil- 
ing the  crank  pins  consists  of  a  ring 
oiler  attached  to  the  side  of  the  cheek  of 
the  crank  shaft,  and  economizes  largely 
in  the  amount  of  oil  yet  ensures  positive 
lubrication.  Beaudry  engines  are  made 
in  4  and  6  h  p  single  cylinder,  8  and  12 
h  p  double  cylinder  and  16,  24,  and  32 
h  p  four  cylinder.  While  the  builders 
have  taken  advantage  of  everything 
possible  in  the  way  of  material  to  ensure 
lightness,  nothing  has  been  sacrificed 
that  is  necessary  for  strength  or  dura- 
bility.   

The  popularity  of  American  marine 
engines  among  Canadians  was  evident 
from  the  intense  interest  of  the  visitors 
in  the  exhibit  of  Buffalo  motors  shown 
bv  the  Merchants'  Awning  Company  of 
Montreal.  These  engines  are  made  in 
the  four-cycle  type  only  and    the  manu-

Amongst  these  were  the 
well  known  "Autocrat"  dry  battery,  de- 
scribed as  the  most  popular  dry  battery 
manufactured  and  affording,  from  the 
tests  made,  good  evidence  of  the  genuine 
nature  of  this  claim. 

The  "Munder"  spark  plug  came  in  for 
much  notice  and  careful  attention  was 
given  to  the  claims  put  forward  on  its 
behalf.

tried  articles  going  under  the  "syntic" 
brand — a  name  equivalent  to  excellence 
and  efficiency.  Coils,  vibrators,  timers, 
distributors,  magnetos,  batteries,  were 
all  there  and  so  were  a  great  variety  of 
others,  affording  a  choice  calculated  to 
please  the  most  exacting  while  assuring 
the  best  in  all  departments.  The  wide 
extension  of  the  business  of  this  Com- 
pany gives  them  practical  knowledge  of 
the  requirements  of  motorists  in  all  parts 
of  the  Dominion  and  consequently  en- 
abled them  to  gather  a  collection  which 
proved  not  only  interesting  but  also  in- 
structive to  the  many  interested  visitors.

The  Orswell  System 
of  ignition  was  also  a  feature  of  the 
Canadian  Fairbanks,  exhibit.  Those 
who  have  used  it  claim  that  it  never 
fails.  Many  other  accessories,  including 
the  well  known  Columbia  dry  cells,  which 
appeal  to  owners  of  motor  boats,  were 
also  included  in  this  exhibit. 

Owners  of  motor  boats  could  not  fail 
to  be  interested  in  the  exhibit  made  by 
the  Merchants'  Awning  Co.  of  accessor- 
ies which  add  much  to  the  appearance  of 
any  model  and  which  tend  to  increase 
the  safety  and  comfort  of  the  passengers. 
The    exhibit   included   collapsible  boat 
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tops,  spray  hoods,  mooring  covers,

The  exhibition  of  the  Bowser  system 
for  the  storage  of  gasoline  was  of  great 
interest  to  owners  of  automobiles.  Its 
safety,  cleanliness,  convenience  and 
economy  were  sufficiently  striking  to 
commend  it  to  all  persons  handling  gas- 
oline. The  storage  tank  is  buried  under- 
ground in  a  convenient  place  where  it 
can  be  readily  filled  without  bringing  the 
gasoline  into  the  building.  An  indicator 
is  attached  to  the  pump  so  that  a  desired 
amount  can  be  drawn  at  a  single  stroke. 
The  pump  may  also  be  fitted  with  a 
Bowser  Nozzle  Filter  which  will  separate 
water  from  the  gasoline.  The  system  is 
equally  adapted  for  lubricating  oils  and 
is  now  in  daily  use  in  over  30,000  public 
and  private  garages  in  Canada  and  the 
United  States. 

The  large  amount  of  brass  which  is 
found  as  an  adornment  of  most  automo- 
biles and  motor  boats  calls  for  a  prepara- 
tion of  some  kind  that  will  reduce  to  a 
minimum  the  labor  of  keeping  these  parts 
brilliantly  polished.  This  want  has  ap- 
parently been  supplied  in  the  form  of  a 
polish  known  as  the  Rapid  Metal  Polish 
which  was  exhibited  by  the  Household 
Specialty  Mfg.  Co.  of  Montreal.  Sam- 
ple copies  were  freely  distributed  which 
will  no  doubt  result  in  a  large  demand 
for  this  useful  article 


Sporting  Goods. 

While  the  Exhibition  provided  ample 
space  to  occupy  the  attention  of  the  mo- 
tor enthusiast,  the  average  sportsman 
and  lover  of  outdoor  life  was  not  for- 
gotten and  the  St.  Lawrence  Sporting 
Goods  Company  of  Montreal  was  on 
hand  with  a  very  tastefully  arranged  dis- 
play of  canoes,  guns,  rifles,  Corticelli 
silk  fish  lines,  fishing  tackle  of  all  kinds, 
lacrosse  sticks,  tennis  racquets,  golf 
goods  and  almost  everything  appealing 
to  the  hunter,  angler  or  athlete.  The 
excellence  of  finish  and  workmanship  in 
all  of  these  lines  was  a  noticeable  fea- 


ture. The  exhibit  was  so  comprehensive 
that  no  doubt  was  left  in  the  mind  of  the 
average  sportsman  as  to  the  ability  of 
this  reliable  firm  to  supply  his  every  re- 
quirement for  an  ordinary  outing. 


Many  of  the  visitors  were  interested  in 
the  display  of  parrots  and  sweet  singing 
birds  shown  by  the  Montreal  Bird  and 
Kennel  Co.  The  parrots  were  excep- 
tionally beautiful  and  were  greatly  ad- 
mired.

Transportation  is  a  mighty  problem  in 
Canada  and  the  transportation  companies 
are  great  factors  in  the  country's  progress. 
Consequently  they  are  expected  to  make 
a  good  showing  whenever  the  opportunity 
presents  itself  and  they  can  have  no  better 
chance  than  at  such  a  show.  On  this 
occasion  the  railways  were  relegated  to 
the  annexe  and  nobody  could  dream  of 
having  seen  the  Show  without  going 
round  the  annexe. 

Canadian  Pacific. 

The  Canadian  Pacific  covers  so  much 
territory  that  the  difficulty  must  always 
be  to  make  a  selection.  By  means  of 
large  pictures  the  Company  does  much 
to  give  an  idea  of  the  wonderful  scenic 
effects  in  territories  to  be  reached  through 
their  line  and  these  pictures  never  tire. 
They  are  constantly  adding  fresh  ones  to 
an  already  magnificent  selection.  Tro-

think  one  was  back  in  the  woods  enjoy- 
ing the  wild  free  life  to  be  there  obtained 
and  free  from  all  the  artificiality  of  mod- 
ern life  in  Montreal.  While  this  illusion 
is  not  easily  accomplished  the  long  ex- 
perience of  the  Canadian  Pacific 
officials  enable  them  to  obtain 
this  result  each  time  and  als6 
maintain  that  variety  which  enables  the 
visitor  to  feel  as  though  it  were  all  fresh 
to  him.

The  Grand 
Trunk  reaches  all  Ontario  centres  by  di- 
rect routes  and  when  the  Grand  Trunk 
Pacific  is  further  advanced  there  will  be 
be  many  fresh  hunting  and  fishing  terri- 
tories opened  to  the  sportsmen  of  the 
world.  The  Grand  Trunk  has  won  a 
great  reputation  for  the  skillful  manner 
in  which  it  has  opened  up  tourist  centers 
and  it  may  be  expected  that  equal  fore- 
sight will  be  directed  to  the  many  new 
fields  about  to  be  opened.  Those  who 
examined  their  display  were  much  struck 
with  the  thoroughness  of  their  collection 
and  the  wonderful  way  in  which  it  illus- 
trated the  various  fine  fields  covered  by 
the  System. 


The  Canadian  Northern. 

Fresh  from  their  triumphs  at  Toronto 
the  Canadian  Northern  were  again  rep- 
resented by  a  varied  and  effective  collec- 
tion. Naturally  some  of  the  features  of 
the  exhibit,  which  were  so  highly  com- 
mended at  the  Toronto  Show,  were  re- 
peated but  additions  were  made  which 
illustrated  particularly  the  territories 
reached  by  the  Company's  lines  in  the 
Province  of  Quebec  and  Eastern  Canada. 
Live  fish  from  Lake  St.  John  were 
shown  in  acquariums  and  a  live  bear. 
These  tended  to  give  an  air  of  reality  to 
the  exhibit  and  to  take  one  away  to  the 
lake  and  the  woods.  Every  one  was 
keenly  interested  in  these  living  exhibits 
and  they  rivalled  the  autos  themselves  in 
popularity.  For  a  first  effort  in  the  show 
line  the  Canadian  Northern  have  indeed 
done  wonders.  They  have  succeeded  the 
first  time  in  rivetting  attention  upon  their 
territories  and  their  lines,  and  the  Cana- 
dian Northern  promises  in  the  very  near 
future  to  become  as  well  known  amongst 
sportsmen  and  tourists  as  they  are  al- 
ready known  amongst  the  ordinary  trav- 
elling public  in  the  districts  through 
which  their  lines  run.  It  was  clearly 
evident  to  all  visitors  that  the  Canadian 
Northern  are  a  factor  in  the  transporta- 
tion interests  of  Canada  and  will  become 
increasingly  so.  When  the  six  railways, 
at  present  known  under  separate  desig- 
nations but  all  connected  with  the  one 
system,  are  coupled  up  Canada  will  have 
a  third  transcontinental  and  unless  ap- 
pearances are  very  deceptive  one  of  the 


most  energetic  and  go  ahead  systems  in 
Canada.  For  a  first  introduction  into 
the  exhibition  business  the  Canadian 
Northern  have  done  well,  have  opened 
up  new  fields  and  promise  to  do  even 
better  in  the  future. 


Intercolonial. 

In  eastern  Canada  the  Intercolonial 
stands  unrivalled  in  opening  up  hunting 
and  fishing  territories.  The  line  takes 
one  right  into  the  heart  of  many  good 
fields  and  big  game  hunters  know  it  well. 
The  salmon  fisherman  too  is  well  aware 
that  for  his  favorite  recreation  he  must 
seek  the  good  offices  of  the  I.  C.  R. 
Both  the  pictures  and  the  collection  of 
trophies  shown  by  the  Intercolonial  dem- 
onstrated the  wealth  of  good  territory 
covered  by  the  line,  and  caused  many  to 
make  inquiries.  Notwithstanding  all  at- 
tention paid  to  the  north  and  west,  the 
east  possesses  strong  claims  upon  the  at* 
tention  of  sportsmen  and  the  Intercolo- 
nial are  keeping  that  fact  prominently  be- 
fore public  attention.  They  carried  out 
this  policy  most  effectively  at  the  Mon- 
treal show  and  it  seems  certain  from  the 
interest  shown  that  most  satisfactory  re- 
sults will  follow. 


Automobiles . 

The  Legislature  of  Prince  Edward 
Island  have  distinguished  themselves 
even  more  than  the  Ontario  House  in 
their  enmity  to  automobiles.  It  is  stated 
that  there  are  but  nine  automobiles  on 
the  Island,  but  the  owners  of  those  nine 
have  equal  rights  with  other  taxpayers 
to  the  roads  and  it  is  almost  inconceiv- 
able that  in  these  days  a  resolution  call- 
ing for  legislation  that  shall  absolutely 
prohibit  automobiles  on  the  Island  should 
have  been  unanimously  agreed  to.  This 
appears  to  presage  such  legislation,  and 
the  placing  on  record  of  the  Island  Prov- 
ince as  antagonistic  to  a  change  which  is 
growing  with  greater  rapidity  than  any 
other  industry.  Automobiles  may  be 
kept  out  of  the  Island  for  a  time  but  it 
can  only  be  a  short  time  and  in  the 
meantime  the  Islanders,  out  of  sympathy 
with  the  rest  of  the  world,  will  them- 
selves suffer  the  most. 


Our  Medicine  Bag 


Mr.  Walter  Greaves  writes  from 
Ottawa:  "These  bright,  warm,  sunny 
days  make  one  begin  to  overhaul  his  rods 
and  tackle  and  get  things  in  shape  for 
the  opening  of  the  season.  Now  is  the 
time  to  re-wrap  and  varnish  rods,  make 
and  order  flies  and  casts;  test  last  sea- 
son's lines  and,  if  necessary,  order  new 
ones.  During  the  winter  I  have  made 
three  rods  of  kaliki, — two  light  fly  rods 
and  a  bait  casting  rod  of  six  feet  in  two 
pieces,  which  latter  I  propose  trying  this 
season  when  the  bass  will  not  rise  to  the 
fly.  I  have  never  done  any  bait  casting 
but  I  am  sure  it  must  be  good  sport 
judging  from  what  I  have  heard  and 
read.  Considerable  skill  is,  no  doubt, 
required  to  manipulate  the  reel  properly 
and  I  expect  it  will  take  considerable 
practice  to  prevent  fouling  and  overrun- 
ning of  the  line.  The  favorite  bait  for 
this  work  here,  so  far  as  I  can  learn,  is  the 
"Dowagiac."  I  know  it  is  an  excellent 
trolling  bait  as  I  have  tried  it.  In  re- 
gard to  lines,  I  used  the  enamelled  silk 
lines  made  by  the  Corticelli  Silk  Com- 
pany last  season  and  found  them  to  be 
first  class  and  at  a  reasonable  price.  I 
discovered  them,  by  accident  and  am 
pleased  to  see  they  are  advertised  in 
4 'Rod  and  Gun"  as  I  think  it  should  be 
known  that  a  really  first  class  line  can 
be  and  indeed  is,  made  in  Canada.  I 
have  spent  many  pleasant  hours  during 
the  winter  evenings  reading  the  excel- 
lent articles  in  "Rod  and  Gun"  and  find 
that  the  magazine  improves  each  season. 
If  I  meet  with  any  success  during  the 
year  I  will  let  you  hear  from  me.  I  hope 
to  land  a  few  trout  next  month  and  black 
bass  in  June  with  the  "Massassaga"  and 
"Parmacheene  Belle," — the  best  flies  for 
black  bass,  according  to  my  experience. 
I  am  not  yet  certain  whether  I  shall  be 
able  to  "tackle"  the  salmon  this  year, 
but  if  I  do,  I  will  let  you  know  the  re- 
sult, if  possible. 

The  Perth  branch  of  the  Ontario  Fish 


and  Game  Protective  Society  continues 
its  activities,  and  under  the  vigorous  ad- 
ministration of  its  present  officers,  who 
were  all  re-elected  at  the  annual  meeting-, 
the  county  of  Lanark  promises  to  be- 
come a  model  for  fish  and  game  observ- 
ance. A  new  fish  and  game  warden  was 
appointed  last  year  and  is  working-  in 
harmony  with  the  Society.  As  a  resultsev- 
eral  successful  prosecutions  have  taken 
place  and  the  moral  effects  are  seen  on 
all  sides.  The  branch  held  a  public 
meeting,  which  was  attended  by  Messrs. 
Adams  and  Evans  from  Toronto,  the 
visit  of  these  gentlemen  stimulating  local 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  branch. 
Several  local  gentlemen  also  addressed 
the  members  and  expressed  themselves 
as  in  harmony  with  the  Association's  pro- 
gram. Mr.  C.  J.  Foy  said  the  question 
appealed  to  him  from  a  business  stand- 
point and  he  believed  it  was  good  busi- 
ness to  support  efficient  fish  and  game 
protection.  Mr.  A.  C.  Shaw,  whose 
work  as  Secretary  has  so  much  to  do 
with  the  successful  working  of  the 
branch,  stated  that  black  bass  fry  were 
to  be  used  for  re-stocking  the  river  and 
it  was  hoped  that  good  rod  and  line  fish- 
ing would  be  the  rule  ere  long.  Super- 
intendent Phillips,  of  the  Rideau  Canal, 
had  assisted  the  work  most  readily  and 
Inspector  Burke  was  proving  himself  a 
terror  to  evil  doers. 


In  our  March  number  appeared  an  il- 
lustration showing  a  fine  selection  of 
quail  and  rabbits  shot  by  Mr.  W.  R. 
Crandall  and  Mr.  L.  Strother.  It  was 
there  stated  that  the  successful  hunt  took 
place  at  Blenheim  Mr.  Crandall  writes 
to  say  that  Leamington,  and  not  Blen- 
heim, is  entitled  to  the  honor  of  the 
achievement.

Just  as  the  ice  was  breaking  up  on 
Toronto  Bay  a  thrilling  scene  was  wit- 
nessed one  afternoon.  In  defiance  of  the 
close  season  a  couple  of  men  busied 
themselves  shooting  ducks.  While  thus 
engaged  two  strangers  appeared  and  as 
the  men's  consciences  were  uneasy  they 
decided  to  decamp.

According  to  Colin  Fraser,  a  well 
known  fur  trader  of  the  north,  the  past 
winter  has  proved  a  poor  one  for  furs. 
Mr.  Fraser  has  had  an  experience  of 
twenty  years  in  the  trade  and  he  declares 
the  last  winter  to  have  proved  the  worst 
of  the  whole  of  them.  He  is  a  believer 
in  the  seven  years  cycle  and  declares 
that  there  will  be  seven  bad  winters  be- 
fore good  seasons  agaia  come  round. 
The  Indians  of  the  far  north  are  reported 
to  be  in  a  bad  way.  Game  of  all  sorts  is 
scarce  and  the  rabbits  are  said  to  have 
almost  disappeared.     A    fish  diet  for 


hungry  men  in  the  winter  is  not  satisfy- 
ing but  according  to  Mr.  Fraser  this  is 
alJ  the  majority  of  Indians  could  rely 
upon.  Some  had  no  nets  and  could  not 
get  even  fish,  a  few  musk  rats  forming 
their  sole  diet.

Marie,  Ont.,  fined  Peter  Kogffosh,  an 
Indian  of  Groscap,  $75  and  costs, 
amounting  in  all  to  $99,  for  shooting 
deer  out  of  season. 


'  'Northern  Lass"  writes  from  Day 
Mills,  Algoma;  "We  have  been 
very  much  interested  in  many  of  the  ar- 
ticles which  have  appeared  in  4 'Rod  and 
Gun"  this  winter.  Especially  were  we 
interested  in  the  article,  "A  Winter  on 
the  Mississaga,"  by  Mr.  James  Dickson, 
O.  L.  S.,  as  we  know  all  the  ground 
gone  over  by  him,  having  lived  close  to 
Lake  Waquekobing  these  many  years. 
One  cold  February  evening  while  we 
were  sitting  cozily  around  the  fire,  we 
read  the  article  aloud,  and  when  we  had 
finished  one  of  the  party  said,  "Why  I 
went  up  the  Mississaga  in  October  of 
the  same  year,  1872,  looking  up  timber. 
And  thereupon  he  recounted  many  of 
the  incidents  of  his  early  trip.  Need- 
less to  say  we  listened  with  relish.  He 
with  two  others  travelled  in  an  open  row 
boat  from  Bruce  Mines  to  Thessalon, 
thence  up  Thessalon  River  several  miles 
and  back,  and  following  the  shore  of 
Lake  Huron  down  to  the  mouth  of  the 
Missassaga,  then  going  up  the  river  as 
far  as  what  is  now  called  Squaw  Chute. 
One  can  imagine  the  back  breaking 
problem  of  portaging  a  boat  across  the 
several  portages  in  that  part  of  the  river, 
After  they  returned  to  the  mouth  of  the 
river  they  continued  their  cruise  in  the 
open  row  boat  down  as  far  as  Spanish 
Mills.  Since  then  many  have  gone  up 
and  down  the  Mississaga,  and  in  the 
years  to  come  many  more  will  seek  its 
varied  scenery  in  quest  of  health, 
strength  and  adventure.  Waquekobing 
is  a  very  near  neighbor  to  Mississaga. 
A  well  trodden  portage  of  about  a  mile  is 
between  them.  One  is  not  surprised  to 
find  so  beautiful  a  lake  near  such  a  ma- 
jestic river.  The  two  seem  well  suited 
to  the  deep  valleys   and  heavily  wooded

They  may  lament, 
but  they  cannot  recall,  the  past;  the 
present  and  the  future  however  is  still 
theirs,  and  if  they  will  but  awake  and  in- 
sist upon  the  adoption  of  a  new  policy 
by  the  authorities  enough  may  be  saved 
to  make  a  very  material  difference  to  the 
future  of  the  country.  Food  fish  for  the 
people,  game  fish  for  the  rod  and  line 
fishermen,  big  game  for  all  who  can 
take  a  trip  to  the  woods,  and  forest  pre- 
servation which  will  secure  the  mainten- 
ance of  cover  and  water  and  affect  our 
climate  for  good  is  *11  included  in  a  pol- 
icy which  should  meet  with  the  support 
of  the  whole  people.  Mr.  Ritchie  is  do- 
ing good  work  in  keeping  these  matters 
before  the  public.

A  correspondent  writing  from  Lanark, 
Ont.,  at  the  end  of  March  says  he  never 
saw  the  crows  more  plentiful,  better  con- 
ditioned and  bolder  in  Eastern  Ontario 
at  the  time  of  year  than  during  the  pre- 
ceding fortnight. 


Ten  hunters  who  have  been  killing 
moose  out  of  season  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  in  what 
is  known  as  the  St.  Maurice  and  Lauren- 
tian  district,  were  .  arrested  recently  and 
tried  in  Three  Rivers,  convicted  and  fined 
$50  each  and  costs.  The  total  amount 
paid  by  each  man  was  $60  and  $65. 
From  reports  from  the  Game  Wardens 
in  that  territory  it  is  evident  that  the 
moose  are  numerous  this  year  and  the 
killing  has  been  going  on  without  re- 
straint until  the  Province  of  Quebec  As- 
sociation for  the  Protection  of  Fish  and 
Game  took  the  matter  in  hand  and 
brought  these  illegal  hunters  to  book. 
In  one  month  the  Association  have  se- 
cured twenty-two  convictions  against 
hunters  who  were  illegally  killing 
game. 


From  Saskatchewan,  by  way  of  Win- 
nipeg, comes  a  report  to  the  effect  that 
a  boy  playing  near  his  father's  cabin  was 


torn  to  pieces  by  timber  wolves.  The 
cries  of  the  urchin  attracted  attention 
but  too  late  for  him  to  be  saved.  Wolves 
are  reported  very  numerous  and  raven- 
ous this  year,  and  they  must  be  so  to 
have  attacked  a  boy  so  near  a  dwelling. 


A  very  successful  meeting  of  the 
Kingston  Branch  of  the  Ontario  Fish 
and  Game  Protective  Association  was 
held  on  the  evening  of  April  1st.  Mr. 
A.  Kelly  Evans,  of  Toronto,  attended 
and  pointed  out  how  deeply  interested 
the  people  of  Kingston  were  in  the  aims 
of  the  Association.  If  proper  protection 
was  given  to  the  fish  Kingston  would  be 
come  a  great  tourist  centre  to  the  enor- 
mous advantage  of  every  one  interested 
in  that  beautiful  city.  The  Kingston 
people  should  insist,  apart  from  politics, 
in  seeing  that  the  Government  did  their 
duty  in  the  matter  of  fish  protection. 
The  politicians  are  afraid  of  the  net  fish- 
ermen and  for  the  sake  of  a  few  votes  in 
the  constituencies  bordering  ou  the  lakes 
sacrificed  the  interests  of  the  whole  pop- 
ulation of  the  Province.  Inspector 
Taudvin  was  present  and  stated  that  he 
did  all  in  his  power  to  see  that  the  fish- 
ery laws  were  carried  «ut.  Suggestions 
as  to  hatcheries  were  made  and  Mr. 
Evans  said  he  understood  the  Govern- 
ment intended  to  have  a  patrol  launch 
at  work  this  season  between  Kingston 
and  Ganonoque.

frog-  and  with  rear  hook  of  6-0  Carlisle. 
Each  hook  is  perfectly  guarded  and  is 
weed-proof.  A  special  feature  is  the 
manner  in  which  the  rear  hook  is  guarded 
which  is  by  raising  the  saddle  loop  above 
the  hook  shank  on  a  piece  of  spring 
wire,  to  a  point  just  opposite  the  point 
of  the  rear  hook,  thus  making  the  body 
and  legs  of  the  frog  act  as  a  weed 
guard,  and  placing  the  rear  hook  in  the 
correct  position  for  a  short  strike.  A 
combination  spring  clamp  and  yoke  holds 
the  frog  by  the  head  in  such  a  manner 
that   it  does  not  in  any   way  injure  it. 


ONE  THIRD  ACTUAL  SIZE 


The  vertical  wires  of  the  yoke  automat- 
ically clamp  and  hold  the  frog  just  back 
of  the  jaws  as  will  be  seen  by  the  accom- 
panying cut.  This  arrangement  makes 
it  unnecessary  to  hook  the  frog  and  it  is 
impossible  to  throw  it  out  of  the  harness 


by  casting.  In  addition  to  the  yoke 
clamp  described,  there  is  attached  to  the 
hook  shank  two  saddle  loops  on  the  end 
of  a  spring  wire  through  which  the  legs 
of  the  frog  are  drawn.  The  saddle  loops 
are  made  of  annealed  wire  and  may  be 
bent  forward  to  lay  close  to  the  body. 
These  loops  keep  the  frog  from  getting 
out  of  position  with  reference  to  the  rear 
hook  and  making-  it  impossible  to  throw 
it  out  of  the  harness  by  casting.  The 
frog,  by  this  clever  device  is  so  hitched 
that  the  harness  and  hooks  become  ap- 
parently a  part  of  the  live  bait,  the  hooks 
being  perfectly  free  and  open,  permitting 
the  frog  to  float,  leap  or  swim  with  per- 
fect ease.  A  more  humane  and  practical 
live  bait  hook  than  the  U-B  Live  Frog 
Harness  cannot  be  conceived  of  and  it 
may  be  said  that  that  it  is  truly  sports- 
manlike and  in  a  class  distinctly  its  own.

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Mr.  Alvin  L.  Menger  writes  from  St 
Jacob's,    Ont.,  the   following   notes  on 
"Game   conditions  as   existing    in  the 
township  of  Woolwich:    "I  am  a  reader 
of  "Rod  and  Gun  and  Motor  Sports  in 
Canada"  and  having  enjoyed  perusing  the 
narratives  of  its  many  excellent  writers, 
I  thought  I  would,  if  allowed,  contribute 
my  mite  also.    The  best  sport  to  be  had 
around  here    is  fox-hunting,  but  foxes 
are  getting  to  be  pretty  scarce  although 
the  past  winter  there  were  more  than  for 
quite  a  while.    There  are  a  good  many 
raccoons  left  which  give  a   lot  of  sport 
when  hunting  them  at  night.    The  hare 
is  almost  wiped  out,  but   there  are  still 
some  left  in  the  swamps  and  I  think  they 
ought  to  be  protected  for  a  period  of  five 
years  at  least.    As  soon  as   they  start  to 
increase  they  are  hunted  down  to  a  finish. 
The  same  thing  prevails  with  the  black 
squirrels.    Last     fall   they   were  quite 
plentiful  till  some  local  would-be  sports 
and  some  from  Berlin  came  up  here  and 
wiped  them  out  again.    I  have  not  shot 
a  black   squirrel  in   five   years,  always 
thinking  that  if  I  let  it  go  there  would  be 
a  couple   more  the  next  season.  Par- 
tridges are  quite  plentiful  and  so  is  the 
cotton-tail  rabbit.    Of  the  fur- bearers  the 
musk  rat  is  the  most  plentiful,  although 
we  have  quite  a  few  mink,  skunks,  wea- 
sels, etc,    There   are    some  strange  re- 
marks made  about  deer  increasing  every 
year  in  spite  of  so  many  being  shot. 
Now    I  think  it's  simply  ridiculous.  I 
think  if  that    "increasing"    story  were 
true,  we  would  still  have   some  deer  in 
Old  Ontario.     I  think  the  deer  are  being 
killed  off  as  fast  as  the   buffalo  were, 
years  ago,  and  in  my  opinion  they  ought 
to  be  protected  for  a  period  of  five  years. 
Then  the  people   could  talk  about  the 
deer  increasing.    In  the  fall  of  1906  I 
was  up  in  the  Parry  Sound  district  on  a 
trapping  trip  and  I  got  over  a  consider- 
able stretch  of  country   without  seeing 
many  signs  of  deer,  and  the  settlers  used 
to  say  that  the  deer  were  very  scarce.  I 
like  to  read  Mr.  Murdoch's  letters  and  of 
course  other  letters  of  hunting,  fishing, 
etc."

Turner,  Messrs.  Fred  S.  Holmes  and  A. 
W.  Steward  were  a  tie  for  the  Board  of 
Management,  Mr.  Holmes  retiring  in 
favor  of  Mr.  Steward. 

Mr.  Charles  S.  Armstrong  was  elected 
Rear  Commodore  at  a  meeting  held  in 
February  last,  with  the  Sailing  Com- 
mittee. 


Favorably  known  amongst  power 
boat  men  as  have  been  the  ' 'Little  Giant" 
gasoline  motors  in  the  past  they  are 
likely  to  be  even  more  popular  in  the 
future.  The  improvements  for  the  pres- 
ent year  include  a  positive  force  oiling 
system  and  an  exhaust  condensing  muf- 


fler. The  former  secures  efficient  lub- 
rication in  an  economical  manner.  By  its 
means  the  pressure  is  taken  out  of  the 
crank  case  and  carried  through  a  copper 
piping  to  a  single  feed  lubricator.  This 
lubricator  is. regulated  to  feed  about  ten 
to  fifteen  drops  of  oil  per  minute,  which 
oil  is  forced  through  a  passage,  through 
the  hollowed  cross  head  pin  to  the  cross 
head  pin  bearings  and  down  through  the 
passage  in  the  connecting  rod  bearings. 
The  pressure  is  applied  to  the  oil  after  it 
has  been  properly  regulated  and  left  the 
lubricator.  The  'splash  system" 
has  proved  expensive,  uncertain 
and  unsatisfactory.  All  objection- 
able features  and  troubles  are  banished 
by  the  adoption  of  the  new  system  ap- 
plied to  the  ''Little  Giant"  motors  this 
year.  The  new  mufflers  instead  of  being 
constructed  on  long  narrow  lines  taking 
up  valuable  space,  are  nearly  square  in 
proportion  making  them  compact  and 
not  cumbersome.  They  are  divided 

in  separate  chambers  by  means  of  special 
baffle  plates  with  properly  propor- 
tioned ports  which  compel  the  exhaust 
pipes  to  come  in  contact  with  the  water 
from  engine  reducing  the  volume  of  gases 
by  condensation  and  reducing  all  back 
pressure  found  in  other  mufflers.  The 
inlet  for  water  is  in  the  first  chamber 
(which  is  of  greater  area  than  the  rest) 
and  is  carried  down  below  the  centre  line 
of  the  exhaust  inlet  pipe.  On  entering 
the  first  chamber  the  velocity  of  the  gasses 
is  greatly  checked  and  this  process  is 
continued  on  through  the  succeeding 
compartments  so  that  when  it  finally 
leaves  the  muffler  it  cannot  be  distinguish- 
ed from  the  appearance  and  sound  of  the 
exhaust  of  the  steam  engine.  There  is 
enough  water  sent  through  the  exhaust 
to  keep  the  pipe  cool  and  there  is  no 
danger  of  setting  the   boat  on   fire  or

With  a  drain  open- 
ing in  all  the  partitions  there  is  no  chance 
of  the  muffler  freezing.  Tests  of  the 
most  severe  character  have  been  applied 
and  it  is  a  tried  article  and  not  an  experi- 
ment that  is  being  offered  to  the  pur- 
chaser. 


A  Motor  Perry  Boat 

Chicago  has  put  into  commission  a 
motor  ferry  boat  which  is  used  for  trans- 
ferring passengers  and  goods  across  the 
Chicago  River  whenever  a  new  bridge  is 
being  built  or  an  old  one  is  under  repair. 
The  City  Fathers  have  found  that  it  is 
economical  as  well  as  useful  to  keep  this 
boat  in  full  work  and  though  it  is  not 
beautiful  to  look  at  it  is  most  useful  and 
serviceable.  The  engine  is  a  three  cylin- 
der, eighteen  horse  power  and  so  far  has 
proved  equal  to  all  the  demands  made 
upon  it.   

Two  new  power  boats  are  being  built 
at  Picton,  Ont.,  are  being  equipped  with 
a  12-16  h  p  Smalley  motor  and  the  other 
with  a  15  h  p  Buffalo  engine. 


Commercial  Motor  Boats. 
Why  not?  Commercial  automobiles 
are  growing  in  fashion  and  promise  to 
take  an  important  place  in  future  trans- 
portation.

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The  Enterprise  Machine 
Company  of  Minneapolis, 
Minn.,  have  within  the  past 
year  placed  on  the  market 
something  entirely  new  in  the 
way  of  a  spark  plug  for  gaso- 
line engines.  The  accompany- 
ing cut  gives  a  fair  idea  of 
the  general  design  and  appear- 
ance of  the  plug  which  is  I 
called  by  the  manufacturers 
the  "Westman  L,ow  Tention 
Vibrating  Igniter  Plug."  As 
the  name  suggests  it  is  a  low 
voltage  device  of  the  electro- 
magnetic type  and  in  the  opin- 
ion of  the  makers  will  rapidly  replace  the 
complicated  jump  spark  or  high  tention 
systems  in  vogue  to-day.  The  plug  is  self 
contained  and  produces  a  hot  and  fat 
series  of  sparks  as  long  as  the  circuit  is 
closed  by  the  timer.  The  only  moving 
part  on  the  plug  is  the  firing  pin  and  as 
its  range  of  movement  is  very  slight 
there  is  very  little  chance  of  wear.  The 
action  of  the  plug  is  very  rapid  permitting 
of  high  speeds  in  the  motor  without  diffi- 
culty, in  fact  the  motor  can  be  run  at 
varying  speeds  in  a  highly  satisfactory 
manner.  The  plug  is  very  simple  in  de- 
sign, is  substantially 
and  compact  built 
and  handsomely  fin- 
ished with  either  a 
nickel  plated  or  oxi- 
dized copper  cover. 
Can  be  successfully 
operated  on  dry  cells 
or  on  a  magneto  and 
the  wiring  plan  is 
simply  itself.  The 
current  being  low 
tention  practically 
eliminates  all  chanc- 
es of  short  circuiting, 
a  very  decided  ad- 
vantage in  marine 
work  where  an  en- 
gine is  exposed  to 
more  or  less  damp- 
ness at  all  times.  An

Motors  For  Fishing:  Boats. 

A  revolution  of  the  fishing  trade  of  the 
Atlantic  coast  is  said  to  be  taking  place 
owing  to  the  use  that  is  being  made  of 
motors  in  fishing  boats.  The  fishermen 
are  now  to  a  large  extent  independent  of 
the  weather  except  in  severe  storms  and 
can  carry  on  their  trade  with  some  ap- 
proach to  regularity  and  certainty.  Mo- 
toring on  both  land  and  water  promise 
to  bring  about  revolutions  in  several 
respects  and  most  of  these  are  extremely 
beneficial  to  the  users.  Even  in  the  nec- 
essary changes  there  is  less  friction  than 
is  usually  the  case,  because  although  the 
changes  are  being  made  rapidly  they  en- 
ter over  so  wide  a  field  that  they  are 
not  felt  as  acutely  as  some  other  changes. 
All  these  various  uses  however  go  to 
show  that  the  motor  is  going  to  be  su- 
preme and  the  foolish  endeavors  to  ar- 
rest the  onward  march  are  about  as  ef- 
fective as  the  famous  suppositious  at- 
tempt to  sweep  back  the  Atlantic  with  a 
broom.
